In the proper names the syllables are separated by hyphens (-),and the 
accented syllable is marked with the acute accent (’). The quantity of 
the vowel sounds, whether long, intermediate, or short, and their qual- 
ity, whether broad, obtuse, obscure, or otherwise, as well as the value of 
the consonants, are shown in the following tables. By paying attention 
to this explanation, and applying it to the proper naimes in the text, the 
rcader will easily learn to pronounce all of them correctly.

for the earth ig filled with violence 
through them; and, behold, I wil} 
destroy them with the earth. 

14 § Make thee an ark of gopher 
wood; rooms shalt thou make it 
the ark, and shalt pitch it within 
and without with pitch. 

15 And this is the fashion which 
thou shalt make it of: The length 
of the ark shail be three hundred 
cubits, the breadth of it fifty cu

bits, and the height of it thirty 
cubits. 

16 A window shalt thou make to 
the ark, and in a cubit shalt thou 
finish it above; and the door of the 
ark shalt thou set in the side there- 
of; with lower, second, and third 
stories Shalt thou make it. 

17 And, behold, I, even I, do bring 
a flood of waters upon the earth, to 
destroy all flesh, wherein is the 
breath of life, from under heaven; 
and every thing that 7s in the earth 
shall die. 

18 But with thee will I establish 
my covenant; and thou shalt come 
into the ark, thou, and thy sons, and 
thy wife, aud thy sons’ wives with 


ee. 

19 And of every living thing of all 
fiesh, two of every sort shalt thou 
bring into the ark, to keep them alive 
with thee; they shall be male and 
female. 

20 Of fowls after their kind, and 
of cattle after their kind, of every 
creeping thing of the earth after his 
kind, two of every sort shall come 
unto thee, to keep them alive. 

21 And take thou unto thee of all 
food that is eaten, and thou shalt 

ather 7¢ to thee; and it Shall be for 

ood for thee, and for them. 

22 Thus did NO’ah: according to 
all that God comr.anded him, so 
did he. 


CHAPTER 7. 
1 Noah enters the ark. 17 The flood upon 
the earth. 

ND the LORD said unto NOo’ah, 

Come thou and all thy house 

into the ark; for thee have I seen 

f hteous before me in this gener- 
ation. 

2 Of every clean beast thou shalt 
take to thee by sevens, the male 
and his female: and of beasts that 
are not clean by two, the male and 
his female.

6 And NOo’ah was six hundred years 
old when the flood of waters was 
upon the earth. 

4 And No’/ah went in, and his 
eons, and his wife, and his sons’ 
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Beginning of the flood: 
wives with him, into the ark, be- 
cause of the waters of the flood. 

8 Of clean beasts, and of beasts 
that are not clean, and of fowls, and 
of every thing that creepeth upon 
the earth, 

9 There went in two and two unto 
No’ah into the ark, the male and 
the female, as God had commanded 
NO’ah. 

10 And it came to pass after seven 
days, that the waters of the flood 
were upon the earth. 

11 { In the six hundredth year of 
NO’ah’s life, in the second month, 
the seventeenth day of the month, 
the same day were all the fountains 
of the great deep broken up, and 
the windows of heaven were 
ppened. 

2 And the rain was upon the earth 
nore days and forty nights. 

13 In the selfsame day entered 
NO’ah, and Shém, and Ham, and 
Ja’pheth, the sons of No’ah, and 
No’ah’s wife, and the three wives 
of his sons with them, into the ark; 

14 They, and every beast after his 
kind, and all the cattle after their 
kind, and every creeping spins that 
creepeth upon the earth after his 
kind, and every fowl] after his kind, 
every bird of every sort. 

15 And they went in unto No’/ah 
into the ark, two and two of all 
flesh, wherein is the breath of life. 

16 And they that went in, went in 
male and female of all flesh, as God 
had commanded him: and the LORD 
shut him in. 

17 And the flood was forty days 
upon the earth; and the waters in- 
creased, and bare up the ark, and it 
was lift up above the earth. 

k8 And the waters prevailed, and 
were increased greatly upon the 
earth; and the ark went upon the 
face of the waters. 

19 And the waters prevailed ex- 
ceedingly apex the earth; and all 
the high hills, that were under the 
whole heaven, were covered. 

20 Fifteen cubits upward did the 
waters prevail; and the mountains 
were covered. 

21 And all flesh died that moved 
upon the earth, both of fowl, and of 
cattle, and of beast, and ot every 
creeping thing that creepeth upon 
the earth, and every man: 

22 All in whose nostrils was the 
breath of life, of all that was in the 
dry land, died. 

23 And every living substance was 
destroyed which was upon the face 
of the frend, both man, and cattle, 
and the creeping things, and the 
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fowl of the heaven; and they were 
destroyed from the earth: and 
NO’ah only remained alive, and they 
that were with him in the ark. 

24 And the waters prevailed upon 
the earth an hundred and fifty days. 


CHAPTER 8.

2) | And NO’ah builded an altar 
unto the LORD; and took of every 
clean beast, and of every clean 
fowl, and offered burnt offerings on 
the altar. . 

21 And the LORD smelled a sweet 
savour; and the LORD said in his 
heart, I will not again curse the 
ground any more for man’s sake;

18 § And the sons of NO’ah, that 
went forth of the ark, were Shém, 
and Ham, and Ja’pheth: and Ham 
ts the father of Ca/naan.

7 And the sons of Cush; Se’ba, and 
Hav’t-lah, and Sab’tah, and Ra/a- 
mah, and Sab’/te-chah: and the sons 
of Ra/a-mah; She’ba, and De’dan. 

8 And Cush begat Nim’rod: he 
began to be a mighty one in the 
earth. 

9 He was ‘a mighty hunter before 
the LORD: wherefore it is said, | 
Even as Nim’/rod the mighty hunter © 
before the LORD. 

10 And the beginning of his king- 
dom was Ba/bel, aud E’réch, and 
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Ac’cad, and Cal’/neh, in the land of 
Shi/nar. 

11 Out of that land went forth As’-

17 And the Hi’vite, and the Ark’- 
ite, and the Sin’‘ite, 

18 And the Ar’vad-ite, and the

and afterward were the families of 
the Ca/naan-ites spread abroad. 

19 And the border of the Ca’naan- 
ites was from Si’ddn, as thou com- 
est to Ge’rar, unto Ga’za; as thou 
goest, unto Sod’om, and Go-mor’- 
rah, and Ad’mah, and Ze-b0o/im, 
even unto La’/sha. 

20 These are the sons of Ham, after 
their families, after their tongues, 
in their countries, and in their na- 
tions. 

21 § Unto Sbém also, the father of 
all the children of E’bér, the brother 
of Ja’pheth the elder, even to him 
were children born. 

22 The children of Shém; E/lam 
and As’shur, and Ar-phax’ad, and 
Lud, and A’ram. 

23. And the children of A’ram; Uz, 

and Hul, and Ge’thér, and Mash. 

24 And Ar-phax’ad begat Sa’lah; 
and Sa‘lah begat E’bér. 

25 And unto E’bér were born two 
sons: the name of one was Pé’leg; 
for in his days was the earth di- 
vided; and his brother’s name was 
JOk’tan. 

26 And JoOk’tan begat Al-mo’dad, 
aud Shé’leph, and Ha’/zar-ma’veth, 
and Je’rah, 

27 And Had0o’ram, and U’zal, and

23 And O’bal, and A-bim’a-el, and 
Shé’ba, 

29 And O’phir. and Hav’i-lah, and 

these were the sons of 


30 And their dwelling was from 
Mé’sha, as thou goest unto Sé’phar 
a mount of the east. 

381 These are the sons of Shém, 
after their families, after their 
tongues, in their lands, after their 
nations. 

82 These are the families of the 
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sons of NO’ah, after their genera- 
tions, i: their nations: and by these 
were the nations divided in the 
earth after the flood.

E’bér four hundred and three years, 
and begat sons and daughters. 

16 And £’bér lived four and thirty 
years, and begat Pe’leg: 
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17 And £’bér lived after he begat 
Pe’leg four hundred and thirty 
years, and begat sons and daugh- 


ters. 

18 And Pe’leg lived thirty years, 
and begat Re’u: 

19 And Pé’leg lived after he begat 
Re’u two hundred and nine years, 
and begat sons and daughters. 

20 And Re’u lived two and thirty 
years, and begat Se’rug: 

1 And Re’u lived after he begat 
Se’rug two hundred and seven 
yom and begat sons and daugh- 

ers. 

22 And Sé’rug lived thirty years, 
and begat Na’hor: 

23 And Sé’rug lived after he begat 
Na’hor two hundred years, and be- 
gat sons and daughters.

29 And A’bram and Na’/hoér took 
them wives: the name of A’bram’s 
wife was Sa’rai; and the name of 
Na‘hor’s wife, Mil’cah, the daugh- 
ter of Ha’ran, the father of Mil’cah, 
and the father of Is’cah. 

30 But Sa/rai was barren; she had 
no child. 

31 And Te’rah took A‘bram his 
son, and Lot the son of Ha’/ran his 
son’s son, and Sa’raihis daughter in 
law, his son A’bram’s wife ; and they 
went forth with them from Or of 
the Chal’dees, to go into the land 
of Ca’/naan; and they came unto 
Ha’ran, and dwelt there.

38 And he went on his journeys 
from the south even to Béth’-el 
unto the place where his tent had 
been at the beginning, between 
Béth’-el and Ha'i; 

4 Untothe place of the altar, which 
he had made there at the first: and 
there A’bram called on the name of 
the LORD.

10 And Lot lifted up his eyes, and 
beheld all the plain of Jér’dan, that 
it was well watered every where, 
before the LoRD destroyed S0d’om 
and Gd-mor’rah, even as the garden 
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of the LORD, like the land of E’gypt, 
as thou comest unto ZO/ar. 

11 Then Lot chose him all the plain 
of Jor’dan; and Lot journeyed east: 
and they separated themselves the 
one from the other. 

12 A’bram dwelled in the land of 
Ca/naan, and Lot dwelled in the 
cities of the plain, and pitched his 
tent toward Sod’om. 

13 But the men of S0d’om were 
wicked and sinners before the 
LORD exceedingly. 

14 § And the Lorp said unto 
A’bram, after that LOt was sepa- 
rated from him, Lift up now thine 
eyes, and lookfrom the place where 
thou artnorthward, and southward, 
and eastward, and westward: 

15 For all the land which thou 
seest, to thee will I give it, and to 
thy seed for ever. 

16 And I will make thy seed as the 
dust of the earth: so that if a man 
cam number the dust of the earth, 
then shall thy seed also be num- 
bered. . 

17 Arise, walk through the land in 
the length of it and in the breadth 
of it; for I will give it unto thee. 

18 Then A’bram removed his tent 
and came and dwelt in the plain of 
Mam/’ré, which is in Hé’bron, and 
built there an altar unto the LORD. 


CHAPTER 14. 


1 Battle of the kings. 12 Lot is captured. 
14 Abram rescues Lot. 20 Abram gives 
tithes to Melchizedek. 

AD it came to pass in the days 

of Am’ra-phel king of Shinar 

A’ri-Och king of El'la-sar, Chéd-or 

la’o-mér king of E/lam, and Ti‘dal 

king of nations; 

2 That these made war with Bé’ra 
king of S0d’om, and with Bir’sha 
king of G6-m6r’rah, Shi’/nab king of 
Ad’mah, and Shém’e-ber king of 
Ze-boi/im, and the king of Be’la, 
which is Z0’ar. 

3 All these were joined together in 
the vale of Sid’dim, which is the 
salt sea. 

4 Twelve years they served Chéa- 
Or-la’o-mér, and in the thirteenth 
year they rebelled. 

5 And in the fourteenth year came 
Chéd-or-la’o-mér, and the kings that 
were with him, and smote the Réph’- 
a-ims in Ash’te-roth Kar-na’im, and 
the Zu’zims in Ham, and the 
E/mims in Sha’veh Kir-i-a-tha’im, 

6 And the Ho’rites in their mount 
Se’ir, unto El-pa’/ran, which zs by 
the wilderness. 

7 And they returned, and came to 
En-mish’pat, which 7s Ka’desh, and 
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smote all the country of the Am/a- 
lék-ites, and also the Aim/’Odr-ites, 
that dwelt in Haz’e-zon-ta’mar. 

8 And there went out the king of 
60d’om, and the king of G06-mor’- 
rah, and the king of Ad’mah, and 
the king of Ze-b01'im, and the kin 
of Be'la (the same 7s ZO’ar;) anc 
they joined battle with them in the 
vale of Sid’/dim: 

9 With Chéd-or-la’o-mér the kin 
of E/lam, and with Ti’dal king o 
nations, and Am/ra-phel king of 
Shinar, and A’ri-Och king of El'la- 
sar; four kings with five. 

10 And the vale of Sid’dim was full 
of slimepits; and the kings of Sod’- 
om and G0o-mor’rah fled, and fell 
there; and they that remained fled 
to the mountain. 

11 And they took all the goods of 
Sod’om and G6-modr’rah, and all 
their victuals, and went their way. 

12 And they took Lot, A’bram’s 
brother’s son, who dwelt in Sdd’- 
om, and his goods, and departed. 

13 g And there came one that had 
escaped, and told A’bram the He’- 
brew; for he dwelt in the plain of 
Mam/ré the Am/6r-ite, brother of 
Esh’col, and brother of A’nér: and 
these were confederate with A’bram. 

14 And when A’bram heard that 
his brother was taken captive, he 
armed his trained servants, born in 
his own house, three hundred and 
oe and pursued them unto 

an. 

15 And he divided himself against 
them, he and his servants, by night, 
and smote them, and pursued them 
unto Ho’bah, which 7s on the lett 
hand of Da-mas’cus. 

16 And he brought back all the 
oon and also brought again his 

rother Lot, and his goods, and the 
women also, and the Peonl. 

17 ¥ And the king of SOd’om went 
out to meet him after his return 
from the slaughter of Chéd-or-la’o- 
mér, and of the kings that were with 
him, at the valley of Sha’veh, which 
ts the king’s dale. : 

18 And Mél-chiz’e-dék king of 
Sa/lem brought forth bread and 
wine: and he was the priest of the 
most high God. 

19 And he blessed him, and said, 
Blessed be A’bram of the most high 
God, possessor of heaven and earth: 
2) And blessed be the most high 
God, which hath delivered thine 
enemies into thy hand. And he gave 
him tithes of all. 

21 And the king of Sod’om said 
unto A’bram, Give me the persons, 
and take the goods to thyself. 
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22 And A’bram said to the king of 
Sod’om, I have lift up mine hand 
unto the LORD, the most high God, 
the possessor of heaven and earth, 

23 That I will not take from a 
thread even to a shoelatchet, and 
that I will not take any thing that zs 
thine, lest thou shouldest say, I 
have made A’bram rich: 

24 Save only that which the youn 
men have eaten, and the portion o 
the men which went with me, A’/nér, 
Esh’col, and Mam’ré; let them take 
their portion. 


CHAPTER 15.

We tee these things the word of

CHAPTER 16.

OW Sa/rai A’bram’s wife bare 

him no children: and she had 

an handmaid, an E-gyp’tian, whose 
name was Ha’gar. 

And Sa/rai said unto A’bram, 
Behold now, the LORD hath re- 
strained me from BOALINS ; I pray 
thee, go in unto my maid; it may 
be that I may obtain children by 
her.

7 § And the angel of the LorD 
found her by a fountain of water in 
the wilderness, by the fountain in 
the Wes to Shir. 

8 And he said, Ha’gar, Sa’rai’s 
maid, whence camest thou? and 
whither wilt thougo? Andshe said, 
I flee from the face of my mistress 
Sa’rai. 

9 And the angel of the LorpD said 
unto her, Return to thy mistress, 
and submit thyself under her hands. 

10 And the angel of the Lorp said 
unto her, I will multiply thy seed 
crap seeeng te that it shall not be 
numbered for multitude.

ND when A’bram was ninety 
years old and nine, the LoRD 
appeared to A’bram, and said unto 
hin, I am the Almighty God; walk 
before me, and be thou perfect. 

2 And I will make my covenant be- 
tween me and thee, and will multi- 
ply thee exceedingly. 

3 And A’bram fell on his face: and 
God talked with him, saying,

5 Neither shall thy name any more 
be called A’bram, but any name shall 
be A’bra-ham; for a father of many 
nations have I made thee.

7 And Iwill establish my covenant 
between me and thee and thy seed 
after thee in their generations for

8 And I will give unto thee, and to 
thy seed after thee, the land where- 
in thou art a stranger, all the land 
of Ca’naan, for an everlasting pos- 
session; and I will be their God. 

9 9 And God said unto A’bra-ham, 
Thou shalt keep my covenant 
therefore, thou, and thy seed after 
thee in their generations. 

10 This is my covenant, which ye 
shall keep, between me and youand 
thy seed after thee; Every man 
child among you shall be circum- 
cised. 

11 And ye shall circumcise the 
flesh of your foreskin; and it shall 
be a token of the covenant betwixt 
me and you. 

12 And he that is eight days old 
shall be circumcised among you, 
every man child in your genera- 
tions, he that is born in the house, 
or bought with money of any stran- 
ger, which 7s not of thy seed. 

13 He that is born in thy house, 
and he that is bought with thy 
money, mustneeds be circumcised: 
and my covenant shall be in your 
flesh for an everlasting covenant. 

14 And the uncircumcised man 
child whose flesh of his foreskin is 
not circumcised, that soul shall be 
cut off from his people; he hath 
broken my covenant. 

15 § And God said unto A’bra- 
bam, As for Sa’/rai thy wife, thou 
shalt not call her name Sa’rai, but 
§8a’rah shal/ her nam. be. 

16 And I will bless her, and give 
thee ason also of her: yea, I will 
bless her, and she shall be a mother 
of nations; kings of people shall be 
of her. 

17 Then A’‘bra-ham fell upon his 
face, and laughed, and said in his 
heart, Shall a@ child be born unto 
him thatis an hundred years old ? 
and shall Sa’rah, that is ninety years 
old, bear ? 

18 And A’bra-ham said unto God, 
a that Iish’ma-el might live before 

ee! 

19 And God said, Sa/rah thy wife 
shall bear thee a son indeed; and 
thou shalt call his name I’saac: and 
I will establish my covenant with 
him for an ever ene covenant, 
and with his seed after him. 
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20 And as for Ish’ma-el, I have 
heard thee: Behold, I have blessed 
him, and will make him fruitful, 
and will multiply him rN” 
ly; twelve princes shall he beget, 
and I will make him a great nation, 

21 But my covenant will I estab- 
lish with I’saac, which Sa/rah shall 
bear unto thee at this set time in 
the next year. 

22 And he left off talking with him, 
and God went up from A’/bra-ham. 

23 J And A’bra-ham took ish’ma-el 
his son, and all that were born in his 
house, and all that were bought with 
his money, every male among the 
men of A’bra-ham’s house; and cir- 
cumcised the flesh of their fore- 
skin in the selfsame day, as God 
had said unto him. 

24 And A’‘bra-ham was ninety years 
old and nine, when he was cirecum- 
cised in the flesh of his foreskin. 

25 And ish’ma-el his son was thir- 
teen years old, when he was circum- 
cised in the flesh of his foreskin. | 

26 In the selfsame day was A’bra- 

ham circumcised, and ish’ma-el his 
son. 
27 And all the men of his house, 
born in the house, and bought with 
money of the stranger, were cir- 
cumcised with him. 


CHAPTER 18.

AN D the LORD appeared unto him

94 And they said unto him, Where 
is Sa/rah thy wife? And he said, 
Behold, in the tent. 

10 And he said, I will certainly 
return unto thee according to the 
time of life; and, lo, Sa’rah th 
wife shall have a son. And Sa’ra 
heard i¢ in the tent door, which was 
behind him. 

1l Now A’bra-ham and Sa’rah were 
old and well stricken in age; and 
it ceased to be with Sa’rah after the 
manner of women. 

12 Therefore Sa’/rah laughed with- 
in herself, saying, After I am 
waxed old’ shall I have pleasure, 
my lord being old also? 

13 And the LORD said unto A’bra- 
ham, Wherefore did Sa’rah laugh, 
saying, Shall I of a surety bear a 
child, which am old? 

14 Is any thing too hard for the 
LoRD? At the time appointed I 
will return unto thee, according to 
the time of life, and Sa’rah shall 
have a son.

19 For I know him, that he will

10 Wherefore she said unto A’bra- 
oam, Cast out this bondwoman and 
her son: for the son of this bond- 
woman shall not be heir with my 
son, even with I’saac. 

11 And the thing was very griev- 
ous in A’bra-ham’s sight because of 
his son.

59 And they sent away Ré-bék’ah 
their sister, and her nurse, and 
A’bra-ham’s servant, and his men. 

60 And they blessed Ré-bék’ah, and 
said unto her, Thou art our sister 
be thou the mother of thousands o 
millions, and let thy seed. possess 
the gate of those which hate them. 

61 § And Ré-bék’ah arose, and her 
damsels, and they rode upon the 
camels, and followed the man: and 
the servant took Ré-bék’ah, and 
went his way. 

62 And I/saac came from the way 
of the well La-hai’-roi; for he dwelt 
in the south country. 

63 And I’/saac went out to meditate 
in the field at the eventide: and he 
lifted up his eyes, and saw, and, 
behold, the camels were coming. 

64 And Ré-bék’ah lifted up her 
eyes, and when she saw I’saac, sh® 
lighted off the camel. 

65 For she had said unto the ser- 
vant, What man is this that walketh 
in the field to meet us? And the 
servant had said, It is my master: 
therefore she took a veil, and coy- 
ered herself. 

66 And the servant told I’saac all 
things that he had done. 

67 And I’gaac brought her into his 
mother Sa’rah’s tent, and took Ré- 
bék’ah, and she became his wife; 
and he loved her: and I’saac was 
comforted after his mother’s death. 


CHAPTER 25.

4 Andthe sons of Mid’J-an; E’phah, 
and E’phér, and Ha’noch, and A-bi’- 
dah, and £El’da-ah. All these were 
the children of Ké-tu’rah. 

5 J And A’‘bra-ham gave all that 
he had unto I'saac. 

6 But unto the sons of the concu- 
bines, which A’bra-ham had, A’‘bra- 
ham gave gifts, and sentthem away 
from I’saac his son, while he yet 
lived, eastward, unto the east coun- 


try. 

7 And these are the days of the 
years of A’bra-ham’s life which he 
ived, an hundred threescore and 
fifteen years. 

8 Then A’bra-ham gave up the 
ghost, and died ina good old age 
an old man, and full of years; an 
was gathered to his people. 

9 And his sons f/saac and Iish’- 
ma-el buried him in the cave of 
Mach-pe'lah, in the field of £’phron 
the son of Zo’har the Hit’tite, which 
is before Mam’ré;

blessed his son I’saac; and I’saac 
dwelt by the well La-hai/-roi. 

12 § Now these are the genera- 
tions of ish’wa-el, A’bra-ham’s son, 
whom Ha’gar the &-gyp-tjan, Sa’- 
thy handmaid, bare unto A’bra- 

am: 

13 And these are the names of the 
sons of Ish’ma-el, by their names, 
according to their generations: the 
firstborn of Ish’ma-el, Né-ba’joth; 
and Ke'dar, and Ad’bé-el, and Mib’- 


sam, : 
14 And Mish’ma, and Du’mah, and 
Mas’sa, 
15 Ha'dar, and Té’ma, Je’tir, Na’- 
phish, and Kéd’e-mah: 

6 These are the sons of Ish’ma-el, 
and these are their names, by their 
towns, and by their castles ; twelve 
princes according to their nations. 

17 And these are the years of the 
tife of Ish’ma-el, an hundred and 


thirty and seven years: and he gave 
up the ghost and died; and was 
gathered unto his people. 
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18 And eg 7d dwelt from Hav’t-lah 
unto Shir, that is before E’gypt, as 
thou goest toward As-syr’i-a: and 
he died in the presence of all his 
brethren. 

19 | And these ave the generations 
of I’saac, A’bra-ham’s son: A’‘bra- 
ham begat Isaac: 

20 And I/saac was forty years old 
when he took Ré-béx’ah to wife, the 
daughter of Béth-u’el the Syr’i-an of 
Pa’/dan-a/ram, the sister to La’/ban 
the Syr’i-an. 

21 And I’saac intreated the LORD: 
for his wife, because she was bar- 
ren: and the LORD was intreated 
of him, and Ré-bék’ah his wife con- 
ceived. 

22 And the children struggled to- 
gether within her; and she said, If 
it be SO, Why am I thus? And she 
went to enquire of the LORD. 

23 And the LORD said unto her 
Two nations are in thy womb, an 
two manner of people shall be sepa- 
rated from thy bowels; and the one 
people shall be stronger than the 
other p@ople; and the elder shall 
serve the younger. 

24 J And when her days to be de- 
livered were fulfilled, behold, there 
were twins in her womb. 

25 And the first came out red, all 
over like an hairy garment; and 
they called his name E’/sau.

34 Then Ja’cob gave E’sau bread 
and pottage of lentiles; and he did 
eat and drink, and rose up, and 
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went his way: thus E’sau despised 
his birthright.

4 And Iwill make thy seed to mul- 
tiply as the stars of heaven, and will 

ive unto thy seed all these coun- 

ries; and in thy seed shall all the 
nations of the earth be blessed; 

5 Because that A’bra-ham obeyed 
my voice, and kept my charge, my 
commandments, my statutes, and 
my laws. 

6 9 And I’saac dwelt in Ge’rar: 

7 And the men of the place asked 
him of his wife; and he said, She zs 
my sister: for he feared to say, She 
is my wife; lest, said he, the men 
of the place should kill me for Ré- 
bék’ah; because she was fair to 
look upon. 

8 And it came to pass, when he 
had been there a long time, that 
A-bim’é-lech king. of the Phi-lis’- 
tines looked out at a window, and 
saw, and, behold, I’saac was sport- 
ing with Ré-bek’ah his wife. 

9 And A-bim/é-lech called I’saac, 
and said, Behold, of a surety she is 
thy wife: and how saidst thou, She 
is my sister? And I/saac said unto 
him, Because I said, Lest I die for 


her. 

10 And A-bim/’é-lech said, What 7s 
this thou hast done unto us? one of 
the people might lightly have lien 
with thy wife, and thou shouldest 
have brought guiltiness upon us.

22 And he removed from thence, 
and digged another well; and for 
that they strove not: and he called 
the name of it Ré-ho’both; and he 
said, For now the LorD hath made 
room for us, and we shall be fruitful 
in the land. 

23 And he went up from thence to 
Be’er-she’ba. 

24 And the LORD appeared unto 
him the same night, and said, I a7a 
the God of A’bra-ham thy father: 
fear not, for I am with thee, and 
will bless thee, and per ie oy 
taba for my servant A’bra-ham’s 
sake. 

25 And he builded an altar there, 
and called upon the name of the 
LorD, and pitched his tent there: 
ol ot T’/saac’s servants digged a 
well. 

269 Then A-bim’é-lech went to 
him from Gé’rar, and A-huz’zath one 
of his friends, and Phi’chol the chief 
captain of his army. 

27 And Y’saac said unto them, 
Wherefore come ye to me, seeing 
ye hate me, and have sent me away 
from you? : 

28 And they said, We saw cer- 
tainly that the LORD was with thee: 
and we said, Let there be now an 
oath betwixt us, even betwixt us ang 
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thee, and let us make a covenant 
with thee; 

29 That thou wilt do us no hurt 
as we have not touched thee, and 
as we have done unto thee nothing 
but good, and have sent thee away 
in peace: thouw art now tbe blessed 
ot the LORD. 

30 And he made them a feast, and 
they did eat and drink. f 4 

31 And they rose up betimes in 
the morning, and sware one to an- 
other: and I’saac sent them away, 
and they departed from him in 
peace. 

32 And it came to pass the same 
day, that I’saac’s servants came, and 
told him concerning the well which 
they had digged, and said unto him, 
We have found water. 

33 And he called it She’bah: there- 
fore the name of the city is Be’er- 
shé’ba unto this day. 

34 § And £E’sau was forty years 
old when he took to wife Ju’dith the 
daughter of Bé-e’ri the Hit’tite, and 
Bash’é-math the daughter of E’lon 
the Hit’tite: 

25 Which were a grief of mind 
unto I’saac and to Ré-bek’ah. 


CHAPTER 27. 

1 Jsaac sends for venison. 6 Jacob de- 
ceives Isaac. 23 He obtams the blessing. 
41 Esau threatens Jacob. 

ND it came to pass, that when 
Isaac was old,and hiseyes were 

dim, so that he could not see, he 

called E’sau his eldest son, and said 

unto him; My son: and he said unto 

him, Behold, here am I. 

2 And he said, Behold now, Iam 
old, I know not the day of my 
death: 

3 Now therefore take, I pray thee,

6 J And Ré-bek’ah spake unto Ja’- 
cob her son, saying, Behold, I heard 
thy father speak unto E’sau thy bro- 
ther, saying,

9 Go now to the flock, and fetch 
me from thence two good kids of 
the goats; and I will make them 
savoury meat for thy father, such 
as he loveth: 

10 And thou shalt bring it to thy 
father, that he may eat, and that he 
may bless thee before his death. 

1 And Ja’cob said to Ré-bék’ah his 
mother, Behold, E’sau my brother is 
ahairy man,andlamasmooth man: 

12 My father peradventure will 
feel me, and I shall seem to him as 
a deceiver; and I shall bring a curse 
upon me, and not a blessing. 

13 And his mother said unto him, 
Upon me 6e thy curse, my son: only 
obey my voice, and gofetch me them. 

14 And he went, and fetched, and 
brought them to his mother: and his 
mother made savoury meat, such 
as his father loved. 

15 And Ré-bek’ah took goodly rai- 
ment of her eldest son E’/sau, which 
were with her in the house, and put 
them eco Ja’cob her younger son: 

16 And she put the skins of the 
kids of the goats upon his hands, 
and upon the smooth of his neck: 

17 And she gave the savoury meat 
and the bread, which she had pre- 
pared, into the hand of her son Ja/- 


cob. 

18 ¢ And he came unto his father, 
and said, My father: and he said, 
Here am 1; who a/*t thou, my son? 

19 And Ja’cob said unto his father, 
I am E’sau thy firstborn; I have 
done according as thou badest me: 
arise, I pray thee, sit and eat of my 
venison, that thy soul may bless me. 
20 And I’saac said unto his son, 
How is it that thou hast found it so 
quickly, my son? And he said, Be- 
cause the LORD thy God brought it 
to me. 

21 And YT/saac said unto Ja’cob, 
Come near, I pray thee, that I may 
feel thee, my son, whether thou le 
my very son E’sau or not. 

22 And Ja/cob went near unto 
Isaac his father; and he felt him, 
and said, The voice is Ja’cob’s voice, 
but the hands are the hands of E’sau. 

23 And he discerned him not, be- 
cause his hands were hairy, as his 
peor E’sau’s hands: so he blessed 
lim. 

24 And he said, Art thou my very 
son E’sau? And he said, Iam. 

25 And he said, Bring it near to me, 
aud I will eat of my son’s venison 
that my soul may bless thee. And 
he brought it near to him, and he 
did eat: and he brought him wine, 
and he drank. 

26 And his father Isaac said une 
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him, Come near now, and kiss me, 
my son. 

27 And he came near, and kissed 
him: and he smelled the smell of 
his raiment, and blessed him, and 
said, See, the smell of my son is as 
the smell of a field which the LORD 
hath blessed: 

28 Therefore God give thee of the 
dew of heaven, and the fatness of 
the earth, and plenty of corn and 
wine: 

29 Let people serve thee, and na- 
tions bow down to thee: be lord 
over thy brethren, and let thy mo- 
ther’s sons bow down to thee: 
cursed be every one that curseth 
aba and blessed be he that blesseth 
hee. 

3() § And it came to pass, as soon 
as I'saac had made an end of bless- 
ing Ja/cob, ana Ja‘cob was yet 
scarce gone out from the presence 
of I’/saac his father, that E’sau his 
brother came in from his hunting. 

31 And: he also had made savoury 
meat, and brought it unto his father, 
and said unto his father, Let my 
father arise, and eat of his son’s 
venison, that thy soul may bless me. 

32 And I’/saae his father said unto 
him, Who art thou? And he said, 
I am thy son, “hy firstborn E’sau. 

33 And I’saac trembled very ex- 
pera and said, Who ? where 
is he that hath taken venison, and 
brought i¢ me, and I have eaten of 
all before thou camest, and have 
blessed him? yea, and he shall be 
blessed. 

34 And when _ E’sau heard the 
words of his father, he cried witha 
great and exceeding bitter cry, and 
said unto his father, Bless me, even 
me also,.O my father. 

35 And he said, Thy brother came 
with subtilty, and hath taken away 
eof blessing. 

36 And he said, Is not he rightly 
named Ja’‘cob? for he hath sup- 
planted me these two times: he 
took away my birthright; and, be- 
hold, now he hath taken away my 
blessing. And he said, Hast thou 
not reserved a blessing tor me? 

87 And Ysaac answered and said 
unto E’sau, Behold, I have made 
him thy lord, and all his brethren 
have I given to him for servants; 
and with corn and wine have I sus- 
tained him: and what shall I do 
now unto thee, my son? 

88 And E’sau said unto his father, 
Hast thou but one blessing, my fa- 
ther? bless me, even me also, O my 
father. And £’sau lifted up his 
voi¢e, and wept.

and she sent and called Ja/cob her

ehold, thy brother E’sau, as touch- 
ing thee, doth comfort himself, pur- 
posing to kill thee. 

43 Now therefore, my son, obey 
my voice; and arise, flee thou to 
La’ban my brother to Ha’ran; 

44 And tarry with him a few days, 
until thy brother’s fury turn away; 
45 Until thy brother’s anger turn 
away from thee, and he forget that 
which thou hast done to him: then 
I will send, and fetch thee from 
thence: why should I be deprived 
also of you both in one day ? 

46 And Ré-bék’ah said to I’saac 
I am weary of my life because o 
the daughters of Héth: if Ja/cob 
take a wife of the daughters of 
Héth, such as these which are of the 
daughters of the land, what good 
shall my life do me ? 


CHAPTER 28.

the grief of Abraham. With provisions and a skin-bottle of water, they went 
out into the wilderness. and soon were perishing of thirst. Yet while Hagar 
wept and prayed for her dying son, there was all the time close by her a 
well of living water. God sent his angel and opened her eyes, and * ‘she went 
and filled the bottle with water. and gave the lad to drink.” And to this 
blessing he added the comfort that her son should become a great nation.

naan. 

6 And £’sau took his wives, and 
his sons, and his daughters, and all 
the persons of his house, and his 
cattle, and all his beasts, and all his 
substance, which he had got in the 
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land of Ca’naan; and went into the 
country from the face of his bro- 
ther Ja’cob. 

7 For their riches were more than 
that icf might dwell together; 
and the land wherein they were 
strangers could not bear them be- 
cause of their cattle. : 

8 Thus dwelt E’sau in mount

14 ¥ And these were the sons of A-ho- 
lib’a-mah, the daughter of A’nah 
the daughter of Zib’e-on, E’sau’s 
wife: andshebare to E’sau Jé’/ush, 
and Ja-a/lam, and KO’rah. 

15 J These were dukes of the sons 
of E’sau: the sons of El’i-phaz the 
firstborn son of E’sau; duke Té’man, 
duke O’mar, duke Ze’pho, duke 
Ke’naz 

16 Duke Ko’rah, duke Ga’tam, and 
duke Am/a-lék: these are the dukes 
that came of El’i-phaz in the land 
of E’dom ; these were the sons of 
A’dah. 

17 J And these are the sons of 
Reu’el E’sau’s son; duke Na‘hath, 
duke Ze’rah, duke Sham’mah, duke 
Miz’zah: these are the dukes that 
came of Reu’el in the land of E’/dom;

Di’shan: these are the dukes ‘that 
came of HO’ri, among their dukesin 
the land of Se’ir. 

31 9 And these are the kings that 
reigned in the land of E’/dom, before 
there reigned any king over the 
children of Is’ra-e fs 5 

82 And Be’la the son of Be’or 
reigned in E’dom: and the name of 
his city was Din’ha-bah. 

33 And Bé’la died, and Jo’bab the 
son of Zé’rah of Boz’rah reigned in 
his stead. - 

34 And Jo’bab died, and Hu’sham 
of the land of Tém/a-ni reigned in 
his stead. & 

35 And Hu’sham died, and Ha’dad 
the son of Be’dad, who smote Mid’- 
i-an in the field of Mo’ab, reigned 
in his stead: and the name of his 
city was A’vith. = 

36 And Ha/dad died, and Sam‘lah 
of Mas’re-kah reigned in his stead. 

37 And Sam/‘lah died, and Saul of 
Ré-ho’both by the river reigned in 
his stead. 

38 And Saul died, and Ba/al-ha’nan 
the son of Ach’bor reigned in his 
stead. 

39 And Ba/‘al-ha/nan the son of 
Ach’bor died, and Ha’dar reigned 
in his stead: and the name of his 
city was Pa'u; and his wife’s name 
was Mé-hét’/a-bel, the daughter of

40 And these are the names of the 
dukes that came of E’sau, accord-

19 And she arose, and went away. 
and laid by her veil from her, an 
put on the garments of her widow- 


hood. 
20 And Ju’dah sent the kid by the 


hand of his friend the A-dutl’lam-ite, 
to receive his pledge from the wo- 
man’s hand: but he found her not. 

21 Then he asked the men of that 
place, saying, Where is the harlot 
that was openly by the way side ? 
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And they said, There was no harlot 
in this place. 

22 And he returned to Ju’dah, and 
said, I cannot find her; and also the 
men of the place said, that there 
was no harlot in this place. 

23 And Judah said, Let her take 
it to her, lest we be shamed: be- 
hold, I sent this kid, and thou hast 
not found her. 

24 § And it came to pass about 
three months after, that it was told 
Judah, saying, Ta’mar thy daughter 
in law hath played the harlot; and 
also, behold, she is with child by 
whoredom.

25 When she was brought forth, 
she sent to her father in law, saying. 
By the man, whose these are, am | 
with child: and she said, Discern, 
I pray thee, whose are these, the 
signet, and bracelets, and staff. 

26 And Ju/dahacknowledged them, 
and said, She hath been more right- 
eous than I; because that I gave 
her not to Shée’lah my son. And he 
knew her again no more. 

27 J And it came to pass in the 
time of her travail, that, behold, 
twins were in her womb. 

28 And it came to pass, when she 
travailed, that the one put out his 
hand: and the midwife took and 
bound upon his hand a scarlet 
thread, saying, This came out first. 

29 And it came to pass, as he drew 
back his hand, that, behold, his bro- 
ther came out: and she said, How 
hast thou broken forth? this breach 
be upon thee: therefore his name 
was called Pha’réz. 

30 Andafterward came out his bro- 
ther, that had the scarlet thread 
upon his hand: and his name was 
called Za’rah.

ND Jo’seph was brought down 
to E/gypt; and Pot’l-phar, an 
officer of Pha’radh, captain of the 
guard, an ital a bought him of 
the hands of the ish’me-el-ites, 
which had brought him down 
thither. 

2 And the LORD was with JO’seph 
and he was a prosperous man; and 
he was in the house of his master 
the E-gyp’tian. 

3 And his mastersaw thatthe LORD 
was with him, and that the LORD 
made all that he did to prosper in 
his hand. 

4 And JO’seph found grace in his 
sight, and he served him: and he 
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made him overseer over his house, 
and all that he had he put into his 
hand. 

5 And it came to pass from the 
time that he had made him overseer 
in his house, and over all that he 
had, that the LoRD blessed the 
E-gyp’tian’s house for J0’seph’s 
sake; and the blessing of the LORD 
was upon all that he had in the 
house, and in the field. 

6 And he left all that he had in Jo’- 
seph’s hand; and he knew not ought 
he had, save the bread which he did 
eat. And JO’seph was a@ goodly 
person, and well favoured.

16 And she Jaid up his garment by 
her, until his lord came home. 

17 And she spake unto him ac- 
cording tothese words, saying, The 
He’brew servant, which thou hast 
brought unto us, came in unto me 
to mock me: ; 

18 And it came to pass, as I lifted 
up my voice and cried, that he left 
his garment with me, and fled out. 
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19 And it came to pass, when his 
master heard the words of his wife, 
which she spake unto him, saying 
After this manner did thy servant 
to me; that his wrath was kindled. 

20 And JO’seph’s master took him, 
and put him into the prison, a place 
where the king’s prisoners were 
bound: and he was there in the pri- 


son. 

21 ¢ But the LORD was with JOo’- 
seph, and shewed him mercy, and 
pare him favour in the sight of the 

eeper of the prison. 

22 And the Keeper of the prison 
committed to JO’seph’s hand all the 
prisoners that were in the prison; 
and whatsoever they did there, he 
was the doer of it. 

23 The keeper of the prison looked 
not toany thing that was under his 
hand; because the LORD was witb 
him, and that which he did, the 
LORD made 7 to prosper. SO

6 And Jo’seph came in unto them 
in the morning, and looked upon 
them, and, behold, they were sad. 

7 And he asked Pha’/raoh’s officers 
that were with him in the ward of 
his lord’s house, saying, Wherefore 
look ye so sadly to day ? 

8 And they said unto him, We 
have dreamed a dream, and there is 
no interpreter of it. And JO’seph 
said unto them, Do not interpreta- 
tions belong to wod ? tell me them, 
I pray you. 

9 And the chief butler told his 
dream to JO’seph, and said to him, 
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In my dream, behold, a vine was 
before me;

11 And Pha/raoh’s cup was in m

12 And Jo’seph said unto him, 
This zs the interpretation of it: The 
three branches are three days: 

13 Yet within three days shall 
Pha/raoh lift up thine head, and 
restore thee unto thy place: and 
thou shalt deliver Pha’raodh’s cup 
into his hand, after the former man- 
ner when thou wast his butler. 

14 But think on me when it shall 
be well with thee, and shew kind- 
ness, I pray thee, unto me, and 
make mention of me unto Pha’raoh, 
and bring me out of this house: 

15 For indeed I was stolen away 
out of the land of the He’brews: 
and here also have I done nothing 
that they should put me into the 
dungeon. 

16 When the chief baker saw that 
the interpretation was good, he said 
unto Jo/seph, I also was in my 
dream, and, behold, J had three 
white baskets on my head: 

17 And in the uppermost basket 
there was of all manner of bake- 
meats for Pha’/raoh; and the birds 
did eat them out of the basket upon 
my head.

19 And, behold, seven other kine 
came up after them, poor and very 
ill favoured and leanfieshed, such as 
I never saw in all the land of E’gypt 
for badness: 

20 And the lean and the ill favoured 
ae did eat up the first seven fat 

ine: 

21 And when they had eaten them 
up, it could not be known that they 
had eaten them; but they were still 
ill favoured, as at the beginning. 
So IL awoke. 

22 And I saw in my dream, and, 
behold, seven ears came up in one 
stalk, fulland good: 

23 And, behold, seven ears, wither- 
ed, thin, and blasted with the east 
wind, sprung up after them: 

24 And the thin ears devoured the 
seven good ears: and I told this 
unto the magicians; but there was 
none that could declare i¢ to me. 

25 J And JOo’/seph said unto Pha’. 
raoh, The dream of Pha’raoh is one: 
God hath shewed Pha’/ra0h what he 
is about to do. 

26 The seven good kine are seven 
years; and the seven good ears are 
seven years: the dream its one. 

27 And the seven thin and ill fa- 
voured kine that came up after them 
are seven years; and the seven 
empty ears blasted with the east 
wind shall be seven years of famine. 

28 This is the thing whichI have 
spoken unto Pha’raoh: What God 
is about to dg he sheweth unto Pha’- 


rach. 

29 Behold, there come seven years 
of great plenty throughout all the 
land of E’gypt: 

30 And there shall arise after them 
seven years of famine; and all the 
plenty shall be forgotten in the land 
of E’/gypt; and the famine shall con- 
sume the land; 

31 And the plenty shall not be 
known in the land by reason of that 
famine following ; for it shall bevery 
grievous.

12 And take double money in your 
hand; and the money that was 
brought again in the mouth of your 
sacks, carry i¢ again in your hand; 
peradventure it was an oversight: 

13 Take also your brother, and 
arise, go again unto the man: 

14 And God Almighty give you 
mercy before the man, that he ma 
send away your other brother, an 
Ben’ja-min. If I be bereaved of my 
children, I am bereaved. 

15 g And the men took that pre- 
sent, and they took double mone 
in their hand, and Bén’ja-min; an 
rose up, and went down to E’gypt, 
and stood before J0’seph. 

16 And when JO’seph saw Beén’ja- 
min with them, he said to the ruler 
of his house, Bring these men home, 
and slay and make ready ; for these 
men shall dine with me at noon. 

17 And the man did as JO’seph 
bade; and the man brought the men 
into J pelo house. 

18 And the men were afraid, 
because they were brought into 
JO’seph’s house; and they said, 
Because of the money that was 
returned in our sacks at the first 
time are we brought in; that he ma 
seek occasion against us, and fall 
upon us, and take us for bondmen, 
and our asses. 

19 And they came near to the stew- 
ard of JO’seph’s house, and they 
communed with him at the door of 
the house, 

20 And said, O sir, we came indeed 
down at the first time to buy food: 

21 And it came to pass, when 
we came to the inn, that we opened 
our sacks, and, behold, every man’s 
money was in the mouth of his sack, 
our money in full weight: and we 
have brought it again in our hand. 

22 And other money have we 
brought down in our hands to buy 
food: we cannot tell who put our 
money in our sacks. 

23 And he said, Peace be to you 
fear not: your God, and the God o 
your father, hath given you trea- 
sure in your sacks: I had your 
money. And he brought Sim‘e-on 
out unto them. 

24 And the man brought the men 
into JO’seph’s house, and gave them 
water, and they washed their feet; 
and he gave their asses provender,. 
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Joseph stays 


25 And they made ready the pre- 
sent against JO’seph came at noon: 
for they heard that they should eat 
bread there. 

§ And when _ JOo’seph came 
home, they brought him the pre- 
sent which was in their hand into 
the house, and bowed themselves 
to him to the earth. 

27 And he asked them of their wel- 
fare, and said, /s your father well, 
the old man of whom ye spake? Js 
he yet alive ? 

28 And they answered, Thy ser- 
vant our father is in good health 
he is yet alive. And they bowe 
down their heads, and made obei- 
sance. : 

29 And he lifted up his eyes, and 
saw his brother Bén’ja-min, his 
mother’s son, and said, /s this your 
younger brother, of whom ye spake 
unto me? And he said, God be gra- 
cious unto thee, ‘my son. 

30 And JO’seph made haste; for 
his bowels did yearn upon his bro- 
ther: and he sought where to weep; 
and he entered into Ais chamber, 
and wept there. 

31 And he washed his face, and 
went out, and refrained himself, 
and said, Set on bread. 

32 And they set on for him by him- 
self, and for them by themselves 
and for the E-gyp’tjans, which di 
eat with him, by themselves: be- 
cause the E-gyp’tians might not eat 
bread with the rewas for that 
is an abomination unto the E-gyp’- 


tjans. 

33 And they sat before him, the 
firstborn according to his birth- 
right, and the youngest according 
to his youth: and the men mar- 
velled one at another. 

34 And he took and sent messes 
unto them from before him: but 
Bén’‘ja-min’s mess was five times so 
‘much as any of theirs. And they 
drank, and were merry with him.

5 /s not this i¢ in which my lord 
drinketh, and whereby indeed he 
divineth? ye have done evil in so 
doing. 

6 | And he overtook them, and he 
spake unto them these same words. 

7 And they said unto him, Where- 
fore saith my lord these words ? God 
forbid that thy servants should do 
according to this thing: 

8 Behold, the money, which we 
found in our sacks’ mouths, we 
brought again unto thee out of the 
land of Ca/naan: how then should 
we steal out of thy lord’s house sil- 
ver or gold? 

9 With whomsoever of thy ser- 
vants it be found, both let him die, 
and we also will be my lord’s bond- 
men. 

10 And he said, Now also Jet it be 
according unto your words: he with 
whom it is found shall be my ser- 
vant; and ye shall be blameless. 

11 Then they speedily took down 
every man his sack to the ground, 
and opened every man his sack. 

12 And he searched, and began at 
the eldest, and left at the youngest: 
and the cup was found in Beén’ja- 
min’s sack. 

13 Then they rent their clothes 
and laded every man his ass, an 
returned to the city. 

14 ¢ And Ju’dah and his brethren 
came to JO’seph’s house; for he was 
yet there: and they fell before him 
on the ground. 

15 And JO’/seph said unto them, 
What deed is this that ye have 
done ? wot ye not that such a man 
as I can certainly divine ?

20 And we said unto my lord, We 
have a father, an old man, and a 
child of his old age, alittle one; and 
his brother is dead, and he alone is 
left of his mother, and his father 
loveth him. i 

21 And thou saidst unto thy ser- 
vants, Bring him down unto me, 
that I may set mine eyes upon him. 

22 And we said unto my lord, The 
lad cannot leave his father: for if 
he should leave his father, his father 
would die. 

23 And thou saidst unto thy ser- 
vants, Except your youngest bro- 
ther come down with you, ye shall 
see my face no more. 

24 And it came to pass when we 
came up unto thy servant my father, 
we told him the words of my lord. 

25 And our father said, Go again, 
and buy us a little food. 

26 And we said, We cannot f° 
down: if our youngest brother be 
with us, then will we go down: for 
we may not see the man’s face, ex- 
ceptour youngestbrother be with us. 

27 And thy servant my father said 
unto us, Ye know that my wife 
bare me two sons : 

28 And the one went out from me, 
and I said, Surely he is torn in 
pieces; and I saw him not since: 

29 And if ye take this also from 
me, and mischief befall him, ye 
shall bring down my gray hairs with 
sorrow to the grave. 

30 Now therefore when I come to 
thy servant my father, and the lad 
be not with us; seeing that his life 
is bound up in the lad’s life; 

31 It shall come to pass, when he 
seeth that the lad is not with us, 
that he will :die: and thy servants 
shall bring down the gray: hairs of 
thy servant our father with sorrow 
to the grave. 

32 For thy servant became surety 
for the lad unto |my father, saying, 
If I bring him not unto thee, then 
I shall bear the blame to my father 
for ever. 

338 Now therefore, I pray thee, let 
thy servant abide instead of the lad 
- a@bondman to my lord; and let the 
lad go up with his brethren. 

34 For how shall I go up to my 
father, and the lad be not with me? 
lest peradventure I see the evil that 
shall come on my father. 


CHAPTER 45.

r\HEN Saige could not refrain

And they came near. And he said, 
Iam JO’seph your brother, whom 
ye sold into Egypt. 

5 Now therefore be not grieved, 
nor angry with yourselves, that ye 
sold me hither: for God did send 
me before you to preserve life. 

6 For these two years hath the fam- 
ine deen in the land: and yet there 
are five years, in the which there 
shallneither be earing nor harvest. 

7 And God sent me before you to 
preserve you a posterity in_ the 
earth, and to save your lives by a 
great deliverance. : 

8 So now itwas not you that sent 
me hither, but God: and he hath 
made me afather to Pha’raoh, and 
lord of all his house, and a ruler 
throughout all the land of E’gypt. 

9 Haste ye, and go up to my father, 
and say unto him, Thus saith thy 
son JO’seph, God hath made me 
lord of all E’gypt: come down unto 
me, tarry not: 

10 And thou shalt dwell in the land 
of GO’shen, and thou shalt be near 
unto me, thou, and thy children 
and thy children’s children, an 
thy flocks, and thy herds, and all 
that thou hast: 

11 And there will I nourish thee; 
for yet there are five years of fam- 
ine; lest thou, and thy household, 
a all that thou hast, come to poy- 
erty. 

12 And, behold, your eyes see, and 
the eyes of my brother Bén’ja-min, 
that it is my mouth that speaketh 
unto you. 

13 And ye shall tell my father of 
all my glory in E/gypt, and of all 
that ye have seen; and ye shall 
haste and bring down my father 
hither. 

14 And he fell upon his brother. 
Bén’ja-min’s neck, and wept; and 
Bén’ja-min wept upon his neck. 

15 Moreover he kissed all his bre- 
thren, and wept upon them: and

16 ¥ And the fame thereof was 
heard in Pha/raoh’s house, saying 
JO’seph’s brethren are come: anc 
it pleased Pha’/raoh well, and his 
servants. 

17 And Pha’raoh said unto JO’seph, 
Say unto thy brethren, This do ye; 
lade your beasts, and go, get you 
unto the land of Canaan; . 

18 And take your father and your 
households, and come unto me: 
and I will give you the good of the 
land of E’gypt, and ye shall eat the 
fat of the land. 

19 Now thou art commanded, this 
do ye: take you wagons out of the 
land of ©’gypt for your little ones, 
and for your wives, and bring your 
father, and come. 

20 Also regard not your stuff; for 
the good of all the land of E/gypt 
ts SF tig 

21 And the children of Is’ra-el did 
so: and JO’/seph gave them wagons 
according to the commandment o 
Pha’raoh, and gave them provision 
for the way. 

22 To all of them he gave each 
man changes of raiment; but to 
Bén’ja-min he gave three hundred 
pieces of silver, and five changes of 
raiment. 

23 And to his father he sent after 
this manner; ten asses laden with 
the good things of E’gypt, and ten 
she asses laden with corn and bread 
and meat for his father by the 


way. 

24 So he sent his brethren away, 
and they departed: and he said 
unto them, See that ye fall not out 
by the vias 

5 | And they went up out of 
E/gypt, and came into the land of 
Ca’/naan unto Ja’/cob their father 

26 And told him, saying, J 0’seph is 
yet alive, and he7s governor over all 
the land of E’gypt.

4 I will go down with thee into 
E’gypt; and I will also surely brin 
thee up again: and JO’seph shal 
put his hand upon thine eyes. 

5 And Ja’/cob rose up from Beé’er- 
she’ba: and the sons of Is/ra-el car- 
ried Ja/cob their father, and their 
little ones, and their wives, in the 
wagons which Pha’raoh had sent to 
carry him. 

6 And they took their cattle, and 
their goods, which they had _ gotten 
in the land of Ca’/naan, and came 
into E’gypt, Ja’cob, and all his seed 
with him: 

7 His sons, and his sons’ sons with 
him, his daughters, and his sons’ 
daughters, and all his seed brought 
he with him into E’gypt. 

8 g And these are the names of 
the children of Iis’ra-el, which came 
into E’gypt, Ja’cob and his sons:

10 ¥ And the sons of Sim’e-on; Jé- 
mu’el, and Ja’/min, and O’had, and 
Ja’chin, and Zo’/har, and Sha’ui the 
son of a Ca/naan-it-ish woman. 

11 ¢ And the sons of Le’vi; Gér’- 
shon, Ko’hath, and Mé-ra’ri. 

12 § And the sons of Ju’dah; Er, 
and O’/nan, and She’lah, and Pha’- 
réz, and Za’rah: but Er and O’/nan 
died in the land of Ca/naan. And 
the sons of Pha’réz were Héz’ron 
and Ha’mul. 

13 § And the sons of Is/sa-char; 
To’la, and Phu’vah, and Job, and 
Shim/ron. 

14 § And the sons of Zéb’u-lun; 
Se’red, and E’lon, and Jah’lé-el. 

15 These be the sons of Lé’ah, 
which she bare unto Ja/cob in Pa’- 
dan-a’ram, with his daughter Di’- 
nah: all the souls of his sons and 
his daughters were thirty and three. 
16 § And the sons of Gad; Ziph’- 
j-on, and Hag’gi, Shu’ni, and Ez’bon, 
E’/Tl, and Ar’0-di, and A-ré’li. 

17 ¢ And the sons of Ash’ér; Jim’- 
nah, and Ish’u-ah, and Is/u-1, and 
Bé-ri/ah, and Se’rah their sister: 
and the sons of Bé-ri/ah; Heé’bér, 
and Mal’chi-el. 
18 These are the sons of Zil’pa 
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whom La’ban gave to Lé’ah his 
daughter, and these she bare unto 
Ja’‘cob, even sixteen souls. 

19 The sons of Ra/chel Ja/cob’s 
wife; JO’seph, and Bén’ja-min. 

20 § And unto JO’seph in the land 
of E/gypt were born Ma-nas’seh and 
E’phra-im, which As’e-nath the 
daughter of P0-ti/-phe-rah priest of 
On bare unto hin. 

21 § And the sons of Bén’ja-min 
were Be’lah, and Bé’chér, and Ash’- 
bel, Ge’‘ra, and Na’a-man, E’hi, and 
pei Miup’pim, and Hutp’pim, and 

rd. 

22 These are the sons of Ra’chel, 
which were born to Ja’/cob: all the 
souls were fourteen. 

23 § And the sons of Dan; Hu’- 
shim. 

24 § And the sons of Naph’ta-li; 
Jah’zé-el, and Gu’ni, and Je’zér, an 
Suil/lem. 

25 These are the sons of Bil’hah, 
which La’ban gave unto Ra’chel his 
daughter, and she bare these unto 
Ja’‘cob: all the souls were seven. 

26 All the souls that came with 
Ja’‘cob into E’gypt, which came out 
of his loins, besides Ja’cob’s sons’ 
wives, all the souls were threescore 
and six; ; 

21 And the sons of JO’seph, which 
were born him in E/gypt, were two 
souls: all the souls of the house of 
Ja’cob, which came into E/gypt, 
were threescore and ten. 

28 § And_he sent Ju’dah before 
him unto Jo’seph, to direct his face 
unto GO’shen; and they came into 
the land of GO’shen. 

29 And Jo’seph made ready his 
chariot, and went up to meet Is’- 
ra-el his father, to GO’shen, and pre- 
sented himself unto him; and he 
fell on his neck, and wept on his 
neck a good while. 

30 And Is’ra-el said unto JO’seph, 
Now let me die, since I have seen 
thy face, because thou art yet alive. 

31 And JO’seph said unto his bre- 
thren, and unto his father’s house, 
I will go up, and_shew Pha/raoh 
and say unto him, My brethren, and 
my father’s house, which were in the 
land of Ca’naan, are come unto me; 

32 And the men are shepherds, for 
their trade hath been to feed cat- 
tle; and they have brought their 
flocks, and their herds, and all that 
they have.

34 That ye shall say, Thy servants’ 
trade hath been about cattle from 
our youth even until new, both we, 
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and also our fathers: that ye may 
dwell in the land of Go’shen; for 
every shepherd 7s an abomination 
unto the E-gyp’tjans. 


CHAPTER 47. 
1 Jacob presented to Pharaoh. 11 He 
settles in Goshen. 28 Jacob's age. 
i eee JO’seph came and told 
Pha’‘raoh, and said, My father 
and my brethren, and their flocks, 
and their herds, and all that they 
have, are come out of the land of 
Ca/naan; and, behold, they are in 
the éand of Go’shen.

4 They said moreover unto Pha’- 
raoh, For to sojourn in the land are 
we come; for thy servants have no 
— for their flocks; for the 

amine is sore in the iand of Ca’- 
naan: now therefore, we pray thee 
let thy servants dwell in the lan 
of GO’shen. 

5 And Pha’/radh spake unto JO’- 
bt saying, Thy father and thy 

yrethren are come unto thee: 

6 The land of E’gypt is before 
thee; in the best of the land make 
thy father and brethren to dwell; 
in the land of GO’/shen let them 
dwell: and if thou knowest any 
men of activity among them, then 
make them rulers over my cattle. 

7 And JO’seph brought in Ja’cob 
his father, and set him before Pha’- 
raoh: and Ja’/cob blessed Pha/raoh. 

8 And Pha’raoh said unto Ja’cob, 
How old art thou? 

9 And Ja’‘cob said unto Pha/raoh, 
The days of the years of my pil- 
grimage arean hundred and thirty 
years: few and evil have the days 
of the years of my life been, and 
have not attained unto the days 
of the years of the life of my fa- 
thers in the days of their pilgrim- 


age. 

10 And Ja/cob blessed Pha’raodh, 
and went out from before Pha’raoh. 

11 J And JO’seph placed his father 
and his brethren, and gave them a 
possession in the land of E’gypt, in 
the best of the land, in the and of 
Ra-me’sés, as Pha’/raoh had com- 
manded. 

12 And Jo’seph nourished his fa- 
ther, and his brethren, and all his 
father’s household, with bread, ac- 
cording to their families. 
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13 { And there was no bread in all 
the land; for the famine was very 
sore, so that the land of E’gypt and 
all the land of Ca’naan fainted by 
reason of the famine. 

14 And Jo’seph gathered up all 
the money that was found in the 
land of E’gypt, and in the land of 
Ca/naan, for the corn which they 
bought: and JOo’/seph brought the 
money into Pha’raoh’s house. 

15 And when money failed in the 
land _ of E’gypt, and in the land of 
Ca‘naan, all the E-gyp’tians came 
unto JO’seph, and said, Give us 
bread: for why should we die in 
thy presence ? for the money faileth. 
16 And JO’seph said, Give your 
cattle; and I will give you for your 
cattle, if money fail. 

17 And they brought their cattle 
unto Jo’seph: and JO’seph gave 
them bread in exchange for horses, 
and for the flocks, and for the cattle 
of the herds, and for the asses: and 
he fed them with bread for all their 
cattle for that year. 

18 When that year was ended 
they came unto him the second 
year, and said unto him, We will 
not hide 7 from my lord, how that 
our beg | is spent; my lord also 
hath our herds of cattle; there is 
not ought left in the sight vf my 
lord, but our bodies, and our lands: 
19 Wherefore shall we die before 
thine eyes, both we and our land? 
buy us and our land for bread, and 
we and our land will be servants 
unto Pha’/raoh: and give us seed 
that we may live, and not die, tha 
the land be not desolate. 

20 And JO’seph bought all the land 
of E’gypt for Pha’raoh; for the 
E-gyp’tians sold every man his field, 
because the famine prevailed over 
them: so the land became Pha’- 
raoh’s. E 

21 And as for the people, he re- 
moved them to cities from one end 
of the borders of E/gypt even to the 
other end thereof. i 
22 Only the land of the priests 
bought he not; for the priests had 
a portion assigned them of Pha’‘raoh, 
and did eat their portion which 
Pha/raoh gave them: wherefore 
they sold not their lands. 

23 Then Hig yee said unto the peo- 
pie, Behold, I have poushe you this 

ay and your land for Pha’raoh: lo, 
here is seed for you, and ye shall 
sow the land. ; 

24 And it shall come to pass in the 
increase, that ye shall give the fifth 
part unto Pha’raoh, and four parts 
shall be your own, for seed of the 
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field, and for your food, and for 
them of your households, and for 
food for your little ones. 

25 And they said, Thou hast saved 
our lives: let us find grace in the 
sight of my lord, and we will be 
Pha’raoh’s servants. 

26 And JO’seph made it a law over 
the land of E’gypt unto this day, 
that Pha’raoh should have the fifth 
part; except the land of the priests 
only, which became not Pha’raoh’s. 

27 § And is’ra-el dwelt in the land 
of E’gypt, in the country of GO’- 
shen; and they had _ possessions 
therein, and grew,and multiplied 
exceedingly. 

28 And Ja’/cob lived in the land of 
Egypt seventeen years: so the 
whole age of Ja’cob was an hun- 
dred forty and seven years. 

29 And the time drew nigh that 
is’ra-el must die: and he called his 
son JO’seph, and said unto him, If 
now I have found grace in thy sight, 
put, I pray thee, thy hand under 
my thigh, and deal kindly and truly 
with me; bury me not, I pray thee, 


in Egypt: ‘ : 

30 But I will lie with my fathers 
and thou shalt carry me out ot 
E’gypt, and bury me in their bury- 
ingplace. And he said, I will do as 
thou hast said. 

31 And he said, Swear unto me. 
And he sware unto him. And Is’- 
pol DOwed himself upon the bed’s 

ead. 


CHAPTER 48. 
1 Joseph visits Jacob. 9 Jacob’s blessing. 
21 He foretells a return to Canaan. 
ND it came to pass after these 
things, that one told JO’seph, 
Behold, thy father zs sick: and he 
took with him his two sons, Ma-nas’- 
seh and E’/phra-im.

5 § And now thy two sons E’phra- 
im and Ma-nas’seh, which were 
born unto thee in the land of E’gypt 
before I came unto thee into Egypt, 
are mine; as Reu’ben and Sim‘e-on, 
they shall be mine 
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6 And thy issue, which thou beget- 
test after them, shall be thine, and 
shall be called after the name of 
their brethren in their inheritance. 

7 Andas forme, when Icame from 
Pa’dan, Ra’/chel died by me in the 
land of Ca’naan in the way, when 
yet there was but a little way to 
come unto Eph’rath: and I buried 
her there in the way of Eph’rath; 
the same 7s Béth’-lé-hém. 

8 And is’ra-el beheld J0’seph’s 
sons, and said, Who are these ? 

9 And Jo'seph said unto his father, 
They are my sons, whom God hath 

iven me in this place. And he said, 

ring them, I pray thee, unto me, 
and I will bless them. 

10 Now the eyes of Is’ra-el were 
dim for age, so that he could not 
see. And he brought them near unto 
him; and he kissed them, and em- 
braced them. 

ll And is‘ra-el said unto a tee 
I had not thought to see thy face: 
and, lo, God hath shewed me also 
thy seed. 

12 And Jo’/seph brought them out 
from between his knees, and he 
bowed himself with his face to the 
earth. 

13 And Jo’/seph took them both, 
E’phra-im in his right hand toward 
is/ra-el’s left hand, and Ma-nas/seh 
in his left hand toward is’ra-el’s 
right hand, and brought them near 
unto him. ; 

14 And Iis’ra-el stretched out his 
right hand, and laid 7¢ upon E’phra- 
im’s head, who was the younger, 
and his left hand upon Ma-nas/seh’s 
head, guiding his hands wittingly ; 
for Ma-nas’seh was the firstborn. 

15 ¢ And he blessed Jo’seph, and 
said, God, before whom my fathers 
A’bra-ham and I’/saac did walk, the 
God which fed me all my life long 
unto this day, 

16 The Angel which redeemed me 
from all evil, bless the lads; and let 
my name be named on them, and 
the name of my fathers A’bra-ham 
and i/saac; and let them grow into 
a multitude in the midst of the 
earth. 

17 And when JO’seph saw that his 
father laid his right hand upon the 
head of £’phra-im, it displeased 
him: and he held up his father’s 
hand, to remove it from £/phra-im’s 
head unto Ma-nas’seh’s head. 

18 And JO’/seph said unto his fa- 
ther, Not so, my father: for this is 
the firstborn; put thy right hand 
upon his head. 

9 And his father refused, and said, 
I know it, my son, I know it: he

20 § Out of Ash’ér his bread shall

22 9 JOo’seph zs a fruitful bough, 
even a fruitful bough by a well; 
whose branches run over the wall: 

23 The archers have sorely grieved 
him, and shot at him, and hated 


him: 

24 But his bow abode in strength, 
and the arms of his hands were 
made strong by the hands of the 
nd ake God of Ja’cob; (from thence 
is “io shepherd, the stone of Is’- 
ra-el: 

25 Even by the God of thy father, 
who shall help thee; and by the 
Almighty, who shall bless thee with 
pies es of heaven above, blessings 
of the deep that lieth under, bless- 
ings of the breasts, and of the 
womb:

5 And all the souls that came out 


of the loins of Ja/cob were seventy 
souls: for J0’seph was in E/gypt 
Rca: 

6 And JOo’seph died, and all his 
brethren, and all that generation. 

7 4 Aud the children of Is’ra-el 
were fruitful, and increased abun- 
dantly, and multiplied, and waxed 
exceeding mighty ; and the land was 
filled with them. 

8 Now there arose up a new king 
eres E/gypt, which knew not JOo’- 


seph. 
9 And he said unto his eniney Be- 
hold, the people of the children of 
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Is'ra-el are more and mightier than 
wes 


e: 

10 Come on, let us deal wisely with 
them; lest they multiply, and it 
come to pass, that, when there fall- 
eth out any war, they join also unto 
our enemies, and fight against us, 
and so get them up out of the land. 

11 Therefore they did set over them 
taskmasters to afflict them with 
their burdens. And they built for 
Pha/raodh treasure cities, Pi‘thom 
and Ra-am’sés. 

12 But the more they afflicted 
them, the more they multiplied and 
grew. And they were grieved be- 
cause of the children of Is’ra-el. 

13 And the E-gyp’tians made the 
children of Is’ra-el to serve with 
rigour:

23 9 And it came to pass in pro- 
cess of time, that the king of E/gypt 
died: and the children of is’ra-el 
sighed by reason of the bondage, 
and they cried, and their cry came 
up unto God by reason of the bond- 
age. 

24 And God heard their groaning 

and God remembered his covenant 
with A’bra-ham, with I’saac, and 
with Ja’cob.

13 And the taskmasters . hasted 
them, saying, Fulfil your works, 
your daily tasks, as when there 
was straw. ; : 

14 And the officers of the children 
of Is'ra-ci, which Pha/raoh’s task. 
masters had set over them, were 
beaten, and demanded, Wherefore 
have ye not fulfilled your task in 
making brick both yesterday and 
to day, as heretofore ? Sf 

15 J Then the officers of the chil- 
dren of Is'ra-el came and cried unto 
Pha’/raoh, saying, ‘Wherefore deal- 
est thou thus with thy servants? | 

16 There is no straw given untothy, 
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servants, and they say to us, Make 
brick: and, behold, thy servauts are 
beaten ; but the fault is in thine own 
people. : 

17 But he said, Ye are idle, ye are 
idle: therefore ye say, Let us go 
and do sacrifice to the LORD. 

18 Go therefore now, and work; 
for there shall no straw be given

14 For I will at this time send all 
my plagues upon thine heart, and 
upon t servants, and upon thy 
people; that thou mayest know that 
there is none like me in all the earth. 

15 For now I will stretch out my 
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hand, that I may smite thee and thy 
people with pestilence; and thou 
shalt be cut off from the earth. 

16 And in very deed for this cause 
have I raised thee up, for to shew 
in thee my power; and that my 
name may be declared throughout 
all the earth. 

17 As yet exaltest thou thyself 
against my people, that thou wilt 
not let them go? 

18 Behold, to morrow about this 
time I will cause it to rain a very 
grievous hail, such as hath not been 
in E’gypt since the foundation 
thereof even until now. 

19 Send therefore now, and gather 
thy cattle, and all that thou hast in 
the field; for upon every man and 
beast which shall be found in the 
field, and shall not be brought home, 
the hail shall come down uponthem, 
and they shall die. 

20 He that feared the word of the 
LORD among the servants of Pha’- 
raoh made his servants and his cat- 
tle fiee into the houses: 

21 And he that regarded not the 
word of the LORD left his servants 
and his cattle in the field. 

22 ¢ And the LORD said unto Mo’- 

es, Stretch forth thine hand toward 

eaven, that there may be hail in 
all the land of E’gypt, upon man, 
and upon beast, and upon every herb 
of the field, throughout the land of 
E/gypt. 

23 And Mo’ses stretched forth his 
rod toward heaven: and the LORD 
sent thunder and hail, and the fire 
ran along upon the ground; and the 
LorD rained hail upon the land of 


EPR ; : 

24 So there was hail, and fire min- 
gled with the hail, very grievous 
such as there was none like it in all 
the land of E’gypt since it became a 
nation. 

25 And the hail smote throughout 
all the land of E’gypt all that was 
in the field, both man and beast; 
and the hail smote every herb o 
ats Bald, and brake every tree of the 

eld. 

26 Only in the land of GO’shen, 
where the children of is’ra-el were, 
was there no hail. 

27 § And Pha’raoh sent, and called 
for Mo’ses_and A4r’on, and said 
unto them, I have sinned this time: 
the LORD is righteous, and I and 

: may necple are wicked. 

ntreat the LorpD (for it is 
enough) that there be no more 
aay thunderings and hail; and 
I will let you go, and ye shall stay 
no longer.

29 And Mod’ses said unto him, As 
soon as I am gone out of the city, E 
will spread abroad my hands unto 
the LORD; and the thunder shall 
cease, neither shall there be any 
more hail; that thou mayest know 
how that the earth is the LORD’S. 

30 But as for thee and thy servants, 
I know that ye will not yet fear the 
LORD God. 

31 And the flax and the barley was 
smitten: for the barley was in the 
ear, and the flax was bolled. 

32 But the wheat and the rie were 
not smitten: for they were not 
grown up. 

33 And MO’ses went out of the city 
from Pha’raoh, and spread abroad 
his hands unto the LORD: and the 
thunders and hail ceased, and the 
rain was not poured upon the earth. 

34 And when Pha’raoh saw that the 
rain and the hail and the thunders ~ 
were ceased, he sinned yet more, 
and hardened his heart, he and his 
servants. 

35 And the heart of Pha’radh was 
hardened, neither would he let the 
children of Iis’ra-el go; as the LORD 
had spoken by Mo’ses. 


CHAPTER 10. 


1 Plagues of locusts and darkness. 27 Pha- 
raoh’s heart still hardened. 
ee the LORD said unto M0’se 
Go in unto Pha’raoh: for 
have hardened his heart, and the 
heart of his servants, that I might 
shew these age signs before him:

4 se, if thou refuse to let my peo- 
ple go, behold, to morrow will I 

ring the locusts into thy coast: 

5 And they shall cover the face of 
the earth, that one cannot be able to 
see the earth: and they shall eat 
the residue of that which is escaped, 
which remaineth unto you from the 
hail, and shall eat every tree which 
groweth for you out of the field: 

6 And they shall fill thy houses, 
and the houses of all thy servants, 


and the houses of all the E-ByD- 
ers, 


a which neither thy fathe 
nor thy fathers’ fathers have seen, 
since the day that they were upon 
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the earth unto this day. And he 
turned himself, and went out from 
Pha/raoh. 

7 And Pha/raodh’s servants said 
unto him, How long shall this man 
be a snare unto us ? let the men go, 
that they may serve the LORD their 
God: knowest thou not yet that 
£’sypt is destroyed ? 

8 And Mo’ses and Adar’on were 
brought again unto Pha/raoh: and 
he said unto them, Go, serve the 
LORD your God: but who are they 
that shall go ? : 

9 And Mo’ses said, We will go with 
our young and with our olc , with 
our sons and with our daughters, 
with our flocks and with our herds 
will we go; for we must hold a feast 
unto the LORD. 

10 And he said unto them, Let the 
LORD be so with you, as I will let 
you go, and your little ones: look to 
at; for evil is before you. : 

1l Notso: go now ye that aremen 
and serve the LORD; for that ye di 
desire. And they were driven out 
from Pha’raodh’s presence. 

124 And the LORD said unto Mo’- 
ses, Stretch out thine hand over 
the land of E/sypt for the locusts, 
that they may come up upon the 
land of E/sypt, and eat every herb 
of the land, even all that the hail 
hath left. 
1s And Mo’ses stretched forth his 
rod over the land of E’gypt, and the 
LORD peuate te an east wind upon 
the land all that day, and all that 
night; and when it was morning, 
the east wind brought the locusts. 

14 And the locusts went up over 
all the land of E’gypt, and rested in 
all the coasts of E/S¥pt: very griev- 
ous were they ; before them there 
were no such locusts as they, nei- 
ther after them shall be such. 

15 For they covered the face of 
the whole earth, so that the land 
was darkened; and they did eat 
every herb of the land, and all the 
fruit of the trees which the hail had 
left: and there remained not any 
eS thing in the trees, or in the 

erbs of the field, through all the 
land of E/gypt. 

16 § Then Pha’raoh called for Mo’- 
ges and A4r’on in haste; and he 
sald, I have sinned against the 
LORD your God, and against you. 

17 Now therefore forgive, ray 
thee, my sin only this once, and in- 
treat the LORD your God, that he

18 us nd he went out from Pharaoh, 
and intreated the LoRD.

And Mo’ses stretched forth his 
hand toward heaven; and there was 
a thick darkness in all the land of 
E’/gypt three days: | 

23 They saw not one another, nei- 
ther rose any from his place for 
three days: but all the children of 
Is'ra-el had light in their dwellings. 

24 9 And Pha’raoh called unto Mo’- 

es, and said, Go ye, serve the 

ORD; only let your flocks and your 
herds be stayed: let your little ones 
also go with you. 

25 And MO0’ses said, Thou must 
give us also sacrifices and burnt 
offerings, that we may sacrifice unto 
the LORD our God. 

26 Our cattle also shall go with us; 
there shall not an hoof be left be- 
hind; for thereof must we take to 
serve the LORD our God; and we 
know not with what we must serve 
the LORD, until we come thither. 

27 J But the LORD hardened Pha’- 
raoh’s heart, and he would not let 
them go. 

28 And Pha/radh said unto him, 
Get thee from me, take heed to thy- 
self, see my face no more; for in 
that day thou seest my face thou 


shalt die. 
29 And eed ee said, Thou ‘hast 
spoken well, I will see thy face 


again no more.

ND the LORD spake unto MO’ses 
and Adr’on in the land of 
£/cypt, saying 
2 This month shall be unto you 
the begianing of months: it shail be 
the first month of the year to you. 
3 { Speak ye unto all the congre- 
ae of iIs’ra-el, saying In the 
enth day of this month hey shall 
take to them every man a lamb, ac- 
cording to the house of their fa- 

thers, a lamb for an house: i 
4 And if the household be too little 

for the lamb, let him and his neigh- 

bour next unto his house take it ac- 
cording to the number of the souls; 
every man according to his eating 
shall make your.count for the lamb. 

5 Your lamb shall be without 
blemish, a male of the first year: 
ye shall take i¢ out from the sheep, 
or from the goats: 

6 And ye shall keep it up until the

fourteenth day of the same montk: 
and the whole assembly of the con. 
gregation of Ig’ra-el shall kill it in 
the evening. 

7 And they shall take of the blood, 
and strike it on the two side posts 
and on the upper door post of the 
houses, wherein they shall eat it. 

8 And they shall eat the flesh in 
that night, roast with fire, and un- 
leavened bread; and with bitter 
herbs they shall eat it. 

9 Eat not of it raw, nor sodden at 
all with water, but roast with fire; 
his head with his legs, and with the 
purtenance thereof. 

10 And ye shall let nothing of it 
remain until the morning; and that 
which remaineth of it until the 
morning ye shall burn with fire. 

11 ¢ And thus shail ye eat it; with 
your loins girded, your shoes on 
your feet, and your staff in your 
hand ; and ye shall eat it in haste: 
itis the LORD’S passover. 

12 For I will pass through the 
land of E’gypt this night, and wiil 
smite all the firstborn in the land 
of E’gypt, both man and beast; and 
against all the gods of E’gypt I 
will execute judgment: I am the 


ORD. 

13 And the blood shall be to you 
for a token upon the houses where 
ye are: and when I see the blood, I 
will pass over you, and the plague 
shall not be upon you to destroy 
you, When Ismite the land of E’gynt. 

14 And this day shall be unto you 
for a memorial; and ye shall keep 
it a feast to the LORD throughout 
your generations; ye shall keep it 
a feast by an ordinance for ever. 

15 Seven days shall ye eat unlea- 
vened bread; even the first day ye 
shall put away leaven out of your 
houses: for whosoever eateth lea- 
vened bread from the first day until 
the seventh day, that soul shall be 
cut off from Is’ra-el. 

16 And in the first day there shall 
be an holy convocation, and in the 
seventh day there shall be an holy 
convocation to you; no manner of 
work shall be done in them, save 
that which every man must eat, 
that only may be done of you. 

17 And ye shall observe the feast 
of unleavened bread; for in this 
selfsame day have I brought your 
armies out of the land of E’/gypt- 
therefore shall ye observe this day 
in your generations by an ordinance 
for ever. 

18 ¢ In the first month, on the 
fourteenth day of the month at 
even, ye Shall eat unleavened bread, 
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until the one and twentieth day of 
the month at even. 

19 Seven days shall there be no 
leaven found in your houses: for 
whosoever eateth that which is lea- 
vened, even that soul shall be cut 
off from the congregation of Is’ra-el, 
whether he be a stranger, or born 
in the land. 

20 Ye shall eat nothing leavened; 
in all your habitations shall ye eat 
unleavened bread. 

21 J Then MoO’ses called for all the 
elders of Is’ra-el, and said unto 
them, Draw out and take youa 
lamb according to your families, 
and kill the passover. 

22 And ye shall take a bunch of 
hyssop, and dip 7¢ in the blood that 
és in the bason, and strike the lin- 
tel and the two side posts with the 
blood that 7s in the bason; and none 
of you shall go out at the door of 
his house until the morning. 

23 For the LORD will pass through 
to smite the E-gyp’tians; and when 
he seeth the blood upon the lintel, 
and on the two side posts, the LORD 
will pass over the door, and will 
not suffer the destroyer to come in 
unto your houses to smite you. 

24 And ye shall observe this thing 
for an ordinance to thee and to thy 
sons for ever. 

25 And it shall come to pass, when 

e be come to the land which the 

ORD will give you, according as 
he hath promised, that ye shall keep 
this service. 

26 And it shall come to pass, when 

our children shall say unto you, 

hat mean ye by this service ? 

27 That ye shall say, It 7s the sacri- 
fice of the LORD’S passover, who 

assed over the houses of the chil- 

ren of is’ra-el in E’gypt, when he 
smote the E-gyp’tians, and delivered 
our houses. And the people bowed 
the head and worshipped. 

28 And the children of Is’ra-el went 
away, and did as the LORD had 
commanded Mo’ses and A4r’on, so 
did they. 

29 9 And it came to pass, that at 
midnight the LORD smote all the 
firstborn in the land of E’gypt, from 
the firstborn of Pha/radh that sat on 
his throne unto the firstborn of the 
captive that was in the dungeon; 
and all the firstborn of cattle. 

30 And Pha/raoh rose up in the 
night, he, and all his servants, and 
alj the E-gyp’tians; and there was a 
great cry in E’gypt; for there was 
not a house where there was not one 


dead. 
31 7 And he called for M0o’ses and

A4r’on by night, and said, Rise up, 
and get you forth from among my 
people, both ye and the children of 
Is/ra-el; and go, serve the LORD, as 
ye have said. 

32 Also take your fiocks and your 
herds, as ye have said, and be gone;

33 And the E-gyp’tians were ur- 
gent upon the people, that they 
might send them out of the land in 
haste; for they said, We be all dead 


men. 

34 And the people took their 
dough before it was leavened, their 
kneadingtroughs being bound wu 
= their clothes upon their shoul- 

ers. 

30 And the children of Is/ra-el did 
according to the word of Mo’ses; 
and they borrowed of the E-gyp’- 
tjans jewels of silver, and jewels of 
gold, and raiment: 

36 And the LORD gave the people 
favour in the sight of the E-gyp’- 
tians, so that they lent unto them 
such things as they required. And 
they spoiled the E-gyp’tians. 

37 { And the children of Ig’ra-el 
journeyed from Ra-me’ses to Suc’- 
coth, about six hundred thousand 
on foot that were men, beside chil- 
dren. 

38 And a mixed multitude went 
up also with them; and flocks, and 
herds, even very much cattle. 

39 And they baked unleavened 
cakes of the dough which they 
brought forth out of E’gypt, for it 
was not leavened; because they 
were thrust out of Eigypt, and coul 
not tarry, neither had they pre- 
pared for themselves any victual. 

40 § Now the poe Nem) of the 
children of fs’ra-el, who dwelt in 
Egypt, was four hundred and thirty 


years. 

41 Andit came to pass at the end 
of the four hundred and thirty 
years, even the selfsame day it 
came to pass, that all the hosts of 
the LORD went out from the land 
of E/sypt. 

42 It is a night to be much ob-. 
served unto the LORD for bringing 
them out from the land of E’gypt: 
this is that night of the LORD to be 
observed (of all the children of is’- 
ra-el in their generations. 

43 | And the LoRD said unto Mo’- 
ses and A4r’on, This is the ordi- 
nance of the passover: There shall 
no stranger eat thereof: 

44 But every man’s servant that is 
bought for money, when thou hast 
circumcised him, then shall he eat 


| thereof. 
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45 A foreigner and an hired ser- 
vant shall not eat thereof: 

46 In one house shall it be eaten; 
thou shalt not carry forth ought of 
the flesh abroad out of the house; 
eras shall ye break a bone there- 


of. 
47 All the congregation of Is’ra-el 
shall keep it. 

48 And when a stranger shall so- 
journ with thee, and will keep the 
passover to the LORD, let all his 
males be circumcised, and then let 
him come near and keep it; and he 
shall be as one that is born in the 
land: for no uncircumcised person 
shall eat thereof. 

49 One law shall be to him that 
is homeborn, and unto the stranger 
that sojourneth among you. 

50 Thus did all the children of 
Is‘ra-el; as the LORD commanded 

O’ses and Aar’on, so did they. 

51 And it came to pass the self- 
same day, that the LORD did bring 
the children of Is’ra-el out of the 
land of E/gsypt by their armies. 


CHAPTER 13. 

1 Keeping of the passover. 17 The exodus 
a 21 The pillar of cloud and also 
of fire. 

AN D the LorD spake unto Mo’ses, 

paying: 

2 Sanctify unto me all the first- 
born, whatsoever openeth the womb 
among the children of Is’ra-el, both 
of man and of beast: it 7s mine. 

3 § And MO’ses said unto the peo- 
ple, Remember this day, in which 
ie came out from E’gypt, out of the 

ouse of bondage; for by strength 
of hand the LORD brought you out 
from this place: there shall no 

leavened bread be eaten. 3 
4 This day came ye out in the 

month A’bib. 

5 1 And it shall be when the LORD 
shall bring thee into the land of the 
Ca/naan-ites, and the Hit’tites, and 
the Am/6r-ites, and the Hi’vites, and 
the Jéb’u-sites, which he sware unto 
thy fathers to give thee, aland flow- 
ing with milk and honey, that thou 
shalt keep this service in this 
month. 

6 Seven days thou shalt eat unlea- 
vened bread, and in the seventh day 
shall be a feast to the LORD. 

7 Unleavened bread shall be eaten 
seven days; and there shall no lea- 
vened bread be seen with thee, nei- 
ther shall there be leaven seen with 
thee in all thy quarters. 

8 § And thou shalt shew thy son 
in that day, saying, This is done be- 
eause of that which the LoRD did 
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unto me when I came forth out of 
E 

9 And it shall be for a sign unto 
thee upon thine hand, and fora me- 
morial between thine eyes, that the 
LORD’s law may be in thy mouth: 
for with a strong hand hath the 
LORD brought thee out of E’gypt. 

10 Thou shalt therefore keep this 
ordinance in his season from year 
to year. 

11 ¢ And it shall be when the LORD 
shall bring thee into the land of the 
Ca/naan-ites, as he sware unto thee 
ae to thy fathers, and shall give it 

ee, 

12 That thou shalt set apart unto 
the LorRD all that openeth the ma- 
trix, and every firstling that cometh 
of a beast which thou hast; the 
males shail be the LORD’S. 

13 And every firstling of an ass 
thou shalt redeem with a lamb; 
and if thou wilt not redeem it, then 
thou shalt break his neck: and all 
the firstborn of man among thy chil- 
dren shalt thou redeem. 

14 ¢ And it shall be when thy 
son asketh thee in time to come, 
saying, What is this ? that thou shalt 
say unto him, By strength of hand 
the LoRD brought us out from 
E’gypt, from the house of bondage: 

15 And it came to pass, when Pha’- 
raoh would hardly let us go, that the 
LORD slew all the firstborn in the 
land of E’gypt, both the firstboru 
of man, and the firstborn of beast 
therefore I sacrifice to the LORD 
all that openeth the matrix, being 
males; but all the firstborn of my 
children I redeem. 

16 And it shall be for a token upon 
thine hand, and for frontlets be- 
tween thine eyes: for by strength 
of hand the LORD brought us forth 
out of E’gypt. 

17 ¢ And it came to pass, when 
Pha’raoh had let the people go, that 
God led them not through the wa 
of the land of the Phi-lis’tines, al- 
though that was near; for God said, 
Lest peradventure the people re- 
pent when they see war, and they 
return to Ha AE 

18 But God led the people about, 
through the way of the wilderness 
of the Red sea: and the children 
of Is/ra-el went up harnessed out of 
the land of E’gypt. 

19 And Moses took the bones of 
J0’seph with him: for he had strait- 
ly sworn the children of Is’ra-el, say- 
ing, God will surely visit you; and 

ye shall carry up my bones away 

ence with you. 

20 ¢ And they took their journey 
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from Stc’coth, and encamped in 
E’tham, in the edge of the wilder- 
ness. 

21 And the LoRD went before 
tbem by day in a pillar of a cloud, 
to lead them the way; and by night 
in a pillar of fire, to give them light; 
to go by day and night: \ 

22 He took not away the pillar of 
the cloud by day, nor the pillar of 
fire by night, from before the people. 


CHAPTER 14. 
1 Instructions to the Israelites. 21 Pas- 
sage of the Red sea. 26 Pharaoh’s army 
drowned. 
ND the LORD spake unto MOo’ses, 
saying, : 

2 Speak unto the children of Is’ra- 
el, that they turn and encamp before 
Pi-ha-hi/roth, between Mig’dol and 
the sea, over against Ba/al-ze’phon: 
before it shall ye encamp by the sea. 

3 For Pha’/raoh will say of the chil- 
dren of is’ra-el, They are entangled 
in the land, the wilderness hath shut 
them in. 

4 And I will harden Pha’raoh’s 
heart, that he shall follow after 
them; and I will be honoured upon 
Pha’/raoh, and upon all his host; that 
the E-gyp’tians may know that Lam 
the LoRpD. And they did so. 

5 § And it was told the king of 
E/Sypt that the people fled: and the 
heart of Pha/raodh and of his ser- 
vants was turned against the peo- 
ple, and they said hy have we 
tone this, that we ‘have let is/ra-el 
go from serving us ? : 

€ And he made ready his chariot, 
and took his people with him: 

7 And he took six hundred chosen 
chariots, and all the chariots of 
E’oypt, and captains over every one 
of them. 

8 And the LorD hardened the 
heart of Pha‘radh king of E’sypt, 
and he pursued after the children 
of Is/ra-el: and the children of Is’- 
ra-el went out with an high hand. 

9 But the E-gyp’tians pursued after 
them, all the horses and chariots 
of Pha/raoh, and his horsemen, and 
his army, and overtook them en- 
eampin by the sea, beside Pi-ha- 
hi’roth, before Ba/al-ze’phon. 

10 7 And when Pha/raoh drew 
nigh, the children of ig te) lifted 
up their eyes, and, behold, the 
k-gyp’'tiangs marched after them; 
and they were sore afraid: and the 
children of is’ra-el cried out unto 
the LORD. 

ll And they said unto Mo’ses, 
Because there were no graves in 

egypt, hast thou taken us away to 
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die in the wilderness? wherefore 
hast thou dealt thus with us, to 
carry us forth out of E’gypt? 

12 /s not this the word that we did 
tell thee in E’gypt, saying Let us 
alone, that we may serve the E-gyp’- 
tjans? For it had been better for us 
to serve the E-gyp’tians. than that 
we should die in the wilderness. 

13 ¢ And Mo’ses said unto the 
people, Fear ye not, stand still, and 
see the salvation of the LORD, 
which he will shew to you to day: 
for the &-gYp’tians whom ye have 
seen to day, ye Shall see them again 
no more for ever. 

14 The LorpD shall fight for you, 
and ye shail hold your peace. 

15 § And the LORD said unto Mo’- 
ses, Wherefore criest thou unto me ? 
speak unto the children of Is’ra-el, 
that they go forward: 

16 But lift thou up thy rod, and 
stretch out thine hand over the sea 
and divide it: and the children of 
He shall go on dry ground 
through the midst of the sea. 

17 And I, behold, I will harden the 
hearts of the E-gyp’tians, and they 
shall follow them: and I will get 
me honour upon Pha’/raoh, and upon 
all his host, upon his chariots, and 
upon his horsemen. 

18 And the E-gyp’tians shall know 
that I am the LORD, when I have 
gotten me houour upon Pha’/raoh, 
upon his chariots, and upon his 
horsemen. 

19 § And the angel of God, which 
went before the camp of Is’ra-el, re- 
moved and went behind them; and 
the pillar of the cloud went from 
before their face, and stood behind 
them: 

20 And it came between the camp 
of the £-gYyp’tians and the camp of 
Is’ra-el; and it was a cloud and 

arkness to them, but it gave light 
by night to these: so that the one 
came not near the other all the 
night. f 

2i And Mo’ses stretched out his 

hand over the sea; and the LORD 
caused the sea to go back by a Strong 
east wind all that night, and made 
the sea dry land, and the waters 
were divided. 

22 And the children of Is’ra-el 
went into the midst of the sea upon 
the dry ground: and the waters 
were a wall unto them on their 
right hand, and on their left. 

23 J And the E-gyp’tians pursued 
and went in after them to the midst 
of the sea, even all Pha’raoh’s 
horses, his chariots, and his horse- 
men. ; 
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morning watch the LORD looked 
unto the host of the E’gyp’tians 
through the pillar of fire and of the 
cloud, and troubled the host of the 
E-gyp'tians, 

25 dad took off their chariot 
wheels, that they drave them hea- 
vily: so that the E-gyp’tians said, 
Let us flee from the face of Is’ra-el; 
for the LorpD fighteth for them 
against the E-gyp tans. 

6 9 And the LORD said unto Mo’- 
ses, Stretch out thine hand over the 
sea, that the waters may come again 
upon the £-gyp’tians, upon their 
chariots, and upon their horsemen. 

27 And MO’ses stretched forth his 
kand over the sea, and the sea re- 
turned to his strength when the 
morning appeared ; and the E-gyp’- 
tians fled against it; and the LoRD 
overthrew the E-gyp’tiang in the 
midst of the sea. 

28 And the waters returned, and 
covered the chariots, and the horse- 
men, and all the host of Pha’raoh 
that came into the sea after them; 
there remained not so much as one 
of them. 

29 But the children of Is’ra-el 
walked upon dry /Jand in the midst 
of the sea; and the waters were a 
wall unto them on their right hand, 
and on their left. 

30 Thus the LORD saved _ is’ra-el 
that day out of the hand of the 
E-gyp'tians; and Is’ra-el saw the 
E-gyp’tians dead upon the sea 
shore. 

31 And fIs’ra-el saw that ‘great 
- work which the LORD did upon the 
E-gYp’tians: and the people feared 
the LORD, and believed the LORD, 
and his servant Mo’ses.

4 Pha’raodh’s chariots and his host 
hath he cast into the sea: his chosen 
eaptains also are drowned in the 
Red sea.

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5 The depths have covered them: 

they sank into the bottom as a stone. 
6 Thy right hand, O LORD, is ie- 
come glorious in power: thy right 
hand, O LoRD, hath dashed in 
pieces the enemy. 

7 And in the greatness of thine 
excellency thou hast overthrown 
them that rose up against thee: 
thou sentest forth thy wrath, which 
consumed them as stubble. 

8 And with the blast of thy nos- 
trils the waters were gathered to- 
gether, the floods stood upright as 
an heap, and the depths were con- 
gealed in the heart of the sea. 

9 The enemy said, I will pursue, 
I will overtake, I will divide the 
spoil; my lust shall be satisfied 
upon them; I will draw my sword, 
my hand shall destroy them. 

10 Thou didst blow with thy wind, 
the sea covered them: they sank as 
lead in the mighty waters. 

1 Who is like unto thee, O LORD, 
among the gods ? who 7s like thee, 
glorious in holiness, fearful in 
praises, doing wonders ? 

12 Thou stretchedst out thy right 
hand, the earth swallowed them. 

13 Thou in thy mercy hast led 
forth the people which thou hast re- 
deemed: thou hast guided them in 
pe strength unto thy holy habita- 

ion. 

14 The people shall hear, and be 
afraid: sorrow shall take hold on 
the inhabitants of Pal-es-ti/na. 

15 Then the dukes of E’dom shall 
be amazed; the mighty men of 
Mo’ab, trembling shall take hold 
upon them; all the inhabitants of 
Ca/naan shall melt away. 

16 Fear and dread shall fall upon 
them; by the greatness of thine arm 
they shall be as still as a stone; til} 
thy people pass over, O LORD, till 
the people pass over, which thou 
hast purchased. 

17 Thou shalt bring them in, and 

lant them in the mountain of thine 
inheritance, in the place, O LORD, 
which thou hast made for thee to 
dwell in, in the Sanctuary, O Lord, 
which thy hands have established.

19 For the horse of Pha/raoh went 
in with his chariots and with his 
horsemen intot we sea, and the LORD 
brought again the waters of the sea 
upon them; but the children of Is’- 
ra-el went on dry /and in the midst 
of the sea. 

20 4 And Mir’i-am the prophetess 
the sister of Aar’on, took a timbre 
in her hand; and all the women 
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went out after her with timbrels 
and with dances. 

21 And Mir’i-am answered them, 
Sing ye to the LORD, for he hath 
triumphed gloriously ; the horseand 
his rider hath he thrown into the 


pea. 

22 So Mo’ses brought Is/ra-el from 
the Red sea, and they went out into 
fhe wilderness of Shar; and they 
went three days in the wilderness, 
and found no water. 

23 § And when they came to Ma’- 
rah, they could not drink of the 
waters of Ma’rah, for they were bit- 
ter: therefore the name of it was 
called Ma/’rah. 

24 And the people murmured 
against MOo’ses, saying, What shall 
we drink ? 

25 And he cried unto the LORD; 
and the LORD shewed him a tree, 
which when he had cast into the 
waters, the waters were made 
sweet: there he made for them a 
statute and an ordinance, and there 
he proved them, 

26 And said, if thou wilt diligent- 
yy hearken to the voice of the LORD 
thy God, and wilt do that which is 
right in his sight, and wilt give ear 
to his commandments, and Keep all 
his statutes, I will putnone of these 
diseases upon thee, which I have 
brought upon the E-gyp’tians: for I 
am the LorRD that healeth thee.

‘AND they took their journey from 

E’lim, and all the congregation 
of the children of igvarel came unto 
the wilderness of Sin, which 7s be- 
tween E’lim and Si’nai, on the fif- 
teenth day of the second month 
after their departing out of the land 
of E’gypt.

4 ¥ Then said the LORD unto MO’- 
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ses, Behold, I will rain bread from 

eaven for you; and the people 
shall go out and gather a certain 
rate every day, that I may prove 
them, whether they will walk in my 
law, or no. 

5 And it -shall come to pass, that 
on the sixth day they shall prepare 
that which they bring in; and it 
shall be twice as much as they 
gather daily. 

6 And Mo’ses and A4r’on said unto 
all the children of Is’ra-el, At even, 
then ye shall know that the LORD 
hath brought you out from the land 
of E’gypt: 

7 And in the morning, then ye 
shall see the glory of the LORD; for 
that he heareth your murmurings 
against the LoRD: and what are 
we, that ye murmur against us? 

8 And Mo’ses said, This shall be, 
when the LORD shall give you in 
the evening flesh to eat, and in the 
morning bread to the full; for that 
the LORD heareth your murmurings 
which ye murmur against him: and 
what are we ? your murmurings are 
notagainst us, butagainst the LORD. 
9 ¢ And MO’ses spake unto Aar’on, 
Say unto all the congregation of the 
children of Is’ra-el, Come near be- 
fore the LorD: for he hath heard 
your murmurings. 

10 And it came to pass, as Aar’on 
spake unto the whole congregation 
of the children of Is’ra-el, that the 
looked toward the wilderness, and, 
behold, the glory of the LoRD 
ea ys in the cloud. 

1 ¢ And the LoRD spake unto 
Mo'ges, saying, : 
12 ave heard the murmurings 
of the children of is’ra-el: speak 
unto them, saying, At even ye shall 
eat flesh, and in the morning ye 
shall be filled with bread; and ye 
shall know that I am the LORD 

your God. 

13 And it came to pass, thatat even 
the quails came up, and covered the 
camp: and in the morning the dew 
lay round about the host. 

14 And when the dew that lay was 

one ap behold, upon the face of 

he wilderness there lay a small 
round thing, as small as the hoar 
frost on the ground. 

15 And when the children of Is’ra- 
el saw it, they said one to another, 
It is manna: for they wist not what 
it was. And MO’ses said unto them, 
This 7s the bread which the LORD 
hath given you to eat. : 

16 § This is the ining which the 
LORD hath commanded, Gather of 
it every man according to his eat- 
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ing, an omer for every man, accord- 
ing to the number of your persons; 
take ye every man for them which 
are in his tents. r 

17 And the children of Is’ra-el did 
Res and gathered, some more, some 

ess. 

1S And when they did mete 7¢ with 
an omer, he that gathered much had 
nothing over, and he that gathered 
little had no lack; they gathered 
every man according to his eating. 

19 And meee said, Let no man 
leave of it till the morning. 

20 Notwithstanding they heark- 
ened not unto MO’ses; but some of 
them left of it until the morning 
and it bred worms, and stank: an 
Mo’ses was wroth with them. 

21 And they gathered it every 
morning, every man according to 
his eating: and when the sun waxed 
hot, it melted. 

22 ¥ And it came to pass, that on 
the sixth day they gathered twice 
as much bread, two omers for one 
man: and all the rulers of the con- 
gregation came and told Mase 

23 And he said unto them, This 
is that which the LorD hath said, 
To morrow is the rest of the holy 
sabbath unto the LORD: bake that 
which ye will bake to day, and 
seethe that ye will seethe; and that 
which remaineth over lay up for you 
to be kept until the morning. 

24 And they Jaid it up till the morn- 
ing, as Mo’ses bade: and it did not 
stink, neither was there any worm 
therein. 

25 And Mo’ses said, Eat that to 
day; for to day is a sabbath unto 
the LorpD: to day ye shall not find 
it in the field. : 

26 Six days ye shall gather it; but 
on the seventh day, which is the sab- 
bath, in it there shall be none. 

27 § Anditcame to pass, that there 
went out some of the people on the 
seventh day for to gather, and they 
found none. ott 

28 And the LORD said unto MO’ses, 
How long refuse ye to keep my 
commandments and my laws? 

29 See, for that the LorpD hath 
given you the sabbath, therefore he 

iveth you on the sixth day the 

read of two days; abide ye every 
man in his place, let no man go out 
of his place on the seventh day. 

30 So the people rested on the sev- 
enth day. 

31 And the house of Is’ra-el called, 
the name thereof Manna: and it’ 
was like coriander seed, white; and 
the taste of it was like wafers made 
with honey.

32 7 And TD 568 said, This zs the 
thing which the LORD command- 
eth, Fill an omer of it to be kept for 
your generations ; that they may see 
the bread wherewith I have fed you 
in the wilderness, when I brought 
you forth from the land of E’gypt. 

33 And MO’ses said unto A&r’on 
Take a pot, and put an omer full o 
manna therein, and lay it up before 
the LORD, to be kept for your gen- 
erations. 

34 As the LORD commanded Mo’- 
Re8. so Aar’on laid it up before the 

estimony, to be kept. 

385 And the children of Is’/ra-el did 
eat manna forty years, until they 
came toa land inhabited; they did 
eat manna, until they came unto the 
borders of the land of Ca/naan. 

36 Now an omer is the tenth part 
of an ephah. 


CHAPTER i. 
1 Rock of Horeb smitten. 8 Battle with 
Amalek.

ASD all the congregation of the 

children of is’ra-el journeyed 
from the wilderness of Sin, after 
their journeys, according to the 
commandment of the LORD, and 
pitched in Réph’i-dim: and therewas 
no water for the people to drink. 

2 Wherefore the people did chide 
with MO’ses, and said, Give us water 
that we may drink. And Mo’ses said 
unto them, Why chide ye with me? 
wherefore do ye tempt the LORD ? 

3 And the people thirsted there for 
water; and the people murmured 
against MOo’ses, and said, Wherefore 
is this that thou hast brought us 
up out of B' By DE, to kill us and our 
children and our cattle with thirst? 

4 And Mo’ses cried unto the LoRD, 
saying, What shall I do unto this 
people? they be almost ready to 
stone me. 

5 And the LORD said unto Mo’ses, 
Go on before the people, and take 
with thee of the elders of Is’/ra-el; 
and thy rod, wherewith thou smot 
pa the river, take in thine hand, 
and go. 

6 Behold, I will stand before thee 
there upon the rock in HO’reb; and 
thou shalt smite the rock, and there 
shall come water out of it, that the 
people may drink. And M0’ses dia 
so 7 the sight of the elders of Is’- 
ra-el. 

7 And he called the name of the 
place Mas’sah, and Mér’i-bah, be- 
cause of the chiding of the children 
of is’ra-el, and‘because they tempt- 
ed the LORD, saying, Is the LoRB 
among us, or not? 
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Battle with Amalek. 


8 § Then came _ Am/a-lek, and 
rae: with Is’ra-el in Réph’i-dim. 

9 And Mo’ses said unto Josh’u-a, 
Mhoose us out men, and go out 
fight with Am’a-lek: to morrow I 
will stand on the top of the hill with 
the rod of God in mine hand. 

10 So Josh’u-a did as Mo’ses had 
said to him, and fought with Am/a- 
1lék: and Mo’ses, Aar’on, and Hur 
went up to the top of the hill. 

11 And it came to pass, when MOo’- 
ses held up his hand, that Is/ra-el 

revailed: and when he let down 

is hand, Am/a-lék prevailed. 

12 But Mo’ses’ hands were heavy; 
and they took a stone, and put i 
under him, and he sat thereon 3 and 
Aar’on and Har stayed up his hands, 
the one on the one side, and the 
other on the other side; and his 
hands were steady until the going 
down of the sun. 

13 And Josh’u-a discomfited Am/- 
a-lék and his people with the edge 
of the sword. 

14 And the LORD said unto MO’ses, 
Write this for a memorial in a book, 
and rehearse i¢ in the ears of Josh’- 
u-a: for I will utterly put out the 
remembrance of Am’a-lek from un- 
der heaven. 

15 And Mo’ses built an altar, and 
called the name of it Jé-ho’vah-nis’- 
Si: 

16 For he said, Because the LORD 
hath sworn that the LORD will. have 
war with Am’a-lek from generation 
to generation. 


CHAPTER 18.

10 And _ Je’thro said essed be 
the LORD, who hath delivered you 
out of the hand of the Hyp tans, 
and out of the hand of Pha/raoh, 
who hath delivered the people from 
under the hand of the Sve tans, 
11 Now I know that the LORD is 
ales) than all gods: for in the 
hing wherein they dealt proudly 
he was above them. 

12 And Je’thro, Mo’ses’ father in 
law, took a burnt offering and sacri- 
fices for God: and Aar’on came, 
and all the elders of Is’ra-el, to eat 
bread with Mo’ses’ father in law 
before God. 

13 J And it came to pass on the 
morrow, that Mo’ses sat to judge 
the people: and the people stood 
by Mo’ses from the morning unto 
the evening. 

14 And when Mo’ses’ father in law 
saw all that he did to the people, he 
said, What is this thing that thou 
doest to the people? why sittest 
thou thyself alone, and all the peo- 
ple stand by thee from morning 
unto even ? 

15 And MO’ses said unto his father 
in law, Because the people come 
unto me to enquire of God: 

16 When they have a matter, they 
come unto me; and I judge between 
one and another, and I do make 
them know the statutes of God, and 
his laws. 

17 And Mo’ses’ father in law said 
unto him, The thing that thou doest 
is not good. 

18 Thou wilt surely wear away, 
both thou, and this people that 7s 
with thee: for this thing 7s too 
heavy for thee; thou art not able to 
perform it thyself alone. 

19 Hearken now unto my voice, I 
will give thee counsel, and God 
shall be with thee: Be thou for the

21 Moreover thou shalt provide 
out of all the people able men, such 
as fear God, men of truth, hating 
covetousness; and place such over 
them, ¢o ve rulers of thousands, and 
rulers of hundreds, rulers of fifties, 
and rulers of tens. 

And let them judge the people 
at all seasons: and it shall be, that 
every great matter they shall bring 
unto thee, but every small matter 
they shall judge: soshallit be easier 
for thyself, and they shall bear the 
burden with thee. 

23 If thou shalt do this thing, and 
God command thee so, then thou 
shalt be able to endure, and alj this 
people shall also go to their place 
ip peace. 

24 So Mo’ses hearkened to the 
voice of his father in law, and did 
all that he had said.

26 And they judged the people at 
all seasons: the hard causes they 
brought- unto Mo0’ses, but every

CHAPTER 19. 


1 Encampment at Sinai. 3 Moses on the 
mount. 19 God answers Moses from the 
mount. 

N the third month, when the chil- 
dren of Is’ra-el were gone forth 
out of the land of E’pyot, the same 
day came they into the wilderness 
of Si/nai. 

2 For they were departed from 
Réph’i-dim, and were come fo the 
desert of Si/nai, and had pitched 
in the wilderness; and there is’- 
ra-el camped before the mount. 

3 And Mo’ses went up unto God, 
and the LoRD called unto him out 
of the mountain, saying, Thus shalt 
thou say to the house of Ja’eob, 
and tell the children of Is’ra-el; 

4 Ye have seen what I did unto 
the E-gyp’tians, and how I bare you 
on eagies’ wings, and brought you, 
unto myself. 

5 Now therefore, if ye will obey 
my voice indeed, and keep my cove- 
nant, then ye shall be a peculiar 
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treasure unto me above all people: 
for all the earth7s mine: 

6 And ye shall be unto me a king- 
dom of priests, and an holy nation. 
These are the words which thou 
shalt speak unto the children of 
is’ra-el. 

7 J And MO’ses came and called for 
the elders of the people, and laid 
before their faces all these words 
which the LORD commanded him. 

8 And all the people answered to- 
vether, and said, All that the LORD 
nath spoken we will do. And Mo’. 
ses returned the words of the peo- 
ple unto the LORD. 

9 And the LORD said unto MO’sesg, 
Lo, I come unto thee in a thie 
cloud, that the people may hear 
when I speak with thee, and believe 
thee for ever. Aud Mo’ses told the 
words of the people unto the LORD. 

10 9 And the LORD said unto MO’, 
- , Go unto the people, and sanc, 

ify them to day and to morrow, 
and let them wash their clothes, 

11 And be ready against the third 
day: for the third day the LORD 
will come down in the sight of all 
the people upon mount Sinai. 

12 And thou shalt set bounds unto 
the people round about, saying, 
Take heed to yourselves, that ye go 
not up into the mount, or touch the 
border of it: whosoever toucheth 
the mount shall be surely put to 
death : 

13 There shall not an hand touch 
it, but he shall surely be stoned, or 
shot through; whether it be beast 
or man, it shall not live: when the 
trumpet soundeth long, they shall 
come up to the mount. 

14 § And Monee went down from 
the mount unto the people, and 
sanctified the people; and they 
washed their clothes. 

15 And he said unto the people, Be 
ready against the third day: come 
not at your wives. 

16 § And it came to pass on the 
third day in the morning, that there 
were thunders and lightnings, and 
a thick cloud upon the mount, and 
the voice of the trumpet exceedin 
loud; so that all the people thai 
was in the camp trembled. 

17 And Mo’ses brought forth the 
people out of the camp to meet 
with God; and they stood at the 
nether part of the mount. 

18 And mount Sinai was alto- 
gutlee on a smoke, because the 

ORD descended upon it in fire: 
and the smoke thereof ascended as 
the smoke of a furnace, and tha 
whole mount quaked greatly. 
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19 And when the voice of the 
trumpet sounded long, and waxed 
louder and louder 0’ses spake, 
and God answered him by a voice. 

20 And the LORD came down upon 
mount Si/nai, on the top of the 
mount: and the LORD called MO’se 
ae to the top of the mount; an 
Mo’ses went up. 

21 And the LORD said unto MO’ses, 
Go down, charge the people, lest 
they break through unto the LORD 
to gaze, and many of them perish. 

22 And let the priests also, which 
come near to the LORD, sanctify 
themselves, lest the LORD break 
forth upon them. 

23 And MO’ses said unto the LORD, 
The people cannot come up to 
mount Si’nai: for thou chargedst 
us, saying, Set bounds about the 
mount, an dl sanctify it. 

24 And the LORD said unto him, 
Away, get thee down, and thou 
shalt come up, thou, and A4ar’on 
with thee: but let not the priests 
and the people break through to 
come up unto the LORD, lest he 
break forth upon them. 

25 So Mo’ses went down unto the 
people, and spake unto them.

4 If his master have given him a 
wife, and she have born him sons 
or daughters; the wife and her 
children shall be her master’s, and 
he shal! go out by himself. 

5 And if the servant shall plainly 
say, I love my master, my wife, 


and my children; I will not go out) 


free: 

6 Then his master shall bring him 
unto the judges j he shall also bring 
him to the door, or unto the door 
post; and his master shall bore his 
ear through with an aul; and he 
shall serve him for ever. 

7 § And if a man sell his daughter 
to be a maidservant, she shall not 
go out as the menservants do. 

8 If she please not her master, who 
hath betrothed her to himself, then 
shall he let her be redeemed: to sell 
her unto a strange nation he shall 
have no power, seeing he hath dealt 
deceitfully with her. 

9 And if he have betrothed her 
unto his son, he shall deal with her 
after the manner of daughters. 

10 If he take him another wife: her 
food, her raiment, and her duty of 
marriage, shall he not diminish. 

11 And if he do not these three 
unto her, then shall she go out free 
without money. 

12 4 He that smiteth a man, so that 
he die, shall be surely put to death. 

13 And if a man le not in wait, 
but God deliver him into his hand; 
then I will appoint thee a place 
whither he shail flee. 

14 But if a man come presump- 
tuously upon his neighbour, to slay 
him with guile ; thoushalt take him 
from mine altar, that he may die. 

15 g And he that smiteth his fa- 
ther, or his mother, shall be surely 
put to death. 

16 ¥ And he that stealeth a man 
and selleth him, or if he be found 
in his hand, he shall surely be put 
to death. t 

i7 { And he that cnrseth his fa- 
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ther, or his mother, shall surely be 
| put to death. 
18 ¢ And if men strive together, 
| and one smite an-ther with a stone, 
or with his fist, and he die not, but 
keepeth his bed: 

19 If he rise again, and walk abroad 
upon his staff, then shall he that 
smote him be quit: only he shall 


pay for the loss of his time, and 
shall cause him to be thoroughly 
healed. 


20 § And if a man smite his ser- 
vant, or his maid, with a rod, and 
he die under his hand; he shall be 
surely punished. 
| 21 Notwithstanding, if he continue 
a day or two, he shall not be pun- 
ished: for he is his money. 

22 § If men strive, and hurt a wo- 
man with child, so that her fruit 
depart from her,and yet no mischief 
follow: he shall be surely punished 
according as the woman’s husband 
will lay upon him; and he shall pay 
as the judges determine. 

23 And if any mischief follow, then 
thou shalt give life for life, 

24 Eye for eye, tooth for tooth, 
hand for hand, foot for foot, 

25 Burning for burning, wound for 
wound, stripe for stripe. 

26 § And if a man Smite the eye 
of his servant, or the eye of his 
maid, thatit perish; he shall let him 
go free for his eye’s sake. 

27 And if he smite out his manser- 
vant’s tooth, or his maidservant’s 
tooth; be shall let him go free for 
his tooth’s sake. 

28 J If an ox gore a man or a Wwo- 
man, that they die: then the ox 
shall be surely stoned, and his flesh 
shall not be eaten; but the owner 
of the ox shall be quit. 

29 But if the ox were wont to push 
with his horn in time past, and it 
hath been testified to his owner. 
and he hath not kept him in, but 
that he hath killed a man or a wo- 
man; the ox shall be stoned, and 
his owner also shall be put to 
death. 

30 If there be laid on him asum 
of money, then he shall give for 
the ransom of his life whatsoever 
is laid upon him. 

31 Whether he have gored a son, 
or have gored a daughter, according 
to this judgment shall it be done 
unto him. 

32 If the ox shall push a manser- 
vant ora maidservant; he shall give 
unto their master thirty shekels of 
Silver, and the ox shall be stoned. 

33 § Andif a man shall cpen a pit 
or if aman shall dig a pit, and no 
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cover it,and al Oi or an ass fall 
therein; 

34 The owner of the pit shall make 
at good, and give money unto the 
owner of them; and the dead beast 
shall be his. 

35 Y And if one man’s ox hurt an- 
other’s, that he die; then they shall 
sell the live ox, aud divide the 
money of it; and the dead oz also 
they shall divide. 

386 Or if it be known that the ox 
hath used to push in time past, and 
his owner hath not kept him in; he 
shall surely pay ox for ox; and the 
dead shall be his own.

F a man shall steal an ox, or a 

sheep, and kiil it, or sell it; he 
shall restore five oxen for an ox, 
and four sheep for a sheep. 

29 1f a thief be found breaking 
up, and be smitten that he die, there 
shall no blood be shed for him. 

3 If the sun be risen upon him, 
there shall be blood shed for him; 
for he should make full restitution ; 
if he have nothing, then he shall be 
sold for his theft. 

4 If the theft be certainly found 
in his hand alive, whether it be ox, 
or ass, or Sheep; he shall restore 
double. 

5 § If a man shall cause a field or 
vineyard to be eaten, and shall put 
in his beast, aud shall feed in an- 
other man’s field; of the best of his 
own field, and of the best of his own 
vineyard, shall he make restitution. 

6 ¥ If fire break out, and catch in 
thorns, so that the stacks of corn, 
or the standing corn, or the field, 
be consumed therewith ; he that kin- 
dled the fire shall surely make re- 
stitution. 

7 7 If a man shall deliver unto his 
neighbour money or stuff to keep, 
and it be stolen out of the man’s 
house; if the thief be found, let 
him pay double. : 

8 If the thief be not found, then 
the master of the house shall be 
brought unto the judges, to see 
whether he have put his hand unto 
his neighbour’s goods. 

9 For all manner of trespass, whe- 
ther it be for ox, for ass, for sheep, 
for raiment, or for any manner of 
lost thing, which another challen- 
out to be his, the cause of both par- 

ies shall come before the judges; 
and whom the judges shall con- 
demn, he shall pay double unto his 
neighbour. 
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10 If a man deliver unto his neigh- 
bour an ass, or al ox, or a sheep, or 
any beast, to keep; and it die, or be 
hurt, or driven away, no man see- 


ing it; 

IL Then shall an oath of the LORD 
be between them both, that he hath 
not put his hand unto his neigh- 
bour’s goods; and the owner of it 
shall accept thereof, and he shall 
not make 7 good. 

12 And if it be stolen from him, 
he shall make restitution unto the 
owner thereof. 

13 If it be torn in pieces, then let 
him bring it for witness, and he 
pesdice not make good that which was 

orn. 

14 ¢ And if aman borrow ought of 

his neighbour, and it be hurt, or die, 
the owner thereof being not with it, 
he shall surely make 7¢ good. 
15 But if the owner thereof be with 
it, he shall not make 7¢ good: if it 
oe an hired thing, it came for his 
lire. 

16 9 And if a man entice a maid 
that is not betrothed, and lie with 
her, he shall surely endow her to 
be his wife. : 

17 If her father utterly refuse to 
give her unto him, he shall pay 
money according to the dowry of 
virgins. 

18 4 Thou shalt not suffer a witch 
to live. 

19 {| Whosoever lieth with a 
beast Shall surely be put to death. 

20 7 He that sacrificeth unto any 
god, save unto the LORD only, he 
shall be utterly destroyed. 

21 9 Thou shalt neither vex a 
stranger, nor oppress him: for ye 
were strangers in the land of E’gypt. 

22 4 Ye shallnot afflict any widow, 
or fatherless child. 

23 If thou afflict them in any wise 
and they cry at all unto me, I will 
surely hear their cry; 

24 And my wrath shall wax hot, 
and I will kill you with the sword; 
and your wives shall be widows, 
and your children fatherless. 

25 9 If thou lend money to any of 
my people thats poor by thee, thou 
shalt not be to him as an usurer, 
neither shalt thou lay upon him 
usury. : 

26 If thou at all take thy neigh. 
bour’s raiment to pledge, thou shalt 
deliver it unto him by that the sun 
goeth down: : 

27 For that 7s his covering only, it 
is his raiment for his skin: wherein 
shall he sleep? and it shall come to 
pass, when he crieth unto me, that 
I will hear; for l am gracious. 
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28 § Thou shalt not revile the 
gods, nor curse the ruler of thy 
people. 

29 § Thou shalt not delay to offer 
the first of thy ripe fruits, and of 
thy liquors: the firstborn of thy 
sons shalt thou give unto me. 

30 Likewise shalt thou do with 
thine oxen, and with thy sheep: 
seven days it shall be with his 
dam; onthe eighth day thou shalt 
give it me. 

31 9 And ye shall be holy men 
unto me: neither shall ye eat any 
fiesh that is torn of beasts in the 
field; ye shall cast it to the dogs. 


CHAPTER 28.

4 9 If thou meet thine enemy’s ox 
or his ass going astray, thou shalt 
surely bring it back to him again. 

5 If thou see the ass of him that 
hateth thee lying under his burden, 
and wouldest forbear to help him, 
thou shalt surely help with him. 

6 Thou shalt not wrest the judg- 
ment of thy poor in his cause. 

7 Keep thee far from a false mat- 
ter; and the innocent and righteous 
slay thou not: for I will not justify 
the wicked. 

8 § And thou shalt take no gift: 
for the gift blindeth the wise, and 
perverteth the words of the right- 
eous. 

9 ¥ Also thou shalt not oppress a 
stranger: for ye know the heart of 
a stranger, seeing ye were strangers 
in the land of E’gypt. 

10 And six 
thy land, an 
fruits thereof:

badgers’ skins, and shittim wood,

ointing oil, and for sweet incense,

7 Onyx stones, and stones to be set 
in the ephod, and in the breast- 


plate. 

8 And let them make me a sanctu- 
ary; that I may dwell among them. 

9 According to all that shew 
three, after the pattern of the taber- 
nacle, aud the pattern of all the in- 
struments thereof, even so shali ye 
make 7. 

10 § And they shall make an ark 
of shittim wood: two cubits anda 
half shail be the length thereof, and 
a cubit and a half the breadth 
thereof, and a cubit and a half the 
height thereof. 

11 And thou shalt overlay it with 
pure gold, within and without shalt 
thou overlay it, and shalt make 
upon it a crown of gold round 
about. 

12 And thou shalt cast four rings 
of gold for it, and put them in the 
four corners thereot ; and tworings 
shall be in the one side of it, and 
two rings in the other side of it. 

13 And thou shalt make staves of 
shittim wood, and overlay them 
with gold.

20 And the cherubims slall stretch 
forth their wings on high, covering 
the mercy seat with their wings, anc 
their faces shall look one to another ; 
toward the mercy seat shall the 
faces of the cherubims be. 

21 And thou shalt put the mercy 
seat above upon the ark; and in the 
ark thou shalt put the testimony 
that I shall give thee. ] 

22 And there I will meet with 
thee, and I will commune with thee 
from above the mercy seat, from 
_ between the two cherubims which 
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areupon the ark of the testimony, of 
all things which I will give thee in 
commandment unto the children of 
is’ra-el. 

3 § Thou shalt also make a table 
of shittim wood: two cubits shall be 
the length thereof, and a cubit the 
breadth thereof, and a cubit anda 
half the height thereof. 

24 And thou shalt overlay it with 
pure gold, and make thereto a crown 
of gold round about. 

25 And thou shalt make unto it a 
border of an hand breadth round 
about, and thou shalt make a golden 
crown to the border thereof round 
about. 

26 And thou shalt make for it four 
rings of gold, and put the rings in 
the four corners that are on the four 
feet thereof. 

27 Over against the border shall 
the rings be for places of the staves 
to bear the table. 

28 And thou shalt make the staves 
of shittim wood, and overlay them 
with gold, that the table may be 
borne with them. 

29 And thou shait make the dishes 
thereof, and spoons thereof, and 
covers thereof, and bowls thereof 
to cover withal: of pure gold shalt 
thou make them. 

30 And thou shalt set upon the ta- 
ble shewbread before me alway. 

al ¥ And thou shalt make acandle- 
stick of pure gold: of beaten work 
shall the candlestick be made: his 
shaft, and his branches, his bowls, 
his knops, and his flowers, shall be 
of the same. 

32 And six branches shall come out, 
of the sides of it; three branches o 
the candlestick out of the one side, 
and three branches of the candle- 
stick out of the other side: 

33 Three bowls made like unto al- 
monds, with a knop and a flower in 
one branch; and three bowls made 
like almonds in the other branch, 
with a knop and a flower: so in the 
six branches that come out of the 
candlestick. 

34 And in the candlestick shall ba 
four bowls made like unto almonds, 
with their knops and their flowers. 

35 And there shall be a knop un- 
der two branches of the same, 
and a knop under two branches 
of the same, and a knop under two 
branches of the same, according ta 
the six branches that proceed out 
of the candlestick. 

36 Their knops and their branches 
shall be of the same: all it shall ba 
one beaten work of pure gold.

OREOVER thou shalt make the 

tabernacle with ten curtains 

‘of fine twined linen, and blue, and

2 The length of one curtain shall 
be eight and twenty cubits, and the 
breadth of one curtain four cubits: 
and every one of the curtains shall 
have one measure. 

3 The five curtains shall be coupled 
together one to another; and other 
five curtains shall be coupled one to 
another. 

4 And thou shalt make loops of 
blue upon the edge of the one cur- 
tain from the selvedge in the coup- 
ling; and likewise shalt thou make 
in the uttermost edge of another 
ed a in the coupling of the sec- 
ond. 

5 Fifty loops shalt thou make in 
the one curtain, and fifty loops shalt 
thou make in the edge of the curtain 
that is in the coupling of thesecond; 
that the loops may take hold one of 
another. 

6 And thou shalt make fifty taches 
of oa and couple the curtains to- 

ether with the taches: and it shall 

e one tabernacle. 

7 § And thou shalt make curtains 
of goats’ hair to be a covering upon 
the tabernacle: eleven curtains 
shalt thou make. 

8 The length of one curtain shall 
be thirty cubits, and the breadth of 
one curtain four cubits: 'and the 
eleven curtains shall be all of one 
measure. 

9 And thou shalt couple five cur- 
tains by themselves, and six cur- 
tains by themselves, and _ shalt 
double the sixth curtain in the fore- 
tront of the tabernacle. 

10 And thou shalt make fifty loops 
on the edge of the one curtain that 
¢s outmost in the coupling, and fifty 
eae in the edge of the curtain 
which coupleth the second. 

ll And thou shalt make fifty taches 
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of brass, and put the taches into the 
loops, and couple the tent together, 
that it may be one. 

12 And the remnant that remain- 
eth of the curtains of the tent, the 
half curtain that remaineth, shall 
hang over the backside of the taber- 
nacle. ; 

13 And a cubit on the one side, and 
a cubit on the other side of that 
which remaineth in the length of 
the curtains of the tent, it shall 
hang over the sides of the taberna- 
cle on this side and on that side, to 
cover it. 

14 And thou shalt make a coverin 
for the tent of rams’ skins dyed red, 
and a covering above of badgers 
skins. 

15 g And thou shalt make boards 
for the tabernacle of shittim wood 
standing up. 

16 Ten cubits shall be the length 
of a board, and a cubit and a half 
shail be the breadth of one board. 

17 Two tenons shall there be in one 
board, set in order one against an- 
other: thus shalt thou make for all 
the boards of the tabernacle. 

18 And thou shalt make the boards 
for the tabernacle, twenty boards on 
the south side southward. 

19 And thou shalt make forty 
sockets of silver under the twenty 
boards; two sockets under one 
board for his two tenons, and two 
sockets under another board for his 
two tenons. 

20 And for the second side of the 
tabernacle on the north side there 
shall be twenty boards: 

21 And their forty sockets of sil- 
ver; two sockets under one board, 
and two sockets under another 
board. 

22 And for the sides of the taber- 
nacle westward thou shalt make six 
boards. 

23 And two boards shalt thou make 
for the corners of the tabernacle in 
the two sides. 

24 And they shall be coupled to- 
gether beneath, and thor shall be 
coupled together above the head of 
it unto one zing thus shall it be for 
them both; they shall be for the 
two corners. 

25 And they shall be eight boards, 
and their sockets of silver, sixteen 


sockets; two sockets under one 
board, and two sockets under an- 
other board. 


26 § And thou shalt make bars of 
shittim wood; five for the boards of 
the one side of the tabernacle, 

27 And five bars for the boards of 
the other side of the tabernacle, and 
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five bars for the boards of the side 
of the tabernacle, for the two sides 
westward. 

28 And the middle bar in the midst 
of the boards shall reach from end 
to end. 

29 And thou shalt overlay the 
boards with gold, and make their 
ange of gold jer places for the bars: 
a toverlay the bars with 
gold. 

30 And thou shalt rear up the ta- 
bernacle according to the fashion 
thereof which was shewed thee in 
the mount. 

31 ¢ And thou shalt make a veil 
nm and purple, and scarlet, and

with cherubims shall it be made: 

32 And thou shalt hang it upon 
four pillars of shittim wood overlaid 
with gold: their hooks shall be of 
gold, upon the four sockets of silver. 

33 7 And thou shalt eee the veil 
under the taches, that thou mayest 
bring in thither within the veil the 
ark of the testimony: and the veil 
shall divide unto you between the 
holy piace and the most holy. 

34 And thou shalt put the mercy 
seat upon the ark of the testimony 
in the most holy place. 

35 And thou shalt set the table 
without the veil, and the candle- 
stick over against the table on the 
side of the tabernacle toward the 
south: and thou shalt put the table 
on the north side. 

36 And thou shalt make an hang- 
ing for the door of the tent, of blue, 
and purple, and scarlet, and fine 
twined linen, wrought with needle- 
work. 

37 And thou shalt make for the 
hanging five pillars of shittim wood. 
and overlay them with gold, an 
their hooks shall be of gold: and 
thou shalt cast five sockets of brass 
for them.

19 All the vessels of the tabernacle 
in all the service thereof, and all the 
pins thereof, and all the pins of the 
court, shall be of brass.

5 And they shall take gold, and 
blue, and purple, and scarlet, and 
fine linen.

9 And thou shalt take two on 
stones, and grave on them the 
names of the children of Is’ra-el:

26 And thou shalt take the breast 
of the ram of Aar’on’s consecration, 
and wave it for a wave offering be- 
seve the LORD: and it shall be thy 
art.

12 1en thou takest the sum of 
the children of is’ra-el after their 
number, then shall they give every 
man aransom for his soul unto the 
LORD, when thou numberest them:

them, when thow numberest them. 

13 This they shall give, every one 
that. passeth among them that are 
numbered, half a shekel after the 
shekel of the sanctuary : (a shekel 
is twenty gerahs:) an half shekel 
shall be the offering of the LORD.

And they brought 
yet unto him free offerings every 
morning. 

4 And all the wise men, that 
wrought all the work of the sanctu- 
ary, came every man from his work 
which they made; 

5 § And they spake unto MO’ses, 
saying, The people bring muc 
more than enough for the service 
of the work, which the LORD com- 
manded to make. 

6 And MO’ses gave commandment. 
and they caused it to be proclaimec 
throughout the camp, saying, Let 
neither man nor woman make any 
more work for the offering of the 
sanctuary.

Gen. 37:25. ‘‘ Behold a company of Ishmeelites * * with their camels 
bearing spicery * * to Egypt.” And they bought Joseph and carried him 
to Egypt and sold him asaslave. Camels formed a large part of the wealth 
of the patriarchs \Gen. 12: 6; 30:43; Job 1:3); and a part of Ezra’s caravan, 
as of nearly all others in those lands. Camels are extremely valuable as 
beasts of burden, from their strength and endurance. They are especially 
valuable for desert travel, as they can live for a number of days without 
food or water. 
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THE DEAD SEA 

The Dead Sea, called ‘‘ The Salt Sea” in Genesis, is one of the most re- 
markable sheets of water on the face of the earth. It is 47 miles long from 
north to south. and 9 or 10 miles wide. No other sea is known to occupy so 
deep a hollow on the surface of the globe. The surface of the water is 1292 
feet below the Mediterranean; and the water is 1300 feet deep, while the 
surrounding mountains rise 1500 feet on the west side, and 2500 feet at their 
highest, on the east. so that the valley of the Dead Sea is from 4000 to 5000 


feet deep. It is called the Dead Sea because almost no organic life is found 
in its waters.

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fashion of almonds in one branch, 
a knop and a flower: and three 
bowls made like almonds in another 
branch, a knop and a flower: so 
throughout the six branches going 
gut of the candlestick. 

20 And in the candlestick were 
four bowls made like almonds, his 
knops, and his flowers: ° 

21 And a knop under two branches 
cf the same, and a knop under two 
branches ef the same, and a knop 
under two branches of the same, 
according to the six branches going 
out of it. 

22 Their knops and their branches 
were of the same: all of it was one 
beaten work of pure gold. 

23 And he made his seven lamps, 
and his snuffers, and his snuffdishes, 
of pure gold. 

24 Of a talent of pure gold made 
he it, and all the vessels thereof. 

25 § And he made the incense al- 
tar of shittim wood: the length of 
it was a cubit, and the breadth of 
it a cubit; 7¢ was foursquare; and 
two cubits was the height of it; the 
horns thereof were of the same. 

26 And he overlaid it with pure 
gold, both the top cf it, and the sides 
thereof round about, and the horns 
of it: also he made unto it a crown 
of gold round about.

9 § And he made the court: on 
the south side southward the hang- 
ings of the court were of fine twined 
linen, an hundred cubits: 

10 Their pillars were twenty, and 
their brasen sockets twenty; the 
hooks of the pillars and their fillets 
were of Silver. 

11 And for the north side the hang- 
ings were an hundred cubits, their 
pillars were twenty, and their sock- 
ets of brass twenty; the hooks of 
the pillars and their fillets of Silver.

9 And thou shalt take the anoint- 
ing oil, and anoint the tabernacle, 
and all that is therein, and shalt 
hallow it, and all the vessels there- 
of: and it shall be holy. 

10 And thou shalt anoint the altar 
of the burnt offering, and all his ves- 
sels, and sanctify the altar: and it 
shall be an altar most holy. 

11 And thou shalt anoint the laver 
and his foot, and sanctify it. 

12 And thou shalt bring A4r’on 
and his sons unto the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and 
wash them with water. 

13 And thou shalt put upon A4r’on 
the holy garments, and anoint him, 
and sanctify him; that he may min- 
ister unto me in the priest’s office. 
14 And thou shalt bring his sons, 
and clothe them with coats: 

15 And thou shalt anoint them, as 
thou didst anoint their father, that 
they may minister unto me in the 
priest’s office: for their anointing 
shall surely be an everlasting priest- 
hood throughout their generations. 
16 Thus did MOo’ses: according to 
all that the LORD commanded him, 
so did he. 

17 { And it came to pass in the 
first month in the second year, on 
the first day of the month, that the 
tabernacle was reared up. 

18 And MO’ses reared up the taber- 
nacle, and fastened his sockets, and 
set up the boards thereof, and put 
in the bars thereof, and reared up 
his pillars. 

19 And he spread abroad the tent 
over the tabernacle, and put the 
covering of the tent above upon it; 
as the LORD commanded Mo’ses. 

/ 20 § And he took and put the testi- 

/mony into the ark, and set the staves 
on the ark, and put the mercy seat 
_ above upon the ark: 

21 And he brought the ark into 
the tabernacle, and set up the veil 
of the covering, and covered the 
ark of the testimony; as the LORD 
commanded M0’ses. 
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22 ¢ And he put the table in the 
tent of the congregation, upon the 
side of the tabernacle northward, 
without the veil. 

23 And he set the bread in order 
upon it before the LORD; as the 
LORD had commanded MO’ses. 

24 § And he put the candlestick 
in the tent of the congregation, over 
against the table, on the side of the 
tabernacle southward. 

25 And he lighted the lamps be- 
fore the LORD; as the LORD com- 
manded MO0’ses. 

_26 § And he put the golden altar 
in the tent of the congregation be- 
fore the veil: 

27 And he burnt sweet incense 
thereon; as the LORD commanded 
MO’ses. 

28 { And he set up the hanging at 
the door of the tabernacle. 

29 And he put the altar of burnt 
offering by the door of the taberna- 
cle of the tent of the congregation, 
and offered upon it the burnt offer- 
ing and the meat offering; as the 
LORD commanded MO’ses. 

30 § And he set the laver between 
the tent of the congregation and the 
altar, and put water there, to wash 
withal. 

31 And Mo’ses and A4ar’on and his 
sons washed their hands and their 
feet thereat: 

32 When they went into the tent 
of the congregation, and when they 
came near unto the altar, they 
washed; as the LORD commanded 
MO’ses. 

88 And he reared up the court 
round about the tabernacle and the 
altar, and set up the banging Of the 
court gate. So Mo’ses finished the 
work. 

34 § Then a cloud covered the 
tent of the congregation, and the 
glory of the LORD filled the taber- 
nacle. 

35 And Moets was not able to 
enter into the tent of the congre- 
gation, because the cloud abode 
thereon, and the glory of the LORD 
filled the tabernacle. 

36 And when the cloud was taken 
ae from over the tabernacle, the 
children of is’ra-el went onward in 
all their journeys: 

37 But if the cloud were not taken 
up, then they journeyed not till the 
day that it was taken up. 

38 For the cloud of the LORD was 
upon the tabernacle by day, and 
fire was on it by night, in the sight 
of all the house of Is’ra-el, through- 
out all their journeys. 
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CHAPTER 1. 


L The law of burnt offerings. 
" 14 Fowls. 


ND the LorD called unto Mo’- 

ses, aud spake unto him out of 

the tabernacle of the congregation, 
saying, - 

2 Speak unto the children of Is’- 
ra-el, and say unto them, If any 
man of you bring an offering unto 
the LORD, ye shall bring your offer- 
ing of the cattle, even of the herd, 
and of the flock. 

3 If his offering be a burnt sacri- 
fice of the herd, let him offer a male 
without blemish: he shall offer it of 
his own voluntary will at the door 
of the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion before the LORD. 

4 And he shall put his hand upon 
the head of the burnt offering; and 
it shall be accepted for him to make 
atonement for him. 

5 And he shall kill the bullock 
before the LORD: and the priests, 
A4r’on’s sons, shall bring the blood, 
and sprinkle the blood round about 
ape the altar that is by the door

the tabernacle of the congrega- 
ion. 
6 And he shall fiay toe burnt offer- 
ing, and cut it into his pieces. 

7 And the sons of Aar’on the priest 
shal) put fire upon the altar, and lay 
the wood in order upon the fire: 

8 And the priests, Aar’on’s sons, 
shall lay the parts, the head, and the 
fat, in order upon the wood that 
is on the fire which is upon the 
altar: 

9 But his inwards and his legs 
shall he wash in water: and the 

riest shall burn all on the altar, to 

eaburnt sacrifice, an offering made 
by fire, of a sweet savour unto the 


LORD. 

10 q And if his offering be of the 
flocks, namely, of the sheep, or of 
the goats, for a burnt sacrifice; he 
shall bring it a male without blem- 


sh. 

11 And he shall kill it on the side 
of the altar northward before the 
LORD: and the _ priests, A4r’on’s 
sons, shall sprinkle his blood round 
about upon the altar. 

12 And he shall cut it into his 
pieces, with his head and his fat: 
and the priest shall lay them in or- 


der on the wood that is on the fire 
which 7s upon the altar: 

13 But he shall wash the inwards 
and the legs with water: and the 
priest shali bring ié all, and burn it 
upon the altar: itisa burnt sacrifice 
an offering made by fire, of a swee 
savour unto the LORD. 

14 ¢ And if the burnt sacrifice for 
his offering to the LORD be of fowls 
then he shall bring his offering of 
turtledoves, or of young pi eons. 

15 And the priest shal ring it 
unto the altar, and wring off his 
head, and burn 7¢ on the altar; and 
the blood thereof shall be wrung out 
at the side of the altar: 

16 And he shall pluck away his 
crop with his feathers, and ¢ast it 
beside the altar on the east part, by 
the place of the ashes: 

17 And he shall cleave it with the 
wings thereof, bu¢ shall not divide 
it asunder: and the priest shall burn 
it upon the altar, upon the wood 
that is upon the fire: it is a burnt 
sacrifice, an offering made by fire, 
of a sweet savour unto the LORD. 


CHAPTER 2. 
1 The law of meat offering. 13 Salt of the 
offering. 

AN D when any will offer a meat 

offering unto the LORD, his of- 
fering shall be of fine flour; and he 
shall pour oil upon it, and put frank- 
incense thereon: 

2 And he shall bring it to Aar’on’s 
sons the priests: and he shall take 
thereout his handful of the flour 
thereof, and of the oi! thereof, with 
all the frankincense thereof; and 
the priest shall burn the memorial 
of it upon the altar, to be an offering 
made by fire, of asweet savour unto 
the LORD: 

3 And the remnant of the meat 
offering shall be A@ar’on’s and his 
sons’: 2¢7s a thing most holy of the 
offerings of the LORD made by fire. 

4 q And if thou bring an oblation 
of a meat offering baken in the oven, 
it shall be unleavened cakes of fine 
flour mingled with oil, or unlea- 
vened wafers anointed with oil. 

5 4,And if thy oblation be a meat 
offering baken in a pan, it shall be 
of fine flour unleavened, mingled 
with oil. 

6 Thou shalt part it in pieces, and 
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The meat offering. 
pour oil thereon: it is a meat offer- 


ing. 

7 ¥ And if thy oblation be a meat 
offering baken in the fryingpan, it 
shall be made of fine flour with oil. 

8 And thou shalt bring the meat 
offering that is made of these things 
unto the LORD: and when it is pre- 
sented unto the priest, he shall 
bring it unto the altar. 

9 And the priest shall take from 
the meat offering a memorial there- 
of, and shall burn it upon the altar: 
it is an offering made by fire, of a 
sweet savour unto the LORD. 

10 And that which is left of the 
meat offering shall be Aar’on’s and 
his sons’: i¢ isa thing most holy of 
the offerings of the LoRD made by 


re. 

11 Nomeat offering, which ye shall 
bring unto the LorD, shall be made 
with leaven: for ye shall burn no 
leaven, nor any honey, in any offer- 
ing of the LORD made by fire. 

1 1 As for the oblation of the 
firstfruits, ye shall offer them unto 
the LORD: but they shall not be 
burnt on the altar for a sweet sa- 
vour. 

13 And every oblation of thy meat 
offering shalt thou season with salt; 
neither shalt thou suffer the salt of 
the covenant of thy God to be lack- 
ing from thy meat offering: with all 
thine offerings thou shalt offer salt. 

14 And if thou offer a meat offer- 
ing of thy firstfruits unto the LORD, 
thou shalt offer for the meat offer- 
ing of thy firstfruits green ears of 
corn dried by the fire, even corn 
beaten out of full ears. 

15. And thou shalt put oil upon it, 
and lay frankincense thereon: it is 
a meat offering. 

16 And the priest shall burn the 
memorial of it, part of the beaten 
eorn thereof, and part of the oil 
thereof, with all the frankincense 
thereof: it is_an offering made by 
fire unto the LORD. 


CHAPTER 3. 
1 The law of peace offerings. 7 A lamb. 
ND if his oblation be a sacrifice 
of peace offering, if he offer it 
of the herd; whether it be a male 
or female, he shall offer it without 
blemish before the LORD. 

2 And-he shall lay his hand upon 
the head of his offering, and kill it 
at the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation: and Aar’on’s sons the 
priests shall sprinkle the blood upon 
the altar round about. 

3 And heshall offer of the sacrifice 
of the peace offering an offering 
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made by fire unto the LORD; the fat 
that covereth the inwards, and all 
the fat that is upon the inwards, 

4 And the two kidneys, and the fat 
that is on them, which is by the 
flanks, and the caul above the liver, 
with the kidneys, it shall he take 
away. 

5 And A4r’on’s sons shall burn it 
on the altar upon the burnt sacrifice, 
which is upon the wood that 7s on 
the fire: it is an offering made by 
fire, of a sweet savour unto the 
LORD. 

6 § And if his offering for a sacri- 
fice of peace offering unto the LORD 
be of the flock; male or female, he 
shall offer it without blemish. 

7 If he offera lamb for his offering, 
then shall he offer it before the 
LORD. 

8 And he shall lay his hand upon 
the head of his offering, and kill it 
before the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation: and A4r’on’s sons _ shall 
sprinkle the blood thereof round 
about upon the altar. 

9 Andhe shall offer of the sacrifice 
of the peace offers. an offerin 
made by fire unto the LORD; the fat 
thereof, and the whole rump, it shall 
he take off hard by the backbone; 
and the fat that covereth the in- 
wards, and all the fat that is upon 
the inwards, 

10 And the two kidneys, and the 
fat that is upon them, which is by 
the flanks, and the caul above the 
liver, with the kidneys, it shall he 
take away. 

11 And the priest shall burn it upon 
the altar: it is the food of the of- 
fering made by fire unto the LORD. 

12 § And if his offering be a goat, 
then he shall offer it before the 
LORD. 

13 And he shall lay his hand upon 
the head of it, and kill it before the 
tabernacle of the congregation: and 
the sons of Aar’on shalJ sprinkle the 
blood thereof upon the altar round 
about. 

14 Andhe shall offer thereof his of- 
fering, even an offering made by fire 
unto the LORD; the fat that cover- 
eth the inwards, and all the fat that 
is upon the inwards, 

15 And the two kidneys, and the 
fat that is upon them, which is by 
the flanks, and the caul above the 
liver, vith the kidneys, it shall he 
take away. 

16 And the priest shall burn them 
ee the altar: it is the food of the 
offering made by fire for a sweet 
savour: all the fat is the LORD’S. 

17 Jt shall be a perpetual statute 
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The offering fo, 
for your generations throughout all 


our dwellings, that ye eat neither 
at nor blood. 


CHAPTER 4. 
1 The law of sin offerings. 18 Made for 
the congregation, 
me D the LORD spake unto MO’ses, 
sayin 


85 

2 Speak unto the children of Ig’- 
ra-el, saying, If a soul shali sin 
through ignorance against any of 
the commandments of the LORD 
concerning things which ought not 
to be done, and shall do against any 
of them: . ‘ : 

3 If the priest that is anointed do 
sin according to the sin of the peo- 
ple; then let him bring for his sin, 
which he hath sinned, a young bul- 
lock without blemish unto the 
LORD for a sin offering. 

4 And he shall bring the buliock 
unto the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation before the LORD; 
and shall lay his hand upon the bul- 
lock’s head, and kill the bullock be- 
fore the LORD. 

5 And the priest that is anointed 
shall take of the bullock’s blood 
and bring it to the tabernacle of 
the congregation: 

6 And the priest shall dip his fin- 

er in the blood, and sprinkle of the 
flacd seven times before the LORD, 
before the veil of the sanctuary. 

7 And the priest shall put some of 
the blood upon the horns of the al- 
tar of sweet incense before the 
LORD, which is in the tabernacle of 
the ponereRan on and shall pour 
all the blood of the bullock at the 
bottom of the altar of the burnt 
offering, which is at the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. . 

8 And he shall take off from it all 
the fat of the bullock for the sin of- 
fering; the fat that covereth the 
inwards, and all the fat that 7s upon 
the inwards, 

9 And the two kidneys, and the 
fat that 7s upon them, which is by 
the flanks, and the caul above the 
liver, with the kidneys, it shall he 
take away, 

10 As it was taken off from the 
bullock of the sacrifice of peace of- 
ferings: and the priest shall burn 
them upon the altar of the burnt 
offering. 

11 And the skin of the bullock 
and all his flesh, with his head, and 
with his legs, and his inwards, and 
his dung, 

12 Even the whole bullock shall he 
carry forth without the camp unto 
* clean place, where the ashes are 
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poured out, and burn him on the > 
wood with fire: where the ashes 
are poured out shall he be burnt. 

13 { And if the whole congregation 
of Is’ra-el sin through ignorance, 
aud the thing be hid from the eyes 
of the assembly, and they have done 
somewhat against any of the com- 
mandments of the LORD concerning 
things which should not be done, 
and are guilty; 

14 When the sin, which they have 
sinned against it, is known, then 
the congregation shall offer a young 
bullock for the sin, and bring him 
before the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation. 

15 And the elders of the congre- 
gation shall lay their hands upon 
the head of the bullock before the 
LoRD: and the bullock shall be 
killed before the LORD. 

16 And the priest that is anointed 
shall bring of the bullock’s blood to 
the tabernacle of the pongre ation: 

17 And the priest sha ip his 
finger in some of the blood, and 
sprinkle it seven times before the 
LORD, even before the veil. 

18 And he shall put some of the 
blood upon the horns of the altar 
which is before the LORD, that 7s in 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and shall pour out all the blood at 
the bottom of the altar of the burnt 
oitering, which 7s at the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

19 And he shall take all his fat from 
him, and burn 7¢ upon the altar. 

20 And he shall dv with the bul- 
lock as he did with the bullock for 
a sin offering, so shall he do with 
this: and the priest shall make an 
atonement for them, and it shall be 
forgiven them. 

21 And he shall carry forth the 
bullock without the camp, and burn 
him as he burned the first bullock: 
" is a Sin offering for the congrega- 

ion. 

22 ¢ When a ruler hath sinned, 
and done somewhat through igno- 
rance against any of the command- 
ments of the LORD his God concern- 
ing things which should not be 
done, and is guilty; 

23 Or if his sin, wherein he hath 
sinned, come to his knowledge; he 
shall bring his offering, a kid of the 
goats, a male without blemish: 

24 And he shall lay his hand upon 
the head of the goat, and, kill it in 
the place where they kill the burnt 
offering before the LORD: itis a sin 
onerine. 

25 And the priest shall take of the 
blood of the sin offering with his 
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finger, and pat if upon the horns of 
the altar of burnto ering, and shall 
pour out his blood at the bottom of 
the altar of burnt offering. 

26 And he shall burn all his fat 
upon the altar, as the fat of the sac- 
rifice of peace offerings: and the 

riest shall make an atonement for 

im as concerning his sin, and it 
shall be forgiven him. 

27 § And if any one of the com- 
mon people sin through ignorance, 
while he doeth somewhat against 
any of the commandments of the 
LORD concerning things which 
ought not to be done, and be guilty ; 

28 Or if his sin, which he hath 
sinned, come to his knowledge: 
then he shall bring his offering, a 
kid of the goats, a female without 
blemish, for his sin which he hath 
sinned. 

29 And he shall lay his hand upon 
the head of the sin offering, and slay 
the sin offering in the place of the 
burnt offering. 

30 And the priest shall take of the 
blood thereof with his finger, and 
put ¢¢ upon the horns of the altar of 
burnt offering; and shall pour out 
all the blood thereof at the bottom 
of the altar. 

31 And he shall take away all the 
fat thereof, as the fat is taken away 
from off the sacrifice of peace offer- 
ings; and the priest shall burn i¢ 
upon the altar for a sweet savour 
unto the LORD; and the priest shall 
make an atonement for him, and it 
shall be forgiven him. 

32 And if he bring a Jamb for a sin 
offering, he shall bring it a female 
without blemish. 

33. And he shall lay his hand upon 
the head of the sin offering, and slay 
it for a sin offering in the place 
where they kill the burnt offering. 

34 And the priest shall take of the 
blood of the sin offering with his 

nger, and putit upon the horns of 
the altar of burnt offering, and shall 
pour out all the blood thereof at the 
bottom of the altar: 

85 And he shall take away all the 

fat thereof, as the fat of the lamb is 
taken away from the sacrifice of the 
eyes offerings ; and the priest shall 
urn them upon the altar, accord- 
ing to the offerings made by fire unto 
the LORD: and the priest shall 
make an atonement for his sin that 
he hath committed, and it shall be 
forgiven him. 


CHAPTER 5. 
i Law of trespass offerings. 14 Sacrilege. 
17 Ignorance. 
[*® 
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Trespass offering. 
fs es if a soul sin, and hear the 

voice of swearing, and is a wit- 
ness, whether he hath seen or known 
of it; if he do not utter 7¢, then he 
shall bear his iniquity. 

2 Or if a soul touch any unclean 
thing, whether it be a carcase of an 
unclean beast, or a carcase of un- 
clean cattle, or the carcase of un- 
cleau creeping things, and if it be 
hidden from him; he also shall be 
unclean, and guilty. 

3 Or if he touch the uncleanness of 
man, whatsoever uncleanness it be 
that a man shall be defiled withal, 
and it be hid from him; when he 
knoweth of it, then he shall be 
guilty. 

4 Or if a soul swear, pronouncing 
with fis lips to do evil, or to do 
good, whatsoever it be that a man 
shall pronounce with an oath, and it 
be hid from him; when he knoweth 
of it, then he shall be guilty in one 
of these. 

5 And it shall be, when he shall be 
guilty in one of these things, that he 
shall confess that he hath sinned 
in that thing: 

6 And he shall bring his trespass 
offering unto the LoRD for his sin 
which he hath sinned, a female from 
the flock, a lamb or a kid of the 
goats, for a sin offering; and the 
priest shall make an atonement for 

im concerning his sin. 

7 And if he be not able to bring a 
lamb, then he shall bring for his 
trespass, which he hath committed, 
two turtledoves, or two young pi- 
geons, unto the LORD; one for a sin 
offering, and the other for a burnt 
ates 

8 And he shall bring them unto the 

riest, who shall offer that which is 

or the sin offering first, and wrin 
off his head from his neck, but sha 
not divide i¢ asunder: 

9 And he shall sprinkle of the blood 
of the sin offering upon the side of 
the altar; anc the rest of the blood 
shall be wrung out at the bottom of 
the altar: it is a sin offering. 

10 And heshall offer the second for 
a burnt offering, according to the 
manner: and the priest shall make 
an atonement for him for his sin 
which he hath sinned, and it shall 
be forgiven him. 

11 ¢ Butif he be not able to brin 
two turtledoves, or two young pi- 
pons, then he that sinned shall 

ring for his offering the tenth part 
of an ephah of fine flour for a sin . 
offering; he shall put no oil upon 
it, neither shall he I any frankin- 
cense thereon: foritisasin offering. . 
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12 Then shall he bring it to the 
priest, and the priest shall take his 

andful of it, even a memorial there- 
of, and burn 7¢ on the altar, accord- 
ing to the offerings made by _ fire 
unto the LORD: it 7s a sin offering. 

13 And the priest shall make an 
atonement for him as touching his 
sin that he hath sinned in one of 
these, and it shall be forgiven him: 
and theremnant shall be the priest’s, 
as a meat offering. fi 

14 7 And the LORD spake unto Mo’- 
ses, Saying, 

15 If a soul commit atrespass, and 
sin through ignorance, in the holy 
things of the LoRD; then he shall 
bring for his trespass unto the LORD 
a ram without blemish out of the 
flocks, with thy estimation by she- 
kels of silver, after the shekel of the 
sanctuary, for a trespass offering: 

16 And he shall make amends for 
the harm that he hath done in the 
holy thing, and shall add the fifth 
part thereto, and give it unto the 
priest: and the priest shall make 
an atonement for him with the ram 
of the trespass offering, and it shall 
be forgiven him. 

17 ¥{ And if a soul sin, and commit 
any of these things which areforbid- 
den to be done by the command- 
ments of the LORD; though he wist 
at not, yetis he guilty, and shall bear 
his eet 

18 And he shall bring a ram with- 
out blemish out of the flock, with 
thy estimation, for a trespass offer- 
ing, unto the priest: and the priest 
shall make an atonement for him 
concerning his ignorance wherein 
he erred and wist i¢ not, and it shall 
be forgiven him. 

19 It 7s a trespass offering: he hath 
certainly, trespassed against the 

ORD. 


CHAPTER 6. 
k Law for sins done wittingly. 24 Laws of 
sin offerings. 
LAND the LoRD spake unto Mo’- 
es, saying, 

2 If asoul sin, and commit a tres- 
pes against the LORD, and lie unto 

is neighbour in that which was 
delivered him to keep, or in fellow- 
ship, or in a thin taken away by 
violence, or hath deceived his 
neighbour; 

3 Or-have found that which was 
lost, and lieth concerning it, and 
sweareth falsely; inany of all these 
that a man doeth, sinning therein: 
4 Then it shall be, because he hath 
sinned, and is guilty, that he shall 
restore that which he took viclently

away, or the thing which he hath 
deceitfully gotten, or that which 


was delivered him to keep, or the 


lost thing which he found, 

5 Or all that about which he hath 
sworn falsely; he shall even restore 
it in the principal, and shall add the 
fifth part more thereto, and give it 
unto him to whom it appertaineth, 
in the day of his trespass offering. 

6 And he shall bring his trespass 
offering unto the LORD, a ram with- 
out blemish out of the flock, with 
thy estimation, for a trespass offer- 
ing, unto the priest: 

7 And the priest shall make an 
atonement for him before the 
LORD: and it shall be forgiven him 
for any thing of all that he hath done 
in trespassing therein. 

8 ¢ And the LORD spake unto Mo’- 
ses, Saying, 

9 Command Aar’on and his sons, 
saying, This is the law of the burnt 
offering: It is the burnt offering, 
because of the burning upon the al. 
tar all night unto the morning, and 
nhe fe of the altar shall be burning 
in it. 

10 And the priest shall put on 
his linen garment, and his linen 
breeches shall he put upon his flesh, 
and take up the ashes which the fire 
hath consumed with the burnt of- 
fering on the altar, and he shall put 
them beside the altar. _ 

11 And he shalt. put off his gar- 
ments, and put on vther garments 
and carry forth the ashes without 
the camp unto a clean place. 

12 And the fire upon the altar shall 
be burning in it; it shall nut be put 
out: and the priest shall burn wood 
on it every morning, and lay the 
burnt offering in order upon it; and 
he shall burn thereon the fat of the 
peace offerings. 

13 The fire shall ‘ever be burning 
upon the altar ; it shall never go out. 

4 7 And this is the law of the 
meat offering: the sons of Aar’on 
shall offer it before the LORD, be- 
fore the altar. 

15 And he shall take of it his hand- 
ful, of,the flour of the meat offering, 
and of the oil thereof, and all the 
frankincense which 7s upon the 
meat offering, and shall burn i 
upon the altar for a sweet savour, 
even the memorial of it, unto the 
LORD. 

16 And the remainder thereof 
shall A4r’on and his sons eat: with 
unleavened bread shall it be eaten 
in the holy place; in the court of the 
tabernacletof the congregation they 
shall eat it.

21 In a pan it shall be made with 
oil; and when it is baken, thou shalt 
bring it in: and the baken pieces of 
the meat offering shalt thou offer 
for a sweet savour unto the LORD. 

22 And the priest of his sons 
that is anointed in his stead shall 
offer it: i is a statute for ever 
unto the LORD; it shall be wholly 
burnt. 

23 For every meat offering for the 
priest shall be wholly burnt: it shall 
not be eaten. 

24 § And the LORD spake unto 
Mo’ses, saying, 

25 Speak unto Aar’on and to his 
sons, saying, This zs the law of the 
sin offering: In the place where the 
burnt offering is killed shall the sin 
effering be killed before the LORD: 
it is most holy. 

The priest that offereth it for 
sin shalf eat it: in the holy place 
shall it be eaten, in the court of the 
tabernacle of the congregation. 

27 Whatsoever shall touch the flesh 
thereof shall be holy: and when 
there is sprinkled of the blood 
thereof upon any garment, thou 
shalt wash that whereon it was 
ere in the holy place. : 

28 But the earthen vessel wherein 
itis sodden shall be broken: and 
if it be sodden in a brasen pot, it 
shall be both scoured, and rinsed in 
water.

30 And no sin offering, whereof 
any of the blood is brought into the 
tabernacle of the congregation to 
reconcile withal in the holy piace, 
shall be eaten: it shall be burnt in 
the fire.

8 And the priest that offereth any 
man’s burnt offering, even the priest 
shall have to himself the skin of the 
burnt offering which he hath of- 
fered. 

9 And all the meat offering that 
is baken in the oven, and all that is 
dressed in the fryingpan, and in 
the pan, shall be the priest’s that 
offereth it. 

10 And every meat offering, min- 
gled with oil, and dry, shall all the 
sons of Aar’on have, one as muchas 
another. 

11 And this 7s the law of the sacri- 
fice of peace offerings, which he 
shall offer unto the LORD. 

12 If he offer it for a thanksgiving, 
then he shall offer with the sacri. 
fice of thanksgiving unleavened 
cakes mingled with oil, and unlea- 
vened wafers anointed with oil, and 
fakes mingled with oil, of fine fiour, 

ried. 

13 Besides the cakes, he shall offer 
for his offering leavened bread with 
the sacrifice of thanksgiving of his 
peace offerings. 

14 And of it he shall offer one out 
of the whole oblation for an heave 
offering unto the LORD, and it shall 
be the priest’s that sprinkleth the 
blood of the peace offerings. 

15 And the flesh of the sacrifice 
of his peace offerings for thanksgiv- 
esame day that 
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it is offerec; he shall not leave any 
of it until the morning. 

16 But if the sacrifice of his offer- 
ing be avow, or a voluntary offer- 


ing, it shall be eaten the same day: 


that he offereth his sacrifice: and on 
the morrow also the remainder of 
it shall be eaten: 

17 But the remainder of the flesh 
of the sacrifice on the third day 
shall be burnt with fire. 

18 And if any of the flesh of the 
sacrifice of his peace offerings be 
eaten at all on the third day, it shall 
not be accepted, neither shall it be 
imputed unto him that offereth it: 
it shall be an abomination, and the 
soul that eateth of it shall bear his 
iniquity. : 

19 And the flesh that toucheth any 
unclean thing shall not be eaten; it 
shall be burnt with fire: and as for 
the flesh, all that be clean shall eat 
thereof. 

20 But the soul that eateth of the 
flesh of the sacrifice of peace offer- 
ings, that pertain unto the LORD, 
having his uncleanness upon him, 
even that soul shall be cut off from 
his people. 

21 Moreover the soul that shall 
touch any unclean thing, as the un- 
eleanness of man, or any unclean 
beast, or any abominable uncleah 
thing, and eat of the flesh of the 
sacrifice of peace offerings, which 
pertain unto the LORD, even that 
soul shal} be cut off from his people. 

22 § And the LORD spake unto 
MO’ses, saying, é 

23 Speak unto the children of is’- 
ra-el, saying, Ye shall eat no man- 
ner of fat, of ox, or of sheep, or of 


goat. 

24 And the fat of the beast that 
dieth of itself, and the fat of that 
which is torn with beasts, may be 
used in any other use: but ye s’3}} 
in no wise eat of it. 

25 For whosoever eateth the fat of 
the beast, of which men offer an of- 
fering made by fire unto the LorD, 
even the soul that eateth i¢ shall be 
cut off from his people. 

26 Moreover ye shall eat no man- 
ner of blood, whether it be of fowl 
or of beast, in any of your dwell- 
ings. 

Whatsoever soul it be that eat- 
eth any manner of blood, even that 
soul shall be cut off from his people. 

28 § And the LorRD spake unto 
Fr Be saying, 

29 Speak unto the children of is’- 
ra-el, poy Ig He that offereth the 
sacrifice of his peace offerings unto 
the LORD shall bring his oblation 
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unto the LORD of the sacrifice of 

his peace offerings. 

30 His own hands shall bring the 
offerings of the LORD made by fire, 
the fat with the breast, it shall he 
bring, that the breast may be waved 
fora wave offering before the LORD. 

31 And the priest shall burn the 
fat upon the altar: but the breast 
shall be A4ar’on’s and his sons’. 

32 And the right shoulder shall 
ye give unto the priest for an heave 
offering of the sacrifices of your 
peace offerings. 

33 He among the sons of A4r’on, 
that offereth the blood of the peace 
bi ate and the fat, shall have the 
right shoulder for his part. 

34 For the wave breast and the 
heave shoulder have I taken of the 
children of Is’ra-el from off the sac- 
rifices of their peace offerings, and 
have given them unto A4r’on the 
yor and unto his sons by a statute 

or ever from among the children of 

Is'ra-el. ; 

385 J This 7s the portion of the 
anointing of A4r’on, and of the 
anointing of his sons, out of the of- 
ferings of the LORD made by fire, 
in the day when he presented them 
to minister unto the LORD in the 
priest’s office ; 

36 Which the LORD commanded to 
be given them of the children of is’- 
ra-el, in the day that he anointed 
them, by a statute for ever through- 
out their generations. 

37 This is the law of the burnt 
offering, of the meat offering, and 
of the sin offering, and of the tres- 
pass offering, and of the consecra- 
tions, and of the sacrifice of the 
peace offerings ; 

38 Which the LORD commanded 
MO’ses in mount Si/nai, in the day 
that he commanded the children 
of Is/ra-el to offer their oblations 
unto the LORD, in the wilderness of

CHAPTER 8. 

1 Consecration of Aaron and his sons. 14 
Their offerings. 81 Place of consecra- 
tion. 

U1 le the LORD spake unto M0’ses, 

‘saying, 

2 Take Aar’on and his sons with 
him, and the garments, and the 
anointing oil, and a bullock for the 
sin offering, and two rams, and a 
basket of unleavened bread ; 

3 And gather thou all the congre- 
hate together unto the door of the 

abernacle of the congregation. 

4 And Mo’ses did as the LORD 
commanded him; and the assembly 
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was gathered together unto the 
door of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation. _ 

5 And Mo’ses said unto the con- 

egation, This is the thing which 
tha ORD commanded to be done. 

6 And Mo’ses brought Aar’on and 
his sons, and washed them with 
water. : 

7 And he put upon him the coat 
and girded him with the girdle, anc 
clothed him with the robe, and put 
the ephod upon him, and he girded 
him with the curious girdle of the 
ppbnds and bound i¢ unto him there- 
with. 

8 And he put the breastplate upon 
him: also he put in the breastplate 
the U’rimand the Thum’/mim. —__ 

9 And he put the mitre upon his 
head; also upon the mitre, even 
upon his forefront, did he put the 
[ce plate, the holy crown; as 

he LORD commanded Mo’ses. 

10 And Mo’ses took the anointin 
oil, and anointed the tabernacle anc 
all that was therein, and sanctified 
them. f 

1i And he sprinkled thereof upon 
the altar seven times, and anointed 
the\altar and all his vessels, both 
the laver and his foot, to sanctify 
them. 

12 And he poured of the anoint- 
ing oil upon Af4r’on’s head, and 
anointed him, to sanctify him. 

13 And Mo’ses brought Ad4ar’on’s 
sons, and put coats upon them, and 
pimned them with girdles and put 

onnets upon them; as the LORD 
commanded MO’ses. 

14 And he brought the bullock for 
the sin offering: and Adar’on and 
his sons laid their hands upon the 
head of the bullock for the sin 
offering. 

15 And he slew it; and vats 
took the blood, and put 7¢ upon the 
horns of the altar round about with 
his finger, and purified the altar, 
and poured the blood at the bottom 
of the altar, and sanctified it, to 
make reconciliation upon it. 

16 And he took all the fat that was 
upon the inwards, and the caul 
above the liver, and the two kidneys, 
and their fat, and MO’ses burned it 
upon the altar. 

i7 But the bullock, and his hide, 
his flesh, and his dung, he burnt, 
with fire without the camp; as the 
LORD commanded Mo0’ses. 

18 4 And he brought the ram for 
the burnt offering: and A4r’on and 
his sons. laid their hands upon the 
head of the ram. 

l9 And he killed it; and Mo’ses 
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sprinkled the blood upon the altar 
round about. 

20 And he cut the ram into pieces; 
and Mo’ses burnt the head, and the 
pieces, and the fat. 

21 And he washed the inwards and 
the legs in water; and MO’ses burnt 
the whole ram upon the altar: it 
was a burnt sacrifice for a sweet 
savour, and an offering made by fire 
unto the LORD; as the LORD com- 
manded Mo’ses. 

22 ¢ And he brought the other 
ram, the ram of consecration: and 
A4r’on and his sons laid their hands 
upon the head of the ram. 

23 And he slew it; and Mo0’seg 
took of the blood of it, and put 7 
upon the tip of Aar’on’s right ear. 
and upon the thumb of his right 
hand, and upon the great toe of his 
right foot. 

24 And he brought A4r’on’s sons, 
and MO0’ses put of the blood upon 
the tip of their right ear, and upon 
the thumbs of their right hands, and 
upon the great toes of their right 
feet: and Mo’segs sprinkled the 
blood upon the altar round about. 

25 And he took the fat, and the 
rump, and all the fat that was upon 
the inwards, and the caul above the 
liver, and the two kidneys, and their 
fat, and the right shoulder: 

26 And out of the basket of un- 
leavened bread, that was before the 
LORD, he took one unleavened cake, 
and a cake of oiled bread, and one 
wafer, and put them on the fat, and 
upon the right shoulder: 

27 And he put all upon A4r’on’s 
hands, and upon his sons’ hands, 
and waved them for a wave Offering 
before the LORD. 

28 And Mo’ses took them from 
off their hands, and burnt them on 
the altar upon the burnt offering: ~ 
they were consecrations for a sweet 
savour: it 7s an offering made by 
fire unto the LORD. 

29 And MO’ses took the breast, and 
waved it for a wave offering before 
the LORD: for of the ram of conse- 
cration it was alas part; as the 
LORD commanded Mo’ses. 

30 And MO’ses took of the anoint~ 
ing oil, and of the blood whieh was 
upon the altar,’and sprinkled 7¢ upon 
Aar’on, and upon his garments, and 
upon his sons, and upon his sons’ 
garments with him; and sanctified 
Aar’on, and his garments, and his 
peat, ana his sons’ garments with 

im. 

31 § And Mo’ses said unto A4r’on 
and to his sons, Boil the flesh at 
the door of the tabernacle of the 
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congregation: and there eat it with 
the bread that is in the basket of 
fonsecrations, as I commanded, say- 
ing, Aar’on and his sons shall eat it. 

32 And that which remaineth of 
the flesh and of the bread shall ye 
burn with fire. 

38 And ye shall not go out of the 
door of the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation in seven days, until the days 
of your consecration be at an end: 
for seven days shall he consecrate 


you. 

34 As he hath done this day, so 
the LORD hath commanded to do, 
to make an atonement for you. 

35 Therefore shall ye abide at the 
door of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation day and night seven days, 
and keep the charge of the LORD, 
that ye die not: for solam com- 
manded. 

36 So Aar’on and his sons did all 
things which the LORD commanded 
by the hand of MO’ses. 


CHAPTER 9. 

1 First offerings of Aaron. 23 The people 
blessed. 24 Fire comes upon the altar. 
AG it came to pass on the eighth 

day, that MOo’ses called Aar’on 
and his sons, and the elders of Is’- 


ca-el; 

2 And he said unto A4r’on, Take 
thee a young calf for a sin offering, 
and aram fora burnt offering, with- 
out blemish, and offer them before 
the LORD. 

3 And unto the children of is’ra-el 
thou shalt speak, saying, Take ye 
a kid of the goats for a sin offering ; 
and a calf and a lamb, both of the 
first year, without blemish, for ja 
burnt offering ; 

Aiso a bullock and a ram for 
peace offerings, to sacrifice before 
the LORD; and a meat offering 
mingled with oil: for to day the 
LORD will appear unto you. 

5 § And they brought that which 
Mo’ses commanded before the ta- 
bernacle of the congregation: and 
all the congregation drew near and 
stood before the LORD. 

6 And Mo’ses said, This is the 
thing which the LORD commanded 
that ye should do: and the glory 
of the LORD shall appear unto you. 

7 And Mo’ses said unto A4r’on, Go 
unto the altar, and offer thy sin 
offering, and thy burnt offering, and 
make an atonement for thyself, and 
for the people: and offer the offer- 
ing of the people, and make an 
atonement for them; as the LORD 
eommanded. 

8 J A4r’on therefore went unto 
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the altar, and slew the calf of the 
sin offering, which was for himself. 

9 And the sons of Aar’on brought 
the blood unto him: and he dipped 
his finger in the blood, and put it 
upon the horns of the altar, and 
poured out the blood at the bottom 
of the altar: 

10 But the fat, and the kidneys, 
and the caul above the liver of the 
sin offering, he burnt upon the altar; 
as the LORD commanded MO’ses. 

11 And the flesh and the hide he 
burnt with fire without the camp. 

12 And heslew the burnt offering; 
and Ad4r’on’s sons presented unto 
him the blood, which he sprinkled 
round about upon the altar. 

13 And they presented the burnt 
offering unto him, with the pieces 
thereof, and the head: and he burnt 
them upon the altar. 

14 And he did wash the inwards 
and the legs, and burnt them upon 
the burnt offering on the altar. 

15 ¢ And he brought the Avia Gah 
offering, and took the goat, which 
was the sin offering for the people, 
and slew it, and offered itfor sin, as 
the first. 

16 And he brought the burnt offer- 
ing, and offered it according to the 
manner. 

17 And he brought the meat offer- 
ing, and took an handful thereof, 
and burnt it upon the altar, beside 
the burnt sacrifice of the morning. 

18 He slew also the bullock and the 
ram for a sacrifice of peace offer- 
ings, which was for the people: and 
Aar’on’s sons presented unto him 
the blood, which he sprinkled upon 
the altar round about, 

19 And the fat of the bullock and oa 
the ram, the rump, and that which 
covereth the inwards, and the kid- 
neys, and the caul above the liver: 

20 And they put the fat upon the 
breasts, and he burnt the fat upon 
the altar: 

21 And the breasts and the right 
shoulder A4r’on waved for a wave 
offering before the LORD; as MO’ses 
commanded. 

22 And A4r’on lifted up his hand 
toward the people, and blessed 
them, and came down from offerin 
of the sin offering, and the burn 
offering, and peace offerings. 

23 And Mo’ses and Adar’on went | 
into the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, and came out, and blessed 

he people: and the pues of the 
LORD appeared unto all the people. 

24 And there came a fire out from 
before the LORD, and consumed 
upon the altar the burnt offering and 
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the fat: which when all the people 
a they shouted, and fell on their 
aces. 


CHAPTER 10. 
1 Burning of Nadab and Abihu. 12 Eat- 
ing of holy things. 

ND Na’‘dab and A-bi’hu, 

= sons of A4r’on, took either of 
them his censer, and putfire therein 
and put incense thereon, and offere 
strange fire before the LORD, which 
he commanded them not. 

2 And there went out fire from the 
LORD, and devoured them, and they 
died before the LORD. 

3 Then MO’ses said unto A4r’on, 
This is 7¢ that the LORD spake, say- 
ing, I will be sanctified in them 
that come nigh me, and before all 
‘the people I will be glorified. And 
Aar’on held his peace. 

4 And Mo’ses called Mish’a-el and 
El'za-phan, the sons of Uz’zi-el the 
uncle of A4r’on, and said unto 
them, Come near, carry your ‘bre- 
thren from before the sanctuary 
out of the camp. 

5 So they went near, and carried 
them in their coats out of the camp; 
as ap ae had said. 

6 And Mo’ses said unto A4r’on, 
and unto E-le-a’zar and unto ith’a- 
mar, his sons, Uncover not your 
heads, neither rend your clothes; 
lest ye die, and lest wrath come 
upon all the people: but let your 
brethren, the whole house of Is’ra- 
el, bewail the burning which the 
LORD hath kindled. 

7 And ye shall not go out from 
the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, lest ye die: for the 
anointing oil of the LORD 7s upon 

ou. And they did according to 
he word of MO’ses. 

894 And the LoRD spake unto 
A4r’on, saying, 

9 Do not drink wine nor strong 
drink, thou, nor thy sons with thee 
when ye go into the tabernacle of 
the congregation, lest ye die: it 
shall bea statute for ever through- 
outyour generations: 

10 And that ye may put difference 
between holy and unholy, and be- 
tween unclean and clean; 

ll And that ye may teach the 
children of is’ra-el all the statutes 
which the LORD hath spoken unto 
them by the hand of Mo’ses. t 

12 § And MO’ses spake unto Aar’- 
on, and unto E-le-a/zar and unto 
Ith’a-mar, his sons that were left, 
. Take the meat offering that remain- 
eth of the offerings of the LorRD 
made by fire, and eat it without 


the 
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leaven beside the altar: for it is 
most holy: May 

13 And ye shall eat it in the holy 
place, because it is thy due, and thy 
sons’ due, of the sacrifices of the 
LORD made by fire: for sol am 
commanded. 

14 And the wave breast and heave 
shoulder shall ye eat in a clean 
place; thou, and thy sons, and thy 
daughters with thee: for they be thy 
due, and thy sons’ due, which are 
given out of the sacrifices of peace 
offerings of the children of is’ra-el. 

15 The heave shoulder and the 
wave breast shall they bring with 
the offerings made by fire of the fat, 
to wave it for a wave offering before 
the LORD; and it shall be thine, and 
thy sons’ with thee, by a statute for 
ever ; asthe LORD hathcommanded. 

16 { And Mo’ses diligently sought 
the goat of the sin cterins and, 
behold, it was burnt: and he was 
angry with E-le-a’zar and ith’a-mar, 
the sons of Aar’on which were left 
alive, payenes 

17 Wherefore have ye not eaten 
the sin offering in the holy place, 
seeing it is most holy,and God hath 
given it you to bear the iniquity of 
the congregation, to make atone- 
ment for them before the LORD ? 

18 Behold, the blood of it was not 
ee in within the holy place: ye 
should indeed have eaten it in the 
holy place, as I commanded. 

19 And A4ar’on said unto MOo’ses 
Behold, this day have they offered 
their sin offering and their burnt of- 
fering before the LORD; and such 
things have befallen me: and if I 
had eaten the sin offering to day, 
should it have been accepted in the 
sight of the LorD ? 

20 And when Mo’ses heard that, he 
was content. 


CHAPTER 11. 


Of clean and unclean meats. 
AN D the LorpD spake unto M0’ses 
and to Ad4r’on, saying unto 
them, 

2 Speak unto the children of is’- 
ra-el, saying, These are the beasts 
which ye shall eat among all the 
beasts that are on the earth. 

3 Whatsoever parteth the hoof, 
and is clovenfooted, and cheweth 
the cud, among the beasts, that 
shall ye eat. 

4 Nevertheless these shall ye not 
eat of them that chew the cud, or of 
them that divide the hoof: as the 
camel, because he cheweth the cud, 
but divideth not the hoof; he is un- 
clean unto you. 
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5 And the coney, because he chew- 
eth the cud, but divideth not the 
hoof; he 7s unclean unto you. 

6 And the hare, because he chew- 
eth the cud, but divideth not the 
hoof; he is unclean unto you. 

7 And the swine, though he divide 
the hoof, and be clovenfooted, yet 
he cheweth not the cud; he ¢s un- 
clean to you. 

8 Of their flesh shall ye not eat, 
and their carcase shall yenottouch; 
they are unclean to you. 

9 ¥ These shall ye eat of all that 
are in the waters: whatsoever hath 
fins and scales in the waters, in the 
seas, and in the rivers, them shall 


e eat. 

10 And all that have not fins and 
seales in the seas, and in the rivers 
of. all that move in the waters, and 
of any living thing which 7s in the 
waters, they shall be an abomina- 
tion unto you: 

11 They shall be even an abomina- 
tion unto you; ye shall not eat of 
their flesh, but ye shall have their 
careases in abomination. 

12 Whatsoever hath no fins nor 
scales in the waters, that shall be an 
abomination unto you. 

13 4 And these are they which ye 
shall have in abomination among 
the fowls; they shall not be eaten, 
they are an abomination: the eagle, 
and the ossifrage, and the ospray, 

14 And the vulture, and the kite 
after his kind; 

15 Every raven after his kind; 

16 And the owl, and the. night 
hawk, and the cuckow, and the 
bawk after his kind, 

17 And the little owl, and the cor- 
morant, and the great owl, 

18 And the swan, and the pelican, 
and the gier eagle, 

19 And the stork, the heron after 
pore kind, and the lapwing, and the 


pat. 

20 All fowls that creep, going upon 
all four, shall be an abomination 
unto you. 

21 Yet these may ye eat of dhe 4 
flying creeping thing that goet 
upon al/four, which have legs above 
their feet, to leap withal upon the 
earth; 

22 Even these of them ye may eat; 
the locust after his kind, and the 
bald locust after his kind, and the 
beetle after his kind, and the grass- 
hopper after his kind. 

23 But all other. flying creepin 
things, which have four feet, sha 
be an abomination unto you. 

24 And for these ye shall be un- 
clean: whosoever toucheth the car- 
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case of them shall be unclean untiZ 
the even. hee 

25 And whosoever beareth ought of 
the carcase of them shall wash his 
clothes, and be unclean until the 
even. 

26 The carcases of every beast 
which divideth the hoof, and 7s not 
cloven footed, nor cheweth the cud, 
are unclean unto you: every one 
that toucheth them shall be unclean. 

27 And whatsoever goeth upon his 
paws, among all manner of beasts 
that go on al/ four, those are unclean 
unto you: whoso toucheth their car- 
case Shall be unclean until the even, 

28 And he that beareth the carcase 
of them shall wash his clothes, and 
be unclean until the even: they are 
unclean unto you.

30 And the ferret, and the chame- 
leon, and the lizard, and the snail, 
aud the mole. 

31 These areunclean to you amon 
all that creep: whosoever dot 
touch them, when they be dead, 
shall be unclean until the even. 

32 And upon whatsoever any of 
them, when they are dead, doth fall, 
it shall be unclean; whether i¢ de 
any vessel of wood, or raiment, or 
skin, or sack, whatsoever vessel it 
be, wherein any work is done, it 
must be put into water, and it shall 
be unclean until the even; so it. 
shall be cleansed. 

33 And every earthen vessel, 
whereinto any of them. falleth, 
whatsoever is in it shall be unclean; 
and ye shall break it. 

34 Of all meat which may be eaten, 
that on which such water cometh 
shall be unclean: and all drink that 
may be drunk in every such vessel 
shall be unclean. 

35 And every thing whereupon an 

art of their carcase falleth sha 

e unclean; whether it be oven, or 
ranges for pots, they shall be bro- 
ken down: for they areunclean, aud 
shall be unclean unto you. 

386 Nevertheless a fountain or pit, 
wherein there is plenty of water, 
shall be clean: but that which touch- 
eth their carcase shall be unclean. 

87 And if any part of their carcase 
fall upon any sowing seed which is 
to be sown, it shall be clean. 

38 Butif any water be ate upon the 
seed, and any part of their carcase 
fall thereon, it sha// be unclean unto 
you. : 
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39 And if ony beast, of which ye 
may eat, die; he that toucheth the 
earcase thereof shall be unclean 
until the even. 

40 And he that eateth of the car- 
case of itshall wash his clothes, and 
be unclean until the even: he also 
that beareth the carcase of it shall 
wash his clothes, and be unclean 
until the even. 

41 And every creeping thing that 
creepeth upon the earth shall be an 
abomination; it shall not be eaten. 

42 Whatsoever goeth upon the 
belly, and whatsoever goeth upon 
all four, or whatsoever hath more 
feet among all creeping things that 
creep upon the earth, them ye shall 
aa eat; for they ave an abomina- 

ion. 

43 Ye shall not make yourselves 
abominable with any creeping thing 
that creepeth, neither shall ye make 
yourselves unclean with them, that 
ye should be defiled thereby. 

44 ForI am the LORD your God: 
ye shall therefore sanctify your- 
selves, and ye shall be holy: for I 
am holy: neither shall ye defile 
yourselves with any manner of 
print eS thing that creepeth upon 
the earth. i 
45 For Iam the Lorp that bring- 
eth you up out of the land of E’gypt, 
to be your God: ye shall therefore 
be holy, for I am holy. 

46 This is the law of the beasts, 
and of the fowl, and of every living 
creature that moveth in the waters, 
and of every creature that creepeth 
upon the earth: 

7 Tomake a difference between 
the unclean and the clean, and be- 
tween the beast that may be eaten 
and the beast that may not be eaten. 


CHAPTER 12. 
1 Of the purification of women. 6 Their 
offerings. 
xe the LORD spake unto Mo’- 
ses, Saying, é iA 

2 Speak unto the children of is’- 
ra-el, saying, If a woman have con- 
ceived seed, and born a man child: 
then she shall be unclean seven 
Cays; according to the days of the 
separation for her infirmity shall 
she be unclean. { 

38 And in the eighth day the flesh 
of his foreskin shall be circumcised. 
4 And she shall then continue in 
the blood of her purifying three and 
thirty days; she shall touch no hal- 
lowed thing, nor come into the sanc- 
tuary, until the days of her purify- 
ing be fulfilled. 

5 But if she bear a maid child, then 
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she shall be unclean two weeks, as 
in her separation: and she shall con- 
tinue in the blood of her purifying 
threescore and six days. 

6 And when the days of her puri- 
fying are fulfilled, for a son, or fora 
daughter, she shall bring a lamb of 
the first year for a burnt offering, 
anda young pigeon, or aturtledove 
for a sin offering, unto the door o 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 
unto the priest: 

7 Who shall offer it before the 
LORD, and make an atonement for 
her; and she shall be cleansed from 
the issue of her blood. Thisis the 
law for her that hath born a male 
or a female. 

8 And if she be not able to bring 
a lamb, then she shall bring two tur- 
tles, or two young pigeons; the one 
for the burnt offering, and the other 
for a sin offering: and the priest 
shall make an atonement for her, 
and she shall be clean. 


CHAPTER 13. 
Signs and treatment of leprosy. 
yy D the LORD spake unto MO’ses 
and A4r’on, saying, 

2 When a man shall have in the 
skin of his flesh a rising, a scab, or 
bright spot, and it be in the skin of 
his flesh dike the plague of leprosy; 
then be shall be brought unto Aar’- 
on ths priest, or unto one of his 
sons the priests: 

3 And the priest shall look on the 
plague in the skin of the flesh: and 
when the hair in the plague is turned 
white, and the piague in sight be 
deeper than the skin of his flesh, it 
is a plague of leprosy: and the priest 
shall look on him, and pronounce 
him unclean. 

4 If the bright spot be white in the 
skin of his flesh, and in sight be not 
deeper than the skin, and the hair 
thereof be not turned white; then 
the priest shall shut up him that 
hath the plague seven days: 

5 And the priest shall look on him 
the seventh day: and, behold, if the 
plague in his sight be at a stay, and 
the plague spread not in the skin; 
then the priest shall shut him up 
seven days more: 

6 And the priest shall look on him 
again the seventh day: and, behold 
if the plague be somewhat dark, and 
the ,plague spread not in the skin, 
the priest shall pronounce him 
clean: it is but a scab: and he shall 
wash his clothes, and be clean. 

7 But if the scab spread much 
abroad in the skin, after that he 
hath been seen of the priest for his 
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cleansing, he shall be seen of the 
priest again: 

8 And 7 the priest see that, behold, 
the scab spreadeth in the skin, then 
the priest shall pronounce him un- 
clean: it is a leprosy. 

9 § When the plague of leprosy is 
in a man, then he shall be brought 
unto the priest; 

10 And the priest. shall see him: 
and, behold, 7f the rising be white in 
the skin, and it have turned the 
hair white, and there be quick raw 
flesh in the ne ’ 

11 It is an old leprosy in the skin 
of his flesh, and the priest shall pro- 
nounce him unclean, and shall not 
shut him up: for he zs unclean. 

12 And if a leprosy break out 
abroad in the skin, and the leprosy 
cover all the skin of him that hath 
the plague from his head even to 
his foot, wheresoever the priest 
looketh; 

13 Then the priest shall consider: 
and, behold, if the leprosy have 
covered all his flesh, he shall pro- 
nounce him clean that ‘hath the 
plague: it is all turned white: he 
is Clean. 

14 But when raw fiesh appeareth 
in him. he shall be unclean. 

15 And the priest shall see the raw 
flesh, and pronounce him to be un 
clean: for theraw flesh 7s unclean: 
it is a leprosy. 

6 Or if the raw flesh turn again 
and be changed unto white, he shall 
come unto the priest; 

17 And the priest shall see him: 
and, behold, if the plague be turned 
into white; then the priest shall 
pronounce him clean that hath the 
plague: he is clean. 

18 J The flesh also, in which, even 
in the skin thereof, was a boil, and 
is healed, 

19 And in the place of the boil there 
be a white rising, or a bright spot 
white, and somewhat reddish, an 
it be shewed to the priest; 

20 And if, when the priest seeth it, 
behold, it bein sight lower than the 
skin, and the hair thereof be turned 
white; the priest shall pronounce 
him unclean: it is a plague of lep- 
rosy broken out of the boil. 

21 But if the priest look on it, and, 
behold, there be no white hairs 
therein, and 7f it be notlower than 
the skin, but 6e somewhat dark; 
then the priest shall shut him up 
seven days: 

22 And if it spread much abroad 
in the skin, then the priest shall 
pronounce him unclean: it is a 


plague. 
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23 Butif the bright spot stayin his 
place, and spread not, it is a burn- 
ing boil; and the priest shall pro- 
nounce him clean. 

244 Or if there be any flesh, in the 
skin whereot there is a hot burning, . 
and the quick flesh that burnet. 
have a white bright spot, somewhat 
reddish, or white; 

25 Then the priest shall look upon 
it: and, behold, if the hair in the 
bright — be turned white, and it 
bein sight deeper than the skin; it 
is a leprosy broken out of the burn- 
ing: wherefore the priest shall pro- 
nounce him unclean: it 7s the plague 
of leprosy. 

26 But if the priest look on it, and, 
behold, there be no white hair in 
the bright spot, and it de no lower 
than the other skin, but be some- 
what dark; then the priest shall 
shut him up seven days: 

27 And the priest shall look upon 
him the seventh day: and if it be 
spread much abroad in the skin, 
then the priest shall pronounce 
him unclean: it 7s the plague of 
leprosy. t . 

28 And if the bright spot stay in 
his place, and spread not in the 
skin, but it be somewhat dark ; it zs 
a rising of the burning, and the 
priest shall pronounce him clean: 
for it is an inflammation of the 
burning. 

29 9 If a man or woman have a 
plague upon the head or the beard ; 
30 Then the priest shall see the 
plague: and, behold, if it be in sight 
deeper than the skin; and there bein 
ita yellow thin hair; then the priest 
shall pronounce him unclean: it zs 
a dry scall, even a leprosy upon the 
head or beard. 
31 And if the priest look on the 
plague of the scall, and, behold, it 
de not in sight deeper than the skin, 
and that there is no black hair in it; 
then the priest shall shut up him 
that hath the plague of the scall 
seven days: 
32 And in the seventh day the 
et kon shall look on the plague: and. 
ehold, if the scall spread not, an 
there be in it no yellow hair, and 
the scall de not insight deeper than 

the skin; 

83 He shall be shaven, but the scall 
shall he not shave; and the priest 
shall shut up him that hath the scall 
seven days more: 

34 And in the seventh day the 
priest shall look on the seall: and, 
behold, 7f the seall be not spread in 
the skin, nor de insight deeper than 
the skin; then the priest shall pro- 
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nounce him clean: and he shall 
wash his clothes, and be clean. 

35 But if the scall spread much in 
the skin after his Se ge ent 
/ 86 Then the priest shall look on 
‘him: and, behold, if the scall be 
spread in the skin, the priest shall 
not seek for yellow hair; he 7s un- 


clean. 

37 But if thescall be in his sight at 
a stay, and that there is black hair 

rown up therein; the scall is 
fealed; he is clean: and the priest 
shall pronounce him clean. 

88 J If aman also or a woman have 
in the skin of their flesh bright 
spots, even white bright i Rene 

39 Then the priest shall look: and, 
behold, 7f the bright spots in the 
skin of their flesh de darkish white; 
it is a freckled spot that groweth in 
the skin; he is clean. C 

40 And the man whose hair is 
fallen off his head, he is bald; yet is 
he clean. 


41 And he that hath his hair fallen. 


off from the part of his head toward 
his face, he zs forehead bald: yet is 
he clean. : 

42 And if there be in the bald head, 
or bald forehead, a white reddish 
sore; itis a leprosy sprung up inhis 
bald head, or his bald forehead. 

43 Then the priest shall look upon 
it: and, behold, 7f the rising of the 
sore be white reddish in his bald 
head, or in his bald forehead, as the 
ees appeareth in the skin of the 

esh; 


44 He is a leprous man, he ¢s un- 
clean: the priest shall pronounce 
him utterly unclean; his plague is 
in his head. 

45 And the leper in whom the 
Beas is, his clothes shall be rent 
and his head bare, and he shall put 
a Aes Ste his upper lip, and 
shall cry, Unclean, unclean. 

46 All the days wherein the plague 
shail be in him he shall be defiled; 
he zs unclean: he shall dwell alone; 
without the camp shall his habita- 
tion be. 

47 9 The garment also that the 
plague of leprosy is in, whether it be 
@ woollen garment, or a linen gar- 


ment; 

48 Whether it be in the warp, or 
woof; of linen, or of woollen ; whe- 
poe in a skin, or in any thing made 
Or Skin; ni 

49 And if the plague be greenish or 
reddish in the garment, or in the 
skin, either in the warp, or in the 
woot, or in any thing of skin; it 7s 
a plague of leprosy, and shall be 
shewed unto the priest; 
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50 And the priest shall look upon 
the plague, and shut up it that hath 
the plague seven days: 

51 And he shall look on the plague 
on the seventh day: if the plague 
be spread in the garment, either in 
the warp, or in the woot, or in a 
skin, or in any work that is made of 
skin; the plague is a fretting lep- 
rosy ;it zs unclean. 

52° He shall therefore burn that 
garment, whether warp or woof, in 
woollen or in linen, or any thing of 
skin, wherein the plague is: for it is 
a fretting leprosy; it shall be burnt 
in the fire. 

53 And if the priest shall look, and 
behold, the plague be not spread 
in the garment, either in the warp. 
or in the woof, or in any thing of 


skin ; 

54 Then the priest shall command 
that they wash the thing wherein 
the plague 7s,and he shall shut it up 
seven days more: 

55 And the priest shall look on the 
phe A after that it is washed: and 

ehold, if the plague have no 
changed his colour, and the plague 
be not spread; it 7s unclean; thou 
shalt burn it in the fire; it is fret 
inward, whether it be bare within or 
without. 

56 And if the priest look, and, be- 
hold, the plague be somewhat dark 
after the washing of it; then he 
shall rend it out of the garment, or 
out of the skin, or out of the warp, 
or out of the woof: 

57 And if it appear still in the gar- 
ment, either in the warp, or in the 
woof, or in any thing of skin; ita 
one plague: thou shalt burn 
= at wherein the plague is with 

re. ; 

58 And the garment, either warp, 
or woof, or whatsoever thing of skin 
it be, Which thou shalt wash, if the 
plague be departed from them 
then it shall be washed the second 
time, and shall be clean. 

59 This is the law of the plague of 
leprosy in a garment of woollen or 
linen, either in the warp, or woof, ° 
or any thing of skins, to pronounce 
ni clean, or to pronounce it un- 
clean, 


CHAPTER 14. 
1 Law of cleansing lepers. 88 Signs of 
‘leprosy. 
AS the LORD spake unto MO’ses, 
s 


aying, 

2 This shall be the law of the leper 
in the day of his cleansing: He 
shall be brought unto the priest: 

38 And the priest shall go forth out 
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of the camp; and the priest shall 
look, and, behold, 7f the plague of 
leprosy be héaled im the leper; 

4 Then shall the priest command 
to take for him that is to be cleansed 
two birds alive and clean, and ce- 
dar wood, and scarlet, and hyssop: 

5 And the priest shall command 
that one of the birds be killed in an 
earthen vessel over running water: 

6 As for the living bird, he shall 
take it, and the cedar wood, and the 
scarlet, and the hyssop,and shall dip 
them and the living bird in the blood 
of the bird that was killed over the 
running water: : ; 

7 And he shall sprinkle upon him 
that is to be cleansed from the lep- 
rosy seven times, and shall pro- 
nounce him clean, and shall let the 
jiving bird loose intothe open field. 

8 And he that is to be cleansed 
shall wash his clothes, and shave 
off all his hair, and wash himself 
in water, that he may be clean: and 
after that he shall come into the 
camp, and shall tarry abroad out 
of his tent seven days. 

9 But itshallbe on the seventh day, 
that he shall shave all his hair off his 
head and his beard and his eye- 
brows, even all his hair he shall 
shave off: and he shall wash _ his 
clothes, also he shall wash his flesh 
in water, and he shall be clean. 

10 And onthe eighth day he shall 
take two he lambs without blemish, 
and one ewe lamb of the first year 
without blemish, and three tenth 
deals of fine flour fora meat offering, 
mingled with oil, and one log of oil. 

11 And the priest that maketh him 
clean shall present the man that is 
to be made clean, and those things, 
before the LORD, aé the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation: 

12 And the priest shall take one 
he lamb, and offer him for a tres- 
pass offering, and the log of oil, and 
wave them for a wave Offering be- 
fore the LORD: . 

13 And he Shall. slay the lamb in 
the place where he shall kill the sin 


- offering and the burnt offering, in 


the holy place: for as the sin offer- 
ing is the priest’s, sois the trespass 
offering: it 7s most holy: 

14 And the priest shall take some 
of the blood of the trespass offering, 
and the priest shall put. 2¢ upon the 
tip of the right ear of him that is to 
be cleansed, and upon the thumb of 
his right hand, and upon the great 
toe of his right foot: 

15 And the priest shall take some 
of the log of oil, and pour 7¢ into the 
palm of his own left hand: 
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16 And the priest shail dip his 
right finger in the oil that zs in his 
left hand, and shall sprinkle of the 
oil with his finger seven times be- 
fore the LORD: 

17 And of the rest of the oil thats 
in his hand shall the priest put upon 
the tip of the right ear of him that 
is to be cleansed, and upon the 
thumb of his right hand, and upon 
the ee toe of his right foot, upon 
the blood of the trespass offering: 
18 And the remnant of the oil that 
is in the priest’s hand he shall pour 
upon the head of him that is to be 
cleansed: and the priest shall make 
an atonement for him before the 
LORD. 

19 And the priest shall offer the sin 
offering, and make an atonement 
for him that is to be cleansed from 
his uncleanness; and afterward he 
shall kill the burnt offering. 

20 And the priest shall offer the 
burnt offering and the meat offer- 
ing upon the altar: and the priest 
shall make an atonement for him, 
and he shall be clean. 

21 And if he be poor, and cannot 

et somuch; then he shall take one 
amb for a trespass offering to be 
waved, to make an atonement for 
him, and one tenth deal of fine flour 
mingled with oil for a meat offer- 
ing, and a log of oil; 

22 And two turtledoves, or two 
young pigeons, such as he is able to 
get; and the one shall be asin offer- 
ing, and the other a burnt eed 

23 And he shall pane them on the 
eighth day for his cleansing unto 
the priest, unto the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, be- 
fore the LORD. 

24 And the priest shall. take the 
lamb of the trespass offering, and 
the log of oil, and the priest shall 
wave them for a wave offering be- 
fore the LORD: 

25 And he shall kill the lamb of 
the trespass offering, and the priest 
shall take some of the blood of the 
trespass offering, and put 7¢ upon 
the tip of the right ear of him that 
is to be cleansed, and upon the 
thumb of his right hand, and upon 
the great toe of ‘his right foot: 

26 And the priest shall pour of the 
oil into the palm of his own left 
hand: 

27 And the priest shall sprinkle 
with his right finger some of the oil 
that is in his left hand seven times 
before the LORD: 

28 And the priest shall put of the 
oil that is in his hand upon the tip 
of the right ear of him that is to be 


Signs of leprosy 
cleansed, and upon the thumb of 
his right hand, and upon the great 
toe of his right foot, upon the place 
of the blood of the trespass offering: 

29 And the rest of the oil that 7s 
in the priest’s hand he shall put 
upon the head of him that is to be 
cleansed, to make an atonement for 
him before the LORD. 

80 And he shall offer the one of 
the turtledoves, or of the young 
pigeons, such as he can get; 

381 Even such as he is able to get, 
the one for asin offering, and the 
other for a burnt offering, with the 
meat offering: and the priest shall 
make an atonement for him that is 
to be cleansed before the LoRD. 

32 Thisis the law of him in whom 
as the plague of leprosy, whose hand 
is not able to get that which pertain- 
eth to his cleansing. 

383 9 And the LORD spake unto 
a vig tesa unto Aar’on, saying, 

384 When ye be come into the land 
of Ca/naan, which I give to you for 
@ possession, and I put the plague 
of leprosy in a house of the land of 
your possession ; 

35 And he that owneth the house 
shall come and tell the priest, say- 
ing, It seemeth to me there is as it 
were a plague in the house: 

386 Then the priest shall command 
that they empty the house, before 
the priest go into it to see the 

lague, that all that 7s in the house 

e not made unclean: and after- 
ward the priest shall go in to see 
the house: 

37_ And he shall look on the plague, 
and, behold, if the plague de in the 
walis of the house with hollow 
strakes, greenish or reddish, which 
in signt are lower than the wall; 

38 Then the priest shall go out of 
the house to the door of the house, 
and shut up the house seven days: 

39 And the priest shall come again 
the seventh day, and shall look: 
and, behold, if the plague be spread 
in the walls of the house; 

40 Then the priest shall command 
that they take away the stones in 
which the plague is, and_they shall 
cast them into an unclean place 
without the city: 

41 And he shall cause the house 
to be scraped within round about, 
and they shall pour out the dust 
that they scrape off without the city 
into an unclean place: 

42 And they shall take other stones, 
and put them in the place of those 
stones ; and heshall take other mor- 
ter, and shall plaister the house. 

43 And if the plague come again, 
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and break out in the house, after 
that he hath taken away the stones, 
and after he hath scraped the house, 
and after it is plaistered; 

44 Then the priest shall come ana 
look, and, behold, 7f the plague be 
spread in the house, it is a fretting 
leprosy in the house: it is unclean. 

45 And he shall break down the 
house, the stones of it, and the tim- 
ber thereof, and all the morter of 
the house; and he shall carry them 
forth out of the city into an unclean 
place. 

46 Moreover he that goeth into 
the house all the while that it is 
shut up shall be unclean until the 
even. 

47 And he that lieth in the house 
shall wash his clothes; and he that 
eateth in the house shall wash his 
clothes. 

48 And if the priest shall come in, 
and look wpon it, and, behold, the 
plague hath not spread in the house, 
after the house was plaistered: then 
the priest shall pronounce the house 
clean, because the plague is healed. 

49 And heshall take to cleanse the 
house two birds, and cedar wood, 
and scarlet, and hyssop: 

50 And he shall kill the one of the 
birds in an earthen vessel over run- 
ning water: 

51 And he shall take the cedar 
wood, and the hyssop, and the sear- 
let, and the living bird, and dip them 
in the blood of the slain bird, and in 
the running water, and sprinkle the 
house seven times: 

52 And he shall cleanse the house 
with the blood of the bird,and with 
the running water, and with the liy- 
ing bird, and with the cedar wood, 
and with the hyssop, and with the 
scarlet: : 

53 But he shall let go the living 
bird out of the city into the open 
fields, and make an atonement for 
the house: and it shall be clean. 

54 This 7s the law for all manner 
of plague of leprosy, and s¢all, 

55 And for the leprosy of a gar- 
ment, and of a house, 

56 And for a rising, and for a scab, 
and for a bright spot: 

57 To teach when 7# is unclean, 
and when it is clean: this is the law 
of leprosy. 


CHAPTER 15. 


Unclean issues and their cleansing. 

(AND the LORD spake unto MO’ses 
and to Aar’on, saying, 

2 Speak unto the children otf Is/- 

ra-el, and say unto them, When any 

man hath a running issue out of his . 
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flesh, because of his issue he is un- 
clean. 

$ And this shall be his uncleanness 
in his issue: whether his flesh run 
with his issue, or his flesh be 
stopped from his issue, it is his un- 
cleanness. 

4 Every bed, whereon he lieth that 
oath the issue, is unclean: and every 
thing, whereon he sitteth, shall be 
unclean. 

5 And whosoever toucheth his bed 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe 
himself in water, and be unclean 
until the even. 

6 And he that sitteth on any thing 
whereon he sat that hath the issue 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe 
himself in water, and be unclean 
until the even. 

7 And he that toucheth the flesh of 
him that hath the issue shall wash 
his clothes, and bathe himse/f in wa- 
ter, and be unclean until the even. 

8 And if he that hath the issue spit 
upon him that is clean; then he 
shall wash his clothes, and bathe 
himself in water, and be unclean 
until the even. 

9 And what saddle soever he rid- 
eth upon that hath the issue shall 
be unclean. 

10 And whosoever toucheth any 
thing that was under him shall be 
anclean until the even: and he that 
heareth any of those things shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe himself 
fin water, and be unclean until the 
even. 

11 And whomsoever he toucheth 
that hath the issue, and ath not 
rginsed his hands in water, he shall 
wash his clothes, and. bathe himself 
in water, and be unclean until the 


even. 

12 And the vessel of earth, that 
he toucheth which hath the issue 
shall be broken: and every vesse 
of wood shall be rinsed in water. 

13 And when he that hath an issue 
is cleansed of his issue; then he 
shall number to himself seven days 
for his cleansing, and wash his 
clothes, and bathe his flesh in run- 
ning water, and shall be clean. 

14 And on the eighth day he shall 
take to him two turtledoves, or two 
young pigeons, and come before the 
LORD unto the door of the taberna- 
cle of the congregation, and give 
them unto the priest: 

15 And the priest shall offer them, 
the one for a sin offering, and the 
other fora burnt offering; and the 
priest shall make an atonement for 
him before the LORD for his issue. 

16 And if any man’s seed of copu- 
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lation go out from him, then he 
shall washall his flesh in water, and 
be unclean until the even. 

17 And every garment, and every 
skin, whereon is the seed of copu- 
lation, shall be washed with water, 
and be unclean until the even. 

18 The woman also with whom man 
shall lie with seed of copulation, 
they shall both bathe themselves in 
water, and be unclean until the 


even. 

19 § And if a woman have an issue, 
and her issue in her flesh be blood, 
she shall be put apart seven days: 
and whosoever toucheth her shall 
be unclean until the even. 

20 And every thing that she lieth 
upon in her separation shall be un- 
clean: every thing also that she 
sitteth upon shail be unclean. 

21 And whosoever toucheth her 
bed shall wash his clothes, and 
bathe himself in water, and be un- 
clean until the even. 

22 And whosoever toucheth an 
thing that she sat upon shall was 
his clothes, and bathe himself in 
water, and be unclean until the 
even. 

23 And if it be on her bed, or on any 
thing whereon she sitteth, when 
he toucheth it, he shall be uncleap 
until the even. 

24 And if any man lie with her at 
all,and her flowers be upon him, 
he shall be unclean seven days; and 
all the bed whereon he lieth shall 
be unclean. 

25 And if a woman have an issue 
of her blood many days out of the 
time of her separation, or if it run 
beyond the time of her separation ; 
all the days of the issue of her un- 
cleanness shall be as the days of her 
separation: she shall be unclean. 

26 Every bed whereon she lieth all 
the days of her issue shall be unto 
her as the bed of her separation: 
and whatsoever she sitteth upon 
shall be unclean, as the uncleanness 
of her separation. 

27 And whosoever toucheth those 
things shall be unclean, and shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe himself 
in water, and be unclean until the 
even. 

28 But if she be cleansed of her 
issue, then she shall number to her- 
self seven days, and after that she 
shall be clean. 

29 And on the eighth day she shall 
take unto her two turtles, or two 
young pigeons, and bring them unte 
the priest, to the door of the taber- 
nacle of the congregation. 

30 And the priest shall offer the 
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one for a sin offering, and the other 
_ for a burnt offering; and the priest 
shal) make an atonement for her 
before the Lorp for the issue of 
ker uncleanness. : 

31 Thus shall ye separate the chil- 
dren of Iis’ra-el from their unclean- 
ness; that they die not in their un- 
cleanness, when they defile my 
tabernacle that is among them. 

32 This is the law of him that hath 
an issue, and of him whose seed go- 
eth arom him, and is defiled there- 
with; 

33 And of her that is sick of her 
fiowers, and of him that hath an is- 
sue, of the man, and of the woman, 
and of him that lieth with her that 
is unclean. 


CHAPTER 16. 


1 Priestly vestments and offerings. 20 The 
scapegoat. 29 Feast of expiations. 
AND the LORD spake unto MO’ses 

after the death of the two sons 
of Aar’on, when they offered before 
the LORD, and died; 

2 And the LORD said unto MO’ses, 
speak unto Aar’on thy brother, that 
he come not at all times into the 
holy place within the veil before the 
mercy seat, which zs upon the ark; 
that he die not: for I will appear 
in the cloud upon the mercy seat. 

3 Thus shall Aar’on come into the 
holy place: with a young bullock 
for a sin offering, and a ram for a 
burnt offering. 

4 He shall put on the holy linen 
coat, and he shall have the linen 
breeches upon his flesh, and shall be 
girded with a linen girdle, and with 
the linen mitre shall he be attired: 
these are holy garments; therefore 
shall he wash his flesh in water, and 
so put them on. 

5 And he shall take of the congre- 
cep of the children of Is’ra-el two 

ids of the goats for a sin offering, 
and one ram for a burnt offering. 

6 And A4r’on shall offer his bullock 
of the sin offering, which 7s for him- 
self, and make an atonement for 
himself, and for his house. 

7 And he shalltake the two oats, 
and present them before the LORD 
at the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 

d A4r’on shall cast lots upon 
the two goats; one lotfor the LORD, 
and the other lot for the scapegoat. 

§ And Aar’on shall bring the goat 
upon which the LorpD’s lot fell, and 
ofter him for a sin offering. 

10 But the goat, on which the lot 
fell to be the scapegoat, shall be 
presented alive before the LORD, to 
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make an atonement with him, and 
to let him go for a scapegoat inte 
the wilderness. 

11 And A4r’on shall bring the bul. 
lock of the sin offering, which is for 
himself, and shall make an atone. 
ment for himself, and for his house, 
and shall kill the bullock of the sin 
offering Which is for himself: 

12 And he shall take a censer full 
of burning coals of fire from off the 
altar before the LORD, and his 
hands full of sweet incense beaten 
small, and bring it within the veil: 

13 And he shall put the incense 
upon the fire before the LORD, that 
the cloud of the incense may cover 
the mercy seat that is upon the tes. 
timony, that he die not: 

14 And he shalt take of the bloog 
of the bullock, and sprinkle it with 
his finger upon the mercy seat east 
ward; and before the mercy seat 
shall he sprinkle of the blood with 
his Enger seven times. 

15 §_ Then shall he kill the goat or 
the sin offering, that is for the peo- 
ple, and bring his blood within the 
veil, and do with that blood as he 
did with the blood of the bullock, 
and sprinkle it upon the mercy 
seat, and before the mercy seat: 

16 And he shall make an atone- 
ment for the holy pirces because of. 
the uncleanness of the children ot 
Is‘ra-el, and because of their trans- 
gressions in all their sins: and so 
shall he do for the tabernacle of 
the caugregation, that remaineth 
among them in the midst of their 
uncleanness. 

17 And there shall be no man in 
the tabernacle of the congregation 
when he goeth in to make an atone- 
ment in the holy place, until he 
come out, and have made an atone- 
ment for himself,and for his house- 
hold, and for all the congregation of 
is’ra-el. 

3 And he shall go out unto the 
altar that is before the LORD, and 
make an atonement for it; and 
shall take of the blood of the bul- 
lock, and of the blood of the goat, 
and put it upon the horns of the 
altar round about. 

19 And he shall sprinkle of the 
blood upon it with his finger seven 
times, and cleanse it, and hallow 
it from the uncleanness of the chil- 
dren of is‘ra-el. 

20 § And when he hath made an 
end of reconciling the holy place, 
and the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation, and the altar, he shall bring 
the live goat: 

21 And A4r’on shall lay both his 
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hands upon the head of the live 
oat, and confess over him all the 
niquities of the children of is'ra-el 
and all their transgressions in all 
their sins, putting them upon the 
head of the gogt, and shall send him 
away by the hand of a fit man into 
the wilderness: k 

22 And the goat shall bear upon 
him all their iniquities unto a land 
not inhabited: and he shall let go 
the goat in the wilderness. 

23 And A4r’on shall come into the 
tabernacle of the congregation, and 
shall put off the linen garments, 
which he put on when he went into 
the holy place, and shall leave them 
there: 

24 And he shall wash his flesh with 
water in the holy place, and put on 
his garments, and come forth, and 
offer his burnt offering, and the 
burnt offering of the people, and 
make an atonement for himself, 
and for the people. 

25 And the fat of the sin offering 
shall he burn upon the altar. 

26 And he that let go the goat for 
the scapegoat shall wash his clothes, 
and bathe his flesh in water, and 
afterward come into the camp. 

27 And the bullock for the sin 
offering, and the goat for the sin 
offering, whose blood was brought 
in to make atonement in the holy 
place, shall one carry forth without 
the camp; and they shall burn in 
the fire their skins, and their flesh, 
and their dung. 

28 And he that burneth them shall 
wash his clothes, and bathe his flesh 
in water, and afterward he shall 
come into the camp. 

29 ¥ And this shall be a statute for 
ever unto you: that in the seventh 
month, on the tenth day of the 
month, ye shall afflict your souls, 
and do no work at all, whether it be 
one of your own country, or astran- 
ger that sojourneth among you: 

30. For on that day shall the priest 
make an atonement for you, to 
cleanse you, that ye may be clean 
from all your sins before the LORD. 

81 It shall be a sabbath of rest 
unto you, and ye shall afflict your 
souls, by a statute for ever. 

82 And the priest, whom he shall 
anoint, and whom he shall conse- 
crate to minister in the priest’s 
office in his father’s stead, shall 
make the atonement, and shall put 
on the linen clothes, even the holy 
garments: 

33 And he shall make an atone- 
ment for the holy sanctuary, and he 
shall make an atonement for the 
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tabernacle of the congregation, and 
for the altar, and he shall make an 
atonement for the priests, and for 
all the people of the congregation. 
34 And this shall be an everlasting 
statute unto you, to make an atone- 
ment for the children of Igra-el for 
all their sins once a year. And hedid 
as the LORD commanded MO’ses. 


CHAPTER 17. 
1 The sprinkling of blood. 10 Eating o

LAND. the LORD spake unto M0’sesg,

ying, 

2 Speak unto A4r’on, and unto his 
sons, and unto all the children of 
reat and say unto them; This is 
the thing which the LORD hath 
commanded, saying, 

3 What man soever there be of the 
house of Is’ra-el, that killeth an ox, 
or lamb, or goat, in the camp, or 
that killeth 7¢ out of the camp, 

4 And bringeth it not unto the 
door of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, to offer an offering unto 
the LORD before the tabernacle of 
the LORD; blood shall be imputed 
unto that man; he hath shed blood; 
and that man shall be cut off from 
among his people: 

5 To the end that the children of 
Is'ra-el may bring their sacrifices, 
which they offer in the open field, 
even that they may bring them unto 
the LORD, unto the door of the ta- 
bernacle of the congregation, unto 
the priest, and offer them for peace 
offerings unto the LORD. 

6 And the priest shall sprinkle the 
blood upon the altar of the LORD at 
the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and burn the fat for 
a sweet savour unto the LORD. 

7 And they shall no more offer 
their sacrifices unto. devils, after 
whom they thave gone a whoring. 
This shall be a statute for ever unto 
them throughout their generations. 

8 § And thou shalt say unto them, 
Whatsoever man there be of the 
house of is’ra-el, or of the strangers 
which sojourn among youn, that of- 
fereth a burnt offering or sacrifice, 

9 And bringeth it not unto the 
door of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, to offer itunto the LORD; 
even that man shall be cut off from 
among his people. 

10 § And whatsoever man there 
be of the house of is’ra-el, or of the 
strangers that sojourn among you 
that eateth any manner of blood; i 
will even set my face against that 
soul that eateth blood, and will cut 
him off from among his people. 
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1} For the life of the flesh is in the 
blood: and I have given it to you 
upon the altar to make an atone- 
ment for your souls: for it is the 
blood that maketh an atonement for 
- the sou!. 

12 Therefore I said unto the chil- 
dren ofis’ra-el, No soul of you shall 
eat blood, neither shall any stran- 
ger epee sojourneth among you eat 

ood. 

13 And whatsoever man there be 
of the children of Is'ra-el, or of the 
strangers that sojourn among you, 
which hunteth and catcheth any 
beast or fowl that may be eaten; he 
shall even pour out the blood there- 
of, and cover it with dust. 

14 For it is the life of all flesh; the 
blood of it zs for the life thereof: 
therefore Isaid unto the children of 
Is’ra-el, Ye shall eat the blood of no 
manner of flesh: for the life of all 
flesh is the blood thereof: whoso- 
ever eateth it shall be cut off. 

15 And every soul that eateth that 
which died of itse/f, or that which 
was torn with beasts, whether it be 
one of your own country, or a 
stranger, he shall both wash his 
clothes, and bathe himself in water, 
and be unclean until the even: then 
shall he be clean. 

16 But if he wash them not, nor 
bathe his flesh; then he shall bear 
his iniquity. 

CHAPTER 18. 
Onlawful marriages and lusts. 
Ae the LORD spake unto MO’ses, 
saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Is’- 
ra-el, and say unto them, I am the 
LORD your God. 

3 After the doings of the land of 
E/gypt, wherein ye dwelt, shall ye 
not do: and after the doings of the 
land of Ca’naan, whither I brin 
you, shall ye not do:-neither shal 
ye walk in their ordinances. 

4 Ye shall do my judgments, and 
keep mine ordinances, to walk 
therein: I am the LORD your God. 

5 Ye shall therefore keep my stat- 
utes, and my judgments: which if 
aman do, he shall live in them: I 
am the LORD. 

6 § None of you shall approach to 
any that is near of kin to him, to 
uncover their nakedness: I am the 
LORD. 


7 The nakedness of thy father, or’ 


the nakedness of thy mother, shalt 
thou not uncover: she is thy mo- 
ther; thou shalt not uncover her 
nakedness. 

8 The nakedness of thy father’s 
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wife shalt thon not uncover: it is 
thy father’s nakedness. 

9 The nakedness of thy sister, the 
daughter of thy father, or daughter 
of thy mother, whether she be born 
at home, or born abroad, even their 
nakedness thou shalt not uncover. 

10 The nakedness of thy son’s 
daughter, or of thy daughter’s 
daughter, even their nakedness thou 
shalt not uncover: for theirs is 
thine own nakedness. 

1l The nakedness of thy father’s 
wife’s daughter, begotten of thy fa 
ther, she is thy sister, thou shalt not 
uncover her nakedness. 

12 Thou shalt not uncover the na 
kedness of thy father’s sister: she 
is thy father’s near kinswoman. 

13 Thou shalt not uncover the na’ 
kedness of thy mother’s sister: for 
she zs thy mother’s wear kinswo- 
man. 

14 Thou shalt not ancover the na- 
kedness of thy father’s brother, 
thou shalt not approach to his wife: 
she is thine aunt. 

15 Thou shalt not uncover the na- 
kedness of thy daughter in law: she 
is thy son’s wife; thov shalt not un- 
cover her nakedness. 

16 Thou shalt not uncover the na- 
kedness of thy brother’s wife: it zs 
thy brother’s nakedness. 

17 Thou shalt not uncover the na- 
kedness of a woman an‘ her daugh- 
ter, neither shalt thou take her son’s 
daughter, or her daughter’s daugh- 
ter, to uncover her nakedness; jor 
they are her near kinswomen: it zs 
wickedness. 

18 Neither shalt thou take a wife 
to her sister, to vex her, to uncover 
her nakedness, beside the other in 
her life fie. 

19 Also thou shait not approach 
unto a woman to uncover her na-. 
kedness, as long as she is put apart 
for her uncleanness. 

20 Moreover thou shalt not lie car- 
ae with thy neighbour’s wife, to 
defile thyself with her. 

21 And thou shalt not let any of 
thy seed pass through the fire to 
Mo’lech, neither shalt thou profane 
the name of thy God: 1 am the 


ORD. 

22 Thou shalt not lie with man- 
kind, as with womankind: it is 
abomination. 

23 Neither shalt thou lie with any 
beast to defile thyself therewith: 
neither shall any woman stand be- 
fore a beast to lie down thereto: it 
is confusion. . 

24 Defile not ye yourselves inany 
of these things: for in all these the 
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nations are defiled which I cast out 
before you: 

25 And the land is defiled: there- 
fore I do visit the iniquity thereof 
upon it, and the land itself vomiteth 
oat her inhabitants. 

26 Ye shall therefore keep my 
statutes and my judgments, and 
shall not commit any of these abom- 
inations; neither any of your own 
nation, nor any stranger that so- 
journeth among you: ! 

27 (For all these aboniinations have 
the men of the land done, which were 
before you, and the land is defiled ;) 

28 That the land spue not you out 
also, when ye defile it, as it spued 
out the nations that were before you. 

29 For whosoever shall commit 
any of these abominations, even the 
souls that commit them shall be cut 
off from among their people. 

30 Therefore shall ye keep mine or- 
dinance, that yecommit not any one 
of these abominable customs, which 
were committed before you, and 
that ye defile not yourselves there- 
in: Lam the LORD your God. 


CHAPTER 19. 
Sundry laws repeated. 

AN D the LOR» spake unto Mo’ses. 

saying, 

2 Speak unto all the congregation 
of the children of is’ra-el, and say 
ynto them, Ye shall be holy: for 
the LORD your aod am holy. 

3 9 Ye shall rear every man his 
mother, and his father, and keep my 
sabbaths: L am the LORD your God. 

449 Turn ye not unto idols, nor 
make to yourselves molten gods: I 
am the LORD your God. 

5 § And if ye offer a sacrifice of 

peace offerings unto the LORD, ye 
Shall offer it at your own will. 
_6 Itshall be eaten the same day ye 
offer it, and on the morrow: and if 
ought remain until the third day, 
it shall be burnt in the fire. 

7 And if it be eaten at all on the 
third day, it is abominable; it shall 
not be accepted. 

8 Therefore every one that eateth 
it shall bear his iniquity, because he 
hath profaned the hallowed thing of 
the LORD: and that soul shall be cut 
off from among his people. 

9 J And when ye reap the harvest 
of your land, thou shalt not wholly 
reap the corners of thy field, neither 
shalt thou gather the gleanings of 
thy harvest. 

10 And thou shalt not glean thy 
vineyard, neither shalt thou gather 
every grape of thy vineyard; thou 
shalt leave them for the poor and 
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stranger: I am the LORD your 
God. 


ll ¢ Ye shall not steal, neither 
deal falsely, neither lie one to an- 
other. 

12 4 And ye shall not swear by 
my name falsely, neither shalt thou 
profane the name of thy God: lam 
the LORD. 

13 { Thou shalt not defraud thy 
neighbour, neither rob him: the 
wages of him that is hired shall not 
abide with thee all night until the 
morning. 

14 ¢ Thou shalt not curse the deaf, 
nor put a stumblingblock before 
the blind, but shalt fear thy God: 
I am the LorD. 

15 ¢ Ye shall do no unrighteous. 
ness in RAS MEDhe thou shalt not 
respect the person of the poor, nor 
honour the person of the mighty: 
but in. righteousness shalt thou 
judge thy neighbour. 

16 Thou shalt not go up and 
down as a talebearer among thy 
people: neither shalt thou stand 
against the blood of thy neighbour: 
Iam the LORD. 

17 § Thou shalt not hate thy bro- 
ther in thine heart: thou. shalt in 
any wise rebuke thy neighbour, and 
not suffer sin upon him. 

18 ¢ Thou shalt not shay tia nor 
bear any grudge against the chil- 
dren of thy people, but thou shalt 
love thy neighbour as thyself: Lam 
the LORD. 

19 7 Ye shall keep my statutes. 
Thou cualt not let thy cattle gender 
with a diverse kind: thou shalt not 
sow thy field with mingled seed: 
neither shall a garment mingled of 
linen and woollen come upon thee. 

20 § And whosoever lieth carnaly 
with a woman, that 7s a bondmai 
betrothed to an husband, and not 
at all redeemed, nor freedom given 
her; she shall be scourged; they 
shall not be put to death, because 
she was not free. 

21 And he shall bring his trespass 
offering unto the LORD, unto the 
door of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, even a ram for a trespass 
offering. 

22 And the priest shall make an 
atonement for him with the ram 
of the trespass offering before the 
LorRD for his sin which he hath 
done: and the sin which he hath 
done shall be forgiven him. 

23 J And when ye shall come into 
the land, and shall have planted all 
manner of trees for food, then ye 
shall count the fruit thereof as un- 
circumcised: three years shall it be 
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as uncircumcised unto you: it shall 
not be eaten of. 

24 But in the fourth year all the 
fruit thereof shall be holy to praise 
the LORD withal. 

25 And in the fifth year shall ye 
eat of the fruit thereof, that it may 
eis unto you the increase thereof: 

am the LORD your God. 

26 § Ye shall not eat any thing 
with the blood: neither shall ye use 
enchantment, nor observe times. 

27 Ye shall not round the corners 
of your heads, neither shalt thou 
mar the corners of thy beard. 

28 Ye shall not make any cuttings 
in your fiesh for the dead, nor print 
any marks upon you: I am the 
LORD. 

29 ¥ Do not prostitute thy daugh- 
ter, to cause her to be a whore; lest 
the land fall to whoredom, and the 
land become full of wickedness. 

30 9 Ye shall keep my sabbaths, 
and reverence my sanctuary: Iam 
the LORD. 

81 { Regard not them that have 
familiar spirits, neither seek after 
wizards, to be defiled by them: I 
am the LORD your God. 

32 § Thou shalt rise up before the 
hoary head, and honour the face of 
the old man, and fear thy God: I 
am the LORD. 

33 § And if a stranger sojourn 
with thee in your land, ye shall not 
vex him. 

34 But the stranger that dwelleth 
with you shall be unto you as ene 
born among you, and thou shalt 
love him as thyself; for ye were 
strangers in the land of E’gypt: I 
am the LORD your God. 

35 § Ye shall do no unrighteous- 
ness in judgment, in meteyard, in 
weight, or in measure. 

36 Just balances, just weights 
a just ephah, and a just hin, shall 
ye have: I am the LORD your God, 
which brought you out of the land 
of Egypt. 

37 Therefore shall ye observe all 
my statutes, and all my judgments, 
and do them: I am the LORD.

4 And if the people of the land do 
any ways hide their eyes from the 
man, when he giveth of his seed 
unto MO’lech, and kill him not:

among their people. 

6 § Andthe soul that turnetb after 
such as have familiar spirits, and 
after wizards, to go a whoring after 
them, I willeven set my face against 
that soul, and will cut him off from 
among his people. 

7 § Sanctify yourselves therefore, 
and be ye holy: for Lam the LORD 
your God. 

8 And ye shall keep my statutes, 
and do them: I am the LORD which 
sanctify you. 

9 ¥ For every one that curseth his 
father or his mother shall be surely 
put to death: he hath cursed his fa- 
ther or his mother; his blood shali 
be upon him, 

10 4 And the man that committeth 
adultery with another man’s wife, 
even he that committeth adultery 
with his neighbour’s wife, the adul- 
terer and the adulteress shall surely 
be put to death. 

11 And the man that lieth with his 
father’s wife hath uncovered his fa- 
ther’s nakedness: both of them shall 
surely be put to death; their blood 
shail be upon them. 

12 And if aman lie with his daugh- 
ter in law, both of them shall surely 
be put to death: they have wrought 
confusion ; their blood shall be upon 
them. 

13 If a man also lie with mankind 
as he lieth with a woman, both of 
them have committed an abomina- 
tion: they shali surely be put to 
death; their blood shall be upon 
them. 

14 And if a man take a wife and 
her mother, it 7s wickedness: they 
shall be burnt with fire, both he and 
they; that there be no wickedness 
among you. 

15 And if a man lie with a beast 
he shall surely be put to death: and 
ye shall slay the beast. 

16 And if a woman approach unto 
any beast, and lie down therete 
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thou shalt kill the woman, and the 
beast: they shall surely be put to 
death; their blood shall be upon 
them. 

17 And if a man shall take his sis- 
ter, his father’s daughter, or his 
mother’s daughter, and see her na- 
kedness, and she see his nakedness ; 
itis a wicked thing; and they shall 
be cut off in the sight of their peo- 
ple: he hath uncovered his sister’s 
nakedness; he shall bear his in- 
iquity. 

8 And if a man shall lie with 
a woman baving her sickness, and 
shall uncover her nakedness; he 
hath discovered her fountain, and 
she hath uncovered the fountain of 
her blood: and both of them shall 
ty cut off from among their peo- 
ple. 

19 And thou shalt not uncover 
the nakedness of thy mother’s sis- 
ter, nor of thy father’s sister: for 
he uncovereth his near kin: they 
shall bear their iniquity. 

20 And if a man shall lie with 
his uncle’s wife, he hath uncovered 
hig uncle’s rakedness: they shall 
pase their sin; thev shall die child- 
ess.

Gen. 40:16. ‘I had three white baskets on my head.” The baskets 
Pharaoh’s baker used for carrying the ‘‘bakemeats for Pharaoh” were 
probably much like that in the picture, and were carried on the head in the 
Same way, as is usual with most burdens. They were of many sizes and 
materials. A large basket of this make was used in letting Paul down over 
the wall of Damascus (Acts 9:25); and smaller ones for gathering up the 
seven baskets of fragments after the feeding of the 4000 by Jesus (Mark 8 : 8). 
(Those used after the feeding of the 5000 were of another kind and smaller.)

Jars of coarse pottery like these have from early times been used to carry 
water, which is usually the work of the women. This was a common sight 
so David, who was a native of Bethlehem. It was most probably in such a 
jar as these that the water was brought to David when he “ longed, and 
said, Oh that one would give me drink of the water of the well of Bethle- 
hem, which is by the gate!” (2 Sam. 23 215.)

28 But if he be not able to restore 
it to him, then that which is sold 
shall remain in the hand of him 
that hath bought it until the year 
of jubile: and in the jubile it shall! 
go out, and he shall return unto his 
possession. 

29 And if a man sell a dwelling 
house in a walled city, then he may 
redeem it within a whole year after 
itis sold; within a full year may he 
redeem it. 

30 And if it be not redeemed with- 
in the space of a full year, then the 
house that 7s in the walled city shall 
be established for ever to him that 
bought it throughout his genera- 
fons: it shall not go out in the ju. 

ile. 

31 But the houses of the villages 
which have no wall round about 
them shall be counted as the fields 
of the country: they may be re- 
deemed, and they shall go out in 
the jubile. 

382 Notwithstanding the cities of 
the Le’vites, and the houses of the 
cities of their possession, may the 
Le’vites redeem at any time. 

33 And if a man purchase of the 
Le’vites, then the house that wag 
sold, and the city of his possession, 
shall go out in the year of jubile: 
for the houses of the cities of tha 
Le’vites are their possession amorg 
the children of Is’ra-el. 

34 But the field of the suburbs of 
their cities may not be sold; for it — 
is their perpetual possession. 

35 § And if thy brother be waxen 
poor, and fallen in decay with thee; 
then thou shalt relieve him: yea, 
though he be a stranger, or @ S0O- 
journer; that he may live with thee. 

36 Take thou no usury of him or 
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increase: but fear thy God; that 
thy brother may live with thee. 

37 Thou shalt not give him thy 
money upon usury, nor lend him thy 
victuals for increase. 

38 I am the LORD your God, which 
brought you forth out of the land of 
E/gypt, to give you the land of Ca/- 
naan, and to be your God. ° 

39 | And if thy brother that dweil- 
eth by thee be waxen poor, and be 
sold unto thee; thou shalt not com- 
pel him to serve as a bondservant: 

40 But as an hired servant, and as 
a sojourner, he shall be with thee, 
and shall serve thee unto the year 
of jubile: 

41 And then shall he depart from 
thee, both he and his children with 
him, and shall return unto his own 
family, and unto the possession of 
his fathers shall he return. 

42 For they aremy servants, which 
IT brought forth out of the land of 
HAD a they shall not be sold as 
bondmen. 

43 Thou shalt not rule over him 
with rigour; but shaltfear thy God. 

44 Both thy bondmen, and thy 
bondmaids, which thou shalt have, 
shall be of the heathen that are round 
about you; of them shall ye buy 
bondmen and bondmaids. 

45 Moreover of the children of the 
strangers that do sojourn amon 
you, of them shall. ye buy, and o 
their families that are with you 
which they begat in your land: an 
they shall be your possession. 

46 And ye shall take them as an 
inheritance for your children after 
you, to inherit them for a posses- 
sion; they shall be your bondmen 
forever: but over your brethren 
the children of Is’ra-el ye shall not 
rule one over another with rigour. 

47 | And if asojourne” or stranger 
wax rich by thee, and thy brother 
that dwelleth by him wax poor, and 
sell himself unto the stranger or so- 
journer by thee, or to the stock of 
the stranger’s family: 

48 After that he is sold he may be 
redeemed again; one of his bre- 
thren may redeem him: 

49 Kither his uncle, or his uncle’s 
son, may redeem him, or any thatis 
nigh of kin unto him of his ‘family 
may redeem him; or if he be able, 
he may redeem himself. 

50 And he shall reckon with him 
that bought him from the year that 
he was sold to him unto the year of 
jubile: and the price of his sale 
shall be according unto the number 
of years, according to the time of an 
hired servant shall it be with him. 
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51 If there be yet many years be: 
hind, according unto them he shail 
ive again the price of his redemp- 
ion out of the money that he was 
bought for. 

52 And if there remain but few 
years unto the year of jubile, then 
he shall count with him, and accord- 
ing unto his years shall he give him 
again the price of his redemption. 

53 And aS a yearly hired servant 
shall he be with him: and the other 
shall not rule with rigour over him 
in thy sight. 

54 And if he be not redeemed in 
these years, then he shall go out 
in the year of jubile, doth he, and his 
children with him. 

55 For unto me the children of 
Is'ra-el are servants; they are my 
servants whom I brought forth out 
of the land of E’gypt: Lam the LORD 
your God. 


CHAPTER 26. 


1 Idolatry. 3 Keeping the commandments. 
14 Penalties for disobedience. 

E shall make you_ no idols nor 

graven image, neither rear you 

up a standing image, neither shall 

ye set up any image of stone in 

our land, to bow down unto it: for 
am the LORD your God. 

29 Ye shall keep my sabbaths, 
and reverence my sanctuary: I am 
the LORD. 

3 9 If ye walk in my statutes, and 
keep my commandments, and do 
them; 

4 Then I will give you rain in due 
season, and the land shall yield her 
increase, and the trees of the field 
shall yield their fruit. 

5 And your threshing shall reach 
unto the vintage, and the vintage 
shall reach unto the sowing time: 
and ye shall eat your bread to the 
full, and dwell in your land safely. 

6 And I will give peace in the 
land, and ye shall lie down, and 
none shall make you afraid: and I 
will rid evil beasts out of the land, 
neither shall the sword go through 
your land. 

7 And ye shall chase your enemies, 
and they shall fall before you by the 
sword. 

8 And five of you shall chase an 
hundred, and an hundred of you 
shall put ten thousand to flight: and 
rue enemies shall fall before you 

y the sword. , 

9 For I will have respect unto you, 
and make you fruitful, and multiply 
you, and establish my covenant 
with you. | 
10 And ye shall eat old store, and 


A curse upon 
bring forth the old because of the 


new. ; 

11 And I will set my tabernacle 
among you: and my soul shall not 
abhor you. 

i2 AndI will walk among you, and 
will be your God, and ye shail be 
my people. 

18 I am the LORD your God, which 
brought you forth out of the land of 
Egypt, that ye should not be their 
bondmen; and I have broken the 
bands of your yoke, and made you 
go upright. 

14 ¥ But if ye will not hearken 
unto me, and will not do all these 
commandments ; 

15 And if ye shall despise my stat- 
utes, or if your soul abhor my jpas- 
ments, so that ye will not do all neh 
commandments, but that ye brea 
aa covenant: ) 

16 Lalso will do this unto you; I 
will even appoint over you terror, 
consumption, and the burning ague 
that shall consume the eyes, anc 
cause sorrow of heart: and ye shall 
sow your seed in vain, for your ene- 
mies shall eat it. 

17 And I will set my face against 
you, and ye shall be slain before 
your enemies: they that hate you 
shall reign over you; and ye shall 
flee when none he apt you. 

18 And if ye will not yet for all this 
hearken unto me, then I will punish 
you seven times more for your sins. 

19 And I will break the pride of 

our power; and I will make your 

eaven as iron, and your earth as 
brass: 
-20 And your strength shall be 
spent in vain: for your land shall 
not yield her increase, neither shall 
the trees of the land yield their 
fruits. 

21 ¥ And if ye walk contrary unto 
me, and will not hearken unto me; 
I will bring seven times more 
pager upon you according to your 
sins. ; 

22 I will also send wild beasts 
among tae which shall rob you of 
your children, and destroy your 
cattle, and make you few in num- 
ber; and your high ways shall be 
desolate. 

23 And if ye will not be reformed 
by me by these things, but will walk 
contrary unto me; 

4 Then will I also walk contrary 
unto you, and will punish you yet 
seven times for your sins. 

25 And I will bring a sword upon 
you, that shall avenge the quarrel 
of my covenant: and when ye are 
gathered together within your 
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cities, I will send the pestilence 
among you; and ye shall be deliv- 
ered into the hand of the enemy. 

26 And when I have broken the 
staff of your bread, ten women shall 
bake your bread in one oven, and 
they shall deliver you your bread 
again by weight: and ye shall eat, 
and not be satisfied. 

27 And if ye will not for all this 
hearken unto me, but walk contrary 
unto me; 

28 Then I will walk contrary unto 
you also in fury; and I, even I, will 
chastise you seven times for your 
sins. 

29 And ye shall eat the flesh of 
your sons, and the flesh of your 
daughters shall ye eat. 
30 And I will destroy your high 
places, and cut down your images, 
and cast reuse carcases upon the 
carcases of your idols, and my soul 
shall abhor you. 

31 And I will make your cities 
waste, and bring your sanctuaries 
unto desolation, and I will not smell 
the savour of your sweet odours. 

82 And I will bring the land into 
desolation :and your enemies which 
oii therein shall be astonished 
at it. 

33 And I will scatter you among 
the heathen, and will draw out a 
sword after you: and your land 
shall be desolate, and your cities 


waste. 

34 Then shall the land enjoy her 
sabbaths, as long as it lieth deso- 
late, and ye be in your enemies’ 
land; even then shall the land rest, 
and enjoy her sabbaths. 

35 As long as it lieth desolate it 
shall rest; because it did nat rest 
in your sabbaths, when ye dwelt 
upen it. 

86 And upon them that are left 
alive of you I will send a faintness 
into their hearts in the lands of 
their enemies; and the sound of a 
shaken leaf shall chase them; and 
they shall flee, as fleeing from a 
sword; and they shall fall wher 
r-ne pursueth. 

37 And they shall fall one upon 
another, as it were before a sword 
when none pursueth: and ye shall 
have no power to stand before your ~ 
enemies. 

38 And ye shall perish among the 
heathen, and the land of your ene- 
‘mies shall eat you up. 

39 And they that are left of you 
shall pine away in their iniquity in 
atc enemies’ lands; and also inthe 
niquities of their fathers shall they 
pine away with them- 
iY 
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40 If they shall confess their in- 
iquity, and the iniquity of their fa- 
thers, with their trespass which they 
trespassed against me, and that also 
they have walked contrary unto me; 

41 And that I also have walked 
contrary unto them, and _ have 
brought them into the land of their 
enemies; if then their uncircum- 
cised hearts be humbled, and they 
then accept of the punishment of 
their iniquity: 

42 Then will I remember my cove- 
nant with Ja’/cob, and also my cove- 
nant with I/saac, and also my cove- 
nant with A/bra-ham will I remem- 
ber; and I will remember the land. 

43 The land also shall be left of 
them, and shall enjoy her sabbaths, 
while she lieth desolate without 
them: and they shall accept of the 
punishment of their iniquity: be- 
cause, even because they despised 
my ted tala and because their 
soul abhorred my statutes. 

44 And yet for all that, when they 
be in the land of their enemies, I 
will not cast them away, neither 
will I abhor them, to destroy them 
utterly, and to break my covenant 
a them: for I am the LORD their 

od. 

45 But I will for their sakes re- 
memberthe covenant of their ances- 
tors, whom I brought forth out of 
the land of £/gypt in the sight of 
the heathen, that I might be their 
God: Iam the LORD. : 

46 These are the statutes and judg- 
ments and laws, which the LORD 
made between him and the children 
of is’/ra-el in mount Si’nai by the 
hand of M0’ses. 


CHAPTER 27. 
t Of vows and their redemption. 32 Tithes 
may not te changed. 
AED the LORD spake unto Mo’- 
ges, Saying, a 

2 Speak unto the children of Is’- 
ra-el,and say unto them, When a 
man shall make a singular vow, the 
persons shall be for the LORD by thy 
estimation. 

3 And thy estimation shall be of 
the male from twenty years old even 
unto sixty years old, even thy esti- 
mation shall be fifty shekels of sil- 
ver, after the shekel of the sanctu- 


ary. 
4 And if it be a female, then thy 
estimation shall be thirty shekels. 
5 And if it be from five years old 
even unto twenty oe old, then 
thy estimation shall be of the male 
twenty shekels, and for the female 
ten shekels. 
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6 And if it be from a month old 
even unto five years old, then thy 
estimation shall be of the male five 
shekels of silver, and for the female 
thy estimation shail be three shekels 
of silver. 

7 And if 7 be from sixty years ld 
and above; if i¢ be a male, then thy 
estimation shall be fifteen shekels, 
and for the female ten shekels. 

8 Butif he be poorer than thy esti- 
mation, then he shall present him- 
self before the priest, and the priest 
shall value him; according to his 
ability that vowed shall the priest 
value him. 

9 And if it bea beast, whereof men 
bring an offering unto the LORD, all 
that any man giveth of such unto 
the LORD shall be aol 

10 He shall notalter it, nor change 
it,a good for a bad, or a bad fora 

ood: and if he shail at all change 

east for beast, then it and the 
exchange thereof shall be pas 

11 And if it be any unclean beast, 
of which they do not offer a sacri- 
fice unto the LORD, then he shall 
present the beast before the priest: 

12 And the priest shall value it, 
whether it be good or bad: as thou 
valuest it, who art the priest, so shall 


it be. 

13 Butif he will at all redeem it 
then he shalladd a fifth part thereof 
unto thy estimation. 

14 ¢ And when a man shall sanc- 
tify his house to be holy unto the 
LORD, then the priest shall estimate 
it, whether it be good or bad: as 
the priest shall estimate it, so shall 
it stand. 

15 And if he that sanctified it will 
redeem his house, then he shall add 
the fifth part of the money of thy 
estimation unto it, and it shall be 


his. 

16 And if a man shall sanctify 
unto the LORD some part of a field 
of his possession, then thy estima- 
tion shall be according to the seed 
thereof: an homer of barley seed 
shall be valued at fifty shekels of 
Silver. 

17 If he sanctify his field from the 
year of jubile, according to thy 
estimation it shall stand. 

18 But if he sanctify his field after 
the jubile, then the priest shall 
reckon unto him the money accord- 
ing to the years that remain, even 
unto the year of the jubile, and it 
shall be abated from thy estima- 


tion. 

19 And if he that sanctified the field 
will in any wise redeem it, then he 
shall add the fifth part of the money 
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of thy estimation unto it, and it shall 
be assured to him. 

20 And if he will not redeem the 
field, or if he have sold the field to 
another man, it shall not be re- 
deemed any more. 

21 But the field, when it goeth out 
in the jubile, shall be holy unto 
the LORD, as a field devoted; the 
possession thereof shall be the 
priest’s. 

22 And if a man sanctify unto the 
LORD a field which he hath bought, 
which is not of the fields of his pos- 
session ; 

23 Then the priest shall reckon 
unto him the worth of thy estima- 
tion, even unto the year Of the ju- 
bile: and he shall give thine esti- 
mation in that day, as a holy thing 
unto the LORD. . 

24 In the year of the jubile the 
field shall return unto him of whom 
it was bought, even to him to whom 
the possession of the land did be- 


long. 

25 And all thy estimations shall be 
‘according tothe shekel of the sanc- 
tuary: twenty gerahs shall be the 
shekel. 

26 § Only the firstling of the 
beasts, which should be the LORD’s 
firstling, no man shall sanctify it; 
whether 7¢ be ox, or sheep: it is the 
LORD’s. 

27 And if it 6e of an unclean beast, 
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then he shall redeem i¢ according to 
thine estimation, and shall add a 
fifth part of it thereto: or if it be 
not redeemed, then it shall be sold 
according to thy estimation. 

28 Notwithstanding no devoted 
thing, that a man shall devote unto 
the LORD of all that he hath, both 
of man and beast, and of the field 
of his possession, shall be sold or 
redeemed: Apt devoted thing is 
most holy unto the LoRD. 

29 None devoted, which shall be 
devoted of men, shall be redeemed ; 
but shall surely be put to death. 

30 And all the tithe of the land, 
whether of the seed of the land, or 
of the fruit of the tree, is the 
LORD’S: it is holy unto the LorD. 

31 And if a man will at all redeem 
ought of his tithes, he shall add 
thereto the fifth part thereof. 

32 And concerning the tithe of the 
herd, or of the flock, even of what- 
soever passeth under the rod, the 
tenth shall be holy unto the LORD. 

383 He shall not search whether it 
be good or bad, neither shall he 
change it: and if he change it at 
all, then both it and the change 
thereof shall be holy; it shall not 
be redeemed. 

34 These are the commandments, 
which the LORD commanded Mo’- 
ses for the children of Is’ra-el in 
mount Sinai.

4 And with you there shall be a 


man of every tribe; every one head 
of the house of his fathers. 

5 § And these are the names of 
the men that shall stand with you: 
of the tribe of Reuben; £&-li/zur the 
son of Shéd’eé-ur. 

6 Of Sim’e-on; Shé-lu’/mi-el the son 
of Zu-ri-shad/da-1. 

7 Of Ju’dah; N&h’/shon the son of 
Am-min/a-dab. 

8 Of is’sa-char; Né-than’e-el the 
son of Zu’ar. 

9 Of Zéb’u-lun; E-li/ab the son of 
He’lon. 

10 Of the children of JO’seph: of 
E’phra-Im; &-lish’a-ma the son of 
Am-mi‘hiid: of Ma-nas’seh; Ga-ma’- 
li-el the son of Pé-dah’zur.

16 These were the renowned of the 
congregation, princes of the tribes 
of their fathers, heads of thousands 
in is’ra-el. 

177 And Mo’ses and Aar’on took 
these men which are expressed by 
their names: 

18 And they assembled ail the con- 
gregation together on ‘the first day 
of the second month, and they de- 
clared their pedigrees after their 
families, by the house of their fa- 
thers, according to the number of 
the names, from twenty years old 
and upward, by their polls. 

19 As the LORD commanded Mo’- 
ses, so he numbered them in the 
wilderness of Si’/nai. 

20 And the children of Reu’ben, 
Ig’ra-el’s eldest son, by their gener- 
ations, after their families, by the 
house of their fathers, according to 
the number of the names, by their 
polls, every male from twenty years 
old and upward, all that were able 
to go forth to war; 

21 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Reu’/ben 
were forty and six thousand an 
five hundred. 

22 § Of the children of Sim/’e-on, 
by their generations, after their 
families, by the house of their fa- 
thers, those that were numbered of 
them, according to the number of 
the names, by their polls, every 
male from twenty years old and 
upward, all that were able to go 
forth to war; 

23 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Sim/e-on 
were fifty and nine thousand an 
three hundred. 

24 9 Of the children of Gad, by 
their generations, after their tami- 
lies, by the house of their fathers, 
according to the number of the 
names, from twenty years old and 
upward, all that were able to go 
forth to war; 

25 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Gad, were 
forty and five thousand six hundred 
aod fifty. 

26 { Of the children of Ju’dah, 
by their generations, after their 
families, by the house of their fa- 
thers, according to the number of 
the names, from twenty years old 
and upward, all that were able togo 
forth to war; 
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27 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Ju’dah, 
were threescore and fourteen thou- 
sand and six hundred. 

28 9 Of the children of Is’sa-char, 
by their generations, after their 
families, by the house of their fa- 
thers, according to the number of 
the names, from twenty years old 
and upward, all that were able to 
go forth to war; 

29 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of is’sa-char 
were fifty and four thousand and 
four hundred. 

30 J Of the children of Zéb/u-lun, 
by their generations, after their 
families, by the house of their fa- 
thers, according to the number of 
the names, from twenty years eld 
and upward, all that were able to go 
forth to war; 

31 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Zéb’u-lun 
were fifty and seven thousand and 
four hundred. 

32 § Of the children of JO’seph, 
namely, of the children of E’phra- 
im, by their generations, after their 
families, by the house of their fa- 
thers, according to the number of 
the names, from twenty years old 
and upward, all that were able ta 
go forth to war; 

33 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of E/phra-im, 
roe forty thousand and five hun- 
dred. 

34 § Of the children of M4-nas’seh, 
by their generations, after their 
families, by the house of their fa- 
thers, according to the number of 
the names, from twenty years old 
and upward, all that were able to go 
forth to war; 

35 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Ma-nas’. 
seh, were thirty and two thousand 
and two hundred. 

36 § Of the children of Bén’ja-min, 
by their generations, after'their fam- 
ilies, by the house of their fathers, 
according to the number of the 
names, from twenty years old and 
upward, all that were able to go 
forth to war; 

37 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Bén’ja- 
min, were thirty and five thousand 
and four hundred. 

38 J Of the children of Dan, by. 
their generations, after their fam- 
ilies, by the house of their fathers, 
according to the number of the 
names, from twenty years old and 
upward, all that were able to go 
forth to war; 
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39 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Dan, were 
threescore and two thousand and 
seven hundred. 

40 § Of the children of Ash’ér, by 
their generations, after their fami- 
lies, by the house of their fathers, 
according to the number of the 
names, from twenty years old and 
upward, all that were able to go 
forth to war; 

41 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Ash’ér 
were forty and one thousand and 
five hundred. 

42 ¥ Of the children of Naph’ta-li, 
throughout their generalons after 
their families, by the house of their 
fathers, according to the number of 
the names, from twenty years old 
and upward, all that were able to 
go forth to war; 

45 Those that were numbered of 
them, even of the tribe of Naph’ta-li 
were fifty and three thousand an 
four hundred. 

44 'These are those that were num- 
bered, which M0’ses and A4r’on 
numbered, and the princes of Is’ra- 
el, being twelve men: each one was 
for the house of his fathers. 

45 So were all those that were 
numbered of the children of is/ra- 
el, by the house of their fathers, 
from twenty years old and upward, 
all that were able to go forth to war 
in Is’ra-el; 

46 Even all they that were num- 
bered were six hundred thousand 
and three thousand and five hun- 
dred and fifty. 

47 | But the Le’vites after the 
tribe of their fathers were not 
numbered among them. 

48 For the LORD had spoken unto 
M0’ses, saying, 

49 Only thou shalt not number 
the tribe of Lé’vi, neither take the 
sum of them among the children of 
Is’ra-el: 

50 But thou shalt appoint the Le’- 


vites over the tabernacle of testi- | d 


mony, and over all the vessels 
thereof, and over all things that 
belong to it: they shall bear the ta- 
bernacle, and all the vessels there- 
of; and they shall minister unto it, 
and shall encamp round about the 
tabernacle. 

51 And when the: tabernacle set- 
teth forward, the Lé’vites shall take 
it down: and when the tabernacle 
is to be pitched, the Le’vites shall 
set it up: and the stranger that 
cometh nigh shall be put to death. 

52 And the children of is’ra-el 
shal) pitch their tents, every man 
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Captains of tribes 
by his own camp, and every man by 
oe pwn standard, throughout thei

53 But the Le’vites shall pitch 
round about the tabernacle of tes. 
timony, that there be no wrath upon 
the congregation of the children of 
ee Bae and the Le’vites shall keep 
the charge of the tabernacle of tes- 
timony. 

54 And the children of Iis’ra-el did 
according to all that the LorRD 
commanded Mo0’ses, so did they. 


CHAPTER 2. 
1 Captains of the tribes. 10 Order of the 
camps. 
NS D the LORD spake unto Mo’ses 
and unto A4r’on, sayin 

2 Every man of the chi dren of 
Teeae shall pitch by his own 
standard, with the ensign of their 
father’s house: far off about the 
tabernacle of the congregation shall 
they pitch. 

3 And on the east side toward the 
rising of the sun shall they of the 
standard of the camp of Ju/dah 
pitch throughout their armies: and 
Nab’shon the son of 4m-min’/a-dab 
shall be captain of the children of 
Ju’dah. 

4 And his host, and those that 
were numbered of them, were three- 
score and fourteen thousand and 
six hundred. 

5 And those that do pitch next 
unto him shall be the tribe of Is’sa- 
char: and Né-than’e-el the son .of 
Zu’ar shall be captain of the children 
of Is’sa-char.

19 And his host, and those that 
were numbered of them, were forty 
thousand and five hundred. 

20 And by him shall be the tribe of 
M4-nas’seh: and the captain of the 
children of Ma-nas’seh shall be Ga- 
m4a’li-el the son of Pé-dah’zur. 

21 And his host, and those that 
were numbered of them, were thirty

26 And his host, and those that 
were numbered of them, were three- 
score and two thousand and seven 
hundred.

And his host, and those that 
were numbered of them, were for 
and one thousand and five hundred.

and the captain of the children of

30 And his host, and those that 
were numbered of them, were fifty

31 All they that were numbered in 
the camp of Dan were an hundred 
thousand and fifty and seven thou- 
sand and six hundred.

384 And the children of is’ra-el did 
according to all that the LORD com- 
manded Mo’ses: so they pitched by 
their standards, and so they set for- 
ward, every one after their families, 
accords to the house of their fa- 

ers. 


CHAPTER 3. 

21 Their number 
and charges. 40 Freedom of the first- 
born. 

HESE also are the generations of 

Aar’on and MO’seg:in the day 

that the LORD spake with Mo’ses in 
mount Sinai. : 

2 And these are the names of the 
sons of Adr’on; Na/dab the first- 
born, and A-bi’hu, £-le-a/zar, and 
ith’a-mar. 

3 These are the names of the sons 
of Afr’on, the priests which were 
anointed, whom he consecrated to 
minister in the priest’s office. 

4 And Na’dab and A-bi/hu died 
before the LORD, when they offered 
strange fire before the LORD, in the 
wilderness of Sinai, and they had 
no children: and £-le-a’zar and Ith’- 
a-mar ministered in the priest’s 
Office in the sight of Aar’on their 
father. 

5 § And the LOKDspake unto Mo’- 
seg, saying

7 And they shall keep his charge, 
and the charge of the whole congre- 
gation before the tabernacle of the

8 And they shall keep all the in- 
struments of the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and the charge of the 
children of Is’ra-el, to do the service 
of the tabernacle. | 

9 And thou shalt give the Le’vites 
unto A4ar’on and to his sons: they 
are wholly given unto him out of 
the children of Iis’ra-el. 

10 And thou shalt appoint A4dr’on 
and his sons, and they shall wait on 
their priest’s office: and the stran- 
ger that cometh nigh shall be put to 

eath 


11 And the Lorp spake unto M0’- 


ap Saying 

12 AndI, behold, I have taken the 
Le’vites from among the children of 
ie rare instead of all the firstborn 
that openeth the matrix among the 
children of is’ra-el: therefore the 
Le'vites shall be mine; 

13 Because all the firstborn are 
mine; for on the day that I smote 
all the firstborn in the land of E/gypt 
I hallowed unto me all the firstborn 
in Is’ra-el, both man and beast: 
mine shall they be: I am the LORD. 

14 § And the LORD spake _ unto 
Mo’ses in the wilderness of Si’/nai, 


saying, EY 

15 Number the children of Lé’vi 
after the house of their fathers, by 
their families: every male from a 
month old and upward shalt thou 
number them. 

16 And MO’ses numbered them ac- 
cording to the word of the LORD, 
as he was commanded. 

17 And these were the sons of 
Le’vi by their names; Gér’shon, 
and KOo’/hath, and Mé-ra’ri. 

18 And these are the names of the 
sons of Gér’shon by their families; 
‘Lib’ni, and Shim’/e-1. 

19 And the sons of KO’hath by their 
families; Am’ram, and Iz’e-har, He’- 
bron, and Uz’zi-el. 

20 And the sons of Mé-ra’ri by 
their families; Mah’‘li, and Miu’shi. 
These are the families of the Le’- 
vites according to the house of their 
fathers. 

21 Of Gér’shOn was the family of 
the Lib’nites, and the family of the 
Shim/ites: these are the families of 
the Gér’shon-ites. 

22 Those that were numbered of 
them, according to the number of 
all the males, from a month old and 

3* 
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upward, even those that were num- 
bered of them were seven thousand 
and five hundred. 

23 The families of the Gér’shon. 
ites shall pitch behind the taberna. 
cle westward. _ 

24 And the chief of the house of 
the father of the Gér’shon-ites shall 
be Bi acepe the son of La’el. 

25 And the charge of the sons of 
Gér’shon in the tabernacle of the 
congregation shaii be the tabernacle, 
and the tent, the covering thereof, 
and the hanging for the door of the 
tabernacle of the congregation, 

26 And the hangings of the court, 
and the curtain for the door of the 
court, which is by the tabernacle 
and by the altar round about, and 
the cords of it for all the service 
thereof. 

27 § And of Ko’hath was the fam- 
ily of the Am/ram-ites, and the 
family of the Iz’e-har-ites, and the 
family of the He’bron-ites, and the 
family of the Uz’zi-el-ites: these are 
the families of the Ko’hath-ites. 

28 In the number of all the males, 
from a month old and upward, were 
eight thousand and six hundred, 
keeping the charge of the sanctu- 


ary. 

2 The families of the sons of KO’- 
hath shall pitch on the side of the 
tabernacle southward. 

30 And the chief of the house of 
the father of the families of the KO’- 
hath-ites shall be £-liz’a-phan the son 
of Tz/zi-el. 

31 And their charge shall be the 
ark, and the table, and the candle- 
stick, and the altars, and the vessels 
of the sanctuary wherewith the 
minister, and the hanging, and all 
the service thereof. 

32 And E-le-a’/zar the son of Aar’on 
the pues shall be chief over the 
chief of the Le’vites, and have the 
oversight of them that keep the 
charge of the sanctuary. 

33 § Of Mé-ra’ri was the family of 
the Mah’‘lites, and the family of the 
Mu’shites: these are the families of 
Mé-ra’ri. 

34 And those that were numbered 
of them, according to the number of 
all the males, from a month old and 
upward, were six thousand and two 
hundred. 

35 And the chief of the house of 
the father of the families of Mé- 
ra‘ri was Zu’ri-el the son of Ab-i- 
ha/il: these shall pitch on the side 
of the tabernacle northward. 

36 And under the custody and 
charge of the sons of Mé-ra’ri shall 
be the boards of the tabernacle. 
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the bars thereof, and the pillars 
thereof, and the sockets thereof, and 
all the vessels thereof, and all that 
serveth thereto, 

37 And the pillars of the court 
round about, and their sockets, and 
their pins, and their cords. 

38 § But those that encamp be- 
fore the tabernacle toward the east, 
even before the tabernacle of the 
congregation eastward, shall be Mo’- 

es, and Aar’on and his sons, keep- 
ing the charge of the sanctuary for 

the charge of the children o a 
ra-el; and the stranger that cometh 
nigh shall be put to death. 

39 All that were numbered of the 
Le’vites, which MOo’ses and A4ar’on 
numbered at the commandment of 
the: LorRD, throughout their fami- 
lies, all the males from a month old 
and upward, were twenty and two 
- thousand. 

40 ¢ And the LORD said unto MOo’- 
ses, Number all the firstborn of the 

males of the children of 1 'ra-el 
from a month old and upward, and 
take the number of their names. 

41 And thou shalt take the Le’ vites 
for me (Iam the LORD) instead of 
all the firstborn among the children 

of ig’ra-el; and the cattle of the 
Le’vites instead of all the firstlings 
among the cattle of the children of 
Is‘ra-el. 

2 And Mo’ses numbered, as the 
LORD commanded him, all the first- 
born aves the children of is‘ra-el. 

43 And all the firstborn males b 
the nuinber of names, from a mont 

old and upward, of those that were 
numbered of them, were twenty 
and two thousand two hundred and 
threescore and thirteen. 

447 And the LORD spake unto Mo’- 
865, saying ee ‘ 

45 Take the Le’vites instead of all 
the firstborn among the children of 

_ Ig’ra-el, and the cattle of the Le’- 
vites instead of their cattle; and 
the Le’vites shall be mine: I am the 
LORD. ae 
46 And for those that are to be 
redeemed of the two hundred and 
threescore and thirteen of the first- 
born of the children of Is’ra-el, 
which are more than the Le’vites; 

47 Thou shalt even take five she- 
kels apiece by the poll, after the 
shekel of the sanctuary shalt thou 
take them: (the shekel is twenty 
gerahs :) 

48 And thou shalt give the money, 
wherewith the odd number of them 
is to be redeemed, unto A4r’on and 
to his sons. 


49 And MO’ses took the redemp- 
1 
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tion money of them that were over 
and above them that were redeemed 
by the Le’vites: 

50 Of the firstborn of the children 
of Iis’ra-el took he the money; a 
thousand three hundred and three- 
score and five shekels, after the 
shekel of the sanctuary: 

51 And Mo’ses gave the money of 
them that were redeemed unto 
Afr’on and to his sons, according to 
the word of the LORD, as the LORD 
commanded MO’ses. 


CHAPTER 4. 
1 On moving the tahernacle. 
of the Levites. 
sana the LORD spake unto Mo’ses 
and unto Aar’on, saying, 

2 Take the sum of the sons of KO’- 
hath from among the sons of Le’y1 
after their families, by the house of 
their fathers, 

3 From thirty years old and up- 
ward even until fifty years old, all 
that enter into the host, to do the 
work in the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation. 

4 This shall be the service of the 
sons of Ko’/hath in the tabernacle of 
the congregation, about the most 
holy things: 

5 J And when the camp setteth 
forward, Adr’on shall come, and his 
sons, and they shall take down the 
covering veil, and cover the ark of 
testimony with it: 

6 And shall put thereon the cover- 
ing of badgers’. skins, and_ shall 
spread over it a cloth wholly of 
blue, and shall put in the staves 
thereof. 

7 And upon the table of shew- 
bread they shall spread a cloth of 
blue, and put thereon the dishes 
and the spoons, and the bowls, an 
covers to cover withal: and the 
continual bread shall be thereon: 

8 And they shall spread upon them 
a cloth of scarlet, and cover thesame 
with a covering of badgers’ skins, 
and shall put in the staves thereof. 

9 And they shall take a cloth of 
blue, and cover the candlestick of 
the light, and his ber a and his 
tongs, and his snuffdishes, and all 
the oil vessels thereof, wherewith 
they minister unto it: 

10 And they shall put it and all the 
vessels thereof within a covering 
of pao skins, and shall put 2 
upon a bar. 

11 And upon the golden altar 
they shall spread a cloth of blue 
and cover it with a covering of 
badgers’ skins, and shall put to the 
staves thereof: 
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12 And they shall take ail the 
instruments of ministry, wherewith 
they minister in the sanctuary, and 
put them in a cioth of blue, and 
cover them with a covering of 
badgers’ skins, and shall put them 
on a bar: 

13 And they shall take away the 
ashes from the altar, and spread a 
purple cloth thereon: 5 

14 And they shall put upon it all 
the vessels thereof, wherewith 
they minister about it, even the 
censers, the fleshhooks, and the 
shovels, and the basons, all the 
vessels of the altar; and they shall 
spread upon it a covering of bad- 
ied skins, and put to the staves 
of it. 

15 And when A4r’on and his sons 
have made an end of covering the 
sanctuary, and ali the vessels of 
the sanctuary, as the camp is to set 
forward; after that, the sons of 
Ko’hath shall come to bear it: but 
they shall not touch any holy thing, 
lest they die. These things are 
the burden of the sons of Ko’‘hath 
< the tabernacle of the congrega- 

ion. 

16 { And to the office of E-le-a/zar 
the son of Aar’on the priest pertain- 
eth the oil for the light, and the 
Sweet incense, and the daily meat 
offering, and the anointing oil, and 
the aes of all the tabernacle, 


and of all that therein is,in the 
sanctuary, and in the _ vessels 
thereof. 


17 { And the LorD spake unto 
eee: and unto Aar’on, saying, 

18 Cut ye not off the tribe of the 
families of the K6’hath-ites from 
among the Le’ vites: 

19 But thus do unto them, that 
they may live, and not die, when 
they approach unto the most holy 
things: A4ar’on and his sons shall go 
in, and appoint them every one to 
nis service and to his burden: 

20 But they shall not go in to see 
when the holy things are covered, 
lest they die. 

21 § And the LoRD spake unto 
Mo’ os, Saying, 

22 ‘Take also the sum of the sons 
of Gér’shon, throughout the houses 
of their fathers, by their families; 

23 From thirty years old and up- 
ward until fifty years old shalt thou 
humber them; all that enter in to 
perform the service, to do the work

27 At the appointment of A4ar’on 
and his sons shall be all the service 
of the sons of the Gér’shon-ites, in 
all their burdens, and in all their 
service: and ye shall appoint unto 
them in charge all their burdens. 

28 This is the service of the fami- 
lies of the sons of Gér’shén in the 
tabernacle of the congregation: and 
their charge shal/ be under the hand 
of ith’a-mar the son of Aar’on the 
priest. 

29 ¢ As for the sons of Mé-ra’ri, 
thou shalt number them after their 
families, by the house of their fa. 
thers; 

30 From thirty years old and u 
ward even unto fifty years old shalt 
thou number them, every one that 
eutereth into the service, to do the 
work of the tabernacle of the con. 
gregation. 

31 And this 7s the charge of their 
burden, according to all their ser- 
vice in the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation ; the boards of the tabernacle, 
and the bars thereof, and the pillars 
thereof, and sockets thereof, 

32 And the pillars of the court 
round about, and their sockets, ani 
their pins, and their cords, with 
all their instruments, and with 
all their service: and by name i 
shall reckon the instruments of the 
charge of their burden. 

33 This is the service of the fami- 
lies of the sons of Mé-ra‘ri, accord- 
ing to all their service, in the taber. 
nacle of the congregation, under the 
hand of Iith’a-mar the son of Aar’on 
the priest. 

34 9 And Mo’ses and A4r’on and 
the chief of the Conaregaizon num, 
bered the sons of the KO’hath-ites 
after their families, and after the 
house of their fathers, 

35 From thirty years old and up. 
ward even unto fifty years ol4, 
every one that entereth into the ser. 
vice, for the work in the tabernacle 
of the congregation: 

36 And those that were numbered 
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of them by their families were two 
thousand seven hundred and fifty. 

37 These werethey that were num- 
bered of the families of the Ko’- 
hath-ites, all that might do service 
in the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion, which Mo’ses and A4r’on did 
number according to the command- 
ment of the LORD by the hand of 
MO’ses. 

38 And those that were numbered 
of the sons of Gér’shon, throughout 
their families, and by the house of 
their fathers 

39 From thirty years old and up- 
ward even unto fifty years old, 
every one that entereth into the 
service, for the work in the taber- 
nacle of the rascal

pi Vales the LoRD spake unto Mo’- 

ses, epee ol 4 

2 Command the children of Is’ra- 
el, that they put out of the camp 
every leper, and every one that 
hath an issue, and whosoever is de- 
filed by the dead: 

3 Both male and female shall ye 
put out, without the camp shall ye 
put them; that they defile not their 
camps, in the midst whereof I 
dwell. 

4 And the children of fs’ra-el did 
so,and put them out without the 
camp: as the LORD spake unto 
bee en so did the children of Is’- 
ra-el. 


5 J And the LoRD spake unto 
MO’ses, saying, 

6 Speak untothe children of Is’ra-el, 
When a man or woman shall com- 
mit any sin that men commit, to 
do a trespass against the LORD, 
and that person be guilty; 

7 Then they shall confess their sin 
which they have done: and he shall 
recompense his trespass with the 
principal thereof, and add unto it 
the fifth part thereof, and give iz 
unto him against whom he hath tres- 
passed. 

8 Butif the man have no kinsman

ll ¢ And the LorD spake unto 
BtO'ge8, saying, : 

12 Speak unto the children of Ig’- 
ra-el, and say unto them, If any 
man’s wife go aside, and commit a 
trespass against him, | 

13 And a man lie with her car- 
nally, and it be hid from the eyes of 
her husband, and be kept close, and 
she be defiled, and there be no wit- | 
ness against her, neither she be 
taken with the manner ; 

14 And the spirit of jealousy come 
upon him, and he be jealous of his 
wife, and she be defiled: or if the 
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spirit of jealousy come upon him 
and he be jealous of his wife, an 
she be not defiled: : 

15 Then shall the man bring his 
wife unto the priest,and he shall 
bring her offering for her, the tenth 
part of an ephah of barley meal; he 
shall pour no oil upon it, nor put 
frankincense thereon; for it is an 
offering of jealousy, an offering of 
memorial, bringing iniquity to re- 
membrance. 

16 And the priest shall bring her 
near, and set her before the LORD: 

17 And the priest shall take holy 
water in an earthen vessel; and of 
the dust that is in the floor of the 
tabernacle the priest shall take, and 
put it into the water: 

18 And the es shall set the wo- 
man before the LORD, and uncover 
the woman’s head, and put the of- 
fering of memorial in her hands 
which is the jealousy offering: and 
the priest shall have in his hand 
the bitter water that causeth the 
curse: 

19 And the priest shall charge her 
by an oath, and say unto the wo- 
‘man, If no man have lain with thee, 
and if thou hast not gone aside 
to uncleanness with another instead 
of thy husband, be thou free from 
this bitter water that causeth the 
curse: } 

20 But if thou hast gone aside to 
another instead of thy husband, and 
if thou be defiled, and some man 
have lain with thee beside thine 
husband: 

21 Then the priest shall charge the 
woman with an oath of cursing, and 
the priest shall say unto the woman, 
The LORD make thee a curse and an 
oath among thy people, when ‘the 
Lorp doth make _ thigh to rot, 
and thy belly to swell; 

22 Andthis water that causeth the 
curse shall go into thy bowels, to 
make thy belly to swell, and thy 
thigh to rot: And the woman shall 
say, Amen, amen. 

23 And the priest shall write these 
curses in a book, and he shall blot 
them out with the bitter water: 

24 And he shall cause the woman 
to drink the bitter water that caus- 
eth the curse: and the water that 
causeth the curse shall enter into 
her, and become bitter. 

25 Then the priest shall take the 


jealousy offering out of the woman’s! 


and, and shall wave the offering 
before the LORD, and offer it upon 
the altar: 

26 And the priest shall take an 
handful of the offering, even the me- 
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morial thereof, aud burn 2¢ upoa the 
altar, and afterward shall cause the 
woman to drink the water. 

27 And when he hath made ner to 
drink the water, then it shall come 
to pass, that, if she be defiled, and 
have done trespass against her hus- 
band, that the water that causeth 
the curse shall enter into her, and 
become bitter, and her belly shall 
swell, and her thigh shall rot: and 
the woman shall be a curse among 
her people.

ip from the tabernacle, then after 
that the children of Is’ra-el jour- 
1eyed: and in the place where the 
sioud abode, there the children of 
‘s‘ra-el pitched their tents. 

8 At the commandment of the 
LORD the children of Is’ra-el jour- 
1eyed, and at the commandment of 
the LORD they pitched: as long as 
he cloud abode upon the taberna- 
sle they rested in their tents.

22 Or whether it were two days, or 
1 month, or a year, that the cloud 
arried upon the tabernacle, re- 
naining thereon, the children of 
‘s‘ra-el abode in their tents, and 
journeyed not: but when it was 
‘taken up, they journeyed. 

At the commandment of the 
LORD they rested in the tents, and 
it the commandment of the LORD 
they journeyed: they kept the 
charge of the LORD, at the com- 
mandment of the LORD by the hand 
of MO’ses. 


CHAPTER 10.

AN D the LORD spake unto Mo’ses, 
saying, 
2 Make thee two trumpets of sil- 
ver; of a whole piece shalt thou

3 And when they shall blow with 
them, all the assembly shall assem- 
ble themselves to thee at the door 
ar the tabernacle of the congrega- 


on. 
4 And if they blow but with ene 
frumpet, then the princes, which 
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Journey to Paran, 


are heads of the thousands of Is’- 
reel, shall gather themselves unte 

ee. 
5 When ye blow an alarm, then the 
camps that lie on the east parts 
shall go forward. 

6 When ye blow an alarm the sec- 
ond time, then the camps that lie on 
the south side shall take their jour- 
ney: they shall blow an alarm for 
their journeys. 

7 But when the congregation is te 
be gathered together, ye shall blow, 
but ye shall not sound an alarm. 

8 And the sons of Adar’on, the 
priests, shall blow with the trum- 
pets; and they shall be to you for 
an ordinance for ever throughout 
your generations. i 

9 Andif ye go to war in your land 
against the enemy that oppresseth 
you, then ye shall blow an alarm 
with the trumpets; and ye shall be 
remembered before the LORD your 
God, and ye shall be saved from 
your enemies. 

10 Also in the day of your glad. 
ness, and in your solemn days, and 
in the beginnings of your months, 
ye shall blow with the trumpets 
over your burnt offerings, and over 
the sacrifices of your peace offer- 
ings; that they may be to youfora 
memorial before your God: I am 
the LoRD your God. 

‘1l § And it came to pass on the 
twentieth day of the second month 
in the second year, that the cloud 
was taken up from off the taber- 
nacle of the testimony. 

12 And the children of is’ra-el took 
their journeys out of the wilderness 
of Si/nai; and the cloud rested in 
the wilderness of Pa’ran, 

13 Aud they first took their journey 
according to the commandment of 
the LORD by the hand of MO’ses. 

14 § In the first place went the 
standard of the camp of the children 
of Ju’dah according to their armies: 
and over his host was Nah’shon the 
son of Am-min/a-dab. 

15 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Is’sa-char was 
Né-than’e-el the son of Zu’ar. 

16 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Zéb‘u-lun wes 
E-li’/ab the son of Hé’lon. 

17 And the tabernacle was_taken 
down; and the sons of Gér’shon and 
the sons of Mé-ra’/ri set forward, 
bearing the tabernacle. 

18 ¢ And the standard of the camp 
of Reu’ben set forward accordin 
to their armies: and over his hos 
was E-li'zur the son of Shed’e-ur. 

19 And over the host of the tribe 
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of the children of Sim’e-on was Shé- 
lu’mi-el the son of Zt-ri-shad/da-i. 

20 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Gad was £-li’a- 
saph the son of Deuw’el. 

21 And the Ko’hath-ites set for- 
ward, bearing the sanctuary: and 
the other did set up the tabernacle 
against they came. 

2 9 And the standard of the camp 
of the children of E’phra-im set for- 
ward according to their armies: 
and over his host was &-lish’a-ma 
the son of Am-mi7’hud. 

23 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Ma-nas’seh was 
Ga-ma’'li-el the son of Pé-dah/’zur. 

24 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Bén’ja-min was 
Ab’i-dan the son of Gid-e-0/ni. 

25 § And the standard of the camp 
of the children of Dan set forward, 
which was the rereward of all the 
camps throughout their hosts: and 
over his host was A-hi-e’zér the son 
of Am-mi-shad’da-i. 

26 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Ash’ér was Pa’- 
gi-el the son of Oc’ran. 

2 And over the host of the tribe 
of the children of Naph’ta-li was 
A-hi’ra the son of E/nan. 

28 Thus were the journeyings of 
the children of Is’ra-el according to 
their armies, when they set for- 


ward. 

29 ¢ And tee § said unto HO’bab, 
the son of Ra-gu’el the Mid’i-an- 
ite, Mo’ses’ father in law, We are 
journeying unto the place of which 
the LORD said, I will give it you: 
come thou with us, and we will 
do thee good: for the LORD hath 
spoken good concerning Iis’ra-el. 

30 And he said unto him, I will not 

0; but I will depart to mine own 
and, and to my kindred. 

31 And he said, Leave us not, I pray 
thee; forasmuch as thou knowest 
how we are to encamp in the wilder- 
ness, and thou mayest be to us in- 


stead of eyes. 
32 And it shall be, if thou go with 
us, yea, it shall be, that what good- 


ness the LORD Shall do unto us, the 
same will we do unto thee. 

33 9 And they departed from the 
mount of the LORD three days’ jour- 
ney: and the ark of the covenant of 
the LORD went before them in the 
three days’ journey, to search out a 
resting Bag for them. 

34 And the cloud of the LORD was 
upon them by day, when they went 
out of the camp. . 

And it came to pass, when the 
ark set forward, that Mo’ses said,

16 The seventy elders. 31 Quails sent. 

ND _ when the people complain- 
ed, it displeased the LORD: 
and the LoRD heard it; and his 
anger was kindled; and the fire of 
the LORD burnt among them, and 
consumed them that were in the 
uttermost parts of the camp. 

2 And the people cried unto Mo’- 
ses 5 and when M0’ses prayed unto 
he LORD, the fire was quenched. 

3 And he called the name of the 
place Tab’e-rah:. because the fire 

of the LORD burnt among them. 

4 J And the mixt multitude that 
was among them fella lusting: and 
the children of Is/ra-el also wept 
again, and said, Who shall give us 
flesh to eat ? 

5 We remember the fish, which we 
did eat in E’gypt freely ; the cucum- 
bers, and the melons, and the leeks, 
and the onions, and the garlick: 

6 But now our soul 7s dried away: 
there is nothing at all, beside this 
manna, before our eyes. 

7 And the manna was as coriander 
seed, and the colour thereof as the 
colour of bdellium. 

8 And the people went about, and 
gathered it, and ground 7¢ in mills, 
or beat 7¢ in a mortar, and baked 7 
in pans, and made cakes of it; and 
the taste of it was as the taste of. 
fresh oil. 

9 And when the dew fell upon the 
camp in the night, the manna fell 
upon it. 

0 | Then MOo’ses heard the peo 
ple weep throughout their families, 
every man in the door of his tent: 
and the anger of the LORD was kin- 
dled greatly; MO’ses also was dis- 
pleased. : 

11 And Mo’ses said unto the LORD, 
Wherefore hast thou afflicted thy 
servant ? and wherefore have I not 
found favour in thy sight, that thou 
layest the burden of all this people 
upon me ? 

12 Have I conceived all this peo- 
ple ? have I begotten them, that thou 
shouldest say unto me, Carry them 
in thy bosom, as a nursing father 
beareth the sucking child, unto the 
land which thou swarest unto their 
fathers ? ; 

13 Whence should I have fiesh t 
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Seventy elders. 


give unto ail this people? for they 

weep unto me, saying, Give us flesh, 

that we may eat. ‘ 
14 I am not able to bear all this 
eople alone, because it is too heavy 


Or me. 

15 And if thou deal thus with me 
kill me, I pray thee, out of hand, if 
I have found favour in thy sight; 
and let me not see my wretched- 
ness. 

16 § And the LORD said unto Mo’- 
ses, Gather unto me seventy men 
of the elders of Is’ra-el, whom thou 
knowest to be the elders of the peo- 
ple, and officers over them; and 

ring them unto the tabernacle of 
the congregation, that they may 
stand there with thee. 

17 And I will come down and talk 
with thee there: and I will take of 
the spirit which is upon thee, and 
will put i¢ upon them; and they 
shall bear the burden of the people 
with thee, that thou bear i¢ not thy- 
self alone. 

18 And say thou unto the people, 
Sanctify yourselves against to mor- 
row, and ye shall eat flesh: for ye 
have wept in the ears of the LORD, 
saying, Who shall give us flesh to 
eat? for it was well with us in 
E’gypt: therefore the LORD will 
give you flesh, and ye shall eat. 

19 Ye shall not eat one day, nor 
two days, nor five days, neither ten 
days, nor twenty days; : 
20 But even a whole month, until 
it come out at your nostrils, and it 
be loathsome unto you: because that 
ye have despised the LORD which is 
among you, and have wept before 
him, saying, Why came we forth 
out of E’gypt ? 

21 And by said, The people 
among whom I am, are six hundre 
thousand footmen; and thou hast 
said, I will give them flesh, that 
they may eat a whole month. 

22 Shall the flocks and the herds be 
slain for them, to suffice them ? or 
shall all the fish of the sea be gath- 
ered together for them, to suffice 
them ? 

23 And the LORD said unto MO’ses, 
Is the LorpD’s hand waxed short ? 
thou shalt see now whether my 
word shall come to pass unto thee 
or not. 

24 | And Mo’ses went out, and told 
the people the words of the LoRD 
and gathered the seventy men of; 
the elders of the people, and set 
them round about the tabernacle. 

25 And the LORD came down in a 
cloud, and spake unto him, and took 
of the spirit that ;oas upon him, and 
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Quails sent. 


gave it unto the seventy elders: 
and it came to pass, that, when the 
— rested upon them, they pro- 
phesied, and did not cease. 

26 But there remained two of the 
men in the camp, the name of the 
one was El'dad, and the name of the 
other Me’dad: and the spirit rested 
upon them; and they were of them 
that were written, but went not out 
unto the tabernacle: and they pro- 
phesied in the camp. 

27 And there ran a young man 
and told Mo’ses, and said, El’dad 
and Me’dad do prophesy in the 


camp. 

28 And Josh’u-a the son of Nin, 
the servant of MO’ses, one of his 

young men, answered and said, My 

ord tos, forbid them. 

29 And Mo’ses said unto him, Envi- 
est thou for my sake? would God 
that all the LoRD’s people were 
prophets, and that the LORD would 
put his spirit upon them! 

30 And Mo0d’ses gat him into the 
camp, he and the elders of Is’ra-el. 

31 4 And there went forth a wind 
from the LORD, and brought quails 
from the sea, and let them fall by 
the camp, as it were a day’s journey 
on this side, and as it were a day’s 
journey on the other side, round 
about the camp, and as it were two 
cubits high upon the face of the 
earth. 

32 And the people stood up all that 
day, and all that night, and all the 


next day, and they gathered the | 


quails: he that gathered least 
gathered ten homers: and they 
spread them all abroad for them- 
selves round about the camp. 

33 And while the flesh was yet 
between their teeth, ere it was 
chewed, the wrath of the LorpD 
was kindled against the people, and 
the LORD smote the people with a 
very great plague. 

34 And he called the name of that 
place Kib’roth-hat-ta’a-vah: be- 
cause there they buried the people 
that lusted. 

35 And the people journeyed from 
Kib/roth-hat-ta/a-vah unto Ha-ze’- 
roth; and abode at Ha-ze’roth. 


CHAPTER 12. 
1 Sedition of Miriam and Aaron. 10 Mir- 
iam healed of leprosy. 
ND Mir’ilam and A4r’on spake 
against MO’ses because of the 
ae ll eg woman whom he had 
married: for he had married an 
E-thi-0’pi-an woman. 
2 And they said, Hath the LorpD 
indeed spoken only by Mo’ses? 
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Miriam’s leprosy. 
hath he not Bpeken also by us? 
And the LORD heard it. 

3 (Now the man Mo’ses was very 
meek, above all the men which were 
pon the face of the earth.) 

And the LoRD spake suddenly 
unto Mo’ses, and unto A4r’on, and 
unto Mir’i-am, Come out ye three 
unto the tabernacle of the congre- 
gation.. And they three came out. 
5 And the LORD came down in 
the pillar of the cloud, and stood 
in the door of the tabernacle, and 
called A4r’on and Mir’i-am: and 
they both came forth.

ll And Aar’on said unto Mo’ses, 
Alas, my lord, I beseech thee, lay 
not the sin upon us, wherein we 
have done foolishly, and wherein 
we have sinned. 

12 Let her not be as one dead, of 
whom the flesh is half consumed 
when he cometh out of his mo- 
ther’s womb. 

13 And Mo’ses cried unto the 
LORD, saying, Heal her now, O God, 
I beseech thee. 

14 — And the LoRD said unto MO’- 
Fes: If her father had but spit in 

er face, should she not be ashamed 
seven days? let her be shut out 
from the camp seven days, and 
after that let her be received in 
again. 

15 And Mir‘iam was. shut_ out 
from the camp seven days: and the 
people journeyed not till Mir'i-am 
was brought in again. 

16 And afterward the people re- 
moved from Ha-ze’roth, and pitched 
in the wilderness of Pa’‘ran. 


CHAPTER 13.

ND the LORD spake unto Mo’ses, 
saying,

9 Of the tribe of Bén’ja-min, Pal’ti 
the son of gpelcone 

10 Of the tribe of Zéb’u-lun, Gad’- 
di-e] the son of So’di. 

11 Of the tribe of JO’seph, namely, 
of the tribe of M4-nas’seh, Gad’di 
the son of Sw’si. 

12 Of the tribe of Dan, Am’mi-el 
the son of @é-mal’li. 

13 Of the tribe of Ash’ér, Se’thur 
the son of Michael. _ 

14 Of the tribe of Naph’ta-li, Nah’- 
bi the son of VOph’si. 

15 Of the tribe of Gad, Gé-u’el the 
son of. Ma/chi. 

16 These are the names of the 
men which wear sent to spy out 
the land. And Mo’ses called 0-she’a 
the son of Nitin Jé-hosh’u-a. 

17 ¢ And Mo’ses sent them to spy 
out the land of Ca/naan, and said 
unto them, Get you up this way 
southward, and go up into the 
mountain: 

18 And see the land, what it is; 
and the people that dwelleth there- 
in, whether they be strong or weak, 
few or many; 

19 And what the land 7s that they 
dwell in, whether it be good or bad; 
and what cities they be that they 
dwell in, whether in tents, or in 
strong holds; 

20 And what the land ts, whether 
it be fat or lean, whether there be 
wood therein, ornot. And be ye of 

ood: courage, and bring of the 

ruit of theland. Now the time was 

the time of the firstripe grapes. . 

21 § Sothey went up, and searched 
the land from the wilderness of Zin 
senna Re’hob, as men come to Ha’. 
ma . 
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Report of the spies. 


22 Andithey ascended by the south, 
and came unto He’bron; where 
A-hi‘man, She’shai, and Tal’mai, 
the children of A’nak, were. (Now 
He’bron was built seven years be- 
fore Z0’an in E’gypt.) 

23 And they came unto the brook 
of Esh’col, and cut down from 
thence a branch with one cluster of 
grapes, and they bare it between 
two upon a Stafi; and they brought 
of the pomegranates, and of the figs. 
24 The place was called the brook 
Esh’col, because of the cluster of 
grapes which the children of Igs’ra-el 
cut down from thence. 

25 And they returned from search-

29 The Am/’a-lék-ites dwell in the 
land of the south: and the Hit’tites, 
and the Jéb’‘u-sites, and the Am’dér- 
ites, dwell in the mountains: and 
the Ca’naan-ites dwell by the sea, 
and by the coast of Jér’dan. 

30 And Ca/leb stilled the people 

_before MO’ses, and said, Let us go 
up at once, and possess it; for we 
are well able to overcome it.

32 d they brought up an evil 
report of the land which they had 
searched unto the cnildren of is’- 
ra-el, saying, The land, through 
which we have gone to search it, is 
aland that eateth up the inhabitants 
thereof; and all the people that we 
saw in it are men of a great stature.

9 Only rebel not ye against the 
LORD, neither fear ye the people 
of the land: for they are bread for 
us: their defence is departed from 
them, and the LORD is with us: fear 
them not. 

10 But all the congregation bade 
stone them with stones.

ll § And the LORD said unto Mo’- 
ses, How long will this people pro- 
voke me? and how long will it be 
ere ie believe me, for all the signs 
which I have shewed among them ?

13 § And MoO’ses said unto the

1 But as truly as I live, all the 
earth shall be filled with the glory 
of the LORD. 

22 Because all those men which 
have seen my glory, and my mira- 
cles, which I did in E’gypt and in 
the wilderness, and have tempted 
me now these ten times, and have 
not hearkened to my voice; 

23 Surely they shall not see the 
jand which I sware unto their fa- 
thers, neither shall any of them 
that provoked me see it:

384 After the number of the days 
in which ye searched the land, even 
forty days, each day for a year, 
shall ye bear your iniquities, even 
forty years, and ye shall know my 
breach of promise.

41 And Mo’ses said, Wherefore 
now do ye transgress the command- 
ment of the LORD? but it shall not 
prosper. ‘ 

42 Go not up» for the LORD is not 
among you; that ye be not smitten 
before your enemies. _ 

43 For the Am/a-lék-ites and the 
Ca/naan-ites are there before you, 
and ye shall fall by the sword: be- 
cause ye are turned away from the 
LorpD, therefore the LORD will not 
be with you.

44 But they presumed to go up 
unto. the hili top: nevertheless the 
ark of the covenant of the LORD, 
and Mo’ses, departed not out of the 


camp. 

45 Then the Am/a-iek-ites came 
down, and the Ca’naan-ites which 
dwelt in that hill, and smote them, 
and discomfited them, even unto 
Hor’mah. 


CHAPTER 15. 

1 Laws for offerings for observance in 
Canaan. 32 Punishment of a sabbath- 
breaker. 

N D the LorD spake unto Mo’ses, 

saying, 

2 Speak unto the children of Is’- 
ra-el, and say unto them, When ye 
be come into the land of your habi- 
tations, which I give unto you, 

3 And ‘will make an offering by 
fire unto the LORD, a burnt offering, 
or a sacrifice in performing a vow, 
or in a freewill offering, or in your 
solemn feasts, te make a sweet Sa- 
your unto the LorRD, of the herd, or 
of the fiock: 

4 Then shall he that offereth his 
offering unto the LORD bring a meat 
offering of a tenth deal of flour min- 
sled ee the fourth part of an hin 
of oil. 

5 And the fourth part of an hin of 
wine for a drink offering shalt thou 
prepare with the burnt offering or 
sacrifice, for one lamb. 

6 Or for a ram, thou shalt prepare 
for a meat offering two tenth deals 
of flour mingled with the third part 
of an hin of oil. 

7 And for a drink offering thou 
shalt offer the third part of an hin 
of wine, for asweet savour unto the 
LORD. 

8 And when thou preparest a bul- 

lock for a burnt offering, or for a 
sacrifice in performing a vow, or 
peace offerings unto the LORD: 

9 Then shall he bring with a bul- 
-lock a meat offering of three tenth 
deals of flour mingled with half an 
hin of oil. 

19 And thou shalt bring for a drink 
offering half an hin of wine, for an 
offering made vy fire, of a sweet 
savour unto the LORD. 

11 Thus shall it be done for one 
bullock, or for one ram, or for a 
lamb, or a kid. 

_ 12 According to the number that 
-ye shall prepare, so shall ye do to 
every one according to their num- 


ber. 

13 All that are born of the country 
shall do these things after this 
manner, in offering an offering 
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various offerings. 


made by fire, of a sweet savour 
unto the LORD. 

14 And if a stranger sojourn with 
you, or whosoever de among you in 
your generations, ana will offer an 
offering made by fire, of a sweet 
savour unto the LORD; as ye do, so 
he shall do. 

15 One ordinance shall.be both for 
you of the congregation, and also 
for the stranger that sojourneth 
with you, an ordinance for ever in 
your generations: as ye are, so shall 
the stranger be before the LorpD. 

16 One law and one manner shall 
be for you, and for the stranger that 
sojourneth with you. 

17 ¢ And the LORD spake unto MO’. 
ve saying, % 

18 Speak unto the children of Is’- 
ra-el, and say unto them, When ye 
come into the land whither I bring 


you 

19 Then it shall be, that, when ye 
eat of the bread of the land, ye 
shall offer up an heave offering 
unto the LORD. 

20 Ye shall offer up a cake of 
the first of your dough for an heave 
offering: as ye do the heave offer. 
ing of the threshingfioor, so shall 
ye heave it. 

21 Of the first of your dough ye 
shall give unto the LORD an heave 
offering in your generations. 

22 4 And if ye have erred, and not 
observed all these commandments, 
which the LORD hath spoken unto 
Mo’ses, 

23 Even all that the LoRD hath 
commanded you by the hand o- 
Mo’ses, from the day that the 
Lorp commanded WMé’ses, and 
henceforward among your genera 
tions; 

24 Then it shall be, if ought be 
committed by ignorance without 
the knowledge of the congregation 
that all the congregation shall offei 
one young bullock for a burnt offer- 


ing, for a sweet savour unto the 
LORD, with his meat offering, and 
his drink offering, according to the 
manner, and one kid of the goats 
for a sin offering. 

25 And the priest shall make au 
atonement for all the congregation 
of the children of Is’ra-el, and it 
shall be forgiven them; for it is ig- 
norance: and they shall bring their 
offering, a sacrifice made by fire 
unto the LORD, and their sin offer- 
ing before the LORD, for their igno- 
rance: 

26 And it shall be forgiven all the 
congregation of the children of Is’- 
ra-el, and the stranger that sojourn- 
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Sabbathbreaker stoned. 


eth among them; seeing all the 
people were in ignorance. 

27 ¥ And if any soul sin EnPousR 
ignorance, then he shall bring a she 
goat of the first year for a sin offer- 


ing. 

OF And the priest shall make an 
atonement for the soul that sinneth 
ignorantly, when he sinneth by ig- 
norance before the LORD, to make 
an atonement for him; and it shall 
be forgiven him. 

29 Ye shall have one law for him 
that sinneth through ignorance, 
both for him that is born among the 
children of is’ra-el, and for the 
stranger that sojourneth among 
them. 

30 J But the soul that doeth ought 
presumptuously, whether he be born 
in the land, or a stranger, the same 
reproacheth the LORD; and that 
soul shall be cut off from among his 
people. 

381 Because he hath despised the 
word of the LORD, and hath broken 
his commandment, that soul shall 
utterly be cut off; his iniquity shall 
be upon him. 

32 9 And while the children of 
Is’ra-el were in the wilderness, they 
found a man that gathered sticks 
upon the sabbath day. 

33 And they that found him gather- 
ing sticks brought him unto MO’ses 
and Aar’on, and unto all the congre- 
gation. 

384 And they put him in ward, be- 
cause it was not declared what 
should be done to him. 

35 And the LORD said unto MO’ses, 
The man shall be surely put to 
death: all the congregation shall 
stone him with stones without the 
camp. 

386 And all the congregation 
brought him without the camp, and 
stoned him with stones, and he 
died; as the LORD commanded 
MO’ses. 

37 J And the LORD spake unto 


Mo's, paying; ‘ 
38 Speak unto the children of Is/- 
ra-el, and bid them that they make 
them fringes in the borders of their 
arments throughout their genera- 
ions, and that they put upon the 
fringe of the borders a ribband of 
ue: 

39 And it shall be unto you for a 
fringe, that ye may look uponit, and 
remember all the commandments 
of the LORD, and do them; and 
that ye seek not after your own 
heart and your own eyes, after 
which ye use to go a whoring: 

40 That ye may remember, and do 
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all my commandments, and be holy 
unto your God. 

41 I am the LORD your God, which 
brought you out of the land of 
E/gypt, to be your God: I am the 
LORD your God. 


CHAPTER 16. 

1 The rebellion of Korah. 31 The punish- 
ment. 41 Ravages of the plague. 
OW Ko’rah, the son of Iz’har 
the son of Ko’hath, the son of 

Lé’vi, and Da’than and A-bi/ram, 

the sons of E-li’/ab, and On, the son 

of Pe’leth, sons of Reu’ben, took 
men : 

2 And they rose up before Mo'seg 
with certain of the children of Is’- 
ra-el, two hundred and fifty princes 
of the assembly, famous in the con- 
gregation, men of renown: 

3 And they gathered themselves 
together against MO’ses and against 
Aar’on, and said unto them, Ve take 
too much upon you, seeing all the 
congregation are holy, every one of 
them, and the LORD 7s among them: 
wherefore then lift ye up your- 
selves above the congregation of 
the LORD? 3 

4 And when Mo’ses heard 7, he 
fell upon his face: 

5 And he spake unto Ko’/rah and 
unto all his company, saying, Even 
to morrow the LORD will shew who 
are his, and who is holy; and will 
cause him to come near unto him: 
even him whom he hath chosen will 
he cause to come near unto him. 

6 This do; Take you censers, KO’- 
rah, and all his company ; : 

7 And put fire therein, and put in- 
cense in them before the LORD to 
morrow: and it shall be that the 
man whom the LORD doth choose, 
he shall be holy: ye take too much 
upon you, ye sons of Le’vi. _ 

8 And Mo’ses said unto Ko’rah, 
Hear, I pray you, ye sons of Le’vi: 

9 Seemeth it but a small thing unto 
you, that the God of Ig’ra-el hath | 
separated you from the congrega- 
tion of ig’ra-el, to bring you near to 
himself to do the service of the ta- 
bernacle of the LORD, and to stand 
before the congregation to minister 
unto them ? 

10 And he hath brought thee near 
to him, and all thy brethren the sons 
of Le’vi with thee: and seek ye the 
priesthood also,? 

1l For which cause both thou and 
all thy company are gathered to- 

ether against the LoRD: and what 
is Aar’on, that ye murmur against 


him ? 
12 | And Mo’geg sent to call Da’ 
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than and A-bi’ram, the sons of £-li’- 
ab: which said, We will not come 


up: 

re Js it a small thing that thou 
hast brought us up out of a land 
that floweth with milk and honey, 
to kill us in the wilderness, except 
thou make thyself altogether a 
prince over us ? 

14 Moreover thou hast not brought 
us into a land that floweth with 
milk and honey, or given us inherit- 
ance of fields and vineyards: wilt 
thou put out the eyes of these 
men ? we will not come up. 

15 And Mo’ses was very_wroth, 
and said unto the LORD, Respect 
not thou their offering: I have not 
taken one ass from them, neither 
have I hurt one of them. 

16 And Bo'sts said unto KO’rah, 
Be thou and all thy company before 
the LORD, thou, and they, and Aar’- 
on, to morrow: 

17_ And take every man his censer, 
and put incense in them, and bring 
ye before the LORD every man his 
censer, two hundred and fifty cen- 
sers; thou also, and A4r’on, each of 
you his censer. 

18 And they took every man his 
censer, and put fire in them, and 
laid incense thereon, and stood in 
the door of the tabernacle of the 
congregation with MO’ses and Aar’- 


on. 

“19 And Ko’rah gathered all the 
congregation against them unto the 
door of the tabernacle of the con- 
premacign: and the glory of the 

ORD appeared unto all the congre- 
gation. 

20 And the LORD spake unto Mo’- 
ses and unto A4r’on, saying, 

21 Separate yourselves from 
among this congregation, that I 
may consume them in a moment. 

22 And they fell upon their faces, 
and said, O God, the God of the 
spirits of all flesh, shall one man 
sin, and wilt thou be wroth with all 
the congregation ? 

23 § And the LORD spake unto 
MO’ses, saying, 

24 Speak unto the congregation, 
saying, Get you up from about the 
tabernacle of KOo’rah, Da’/than, and 
A-bi'ram. 

25 And MO0’ses rose up and went 
unto Da‘than and A-bi/ram; and the 
elders of Is’ra-el foliowed him. 

26 And he spake unto the congre- 

ation, saying, Depart, I pray you,’ 

rom the tents of these wicked men, 
and touch mone of theirs, lest ye 
be consumed in all their sins. 

27 So they gat up from the taber- 
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nacle of Ko/rah, Da’than, and A-bi'- 
ram, on every side: and Da’than 
and A-bi/ram came out, and stood 
in the door of their tents, and their 
wives, and their sons, and their lit- 
tle children. 

28 And MO0’ses said, Hereby ye 
shall know that the LORD hath sent 
me to do all these works; for Jhave 
not done them of mine own mind. 

29 If these men die the common 
death of all men, or if they be visit- 
ed after the visitation of all mens 
then the LORD hath not sent me. 

30 But if the LorRD make a new 
thing, and the earth open her mouth, 
and swallow them up, with all that 
appertain unto them, and they go 
down quick into the pit; then ye 
shall understand that these men 
have provoked the Lorp. 

5: 4 And it came to pass, as he 
had made an end of speaking all 
these words, that the ground clave 
asunder that was under them: 

32 And the earth opened her 
mouth, and swallowed them up, and 
their houses, and all the men that 
appertained unto Ko’/rah, and alk 
their goods. 

33 ey, and all that appertained 
to them, went dowr alive into the 
pit, and the earth closed uponthem: 
and they perished from among the 
congregation. 

34 And all is’ra-el that were round 
about them fied at the cry of them: 
for they said, Lest the earth swallow 
us up also. 

35 And there came out a fire from 
the LORD, and consumed the two 
hundred and fifty men that offered 
incense. 

36 § And the LORD spake unto Mo’- 
ses, Saying, 

37 Speak unto E-le-a’zar the son of 
A4r’on the priest, that he take u 
the censers out of the burning, an 
scatter thou the fire yonder; fo: 
they are hallowed. 

38 The censers of these sinners 
against their own suuls, let them 
make them broad plates for a cover- 
ing of the altar: for they offered 
them before the LORD, therefore 
they are hallowed: and they shall 
be moet unto the children of is’- 
ra-el. 

39 And E-le-a/zar the priest took 
the brasen censers, wherewith they 
that were burnt had offered; and 
they were made broad plates fora 
covering of the altar: 

40 To be a memorial unto the chil- 
dren of Is’ra-el, that no stranger, 
which is not of the seed of A4r’on, 
come near to offer incense before

the LORD; that he benotas KOo’rah, 
and as his roe ne as the LORD 
said to him by the hand of Mo’ses. 
41 § But on the morrow all the 
an geen of the children of Is’- 
ra-el murmured against MO’ses and 
against A4r’on, saying, Ye 
killed the people of the Lorp. 
42 And it came to pass, when the 
congregation was gathered against 
Mo’ses and against Adar’on, that 
they looked toward the tabernacle 
of the congregation: and, behold, 
the cloud covered it, and the glory 
of the LORD appeared. 

43 And Mo’ses and A4dr’on came 
before the tabernacle of the congre- 


gation. 

44 J And the LorD spake unto Mo’- 
aoe Saying, f 

45 Get you up from among this 
congregation, that I may consume 
them as in a moment. And they 
fell upon their faces. 

- 46 § And Mo’ses'said unto Aar’on, 
Take a censer, and put fire therein 
from off the altar, and put on in- 
cense, and go quickly unto the con- 

regation, and make an atonement 

or them: for there is wrath gone 
out from the LORD; the plague is 
begun. 

47 And A4r’on took as MO’ses com- 
manded, and ran into the midst of 
the congregation; and, behold, the 
plague was begun among the peo- 
ple: and he put on incense, and 
made an atonement for the people. 

48 And he stood between the dead 
and the living; and the plague was 
stayed. 

49 Now they that died in the plague 
were fourteen thousand and seven 
hundred, beside them that died 
about the matter of Ko’rah. 

50 And A4r’on returned unto Mo’- 
ses unto the door of the tabernacle 
of the LOnerepAllpn: and the plague 
was stayed. 


CHAPTER 17. 
The budding of Aaron’srod.. 10 Atoken 
against rebels. 

i), Were the LORD spake unto Mo’- 

ges, Saying 

2 Speak unto the children of Is'ra- 
el, and take of every one of them a 
rod i ene | to the house of their 
fathers, of all their princes accord- 
ing to the house of their fathers 
twelverods: write thou every man’s 
name upon his rod. 

8 And thou shalt write A4r’on’s 
same upon the rod of Lé’vi: for one 
rod shall be for the head of the house 
of their fathers. 

4 And thou shalt lay them up in the

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tabernacle of the congregation be- 
fore the testimony, where I will 
meet with you. 

5 Anditshall come to pass, that the 
man’s rod, whom I shall choose, 
shall blossom: and I will make to 
cease from me the murmurings of 
the children of is’ra-el, whereby 
they murmur against you. 

6 § And Mo’ses spake unto the 
children of is’ra-el, and every one 
of their princes gave him a rod 
apiece, for each prince one, accord- 
ing to their fathers’ houses, even 
twelve rods: and the rod of Aar’on 
was among their rods. 

7 And Mo’ses laid up the rods be- 
fore the LORD in the tabernacle of 
witness. 

8 And it came to pass, that on the 
morrow Mo’ses went into the taber- 
nacle of witness; and, behold, the 
rod of A4r’on for the house of Le’vi 
was budded, and brought forth 
buds, and bloomed blossoms, ana 
yielded almonds. 

9 And Mo’ses brought out all the 
rods from before the LORD unto all 
the children of Iis’ra-el: and they 
looked, and took every man his 


rod. 

10 4 And the LORD said unto Mo’- 
Seg, Bring A4r’on’s rod again be- 
ore the testimony, to be kept for 
a token against the rebels; and 
thou shalt quite take away their 
pies oeeeye ip from me, that they die 
not. 

ll And Mo’ses did so: as the 
LORD commanded him, so did he. 

12 And the children of is’ra-el 
spake unto MO’ses, saying, Behold, 
we die, we perish, we all perish. 

13 Whosoever cometh any thing 
near unto the tabernacle of the 
LORD shall die: shall we be con: 
sumed with dying? 


CHAPTER 18. 
1 The Levitical charge. 9 Portion of the 
priests. 25 The heave offering. 
Hye Sa the LoRD said unto A4r’on, 
Thou and thy sons and nin 
ther’s house with thee shall bear 
the pei of the sanctuary: and 
thou and thy sons with thee shall 
pean the iniquity of your priest- 
ood. 

2 And thy brethren also of the 
tribe of Le’vi, the tribe of thy fa- 
ther, bring thou with thee, that they 
may be joined unto thee, and minis- 
ter unto thee: but thou and thy 
sons with thee shail minister before 
the tabernacle of witness. 

3 And they shall keep thy charge, 
and the charge of all the taber-

nacle: only they shall not come 
nigh the vessels of the sanctuary 
and the altar, that neither they nor 

ye also, die. 

4 And they shall be joined unto 
thee, and keep the charge of the ta- 
bernacle of the congregation, for all 
the service of the tabernacle: and 
a stranger shall not come nigh unto 
you. 

5 And ye shall keep the charge of 
‘the sanctuary, and the charge of the 
altar: that there be no wrath any 
more upon the children of Is’ra-el. 

6 AndI, behold, I have taken your 
brethren the Le’vites from among 
the children of Af ag: to you they 
are given as a gift for the LORD, to 
do the service of the tabernacle of 
the congregation. 

7 Therefore thou and thy sons with 
thee shall keep your priest’s office 
for every thing of the altar, and 
within the veil; and yeshall serve: 
I have given your priest’s office wnto 
you as a service of gift: and the 
stranger that cometh nigh shall be 
put to death. 

8 ¥ And the LORD spake unto 
Aar’on, Behold, I also have given 
thee the charge of mine heave offer- 
ings of all the hallowed things of 
the children of is’ra-el; unto thee 
have I given them by reason of the 
“ratreowreg and to thy sons, by an or- 
dinance for ever. 

9 This shall be thine of the most 
holy things, reserved from the fire: 
every oblation of theirs, every 
meat offering of theirs, and every 
sin offering of theirs, and ever 
trespass offering of theirs, whic 
they shall render unto me, shall be 
most holy for thee and for thy sons. 

10 In the most holy place shalt 
thou eat it; every male shalleat it: 
it shall be holy unto thee. 

ll And this is thine; the heave 
perme of their gift, with all the 
wave offerings of the children of is’- 
ra-el: I have given them unto thee, 
and to thy sons and to thy daugh- 
ters with thee, by astatute forever: 
every one that is clean in thy house 
shall eat of it. 

12 All the best of the oil, and all 
the best of the wine, and of the 
wheat, the firstfruits of them which 
they shall offer unto the LORD, them 
have I given thee. 

13 And whatsoever is first ripe in 
the land, which they shall bring unto 
the LORD, shall be thine; every one 
oe is clean in thine house shall eat 


0 le 
4 Every thing devoted in Is’ra-el 
shall be thine. - : 
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15 Every thing that openeth the 
matrix in all flesh, which they bring 
unto the LORD, whether it be of men 
or beasts, shall be thine: neverthe- 
less the firstborn of man shalt thou 
surely redeem, and the firstling of 
unclean beasts shalt thou redeem. 

16 And those that are to be re- 
deemed from a month old shalt thou 
redeem, according to thine estima- 
tion, for the money of five shekels, 
after the shekel of the sanctuary, 
which is twenty gerahs. 

17 But the firstling of a cow, or 
the firstling of a sheep, or the first- 
ling of a goat, thou shalt not re- 
deem; they are holy: thou shalt 
sprinkle their blood upon the altar, 
and shalt burn their fa. for an offer- 
ing made by fire, for a sweet savour 
unto the LORD. 

18 And the flesh of them shall be 
thine, as the wave breast and as the 
right shoulder are thine. 

19 All the heave offerings of the 
holy things, which the children of 
Is’ra-el offer unto the LORD, have I 
even thee, and thy sons and thy 
daughters with thee, by a statute 
for ever: itis a covenant of salt for 
ever before the LORD unto thee and 
to thy seed with thee. 

20 § And the LORD spake unto 
A4r’on, Thou shalt have no inherit- 
ance in their land, neither shalt 
thou have any part among them: I 
am thy part and thine inheritance 
among the children of Is’ra-el. 

21 And, behold, I have given the 
children of Le’vi all the tenth in 
is’ra-el for an inheritance, for their 
service which they serve, even the 
service of the tabernacle of the 
congregation. 

22 Neither must the children of 
Is‘ra-el henceforth come nigh the 
tabernacle of the congregation, lest 
they bear sin, and die. 

23 But the Le’vites shall do the 
service of the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation, and they shall bear their 
iniquity: it shall be a statute for 
ever throughout your generations 
that among the children of is’ra-el 
they have no inheritance. 

24 But the tithes of the children 
of is’ra-el, which they offer as an 
heave offering unto the LorRpD, I 
have given to the Le’vites to in- 
herit: therefore I have said unto 
them, Among the children of is’ra- 
el they shall have no inheritance. 

25 § And the LORD spake unto 
Mo ees saying 

26 Thus speak unto the Lée’vites, 
and say unto them, When ye take 
of the children of Is’ra-el the tithes 
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which I have given you from them 
for your inheritance, then ye shall 
offer up an heave offering of it for 
the LORD, even a tenth part of the 
tithe. 

27 And this your heave offering 
shall be reckoned unto you, as 
though it were the corn of the thresh- 
ingfloor, and as the fulness of the 
winepress. ‘ 
28 Thus ye also shall offer an heave 
offering unto the LORD of all your 
tithes, which ye receive of the chil- 
dren of Iis’ra-el; and ye shall give 
thereof the LORD’s heave offering 
to Aar’on the priest. 

29 Out of all your gifts ye shall of- 
fer every heave offering of the 
LORD, of all the best thereof, even 
the.hallowed part thereof out of it. 
30 Therefore thou shalt say unto 
them, When ye have heaved the 
best thereof from it, then it shall 
be counted unto the Le’vites as the 
increase of the threshingfloor, and 
as the increase of the winepress. 

31 And ye shall eat it in every 

lace, ye and your households: for 
it is your reward for your service 
- the tabernacle of the congrega- 
ion. 

32 And ye shall bear no sin by 
reason of it, when ye have heaved 
from it the best of it: neither shall 
ye pollute the holy things of the 
children of Is’ra-el, lest ye die.

6 And the priest shall take cedar 
wood, and Byenon and scarlet, and 
cast i? into the midst of the burning 
of the heifer. 


4 Tben the priest shall wash his

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clothes, and he shall bathe his flesh 
in water, and afterward he shall 
come into the camp, and the priest 
shall be unclean until the even. 

8 And he that burneth her shall 
wash his clothes in water, and bathe 
his flesh in water, and shall be un- 
clean until the even. 

9 And a man that is clean shall 
gather up the ashes of the heifer, 
and lay them up without the camp 
in a clean place, and it shall be 
wit for the Fah of the 
children of Is’ra-el for a water of 
separation: it 7s a purification for 
Slh. 

10 And he that gathereth the ashes 
of the heifer shall wash his clothes, 
and be unclean until the even: and 
it shall be unto the children of is’- 
ra-el, and unto the stranger that so- 
journeth among them, for a statute 
for ever. 

11 7 He that toucheth the dead 
body of any man shall be unclean 
seven days. 

12 He shall purify himself with it 
on the third day, and on the seventh 
day he shall be clean: but if he pu- 
rify not himself the third day, then 
the seventh day he shall net be clean. 

13 Whosoever toucheth the dead 
body of any man that is dead, and 
purifieth not himself, defileth the 
tabernacle of the LORD; and that 
soul shall be cut off from Is/ra-el: 
because the water of separation was 
not sprinkled upon him, he shall 
be unclean; his uncleanness is yet 
upon him. 

14 This zs the law, when a man 
dieth ina tent: all that come inte 
the tent, and all that is in the tent, 
shall be unclean seven days. 

15 And every open vessel, which 
hath no covering bound upon it, 2 
unclean. 


* 16 And whosoever toucheth one 


thatis slain witha sword in the open 
fields, ora dead body, or a bone of 
aman, or a grave, shall be unclean 
seven days. 

17 And foran unclean person they 
shall take of the ashes ef the burnt 
heifer of purification for sin, and 
running water shall be put thereto 
in a vessel: 

18 And a clean person shall take 
hyssop, and dip 7¢ in the water, and 
sprinkle i¢ upon the tent, and upon 
all the vessels, and upon the persons 
that were there, and upon him that 
touched a bone, or one slain, or one 
dead, or a grave: 

19 And the clean person shall sprin- 
kle upon the unclean on the third 
day, and on the seventh day: and 


- first month: and the 
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on the seventh day he shall purify 
himself, and wash his clothes, and 
bathe himself in water, and shall be 
clean at even. 

20 But the man that shall be un- 
vlean, and shall not purify himself, 
that soul shall be cut off from amon 
the congregation, because he hat 
defiled the sanctuary of the LORD: 
the water of separation hath not 
been sprinkled upon him; he is un- 


clean. 

21 And it shall be a perpetual stat- 
ute unto them, that he that sprin- 
kleth the water of separation shall 
wash his clothes; and he that touch- 
eth the water of separation shall be 
unclean until even. 

22 And whatsoever the unclean 
person toucheth shall be unclean; 
and the sou} that toucheth 7 shali 
be unclean until even.

or of bomegranates ; neither is there 
any water to drink. 

6 And Mo’ses and Adar’on went 
from the presence of the assembly 
unto the door of the tabernacle of 
the congregation, and they fell 
upon their faces: and the glory of 
the LORD appeared unto them. 

7 § And the LORD spake unto

6 And when we cried unto the 
LORD, he heard our voice, and sent 
an angel, and hath brought us forth 
out of E’gsypt: and, behold, we are 
in Ka’/desh, a city in the uttermost 
of thy border: 

17 Letus pass, I pray thee, through 
thy country: we will not pass 
through the fields, or through the 
vineyards, neither will we drink of | 
the water of the wells: we will go 
by the king’s high way, we will not 
turn to the right hand nor to the 
ere until we have passed thy bor- 

ers. 

18 And E’dom said unto him, Thou 
shalt not pass by me, lest I come 
out against thee with the sword. 

19 And the children of Is’ra-el said 
unto him, We will go by the high 
way: and if I and my cattle drink 
of thy water, then I will pay for it: 
I will only, without doing any thing 
else, go through on my feet. 

20 And he said, Thou shalt, not 
go through. And E’/dom came out 
against him with much people, and 
with a strong hand. 

21 Thus £’dom refused to 
ra-el passage through his border: 
wherefore is'ra-el turned away 
from him.

_§ Therefore the people came to 
MO’ses, and said, We have sinned, 
for we have spoken against the 
LORD, and against thee; pray unto 
the LORD, that he take away the 
serpents from us. And 0’ses 
prayed for the people. 

8 Andthe LORD said unto MO’ses 
Make thee a fiery serpent, and set it 
upon a pole: and it shall come to 
pass, that every one that is bitten, 
when he looketh upon it, shall live. 

9 And Mo’ses made a serpent of 
brass, and put it upon a pole, and it 
came to pass, that if a serpent had 
hitten any man, when he beheld 
the serpent of brass, he lived. 

10 § And the children of Ie'ra-el 
set forward, and pitched in O’both. 

11 And they journeyed from 0/both, 
and pitched at 1j’e-ab’a-rim, in the 
wilderness which is before Mo’ab, 
toward the sunrising. 

129 From thence they removed, 
and pitched in the valley of Za’‘red. 

13 From thence they removed, and 
pitched on the other side of Ar’/non, 
which ts in the wilderness that com- 
eth out of the coasts of the Am’6r- 
ites: for Ar’nOn is the border of 
MO’ab, between Mo’ab and the 
Am’ 6r-ites. 

14 Wherefore it is said in the book 
of the wars of the LORD, What he 
did in the Ked sea, and in the 
brooks of Ar’non, 

15 And at the stream of the brooks 
that goeth down to the dwelling of 
Ar, and lieth upon the border of 
MO’ab. 

16 And from thence they went to 
Be’e~: that is the well whereof the 
LORD spake unto Mo seg, Gather 
the people together, and I will give 
them water. 

17] Then Iig’ra-el sang this song, 
Spring up, O well; sing ye unto it: 

18 The princes digged the well, the 
nobles of the people digged it, Db 
the direction of the lawgiver, wit 
their staves. And from the wilder- 
ness they went to Mat’ta-nah: 

19 And from Mat’ta-nah to N4-ha’- 
li-el: and from N&-ha/li-el to Ba’- 
moth: : 

20 And from Ba’mOth in the valley, 
that is in the country of MO’ab, to 
the top of Pis’gah, which looketh 
toward Jésh’i-mon. 

21 J And Is’ra-el sent messengers 
unto Si/hon king of the Am’ 6r-ites, 
saying, 

22 Let me p23ss througrk thy land; 
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we wiil not turn into the fields, or 
into the vineyards; we will not 
drink of the waters of the well: but 
we will go along by the king’s high 
way, until we be past thy borders. 

23 And Si’hon would not suffer 

Is‘ra-el to pass through his border: 
but Si’/hon gathered all his people 
together, and went out against Is’- 
ra-el into the wilderness: and he 
came to Ja’/haz, and fought against 
LEN y : 
4 And is’ra-el smote him with 
the edge of the sword, and pos- 
sessed his land from Ar’ndn unto 
Jab’bok, even unto the children of 
Am/mon: for the border of the chil- 
dren of Am’m0n was strong. 

25 And Is’ra-el took all these cities: 
and Is’ra-el dwelt in all the cities of 
the Am/6r-ites, in Hésh’bon, and in 
all the villages thereof. . 

26 For Hesh’bon was the city of 
Si’hon the king of the Am/6r-ites, 
who had fought agaiust the former 


king of MOo’ab, and taken all his 
land out of his hand, even unto 
Arnon. 


27 Wherefore they that speak in 

roverbs say, Come into Hesh’bon 
et the city of Si’hon be built and 
prepared: 

28 For there isa fire gone out of 
Hésh’bon, a flame from the city 
of Si/hon: it hath consumed Ar of 
MOo’ab, and the lords of the high 
places of Ar’non. 

29. Woe to thee, Mo’ab! thou art 
undone, O people of Che’mosh: he 
hath given his sons that escaped, 
and his daughters, into captivity 
unto Si/hon king of the Am/6r-ites. 
30 We have shot at them; Heésh’- 
bon is perished even unto Di’bon, 
and we have laid them waste even 
unto NOo’phah, which reacheth unto 
Méd’e-ba. . 

31 9 Thus Is’ra-el dwelt in the 
land of the Am’6r-ites. 

32 And Mo’ses sent to. spy out 
Ja-a/zér, and they took the villages 
thereof, and drove out the Am’Or- 
ites that were there. 

33 § And they turned and went up 
by the way of Ba/shan: and og the 
king of Ba/shan went out against 
them, he, and all his people, to the 
battle at Ed’re-i. : 

34 And the LORD said unto MO’se 
Fear him not: for I have deliverec 
him into thy hand, and all his peo- 
pie, and his land; and thou shalt do 
to him as thou didst unto Si/hon 
king of the Am’6r-ites, which dwelt 
at Hésh’bon.

7 And the drink offering thereof 
shall. be the fourth part of an hin 
for the one lamb: in the holy place 
shalt thou cause the strong wine to 
be poured unto the LORD for a 
drink offering. 

8 And the other lamb shalt thou 
offer at even: as'the meat offering 
of the morning, and as the drink 
offering thereof, thou shalt offer it 
a sacrifice made by fire, of a swee 
savour unto the LORD. 

9 ¥ And on the sabbath day two 
lambs of the first year without spot, 
and two tenth deals of flour for a 
meat oftering, mingled with oil, and 
the drink offering thereof: 

10 This is the burnt offering of 
every sabbath, beside the continual 
burnt offering, and his drink offer- 


ing. 

IL gy And in the beginnings of your 
months ye shall offer a burnt offer- 
ing unto the LORD; two young bul- 
locks, and one ram, seven lambs of 
the first year without spot; 

12 And three tenth deals of flour 
for a meat offering, mingled with 
oil, for one bullock; and two tenth 
deals of flour for a meat offering, 
mingled with oil, for one ram; 

13 And aseveral tenth deal of flour 
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mingled with oil for a meat offering 
unto one lamb; for a burnt offering 
of a sweet Savour, a sacrifice made 
“ee fire unto the LORD. 

4 And their drink offerings shali 
be half an hin of wine unto a bul- 
lock, and the third part of an hin 
unto a ram, and a fourth part of an 
hin unto a lamb: this 7s the burnt 
offering of every month throughout 
the months of the year.

18 In the first day shail be an holy 
convocation ; ye shall do no manner 
of servile work therein: 

19 But ye shall offer a sacrifice 
made by fire for a burnt offering 
unto the LORD ; two young bullocks 
and one ram,and seven lambs o 
the first year: they shall be unto 
you without blemish: __ 

20 And their meat offering shall be 
of fiourmingled with oil: three tenth 

eals shall ye offer for a bullock, 
and two tenth deals for a ram; 

21 A several tenth deal shalt thou 
offer for every lamb, throughout the 
seven lambs: : : 

22 And one goat for a sin offering, 
to make an atonement for you. 

23 Ye shall offer these beside the 
burnt offering in the’ morning, 
which 7s for a continual burnt offer- 


ing. 

OP After this manner ye shall offer 
daily, throughout the seven days, 
the meat of the sacrifice made by 
fire, of a sweet savour unto the 
LORD: it shall be offered beside the 
continual burnt offering, and his 
drink offering. 

25 And on the seventh day ye 
shall have an holy convocation; ye 
shall do no servile work. 

269 Also in the day of the first- 
fruits, when ye bring a new meat 
ee unto the LORD, after your 
weeks be out, ye shall have an holy 
convocation ; ye shall do no servile 
work:

5 But if her father disallow her in 
the day that he heareth; not any of 
her vows, or of her bonds where- 
with she hath bound her soul, shall 
stand: and the LORD shall forgive 
pers because her father disallowed

6 And if she had atall an husband, 
when she vowed, or uttered ought 
out of her lips, wherewith she bound 
her soul; 

7 And her husband heard it, and 
held his peace at her in the day that 
he heard 7¢: then her vows shall 
stand, and her bonds wherewith she 
bound her soul shall stand. 

8 But if her husband disallowed 
her on the day that he heard i¢ ; then 
he shall make her vow which she 
vowed, and that which she uttered 
with her lips, wherewith she bound 
her soul, of none effect: and the 
LORD shall forgive her. 

9 But every vow of a widow, and 
of her that is divorced, wherewith 
they have bound their souls, shall 
stand against her. 

10 And if she vowed in her hus- 
band’s house, or bound her soul by 
a bond with an oath; 

11 And her husband heard it, and 
held his peace at her, and disallowed 

her not: then all her vows shall 
stand, and every bond wherewith 
she bound her soul shall stand. 

12 But if her husband hath utterly 
made them void on the day he heard 
them; then whatsoever proceeded 
out of her lips concerning her vows, 
or concerning the bond of her soul, 
shall not stand: her husband hath 
made them void; and the LORD 
shall forgive her. 

13 Every vow, and every bindin 
oath to afflict the soul, her husban 
may establish it, or her husband 
may make it void. 

14 But if her husband altogether 
hold his peace at her from day to 

day; then he establisheth all her 
vows, or all her bonds, which are 
upon her: he confirmeth them, be- 
cause he held his peace at her in 
the day that he heard them. 

15 But if he shall any ways make 
them void after that he hath heard 
them; then he shall bear her in- 
Tquity. 
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16 These are the statutes, which 
the LORD commanded MO0’ses, be- 
tween aman and his wife, between 
the father and his daughter, being 
ye in her youth in her father’s 

ouse. 


CHAPTER 31. 
1 The Midianites conquered. 19 Purifica- 
tion of soldiers. 25 Division of the spoils. 
AD the LORD spake unto Mo’ses, 
saying, 

2 Avenge the children of Is’ra-el 
of the Mid'i-an-ites : afterward shalt 
thou be gathered unto thy people.

16 Behold, these caused the chil- 
dren of is’ra-el, through the coun- 
sel of Ba‘laam, to commit trespass 
against the LORD in the matter of 
Pe’or, and there was a plague 
among the congregation of the 
LORD. 

17 Now therefore kill every male 
among the little ones, and kill every 
woman that hath known man by 
lying with him. 

8 But allthe women children, that 
have not known a man by lying with 
him, keep alive for yourselves. 

19 And do ye abide without the 
camp seven days: Whosoever hath 
killed any person, and whosoever 
hath touched any slain, purify both 
yourselves and your captives on the 
third day, and on the seventh day. 

20 And purify all your raiment 
and all that is made of skins, andall 
work of goats’ hair, and all things 
made of wood.

23 Every thing that may abide the 
fire, ye shall make it go through the 
fire, and it shall be clean: neverthe- 
less it shall be purified with the 
water of separation: and all that 
abideth not the fire ye shall make 
go through the water. 

24 And ye shall wash your clothes 
on the seventh day, and ye shall be 
clean, and afterward ye shall come 
into the camp. 

25 ¢ And the LORD spake unto

7 And this shall be your north 
border: from the great sea ye shall 
point out for you mount Hoér: 

8 From mount Hor ye shall point 
out your border unto the entrance 
of Ha’math; and the goings forth 
of the border shall be to Ze’dad: 

C) 1 And the border shall go on to 
Ziph’ron, and the goings out of it 
shall be at Ha’zar-e/nan: this shall 
be your north border. 

10 And ye shall point out your east 
border from Ha’zar-e’nan to She’- 
pham: 

ll And the coast shall go down 
from Shé’/pham to Rib‘lah, on the 
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east side of A’in; and the border — 
shall descend, and shall reach unto 
the side of the sea of Chin’ne-réth 
eastward: 

12 And the border shall go down 
to Jor’dan, and the goings out of it 
shall be at the salt sea: this shall be 
your land with the coasts thereof 
round about. 

13 And Mo’ses commanded the 
children of is/ra-el, saying, This és 
the land which ye shall inherit by 
lot, which the LORD commanded to 
give unto the nine tribes, and to 
the half tribe: 

14 For the tribe of the children of 
Reu‘ben according to the house of 
their fathers, and the tribe of the 
children of Gad according to the 
house of their fathers, have re- 
ceived their inheritance; and half 
the tribe of Ma-nas’seh have re- 
ceived their inheritance:

CHAPTER 35.

gAND the LORD spake unto MO’se 
in the plains of MO’ab by Jor’ 
dan near Jer’i-cho, saying, 

2 Command the children of Is’ra- 
el, that they give unto the Le’vites 
of the inheritance of their posses- 
sion cities to dwell in; and ye shall 

ive also unto the Le’vites suburbs 

or the cities round about them. 

8 And the cities shall they have to 
dwell in; and the suburbs of them 
shall be for their cattle, and for 
their goods, and forall their beasts. 

4 And the suburbs of the cities, 
which ye shall give unto the Lé’- 
vites, shall reach from the wall of 
the city and outward a thousand 
eubits round about. : 

5 And ye shall measure from with- 
out the city on the east side two 
thousand cubits, and on the south 
side two thousand cubits,and on the 
west side two thousand cubits, and 
on the north side two thousand cu- 
bits; and the city shall be in the 
midst: this shall be to them the 
suburbs of the cities. _ , 

6 And among the cities which ye 
shall give unto the Le’vites there 
shail be six cities for refuge, which 

e shall appoint for the manslayer, 
hat he may flee thither: and to 
them: ye shall add forty and two 
cities. 

7 So all the cities which ye shall 
give to the Le’vites shall_be forty 
and eight cities: them shall ye give 
with their suburbs. 

8 And the cities which ye shall give 
shall be of the possession of. the 
children of is’ra-el: from them that 
have many ye shall give many; but 
from them that have few ye shall 
give few: every one shall give of his 
cities unto the Le’vites according 
to his inheritance which he inherit- 


eth. 

99 And the LORD spake unto 
MO’ses, saying, ; 

10 Speak unto the children of Is’- 
ra-el, and say unto them, When ye 
be come over J6r’dan into the land 
of Ca’naan; f 

11 Then ye shall appoint you cities 
to be cities of refuge for you; that 
the slayer may flee thither, which 
killeth any person at unawares. 

12 And they shall be unto you 
cities for refuge from the avenger ; 
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that the manslayer die not, until he 
stand before the congregation in 
judgment. 

13 And of these cities which ye 
shall give six cities shall ye have 
for refuge. 

14 Ye shall give three cities on 
this side Jor’dan, and three cities 
shallye give in the land of Ca’naan, 
which shall be cities of refuge. 

15 These six cities shall be a re. 
fuge, both for the children of is’ra- 
el, and for the stranger, and for the 
sojourner among them: that every 
one that killeth any pérson un- 
awares may flee thither. 

16 And if he smite him with an 
instrument of iron, so that he die, 
he is a murderer: the murderer 
shall surely be put to death. 

lj And if he smite him with 
throwing a stone, wherewith he 
may die, and he die, he 7s a mur- 
derer: the murderer shall surely 
be put to death. 

18 Or if he smite him with an hand 
weapon of wood, wherewith he may 
die, and he die, he is a murderer: 
the murderer shall surely be put tu 
death. 

19 The revenger of blood himself 
shall avy the murderer: when he 
meeteth him, he shall slay him. 

20 But if he thrust him of hatred, 
or hurl at him by laying of wait, 
that he die; 

21 Or in enmity smite him with his 
hand, that he die: he that smote him 
shall surely be put to death; for he 
isa murderer: the revenger of blood 
shall slay the murderer, when he 
meeteth him. 

22 But if he thrust him suddenly 
without enmity, or have cast upon 
ink any thing without laying of 
wai 
23 Or with any stone, wherewith a 
man may die, seeing him not, and 
east 7t upon him, that he die, and 
was not his enemy, neither sought 
his harm: 

24 Then the congregation shall 
judge between the slayer and the 
revenger of blood according to 
these judgments: 

25 And the congregation shall de- 
liver the slayer out of the hand of 
the revenger of blood, and the cen- 
gregation shall restore him to the 
city of his refuge, whither he was 
fled: and he shall abide in it unto 
the death of the high priest, which 
was anointed with the holy oil. 

2% But if the slayer shall at any 
time come without the border of 
the city of his refuge, whither he 
was fled; 
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27 And the revenger of blood find 
him without the borders of the city 
of his refuge, and the Bet eer of 
blood kill the slayer; he shall not 
be guilty of blood: 

28 Because he should have re- 
mained in the city of his refuge un- 
til the death of the high priest: but 
after the death of the high priest 
the slayer shall return into the land 
of his possession. 

29 So these things shall be for 
a statute of judgment unto you 
throughout your generations in all 
your dwellings. 

30 Whoso killeth any person, the 
murderer shall be put to death by 
the mouth of witnesses: but one 
witness shallnot testify against any 
person to cause him to die. 

31 Moreover ye shall take no satis- 
faction for the life of a murderer, 
which is guilty of death: but he 
shall be orci put to death. 

32 And ye shall take no satisfac- 
tion for him that is fled to the city 
of his refuge, that he should come 
again to dwell in the land, until the 
death of the priest. 

33 So ye shall not pollute the land 
wherein ye are: for blood it defil- 
eth the land: and the land cannot 
be cleansed of the blood that is 
shed therein, but by the blood of 
him that shed it. 

34 Defile not therefore the land 
which ye shall inhabit, wherein I 
dwell: for I the LORD dwell among 
the children of is’ra-el. 


CHAPTER 36. 
3 Law of female wheritance. 5 Marriage 
within the tribe. 

ND the chief fathers of the fami- 
lies of the children of Gil’e-ad, 
the son of Ma/chir, the son of Ma- 
nas’seh, of the families of the sons 
of gy Orsep hn came near, and spake be- 
fore Mo’ses, and before the princes 
the chief fathers of the children of 
is’ra-el: : 
And they said, The LORD com- 
manded my lord to give the land

38 And if they be married to any of 
the sons of the other tribes of the 
children of ig’ra-el, then shall their 
inheritance be taken trom the in- 
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heritance of our fathers, and shall 
be put to the inheritance of the 
tribe whereunto they are received: 
so Shall it be taken from the lot of 
our inheritance. 

4 And when the jubile of the chil- 
dren of Is’ra-el shall be, then shall 
their inheritance be put unto the 
inheritance of the tribe whereunto 
they are received: so shall their 
inheritance be taken away from 
the inheritance of the tribe of our 
fathers. e 
5 And Mo’ses commanded the chil- 
dren of is’ra-el according to the 
word of the LORD, saying, The tribe 
of the sons of Jo’seph hath said 


well. 

6 This is the thing which the LORD 
doth command concerning the 
daughters of Zé-lo’phe-had, saying, 
Let them marry to whom they 
think best; only to the family of 
the tribe of their father shall they 
marry. 

7 So shall not the inheritance of 
the children of Is’ra-el remove from 
tribe to tribe: for every one of the 
children of Is’ra-el shall keep him- 
self to the inheritance of the tribe 
of his fathers. 

8 And every daughter, that pos- 
sesseth an inheritance in any trive 
of the children of Is’ra-el, shall be 
wife unto one of the family of the 
tribe of her father, that the children 
of is'ra-el may enjoy every man the 
inheritance of his fathers. 

9 Neither shall the inheritance 
remove from one tribe to another 
tribe; but every one of the tribes of 
the children of Is’ra-el shall keep 
himself to his own inheritance. 

10 Even as the LORD commanded 
Mo’ses, so did the daughters of Zé- 
10’p e-had: 

11 For Mah‘lah, Tir’zah, and Hog’- 
lah, and Mil’/cah, and No’ah, the 
daughters of Zé-lo’phe-had, were 
married unto their father’s bro- 
thers’ sons: 

12 And they were married into the 
families of the sons of Ma-nas’seh 
the son of Jo’seph, and their in- 
heritance remained in the tribe of 
the family of their father. 

13. These are the commandments 
and the judgments, which the LORD 
commanded by the hand of Mo’ses 
unto the children of Is’ra-el in the 
plains of Mo’ab by Jor’dan near 
Jeér’i-cho.

CHAPTER 1. 


1 Speech of Moses in the plains of Moab. 
34 God’s anger for Israel’s unbelief. 


HESE be the words which Mo’- 

ses spake unto all is’ra-el on 
this side J6r’dan in the wilderness 
in the plain over against the Re 
sea, between Pa’ran, and TOo’phel 
and. La/ban, and Ha-ze’roth, an 
Diz’a-hab. A 

2 (There are eleven days’ journey 
from Ho’/reb by the way of mount 
Se’ir unto Ka’desh-bar’ne-a.) 

8 And. it came to pass in the for- 
tieth year, in the eleventh month, 
on the first day of the month, that 
Mo’ses spake unto the children of 
Is/ra-el, according unto all that the 

ORD had given him in command- 
ment unto them; 

4 After he had slain Si/hon the 
king of the Am’6r-ites, which dwelt 
in Hésh’bon, and og the king of 
Ba/shan, which dwelt at As’ta-roth 
in Ed’re-1: 

5 On this side J6r’dan, in the land 
of Mo’ab, began Mo’ses to declare 
this law, saying, 

6 The LoRD our God spake unto 
us in HO’reb, saying, Ye have dwelt 
long enough in this mount: 

7 Turn you, and take your journey, 
and go to the mount of the Am’ér. 
ites, and unto all the places saw ty 
thereunto, in the plain, in the hills, 
and in the vale, and in the south 
and by the sea side, to the land o 
the Ca/naan-ites, and unto Léb’a- 
non, unto the great river, the river 
ae hee a 

8 Behold, I have set the land be- 
fore you: go in and possess the land 
which the LORD sware unto your 
fathers, A’bra-ham, I’saac, and Ja’- 
cob, to give unto them and to their 
seed after them. 

§ 4 And I spake unto you at that 
time, saying, I am not able to bear 
you myself alone: 

10 The LoRD your God hath multi- 
plied you,and, behold, yearethis day 
as the stars of heaven for multitude. 

ll (The LORD God of your fathers 
make you a thousand times so many 
more as ye are, and bless you, as 
he hath promised you!) 

12 How can I myself alone bear 
your cumbrance, and your burden, 
and your strife? 


13 Take you wise men, aud under- 
standing, and known among your 
tribes, and I will make them rulers 
over you. 

14 And ye answered me, and said, 
The thing which thou hast spoken 
is good for us to do. 

15 So I took the chief of your 
tribes, wise men, and known, and 
made them heads over you, Cap- 
tains Over thousands, and captains 
over hundreds, and captains over 
fifties, and captains over tens, and 
officers among your tribes. 

16 And I charged your judges at 
that time, saying, Hear the causes 
between you brethren, and judge 
righteously between every man and 
his brother, and the stranger that 
is With him. 

17 Ye shall not respect persons 
in judgment; but ye shall hear the 
small as well as the great; ye shall 
not-be afraid of the face of man; for 
the judgment 7s God’s: and the 
cause that is too hard for you, bring 
it unto me, and I will hear it. 

18 And I commanded pe at that 
time all the things which ye should 


do. 

19 ¢ And when we departed from 
Ho’reb, we went through all that 
great and terrible wilderness, 
which ye saw by the way of the 
mountain of the 4m/’6r-ites, as the 
LORD our God commanded us; and 
we came to Ka/desh-bar’ne-a. 

20 And I said unto you, Ye are 
come unto the mountain of the Am’- 
or-ites, which the LORD our God 
doth give unto us. 

21 Behold, the LORD thy God hath 
set the land before thee: go up and 
possess it, as the LORD God of thy 
fathers hath said unto thee; fear 
not, neither be discouraged. 

22 7 And ye came near anto me 
every one of you, and said, We will 
send men before us, and they shall 
search us out the land, and bring 
us word again by what way we must 
go up, andinto what cities we shall 
come. 

23 And the saying pleased me well: 
and I took twelve mer of you, one 
of a tribe: 

24 And they turned and went up 
into the mountain, and came unto 
Ure yates of Esh’col, and searched 
it out. 
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25 And they took of the fruit of the 
fand in their hands, and brought it 
down unto us, and brought us word 
again, and said, /t is a good land 
which the LORD our God doth give 


8. 

26 Notwithstanding ye would not 
go up, but rebelled against the com- 
mandment of the LORD your God: 

27 And yemurmured in your tents 
and said, Because the LORD hate 
us, he hath brought us forth out of 
the land of E/gypt, to deliver us into 
the hand of the Am’6r-ites, to de- 
stroy us. 

28 Whither shall we go up? our 
brethren have discouraged our 
heart, saying, The people is greater 
and taller than we; the cities are 
great and walled up to heaven; and 
moreover we have seen the sons of 
the An’a-kims there. 

29 Then I said unto you, Dread not, 
neither be afraid of them. 

30 The LORD your God which go- 
eth before you, he shall fightfor you, 
according to all that he did for you 
in E/sypt before your eyes; 

31 And in the wilderness, where 
thou hast seen how that the LORD 
thy God bare thee, as a man doth 
bear his son, in all the way that ye 
went, until ye came into this place. 

32 Yet in this thing ye did not be- 
lieve the LORD your God, 

338 Who went in the way before 
you, to search you out a place to 
pitch your tents 7m, in fire by night 

o shew you by what way ye should 
go, and in a cloud by day. 

34 And the LORD heard the voice 
of your words, and was wroth, and 
sware, Saying, 

35 Surely there shall not one of 
these men of this evil generation 
see that good land, which Isware to 
give unto your fathers, 

36 Save Ca’leb the son of Jé-phutn’- 
neh; he shall see it, and to him will 
I give the land that he hath trodden 
upon, and to his children, because 
he hath wholly followed-the LorD. 

37 Also the LORD was angry with 
me for your sakes, saying, Thou also 
shalt not go in thither. 

38 Lut JOsh’u-a the son of Nun, 
which standeth before thee, he 
shall go in thither: encourage him: 
TOR he shall cause Is’ra-el to inherit 
it. 

39 Moreover your little ones, which 
ye said should be a prey, and your 
children, which in that day had no 
knowledge between good and evil, 


they shall go in thither, and unto 
them will I give it, and they shall 
possess it. 3 
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| 40 But as for you, turn you, and ~ 
take your journey into the wilder- 
ness by the way of the Red sea. 

41 Then ye answered and said unto 
me, We have sinned against the 
LORD, we will go up and fight, ac- 
cording to all that the LORD our 
God commanded us. And when 
ye had girded on every man his 
weapons of war, ye were ready to 
go up. into the hill. 
42 Andthe LORD said unto me, Say 
unto them, Gonot up, neither fight; 
for Iam not among you; lest ye be 
smitten before your enemies. 

43 So I spake unto you; and ye 
would not hear, but rebelled against 
the commandment of the LORD, 
and went presumptuously up into 
the hill. 
44 And the Am/6r-ites, which dwelt 
in that mountain, came out against 
you, and chased you, as bees do, 
and destroyed you in Sé@’ir, even 
unto Hor’mah. 

45 And ye returned and wept be- 
fore the LORD; but the LORD would 
not hearken to your voice, nor give 
ear unto you. 

46 So ye abode in Ka’desh many 
days, according unto the days that 
ye abode there. 


CHAPTER 2. 
1 Speech of Moses is continued. 
is subdued. 
HEN we turned, and took our 
journey into the wilderness by 
the way of the Red sea, as the LORD 
spake unto me: and we compassed 
mount Se/ir many days. 
2 And the LORD spake unto me, 
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saying 

3 Ve have compassed this moun- 
tain long enough: turn you north- 
ward. 

4 And command thou the people, 
saying, Ye are to pass through the 
coast of your brethren the children 
of E’sau, which dwell in Se’ir; and 
they shall be afraid of you: take ye 
good heed unto yourselves there- 
fore:

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been with thee; thou hast lacked 
nothing. 

8 And when we peace by from 
our brethren the children of F’sau, 
which dwelt in Se’ir, through the 
way of the plain from E’lath, and 
from E’zi-on-ga'bér, we turned and 
passed by the way of the wilder- 
ness of MO’ab. 

9 And the LorRD said unto me, 
Distress not the MO’ab-ites, neither 
contend with them in battle: forT 
will not give thee of their land for 
a possession; because I have given 
Ar unto the children of Lot fora 
possession. 

10 The E’/mims dwelt therein in 
times past, a people great, and 
many, and tall, as the An’a-kims; _ 

11 Which also were accounted gi- 
ants, as the An’a-kims; but the Mo’- 
ab-ites call them E’mims. 

12 The. HO’rims also dwelt in Se’ir 
beforetime; but the children of 
E/sau_ succeeded them, when they 
had destroyed them from before 
them, and dwelt in their stead; as 
Is'ra-el did unto the land of his pos- 
session, which the LORD gave unto 
them. 

13 Now rise up, said J, and get you 
over the brook Ze’red. And we 
went over the brook Zé’red. 

14 And the space in which we came 
from Ka/desh-bar’ne-a, until we 
were come over the brook Ze’red 
was thirty and eight years; unti 
all the generation of the men of 
war were wasted out from among 
the host, as the LORD sware unto 
them. 

15 For indeed the hand of the 
LORD was against them, to destro 
them from among the host, until 
they were consumed. 

16 § So it came to pass, when all 
the men of war were consumed and 
dead from among the people, 

17 That the LORD spake unto me, 


sai ing, 
18 Thou art to A ese over through 
Ar, the coast of Mo’ab, this day: 

19 And when thou comest nigh over 
against the children of Am’mon, dis- 
tress them not, nor meddle with 
them: for I will not give thee of the 
land of the children of Am’m6n any 
possession ; because I have given it 
unto the children of LOt for a pos- 
session. 

20 (That also was accounted a land 
of giants : giants dwelt therein in old 
time ; and the Am’moOn-ites call them 
Zam-zum’mims; 

21 A people great, and many, and 
tall, as the An’a-kims; but the LorRD 
destroyed them before them: and 
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they succeeded them, and dwelt in 
their stead: 

22 As he did to the children of 
E/sau, which dwelt in Se’ir, when 
he destroyed the Ho’rims from be- 
fore them; and they succeeded 
them, and dwelt in their stead even 
unto this day: 

23 And the A’vims which dwelt in 
Ha-ze’rim, even unto Az’zah, the 
Caph’to-rims, which came forth out 
of Caph’tor, destroyed them, and 
dwelt in their stead.) 

24 J Rise ye up, take your journey, 
and pass over theriver Ar’nodn: be- 
hold, I have given into thine hand 
Si/hon the Am/6r-ite, king of Hésh’- 
bon, and his land: begin to possess 
it, and contend with him in battle. 

25 This day will I begin to put 
the dread of thee and the fear of 
thee wen the nations that are under 
the whole heaven, who shall hear 
report of thee, and shall tremble, 
and be in anguish because of thee. 

26 J And I sent messengers out of 
the wilderness of Kéd’e-moth unto 
Si/hon king of Hésh’bon with words 
of peace, saying, 

27 Let me pass through thy land: 
I will go along by the high way, I 
will neither turn unto the right 
hand nor to the left. 

28 Thou shalt sell me meat for 
money, that I may eat; and give me 
water for money, that I may drink: 
only I will pass through on my 


eet; 

29 (As the children of E’sau which 
dwell in Sé’ir, and the Mo’ab-ites 
which dwell in Ar, did unto me;) 
until I shall pass over J6r’dan into 
the jland which the LORD our God 
giveth us. 

30 But Si’/hodn king of Hésh’bon 
would not let us pass by him: for 
the LORD thy God hardened his 
Spit and made his heart obstinate, 
that he might deliver him into thy 
hand, as appeareth this day. 

31 And the LORD said unto me, 
Behold, I have begun to give Si/hon 
and his land before thee : begin to 
posters that thou mayest inherit 
nis land. 
32 Then Si’hon came out against 
us, he and all his people, to fight at 
Ja’haz. 
38 And the LorD our God deliv- 
ered him before us; and we smote 
him, and his sons, and all his 
people. 

34 And we took all his cities at 
that time, and utterly destroyed 
the men, and the women, and the 
little ones, of every city, we left 
none to remain: 
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35 Only the cattle we took for a 
prey unto ourselves, and the spoil 
of the cities which we took. 

36 From Ar’0-ér, which is by the 
brink of the river of Ar’non, and 
from the city that is by the river, 
even unto Gil’e-ad, there was not 
one city too strong for us: the 
LORD our God delivered all unto 


us: 

37 Only unto the land of the chil- 
dren of Am/mon thou camest not, 
nor unto any place of the river Jab’- 
bok, nor unto the cities in the 
mountains, nor unto whatsoever 
the LORD our God forbad us. 


CHAPTER 3. 


1 Speech of Moses continued. 26 Moses 
views the promised land. 
aes we turned, and went up the 

way to Ba’shan: and 0g the 
king of Ba/shan came out against 
us, he and all his people, to battle 
at Ed’re-1. 

2 And the LORD said unto me, 
Fear him not: for I will deliver 
him, and all his people, and_ his 
land, into thy hand; and thou shalt 
do unto him as thou didst unto Si'- 
hon king of the Am’O6r-ites, which 
dwelt at Hésh’bon. 

3 So the LoRD our God delivered 
into our hands 6g also, the king of 
Ba/’shan, andall his people: and we 
smote him until none was left to 
him remaining. 

4 And we took all his cities at that 
time, there was not a city which 
we took not from them, threescore 
cities, all the region of Ar’gob, the 
kingdom of 0g in Ba’shan. 

5 All these cities were fenced with 
high walls, gates, and bars; beside 
unwalled towns a great many. 

6 And we utterly destroyed them, 
ag we did unto Si/hon king of Hesh’- 
bon, utterly destroying the men, 
women, and children, of every city. 

7 But all the cattle, and the spoil 
of the cities, we took fora prey to 
ourselves. 

8 And we took at that time out of 
the hand of the two kings of the 
Am/6r-ites the land that was on this 
side Jér’dan, from the river of Ar’- 
non unto mount Hér’mon; 

9 (Which Hér’mo0n the Si-d0o’ni- 
ans call Sir’i-On ; and the Am/6r-ites 
call it She’nir ;) 

10 All the cities of the plain, and 
all Gil’e-ad, and all Ba’shan, unto 
Sal’chah and Ed’re-1, cities of the 
kingdom of dg in Ba’shan. 

1l For only Og king of Ba’shan 
remained of the remnant of giants; 
beboid, his bedstead was a bedstea 
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of iron; is it not in Rab’bath of the 
children of Am’mon? nine cubits 
was the length thereof, and four cu- 
bits the breadth of it, after the cu- 
bit of a man. 

12 And this land, which we pos- 
sessed at that time, from Ar’0-ér 
which is by the river Ar’non, and 
half mount Gil’e-ad, and the cities 
thereof, gave I unto the Reu’ben- 
ites and to the Gad’ites. 

13 And the rest of Gil/e-ad, and 
all Ba’shan, being the kingdom of 
OB, gave I unto the half tribe of 

a-nas’seh; all the region of Ar’- 
gob, with all Ba’shan, which was 
called the land of giants. 

14 Ja/ir the son of Ma-nas’seh took 
all the country of Ar’gob unto the 
coasts of Gésh’u-ri and Ma-ach’a- 
thi; and called them after his own 
hame, Ba/shan-ha/voth-ja/ir, unto 
this day. e 
o And « gave Gil’e-ad unto Ma’- 
chir. 

16 And unto the Reu’ben-ites and 
unto the Gad’ites I gave from Gil’- 
e-ad even unto the river Ar’non halt 
the valley, and the border even unto 
the river Jab’bok, which is the bor- 
der of the children of Am’mon; 

17 The plain also, and Jor’dan, and 
the coast thereof, from Chin’he-réth 
even unto the sea of the plain, 
even the salt sea, under Ash’doth- 
pig'gah eastward. 

18 | And Icommanded you at that 
time, saying, The LORD your God 
hath given you this land to possess 
it: ye shall pass over armed before 
your brethren the children of Is’- 
ra-el, all that are meet for the war. 
19 But your wives, and your little 
ones, and your cattle, (for I know 
that ye have much Cattle,) shall 
abide in your cities which I have 
given you; 

20 Until the LORD have given rest 
unto your brethren, as well as unto 
Ai and until they also possess the 
and which the LORD your God hath 
given them beyond Jér’dan: and 
then shall ye return every man unto 
his possession, which I have given

21 ¢ And I commanded JOsh’u-a at 
that time, saying, Thine eyes have 
seen all that the LORD your God 
hath done unto these two kings: so 
shall the LORD dounto all the king- 
doms whither thou passest. 

22 Ye shall not fear them: for the 
LORD your God he shall fight for 


ou. 
33 And I besought the LORD at 
that time, saying, 

24 O Lord GOD, thou hast begun 
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to shew thy servant thy greatness, 
and thy mighty hand: for what 
God is there in heaven or in earth, 
that can do according to thy works, 
and according to thy might? 

25.1 pray thee, let me go over, and 
see the 00d land that is beyond 
Jor’dan, that goodly mountain, and 
Leéb‘a-non. 

26 But the LORD was wroth with 
me for your sakes, and world not 
hear me: and the LORD said unto 
me, Let it suffice thee; speak no 
more unto me of this matter. 

27 Get thee up into the top of Pis’- 
gah, and lift up thine eyes west- 
ward, and northward, and south- 
ward, and eastward, and behold it 
with thine eyes: for thou shalt not 
go over this Jor’dan.

% Ye shall not add unto the word 

which Icommand you, neither shall 

ye diminish ought from it, that ye 

may keep the commandments of the 

LORD your God which I command 
ou. 

3 Your eyes have seen what the 
LORD did because of Ba/al-pé’or: 
for all the men that followed Ba’al- 
pe’or, the LORD thy God hath de- 
stroyed them from among you. 

4 But ye that did cleave unto the 
LORD your God are alive every one 
of you this day. 

5 Behold, I have taught you stat- 
utes and apee ments, even as the 
LORD my God commanded me, that 
ye should do so in the land whither 
ye go to possess it. : 

6 Keep therefore and do them ; for 
this is your wisdom and your under- 
standing in the sight of the nations, 
which shall hear all these statutes, 
and say, aya this great nation is 
a wise and understanding people. 

7 For what nation is there so great, 
who hold God so nigh unto them, as 
the LORD our God is in all things 
that we call upon him for ?

9 Only take heed to thyself, and 
keep thy soul diligently, lest thou 
forget the things which thine eyes 
have seen, and lest they depart from 
thy heart all the days of thy life: but 
teach them thy sons, and thy sons’ 
sons; 

10 Specially the day that thou 
stoodest before the LORD thy God 
in HO’reb, when the LORD said unto 
me, Gather me the people together, 
and I will make them hear my 
words, that they may learn to fear 
me all the days that they shall live 
upon the earth, and that they may 
teach their children. 

11 And ye came near and stood 
under the mountain ; and the moun- 
tain burned with fire unto the midst 
of heaven, with darkness, clouds, 
and thick darkness. 

12 And the LORD spake unto you 
out of the midst of the fire: ye heard 
the voice of the words, but saw no 
similitude; only ye heard a voice.

19 And lest thou lift up thine eyes 
unto heaven, and when thou seest 
the sun, and the moon, and the 
stars, even all the host of heaven, 
shouldest be driven to worship 
them, and serve them, which the 
Lorp thy God hath divided unto 
all nations under the whole heaven. 

20 But the LORD hath taken you, 
and brought you forth out of the 
iron furnace, even out of E’gypt, to 
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be unto him a people of inheritance, 
as ye are this day. 

21 Furthermore the LORD was an- 
gry with me for your sakes, and 
sware that I should not go over 
Joér’dan, and that I should not go 
in unto that good land, which the 
Lorp thy God giveth thee for an 
inheritance: 

22 But I must die in this land, I 
must not go over Jér’/dan: but ye 
et go over, and possess that good 
and.

27 And the LORD shall scatter you 
among the nations, and ye shall be 
left few in number among the hea- 
then, whither the LORD shall lead

28 And there ye shall serve gods 
the work of men’s hands, wooc and 
stone, which neither see, nor hear, 
nor eat, nor smell. 

29 But if from thence thou shalt 
seek the LORD thy God, thou shalt 
find him, if thou seek him with all 
thy heart and with all thy soul.

35 Unto thee it was shewed, that

43 Namely, Be'zér in the wilder- 
ness, in the plain country, of the 
Reu’ben-ites;_ and Ra’moth in Gil’- 
e-ad, of the Gad‘ites; and GO‘lan in 
Ba’shan, of the Ma-nas’sites.

47 And they possessed his land, 
and the land of 6g king of Ba’- 
shan, two kings of the Am/’dr-ites, 
which were on this side J6r’dan to- 
ward the sunrising ; 

48 From Ar’0-ér, which is by the 
bank of the river Ar’nOn, even unto 
mount Si’0n, which is Hér’mon, 

49 And all the plain on this side 
J6r’dan eastward, even unto the 
sea of the plain, under the springs 
of Pis’gah. 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 The covenantin Horeb. 6 Moses repeats 
' the commandments. 

‘AND Mo’ses called all is’ra-el, and 
said unto them, Hear, O Is’- 

ra-el, the statutes and judgments 

which I speak in your ears this day, 

that ye may learn them, and keep, 

and do them. 

2 The LorD our God made a cove- 
nant with us in HO’reb. 

3 The LORD made not this cove- 
nant with our fathers, but with us, 
even us, who are all of us here alive 
this day. 

4 The LorD talked with you face 
to face in the mount out of the 
midst of the fire, 

5 (ILstood between the LORD and 
you at that time, to shew you the 
word of the LORD: for ye were 
afraid by reason of the fire,and went 
not up into the mount;) saying, 

6 ¥ Lamthe LoRD thy God, which 
brought thee out of the land of 
E/gypt, from the house of bondage. 

7 Thou shalt have none other gods 
before me. 

8 Thou shalt not make thee any 
graven image, or any likeness of any 
thing that is in heaven above, or that 
és in the earth beneath, or that is in 
the waters beneath the earth: 

9 Thou shalt not bow down thy- 
self unto them, nor serve them: for 
I the LORD thy God am a jealous 
God, visiting the iniquity of the 
fathers upon the children unto the 
third and fourth generation of them 
that hate me, 

10 And shewing mercy unto thou- 
sands of them that love me and 
6 ig commandments. 

11 Thou shalt not take the name 
of the LORD thy God in vain: for 
the LORD willnot hold him guiltless 
that taketh his name in vain. 
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12 Keep the sabbath day to sanc- 
tify it, as the LORD thy God hath 
commanded thee. 

13 Six days thou shalt labour, and 
do all thy work: 

14 But the seventh day is the sab- 
bath of the LORD thy God: in 7¢ thou 
shalt not do any work, thou, nor thy 
son, nor thy daughter, nor thy man- 
servant, nor thy maidservant, nor 
thine ox,nor thine ass, nor any of 
thy cattle, nor thy stranger that is 
within thy gates; that thy manser- 
vant and thy maidservant may rest 
as well as thou. 

15 And remember that-thou wast 


‘a servant in the land of E’gypt, and 


that the LORD thy God brought 
thee out thence through a mighty 
hand and by a stretched out arm: 
therefore the LORD thy God com- 
Banded thee to keep the sabbath 

ay. 

16 § Honour thy father and th 
mother, as the LORD thy God hat 
commanded thee; that thy days 
may be prolonged, and that it ma 
go well with thee, in the land whic 
the LORD thy God giveth thee. 

17 Thou shalt not kill. 

18 Neither shalt thou commit 
adultery. 

19 Neither shalt thou steal. 

20 Neither shalt thou bear false 
witness against thy neighbour. 

21 Neither shalt thou desire thy 
neighbour’s wife, neither'shalt thou 
covet thy neighbour’s house, his 
field, or his manservant, or his 
maidservant, his ox, or his ass, or 
any thing that is thy neighbour’s. 

23 § These words the LoRD spake 
unto all your assembly in the mount 
out of the midst of the fire, of the 
cloud, and of the thick darkness 
with a great voice: and he added 
no more. And he wrote them in 
two tables of stone, and delivered 
them unto me. ' 

23 And it came to pass, when ye 
heard the voice out of the midst of 
the darkness, (for the mountain did 
burn with fire), that ye came near 
unto me, even all the heads of your 
tribes, and your elders; 

24 And ye said, Behold, the LORD 
our God hath shewed us his glory 
and his greatness, and we have 
heard -his voice out of the midst of 
the fire: we have seen this day 
that God doth talk with man, and 
he liveth. 

25 Now therefore why should we 
die ? for this great fire will consume 
us: if we hear the voice of the 
LORD our God any more, then we 
shall die. 
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26 For who is there of all flesh, 
that hath heard the voice of the liv- 
ing God speaking out of the midst 
of the fire, as we have, and lived ? 

27 Go thou near, and hear all that 
the LORD our God shall say: and 
speak thou unto us all that the 
LORD our God _ shall speak unto 
thee; and we will hear it, and do 7t. 

28 And the LorD heard the voice 
of your words, when ye spake unto 
me; and the LORD said unto me, I 
have heard the voice of the words of 
this people, which they have spoken 
unto thee: they have well said all 
that they have spoken. 

29 O that there were such an heart 
in them, that they would fear me, 
and keep all my commandments 
always, that it might be well with 
them, and with their children for 
ever! 

30 Go say to them, Get you into 
your tents again. 

31 But as for thee, stand thou here 
by me, and I will speak unto thee 
all the commandments, and the 
statutes, and the judgments, which 
thou shalt teach them, that they 
may do them in the land which [ 
give them to possess it. 

82 Ye shall observe to do therefore 
as the LORD your God hath com- 
mandea you: ye shall not: turn 
vate ge to the right hand or to the 
eft. 

33 Ye shall walk in all the ways 
which the LORD your God hath 
commanded you, that re may live, 
and that it may be well with you, 
and that ye may prolong your days 
in the land which ye shall possess. 


CHAPTER 6. 
An exhortation to obedience. 
OW these are the command- 
ments, the statutes, and the 
judgments, which the LORD your 
God commanded to teach you, that 
ye might do them in the land whither 
ye Fe to possess it: 

2 That thou mightest fear the 
LORD thy God, to keep all his stat- 
utes and His commandments, which 
I command thee, thou, and thy son 
and thy son’s son, all the days of 
thy life; and that thy days may be 


pretuged. 
3 | Hear therefore, O Is’ra-el, and 
observe to do it; that it may be well 
with thee, and that ye may increase 
ey as the LORD God of thy 
fathers hath promised thee, in the 
land that floweth with milk and 
honey. 

4 Hear, O is’ra-el: the LORD our 
God is one LORD. 
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5 And thou shalt love the Lorb 
thy God with all thine heart, and 
with all thy soul, and with all thy 
might. 

6 een these words, which I com. 
mand thee this day, shall be in thine 


eart: 

7 And thou shalt teach them dili- 
gently unto thy children, and shalt 
talk of them when thou sittest in 
thine house, and when thou walkest 
by the way, and when thou liest 
down, and when thou risest up. 

8 And thou shalt bind them for a 
sign upon thine han4, and they shall 
be as frontlets between thine eyes. 

§ And thou shalt write them upon 
pi posts of thy house, and on thy 

ates. 

i And it shall be, when the LORD 
thy God shall have brought thee 
into the land which he sware unto 
thy fathers, to A’bra-ham, to I’saac 

and to Ja’/cob, to give thee great 
and goodly cities, which thou build- 
edst not, 

11 And houses full of all good 
things, Which thou filledst not, and 
wells digged, which thou diggedst 
not, vineyards and olive trees, 
which thou plantedst not: when 
thou shalt have eaten and be full; 

12 Then beware lest thou forget the 
LORD, which brought thee forth 
out of the land of E’gypt, from the 
house of bondage. 

13 Thou shalt fear the LORD thy 
God, and serve him, and shalt swear 
by his name. 

14 Ye shall not go after other gods, 
of the gods of the people which are 
round about you; 

15 (For the LorRD thy God is a 
jealous God among you) lest the 
anger of the LORD thy God be kin- 
dled against thee, and destroy thee 
from off the face of the earth. 

16 { Yeshall not tempt the LoRD 
eens God, as ye tempted him in 

as’sah. 

17 Ye shall diligently keep the 
commandments of the LORD your 
God, and his testimonies, and his 
As wait which he hath commanded 

ee. 

18 And thou shalt do that which is 
right and good in the sight of the 
LORD: that it may be well with 
thee, and that thou mayest go in 
and possess the good land which 
the LORD sware unto thy fathers, 

19 To cast out all thine enemies 
from before thee, as the LORD hatr 
spoken. 

20 And when thy son asketh thee 
in time to come, saying, What mean 
the testimonies, and he statutes, 
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and the judgments, which the LORD 
our God hath commanded you? 

21 Then thou shalt say unto thy 
son, We were Pha/raoh’s bondmen 
in E/gypt; and the LORD brought 
2 on of E/gypt with a mighty 


hand: Lede 
22 And the LORD shewed signs 


and Ms aah gd Re and sore, upon. 


E’gypt, upon Pha’/raoh, and upon all 
his household, before our eyes: 

23 And he brought us out from 
thence, that he might ed us in, to 
give us the land which he sware 
unto our fathers. 

24 And the LORD commanded us 
to do all these statutes, to fear the 
LORD our God, for our good al- 
ways, that he might preserve us 
alive, as itis at this day. | 

25 And it shall be our righteous- 
ness, if we observe to do all these 
éommanhdments before the LORD 
our God,as he hath commanded us. 


CHAPTER 7. 

Communion with the nations forbidden. 

HEN the LorD thy God shall 

bring thee into the land whith- 
er thou goest to possess it, and 
hath cast out many nations before 
thee, the Hit’tites, and the Gir’ga- 
shites, and the Am/‘Or-ites, and the 
Ca/naan-ites, and the Pér’iz-zites, 
and the Hi’vites, and the Jéb/u- 
sites, seven nations greater and 
mightier than thou; 

2 And when the LORD thy God 
shall deliver them before thee; 
thou shalt smite them, and utterly 
destroy them; thou shalt make 
no covenant with them, nor shew 
mercy unto them: 

3 Neither shalt thou make mar- 
riages with them; thy daughter 
thou shalt not give unto his son, nor 
his daughter shalt thou take unto 
thy son. 

4 For they will turn away thy son 
from following me, that they may 
serve other gods: so will the anger 
of the LORD be kindled against you, 
and destroy thee suddenly. 

5 Butthus shall ye deal with them ; 

e shall destroy their altars, and 

reak down their images, and cut 
down their groves, and burn their 
graven images with fire. 

6 For thou art an poly people unto 
the LORD thy God: the LORD thy 
God hath chosen thee to bea special 
people unto himself, above all peo- 
ple that are upon the face of the 
earth. 

7 The LORD did not set his love 
upon you, nor choose you, because 
ye were More in number than any 
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people; for ye were the fewest of 
all people’ 

8 But because the LORD loved you, 
and because he would keep the oath 
which he had sworn unto your fa- 
thers, hath the LORD brought you 
out with a mighty hand, and re- 
deemed you out of the house: of 
bondmen, from the hand of Pha’- 
raoh king of E’gypt. 

9 Know therefore that the LORD 
thy God, he is God, the faithful 
God, which keepeth covenant and 
mercy with them that love him and 
keep his commandments to a thou- 
sand generations ; 

10 And repayeth them that hate 
him to their face, to destroy them: 
he will not be slack to him that 
hateth him, he willrepay him to his 


ace. 

11 Thou shalt therefore keep the 
commandments, and the statutes, 
and the judgments, which I com- 
mand thee this day, to do them. 

12 | Wherefore it shall come to 
pass, if ye hearken to these judg- 
ments, and keep, and do them, that 
the LORD thy God shall keep unto 
thee the covenant and the mercy 
which he sware unto thy fathers: 

13 And he will love thee, and bless 
thee, and multiply thee: he will 
also bless the fruit of thy womb, and 
the fruit of thy land, thy corn, and 
thy wine, and thine oil, the increase 
of thy kine, and the flocks of thy 
sheep, in the land which he sware 
unto thy fathers to give thee. 

14 Thou shalt be blessed above all 
people, there shall not be male or 

emale barren among you, or among 
your cattle. 

15 And the LORD will take away 
from thee all sickness, and will put 
none of the evil diseases of Egypt, 
which thou knowest, upon thee; 
but will lay them upon all them that 
hate thee. 

16 And thou shalt consume all the 
people which the Lorp thy God 
shall deliver thee; thine eye shall 
have no pity upon them: neither 
shalt thou serve their gods; for 
that wil/ be a snare unto thee. 

17 If thou shalt say in thine heart, 
These nations are more than1; how 
can I dispossess them ? 

18 Thou shalt not be afraid of 
them: but shalt well remember 
what the LORD thy God did unto 
Pha’raoh, and unto all E’gypt; 

19 The great temptations which 
thine eyes saw, and the signs, and 
-the wonders, and the mighty hand, 
and the stretched out arm, whereby 
the LORD thy God brought thee 
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out: so shall the LORD thy God do 


unto all the people of whom thou. 


art afraid. 

20 Moreover the LORD thy God 
will send the hornet among them, 
until they that are left, and hide 
themselves from thee, be de- 
Stroyed. ( 

21 Thou. shalt not be affrighted 
at them: for the LoRD thy God is 
eens you, a mighty God and terri- 
ble. 

22 And the LORD thy God will put 
out those nations before thee by lit- 
tle and little: thou mayest not con- 
sume them at once, lest the beasts 
of the field increase upon thee. 

23 But the LORD thy God shall de- 
liver them unto thee, and shall 
destroy them with a mighty de- 
struction, until they be destroyed. 

24 And he shall deliver their kings 
into thine hand, and thou shalt de- 
stroy their name from under hea- 
ven: there shall no man be able to 
stand before thee, until thou have 
destroyed them. 

25 The graven images of their gods 
shall ye burn with fire: thou shalt 
not desire the silver or gold that is 


on them, nor take 7¢ unto thee, lest, 


thou be snared therein: for it 7s an 
abomination to the LORD thy God. 
26 Neither shalt thou bring an 
abomination into thine house, lest 
thou be a cursed thing like it: but 
thou shalt utterly detestit, and thou 
shalt utterly abhor it; for it is a 
cursed thing. 


CHAPTER 8. 


Moses further exhorts to obedience. 
LL the commandments which I 
command thee. this day shall 
ye observe to do, that ye may live, 
and multiply, and 5° in and possess 
the land which the LORD sware 
unto your fathers. 

2 And thou shalt remember all the 
way which the LORD thy God led 
thee these forty years in the wilder- 
ness, to humble thee, and to prove 
thee, to know what was in thine 
heart, whether thou wouldest keep 
his commandments, or no. 

3 And he humbled thee, and suf- 
fered thee to hunger, and fed thee 
with manna, which thou knewest 
not, neither did thy fathers know; 
that he might make thee know that 
man doth not live by bread only, 


but by every word that proceedeth 
out of the moutb of the LORD doth 
man live. 


4 Thy raiment waxed not old upon 
thee, neither did thy foot swell, 
these forty years. 
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5 Thou shalt also consider in thine 
heart, that, as a man chasteneth his 
son, so the LORD thy God chasten- 
eth thee. 

6 Therefore thou shalt keep the 
commandments of the LORD tity 
God, to walk in his ways, and to 
fear him. 

7 For the LoRD thy God bringeth 
thee into a good land, a land of 
brooks of water, of fountains and 
fe ths that spring out of valleysand 

ills; 

8 A land of wheat, and barley, and 
vines, and fig trees, and pomegran- 
ates ; a land of oil olive, and honey; 

9A land wherein thou shalt eat 
bread without .scarceness, thou 
shalt not lack any thing in it; a 
land whose stones are iron, and out 
of whose hills thou mayest dig 
brass. 

10 When thou hast eaten and art 
full, then thou shalt bless the LORD 
thy God for the good land which he 
hath given thee. 

11 Beware that'thou forget not the 
LorpD thy God, in not keeping his 
commandments, and his judg- 
ments, and his statutes, which I 
command thee this day: 

12 Lest when thou hast eaten and 
art full, and bast built goodly 
houses, and dwelt therein; 

13 And when thy herds and thy 
flocks multiply, and thy silver and 
thy gold is multiplied, and all that 
thou hast is multiplied ; 

14 Then thine heart be lifted up, 
and thou forget the LORD thy God, 
which brought thee forth out of the 
land of E’gypt, from the house of 
bondage ; 

15 Who led thee through that great 
and terrible wilderness, wherein 
were fiery serpents, and scorpions, 
and drought, where there was no 
water; who brought thee forth wa- 
ter out of the rock of flint; 

16 Who fed thee in the wilderness 
with manna, which thy fathers 
knew not, that he might humble 
thee, and that he might prove thee, 
to do thee good at thy latter end; 

17 And thou say in thine heart, 
My Pewee and the might of mine 
hand hath gotten me this wealth. 

18 But thou shalt remember the 
LoRD thy God: for i is he that 
giveth thee power to get wealth 
that he may establish his covenant 
which he sware unto thy fathers, as 
it is this day. 

19 And it shall be, if thou do at all 
forget the LORD thy God, and walk 
after other gods, and serve them 
and worship them, I testify against 
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xo, this day that ye shall surely 
perish. 
20 As the nations which the LORD 
destroyeth before your face, so 
shall ye perish; because ye would 
not be obedient unto the voice of 
the LORD your God. 


CHAPTER 9. 
Moses recalls the rebellions of the children 
of Israel. 
He: O is‘ra-el: Thou art to 
pass over Jor’dan this day, to 
go in to possess nations greaterand 
mightier than thyself, cities great 
and fenced up to heaven, 

2 A people great and tall, the chil- 
dren of the An’a-kims, whom thou 
knowest, and of whom thou hast 
heard say, Who can stand before 
the children of A’nak! 

8 Understand therefore this day, 
that the LORD thy God is he which 
goeth over before thee; as a con- 
suming fire he shall destroy them, 
and he shall bring them down be- 
fore thy face: so shalt thou drive 
them out, and destroy them quickly, 
as the LORD hath said unto thee. 

4 Speak not thou in thine heart, 
after that the LorRD thy God hath 
cast them out from before thee, 
saying, For my righteousness the 
LorD hath brought me into possess 
this land: but for the wickedness 
of these nations the LorpD doth 
drive them out from before thee. 

5 Not for thy righteousness, or for 
the uprighiness of thine heart, dost 
thou go to possess their land: but 
for the wickedness of these nations 
the Lorp thy God doth drive them 
out from before thee, and that he 
may perform the word which the 
LORD sware unto thy fathers, A’bra- 
ham, I’saac, and Ja’/cob. 

6 Understand therefore, that the 
LorpD thy God giveth thee not this 
good land to possess it for thy right- 
eousness; for thou art a stiffnecked 
people. 

7 § Remember, and _ forget not, 
how thou provokedst the LORD thy 
God to wrath in the wilderness: 
from the day that thou didst de- 
part out of the land of E/gypt, until 

e came unto this place, ve have 

een rebellious against the LorD. 

8 Also in Ho’reb ye provoked the 
Lorp to wrath, so that the LoRD 
Was angry with you to have de- 
stroyed you. 
9 When I was gone up into the 
mount to receive the tables of stone 
even the tables of the covenant 
which the LORD made with you, 
then I abode in the mount forty 
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rebellions of Isruel. 


days and forty nights, I neither did 
eat bread nor drink water: 

10 And the LORD delivered unto 
me two tables of stone written with 
the finger of God; and on them was 
written according to all the words, 
which the LORD spake with you in 
the mount out of the midst of the 
fire in the day of the assembly. 

11 And it came to pass at the end 
of forty days and forty nights, that 
the LORD gave me the two tables of 
stone, even the tables of the cove- 
nant. 

12 And the LorD said unto me, 
Arise, get thee down quickly from 
hence; for thy people which thou 
hast brought forth out of E’gypt 
have corrupted themselves: they are 
quickly turned aside out of the way 
which I commanded them; they 
have made them a molten image. 

13 Furthermore the LORD spake 
unto me, saying, I have seen this 
people, and, behold, it is a stiff- 
necked people: 

14 Let me alone, that I may de- 
stroy them, and blot out their name 
from under heaven: and I will make 
of thee a nation mightier and great- 
er than they. 

15 SoIturned and came down from 
the mount, and the mount burned 
with fire: and the two tables of the 
covenant were in my two hands. 

16 And I looked, and, behold, ye 
had sinned cre: the LORD your 
God, and had made you a molten 
ealf: ye had turned aside quickly 
out of the way which the LORD had 
commanded you. 

17 And I took the two tables, and 
cast them out of my two hands, and 
brake them before your eyes. 

18 And I fell down before the 
LORD, as at the first, forty daysand 
forty nights : I did neither eat bread, 
nor drink water, because of all your 
sins which ye sinned, in doing wick- 
edly in the sight of the LORD, to 
provoke him to anger. 

19 For I was afraid of the anger 
and hot displeasure, wherewith the 
LORD was wroth against you to de- 
stroy you. But the LORD heark- 
ened unto me at that time also. 

20 And the LORD was very angry 
with Aar’on to have destroyed him: 
and I prayed for A4r’on also the 
same time. 

21 And I took your sin, the cali 
which ye had made, and burnt it 
with fire, and stamped it, and 
ground it very small, even. until it 
was as small as dust: and I cast the 
dust thereof into the brook that de- 
scended out of the mount. 
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22 And at Tab’e-rah, and at Mas’- 
sah, and at Kib’/roth-hat-ta/a-vah, 
ye provoked the LORD to wrath. 

23 Likewise when the LORD sent 
you from Ka’/desh-bar’ne-a, saying, 
Go up and possess the land which I 
have given you; then ye rebelled 
against the commandment of the 
LORD your God, and ye believed 
him not, nor hearkened to his voice. 

24 Ye have been rebellious against 
the LORD from the day that I knew 


you. 

25 Thus I fell down before the 
LORD forty days and forty nights, 
as I fell down at the jirst ; because 
the LORD had said he would de- 
stroy you. 

26 I prayed therefore unto the 
LORD, and said, O Lord GoD, de- 
stroy not thy people and thine in- 
heritance, which thou hast re- 
deemed through thy greatness, 
which thou hast brought forth out 
of E’gypt with a mighty hand. 

27 Remember thy servants, A’bra- 
ham, I’saac, and Ja/cob; look not 
unto the stubbornness of this peo- 
ple, nor to their wickedness, nor to 
their sin: 

28 Lest the Jand whence thou 
broughtest us out say, Because the 
LORD was not able to bring them 
into the land which he promised 
them, and because he hated them, 
he hath brought them out to slay 
them in the wilderness. 

29 Yet they are thy people and 
thine inheritance, which thou 
broughtest out by thy mighty power 
and by thy stretched out arm. 


CHAPTER 10. 
1 Restoration of the tables. 12 An exhor- 
tation by Moses. 
T that time the LORD said unto 
me, Hew thee two tables of 
stone like unto the first, and come 
up unto me into the mount, and 
make thee an ark of wood. 

2 And I will write on the tables the 
words that were in the first tables 
which thou brakest, and thou shalt 
put them in the ark. 

3 And I made an ark of shittim 
wood, and hewed two tables of 
stone like unto the first, and went 
up into the mount, having the two 
tables in mine hand. 

4 And he wrote on the tables, ac- 
cording to the first writing, tbe ten 
commandments, which the LORD 
Bpake unto you in the mount out of 
the midst of the fire in the day of 
the assembly: and the LORD gave 
them unto me. 

§ And I turned myself and came 
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down from the mount, and put the — 
tables in the ark which I had made; 
and there they be, as the LORD 
commanded me. 

6 7 And the children of is’ra-el took 
their journey from Bé-e’roth of the 
children of Ja/a-kan to M0-se’ra: 
there A4r’on died, and there he 
was buried, and E-le-a’/zar his son 
ministered in the priest’s office in 
his stead. 

7 From thence they journeyed 
unto Gud’go-dah; and from Gud’go- 
dah to Jof/bath, a land of rivers of 
waters. ) 

8 ¢ At that time the ORD sepa- 
rated the tribe of Lé’vi, to bear the 
ark of the covenant of the LORD, to 
stand before the LORD to minister 
unto him, and to bless in his name, 
unto this day. 

9 Wherefore Le’vi hath no part 
nor inheritance with his brethren; 
the LORD is his inheritance, ac- 
coring as the LORD thy God pro- 
mised him. 

10 And I stayed in the mount, ac. 
cording to the first time, forty days 
and forty nights; and the LORD 
hearkened unto me at that time 
also, and the LORD would not de- 
stroy thee. 

11 And the LORD said unto me, 
Arise, take thy journey before the 
people, that they may go in and pos- 
sess the land, which I sware unto 
their fathers to give unto them. 

12 nd, now, Is’ra-el, what doth 
the LORD thy God require of thee, 
but to fear the LORD thy God, to 
walk in all his ways, and to love 
him, and toserve the LORD thy God 
with all thy heart and with all thy 


soul 

13 To keep the commandments of 
the LoRD, and his statutes, which 
I command thee this day tor thy 

ood 7 

14 Behold, the heaven and the hea- 
ven of heavens is the LORD’s thy 
God, the earth also, with all that 
therein is. 4 

15 Only the LoRD had a delight 
in thy fathers to love them, and he 
chose their seed after them, even 
you above all people, as i¢ is this 
day. 

16 Circumcise therefore the fore- 
skin of your heart, and be no more 
stiffnecked. ' 

17 For the LORD your God is God | 
of cet and LORD of lords, a great 
God, amighty, and a terrible, which 
regardeth not persons, nor taketh 
reward: 

18 He doth execute the judgment 
of the fatherless and widow, and 
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loveth the stranger, in giving him 
food and raiment. 

19 Love ye therefore the stranger: 
for ye were straugers in the land of 


E’gypt. 

mine Thou shalt fear the LORD thy 
Cod; him shalt thou serve, and to 
him shalt thou cleave, and swear 
by his name. 

21 He is thy praise, and he ?s thy 
God, that hath done for thee these 
ae and terrible things, which 

hine eyes have seen. 

22 Thy fathers went down into 
E/gypt with threescore and ten per- 
sons; and now the LORD thy God 
hath made thee as the stars of hea- 
ven for multitude. 


CHAPTER 11. 
1 Moses exhorts to obedience. 26 A bless- 
ing and a curse. 

HERSFORE thou shalt love the 

LORD thy God, and keep his 

charge, and his statutes, and his 

judgments, and his commandments, 
alway. 

2 And know ye this day: for J 
speak not with your children which 
have not known, and which have not 
seen the chastisement of the LORD 
peer God, his greatness, his mighty 

and, and his stretched out arm, 

3 And his miracles, and his acts 
which he did in the midst of E’gypt 
unto Pha’raoh the king of E’gypt, 
and unto all hisland; 

4 And what he did unto the army 
of E’gypt, unto their horses, and to 
their chariots; how he made the 
water of the Red sea to overflow 
them as they pursued after you, and 
how the LORD hath destroyed them 
unto this day; 

5 And what he did unto you in the 
wilderness, until ye eame into this 
place; : 

6 And what he did unto Da’than 
and A-bi/ram, the sons of E-li’ab, 
the son of Reu’ben: how the earth 
opened her mouth, and swallowed 
them up, and their households, and 
their tents, and all the substance 
that was in their possession, in the 
midst of ali Is’ra-el: 

7 But your eyes have seen all the 
greatacts of the LORD which he did. 

8 Therefore shall ye keep all the 
commandments which I command 
you this day, that ye may be strong, 
and go in and possess the land, 
whither ye go to possess it; 

9 And that ye may prolong your 
days in the land, which the LORD 
Sware unto your fathers to give 
unto them and to their seed, a land 
that floweth with milk and honey. 
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of obedience, 


10 ¢ For the land, whither thou 

oest in to possess it, is not as the 

and of E’sypt, from whence ye. 
came out, where thou sowedst th 
seed, and wateredstit with thy foot, 
as a garden of herbs: 

11 But the land, whither ye go to 
possess it, 7s a land of hills and val- 
leys, and drinketh water of the rain 
of heaven: 

12 A land which the LORD thy 
God careth for: the eyes of the 
LORD thy God are always upon it, 
from the beginning of the year even 
unto the end of the year. 

13 ¥ And it shall come to pass, if 
ye shall hearken diligently unto m 
commandments which I comman 
you this day, to love the LORD your 
God,and to serve him with all your 
heart and with all your soul, 

14 That I will give yow the rain of 
your land in his due season, the 
first rain and the latter rain, that 
thou mayest eat in thy corn, and 
thy wine, and thine oil. 

15 And I will send grass in thy 
fields for thy cattle, that thou may- 
est eat and be full. 

16 Take heed to yourselves, that 
your heart be not deceived, nae 
turn aside,and serve other gods, 
and worship them ; 

17 And then the LORD’S wrath be 
kindled against you, and he shut up 
the heaven, that there be no rain, 
and that the land yield not her 
fruit; and lest ye perish quickly 
from off the good land which the 
LORD giveth you. 

18 § Therefore shall ye lay up 
these my words in your heartandin 
your soul, and bind them fora sign 
upon your hand, that they may be 
as frontlets between your eyes. 

19 And ye shall teach them your 
children, speaking of them when 
thou sittest in thine house, and 
when thou walkest by the way, 
when thou liest down, and when 
thou risest up. 

20 And thou shalt write them upon 
the door posts of thine house, and 
upon thy gates: 

1 That your days may be multi- 

lied, and the days of your children, 
in the land which the LORD sware 
unto your fathers to give them, 
as the days of heaven upon the 
earth. 

22 9 For if ye shall auligenty kee 
all these commandments which 
command you, to do them, to love 
the LORD your God, to walk in all 
his ways, and to cleave unto him; 

23 Then will the LORD drive out 
all these nations from before you, 
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and ye shall possess greater nations 
and mightier than yourselves. 

24 Every place whereon the soles 
of your feet shall tread shall be 

ours: from the wilderness and 

éb’a-non, from the river, the river 
Eu-phra’tes, even unto the utter- 
most sea shall your coast be. 

25 There shall no man be able to 
stand before you: for the LORD 
your God shall lay the fear of you 
and the dread of you upon all the 
land that ye shall tread upon, as he. 
hath said unto you. 

26 J Behold, I set before you this 
day a blessing and a curse; 

27 A blessing, if ye obey the com- 
mandments of the LORD your God, 
which I command you this day: 

28 Anda curse, if ye will not obey 
the commandments of the LORD 
your God, but turn aside out of the 
way which I command you this day, 
to go after other gods, which ye 
have not known. 

29 And it shall come to pass, when 
the LorpD thy God hath brought 
thee in unto the land whither thou 
goest to possess it, that thou shalt 
put the blessing upon mount Gér’- 
Lam, and the curse upon mount 
E’bal. 

30 Are they not on the other side 
Jor’dan, by the way where the sun 
goeth down, in the land of the Ca/’- 
naan-ites, which dwell in the cham- 
paign over against Gil’gal, beside 
the plains of MO’reh? 

31 For ye shall pass over Jor’dan 
to go in to possess the land which 
the LoRD yous, God giveth you 
and ye shall possess it, and dwell 
therein. 

32 And ye shall observe to do all 
the statutes and judgments which 
I set before you this day. 


CHAPTER 12. 


1 Moses lays down certain laws and judg- 
ments. 17 Holy things to be eaten in a 
holy place. 

HESE are the statutes-and judg- 
ments, which ye shall observe 
to do in the land, which the LORD 

God of thy fathers giveth thee to 
possess it, all the days that ye live 
upon the earth. 

2 Ye shall utterly destroy all the 
places, wherein the nations which 
ye shall possess served their gods, 
upon the high mountains, and upon 
we hills, and under every green 

ree: 

$8 And ye shall overthrow their 
altars, and break their pillars, and 
burn their groves with fire; and ye 
shall hew down the graven images 
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and judgments, 


of their gods, and destroy the © 
names of them out of that place. 

4 Ye shall not do so unto the LORD 
your God. 

5 But unto the place which the 
LORD your God shall choose out of 
all your tribes to put his name there, 
even unto his habitation shall ye 
seek, and thither thou shalt come: 

6 And thither ye shall bring your 
burnt offerings, and your sacrifices. 
and your tithes, and heave oOffer- 
ings of your hand, and your vows, 
and your freewill offerings, and the 
firstlings of your herds and of your 
flocks: 

7 And there ye shall eat before 
the LORD pour God, and ye shall 
rejoice in all that ye put vour band 
unto, ye and your households, 
wherein the LORD thy God hath 
blessed thee.

18 Take heed to thyself that thou 
offer not thy burnt offerings in 
every place that thou seest: 

14 But in the place which the 
LORD shall choose in one of thy 
tribes, there thou shalt offer thy 
burnt offerings, and there thou shalt 
do all that I command thee. 

15 Notwithstanding thou mayest 
kill and eat flesh in all thy gates, 
whatsoever thy soul lusteth after, 
accordiug to the blessing of the 
Lorp thy God which he hath given 
thee: the unclean and the clean 
may eat thereof, as of the roebuck. 


' and as of the hart. 
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16 Only ye shall not eat the blood; 
ye shall pour it upon the earth as 
water. 

17 § Thou mayest not eat within 
thy gates the tithe of thy corn, or of 
thy wine, or of thy oil, or the first- 
lings of thy herds or of thy flock, 
nor any of thy vows which thou 
vowest, nor thy. freewill offerings, 
or heave offering of thine hand: 

18 But thou must eat them before 
the LorpD thy God in the place 
which the LORD thy God shall 
choose, thou, and thy son, and thy 
daughter, and thy manservant, and 
thy maidservant, and the Le’vite 
that is within thy gates: and thou 
shalt rejoice before the LORD thy 
God in all that thou puttest thine 
hands unto. 

19 Take heed to thyself that thou 
forsake not the Le’vite ac long as 
thou livest upon the earth. 

20 | When the LORD thy God shall 
enlarge thy border, as he hath 
poomned thee, and thou shalt say

5 The hart, and the roebuck, and 
the fallow deer, and the wild goat, 
and the pygarp, and the wild ox, 
and the chamois. 

6 Andevery beast that parteth the 
hoof, and cleaveth the cleft into two 
claws, and cheweth the cud among 
the beasts, that ye shall eat. 

7 Nevertheless these ye shall not 
eat of them that chew the cud, or 
of them that divide the clover’hoof ; 
as the camel, and the hare, and the 
coney: for they chew the cud, but 
divide not the hoof; therefore they 
are unclean unto you. 

8 And the swine, because it divid- 
eth the hoof, yet cheweth not the 
cud,it is unclean unto you: ye shall 
not eat of their flesh, nor touch 
their dead carcase. ‘

are in the waters: all that have fins 
and scales shall ye eat:

that thou mayest learn to fear the 
LORD thy God always. 

24 And-if the way be too long for 
thee, so that thou art not able to 
carry it; or if the place be too far 
from thee, which the LORD thy God 
shall choose to set his name there, 
when the LORD thy God hath 
blessed thee:

4 Save when there shall be no 
poor among you; for the LorpD 
shall greatly bless thee in the land 
which the LoRD thy God giveth 
ee for an inheritance to possess 
it: 


5 Only if thou carefully hearken 
unto the voice of the Lorp thy 
God, to observe to do all these 
commandments which I command 
thee this day. 

6 For the LORD thy God blesseth 
thee, as he promised thee: and 
thou shalt lend unto many nations, 
but thou shalt not borrow; and thou 
shalt reign over many nations, but 
they shall not reign over thee. 

7 § If there be among you a poor 
man of one of thy brethren within 
any of thy gates in thy land which 
the LORD thy God giveth thee, thou 
shalt not harden thine heart, nor 
bests thine hand from thy poor bro-

697 And if a Le’vite come from any 
of thy gates out of all Is’ra-el, where 
he sojourned, and come with all 
the desire of his mind unto the 
place which the LORD shall choose; 

7 Then he shall minister in the 
aame of the LORD his God, as all 
his brethren the Lé’vites do, which 
stand there before the LORD.» 

8 They shall, have like portions 
to eat, beside that which cometh of 
the sale of his patrimony. 
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9 J When thou art come into the 
land which the LORD thy God 
siverk thee, thou shalt not learn to 

o after the abominations of those 
nations. ; 

10 There shall not be found among 
peu any one that maketh his son or 

is daughter to pass through the 
fire, or that useth divination, or an 
observer of times, or an enchanter, 
or a witch, ; 

11 Or a charmer, or a consulter 
with familiar spirits, or a wizard, 
or a necromancer. 

12 For all that do these things are 
an abomination unto the LORD: and 
because of these abominations the 
LORD thy God doth drive them out 
from before thee. 

13 Thou shalt be perfect with the 
LORD thy God. 

14 For these nations, which thou 
shalt possess, hearkened unto ob- 
servers of times, and unto diviners: 
but. as for thee, the LORD thy God 
hath not suffered thee so fo do. 

15 § The LORD thy God will raise 
up unto thee a Prophet from the 
midst of thee, of thy brethren, like 
unto me; unto him ye shall heark- 


en; 

16 According to all that thou de- 
siredst of the LORD thy God in HO’- 
reb in the day of the assembly, say- 
ing, Let me not hear again the voice 
of the LoRD my God, neither let me 
see this great fire any more, that I 
die not. 

17 And the LorD said unto me, 
They have well spoken that which 
they have spoken. P 

18 I will raise them up.a Prophet 
from among their brethren, like 
unto thee, and will put my words 
in his mouth; and he shall speak 
unto them all that I shall command 

im. 

19 And it shall come to pass, that 
whosoever will not hearken unto 
my words which he shall speak in 
my name, I will require 7¢ of him. 

20 But the prophet, which shall 
presume to speak a word in, my 
name, which I have not commanded 
him to speak, or that shall speak 
in the name of. other gods, even 
that prophet shall die. 

21 And if thou say in thine heart, 
How shall we know the word which 
the LORD hath not spoken ? 

22: When a prophet speaketh in 
the name of the LORD, if the thing 
follow not, nor come to pass, that zs 
the thing which the LORD hath not 
spoken, dut the prophet hath spoken 
it presumptuously: thou shalt not 
be afraid of him.

2 Thou shalt separate three cities 
for thee in the midst of thy land, 
which the LorpD thy God giveth 
thee to possess it. 

3 Thou shalt prepare thee a way, 
and divide the coasts of thy land, 
which the LoRD thy God giveth 
thee to inherit, into three parts, 
that every slayer may flee thither. 
4 9 And this is the case of the 
slayer, which shall flee thither, that 
he may live:. Whoso killeth his 
neighbour ignorantly, whom he 
hated not in time past; 

§ As when a man goeth into the 
wood with his neighbour to hew 
wood, and his hand fetcheth a 
streke with the ax to cut down the 
tree, and the head slippeth from 
the helve, and lighteth upon his 
neighbour, that he die; he shall flee 
unto one of those cities, and live: 

6 Lest the avenger of the blood 
pursue the slayer, while his heart 
is hot, and overtake him, because 
the way is long, and slay him;

not in time past. 

7 Wherefore I command thee, Say- 
ing, Thou shalt separate three 
cities for thee. 

8 And if the LORD thy God enlarge 
thy coast, as he hath sworn unto thy 
fathers, and give thee all the land 
which he promised to give unto thy 
fathers; 

9 If thou shalt keep all these com- 
mandments to do them, which I 
command thee this day, to love the 
LORD thy God, and to walk ever 
in his ways; then shalt thou add 
three cities more for thee, beside 
these three: 

10 That innocent blood be not shed 
in thy land, which the LorD thy 
God giveth thee for an inheritance, 
and so blood be upon thee.

6 Thou shalt not seek their peace 
nor their prosperity all thy days for 


ever. 

7 J Thoushalt notabhor an E’dom- 
ite; for he is thy brother: thou 
shalt not abhor an E-gyp‘tjan; be- 
tome thou wast a stranger in his 
and. 

8 The children that are begotten 
of them shall enter into the congre- 
gation of the LORD in their third 
generation. 

9 § When the host goeth forth 
against thine enemies, then keep 
thee from every wicked thing.

10 9 If there be among you any 
man, that is not clean by reason of 
uncleanness that chanceth him by 
night, then shall he goabroad out of 
the camp, he shall not come within 
the camp: t 

11 But it shall be, when evening 
cometh on, he shall wash himself 
with water: and when the sun is 
down, he shall come into the camp 
again. 

12 { Thou shalt have a place also 
without the camp, whither thou 
shalt go forth abroad: 

13 And thou shalt have a paddle 
upon thy weapon; and it shall be, 
when thou wilt ease thyself abroad, 
thou shalt dig therewith, and shalt 
turn back and cover that which 
cometh from thee:

18 Thou shalt not bring the hire 
of a whore, or the price of a dog 
into the house of the LORD thy Go 
for any vow: for even both these 
are abomination unto the LORD 


thy God. 

19 § Thou shalt not lend upon 
usury to thy brother; usury of 
money, usury of victuals, usury of 
any thing that is lent upon usury: 

20 Unto a stranger thou mayest 
lend upon usury; but unto thy 
brother thou shalt not lend upon 
usury: that the LorpD thy God may 
bless thee in all that thou settest 
thine hand to in the land whither 
thou goest to possess it. 

21 4 en thou shalt vow a vow 
unto the LORD thy God, thou shalt 
not slack to pay it: for the LORD 
thy God will surely .require it of 
thee; and it would be sin in thee.

4 Her former husband, which sent 
her away, may not take her again to 
be his wife, after that she is defiled ; 
for that is abomination before the 
LORD: and thou shalt not cause the 
land to sin, which the LORD thy 
God giveth thee Jor an inheritance. 

5 § Whena man hath taken a new 
wife, he shall not go out to war, 
neither shall he be charged with 
any business: but he shall be free at 
home one year,and shall cheer up 
his wife which he hath taken. 

6 § Noman shall take the nether 

or the upper millstone to pledge: 
for he taketh a man’s life to 
pledge: 
79 If a man be found stealing any 
of his brethren of the children of 
is’ra-el, and maketh merchandise 
of him, or selleth him; then that 
thief shall die; and thou shalt put 
evil away from among you. . 

8 J Take heed in the plague of 
leprosy, that thou observe diligent- 
ly, and do according to all that the 
priests the Le’ vites shall teach yor . 
as I commanded them, so ye shall 
observe to do. 

9 Remember what the LORD thy 
God did unto Mir’il-am by the way. 
after that ye were come forth out 
of E’gypt. 
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10 | When thou dost lend thy 
brother any thing, thou shalt not 
go into his house to fetch his 
pledge.

45 Moreover all these curses shall

57 And toward her young one 
that cometh out from between her 
feet, and toward her children 
which she shall bear: for she shall 
eat them for want of all things 
secretly in the siege and straitness, 
wherewith thine enemy shall dis- 
tress thee in thy gates. 

58 If thou wilt not observe to do 
all the words of this law that are 
written in this book, that thou may- 
est fear this glorious and fearful 
name, THE LORD THY GOD; 
59 Then the LorpD will make thy 
plagues wonderful, and the plagues 
of thy seed, even great plagues, and 
of long continuance, and sore sick- 
nesses, and of long continuance. 

60 Moreover he will bring upon 
thee all the diseases of E’gypt 
which thou wast afraid of; an 
they shall cleave unto thee.

11 Your little ones, your wives, and 
thy stranger that is in thy camp, 
from the hewer of thy wood unto 
the drawer of thy water: 

12 That thou shouldest enter into 
covenant with the LorD thy God, 
and into his oath, which the LoRD 
thy God maketh with thee this day: 

13 That he may establish thee to 
day for a people unto himself, and 
that he may be unto thee a God, as 
he hath said unto thee, and as be 
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hath sworn unto thy fathers, to 
A’bra-ham, to I’saac, and to Ja/cob. 

14 Neither with you only do I 
make this covenant and this oath; 

15 But with him that standeth here 
with us this day before the LORD 
our God, and also with him that is 
not here with us this day: 

16 (For ye know how we have dwelt 
in the land of E’gypt; and how we 
came through the nations which ye 
passed by; . } 

17 And ye have seen their abomi- 
nations, and their idols, wood and 
stone, silver and gold, which were 
among them:) 

18 Lest there should be among you 
man, or woman, or family, or tribe, 
whose heart turneth away this day 
from the LORD our God, to go and 
serve the gods of these nations; 
lest there should be among youa 
root that beareth gall and worm- 


wood; 

19 And it come to pass, when he 
heareth the words of this curse, 
that he bless himself in his heart. 
saying, I shall have peace, though if 
walk in the imagination of mine 
heart, toadd drunkenness to thirst: 

20 The LORD will not spare him 
put then the anger of the Lorp and 
his jealousy shall smoke against 
that man, and all the curses thatare 
written in this book shall lie upon 
him, and the LORD shall blot out 
his name from under heaven. 

21 And the LORD shall separate 
him unto evil out of all the tribes of 
Is‘ra-el, according to all the curses 
of the covenant that are written in 
this book of the law: 

22 So that the generation to come 
of your children that shall rise up 
after you, and the stranger that 
shall come froma far land, shall say, 
when they see the plagues of that 
land, and the sicknesses which the 
LORD hath laid upon it; 

23 And that the whole land thereof 
is brimstone, and salt, and burning, 
that it is not sown, nor beareth, nor 
any grass groweth therein, like the 
overthrow of S0d’om, and G6-mor’- 
rah, Ad’mah, and Ze-bo’/im, which 
the LORD overthrew in his anger, 
and in his wrath: 

24 Even all nations. shall. say, 
Wherefore hath the LORD done 
thus unto this land? what meaneth 
the heat of this great anger ? 

25 Then men shall say, Because 
they have forsaken the covenant of 
the LorpD God of their fathers, 
which he made with them when he 
brought them forth out of the land 
of E'gypt: a) of 


Mercies promised. 


26 For they went and served other 
gods, and worshipped them, gods 
whom they knew not, and #8hom he 
had not given unto them: 

27 And the anger of the LORD was 
kindled against this land, to bring 
upon it all the curses that are writ- 
ten in this book: 

28 And the LORD rooted them out 
of their land in anger, and in wrath, 
and in great indignation, and cast 
them into another land, as itis this 


ay. 

29 The secret things belong unto the 
LORD our God: but those things 
which are revealed belong unto us 
and to our children for ever, that 
ae may do all the words of this 
aw. 


CHAPTER 30. 


1 A promise of mercies. 15 Good and evil 
efore all. 
AN? it shall come to pass, when 
all these things are come upon 
thee, the blessing and the curse 
which I have set before thee, an 
thou shalt call them to mind among 
all the nations, whither the LORD 
thy God hath driven thee, 

2 And shalt return unto the LORD 
thy God, and shalt obey his voice 
according to all that 1 command 
thee this day, thou and thy chil- 
dren, with all thine heart, and with 
all thy soul; 

3 That then the LORD thy God 
will turn thy captivity, and have 
compassion upon thee, and will 
return and gather thee from all the 
nations, whither the LORD thy 
God hath scattered thee. _ 

4 If any of thine be driven out 
unto the outmost parts of heaven 
from thence will the LORD thy Go 
aint thee, and from thence will 

e fetch thee: 

5 And the LorpD thy God will 
bring thee into the land which thy 
fathers possessed, and thou shalt 
possess it ; and he will do thee good, 
and multiply thee above thy fa- 
thers. 

6 And the LorpD thy God will 
circumcise thine heart, and the 
heart of thy seed, to love the LORD 
thy God with all thine heart, and 
ay all thy soul, that thou mayest 

ve... 
7 And the LoRD thy God will put 
all these curses upon thine enemies, 
and on them that hate thee, which 
persecuted thee. 

8 And thou shalt. return and obe 
the voice of the LORD, and do a 
his commandments which 1 com- 
mand thee this day. 
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9 And the Lorp thy God will 
make thee plenteous in every work 
vf thine hand, in the fruit of thy 
body, and in the fruit of thy cattle, 
and in the fruit of thy land, for 
good: for the LoRD will again re- 
joice over thee for good, as he re- 
joiced over thy fathers: 

10 If thou shalt hearken unto the 
voice of the LORD thy God, to keep 
his commandments and his statutes 
which are written in this book of 
the law, and if thou turn unto the 
LORD thy God with all thine heart, 
and with all thy soul. j 

ll ¢ For thiscommandment which 

Icommand thee this day, it 7s not 
pecen from thee, neither 7s it far 
off. 
12 It is not in heaven, that thou 
shouldest say, Who shall go up for 
us to heaven, and bring it unto 
ue, that we may hear it, and do 
it? 

13 Neither is it beyond the sea 
that thou shouldest say, Who shall 
go over the sea for us, and bring it 
mate us; that we may hear it, and 

o it? 

14 But the word is very nigh unto 
thee, in thy mouth, and in thy heart, 
that thou mayest do it. 

15 { See, I have set before thee 
this day life and good, and death 
and evil; 

16 In that I command thee this day 
tolove the LORD thy God, to walk in 
his ways, and to keep his command- 
ments and his statutes and his judg- 
ments, that thou mayest live and 
multiply: and the LORD thy God 
shall bless thee in the land whither 
thou goest to possess it. 

17 But if thine heart turn away,so 
that thou wilt not hear, but shalt 
be drawn away, and worship other 
gods, and serve them; 

18 I denounce unto you this day, 
that ye shall surely perish, and that 

ye shall not prolong your days upon 

he land, whither thou passest over 
26r’dan to go to possess it. 

19 I call heaven and earth to record 
this day against you, that I have set 
before you life and death, blessing 
and cursing: therefore choose life, 
thes both thou and thy seed may 

ive: 

20 That thou mayest love the LORD 
thy God, and that thou mayest obey 
his voice, and that thou mayest 
cleave unto him: for he is thy life, 
and the length of thy days: that 
thou mayest dwell in the land 
which the LORD sware unto: thy 
fathers, to A’bra-ham, to I’gaac, and 
to Ja’'cob, to give them. 
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CHAPTER 31. 


1 The people encouraged. 14 Joshua 
charged. 24 Book of the law given te 
the Levites. 


ae Mo’ses went and spake these 
words unto all is’ra-el. 

2 And he said unto them, I aman 
bundred and twenty years old this 
day; [can nomore go outand come 
in: also the LORD hath said unto 
me, Thou shalt not go over this 
Jordan. 

3 The LORD thy God, he shee 
over before thee, and he will de- 
stroy these nations from before 
thee, and thou shalt possess them: 
and J0sh'u-a, he shall go over 
before thee, as the LORD hath 


said. 

4 And the LorRD shall do unto 
them as he did to Si/h0n and to 0g, 
kings of the Am/6r-ites, and unto 
the land of them, whom he de- 
stroyed. 

5 And the LORD shall give them 
up before your face, that ye may do 
unto them according unto all the 
commandments which I have com- 
manded you, 

6 Be strong and of a good courage, 
fear not, nor be afraid of them: for 
the LorpD thy God, he i¢7s that doth 
go with thee; he will not fail thee, 
nor forsake thee. 

7 4 And Mo’ses called unto JOsh’- 
u-a, and said unto him in the sight 
of all is’ra-el, Be strong and of @ 
good courage: for thou must go 
with this people untothe land which 
the LORD hath sworn unto their fa- 
thers to give them; and thou shalt 
cause them to inherit it. 

8 And the LORD, hevt is that doth 

o before thee ; he will be with thee, 

e will not fail thee, neither for- 
sake thee: fear not, neither be dis- 
mayed. 

9 | And Mo’ses wrote this law, 
and delivered it unto the priests 
the sons of Leé’vi, which bare the 
ark of the covenant of the LORD, 
and unto all the elders of Is’ra-el. 

0 And Mo’ses commanded them, 
saying, At the end of every sever 
years, in the solemnity of the year 
of release, in the feast of taberna- 


cles 
“11 When all is’ra-el is come to ap- 
pear before the LORD thy God 
the place which he shall choose 
thou shalt read this law before all 
Is'ra-el in their hearts 
2 Gather the people together 
men, and women, and children, an 
thy stranger that 7s within thy gates, 
that they may hear, and that they 
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may learn, and fear the LORD your 
God, and observe to do all the words 
of this law: 

13 And that their children, which 
have not known any thing, may 
hear, and learn to fear the LORD 

rour God, as long as ye live in the 

and whither ye go over Jor’dan to 
possess it. 

14 ¢ And the LORD said unto Mo’- 
ses, Behold, thy days approach that 
thou must die: call Josh’u-a, and 
present yourselves in the tabernacle 
of the congregation, that I may give 
him a charge. And Mo’ses and 
Josh’u-a went, and presented them- 
selves in the tabernacle of the con- 
gregation. 

15 And the LORD appeared in the 
tabernacle ina pillar ofa cloud: and 
the pillar of the cloud stood over 
the door of the tabernacle. 

16 § And the LORD said unto M0’- 
ses, Behold, thou shalt sleep with 

hy fathers; and this people wil! 
rise up, and go a whoring after the 
gods of the Strangers of the land, 
whither they go to be among them, 
and will forsake me, and break m 
covenant which I have made wit 
them. 

17 Then my anger shall be kindled 
against them in that day, and I will 
forsake them, and I will hide my 
face from them, and they shall be 
devoured, and many evils and trou- 
bles shall befall them; so that they 
will say in that day, Are not these 
evils come upon: us, because our 
God is not among us? 

18 And I will surely hide my face 
in that day for all the evils which 
they shall have wrought, in that 
they are turned unto other gods. 

19 Now therefore write ye this 
song for you, and teach it the chil- 
dren of is/ra-el: put it in their 
mouths, that this song may be a 
witness for me against the children 
of Is’ra-el. 

20 For when I shall have brought 
them into the land which I sware 
unto their fathers, that floweth with 
milk and honey; and they shall 
have eaten and filled themselves, 
and waxen fat; then will they turn 
unto other gods, and serve them, 
and provoke me, and break my 
covenant. 3 

21 And it shall come to pass, when 
many evils and troubles are befallen 
them, that this song shall testify 
goainet them ‘as a witness; for it 
shall not be forgotten out of the 
mouths: of their seed: for I know 
their imagination which rte go 
about. even now. before I have 
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brought them into the land which I 
sware. 

22 § Mo’ses therefore wrote this 
song the same day, and taught it 
the children of Is’ra-el. 

23 And he gave Josh’u-a the son of 
Ntn a charge, and said, Be strong 
and of a good courage: for thou 
shalt bring the children of Is’ra-el 
into the Jand which I sware unto 
them: and I will be with thee. 

24 ¢ And it came to pass, when 
MO’ses had made an end of writing 
the words of this law in a book, 
until they were finished, 

25 That Mo peg. commanded_ the 
Le’/vites, which bare the ark of the 
covenant of the LORD, saying, 

26 Take this book of the law, and 
put it in the side of the ark of the 
covenant of the LORD your God, 
that it may be there for a witness 
against thee. 

27 For I know thy rebellion, and 
thy stiff neck: behold, while I am 
ae alive with you this day, ye have 

een rebellious against the LORD; 
and how much more after my 
death ? 

28 § Gather unto me all the elders 
of your tribes, and your officers, that 
I may speak these words in their 
ears, and call heaven and earth to 
record against them. 
29 For I know that after my death 
ye will utterly corrupt yourselves 
and turn aside from the way which 
have commanded you; and evil will 
befall you in the latter days; be- 
cause ye will do evil in the sight of 
the LORD, to provoke him to anger 
through the work of your hands. 

30 And Mo’ses spake in the ears of 
all the congregation of Is‘ra-el the 
pier A of this song, until they were 
ended. 


CHAPTER 32. 
1 Song of Moses. 48 Be as ordered to Nebo 
o die. 


ie IVE ear, O ye heavens, and I 
JX will speak; and hear, O earth, 
the words of my mouth.. 

2 My doctrine shall drop as the 
rain, my speech shall distil as the 
dew, as the small rain upon the ten- 
der herb, and as the showers upon 
the grass: 

3 Because I will publish the name 
of the LORD: ascribe ye greatness 
unto our Goa. 

4 He is the Rock, his work is per- 
fect: for all his ways are judg- 
ment: a God of truth and without 
ae ba just and right is he. . 

5 They have corrupted themselves, 
their spot is.not the spot of his chil- 
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dren: they are a perverse and 
crooked generation. 

6 Do ye thus requite the LorD, 
O foolish people and unwise ? 7s not 
he thy father that hath bought 
thee ? hath he not made thee, and 
established thee ? 

7 § Remember the days of old, 
consider the years of many genera- 
tions: ask thy father, and he will 
shew thee; thy elders, and they 
will tell thee. 

8 When the most High divided to 
the nations their inheritance, when 
he separated the sons of Ad’am, he 
set the bounds of the pecs accord- 
ing to the number of the children 
of Is/ra-el. 

9 For the LORD’s portion is his 
ible Ja’cob is the lot of his in- 

eritance. 

10 He found him in a desert land, 
and in the waste howling wilder- 
ness; he led him about, he in- 
structed him, he kept him as the 
apple of his eye. 

1 As an eagle stirreth up her nest, 
fluttereth over her young, spread- 
eth abroad her wings, taketh them, 
beareth them on her wings: 

12 So the LorD alone did lead 
him, and there was no strange god 
with him. 

13 He made him ride on the high 
places of the earth, that he might 
eat the increase of the fields; and 
he made him to suck honey out of 
the rock, and oil out of the flinty 


rock; 

14 Butter of kine, and milk of 
sheep, with fat of lambs, and rams 
of the breed of Ba’shan, and goats, 
with the fat of kidneys of wheat; 
and thou didst drink the pure blood 
of the grape. 

15 J But Jésh’u-rtin waxed fat, and 
kicked: thou art waxen fat, thou 
art grown thick, thou art covered 
with fatness; then he forsook God 
which made him, and lightly es- 
teemed the Rock of his salvation. 

16 They provoked him to jealousy 
with strange gods, with abomina- 
- tions provoked they him to anger. 

17. They sacrificed unto devils, 
not to God; to gods whom they 
knew not, to new gods that came 
newly up, whom your fathers: fear- 
ed not. 

18 Of the Rock jhat begat thee 
thou art unmindful, and hast for- 
gotten God that formed thee. 

19 And when the LORD saw it, he 
abhorred them, because of the pro- 
voking of his sons, and of his daugh- 


ters. i 
20 And he said, I will hide my 
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face from them, I will see what 
their end shall be: for they are a 
very froward generation, children 
in whom is no faith. 

21 They have moved me to jeai- 
ousy with that which is not God: 
they have provoked me to anger 
with their vanities: and I will 
move them to jealousy with those 
which are not a people; I will pro- 
voke them to anger with a foolish 
nation. 

22 For a fire is kindled in mine 
anger, and shall burn unto the 
lowest hell, and shall consume the 
earth with her inerease, and set vn 
fire the foundations of the moun- 
tains. 

23 I will heap mischiefs upon 
them; I will spend mine arrows 
upon them, 

24 They shall be burnt with hunger, 
and devoured with burning heat 
and with bitter destruction: I will 
also send the teeth of beasts upon 
them, with the poison of serpents 
of the dust. 

25 The sword without, and ter- 
ror within, shall destroy both the 
young man and the virgin, the 
suckling also with the man of gray 
hairs. 

26 I said, I would scatter them 
into corners, I would make the re- 
membrance of them to cease from 
among men: 

27 Were it not that I feared the 
wrath of the enemy, lest their ad- 
versaries should behave themselves 
strangely, and lest they should say, 
Our hand is high, and the LORD 
hath not done all this. 
28 For they are a nation void of 
counsel, neither is there any under. 
standing in them. 

29 O that they were wise, thai 
they understood this, that they 
would consider their latter end! 

30 How should one chase a thou. 
sand, and two put ten thousand to 
flight, except their Rock had sold 
them, and the LORD had shut them 


up? 

31 For their rock is not as our 
Rock, even our enemies themselves 
being judges. 

32 For their vine is of the vine of 
Sod’om, and of the fields of GO-mor’- 
rah: their grapes are grapes of gall, 
their clusters are bitter: 

383. Their wine is the poison of drag- 
ons, and the cruel venom of asps. 

34 /s not this laid up in store with 
me, and sealed up among my trea 
sures? | 

35 To me belongeth vengeance, 
and recompence; their foot) shal) 
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slide in due time: for the day of 
their calamity is at hand, and the 
things that shall come upon them 
make haste. 

36 For the LORD shall judge his 
people, and repent himself for his 
servants, when he seeth that their 
. power is gone, and there is none 
shut up, or left. 

37 And he shall say, Where are 
their gods, their rock in whom they 
trusted, ; 

38 Which did eat the fat of their 
sacrifices, and drank the wine of 
their drink offerings ? let them rise 
up and help you, and be your pro- 
tection. 

39 See now that I, even I, am he, 
and there is no god with me: I kill, 
and I make alive; I wound, and I 
heal: neither zs there any that can 
deliver out of my hand. 

40 For Ilift up my hand to heaven, 
and say, I live for ever. _ 

41 If I whet my pa sword, 
and mine hand take hold on judg- 
ment; I will render vengeance to 
mine enemies, and willreward them 
that hate me. 

42 I will make mine arrows drunk 
with blood, and my sword shall de- 
vour flesh; and that with the blood 
of the slain and of the captives, 
fromthe beginning ofrevenges upon 
the enemy. 

43 Rejoice, O ye nations, with his 
people: for he will avenge the blood 
of his servants, and will render 
vengeance to his adversaries, and 
will be merciful unto his land, and 


to his people. 
44 ¢ And Mo’ses came and spake 
all the words of this song in the ears 


of the people, he, and Ho-she’a the 
son of Nun. 

45 And Mod’ses made an end of 
peesking all these words to all Is’- 
ra-el: 

46 And hesaid unto them, Set your 
hearts unto all the words which I 
testify among you this day, which 
ye shall command your children to 
- observe to do, all the words of this 


law. 

47 For itis nota vain thing for you; 
because it 7s your life: and through 
this thing ye shall prolong your days 
in the land, whither ye go over J6r’- 
dan. to possess it. 

48 And the LORD spake unto 
Mo’ses that selfsame day, say- 


b] 
49, ‘Get thee up into this mountain 
Ab’a-rim, wnto mount Ne’b6, which 
és in the land of Mo’ab, that ts over 
against Jér’i-chO; and behold the 
land ef Ca/naan, which I give unto 
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the children of is’ra-el for a posses- 
sion: 

50 And die in the mount whither 
thou goest up, and be gathered unto 
thy people; as Aar’on thy brother 
died in mount Hor, and was gath- 
ered unto his people: 

51 Because ye trespassed against 
me among the children of is’ra-el 
at the waters of Mer’i-bah-Ka’desh, 
in the wilderness of Zin; because ye 
sanctified me not in the midst of the 
children of Is’ra-el. 

52 Yet thou shalt see the land be- 
fore thee; but thou shalt not go 
thither unto the land which I give 
the children of Is’ra-el. 


CHAPTER 33. 
1 Moses blesses the tribes. .28 Safety of 
Israel. 


JAN this is the blessing, where- 

with matey the man of God 
blessed the children of Is’ra-el be- 
fore his death. 

2 And he said, The LORD came 
from Si’/nai, and rose up from Se’ir 
unto them; he shined forth from 
mount Pa/ran, and he came with 
ten thousands of saints: from his 
right hand went afiery law for them. 

3 Yea, he loved the people; all 
his saints are in thy hand: and they 
sat cown at thy feet; every one 
shall receive of thy words. 

4 Mo’ses commanded us a law, 
even the inheritance of the congre- 
gation of Ja’/cob. 

5 And he was king in Jésh’u-run 
when the heads of the people and 
the tribes of is'ra-el were gathered 
together. 

6 J. Let Reu’ben live, and not die; 
and let not his men be few. 

7 9 And this is the blessing of Ju'- 
dah: and he said, Hear, LORD, the 
voice of Ju’dah, and bring him unto 
his people: let his hands be suffi- 
cient for him; and be thou an help 
to him from his enemies. 

8 § And of Le’vi he said, Let th 
Thum’mim and thy U’rim be wit 
thy holy one, whom_ thou didst 
prove at Mas’sah, and with whom 
thou didst strive at the waters of 
Mér’i-bah; 

9 Who said unto his father and to 
his mother, I have not seen him; 
neither did he acknowledge his bre- 
thren, nor knew his own children: 
for they have observed thy word, 
and kept thy covenant. 

10 They shall teach Ja’cob thy 
judgments, and is’ra-el thy law: 
they shall put incense before thee, 
and whole burnt sacrifice upon 
thine altar. ; 
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11 Bless, LORD, his substance, aud 
accept the work of his hands: smite 
through the loins of them that rise 
against him, and of them that hate 
him, that they rise not again. 

12 § And of Bén’‘ja-min he said 
The beloved of the LORD shal 
dwell in safety by him; and the 
Lorp shall cover him ali the day 
long, and he shall dwell between 
his shoulders. 

13 § And of JO’seph he said, Bless- 
ed of the Lorp ée his land, for the 

recious things of heaven, for the 

ew, and for the deep that coucheth 
beneath, 

14 And for the precious fruits 
brought forth by the sun, and for the 
precious things put forth by the 
moon, 

15 And for the chief things of the 
ancient raountains, and for the pre- 
cious things of the lasting hills, 

16 And for the precious things of 
the earth and fulness thereof, and 
for the good will of him that dwelt 
in the bush: let the blessing come 
upon the head of JO’seph, and upon 
the top of the head of him that was 
separated from his brethren. 

lj His glory is like the firstling of 
his bullock, and his horns are like 
the horns of unicorns: with them 
he shall push the people together 
to the ends of the earth: and they 
are the ten thousands of E’phra-im, 
and they are the thousands of Ma- 
nas’seh. f 

18 § And of Zéb‘u-lun he said, Re- 
joice, Zeb‘u-lun, in thy going out; 
and, Is’sa-char, in thy tents. 

19 They shall call the people unto 
the mountain; there they shall of- 
fer sacrifices of righteousness: for 
they shall suck of the abundance of 
the seas, and of treasures hid in the 


sand. 

20 § And of Gad he said, Blessed 
be he that enlargeth Gad: he dwell- 
eth as a lion, and teareth the arm 
with the crown of the head. 

21 And he provided the first part 
for himself, because there, in a por- 
tion of the lawgiver, was he seated; 
and he came with the heads of the 
people, he executed the justice of 
the LORD, and his judgments with 


igre 1. 

_j And of Dan he said, Dan is 
a lion’s whelp: he shall leap from 
Ba’'shan. 
23 1, And of Hephitah he said, O 
Nar ‘ta-li, satisfied with favour, 
a full with the blessing of the 
LORD: possess thou the west and

2 J And or Asn’ér ne said, Let 
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Ash’ér be blessed with children; let 
him be acceptable to his brethren, 
and let him dip his foot in oil. 

25 Thy shoes shall be iron and 
brass; and as thy days, so shall thy 
strength be. 

26 Y There is none like unto the 
God of Jésh’u-riin, who rideth upon 
the heaven in thy help, and in his 
excellency on the sky. 

27 The eternal God is thy refuge, 
and underneath are the everlasting 
arms: and he shall thrust out the 
enemy from before thee; and shall 
say, Destroy them. 

28 is’ra-el then shall dwellin safety 
alone: the fountain of Ja’cob shall be 
upon a land of corn and wine; also 
his heavens shall drop down dew.

2 And all Naph’ta-li, and the land 
of ©’phra-im, and Ma-nas’seh, and 
all the land of Ju’dah, unto the ut- 
most sea, 

3 And the south, and the plain of 
the valley of Jér‘i-cho, the city of 
palm trees, unto ZO/ar. 

4 And the LORD said unto him, 
This 7s the land which I sware unto 
A’bra-ham, unto I’/saac, and unto 
Ja/cob, saying, I will give it unto 
thy seed: I have caused thee to see 
it with thine eyes, but thou shalt 
not go over thither, 

5 § So Mo’ses the servant of the 
LoRD died there in the land of Mo’- 
ab, according to the word of the 
LORD. 

6 And he buried him in a valley in 
the land of Mo/ab, over against 
Béth-pe’6r: but no man knoweth 
of his sepulchre unto this day. 

7 § And Mo’ses was an hundred 
and twenty years old when he died: 
his eye was not dim, nor his natural 
force abated. 

8 { And the children of Ig’ra-el 
wept for MOo’ses in the plains of 
Mo’ab thirty days: so the days of 
weeping and mourning for Mo’ses 
were epded. 
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9 9 And JOsh'u-4 the son of Nun 
was full of the spirit of wisdom; 
for Mo’ses had laid his hands upon 
him: and the children of Is’ra-el 
hearkened unto him, and did as the 
LORD commanded Mo0’ses. 
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11 In all the signs and the won- 
ders, which the LoRD sent him to 
do in the land of E’gypt to Pha’/raoh, 
and to all his servants, and to all his 


land. 
12 And in all that mighty hand, and

2 Mo’ses my servant is dead; now 
therefcre arise, go over this J6r’- 
dan, thou, and all this people, unto 
the land which I do give to them, 
even to the children of Is’ra-el. 

3 Every place that the sole of your 
foot shall tread upon, that have I 
given unto you, asI said unto Mo’ses. 

4 From the wilderness and this 
Léb/a-non even unto the great river 
the river Eu-phra’tes, all the land 
of the Hit’/tites, and unto the great 
sea toward the going down of the 
sun, shall be your coast. 

5 There shall not any man be able 
to stand before thee all the days of 
thy life: as I was with M0’ses, so 
I will be with thee: I will not fail 
thee, nor forsake thee. 

6 Be strong and of a good courage: 
for unto this esha an shalt thou 
divide for an inheritance the land, 
which I sware unto their fathers to 
give them. ; 

7 Only be thou strong and very 
courageous, that thou mayest ob- 
serve todo according toall the law, 
which M0’ses my servant com- 
manded thee: turn not from it to 
the right hand or fo the left, that 
thou mayest prosper whithersoever 
thou goest. 
‘8 This book of the law shall not 
depart out of thy mouth; but thou 
shalt meditate therein day and 
night, that thou mayest observe to 
do according to all that is written 
therein: for then thou shalt make 
thy way prosperous, and then thou 
shalt have good success..:

9 Have not I commanded thee? 
Be pee and of a good courage; 
be not afraid, neither be thou dis- 
mayed: for the LORD thy God 
is with thee whithersoever thou 
goest. 

10 § Then Josh’u-Aa commanded 
the officers of the Pee saying, 

11 Pass through the host, and com- 
mand the people, saying, Prepare 
you victuals; for within three days 
ye shall pass over this J6r’dan, to 

o in to possess the land. which the 

ORD your God giveth you to pos- 
sess it. 

12 ¢ And tothe Reu’ben-ites, and 
to the Gad'ites, and to half the tribe 
of Ma-nas’seh, spake JOsh’u-a, say- 


ing 

13 Remember the word which Mo’- 
ses the servant of the LORD com- 
manded you, saying, The LORD 
your God hath given you rest, and 
hath given you this land. 

Your wives, your little ones, 
and your cattle, shall remain in the 
land which MO’ses gave you on this 
side J6r’dan; but ye shall pass be- 
fore your brethren armed, all the 
mighty men of valour, and heip 


hem; 

15 Until the LorD have given 
your brethren rest, as he hath given 
you, and they also have possessed 
the land which the LORD your God 
giveth them: then ye shall return 
unto the land of your possession, 
and enjoy it, which o’seg the 
LORD’s servant’ gave you on this 
side Jé6r’dan toward the sunrising. 

16 § And they answered JOsh’u-a, 
saying, All that thou commandest 
us we will do, and whithersoever 
thou sendest us, we will go. 

17 According as we hearkened 
unto Mo’ses in all things, so will we 
hearken unto thee: only the LORD 
thy God be with thee, as he was 
with Mo’ser. 
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18 Whosoever he be that doth re- 
bel against thy commandment, and 
will not hearken unto thy words in 
all that thou commandest him, he 
sball be putto death: only be strong 
and of a goo* courage. 


CdAPTER 2. 


1 Spies sent to Jericho. 4 Rahab conceals 
them. 12 Their covenant. 

ND Josh’u-a the son of Nun sent 

out of Shit/tim two men to spy 

secretly, saying, Go view the land 

even Jer’i-cho. And they went, and 

came into an harlot’s house, named 
Ra/hab, and lodged there. 

2 And it was told the kiug of Jér’- 
icho, saying, Behold, there came 
men in hither to night of the chil- 
dren of is’ra-el to search out the 
bi dar ed 

38 And ‘the king of Jér’i-cho sent 
unto Ra/hab, saying, Bring forth 
the men that are come to thee, 
which are entered into thine house: 
for they be come to search out all 
the country. 

4 And the woman took the two 
men, and hid them, and said thus, 
There came men unto me, but I 
wist not whence they were: 

5 And it came to pass about the 
time of shutting of the gate, when 
it was dark, that the men went out: 
whither the men went I wot not: 
pursue after them quickly; for ye 
shall overtake them. 

6 But she had brought them up to 
the roof of the house, and hid them 
with the stalks of flax, which she 
had laid in order upon the roof. 

7 And the men pursued after them 
the way to Jor’dan unto the fords: 
and as soon as they which pursued 
after them were gone out, they shut 
the gate. 

89 And before they were laid 
down, she came up unto them upon 
the roof; 

9 And she said unto the men, I 
know that the LORD kath given you 
the land, and that your terror is 
fallen upon us, and that all the in- 
habitants of the land faint because 
of you. 

19 For we have heard how the 
LORD dried up the water of the 
Red sea for you, when ye came out 
of E’gypt; and what ve did unto the 
two kings of the Am/’6r-ites, that 
were on the other side J6r’dan, Si’; 
hon and 6g, whom ye utterly de- 
stroyed. 

ul And as soon as we had heard 
tnese things, our hearts did melt, 
neither did there remain any more 
courage in any man, because of you: 
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Their covenant. 


for the LORD your God, he ts God in 
heaven above, and in earth beneath. 

12 Now therefore, I pray you, 
swear unto me by the LORD, since 
I have shewed you kindness, that 
ye will also shew kindness unto my 
father’s house, and give me a true 
token: 

13 And that ye will save alive my 
father, and my mother, and my bre- 
thren, and my sisters, and all that 
they have, and deliver our lives 
from death. 1 

14 And the men answered her, Our 
life for yours, if ye utter not this 
our business. And it shall be, when 
the LORD hath given us the land, 
that we will deal kindly and truly 
with thee. 

15 Then she let them down by a 
cord through the window: for her 
house was rpon the town wall, and 
she dwelt upon the wall. 

16 And she said unto them, Getyou 
to the mountain, lest the pursuers 
meet you; and hide yourselves 
there three days, until the pursuers 
be returned: and afterward may ye 
go your way. 

17 And the men said unto her, We 
will be Diameless of this thine oath 
which thou hast made us swear. 

18 Behold, when we come into the 
land, thou shalt bind this line of 
scarlet thread in the window which 
thou didst let us down by: and thou 
shalt bring thy father, and thy mo- 
ther, and thy brethren, and all thy 
father’s household, home unto thee. 

19 And it shall be, that whosoever 
shall go out of the doors of thy 
house into the street, his blood shail 
be upon his head, and we will be 
guiltless: and whosoever shall be 
with thee in the house, his blood 
shall be on Our head, if any hand be 
upon him. 

2) And if thou utter this our busi- 
ness, then we will be quit of thine 
oath which thou hast made us to 
swear. 

21 And she said, According unto 
your words, so be it. And she sent 
them away,and they departed: and 
she bound the scarlet line in the 
window. 

22 And they went, and came unto 
the mountain, and abode there three 
days, until the pursuers were re- 
turned: and the pursuers sought 
them throughout all the way, but 
found them not.

CHAPTER 3.

ND Josh’u-a rose early in the 
morning; and they removed 
from Shit’/tim, and came to J6r’- 
dan, he and ali the children of is’- 
ra-el, and lodged there before they 
passed over, 

2 And it came to pass after three 
days, that the officers went through 
the host; 

3 And they commanded the people, 
saying, Whew ye see the ark of the 
covenant of the LORD your God, 
and the priests the Lé’vites bear- 
ing it, then ye shall remove from 
your place, and go afterit. — 

4 Yet there shall be a space be- 
tween you and it, about two thou- 
sand cubits by measure: come not 
near unto it, that ye may know the 
way by which ye must go: for ye 
une not passed this way hereto- 

ore. 

5 And Josh’u-a said unto the peo- 
ple, Sanctify yourselves: for to 
morrow the LORD will do wonders 
among you. 

6 And Josh’u-a spake unto the 
priests, saying, Take up the ark of 
the covenant, and pass over before 
the people. And they took up the 
ark of the covenant, and went be- 
fore the people. 2 

7 J And the LORD said unto JOosh’- 
u-a, This day will I begin to mag- 
nify thee in the sight of all Iis‘ra-el, 
that they may know that. as I was 
with Mo’ses, so I will be with thee. 

8 And thou shalt command the 
priests that bear the ark of the cove- 
nant, saying, When ye are come to 
the brink of the water of Jor’dan, 
ve shall stand still in Jor’dan. 

9 § And JOsh’u-a said unto the 
children of is'ra-el, Come hither, 
and hear the words of the LORD 
your God. 

10 And JOsh’u-4 said, Hereby ye 
shall know that the living God ts 
among you, and that he will with- 
out fail drive out from before you 


the Ca/naan-ites, and the Hit’tites,, 


and the Hi’vites, and the Pér’iz- 
zites, and the Gir’ga-shites, and the 
Am/Oor-ites, and the Jéb/u-sites. 

ll Behold, the ark of the covenant 
of the Lord of all the earth passeth 
over before you into Jér’dan. 
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12 Now therefore take you twelve 
men out of the tribes of ig’ra-el, out 
of every tribe a man. 

13 And it shall come to pass, as 
soon as the soles of the feet of the 
priests that bear the ark of the 
LORD, the Lord of all the earth, 
shall rest in the waters of Jér’dan, 
that the! waters of Jér’/dan shall be 
cut off. from the waters that come 
down from, above;-and they shall 
stand upon an heap. 

14 7. And it came to pass, when the 
people removed from their tents, to 

ass over J6r’dan, and the priests 

earing the ark of the covenant be- 
fore the people; 

15 And as they that bare the ark 
were come unto Jor’dan, and the 
feet of the priests that bare the ark 
were maped in the brim of the wa- 
ter, (for J6r’dan overfloweth all his 
banks all the time of harvest,) 

16 That the waters which came 
down from above stood and rose up 
upon an heap very far from the city 
Ad’am, that is beside Zar’e-tan; and 
those that came down toward the 
sea of the plain, even the salt sea, 
failed, and were cut off: and the 
people passed over right against 
Jér’i-cho. 

17 And the priests that bare the ark 
of the covenant of the LORD stood 
firm on dry ground in the midst of 
JOr’dan, and all the is’ra-el-ites 
passed over on dry ground, until all 
the people were passed clean over 
Jor’dan, 


CHAPTER 4. 

1 The twelve stones of Jordan. 10 Cross- 
ing of the people. 20 Camp at Gilgal. 
AND it came to pass, when all the 

eople were Clean passed over 

Jordan, that the LORD spake ywnto 
JOsh’u-a, saying, 

2 Take you twelve men out of 
the people, out of every tribe a 
man, 

3 And command ye them, saying, 
Take you hence out of the midst 
of Jér’dan, out of the place where 
the priests’ feet stood firm, twelve 
stones, and ye shall carry them over 
with you, and leave them in the 
lodging place, where ye shall lodge 
this night. 

4 Then Josh’u-a called the twelve 
men, whom he had prepared. of the 
children of is’ra-el, out of every 
tribe a man: 

5 And Josh’u-& said unto them, 
Pass over before the ark of the 
LORD your God into the midst of 
Jor’dan, and take you up every man 
of you a stone upon his shoulder, 
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according unto the number of the 
tribes of the children of Is’ra-el: 

6 That this may be a en amon 
you, that when your children as 
their fathers in time to come, say- 
ing, What mean ye by these stones ? 

7 Then ye shall answer them, That 
the waters of Jor’dan were cut off 
before the ark of the covenant of the 
LcRD; when it passed over Jor’dan, 
the waters of Jor’dan were cut off: 
and these stones shall be for a me- 
morial unto the children of Is’ra-el 
for ever. 

8 And the children of fs’ra-el did 
so as JOsh’u-a commanded, and 
took up twelve stones out of the 
midst of JOr’dan, as the LORD spake 
unto Josh’u-a, according to the 
number of the tribes of the chil- 
dren of.is’ra-el, and carried them 
over with them unto the place 
where they lodged, and laid them 
down there. 

9 And JOsh’u-a set up twelve stones 
in the midst of J6r’dan, in the place 
where the feet of the priests which 
bare the ark of the covenant stood: 
and they are there unto this day. 

10 § For the priests which bare the 
ark stood in the midst of Jér’dan, 
until every thing was finished that 
the LORD commanded JOsh’u-a to 
speak unto the people, according to 
all that MO0’ses commanded Josh’- 
u-a: and the people hasted and 
passed over. 

11 And it came to pass, when all 
the people were clean passed over 
that the ark of the LORD passe 
over, and the priests, in the pre- 
sence of the people. 

12 And the children of Reu’ben 
and the children of Gad, and half 
the tribe of Ma-nas’/seh, passed over 
armed before the children of Is’ra- 
el, as Mo’ses spake unto them: . 

13 About forty thousand prepared 
for war passed over before the 
LORD unto battle, to the plains of 
Jér’i-cho. 

4 7 On that day the LORD magni- 
ned JOsh’'u-a in the sight of all Ts’- 
ra-el; and they feared him, as they 
ae Mo’ses, all the days of his 


ife. 

15 And the LORD spake unto Josh’- 
u-a, saying, 

16 Command the priests that bear 
the ark of the testimony, that they, 
come up out of Jor’dan. 
an Jos pe bes ane commanded 

e priests, saying, Come ye up out 
of Jordan: Toa 

18 And it came to paces when the 
priests that bare the ark of. the 
covenant of the LORD .ere come 
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Camp at Gilgal. 


up out of the midst of Jér’dan, and 
the soles of the priests’ feet were 
lifted up unto the dry land, that the 
waters of Jér’dan returned unto 
their place, and flawed over all his 
banks, as they did before. 

19 § And the peas came ks out 
of Jor’dan on the tenth day of the 
first month, and encamped in Gil’- 
gal, in the east border of Jér’i-cho. 

20 And those twelve stones, which 
they took out of Jér’dan, did Josh’- 
u-a pitch in Gil’gal. 

21 And he spake unto the children 
of Is’ra-el, saying, When your chil- 
dren shall ask their fathers in time 
to come, saying, What mean these 
stones ? 

22 Then ye shall let your children 
know, saying, Is’ra-el came over 
this Jor’dan on dry land. 

23 For the LORD your God dried 
up the waters of Jor’dan from be- 
fore you, until ye were pect over, 
as the LORD your God did to the 
Red sea, which he dried up from be. 
fore us, until we were gone over: 

24 That all the people of the earth 
might know the hand of the LorD 
that it is mighty: that ye migh 
fear the LORD your God for ever. 


CHAPTER 5. 
1 A second circumcision. 10 Passover at 
Gilgal. 12 Manna ceases. 

Bia it came to pass, when all the 

kings of the Am/6r-ites, which 
were on the side of J6r’dan west- 
ward, and all the kings of the Ca’- 
naan-ites, which were by the sea, 
heard that the LORD had dried up 
the waters of Jor’dan from before 
the children of is’ra-el, until we 
were passed over, that their heart 
melted, neither was there spirit in 
them any more, because of the 
children of is’ra-el. 

2 9 At that time the LorD said 
unto JOsh’u-a, Make thee sharp 
knives, and circumcise again the 
children of Is’ra-el the second time 

3 And JOsh’u-a made him shar 
knives, and circumcised. the chil- 
dren of Is’ra-el at the hill cf the 
foreskins., 

4 And this is the cause why Josh’- 
u-a did circumcise: All the people 
that came out of E’gypt, that were 
males, even all the men of war, died 
in the wilderness by the way, after 
they came out of yee ee 

5 Now all the people that came out 
were circumcised: but all the peo- 
ple that were born in the wilderness 
by the way as they came forth out 
a E pypt, them they had not circum- 
cised. 
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6 For the children of Is’ra-el 
walked tts years in the wilder- 
ness, till all the people that weremen 
of war, which came out of E/gypt, 
were consumed, because they 
obeyed not the voice of the LoRD: 
unto whom the LORDsware that he 
would not shew them the land, 
which the LORD sware unto their 
fathers that he would give us, a 
land that floweth with milk and 
honey. 

7 And their children, whom he 
raised up in their stead, them JOsh’- 
u-a circumcised: for they were un- 
circumcised, because they had not 
circumcised them by the way. 

8 And it came to pass, when they 
had done circumcising all the peo- 
ple, that they abode in their places 
in the camp, till they were whole. 

9 Andthe LORD said unto JOsh’u-a, 
This day have I rolled away the 
reproach of E/gypt from off you. 
Wherefore the name of the place is 
called Gil’/gal unto this day. 

10 { And the children of is’ra-el 
encamped in Gil’gal, and kept the 
passover on the fourteenth day of 
the month at even in the plains of 
Jér’i-cho. 

11 And they did eat of the old corn 
of the land on the morrow after 
the passover, unleavened cakes, 
ers parched corn in the selfsame 

ay. 

12 J And the manna ceased on the 
morrow after they had eaten of the 
old corn of the land; neither had 
the children of Is’ra-e) manna any 
more; but they did eat of the fruit 
of the land of Ca/naan that year. 

13 4 And it came to pass, when 
Josh’u-a was by Jér’i-cho, that he 
lifted up his eyes and looked, and, 
behold, there stood a man_ over 
against him with his sword drawn 
in his hand: and Josh’u-a went unto 
him, and said unto him, Ar¢ thou for 
us, or for our adversaries ? 

14 And he said, Nay; but as cap- 
tain of the host of the LORD am I 
now come. And Josh’u-a fell on his 
face to the earth, and did worship, 
and said unto him, What saith my 
lord unto his servant? 

15 And the captain of the LORD’s 
host said unto Josh’u-a, Loose thy 
shoe from off thy foot; for the place 
whereon thou standest 7s holy. And 
JOsh’u-a did so. 


CHAPTER 6. 
1 Siege of Jericho. 20 The walls fall. 22 
Rahab is saved. 
OW Jér’i-cho was straitly shut 
up because of the children of 
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Ig’ra-el: none went out, and none 
came in. } 

2 And the LorRD said unto JoOsh’u-a 
See, I have dhe: into thine hand 
Jér’'i-cho, and the king thereof, and 
the aay men of valour. 

8 And yeshall compass the city, all 
ye men of war, and go round about 
the city cnce. Thus shalt thou do 
six days. 

4 And seven priests Shall bear be- 
fore the ark seven trumpets of rams’ 
horns: and the seventh day ye shall 
compass the city seven times, and 
the priests shall blow with the 
trumpets. 

5 And it shall come to pass, that 
when they make a long: dlas¢ with 
the ram’s horn, and when ye hear 
the sound of the trumpet, all the 
people shall shout with a great 
shout; and the wall of the city shall 
fall down flat, and the people shall 
ascend up every man straight be- 
fore him. 

6 9 And JOsh’u-a the son of Nun 
called the priests, and said unto 
them, Take up the ark of the cove- 
nant, and let seven priests bear 
seven trumpets of rams’ horns be- 
fore the ark of the LORD. 

7 And he said unto the people, 
Pass on, and: compass the city, and 
let him that is armed pass on before 
the ark of the LORD. 

8 7 And it came to pass, when 
Josh’u-a had spoken unto the peo- 
ple, that the seven priests bearing 
the seven trumpets of rams’ horns 
passed on before the LORD, and 
blew with the trumpets: and the 
ark cf the covenant of the LORD 
followed them. 

9 | And the armed men went before 
the priests that blew with the trum- 
pets, and the rereward came after 
the ark, the priests going on, and 
blowing with the trumpets. 

10 And Josh’u-a had commanded 
the people, saying, Ye shall not 
shout, nor make any noise with your 
voice, neither shall any word_pro- 
ceed out of your mouth, until the 
day I bid you shout; then shall ye 
shout. 

ll So the ark of the LORD com- 
passed the city, going about zt once: 
and they came into the camp, and 
lodged in the ot 

12 ¢ And JOsh’u-arose early in the 
morning, and the priests took up 
the ark of the LORD. ; 

13, And seven priests bearing seven 
trumpets of rams’ horns before the 
ark of the LORD went on continu- 
ally, and blew with the trumpets: 
and the armed men went before 
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them; but the rereward came after 
the ark of the LORD, the priests go- 
ing on, and blowing with the trum- 


pets. 

14 And the second day they com- 

assed the city once, and returned 

nto the camp: so they did six days. 

15 And it came to pass on the sev- 
enth day, that they rose early about 
the dawning of the day, and com- 
passed the city after the same man- 
ner seven times: only on that day 
they compassed the cityseven times. 

16 And it came to pass at the sev- 
enth time, when the priests blew 
with the trumpets, JOsh’u-a said 
unto the people, Shout; for the 
LORD hath given you the city. 
17 § And the city shall be accursed, 

even it, and all that are therein, to 
the LORD: only Ra’hab the harlot 
shall live, she and all that are with 
her in the house, because she hid 
the messengers that we sent. 

18 And ye, in any wise keep your- 
selves from the accursed thing, lest 
ye make yourselves accursed, when 
ye take of the accursed thing, and 
make the camp of Is’ra-el a curse, 
and trouble it. 

19 But all the silver, and gold, and 
vessels of brass and iron, are con- 
secrated unto the LORD: they shall 
come into the treasury of the LORD. 

20 So the people shouted when the 
priests blew with the trumpets: and 
it came to pass, when the people 
heard the sound of the trumpet, 
and the people shouted witha great 
shout, that the wall fell down flat, 
so that the people went up into the 
city, every man straight before him, 
and they took the city. 

21 And they utterly destroyed all 
that was in the city, both man and 
woman, young and old, and ox, and 
sheep, and ass, with the edge of the 
sword. 

22 But JOsh’u-a had said unto the 
two men that had spied out the 
country, Go into the harlot’s house, 
and ete out thence the woman, 
and all that she hath, as ye sware 
unto her. 

23 And the young men that were 
spies went in, and brought out Ra’- 
hab, and her father, and her mo- 
ther, and her brethren, and ali that 
she had ; and they brought out all 
her kindred, and left them without 
the camp of is’ra-el. 

24 And they burnt the city with 
fire, and all that was therein: only 
the silver, and the gold, and the 
vessels of brass and of iron, they 
put into the treasury of the house 
of the LORD. 
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25 And JoOsh’u-a saved Ra’/hab the 
harlot alive,and her father’s house- 
hold, and all that she had; and she 
dwelleth in fs/ra-el even unto this 
day; because she hid the messen- 

ers, which JOsh’u-a sent to spy out 

ér’i-cho. 

26 J And Josh’u-a adjured them at 
that time, saying, Cursed be the 
man before the LORD, that riseth up 
and buildeth this city Jér’i-cho: he 
shall lay the foundation thereof in 
his firstborn, and in his youngest son 
shall he set up the gates of it. 

27 So the LORD was with JOsh’u-a; 
and his fame was noised throughout 
all the country. 


CHAPTER 7. 
1 Israel smitten at Ai. 16 Crime and death 
of Achan. 

Ba the children of Is’ra-el com- 

mitted a trespass in the accurs- 
ed thing: for A’chan, the son of 
Car’mi, the son of Zab’di, the son of 
Ze’rah, of the tribe of Ju’dah, took 
of the accursed thing: and the an- 
ger of the LORD was kindled against 
the children of is’ra-el. 

2 And Josh’u-a sent men from Jér’- 
j-cho to A’Il, which is beside Beéth- 
a’ven, on the east side of Béth’-el, 
and spake unto them, saying, Goup 
and view the country. And the men 
went up and viewed A’I. 

3 And they returned to JOsh’u-a, 
and said unto him, Let not all the 
people go up; but let about two or 
three thousand men go up and 
smite A’l; and make not all the 
people to labour thither; for they 
are but few. 

4 So there went up thither of the 
people about three thousand men: 
and they fled before the men of A’1, 

5 And the men of A/i smote of 
them about thirty and six men: for 
they chased them from before the 
gate even unto Sheéb’a-rim, and 
smote them in the going down: 
wherefore the hearts of'the people 
melted, and became as water. 

6 § And JOsh’u-a rent his clothes, 
and fell to the earth upon his face 
before the ark of the LORD until the 
eventide, he and the elders of Iis’ra. 
el, and put dust upon their heads. 

7 And JOsh‘u-a said, Alas, O Lord 
GoD, wherefore hast thou at all 
brought this people over J6ér’dan, 
to deliver us into the hand of the 
Am’6r-ites, to destroy us? would to 
God we had been content, and 
dwelt on the other side Jér’dan! 

8 O Lord, what shall I say, when 
Is’ra-el turneth their backs before 
their enemies! 
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§ For the Ca/naan-ites and all the 
inhabitants of the land shall hear of 
¢t, and shall environ us round, and 
cut off our name from the earth: 
and what wilt thou do unto thy 
great name ? 

10 ¢ And the LORD said unto 
JOsh’u-a, Get thee up; wherefore 
liest thou thus upon thy face? 

11 1979 Bh hath sinned, and’ they 
have also transgressed my cove- 
nant which I commanded them: 
for they have even taken of the 
accursed thing, and have also 
stolen, and dissembled also, and 
they have put it even among their 
own stuff. 

12 Therefore the children of Is’- 
ra-el could not stand before their en- 
emies, du¢ turned their backs before 
their enemies, because they were 
accursed: neither will I be with you 
any more, except ye destroy the ac- 
cursed from among you. 

13 Up, sanctify the people, and 
say, Sanctify yourselves against to 
morrow: for thus saith the LORD 
God of Is’ra-el, There is an accursed 
thing in the midst of thee, O Is’ra-el: 
thou canst not stand before thine 
enemies, until ye take away the ac- 
cursed thing from among you. 

14 In the morning therefore ye 
shall be brought according to your 
tribes: and it shall. be, that the 
tribe which the Lorp taketh shall 
come. according to, the families 
thereof ; and the family which the 
LORD shall take shall come by 
households; and the household 
which the LORD shall take shall 
come man by man. 

15 And it shall be, that he that is 
taken with the accursed thing shall 
be burnt with fire, he and all that 
he hath: because he hath trans- 
gressed the covenant of the LORD, 
and because he hath wrought folly 
in Is’ra-el. 

16 { So.Jdsh’u-a rose up. early in 
the morning, and brought Is’ra-el 
by their tribes; and the tribe of 
Judah was taken: 

17 And he brought the family of 
Ju‘dah; and he took the family of 
the Zar’hites: and he brought the 
family of the Zar’hites man by man; 
and Zab’'di was taken; 

18 And he brought his household 
man by man; and A’chan, the son 
of Car’mi, the son of Zab’d1, the son 
of Zée’rah, of the tribe of Ju’dah, 
was taken. 
oe And J he? ae amt cae 

y son, give, ra ee, glory to 
the LorD God of i | ort and make 
confession unto him; and tell me 
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now what thou hast done; hide it 
not from me. 

20 And A’chan answered Jdsh’- 
u-a, and said, Indeed I have sinned 
against the LORD God of Is’ra-el, 
and thus and thus have I done: 

21 When I saw among the spoils 
a goodly Bab’y-lo-nish garment, 
and two hundred shekels of silver, 
and a wedge of gold of fifty shekels 
weight, then I coveted them, and 
took them; and, behold, they are 
hid in the earth in the midst of my 
tent, and the silver under it. 

22 { So JOsh’u-a sent messengers, 
and they ran unto the tent; and 
behold, it was hid in his tent, and 

he silver under it. 

23 And they took them out of the 
midstof the tent, and brought them 
unto JOsh’u-a, and unto all the chil- 
dren of is/ra-el, and laid them out 
before the LorD. 

24 And Josh’u-a, and all Is’ra-el 
with him, took A’chan the son of 
Ze'rah, and the silver, and the gar- 
ment, and the wedge of gold, and 
his sons, and his daughters, and his 
oxen, and his asses, and his sheep, 
and his tent, and all that he had: 
and they brought them unto the 
valley of A’chor. 

25 And Josh’u-a said, Why hast 
thou troubled us? the LORD shall 
trouble thee this day. And all is’- 
ra-el stoned him with stones, and 
burned them with fire, after they 
had stoned them with stones. 

26 And they raised over him a 

reat heap of stones unto this day. 

othe LORD turned from the fierce- 
ness of his anger. Wherefore the 
name of that place was called, The 
valley of A’chor, unto this day. 


CHAPTER 8.

4 And he commanded them, say- 
ing, Behold, ye shall lie in wait 
against the city, even behind the 
city: go not very far from the city, 
but be q° all Prigee G 

5 And I, and ali the people that 
are with me, will approach unto 
the city: and it shall come to pass, 
when they come out against us, as 
at the first, that we will flee before 


them, 
6 (For they will come out after 
us) till we have drawn them from 


the city; for they will say, They 
flee before us, as at the first: there- 
fore we will fiee before them. 

7 Then ye shall rise up from the 
ambush, and seize upon the city: 
for the LorD your God will deliver 
it into your hand. 

8 And it shall be, when ye have 
taken the city, that ye shall set the 
city on fire: according to the com- 
mandment of the LORD shall ye 
do. See, [have commanded you. 
94 Josh’u-a therefore sent’ them 
forth: and they went to lie in am- 
bush, and abode between Béth’-el 
and A‘i, on the west side of A‘I: but 
Josh’u-a lodged that night among 
the people. 

10 And Josh’u-a rose up early in 
the morning, and numbered the 
people, and went up, he and the 
elders of is'ra-el, before the people

11 And all the people, even the peo- 
ple of war that were with him, went 
up, and drew nigh, and came before 
the city, and pitched on the north 
side of A’I: now there was a valley 
between them and A’‘i. 

12 And he took about five thou- 
sand men, and set them to lie in am- 
bush between Béth’-el and A’i, on 
the west side of the city. 

13 And when they had set the pes- 
ple, even all the host that was on tise 
north of the city, and their liers in 
wait on the west of the city, Josh’- 
u-a went that night into the midst 
of the valley. 

14 i beh it came to pass, when 
the king of A‘I saw it, that they 
hasted and rose up early, and the 
men of the city went out against 
Is'ra-el to battle, he and all his peo- 
ple, at a time appointed, before the 
plain; but he wist not that there 
were liers in ambush against him 
behind the city. 

15 And Josh’u-4 and all is-ra-el 
made as if they were beaten before 
them, and fied by the way of the 
wilderness. 

16 And all the people that were in 
#1 were called together to pursue

and destroyed. 


after them: and they pursued after 
Josh’u-4, and were drawn away 
from the city. 

17 And there was not aman left in 
A'l or Béth’-el, that went not out 
after Is’ra-el: and they left the city 
open, and pursued after Is’ra-el. 

8 And the LORD said unto Josb’- 
u-a, Stretch out the spear that is in 
thy hand toward 4’1; for I will give 
it into thine hand. And Josh’u-a 
stretched out the spear that he had 
in his hand toward the city. 

19 And the ambush arose quickly 
out of their place, and they ran as 
soon as: he had stretched out his 
hand: and they entered into the 
city, and took it, and hasted and set 
the city on fire. 

20 And when the men of A‘ilooked 
behind them, they saw, and, behold, 
the smoke of the city ascended up 
to heaven, and they had no power 
to flee this way or that way: and 
the people that fled to the wilder: 
ness turned back upon the pursuers. 

21 And when Josh’u-a and all Is’/- 
ra-el saw that the ambush had taken 
the city, and that the smoke of the 
city ascended, then they turned 
again, and slew the men of A’i. 

22 And the other issued out of 
the city against them ; so they were 
in the midst of fs’ra-el, some on this 
side, and some on that side: and 
they smote them, so that they let 
none of them remain or escape. 

23 And the king of A’i they took 
alive, and brought him te Josh’u-a. 

24 And it came to pass, when Is’ra- 
el had made an end of slaying al] 
the inhabitants of A’lin the field, in 
the wilderness wherein they chased 
them, and when they were all fallen 
on the edge of the sword, until the 
were consumed, that all the Is’ra-el- 
ites returned unto A’, and smote it 
with the edge of the sword. 

25 And so it was, that all that fell 
that day, both of men and women, 
were twelve thousand, even all the 
men of A‘I. 

26 For JOsh’u-4 drew not his hand 
back, wherewitk he stretched out 
the spear, until he had utterly de- 
stroyed all the inhabitants of A’t. 

27 Only the cattle and the spoil 
of that city Is’ra-el took for a prey 
unto themselves, according unto 
the word of the LORD which he 
commanded JOsh’u-a. 

28 And Josh'u-a burnt AT, and 
made it an heap for ever, even a 
desolation unto this day. 

29 And the king of A’1l he hanged 
on a tree until eventide: and as 
soon as the sun was down, Jésh’u-a 
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/ An altar built. 


commanded that they should take 
his carcase down from the tree, and 
cast it at the enieanue of the gate of 
the city, and raise thereon a great 
heap of stones, that remaineth unto 
this day. 

30 | Then Josh’u-a built an altar 
unto the LORD God of Is’ra-el in 
mount E’bal, 

31 As. Mo’ses the servant of the 
LORD commanded the children of 
Iis’ra-el, as it is written in the book 
of the law of M0d’ses, an altar of 
whole stones, over which no man 
hath lift up any iron; and they of- 
fered thereon puritt offerings unto 
the LORD, and sacrificed peace of- 
ferings. 

32 § And he wrote there upon the 
stones a copy of the law of Mo’ses 
which he wrete in the presence o 
the children of Is‘ra-el. 

33. And all is‘ra-el, and their elders, 
and officers, and their judges, stood 
on this side the ark and on that 
side before the priests the Le’vites, 
which bare the ark of the covenant 
of the LORD, as well the stranger, 
as he that was born among them; 
half of them over against mount 
Gér'i-zim, and half of them over 
against mount E’bal; as Mo’ses 
the servant of the LORD had com- 
manded before, that they should 
bless the people of Is’ra-el. 

34 And afterward he read all the 
words of the law, the blessings and 
cursings, according to all that is 
written in the book of the law. 

35 There was not a word of all that 
Mo’ses commanded, which Josh’u-a 
read not before all the congregation 
of is‘ra-el, with the women, and the 
little ones, and the strangers that 
were conversant among them.

and rent, and bound up; 

5 And old shoes and clouted upon 
their feet, and old garments upon 
them; and all the bread of their 
provision was dry and mouldy. 

6 And they went to Josh’u-a unto 
the camp at Gil’gal, and. said unto 
him, and to the men of Is’ra-el, We 
be come from a far country: now 
therefore make ye a league with us.

20 For it was of the LORD to hard- 
en their hearts, that they should 
come against Is’ra-el in battle, that 
he might destroy them utterly, and 
that they might have no favour, but 
that he might destroy them, as the 
LORD commanded Mo’ses.

4 So the children of JO0’/seph, Ma- 
nas’seh and E’phra-im, took their 
inheritance. f 
5 { And the border of the children 
of ©’ phra-im according to their fam- 
ilies was thus: even the border of 
their inheritance on the east side 
was At/a-roth-ad'/dar, unto Beth’- 
ho’ron the upper; 

6 And the border went out toward 
the sea to Mich’mé-thah on the 
north side; and the border went 
about eastward unto Ta’a-nath-shi’- 
10h, and passed by it on the east to 
Ja-no/hah; 

7 Aud it went down from Ja-no’/hah 
to At/a-roth, and to Na/a-rath, and 
came to Jér’i-cho, and went out at 
Jor’dan. 

8 The border went out from Tap’- 
pu-ah westward unto the river Ka’- 
nah; and the goings out thereof 
were at the sea. This7zs the inher- 
itance of the tribe of the children 
of &’phra-im by their families. 

9 And the separate cities for the 
children of E’phra-im were amon 
the inheritance of the children o 
Ma-nas’seh, all the cities with their 
villages. 

10 And they drave not out the Ca’- 
naan-ites that dwelt in Ge’zér: but 
the Ca’naan-ites dwell among the 
E’phra-im-ites unto this day, and 
serve under tribute. 


CHAPTER 17. 
1 Lot of half Manasseh. 14 Addition to 
Joseph’s lot. 

HERE was also a lot for the tribe 

of Ma-nas’seh; for he was the 
firstborn of Jo’seph; fo wit, for 
Ma’chir the firstborn of Ma-nas’seh, 
the father of Gil’e-ad. because he 
was a man of war, therefore he had 
Gil’e-ad and Ba’/shan. 
2 There was also a lot for the rest 
of the children of Ma-nas’seh by 
their families; for the children of 
A-bi-e’zér, and for the children of 
He’lek, and for the children of As’- 
ri-el, and for the children of She’- 
chem, and for the children of He’- 
phér, and for the children of Shé- 
mni’da: these were the male children 
of Ma-nas’seh the son of J0’seph by 
their families. 
3. § But Zé-lo’phe-had, the_son of 
He’phér, the son of Gil’e-ad, the 
son of ‘chir, the son of Ma-nas’/- 
seh, had no sons, but daughters: 
and these are the names of his 
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daughters, Mah’lah, and No’ah, 
Hog’lah, Mil’cah, and Tir’zah. 

4 And they came near before E-le- 
a/zar the priest, and before Josh’- 
u-a the son of Nun, and before the 
princes, saying, The LORD com- 
manded Mo’ses to give us an inher- 
itance among our brethren. There- 
fore according to the command- 
ment of the LORD he gave them an 
inheritance among the brethren of 
their father. 

5 And there fell ten portions to 
Ma-nas’seh, beside the land of Gil’- 
e-ad and Ba’shan, which were on the 
other side Jor’dan; 

6 Because the daughters of M4- 
nas/seh had an inheritance among 
his sons: and the rest of Méa-nas’- 
seh’s sons had the land of Gil’e-ad. 

7 J And the coast of M4é-nas’seh 
was from Ash’ér to Mich’mé-thah, 
that lieth before She’chem; and the 
border went along on the right hand 
unto the inhabitants of En-tap’pu- 


ah. 

8 Now Ma-nas’seh had the land of 
Tap’pu-ah: but Tap’pu-ah on the 
border of,Ma-nas’seh belonged to the 
children of E’phra-im ; 

9 And the coast descended unto 
the river Ka’nah, southward of the 
river: these cities of E’/phra-im are 
among the cities of Ma-nas’seh: the 
coast of Ma-nas’seh also was on the 
north side of the river, and the out- 
goings of it were at the sea: 

10 Southward it was E’phra-im’s, 
and northward it was Ma-nas’seh’s, 
and the sea is his border; and they 
met together in Ash’ér on the north, 
and in Is’sa-char on the east. 

11 And Ma-nas’seh had in Is’sa- 
char and in Ash’ér Béth-she’an and 
her towns, and fb’/le-am and her 
towns, and the inhabitants of Dor 
and her towns, and the inhabitants 
of En’-d6or and her towns, and the 
inhabitants of Ta’a-nach and her 
towns, and the inhabitants of Mé- 
gid’do and her towns, even three 
countries. 

12 Yet the children of M4-nas/seh 
could not drive out the inhabitants 
of those cities; but the Ca’naan-ites 
would dwell.in that land. 

13 Yet it came to pass, when the 
children of is’ra-el were waxen 
strong, that they put the Ca’naan- 
ites to tribute; but did not utterly 
drive them out. 

14 And the children of ol oe 
spake unto JOosh’u-a, saying, Why 
hast thou given me but one lot and 
one portion to inherit, seeing I am 
a great people, forasmuch as the 
LORD hath blessed me hitherto ?

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15 And JOsh'u-a answered them, If 
thou ve a great people, then get thee 
up to the wood country, and cut 
down for thyself there in the land 
of the Pér’iz-zites and of the giants, 
if mount E’/phra-im be too narrow 
for thee. 

16 And the children of Jo’seph 
said, The hill is not enough for us: 
and all the Ca/naan-ites that dwell 
in the land of the valley have char- 
iots of iron, both they who are of 
Béth-she’an and her towns, and 
wey who are of the valley of Jéz’- 
re-el. 

17 And Josh’'u-A spake unto the 
house of JO’seph, even to E’phra-im 
and to Méa-nas’seh, saying, Thou 
art a great people, and hast great 
power: thou shalt not have one lot

18 But the mountain shall be thine; 
for it 7s a wood, and thou shalt cut 
it down: and the outgoings of it 
shall be thine: for thou shalt drive 
out the Ca’naan-ites, though they 
have iron chariots, and though they 
be strong.

8 { And the men arose, and went 
away: and Josh’u-a charged them 
that went to describe the land, say- 
ing, Go and walk through the jiand, 
and describe it, and come again to 
me, that I may here cast lots for you 
before the LORD in Shiloh. 

9 And the men went and passed 
through the land, and described it 
by cities into seven parts in a book, 
and came again to Josh’u-a to the 
host at Shiloh. 

10 § And Josh’u-4 cast lots for 
them in Shi’loh before the LORD: 
and there Josh’u-a divided the land 
unto the children of is/ra-el accord- 
ing to their divisions. 

1i { And the lot of the tribe of the 
children of Bén’ja-min came up ac- 
cording to their families: and the 
soast of their lot came forth be- 
tween the children of Ju’/dah and 
the children of JO’seph.

10 Which the children of Aar’on, 
being of the families of the Ko’- 
hath-ites, who were of the children 
of Le’vi, had: for theirs was the 
first lot.

17 And cutof the tribe of Bén’ja- 
min, Gib’e-on with her suburbs, 
Ge’ba with her suburbs, 

18 An’a-thoth with her suburbs, 
and Al’mon with her suburbs; four 
cities. 

19 All the cities of the children of 
A4r’on, the priests, were thirteen 
cities with their suburbs. 

20 ¢ And the families of the chil- 
dren of Ko’hath, the Le’vites which 
remained of the children of KO’- 





hath, even mpd had the cities of 
their lot out of the tribe of ©’phra- 


in. 
21 For they gave them Shé’chem | 


to the Levites, 


with her suburbs iu mount E’phra- 
im, to be a city of refuge for the 
slayer; and Ge’zér with her sub- 


urbs, 

22 And Kib’za-im with her suburbs, 
and Beth-ho’/ron with her suburbs; 
four cities. 

23 And out of the tribe of Dan, 
El’te-keh with her suburbs, Gib’be- 
thon with her suburbs, 

24 Aij’a-lon with her suburbs, 
Gath-rim’mon with her suburbs; 
four cities. 

25 And out of the half tribe of Ma- 
nas’seh, Ta’nach with her suburbs, 
and Gath-rim’mon with her sub- 
urbs; two cities. 

26 All the cities were ten with their 
suburbs for the families of the 
children of Ko’/hath that remained. 

27 § And unto the children of 
Gér’shou, of the families of the 
Le’vites, out of the other half tribe 
of Ma-ras’seh they gave GO’lan in 
Ba’shan with her suburbs, to bea 
city of refuge for the slayer: and 
Be-ésh’-te-rah with her suburbs; 
two cities. 

28 And out of the tribe of Is’sa- 
char, Ki’/shon with her suburbs, 
Dab’a-reh with her suburbs, 

29 Jar’muth with her suburbs, En- 
gan’nim with her suburbs; four 
cities. 

30 And out of the tribe of Ash’ér, 
Mi’shal with her suburbs, Ab’d0on 
with her suburbs, 

31 Hel’kath with her suburbs, ana 
Re’hob with her suburbs; four 
cities. 

32 And out of the tribe of Naph/’. 
ta-li, Ke’desh in Gal’/i-lee with her 
suburbs, to be a city of refuge for 
the slayer ; and Ham/moth-dor with 
her suburbs, and Kar’tan with her 
suburbs; three cities. 

33 All the cities of the Gér’shon- 
ites according to their families were 
thirteen cities with their suburbs. 

34 § And unto the families of the 
children of Mé-ra’ri, the rest of the 
Le’vites, out of the tribe of Zéb/u- 
lun, JOk’ne-am with her suburbs, 
and Kar’tah with her suburbs. 

35 Dim’/nah with her suburbs, Na’- 
ha-lal with her suburbs: four cities. 

36 And out of the tribe of Rew’. 
ben, Be’zér with her suburbs, and 
Ja-ha’zah with her suburbs, 

37- Kéd’e-moth with her suburbs, 
and Méph’a-ath with her suburbs; 
four cities. 

38 And out_of the tribe of Gad, 
Ra’/moth in Gil'e-ad with her sub- 
urbs, to be a city of refuge for the 
slayer; and Ma-ha-na/im with her 
suburbs, 
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39 Hésh’bon with her suburbs, Ja’- 
zer with her suburbs; four cities in 


all. 

40 So all the cities for the children 
of Mé-ra/ri by their families, which 
were remaining of the families of 
the Lé’vites, were Ody their lot 
twelve cities. 

41 All the cities of the Le’vites 
within the possession of the chil- 
dren of is’ra-el were forty and eight 
cities with their suburbs. 

42 These cities were every one 
with their suburbs round about 
them: thus were all these cities. 

43 § And the LorD gave unto Is’- 
ra-el all the land which he sware 
to give unto their fathers ; and they 
possessed it, and dwelt therein. 

44 And the LORD gave them rest 
round about, according to all that he 
sware unto their fathers: and there 
stood not a man of all their enemies 
before them; the LORD delivered 
all their ehemies into their hand. 

45 There failed not ought of any 
good thing which the LORD had 
spoken unto the house of Ig’ra-el; 
all came to pass. 


CHAPTER 22. 


1 The east Jordan tribes sent home. 10 
Their altar. 11 The dispute and recon- 
ciliation. 

HEN Josh’u-a called the Rew’- 
ben-ites, and the Gad’ites, and 
the haif tribe of Ma-nas’seh 

2 And said unto them, Ye. have 
kept all that MOo’ses the servant 
of the LoRD commanded you, and 
have obeyed my voice in all that I 
commanded you: 

3 Ye have not left your brethren 
these many days unto this day, but 
have kept the charge of the com- 
mandment of the LORD your God. 

4 And now the Lorp your God 
hath given rest unto your brethren, 
as he promised them: therefore 
now return ye, and get you unto 
your tents, and unto the land of 
your possession, which M0o’ses the 
servant of the LORD gave you on 
the other side Jér’dan. 

5 But take diligent heed to do the 
commandment and the law, which 
Mo’ses the servant of the LORD 
yoo fee seg to love the LORD your 
God, and to walk in all his ways, 
and to keep his commandments, 
and to cleave unto him, and to 
serve him with all your heart and 
with all your soul. 

6 So Josh’u-a blessed them, and 
sent them away: and they went 
unto their tents. 


7 7 Now to the one half of the tribe 2 
2 
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of Ma-nas’seh Mo’ses had given pos- 
session in Ba‘shan: but unto the 
other half thereof gave Josh’u-a 
among their brethren on this side 
Jor’‘dan westward. And when 
Josh’u-a sent them away also unto 
their tents, then he blessed them, 


8 And he spake unto them, saying, © 


Return with much riches unto your 
tents,and with very much cattle 
with silver, and with gold, an 
with brass, and with iron, and with 
very much raiment: divide the spoil 
of your enemies with your bre- 
thren. 

9 § And the children of Reu’ben 
and the children of Gad and the 
half tribe of Ma-nas’seh returned 
and departed from the children of 
ss out of Shi/loh, which zs in 
the land of Ca/naan, to go unto the 
country of Gil’e-ad, to the land of 
their possession, whereof they were 
possessed, according to the word of 
the LORD by the hand of Mo’ses. 

10 ¢ And when they came unto the 
borders of J 6r’dan, that @re in the 
land of Ca/naan, the children of 
Reu’ben and the children of Gad 
and the half tribe of Ma-nas’seh 
built there an altar by Jor’dan, a 
great altar to see to. 

11 ¢ And the children of Is’ra-el 
heard say, Behold, the children of 
Reuben and the children of Gad 
and the half tribe of Ma-nas’seh 
have built an altar over against the 
land_ of Ca’naan, in the borders of 
Jordan, at the passage of the chil- 
dren of Is’ra-el. 

12 And when the children of Is’ra- 
e] heard of it, the whole congrega- 
tion of the children of is’ra-el gath- 
ered themselves together at Shiloh, 
to go up to war against them. 

13 And the children of Iis'ra-el sent 
unto the children of Reu’ben, and 
to the children of Gad,and to the 
half tribe of Ma-nas’seh, into the 
land of Gil’e-ad, Phin’e-has the son 
of E-le-a/zar the priest, 

14 And with him ten princes, of 
each chief house a prince through- 
out all the tribes of is’ra-el; and 
each one was an head of the house 
of their fathers among the thou- 
sands of is’ra-el. 

15 J And they came unto the chil- 
dren of Rew’ ben, and to the children 
of Gad, and to the half tribe of Ma- 


nas‘seh, unto the land of Gil’e-ad, — 


and they spake with them, saying, 
16 Thus saith the whole congrega- 
tion of the LORD, What trespass is 
this that ye have committed against 
the God of Is’ra-el, to turn away this 
day from following the LorD, in 


The altar of testimony. 


that ye have builded you an altar 
that ye might rebel this day against 
the LORD? 

17 /s the iniquity of Pe’or too lit- 
tle for us, from which we are not 
cleansed until this day, although 
there was a plague in the congrega- 
tion of the LORD, i 

18 But that ye must turn away this 
day from following the LORD ? and 
it will be, seeing ye rebel to day 
against the LORD, that to morrow 
he will be wroth with the whole 
congregation of Is‘ra-el. 

19 Notwithstanding, if the land of 
your possession de unclean, then pass 
ye over unto the land of the posses- 
sion of the LORD, wherein the 
LORD’s tabernacle dwelleth, and 
take possession among us: but rebel 
not against the LORD, nor rebel 
against us, in building you an altar 
ot the altar of the LORD our 

xod. 

20 Did not A’chan the son of Zeé’- 
rah commit a trespass in the ac- 
cursed thing, and wrath fell on all 
the congregation of is’ra-el? and 
that man perished not alone in his 
iniquity. 

21 4 Then the children of Reu’ben 
and the children of. Gad and the 
half tribe of Ma-nas’seh answered, 
and said unto the heads of the thou- 
sands of Iis’ra-el, 

22 The LoRD God of gods, the 
LORD God of gods, he knoweth, and 
Is’ra-el he shall know; if it be in 
rebellion, or if in transgression 
against the LORD, (save us not this 

ay, 

23 That we have built us an altar 
to turn from following the LORD, or 
if to offer thereon burnt offering or 
meat offering, or if to offer peace 
offerings thereon, let the LORD 
himself require it ; 

24 And if we have not rather done 
it for fear of this wet saying, In 
time to come your children might 
speak unto our children, saying, 
What have ye to do with the LoRD 
God of Iis'ra-el? 

25 For the LoRD hath made J6r’- 
dan a border between us and you, 
ye children of Reu’ben and children 
of Gad; ye have no part in the 
LORD: so shall your children make 
our children cease from fearing the 
LORD. i 

26 Therefore we said, Let us now 

repare to build us an altar, not for 

urnt offering, nor for sacrifice: 

27 But that it may be a witness be- 
tween us, and you, and our genera- 
tions after us, that we might do the 
service of the LORD before him 
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The people pleased. 


with our burnt offerings, and with 
our sacrifices, and with our peace 
offerings; that your children may 
not say to our children in time to 
come, Ye have no part in the LORD. 
28 Therefore said we, that it shall 
be, when they should so say to us or 
to our generations in time to come, 
that we may say again, Behold the 
pattern of the altar of the LORD, 
which our fathers made, not for 
burnt offerings, nor for sacrifices; 
but it is a witness between us and 


you. 

29 God forbid that we should re- 
bel against the LORD, and turr this 
day from following the LORD, to 
build an altar for burnt offerings, 
for meat offerings, or for sacrifices, 
beside the altar of the LORD our 
God that is before his tabernacle. 

30 § And when Phin’e-has the 
priest, and the princes of the con- 
gregation and heads of the thou- 
sands of Is/ra-el which were with 
him, heard the words that the chil- 
dren of Reu’ben and the children of 
Gad and the children of Ma-nas’seh 
spake, it pleased them. 

31 And Phin’e-has the son of E-le- 
a’zar the priest said unto the chil- 
dren of Reu’ben, and to the children 
of Gad, and to the children of Ma- 
nas‘seh, This day we perceive that 
the LORD is among us, because ye 
have not committed this trespass 
against the LORD: now ye have de- 
livered the children of Is’ra-el out 
of the hand of the LoRD. 

32 § And Phin’e-has the son of E-le- 
a’zar the priest, and the princes, 
returned from the children of Reu’- 
ben, and from the children of Gad, 
out of the land of G6il’e-ad, unto the 
land of Ca/naan, to the children of 
is‘ra-el, and brought them word 
again. 

33 And the thing pleased the chil- 
dren of Is’ra-el; and the children of 
is'ra-el blessed God, and did not 
intend to go up against them in 
battle, to destroy the land wherein 
the children of Reu’ben and Gad 
dwelt. 

34 And the children of Reu’ben 
and the children of Gad called the 
altar Hd: for it shall be a witness 
between us that the LORD is God. 


CHAPTER 23. 


1 Joshua addresses elders and people. IW 
He threatens them. 
ND it came to pass a long time 
after that the LORD had given 
rest unto Is’ra-el from all their ene- 
mies round about, that Josh’u-a 
waxed old and stricken in age. 
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Joshua addresses OSH 


2 And Josh’u-a called for all is’- 
ra-el, and for their elders, and for 
their heads, and for their judges, 
and for their officers, and said unto 
them, I am old and stricken in age: 

3 And ye have seen ail that the 
LORD your God hath done unto all 
these nations because of you; for 
the LORD your God ishe that hath 
fought for you. 

4 Behold, I have divided unto you 
by lot these nations that remain, to 
be an inheritance for your tribes, 
from J6or/dan, with all the nations 
that I have cutoff, even unto the 
great sea westward. 

5 And the LORD your God, he shall 
expel them from before you, and 
drive them from out of your sight; 
and ye shall possess their land, as 
the LorD your God hath promised 
unto you. 

6 Be ye therefore very courageous 
to keep and to do all that is written 
in the book of the law of Mo’ses, 
that ye turn not aside therefrom éo 
the right hand or fo the left; 

7 That ye come not among these 
nations, these that remain among 
you; neither make mention of the 
name of their gods, nor cause to 
Swear by them, neither serve them, 
nor bow yourselves unto them: 

8 But cleave unto the LORD your 
God, as ye have done unto this day. 
9 For the LORD hath driven out 
from before you great nations and 
strong: but as for you, no man hath 
been able to stand before you unto 
this day. 

10 One man of you shall chase a 
thousand: for the LORD your God, 
he it is that fighteth for you, as he 
hath promised you. 

1l Take good heed therefore unto 
yourselves, that ye love the LORD 
your God. 

12 Else if ye do in any wise go 
back, and cleave unto the remnant 
of these nations, even these that re- 
main among you, and shall make 
marriages with them, and goin unto 
them, and they to you: 
1g Know for a certainty that the 
LORD your God will no more drive 
out any of these nations from before 

ou; but they shall be snares and 
raps unto you, and scourges in your 
sides, and thorns in your eyes, until 
ye perish from off this good land 
which the LORD your God hath 
given you. 

14 And, behold, this day I am go- 
ing the way of all the earth: and ye 
know in all your hearts and in all 

our souls, that not one thing hath 
ailed of all the good things which 
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the LORD your God spake concern- 
ing you; all are come to pass unte 
you, and not one thing hath failed 
thereof. 

15 Therefore it shall come to pass, 
that as all ae things are come upon 
you, which the LORD your God pro- 
mised you; so shall the LORD bring 
upon you all evil things, until he 
have destroyed you from off this 
good land which the LORD your 
God hath given you. 

16 When ye have transgressed the 
covenant of the LORD your God, 
which he commanded you, and have 
gone and served other gods, and 
bowed yourselves to them; then 
shall the anger of the LORD be kin- 
dled against you, and ye shall perish 
quickly from off the good land 
which he hath given unto you. 


CHAPTER 24. 

1 The assembly at Shechem. 2 Joshua's 
dying exhortation. 29 His death and 
burial. 

ND Josh’u-a gathered all the 
tribes of Is’ra-el to Sheé’chem, 
and called for the elders of Is’ra-el, 
and for their heads, and for their 
judges, and for their officers; and 

Huey presented themselves before 
xod. 

2 And JOsh’u-a said unto all the 

people, Thus saith the LORD God 

ot is/ra-el, Your fathers dwelt on 
the other side of the flood in old 
time, even Té’rah, the father of 

A’bra-ham, and the father of Na’- 

chor: and they served other gods. 

3 And I took your father A’bra- 
ham from the other side of the 
flood, and led him throughout all 
the land of Ca’naan, and multiplied 
his seed, and gave him Isaac. 

4 And I gave unto I’saac Ja’cob 
and £/sau: and I gave unto E’/sau 
mount Sé’ir, to possess it; but Ja/- 
cob and his children went down 
into E/gypt. 

5 I sent Mo’ses also and A4ar’on, 
and I press E’gypt, according to 
that which I did among them: and 
afterward I pt ae you out. 

6 And I brought your fathers out 
of E’/gypt: and ye came unto the sea; 
and the &-gyp’tians pursued after 
your fathers with chariots and 

orsemen unto the Red sea. 

7 And when they cried unto the . 
LoRD, he put darkness between 
you and the &-gyp’tians, and 
brought the sea upon them, and 
covered them; and your eyes have 
seen what I have done in E’gypt: 
and ye dwelt in the wilderness a 
long season. 
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8 And I brought you into the land 
of the Am/6r-ites, which dwelt on 
the other side JOor’dan; and they 
fought with you: and I gave them 
into your hand, that ye might pos- 
sess their land; and I destroyed 
them from before you. 

9 Then Ba’lak the son of Zip’por 
king of Mo’ab, arose and warred 
against Is/ra-el, and sent and called 
Ba‘laam the son of Be’or to curse 


you: 

10 But I would not hearken unto 
Ba’‘laam; therefore he blessed you 
still: so I delivered you out of his 
hand. 

1l And ye went over Joér’dan, and 
came unto Jér’i-cho: and the men 
of Jér’i-cho fought against you, the 
Am/6r-ites, and the Pér’iz-zites, and 
the Ca‘naan-ites, and the Hit’tites, 
and the Gir’ga-shites, the Hi’vites 
and the Jéb’u-sites ; and I delivere 
them into your hand. 

12 And I sent the hornet before 
you, which drave them outfrom be- 
fore you, even the two kings of the 
Am/6r-ites; bu¢ not with thy sword, 
nor with thy bow. 

13 And I have given you aland for 
which ye did not labour, and cities 
which ye built not, and ye dwell in 
them; of the vineyards and olive- 
me which ye planted not do ye 


eat. 

14 J Now therefore fear the LORD, 
and serve him in sincerity and in 
truth: and put away the gods which 
your fathers served on the other 
side of the flood, and in E’gypt; and 
serve ye the LORD. 

15 And if it seem evil unto you to 
serve the LORD, choose you this 
day whom ye will serve; whether 
the gods which your fathers served 
that were on the other side of the 
flood, or the gods of the Am/6r-ites, 
in whose land ye dwell: but as for 
me and my house, we will serve the 


LORD. 

16 And the people answered and 
said, God forbid that we should 
forsake the LORD, to serve other 


gods; 

17 For the LORD our God, he i¢ is 
that brought us up and our fathers 
out of the land of E’/gypt, from the 
house of bondage, and which did 
those great signs in our sight, and 
preserved us in all the way wherein 
we went, and.among all the people 
through whom we passed: 

18 And the LORD drave out from 

‘before us all the people, even the 
Am/6r-ites which dwelt in the land: 
tnerefore will we also serve the 

LORD; for he is our God. 
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19 And Josh’/u-a said unto the peo- 
pie; Ye cannot serve the LORD: for 

e is an holy God; he ts a jealous 
God; he will not forgive your trans- 
gressions nor your sins. 

20 If ye forsake the LORD, and 
serve strange gods, then he will 
turn and do you hurt, and consume: 
you, after that he hath done you 


good. 

21 And the people said unto JOsh’- 
u-a, Nay; but we will serve the 
LORD. 

22 And JOsh’u-a-said unto the peo- 
ple, Ye are witnesses against your- 
selves that ye have chosen you the 
LORD, toservehim. And they said, 
We are witnesses. 

23 Now therefore put away, said 
he, the strange gods which are 
INA KOH, and incline your heart 
unto the LORD God of is’ra-el. 

24 And the people said unto 
Josh’u-a, The LORD our God will 
we serve, and his voic2 will we 
obey. 

25 So JOsh’u-a made a covenant 
with the people that day, and set 
them a statute and an ordinance in 

She’chem. 

26 9 And Jodsh’u-a wrote these 
words in the book of the law of God 
and took a great stone, and set i? 
up there under an oak, that was by 
the sanctuary of the LORD. 

27 And JOsh’u-a said unto all the 
people, Behold, this stone shall be a 
witness unto us; for it hath heard 
all the words of the LORD which he 
spake unto us: it shall be therefore 
a witness unto you, lest ye deny 
your God. 

28 So JOsh’u-a let the people de- 
part, every man unto his inherit- 
ance. 

29 ¢ And it came to pass after 
these things, that Josh’u-a the son 
of Nun, the servant of the LORD, 
died, being an hundred and ten 
years old. 

30 And they buried him in the bor- 
der of his inheritance in Tim’nath- 
se/rah, which 7s in mount E’phra-iIm, 
onthe north side of the hill of Ga’- 
ash. 

31 And is’ra-el served the LORD 
all the days of JOsh’u-a, and all the 
days of the elders that overlived 
Josh’u-a, and which had known all 
the works of the LORD, that he had 
done for Is'ra-el. 

32 4 And the bones of JO’seph 
which the children of Is ra-el 
brought up out of E’gypt, buried 
they in She’chem, in a parcel of 
ground which Ja’cob bought of the 
sons of Ha’mor the father of She’- 
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chem for an hundred pieces of sil- | died; and they buried him in a hill

BOOK OF JUDGES. 


CHAPTER 1. 


1 Conquests by Judah. 8 Jerusalem taken. 
21 The acts of Benjamin. 29 Nations 
remaining unconquered. 


OW after the death of JOsh’u-a 

it came to pass, that the chil- 
dren of is’ra-el asked the LORD, 
saying, Who shall go up for us 
against the Ca/naan-ites first, to 
fight against them ? 

2 And the LorRD said, Ju’dah shall 
go up: behold, I have delivered the 
and into his hand. 

8 And Ju’dah said unto Sim’e-on 
his brother, Come up with me into 
my lot, that we may fight against 
the Ca’naan-ites; and I likewise 
will go with thee into thy lot. So 
Sim/e-on went with him. 

4 And Ju’dah went up; and the 
LoRD delivered the Ca/naan-ites 
and the Pér’iz-zites into their hand: 
and they slew of them im Be’/zek 
ten thousand men. 

5 And they found A-d0n’‘i-be’zek 
in Be’zek: and they fought against 
him, and they slew the Ca/naan-ites 
and the Pér’iz-zites. 

6 But A-d0n’i-be’zek fled ; and they 
pursued after him, and caught him 
and cut off his thumbs and his great 


toes. 

7 And A-d0n’i-beé’zek said, Three- 
score and ten kings, having their 
thumbs and their great toes cut off, 
gathered their meat under my table: 
as I have done, so God hath re- 
quited me. And they brought him 
to Jé-ru’sa-lém, and there he died. 
8 Now the children of Ju’dah had 
fought against Jé-ru’sa-lem, and 
had taken it, and smitten it with 
the edge of the sword, and set the 
city on fire. 

9 9 And afterward the children 
of Ju’dah went down to fight 


against the Ca/naan-ites, that dwelt | i 


in the mountain, and in the south, 
and in the valley. 

10 And Ju’dah went against the 
Ca/naan-ites that dwelt in He’bron: 
(now the name of He’bron before 
was Kir'jath-ar’ba:) and they slew 


She’shai, and A-hi/man, and Tal’- 
mai. 

11 And from thence he _ went 
against the inhabitants of De’bir: 
and the name of De’bir before was 
Kir’jath-se’phér : 

12 And Ca’‘ieb said, He that smit- 
eth Kir’jath-se’phér, and taketh it, 
to him will I give Ach’sah my daugh- 
ter to wife. 

13 And Oth’ni-el the son of Ke’- 
naz, Ca‘leb’s younger brother, took 
it: and he gave him Ach’sah his 
daughter to wife. 

14 And it came to pass, when she 
came to him, that she moved him to 
ask of her father a field; and she 
lighted from off her ass; and Ca/leb 
said unto her, What wilt thou ? 

15 And she said unto him, Give 
me a blessing: for thou hast given 
me a south land; give me also 
springs of water. And Ca/leb gave 
her the upper springs and the nether 
springs. 

16 ¢ And the children of the Kén’- 
ite, Mo’ses’ father in law, went ne 
out of the city of palm trees wit 
the children of Ju’dahinto the wil- 
derness of Ju’dah, which “eth in the 
south of A’rad; and they went and 
dwelt among the people. 

17 And Ji/dah went with Sim’e- 
on his brother, and they slew the 
Ca/naan-ites that inhabited Ze’- 
phath, and utterly destroyed it. 
And the name of the city was called 
Hor’mah. 

18 Also Jtu’dah took Ga’/za with 
the coast thereof, and As’ke-lon 
with the coast thereof, and Ek’ron 
with the coast thereof. 

19 And the LORD was with Ju’- 
dah; and he drave out the inhabit- 
ants of the mountain; but could 
not drive out the inhabitants of the 
valley, because they had chariots of 


ron. : 
20 And they gave He’bron unto 
Ca/leb, as Mo’ses said: and he ex- 
pelled thence the three sons of 
A’/nak. 

21 And the children of Bén’ja-min 
did not drive out the Jéb’u-sites 
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that inhabited Jé-ru’sa-lem; but 
the Jéb’u-sites dwell with the chil- 
dren of Bén’ja-min in Jé-ru’sa-lem 
unto this day. ah 

22 ¢ And the house of Jo’seph, 
they also went up against Béth’-el: 
and the LORD was with them. 

23 And the house of JO’seph sent 
to descry Béth’-el. (Now the name 
of the city before was Luz.) 

24 And the He saw a man come 

forth out of the city, and they said 
unto him, Shew us, we pray thee, 
the entrance into the city, and we 
will shew thee mercy. 
. 26 And when he shewed them the 
entrance into the city, they smote 
the city with the edge of the sword ; 
but they let go the man and all his 
family. 

26 And the man went into the land 
of the Hit’tites, and builta city, and 
called the name thereof Liz: which 
as the name thereof unto this day. 

27 ¥ Neither did Ma-nas’seh drive 
out the inhabitants of Beth-she’an 
and her towns, nor Ta’/a-nach and 
her towns, nor the inhabitants of 
Dor and her towns, nor the inhabit- 
ants of Ib’le-am and her towns, nor 
the inhabitants of Mé-gid’d6 and 
her towns: but the Ca’naan-ites 
would dwell in that land. 

28 And it came to pass, when Is’ra- 
el was strong, that they put the 
Ca’/naan-ites to tribute, and did not 
utterly drive them out. 

29 § Neither did E’phra-im drive 
out the Ca’/naan-ites that dwelt in 
Ge’zér; but the Ca/naan-ites dwelt 
in Ge’zér among them. 

30 7 Neither did Zéb/u-lun drive 
out the inhabitants of Kit’ron, nor 
the inhabitants of Na’ha-lol; but 
the Ca/naan-ites dwelt among them, 
and became tributaries. X 

31 § Neither did Ash’ér drive out 
the inhabitants of Ac’cho, nor the 
inhabitants of Zi’/d0n, nor of Ah’lab, 
nor of Ach’zib, nor of Hel’bah, nor 
of A’phik, nor of Re’hob: 

32 But the Ash’ér-ites dwelt amon 
the Ca’/naan-ites, the inhabitants o 
the land: for they did not drive 
them out. 

33 § Neither did Naph’ta-li drive 
out the inhabitants of Béth-she’- 
mésh, nor the inhabitants of Béth- 
a’nath; but he dwelt among the 
Ca’/naan-ites, the inhabitants of the 
land: nevertheless the inhabitants 
of Béth-she’mésh and of Béth-a’- 
nath became tributaries unto them. 

34 And the Am/’6r-ites forced the 
children of Dan into the mountain: 
for they would not suffer them to 
come down to the valley: 
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35 But the Am/6r-ites would dwell 
in mount Hé’rés in Aij’/a-lon, and 
in Sha-al’bim: yet the hand of the 
house of JO’seph prevailed, so that 
they became tributaries. 

36 And the coast of the Am/6r. 
ites was from the going up to 
cc ea from the rock, and up- 
ward, 


CHAPTER 2. 

1 An angel rebukes Israel. 6 A wicked 

generation. 16 Judges defied. x 
ss es an angel of the LORD came 

up from Gil’gal to Bo’/chim 
and said, I made youto goup out of 
E/gypt, and have brought you unto 
the land which I sware unto your 
fathers; and I said, I will never 
break my covenant with you. 

2 And ye shall make no league 
with the inhabitants of this land; 
ye shall throw down their altars: 
but ye have not obeyed my voice: 
why have ye done this? 

3 Wherefore I also said, I ;will not 
drive them out from before you; 
but they shall be as thorns in your 
sides, and their gods shall be asnare 
unto you. 

4 And it came to pass, when the 
angel of the LORD spake these 
words unto all the children of is’- 
ra-el, that the people lifted up their 
voice, and wept. 

5 And they called the name of that 
place Bo’/chim: and they sacrificed 
there unto the LORD. 

6 9 And when Josh’'u-a had let the 
people go, the children of Is’ra-el 
went every man unto his inherit- 
ance to possess the land. 

7 And the people served the LORD 
all the days of Josh’u-a, and all the 
days of the elders that outlived 
JOsh’u-a, who had seen all the great 
works of the LORD, that he did for 
is'ra-el. 

And Josh’u-& the son of Nin, 
the servant of the LORD, died, being 
an hundred and ten years old. 

9 And they buried him in the bor- 
der of his inheritance in Tim/nath- 
he’res, in the mount of E’phra-im, 
on the north side of the hill Ga’/ash. 
10 And also all that generation 
were gathered unto their fathers: 
and there arose another generation 
after them, which knew not the 
LORD, nor yet the works which he 
had done for Is’ra-el. 

11 § And the children of is’ra-el 
did evil in the sight of the LorpD, 
and served Ba’al-im: 

12 And they forsook the Lorp 
God of their fathers, which brought 
them out of the land of E’gypt, and 
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followed other gods, of the gods of 
the people that were round about 
them, and bowed themselves unto 
them, and provoked the LORD to 
anger. 

13 And they forsook the LORD, and 
served Ba/al and Ash’ta-roth. 

14 J And the anger of the LoRD 
was hot against Is’ra-el, and he 
delivered them into the hands of 
spoilers that spoiled them, and he 
sold them into the hands of their 
enemies round about, so that they 
could not any longer stand before 
their enemies. 

15 Whithersoever they went out, 
the hand of the LORD was against 
them for evil,as the LORD had said, 
and as the LorpD had sworn unto 
them: and they were greatly dis- 
tressed. 

16 { Nevertheless the LORD raised 
up judges, which delivered them 
out of the hand of those that spoiled 
them. 

17 And yet they would not hearken 
unto their judges, but they weut 
a whoring after other gods, and 
bowed themselves unto them: the 
turned quickly out of the way whic 
their fathers walked in, obeying the 
commandments of the LORD; but 
they did not so. 

18 And when the LORD raised 
them up judges, then the LORD was 
with the judge, and delivered them 
out of the hand of their enemies all 
the days of the judge: for it re- 
pented the LORD because of their 
groanings by reason of them that 
oppressed them and vexed them. 
19 And it came to pass, when the 
judge was dead, that they returned, 
and corrupted themselves more than 
their fathers, in following other 

ods to serve them, and to bow 

own unto them; they ceased not 
from their‘own doings, nor from 
their stubborn way. 

20 | And the anger of the LORD 
was hotagainst Is’ra-el; and he said, 
Because that this people hath trans- 
gressed my covenant which I com- 
manded their fathers, and have not 
hearkened unto my voice; 

21 Lalso will not henceforth drive 
out any from before them of the 
nations which Josh’u-a left when he 
clied : 

22 That through them I may prove 
Is’ra-el, whether they will keep the 
way of the LORD to walk therein, as 
their fathers did keep it, or not. 

23 Therefore the LORD left those 
nations, without driving them out 


hastily ; neither delivered he them 


into the hand of JOsh’u-a. 
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CHAPTER 3. 


1 Nations left to prove Israel. 8 Othniet 
asjudge. 12 Ehud slays Eglon. 


OW these are the nations which 
the Lorp left, to prove Is‘ra-el 

by them, even as many of /s'ra-el_ as 
had not known all the wars of Ca'- 


naan ; 

2 Only that the generations of the 
children of is’ra-el might know, to 
teach them war, at the least suchas 
before knew nothing thereof; 

3 Namely, five lords of the Phi-lis’. 
tines, and all the Ca’/naan-ites, and 
the Si-do/ni-ans, and the Hi’vites 
that dwelt in mount Léb’a-non, from 
mount Ba’‘al-hér’mon unto the en- 
tering in of Ha’math. 

4 And they were to prove is’ra-el 
by them, to know whether the 
would hearken unto the command- 
ments of the LORD, which he com- 
manded their fathers by the hand of 

o’ses. 
5 § And the children of Is’ra/el 
dwelt among the Ca’n2an-ites, Hit’- 
tites, and Am/6r-ites, and Pér’iz- 
zites, and Hi’vites, and Jéb’u-sites: 

6 And they took their daughters 
to be their wives, and gave their 
daughters to their sons, and served 
their gods. 

7 And the children of Is’ra-el did 
evil in the sight of the LORD, and 
forgat the Lorp their God, and 
served Ba‘al-im and the groves. 

8 | Therefore the anger of the 
LORD was hot against Is’ra-el, and 
he sold them into the hand of Chu’- 
shan-rish-a-tha/im king of Més-o-po- 
ta’mi-a: and the children of Ig’ra-el 
served Chu/shan-rish-a-tha/im eight 
years. 

9 And when the children of is’ra- 
el cried unto the LORD, the LORD 
raised up a deliverer to the chil- 
dren of is'ra-el, who delivered them, 
even Oth/ni-el the son of Ké/naz, Ca’- 
leb’s younger brother. 

10 And the Spirit of the LORD 
came upon him, and he judged Is’ 
ra-el, and went out to war: and the 
LoRD delivered Chu’shan-rish-a- 
tha/im king of Més-o-p0-ta’m1-a into — 
his hand; and his hand prevailed — 
against Chu’shan-rish-a-tha’im. : 

Il And the land had rest forty 
years. And Oth’ni-el the son of 
Ke’'naz died. 

12 ¢ And the children of Is’ra-el 
did evil again in the sight of the 
LORD: and the LORD strengthened 
Eg’lon the king of M0/ab against 
is’ra-el, because they had done evil 
in the sight of the LORD. 

13 And he gathered unto him the 
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ehildren of Am’mon and Am/a-lék 
and went and smote is’ra-el, an 
possessed the city of palm trees. 

14 Sothe children of Is’ra-elserved 
Ey’loOn the king of Mo’ab eighteen 
years. 

15 But when the children of I9’ra- 
el cried unto the LorRD, the LORD 
raised them up a deliverer, E’nud 
the son of Ge’ra, a Bén’ja-mite, a 
man lefthanded: and by him the 
children of is’ra-el sent a present 
unto Eg’l0n the king of MO’ab. 

16 But E’/hud made him a dagger 
which had two edges, of a cubit 
length; and he did gird it under 
his raiment upon his right thigh. 

17 And he brought the present 
unto Eg’lon king of MO’ab: and Eg’- 
10n was avery fat man. 

18 And when he had made an end 
to offer the present, he sent away 
the people that bare the present. 

19 But he himself turned again 
from the quarries that were by Gil’- 
gal,and said, I have a secret errand 
unto thee, O king: who said, Keep 
silence. And all that stood by him 
went out from him. 

20 And &’/hid came unto him; and 
he was sitting ina summer Pees 
which he had for himself alone. 
And FE’hud said, I have a message 
from God unto thee. And he arose 
out of his seat. 

21 And E’hud put forth his left 
hand, and took the dagger from his 
tis thigh, and thrust it into his 


elly: 

22 And the haft also went in after 
the blade; and the fat closed upon 
the blade, so that he could not draw 
the dagger out of his belly; and the 
dirt came out. 

23 Then E’hud went forth through 
the porch, and shut the doors of 
the parlour upon him, and locked 
them. 

24 When he was gone out, his ser- 
vants came; and when they saw 
that, behold, the doors of the par- 
lour were locked, they said, Surely 
he covereth his feet in his summer 
chamber. 

25 And they tarried till they were 
ashamed: and, behold, he opened 
not the doors of the parlour; there- 
fore they took a key, and opened 
them: and, behold, their lord was 
fallen down dead on the earth. 

26 And E’hud escaped while they 
tarried, and passed beyond the 
quarries, and escaped unto Se’i- 


rath. 

27 And it came to pass, when he 
was come, that he blew a trumpet 
in the mountain of E’phra-im, and

the children of is'ra-el went down 
with him from the mount, and he 
before them. 

28 And he said unto them, Follow 
after me: for the LORD hath de- 
livered your enemies the MO’ab-ites 
into your hand. And they went 
down after him, and took the fords 
of Jor’dan toward MO’ab, and suf- 
fered not a man to pass over. 

29 And they slew of Mo’ab at that 
time about ten thousand men, all 
lusty, and all men of valour; and 
there escaped not a man. 

30 So MO’ab was subdued that day 
under the hand of Is’ra-el. And the 
land had rest fourscore years. 

314 And after him was Sham/gar 
the son of A’nath, which slew of the 
Phi-lis’tines six hundred men with 
an ox goad: and he also delivered 
Iis’ra-el, 


CHAPTER 4. 


1 Deborah and Barak deliver Israel. 
Death of Sisera. 
ND the children of _iIs’/ra-el 
. again did evil in the sight of 
the LORD, when E’htd was dead. 

2 And the LORD sold them into 
the hand of Ja’bin king of Ca’naan, 
that reigned in Ha/zor; the captain 
of whose host was Sis’e-ra, which 
awe in Ha-ro’sheth of the Gén’- 

iles. 

3 And the children of Is’ra-e] cried 
unto the Lorp: for he had nine 
hundred chariots of iron; and 
twenty years he mightily oppressed 
the children of Is'ra-el. 

4 9 And Déb’o-rah, a prophetess 
the wife of Lap'i-doth, she judged 
is’ra-el at that time. 

5 And she dwelt under the palm 
tree of Déb’o-rah between Ra’mah 
and Béth’-el in mount E’phra-im: 
and the children of is/ra-el came up 
to her for judgment. 

6 And she sent and called Ba/rak 
the son of A-bin’0-am out of Ke’. 
desh-napb’ta-li, and said unto him 
Hath not the LORD God of Is’ra-el 
commanded, saying, Go and draw 
toward mount Ta’bor, and take with 
thee ten thousané men of the chil- 
dren of Naph’‘ta-li and of the chil- 
dren of Zéb’u-lun ? 

7 And I will draw unto thee to 
the river Ki’shon Sis’e-ra, the cap- 
tain of Ja’bin’s army, with his char- 
iots and his multitude; and I will 
deliver him into thine hand. 

§ And Ba’/rak said unto her, If 
thou wilt go with me, then I will 
go: butif thou wilt not go with me, 
then I will not go. 

9 And she said, I will surely ge 
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with thee: notwithstanding the 
ourney that thou takest shall not 

e for thine honour; for the LORD 
shall sell Sis’e-ra into the hand of a 
woman. And Déb’o-rah arose, and 
went with Ba’rak to Ke’desh. 

10 ¢ And Ba/rak called Zeéb/u-lun 
and Naph’ta-li to Ke’desh; and he 
went up with ten thousand men at 
his feet: and Déb’o-rah went up 
with him. 

11 Now He’bér the Kén'ite, which 
was of the cnildren of Ho’bab the 
father in law of Mo’ses, had severed 
himself from the Ken’ites, and 
pitched his tent unto the plain of 
Za-a-na’/im, which 7s by Ke’desh. 

12 And they shewed Sis’e-ra that 
Ba/rak the son of A-bin’0-am was 
gone up to mount Ta’bor. 

13 And Sis’e-ra gathered together 
all his chariots, even nine hundred 
chariots of iron, and all the people 
that were with him, from Ha-ro’- 
sheth of the Gén’tiles unto the river 
of Ki’shon. 

14 And Déb’o-rah said unto Ba’- 
rak, Up; for this 7s the day in which 
the LORD hath delivered Sis’e-ra 
into thine hand: is not the LORD 
gone out before thee? So Ba’rak 
went down from mount 1'a’bér, and 
ten thousand men after him. 

15 And the LoRD discomfited 
Sis’e-ra, and all his chariots, and all 
his host, with the edge of the sword 
before Ba/rak; so that Sis’e-ra 
lighted down off his chariot, and 
fled away on his feet. 

16 But Ba’/rak pursued after the 
chariots, and after the host, unto 
H4-ro’sheth of the Gén’tiles: and 
all the host of Sis’e-ra fell upon the 
edge of the sword; and there was 
not a man left. 

lj Howbeit Sis’e-ra fled away on 
his feet to the tent of Ja’el the wife 
of He’bér the Kén/‘ite: for there was 

eace between Ja’bin the king of 

a‘zor and the house of He’bér the 
Kén‘ite. 

18 J. And Ja’ei went out to meet 
Sis’e-ra, and said unto him, Turn in, 
my lord, turn in to me; fear not. 
And when he had turned in unto 
her into the tent, she covered him 
with a mantle. ‘ 

19 And he said unto her, Give me, 
I pray thee, a little water to drink; 
for I am thirsty. And. she opened 
a bottle of milk, and gave him 
drink, and covered him. 

20 Again he said unto her, Stand 
m the door of the tent, and it shall 
be, when any man doth come and en- 
quire of thee, and say, Is there any 
man here 2 that thou shalt say, No. 
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21 Then Ja/el He’bér’s wife took 
a nail of the tent, and took an ham- 
mer in her hand, and went softly 
unto him, and smote the nail into 
his temples, and fastened it into 
the ground: for he was fast asleep 
and heen So he died. 

22 And, behold, as Ba/rak pursued 
Sis’e-ra, Ja/el came out to meet him 
and said unto him, Come, and I will 
shew thee the man whom thou seek- 
est. And when he came into her 
tent, behold, Sis’e-ra lay dead, and 
the nail was in his temples. 

23 So God subdued on that day 
Ja‘bin the king of Ca/naan before 
the children of Is’ra-el. 
_24 And the hand of the children of 
Is‘ra-el prospered, and prevailed 
against Ja/bin the king of Ca/naan, 
until they had destroyed Ja’ bin king 
of Ca/naan.

8 They chose new gods; then was 
war in the gates: was therea shield 
or spear seen among forty thousand 
in Iis’ra-el ? 

9 My hearts toward the governors 
of is’ra-el, that offered themselves 
w.lingly among the people. Bless 
ye the LORD. ‘ 

10 Speak, ye that ride on white 
asses, ye that sit in judgment, and 
walk by the way. 

ll They that are delivered from the 
noise of archers in the places of 
drawing water, there shall they re- 
hearse the righteous acts of the 
LORD, even the righteous acts fo- 
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ward the inhabitants of his villages 
in Iis’ra-el: then shall the people of 
the LORD go down to the gates. 

12 Awake, awake, Déb’o-rah: 
awake, awake, utter a song: arise, 
Ba’/rak, and lead thy captivity cap- 
tive, thou son of A-bin’0-am. 

13 Then he made hin that remain- 
eth have dominion over the nobles 
among the people: the LORD made 
me have dominion over the mighty. 

14 Out of E’phra-Im was there a 
root of them against Am‘a-lék ; after 
thee, Bén’ja-min, among thy people ; 
out of Ma/chir came down gover- 
nors, and out of Zéb’u-lun they that 
handle the pen of the writer. 

15 And the princes of Is’sa-char 
were with Déb’o-rah; even Is’sa- 
char, and also Ba’/rak: he was sent 
on foot into the valley. For the di- 
visions of Reu’ben there were great 
thoughts of heart. 

16 Why abodest thou among the 
sheepfolds, to hear the bleatings of 
the flocks? For the divisions of 
Reu’ben there were great searchings 
of heart. 

7 Gil’e-ad abode beyond J6ér’dan: 
and why did Dan remain in ships ? 
Ash’/ér continued on the sea shore, 
and abode in his breaches. 

18 Zéb/u-lun and Naph’ta-li were 
a people that jeoparded their lives 
unto the death in the high places of 
the field. 

19 The bem he l and fought, then 
fought the kings of Ca’naan in Ta’- 
a-nach by the waters of Mé-gid’d0; 
they took no gain of money. 

20 They fought from heaven; the 
stars in their courses fought against 
Sis’e-ra. 

21 The river of Ki’/shOn swept 
them away, that ancient river, the 
river Ki’shon. O my soul, thou hast 
trodden down strength. 

22 Then were the horsehoofs bro- 
ken by the means of the pransings, 
the pransings of their mighty ones. 

23 Curse ye M€@’roz, said the angel 
of the LORD, curse ye bitterly the 
inhabitants thereof; because they 
came not to the help of the LORD, 
to the help of the LORD against the 
mighty. 

24 Blessed above women. shall 
Ja‘el the wife of He’bér the Kén’‘ite 
be, blessed shall she be above wo- 
men in the tent. } 

25 He asked water, and she gave 
him milk; she brought forth butter 
in 2 lordly dish. 

26 She put her hand to the nail, 
and ker right hand to the work- 
men’s hammer; and with the ham- 
mer she smote Sis’e-ra. she smote 
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off his head, when she had pierced 
and stricken through his temples. 

27 At her feet he bowed, he fell, 
he lay down: at her feet he bowed, 
he fell: where he bowed, there he 
fell down dead. 

28 The mother of Sis’e-ra looked 
out at a window, and cried through 
the lattice, Why is his chariot so. 
long in coming? why tarry the 
wheels of his chariots ? 

29 Her wise ladies answered her, 
yea, she returned answer to her: 


self 

30 Have they not sped? have they 
not divided the prey; to every man 
a damsel or two; to Sis’e-ra a prey 
of divers colours, a prey of divers 
colours of needlework, of divers 
colours of needlework on both 
sides, meet for the necks of them 
that take the spoil? 

31 So let all thine enemies per- 
ish, O LORD: but de¢ them that love 
him de as the sun when he goeth 
forth in his might. And the land 
had rest forty years. ~— 


CHAPTER 6. 
1 Midian oppresses Israel. 11 Gideon and 
the angel. 36 Gideon’s signs. 
ND the children of is‘ra-el did 
evil in the sight of the LoRD: 
and the LORD delivered them into 
the hand of Mid’i-an seven years. 

2 And the hand of Mid’i-an pre- 
vailed against Is’ra-el: and because 
of the Mid’i-an-ites the children of 
Is'ra-el made them the dens which 
are in the mountains, and caves, and 
strong holds.

Egypt? but now the LORD hath 
forsaken us, and delivered us into 
the hands of the Mid’1-an-ites. 

14 And the LorRD looked upon 
him, and said, Go in this thy might, 
and thou shalt save Is‘ra-el from 
the hand of the Mid’i-an-ites: have 
not I sent thee? 

15 And he said unto him, Oh my 
Lord, wherewith shall I save Is’- 
ra-el? behold, my family is poor in 
Ma4-nas’seh, and I am the least in 
my father’s house. 

16 And the LORD said unto him, 
Surely I will be with thee, and thou 
shalt smite the Mid’1-an-ites as one 
man. 

17 And he said unto him, If now I 
have found grace in thy sight, then 
shew me a Sign that thou talkest 
with me. 

18 Depart not hence,I pray thee, 
until I come unto thee, and bring 
forth my present, and set 7¢ before 
thee. And he said, I will tarry 
until thou come again. 

197 And Gid’e-on went in, and 
made ready a kid, and unleavened 
cakes of an ephah of flour: the flesh 
he put ina basket, and he put the 
broth ina pot, and brought it out 
unto him under the oak, and pre- 
sented it. | 

20 And the angel of God said unto 
him, Take the flesh and the unlea- 
vened cakes. and lay them upon this 
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rock, and pour out the broth. And 
he did so. 

21 § Then the angel of the LORD 
put forth the end of the staff that 
was in his hand, and touched the 
flesh and the unleavened cakes; and 
there rose up fire out of the rock, 
and consumed the fiesh and the un- 
leavened cakes. Then the angel of 
the LORD departed out of his sight, 

22 And when Gid’e-on perceived 
that he was an angel of the LORD 
Gid’e-on said, Alas, O Lord Gop! 
for because I have seen an angel of 
the LORD face to face. 

23 And the LorD said unto him, 
Peace be unto thee; fear not: thou 
shalt not die. 

24 Then Gid’e-on built an_ altar 
there unto the LORD,.and called it 
Jé-h0/vah-sha/lom: unto this day 
it is yet in Oph’rah of the A’bi-ez’- 
rites. 

25 J And it came to pass the same 
night, that the LORD said unto him, 
Take thy father’s young bullock, 
even the second bullock of seven 
years old, and throw down the altar 
of Ba/al that thy father hath, and 
cut down the gaune that is by it: 

26 And build an altar unto the 
LORD thy God upon the top of this 
rock, in the ordered place, and take 
the second bullock, and offer a burnt 
sacrifice with the wood of the grove 
which thou shalt cut down. 

27 Then Gid’e-on took ten men of 
his servants, and did as the LORD 
had said unto him: and so it was, 
because he feared his father’s house- 
hold, and the men of the city, that 
he could not do it by’ day, that he 
did z¢ by night. 

28 4Y And when the men of the cit 
arose early in the morning, behold, 
the altar of Ba’al was cast down, 
and the grove was cut down that 
was by it, and the second bullock 
yee offered upon the altar that was 

uilt. 

29 And they said one to another 
Who hath done this thing? An 
when they enquired and asked, er 
said, Gid’e-on the son of JO’ash hat 
done this thing. , 

30 Then the men of the city said 
unto JO0/ash, Bring out thy son, that 
he may die: because he hath cast 
down the altar of Ba’/al, and because 
he hath cut down the grove that was 


by it. 

31 And Jo’ash said unto all that 
stood against him, Will ye plead for 
Ba/al? will ye save him? he that 
will pend for him, let him be put to 
death whilst 7¢ is yet morning: if he 
be a god, let him plead for himself. 
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because one hath cast down his 
altar. 

382 Therefore on that day he called 
him Jé-riib’ba-al, saying, Let Ba’al 
peas against him, because he hath 

hrown down his altar. 

33 J Then all the Mid’i-an-ites and 
the Am/‘a-lék-ites and the children 
of the east were gathered together, 
and went over, and pitched in the 
valley of Jéz’re-el. 

* 34 But the Spirit 0f the Lorp 

came upon Gid’e-on, and he blew a 
trumpet; and A’bi-é’zér was gath- 
ered after him. 

35 And he _ sent messengers 
throughout all Ma-nas‘seh ; who also 
was gathered after him: and he 
sent messengers unto Ash’ér, and 
unto Zéb‘u-lun, and unto Naph’ta- 
li; and they came up to meet them. 

36 § And Gid’e-on said unto God, 
If thou wilt save Is/ra-el by mine 
hand, as thou hast said, 

37 Behold, I will put a fleece of 
wool in the floor; and if the dew be 
on the fleece only, and it 6e dry 
men all the earth deside, then shall 
I know that thou wilt save Is’ra-el 
by mine hand, as thou hast said. 

38 And it was so: for he rose up 
early on the morrow, and thrust the 
fleece together, and wringed the 
dew out of the fleece, a bowl full 
of water. 

39 And Gid’e-on said unto God, 
Let not thine anger be hot against 
me, and [ will speak but this once: 
let me prove, I pray thee, but this 
once with the fleece; let it now be 
dry only upon the fleece, and upon 
all the ground let there be dew. 

40 And God did so that night: for 
it was dry upon the fleece only, and 
_ there was dew on all the ground. 


CHAPTER 7. 

1 Gideon’s three hundred. 16 The lamps 
and pitchers. 24 Midian defeated. 
HEN Jé-rib’ba-al, who is Gid’- 

e-on, and all the people that 
were with him, rose up early, and 
pitched beside the well of Ha’rod: 
so that the host of the Mid’i-an-ites 
were on the north side of them, by 
the hill of Mo’reh, in the valley. 

2 And the LORD said unto Gid’- 
e-on, The people that are with thee 
are too many for me to give the 
Mid’‘i-an-ites into their hands, lest 
Is’ra-el vaunt themselves against 
me, saying, Mine own hand hath 
saved me. 

3 Now therefore go to, proclaim in 
the ears of the people, saying, Who- 
soever is fearful and afraid, let him 
return and depart early from mount 
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Gil’e-ad. And there returned of the 
people twenty and two thousand; 
and there remained ten thousand. 

4 And the LORD said unto Gid‘- 
e-on, The people are yet too many; 
bring them down unto the water, 
and I will try them for thee there: 
and it shall be, that of whom I say 
unto thee, This shall go with thee 
the same shall go with thee; and o 
whomsoever I say unto thee, This 
shall not go’with thee, the same 
shall not go. 

5 So he brought down the people 
unto the water: and the LORD said 
unto Gid’e-on, Every one that lap- 
peth of the water with his tongue, 
as a dog lappeth, him shalt thou 
set by himself; likewise every one 
that boweth down upon his knees 
to drink. 

6 And the number of them that 
lapped, putting their hand to their 
mouth, were three hundred men; 
but all the rest of the people bowed 
down upon their knees to drink 
water. 

7 And the LorRD said unto Gid’- 
e-on, By the three hundred men 
that lapped will I save you, and de- 
liver the Mid’i-an-ites into thine 
hand: and let ali the other people go 
every man unto his place. 

8 So the people took victuals in 
their hand, and their trumpets: and 
he sent all the rest of is'ra-ei every 
man unto his tent, and retained 
those three hundred men: and the 
host of Mid’i-an was beneath him 
in the valley. 

9 9 And it came to pass the same 
night, that the LORD said unto him, 
Arise, get thee down unto the host: 
for I have delivered it into thine 
hand. 

10 But.if thou fear to go down, go 
thou with Phu’rah thy servant down 
to the host: 

11 And thou shalt hear what they 
say; and afterward shall thine 
hands be strengthened to go down 
untothe host. Then went he down 
with Phutrah bis servant unto the 
outside of the armed men that were 
in the host. 

12 And the Mid’1-an-ites and the 
Am/a-lék-ites and all the children 
of the east lay along in the valley 
like grasshoppers for multitude; 
and their camels were without num 
ber, as the sand by the sea side for 
multitude. 

13 And when Gid’e-on was come, 
behold. there was a man that tolda 
dream unto his fellow, and said, 
Behold, I dreamed a dream, and 
lo, a cake of barley bread tumbled 
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into the host of Mid’i-an, and came 
unto a tent, and smote it that it fell, 
and overturned it, that the tent lay 


along. 

14 And his fellow answered and 
said, This 7s nothing else save the 
sword of Gid’e-on the son of Jo’ash 
aman of is’ra-el: for into his hand 
hath God delivered Mid‘i-an, and 
all the host. 

15 ¢ And it was so, when Gid’e-on 
heard the telling of the dream, and 
the interpretation thereof, that he 
worshipped, and returned into the 
host of Iis’ra-el, and said, Arise; for 
the LORD hath delivered into your 
hand the host of Mid’t-an. 

16 And he divided the three hun- 
dred ‘men into three companies, 
and he put a trumpet in every 
man’s hand, with empty pitchers, 
and lamps within the pitchers. 

17 And he said unto them, Look on 
me, and do likewise: and, behold, 
when I come to the outside of the 
camp, it shall be that, as I do, so 
shall ye do. 

18 When I blow with a trumpet, I 
and all that are with me, then blow 
ye the trumpets also on every side 
of all the camp, and say, The sword 
of the LORD, and of Gid’e-on. 

19 ¥ So Gid’e-on, and the hundred 
men that were with him, came unto 
the outside of the camp in the be- 
ginning of the middle watch; and 
they had but newly set the watch: 
and they blew the trumpets, and 
brake the pitchers that werein their 


ands. 

20 And the three companies blew 
the trumpets, and brake the pitch- 
ers, and held the lamps in their left 
hands, and the trumpets in their 
right hands to blow withal: and 
they cried, The sword of the LORD, 
and of Gid’e-on. 

21 And they stood every man in 
his place round about the camp: 
and all the host ran, and cried, and 


ed. 

22 And the three hundred blew 
the trumpets, and the LORD set 
every man’s sword against his fel- 
low, even throughout all the host: 
and the host fied to Béth-shit’tah 
in Zér’e-rath, and to the border 
of A’bél-mé-ho'lah, unto Tab’bath. 

23 And the men of Is’ra-el gathered 
themselves together out of Naph’ta- 
li, and out of Ash’ér, and out of all 
Ma-nas’seh, anc ~wrsued after the 
Mid’i-an-ites. 

24 § And Gid’e-un sent messengers 
throughout all mount E’phra-im, 
saying, Come down againstthe Mid’- 
T-an-ites, and take before them the 
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Ephraimites pacified. 
waters unto Béth-ba’/rah and Jor’- 
dan. Then all the men of E’phra-Im 
athered themselves together, and 
ook the waters unto Beéth-ba’rah 
and Jér’dan. © 

25 And they took two princes of 
the Mid’i-an-ites, 0’reb and Ze’eb; 
and they slew 0’reb upon the rock 
O'reb, and Ze’eb they slew at the 
Wwinepress of Ze’eb, and pursued 
Mid’1-an, and brought the heads of. 
o’reb and Ze’eb to Gid’e-on on the 
other side Jor’dan. 


CHAPTER 8. 

1 Gideon slays Midian’s kings. 29 His 
children and death. 33 Idolatry of 
Israel. 

Baie the men of E’phra-im said 

unto him, Why hast thou 
served us thus, that thou ealledst 
us not, when thou wentest to fight 
with the Mid’tan-ites? And they 

did chide with him sharply. 

2 And he said unto them, What 
have I done now in comparison of 
you? Js not the gleaning of the 
grapes of E’phra-im better than the 
vintage of A’bi-e’zér ? 

3 God hath delivered into your 
hands the princes of Mid’?-an, O’reb 
and Ze’eb: and what was I able to 
do in comparison of you? Then 
their anger was abated toward him, 
when he had said that. 

4 4 And Gid’e-on came to J6r’dan, 
and passed over, he, and the three 
hundred men that were with him, 
faint, yet pursuing them. 

5 And he said unto the men of 
Stie’coth, Give, I pray you, loaves 
of bread unto the people that follow 
me; for they de faint, and I am 
pursuing affer Ze’bah and Zal- 
mun’‘na, kings of Mid’i-an. 

6 ane the princes of Suc’coth 
said, Are the hands of Ze’bah and 
Zal-mtin’na now in thine hand, that 
we should give bread unto thine 
army ? . 

7 And Gid’e-on said, Therefore 
when the LORD hath delivered Ze’- 
bah and Zal-miin’na into mine hand, 
then I will tear your flesh with the 
thorns of the wilderness and with 
briers. 

8 7 And he went up thence to Pé- 
nu’el, and spake unto them like- 
wise: and the men of Pé-nu’el an- 
swered him as the men of Stie’coth 
had answered him. 

9 And he spake also unto the men 
of Pé-nt’el, saying, When I come 
again in peace, I will break down 
this tower. 

10 § Now Ze'bah and Zal-mtn’na 
were in Kar’kor, and their hosts 
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with them, about fifteen thousand 
men, all that were left of all the 
hosts of the children of the east: for 
toere fell an hundred and twenty 
thousand men that drew sword. 

11 7 And Gid’e-on went up by the 
way of them that dwelt in tents on 
the east of NO’bah and JO0g’be-hah, 
and smote the host: for the host 
was secure. 

12 And when Ze’bah and Zal-mtn’- 
na fied, he pursued after them, and 
took the two kings of Mid’i-an, Ze’- 
bah and Zal-mtin’na, and discom- 
fited all the host. ay 

13 § And Gid’e-on the son of JO’- 
ash returned from battle before the 
sun was up, 

14 And caught a young man of the 
men of Suc’coth, and enquired of 
him: and he described unto him the 
princes of Stc’coth, and the elders 
thereof, even threescore and seven- 
teen men. 

15 And he came unto the inen of 
Suc’coth, and said, Behold Ze’bah 
and Zal-mtn’na, with whom ye did 
appara me, saying, Ave the hands 
of Ze’bah and Zal-mun’na now in 
thine hand, that we should give 
bread unto thy men that are eas 

6 And he took the elders of the 
city, and thorns of the wilderness 
and briers, and with them he taught 
the men of Suc’coth. 

17 And he beat down the tower of 
Poul, and slew the men of the 
city. 

18 § Then said he unto Ze’bah and 
Zal-mtin’na, What manner of men 
were they whom ye Slew at Ta’bor ? 
And they answered, As thou art, so 
were they; each one resembled the 
children of a en 

19 And he said, They were my bre- 
thren, even the sons of my mother: 
as the LORD liveth, if ye had saved 
them alive, I would not slay you. | 

20 And he said unto Je’thér his 
firstborn, Up, and slay them. But 
the youth drew not his sword: for 
he feared, because he was yet a 
youth. ; 

21 Then Ze’bah and Zal-mtn’/na 
said, Rise thou, and fall upon us: 
for as the man is, so is his strength. 
And Gid’e-on arose, and slew Ze’- 
bah and Zal-niiin’na, and took away 
the ornaments that were on their 
eamels’ necks. 

22 § Then the men of is’ra-el said 
unto Gid’e-on, Rule thou over us, 
both thou, and thy son, and thy 
son’s son also: for thou hast deliv- 
ered us from the hand of Mid’i-an. 

23 And Gid’e-on said unto them, I 
will not rule over you, neither shall 
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my son rule over you: the LORD 
shall rule over you. | 

24, 4 And Gid’e-on said unto them, 
I would desire arequest of you, that 
ye would give me every man the 
earrings of his prey. (For they had 
golden earrings, because they were 
ish’/ma-el-ites. 

25 And they answered, We will 
willingly give them. And _ they 
spread a garment, and did cast 
therein every man the earrings of 
his prey. 

26 And the weight of the golden 
earrings that he requested was a 
thousand and seven hundred shekels 
of gold; beside ornaments, and col- 
lars, and purple raiment that was 
on the kings of Mid’i-an, and beside 
the chains that were about their 
camels’ necks. 

27 And Gid’e-on made an ephod 
thereof, and put it in his city, even 
in Oph’rah: and all Is’ra-el went 
thither a whoring after it: which 
thing became a snare unto Gid’e-on, 
and to his house. 

28 ¢ Thus was Mid’lan subdued 
before the children of Is’ra-el, sa 
that they lifted up their heads no 
more. And the country was in 
quietness forty years in the days of 
Gid’e-on. 

29 § And Jé-rib’ba-al the son of 
Jo’/ash went and dwelt in his own 
house. _ 

30 And Gid’e-on had threescore 
and ten sons of his body begotten: 
for he had many wives. 

31 And his concubine that was in 
She’chem, she also bare him a son, 
whose name he called A-bim/é-lech. 

32 § And Gid’e-on the son of JO’- 
ash died in a good old age, and was 
buried in the sepulchre of JO’ash 
his father, in Oph’rah of the A’bi- 
éz’rites. 

33 And it came to pass, aS soon as 
Gid’e-on was dead, that the children 
of Is’ra-el turned again, and went a 
whoring after Ba/al-im, and made 
Ba’al-be’rith their god. 

34 And the children of Is’ra-el re- 
membered not the LORD their God, 
who had delivered them out of the 
nana of all their enemies on every 
side: 

385 Neither shewed they kindness 
to the house of Jé-rub’/ba-al, namely, 
Gid’e-on, according to all the good: 
ens which he had shewed unto is’- 
ra-el, 


CHAPTER 9. 
1 Abimelech madeking. 7 Jotham’s fable. 
2 imelech. 


2 Gaal’s conspiracy. 50 Ab 
slain. 
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ND A-bim/é-lech the son of Jé- 
rub’ba-al went to She’chem 
unto his mother’s brethren, and 
communed with them, and with all 
the family of the house of his mo- 
ther’s father, saying, 

2 Speak, I pray you, in the ears of 
all the men of She’chem, ether 
és better for you, either that all the 
sons of Jé-rib’ba-al, which are three- 
score and ten persons, reign over 
you, or that one reign over you? 
remember also that I am your 
bone and your flesh. 

3 And his mother’s brethren spake 
of him in the ears of ali the men of 
She’chem all these words: and their 
hearts inclined to follow A-bim’e- 
lech; for they said, He zs our bro- 
ther. 

4 And they gave him threescore 
and ten pieces of silver out of the 
house of Ba/al-be’rith, wherewith 
A-bim/é-lech hired vain and light 
persons, which followed him. 

5 And he went unto his father’s 
house at Oph’rah, and slew his bre- 
thren the sons of Jé-rub’ba-al, being 
threescore and ten persons, upon 
one stone: notwithstanding yet 
Jo’‘tham the youngest son of Jé- 
snarl was left; for he hid him- 
self. 

6 And all the men of She’chem 
gathered together, and all the house 
of Mil’/l6,and went,and made A-bim/- 
é-lech king, by the plain of the pil- 
lar that was in She/chem. 

7 ¥ And when they told 7¢ to Jo’- 
tham, he went and stood in the top 
of mount Gér’i-zim, and lifted up 
his voice, aud cried, and said unto 
them, Hearken unto me, ye men of 
She’chem, that God may hearken 
unto you. 

8 The trees went forth on a time 
to anoint a king over them ; and they 
said unto the olive tree, Reign thou 
over us. 

9 But the olive tree said unto them, 
Should I leave my fatness, where- 
with by me they honour God and 
man, and go to be promoted over 
the trees ? 

10 And the trees said to the fig tree, 
Come thou, and reign Over us. 

11 But the fig tree said unto them 
Should I forsake my sweetness, and 
my good fruit, and go to be pro- 
moted over the trees ? 

12 Then said the trees unto the 
vine, Come thou, and reign over us. 

13 And the vine said unto them, 
Should I leave my wine, which 
cheereth God and man, and go to 
be promoted over the trees ? 

14 Then said all the trees unto the 
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Shechemites revolt, 
bramble, Come thou and reign over 


us, 

15 And the bramble said unto the 
trees, If in truth ye anoint me king 
over you, then come and put your 
trust in my shadow: and if not, let 
fire come out of the bramble, and 
devour the cedars of Léb/a-non. 

16 Now therefore, if ye have done 
truly and pmucerely, in that ye have 
made A-bim’é-lech king, and if ye 
have dealt well with Jé-rub’ba-al 
and his house, and have done unto 
him according to the deserving of 
his hands; 

17 (For my father fought for you. 
and adventured his life far, and de- 
livered you out of the hand of Mid’- 
Tan: © 

18 And ye are risen up against my 
father’s house this day, and have 
slain his sons, threescore and ten 
persons, upon one stone, and have 
made A-bim/é-lech, the son of his 
maidservant, king over the men of 
She’chem, because he is your bro- 


‘ther ;) 


19 If ye then have dealt truly and 
sincerely with Jé-rub'ba-al and with 
his house this day, then rejoice ve 
in A-bim’é-lech, and let him also re- 
joice in you: 

20 But if not, let fire come out 
from A-bim/’é-lech, aud devour the 
men of She’chem, and the house of 
Mil’/lo; and let fire come out from 
the men of She’chem, and_ from 
the house of Mil’lo, and devour 
A-bim’é-lech. 

21 And JO’/tham ran away, and fled, 
and went to Be’er, and dwelt there, 
for fear of A-bim’é-lech his brother. 

22 § When A-bim’é-lech had reign- 
ed three years over Is’ra-el, 

23 Then God sent an evil spirit 
between A-bim’é-lech and the men 
of She’chem; and the men of She’- 
chem dealt treacherously with 
A-bim/é-lech: 

24 That the cruelty done to the 
threescore and ten sons of Jé-rub’/- 
ba-al might come, and their blood 
be laid upon A-bim’é-lech their bro- 
ther, which slew them; and upon 
the men of She/chem, which aided 
him in the killing of his brethren. 

25 And the men of She’chem set 
liers in wait for him in the top of 
the mountains, and they robbed all 
that came along that way by them: 
and it was told A-bim’é-lech. 

26 And Ga’al the son of E’bed came 
with his brethren, and went over 
to She’chem: and the men of She’- 
chem put their confidence in him. 

27 And they went out into the 
fields, and gathered their vine. 
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Gaai’s conspiracy. 
yards, and trode the grapes, and 
Made merry, and went into the 
house of their god, and did eat and 
drink, and cursed A-bim’/é-lech. 
And Ga/‘al the son of E’bed 
said, Who 7s A-bim’é-lech, and who 
is She’chem, that we should serve 
him ? is not he the son of Jé-rib’- 
ba-al? and Ze’bul his officer ? serve 
the men of Ha’mor the father of 

She’chem: for why should we serve 
him ? 

29 And would to God this people 
were under my hand! then would 
I remove A-bim’é-lech. And he 
said to A-bim’é-lech, Increase thine 
army, and come out. 

30 ¥ And when Ze’bul the ruler of 
the city heard the words of Ga’al 
the son of E’bed, his anger was 
kindled. 

31 And he sent messengers unto 
A-bim/é-lech privily, saying, Be- 
hold, Ga’al the son of E’bed and 
his brethren be come to Shé’chem; 
and, behold, they fortify the city 
against thee. 

32. Now therefore up by night, thou 
and the people that is with thee, 
and lie in wait in the field: | 

33 And it shall be, that in the 
morning, aS soon as the sun is up, 
thou shalt rise early, and set upon 
the city: and, behold, when he and 
the people that is with him come 
out against thee, then mayest thou 
do to them as thou shalt find occa- 
sion. 

34 § And A-bim’é-lech rose up, and 
all the people that were with him, 
by night, and they laid wait against 
She’chem in four companies. 

35 And Ga’al the son of E’bed went 
out, and stood in the entering of 
the gate of the city: and A-bim/é- 
lech rose up, and the people that 
were With him, from lying in wait. 

36 And when Ga’‘al saw the peo- 
ple, he said to Ze’bul, Behold, there 
come people down from the top of 
the mountains. And Ze’bul said 
unto him, Thou seest the shadow 
of the mountains as 7f they were 
men. 

37 And Ga’‘alspake again and said, 
See there come people down by the 
middle of the land, and another 
“company come along by the plain 
of Mé-0n’e-nim. 

88 Then said Ze’bul unto him, 
Where is now thy mouth, where- 
with thou saidst, Who is A-bim’/é- 
lech, that we should serve him ? is 
not this the people that thou hast 
despised? go out, I pray now, and 
fight with them. 

39 And Ga’al went out before the 
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Shechemites slain. 


men of She’chem, and fought witn 
A-bim’é-lech. 

40 And A-bim’é-lech chased him, 
and he fied before him, and many 
were overthrown and _ wounded, 
even unto the entering of the gate. 

41 And A-bim’é-lech dwelt at Aru’- 
mah: and Zé’bul thrust out Ga/al 
and his brethren, that they should 
not dwell in She’chem. 

42 And it came to pass on the mor- 
row, that the people went out into 
the field ; and they told A-bim’é-lech. 

43 And he took the people, and 
divided them into three companies, 
and laid wait in the field, and looked, 
and, behold, the people were come 
forth out of the city; and he rose 
up against them, and smote them. 

44 And A-bim/é-lech, and the com- 
pany that was with him, rushed for- 
ward, and stood in the entering of 
the gate of the city: and the two 
other companies ran upon all the 
people that were in the fields, and 
slew them. 

45 And A-bim’é-lech fought against 
the city all that day; and he took 
the city, and slew the people that 
was therein, and beat down the 
city, and sowed it with salt. 

46 J And when all the men of the 
tower of She’chem heard that, they 
entered into an hold of the house of 
the god Be’rith. 

47 And it was told A-bim/é-lech 
that all the men of the tower of 
She’chem were gathered together. 

48 And A-bim’é-lech gat him up to 
mount Zal’mon, he and all the peo- 
ple that were with him; and A-bim/- 
é-lech took an ax in his hand, and cut 
down a bough from the trees, and 
took it, and laid 7¢ on his shoulder, 
and said unto the people that were 
with him, What ye have seen me do, 
make haste, and do as I have done. 

49 And ail the people likewise cut 
down every man his bough, and 
followed A-bim’é-lech, and put 
them to the hold, and set the hold 
on fire upon them: so that all the 
men of the tower of She’chem died 
also, about a thousand men and wo- 
men.

MOUNT CARMEL 


Mount Carmel (Garden or Park) is a noble ridge about 20 miles long’, form- 
ing the southwestern boundary of Galilee, running out with a bold bluff 
promontory, nearly 600 feet high, almost into the very waves of the Mediter- 
ranean.

TN ONE it came to pass in the days 
when the judges ruled, that 
there was a famine in the land.

15 And she said, Behold, thy sister 
in law is gone back unto her oi rcs 
and unto her gods: return thou 
after thy sister in law. ~ 

16 And Ruth said, Intreat me not 
to leave thee, or to return from fol- 
lowing after thee: for whither thou 

oest, I will go; and where thou 

odgest, I will lodge: thy people 
ie be my people, and thy God my 
od: : 

17 Where thou diest, will I die, and 
there will I be buried: the LORD do 
so to me, and more also, if ought 
but death part thee and me. 

18 When she saw that she was 
ety minded to go with her, 
then she left speaking unto her. 

19 {| So they two went until they 
came to Béth’-lé-hém. And it came 
to pass, when they were come to

7 Now Sam/u-el did not yet know 
the LoRD, neither was the word of 
the LORD yet revealed unto him. 

8 And the LorRD called Sam/u-el 
again the third time.:-And he arose 
and went to E’ll, and said, Here am 
I; for thou didst call me. And E’'li 
perceived that the LoRD had called 
the child. 

9 Therefore E’/li said unto Sam’u- 
el, Go, lie down: and _ it shall be, if 
he call thee, that thou shalt say, 
Speak, LoRD; for thy servant hear- 
eth. So Sam’u-el wentand lay down 
in his place, tO:

15 J And Sam’u-el lay until the 
morning, and opened the doors of 
the house of the Lorp. And Sam/- 
u-el feared to shew E'li the vision. 

16 Then £’'li called Sam/u-el, and 
said, Sam’u-el, my son. And hean- 
swered, HereamTl. ° 

17 And he said, What is the thing 
that the Lorp hath said unto thee ? 
I pray thee hide zt not from me: 
God do so to thee, and more also 
if thou hide any thing from me o 
all the things that he said unto thee. 

18 And Sam/‘u-el told him every 
whit, and hid nothing from him. 
And he said, It is the LorD: let 
him do what seemeth him good. 

19 | And Sam/u-el grew, and the 
LORD was with him, and did let 
none of his words fall to the ground. 

20 And all is’ra-el from Dan even 
to Be’er-she’ba knew that Sam/u-el 
was established to be a prophet of the 


ORD. 

21 And the LORD appeared.-again 
in Shiloh: for the LoRD revealed 
himself to Sam/u-el in Shi'loh by 
the word of the LorD. 


CHAPTER 4. . 


1 Israel smitten. 11 The ark captured. 
12 Death of Eli. 


ND the word of Saim/’u-el came 
to all Is’ra-el. Now is’ra-el 
went out against the Phi-lis’tines to 
battle, and pitched beside Eb’en- 
e’zér: and the Phi-lis’tines pitched 
in A’phek. 

2 And the Phi-lis’tines put them- 
selves in array against Is’ra-el: 
and when they joined battle, Is’ra-el 
was smitten before the Phi-lis’tines 
and they slew of the army in the 
field about four thousand men. 

3 § And when the people were 
come into the camp, the elders of

for there hath not been sucha thing

8 Woe unto us ! who shall deliver 
us out of the hand of these mighty 
Gods? these are the Gods that 
smote the £-gyp’ Hang with all the 
maces in the wilderness. 

9 Be strong, and quit yourselves 
like men, O ye Phi-lis’tinegs, that ye 
be not servants unto the He’brews, 
as they have been to you: quit 

yourselves like men, and fight. 

10 J And the Phi-lis'tines fought, 
and is’ra-el was smitten, and they 
fled every man into his tent: and 
there was @ very great slaughter; 
for there fell of is'ra-el thirty thou- 
sand footmen. 

11 And the ark of God was taken, 
and the two sons of E/li, HOoph’ni 
and Phin’e-has, were slain. 

12 7 And there ran a man of Bén’- 
ja-min out of the army, and came 
to Shi/loh the same day with his 
clothes rent, and with earth upon 
his head. 

13 And when he came, lo, Eli sat 
upon a seat by the wayside watch- 
ing: for his heart trembled for the 
ark of God. And when the man 
came into the city, and told 7¢, all 
the city cried out. 

14 And when E£'li heard the noise of 
the crying, he said, What meaneth 
the noise of this tumult? And the 
mab came in hastily, and told E'li. 

15 Now E’ll was ninety and eight 
years old; and his eyes were dim, 
that he could not see. 
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16 And the man said unto E’li, I am 
he that came out of the army, and I 
fied today outof thearmy. And he 
said, What is there done, my son ? 

17 And the messenger answered 
and said, Is’ra-el is fled before the 
Phi-lis’tines, and there hath been 
also a great slaughter among the 
peal, and thy two sons also, 

Oph’ni and Phin’e-has, are dead, 
and the ark of God is taken. 

18 And it came to pass, when he 
made mention of the ark of God, 
that he fell from off the seat back- 
ward by the side of the gate, and 
his neck brake, and he died: for he 
was an old man,and heavy. And he 
had judged Is’ra-el forty years. 

19 ¢ And his daughter in law, Phin’- 
e-has’ wife, was with child, near to 
be delivered: and when she heard 
the tidings that the ark of God was 
taken, and that her father in law 
and her husband were dead, she 
bowed herself and travailed; for 
her pains came upon her. 

20 And about the time of her death 
the women that stood by her said 
unto her, Fear not; for thou hast 
born ason. But she answered not, 
neither did she regard it. 

21 And she named the child f/-cha- 
bod, saying, The glory is departed 
from is’ra-el: because the ark of 
God was taken, and because of her 
father in law and her husband.

9 Andit was so, that, after they had 
carried it about, the hand of the 
LORD was against the city with a 
very great destruction: and he 
smote the men of the city, both 
small and great, and they had eme- 
rods in their secret parts. 

10 { Therefore they sent the ark of 
God to Ek’ron. And it came to pass, 
as the ark of God came to Ek’ron, 
that the Ek’ron-ites cried out, say- 
ing, They have brought about the 
ark of the God of is’ra-el to us, to 
slay us and our people. 

11 So they sent and gathered to- 
gether all the lords of the Phi-lis’- 

ines, and said, Send away the ark 
of the God of Is’ra-el, and let it go 
again to his own place, that it slay 
us not, and our people: for there 
was a deadly destruction through- 
out all the city; the hand of God 
was very heavy there. 

i2 And the men that died not were 
smitten with the emerods: and the 
cry of the city went up to heaven. 


CHAPTER 6. 
1 Philistines return the ark. 19 The curi- 
ous smitten. 
ND the ark of the LORD was in 
the country of the Phi-lis’tines 
seven months. 

2 And the Phi-lis’tines called for 
the priests and the diviners, saying, 
What shall we do to the ark of the 
LORD ? tell us wherewith we shall 
send it to his place. 

3 And they said, If ye send away 
the ark of the God of is’ra-el, send 
it not empty; but in any wise re- 
turn him a brespane offering: then 
ye shall be healed, and it shall be 

nown to you why his hand is not 
removed from you. 

4 Then said they, What shall be the 
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trespass offering which we shall. re- 
turn to him? They answered, Five 
golden emerods, and five golden 
mice, according to the number of 
the lords of the Phi-lis‘tines: for 
one plague was on ‘you all, and on 
your lords. 

5 Wherefore ye shall make images 
of your emerods, and images of your 
mice that mar the land; and ye 
shall give glory unto the God of Is’- 
ra-el: peradventure he will lighten 
his hand from off you, and from off 
your gods and from off your land. 

6 W. erefore then do ye harden 

our hearts, as the E-gyp’tians and 

ha/raoh hardened their hearts ? 
when he had wroueht wonderfully 
among them, did they not let the 
people go, and they departed ? 

7 Now therefore make a new Cart, 
and take two milch kine, on which 
there hath come no yoke, and tie 


the kine to the cart, and bring their | 


calves home from them: 

8 And take the ark of the LoRD, 
and lay it upon the cart; and put 
the jewels of gold, which ye return 
him for a trespass offering, in a cof- 
fer by the side thereof; and send it 
away, that.it may go. 

9 And see, if it goeth up by the way 
of his own coast to Béth-she’mésh, 
then he hath done us this great evil: 
but if not, then we shall know that 
at is not his hand that smote us; it 
was a chance that happened to us. 

10 7 And the men did so; and took 
two milch kine, and tied them to 
the cart, and Shut up their calves at 


home: 

11 And they laid the ark of the 
LORD upon the cart, and the coffer 
with the mice of gold and the 
images of their emerods. 

12 And the kine took the straight 
we to the way of Béth-she’/mesh, 
and went along the highway, low- 
ing as they went, and turned not 
aside fo the right hand-or to the 
left; and the Iords of the Phi-lis’- 
tines went after them unto the bor- 
der of Béth-she’mésh. 

13 And they of Beth-she’mésh were 
reaping their wheat harvest in the 
valley: and they lifted up their 
eyes, and saw the ark, and rejoiced 
to see it. , 

14 And the cart came into the field 
of Josh’u-a, a Béth-shé’/mite, and 
stood there, where there was a great 
stone: and they clave the wood of 
the cart, and offered the kine a 
burnt offering untothe LORD. | 

15 And the Le’vites took down the 
ark of the LORD, and the coffer that 
was with it, wherein the jewels of 
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gold were, and put them on the great 
stone: and the men of Béth-she’- 
mésh offered burnt offerings and 
sacrificed sacrifices the same day 
unto the LORD. enn nA 

16 And when the five lords of the 
Phi-lis’‘tines .had seen it, they re- 
turned to Ek’ron the same day. 

17 And these are the golden eme-. 
rods. which the Phi-lis’tines re- 
turned for a trespass offering unto 
the LORD; for Ash’dod one, for 
Ga’za one, for As’ke-lon one, for 
Gath one, for Ek’ron one; er 

18 And the golden mice, accordin 
to the number ofall the cities o 
the Phi-lis’tineg be/onging.to the five . 
lords, both of fenced cities, and of, 
country villages, even unto the 
great stone of A’bél, whereon they 
set. down the ark of the LORD: 
which stone remaineth unto this day 
in the, field of JOsh’u-a, the Beth- 
she’mite. 

19 7 And he smote the men. of 
Béth-she’mésh, because they had 
looked into the ark of the LORD, 
even he smote of the people fifty 
thousand and threescore and ten 
men: and the people lamented, be- 
cause the LORD had smitten many 
of the people with a great slaugh- 


ter. ; 
20 And the men. of. Béth-she’mésh 

said, Who is, able, to stand before . 
this holy LORD God ? and to whom 

shall he go up from us? it 
21:4 And they sent messengers to 

the inhabitants of Kir’jath-je’a- 

rim, saying, The Phi-lis’tines have 

brought again the ark of the LORD; 

come ye down, and fetch it up to:

ND the men of Kir’jath-je’a- 
rim came, and fetched up the 
ark of the LORD, and_brought it 
into the house of A-bin‘a-dab n the 
hill, and sanctified E-le-a’zar his son 
to keep the ark of the LORD. 

2 And it came to pass, while the 
ark abode in Kir’jath-jé’a-rim, that 
the time was long; for it was twen-. 
ty years: and _ all the house of Ig’- 
ra-el lamented after the LORD. 

3 9 And Sam/u-el spake unto all. 
the house of Is’ra-el, saying, If ye | 
do return unto the LorD with all” 
your hearts, then put away the 
strange gods and Ash’ta-roth from 
Creal 3 you, and prepare your hearts 
unto the LoRD, and serve him only: 
and he will deliver you out of the 
hand of the Phi-lis’tines. tJ 
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4 Then the children of is’ra-el did 
put away Ba/al-im and Ash’ta-roth, 
and served the LORD only. 

5 And Sam/’u-el said, Gather all 
is'ra-el to Miz’peh, and I will pray 
for you unto the LORD. . 

6 And they gathered together to 
Miz/peh, ‘and drew water, and 

oured z¢ out before the LORD, and 
fasted on that day, and said there, 
We have sinned against the LORD. 
And Sam’u-el Hota the children 
of Is’ra-el in Miz’peh. 

7 And when the Phi-lis’tines heard 
that the children of Is’ra-el were 

athered together to Miz’peh, the 

ords of the Phi-lis’tines went u 
against Is'ra-el. And when the chil- 
dren of is'ra-el heard it, they were 
afraid of the Phi-lis’tines. 

8 And the children of Is’ra-el said 
to Sam’u-el, Cease not to cry unto 
the Lorp our God for us, that he 
will save us out of the hand of the 
Fis Tneg. 

9 § And S2@m/’u-el took a suckin 
lamb, and offered it for a burnt of- 
fering wholly unto the LorD: and 
Sam/u-el cried unto the LORD for 
LE Feet and the LORD heard him. 

Q And as Sam/’u-el was offering 
up the burnt offering, the Phi-lis’- 
tines drew near to battle against 
Ts'ra-el: but the LORD thundered 
with a great thunder on that day 
upon the Phi-lis’tines, and discom- 
fited them; and they were smitten 
before Is’ra-el. 

11 And the men of Is’ra-el went 
out of Miz’peh, and pursued the 
Phi-lis’tines, and smote them, until 
they came under Béth’-car. 

12 Then Sam’u-el took a stone 
and set it between Miz’peh and 
Shén, and called the name of it Eb’- 
en-@/zér, saying, Hitherto hath the 
LORD helped us. 

13 § So the Phi-lis’tines were sub- 
dued, and they came no more into 
the coast of is’ra-el: and the hand 
of the LORD was against the Phi- 
erisher all the days of Sam’‘u-el. 

14 And the cities which the Phi- 
lis'tines had taken from Is’ra-el 
were restored to is’ra-el, from Fk’- 
ron even unto Gath; and the coasts 
thereof did Is’ra-el deliver out of 
the hands of the Phi-lis’tines. And 
there was peace between. Is’ra-el 
and the Am’6r-ites. 

15 And Sam’u-el judged Is’ra-el all 
the days' of his life. 

16 And he went from year to year 
in circuit to. Béth’-el, and Gil’gal, 
and Miz’peh, and judged fs’ra-el in 
all those places. 

17 And his return was to Ra’mah; 
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for there was his house; and there 
he judged Is’ra-el; and there he 
built an altar unto the LorD. 


CHAPTER 8.

2 Now the name of his firstborn 
was Jo’/el; and the name of his 
second, A-bi’ah: they were judges in 
Be’er-she’ba. 

8 And his sons walked notin his 
ways, but turned aside after lucre 
and took bribes, and perverted 
pudement 

4 Then all the elders of is’ra-el 
gathered themselves together, and 
came to Sam’u-el unto Ra’mah, 

5 And said unto him, Behold, thou 
art old, and thy sons walk not in 
thy ways: now make usa king to 
judge us like allthe nations.. _ 

6 § But the thing displeased Sam’- 
u-el, when they said, Give us a king 
to judge us. And Sam/’u-el praye 
untothe LORD. |. se 

7 And the LorDsaid unto Sam’u-el, 
Hearken unto the voice of the peo- 
ple in all that they say unto thee: 
for they have not rejected thee 
but they have rejected me, that t 
should not reign over them. 

8 According to all the works which 
they have done since the day that I 
brought them up out of E’gypt even 
unto this day, wherewith they have 
forsaken me, and served other gods, 
so do they also unto thee. 

9 Now therefore hearken unto 
their voice: howbeit yet protest 
solemnly unto them, and shew them 
the manner of the king that shall 
reign over them. 

10 § And Sam/’u-el toid all the 
words of the LORD unto the people 
that asked of him a king: 

11 And he said, This will be the 
manner of the king that shall reign 
over you: He will take he 8 sons, 
and appoint them for himself, for 
his chariots, and to be his horsemen; 
ang some Shall run before his chari- 
ots. 

12 And he will appoint him cap- 
tains over thousands, and captains 
over fifties ; and will set them to ear 
his ground, and to reap his harvest, 
and to make his instruments of war, 
and instruments of his chariots. 

13 And he will take your daughters 
to be confectionaries, and to be 
cooks, and to be bakers. : - 

14 And he will take your fields, 
and your vineyards, and your olive- 
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yards, even the best of them, and 
give them to his servants. 

15 And he will take the tenth of 
your seed, and of your vineyards, 
and give to his officers, and to his 
servants, 

16 And he will take your menser- 
vants, and your maidservauts, and 
your goodliest young men, and your 
asses, and put them to his work. 

17 He will take the tenth of your 
eee: and ye shall be his servants. 
18 And ye shall cry out in that da 
because of your king which ye shall 
have chosen you; and the LORD 

will not hear yon in that day. 

19 |. Nevertheless the people re- 
fused to obey the voice of Sam’u-el ; 
and they said, Nay ; but we will have 
a pa Over uS; 

20 That we also may be like all 
the nations; and that our king may 
judge us, and go out before us, and 
fight our battles. 

21 And Sam/u-el heard all the 
words of the people, and he. re- 
hearsed them in the ears of the 
LORD. 

22 ‘And the LORD said to Sam/u-el, 
Hearken unto their voice, and make 
them a king. And Sam’u-el said 
unto the men of Is’ra-el, Go ye 
every man unto his city. 


CHAPTER 9. 


1 Saul meets Samuel. 19 Samuel’s enter- 
tainment.

OW there was aman of Bén’ja- 

min, whose name was Kish, the 

son of A-bi'el, the son of Ze’ror, the

4 And he passed through mount 
E’phra-im, and pasted through the 
land of Shal’1-s a, but they found 
them not: then they, passed through 
the land of Sha/lim, and there they 
were not; and he passed through the 
land of the Bén’ja-mites, but they 
found them not. 

5 And when they were come to the 
land of Zuiph, Saul said to his ser- 
vant that was with him, Come, and 
let us return: lest my father leave 
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his father’s asses. 


caring for the asses, and take 
thought for us. : ; 
6 And he said unto him, Behold 


now, there tis in this city.a man of 

God, and he is an honourable man; 
all that he saith cometh surely to 
pass: now let us go thither; perad- 
venture he can shew us our way 
that.we should go. 

7 Then said Saul to his servant 
But, behold, if we go, what shall 
we bring the man? for the bread 
is spent in our vessels, and there is 
not.a present to bring to the man 
of God: what have we ? 

8 And the servant answered Saul 
again, and said, Behold, I have 
here at hand the fourth part of a 
shekel of silver: that will I give to 
the man of God, to tell us our way. 

9 (Beforetime in is’ra-el, when a 
man went to enquire of God, thus 
he spake, Come, and let.us go to the 
seer: for he that is now called a Pro- 
phet was beforetime called a Seer.) 

10 Then said Saul to his servant, 
Well said; come, let us go. So they 
went unto the city where the man 
of God was. 

1l ¥ And as they went up the hill 
to the city, they found young maid- 
ens going out to draw water, and 
said unto them, Is the seer here? 

12 And they answered them, and 
saic, He is; behold, he és before you: 
make haste now, for he came to day 
to the city; for there és a sacrifice 
a the people to day in the high 
place: 

13 As soon as ye be come into the 
city, ye shall stipighiway find him, 
before he go up to the igh place 
to eat: for the people will not eat 
until he come, because he doth bless 
the sacrifice; and afterwards they 
eat that be bidden. Now therefore 
get you up; for about this time ye 
shall find him. 

14 And they went up into the city: 
and when they were come into the 
city, behold, Sam’u-el came out 
against them, for to go up to the 
h igh place. 

15_ {Now the LORD had told Sam’- 
u-el in his ear a day before Saul 
came, saying, 

16 To morrow about this time I 
will send thee a man out of the 
land of Bén’‘ja-min, and thou shalt 
anoint him ¢o be captain over my 
people is’ra-el, that he may save 
my Rae. e out of the hand of the 
Phi-lis’tines: for I have looked

23 And Sam/u-el said unto the 
cook, Bring the portion which I 

ave thee, of which [said unto thee, 

set it by thee. 

24 And the cook took up the 
shoulder, and that which was upon 
it, and setit before Saul. And Sa@m’- 
u-el said, Behold that which is left! 
set it before thee, and eat: for unto 
this time hath it been kept for thee 
since I said, I have invited the peo- 
ple. So Saul did eat with Sam’u-el 
that day. 

25 § And when they were come 
down from the high place into the 
city, Sdm'u-el communed with Saul 
upon the top of the house.

a covenant with us, and we will 

serve thee.” ; 

2 And Na’hash the Am/mOn-ite an- 
swered them, On this condition will 
I make @ covenant with you, that I 
may thrust out all your right eyes, 
and lay it for a reproach upon all 

'ra-el. ' 
And the elders of Ja’besh said 
unto him, Give us seven days’ re- 
spite, that we may send messengers 
unto all the coasts of Is'ra-el: and 
then, if there be no man to save us, 
we will come out to thee. 

4 4 Then came the messengers to 
Gib’e-ah of Saul, and told the tid- 
ings in ‘the ears of the people: and 
allthe people lifted up their voices, 
and wept: — 

5 And, behold, Saul came after the 
herd out of the field; and Saul said, 
What aileth the people that they 
weep? And they told him the tid- 
ings of the men of Ja’besh. ' 

6 And the Spirit of God cameupon 
Saul when he heard’ those tidings, 
aad his anger was kindled greatly.

ee SAim/u-el said unto all Is’ra- 

el, Behold, I have hearkened 
unto your voice’in all that ye said 
unto me, and have made a king 
over you. 

2 And now; behold, the king walk- 
eth before you: and I am old and 
grayheaded; and, behold, my sons 
are with you: and I have walked 
before you from my childhood unto 
this day. 3 

3 Behold, here I am: witness 
against me before the LORD, and 
before his anointed: whose ox have 
I taken ? or whose ass have I taken ? 
or whom have I defrauded ? whom 
have IL oppressed ? or of whose hand 
have I received any bribe to blind 
mine eyes therewith? and I will 
restore it you. 

4°And they said, Thou hast not de- 
frauded us, nor oppressed us, nei- 
ther hast thou taken ought of any 
man’s hand. : 

5 And he said unto. them, The 
LORD is witness against you, and 
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his anointed is witness this day, 
that ye have not found ought in my 
hand. And they answered, He 1s 
witness. 

6 § And Sam/‘u-el said unto the 
ted teow Jtis the LORD that advanced 

0’ses and A4r’/on, and that brought 
your fathers up out-of the land of 
E’gypt. 

7 Now therefore stand still, that I 
may reason with you before the 
LorD of all. the righteous acts of 
the LORD, which he did to you and 
to your fathers. 

8 When Ja/cob was come into 
E’gypt, and your fathers cried unto 
the LORD, then the LORD sent M0O’- 
ses and Aar‘on, which brought forth 
your fathers out of E’gypt, and 
made them dwell in this place. 

9 And when they forgat the LORD 
their God, he sold them. into the 
hand of Sis’e-ra, captain of the host 
of Ha’zor, and into the hand of the 
Phi-lis’tines, and into the hand of 
the king of MO’ab, and they fought 
against them. f 

10 And they cried unto the LorD, 
and said, We have sinned, because 
we have forsaken the LORD, and 
have served Ba/al-im and Ash’ta- 
roth: but now deliver us out of the 
hand of our enemies, and we will 
serve thee. 

11 And the LoRD sent Jé-rtb’ba-al 
and Be’dan, and Jéph’thah, and 
Sam/u-el, and delivered you out of 
the hand of your enemies on every 
side, and ye dwelled safe. 

12 And when ye saw that Na’hash 
the king of the children of Am’/mon 
came against you, ye said unto me, 
Nay; butaking shall reign over us:

13 Now therefore behold the king 
whom ye have chosen, and whom 
ye have desired! and, behold, the 
LORD hath set a king over you. 

14 If ye will fear the LORD, and 
serve him, and obey his voice, and 
not rebel against the commandment 
of the LORD, then shall both ye and

15 But if ye willnot obey the voice 
of the LORD, but rebel against the 
commandment of the LORD, then 
shall the hand of the LORD be 
against you, as i¢ was against your 
fathers. : 

16 { Now therefore stand and see 
this great thing, which the LorpD 
will do before your eyes. : 

17. Js it not wheat harvest to day? 
I will call unto the LORD, and 
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shall send thunder and rain: that ye 
may perceive and see that your 
wickedness is great, which ye have 
done in the sight of the LORD, in 
asking you a sey 

18 So ‘Sam/’u-el called unto the 
LORD; and the LORD sent thunder 
and rain that day: and all the peo- 
ple greatly feared the LORD and 
Sam/u-el. 

19 And all the people said unto 
Sam/‘u-el,: Pray for thy servants 
unto the LORD thy God, that we die 
not: for we have added unto all our 
sins this evil, to ask us a king. 

™ ¢ And Sam/‘ii-el said unto the 
peopis, Fear not: ye haye done all 
this wickedness: yet turn not aside 
from following the LORD, but serve 
the LORD with all your heart; 

21 And turn ae not aside: for then 
should ye go after vain things, which 
eannot profit nor deliver; for they 
are vain. 

22 For the LORD will not forsake 
his people for his great name’s 
sake: because it hath pleased the 
LORD to make you his people. 

23 Moreover as for me, God forbid 
that I should sin against the LORD 
in me 4 to pray for you: but I 
will teach you the good and the 
right way:

25 But if ye shall still do wickedly.

Saul chose him three thousand 
men Of Is'ra-el; whereof two thou- 
sand were with Saul in Mich’mash

3 And JOn‘a-than smote the gar- 
rison of the Phi-lis'tines that was in 
Ge’ba, and the Phi-lis’tines heard 
hs it. And Saul blew the trumpet 
throughout all the land, saying, Let 
the He’brews hear. 

4 And all AE as) heard say that 
Saul had smitten a garrison of the 
Phi-lis’tines, and that Is’ra-el also 
was had in abomination with the 
Phi-lis‘tinegs. And the peop'e were 
called together after Saul to Gil’gal. 
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5 J And the Pn een ie 
themselves together to fight with 
is’ra-el, thirty thousand chariots 
and six thousand horsemen, an 

peopleas the sand which is on the 
sea shore in multitude: and they 
came up, and pitched in Mich’mash, 
eastward from Béth-a’ven. 

6 When the men of Is‘ra-el saw 


‘that they were in a strait, (for the 


people were distressed,) then the 
people did hide themselves in 
caves, and in thickets, and in rocks, 


.and in high places, and in pits. 
' 7 And some of the He’brews went 


over Jor’dan to the land of Gad 
and Gil’e-ad. As for Saul, he was 
yet in Gil’gal, and all the people 
followed him trembling. 

8 ¢ And he tarried seven days, 
according to the set time that Sam’- 
u-el jad appointed: but Sam’‘u-el 
came not to Gil’gal; and the people 
were scattered from him. 

9 And Saul said, Brihg hither a 
burnt offering to me, an eace of- 
ferings. And he offered the burnt 
offering. 

10 And it came to pass, that as 
soon as he had made an end of offer- 
ing the burnt offering, behold 
Sam/u-el came; and Saul went out 
to meet him, that he might salute 


him. 

11 { And Sam’u-el said, What hast 
thou done ?. And Saulsaid, Because 
I saw that the. people were scat- 
tered from me, and that thou 
camest not: within the days ap- 
pointed, and. that the Phi-l cnet 
gathered themselves together a 

ich’mash ; 

12 Therefore said I, The Phi-lis’- 
tines will come down now upon me 
to Gil’gal, and I have not made 
supplication unto the LorpD: I 
forced myself _ therefore, 
offered a burnt pe : 

13 And Sam’u-el said to Saul, Thou 
hast done foolishly: thou hast not 
kept the commandmentof the LORD 
thy God, which he commanded 
thee: for now would the LORD have 
established thy kingdom upon Ig’ra- 
el for ever. 

14 But now thy kingdom shall not 
continue: the LorRD hath sought 
him a man after his own heart, and 
the LORD hath commanded him 
to be captain over his people, be- 
cause thou hast not kept that which 
the LORD commanded thee. | 

15 And Sam/‘u-elarose, and gat him 
up from Gil’gal unto Gib’e-ah of 
Bén’ja-min. And Saul numbered 
the people that were present with 
him, about six hundred men. 


and 
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16 And Saul, and Jon’a-than his 
son, and the people that were pre- 
sent with them, abode in Gib’e-ah 
of Bén’ja-min: but the Phi-lis’tines 
encamped in Mich’mash. 

17 ¢ And the spoilers came out of 
the camp of the Phi-lis’tineg in three 
companies: one company turned 
unto the way that leadeth to Oph’- 
rah, unto the land of Shu’al: 

18 And another company turned 
the way to Béth-ho’/ron: and an- 
other company turned fo the way of 
the border that looketh to the val- 
ley of Ze-bo’im toward the wilder- 
ness. 

19 ¢ Now there was no. smith 
tound throughout all the land of 
is'ra-el: for the Phi-lis’tines said, 

est the He’brews make them 
swords or spears: 

20 But all the Is’ra-el-ites went 
down to the Phi-lis pte to sharpen 
every man hisshare, and his coulter, 
and his ax, and his mattock. 

21 Yet they had a file for the mat- 
tocks, and for the coulters, and for 
the forks, and for the axes, and to 
sharpen the goads. 

22 So it came to pass in the day of 
battle, that there was neither sword 
nor spear found in the hand of any 
of the people that were with Saul 
and JOn’a-than: but with Saul and 
with JOn’a-than his son was there 
found. 

28 And the garrison of the Phi- 
lis’tines went out to the passage of 
Mich’mash. 


CHAPTER ‘14. 
1 Jonathan's exploit. 27 He eats forbid- 
den food. 45 The people save him. 
OW it came to pass upon a day 
that JOn‘a-than the son of Saul 
said unto the young man that bare 
his armour, Come, and let us go 
over to the Phi-lis’tines’ garrison, 
that 7s on the other side. But he 
told not his father. 

2 And Saul _tarried in the utter- 
most part of Gib’e-ah under a pome- 
granate tree which is in Mig’ron: 
and the people that were with him 
were about six hundred men; 

3 And A-hi’ah, the son of A-hi’tub, 
]/-cha-bo0d’s brother, the son of 
Phin’e-has, the son of E£’li, the 
Lorp’s priest in Shiloh, wearing 
an ephod. And the people knew 
not that JoOn’a-than was gone. 

44 And between the passages, by 
which JO0n’a-than sought to go over 
unto the Phi-lis’tines’ garrison, 
there was a sharp rock on the one 
side, and a sharp rock on the other 
side: and the name of the one was 
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Bo’zéz, and the name of the other 
Sé’neh. 

5 The forefront of the oue was 
situate northward over against 
Mich’mash, and the other south- 
ward over against Gib’e-ah. 

6 And JOn’a-than said to the young 
man that bare his armour, Come, 
and let us go over unto the garrison 
of these uncircumcised: it may be 
that the LORD will work for us: for 
there is no restraint to the LORD to 
save by many or by few. 

7 And his armourbearer said unto 
him, Do all that 7s in thine heart: 
turn thee; behold, I am with thee 
according to thy heart. 

8 Then said JOn’a-than, Behold, 
we will pass over unto these men, 
and we will discover ourselves 
unto them. 

9 If they say thus unto us, Tarry 
until we come to you; then we will 
stand still in our place, and will not 
go up unto them. 

10 But if they say thus, Come up 
unto us; then we will go up: for 
the LORD hath delivered them into 
our hand: and this shail be a sign 
unto us. 

11 And both of them discovered 
themselves unto the garrison of the 
Phi-lis’tines: and the Phi-lis’tines 
said, Behold, the He’brews come 
forth out of the holes where they 
had hid themselves. 

12 And the men of the garrison an- 
swered Jon’a-than and his armour- 
bearer, and said, Come up to us 
and we will shew you a thing. And 
J0n‘/a-than said unto his armour- 
bearer, Come up after me: for the 
LORD hath delivered them into the 
handrof Is‘ra-el. 

13 And Jon‘a-than climbed up upon 
his handsand upon his feet, and his 
armourbearer after him: and they 
fell before JOn’a-than; and his ar- 
mourbearer slew after him. 

14 And that first slaughter, which 
Jon/a-than and his armourbearer 
made, was about twenty men, with- 
in as it were an half acre of land, 
which a yoke of oxen might plow. 

15 And there was trembling in the 
host, in the field, and among all the 
people: the garrison, and the spoil- 
ers, they also trembled, and the 
earth quaked: so it was a very 
great trembling. 

16 And the watchmen of Saul in 
Gib’e-ah of Bén’ja-min looked; and, 
behold, the multitude melted away, 
and they went on beating down one 
another. Z 
17 Then said Saul unto the people 
that were with him, Number now, 
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and see who is gone from us. And 


when they had numbered, behold, 
J0n’a-than ‘and: his armourbearer 
were not there. 

18 And Saul said unto. A-hi’‘ah, 
Bring hither the ark of God. For 
the ark of God was at that time 
with the children of Ig’ra-el. 

19 § And it came to pass, while 
Saul talked unto the priest, that 
the noise that was in the host of the 
Phi-lis'tines went on and increased : 
and Saul said unto the priest, With- 
draw thine hand. 

20 And Saul and all the people that 
were with him assembled them- 
selves, and they came to the battle: 
and, behold, every man’s sword 
was against bis fellow, and there 
as avery great discomfiture. 

21 Moreover the ie Lea that 
were with the Phi-lis’tines before 
that time, which went up with them 
into the camp from the country 
round about, even they also turned 
to be with the Is’ra-el-ites that were 
with Saul and Jon’a-than. 

22. Likewise all the men of Is’ra-el 
which had hid themselves in mount 
£’phra-im, when they heard that the 
Phi-lis’tines fled, even they also fol- 
{owed hard after them in the battle. 

23 So the LORD saved Is’ra-el that 
day: and the battle passed over 
unto Béth-a’ ven. 

249 And the men of Is/ra-el were 
distressed that day: for Saul had 
adjured the people, saying, Cursed 
ée the man that eateth any food 
until evening, that I may be avenged 
on mine enemies. So none of the 
people tasted any food. 

25 And all they of the land came 
to a wood; and there was honey 
upon the ground. , 

26 And when the people were come 
into the wood, behold, the honey 
dropped; but no man put his: hand 
to his mouth: for the people feared 
the oath. 

27 But Jon’a-than heard not when 
his father charged the people with 
the oath: wherefore. he put forth 
the end of’ the rod that was in his 
hand, and dipped it in an honey- 
comb, and put his hand to. his 
mouth; and his eyes were enlight- 
ened. 9 

28 Then answered one of the peo- 
ple, and said, Thy father straitly 
charged the people with an oath, 
saying, Cursed be the man that eat- 
eth any food’ this day. And the 
Loud were faint. EY j 

29 Then said Jon’a-than, My father 
hath troubled the land: see, I pray 
you, how mine eves have been en- 
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forbidden food. 
po acre because I tasted a little 
of this honey... i 

30 How much more, if haply the 
people had eaten freely to day of 
the spoil of their enemies which 
they found ? for had there not been 
now a much greater slaughter 
among the Phi-lis’tinesg ? 

31 And they smote the Phi-lis’tines 
that day from Mich’mash to Aij’a- 
1On: and the people were very faint. 

32 And the people flew upon the 
spoil, and took sheep, and oxen, 
and calves, and slew them on the 
ground: and the perone did eat 
them with the blood. 

33 §_ Then they told’ Saul, saying, 
Behold, the people sin against the 
LORD, in that they eat with the 
blood. And he said, Ye have trans- 
tae roll a great stone unto me 

his day. 

34 And Saul said, Disperse your: 
selves among the = and say 
unto them, Bring me ither every 
man his ox, and every man his 
sheep, and slay them here, and eat; 
and sin not against the LORD in 
eating with the blood. And ali the 
people brought every man his ox 
te him that night, and slew them 

ere. 

35 And Sau. built an altar unto 
the LoRD: the same was the first 
altar that he built unto the LORD. 

36 J And Saul said, Let us go down 
after the Phi-lis’tines by night, and 
spoil them until the morning light, 
and let us not leave a man of them. 
And they said, Do whatsoever seem- 
eth good unto thee. Then said the 
pepe Let us draw near hither unto 

xOd. 7 

37 And Saul asked counsel of God, 
Shall I go down after the Phi-lis’- 
tines? wilt thou deliver them into 
the hand of fIs’ra-el? But he an- 
swered him not that day. 

38 And Saul said, Draw ye near 
hither, all the chief of the people: 
and ‘know and see wherein this sin 
hath been this day. 

39 For, as the LORD liveth, which 
saveth is’ra-el, though it be in Jon’- 
a-than my son, he shall surely die. 
But there was not a man among all 
the people that answered him. 

40 Then said he unto all is’ra-el, 
Be ye on one side, and I and Jon/a- 
than my son will be on the other 
side. And the people said unto Saul, 
Do what seemeth good unto thee. 

41 Therefore Saul said unto. the 
LorRD God of Iis’ra-el, Give a per- 
fect lot. And Saul and JOn’a-than 
were taken: but the people es- 
caped. 51 RE Si ; 
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Jonathan rescued. 


42 And Saul said, Cast lots between 
me and Jon’a-than my son. And 
J0n’a-than was taken. - 

43 Then Saul said to Jon'a-than 
Tell me what thou hast done. An¢c 
Jon‘a-than told him, and said, I did 
but taste a little honey with the end 
of the rod that was in mine hand, 
and, 1o, I must die. 

44 And Saul answered, God doso 
and more also: for thou shalt surely 
die, JOn‘a-than. 

45 And the people said unto Saul, 
Shall Jon’a-than die, who hath 
wrought this great. salvation in Is’- 
ra-el? God‘ forbid: as the LORD 
liveth, there shall not one hair of 
his head fall to the ground; for he 
hath wrought with God this day. 
So the people rescued JOn’a-than, 
that he died not. 

46 Then Saul went up from follow- 
ing the Phi-lis’tines: and: the Phi- 
me neg went to their own place. 

47 ¥ So Saul took the kingdom 
over Is’ra-el, and fought against all 
his enemies on every side, against 
Mo’ab, and against the children of 
Am/mon, and: against E'’dom, and 
against the kings of Z0’bah, and 
against the Phi-lis’tines : and whith- 
ersoever he turned himself, he 
vexed them. 

48 And he gathered an host, and 
smote the Am/‘a-lék-ites, and deliv- 
ered Is’ra-el out of the hands of 
them that spoiled them. 

49 Now ‘the sons of Saul were 
JOn/a-than, and Ish’u-i, and Mél’chi- 
shu’a: and the names of his two 
daughters were these; the name of 
the firstborn Me’rab, and the name 
of the younger Mi’chal: 

50 And the name of Saul’s wife was 
A-hin’o-am, the daughter of A-him’- 
a-az: aud the name of the captain 
of his host was Ab’nér, the son of 
Nér, Saul’s uncle. , 

51 And Kish was the father of 
Saul; and Nér the father of Ab’nér 
was the son of A-bi’el. 

52 And there was sore war against 
the Phi-lis’tineg all the days of Saul: 
and when Saul saw any strong man, 
or any valiant man, he took him 
unto him. ; 


CHAPTER 15. 


1 Saul spares Agag. 10 Samuel denounces 
Saul. 32 Agag killed. / 
AM’U-EL also said unto Saul, 
The LORD sent me to anoint 
thee fo be king over his people, over 
Is’ra-el: now therefore hearken 
thou unto the voice of the words of 
the LorD. 
2 Thus saith the LORD of hosts, I

3 Now goand smite Am/’a-lék, and 
utterly destroy ‘all that they have, 
and spare them not; but slay both 
man and woman, infant and suck- 
ling, ox and sheep, camel and ass. 

4 And Saul gathered the people 
together, and numbered them in 
Tel’a-im, two hundred thousand 
footmen, and ten thousand men of 
Ju’dah. ’ 

5 And Sanl came toa city of Am” 
a-lék, and laid wait in the valley. 

6 § And Saul said unto the Kén’- 
ites, Go, depart, get you down from 
among the Am/a-lék-ites, lest I de. 
stroy you with them: for ye shewed 
kindness to all the children of Is’ra- 
el, when they came up out of Egypt. 
So the Keén’ites departed from 
among the Am’‘a-\ék-ites. 

7 And Saul smote the Am’a-lék-ites 
from Hav’i-lah wntil thou comest to 
Shir, that is over against Eee 

8 And he took A’gag the king of 
the Am’‘a-lék-ites alive, and utterly 
destroyed all the people with the 
edge of the sword. 

9 But Saul and the people spared 
A’gag, and the best of the sheep, 
and of the oxen, and of the fatlings 
and the lambs, and all that was good 
and would not utterly destroy them : 
but every thing: that was vile and 
refuse, that they destroyed utterly. 

10 § Then came the word of the 
LORD unto Sam’u-el, saying, 

11 It repenteth me that I have set 
up Saul to be king: for he is turned 
back from following me, and hath 
not performed my commandments. . 
And it grieved Sam/’u-el; and he 
cried unto the LORD all night. 

12 And when Sam/u-el rose early to 
meet Saul in the morning, it was 
told Sam/’u-el, saying, Saul came to 
Car’mel, and, behold, be set him 
up a pee. and is gone about, and 
passed on, and gone down to Gil’gal. 

13 And Sam/u-el came to Saul: and 
Saul said unto him, Blessed be thou 
of the LorD: I have performed the 
commandment of the LORD. 

‘14 And Sam‘u-el said, What mean- 
eth then this bleating of the sheep 
in mine ears, and the lowing of the 
oxen which I hear? 

15 And Saul said, They have 
brought them from the Am/a-lék- 
ites: for the people spared the best 
of the sheep and of the oxen, to sac- 
rifice unto the LORD thy God; and 
the rest we have utterly destroyed. 

16 Then Sam’u-el said unto Saul,

17 And Sam’u-el said, When thou 
wast little in thine own sight, wast 
thou not made the head of the tribes 
of is’ra-el, and the LORD anointed 
thee king over Is’ra-el? 

18 And the LORD sent thee on a 
journey, and said, Go and utterly 
destroy the sinners the Am’a-lék- 
Ites, and fight against them until 
they be consumed.

20 And Saul said unto Sam’u-el, 
Yea, I have obeyed the voice of the 
LORD, and have gone the way 
which the LORD sent me, and have 
brought A’gag the king of Am’‘a-lek, 
and have utterly destroyed the 
Ain’a-lék-ites.

Jesus must often have walked over the steep road from Jerusalem to Jericho, 
where on one occasion he cured Bartimeus and another man of their blind- 
ness. This road was also the scene of the Parable of the Good Samaritan.

This is one of the most common sights in Palestine. David, who was a 
shepherd in his youth, had it in mind when he wrote Psalm 23: and Jesus, 
also. when he said ‘** I am the Good Shepherd ” (John 10:11) and in his other 
parables on Sheep and shepherd. The care of shepherds for their flocks is 
one of the best types of God’s care for His people, and is often so used in the 
Bible. And all who cared for God’s people were looked upon as under- 
shepherds. Our word " pastor” has the same meaning. See for examples, 
Isa. 40: 17° Jer. 31:10; Eze. 34:23; 1 Pet. 2:23; 5:2, 3.

why should I kill thee ? 

18 {| So Da’vid fled, and escaped, 
and came to Sam/u-el to Ra/mah, 
and told him all that Saul had done 
to him. And he and Sam/u-el went 
and dwelt in Na’‘joth. 

19 And it was told Saul, saying, 
Beuald: Da’vid is at Na‘ioth in Ra/- 
mah. 

20 And Saul sent messengers to 
take Da’vid: and when they saw 
the company of the prophets pro- 
phesying, and Sam/u-el standing as 
appointed over them, the Spirit of 
God was upon the messengers of 
Saul, and they also prophesied. 

21 And when it was told Saul, he 
sent other messengers, and they 
prophesied likewise. And Saul sent 
messengers ee apy the third time, 
and they prophesied also. 

22 Then went he also to Ra’mah. 
and came toa great well that 7s in 
Se’chu: and he asked and said 
Where are Sam/u-el and Da’vid? 
And one said, Behold, they be at 
Na’‘joth in Ra’mah. 

23 And he went thither to Na/ioth 
in Ra’mah: and the Spirit of God 
was upon him also, and he went on, 
and prophesied, until he came to 
Na‘joth in Ra’mah. 

24 And he stripped off his clothes 
also, and prophesied before Sam/- 
u-el in like manner, and lay down 
naked all that day and all that night. 
Wheretore they say, /s Saul also 
among the prophets ? 


CHAPTER 20.

ee Da‘vid fied from Na‘joth in 

Ra’/mah, and came and said be- 
fore Jon’a-than, What have I done ? 
what is mine iniquity ? and what is 
my sin before thy father, that he 

seeketh my life ? 3 

2 And he said unto him, God for. 
bid ; thou shalt not die: behold, my 
father will do nothing either great 
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or small, but that he will shew it 
me: and why should my father hide 
this thing from me? itis not so. 

3 And Da’vid sware moreover, and 
said, Thy father certainly knoweth 
that I have found grace in thine 
eyes; and he saith, Let not JOn/a- 
than know this, lest he be grieved: 
but truly as the LORD liveth, and as 
thy soul liveth, there is but a step 
between me and death. 

4 Then said JOn’a-than unto Da’- 
vid, Whatsoever thy soul desireth, 
I will even do 7¢ for thee. 

5 Ana Da’vid said unto Jon’a-than, 
Behold, to morrow is the new moon, 
and I should not fail to sit with the 
king at meat: but let me go, that I 
may hide myself in the field unto 
the third day at even. 

6 If thy father at all miss me, then 
say, Da’vid earnestly asked leave of 
me that he might run to Béth’-lé- 
hém his city: for there is a yearly 
sacrifice there for ail the family. 

7 Wf he say thus, /¢ is well; thy 
servant shall have peace: but if he 
be very wroth, then be sure thai evil 
is determined by him. 

8 Therefore thou shalt deal kindly 
with thy servant; for thou hast 
brought thy servant intoacovenant 
of the LorD with thee: notwith- 
standing, 1f there be in me iniquity, 
slay me thyself; for why shouldest 
thou bring me to thy father? 

9 And Jon/a-than said, Far be it 
from thee: for if I knew certainly 
that evil were determined by my fa- 
ther to come upon thee, then would 
not [ tell it thee ? 

10 Then said Da’vid to JOn’a-than, 
Who shall tell me? or what if thy 
father answer thee roughly ? 

11 7 And Jon’a-than said unto Da’- 
vid, Come, and let us go out into the 
field. And they went out both of 
them into the field. 

12 And Jon‘a-than said unto Da’vid, 
O LorD God of is’ra-el, when Ihave 
sounded my father about to mor- 
row any time, ov thethird day, and, 
behold, if there be good toward Da’- 
vid, and [ then send not unto thee, 
and shew it thee; 

13 The LORD do soand much more 
to JOn’a-than: but if it please my fa- 
ther éo do thee evil, then I will shew 
it thee, and send thee away, that 
thou mayest go in peace: and the 
LORD be with thee, as he hath been 
with my father. 

14 And thou shalt not only while 
yet I live shew me the kindness of 
the LORD, that I die not: 

15 But a/so thon shalt not cut off 
thy kindness from my house for 
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ever: no, not when the LORD hath 
cut off the enemies of Da’vid every 
one from the face of the earth. 

16 So Jon’a-than made @ covenant 
with the house of Da’vid, saying, 
Let the LORD even require ¢ at the 
hand of D@a’vid’s enemies. 

17 And Jon’a-than cansed Da’vid to 
swear again, because he loved him: 
for he loved him as he loved his 
own soul. 

18 Then JOn’‘a-than said to Da’vid, 
To morrow 7s the new moon: and 
thou shalt be missed, because thy 
seat will be empty. 

19 And ewhen thou hast stayed three 


days, then thou shalt go down 
quickly, and come to the place 


where thou didst hide thyself when 
the business was in hand, aud shalt 
remain by the stone &’zél. 

20 And I will shoot three arrows 
on the side thereof, as though I shot 
at a mark. 

21 And, behold, E will send a lad 
SAYING, Go, find out the arrows. If 
I expressly say unto the lad, Be- 
hold, the arrows ere on this side of 
thee, take them; then come thou: 
for there is peace to thee, and no 
hurt; as the LORD liveth. 

22 But if I say thus unto the youn 
man, Behold, the arrows ave beyon 
thee; go thy way: for the LORD 
hath sent thee away. 

23 And as touching the matter 
which thou and I have spoken of, 
behold, the LORD be between thee 
and me for ever. 

24 J So Da’vid hid himself in the 
field: and when the new moon was 
come, the king sat him down to eat 
meat. 

25 And the king sat upon his seat 
as at other times, even upon a seat 





by the wall: and JO0n‘a-than arose 
and Ab'nér sat by Saul’s side, and 
Da'vid’s place was empty. 

26 Nevertheless Saul pe notany 
thing that day: for he thought, 
Something hath befallen him, he 
is not clean; surely he 7¢@s not 
clean.

ness ? 

31 For as long as the son of Jés’se 
liveth upon the ground, thou shalt 
not be established, nor thy _king- 
dom.

32 And J6n’a-than answered Saul 
his father, aud said unto hiin, 
Wherefore shall he be slain? what 
hath he done ?

34 So Jon’a-than arose from the 
table in fierce anger, and did eat no 
meat the second day of the mouth:

cause his father had done him 
shame. :

2 And Da’vid said unto A-him/e- 
lech the priest, The king hath com- 
manded me a business, and hath 
said unto me, Let no man know 
any thing of the business where- 
about Isend thee, and what I have 
commanded thee: and I have ap- 
pointed my servants to such and 
such a place. 

3 Now therefore what is under 
thine hand? give me five loaves of 
bread in mine hand, or what there 
is present. ‘ 
4 And the priest answered Da’vid 
and said, There is no common brea 
under mine hand, but there is hal- 
lowed bread; if the young men 
have kept themselves at least from 
women. 

5 And Da’vid answered the priest, 
and said unto him, Of a truth wo- 
men have been kept from us about 
these three days, since I came out, 
and the vessels of the young men 
are holy, and the bread is in a man- 
her common, yea, though it were 
sanctified this day in the vessel. 

6 So the priest gave him hallowed 
bread : for there was no bread there 
but the shewbread, that was taken 
from before the LorRD, to put hot 
bread in the day when it was taken 
away.

9 And the priest said, The sword 
of Go-li’ath the Phi-lis’‘tine, whom 
thou _slewest in the valley of E‘lah, 
behold, it 7s here wrapped in a cloth 
behind the ephod: if thou wilt take 
that, take it: for there is no other 
save that here. And Da’vid said, 
There is none like that; give it me.

13 And he changed his behaviour 
before them, and feigned himself 
mad in their hands, and scrabbled 
on the doors of the gate, and let his 
spittle fall down upon his beard. 

14 Then said A’chish unto his ser- 
vants, Lo, ye see the man is mad: 
-wherefore ‘hen have ye brought him 
fo me ? 

15 Have I need of mad men, that 
AS have brought this fel/ow to play 

he mad man in my presence? shall 
this fellow come into my house? 


CHAPTER 22. 

1 David at Adullam. 11 Saul’s vengeance 
on the priests of Nob. 20 David hears 
the news. 

P\A'VID therefore departed 

thence, and escaped to the 
cave A-dul/lam: and when his bre- 
thren and all his father’s house 
heard it, they went down thither to 
him.

4 And he brought them before the 
king of Mo’ab: and they dwelt with 
him all the while that Da’ vid was in

5 J And the prophet Gad said 
unto Da’vid, Abide not in the hold;

of Ju/dah. /fhen Da/vid departed, 
and came into the forest of Ha’reth. 
6 § When Saul heard that Da’vid 
was discovered, and the men that 
were With him, (now Saul abode in 
Gib’e-ah under a tree in Ra’mah 
having his spear in his hand, and all 
his servants were standing about 


him ;) 
1 Then Saul said unto his servants 
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that stood about him, Hear now, ye

9 | Then answered Do’eg the 
E/dom-ite, which was set over the 
servants of Saul,and said, I_ saw 
the son of Jés/se coming to Nob, 
a gs San the son of A-hi’- 

ud. 

10 And he enquired of the LORD 
for him, and gave him victuals, and 
cede him the sword of Go-li’ath the 

hi-lis’tine. 

11 Then the king sent to call A-him’- 
e-lech the priest, the son of A-hi'tub, 
and all his father’s house, the priests 
that were in Nob: and they came all 
of them to the king. 

12 And Saul said, Hear now, thou 
son of A-hi/tub. And he answered, 
Here I am, my lord. 

13 And Saul said unto him, Why 
have ye conspired against me, thou 
and the son of Jés’se, in that thou 
hast given him bread, and a sword, 
and hast ae of God for him, 
that he should rise against me, to lie 
in wait, as at this day ?

23 Abide thou with me, fear not: 
for he that seeketh my life seeketh 
thy life: but with me thou shalt be 
in safeguard. 


CHAPTER 23. 


1 David saves Keilah. 7 Saul pursues 
David. 18 David’s escape. 
"Pane they told Da’vid, saying, 

Behold, the Phi-lis’tines fight 
against Kei/lah, and they rob the 
threshingfioors. 

2 Therefore Da’vid enquired of 
the LORD, saying, Shall I go and 
smite these Phi-lis'tines?

7 § And it was told Saul that Da’- 
vid was come to Keéi’lah. And Saul 
said, God hath delivered him into 
mine hand: for he is shut in, by en- 
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tering into a town that hath gates 
and bars. 

8 And Saul called all the people 
together to war, to go down to 
Kei'lah, to besiege Da’vid and his 
men. 

9 § And Da’vid knew that Saul 
secretly practised mischief against 
him; and he said to A-bi’a-thar the 
priest, Bring hither the ephod. 

10 Then said Da/vid, OLORD God 
of is’ra-el, thy servant hath cer- 
tainly heard that Saul seeketh to 
come to Keéi'lah, to destroy the city 
for my sake. 

11 Will the men of Keéi’lah deliver 
me up into his hand? will Saul 
come down, as thy servant hath 
heard? O LorpD God of Is’ra-el, I 
beseech thee, tell thy servant. And 
the LORD said, He will come down. 

12 Then said Da’vid, Will the men 
of Kei’lah deliver me and my men 
into the hand of Saul? And the 
LORD said, They will deliver thee up.

And it was told Saul that Da’/vid 
was escaped from Keéi’lah; and he 
forbare to go forth.

21 And Saul said, Blessed be ye of 
the LORD; for ye have compassion 
on me.

23 See therefore, and take know- 
ledge of all the lurking places where 
he hideth himself, and come ye 
again to me with the certainty, and 
I will go with you: and it shall come 
to pass, if he be in the land, that I 
will search him out throughout all 
the thousands of Ju’dah.

22 And Da/vid sware unto Saul. 
And Saul went home; but Da/vid 
fon his men gat them up unto the 
i01d, 


CHAPTER 25. 
1 Death of Samuel. 14 Abigail pacifies 
avid.

ND Sam/’u-el died; and all the 
Is/ra-el-ites were gathered to- 
ether, and lamented him, and bur- 
ied him in his house at Ra’mah. 
And Da’vid arose, and went down 

to.the wilderness of Pa’ran. 

2 And there was a man in Ma/on, 
whose possessions were in Car’mel; 
and the man was very great,and he 
had three thousand sheep, and a 
thousand goats: and he was shear- 
ing his sheep in Car’mel. 

3 Now the name of the man zras 
Na’bal; and the name of his wife 
Ab’i-gail: and she was a woman of 

ood paoaestsuding, and of a beau- 

iful countenance: but the man was 
churlish and evil in his doings; and 
he was of the house of Ca’leb. 

4 9 And Da’vid heard in the wil- 
derness that Na’bal did shear his 
sheep. 4 

* 5 And Da’vid sent out ten young 
men, and Da’vid said unto the young 
men, Get you up to Car’mel, and go 
to Na’bal, and greet himin myname: 

6 And thus shall ye say to him 
that liveth in prosperity, Peace be 
both to thee, and peace be to thine 
house, and peace be unto all that 
thou hast. 

7 And now I have heard that thon 
hast shearers: now thy shepherds 
which were with us, we hurt them 
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not, neither was there ought miss. 
ing unto them, all the while they 
were in Car’mel. 

& Ask thy young men, and they will 
shew thee. Wherefore let the young 
men find favour in thine eyes: for 
we come in agood day: give, I pray 
thee, whatsoever cometh to thine 
hand unto thy servants, and to thy 
son Da’vid. 

9 And when Da’vid’s young men 
came, they spake to Na/bal accord- 
ing to all those words in the name 
of Da’/vid, and ceased. 

10 7 And Na’/balanswered Da/vid’s 
servants, and said, Who is Da’vid ? 
and who is the son of Jés’se? there 
be many servants now a days that 
break away every man from his 
master. 

11 Shall I then take my bread, and 
my water, and my fiesh that I have 
killed for my shearers, and give it 
unto men, whom I know not whence 
they be ? 

12 So Da/vid’s young men turned 
their way, and went again, and 
came and told him all those say- 
ings. 

13 And Da/vid said unto his men, 
Gird ye on every man his sword. 
And they girded ou every man his 
sword; and Da’vid also girded on 
his sword: and there went up after 
Da’vid about four hundred men; 
ane two hundred abode by the 
stuff. 

14 J But one of the young men told 
Ab’i-gail, Na’bal’s wife, saying, Be- 
hold, Da’vid sent messengers out of 
the wilderness to salute our master; 
and he railed on them. 

15 But the men were very good unto 
us, and we were not hurt, neither 
missed we any thing, as long as we 
were conversant with them, when 
we were in the fields: 

16 They were a wall unto us both 
by night and day, all the while we 
were with them keeping the sheep. 

lj Now therefore know and con. 
sider what thou wilt do; for evil is 
determined against our master, and 
against all his household: for he 7s 
such a son of Be’li-al, that a man 
cannot speak to him. 

18 J Then Ab’i-gail made haste, and 
took two hundred loaves, and twa 
bottles of wine, and five sheep ready 
dressed, and five measures of parch- 
ed corn, and an hundred clusters of 
raisins, and two hundred cakes of 
figs, and laid them on asses. 

9 And she said unto her servants, 
Go on before me; behold, I come 
after you. But she told not her hus, 
band Na’bal. 
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2) And it was so, as she rode on 
the ass, that she came down by the 
covert of the hill, and, behold, Da’- 
vid and his men came down against 
her; and she met them. 

21 Now Da’vid had said, Surely in 
vain have I kept all that this fellow 
hath in the wilderness, so that no- 
thing was missed of all that per- 
tained unto him: and he hath re- 
quited me evil for good.

26 Now therefore, my lord, as the 
LORD liveth, and as thy soul livetb, 
seeing the LorD hath withholden 
thee from coming to shed blood, and 
from avenging thyself with thine 
own hand, now let thine enemies, 
and they that seek evil to my lord, 
be as Na’bal. 

27 And now this blessing which 
thine handmaid hath brought unto 
my lord, let it even be given unto 
the young men that follow my lord.

5 And when Saul saw the host of 
the EBL ne he was afraid, and 
his heart greatly trembled. 

6 And when Saul enquired of the 
LORD, the LORD answered him not, 
neither by dreams, nor by U’rim, 
nor by prophets. 

794 Then said’Saul unto his ser- 
vants, Seek me a woman that hath 
a familiar spirit, that I may go to 
her, and enquire of her. And hig 
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servauts said to him, Behold, there 
is @ woman that hath a familiar 
spirit at En’-do6r. 

And Saul disguised himself, and

12 And when the woman saw Sam’- 
u-el, she cried with a loud voice: 
and the woman spake to Saul, say- 
ing, Why hast thou deceived me? 
for thou art Saul. 

13 And the king said unto her, Be 
not afraid: for what sawest thou? 
And the woman said unto Saul, I 
saw gods ascending out of the 
earth. : 

14 And he said unto her, What 
form is he of ? And she said, An old 
man cometh up; and he 7s covered 
with amantle. And Saul perceived 
that it was Sam/‘u-el, and he stooped 
with his face to the ground, and 
bowed himself. 

15 § And Sam/u-el said to Saul, 
Why hast thou disquieted me, to 
bring me up? And Saul answered, 
I am sore distressed; for the Phi- 
lis‘tines make war against me, and 
God is departed from me, and an- 
swereth ine no more, neither by 

rophets, nor by dreams: there- 

ore I have called thee, that thou 
mayest make known unto me what 
I shall do. 

16 Then said Sam/’u-el, wherefore 
then dost thou ask of me, seeing the 
LORD is departed from thee, and is 
become thine enemy ? 

17 And the LORD hath done to 
him, as he spake by me: for the 
LORD hath rent the kingdom out 
of thine hand, and given it to thy 
neighbour, even to Da’vid: 

18 Because thou obeyedst not the 
voice of the LORD, nor executedst 
his fierce wrath upon Am/a-lék, 
therefore hath the LORD done this 
thing unto thee this day. 
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19 Moreover the LORD willalso de- 
liver Iis’ra-e! with thee into the hand 
of the Phi-lis'tines: and to morrow 
shalt thou and thy sons be with me: 
the LORD also shall deliver the host 
of ig’ra-el into the hand of the Phi- 
lis’tines. 

20 Then Saul fell straightway all 
along on the earth, aud was _scre 
atraid, because of the words of 
Sam/u-el: and there was no strength 
in him; for.he had eaten no bread 
all the day, nor all the night. 

21 § Aud the woman came unto 
Saul, and saw that he was sore trou- 
bled, and said unto him, Behoid, 
thine handimaid hath obeyed thy 
voice, and I have put my life in my 
hand, and have hearkened unto thy 

vords which thou spakest unto me. 

22 Now therefore. I pray thee, 
hearken thou also unto the voice of 
thine handmaid, and let me set a 
morsel of bread before thee; and 
eat, that thou mayest have strength, 
when thou goest on thy way. 

23 But he refused, and said, I will 
not eat. But his servants, together 
with the woman, compelled him; 
and he hearkened unto their voice.

24 And the woman had a fat calf 
in the house; and she hasted, and 
killed it, and took flour, and knead- 
ed it, and did bake nnleavened 
bread thereof:

6 And Da’/vid was greatly dis- 
tressed; for the people spake of 
stoning him, because the soul of all 
the people was grieved, every man 
for his sons and for his daughters: 
but Da/vid encouraged himself in 
the LORD his God. 

7 And Da/vid said to A-bi’a-thar 
the priest, A-him/e-lech’s son, I pray 
thee, bring me hither the ephod. 
And A-bi’a-thar brought thither the 
ephod to Da/vid. 

8 And Da/vid enquired at the 
LORD, saying, Shall I pursue after 
this troop? shall I overtake them ? 
And he answered him, Pursue: for 
thou shalt surely overtake them, and 
without fail recover ali. 

9 So Da/vid went, he and the six 
hundred men that were with him, 
and came to the brook Be’sér, where 
those that were left behind stayed. 

10 But Da’vid pursued, he and four 
hundred men: for two hundred 
abode behind, which were so faint 
that they could not go over the 
brook Be’sor. 

ll ¥ And they found an &£-gyp’tian 
in the field, and brought him to Da’- 
vid, and gave him bread, and he did 
eu and they made him drink wa- 

er; 

12 And they gave him a piece of a 
cake of figs, and two clusters of 
raisins: and when he had eaten, his 
spirit came again to him: for he 
had eaten no bread, nor drunk any 
water, three days and three nights. 

13 And Da’vid said unto him, To 
whom belongest thou ? and whence 
art thou? And he said, I am a 
young man of E’gypt, servant to an 
Am/a-lék-ite; and my master left 
ae because three days agone I fell 
sick. 

14 We made an invasion wpon the 
south of the Chér’eth-ites, and upon 
the coast which belongeth to Ju’dah 
and upon the south of Ca/leb; and 
we burned Zik’lag with fire. 

15 And Da/vid said to him, Canst 
thou bring me down to this com- 
pany ? And he said, Swear unto me 

y God, that thou wilt neither kill 
me, nor deliver me into the hands of 
my master, and I will bring thee 
dewn to this company. 

16 § And when he had brought him 





‘down, behold, they were spread 
abroad upon all the earth, eating 
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and drinking, and dancing, because 
of all the great Epes that they had 
taken out of the land of the Phi-lis’- 
tines. and out of the land of Judah. 

17 And Da/vid smote them from 
the twilight even unto the peouras 
of the next day: and there escapec 
not a man of them, save four hun- 
dred young men, which rode upon 
camels, and fied. 

18 And Da’vid recovered all that 
the Am’/a-lék-ites had carried away: 
and Da’vid rescued his two wives. 

19 And there was nothing lacking 
to them, neither small nor great, 
neither sons nor daughters, neither 
spoil, nor any thing that they had 
ee to them: Da’/vid recovered 
all. 
20 And Da‘vid took all the flocks 
and the herds, which they drave be- 
fore those other catile, and said, 
This is Da’vid’s spoii. 

21 J And Da’/vid came to the two 
hundred men, which were so faint 
that they could not follow Da’vid, 
whom they had made also to abide 
at the brook Be’sor: and they went 
forth to meet Da’vid, and to meet 
the people that were with him: and 
when Da’vid came near to the peo- 
ple, he saluted them. 

22 Then answered all the wicked 
men and men of Bé'li-al, of those 
that went with Da’vid, and said, 
Because they went not with us, we 
will notgive them ought of the spoil 
that we have recovered, save to 
every man his wiie and his children 
that they may lead them away, an 
depart. 

23 Then said Da’vid, Ye shall not 
do so, my brethren, with that which 
the LorD hath given us, who hath 
preserved us, and delivered the 
company that came against us into 
our hand. 

24 For who will hearken unto you 
in this matter? but as his part is 
that Sta a down to the battle, so 
shail his part be that tarrieth by the 
stuff: they shall part alike. 

25 And it was so from that day 
forward, that he made it a statute 
and an ordinance for Is’ra-el unto 
this day. 

26 § And when Da’vid came to 
Zik'lag, he sent of the spoil unto 
the elders of Ju’dah, even to his 
friends, saying, Behold a preseht 
for you of the spoil of the enemies 
of the LORD; 

27_ To them which were in Béth’-el, 
and to them which were in south 
Ra/moth, and to them which were 
in Jai’tir, 

28 And tothem which were in Ar’- 
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0-ér, and to them which were in 
Siph’moth, and to them which were 
in Esh-te-m0/a, ' 

29 And to them which were in Ra/- 
chal, and to them which were in the 
cities of the Jé-rih’me-el-ites, and 
to them which were in the cities of 
the Kén’ites, 

30 And to them which were in Hor’- 
mah, and to them which were in 
Chor-a’shan, and to them which were 
in A’thach, 

31 And to them which were in He’- 
bron, and to all the places where 
Da’vid himself and his men were 
wont to haunt. 


CHAPTER 31. 
1 Saul’s death. 11 His body burned and 
bones buried. 

Ha eae the Phi-lis’tines fought 

against Is’ra-el: and the men 
of is’ra-el fled from before the Phi- 
lis‘tines, and fell down slain in 
mount Gil-b0’a. 

2 And the Phi-lis’tines followed 
hard upon Saul and upon his sons; 
and the Phi-lis’tines slew J0on/a- 
than, and A-bin’a-dab, and Mél’chi- 
shu’a, Saul’s sons. 

3 And the battle went sore against 
Saul, and the archers hit him; and 
he was sore wounded of the archers. 

4 Then said Saul unto his armour- 
bearer, Draw thy sword, and thrust 
me through therewith; lest these 
uncircumcised come and thrust me 
through, and abuse me. But his 
armourbearer would not; for he 
was sore afraid. Therefore Saul 
took a sword, and fell upon it. 

5 And when his armourbearer saw 
that Saul was dead, he fell likewise 
upon his sword, and died with him. 

6 So Saul died, and his three sons, 
and his armourbearer, and ail his 
men, that same day together. 

7 § And when the men of is‘ra-el 
that were on the other side of the 
valley, and they that were on the 
other side Jér’dan, saw that the 
men of is’ra-el fled, and that Saul 
and his sons were dead, they for- 
sook the cities, and flied; and the 
Phi-lis’‘tines came and dwelt in 
them. 

8 And it came to pass on the mor- 
row, when the Phi-lis’tines came to 
strip the slain, that they found Saul 
and his three sons fallen in mount 
Gil-b0’a. 

9 And they cut off his head, and 
stripped off his armour, and sent 
into the land of the Phi-lis’tineg 
round about, to publish it in the 
house of their idols, and among the 
people. 
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10 And they put his armour in the 
house of Ash’ta-roth: and they 
vastened his body to the wall of 
Béth’-shan. 

li ¥ And when the inhabitants 
of Ja’besh-gil’/e-ad heard of that 
ae the Phi-lis’tines had done to 
aul; 
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12 All the valiant men arose, and 
went all night, and took the body of 
Saul and the bodies of his sons from 
the wall of Béth’-shan, and came to 
Ja’besh, and burnt them there. 

13 And they took their bones, and 
buried them under a tree at Ja’besh, 
and fasted seven days.

CHAPTER 1. 


4 The Amalekite informer, 
lamentation. 


INIONY it-came to pass after the 
1% death of Saul, when. Da’vid 
was returned from the’ slaughter 
of the Am’/a-lék-ites, and Da’vid had 
abode two days in Zik’lag; 

2 It came even to pass on the third 
day, that, behold, aman came out of 
the camp from Saul with his clothes 
rent, and earth upon his head: and 
so it was, when he came to Da/vid 
that he fell to the earth, and did 
obeisance. 

3 And Da’vid said unto him, From 
whence comest thou ? And he said 
unto him, Out of the camp of is’ra- 
elam I escaped. 

4 And Da’/vid said unto him, How 
went the matter? I pray thee, tell 
me. And he answered, That the 
people are fied from the battle, ana 
many of the people also are fallen 
and dead; and Saul and J6n’‘a-than 
his son are dead also. 

5 And Da’vid said unto the youn 
man that told him, How knowes 
thou that Saul and Jon’a-than his 
son be dead? 

6 And the young man that told 
him said, As I happened by chance 
upon mount Gil-bo’a, behold, Saul 
leaned upon his spear; and, lo, the 
chariots and horsemen followed 
hard after him. 

7 And when he looked behind him, 
he saw me, and called unto me. 
And Lanswered, Here am I. 

8 And he said unto me, Who art 
thou? And I answered him, I am 
an Am/a-lék-ite. ‘ 

9 He said unto me again, Stand, I 
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for anguish is come upon me, be- 
cause my life is yet whole in me. 

10 So I stood upon him, ahd slew 
him, because I was sure that he 
could not live after that he was 
fallen: and I took the crown that 
was upon his head, and the bracelet 
that was on his arm, and have 
brought them hither unto my lord. 

11 Then Da’/vid took hold on his 
clothes, and rent them; and like- 
wake all the men that were with 
nim : 

12 And they mourned, and wept, 
and fasted until even, for Saul, and 
for JOn‘a-than his son, and for the 
people of the LorD, and for the 
house of Is/ra-el ; because they were 
fallen by the sword. 

13 ¢ And Da’/vid said unto the 
yourg man that told him, Whence 
art thou? And he answered, I am 
rhe son of a stranger, an Am/a-lék- 
ite 


14,And Da/vid said unto him, How 
wast thou not afraid to stretch forth 
thine hand to destroy the LORD’s 
anointed ? 

15 And Da/vid called one of the 
young men, and said, Go near, and 
fallupon him. And he smote him 
that he died. 

16 And Da’vid said unto him, Thy 
blood be upon thy head; for thy 
mouth hath testified against thee, 
saying, I have slain the LORD’s 
anointed. 

1749 And Da/vid lamented with this 
lamentation over Saul and over 
Jon/a-than his son: 

18 (Also he bade them teach the 
children of Ju’dah the use of the 
bow: behold, it is written in the 
book of Ja/shér.) 


pray thee, upon me, and slay me:! 19 The beauty of Is’ra-el is slain 
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David is made 
upon thy high places: how are the 
mighty fallen ! 

20 Tell it not in Gath, publish 7 
notin the streets of As’ke-ion; lest 


the daughters of the Phi-lis’tines | 


rejoice, lest the daughters of the 
upcircumcised triumph. 

Zi Ye mountains of Gil-h0’a, Jet 
there be no dew, neither let there be 
rail, upon you, nor fields of offer- 
ings: for there the shield of the 
mighty is vilely cast away, the 
shield of Saul, as though he had not 
been anointed with oil. 

22 From the blood of the slain, 
from the fat of the mighty, the bow 
of JOn’/a-than turned not back, and 
the sword of Saul returned not 
empty. : 

23 Saul and JOn’a-than were lovely 
and pleasant in their lives, and in 
their death they were not divided: 
they were swifter than eagles, they 
were stronger than lions. 

24 Ye daughters of Is’ra-el, weep 
over Saul, who clothed you in scar- 
let, with other delights, who put on 
ornaments of gold upon your ap- 
parel. 

25 How are the mighty fallen in 
the midst of the battle! O Jon’a- 
than, thou wast slain in thine high 
places. 

26 I am distressed for thee, my 
brother Jon’a-than: very pleasant 
hast thou been unto me: thy love 
to me was wonderful, passing the 
love of women. 

27 How are the mighty fallen, and 
the weapons of war perished! 


CHAPTER 2. 

1 David anointed king of Judah. 8 Ish- 
tbosheth rules Israel. 18 Asahel is killed. 
ys ees it came to pass after this, 

that Da’vid enquired of the 
LORD, saying, Shall! I goup intoany 
of the cities of Ju’dah? And the 
LORD said unto him, Go up. And 

Da’vid said, Whither shall I go up ? 
And he said, Unto He’bron. 

2 So Da/vid went up thither, and 
his two wives also, A-hin’o-am the 
Jéz’re-el-it-ess, and Ab’i-gail Na/- 
bal’s wife the Car’mel-ite. 

3 And his men that were with him 
did Da/vid bring up, every man 
with his household: and they dwelt 
in the cities of Hé’bron. 

4 And the men of Ju’dah came, 
and there they anointed Da’/vid 
king over the house of Ju’dah. 
And they told Da’/vid, saying, That 
the men of Ja’besh-gil’e-ad were 
they that buried Saul. 

5 J And Da’/vid sent messengers 
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king over Judah. 
and said unto them, Blessed be ye 
of the LORD, that ye have shewed 
this kindness unto your lord, even 
unto Saul, and have buried him. 

6 And now the Lorp shew kind- 
ness and truth unto you: and ialso 
will reguite you this kindness, be- 
cause ye have done this thing. 

7 Therefore now let your hands 
be strengthened, and be ye valiant: 
for your master Saul is dead, and 
also the house of Ju/dah have an- 
ointed me king over them. 

8 § But Ab/nér the son of Nér, cap- 
tain of Saul’s host, took Ish-bo’- 
sheth the son of Saul, and brought 
him over to Ma-ha-na/im ; 

9 And made him king over Gil’e-ad, 
and over the Ash’tr-ites, and over 
Jéz're-e], and over E’phra-im, and 
Ovex Bén’ja-min, and over all Is'- 
ra-el. 

10 ish-bo’sheth Saul’s son was forty 
years old when he began to reign 
over is/ra-el, and reigned two years, 
But the house of Ju’dah followed 
Da’vid. 

11 And the time that Da’vid was 
king in Hé’bron over the house of 
Ju’dah was seven years and six 
months. 

12 ¢ And Ab’nér the son of Nér, 
and the servants of Ish-bo’sheth the 
son of Saul, went out from Ma-ha- 
na’/im to Gib’e-on. 

13 And JO/ab the son of Zér-u-i/ah, 
and the servants of Da’vid, went 
out, and met together by the pool 
of Gib’e-on: and they sat down, 
the one on the one side of the pool 
and the other on the other side of 
the pool. 

14 And Ab/nér said to Jo’ab, Let 
the young men now arise, and play 
before us. And JO’/ab said, Let 
them arise. 

15 Then there arose and went over 
by number twelve of Bén’ja-min, 
which pertained to ish-b0o’sheth the 
son of Saul, and twelve of the ser- 
vants of Da’vid. 

16 And they caught every one his 
fellow by the head, and thrust his 
sword in his fellow’s side; so they 
fell down together: wherefore that 
place was called Hél’kath-haz’zu- 
rim, which is in Gib’e-on. 

17 And there was a very sore bat- 
tle that day ; and Ab’nér was beaten, 
and the men of Is’ra-el, before the 
servants of Da‘vid. 

18 § And there were three sons of 
Zér-u-1'ah there, Jo’ab, and A-bish’- 
4-1, and A’sa-hél: and ‘A’sa-hél was 
as light of foot as a wild roe. 

19 And A’sa-hél pursued after Zb’- 


unto the men of Ja’besh-gii’e-ad, ' nér; and in going he turned not to 


20 
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the right hand nor to the left from 
following Ab/nér. 

20 Then Ab/nér looked behind him 
and said, Art thou A’sa-hel ? And 
he answered, I am. 

21 And Ab/nér said to him, Turn 
thee aside to thy right hand or to 
thy left,and lay thee hold on one of 
the young men, and take thee his 
armour. But A’sa-hél would not 
turn aside from following of him. 

22 And Ab’nér said again to A’sa- 
hel, Turn thee aside from following 
me: wherefore should J smite thee 
to the ground? how then should I 
hold up my face to Jo’ab thy bro- 
ther? 

23 Howbeit he refused to turn 
aside: wherefore Ab’nér with the 
hinder end of the spear smote him 
under the fifth ib, that the spear 
came out behind him; and he fell 
down there, and died in the sume 
place: and it came to pass, that as 
many as came to the place where 
ieee fell down abd died stood 
still. 

24 JoO’ab also and A-bish’a-1 pur- 
sued after Ab’nér: aud the sun went 
down when they were come to the 
hill of Am’mah, that lieth before 
Gi’ah by the way of the wilderness 
of Gib’e-on. 

25 J And the children of Bén’ja- 
min gathered themselves together 
atter Ab’nér, and became one troop, 
and stood on the top of an hill. 

26 Then Ab/‘nér called to Jo/ab, and 
said, Shall the sword devour for 
ever? knowest thou not that it will 
be bitterness in the latter end ? how 
tong shall it be then, ere thou bid 
the people return from following 
their brethren ? 

27 And JO’ab said, As God liveth, 
unless thou hadst spoken, surely 
then in the morning the people had 
gone up every one from following 
his brother. : 

28 So Jo’/ab blew a trumpet, and 
all the people stood still, and pur- 
sued after Is’ra-el no more, neither 
fought they any more. 

29 And Ab’nér and his men walked 
all that night through the plain, 
and passed over Jor’dan, and went 
through all Bith’ron, and they came 
to Ma-ha-na’‘im. 

30 And Jo/ab returned from fol- 
lowing Ab’nér: and when he had 

athered all the eanle together, 

here lacked of Da’/vid’s servants 
nineteen men and A’sa-hel. 

31 But the servants of Da’vid had 
smitten of Bén’ja-min, and of Ab’- 
nér’s men, so that three hundred 
and threescore men died. 
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32 ¢ And they took up A’sa-hel 
and buried him in the sepulchre o 
his father, which was in Béth’-lé- 
hem. And Joab and his men went 
all night, and they came to He’bron 
at break of day. 


CHAPTER 3. : 

1 Therival kings. 22 Abner killed by Joah. 
81 David mourns Abner. 
NOW there was long war between 

the house of Saul and the house 
of Da’vid: but Da’/vid waxed strong- 
er and stronger, and the house of 
Saul waxed weaker and weaker. 

24 And unto Da’/vid were sons 
born in Hé’bron: and his firstborn 
was Am/’nOn, of A-hin’o-am the Jéz’- 
re-el-it-ess ; 

3 And his second, Chil’e-ab, of 
Ab’i-gail the wife of Na/bal the 
Cair’mel-ite; and the third, Ab/sa- 
lO6m the son of Ma/a-cah the daugh- 
ter of Tal/mai king of Ge’shur; 

4 And the fourth, Ad-0-ni’jah the 
son of Hag’gith; and the fifth, 
Shéph-a-ti’ah the son of Ab’i-tal; 

5 And the sixth, ith’re-am, by Eg’- 
lah Da’vid’s wife. These were born 
to Da’vid in He’bron. 

6 j And it came to pass, while there 
was war between the house of Saul 
and the house of Da’vid, that Ab’- 
nér made himself strong for the 
house of Saul. 

7 And Saul had a concubine 
name was Riz'pah, the dau ‘nter of 
A-l/ah: and Jsh-bo'sheth said to Ab’- 
nér, Wherefore hast thou pony in 
unto my father’s coneubine ? 

8 Then was Ab’/nér very wroth for 
the words of ish-bo’sheth, and said 
Am I a dog’s head, which against 
Ju/dah do shew kindness this day 


whose 


hunto the house of Saul thy father, 


to his brethren, and to his friends, 
and have not delivered thee into 
the hand of Da/vid, that thou charg- 
est me to day with a fault concern- 
ing this woman ? 

9 So do God to Ab’nér, and more 
also, except, as the LORD hath 
Suro to Da‘vid, even so I do to 

im; 

10. To translate the kingdom from 
the house of Saul, and to set up the 
throne of Da’vid over Is’ra-el and 
over Ju’dah, from Dan even to 
Be’er-sheé’ba. 

11 And he could not answer Ab’- ° 
Dee a word again, because he feared 
him. 

12 Lae Ab/nér sent messengers 
to Va’vid on his behalf, saying, 
Whose is the land? saying aiso, 
Make thy league with me, and, be- 
hold, my hand shall be with thee, 
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to bring about all 
thee. 

13 § And he said, Well; I will 
qaake a league with thee: but one 
thing I require of thee, that is, 
Thou shalt not see my face, except 
thou first bring Mi’chal Saul’s 
daughter, when thou comest to see 
my face. 

14 And Da’vid sent messengers to 
Ish-bo’sheth Saul’s son, saying, De- 
liver me my wife Mi’‘chal, which I 
espoused to me for an hundred 
foreskins of the Phi-lis’tines. 

15 And Ish-bo’sheth sent, and took 
her from her husband, even from 
Phal'ti-el the son of La’ish. 

16 And her husband went with her 
along weeping behind her to Ba- 
hi’/rim. Then said Ab’nér unto him, 
Go, return. And he returned. 

17 ¢ And Ab’nér had communica- 
tion with the elders of Is’ra-el, say- 
ing, Ye sought for Da’vid in times 
past fo be king over you: 

8 Now then do 7; for the LORD 
hath spoken of Da’vid, saying, By 
the hand of my servant Da’ vid I will 
save my people is’ra-el out of the 
hand of the Phi-lis’tines, and out of 
the hand of all their enemies. 

19 And Ab’nér also spake in the 
ears of Bén’ja-min: and Ab’nér 
went also to speak in the ears of 
Da/vid in He’bron all that seemed 
good to is’ra-el, and that seemed 
good to the whole house of Ben’ja- 
min. 

20 So Ab’nér came to Da’vid to 
He’bron, and twenty men with 
him. And Da’vid made Ab’nér 
and the men that were with him a 
feast. 

21 And Ab’nér said unto Da’vid, I 
will arise and go, and will gather 
all Is’ra-el unto my lord the king, 
that they may make a league with 
thee, and that thou mayest reign 
over all that thine heart desireth. 
And Da/vid sent Ab’nér away; and 
he went in peace. 

22 § And, behold, the servants of 
Da/vid and J0/ab came from pursu- 
ing a troop, and brought in a great 
spoil with them: but Ab/nér was not 
with Da’vid in He’bron: for he had 
sent him away, and he was gone in 


eace. 
3 When Jo’ab and all the host that 
was With him were come, they told 
Jo’ab, saying, Ab’nér the son of 
Nér came to the king, and he hath 
sent him away, and he is gone in 


peace. 

24 Then Jo’ab came to the king, 
and said, What hast thou done? be- 
nold, Ab’nér came unto thee; why 


is’ra-el unto 
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is it that thou hast sent him away 
and he is quite gone ? 

25 Thou knowest Ab/nér the son of 
Nér, that he came to deceive thee, 
and to know thy going out and thy 
coming in, and to know all that thoi 
doest. 

26 And when J0’ab was come out 
from Da’vid, he sent messengers 
after Ab/nér, which brought him 
again from the well of Si’rah: but 
Da’vid knew ié not. 

27 And when Ab/nér was returned 
to He’bron, Jo’ab took him aside 
in the gate to speak with him qui- 
etly, and smote him there under 
the fifth r7b, that he died, for the 
blood of A’sa-hél his brother. 

28 §¥ And afterward when Da’vid 
heard i¢, he said, f and my kingdom 
are guiltless before the LORD for 
ever, from the blood of Ab’/nér the 
son of Nér: 

29 Letit rest on the head of J0’/ab 
and on all his father’s house; and 
let there not fail from the house of 
Jo’ab one that hath an issue, or 
that is a leper, or that leaneth on a 
staff, or that falleth on the sword, 
or that lacketh bread. 

30 So J0‘/ab and A-bish/a-1 his bro- 
ther slew Ab/nér, because he had 
slain their brother A’sa-hél at Gib’- 
e-on in the battle. 

31 ¢ And Da’vid said to J0/ab, and 
to ali the people that were with him, 
Rend your clothes, and gird you 
with sackcloth, and mourn before 
Ab/nér. And king Da'vid himself 
followed the bier. 

32 And they buried Ab’nér in He’- 
bron: and the king lifted up his 
voice, and wept at the grave of Ab’- 
nér; and all the people wept. 

33 And the king lamented over 
Ab’nér, and said, Died Ab’nér as a 
fool dieth ? 

34 Thy hands were not bound, nor 
thy feet put into fetters: asa man 
falleth before wicked men, so fell- 
est thou. And all the people wept 
again over him. 

35 And when all the people came 
to cause Da’vid to eat meat while 
it was yet day, Da’vid sware, saying, 
So do God to me, and more also 
if I taste bread, or ought else, till 
the sun be down. 

36 And all the people took notice 
of it, and it pleased them: as what- 
soever the king did pleased all the 
people. 

37 For all the people and all fs‘ra- 
el understood that day that it was 
not of the king to slay Ab’nér the 
son of Nér. 

38 And the king said unto his ser. 
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vants, Know ye not that there is a 
prince and a great man fallen this 
day in Is’ra-el ? 

39 AndI am this day weak, though 
anointed king; and these men the 
sons of Zér-u-i‘ah be too hard for 
me: the LORD Shall reward the doer 
of evil according to his wickedness. 


CHAPTER 4. 
1 Ish-bosheth is murdered. 9 David slays 
the murderers. 
ND when Saul’s son heard that 
Ab/nér was dead in He’bron, 
his hands were feeble, and all the 
is/ru-el-ites were troubled. 

> And Saul’s son had two men 
that were captains of bands: the 
name of the one was Ba’a-nah, and 
the name of the other Re’chab, the 
sons of Rim/mo0n a Bé-e’roth-ite, of 
the children of Bén‘ja-min: (for 
Bé-e’roth also was reckoned to 
Bén’ja-min. ara has 

3 And the Bé-e’rdth-ites fled to 
Git'ta-Im, and were sojourners 
there until this day.) 

4 And JoOn/a-than, Saul’s son, had 
a son that was lame of his feet. He 
was five years old when the tidings 
came of Saul and Jon/a-than out of 
Jéz're-el, and his nurse took him up, 
and fled: and it came to pass, as 
she wade haste to flee, that he fell, 
and became lame. And his name 
was Mé-phib’o-sheth. 

5 And the sons of Rim’mon the 
Bé-2’roth-ite, Re’chaband Ba‘a-nah 
went, and came about the heat of 
the day to the house of Ish-bo’- 
sheth, who lay on a bed at noon. 

6 And they came thither into the 
midst of the house, as though they 
would have fetched wheat; and 
they smote him under the fifthrid : 
and Re’/chab and Ba’a-nah his bro- 
ther escaped. . 

7 For when they came into the 
house, he lay on his bed in his bed- 
chaniber, and they smote him, and 
slew him, and beheaded him, and 
took bis head, and gat them away 
through the plain all night. 

8 And they brought the head of 
ish-bo/sheth unto Da’/vid to He’- 
bron, and said tothe king, Behold 
the head of ish-bo’sheth the son of 
Saul thine enemy, which sought 
thy life; and the Lorp_ hath 
avenged my lord the king this day 
of Saul, and of his seed. en 

9 § And Da’vid answered Re’chab 
and Ba/a-nah his brother, the sons 
of Rim’/mon the Bé-e’roth-ite, and 
said unto them, As the LORD liveth 
who hath redeemed my soul out of 
all adversity, 


10 When one told me, saying, Be. 
hold, Saul is dead, thinking to have 
brought good tidings, I took hold of 
him, and slew him in Zik’lag, who 
thought that I would have given him 
a reward for his tidings: 

11 How much more, when wicked 
men have slaina righteous person 
in his own house upon his bed? 
shall I not therefore now require 
his blood of your hand, and take 
you away from the earth? 

12 And Da2’vid commanded his 
youn emeks and they slew them, and 
cut off their hands and their feet, 
and hanged them up over the pool in 
He’bron. But they took the head of 
Ish-bo’sheth, and buried 7¢ in the 
sepulchre of Ab’nér in He’bron. 


CHAPTER 5., 


1 David anointed king of all Israel. 6 He 
dwells at Jerusalem. 13 Eleven sons are 
born to him. 

HEN came all the tribes of Is’- 

ra-el to Da’vid unto He’bron, 
and spake, saying, Behold, we are 
thy bone and thy flesh. 

2 Also in time past, when Saul was 
king over us, thou wast he that 
leddest out and broughtest in Is’ra- 
el: and the LORD said to thee, 
Thou shalt feed my people is’ra-ei, 
and thou shalt be a captain over 
Is'ra-el. 

So all the elders of Is’ra-el came 
to the king to He’bron; and king 

Da’‘vid made a league with them in 

He’bron before the LORD: anu they 
anointed Da’vid king over is’ra-el. 

44 Da’vid was thirty years old 
when he began to reign, and he 
pr ae forty years. 

5 In Hé’bron he reigned over Ju’- 
dah seven: years and six months: 
and in Jé-ru’sa-lém he reigned thirty 
and three years over all Is’ra-el and 
Ju’dah. 

6 7 And the king and his men 
went to Jé-ru’sa-lém unto the Jeb’- 
u-sites, the inhabitants of the land: 
which spake unto Da’‘vid, saying, 
cep thou take away the blind 
and the lame, thou shalt not come 
in hither: thinking, Da’vid cannot 
come in hither. . 

7-Nevertheless Da/vid took the 
strong hold of Zi/0n: the same 4s 
the city of Da’vid. 

8 And Da’vid said on that day, 
Whosoever getteth up to the gutter, 
and smiteth the Jéb’u-sites, and the 
jlame and the blind, that_are hated 
of Da’vid’s soul, he shall be chie 
and captain. Wherefore they sai 
The blind and the lame shall not 
come into the house. 
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9 So Da’vid dwelt in the fort, and | shall the LORD go out before thee, 


called it the city of Da’vid. And 
Da/vid built round about from Mil’- 
16 and inward. 

10 And Da’‘vid went on, and grew 
great, and the LorRD God of hosts 
was With him. 

ll ¢ And Hi’ram pan of Tyre sent 
messengers to Da’vid, and cedar 
trees, and carpenters, and masons: 
and they buiit Da’vid an house. 

12 And Da’vid perceived that the 
LORD had established him king over 
ig’ra-el, and that he had exalted his 
kingdom for his people is’ra-el’s 
sake. 

13 ¢¥ And Da’vid took him more 
concubines and wives out of Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém, after he was come from He’- 
bron: and there were yet sons and 
daughters born to Da’vid. 

14 And these be the names of those 
that were born unto him in Jé-ru’sa- 
lém ; Sham-mu’ah, and Sho’bab, and 
Na’than, and Sol’/o-mon, 

15 tb’/har also, and El-i-shu’a, and 
Ne’pheg, and Ja-phi’a, 

16 And £&-lish’a-ma, and E-li/a-da, 
and FE-liph’a-lét. 

17 § But when the Phi-lis’tines 
heard that they had anointed Da’- 
vid king over Is’ra-el, al] the Phi- 
lis‘tines came up to seek Da’vid; 
and Da’vid heard of tt, and went 
down to the hold. 

18 The Phi-lis’tmes also came and 
spread themselves in the valley of 
Réph’a-im. 

19 And Da’/vid enquired of the 
LORD, saying, Shall go up to the 
Phi-lis’tines ? wilt thou deliver them 
into mine hand? And the LORD said 
unto Da’/vid, Go up: for I will doubt- 
less deliver the Phi-lis’tines into 
thine hand. 

20 And Da/vid came to Ba/al-pér’- 
a-zim, and Da’vid smote them there, 
and said, The LoRD hath broken 
forth upon mine enemies before me, 
as the breach of waters. Therefore 
he called the name of that place 
Ba’/al-pér’a-zim. 

21 Andthere they left their images 
and Da’‘vid and his men burnec 


them. 

22 9 And the Phi-lis’tines came up 
yet again, and spread themselves in 
the valley of Réph’a-im. 

23 And when Da/vid enquired of 
the LORD, he said, Thou shalt not 
go up; bdu¢ fetch a compass behind 

hem, and come upon them over 
against the mulberry trees. 

24 And let it be, when thou hear- 
est the sound of a going in the tops 
of the mulberry trees, that then 
thou shalt bestir thyself: for then 


to smite the host of the Phi-lis’- 
eee 4 

25 And Da’vid did so, asthe LORD 
had commanded him; ard smote 
the Philis’tines from Gé’ba until 
thou come to Ga’zér. 


CHAPTER 6. 
1 The ark brought to Jerusalem. 12 Da- 
vid’s joy. 20 Michal’s reproof. 
GAIN, Da’vid gathered together 
all the chosen men of Is'ra-el, 
thirty thousand. 

2 And Da’vid arose, and went with 
all the people that were with him 
from Ba’a-le of Ju’dah, to bring up 
from thence the ark of God, whose 
name is called by the name of the 
Lorp of hosts that dwelleth be- 
tween the cheruvims. 

3 And they set the ark of God 
upon anew cart, and brought it out 
of the house of A-bin’a-dab that was 
in Gib’e-ah: and Uz’zah and A-hi’6, 
the sons of A-bin’a-dab, drave the 
new cart. 

4 And they brought it out of the 
house of A-bin’a-dab which was at 
Gib’e-ah, accompanying the ark of 
Boe: and A-hi’O went before the 
ark. 

5 And Da’vid and all the house of 
ipsa played before the LORD on 
all manner of instruments made of 
fir wood, even on harps, and on 
psalteries, and on timbrels, and on 
cornets, and on cymbals. 

6 § And when they came to Na’- 
chon’s threshingfioor, Uz’zah put 
forth his hand to the ark of God, 
and took hold of it; for the oxen 
shook it. 

7 And the anger of the LORD was 
kindled against Uz’zah; and God 
smote him there for his error; and 
there he died by the ark of God. 

8 And Da’vid was displeased, be- 
cause the LORD had made a breach 
upon Uz’zah: and he called - the 
name of the place Pe’rez-tiz’zah te 
this day. 

9 And Da’vid was afraid of the 
LORD that day, and said, How shall 
the ark of the LORD come to me? 

10 So Da’vid would notremove the 
ark of the LORD unto him into the 
city of Da’vid: but Da’vid carried 
it aside into the house of O’bed- 
e’dom the Git’tite. 

11 And the ark of the LORD con- 
tinued in the house of 0’bed-e’dom 
the Git’tite three months: and: the 
LORD blessed 0’bed-e’dom, and all 
his household. 

12 9 And it was told king Da’vid., 
saying, The LORD hath blessed the 
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house of 0’bed-é’dom, and all that 
pertaineth unto him, because of the 
ark of God. So Da’/vid went and 
brought up the ark of God from the 
house of 0’bed-e’dom into the city 
of Da’/vid with gladness. 

13 And it was so, that when they 
that bare the ark of the LORD had 
gone six paces, he sacrificed oxen 
and fatlivgs. 

14 And Da’/vid danced before the 
LORD with all his might; and Da/vid 
was girded with a linen ephod. 

15 So Da’vid and all the house of 
Is/ra-el brought up the ark of the 

ORD with shouting, and with the 
sound of the trumpet. 

16 And as the ark of the LORD 
came into the city of Da’vid, M1’- 
chal Saul’s daughter looked through 
a window, and saw king Da’vid 
leaping and dancing before the 
LORD; and she despised him in her 
heart. 

17 ¥ And they brought in the ark 
of the LORD, and set it in his place, 
in the midst of the tabernacle that 
Da’ vid had pitehed for it: and Da’- 
vid offered burnt offerings and peace 
offerings before the LORD. 

18 Andas soon as Da’/vid had made 
an end of offering burnt offerings 
and peace offerings, he blessed the 

pople in the name of the LORD of 

osts. 

19 And he dealt among all the 
people, even among the whole mul- 
titude of Is’ra-el, as well to the wo- 
men as men, to every one a cake 
of bread, and a good piece of flesh, 
and a flagon of wine. So all the 
people departed every one to his 
house. 

2) § Then Da’vid returned to bless 
his household. And Mi’chal the 
daughter of Saul came out to meet 
Da’vid, and said, How glorious was 
the king of Is’ra-el to day, who un- 
covered himself to day in the eyes 
of the handmaids of his servants, as 
one of the vain fellows shamelessly 
uncovereth himself! 

21 And Da’/vid said unto Mi’chal, /¢ 
was before the LORD, which chose 
me before thy father, and before all 
his house, to appoint me ruler over 
the people of the LORD, over Is’ra- 
el: therefore will I play before the 
LORD. 

22 And Iwill yet be more vile than 
thus, and will be base in mine own 
sight: and of the maidservants 
which thou hast spoken of, of them 
shall I be had in honour. 

23 Therefore Mi’chal the daughter 
of Saul had no child unto the day 
of her death. 
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CHAPTER 7. 
1 Nathan approves the purpose of David. 
4 David not to build a temple. 18 His 
prayerful submission. 


AnD it came to pass, when the 
-&\ «king sat in his house, and the 
LORD had given him rest round 
about from all his enemies ; 

2 That the king said unto Na’than 
the prophet, See now, I dwell in an 
house of cedar, but the ark of God 
dwelleth within curtains. 

3 And Na’than said to the king, 
Go, do all that is in thine heart; for 
the LORD 7s with thee. 

4 4 And itcame to pass that night, 
that the word of the LORD came 
unto Na’than, saying, 

5 Go and tell my servant Da’vid, 
Thus saith the LORD, Shalt thou 
build me an house for me to dwell 
in? vs 

6 Whereas I have not dwelt in any 
house since the time that I brought 
up the children of Iis’ra-el out of 
E/sypt, even to this day, but have 
walked ina tent and ina tabernacle. 

7 In all the places wherein I have 
walked with all the children of is’- 
ra-el spake I a word with any of 
the tribes of Is’/ra-e], whom I com- 
manded to feed my people Is’ra-el, 
saying, Why build ye not me an 
house of cedar ? 

8 Now therefore so shalt thou sa 
unto my servant Da/vid, Thus sait 
the LorD of hosts, I took thee from 
the sheepcote, from following the 
sheep, to be ruler over my people, 
Over is’ra-el: 

9 And I was with thee whither- 
soever thou wentest, and have cut 
off all thine enemies out of thy 
sight, and have made thee a great 
name, like unto the name of the 
great men that are in the earth. 

10 Moreover I will appoint a place 
for my people is/ra-el, and will 
plant them, that they may dwell in 
a place of their own, and move no 
more; neither shall the children of 
wickedness afflict them any more, 
as beforetime, 

11 And as since the time that I 
commanded judges to be over m 
people Is’ra-el, and have cause 
thee to rest from all thine enemies. 
Also the LORD telleth thee that he 
will make thee an house. 

12 ¢ And when thy days be ful- 
filled, and thou shalt sleep with 
thy fathers, I will set up thy seed 
atter thee, which shall proceed out 
of thy bowels, and I will establish 
his kingdom. : 

13 He shall build an house for my 
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name, and I will stablish the throne 
of his kingdom for ever. 

14 I will be his father, and he shall 
bemyson. If he commit iniquity, 
I will chasten him with the rod of 
men, and with the stripes of the 
children of men: 

15 But my mercy shall not depart 

away from him, asI took i¢ from 
Saul, whom I put away before 
thee. 
16 And thine house and thy king- 
dom shall be established for ever 
before thee: thy throne shall be es- 
tablished for ever. 

17 According to all these words, 
and according to all this vision, so 
did Na’‘than speak unto Da’vid. 

18 § Then went king Da’vid in,and 
sat before the LORD, and he said, 
Who ami, O Lord GOD? and what 
is my house, that thou hast brought 
me hitherto? 

19 And this was yet a small thing 
in thy sight, O Lord Gop; but thou 
hast spoken also of thy servant’s 
house for a great while to come. 
Andis this the manner of man, O 
Lord GoD ? 

20 And what can Da’/vid say more 
unto thee? for thou, Lord Gob, 
knowest thy servant. 

21 For thy word’s sake, and accord- 
ing to thine own heart, hast thou 
done all these great things, to make 
thy servant know them. 

22 Wherefore thou art great, O 
LORD God: for there is none like 
thee, neither is there any God be- 
side thee, according to all that we 
have heard with our ears. 

23 And what one nation in the 
earth is like thy people, even like 
Is‘ra-el, whom God went to redeem 
for a people to himself, and to make 
him a name, and to do for you great 
things and terrible, for shy. and, 
before thy people, which thou re- 
deemedst to thee from E’gypt, from 
the nations and their gods? 

24 For thou hast confirmed to at 
self thy people Is’ra-el to be a people 
unto thee for ever: and thou, LORD, 
art become their God. 

25 And now, O LORD God, the word 
that thou hast spoken concerning 
thy servant, and concerning his 
house, establish i¢ for ever, and do 
as thou hast said. ; 

26 And let thy name be magnified 
for ever, saying, The LORD of hosts 
is the God over Is’ra-el: and Jet the 
house of thy servant Da’/vid be es- 
tablished before thee. 

27 For thou, O LORD of hosts, God 
of Is’ra-el, hast revealed to thy ser- 
vant, saying, I will build thee an 
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house: therefore hath thy servant 
found in his heart to pray this 
prayer unto thee. 

28 And now, O Lord Gop, thou 
art that God, and thy words be 
true, and thou hast promised this 
goodness unto thy servant: 

29 Therefore now let it please thee 
to bless*the honse of thy servant, 
that it may continue for ever before 
thee: for thou, O Lord Gop, hast 
spoken if: and with thy blessing let 
the house of thy servant be blessed 
for ever. * 


CHAPTER 8. 


1 David’s victories. 9 Toi sends presents 
to bless him. 14 David gets a name 
among nations. 

gAND after this it came to pass, 

that Da’vid smote the Phi-lis’- 
tines,and subdued them: and Da/- 

vid took Me’theg-am’/mah out of the 

hand of the Phi-lis’tines. 

2 And he smote MO’ab, and mea- 
sured them with a line, casting 
them down to the ground; even 
with two lines measured he to put to 
death, and with one full line to keep 
alive. And so the M0’ab-ites be. 
eae Da'vid’s servants, and brought 
gifts. = 

3 § Da’vid smote also Had-ad-@’- 
zér, the son of Reé’hob, king of Zo’- 
bah, as he went to recover his bor- 
der at the river Eu-phra’teés. 

4 And Da’/vid took from him a 
thousand chariots, and seven hun-. 
dred horsemen, and twenty thou- 
sand footmen: and Da’vid houghed 
all the chariot horses, but reserved 
of them for an hundred chariots. 

5 And when the Sjyr’i-ans of D&- 
mas‘cus came to succour Had-ad-e’- 
zér king of ZO’bah, Da’vid slew of 
the Syr’i-ans two and twenty thou- 
sand men. 

6 Then Da’/vid put garrisons in 
Syr’it-a of Da-mas’cus: and the Syr’- 
i-ans became servants to Da’vid, 


and brought gifts. And the LorpD 
Dreserie Da’/vid whithersoever he 
went. 


7 And Da’vid took the shields of 
old that were on the servants of 
ad-ad-e’zer, and brought them to 
Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

8 And from Be’tah, and from 
Bér’o-thai, cities of Had-ad-e'zér, 
king Da’yid took exceeding much 
brass. 

9 § When_To’l king of Ha/math 
heard that Da’vid had smitten all 
the host of Had-ad-e’zér, 

Then TO’lI sent J0’/ram his son 
unto'king Da’vid, to salute him, and 
to bless him, because he had fought 
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against Had-ad-e’zér, and smitten | Ma’chir, the son of Am/mi-el, from 


him: for Had-ad-e’zér had wars 
with Toi. And Jo’ram brought 
with him vessels of silver, and ves- 
sels of gold, and vessels of brass: 

11 Which also king Da’/vid did 
dedicate unto the LORD, with the 
silver and gold that he had dedi- 
cated of all nations which he sub- 
dued; 

12 Of Syr’i-a, and of Mo’ab, and of 
the children of Am’m0On, and of the 
Phi-lis’tines, and of Am/a-leék, and 
of the spoil of Had-ad-e’zér, son of 
Re‘hob, king of ZO’bah. 

13 And Da’vid gat him a name 
when he returned from smiting of 
the Syr’i-ans in the valley of salt, 
being eighteen thousand men. 

14 7 And he put garrisons in 
£/dom; throughout all E’/dom put 
he garrisons, and all they of E’dom 
became Da’vid’s servants. And the 
LORD preserved Da’/vid whitherso- 
ever he went. 

15 And Da/vid reigned over all 
Is’ra-el; and Da/vid executed judg- 
ment and justice unto all his people. 
16 And Jo’ab the son of Zer-u-1’ah 
was over the host; and Jé-hosh’a- 
phat the son of A-hi/lud was re- 
corder ; 

17_ And Za’/d0k the son of A-hi/tub, 
and A-him’e-lech the son of A-bi’a- 
thar, were the priests; and Sér-a-1’- 
ah was the scribe; 

18 And Bé-na/iah the son of Jé-hoi’- 
a-da was over both the Chér’eth- 
ites and the Pé’leth-ites; and Da’- 
vid’s sons were chief rulers. 


CHAPTER 9. 


1 David restores Saul’s possessions to Me- 
phibosheth. 9 Ziba becomes his farmer. 
Ae Da’vid said, Is there yet an

And Zi/ba said unto 
the king, Behold, he 7s in the house 
of Ma/chir, the son of Am/’mi-el, in 
L6-de’bar. 

5 § Then king Da’vid sent, and 
fetched him out of the house of 








LO-dé’ bar. - 

6 Now when Mé-phib/o-shéth, the 
son of JOn’a-than, the son of Saul, 
was come unto Da’vid, he fell on his 
face, and did reverence. And Da/- 
vid said, Mé-phib’o-shéth. And he 
answered, Behold thy servant! 

7 ¥ And Da’vid said unto him, Fear 
not: for I will surely shew thee 
kindness for JOn’/a-than thy father’s 
sake, and will restore thee all the 
land of Saul thy father; and thou 
ee eat bread at my table continu- 
ally. : 

8 And he bowed himself, and said, 
What is thy servant, that thou 
shouldest look upon such a dead 
dog as Lam ? 

9 4 Then the king called to Zi'ba, 
Saul’s servant, and said unto him, 
I have given unto thy master’s son 
ali that pertained to Saul aud to all 
his house. 

10 Thou therefore, and thy sons 
and thy servants, shall till the lan 
for him, and thou shalt bring in the 
fruits, that thy master’s son may 
have food to eat: but Mé-phib’o- 
shéeth thy master’s son shall eat 
bread alway at my table. Now Zi'ba 
had fifteen sons and twenty ser- 
vants. 
11 Then said Zi’ba unto the king, 
According to all that my lord the 
Bing. hath commanded his servant, 
so shall thy servant do. As for Mé- 
phib’o-shéth, said the king, he shall 
eat at my table, as one of the king’s 
sons. 

12 And Mé-phib’o-shéth had a 
young son, whose name was Mi’- 
cha.

sent to meet them, because the men 
were greatly ashamed: and the king 
said, Tarry at Jér’i-cho until your 
beards be grown, and ¢hen return. 

6 § And when the children of Am’/- 
mon saw that they stank before 
Da’ vid, the children of Am’mon sent 
and hired the Syr’i-ans of Béth- 
re/hob, and the Syr’i-ans of Zo’ba 
twenty thousand footmen, and ot 
king Ma’a-cah a thousand men, and 
ofish’-tob twelve thousand men. 

7 And when Da’vid heard of it, he 
sent JO/ab, and all the host of the 
mighty men. 

8 And the children of Am’modn 
came out, and put the battle in ar- 
ray at the entering in of the gate:

they fled before him. 

14 And when the children of Am’- 
mon saw.that the Syr’i-ans were fied, 
then fied they also before A-bish’a-i, 
and entered into the city. So JO0’ab 
returned from the children of Am/’- 
mon, and came to Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

5 q And when the Sjyr’i-ans saw 
that they were smitten before Is’- 
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ra-el, they gathered themselves to- 
gether. 

16 And Had-ar-e’zér sent, and 
brought out the Syr’i-ans that were 
beyond the river: and they came 
to He’lam; and Sho’bach the cap- 
tain of the host of Had-iir-e’zér went 
before them. 

17 And when it was told Da’vid, he 
gathered all is’ra-el together, and 
yassed over Jor’dan, and came to 

é‘lam. And the Syr’l-ans set them- 
selves in array against Da’vid, au@ 
fought with him. 

18 And the Syr’i-ans fied before 
is’ra-el; and Da’vid slew the men ef 
seven hundred chariots of the Syr’- 
ans, and forty thousavd horsemen 
and smote Sho’/bach the captain o 
their host, who died there. 

19 And when all the kings that 
were servants to Had-ir-e’zér saw 
that they were smitten before ig 
ra-el, they made peace with Is’ra-el, 
and served them. So the Sjyr’lan 
feared to help the children of Am/‘- 
mon any more. 


CHAPTER 11. 

1 David’s adultery. 6 His treatment of 
Uriah. 26 Marries Bath-sheba. 
HAND it came to pass, after the 

year was expired, at the time 
when kings go forth to battle, that 

Da’vid sent J0’/ab, and his servants 
with him, and all Is’ra-el; and they 
destroyed the children of Am’mon 
and besieged Rab’bah. But Da’vi 
tarried still at Jé-ru’sa-lem. 

2 9 And itcame to pass in an even- 
ingtide, that Da’vid arose from off 
his bed, and walked upon the roof 
of the king’s house: and from the 
roof he saw a woman washing her- 
self ; and the woman was very beau- 
tiful to look upon. 

8 And Da’/yid sent and enquired 
aiter the woman. And one said, /s 
not this Bath’-shé-ba, the daughter 
of £-li‘am, the wife of U-ri/ah the 
Hit’tite ? 

4 And Da'vid sent messengers, 
and took her; and she came in unts 
him, and he lay with her; for she 


| was purified from her uncleanness: 


and she returned unto her house. 

5 And the woman conceived, and 
sent and told Da’ vid, and said, I am 
with child. 

6 § And Da’vid sent to J0’ab, say- 
ing, Send me U-rvah the Hit’tite. 
And J0/ab sent U-ri’/ah to Da’ vid. 

7 And when U-ri/ah was come unto 
him, Da’vid demanded of him how 
JO‘ab did, and how the people did, 
and how the war prospered. 

8 And Da’vid said te U-ri/ah, Go 
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down to thy house, and wash thy 
feet. And U-ri’/ah departed out of 
the king’s house, and there fol- 
lowed him a mess of meat from the 


xin 

9 But U-ri’ah slept at the door of 
the King’s heuse, with all the ser- 
vants of his lord, and went not down 
to his house. 

10 And when they had told Da’vid, 
saying, U-ri‘ah went not down unto 
his house, Da/vid said unto U-ri’ah, 
Camest thou not from thy journey ? 
why then didst thou not go down 
unto thine house ? 

ll And U-ri/ah said unto Da’vid, 
The ark, and Is’ra-el, and Ju’dah, 
abide in tents; and my lord JOo/ab, 
and the servants of my lord, are 
encamped in the open fields; shall I 
then go into mine house, to eat and 
to drink, and to lie with my wife? 
as thou livest, and as thy soul liv- 
eth, I will not do this thing. 

12 And Da’vid said to U-ri’ah, 
Tarry here to day also, and to mor- 
row I will let thee depart. So U-ri’- 
ah abode in Jé-ru’sa-lem that day, 
and the morrow. 

13 And when Da’vid had called 
him, he did eat and drink before 
him; and he made him drunk: and 
at even he went out to lie on his bed 
with the servants of his lord, but 
went not down to his house. 

14 § And it came to pass in the 
morning, that Da/vid wrote a let- 
ter to Jo’ab, and sent 7¢ by the hand 
of U-ri‘ah. 

15 And he wrote in the letter, say- 
ing, Set ye U-ri’/ah in the forefront 
of the hottest battle, and retire ye 
from him, that he may be smitten, 
and die. 

16 And it came to pass, when JO/ab 
observed the city, that he assigned 
U-ri/ah unto a place where he knew 
that valiant men were. 

17 And the men of the city went 
out, and fought with JOo/ab: and 
there fell some of the people of the 
servants of Da’vid; and U-ri’ah the 
Hit’/tite died also. 

18 J. Then JO’ab sent and told Da’- 
vid all the things concerning the 


war ; 

19 And charged the messenger, 
saying, When thou hast made an 
end of telling the matters of the 
war unto the king, 

20 And if so be that the king’s 
wrath arise, and he say unto thee, 
Wherefore approached ye so nigh 
unto the city when ye did fight ? 
knew ye not that they would shoot 
from the wall ? 

21 Who smote A-bim’e-lech the 
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son of Jé-rib’be-shéth ? did not a 
woman cast a piece of a millstone 
upon him from the wall, that he 
died in Thé’bez ? why wentye nigh 
the wall? then say thou, Thy ser- 
see U-ri‘ah the Hit’tite is dead 
also. 

22 § So the messenger went, and 
came and shewed Da’/vid all that 
JO0’ab had sent him for. 

23 And the messenger said unto 
Da’vid, Surely the men prevailed 
against us,and came out unto us 
into the field, and we were upon 
them even unto the entering of 
the gate. 

24 And the shooters shot from off 
the wall upon thy servants; and 
some of the king’s servants be dead, 
and thy servant U-ri’/ah the Hit’tite 
is dead also. 

25 Then Da’vid said unto the mes- 
senger, Thus shalt thou say unto 
Jo’ab, Let not this thing displease 
thee, for the sword devoureth one 
as well as another: make thy battle 
more strong against the city, and 
ouiertbriy it: and encourage thou 

im. 

26 § And when the wife of U-ri’ah 
heard that U-ri’ah her husband was 
dead, she mourned for her hus- 
band. 

27 And when the mourning was 
past, Da’vid sentand fetched her to 
his house, and she became his wife, 
and bare himason. But the thin 
that Da’vid had done displease 
the LORD. 


CHAPTER 12. 
1 Nathan rebukes David. 138 David’s 
penitence. 24 Burth of Solomon. 
ND the LorpD sent Na’‘than unto 
Da’/vid. And he came unto him, 
and said unto him, There were two 
men in one city; the one rich, and 
the other poor. 

2 The rich man had exceeding 
many flocks and herds: 

3 But the poor man had nothing, 
save one little ewe lamb, which he 
had bought and nourished up: and 
it grew up together with him, and 
with his children; it did eat of his 
own meat, and drank of his own 
cup, and lay in his bosom, and was 
unto him as a daughter. 

4 And there came a traveller unto 
the rich man, and he spared to take 
of his own flock and of his own 
herd, to dress for the wayfarin 
man that was come unto him; ba 
took the poor man’s lamb, and 
dressed it for the man that was 
come to him. 

5 And Da’vid’s anger was greatly 
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kindled against the man; and he 
said to Na’than, As the LORD liveth, 
the man that hath done this thing 
shall surely die: 

6 And he shall restore the lamb 
fourfold, because he did this thing, 
and because he had no pity. 

7 § And Na’than said to Da’vid, 
Thou art the man. Thus saith the 
LORD God of is’ra-el, I anointed 
thee king over Is‘ra-el, and I deliv- 
ered thee out of the hand of Saul; 

8 And I gave thee thy master’s 
house, and thy master’s wives into 
thy bosom, and gave thee the house 
of Iis’ra-el and of Ju’dah; and if that 
had been too little, [would moreover 
have given unto thee such and such 


prec ts : 

9 Wherefore hast thou despised 
the commandment of the LORD, to 
do evil in his sight ? thou hast killed 
U-ri/ah the Hit’tite with the sword, 
and hast taken his wife to be thy 
wife, and hast slain him with the 
sword of the children of Am’/mon. 

10 Now therefore the sword shall 
never depart from thine house; be- 
cause thou hast despised me, and 
hast taken the wife of U-ri‘ah the 
Hit’tite to be thy wife. 

11 Thus saith the LORD, Behold, I 
will raise up evil against thee out of 
thine own house, and I will take thy 
wives Defore thine eyes, and give 
them unto thy neighbour, and he 
shall lie with thy wives in the sight 
of this sun. 

12 For thou didst 7¢ secretly: but 
[ will do this thing before all Is’ra- 
el, and before the sun. 

13 And Da’vid said unto Na’than, 
[I have sinned against the LORD. 
And Na’than said unto Da’vid, The 
LorpD also hath put away thy sin; 


~ thou shalt not die. 


14 Howbeit, because by this deed 
thou hast given great occasion to 
the enemies of the LORD to blas- 
pheme, the child also that is born 
unto thee shall surely die. 

15 § And Na’than departed unto 
his house. And the LORD struck 
the child that U-ri/ah’s wife bare 
unto Da’‘vid, and it was very sick. 

16 Da’vid therefore besought God 
for the child; and Da’vid fasted, 
and wentin, and lay all night upon 
the earth. 

17 And the elders of his house 
arose, and went to him, to raise him 
up from the earth: but he would 
not, neither did he eat bread with 
them. 

18 And it came to pass on the sey- 
enth day, that the child died. And 
the servants of Da’vid feared to tell 
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him that the child was dead: for 
they said, Behold, while the child 
was yet alive, we spake unto him, 
and he would not hearken unto our 
voice: how will he then vex him- 
self, if we tell him that the child is 
dead ? 

19 But when Da'‘vid saw that his 
servants whispered, Da/vid _ per- 
ceived that the child was dead: 
therefore Da’vid said unto his ser- 
vants, Is the child dead ? And they 
said, He is dead. 

20 Then Da’vid arose from the 
earth, and washed, and anointed 
himself, and changed his apparel, 
and came into the house of the 
LORD, and worshipped: then he 
came to his own house; and wher 
he required, they set bread before 
him, and he did eat. 

21 Then said his servants unto him, 
What thing is this that thou hast 
done ?. thou didst fast and weep for 
the child, while it was alive; but 
when the child was dead, thou didst 
rise and eat bread. 

22 And he said, While the child 
was yet alive, [fasted and wept: for 
I said, Who can tell whether GOD 
will be gracious to me, that the child 
may live? 

23 But now he is dead, wherefore 
should I fast ? can I bring him back 
again? I shall go to him, but he 
shall notreturn to me. 

24 § And Da’vid comforted Bath’- 
shé-ba his wife, and went in unto 
her, and lay with her: and she bare 
a son, and he called his name SOl’o- 
mon: and the LORD loved him. 

25 And he sent by the hand of Na’- 
than the prophet; and he ealled his 
name Jeéd-i-di/ah, because of the 
LORD. 

26 9 And Jo/ab fought against 
Rab’bah of the children of Am/mon, 
and took the royal city. 

27 And JO’ab sent messengers to 
Da’vid, and said, I have fought 
against Rab’bah, and have taken 
the city of waters. 


-28 Now therefore gather the rest 


of the people together, and encam 
against the city, and take it: lest 
take the city, and it be called after 
my name. 

29 And Da/vid gathered all the peo- 
ple together, and went to Rab’bah, 
and fought against it, and took it 

30 And he took their king’s crowu 
from off his head, the weight where- 
of was a talent of gold with the pre- 
cious stones: and it was set on Da’. 
vid’s head. And he brought forth 
the spoil of the city in great abun 
dance. 
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31 And he brought forth the people 
that were therein, and put them 
under saws, and under harrows of 
iron, and under axes of iron, and 
made them pass through the brick- 
kiln: and thus did he unto all the 
cities of the children of Am/moOn. So 
Da’/vid and ali the people returned 
unto Jé-ru’sa-lem. 


CHAPTER 13. 


29 Absalom slays Am- 
non. 37 Absalom’s flight. 

uAND it came to pass after this, 

that Ab’sa-l6m the son of Da’- 
vid had a fair sister, whose name 
was Ta’/mar; and Am/non the son of 
Da’vid loved her. 

2 And Am/’n0on was so vexed, that 
he fell sick for his sister. Ta’mar; 
for she was a virgin; and Am/non 
thought it hard for him to do any 
thing to her. 

3 But Am’nOn had a friend, whose 
name was JOon/a-dab, the son of 
Shim’e-ah Da’/vid’s brother: and 
JOn/a-dab was a very subtil man. 

4 And he said unto him, Why art 
thou, being the king’s son, lean 
from day to day ? wilt thou not tell 
me? And Amnon said unto him, I 
love Ta’mar, my brother Ab’sa-lOm’s 
Sister. 

5 And Jon’a-dab said unto him 
Lay thee down on thy bed, anc 
make thyself sick: and when thy 
father cometh to see thee, say unto 
him, I pray thee, let my sister Ta/- 
mar come, and give ime meat, and 
dress the meatin my sight, that I 
may see 7t, and eat 7é at her hand. 

6 § SoAm/nOon lay down, and made 
himself sick: and when the kin 
was come to see him, Am’non sai 
unto the king, I pray thee, let Ta’- 
mar my sister come, and make me 
a couple of cakes in my sight, that 
I may eat at her hand. 

7 Yhen Da’'vid sent home to Ta’- 
mnar, saying, Go now to thy brother 
Am/nouv’s house, and dress him 
meat. : 

8 So Ta’mar went to her brother 
Am/’non’s house; and he was laid 
down. And she took flour, and 
kneaded 7i/, and made cakes in his 
sight, and did bake the cakes. 

9 And she took a pan, and poured 
them out before him; but he refused 
toeat. And Am’‘non said, Have out 
allmen from me. And they went 
out every man from him. 

10 And Am’non said unto Ta’mar, 
eng the meat into the chamber 
that I may eat of thine hand. And 
Ta’mar took the cakes which she 
had made, and brought them into 
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the chamber to Am’non her bro- 
er. ; 

11 And when she had brought them 
unto him to eat, he took. hold of 
her, and said unto her, Come lie 
with me, my sister. 

12 And she answered him, Nay, 
my brother, do not force me; for 
no such thing ought to be done in 
is’ra-el: do not thou this folly.. 

3 And I, whither shall I cause my 
shame to go? and as for thee, thou 
shalt be as one of the fools in is’- 
ra-el. Now therefore, I pray thee 
speak unto the king; for he will 
not withhold me from thee. 

14 Howbeit he would not hearken 
uuto her voice: but, bein SIEOBESE 
aut she, forced her, and lay with 
1er. 

15 § Then Am/‘non hated her ex- 
ceedingly ; sothat the hatred where- 
with he hated her was greater than 
the love wherewith he had loved 
her. And Am/nOdn said unto her, 
Arise, be gone. ; 

16 And she said unto him, There is 
no cause: this evil in sending me 
away 7s greater than the other that 
thou didst unto me. But he would 
not hearken unto her. 

17 Then he called his servant that 
ministered unte him, and said, Put 
now this womaa out from me, and 
bolt the door after her. 

18 And she had a garment of di- 
vers colours upon her: for with such 
robes were the king’s daughters 
that were vigils apparelled. Then 
his servant brought her out, and 
bolted the door after her. 

19 ¢ And Ta’mar put ashes on her 
head, and rent her garment of di- 
vers colours that was on her, and 
laid her hand on her head, and 
went on crying. 

20 And Ab’sa-lOm her brother said 
unto her, Hath Am/’/non thy brother 
been with thee? but hold now thy 
peace, my Sister: he zs thy brother; 
regard not this thing. So Ta’mar 
remained desolate in her brother 
Ab’‘sa-lOin’s house. 

21 § But when king Da/vid heard 
of all these things, he was very 
wroth. 

22 And Ab’/sa-lom spake unto his 
brother Am’non neither good nor 
bad: for Ab’sa-lom hated Am/non, 
because he had forced his sister 
Ta’mar. 

23 4 And it came to pass after two 
full years, that Ab’sa-lom had sheep- 
shearers in Ba’al-ha’zor, which is 
beside E’phra-im: and Ab/sa-lom 
invited all the king’s sons. 

24 Ab’sa-lom came to the 
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king, and said, Behold now, thy ser- | king of Gé’shtr. And Da’vid mourn- 


vant hath sheepshearers; let the 
king, I beseech thee, and his ser- 
vants go with thy servant. 

25 And the king said to Ab’sa-lom, 
Nay, my son, let us not all now go, 
test we be chargeable unto thee.

27 But Ab’sa-lom pressed him, that 
he let Am’/pon and all the king’s 
sons go with him. 

28 § Now Ab’sa-lOm had commaud- 
ed his servants, saying, Mark ye 
now when Ani’non’s heart is merry 
with wine, and when I say unto 

ou, Smite Am/‘non; then kill him, 

ear not: have not I commanded 
you? be courageous, and be val- 
iant. 

29 And the servants of Ab’sa-lOm 
did unto Am’nOn as Ab’sa-JOm had 
commanded. Then all the king’s 
sons arose, and every man gat him 
up upon his mule, and fied. 

30 § And it came to pass, while 
they were in the way, that tidings 
came to Da'‘vid, saying, Ab’sa-lom 
hath slain all the king’s sons, and 
there is not one of them left. 

31 Then the king arose, and tare 
his garments, and lay on the earth; 
and all his servants stood by with 
their clothes rent. 

32 And JOn‘a-dab, the son of Shim’- 
e-ah Da/vid’s brother, answered and 
said, Let not my lord suppose that 
they have slain all the young men 
the king’s sons; for Am’nOn only is 
dead: for by the appointment of 
Ab’sa-lom this hath been deter- 
mined from the day that he forced 
his sister Ta/mar. 

33 Now therefore let not my lord 
the king take the thing to his heart, 
to think that all the king’s sons are 
dead: for Am’nodn only is dead. 

34 But Ab’sa-lom fied. And the

2 And JO0/ab sent to Te-ko’ah, and 
fetched thence a wise woman, and 
said unto her, I pray thee, feign thy- 
self to be a mourner, and put on 
now mourning apparel, and anoint 
not thyself with oil, but be as a wo- 
map that had a long time mourned 
for the dead: 

3 And come to the king, and speak 
on this manner unto him. SoJ0’/ab 
put the words in her mouth. 

49 And when the woman of Te- 
ko’ah spake to the king, she fell 
on her face to the ground, and did 
obeisance, and said, Help, O king. 

5 And the king said unto her, What 
aileth thee ? And she answered, I 
am indeed @ widow woman, and 
mine husband is dead. 

6 And thy handmaid had two sons, 
and they two strove together in the 
field, and there was none to part 
them, but the one smote the other, 
and slew him. 

7 And, behold, the whole family is 
risen against thine handmaid, and 
they said, Deliver him that smote 
his brother, that we may kill him, 
for the life of his brother whom he 
slew; and we will destroy the heir 
also: and so they shall quench my 
coal which is left, and shall not 
leave to my husband neither name 
nor remainder upon the earth. 

8 And the king said unto the wo- 
man, Go to thine house, and I will 
give charge concerning thee. 

9 And the woman of Te-k0’ah said 
unto the king, My lord, O king, the 
iniquity be on me, and on my fa- 
ther’s house: and the king and his 
throne e guiltless. 

10 And the king said, Whosoever 
saith ought unto thee, breng him to 
me, and he shall not touch thee any 
more. 

11 Then said she, I pray thee, let 
the king remember the Lorp thy 
God, that thou wouldest not suffer 
the revengers of blood to destroy 
any more, lest they destroy my son.

4 Ab’sa-lOm said moreover, Oh 
that I were made judge in the land, 
that every man which hath any suit 
or cause might come unto me, andI 
would do him justice! r 

5 And it was so, that when any 
man ‘came nigh to him to do him 
obeisance, he put forth his hand, 
and took him, and kissed hin. 

6 And on this manner did Ab’/sa- 
10m to all Is’ra-el that came to the 
king for judgment: so Ab/sa-lom 
stole the hearts of the men of Is’- 
ra-el, x 

7 { And it came to pass after forty 
years, that Ab’sa-lom said unto 
the king, I pray thee, let me go and 
pay my vow, which I have vowed 
unto the LORD, in He’bron. 

8 For thy servant vowed a vow 
while I abode at Ge’shtr in Syr’i-a, 
saying, If the LoRD shall bring me 
again indeed to Jé-ru’sa-lem, then 
I will serve the LORD. 

9 And the king said un:o him, Go 
in peace. So he arose, and went to 
He’bron. 

10 § But Ab’sa-lOi sent spies 

throughout all the tribes of Is’ra-el, 
Saying, AS soonas xe hear the sound 
of the trumpet, then ye shall say, 
Ab’sa-lom reigneth in Hé’bron. 
_11 And with Ab’sa-lom went two 
AZundred men out of Jé-ru’sa-lém, 
that were called; and they went in 
their simplicity, and they knew not 
any thing.

22 And Da’vid said to It’/ta-I, Go 
and pass over. And it’ta-i the Git’- 
tite passed over, and all his men,

23 And all the country wept with 
a loud voice, and all the people 
passed over: the king also himself 
passed over the brook Kid’ron, and 
all the people passed over, toward 
the way of the wilderness.

4 But the king covered his face, 
and the king cried witha loud voice, 
O my son Ab’sa-lom, O Ab’sa-lom, 
my son, my son! 

5 And Jo’ab came into the house 
to the king, and said, Thou hast 
shamed this day the faces of all thy 
servants, which this day have saved 
thy life, and the lives of thy sons 
and of thy daughters, and the lives 
of thy wives, and the lives of thy 
concubines ; 

6 In that thou lovest thine ene- 
mies, and hatest thy friends. For 
thou hast declared this day, that 
thou regardest neither princes nor 
servants: for this day erceive, 
that if Ab’sa-lom had lived, and all 


we had died this day, then it had, 


pleased thee well. ‘ 

7 Now therefore arise, go forth, and 
speak comfortably unto thy ser- 
vants: for I swear by the LORD, if 
thou go not forth, there will not 
tarry One with thee this night: and 
that will be worse unto thee than 
all the evil that befell thee from 
thy youth until now. 

8 Then the king arose, and sat in 
the gate. And they told unto all 
the people, saying, Behold, the king 
doth sit in the gate. And all the 
people came before the King: for 
HE had fled every man to his 

ent. 

9 J And all the people were at strife 
throughout all the tribes of Ig’ra-el, 
saying, The king saved us out of the 
hand of our enemies, and he deliv- 
ered us out of the hand of the Phi- 
\¥s‘tines; and now he is fled out of 
the land for Ab’sa-lom. 

10 And Ab’/sa-lom, whom we an- 
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ointed over us, is dead in battle. 
Now therefore why speak ye not 
a word of bringing the king back ? 

11 q And king Da/vid sent to Za’- 
dok and to A-bi/a-thar the priests 
saying, Speak unto the elders o 
Ju’dah, saying, Why are ye the last 
to bring the king back to his house ? 
seeing the speech of all Is’ra-el is 
come to the king, even to his house. 

12 Ye are my brethren, ye are my 
bones and my flesh: wherefore then 
are ye the last to bring back the 
king ? 

13 And say ye to Am’a-sa, Art thou 
not of my bone, and of my flesh ? 
God doso to me. and more also, if 
thou be not captain of the host be- 
fore me continually in the room of 
JO/ab. 

14 And he bowed the heart of all 
the men of Ju’dah, even as the heart 
of one man; so that they sent this 
word unto the king, Return thou, 
and all thy servants. 

15 So the king returned, and came 
to Jor’dan. And Ju’dah came to 
he Sa to go to meet the king, to 
conduct the king over J6ér’dan. 

16 7 And Shim’/e-i the son of Ge’ra, 
a Beén’ja-mite, which was of Ba-hu’- 
rim, hasted and came down with 
the men of Ju/dah to meet king 
Da’ vid. 

17 And there were a thousand men 
of Bén’ja-min with him, and Z1’ba 
the servant of the house of Saul, 
and his fifteen sons and his twenty 
servants with him; and they went 
over J6ér’dan before the king. 

18 And there went over a ferry 
boat to carry over the king’s house- 
hold, and to do what he thought 
good. And Shim’e-i the son of Ge’- 
ra fell down before the king, as he 
was come over JOr’dan ; 

19 And said unto the king, Let 
not my lord impute iniquity unto 
me, neither do thou remember that 
which thy servant did perversely 
the day that my lord the king went 
out of Jé-ru’s4-lém, that the king 
should take it to his heart. 

20 For thy servant doth know that 
I have sinned: therefore, behold, I 
am come the first this day of all the 
house of JO’seph to go down to meet 
my lord the king. ; 

21 But A-bish’a-1 the son of Zér-u- 
j/ah answered and said, Shall not 
Shim/e-i be put to death for this, 
because he cursed the LORD’S an- 
ointed ? 

22 And Da/vid said, What have I 
to do with you, ye sons of Zér-u-1'ah, 
that ye should this day be adversa- 
ries unto me? shall there any man 
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be put to death this day in Is’ra-el? 
for donot I know that I am this day 
king over Is’ra-el ? ‘ 

23 Therefore the king said unto 
Shim/e-i, Thou shalt not die. And 
the king sware unto him. 

24 § And Mé-phib’o-shéth the son 
uf Saul came down to meet the king, 
and had neither dressed his feet, nor 
trimmed his beard, nor washed his 
clothes, from the day the king de- 

arted until the day he came again 
in peace. 

25 And it came to pass, when he 
was come to Jé-ru’/sa-leém to meet 
the king, that the king said unto 
him, Wherefore wentest not thou 
with me, Mé-phib/o-shéth ? 

26 And he answered, My lord, O 
king, my servant deceived me: for 
thy servant said, I will saddle mean 
ass, that I may ride thereon, and go 
to the king; because thy servant is 
lame. - ? 

27 And he hath slandered thy ser- 
vant unto my lord the king; but my 
lord the king is as an angel of God: 
do therefore what is good in thine 
eyes. 

28 For allof my father’s house were 
but dead men before my lord the 
king: yet didst thou set thy servant 
among them that did eat at thine 
own table. What right therefore 
have I yet to cry any more unto the 
king ? 5 

29 And the king said unto him, Why 
speakesf thou any more of thy mat- 
ters? I have said, Thou and Zi’ba 
divide the land. ; 

30 And Mé-phib’o-shéth said unto 
the king, Yea, let him take all, for- 
asmuch as my lord the king is 
come again in peace unto his own 
house. 

31 9 And Bar-zil/la-i the Gil’e-ad- 
ite came down from R6-gé’lim, and 
went over J6r’dan with the king, to 
conduct him over J6r’dan. 

32 Now Bar-zil’la-I was a very aged 
man, even fourscore years old: and 
he had provided the king of suste- 
nance while he lay at Ma-ha-na’/im; 
for he was a very great man. 

33 And the king said unto Bar-zil’- 
la-I, Come thou over with me, and 
I will feed thee with me in Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém. 

34 And Bar-zil’la-I said unto the 
king, How long have I to live, that 
I should go up with the king unto 
Jé-ru’s4a-lém ? 

35 I am this day fourscore years 
old: and can I discern between 
Boog and evil? can thy _ servant 

ste what I eat or what I drink? 
can I hear any more the voice of 
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singing men and singing womens 
wherefore then should thy servant 
pe yet a burden unto my lord the 
cing ? 

36 Thy servant will go a little wa, 
over Jor’dan with the king: an 
why should the king recompense it 
me with such a reward ? 

37 Let thy servant, I pray thee, 
turn back again, that I may die in 
mine own City, and be buried by the 
grave of my father and of my mo, 
ther. But behold thy servant Chim’, 
ham; let him go over with my lorg 
the king; and do to him what shal! 
seem good unto thee. 

38 And the king answered, Chim’. 
ham shall go over with me, and ] 
will do to him that which shall 
seem good unto thee: and whatso 
ever thou shalt require of me, that 
will I do for thee. 

39 And all the people went over 
Jor’dan. And when the king was 
come over, the king kissed Bar-zil’- 
la-i, and blessed him; and he re 
turned unto his own place. 

4) Then the king went on to Gil’. 
gal, and Chim/ham went on with 
him: and all the people of Ju’dak 
conducted the king. and also halt 
the people of Is’ra-el. 

41 § And, behold, all the men of Is’- 
ra-el came to the king, and said unte 
the king, Why have our brethren 
the men of Judah stolen thee away, 
and have brought the king, and his 
household, and all Da’vid’s men 
with him, over J6r’dan ? 

42 And all the men of Ju’dah an. 
swered the men of Is’ra-el, Because 
the king ts near of kin to us: where- 
fore then be yeangry for this matter? 
have we eaten at all of the king’s 
cost ? or hath he given us any gift ? 

43 And the men of Is’ra-el answered 
the men of Ju’dah, and said, We 
have ten parts in the king, and we 
have also more right in Da’vid than 
ye: why then did ye despise us, 
that our advice should not be first 
had in bringing back our king’ 
And the words of the men of Ju’dah 
were fiercer than the words of the 
men of Is’ra-el. 


CHAPTER 20.

AND there happened to be there

4 9 Then said the king to Am’a-sa, 
Assemble me the men of Ju/dah 
within three days, and be thou here 
present. 

5 So Am/a-sa went to’assemble ¢he 
men of Ju'dah: but he tarried longer 
than the set time which he had ap- 
pointed him. 

6 And Da’vid said to A-bish’a-1, 
Now shall She’ba the son of Bich’ri 
do us more harm than did Ab’/sa- 
om: take thou thy lord’s servants, 
and pursue after him, lest he get 
him fenced cities, and escape us. 

7 And there went out after him 
JO‘ab’s men, and the Chér’eth-ites, 
and the Pe’leth-ites, and all the 
mighty men: and they went out of 
Jé-ru’sa-leém, to pursue after She’ba 
the son of Bich’rt. 

8 When they wereat the great stone 
which7s in Gib’e-on, Am/a-sa went 
before them. And J0’/ab’s garment 
that he had put on was girded unto 
him, and upon it a girdle with a 
sword fastened upon his loins in 
the sheath thereof; and as he went 
forth it fell out. 

9 And JOo’/ab said to Am/a-sa, Art 
thou in health, my brother? And 
Jo’ab took Am/’a-sa by the beard 
with the right hand to kiss him. 

10 But Am/a-sa took no heed to the 
sword that was in JO0’ab’s hand: so 
he smote him therewith in the fifth 
rib, and shed out his bowels to the 
ground, and struck him not again; 
and he died. So Jo’ab and A-bish’- 
a-1 his brother pursued after She’/ba 
the son of Bich’rt. 

And one of J0’ab’s men stood 
by him, and:said, He that favoureth 
J0’ab, and he that is for Da’vid, Jet 
him go after JO’ab. 

12 And Am/a-sa wallowed in blood 
in the midst of the highway. And

13 When he was removed out of: 
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Sheba beheaded

tribes of is’ra-el unto A’bel, and to 
Béth-ma/a-chah, and all the Be’- 
rites: ‘and they were gathered to- 
gether, and went also after him. 

15 And they came and besieged 
him in A’bel of Béth-ma/a-chah, 
and they cast up a bank against the 
city,and it stood in the trench: and 
all the people that were with Jo’ab 
battered the wall, to throw it down. 

16 § Then cried a wise woman out 
of the city, Hear, hear; say, I pray 
you, unto Jo/ab, Come near hither, 
that I may speak with thee. 

17 And when he was come near 
unto her, the woman said, Aré¢ thou 
Jo/ab? And he answered, I am he. 
Then she said unto him, Hear the 
words of thine handmaid. And he 
answered,,I do hear. 

18 Then she spake, paying, They 
were wont to speak in old time, 
saying, They shall surely ask coun- 
sel at A’bél: and so they ended the 
matter. 

19 I am one of them that are peace- 
able and faithful in Ig'ra-el: thou 
seekest to destroy a city and a 
mother in Is’ra-el: why wilt thou 
swallow up the inheritance of the 
LORD ? 

20 And J0’ab answered and said 
Far be it, far be it from me, that I 
should swallow up or destroy. 

21 The matter is not so: buta man 
of mount E’phra-im, She’ba the son 
of Bich’ri by name, hath lifted up 
his hand against the king, even 
against Da/vid: deliver him only 
and I will depart from the city. And 
the woman said unte J0’/ab, Behold, 
his head shall be thrown to thee 
over the wall. 

22 Then the woman went unto all 
the people in her wisdom. And they 
cut off the head of Shé’ba the son 
of Bich’ri, and cast i¢ out to JO’ab. 
And he blew a trumpet, and they 
retired from the city, every man to 
his tent.

25 And She’va was scribe: and Za/- 
dok and A-bi’a-thiar were the priests: 

26 And I’ra also the Ja/ir-ite was 2

25 Therefore the LORD hath re- 
compensed me according to my 
righteousness; according to my 
cleanness in his eye sight. 

26 With the merciful thou wilt 
shew thyself merciful, and with the | 
upright man thou wilt shew thyself 
upright. 
27 With the pure thou wilt shew — 
thyself pure; and with the froward 
thou wilt shew thyself unsavoury. 
28 And the afflicted people thou 
wilt save: but thine eyes are upon 
the haughty, that thou mayest bring 
them Gown. : 

29 For thou art my lamp, O LORD: 
and the LORD will lighten my dark- 
ness. 

30 For by thee I have run through 
a troop: by my God have I ieaped 
over a wall. 

3] As for God, his way is perfect; 
the word of the LORD is tried: he 
ve buckler to all them that trust in 
lim. 

32 For who ts God, save the LORD ? 
and who is a rock, save our God? 

338 God is my strength and power: 
and he maketh my way perfect. 

34 He maketh my feet like hinds’ 
feet: and setteth me upon my hig 
places. 

35 He teacheth my hands to war; 
so that a bow of steel is broken by 
mine arms. 

36 Thou hast also given me the 
shield of thy salvation: and thy 
gentleness hath made me great. 

87 Thou hast enlarged my _ steps 
st me; so that my feet did not 
slip. 

38 I have pursued mine enemies 
and destroyed them; and turned no 
again until I had consumed them. 

39 And I have consumed them, and 
wounded them, that they could not 
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arise: yea, they are fallen under 
my feet. 

4) For thou hast girded me with 
strength to battle: them that rose 
up against me hast thou subdued 
under me. 

41 Thou hast also given me the 
necks of mine enemies, that I might 
destroy them that hate me. 

42 They looked, but there was none 
to save; even unto the LORD, but 
he answered them not. 

43 Then did I beat them as small 
as the dust of the earth, I did stamp 
them as the mire of the street, and 
did spread them abroad. 

44 Thou also hast delivered me 
from the strivings of my pean e 
thou hast kept me fo be head of the 
heathen: a people which I knew not 
shall serve me. 

45 Strangers shall submit them- 
selves-unto me: as soon as they 
hear, they shall be obedient unto me. 

46 parang ers shall fade away, and 
they shall be afraid out of their 
close places. 

47 The J.ORD liveth; and blessed 
be my rock; and exalted be the God 
of the rock of my salvation. 

48 It is God that aha Aad me, 
and that bringeth down the people

8 9 These be the names of the 
mighty men whom Da’vid had: The 
Tach’mo-nite that sat in the seat, 
chief among the captains; the same 
was Ad'i-no the Ez’nite: he lift u 
his spear against eight hundred, 
whom he slew at one time. 

9 And after him was F-le-a’zar the 
son of Do’d6é the A-ho’hite, one of 
the three mighty men with Da’vid, 
when they defied the Phi-lis’tines 
that were there gathered together 
to battle, and the men of Is’ra-el 
were gone away: - 

10 He arose, and smote the Phi-lis’- 
tines until his hand was weary, and 
his hand clave unto the sword: and 
the LORD wrought a great victory 
that day; and the people returned 
after him only to spoil. 

11 And after him was Sham’mah 
the son of Ag’e-e the Ha’ra-rite. 
And the Phi-lis’tines were gathered 
together into a troop, where was a 
piece of ground full of lentiles: and 
the people fled from the Phi-lis’/- 


tines. 

12 But he stood in the midst of the 
ground, and defended it, and slew 
the Phi-lis’tines: and the LorpD 
wrought a great victory. 

13 And three of the thirty chief 
went down, and came to Da/vid in 
the harvest time unto the cave of 
A-dtl/lam: and the troop of the Phi. 
peice: pitched in the valley of 
Réph’a-im 


14 And Da’vid was then in an hold, 
and the garrison of the Phi-lis’tines 
was then in Béth’-lé-hém., 

15 And Da’vid longed, and said, Oh 
that one would give me drink of the 
water of the well of Béth’-lé-hém, 
which is by the gate! 

16 And the three meat men brake 
through the host of the Phi-lis’tines 
and drew water out of the well o 
Béth’-1é-hém, that was by the gate, 
and took it, and brought it to Da’- 
vid: nevertheless he would not 
drink thereof, but poured it out 
unto the LORD. 
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17 And he said, Be it far from me, 
O LORD, that I should do this: is 
not this the blood of the men that 
went in jeopardy of their lives? 
therefore he would not drink it. 
These things did these three mighty 


. men. 

18 And A-bish’a-i, the brother of 
Jo’/ab, the son of Zér-u-i‘ah, was 
chief among three. And he lifted 
up his spear against three hundred, 
and slew them, and had the name 
among three. 

19 Was he not most honourable of 
three ? therefore he was their cap- 
tain: howbeit he attained not unto 
the first three. 

20 And Bé-na/iah the son of Jé- 
hoi’a-da, the son ofa valiant man, 
of Kab’ze-el, who had done many 
acts, he slew two lionlike men of 
Mo’ab: he went down also and slew 
alion in the midst of a pit in time 
of snow: 

21 And he slew an E&-gyp’tian, a 
goodly man: and the E-gyp’tian had 
a spear in his hand; but he went 
down to him with a staff, and 
plucked the spear out of the E-gyp’- 
tian’s hand, and slew him with his 
Dwn spear. : 

22 These things did Bé-na/iah the 
pon of Jé-hoi’a-da, and had the 
pame among three mighty men. 

23 He was more honourable than 
the thirty, but he attained not to 
the jirst three. And Da’vid set him 
over his guard. 

24 A’sa-hél the brother of J0‘ab 
was one of the thirty; El-ha/nan the 
son of Do’dod of Béth’-lé-hém, 

25 Sham’mah the Ha’rod-ite, El’i- 
ka the Ha/rod-ite, 

26 He’lez the Pal’tite, I’ra the son 
of Ik’késh the Té-ko‘ite, 

27 A-bi-e’zér the An’é-thoth-ite, Mé- 
bun‘nai the Hu’shath-ite, 

28 Zal’/mon the A-ho‘hite, Ma-har’- 
a-I the Né-toph’a-thite, 

29 He’leb the son of Ba’/a-nah, a 
Né-toph’a-thite, It’ta-1 the son of 
Ri/bai out of Gib’e-ah of the chil- 
dren of Bén’ja-min, 

30 Bé-na/iah the Pir’a-thon-ite, 
Hid’da-i of the brooks of Ga/ash 

31 A’bi-al’bon the Ar’bath-ite, 4z’- 
ma-veth the Bar-hi’ mite, 

32 &-li/ah-ba the Sha-al’bo-nite, of 
the sons of Ja/shen, JOn’a-than 

33 Sham’mah the 'Ha/ra-rite, A-ni'- 
am the son of Sha/rar the Ha’ra-rite, 

34 E-liph’e-lét the son of A-has’- 
bat, the son of the Ma-ach’a-thite, 
E-li’‘am the son of A-hith’o-phel the 
Gi’/lo-nite,

CHAPTER 24. 


1 The numbering. 10 The plague. 16 Je- 

rusalem escapes. 21 The plague stayed. 
iAND again the anger of the LORD 

was kindled against Is’ra-el, 
and he moved Da/vid against them 
to say, Go, number is’ra-el and 
Judah ° | 

2 For the king said to J0/ab the 
captain of the host, which was with 
him, Go now through all the tribes 
of is'ra-el, from Dan even to Be’er- 
she’ba, and number ye the people, 
that I may know the number of the 
people. Ai i 

3 And Jo/ab said unto the king, 
Now the Lorp thy God add unto 
the people, how many soever they 
be, an hundredfold, and that the 
eyes of my lord the king may see it: 
but why doth my lord the king de- 
light in this thing ? 

4 Notwithstanding the king’s word 
prevailed against Jo’ab, and against 
the captains of thehost. AndJo’/ab 
and the captains of the host went 
out from the presence of the king, 
to number the people of is’ra-el. 

5 J And they passed over JOr’dan, 
and pitched in Ar’6-ér, on the right 
side of the city that Zieth in the midst 
of the river of Gad, and toward 
Ja‘zer: | 

6 Then they came to Gil’e-ad, and 
to the land of Tah’tim-hod’shi; 
and they came to Dan-ja’an, and 
about to Zi’don, 

7 And came to the strong hold of 
Tyre, and to all the cities of the Hr’- 
vites, and of the Ca’/naan-ites: and 
they went out to the south of Ju’- 
dah, even to Be’er-she'ba. f 

8 So when they had gone through 
all the land, they. came to Jé-ru’sa- 
lém at the end of nine months and 
twenty days. 

9 And Jo/ab gave up the sum of 
the number of the people unto the 
king: and there were in Is’ra-el 
eight hundred thousand valiant 
men that drew the sword; and. the 
men of Ju’dah were five hundred 
thousand men, 

10 { And Da’vid’s heart. smote 
him after that he had numbered the 
eople. And Da’vid said unto the 
ORD, I have sinned greatly, in that 
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I have done: and now, I beseech 
thee, O LorRD, take away the in- 
iquity of thy servant; for I have 
done very foolishly. 

11 For when Da’vid was up in the 
morning, the word of the LORD 
came unto the prophet Gad, Da’- 
vid’s seer, saying, 

12 Go and say unto Da’/vid, Thus 
saith the LORD, I offer thee three 
things ; choose thee one of them, 
that I may do it unto thee. 

13 So Gad came to Da’vid, and told 
him, and said unto him, Shall seven 
years of famine come unto thee in 
thy land? or wilt thou fiee three 
months before thine enemies, while 
they pursue thee ? or that there be 
three days’ pestilence in thy land ? 
now advise, and see what answer I 
shall return to him that sentme. 

14 And Da/vid said unto Gad, lam 
in a great strait: let us fall now into 
the hand of the LORD; for his mer- 
cies are great: and let me not fall 
into the hand of man. 

15 {So the LORD sent apestilence 
upon Is’ra-el from the morning even 
to the time appointed: and there 
died of the people from Dan even to 
Be’er-she’ba seventy thousand men. 

16 And when the angel stretched 
out his hand upon Jé-ru’sa-lém to 
destroy it, the LORD repented him 
of the evil, and said to the angel 
that destroyed the people, It is 
enough: stay now thine hand. And 
the angel of the LORD was by the 
threshingplace of A-rau’nah the 
Jéb’‘u-site. 

17 And Da’vid spake unto the LORD 
when he saw the angel that smote 
the people, and said, Lo, I have sin- 
ned, and I have done wickedly: but 
these sheep, what have they done? 
let thine hand, I pray thee, be 
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acainat me, and against my father’s 
ouse. 

18 ¢ And Gad came that day to 
Da’‘vid, and said unto him, Go up, 
rear an altar unto the LORD in the 
Uireshinghoos of A-rau/nah the Jéb’- 
u-site. 

19 And Da/vid, according to the 
saying of Gad, went up as the LORD 
commanded. 

20 And A-rau’nah looked, and saw 
the king and his servants coming 
on toward him: and A-rau/nah went 
out, and bowed himself before the 
king on his face upon the ground. 

21 And A-rau/nah said, Wherefore 
is my lord the king come to his ser- 
vant ? And Da/vid said, To buy the 
threshingfioor of thee, to build an 
altar unto the LORD, that the plague 
may be stayed from the people. 

22 And A-rau’/nah said unto Da/vid, 
Let my lord the king take and offer 
up what seemeth good unto him: be- 
hold, here be oxen for burnt sacri- 
fice, and threshing instruments and 
other instruments of the oxen for 


wood. 

23 All these things did A-rau’nah. 
as a king, give unto the king. And 
A-rau’nah said unto the king, The 
LORD thy God accept thee. 

24 And the king said unto A-rau’- 
nah, Nay; but I will-+surely buy it 
of thee at a price: neither will I 
offer burnt osferings unto the LORD 
my God of that which doth cost me 
nothing. So Da’/vid bought the 
threshingfioor and the oxen for fifty 
shekels of silver. 

25 And Da’/vid built there an altar 
unto the LORD, and offered burnt 
offerings and peace of eames: So 
the LORD was intreated for the 
land, and the plague was stayed 
from Is’ra-el.

gat no heat. 

2 Wherefore his servants said unt« 
him, Let there be sought for my lord 
the king a young virgin: and let 
her stand before the king, and let 
her cherish him, and let her lie in 
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thy bosom, that my lord the king 
may get heat. 

3 So they sought for a fair damsel 
throughout all the coasts of Is’ra-el, 
and found Ab/i-shag a Shu’nam- 
mite, and brought her to the king. 

4 And the damsel was very fair, 
and cherished the king, and minis- 
tered to him: but the king knew 
her not. 

5 7 Then Ad-0-ni‘jah the son of 
Hag’gith exalted himself, saying, 
I will be king: and he prepared 
him chariots and horsemen, and 
fifty men torun before him. 

6 And his father had not displeas- 
ed him at any time in saying, Why 
hast thou doneso? and he also was 
avery goodly man; and his mother 
bare him after Ab’sa-lom. on 

7 And he conferred with JO’ab the 
son of Zér-u-i/ah, and with A-bi’a- 
thar the priest: and they following 
Ad-o'ni'jah helped him. 

8 But Za’dok the priest,and Bé- 
na‘jah the son of Jé-hoi/a-da, and 
Na’than the prophet, and Shim’e-1, 
and Re’l, and the mighty men 
which belonged to Da’/vid, were not 
with Ad-0-ni'jah. 

9 And Ad-0-ni'jah slew sheep and 
oxen and fat cattle by the stone of 
Zo'he-léth, which is by En-ro’gel, 
and called ali his brethren the king’s 
sons, and all the men of Ja’dah the 
king’s servants: 

10 But Na’/than the prophet, and 
Bé-na/jah, and the mighty men, and 
$ol’o-mon his brother, he called 


not. 

1l ¢ Wherefore Na’than spake unto 
Bath’-shé-ba the mother of SOl’o- 
mon, saying, Hast thou not heard 
that Ad-0-ni‘jah the son of Hag’- 
gith doth reign, and Da’vid our lord 
knoweth 7¢ not ? 

12 Now therefore come, let me, I 
pray thee, give thee counsel, that 
thou mayest save thine own life. 
and the life of thy son SO6l’o-mon. 

13 Go and get thee in unto king 
Da'vid, and say unto him, Didst not 
thou, my lord, O king, swear unto 
thine handmaid, saying, Assuredly 
S0l’o-mon thy son shall reign after 
me, and he shall sit pa ay 
throne ? why then doth Ad-0-ni'ja 
reign ? 

14 Behold, while thou yet talkest 
there with the king, I also will come 
in after thee, and confirm thy 
words. 

15 { And Bath’-shé’b&A went in 
qnto the king into the chamber: 

nd the king was very old; and Ab’- 

-shag the Shu’/nam-mite ministered 
unto the king. 
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the kingdom. 


16 And Bath’-shé-ba bowed, and 
did obeisance unto the king. And 
the king said, What wouldest thou ? 
17 And she said unto him, My lord, 
thou swarest by the LORD thy God 
unto thine handmaid, saying, Assur- 
edly Sol’o-mon thy son shall reign 
after me, and he shall sit upon my 


throne. 

18 And now, behold, Ad-O-ni’jah 
reigneth ; and now, my lord the 
king, thou knowest 7¢ not: 

19 And he hath slain oxen and fat 
cattle and sheep in abundance, and 
hath called all the sons of the king, 
and A-bi’a-thar the priest, and J0’a 
the captain of the host: but Sol’/- 
o-mon thy servant hath he not 
called. ° 

20 And thou, my lord, O king, the 
eyes of all Iis’ra-el are upon thee, 
that thou shouldest tell them who 
shall sit on the throne of my lord 
the king after him. 

21 Otherwise it shall come to pass, 
when my lord the king shall sleep 
with his fathers, that I and my son 
Sdl’o-mon shall be counted offend- 
ers. 

22 J And, lo, while she yet talked 
with the king, Na’than the prophet 
also came in. 

23 And they told the king, saying. 
Behold Na’than the oe An 
when he was come in before the 
king, he bowed himself before the 
king with his face to the ground. 

24 And Na’than said, My lord, O 
Ree. hast thou said, Ad-0-ni'jah 
shall reign after me, and he shall 
sit upon my throne ? 

25 For he is gone down this 2 
and hath slain oxen and fat cattle 
and sheep in abundance, and hath 
called all the king’s sons, and the 
captains of the host, and A-bi‘a-thar 
the priest; and, behold, they eat 
and drink before him, and say, God 
save king Ad-0-ni’jah. 

26 But me, even me thy servant, 
and Za/dok the priest, and Bé-na’jah 
the son of Jé-hoi’a-da, and thy ser- 
vant SOl’o-mon, hath he not called. 

27 Is this thing done by my lord 
the king, and thou hast not shewed 
it unto hy servant, who should sit 
on the throne of my lord the king 
after him ? 

28 § Then king Da’vid answered 
and said, Call me Bath’-shé-ba. And 
she came into the king’s presence, 
and stood before the king. 

29 And the king sware, and said, | 
As the LORD liveth, that hath re- 
deemed my soul out of all distress, 

30 Even as I sware unto thee by 
the LORD God of Is'ra-el, saying, 
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Assuredly S0l’o-mon thy son shall 
reign after me, and he shall sit 
upon my throne in my stead; even 
so willl certainly do thisday. | 

31 Then Bath’-shé-ba bowed with 
her face to the earth, and did rever- 
ence to the mat and said, Let my 
tord king Da’vi ‘live for ever. 

32 § And king Da’vid said, Callme 
Za/dok the priest, and Na’/than the 
yeas and Bé-na’jah the son of 

é-hoi/a-da. And they came before 
the king. 

33 The king also said unto them, 
Take with you the servants of your 
lord, and cause SOl'o-mon my son to 
ride upon mine own mule, and 
bring him down to Gi’hon: 

34 And let Za’dok the priest and 
Na/than the prophet anoint him 
there king over is’ra-el: and blow 
ye with the trumpet, and say, God 
save king Sol’o-mon. 

35 Then yeshall come up after him, 
that he may come and sit upon my 
throne; for he shall be king in my 
stead: and I have populate him to 
ne meat over Is’ra-el and over Ji’- 

a 


36 And Bé-na‘iah the son of Jé-hoi’- 
a-da answered the king, and said 
Amen: the LORD God of my lord 
the king say so too. : 

37 As the LORD hath been with 
my lord the king, even so be he with 
Sol’/o-mon, and make his throne 
eceeteL than the throne of my lord 
cing Da’vid. bei Ay f 

38 So Za’dok the priest, and _ Na’- 
than the prophet, and Bé-na/iah the 
son of Jé-hoi’/a-da, and the Chér’- 
eth-ites, and the Pe’leth-ites, went 
down, and caused SOl’o-mon to ride 
upon king Da’‘vid’s mule, aud 
brought him to Gi‘hon. 

39 And Za‘dok the priest took an 
horn of oil out of the tabernacle, 
and anointed Sol’o-mon. And they 
blew the trumpet; and all the 
people said, God save king SOl’o- 


mon. 

40 And all the people came up af- 
ter him, and the people piped with 
pipes, and rejoiced with great joy 
so that the earth rent with the soun 
of them. 

41 9 And Ad-6-ni'jah and all the 
guests that were with him heard it 
as they had made an end of eating. 
And when J0’ab heard the sound of 
the trumpet, he’ said, Wherefore is 
this noise of the city being in an 
uproar ? ] 

42 And while he yet spake, behold, 
J0On’a-than the son of A-bi/a-thir the 
priest came: and Ad-0-ni'jah said 
unto him, Come in; for thou art 
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a valiant man, and bringest good 
tidings. 

43 And Jon’a-than answered and 
said to Ad-0-ni/jah, Verily our lord 
es Da’vid hath made S0l’o-mon 

ing. 

44 And the king hath sent with him 
Za'dok the priest, and Na/than the 
prophet, and Bé-na/iah the son of 
Jé-hoi’/a-da, and the Chér’eth-ites, 
and the Pe’leth-ites, and they have 
caused him to ride upon the king’s 
mule: 

45 And Za’ddk the priestand Na’- 
than the prophet have anointed him 
king in Gi/hon: and they are come 
up from thence rejoicing, so that 
the city rang again. This is the 
noise that ye have heard. 

46 And also S0l’/o-mon sitteth on 
the throne of the kingdom. 

47 And moreover the king’s ser- 
vants came to bless our lord king 
Da’vid, saying, God make the name 
of Sol/o-mon better than thy name, 
and make his throne 
thy throne. And the 
himself upon the bed. 

48 And also thus said the xing, 
Blessed be the LORD God of Is’ra-el, 
which hath given one to sit on my 
throne this day, mine eyes even 
seeing it. 

49 And all the guests that were 
with Ad-0-ni’/jah were afraid, and 
rose up, and went every man his 
way. 

50 § And Ad-O-ni’/jah feared be- 
cause of SOl’o-mon, and arose, and 
weut, and caught hold on the horns 
of the altar. 

51 And it was told Sol’o-mon, say- 
ing, Behold, Ad-0-ni'jah feareth king 
Sol’o-mon: for, lo, he hath caught 
hold on the horns of the altar, say- 
ing, Let king S0l’o-mon swear unto 
me to day that he will not slay his 
servant with the sword. 

52 And Sol’o-mon said, If he will 
shew himself a worthy man, there 
shall not an hair of him fall to the 
earth: but if wickedness shall be 
found in him, he shall die. 

53 So king Sol’o-mon sent, and they 
brought him down from the altar. 
And he came and bowed himself to 
king SOl’o-mon: and S0l’o-mon said 
unto him, Go to thine house. 


CHAFTER 2.

OW the days of Da’‘vid drew 

nigh that he should die; ang 
he charged Sol’o-mon his son, say« 
ing,

ing bowed 
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2 I go the way of all the earth: 
be thou strong therefore, and shew 
thyself a man; 

3 And keep the charge of the LORD 
thy God, to walk in his ways, to 
keep his statutes, and his command- 
ments, and his judgments, and his 
testimonies, as it is written in the 
law of Mo’ses, that thou mayest 
prosper in all that thou doest, and 
be 8 ersoever thou turnest thy- 
self: 

4 That the LORD may continue 
his word which he spake concerning 
me, saying, If thy children take 
heed to their way, to walk before 
me in truth with all their heart and 
with all their soul, there shail not 
fail thee (said he) a man on the 
throne of Is’ra-el. 

5 Moreover thou knowest also 
what Jo’ab the son of Zér-u-i/ah 
did to me, and what he did to the 
two captains of the hosts of Is’ra- 
el, unto Ab’nér the son of Nér, and 
unto Am/a-sa the son of Jeé’thér, 
whom he slew, and shed the blood 
of war in peace, and put the blood 
of war upon his girdle that was 
about his loins, and in his shoes 
that were on his feet. j 

6 Do therefore according to thy 
wisdom, and let not his hoar head 
go down to the grave in peace. 

7 But shew kindness unto the sons 
of Bar-zil'la-1 the Gil’e-ad-ite, and 
let them be of those that eat at thy 
table: for so they came to me when 
at because of Ab’sa-lom thy bro- 

er. 

8 And, behold, thou hast with thee 
Shim/e-1 the son of Gée’ra, a Bén’- 
ja-mite of Ba-ht’rim, which cursed 
me with a grievous curse in the day 
when I went to Ma-ha-na/im: but 
he came down to meet me at Jor’- 
dan, and I sware to him by the 
LORD, saying, I will not put thee to 
death with the sword. 

9 Now therefore hold him not 
guiltless: for thou art a wise man, 
and knowest what thou oughtest to 
do unto him; but his hoar head 
bring thou down to the grave with 
blood. 

10 So Da’vid slept with his fa- 
thers, and was buried in the city of 
Da’vid. ; 

11 And the days that Da’vid reign- 
ed over is/ra-el were forty years: 
seven years reigned he in He’bron 
and thirty and three years reigned 
he in Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

12 7 Then sat  S0l’/o-mon_ upon 
the throne of Da/vid his father; 
and his kingdom was established 
greatly. 
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13 J_And Ad-0-ni‘jah the son of 
Hag’gith came to Bath’-shé-ba the 
mother of SOl’o-mon. And she said, 
Comest thou peaceably? And he 
said, Peaceably. 

14 He said moreover, I have some- 


what to say unto thee. And she 


said, Say ou. 

15 And he said, Thou knowest that 
the kingdom was mine, and thaé all 
is’ra-el set their faces on me, that I 
should reign: howbeit the kingdom 
is turned about, and is become my 
brother’s: for it was his from the 
LORD. 

16 And now I ask one petition of 
thee, deny me not. And she said 
unto him, Say on. 

17 And he said, Speak, I pray thee, 
unto SOl’/o-mon the king, (for he 
will not say thee nay,) that he give 
ne Ab’‘i-shag the Shu’/nam-mite to 
wife. 

18 And Bath’-shé-ba said, Well; I 
will speak for thee unto the king. 

19 ¥ Bath’-shé-ba therefore went 
unto king SOl’/o-mon, to speak unto 
him for Ad-0-ni/‘jah. And the kin 
rose up to meet her, and, bowe 
himself unto her, and sat down on 
his throne, and caused a seat to be 
set for the king’s mother; and she 
sat on his right hand. 

20 Thenshe said, I desire one small 
petition of thee; /pray thee, say me 
not nay. And the king said_unto 
her, Ask on, my mother: for I will 
not say thee nay. 

21 And she said, Let Ab’i-shag the 
Shu’/nam-mite be given to Ad-o-ni'- 
jah thy brother to wife. 

22 And. king SOl’o-mon answered 
and said unto his mother, And why 
dost thou ask Ab’‘i-shag the Shu’- 
nam-mite for Ad-0-ni/jah? ask for 
him the kingdom also; for he is 
mine elder brother; even for him 
and for A-bi’/a-thar the priest, and 
for Jo’ab the son of Zér-u-i’ah. 

23 Then king SOl’o-mon sware by 
the LORD, saying, God do so to me, 
and more also, if Ad-0-ni/jah have 
not spoken this word against his 
own life. . 

24 Now therefore, as the LORD liv- 
eth, which hath established me, and 
set me on the throne of Da/vid my 
father, and who hath made me an 
house, as he promised, Ad-0-ni'jah 
shall be put to death this day, 

25 And king SOl’o-mon sent by the 
hand of Bé-na/iah the son of Jé-hoi’- 
speed ; and he fell upon him that he 

ed. 

26 §| And unto A-bi’a-thar the priest 
said the king, Get thee to An/a- 
thoth, unto thine own fields; for 
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.thou art worthy of death: but I will 
not at this time put thee to death, 
because thou barest the ark of the 
Lord GoD before Da’‘vid my father, 
and because thou hast been af- 
flicted in all wherein my father was 
afflicted. 

27 So SOdl’o-mon thrust out A-bi’- 
a-thar from being priest unto the 
LorD; that he might fulfil the word 
of the LorRD, which he spake con- 
cerning the house of E'li in Shiloh. 

28 § Then tidings came to JO‘ab: 
for Jo’ab had turned after Ad-o- 
ni/jah, though he turned not after 
Ab’sa-lom. And JO’ab fied unto the 
tabernacle of the LORD, and caught 
hold on the horns of the altar. 

29 And it was told king SGl’o-mon 
that JO’ab was fied unto the taber- 
nacle of the LORD; and, behold, he 
is by the altar. Then Sol’o-mon sent 
Bé-na/jiah the son of Jé-hoi'a-da, 
saying, Go, fall upon him. 

30 And Bé-na’‘iah came to the tab- 
ernacle of the LORD, and said unto 
him, Thus saith the king, Come 
forth. And he said, Nay: but I will 
die here. And Bé-na‘iah brought 
the king word again, saying, Thus 
said JO’ab,and thus he answered me. 

31 And the king said unto bim, 
Do as he hath said, and fall upon 
him, and bury him; that thou may- 
est take away the innocent blood 
which Jo/ab shed, from me, and 
from the house of iny father. 

32 And the LorD shall return his 
blood upon his own head, who fell 
upon two men more righteous and 
better than he, and slew them with 
the sword, my father Da’vid not 
knowin thereof, to wit, Ab’nér the 
son of Nér, captain of the host of 
Ts’ra-el, and Am/‘a-sa the son of Jé’- 
thér, captain of the host of Ju’dah. 

383 Their biood shall therefore re- 
turn upon the head of Jo’ab, and 
upon the head of his seed for ever: 
but upon Da/vid, and upon his seed, 
and upon his house, and upon his 
throne, shall there be peace forever 
from the LORD. 

34 So Bé-na‘iah the son of Jé-hoi'’- 
a-da went up, and fell upon him, and 
slew him: and he was buried in his 
own house in the wilderness. 

35 ¥ And the king put Bé-na’/iah 
the son of Jé-hoi/a-da in his room 
over the host: and Za’d0k the priest 
did the king put in the room of 
A-bi’a-thar. 

36 fans the king sent and called 
for Shim’e-i, and said unto him, 
Build thee an house in Jé-ru’sa-lém, 
and dwell there, and go not forth 
thence any whither. 
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87 For it shall be, that on the day 
thou goest out, and passest over 
the brook Kid’ron, thou shalt know 
for certain that thou shalt surely 
die: thy blood shall be upon thine 
own head. 

388 And Shim’e-i said unto the king, 
The saying is good: as my lord thé 
king hath said, so will thy servant 
do. And Shim/e-i dwelt in Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém many days. 

39 And it came to pass at the end 
of three years, that two of the ser- 
vants ot Shim’e-1 ran away untq 
A’chish son of Ma’/a-chah king of 
Gath. And they told Shim’e-i, say- 
oN Behold, thy servants de in 

a 


40 And Shim/e-1 arose, and saddled 
his ass, and went to Gath to A’chish 
toseek his servants: and Shim’e-i 
went, and brought his servants 
from Gath. 

4] And it was told Sol’o-mon that 
Shim’e-I had gone from Jé-ru’sa- 
lém to Gath, and was come again. 

42 And the king sent and called for 
Shim’e-i, and said unto him, Did I 
not make thee toswear by the LORD, 
and protested unto thee, saying, 
Know for a certain, onthe day thou 
goest out, and walkest abroad any 
whither, that thou shalt surely die ? 
and thou saidst unto me, The word 
that Ihave heard is good. 

43 Why then hast thou not kept the 
oath of the LORD, and the com- 
mandment that Lhave charged thee 
with ? 

44 The king said moreover to 
Shim’e-i, Thou knowest all the 
wickedness which thine heart is 
privy to, that thou didst to Da’vid 
my father: therefore the LORD 
shall return thy wickedness upon 
thine own head; 

45 And king S0ol’o-mon shall be 
blessed, and the throne of Da/vid 
shall be established before the 
LORD for ever. 

_46 So the king commanded Bé-na’- 
jah the son of Jé-hoi’a-da; which 
went out, and fell upon him, that 
he died. And the kingdom was es. 
tablished in the hand of S0l’o-mon. 


CHAPTER 3. 


1 Solomon’s league with Pharaoh. 5 His 
choice of wisdom. 16 His judgment. 
ND SOl’o-mon made affinity with 

Pha’‘raoh king of E’gypt, and 
took Pha’raoh’s daughter, and 
brought her into the city of David, 
until he had made an end of build- 
ing his own house, and the house 
of the LORD, and the wail of Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém round about. 
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2 Only the people sacrificed in high 
places, because there was no house 
built unto the name of the LORD, 
until those days. 

3 And SOl’o-mon loved the LORD 
walking in the statutes of Da’vid 
his father: only he sacrificed and 
burnt incense in high places. 

4 And the king went to Gib’e-on 
to sacrifice there; for that was the 
great high place: a thousand burnt 
offerings did SOl’/o-mon offer upon 
that altar. 

5 J In Gib’e-on the LORD appeared 
to Sol’o-mon in a dream by night: 
oe God said, Ask what I shall give 

1ee. 

6 And SOl’o-mon said, Thou hast 
shewed unto thy servant Da’vid my 
father great mercy, according as he 
walked before thee in truth, and in 
righteousness, and in uprightness 
of heart with thee; and thou hast 
kept for him this great kindness, 
that thou hast given him a son to 
sit on his throne, as 7¢ 7s this day. 

7 And now, O LORD my God, thou 
hast made thy servant king instead 
of Da’/vid my father: and I am but 
a little child: I know not how to go 
out or come in. : 

8 And thy servant 7s in the midst of 
thy people which thou hast chosen, 
a great people, that cannot be num- 
bered nor counted for multitude. 

9 Give therefore thy servant an 
understanding heart to judge thy 
people, that I may discern between 

ood and bad: for who is able to 
judge this thy so great a people ? 

10 And the speech pleased the 
LORD, that SOl’o-mon had asked 
this thing. : 

11 And God said unto him, Because 
thou hast asked this eta and hast 
not asked for thyself long life; 
neither hast asked riches for thy- 
self, nor hast asked the life of thine 
enemies; but hast asked for thy- 
self understanding to discern judg- 


ment; 

12 Behold, I have done according 
to thy words: lo, I have given thee 
a wise and an understanding heart; 
so that there was none like thee be- 
fore thee, neither after thee shall 
any arise like unto thee. 

13 And I have also given thee that 
which thou hast not asked, both 
‘riches, and honour: so that there 
shall not be eat among the kings 
like unto thee all thy days. 

i4 And if thou wilt walk in my 
ways, to keep my statutes and my 
commandments, as thy father Da’- 
vid did walk, then I will lengthen 
thy days,

hold, it was a dream. And he came 
to Jé-ru’/sa-lém, and stood before the 
ark of the covenant of the LORD 
and offered up burnt offerings, and 
offered peace offerings, and made a 
feast to all his servants.

26 Then spake the woman whose 
the living child was unto the king, 
for her bowels yearned upon her 
son, and she said, O my lord, give 
her the living child, and in no wise 
slay it. But the other said, Let it 
be neither mine nor thine, but 
divide it. 

27 Then the re answered and 
said, Give her the living child, and 
in no wise slay it: she is the mother 
thereof. 

_28 And all Ig’ra-el heard of the 
judgment which the king had 
judged; and they feared the king: 
for they saw that the wisdom of 
God was in him, to do judgment.

3 El--hOo’rephand A-hi’ah, the sons 
of Shi’sha, scribes; Jé-hdsh’a-phat 
the son of A-hi’lud, the recorder. 

4 And Bé-na‘iah the son of Jé-hoi’- 
a-da was over the host: and Za’/d0k 
aud A-bi‘a-thar were the priests: 

5 And Az-a-ri’ah the son of Na/than 
was over the officers: and Za’bud 
the son of Na’‘than was principal 
officer, and the king’s friend: 

6 And A-hi’/shdr was over the 
household: and Ad-6-ni/ram the 
son of Ab’da was over the tribute. 

7 § And SOl'o-mon had twelve offi- 
cers over all is’ra-el, which pro- 
vided victuals for the king and his 
household: each man his month in 
a year made provision. 

8 And these are their names: The 
son of Hir, in mount E’phra-im: 

9 The son of De’kar, in Ma/kaz, 
and in Sha-ai/bim, and Béth-she’- 
mésh, aud E/lon-béth-ha/nan: 

10 The son of Hé’sed, in Ar’u- 
both; to him pertained So’choh, and 
all the land of He’phér: 

11 The son of A-bin’a-dab, in all the 
regiowt of Dor; which had Ta’phath 
the daughter of SOl’o-mon to wife: 

12 Ba’a-na tbe son of A-hi’lud; to 
him pertained Ta'anach and Mé- 
gid’do, and all Béth-she’an, which 
is by Zar'ta-nah beneath Jéz’re-el, 
from Béth-she’an to A’bél-mé-ho’- 
lah, even unto the place that is be- 
yond Jok’ne-am: 

13 The son of Gé’bér, in Ra’moth- 
gil’e-ad; to him pertained the towns 
of Ja'ir the son of Ma-nas’seh, which 
are in Gil’e-ad ; to him also periained 
the region of Ar’gOb, which 7s in 
Ba’shan, threescore great cities 
with walls and brasen bars:

Bén’ja-min: 

19 Ge’bér the son of U’ri was in the 
country of Gil’e-ad, in the country 
of Si/hon king of the Am’or-ites, and

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of 0g king of Ba’shan; and he was 
eee officer which was in the 
and. 

20  Ju’/dah and Is’ra-el were many, 
as the Sand which is by the sea in 
multitude, eating and drinking, and 
making merry. 

21 And SOl’o-mon reigned over all 
kingdoms from the river unto the 
land of the Phi-lis’tines, and unto 
the border of E’gypt: they brought 
presents, and served Sol’o-mon all 
the days of his life. 

22 § And SO0l’o-mon’s_ provision 
for one day was thirty measures of 
fine flour, and threescore measures 
of meal, 

23 Ten fat oxen, and twenty oxen 
out of the pastures, and an hundred 
sheep, beside harts, and roebucks, 
and fallowdeer, and fatted fowl. 

24 For he had dominion over all 
the region on this side the river, 
from Tiph’sah even to Az’zah, over 
all the kings on this side the river: 
and he had peace on all sides round 
about him. 

25 And Ju’dah and is’ra-el dweit 
safely, every man under his vine 
and under his fig tree, from Dan 
even to Be’er-she’ba, all the days 
of SOl’o-mon. 

26 § And SOl’o-mon had forty 
thousand stalls of horses for his 
chariots, and twelve thousand 
horsemen. 

27 And those officers provided 
victual for king SOl’o-mon, and for 
all that came unto king SOl’o-mon’s 
table, every man in his month: they 
lacked nothing. 

28 Barley also and straw for the 
horses and dromedaries brought 
they unto the place where the offi- 
cers were, every man according ta 
his charge. 

29 | And God gave SOl’o-mon wis- 
dom and understanding exceeding 
much, and largeness of heart, even 
as the sand that is on the sea 
shore. 

30 And Sdl’o-mon’s wisdom ex- 
celled the wisdom of all the chil- 
dren of the east country, and all 
the wisdom of E’gypt. 

31 For he was wiser than all men; 
than £E’than the £Ez‘ra-hite, and 
He’man, and Chal’col, and Dar’da, 
the sons of Ma’hol: and his fame 
was in all nations round about. 

32 And he spake three thousand 
proverbs: and his songs were a 
thousand and five. 

33 And he spake of trees, from the 
cedar tree that 7s in Léb’a-non even 
unto the hyssop that springeth out 
of the wall: he spake also of beast, 
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and of fowl, and of creeping things, 
and of fishes. 

34 And there came of all people to 
hear the wisdom of SOl’o-mon, from 
all kings of the earth, which had 
heard of his wisdom. 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 Solomon contracts with Hiram. 
paring to build the temple. 
ND Hi’ram king of Tyre sent his 
servants unto SOl’o-mon; for he 
had heard that they had anointed 
him king in the room of his father: 
for Hi/ram was ever a lover of 

Da’ vid. 4 

2 And SOl’o-mon sent to Hi’ram, 
saying, : 

3 Thou knowest how that Da’‘vid 
my father could not build an house 
unto the name of the LoRD his God 
for the wars which were about him 
on every side, until the LORD put 
them under the soles of his feet. 

4 But now the LORD my God hath 
given me rest on every side, so that 
there is neither adversary nor evil 
occurrent. 

5 And, behold, I purpose to build 
an house unto the name of the LORD 
my God, as the LORD spake unto 
Da’/vid my father, saying, Thy son, 
whom I will set upon thy throne in 
thy room, he shall build an house 
unto my name. 

6 Now therefore command thou 
that they hew me cedar trees out 
of Léb’a-non ; and my servants shall 
be with thy servants: and unto thee 
will I give hire for thy servants 
according to all that thou shalt 
appoint: for thou knowest that there 
is not among us any that can skill 
to hew timber like unto the Si-d0/ni- 
ans. 
7 z And it came to pass, when Hi’- 
ram heard the words of Sol’o-mon, 
that he rejoiced greatly, and said, 
Blessed be the LORD this day, which 
hath given unto Da/vid a wise son 
over this great people. 

8 And Hi’'ram sent to Sol’o-mon, 
saying, Ihave considered the things 
which thou sentest to me for: and 
I will do all thy desire concerning 
timber of cedar, and concerning 
timber of fir. 4 

9 My servants shall bring them 
down from Léb/a-non unto the sea: 
and I will convey them by sea in 
floats unto the place that thou shalt 
appoint me, and will cause them to 
be discharged there, and thou shalt 
receive them: and thou shalt accom- 
plish my desire, in giving food for 
Iny household. 

10 So Hi/ram gave SOl’o-mon cedar 
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trees and fir trees according to all 
his desire. 

11 And SOdl’o-mon gave Hi’ram 
twenty thousand measures of wheat 
for food to his household, and 
twenty measures of pure oil: thus 
gave Sol’o-mon to Hi’ram year by 
year. 

12 And the LORD gave SOl’o-mon 
wisdom, as he promised him: and 
there was peace between Hi/ram 
and S0l’o-mon; and they two made 
a league together. 

13 ¢ And king SOol’o-mon raised a 
levy out of all Is’ra-el; and the levy 
was thirty thousand men. 

14 And he sent them to Léb’a-non, 
ten thousand a month by courses: a 
month they were in Léb’/a-non, and 
two months at home: and Ad-0o-ni’- 
ram was over the levy. 

15 And Sol’o-mon had threescore 
and ten thousand that bare burdens, 
and fourscore thousand hewers in 
the mountains; 

16 Beside the chief of S0l’/o-mon’s 
officers which were over the work, 
three thousand and three hundred, 
which ruled over the people that 
wrought in the work. ~ 

17 And the king commanded, and 
they brought great stones, costly 
stones, and hewed stones, to lay 
the foundation of the house. 

18 And S0dl’/o-mon’s builders and 
Hi’ram’s builders did hew them, 
and the stonesquarers: so they pre- 
pared timber and stones to build 
the house. 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 The temple begun. 5 Its style. 
dimensions. 21 Its ornaments. 
N D it came to pass in the four 
hundred and eightieth year 
after the children of Is’ra-el were 
come out of the land of E’gypt, in 
the fourth year of S0l’/0-mon’s reign 
over is-ra-el, in the month Zif,which 
is the second month, that he be- 
gan to build the house of the LORD. 

2 And.the house which are) Sol’- 
o-mon built for the LORD, the length 
thereof was threescore cubits, and 
the breadth thereof twenty cubits, 
a the height thereof thirty cu- 

its. 

3 And the porch before the temple 
of the house, twenty cubits was the 
length thereof, according to the 
breadth of the house; and ten cu- 
bits was the breadth thereof before 
the house. 

4 And for the house he made win- 
dows of narrow lights. 

5 7 And against the wall of the 
house he built chambers round

about, oe J eg the walls of the house 
round about, doth of the temple and 
of the oracle: and he made cham- 
bers round about: : 

6 The nethermost chamber tas 
five cubits broad, and the middle 
was Six cubits broad, and the third 
was seven cubits broad: for without 
in the wall of the house he made nar- 
rowed rests round about, that the 
beams should not be fastened in the 
walls of the house. 

7 And the house, when it was in 
building, was built of stone made 
ready before it was bro ught thither: 
so that there was neither hammer 
nor ax nor any tool of iron heard in 
the house, while it was in building. 

8 The door for the middle cham- 
ber was in the right side of the 
house: and they went up with wind- 
ing stairs into the middle chamber, 
and out of the middle into the third. 

9 So he built the house, and fin- 
ished it; and covered the house 
with beams and boards of cedar. 

10 And then he built chambers 
against all the house, five cubits 
high: and they rested on the house 
with timber of cedar. 

ll ¢ And the word of the LORD 
came to S0l’o-mon, saying, 

12 Concerning this house which 
thou art in building, if thou wilt 
walk in my statutes, and execute 
my judgments, and keep all my 
commandments to walk in them; 
then will I erat my word with 
thee, which I spake unto Da’vid thy 
father: 

13 And I will dwell amon 
children of Is’/ra-el, and wil 
forsake my people is’ra-el. 

14 So Sol’o-mon built the house 
and finished it. 

15 And he built the walls of the 
house within with boards of cedar, 
both the floor of the house, and the 
walls of the cieling: and he covered 
them on the inside with wood, and 
covered the floor of the house with 
planks of fir. 

16 And he built twenty cubits on 
the sides of the house, both the floor 


the

and the walls with boards of cedar:- 


he even built them for it within, even 
for the oracle, even for the most 
holy place. 

17 And the house, that is, the tem- 
ple before it, was forty cubits Jong. 
18 And the cedar of the house 
Within was carved with knops an 
open fiowers: all was cedar; ther 
Was no stone seen. 

19 And the oracle he prepared in 
the house within, to set there the 
ark of the covenant of the LORD. 
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20 And the oracle in the forepart 
was twenty cubits in length, and 
twenty cubits in breadth, and twen- 
ty cubits in the height thereof: and 
he overlaid it with pure gold; and 
so covered the altar which was of 
cedar. 

21 So SOl’o-mon overlaid the house 
within with pure gold: and he made 
a partition by the chains of gold be- 
fore the oracle; and he overlaid it 
with gold. 

22 And the whole house ye over- 
laid with gold, until he had finished 
all the house: also the whole altar 
that was by the oracle he overlaid 
with gold. 

23 § And within the oracle hemade 
two cherubims of Olive tree, each 
ten cubits high. 

24 And five cubits was the one 
wing of the cherub, and five cubits 
the other wing of the cherub: from 
the uttermost part of the one wing 
unto the uttermost part of the other 
wereten cubits. 

25 And the other cherub was ten 
cubits: both the cherubims were of 
one measure and one size. 

26 The height of the one cherub 
was ten cubits, and so was it of the 
other cherub. 

27 And he set the cherubims with- 
in the inner house: and they 
stretched forth the wings of the 
cherubims, so that the wing of the 
one touched the one wall, and the 
wing of the other cherub touched 
the other wall; and their wings 
touched one another in the midst of 
the house. 

28 And he overlaid the cherubims 
with gold. 

29 And he carved all the walls of 
the house round about with carved 
figures of cherubims and paln trees 
aug open fiowers, within and with- 
out. 

30 And the floor of the house he 
overlas with gold, within and with- 
out. 

314 And for the entering of the 
oracle he made doors of olive tree: 
the lintel and side posts were a fifth 
part of the wall. 

32 The two doors also were of olive 
tree; and he carved upon them 
earvings of cherubims and palm 
trees and open flowers, and over- 
laid them with gold, and spread gold 
upon the cherubims, and upon the 
palm trees. : 

383 So also made he for the door 
of the temple posts of olive tree, a 
fourth Lert of the wall. 

34 And the two doors were of fir 
tree: the two leaves of the one door 
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were folding, and the two leaves of 

the other door were folding. 

35 and he carved thereon cheru- 
bims and palm trees and open flow- 
ers; and covered them with gold 
fitted upon the carved work. 

36 J And he built the inner court 
with three rows of hewed stone, and 
arow of cedar beams. 

37 J In the fourth year was the 
foundation of the house of the LORD 
laid, in the month Zif: 

38 And in the eleventh year, in the 
month Bul, which is the eighth 
month, was the house finished 
throughout all the parts thereof 
and according to all the fashion o 
it. So was he seven years in build- 
ing it. 

CHAPTER 7. 

i Solomon’s palace. 15 The pillars of 
brass. 23 The molten sea. 27 Other 
work for the temple. 

DUT SOl’o-mon was building his 

own house thirteen years, and 
he finished all his house. 

2 7 He built also the house of the 
forest of Léb’/a-non; the length 
thereof was an hundred cubits, and 
the breadth thereof fifty cubits, and 
the height thereof thirty cubits, 
upon four rows of cedar pillars, 
with cedar beams upon the pillars. 
3 And it was covered with cedar 
above upon the beams, that Jay on 
forty five pillars, fifteen in a row. 

4 And there were windows in three 
rows, and light was against light in 
three ranks. 

§ And all the doors and posts were 
square, with the windows: and 
light was against light in three 
ranks. 

6 { And he madea porch of pillars; 
the length thereof was fifty cubits, 
and the breadth thereof thirty cu- 
bits: and the porch was before 
them: and the other pillars and the 
thick beam were before them. 

7 J Then he made a porch for the 
throne where he might judge, even 
the porch of judgment: and 7 was 
covered with cedar from one side 
of the floor to the other. 

8 § And his house where he dwelt 
had another court within the porch, 
which was of the like work. SOl’o- 
mon made also an house for Pha’- 
raoh’s daughter, whom he had taken 
to wife, like unto this porch. 

9 All these were of costly stones, 
according to the measures of hewed 
stones, sawed with saws, within and 
without, even from the foundation 
unto the eoping, and so on the 
Qutside toward the great court. 
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10 And the foundation was of 
costly stones, even great stones 
stones of ten cubits, and stones 0: 
eight cubits. 

1]: And above were costly stones, 
after the measures of hewed stones, 
and cedars. 

12 And the great court round 
about was with three rows of 
hewed stones, and a row of cedar 
beams, both for the inner court of 
the house of the LORD, and for the 
poreh of the house. 

13 ¢ And king SOl’o-mon sent and 
fetched Hi’ram out of Tyre. 

14 He was a widow’s son of the 
tribe of Naph’ta-li, and his father 
was ® man of Tyre, a worker in 
brass: and he was filled with wis- 
dom, and understanding, and cun- 
ning to work all works in brass. 
And he came to king SOl’o-mon, and 
wrought all his work. 

15 For he cast two pillars of brass 
of eighteen cubits high apiece: and 
a line of twelve cubits did compass 
either of them about. 

16 And he made two chapiters of 
molten brass, to set upon the tops 
of the pillars: the hels ht of the one 
chapiter was five cubits, and the 
height of the other chapiter was 
five cubits: 

17 And nets of checker work, and 
wreaths of chain work, for the chap- 
iters which were upon the top of the 
pillars; seven for the one chapiter, 
and seven for the other chapiter. 

18 And he made the pillars, and 
two rows round about upon the one 
network, to cover the chapiters that 
were upon the top, with pomegran- 
ates: and so did he for the other 
chapiter. 

19 And the chapiters that were 
upon the top of the pillars were of 
lily work in the porch, four cubits. 

20 And the chapiters upon the 
two pillars had pomegranates also 
above, over against the belly which 
was by the network: and the pome- 
granates were two hundred in rows 
oune about upon the other chap- 
iter. 

21 And he set up the pillars in 
the porch of the temple: and he set 
up the right pillar, and called the 
name thereof Ja/chin: and he set 
up the left pillar, and called the 
name thereof Bo’az. 

22 And upon the top of the pillars 
was lily work: so was the work o 
the pillars finished. Ving 

23 § And he made a molten sea, 
ten cubits from the one brim to the 
other: 7¢ was round all about, and 
his height was five cubits: and a 
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line of thirty cubits did compass it 
round about. 

24 And under the brim of it round 
about there were knops compassing 
it, ten in a cubit, compassing the 
sea roundabout: the knops were 
east in two rows, when it was cast. 

25 It stood upon twelve oxen, 
three looking toward the north, and 
three looking toward the west, and 
three looking toward the south, and 
three looking toward the east: and 
the sea was set above upon them, 
and all their hinder parts were in- 
ward. 

26 And it was an hand breadth 
thick, and the brim thereof was 
wrougu like the brim of a cup 
with flowers of lilies: it contained 
two thousand baths. 

27 J And he made ten bases of 
brass; four cubits was the length of 
one base, and four cubits the 
breadth thereof, and three cubits 
the height of it., t 

28 And the work of the bases was 
on this manner: they had borders, 
and the borders were between the 
ledges: 

29 And on the borders that were 
between the ledges were lions, oxen, 
and cherubims: and upon the ledges 
. there was a base above: and beneath 
the lions and oxen were certain ad- 
ditions made of thin work. 

30 And every base had four brasen 
wheels, and plates of brass: and the 
four corners thereof had underset- 
ters: under the laver were under- 
setters molten, at the side of every 
addition. 

31 And the mouth of it within the 
chapiter and above was acubit: but 
the mouth thereof was round after 
the work of the base, a cubit and an 
half: and also upon the mouth of it 
were gravings with their borders, 
foursquare, not round. 

32 And under the borders were four 
wheels; and the axletrees of the 
wheels were joined to the base: and 
the height of a wheel was a cubit 
and half a cubit. 

33 And the work of the wheels was 
like the work of a chariot wheel: 
their axletrees, and their naves, and 
their felloes, and their spokes, were 
all molten. 

34 And therewere four undersetters 
to the four corners of one base: and 
the undersetters were of the very 
base itself. 

35 And in the top of the base was 
there a round compass of half a cu- 
bit high: and on the top of the base 
the ledges thereof and the borders 
thereof were of the same. 
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36 For on the plates of the ledges 
thereof, and on the borders thereof 
he graved cherubims, lions, and 
palm trees, according to the propor- 
tion of every one, and additions 
round about. 

37 After this manner he made the 
ten bases: all of them bad one cast- 
ing, one measure, and one Size. 

38 § Then made he ten lavers cf 
brass: one laver contained forty 
baths: and every laver was four cu- 
bits: and upon every one of the ten 
bases one laver. 

39 And he put five bases on the 
right side of the house, and five on 
the left side of the house: and he set 
the sea on the right side of the house 
eastward over against the south. 

40 § And Hi’ram made the lavers, 
and the shovels, and the basons. So 
Hiram made an end of doing all the 
work that he made king SOl’o-mon 
for the house of the LORD: 

41 The two pillars, and the two 
bowls of the chapiters that were on 
the top of the two pillars; and the 
two networks, to cover the two 
bowls of the chapiters which were 
pen the top of the pillars; 

2 And four hundred pomegran- 
ates for the two networks, even two 
rows of pomegranates for one net- 
work, to cover the two bowls of 
the chapiters that were upon the 
pillars; 

43 And the ten bases, and ten lavers 
on the bases; 

4 And one sea, and twelve oxen 
under the sea; 

45 And the pots, and the shovels, 
and the basons: and all these vessels, 
which Hi‘ram made to king Sol’o- 
mon for the house of the LORD, 
were of bright brass. 

46 In the plain of J6r’dan did the 
king cast them, in the clay ground 
between Stic’coth and Zar’than. 

47 And SOl’/o-mon left all the ves- 
sels unweighed, because they were 
exceeding many: neither was the 
weight of the brass found out. 

48 And Sdl’o-mon made all the ves- 
sels that pertained unto the house of 
the LORD: the altar of gold, and 
the table of gold, whereupon the 
shewbread was, i 

49 And the candlesticks of pure 
gold, five on the right side, and five 
on the left, before the oracle, with 
the flowers, and the lamps, and the 
Faris of old, 

50 And the bowls, and the snuffers 
and the basons, and the spoons an 
the censers of fae gold; and the 
hinges of gold, both for the doors of 
the inner house, the most holy place, 
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and for the doors of the house, to 
wit, of the temple. 

51 So was ended all the work that 
king SOl’o-mon made for the house 
of the Lorp. And_ S§6dl’o-mon 
brought in the things which Da’/vid 
his father had dedicated; even the 
Silver, and the gold, and the vessels 
did he put among the treasures of 
the house of the LORD. 


CHAPTER 8. 

1 Dedication of the temple. 4 The ark 
deposited. 14 Solomon’s blessing and 
prayer. 62 His sacrifice. 

'F\HEN Sol‘o-mon assembled the 
- elders of Is’ra-el, and all the 

heads of the tribes, the chief of the 
fathers of the children of Is’ra-el, 
unto king §$61’0-mon in Jé-ru’sa-lém, 
that they might bring up the ark 
of the covenant of the LORD out of 
the city of Da’vid, which 7s Zi’0n. 

2 And all the men of Is’ra-el assem- 
bled themselves unto king SOl’o- 
mon at the feast in the month Eth’- 
a-nim, which is the seventh month. 

3 And all the elders of Is/ra-el 
pers and the priests took up the 
ark. 

4 And they brought up the ark of 
the LORD, and the tabernacle of 
the congregation, and all the holy 
vessels that were in the tabernacle, 
even those did the priests and the 
Le’vites bring up. 

5 And king Sol’o-mon, and all the 
congregation of is/ra-el, that were 
assembled unto him, were with him 
before the ark, sacrificing sheep 
and oxen, that could not be told nor 
numbered for inultitude. 

6 And the priests brought in the 
ark of the covenant of the LORD 
unto his place, into the oracle of 
the house, to the most holy place, 
even under the wings of the cheru- 


ims. 

7 For the cherubims spread forth 
their two wings over the place of 
the ark, and the cherubims covered 
the ark and the staves thereof 
above. 

8 And they drew out the staves, 
that the ends of the staves were 
seen out in the holy place before 
the oracle, and they were not seen 
without: and there they are unto 
this day. 

9 There was eee in the ark 
Save the two tables of stone, which 
Mo’ses put there at HO’/reb, when 
the LORD made a covenant with 
the children of fs’ra-el, when they 
came out of the land of E’gypt. 

10 And it came to pass, when the 
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picnes 
ouse of the LORD, 


11 So that the priests could not 
stand to minister because of the 
cloud: for the glory of the LORD 
had filled the house of the LORD. 

12 ¥ Then spake SOl’o-mon, The 
LoRD said that he would dwell in 
the thick darkness. 

13 I have surely built thee an 
house to dwell in,a settled place 
for thee to abide in for ever. 

14 And the king turned his face 
about, and blessed all the congrega- 
tion of Iis’ra-el: (and all the congre- 
gation of is’ra-el stood ;) 

15 And he said, Blessed be the 
LORD God of is/ra-el, which spake 
with his mouth unto Da/vid my fa- 
ther, and hath with his hand ful- 
filled it, saying, ‘ 

16 Since the day that I brought 
forth my people is’ra-el out of 
E/sypt, I chose no city out of allthe 
tribes/of is’ra-e] to build an house, 
that my name might be therein; 
but Ichose Da’‘vid to be over my 
people Is’ra-el. 

17 And it was in the heart of Da’- 
vid my father to build an house for 
the naine of the LORD God of is’- 
ra-el. 

1g And the LORD said unto Da’vid 


my father, Whereas it was in thine 


heart to build an house unto my 
name, thou didst well that it was in 
thine heart. 

19 Nevertheless thou. shalt nov 
build the house; but thy son that 
shall come forth out of thy loins, 
he shall build the house unto my 
name. 

20 And the LorD hath performed 
his word that, he spake, and I am 
risen up in the room of Da’/vid m 
father, and sit on the throne of Is’- 
ra-el, as the LORD promised, and 
have built an house for the name of 
the LORD God of Iis’ra-el. 

21 And 1 have set there a place for 
the ark, wherein zs the covenant of 
the LORD, which he made with our 
fathers, when he brought them out 
of the land of E’gypt. 

22.9 And SOl’/o-mon stood before 
the altar of the LORD in the pre- 
sence ofall the congregation of 
Ig/ra-el, and spread forth his hands 
toward heaven: 

23 And he said, LORD God of 13s 
ra-el, there is no God like thee, in 
heaven above, or on earth beneath, 


who keepest covenant and mercy — 


with thy servants that walk before 
thee with all their heart: 
24 Who hast kept with thy servan” 


priests were come out of the holy | Da’vid my father that thou promis. 
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Solomon’s prayer 
edst him: thou spakest also with 
thy mouth, and hast fulfilled 7¢ with 
thine hand, as 7¢ is this day. 

25 Therefore now, LORD God of 
igs’ra-el, keep with thy servant Da’- 
vid my father that thou promisedst 
him, saying, There shall not fail 
thee a man in my sight to sit on the 
throne of Is'ra-el; so that thy chil- 
dren take heed to their way, that 
they walk before me as thou hast 
walked before me. 

26 And now, O God of Is’ra-el, let 
thy word, I pray thee, be verified, 
which thou spakest unto thy ser- 
vant Da’/vid my father. 

27 But will God indeed dwell on 
the earth? behold, the heaven and 
heaven of heavens cannot contain 
thee; how much less this house that 
I have builded ? 

28 Yet have thou respect unto the 
prayer of thy servant, and to his 
suppHcation, O LORD my God, to 
hearken unto the cry and to the 

rayer, which thy servant prayeth 

efore thee to day: 

29 That thine eyes may be open 
toward this house night and day, 
even toward the place of which thou 
hast said, My name shall be there: 
that thou mayest hearken unto the 
prayer which thy servant shall 
make toward this place. 

30 And hearken thou to the sup- 
plication of thy servant, and of th 
people Is’ra-el, when they shall 
pray toward this place: and hear 
thou in heaven thy dwelling place: 
and when thou hearest, forgive. 

31 § If any man trespass against 
his neighbour, and an oath be laid 
upon him to cause him to swear, 
and the oath come before thine 
altar in this house: 

32 Then hear thou in heaven, and 
do, and judge thy servants, con- 
demning the wicked, to pring his 
way upon his head; and justifying 
the righteous, to give him according 
to his righteousness. 

33 4 hen thy people Is‘ra-el be 
smitten down. before the enemy, 
because they have sinned against 
thee, aud shall turn again to thee, 
and confess thy name, and pray, 
and make supplication unto thee 
in this house: 

34 Then hear thou in heaven, and 
forgive the sin of thy people Is’ra-el 
and bring them again unto the lan 
which thou gavest unto their fa- 
thers. } 

35 J When heayen is.shut up, and 
there is no rain, because they have 
sinned against thee; if they pray 
toward this place, and confess thy 
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name, and turn from their sin, when 
thou afflictest them: 

36 Then hear thou in heaven, and 
forgive the sin of thy servants, and 
of thy people is’ra-el, that thou 
teach them the good way wherein 
they should walk, and give rain 
upon thy land, which thou hast giv- 
en to thy people for an inheritance. 

37_§ If there bein the land famine, 
if there be pestilence, blasting, mil- 
dew, locust, or if there be caterpil- 
ler; if their enemy besiege them in 
the land of their cities; whatsoever 
plague, whatsoever sickness there

388 What prayer and supplication 
soever be made by any man, or b 
all thy people Is’ra-el, which shall 
know every man the plague of his 
own heart, and spread forth his 
hands toward this house: 

39 Then hear thou in heaven thy 
dwelling place, and forgive, and do, 
and give to every man according to 
his ways, whose heart thou know- 
est; (for thou, even thou only, know- 
est the hearts of all the children of 
men ;) 

40 That they may fear thee all the 
days that they live in the land which 
thou gavest unto our fathers. 

4] Moreover concerning astranger 
that 7s not of thy people ip tael, ut 
cometh out of a far country for thy 
name’s sake; 

42 (For they shall hear of thy great 
hame, and of thy strong hand, and 
of thy stretched out arm:) when he 
shall come and pray toward this 
house; 

43 Hear thou in heaven thy dwell- 
ing place, and do according to all 
that the stranger calleth to thee 
for: that all people of the earth may 
know thy name, to fear thee, as do 
thy people is’ra-el; and that the 
may know that this house, which 
have builded, is called by thy name. 

44 9 If thy people go out to battle 
against their enemy, whithersoever 
thou shalt send them, and shal] pray 
unto the LORD toward the city 
which thou hast chosen, and toward 
the house that I have built for thy 
name: , 

45 Then hear thou in heaven their 
prayer and their supplication, and 
maintain their cause. 

46 If they sin against thee, (for 
there is NO man that sinneth not,) 
and thou be angry with them, and 
deliver them to the enemy, so that 
they carry them away captives 
unto the land of the enemy, far 
or near; 

47 Yet if they shall bethink them- 
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selves in the land whither they were 
carried ed rade and repent, and 
make supplication unto thee in the 
land of them that carried them cap- 
tives, saying, We have sinned, and 
have done perversely, we have com- 
mitted wickedness; 

48 And so return unto thee with 
all their heart, and with all their 
soul, in the land of their enemies 
which led them away captive, and 
pray unto thee toward their land, 
which thou gavest unto their fa- 
thers, the city which thou hast 
chosen, and the house which I have 
built for thy name: 

49 Then hear thou their prayer 
and their supplication in heaven 
thy dwelling place, and maintain 
their cause, _ 

50 And forgive thy people that 
have sinned against thee, and all 
their transgressions wherein they 
have transgressed against thee, and 
give them compassion before them 


‘who carried them captive, that they 


may have compassion on them: 

51 For they be thy Lecti ae and 
thine inheritance, which thou 
broughtest forth out of E’sypt 
pon. the midst of the furnace of 
ron: 

52 That thine eyes may be open 
unto the supplication of thy ser- 
vant, and unto the supplication of 
thy people Iis’ra-el, to hearken unto 
eee in all that they call for unto 
thee. 

538 For thou didst separate them 
from among all the people of the 
earth, to be thire inheritance, as 
thou spakest by the hand of Mo’se 
thy servant, when thou broughtes 
cha fathers out of E/gypt, O Lord 

OD. 

54 And it «vas so, that when SOl’o- 
mon had made an end of praying 
allthis prayer and supplication unto 
the LORD, he arose from before the 
altar of the LORD, from kneeling on 
his knees with his hands spread up 
to heaven. 

55 And he stood, and blessed all 
the congregation of Is’ra-el witha 
loud voice, saying, 

56 Blessed be the LORD, that hath 
given rest unto his people is‘ra-el, 
according to all that he promised: 
there hath not failed one word of 
all his good promise, which he pro- 
mised by the hand of Mo’seg his 
servant. \ 

57 The LORD our God be with us, 
as he was with our fathers: let him 
not leave us, nor forsake us: 

58 That he may incline our hearts 
nnto him, to walk in all his ways, 
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and to keep his commandments, 
and his statutes, and his judgments, 
which he commanded our fathers. 

59 And let these my words,where- 
with I have made supplication be- 
fore the LORD, be nigh unto the 
LORD our God day and night, that 
he maintain the cause of his ser- 
vant, and the cause of his people 
ira ol at all times, as the matter 
shall require: 

60 That all the people of the earth 
may know that the LORD is God, 
and that there is none else. 

61 Let your heart therefore be 
perfect with the LORD our God, to 
walk in his statutes, and to keep his 
commandments, as at this day. 

62 | And the king, and all Is’ra-e] 
with him, offered sacrifice before 
the LORD. ' 

63 And SOol’o-mon offered a sacri- 
fice of peace offerings, which he 
offered unto the LORD, two and 
twenty thousand oxen, and an hun- 
dred and twenty thousand sheep. 
So the king and all the children of 
Is’ra-el dedicated the house of the 

ORD. 

64 The same day did the king hal- 
low the middle of the court that 
was before the house of the LORD: 
for there he offered burnt offerings 
and meat offerings, and the fat o 
the peace offerings: because the 
brasen altar that was before thle 
LORD was too little to receive the 
burnt offerings, and meat offerings, 
and the fat of the peace offerings. 

65 And at that time SOl’o-mon held 
a feast, and all Is’ra-el with him, a 

reat congregation, from the en- 
fering in of Ha’math unto the river 
of E’gypt, before the LORD our God, 
seven days and seven days, even 
fourteen days. 

66 On the eighth day he sent the 
sd he away: and they blessed the 

ing, and went unto their tents joy- 
ful and glad of heart for all the 

oodness that the LORD had done 
or Da'vid his servant, and for Ig'ra- 
el his people. 


CHAPTER 9. 


1 God’s covenant with Solomon. 12 Hi- 
ram's disappointment. 17 Solomon’s new 
cities. 26 His navy brings gold from 
Ophir. 

ND it came to peas when SOl’o- 
mon had finished the building 
of the house of the LORD, and the 
eae house, and all Sol’o-mon’s 
desire which he was'pleased to do, 
2 That the LORD appeared to S6l’o- 
mon the second time, as he 
appeared unto him at Gib’e-on. 
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3 And the LORD said unto him, I 
have heard thy prayer and thy sup- 
pieaion, that thou hast made be- 

ore me: I have hallowed this house, 
which thou hast built, to put my 
name there for ever; and mine eyes 
and mine heart shall be there per- 
petually. 

4 Andif thou wilt walk before me, 
as Da’vid thy father walked, in in- 
tegrity of heart, and in uprightness, 
to do according to all that I have 
eommanded thee, and wilt keep my 
statutes and my judgments: 

5 Then I will establish the throne of 
thy kingdom upon Is’ra-el for ever, 
as I promised to Da’vid thy father, 
saying, There shall not fail thee a 
man upon the throne of Is’ra-el. 

6 But if ye shall at all turn from 
following me, ye or your children, 
and will not keep my command- 
ments and my statutes whichI have 
set before you, but go and serve 
other gods, and worship them: 

7 Then will I cut off Is’ra-el out 
of the Jand which Ihave given them ; 
and this house, which I have hal- 
lowedfor my name, will I cast out 
of my sight; and Is’ra-el shall bea 
proverb and a byword among all 
people: c 

8 And at this house, which is high, 
every one that passeth by it shall 
be astonished, and shall hiss; and 
they shall say, Why hath the LORD 
done thus unto this land, and to 
this house ? 

9 And they shall answer, Because 
they forsook the LORD their God, 
who brought forth their fathers out 
of the land of E’gypt, and have taken 
hold upon other gods, and have 
worshipped them, and served them: 
therefore hath the Logp brought 
upon them all this evil. 

0 7 And it came to pass at the 
end of twenty years, when SOl’o- 
mon had built the two houses, the 
house of the LorpD, and the king’s 
house, ; 

ll (Now Hi’ram the king of Tyre 
had furnished SOl’o-mon with cedar 
trees and fir trees, and with gold, 
according to all his desire,) that 
then king S0dl’o-mon gave Hiram 
twenty cities in the land of Gal'i-lee. 

12 And Hi’ram came out from Tyre 
to see the cities which Sol’o-mon 
had given him; and they pleased 
him not. 

13 And he said, What cities are 
these which thou hast given me, 
my brother? And he called them 
the land of Ca’bil unto this ek 

14 And Hi’ram sent to the king 
sixscore talents of gold. 
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15 ¥ And this is the reason of the 
levy which king SOl’o-mon raised; 
for to build the house of the LORD 
and his own house, and Mil'ld, and 
the wall of Jé-ru’/sa-lem, and Ha’- 
zor, and Mé-gid’do, and Ge’zér. 

16 “or Pha’raoh king of E’gypt had 
gone up, and taken Ge’zer, and 
yurnt it with fire, and slain the 
Ca/naan-ites that dwelt in the city, 
and given it for a present unto his 
daughter, SOi’o-mon’s wife. 

17 And SOl’o-mon built Ge’zér, and 
Beéth-ho’ron the nether, 

18 And Ba/al-ath, and Tad’mo6r in 
the wilderness, in the land 

19 And all the cities of store that 
Sol’o-mon had, and cities for his 
chariots, and cities for his horse- 
men, and that which SOl’o-mon de- 
sired to build in Jé-ru’sa-lém, and 
in Léb’/a-non, and in all the land of 
his dominion. 

20 And all the people that were left 
of the Am/6r-ites, Hit’tites, Pér’iz- 


zites, Hi'vites, and Jéb’u-site: 
which were not of the children o 
Is’ra-el 


9 

21 Their children that were left 
after them in the land, whom the 
children of is’ra-el also were not 
able utterly to destroy, upon those 
did Sol’o-mon levy a tribute of 
bondservice unto this day. 

22 But of the children of is’ra-el 
did S0l’o-mon make no bondmen: 
but they were men of war, and his 
servants, and his princes, and his 
captains, and rulers of his chariots, 
and his horsemen. 

23 These were the chief of the of- 
ficers that were over S0l’o-mon’s 
work, five hundred and fifty, which 
bare rule over the people that 
wrought in the work. 

24 § But Pha’raoh’s daughter came, 
up out of the city of Da’vid unto 
her house which S6l'o-mon had 
built for her: then did he build 
Mil‘16. 

25 § And three times in a year did 
Sol’o-mon offer burnt offerings and 
peace offerings upon the altar which 
he built unto the LoRD, and he 
burnt incense upon the altar that 
was before the LORD. So he fin- 
ished the house. 

26 § And king Sol’o-mon made a 
navy of ships in E’zi-on-ge’bér, 
which 7s, beside E’loth, on the shore 
of the Red sea, in the land of E’dom. 

27 And Hi’ram sent in the navy 
his servants, shipmen that had 
knowledge of the sea, with the ser- 
vants of SOl’o-mon. : 

28 And they came to O’phir, and 
fetched from thence gold, four hun- 
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dred and twenty talents, 
brought it to king SOl’o-mon. 


CHAPTER 10.

ANP when the queen of She’ba 

heard of the fame of SOl’o-mon 
concerning the name of the LORD 
she came to prove him with har 

questions. 

2 And she came to Jé-ru’sa-lém 
with avery great train, with camels 
that bare spices, and very much 
gold, and precious stones : and when 
she was come to Sol’o-mon, she 
communed with him of all that was 
in her heart. 

3 And §Sdl’o-mon told her all her 
questions: there was not any thing 
hid from the king, which he told her 
not. 

4 And when the queen of She’ba 
had seen all SOol’o-mon’s wisdom, 
and the house that he had built, 

5 And the meat of his table, and 
the sitting of his servants, and the 
attendance of his ministers, and 
their apparel, and his cupbearers, 
and his ascent by which he went up 
unto the house of the LORD; there 
was no more spirit in her. 

§ And she said to the king, It was 
a true report that I heard in mine 
own land of thy acts and of thy 
wisdom. 

7 Howbeit I believed not the 
svords, until I came, and mine eyes 
had seen it; and, behold, the half 

’ was not told me: thy wisdom and 
prosperity exceedeth the fame 
which I heard. 

8 Happy are thy men, happy are 
these thy servants, which stand 
continually before thee, and that 
‘hear thy wisdom. 

§ Blessed be the LORD thy God, 
which delighted in thee, to set thee 
on the throne of is’ra-el: because 
the LORD loved Iis’ra-el for ever, 
therefore made he thee king, to 
do judgment and justice. 

10 And she gave the king an hun- 
dred and twenty talents of gold, and 
of spices very ereagt store, and pre- 
cious stones: there came no more 
such abundance of spices as these 
which the queen of She’ba gave to 
king SOl’/o-mon. 

11 And the navy also of Hi’ram, 
that brought gold from O’phir, 
brought in from O’phir great plenty 
of almug trees, and precious stones. 

12 And the king made of the al- 
mug trees pillars for the house of 
the LORD, and for the king’s house, 
harps also and psalteries for sing- 


and 
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ers: there came no such almug 
trees, nor were seen unto this day. 

13 And king SOl’o-mon gave unto 
the queen of She’ba all her desire, 
whatsoever she asked, beside that 
which S0ol’o-mon gave her of his 
royal bounty. So she turned and 
went to her own country, she and 
her servants. 

14 ¢ Now the weight of gold that 
came to SOl’o-mon in one year was 
six hundred threescore and six tal- 
ents of gold 

15 Beside that he had of the mer- 
chantmen, and of the traffick of the 
spice merchants, and of all the 
kings of A-ra’bi-a, and of the gov- 
ernors of the country. 

16 {§ And king Sol’o-mon made two 
hundred targets of beaten gold: six 
hundred Shekels of gold went to one 

arget. 

17 And he made three hundred 
shields of beaten gold; three pound 
of gold went to one shield: and the 
king put them in the house of the 
forest of Léb’/a-non. 

18 § Moreover the king made a 
great throne of ivory, and overlaid 
it with the best gold. 

19 The throne had six steps, and 
the top of the throne was round 
behind: and theré were stays on 
either side on the pace of the seat, 
and two lions stood beside the stays. 

20 And twelve lions stood there 
on the one side and en the other 
upon the six steps: there was not 
the like made in any kingdom. 

219 And all king 0l’o-mon’s 
drinking vessels were of gold, and 
all the vessels of the house of the 
forest of Léb’a-non were of pure 
gold; none were of silver: it was 
nothing accounted of in the days of 
Sol’o-mon. 

22 For the king had at sea a navy 
of Thir’shish with the navy of Hi’- 
ram: oncein three years came the 
navy of Thar’shish, bringing gold, 
and silver, ivory, and apes, and pea- 
cocks. 

238 So king Sol’o-mon exceeded all 
the kings of the earth for riches and 
for wisdom. 

24 § And all the earth sought to 
Sol‘o-mon, to hear his wisdom, 
which God had put in his heart. 

25 And they brought every man 
his present, vessels of silver, and 
vessels of gold, and garments, and 
armour, and spices, horses, and 
mules, a rate year by year. a, 

6 J And Sol’o-mon gathered to- 
ether chariots and horsemen: and 

e had a thousand and four hundred 
chariots, and twelve thousand 
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horsemen, whom he bestowed in 
the cities for chariots, and with 
the king at Jé-ru’sa-lém. ~ 

27 And the king made silver to be 
in Jé-ru’sa-lém as stones, and cedars 
made he fo be as the sycomore trees 
that are in the vale, for abundance. 

28 § And Sol/o-mon had horses 
brought out of E’gypt, and linen 
yarn: the king’s merchants re- 
ceived the linen yarn at a price. 

29 And achariot came up and went 
out of E/gypt for six hundred shekels 
of silver, and an horse for an hun- 
dred and fifty: and so for all the 
kings of the Hit’tites, and for the 
kings of Syr’i-a, did they bring them 
out by their means. 


CHAPTER 11. 


1 Solomon's wives. 4 Hisidolatry. 9 God's 
threat. 14 The hostile nations. 

E eis king SOl’o-mon loved many 
strange women, together with 

the daughter of Pha’/raoh, women 

of the Mo/ab-ites, Am/’moOn-ites, 

omnes) Zi-do’ni-ans, and Hit’- 

es; 

2 Of the nations concerning which 
the LoRD said unto the children of 
is‘ra-el, Ye shall not go into them, 
neither shall they come in unto you: 
for surely they will turn away your 
heart after their gods: S0l’o-mon 
clave unto these in love. 

3 And he had seven hundred 
wives, princesses, and three hun- 
dred concubines: and his wives 
turned away his heart. 

4 For it came to pass, when S0Ol’o- 
mon was old, that his wives turned 
away his heart after other gods: 
and his heart was not perfect with 
the LORD his God, as was the heart 
of David his father. 

5 For Sol’/o-mon went after Ash’- 
to-réth the goddess of the Zi-do’- 
ni-ans, and after _ Mil’com the 
abomination of the Am’/moOn-ites. 

6 And Sodl’o-mon did evil in the 
sight of the LorD, and went not 
fully after the LORD, as did Da'vid 
his father. 

7 Then did §Sol’o-mon build an 
high place for Ché’moOsh, the abom- 
ination of Mo’ab, in the hill that 
is before Jé-ru’sa-lém, and for Mo’- 
lech, the abomination of the chil- 

-dren of Am’/mon. 

8 And likewise did he for all his 
strange wives, which burnt incense 
and sacrificed unto their gods. 

9 9 And the LORD was angry with 
Sol’o-mon, because his heart was 
turned from the LorpD God of Is’- 
ra-él, which had appeared unto him 
twice, — 
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10 And had commanded him con. 
cerning this thing, that he should 
not go after other gods: but he kept 
not that which the LORD com- 
manded. ; 

11 Wherefore the LORD said unto 
SOl’o-mon, Forasmuch as this is 
done of thee, and thou hast not 
kept my covenant and my statutes. 
which I have commanded thee, 
I will surely rend the kingdom from 
thee, and will give it to thy servant. 

12 Notwithstanding in thy days E 
will not do it for Da’vid thy father’s 
sake: but I will rend it out of the 
hand of thy son. 

13 Howbeit I will not rend away 
all the kingdom; but will give one 
tribe to thy son for Da’vid my ser- 
vant’s sake, and for Jé-ru’sa-lém’s 
sake which I have chosen. 

14 ¢ And the LORD Stirred up an 
adversary unto SOol’o-mon, Ha’dad 
the E’dom-ite: he was of the king’s 
seed in E’dom. 

15 For it came to pass, when Da’. 
vid was in E’dom, and Jo’ab the cap- 
tain of the host was gone up to bury 
the slain, after he haa smitten every 
male in E’/dom; 

16 (For six months did J0’ab re- 
main there with all Is‘ra-el, until he 
had cut off every male in E’dom :) 

17 That Ha’dad fled, he and certain 
E/dom-ites of his father’s servants 
with him, to gointo E/gypt; Ha’dad 
being yet a little child. 

18 And they arose out of Mid’i-an. 
and came to Pa’ran: and they took 
men with them out of Pa’ran, and 
they came to E/gypt, unto Pha‘raoh 
king of Egypt; which gave him an 
house, and appointed him victuals, 
and gave him land. 

19 And Ha/dad found great favour 
in the sight of Pha’raodh, so that he 
gave him to wife the sister of his 
own wife, the sister of Tah’pen-és 
the queen. 

20 And the sister of Tah’pen-es bare 
him Gé-nt’' bath his son, whom Tah’- 
pen-es weaned in Pha/raoh’s house: 
and Gé-nu’bath was in Pha/raodh’s 
ee aa ae among the sons of Pha’- 
raoh. 

21 And when Ha’dad heard in 
E’gypt that Da’vid slept with his 
fathers, and that Jo’ab the captain 
of the host was dead, Ha’dad said 
to Pha’raodh, Let me depart, that I 
may go to mine own country. 

22 en Pha/raoh said unto him, 
But what hast thou lacked with me, 
that, behold, thou seekest to go ts 
thine own country? And he an- 
swered, Nothing: howbeit let me 
go in any wise. 
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23 § And God stirred him up an- 
other adversary, Re’zon the son of 
E-li’a-dah, which fled from his lord 
Had-ad-é'zér king of Zo’bah: 

24 And he gathered men unto him, 
and became captain over a band, 
when Da’vid slew them of Zo’bah: 
and they went to Da-mas’cus, and 
dwelt therein, and reigned in Da- 
mas’cus. 

25 And he was an adversary to Is’- 
ra-el all the days of SOl’o-mon, be- 
side the mischief that Ha’dad did: 
and he abhorred Is’ra-el, and reign- 
ed over Syr'1-a. 

26 J And Jér-o-b0’am the son of 
Ne’bat, an Eph’rath-ite of Zér’e-da, 
Sol’/o-mon’s servant, whose mo- 
ther’s name was Zé-ru’ah, a widow 
woman, even he lifted up his hand 
against the king. 

27 And this was the cause that he 
lifted up Ais hand Apainel the king: 
Sol’o-mon built Mil’l0, and repaired 
the breaches of the city of Da’vid 
his father. 

28 And the man Jér-o-bo’am was 
a mighty man of valour: and SOl’o- 
mon seeing the young man that he 
was industrious, he made him ruler 
over all the charge of the house of 
JO’seph. | 
29 And it came to pass at that time 
when Jér-0-b0’/am went out of Jé- 
ru’sa-lém, that the prophet A-hi’jah 
the Shi’lo-nite found him in the 
way; aud he had clad himself with 
anew garment; and they two were 
alone in the field: 

30 And A-hi’jah caught the new 
garment that was on him, and rent 
it in twelve pieces: 

31 And he said to Jé6ér-o-b0’/am, 
Take thee ten pieces: for thus saith 
the LorD, the God of is’ra-el, Be- 
hold, I will rend the kingdom out 
of the hand of S0l’o-mon, and will 
give ten tribes to thee: 

32 (But he shall have one tribe for 
my servant Da/vid’s sake, and for 
Jé-ru’sa-lém’s sake, the city which 
I have chosen out of al] the tribes 
of Is’ra-el:) 

33 Because that they have forsaken 
me, and have iO he Ash’to- 
réth the goddess of the Z1-d0’ni-ans, 
Che’mosh the god of the M0’ab-ites, 
and Mil’com the god of the children 
of Am/m0On, and have not walked in 
my ways, to do that which is right in 
mine eyes, and to keep my statutes 
and my judgments, as did Da’vid 
his father. 

34 Howbeit I will not take the 
whole kingdom out of his hand: 
but I will make him_prince all the 
days of his life for Da’vid my ser- 
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vant’s sake, whom I chose, because 
he kept my commandments and my 
statutes: 

35 But I will take the kingdom 
out of his son’s hand, and will give 
it unto thee, even ten tribes. | 

36 And unto his son will I give one 
tribe, that Da’vid my servant may 
have a light alway before me in 
Jé-ru’sa-lém, the city which I have 
chosen me to put my name there. 

37 And I will take thee, and thou 
shalt reign according to all that thy 
soul ceieth, and shalt be king over 
Is'ra-el. 

8 And it shall be, if thou wilt 
hearken unto all that I command 
thee, and wilt walk in my ways, and 
do that is right in my sight, to kee 
my statutes and! my command- 
ments, as Da/vid my servant did; 
that I will be with thee, and build 
thee a sure house, as I built for 
peed, and will give 1s’ra-el unto 

ee. 

389 And I will for this afflict the 
seed of Da’vid, but not for ever. 

40 Sol’o-mon sought therefore to 
kill Jér-o-b0’am. And Jer-o-bo’am 
arose, and fled into E’gypt, unto 
Shi’shak king of E/gY¥pt, and was in 
E/oypt until the death of SOl’o-mon. 

41 | And the rest of the acts of 
S0ol’o-mon, and all that he did, and 
his wisdom, are they not written in 
the book of the acts of SOl’o-mon? 

42 And the time that §S0l’o-mon 
reigned in Jé-ru’s4-l6ém Over all Is’- 
ra-el was forty years. 

43 And S0dl’o-mon slept with his 
fathers, and was buried in the city 
of Da’vid his father: and Re-ho- 
bo’am his son reigned in his stead. 


CHAPTER 12. 

1 Rehoboam succeeds Solomon. 16 Ten 
tribes revolt to Jeroboam. 20 Kingdoms 
of Judah and Israel. 

ND Reé-ho-bo’am went to Shé’- 
chem: for all is’ra-el were come 
to She’/chem to make him king. __ 

2 And it came to_pass, when Jér- 
o-bo’am the son of Ne’bat, who was 
yet in P'eypt, heard of it, (for he 
was fled from the presence of king 
Sol’o-mon, and Jér-0-b0o’/am dwelt in 


E’/gypt;) 

3 That they sent and called him. 
And Jér-o-bo’am and ali the congre- 
gation of thee came, and spake 
unto Re-ho-bo/am, saying, 

4 Thy father made our yoke griev- 
ous: now therefore make thou the 

ievous service of thy father, and 
is heavy yoke which he put upop 
us, lighter, and we will serve thee. 

5 And he said unto them, Depart 
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ca Ni three days, then come again 
ome. And the i departed. 

6 § And king Re-ho-bo’am con- 
sulted with the old men, that stood 
before SOol’o-mon his father while 
he yet lived, and said, How do ye ad- 
vise that I may answer this people ? 

7 And they spake unto him, saying, 
Hf thou wilt be a servant unto this 
people this day, and wilt serve 
them, and answer them, and speak 
geod words to them, then they will 

»e thy servants for ever. 

8 But he forsook the counsel of the 
old men, which they had given him, 
and consulted with the young men 
that were ih he up with him, and 
which stood before him: 

9 And he said unto them, What 
counsel give ye that we may answer 
this people, who have spoken to me, 
saying, Make the yoke which thy 
father did put upon us lighter ? 

10 And the young men that were 
grown up with him spake unto him, 
saying, Thus shalt thou speak unto 
this people that spake unto thee, 
saying, Thy father made our yoke 
heavy, but make thou7t lighter 
unto us; thus shalt thou say unto 
them, My little jinger shall be thick- 
er than my father’s loins. 

11 And now whereas my father did 
lade you with a heavy yoke, I will 
add to your yoke: my father hath 
chastised you with whips, but 1 
will chastise you with scorpions. 

12 4 So Jér-o-b0’am and all the peo- 
ple came to Re-ho-b0o’/am the third 
day, as the king had appointed, 
saying, Come to me again the third 


ay. 

13 And the king answered the peo- 
ple roughly, and forsook the old 
men’s counsel that they gave him; 

14 And spake to them after the 
counsel of the young men, saying, 
My father made your yoke heavy, 
and I willadd to your yoke: my fa- 
ther also chastised you with whips, 
but I will chastise you with scor- 
pions. 

15 Wherefore the king hearkened 
no? unto the people; for the cause 
was from the LORD, that he might 
perform his saying, which the LORD 
spake by A-hi’/jah the Shi’lo-nite 
unto Jér-o-b0’/am the son of Ne’bat. 

16 4 So when all Is’ra-el saw that 
the king hearkened not unto them, 
the people answered the king, say- 
ing, What portion have we in a 
vid ? neither have we inheritance i 
the son of Jés’se: to your tents, O 
Is'ra-el; now see to thine own 
house, Da’vid. So is’ra-el departed 
unto their tents

17 But as for the children of is’ 

ra-el which dwelt in the cities os 
Ju’dah, Ré-ho-bo’/am reigned over 
them. 

18 Then king Reé-ho-b0’/am sent 
A-d0/ram, who was over the trib- 
ute; and ail Is’ra-el stoned hir 
with stones, that he died. There- 
fore king Re-ho-b0’am made speed 
to ee him up to his chariot, to fiee 
to Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

19 So Is/ra-el rebelled against the 
house of Da‘vid unto this day. 

20 And it came to pass, when ali 
is’ra-el heard that Jer-o-b0’/am was 
come again, that they sent and 
called him unto the congregation, 
and made him king over all is’ra-el: 
there was none that foliowed the 
house of Da/vid, but the tribe of 
Ju’dah only. 

21 ¢ And when Ré-ho-b0’am was 
come to Jé-ru’sa4-Jém, he assembled 
all the house of Ju’dah, with the 
tribe of Bén’ja-min, an hundred and 
fourscore thousand chosen men 
which were warriors, to fight against 
the house of is’ra-el, to bring the 
kingdom again to Re-ho-bo’am the 
son of Sol’o-mon. 

22 But the word of God came unto 
Shém-ai-‘ah the man of God, saying, 

28 Speak unto Re-ho-b0o’am, the son 
of S0]’o-mon, king of Ju’dah, and 
unto all the house of Ju’dah ana 
Bén’ja-min, and to the remnant of 
the people, saying, 

24 Thus saith the LoRD, Ye shail 
not go up, nor fight against your bre- 
thren the children of is'ra-el: return 
every inan to his house; for this 
thingis from me. They hearkened 
therefore to the word of the LORD, 
and returned to depart, according 
to the word of the LORD. 

25 9 Then Jér-o-b0’am built She’- 
chem in mount E’phra-im, and dwelt 
therein ; and went out from thence, 
and built Pé-nv/el. 

26 And Jér-o-b0’‘am said in his 
heart, Now shall the kingdom re- 
turn to the house of Da‘vid: 

27 If this people 50 up to do sacri- 
fice in the house of the LoRD at Jé- 
ru’sa-lém, then shall the heart of 
this people turn again unto their 
lord, even unto Re-ho-bo’am king of 
Ju’dah, and they shall kill me, and 
go again to Re-ho-bo’am king of 

u’dah. 

28 Whereupon the king took coun- 
sel, and made two calves of gold, 
and said unto them, It is too much 
for you to go up to J@ru’s#lém: 
behold thy gods, O Is’ra-el, which 
brought thee up out of the land of 
E/gypt. 
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29 And he set the one in Béth’-el, 
and the other put he in Dan. 

30 And this thing became a sin: 
for the people went to worship be- 
fore the one, even unto Dan. 

31 And he made an house of high 

laces, and made priests of the 
owest of the people, which were 
not of the sons of Le’vi. i 

32 And Jér-o-b0’/am ordained( a 
feast in the eighth month, on the 
fifteenth day of the month, like 
anto the feast that is in Ju’dah, and 
he offered upon the altar. So did 
he in Beth’-el, sacrificing unto the 
calves that he had made: and he 

iaced in Béth’-el the priests of the 

igh places which he had made. 

33 So he offered upon the altar 
which he had made in Béth’-el the 
fifteenth day of the eighth month 
even in the month which he hac 
devised of his own heart; and or- 
dained a feast unto the children of 
ae and he offered upon the 
altar, and burnt incense. 


CHAPTER 13.

ND, behold, there came a man 

“4 of God out of Ju/dah by the 
word of the LorpD unto Béth’-el: 
and Jér-0-b0’/am stood by the altar 
to burn incense. 

2 And he cried against the altar in 
the word of the LORD, and said, O 
altar, altar, thus saith the LORD; 
Behold, a child shall be born unto 
the house of Da/vid, Jo-si’ah by 
name; and upon thee shall he offer 
the priests of the high places that 
burn incense upon thee, and men’s 
bones shall be burnt wpon thee. 

3 And he gave a sign the same 
day, saying, This is the sign which 
the Lorp hath spoken; Behold, the 
altar shall be rent, and the ashes 
that are upon it shall be poured out. 

4 dit came to pass, when king 
Jér-o-b0’am heard the saying of the 
man of God, which had cried against 
the altar in Beth’-el, that he put 
forth his hand from the altar, say- 
ing, Lay hold on him. And_ his 
hand, which he put forth against 
him, dried up, so that he could not 
pull it in again to him. 

5 The altar also was rent, and the 
ashes poured out from the altar, ac- 
cording to the sign which the man 
of God had given by the word of 
the LORD. 

6 And the king answered and said 
unto the man of God, Intreat now 


, 
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the face of the LORD thy God, and 
pray for me, that my hand may be 
restored me again. And the man 
of God besought the LORD, and the 
king’s hand was restored him again, 
and became as it was before, 

7 And the king said unto the man 
of God, Come home with me, and 
refresh thyself, and I will give thee 
a reward. 

8 And the man of God said unto 
the king, If thou wilt give me hali 
thine house, I wili not go in with 
thee, neither will I eat bread nor 
drink water in this place: 

9 For so was it charged me by the 
word of the LORD, saying, Eat no 
bread, nor drink water, nor turn 
again by the same way that thou 
camest. 

10 So he went another way, and 
returned not by the way that he 
came to Beth’-el. 

11 1 Nowthere dweltan old prophet 
in Béth’-el; and his sons came and 
told him all the works that the man 
of God had done that day in Béth’- 
el: the words which he had spoken 
unto the king, them they told also 
to their father.

15 And £-li’jah said, As the LORD 
of hosts liveth, before whom I stand, 
I will surely shew myself unto him 
to day. 

16 So O-ba-di/ah went to meet 
A’hab, and told him: and A’‘hab 
went to meet E-li’jah. 

17 § And it came to pass, when 
A’/hab saw E-li’jah, that A’hab said 
unto him, Art thou he that trou- 
bleth Is’ra-el ? 4 

18 And he answered, I have not 
troubled is’ra-el; but thou, and thy 
father’s house, in that ye have for- 
saken the commandments of the 
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The prophets of 


ER, and thou hast followed Ba’- 
al-im. 

19 Now therefore send, and gather 
to me all is’ra-el unto mount Car’- 
mel, and the prophets of Ba’al four 
hundred and fifty, and the prophets 
ef the groves four hundred, which 
eat at Jéz’e-bel’s table. 

2) So A’hab sent unto all the chil- 
drenofiIs’ra-el,and gathered the pro- 
phets together unto mount Car’mel. 

21 And £&-li/jah came unto all the 
pene. and said, How long halt ye 

etween two opinions ? if the LORD 
be God, follow him: but if Ba/al, 
then follow him. And the people 
answered him not a word. 

22 Then said &-li/jah unto the peo- 
ple, I, even I only, remain a prophet 
of the LORD; but Ba’al’s prophets 
are four hundred and fifty men. 

23 Let them therefore give us two 
bullocks; and let them choose one 
bullock for themselves, and cut it in 
pieces, and lay it on wood, and put 
no-fire under: and I will dress the 
other bullock, and lay 7¢ on wood, 
and put no fire under: 

24 And call ye on the name of your 
ods, and I will call on the name of 
he Lorp: and the God that an- 
swereth by fire, let him be God. 
And ajl the people answered and 
said, It is well spoken. 

25 And £-li’/jah said unto the pro- 
co of Ba’/al, Choose you one bul- 
ock for yourselves, and dress it 
first; for ye are many; and call on 
the name of your gods, but put no 
fire under. 

26 And they took the bullock which 
was given them, and they dressed 7t¢, 
and called on the name of Ba’al from 
morning even until noon, saying, O 
Ba’/al, hear us. But there was no 
voice, nor any that answered. And 
they jeaped upon the altar which 
was made. 

.27 And it came to pass at noon, 
that &-li/jah mocked them, and said, 
Cry aloud: for he is a god; either 
he is talking, or he is pursuing, or 
he is in a journey, or peradventure 
he sleepeth, and must be awaked. 

And they cried aloud, and cut 
themselves after their manner with 
knives and lancets, till the blood 
gushed out upon them. 

29 And it came to pass, when mid- 
day was past, and they prophesied 
until the time ot the offering of the 
evening sacrifice, that there was nei- 
ther voice, nor any to answer, nor 
any that regarded. 

30 And f&-li’/jah said unto all the 
people, Come near unto me. And 
all the people came near upto him.

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And he repaired the altar of the 
LORD-that was broken down. 

31 And E-li’/jah took twelve stones, 
according to the number of the 
tribes of the sons of Ja’cob, unto 
whom the word of the LORD came, 
saying, Is’ra-el shall be thy name: 

32 And with the stones he built an 
altar in the name of the LORD: and 
he made a trench about the altar, as 
great as would contain two mea- 
sures of seed.

35 And the water ran round about 
the altar; and he filled the trench 
also with water. 

36 And it came to pass at the time 
grahe offering of the evening sacri- 

ce, that E-li/jah the prophet came 
near, and said, LORD God of A’bra- 
ham, I’saac, and of Is’ra-el, let it be 
known this day that thou art God 
in Is‘ra-el, and that I am thy servant, 
and that I have done all these 
things at thy word. 

37 Hear me, O LORD, hear me, that 
this people may know that thou art- 
the LORD God, and that thou hast 
turned their heart back again. 

38 Thenthe fire of the LORD fell, 
and consumed the burnt sacrifice 
and the wood, and the stones, and 
the dust, and licked up the water 
that was in the trench. 

39 And when all the people saw it, 
they fell on their faces: and they 
said, The LORD, he is the God; the 
LORD, he is the God. 

40 And E-li‘jah said unto them, 
Take the prophets of Ba’al; let not 
one of them escape. And they took 
them: and E-li’jah brought them 
down to the brook Ki’/shon, and 
slew them there. 

41 § And £-li’‘jah said unto A’hab, 
Get thee up, eat and drink ; for there 
is a sound of abundance of rain. 

42 So A’hab went up to eat and to 
drink. And £-li’/jah went up to the 
ni of Car’mel; and he cast him- 
self down upon the earth, and put 
his face between his knees, 

43 And said to his servant, Go up 
now, look toward the sea. And he 
went up, and looked, and said, There 
isnothing. And he said, Go again 
seven times.

44 And it came to pass at the sev- 
enth time, that he said, Behold 
there ariseth a little cloud out 0 
the sea, like a man’s hand.

for the children of is’ra-el have for- 
saken thy covenant, thrown down 
thine altars, and slain thy prophets 
with the sword; and I, even I only, 
am left; and they seek my life, to 
take it away.

And, behold, the LORD passed by,

said unto him, Thus saith Beén- 
ha'dad, 


3 Thy silver and thy gold is mine; 
thy wives also and thy children, 
even the goodliest, are mine. 

4 And the king of Is’ra-el answered 
and said, My lord, O king, ore 
to thy saying, I am thine, and al 
that I have. 

5 And the messengers came again, 
and said, Thus speaketh Bén-ha/- 
dad, saying, Although I have sent 
unto thee, saying, Thou shalt de- 
liver me thy silver, and thy gold, 
and thy wives, and thy children; 

6 Yet Iwill send my servants unto 
thee to morrow about this time, 
and they shall search thine house, 
and the houses of thy servants; 
and it shall be, that whatsoever is 
pleasant in thine eyes, they shall 
put 7¢ in their haud, and take it 
away. 

7 Then the king of Is’ra-el called 
all the elders of the land, and said, 
Mark, I pray you, and see how this 
man seeketh mischief: for he sent 
unto me for my wives, and for my 
children, and for my silver, and for 
my gold; and I denied him not. 

8 And all the elders and all the 
people said unto him, Hearken not 
unto him, nor consent.

144 And A’hab said, By whom? 
And he said, Thus saith the LORD, 
Even by the young men of the 
princes of the provinees.

15 Then he numbered the young 
men of the princes of the provinces 
and they were two hundred an 
thirty two: and after them he num- 
bered all the people, even all the 
children of Is’ra-el, being seven 
thousand. 

16 And they went out at noon. 
But Ben-ha'dad was drinking him- 
self drunk in the pavilions, he and 
the pear a the thirty and two kings 
that helped him. 

17 And the young men of the 
princes of the provinces went out 
first; and Bén-ha’dad sent out, and 
they told him, saying, There are 
men come out of Sa-ma/ri-a.

23 And the servants of the king of 
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Syr'i-a said unto him, Their gods 
are gods of the hills; therefore they 
were stronger than we; but let us 
fight against them in the plain, and 
surely we shall be stronger than 
ey. 
24 And do this thing, Take the 
kings away, every man out of his 
place, and put captains in their 
rooms: i 
25 And number thee an army, like 
the army that thou hast lost, horse 
for horse, and chariot for chariot: 
‘and we will fight against them in 
the plain, and surely we shall be 
stronger than they. And he heark- 
ened unto their voice, and did so. 
26 And it came to pass at the re- 
turn of the year, that Bén-ha’dad 
numbered the Syr’i-ans, and went 
up to A’phek, to fight against Is’- 


ra-el. 

27 And the children of is’ra-el were 
numbered, and were all present, 
and went against them: and the 
children of is/ra-el pitched before 
them like two little flocks of kids; 
but the Syr’1-ang filled the country. 

28 | And there came a man of God, 
and spake unto the king of Is’ra-el, 
and said, Thus saith the LORD, Be- 
cause the Syr’l-ans have said, The 
LORD is God of the hills, but he ts 
not God of the valleys, therefore 
will I deliver all this great multi- 
tude into thine hand, and ye shall 
know that I am the LORD.

And as soon as he was 
departed from him, a lion found 
him, and slew him. .

38 So the prophet departed, and 
waited for the king by the way, and 
disguised himself with ashes upon 
his face.

42 And he said unto him, Thus 
saith the LORD, Because thou hast 
let go out of thy hand a man whom 
I appointed to utter destruction, 
therefore thy life shall go for his

43 And the king of Is’ra-el went 
to his house heavy and displeased, 
and came to Sa-ma’ri-a.

bs ae it came to pass after these 
things, that Na’/both the Jéz’- 
re-el-ite had a vineyard, which was 
in Jéz’re-el, hard by the palace of 
A’hab king of Sa-ma’ri-a. 

2 And A’hab spake unto Na’both, 
saying, Give me thy vineyard, that 
I may have it for a garden of herbs, 
because it 7s near unto my house: 
and I will give thee for it a better 
vineyard thanit; or, if itseem good 
to thee, I will give thee the worth 
of it in money. 

3 And Na’/both said to A’hab, The 
LorpD forbid it me, that I should 
give the inheritance of my fathers 
unto thee. 

4 And A’hab came into his house 
heavy and displeased because of the 
word which N2’/both the Jéz’re-el- 
ite had spoken to him: for he had 
said, I will not give thee the in- 
heritance of my fathers. And he 
laid him down upon his bed, and 
turned ae his face, and would 
eat no bread. 

5 J But Jéz’e-bél his wife came to 
him, and said unto him, Why is thy 
spirit so sad, that thou eatest no 
bread ?

and the king. Then they carried 
him forth out of the city, and stoned 
him with stones, that he died. 

14 Then they sent to Jéz’e-bel, say- 
ing, Na’both is stoned, and is dead. 

15 § And it came to pass, when 
Jéz’e-bél heard that Na’both was 
stoned, and was dead, that Jéz’e-bél 
said to A’hab, Arise, take possession 
of the vineyard of Na’both the Jéz’- 
re-el-ite, which he refused to give 
thee for money: for Na’/both is not 
alive, but dead.

18 Arise, go down to meet A’hab 
king of is’ra-el, which 7s in Sa-ma/- 
ri-a: behold, he is in the vineyard of 
Na’both, whither he is gone down 
to possess it. 

19 And thou shalt speak unto him 
Savane Thus saith the LORD, Hast 
thou killed, and also taken posses- 
sion? And thou shalt speak unto 
him, saying, Thus saith the LORD, 
In the place where dogs licked the 
blood of Na/both shall dogs lick thy 
blood, even thine. 

20 And A’hab said to F£-li/jah, Hast 
thou found me, O mine enemy?

28 And the word of the LORD came 
to E-li/jah the Tish’bite, saying, 

29 Seest thou how A’hab humbleth 
himself before me? because he 
humbleth himself before me, I will 
not bring the evil in his days: but 
in his son’s days will I bring the 
evil upon his house. ~

5 And Jé-ho0sh’a-phat said unto the 
king of Is’ra-el, Soules Ijpray thee, 
at the word of the LORD to day. 

6 Then the king of is’ra-el gath- 
ered the prophets together, about 
four hundred men, and said unto 
them, Shall I go against -Ra’moth- 
gil’e-ad to battle, or shall 7 forbear ? 
And they said, Go up; for the LORD 
shall deliver it into the hand of 
the king. _ Fe 2 

7 And Jé-hosh’a-phat said, Js there 
not here a prophet of the LORD be- 
sides, that we might enquire of 
him ? i 

8 And the king of Ig’ra-el said 
unto Jé-hosh’a-phat, Thereis yet one 
man, Mi-ca/jah the son of Im/’lah, 
by whom we may enquire of the 
LoRD: but I hate him; for he doth 
not prophesy good concerning me, 
but evil. And Jé-ho0sh’a-phat said, 
Let not the king say so. 

9 Then the king of Is’ra-el calied 
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Micaiah’s prophecy. 
an Officer, and said, Hasten hither 
Mi-ca/iah the son of Im’lah. 

10 And the king of Is’ra-el and Jé- 
hosh’a-phat the king of Ju’dah sat 
each on his throne, having put on 
their robes, in a void place in the 
entrance of the gate of Sa-ma/ri-a; 


; and all the prophets prophesied be- 


fore them. 

11 And Zéd-e-ki’ah the son of Ché- 
na/a-nah made him horns of iron: 
and he said, Thus saith the LORD, 
With these shalt thou push the Syr’- 
i-ans,. until thou have consumed 
them. 

12 And all the prophets prophesied 
So, Saying, Go up to Ra’moth-gil’e- 
ad, and prosper: for the LORD shall 
deliver zt into the king’s hand. 

13 And the messenger that was gone 
to call Mi-ca/jah spake unto him 
saying, Behold now, the words of 
the prophets declare good unto the 
king with one mouth: let thy word, 
I pray. thee, be like the word of one 
oO a and speak that which is 
good. 

14 And Mi-ca/iah said, As the LORD 
liveth, what the LORD saith unto 
me, that willI speak. 

15 { So he came to the king. And 
the king said unto him, M1-ca/iah, 
shall we go against Ra’moth-gil’e- 
ad to battle, or shall we forbear ? 
And he answered him, Go, and 
prosper: for the LORD shall deliver 
at into the hand of the king. 

16 And the king said unto him, 
How many times shall Iadjure thee 
that thou tell me nothing but. that 
which is true in the name of the 
LORD ? 

17 And he said, I saw all Is’ra-el 
scattered upon the hills, as sheep 
that have not a shepherd: and the 
LORD said, These have no master: 
let them return every man to his 
house in peace. 

18 And the king of Is’ra-el said 
unto Jé-hosh’a-phat, Did I not tell 
thee that he would prophesy no 
good concerning me, but evil ? 

19 Aud he said, Hear thou there- 
fore the word of the LORD: I saw 
the LORD serps on his throne, and 
all the host of heaven standing by 
a on his right hand and on his 
eft. 

20 And the LORD said, Who shali 
persuade A’hab, that he may go u 
and fall at Ra’moth-gil’e-ad? An 
one said on this manner, and an- 
other said on that manner. 

21 And there came forth a spirit 
and stood ‘before the LORD, and 
said, I will persuade him. wag 
22 And the LORD said unto him, 


Ahab slain in battle. 


Wherewith? And he said, I will go 
forth, and I will be a lying spirit 
in the mouth of all his prophets. 
And he said, Thou shalt persuade 
Ae and prevail also: go forth, and 

0 SO. 

23 Now therefore, behold, the 
LORD hath put a lying spirit in the 
mouth of all these thy prophets, and 
the LORD hath spoken evil concern- 
ing thee. 

24 But Zéd-e-ki’ah the son of Ché- 
na/a-nah went near, and smote Mz1- 
ca’iah on the cheek, and said, Which 
way went the Spirit of the LORD 
froin me to speak unto thee ? 

25 And Mi-ca/jah said, Behold, 
thou shalt see in that day, when 
thou shalt go into an inner chamber 
to hide thyself. 

26 And the king of is’ra-el said, 
Take M1-ca/iah, and carry him back 
unto A’mon the governor of the 
city, and to JO’ash the king’s son; 

27 And say, Thus saith the king, 
Put this fellow in the prison, and 
feed him with bread of affliction 
and with water of affliction, until I 
come in peace. 

28 And Mi-ca’/iah said, If thou re- 
turn at all in peace, the LorD hath 
not spoken by me. And he said, 
Hearken, O people,every one of you. 

29 So the king of Is’ra-el and Jé- 
hosh’a-phat the king of Ju’dah went 
up to Ra’moth-gil’e-ad. 

30 And the king of Is’ra-el said 
unto Jé-hosh’a-phat, I will disguise 
myself, and enter into the battle; 
but put thou on thy robes. And the 
king of Is’ra-el disguised himself, 
and went into the battle. 

31 But the king of Syr’i-a com- 
manded his thirty and two captains 
that had rule over his chariots, say- 
ing, Fight neither with small nor 
great, save only with the king of 
Is'ra-el. 

32 And it came to pass, when the 
captains of the chariots saw Jé- 
hosh’a-phat, that they said, Surely 
itis the king of Iis’ra-el. And they 
turned aside to fight against him: 
and Jé-hdsh’a-phat cried out. 

33 And it came to pass, when the 
captains of the chariots perceived 
that it was not the king of Is/ra-el, 
that they turned back from pursu- 
ing him. , 

34 And a certain man drew a bow 
at a venture, and smote the king 
of Is’ra-el between the joints of 
the harness: wherefore he said unto 
the driver of his chariot, Turn thine 
hand, and carry me out of the host; 
for lam wounded. _ 

35 And ‘the battle increased that 
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day: and the king was stayed up in 
his chariot against the Syr’i-ans, 
and died at even: and the blood ran 
out of the wound into the midst 
of the chariot. 

36 And there went a proclamation 
throughout the host about the going 
down of the sun, saying, Every man 
to his city, and every man to his 
own country. - 

37 J. So the king died, and was 
brought to Sa-ma/ri-a; and they 
buried the king in Sa-ma’ri-a. 

38 And one washed the chariot in 
the pool of Sa-ma/ri-a ; and the dogs 
licked up his blood; and they 
washed his armour; according unto 
the word of the LoRD which he 
spake. a 

39 Now the rest of the acts of A’hab, 
and all that he did, and the ivory 
house which he made, and all the 
cities that he built, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Is’ra-el ? 

40 So A’hab slept with his fathers; 
and A-ha-zi/ah his son reigned in his 
stead. 

41 ¢ And Jé-hosh’a-phat the son 
of A’sa began to reign over Ju’dah 
in the fourth year of A’hab king of 
Iis’ra-el. 

42 Jé-hosh’a-phat was thirty and 
five years old when he began to 
reign; and he reigned twenty and 
five years in Jé-ru’sa-lem. And his 
mother’s. name was A-zu’bah the 
daughte1 of Shil’hi. 

43 And he walked in all the ways 
of A’sa his father; he turned not 
aside from it, doing that which was 
right in the eyes of the LORD: nev- 
ertheless the high places were not 
taken away: for the people offered 
and burnt incense yet in the high 
places. 

44 And Jé-hosh’a-phat made peace 
with the king of Is’ra-el. 

45 Now the rest of the acts of Jé- 
hosh’a-phat, and his might that he 
shewed, and how he warred, ere 
they not written in the book of the 
chronicles of the kings of Ju’dah ? 

46 And the remnant of the sod- 
omites, which remained in the days 
pe as father A’sa, he took out of the 

and. 

47 There was then no king in 
E’dom: a deputy was king. 

48 Jé-hosh’a-phat. made ships of 
Thiar’shish to go to 0’phir for goid: 
but they went not; for the ships 
were broken at E’zi-on-ge’bér. 

49 Then said A-ha-zi/ah the son of 
A’hab unto Jé-hosh’a-phat, Let my 
servants go with thy seivants in the 
ships. But Jé-hosh’a-phat would not.

50 J And J eb testy slept with 
his fathers, and was buried with his 
fathers in the city of Da’vid his 
' father: and Jé-ho’/ram his son 
reigned in his stead. 

51 9 A-ha-zi‘ah the son of A’hab 
began to reign over Is’ra-el in Sa- 
ma/ri-a the seventeenth year of Jé- 
hosh’a-phat king of Ju’dah, and 
reigned two years over is’ra-el.

2 And A-ha-zi’ah fell down through 
a lattice in his upper chamber that 
was in Sa-ina’ri-a, and was sick: and 
he sent_ messengers, and said unto 
them, Go, enquire of Ba/al-ze’btb 
the god of Ek’ron whether I shall 
recover of this disease. 

3 But the angel of the LORD said 
to &-li’/jah the Tish’bite, Arise, go 
up to meet the messengers of the 
king of Sa-ma/ri-a, and say unto 
them, /s i¢ not because there is not 
a God in Is’ra-el, that ye go to 
enquire of Ba/al-ze’bib the god of 
Ek’ron? 

4 Now therefore thus saith the 
LORD, Thou shalt not come down 
from that bed on which thou art 
pone up, but shalt surely: die. And 

-li’/jah departed. 

5 § And when the messengers 
turned back unto him, he said unto 
them, Why are ye pow turned 
back ? 

6 And they said unto him, There 
came a man up to meet us, and said 
unto us, Go, turn again unto the 
king that sent you, and say unto 
him, Thus saith the LORD, /s it not 
because there is not a God in is’ra- 
él, that thou sendest to enquire of 
Ba’al-ze'bib the god of Ek’ron? 
therefore thou shalt not come down 
from that bed on which thou art 
gone up, but shalt surely die. 





7 And he said unto them, What 
manner of man was he which came 
up to meet you, and told you these 
words ?

9 Then the king sent unto him a 
captain of fifty with his fifty. And 
he went up to him: and, behold, he 
sat on the top of an hill. And he 
spake unto him, Thou man of God, 
the king hath said, Come down. 

10 And £-li‘jah answered and said 
to the captain of fifty, If I bea man 
of God, then let fire come down 
trom heaven, and consume thee and 
thy fifty. And there came down 
fire from heaven, and consumed 
him and his fifty. 

11 Again also he sent unto him an- 
other captain of fifty with his fifty. 
And he answered and said unto 
him, O man of God, thus hath the 
king said, Come down quickly. 

12 And £E-li’/jah answered and said 
unto them, If I de a man of God, let 
fire come down from heaven, and 
consume thee and thy fifty. And 
the fire of God came down from 
heaven, and consumed him and his 


fifty. 

13 g Pee he sent again a captain 
of the third fifty. with his fifty. 
And the third captain of fifty went 
up, and came and fell on his knees 


before E-li/jah,; and besought him, 


and said unto him, O man of God, 
pray thee, let my life, and the life 
of these fifty thy servants, be pre- 
cious in thy sight. 

14 Beholc, there came fire down 
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from heaven, and burnt up the two] 6 And_ FE-li‘jah said unto him, 


captains of the former fifties with 
their fifties: therefore let my life 
now be precious in he tb ht. 

15 And the angel of the LoRD said 
unto £E-li/jah, Go down with him: 
ve not afraid of him. And he arose, 
ere went down with him unto the 

ing. 

16 And he said unto him, Thus 
saith the LORD, Forasmuch as thou 
hast sent messengers to enquire of 
Ba’al-ze’bub the god of Ek’ron, is it 
not because there is no God in Is’ra- 
el to enquire of his word ? there- 
fore thou shalt not come down off 
that bed on which thou art gone 
a but shalt surely die. 

7 9 So he died according to the 
word of the LORD which F-li/jah 
had spoken. And Jé-h0’ram reign- 
ed in his stead in the second year 
of Jé-ho’ram the son of Jé-hdsh’a- 
pant king of Ju’dah; because he 

ad no son. 

18 Now the rest of the acts of A-ha- 
zi’ah which he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chroni- 
cles of the kings of Is’ra-el ? 


CHAPTER 2. 

1 Elijah divides the Jordan. 11 He is 
taken up to heaven.

WAND it came to pass, when the 

LORD would take up E-li’/jah 
into heaven by a whirlwind, that 

E-li'jah went with £E-li’sha from 

Gil’ gal. 

2 And f&-li’/jah said unto E-li’sha, 
Tarry here, I pray thee; for the 
LORD hath sent me to Béth’-el. 
And F£-li’/sha said unto him, As the 
LORD liveth, and as thy soul liveth, 
Iwill not leave thee. So they went 
down to Béth’-el. 

8 And the sons of the prophets 
that were at Béth’-el came forth to 
f-li’sha, and said unto him, Know- 
est thou that the LORD will take 
away thy master from thy head to 
oan ? And he said, Yea, I know it; 
hold ye your peace. 

4 And £-li’/jah said unto him, £-li- 
sha, tarry here, I pray thee; for the 
LorRD hath sent me to Jér’i-cho. 
And he said, As the LORD liveth 
and as thy soul liveth, I will no 
leane thee. So they came to Jér’l- 
cho. 

5 And the sons of the prophets 
that were at Jér'i-cho came to E-li’ 
sha, and said unto him, Knowes 
thou that the LORD will take away 
thy master from thy head to day ? 
And he answered, Yea, I know it; 
hold ye your peace. 


Tarry, I pray thee, here; for the 
LORD hath sent me to JOor’dan. 
And he said, As the LORD liveth 
and as thy soul liveth, I will no 
leave thee. And theytwo went on. 

7 And fifty men of the sons of the 
prophets went, and stood to view 
afar off: and they two stood by 
Jor’dan. 

8 And E-li/jah took his mantle, 
and wrapped i¢ together, and smote 
the waters, and they were divided 
hither and thither, so that they two 
went over on dry ground. 

9 | Andit came to pass, when they 
were gone over, that E-li’jah said 
unto E-li’sha, Ask what I shall do 
for thee, before I be taken away 
from thee. And F-li/shasaid, I pray 
thee, let a double portion of thy 
ape be upon me. 

0 And he said, Thou hast asked 
a hard thing: nevertheless, if thou 
see me when Jam taken from thee, 
it shall be so unto thee; but if not, 
it shall not be so. 

1 And it came to pass, as they still 
went on, and talked, that, behold 
there appeared a chariot of fire, and 
horses of fire,and parted them both 
asunder; and E-li/jah went up by a 
whirlwind into heaven. 

12 ¢ And F£-li/sha saw wt, and he 
cried, My father, my father, the 
chariot of Is’ra-el, and the horse- 
men thereof. And he saw him no 
more: and he took hold of his own 
clothes, and rent them in two 
pieces. 

13 He took up also the mantle of 
E-li’/jah that fell from him, and went 
back and stood by the bank of J6r- 


dan; 

14 And hetook the mantle of £-li’- 
jah that fell from him, and smote 
the waters, and said, Where 7s the 
LoRD God of £-li/jah ? and when he 
also had smitten the waters, they 
parted hither and thither: and £-li’- 
sha went over. 

15 And when the sons of the pro- 
phets which were to view at Jeér’l- 
cho saw him, they said, The spirit 
of &-li/jah doth rest on E-li’sha. And 
they came to meet him, and bowed 
themselves to the ground before 


him. 

16 { And they said unto him, Be- 
hold now, there be with thy servants 
fifty strong men; let them go, we 
peels thee, and seek thy master: 
est peradventure the Spirit of the 
LORD hath taken him up, and cast 
him upon some mountain, or into 
some valley. And he said, Ye shall 
not send. 
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17 And when they urged him till he 
was ashamed, he said, Send. They 
sent therefore fifty men; and they 
sought three days, but found him 


not. 

18 And when they came again to 
him, (for he tarried at Jér’i-cho,) he 
said unto them, Did I not say unto 
you, Go not? ; : 

19 ¢ And the men of the city said 
unto £-li’‘sha, Behold, I pray thee, 
the situation of this city 7s pleasant, 
as my lord seeth: but the water is 
naught, and the ground barren. 

20 And he said, Bring me a new 
cruse, and put salt therein. And 
they brought 7¢ to him. 

21 And he went forth unto the 
spring of the waters, and cast the 
salt in there, and said, Thus saith 
the LORD, {I have healed these 
waters; there shall not be from 
aa any more death or barren 

and. 

22 So the waters were healed unto 
this day, according to the saying of 
E-li/sha which he spake. 

23 § And he went up from thence 
unto Béth’-el: and as he was going 
up by the way, there came forth 
little children out of the city, and 
mocked him, and said unto him, Go 
up, thou bald head; go up, thou 
bald head. 

24 And he turned back, and looked 
on them, and cursed them in the 
name of the LoRD. And there 
came forth two she bears out of the 
wood, and tare forty and two chil- 
dren of them. 

25 And he went from thence to 
mount Car’mel, and from thence 
he returned to Sa-ma’ri-a. 


CHAPTER 3. 

1 Reign of Jehoram. 6 Judah’s league 
with Israel. 13 Elisha’s prophecy. 21 
Moab smitten. 

OW Jé-ho’ram the son of A’hab 
began to reign over ig’ra-el in 

S4-ma/ri-a the eighteenth year of 

J6-hOsh’a-phat king of Ju’dah, and 

reigned twelve years. 

2 And he wrought evil in the sight 
of the LORD; but not like his father, 
and like his mother: for he put away 
the image of Ba’‘al that his father 
had made. 

3 Nevertheless he cleaved unto 
the sins of Jér-o-b0’am the son of 
Ne’bat, which made Is’ra-el to sin; 
he epee not therefrom. 

4 7 And Me’sha king of MO’ab was 
a sheepmaster, and rendered unto 
the king of Is’ra-el an hundred thou- 
sand lambs, and an hundred thou- 
sand rams, with the wool. 
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Elisha’s prophecy. 


5 Bui it came to pass, when A’hab 
was dead, that the king of Mo’ab 
rebelled against the king of Is’ra-el. 

6 § And king Jé-ho’ram went out 
of Sa-ma/ri-a the same time, and 
numbered all is’ra-el. 


- 7 And he wentand sent to Jé-hosh’- 


a-phat the king of Ju’dah, saying 

The king of MOo’ab hath rebelled 
against me: wilt thou go with me 
against Mo’ab to battle? And he 
said, I will go up: I am as thou 
art, my people as thy people, and 
my horses as thy horses. 

8 And he said, Which way shall 
we goup? And he answered, The 
way through the wilderness of 
E/dom. 

9 So the king of Is’ra-el went, and 
the king of Ju’dah, and the king of 
E’dom: and they fetched a compass 
of seven days’ Journey: and there 
was no water for the host, and for 
the cattle that followed them. 

10 And the king of Ig’ra-el said 
Alas! that the Lorp hath called 
these three kings together, to de- 
liver them into the hand of Mo’ab! 

ll But Jé-hosh’a-phat said, Js 
there not here a prophet of the 
LORD, that we may enquire of the 
LORD by him? And one of the kin 
of is’ra-el’s servants answered an 
said, Here 7s &-li’sha the son of Sha/- 
phat which poured water on the 

ands of Elijah. 

12 And Jé-hodsh’a-phat said, The 
word of the LORD is with him. So 
the king of Is’ra-el and Jé-hdsh/a- 
phat and the king of E’dom went 
down to him. 

13 And £-li’sha said unto the kin 
of Is’ra-el, What have I to do wit 
thee? get thee to the prophets of 
thy father, and to the prophets of 
thy mother. And the me of Is’ra- 
el said unto him, Nay: for the LORD 
hath called these three kings to- 

ether, to deliver them into the 
hand of MOo’ab. 

14 And £-li’/sha said, As the LORD 
of hosts liveth, before whem I 
stand, surely, were it not that I re- 
garg the presence of Jé-hosh’a-phat 

he king of Ju/dah, I would not look 
toward thee, nor see thee. 

15 But now bring me a minstrel. 
And it came to pass, when the min- 
strel played, that the hand of th. 
LORD came upon him. | 

16 And he said, Thus saith the | 
LorD, Make this valley full of_ 
ditches. 

17 For thus saith the LorD, Ye 
shall not see wind, neither shall i 
see rain; yet that valley shall be 
filled with water, that ye may drink, 
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both ye, and your cattle, and your 
beasts. apie : F 

18 And this is but a light thing in 
the sight of the LorpD: he will de- 
liver the MO’ab-ites also into your 
hand. 

19 And ye shall smite every fenced 
city, and every choice city, and 
shall fell every good tree, and stop 
all wells of water,and mar every 
good piece of land with stones. 

20 And it came to passin the morn- 
ing, when the meat offering was 
offered, that, behold, there came 
water by the way of E’dom,and the 
country was filled with water. 

21 ¥ And when all the Mo’ab-ites 
heard that the kings were come up 
to fight against them, they gather- 
ed all that were able to put on ar- 
mour, and upward, and stood in the 
border. ‘i 

22 And they rose up early in the 
morning, and the sun shone upon 
the water, and the Mo’ab-ites saw 
the water on the other side as red 
as blood: 

23 And they said, This zs blood: 
the kings are surely slain, and they 
have smitten one another: now 
therefore, M0’ab, to the spoil. 

24 And when they came to the 
camp of is’ra-el, the Is’ra-el-ites 
rose up and smote the M0’ab-ites, 
sothat they fled before them: but 
they went forward smiting the 
MO0’ab-ites, even in their country. 

25 And they beat down the cities 
and on every good piece of land 
cast every man his stone, and filled 
it; and they stopped all the wells of 
water, and felled all the chars trees: 
only in Kir-har’a-séth left they the 
stones thereof ; howbeit the slingers 
went about it, and smote it. 

26 { And when the king of MO’ab 
saw that the battle was too sore for 
him, he took with him seven hun- 
dred men that drew swords, to 
break through even unto the king of 
E’dom: but they could not. 

27 Then he took his eldest son 
that should have reigned in his 
stead, ane offered him for a burnt 
offering upon the wall. And there 
was great indignation against Is’ra- 
el: and they departed from him, 
and returned to their own land. 


CHAPTER 4.

5 So she went from him, and shut 
the door upon her and upon her 
sons, who brought the vessels to her; 
and she poured out. 

6 And it came to pass, when the 
vessels were full, that she said unto 
her son, Bring me yet a vessel. And 
hesaid unto her, Vhereis nota vessel 
more. And the oil stayed. 

7 Then she came and told the man 
of God. And he said, Go, seli the 
oil, and pay thy debt, and live thou 
and thy children of the rest. 

8 § And it fell on a day, that 
E-li’sha passed to Shu’nem, where 
was @ great woman; and she con- 
strained him toeat bread. And so 
it was, that as oft as he passed by, 
he turned in thither to eat bread. 

9 And she said unto her husband, 
Behold now, I perceive that this is 
an holy man of God, which passeth 
by us continually. 

0 Let us make a little chamber, I 
pray thee, on the wall; and Jet us 
set for him there a bed, and a table 
and a stool, and a candlestick: and 
it shall be, when he cometh to us, 
that he shall turn in thithcr.

And 
when he had called her, she stood 
before him. 

13 And he said unto him, Say now 
unto her, Behold, thou hast been 
careful for us with all this care; 
what zs to be done for thee ? would. 
est thou be spoken for to the king. 
or to the captain of the host ? And 
she answered, I dwell among mine © 
own people. 

14 And he said, What then is to 
be done for her? And Gé6-ha’zi an- 
swered, Verily she hath no child, 
and her husband is old. 
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15 And he said, Call her. And when 
ne had called her, she stood in the 

oor. 

16 And he said, About this season, 
according to the time of life, thou 
shalt embraceason. And she said, 
Nay, my lord, thou man of God, do 
not lie unto thine handmaid. 

17 And the woman conceived, and 
bare a son at that season that F-li’- 
sha had said unto her, according to 
the time of life. 

18 § And when the child was 
grown, it fell on a day, that he went 
out to his father to the reapers. 

19 And he said unto his father, My 
head, my head. And he said to a 
lad, Carry him to his mother. 

20 And when he had taken him, 
and brought him to his mother, he 
sy a her knees till noon, and then 

ied. 

21 And she went up, and laid him 
on the bed of the man of God, and 
shut ¢hedoor upon him, and wentout. 

22 And she called unto her hus- 
band, and said, Send me, I pray 
thee, one of the young men, and 
one of the asses, that I may run to 
the man of God, and come again. 

23 And he said, Wherefore wilt 
thou go to him to day ? it is neither 
new moon, nor sabbath. And she 
said, /¢ shall be well. 

24 Then she saddled an ass, and 
said to her servant, Drive, and go 
forward; slack not thy riding for 
me, except I bid thee. 

25 So she went and came unto the 
man of God to mount Car’mel. 
And it came to pass, when the man 
of God saw her afar off, that he said 
to Gé-ha’zi his servant, Behold, yon- 
der is that Shu’nam-mite: 

26 Run now, I pray thee, to meet 
her, and say unto her, /s 7¢ well with 
thee ? is i¢ well with thy husband ? 
is it well with the child? And she 
answered, /¢ is well. 

27 And when she came to the man 
of God to the hill, she caught him 
by the feet: but Gé-ha’zi came near 
to thrust her away. And the man 
of God said, Let her alone;: for her 
soul is vexed within her: and the 
LORD hath hid 7¢ from me, and hath 
not told me. 

28 Then she said, Did I desire a 
son of my lord? did I not say, Do 
not deceive me? 

29 Then he said to Gé-ha’zi, Gird 
' up thy loins, and take my staff in 
thine hand, and go thy way: if thou 
meet any man, salute him not; and 
if any salute thee, answer him not 
again: and lay my staff upon the 
face of the child. 
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30 And the mother of the child 
said, As the LORD liveth, and as thy 
soul liveth, I will not leave thee. 
And he arose, and followed her. 

81 And Gé-ha’zi passed on before 
them, and laid the staff upon the 
face of the child; but there was nei- 
ther voice, nor nea Wherefore 
he wentagain to meet him, and told 
him, saying, The child is not 
awaked. 

32 And when E-li’sha was come 
into the house, behold, the child 
was dead, and laid upon his bed. 

33 He went in therefore, and shut 
the door upon them twain, and 
prayed unto the LORD. 

34 And he went up, and eet upon 
the child, and put his mouth upon 
his mouth, and his eyes upon his 
eyes, and his hands upon his hands: 
and he stretched himself upon the 
child; and the flesh of the child 
waxed warm. 

385 Then he returned, and walked 
in the house to and fro; and went 
up, and stretched himself upon 
him: and the child sneezed seven 
times, and the child opened his 


eyes. 

36 And he called Gé-ha/zi, and 
said, Call this Shu’/nam-mite. So he 
called her. And when she was 
come in unto him, he said, Take up 
thy son. 

37 Then she went in, and fell at 
his feet, and bowed herself to the 
ground, and took up her son, and 
went out. 

38 { And E-li/sha came again to 
Gil'gal: and there was a dearth in 
the land; and the sons of the pro- 
poeis were sitting before him: and 

e said unto his servant, Set on the 
great pot, and seethe pottage for 
the sons of the prophets. 

39 And one went out into the field 
to gather herbs, and found a wild 
vine, and gathered thereof wild 
gourds his lap full, and came and 
shred them into the pot of pottage: 
for they knew them not. 

40 So they poured out for the men 
to eat. And it came to pass, as they 
were eating of the pottage that they 
cried out, and said, O thow man of. 
God, there is death in the pot. And 
they could not eat thereof. 

41 But he said, Then bring meal. 
And he cast zt into the pot; and he 
said, Pour out for the people, that 
they may eat. And there was no 
harm in the pot. 

42 § And there came a man from 
Ba’al-shal'i-sha, and brought the 
man of God bread of the firstfruits 
twenty loaves of barley, and full

ears of corn in the husk thereof. 
And he said, Give unto the people, 
that they may eat. 

43 And his servitor said, What 
should I set this before an hundre 
men? He said again, Give the peo- 
ple, that they may eat: for thus 
saith the LORD, They shall eat, and 
shall leave thereof. 

44 So he set it before them, and 
they did eat, and left thereof, ac- 
cording to the word of the LORD. 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 Naaman goes to Samaria. 8 Heiscured 
of leprosy. 20 Gehazi’savarice. 27 He 
becomes leprous. 

OW Na’a-man, captain of the 
host of the king of Syr’i-a, was 

a great man with his master, and 

honourable, because by him the 

LORD had given deliverance unto 

Syr’l-a: he was aiso a mighty man 
in valour, but he was a leper. 

2 And the Syr’Lans had gone out 
by companies, and had brought 
away captive out of the land of Is’- 
ra-el a little maid; and she waited 
on Na/a-man’s wife. 

3 And she said unto her mistress, 
Would God my lord were with the 
prophet that 7s in Sa-ma’ri-a ! for 

e would recover him of his lep- 
rosy. 

4 And one went in, and told his 
lord, saying, Thus and thus said the 
maid that 7s of the land of Is’ra-el. 

5 And the king of Syr’l-a said, Go 
to, go, and I will send a letter unto 
the king of Is’ra-el. And he depart- 
ed, and took with him ten talents 
of silver, and six thousand pieces of 
gold, and ten changes of raiment. 

6 And he brought the letter to the 
king of Is’ra-el, saying, Now when 
this letter is come unto thee, be- 
hold, I have therewith sent Na’a- 
man my servant to thee, that thou 
mayest recover him of his leprosy. 
7 And it came to pass, when the 
king of Iis’ra-el had read the letter, 
that he rent his clothes, and said, 
Am I God, to kill and to make 
alive, that this man doth send unto 
me to recover a man of his leprosy ? 
wherefore consider, I pray you 
and see how he seeketh a quarrel 
against me. 

§ And it was so, when F-li’/sha 
the man of God had heard that the 
xing of Is’ra-el had rent his clothes, 
that he sent to the king, saying, 
Wherefore hast thou rent thy 
clothes ? let him come now to me, 
and he shall know that there is a 
nropnet, in Is’ra-el. 

9 So Na/‘a-man came with his 

24 
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horses and with his chariot, and 
stood at the door of the house of 
E-li’sha. 

10 And £-li’‘sha sent a messenger 
unto him, saying, Go and wash in 
JOor’‘dan seven times, and thy flesh 
shall come again to thee, and thou 
shalt be clean. 

11 But Na/a-man was wroth, and 
went away, and said, Behold, I 
thought, He will surely come out to 
me, and stand, and call onthe name 
of the LORD his God, and strike his 
hand over the place, and recover 
the leper. 

12 Are not Ab/a-na and Phir’par 
rivers of Da-mas’cus, better than all 
the waters of Is’ra-el? may I not 
wash in them, and be clean? So he 
turned and went away in a rage. 

13 And his servants came near, and 
spake unto him,and said, My father, 
if the prophet had bid thee do some 
Brae thing, wouldest thou not have 

one 7¢? how much rather then 
when he saith to thee, Wash, and 
be clean ? 

14 Then went he down, and dipped 
himself seven times in J6ér’dan, ac- 
cording to the saying of the man of 
God: and his flesh came again like 
unto the flesh of a little child, and 
he was clean. 

15 ¥ Andhe returned to the man of 
God, he and all his company, and 
came, and stood before him: and 
he said, Behold, now I know that 
there is 10 God in all the earth, but 
in Is’ra-el: now therefore, I pray 
thee, take a blessing of thy servant. 

16 But he said, As the LORD liveth, 
before whom I stand, I will receive 
none. And he urged him to take it; 
but he refused. 

17 And Na/a-man said, Shall there 
not then, I pray thee, be given to 
thy servant two mules’ burden of 
earth? for thy servant will hence- 
forth offer neither burnt offerin 
nor sacrifice unto other gods, bu 
unto the LORD. 

18 In this thing the LoRD pardon 
thy servant, that when my master 
goeth into the house of Rim/mon to 
worship there, and he leaneth on 
my hand, and I bow myself in the 
house of Rim’mon: when I bow 
down myself in the house of Rim’- 
mon, the LORD pardon thy servant 
in this thing. 

19 And he said unto him, Go in 
pene. So he departed from hima 
ittle way. 

20 § But Gé-ha’zi, the servant of 
E-li’sha the man of God, said, Be- 
hold, my master hath spared Na/a- 
man this Syr’l-an, in not receiving 
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at his hands that which he brought: 
but, as the LORD liveth, I will run 
after him, and take somewhat of 

im. 

21 So Gé-ha’zi followed after Na’‘a- 
man. And when Na/a-man saw him 
running after him, he lighted down 
from the chariot to meet him, and 
said, /s all well? 

22 And he said, All is well. My 
master hath sent me, saying, Be- 
hold, even now there be come to me 
from mount E’/phra-Im two young 
men of the sons of the prophets: 
give them, I pray thee, a talent of 
Silver, and two changes of gar- 
ments. 

23 And Na/a-man said, Be content, 
take twotalents. And he urged him, 
and bound two talents of silver in 
two bags, with two changes of gar- 
ments, and laid them upon two of 
his servants; and they bare them 
before him. 

24 And when he came tothe tower 
he took them from their hand, and 
bestowed them in the house: and 
he let the men go, and they de- 
parted. 

25 But he went in, and stood before 
his master. And £-li’sha said unto 
him, Whence comest thou, G6-ha’z1? 
And he said, Thy servant went no 
whither. 

26 And he said unto him, Went not 
mine heart with thee, when the man 
turned again from his chariot to 
meet thee? /s ita time to receive 
money, and to receive garments 
and oliveyards,and vineyards, an 
sheep, and oxen, and menservauts, 
and maidservants ? 

27 The leprosy therefore of Na’/a- 
man shall cleave unto thee, and 
unto thy seed for ever. And he 
went out from his presence a leper 
as white as suow. 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 The iron swims. 8 Elisha and the Syri- 
ans. 24 The famine in Samaria. 30 A 
messenger sent to slay Elisha. 

AND the sons of the prophets 

said unto E-li’sha, Behold now, 
the place where we dwell with thee 

{s too strait for us. 

2 Let us go, we pray thee, unto 
JOr'dan, and take thence every man 
a beam, and let us make us a place 
there, where we may dwell. And 
he answered, Go ye. 

3 And one said, Be content, I pray 
thee, and go with thy servants. 
And he answered, I will go. 

4 So he went with them. And 
when they came to Jor’dan, they 
cut down wood. 
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5 But as one was felling a beam, | 
the ax head fell into the water: an 
he cried, and said, Alas, master! 
for it was borrowed. 

6 And the man of God said, Where 
fell it? And he shewed him the 
place. And he cut down a stick, and 
cast it in thither; and the iron did 
swim. 

7 Therefore said he, Take if up to 
thee. And he put out his hand, and 
took it. 

8 ¥ Then the king of Syr’I-a warred. 
against Is’ra-el, and took counsel 
with his servants, saying, In such 
and such a place shail be my camp. 

9 And the man of God sent unto | 
the king of Is‘ra-el, saying, Beware | 
that thou pass not such a place; 
for thither the Syr’i-ans are come 
down. 

10 And the king of Is’ra-el sent to 
the place which the man of God 
told him and warned him of, and 
saved himself there, not once nor 
twice. 

11 Therefore the heart of the king 
of Syr’i-a was sore troubled for this 
thing; and he called his servants, 
and said unto them, Will ye not 
shew me which of us is for the king 
of Is'ra-el? 

12 And one of his servants said, 
None, my lord, O king: but E-li’- 
sha, the prophet that is in is’ra-el, 
telleth the king of Is’ra-el the words 
phat thou speakest in thy bedcham- 

er. 

13 ¢ And he said, Go and sp 
where he is, that I may send an 
fetch him. And it was told him, 
saying, Behold, he is in Do’than. 

14 Therefore sent he thither horses 
and chariots, and a great host: and 
they came by night, and compassed 
the city about. 

15 And when the servant of the 
man of God was risen early, and 
gone forth, behold, an host com- 
passed the city both with horses 
and chariots. And his servant said 
unto him, Alas, my master ! how 
shall we do? 

16 And he answered, Fear not: for 
they that be with us are more than 
they that Je with them, 

17 And £-li/sha prayed, and said, 
LORD,I pray thee, open his eyes, 
that he may see. And the LORD 
opened the eyes of the young man; 
and he saw: and, behold, the moun- 
tain was full of horses and chariots 
of fire round about E-li’sha. 

18 And when they came down to 
him, E-li’sha praye unto the LORD, 
and said, Smite this people, I pray 
thee, with blindness. And he smote 
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them with blindness according to 
the word of E-li’sha. : 

19 ¥ And £-li/sha said unto them, 
This is not the way, neither is this 
the city: follow me, and I will 
bring you to the man whom ye 
crag But he led them to Sa-ma’- 
ri-a. 

20 And it came to pass, when they 
were come into Sa-ma’ri-a, that E-li’- 
sha said, LORD, open the eyes of 
these men, that they may see. And 
the LorD opened their eyes, and 
they saw; and, behold, they were in 
the midst of Sa-ma’ri-a. ; 

21 And the king of is’ra-el said 
unto E-li/sha, when he saw ‘them, 
My father, shall I smite them? 
Shall I smite them ? 

22 And he answered, Thou shalt 
not smite them: wouldest thou 
smite those whom thou hast taken 
captive with thy sword and with 
thy bow? set bread and water be- 
fore them, that they may eat and 
drink, and go to their master. 

23 And he prepared great provi- 
sion for them: and when they had 
eaten and drunk, he sent them 
away, and they went to their mas- 
ter. So the bands of Syr’i-a came 
no more into the land of Is’ra-el. 

24 | Andit came to pass after this, 
that Bén-ha’dad king of Sjyr'i-a 
gathered all his host, and went up, 
and besieged Sa-ma’ri-a. 

25 And there wasa prep famine 
in Sa-ma’ri-a: and, behold, they be- 
sieged it, until an ass’s head was 
sold for fourscore pieces of silver 
and the fourth part of acab of 
dove’s dung for five pieces of silver. 

26 And as the king of Is’ra-el was 
passing by upon the wall, there 
cried a2 woman unto him, saying, 
Help, my lord, O king. 

27 And he said, If the LorpD do 
not help thee whence shall I help 
thee ? out of the barnfioor, or out of 
the winepress ? 

28 And the king said unto her, 
What aileth thee? And she an- 
swered, This woman said unto me, 
Give thy son, that we may eat him 
to day, and we willeat my son to 
morrow. ’ 

29 So we boiled my son, and did 
eat him: and I said unto her on the 
next er Give thy son, that we 
may eat him: and she hath hid her 


son. 

30 §_ And it came to pass, when the 
king heard the words of the woman, 
that he rent his clothes; and he 
passed by upon the wall, and the 

people looked, and, behold, he had 
- sackcloth within upon his flesh. 
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31 Then he said, God do so and 
more also to me, if the head of 
E-li/sha the son of Sha’phat shall 
stand on him this day. 

32 But E-li’sha sat in his house, and 
the elders sat with him; and the 
king sent a man from before him: 
but ere the messenger came to him, 
he said to the elders, See ye how 
this son of a murderer hath sent tao 
take away mine head? look, when 
the messenger cometh, shut the 
door, and hold him fast at the door: 
is not the sound of his master’s feet 
behind him ? 

33 And while he yet talked with 
them, behold, the messenger came 
down unto him: and he said, Be- 
hold, this evilzs of the LORD; what 
should I wait for the LORD any 
longer ? 


CHAPTER 7. 
1 Elisha promises plenty. 6 Flight of the 
Syrians. 17 Plenty comes. 

f here &-li’sha said, Hear ye the 

word of the LORD; Thus saith 
the LoRD, To morrow about this 
time shal/ a measure of fine flour be 
sold for a shekel, and two measures 
of barley for a shekel, in the gate 
of Sa-ma’ri-a. 

2 Then a lord on whose hand the 
king leaned answered the man of 
God, and said, Behold, if the LORD 
would make windows in heaven, 
might this thing be? And he said, 
Behold, thou shalt see 7¢ with thine 
eyes, but shalt not eat thereof. 

3 9 And there were four leprous 
men at the cuter ity in of the gate: 
and they said one to another, Why 
sit we here until we die ? 

4 If we say, We will enter into the 
city, then the famine is in the city. 
and we shall die there: and if we si 
still here, we die also. Now there- 
fore come, and let us fall unto the 
host of the Syr’i-ans: if they save 
us alive, we Shall live; and if they 
kill us, we shall but die. 

5 And ey rose up in the twilight, 
to gounto the camp of the Syr’i-ans: 
and when they were come to the 
uttermost part of the camp of Syr’- 
j-a, behold, there was no man there. 

6 For the Lord had made the host 
of the Syr’l-ans to hear a noise of 
chariots, and a noise of horses, even 
the noise of a great host: and they 
said one to another, Lo, the king of 
Is’ra-el hath hired against us the 
kings of the Hit’tites, and the kings 
of the E-gyp’tjans, to come upon us. 

7 Wherefore they arose and fled 
in the twilight, and left their tents, 
and their horses, and their asses, 
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even the camp as it was, and fled for 
their life. 

8 And when these lepers came to 
the uttermost part of the camp, they 
went into one tent, and did eat and 
drink, and carried thence silver, and 
gold, and raiment, and went and hid 
it; and came again, and entered into 
another tent, and carried thence 
also, and went and hid it. 

9 Then they said one to another 
We do not well: this day is a day of 
good tidings, and we hold our peace: 
if we tarry till the morning light, 
some mischief will come upon us: 
uow therefore come, that we may go 
and tell the king’s household? 

10 So they came and called unto 
the porter of the city: and they told 
them, saying, We came to the camp 
of the Syr’l-ans, and, behold, there 
was no man there, neither voice of 
man, but horses tied, and asses 
tied, and the tents as they were. 

11 And he called the porters; and 
they told it to the king’s house 
within. 

12 ¢ And the king arose in the 
a hes and said unto his servants, I 
will now shew you what the Sjyr’t- 
ans have done to us. They know 
that we be hungry; therefore are 
they gone out of the camp to hide 
themselves in the field, saying, 
When they come out of the city, we 
shall catch them alive, and get into 
the city. 

13 And one of his servants an- 
swered and said, Let some take, I 
pray thee, five of the horses that 
remain, which are left in the city, 
(behold, they are as all the multi- 
tude of Is’ra-el that are left in it: 
behold, / say, they are even as all 
the multitude of the rere bites 
that are consumed :) and Jet us send 
and see. 

14 They took therefore two chariot 
horses; and the king sent after the 
bost of the Syr’l-ans, saying, Go and 


see. 

15 And they went after-them unto 
JOor’dan: and, lo, all the way was 
full of garments and vessels, which 
the Syr’i-ans had cast away in their 
haste. And the messengers return- 
ed, and told the king. 

16 And the people went out, and 
spoiled the tents of the Syr’i-ans. 
Soa measure of fine flour was sold 
for a shekel, and two measures of 
barley for a shekel, according to 
the word of the LORD. 

17 7 And the king appointed the 
lord on whose hand he leaned to 
. have the charge of the gate: and 
the people trode upon him in the 
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ate, and he died, as the man of 

x0d had said, who spake when the 
king came down to him. 

18 And it came to pass as the inan 
of God had spoken to the king, say- 
ing, Two measures of barley fora 
shekel, and a measure of fine flour 
for a shekel, shall be to morrow 
about this time in the gate of Sa. 
ma’ri-a: 

19 And that lord answered the 
man of God, and said, Now, behold, 
if the LORD should make windows 
in heaven, might such a thing be? 
And he said, Behold, thou shalt see 
it with thine eyes, but shalt not eat 
thereof. 

20 And so it fell out unto him: for 
the people trode upon him in the 
gate, and he died. 


CHAPTER 8. 

1 Land of the Shunammite restored. 7 Ha- 
zael kills Ben-hadad.

HEN spake E-li’sha_ unto the 
woman, whose son he had. re- 
stored to life, saying, Arise, and go

2 And the woman arose, and did 
after the saying of the manof God:

8 And the king said unto Haz’a-el 
Take a present in thine hand, an 
go, meet the man of God, and en- 
quire of the LORD by him, saying, 
Shall I recover of this disease ? 

9 So Haz‘a-el went to meet him, 
and took a present with him, even 
of every good thing of Da-mas’cus 
forty camels’ burden, and came an 
stood before him, and said, Thy son 
Bén-ha/dad king of Syr’1-a hath sent 
me to thee, saying, Shall I recover 
of this disease ? 

10 And £-li’sha said unto him, Go, 
say unto him, Thou mayest cer- 
tainly recover: howbeit the LORD 
Berg shewed me that he shall surely

ll And he settled his countenance 
stedfastly, until he was ashamed: 
and the man of God wept. 

12 And Haz’a-el said, Why weepeth 
my lord? And he answered, Be- 
cause I know the evil that thou wilt 
do unto the children of Is’ra-el: 
their strong holds wilt thou set on 
fire, and their young men wilt thou 
slay with the sword, and wilt dash 
their children, and rip up their wo- 
men with child. 

13 And Haz’a-el said, But what, zs 
thy servant a dog, that he should 
do this great thing? And E£-li/sha 
answered, The LORD hath shewed 
me that thou shalt be king over 
Syr’i-a. 

14 So he departed from E-li’sha 
and came to his master; who sai 
to him, What said E-li’/sha to thee? 
And he answered, He told me that 
thou shouldest surely recover. 

15 And it came to pass on the mor- 
cow, that he took a thick cloth, and 
dipped itin water, and spread it on 
his face, so that he died: and Haz’- 
a-el reigned in his stead. 

164 And in the fifth year of JO’ram 
the son of A’hab ome of Is’ra-el 
Jé-hosh’a-phat being then king of 
Ju’dah, Jé-ho’ram the son of Jé- 
hosh’/a-phat king of Ju’dah began 
to reign. 

17 Thirty and two years old was 
he when he began to reign; and_he 
reigned eight years in Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

18 And he walked in the way of 
the kings of Is’ra-el, as did the 
house of A’hab: for the daughter of 
A’hab was his wife: and he did evil 
in the sight of the LORD. ]

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20 J In his days E’dom revolted 
from under the hand of Ju’dah, and 
made a king over themselves. 

21 So JO’/ram went over to Za’ir 
and all the chariots with him: and 
he rose by night, and smote the 
E’dom-ites which compassed him 
about, and the captains of the char- 
iots: and the people fied into their 
tents. 

22 Yet E’dom revolted from under 
the hand of Ju’dah unto this day. 
amen, Lib’nah revolted at the same 

ime. 

23 And the rest of the acts of Jo’- 
ram, and all that he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chronicles 
of the kings of Ju’/dah? 

24 And JOoO’ram slept with his fa- 
thers, and was buried with his fa- 
thers in the city of Da’vid : and A-ha- 
zi‘ah his son reigned in his stead. 

25 J In the twelfth year of Jo’/ram 
the son of A’hab ine of is’ra-el did 
A-ha-zi‘ah the son of Jé-ho’ram king 
of Ju’dah begin to reign. 

26 Two and twenty years old was 
A-ha-zi‘ah when he began to reign; 
and he reigned one year in Jé-ruy’sa- 
lem. And his mother’s name was 
Ath-a-li’‘ah, the daughter of Om’ri 
king of Is’ra-el. 

27 And he walked in the way of 
the house of A’hab, and did evil in 
the sight of the LORD, as did the 
house of A’hab: for he was the son 
in law of the house of A’hab. 

28 § And he went with Jo’ram the 
son of a’hab to the war against 
Haz’a-el king of gee in Ra/moth- 
gil’e-ad; and the Syr’L-ans wounded 

o/ram. 

29 And king JO’ram went back to 
be healed in Jéz‘re-el of the wounds 
which the Syr’i-ans had given him 
at Ra’mah, when he fought against 
Haz’a-el king of Syr’i-a. And A-ha- 
zi‘ah the son of Jé-ho’/ram king of 
Ju’dah went down tosee JO’ram the 
son of A’hab in Jéz’re-el, because he 
was sick. 


CHAPTER 9.

Then open 
the door, and flee, and tarry not. 

4 74 So the young man, even the 
young man the prophet, went to Ra’- 
moth-gil’e-ad. 

5 And when he came, behold, the 
captains of the host were sitting ; and 
he said, I have an errand to thee, 
O captain. And Je’hu said, Unto 
which of all us? And he said, To 
thee, O captain. 

6 And he arose, and went into the 
house; and he poured the oil on his 
head, and said unto him, Thus saith 
the LorD God of is’ra-el, I have 
anointed thee king over the people 
of the LORD, even Over Is’ra-el. 

7 And thou shalt smite the house 
of A’hab thy master, that I may 
avenge the blood of my servants the 
prophets, and the blood of all the 
servants of the LORD, at the hand 
of Jéz’e-bél. 

8 For the whole house of A’hab 
shall perish: and I will cut off 
from A’/hab him that pisseth against 
the wall, and him that is shut up 
and left in Is’ra-el: 

9 And I will make the house of 
A’hab like the house of Jér-o-b0’am 
the son of Ne’bat, and like the house 
of Ba/a-sha the son of A-hi’'jah: 

10 And the dogs shall eat Jéz’e-bel 
in the portion of Jéz’re-el, and there 
shall be none to bury her. And he 
opened the door, and fled. 

1 ¥ Then Je’hu came forth to the 
servants of his lord: and one said 
unto him, /s all well? wherefore 
came this mad fel/ow to thee? And 
he said unto them, Ye know the 
man, and his communication. 

12 And they said, /¢t is false; tell 
us now. And he said, Thus and 
thus spake he to me, saying, Thus 
saith the Lorp, I have anointed 
thee king over Is’ra-el. 

13 Then they hasted, and took 
every man his garment, and put i¢ 
under him on the top of the stairs, 
and blew with trumpets, saying, 
Jehu is king. 

14 So Je’hu the son of Jé-hosh’a- 
phat the son of Nim’shi conspired 
against JO/ram. (Now JOo’ram had 
kept Ra’moth-gil’e-ad, he and all 
Sarg, because of Haz’a-el king of 

yr'i-a. 

15 But king JO’/ram was returned 
to be healed in Jéz’re-el of the 
wounds which the Syr’i-ans had 
ace him, when he fought with 

az'a-el king of Syr’i-a.) AndJe‘’hu 


said, If it be your minds, then let! 
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none go forth nor escape out of the 
city to go to tell it in Jéz’re-el. 

16 So Je’ht rode in a chariot, and 
went to Jéz’re-el; for JO’ram lay 
there. And A-ha-zi’ah king of Ji’- 
dah was come down to see JO/ram. 

17 And there stood a watchman 
on the tower in Jéz’re-el, and he 
spied the company of Je’hu as he 
came, and said, I see @ company. 
And JO’/ram said, Take an horse- 
man, and send to meet them, and 
let him say, /s it peace ? 

18 So there went one on _ horse- 
back to meet him, and said, Thus 
saith the king, /s it peace’? And 
Je’hu said, What hast thou to do 
with peace? turn thee behind me. 
And the watchman told, saying 
The messenger came to them, put 
he cometh not again. 

19 Then he sent out a second on 
horseback, which came to them, 
and said, Thus saith the king, Js 7 
peace? AndJe’hu answered, What 
hast thou to do with peace? turn 
thee behind me. 

20 And the watchman told, say- 
ing, He came even unto them, and 
cometh not again: and the driv- 
ing ts like the driving of Je’hu the 
son of Nim’shi; for he driveth 
furiously. 

21 And JOo’/ram said, Make ready. 
And his chariot was made ready. 
And Jo’/ram king of Is’ra-el and 
A-ha-zi‘ah king of Ju’dah went out, 
each in his chariot, and rk went 
out against Je’hu, and met him in 
Megaien of Na’both the Jeéz’re- 
el-ite. 

22 And it came to pass, when JO’- 
ram saw Je’hi, that he said, /s it 
peace, Je/hu? And he answered, 
What peace, so long as the whore- 
doms of thy. mother Jéz’e-bél and 
her witchcrafts are so many ? 

23 And JO/ram turned his hands, 
and. fled, and said to A-ha-zi'ah, 
There is treachery, O A-ha-zi’ah. 

24 And Je’hu drew a bow with his 
full strength, and smote Jé-ho/ram 
between his arms, and the arrow 
went out at his heart, and he sunk 
downin his chariot. . 

25 Then said Jé’hu to Bid’kar his 
captain, Take up, and cast him in 
the portion of the field of Na’both 
the Jéz’re-el-ite: for remember how 
that, when I and thou rode together 
after A’hab his father, the LORD 
laid this burden upon him; 

26 Surely I have seen yesterday 
the blood of Na’both, and the blood 
of his sons, saith the LORD; and I 
will requite thee in this plat, saith 
the LORD. Now therefore take and 
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cast him into the plat of ground, 
according to the word of the LORD. 

27 { But when A-ha-zi/ah the king 
of Ju’dah saw this, he fied by the 
way of the garden house. And 
Jehu followed after him, and said, 
Smite him also in the chariot. And 
they did so at the going up to Gur 
which is by Ib/le-am. And he fle 
lo Mé-gid’d6, and died there. c 

28 And his servants carried him in 
a chariot to Jé-ru’sa-lém, and buried 
him in his sepulchre with his fathers 
in the city of Da’vid. 

29 And in the eleventh year of 
JO0’ram the son of A’hab began A-ha- 
zi/ah to reign over Ju’dah. 

30 7 And when Je’/hu was come 
to Jéz're-el, Jéz’e-bél heard of it; 
and she painted her face, and 
tired her head, and looked out at 
a window. 

31 Andas Je’hu entered in at the 
gate, she said, Had Zim’ri peace, 
who slew his master ? 

32 And he lifted up his face to the 
window, and said, Who is on my 
side ? who? And there looked out 
to him two or three eunuchs. 

33 And he said, Throw her down. 
So they threw her down: and some 
of her blood was sprinkled on the 
wall, and on the horses: and he 
trode her under foot. 

34. And when he was come in, he 
did eat aud drink, and said, Go, see 
now this cursed woman, and bury 
her: for she is a king’s daughter. 

35 And they went to bury her: 
but they found no more of her than 
the skull, and the feet, and the 
palms of her hands. 

36 Wherefore they came again, 
and told him. And he said, This is 
the word of the LORD, which he 
spake by his servant E-li’/jah the 
Tish’bite, saying, In the portion of 
Jéz're-ei shall dogs eat the flesh of 
Jéz’e-bél: 

37 And the carcase of Jéz’e-bél 
shall be as dung upon the face of 
the field in the portion of Jéz're-el; 
so that they shall not say, This is 
Jéz’e-bél. 


CHAPTER 10. 


1 Ahab’s house extinguished. 12 Ahaziah’s 
brethren slain. 18 Jehu destroys Baal- 
worship. 32 Oppression of Israel. 

ND a’hab had seventy sons in 
Sa-ma’ri-a. And Je’hu wrot 
letters, and sent to Sa4-ma’11-a, unt 
the rulers of Jéz’re-el, to the elders, 
and to them that brought up A’hab’s 
children, saying, 
2 Now assoon as this letter cometh 
to you, seeing your master’s sons 
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are with you, and ‘here are with you 
chariots and horses, a fenced city 
also, and armour; 

3 Look even out the best and meet- 
est of your master’s sons, and set 
him on his father’s throne, and fight 
for your master’s house. 

4 But they were _ exceedingly 
afraid, and said, Behold, two kings 
stood not before him: how then 
shall we stand ? 

5 And he that was over the house, 
and he that was over the city, the 
elders also, and the bringers up of 
the children, sent to Je’hu, saying, 
We are thy servants, and will do 
all that thou shalt bid us; we will 
not make any king: do thou that. 
which is good in thine eyes. 

6 Then he wrote a letter the sec- 
ond time to them, saying, If ye be 
mine, and 7 ye will hearken ‘unto 
my voice, take ye the heads of the 
men your master’s sons, and come 
to me to Jéz’re-el by to morrow this 
time. Now the king’s sons, being 
seventy persons, were with the great 
men of the eity, which brought them 
up. 

7 And it came to pass, when the 
letter caine to them, that they took 
the king’s sons, and slew seventy 
persons, and put their heads in bas- 
kets, and sent him them to Jéz’re-el. 

8 § And there came a messenger, 
and told him, saying, They have 
brought the heads of the king’s 
sons. And he said, Lay ye them in 
two heaps at the entering in of the 
gate until the morning. 

9 And it came to pass in the morn- 
ing, that he went out, and stood, and 
said to all the people, Ye be right- 
eous: behold, I conspired against 
my master, and slew him: but who 
slew all these ? 

10 Know now that there shall fall 
unto the earth nothing of the word 
of the LORD, which the Lor» spake 
foncerns the house of A’hab: for 
the LORD hath done ‘hat which he 
spake by his servant E-li’jah. 

1- So Jé’hu slew all that remained 
of the house of A’hab in Jéz’re-el, 
and all his great men, and his kins- 
tolks, and his priests, until he left 
him none remaining. 

12 § And he arose and departed, 
and came to Sa-ma/ri-a. And as he 
was at the shearing house in the way, 

13 Je’hu met with the brethren 
of A-ha-zi/‘ah king of Ja’dah, and 
said, Who are ye? And they an- 
swered, We ave the brethren of 
A-ha-zi/ah; and we go down to 
salute the children of the king and 
the children of the queen. 
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14 And he said, Take them alive. 
And they took them alive, and slew 
them at the pit of the shearing 
house, even two and forty men; 
neither left he any of them. 

15 § And when he was departed 
thence, he lighted on Jé-h0n‘a- 
dad» the son of Re’chab coming to 
mcet him: and he saluted him, and 
said to him, Is thine heart right, as 
my heart is with thy heart? And 
J€é-h0n’a-dab answered, It is. If it 
be, give me thine hand. And he 
gave him his hand; and he took him 
up to him into the chariot. 

16 And he said, Come with me, and 
see my zeal for the LORD. So they 
made him ride in his chariot. 

17 And when he came to Sa-ma’ri-a, 
he slew all that remained unto 
A’hab in Sa-ma/ri-a, till he haa ae- 
stroyed him, according to the saying 
of the LORD, which he spake to 
£-li’jah. 

18 § And Je’hu gathered all the 
people together,and saiduntothem, 
A’hab served Ba’al a little: but 
Je’hu shall serve him much. 

19 Now therefore call unto me all 
the prophets of Ba’al, all his ser- 
yants, and all his priests; let none 
be wane for I have a great sac- 
rifice to do to Ba’al; whosoever 
shall be wanting, he shall not live. 
But Je’hu did i¢ in subtilty, to the 
intent that he might destroy the 
worshippers of Ba/al. 

20 And Je’hu said, Proclaim a 
solemn assembly for Ba’/al. And 
they proclaimed 7t¢. 

21 And Je’hu sent through all Is’- 
ra-el: and all the worshippers of 
Ba‘al came, so that there was nota 
man left that came not. And they 
came into the house of Ba’al; and 
the house of Ba/al was full from 
one end to another. 

22 And he said unto him that was 
over the vestry, Bring forth vest- 
ments for all the worshippers of 
Ba’‘al. And he brought them forth 
vestments. : 

23 And Je’hu went, and Jé-hon‘a- 
dab the son of Re’chab, into the 
house of Ba’al, and said unto the 
worshippers of Ba’al, Search, and 
look that there be here with you 
noné of the servants of the LORD, 
but the Rae ft of Ba/al only. 

24 And when they went in to offer 
sacrifices and burnt offerings, Jé’/hu 
appointed fourscore men without, 
and said, /fany of the men whom 
I have brought into pour hands es- 
cape, he that letteth him go, his life 
shall be for the life of him. 

25 And it came to pass, as soon as 
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he had made an end of offering the 
ournt offering, that Je’hu said to 
the guard and to the captains, Go 
in, and slay them; let none come 
forth. And they smote them with 
the edge of the sword; and the 
guard and the captains cast them 
out, and went to the city of the 
house of Ba/al. 

26 And they brought forth the im- 
ages out of the house of Ba’/al, and 
burned them. 

27 And they brake down the image 
of Ba/al, and brake down vhe house 
of Ba’al, and made it a draught 
house unto this day. 

28 Thus Jé’hu destroyed Ba/al out 
of is’ra-el. , 

29 | Howbeit from the sins of Jér- 
o-b0’am the son of Ne’bat, who 
made is’ra-el to sin, Je’hu departed 
not from after them, to wit, the 
golden calves that were in Béth’-el, 
and that were in Dan. 

30 And the LORD said unto Jé’hu, 
Because thou hast done well in exe- 
cuting that which is right in mine 
eyes, and hast done unto the house 
of A’hab according to all that was 
in mine heart, thy children of the 
fourth generation shall sit on the 
throne of Iis’ra-el. 

31 But Je’ha took no heed to 
walk in the law of the LORD God of 
Is’ra-el with all his heart: for he de- 
parted not from the sins of Jér-o- 
bo’/am, which made is’ra-el to sin. 

32 ¥ In those days the LorD began 
to cut Is’ra-el short: and Haz'a-el 
ae them in all the coasts of Is’- 
ra-el; 

33 From Jor’dan eastward, all the 
land of Gil’e-ad, the Gad’ites, and 
the Reu’ben-ites, and the Ma-nas’- 
sites, from Ar’0-er, which is by the 
river Ar’non,’ even Gil’/e-ad and 
Ba’shan. i 

34 Now the rest of the acts of Je’- 
hu, and all that he did, and all his 
might, are they not written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Is’ra-el ? 

35 And Jé’‘hu slept with his fa. 
thers: and they buried him in Sa. 
ma/ri-a. And Jé-h0’a-haz his son 
reigned in his stead. 

36 And the time that Je’hu reigned 
over Is'ra-el in Sa-ma/ri-a was twen- 
ty and eight years. 


CHAPTER 11. 
1 Massacre by Athaliah. 2 Joash saved. 
12 He becomes king. 20 Athaliah slain. 
ND when Ath-a-li‘ah the mother 
of A-ha-zi’ah saw that her son 
was dead, she arose and destroyed 
all the seed royal. 
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2 But Jé-hodsh’e-ba, the daughter 
of king JOo’ram, sister of A-ha-zi’ah, 
took Jo’ash the son of A-ha-zi’ah, 
and stole him from among the king’s 
sons which were slain; and they hid 
him, even him and his nurse, in the 
hbedchamber from Ath-a-li’ah, so 
that he was not slain. 

3 And he was with her hid in the 
house of the LORD six years. And 
Ath-a-li/ah did reign over the land. 

4 § And the seventh year Jé-hoi’- 
a-da sent and fetched the rulers over 
hundreds, with the captains and the 

ard, and brought them to him into 

he house of the LORD, and made a 
covenant with them, and took an 
oath of them in the house of the 
LORD, and shewed them the king’s 
son. 

5 And he commanded them, say- 
ing, This is the thing that ye shall 
do; Athird part of you that enter 
in on the sabbath shall even be 
keepers of the watch of the king’s 


ouse; 

6 And a third part shall be xt the 
gate of Sir; and a third part at the 
eate behind the guard: so shall ye 
keep the watch of the hovise, that 
it be not broken down. 

7 And two parts of all you that go 
forth on the sabbath, even they 
shall keep the watch of the house 
of the LORD about the king. 

8 And ye shall compass the king 
round about, every man with his 
weapons in his hand: and he that 
cometh within the ranges, let him 
be slain: and be ye with the king as 
he goeth out and as he cometh in. 

9 And the captains over the hun- 
dreds did according to all things 
that Jé-hoi’a-da the priest com- 
manded: and they took every man 

-his men that were to come in on 
the sabbath, with them that should 

0 out on the sabbath, and came to 

é-hoi’a-da the priest. 

10 And to the captains over hun- 
dreds did the priest give king Da’- 
vid’s spears and shields, that were 
in the temple of the LORD. 

11 And the guard stood, every man 
with bis weapons in his hand, round 
about the king, from the right cor- 
ner of the temple to the left corner 
of the temple, along by the altar and 
the temple. 

12 And he brought forth the king’s 
son, and put the crown upon him 
and gave him the testimony; an 
they made him king, and anointed 
him; and they clapped their hands, 
and said, God save the king. 

13 § And when Ath-a-li‘ah heard 
the noise of the guard and of the 
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people, she came to the people into 
the temple of the LORD. 

14 And when she looked, behold, 
the king stood by a pillar, as the 
manner was, and the princes and 
the trumpeters by the king, and all 
the people of the land rejoiced,and 
blew with trumpets: and Ath-a-li’ah 
rent her clothes, and cried, Trea 
son, Treason. 

15 But Jé-hoi’a-da the priest com- 
manded the captains of the hun- 
dreds, the officers of the host, and 
said unto them, Have her forth with- 
out the ranges: and him that follow- 
eth her kill with the sword. For 
the priest had said, Let her not be 
slain in the house of the LORD. 

16 .And they laid hands on her;and 
she went by the way by the which 
the horses came into the king’s 
house: and there was she slain. 

17 ¢ And Jé-hoi’a-da made a cove- 
nant between the LORD and the 
king and the people, that they 
should be the LORD’S people; be- 
tween the king also and the people. 

18 And all the people of the land 
went into the house of Ba’al, and 
brake it down; his altars and his 
images brake they in pieces thor- 
oughly, and slew Mat’tan the priest 
of Ba’al before the altars. And 
the priest appointed officers over 
the house of the LORD. 

19 And he took the rulers over 
hundreds, and the captains, and 
the guard, and all the people of the 
land; and they brought down the 
king from the house of the LORD 
and came by the way of the gate o 
the guard to the king’s house. And 
he sat on the throne of the kings. 
20 And all the people of the land 
rejoiced, and the city was in quiet: 
and they slew Ath-a-li/ah with the 
sword beside the king’s house. 

21 Seven years old was Jé-h0’ash 
when he began to reign. 


CHAPTER 12. 

1 Jehoash’sreign. 4 He repairs the temple. 
lj His presents to Hazael. 19 Servants 
slay Jehoash. 

N the seventh year of Je’hu Jé- 
ho’ash began to reign; and forty 
years reigned he in Jé-ru’sa-lem. 

And his mother’snamewas Zib’i-ah 

of Be’er-she’ba. 

2 And Jé-h0o’ash did that which was 
right in the sight of the LorRD all 
his days wherein Jé-hoi’a-da the 
priest instructed him. 

3 But the high places were not 
taken away: the people still sacri- 
ficed and burnt incense in the high 
places. 
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49 And Jé-h0’ash said to the 
priests, All the money of the dedi- 
cated things that is brought into the 
house of the LORD, even the money 
of every. one that passeth the ac- 
count, the money that every man 
is set at, and all the money that 
cometh into any man’s heart to 
bring into the house of the LORD, 

5 Let the priests take i¢ to them 
every man of his acquaintance: and 
let them repair the breaches of the 
house, wheresoever any breach shall 
be found. 

6 But it was so, that in the three 
and twentieth year of king Jé-ho’ash 
the priests had not repaired the 
breaches of the house. 

7 Then king Jé-ho/ash called’ for 
Jé-hoi’a-da the priest, and the other 
priests, and said unto them, Why 
repair ye not the breaches of the 
house? now therefore receive no 
more money of your acquaintance, 
but deliver it for the breaches of the 
house. 

8 And the priests consented to re- 
ceive no more money of the people, 
neither to repair the breaches of the 
house. 

9 But Jé-hoi’a-da the priest took 
a chest, and bored a hole in the lid 
of it, and set it beside the altar, on 
the right side as one cometh into the 
house of the LORD: and the priests 
that kept the door put therein all 
the money that was broughtinto the 
house of the LORD. 

10 And it was so, when they saw 
that. there was much money in the 
chest, that the king’s scribe and the 
high priest came up, and they put 
up in bags, and told the money that 
was found in the house of the 
LORD. 

11 And they gave the money, bein 
told, into the hands of them that dic 
the work, that had the oversight of 
the house of the LORD: and they 
laid it out to the carpenters and 
builders, that wrought upon the 
house of the LoRD, 

12 And to masons, and hewers of 
stone, and to buy timber and hewed 
stone to repair the breaches of the 
house of the LORD, and for all that 
was laid out for the house to re- 
pair it. 

13 Howbeit there were not made 
for the house of the LORD bowls of 
Silver, snuffers, basons, trumpets, 
any vessels of gold, or vessels of sil- 
ver, of the money that was brought 
into the house of the LorRD: 

14 But they gave that to the work 
men, and repaired therewith th 
house of the Lorpb. 
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15 Moreover they reckoned not 
with the men, into whose hand they 
delivered the money. to be bestowed 
Bey Oren for they dealt faith- 

ully. a 

16 The trespass money and sin 
money was not brought into the 
house of the LORD: it was the 
priests’. ‘ 

17 § Then H4az’a-el king of Syr’'i-a 
went up, and fought against ath, 
and took it: and Haz’a-el set his 
face to f° up to Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

18 And Jé-ho’ash king of Ju’dah_ 
took all the hallowed things that 
Jé-hosh’a-phat, and Jé-ho’ram, and 
A-ha-zi’ah, his fathers, kings of Ji’-— 
dah, had dedicated, and his own hal- © 
lowed things, and all the gold that 
was found in the treasures of the 
house of the LORD, and in the king’s 
house, and sent 7¢ to Haz’/a-el king 
of Syr’'i-a: and he went away from — 
Jé-ru’sa-1€m. ‘ 

19 § And the rest of the acts of © 
Jo’ash, and all that he did, are they — 
not written in the book of the © 
chronicles of the kings of .Ji’dah? 

0 And his servants arose, and — 
made a conspiracy, and slew Jo’: — 
ash in the house of Mil’l6, which ~ 
goeth down to Silla. 

21 For J0z’'a-char the son of Shim’- 
e-ath, and Jé-h0z’a-bad the son of — 
Sho/mer, his servants, smote him, — 
and he died; and they buried him — 
with his fathers in the city of Da’; © 
vid: and Am-a-zi’/ah his son reigned ~ 
in his stead.

17 § And Am-a-zi/ah the son of 
Jo/ash king of Ju’dah lived after 
the death of Jé-h0’ash son of J4- 
ho’a-haz king of iIs’ra-el fifteen 


years. 

18 And the rest of the acts of Am- 
a-zl'ah, are they not written in the 
book of the chronicles of the kings 
of Ju’dah ? 

19 Now they made a conspiracy 
against him in Jé-ru’sa-lem: and he 
fled to La’chish; but they sent after 
him to La/chish, and slew him there. 

20 And they brought him on 
horses: and he was buried at Jé- 
ru’sa-lém_ with his fathers in the 
city of Da’vid.

13 Yet the LorD testified against 
ie te and against Ju’dah, by ali 
the prophets, and by all the seers 
saying, Turn ye from your evil 
ways, and keep my commandments 
and my statutes, according to all 
the law which I commanded your 
fathers, and which I sent to you by 
my servants the prophets. 

14 Notwithstanding they would 
not hear, but hardened their necks, 
like to the neck of their fathers, 
that did not believe in the LorpD 
their God. g : 

15 And they rejected his statutes, 
and his covenant that he made with 
their fathers, and his testimonies 
which he testified against them; 
and they followed vanity, and be- 
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came vain, and went after the hea- 
then that were round about them 
concerning Whom the LORD had 
charged them, that they should not 
do like them. 

16 And they left all the command- 
ments of the LORD their God, and 
made them molten images, even 
two calves, and made a grove, and 
worshipped all the host of heaven, 
and served Ba’al. 

17 And they caused their sons and 
their daughters to pass through the 
fire, and used divination and _ en- 
chantments, and sold themselves 
to do evil in the sight.of the LORD, 
to provoke him to anger. 

18 Therefore the LORD was very 
angry with Is’ra-el, and removed 
them out of his sight: there was 
none left but the tribe of Ju’dah 


only. 

19 Also Ju’dah kept not the com- 
mandments of the LORD their God, 
but walked in the statutes of Is’ra- 
el which they made. 

20 And the LORD rejected all the 
seed of Is’ra-el, and afflicted them 
and delivered them into the han 
of spoilers, until he had cast them 
out of his sight. 

21 For he rent is’ra-el from the 
house of Da’vid; and they made 
J€r-0-b0’/am the son of Ne’bat king: 
and Jér-o-b0’/am drave Iis’ra-el from 
following the LORD, and made them 
sina great sin. 

22 For the children of Is’ra-el 
walked in all the sins of Jér-o- 
bo’am which he did; they departed 
not from them; 

23 Untilthe LORD removed is’ra-el 
out of his sight, as he had said by 
all his servants the prophets. So 
was iIs/ra-el carried away out of 
their own land to As-syr’i-a unto 
this day. 

24 9 And the king of As-syr'i-a 
. brought men from Bab’y-lon, and 
from Cu’thah, and from A’va, and 
from Ha’/math, and from Séph-ar- 
va/im, and placed them in the cities 
of Sa-ma’ri-a instead of the children 
of is’ra-el; and they possessed Sa- 
ma/ri-a, and dwelt in the cities 
thereof. 

25 And so it was at the beginning 
of their dwelling there, that they 
f-ared not the LORD: therefore the 
1,oRD sent lions among them, which 
slew some of them. 

26 Wherefore they spake to the 
king of As-syr'i-a, saying, The 
nations which thou hast removed, 
and placed in the cities of Sa- 
ma’ri-a, know not the manner of the 
God of the land: therefore he hath 
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the nations. 


sent lions among them, and, behold, 
they slay them, because they know 
arp the manner of the God of the 
and. 

27 Then the king of As-syr'i-a © 
commanded, saying, Carry thither 
one of the priests whom ye brought 
from thence; and let them go and 
dwell there, and let him teach 
ibe the manner of the God of the 
and. 

28 Then one of the priests whom 
they had carried away from Séa- 
ma’ri-a came and dwelt in Béth’-el 
and taught them how they should 
fear the LORD. : 

29 Howbeit every nation made gods 
of their own, and put them in the 
houses of the high places which the 
Sa-mar’i-tans had made, every na- 
tion in their cities wherein they 
dwelt. 

30 And the men of Bab’y-lon made 
Siic’coth-bé’/noth, and the men of 
Ctuth made Nér’gal, and the men of — 
Ha’math made Ash’i-ma, 

31 And the A’vites made Nib’haz 
and Tar’tak, and the Seph’ar-vites 
burnt their children in fire to 
A-dram’mé-lech and A-nam/’mé- 
lech, the gods of Séph-ar-va/im. 

32 So they feared the LORD, and 
made unto themselves of the lowest 
of them priests of the high places, 
which sacrificed for them in the 
houses of the bigh places. 

33 They feared the LORD, and 
served their own gods, after the 
manner of the nations whom they 
carried away from thence. 

34 Unto this day they do after the 
former manners: they fear not the 
LORD, neither do they after their 
statutes, or after their ordinances, 
or after the law and commandment 
which the LORD commanded the 
children of Ja/cob, whom he named 
Is’ra-el ; 

35 With whom the LORD had 
made a covenant, and charged 
them, saying, Ye shall notfear other 
gods, nor bow yourselves to them, 
nor serve them, nor sacrifice to 


them: : 

36 But the LORD, who brought you 
up out of the land of E’/gypt with 
great power and a stretched out 
arm, him shall ye fear, and him 
shall ye worship, and to him shall 
ye do sacrifice. 

87 And the statutes, and the ordi- 
nances, and the law, and the com. | 
mandment, which he wrote for you, 
ye shall observe to do for ever- 
mOre and ye shall not fear other 
gods. 

38 And the covenant that I have 
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made with you ye shall not forget; 
neither shall ye fear other gods. 

39 But the LORD your God ye shall 
fear; and he shall deliver you out 
of the hand of all your enemies. 

40 Howbeit they did not hearken, 
but they did after their former 
manner. 

41 So these nations feared the 
LORD, and served their graven im- 
ages both their children, and their 
children’s children: as did their 
fathers, so do they unto this day.

3 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the LORD, according 
to all that Da’vid his father did. 

4 § He removed the high places, 
and brake the images, and cut down 
the groves, and brake in piecés the 
brasen serpent that Mo’ses had 
made: for unto those days the chil- 
dren of is’ra-el did burn incense to 
it: and he called it Né-htsh’tan. 

5 He trusted in the LORD God of 
Is‘ra-el; so that after him was none 
like him among all the kings of 
we nor any that were before 

im. 

6 For he clave to the LoRD, and 
departed not from following him, 
but kept his commandments, which 
the LORD commanded MoO’ses. 

7 And the LORD was with him; 
and he prospered whithersoever he 
went forth: and he rebelled against 
the king of As-syr'i-a, and served 
him not. 

8 He smote the Phi-lis’tines, even 
unto Ga’za, and the borders thereof, 
from the tower of the watchmen to 

the fenced city. 

9 | And it came to pass in the 
fourth year of king Héz-e-ki’ah, 
which was the seventh year of Ho- 
she’a son of E/lah king of Is’ra-el, 
that Shal-man-e’ser king of As-syr’- 
1-4 Came up:against Sa-ma’ri-a, and 
besieged it. 

10 And at the end of'three years 
they took it: even in the sixth year 
of Heeear ne that is the ninth year 
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of Ho-she’a: king of Is’ra-el, Sa- 
ma/ri-a was taken. 

11 And the king of As-syr’i-4 did 
carry away Is’ra-el unto As-syr’‘i-a, 
and put them in Ha’lah and in Ha’- 
bér by the river of GO’zan, and in 
the cities of the Medes: 

12 Because they obeyed not the 
voice of the LoRD their God, but 
transgressed his covenant, and all 
that MO’ses the servant of the Lorp 
commanded, and would not heay 
them, nor do them. 

13 4 Now in the fourteenth year 
of king Héz-e-ki’ah dia Sén-nach’e 
rib king of As-syr’i-4 come up against 
all the fenced cities of Ja’dah, and 
took them.

16 At that time did Héz-e-ki/ah cut 
off the gold from the doors of the 
temple of the LORD, and from the 
pillars which Hé€z-e-ki’ah king of 
Ju’dah had overlaid, and gave it to 
the king of As-syr'1-a. 

17 § And the king of As-syr'i-a sent 
Tar’tan and Rab’sa-ris and Rab/- 
sha-keh from La’chish to king Héz- 
e-ki‘ah with a great host against 
Jé-ru’sa-lem. And they went up 
and came to Jé-ru’sa-lém. And when 
they were come up, they came and 
stood by the conduit of the upper 
pool, which is in the highway of 
the fuller’s field.

6 And he made his son pass 
through the fire, and observed 
times, and used enchantments, and 
dealt with familiar spirits and wiz- 
ards: he wrought much wickedness 
in the sight of the LORD, to provoke 
him to anger. 

7 And he set a

house, of which the LORD said to 
Da’vid, and to S0l’o-mon_ his son, 
In this house, and in Jé-ru’sé-lém,

10 § And the LORD spake by his 
servants the prophets, saying, 

1l Because Ma-nas’seh king of 
Ju’dah hath done these abomina- 
tions, and hath done wickedly 
above all that the Am/6r-ites did, 
which were before him, and hath 
made Ju’dah also to sin with his 
idols: 

12 Therefore thus saith the LORD 
God of is'ra-el, Behold, I am bring- 
ing such evil upon Jé-ru’sa-lém and 
Ju’dah, that whosoever heareth. of 
it, both his ears shall tingle. 

13 And I will stretch over Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém the line of Sa-ma’ri-a, and 
the plummet of‘the house of A’hab: 
and I will wipe Jé-ru’sa-lém as a 
man Wwipeth a dish, wiping 7¢, and 
turning it upside down. 

14 And I will forsake the remnant 
of mine inheritance, and deliver 
them into the hand of their enemies; 
and they shall become a prey and a 
spoil to all their enemies ; 

15 Because they have done thar 
which was evil in my sight, and have 
provoked me to anger, since the 
day their fathers came forth out of 
E’gypt, even unto this day. 

16 Moreover Ma-nas’seh shed _in- 
nocent blood very much, till he had 
filled Jé-ru’sa-lém from one end to 
another; beside his sin wherewith 
he made Ju’dah to sin, in doin 
that which was evil in the sight o 
the LORD. 

17 § Now the rest of the acts of 
Ma-nas’seh, and all that he did, and 
his sin that he sinned, are they not 
written in the book of the chroni- 
cles of the kings of Ja’dah ? ; 

18 And Ma-nas’seh slept with his 
fathers, and was buried in the gar- 
den of his own house, in the garden 
of Uz'za: and A’mon his son reigned 
in-his stead. 

19 § A’mon was twenty and two 
years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned two years in Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém. And his mother’s name was 
Mé-shiil’le-méth, the daughter of 
Ha’ruz of JOt/bah. 

20 And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the LORD, as his 
father Ma-nas'seh did. — etek 

21 And he walked in all the way 


that his father walked “in; and 


Josiah’ s-reign. 
served the. idols that his father 
served, and worshipped them: . . 
22 And he forsook the LORD God 
of his fathers, and walked not in 
the way of the LORD. ‘ 

23 7 And the servants of A’mon 
conspired against him, and slew 
the king in his own house. , 

24 And the people of the land slew 
allthem that had conspired against 
king A’mon; and the people of the 
land made Jo-si’ah his. son king in 
his stead. . ¢ 

25 Now the rest. of the acts of 
A’mon which he did, are they not 
written in the book of the chroni- 
cles of the kings of Ju'dah ? 

26 And he was buried in his sepul- 
chre in the garden of Uz'za: and 
J0-si’ah his son reigned in his stead. 


CHAPTER 22.

5 And let them deliver it into the 
hand of the doers of the work, that 
have the oversight of the house 
of the LORD: and let them give it 
to the doers of the work which is 
in the house of the LORD, to repair 
the breaches of the house, ; 

6. Unto carpenters, and builders, 
and masons, and to buy. timber 
and hewn stone to repair the 
house. .. : 

7. Howbeit there was no reckon- 
ing made with them of. the mone 
that was delivered into their hand, 
because they dealt faithfully, .. 

8 | And Hil-ki’ah, the high priest 
said unto. Sha/phan the scribe, I 
have found the book of the law in 
the house of the LoRD.,. And Hil- 
ki‘ah gave the book to Sha/phan, 
and he read it. ey elit 3 
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§ And Sha’phan the scribe came to 
the king, and. Dreuenb the king word 
again, and said, Thy servants have 
gathered the money that was found 
in the house, and have delivered it 
into the. hand of them that do the 
work, that have the: oversight of 
the house of the LORD. : 

10 And Sha’phan the scribe shewed 
the king, saying, Hil-ki/ah the priest 
hath delivered’ me a book. And 
Sha’phan read it before the king. 

11 And it eame.to pass, when the 


king had: heard the words of the 
book of. the law, that he rent his 
clothes 


12 And the king commanded Hil- 
ki/ah the priest, and A-hi’kam the 
son of Sha’phan, and Ach’bér the 
son of Mi-cha/iah, and Sha’phan 
the scribe, and A-sa-hi/ah a servant 
of the king’s, saying, 

13 Go ye, enquire of the LORD for 
me, and for the people, and for all 
Ju/dah, concerning the: words: of 
this book that is found: for great %s 
the wrath of the LORD that is kin- 
dled against us, because our fathers 
have not hearkened unto the words 
of this, book, to. do according unto 
att that which ‘is written concern- 
ng us. 

14. So .Hil-ki/ah the priest, and 
A-hi‘kam, and Ach’bdér, and Sha’- 

han, and A-sa-hi/ah, went unto 

iil’dah the prophetess, the wife of 
Shal’lum the son, of Tik’vah, the 
son of Hiar’has, keeper of the ward- 
robe; (now she dwelt in Jé-ru’sa- 
1ém.in the college;) and they com- 
muned with her. 

15 § And she said unto them, Thus 
saith the LORD God of is’ra-el, Tell 
the man that sent you to me, 

16 Thus saith the LORD, Behold, I 
will bring evil upon this place, and 
upon the inhabitants thereof, even 
all the words of the book which the 
king of Ju’dah hath read: 

17 Because they have forsaken 
me, and have. burned incense unto 
other gods, that they might provoke 
me to anger with all the works of 
their hands; therefore my wrath 
‘shall be kindled against this place, 
and shall not be quenched. 

18 But to the king of Ju’dah 
which sent you to enquire of the 
LORD, thus shall ye. say to him, 
Thas saith the LORD God of israel, 


As touching the words which thou 
hast heard ; 
19 Because thine heart was ten- 


der; and. thou: hast humbled. thy- 
self before the. LORD, when thou 
wheardest, what I spake against this 


‘place, and against the inhabitants 
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thereof, that they should become a 
desolation and a curse, and hast 
rent thy clothes, and wept before 
me; I also have heard thee, saith 
the LORD. ‘ 

20 Behold therefore, I will gather 
thee unto thy fathers, and’ thou 
shalt be gathered into thy grave 
in peace; and thine eyes shall not 
see all the evil which I will bring 
upon this place.

2 And the king went up, into the 
house of the LORD, and all the men 
of Ju/dah and all the inhabitants 
of Jé-ru’sa-lem with him, and the 
priests, and the prophets, and all 
the people, both small and great: 
and he read in their ears all the 
words of the book of the covenant 
which was found in the house of 
the LORD. i 

3 9 And the king stood by a pil- 
lar, and made a covenant before 
the LORD, to walk after the LORD 
and to keep his commandments and 
his testimonies and his statutes 
with all their heart and all their soul, 
to perform the words of this cove- 
nant that ‘were written in this book. 
And all the people stood to the cove- 


nant. 
4 And the king commanded Hil- 
ki’ah the high priest, and the priests 
of the second order, and the keep- 
ers of the door, to bring forth out of 
the temple of the LORD all the ves- 
sels that were made for Ba/al, and 
for the grove,and for all the host 
of heaven: and he burned them 
without Jé-ru’sa-lém in the fields of 
Kid’ron, and carried the ashes of 
them unto Béth’-el. 
5 And he put down the idolatrous 
priests, whom the kings of Ju’dah 
ad ordained to burn incense in the 
high places in the cities of Ju’dah, 
and in the places round about Jé- 
ry’sa-lem; them also that burned 
incense unto Ba’al, to the sun, and 
to the moon, and to the planets, 
and to all the host of heaven. 
And he brought out the grove 
from the house of the LORD, with- 
out Jé-ru’s4-lém, unto the brook 
Kid’ron, and burned it at the brook 
Kid’ron, and stamped it small to 
powder, and cast the powder there- 
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of upon the graves of the children 
of the people. 

7 And he brake down the houses 
of the sodomites, that were by the 
house of the LORD, where the wo- 
men wove hangings for the grove. 

8 And he brought all the priests 
out of the cities of Ju’dah, and de- 
filed the ee places where the 
priests had _ burned incense, from 
Ge'ba to Be’er-she’ba, and brake 
down the high places of the gates 
that were in the entering in of the 
gate of JOsh’u-a the governor of 
the city, which were on a man’s left 
hand at the gate of the city. 

9 Nevertheless the priests of the 
high places came not up tothe altar 
of the LORD in Jé-ru’sa-lém, but 
they did eat of the unleavened 
bread among their brethren. 

10, And he defiled To’pheth, which 
is in the valley of the children of 
Hin’/nom, that no man might make 
his son or his daughter to pass 
through the fire to Mo’lech. 

lit And he took away the horses 
that the kings of Ji’dah had given 
to the sun, at the entering in of the 
house of the LoRD by the chamber 
of Na’than-me’lech the chamber- 
lain, which was in the suburbs, and 
pane the chariots of the sun with 


re. 

12 And the altars that were on the 
top of the upper chamber of A’haz 
which the kings of Ju’dah had. 
made, and the altars which Ma- 
nas’seh had made in the two courts 
of the house of the LORD, did the 
king beat down, and brake them 
down from thence, and cast the 
dust of them into the brook Kid’- 
ron. 

13 And the high places that were 
before Jé-ru’sa-lem, which were on 
the right hand of the mount of 
corruption, which S0dl’o-mon_ the 
king of Is’ra-el had builded for Ash’- 
to-reth the abomination of the Zi- 
do’ni-ans, and for Che’modsh the 
abomination of the Mo’ab-ites, and 
for Mil’com the abomination of the 
children of Am’/mOn, did the king 


defile. 

14 And he brake in pieces the im- 
ages, and cut down the groves, and 
filled their places with the bones of 
men. 

15 { Moreover the altar that was at 
Beth’-el, and the high place which 
Jér-o-b0’am_the son of Ne’bat,. who 
made Iis’ra-el to sin, had made, both 
that altar and the high place he 
brake down, and. burned the high 
place, and stamped it small to pow- 
der, and burned the grove, 
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16 And as Jo-s?’ah turned himself, 
he spied the sepulchres that were 
there in the mount, and sent, and 
teok the bones out of the sepulchres 
and burned them upon the altar, an 
polluted it, according to the word 
of the LORD which the man of God 
proclaimed, who proclaimed these 
words. Be 

17 Then he said, What title is that 


that Isee? And the menof the city 


told him, /¢ is the sepulchre of the 
man of God, which came from Ju’- 
dah, and Peon anuea these things 
that thou hast done against the al- 
tar of Béth’-el. 

18 And he said, Let him alone; let 
no man move his bones. So they let 
his bones alone, with the bones of 
the prophet that came ‘out of Sa- 
ma’ri-a. 

19 And all the houses also of the 
high places that were in the cities 
of Sa-ma/ri-a, which the kings of 
fs’ra-el had made to provoke the 

ORD to anger, JO-si’ah took away, 
and did to them according to all the 
acts that he had done in Béth’-el. 

20 And he slew all the priests of 
the high places that were there upon 
the altars, and burned men’s bones 
upon them, and returned to Jé-ru’- 
64-lém. 

21 J And the king commanded all 
the people, saying, Keep the pass- 
aver unto the LORD your God, as 
\t is atten in the book of this cove- 
nant. 

22 Surely there was pot holden 
buch a passover from the days of 
the judges that judged Is’ra-el, nor 
in all the days of the kings of Is'ra-el, 
aor of the kings of Ju’dah; 

23 But in the eighteenth year of 
king J6-si’ah, wherein this passover 
fae holden to the LORD in Jé-ru’sa- 

ém. 

24 J Moreover, the workers with 
familiar spirits,and the wizards, and 
the images, and the idols, and all 
the abominations that were spied in 
the land of Ju’dah and in Jé-ru’sa- 
lém, did J6-si/ah put away, that he 
might perform the words of the 
law which were written in the book 
that Hil-ki’ah the priest found in 
the house of the LORD. 

25 And like unto him was there no 
king before him, that turned to the 
LORD with all his heart, and with all 
his soul, and with all his might, ac- 
cording to all. the law of Mo’ses; 
neither after him arose there any 
like him. , : ‘ 

26 J Notwithstanding the LORD 
turned not from the fierceness of his 
great wrath, wherewith his anger 
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was kindled against Jii’dah, because © 
of all the provocations that Ma- 
nas/seh had provoked him withal. 

27 And the LORD said, I will re- 
move Judah also out of my sight 
as I have removed Is'ra-el, and will 
cast off this city Jé-ru’sa-lem which 
I have chosen, and the house of 
which I said, My name shall be 
there. j 

28 Now the rest of the acts of Jo- 
s!/ah, and all that he did, are they 
not written in the book of the chron- 
icles of the kings of Ju’dah? 

29 {In his days Pha’/radh-ne’choh 
king of E/gsypt went a against the 
king of As-syr'i-a to the river Eu- 
phra’tés: and ig J6-si‘ah went 
against him; and he slew’ him at 
pacha Sah when he had seen 
nim. 

30 And his servants carried him in 
a chariot dead from Mé-gid’do, and 
brought him to Jé-ru‘sa-lém, an 
buried him in his own sepulchre. 
And the people of the land took 
Jé-h0’a-haz the son of J6-si/ah, and 
anointed him, and made him king 
in his father’s stead. ' , 

3l J Jé-h0’a-haz was twenty and 
three years old when he began to 
reign; and he reigned three months 
in Jé-ru’sa-lem. And his mother’s 
name was Ha-mu’tal, the daughter 
of Jér-e-mi'ah of Lib’nah. 

32 And he did that which was evil 

in the sight of the LORD, according 
to all that his fathers had done. 
33 And Pha’/raoh-ne’choh put him 
in bands at Rib’lah in the land of 
Ha’math, that he might not reign 
in Jé-ru’sa-lém ; and put the land to 
a tribute of an hundred talents of 
silver, and a talent of gold. 

34 And Pha/raoh-ne’choh made 
&-li/a-kim the son of J6-si/ah king 
in the room of J6-si’ah his father, 
and turned his name to Jé-hoi’a- 
kim, and took Jé-h0/a-haz away: 
and he came to E’/gypt, and died 
there. 

35 And Jé-hoi’a-kim gave the silver 
and the gold to Pha’raoh; but he 
taxed the land to give the money 
according to the commandment of

87 And he gid that-which was evil 
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in the sight of the LoRD, according 
to all that his fathers had done.

N his days Néb-u-chad-néz/zar 

king of Bab‘y-lon came up, and 

Jé-hoi/‘a-kim became his servant 

three years: then he turned and re- 
belled against him. 

2 And the LORD sent against him 
bands of the Chal’dees, and bands of 
the Syr’i-ans, and bands of the Mo’- 
ab-ites, and bands of the children 
of Am/mon, and sent them against 
Ju’dah to destroy it, according to 
the word of the LORD, which he 
spake by his servants the prophets. 

3 Surely at the commandment of 
the LORD came this upon Ju‘dah, to 
remove them out of his sight, for 
the sins of Ma-nas’seh, according to 
all that he did; 

4 And also for the innocent blood 
that he shed: for he filled Jé-ru’sa- 
1ém with innocent blood ; which the 
LORD would not pardon. 

5 ¥ Now the rest of the acts of Jé- 
hoi/a-kim, and all that he did, are 
they not written in the book of the 
chronicles.of the kings of Ju’dah? 

6 So Jé-hoi/a-kim slept with his 
fathers: and Jé-hoi’a-chin his son 
reigned in his stead. ai 

7 And the king of neve came 
not again any more out of his land: 
for the king of Bab’y-lon had taken 
from the river of ‘E’gypt unto the 
river Eu-phra’tés all that pertained 
to the king of E’gypt. 

8 § Jé-hoi’a-chin was eighteen 
years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned in Jé-ru’sa-lém three 
months. And his mother’s name 
was Né-hitsh’ta, the daughter of El’- 
na-than of Jé-ru’sa-lém. y 

9 And he did that which was evil in 
the sight of the LORD, according to 
all that his father had done. 

10 § At that time the servants of 
Néb-u-chad-néz’zar king of Bab’y- 
lon came. up against. Jé-ru’sa-lem, 
and the city was besieged. 

11 And Neéb-u-chad-neéz’zar king of 
Bab’y-lon came against the city, and 
his servants did besiege it. 

12 And Jé-hoi/a-chin the king of 
Judah went out tothe king of Bab’- 
y-lon, he, and his mother, and his 
servants, and his princes, and hi 
officers: and the king of Bab’y-lo 
bie him in the eighth year of his 
reign. 

13 And he carried out thence all 
the treasures of the house of the 
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LORD,.and the _ treasures of the 
king’s house, and cut in pieces all 
the vessels of gold which SOl’o-mon 
king of is’ra-el had made in the 
temple of the LORD, as.the LORD 
had said. 

14 And he carried. away all Jé- 
ru’sa-lém, and all. the princes, and 
all the mighty men of valour, even 
ten thousand captives, and all the 
craftsmen and smiths: none re- 
mained, save the poorest sort of 
the people of the land. 

15 And he carried away Jé-hoi’- 
a-chin to Bab’y-lon, and the king’s 
mother, and the king’s wives, and 
his officers, and the mighty of the 
land, those carried he into captivity 
from Jé-ru’sa-lém to Bab’y-lon. 

16 And all the men of might, even 


‘seven thousand, and craftsmen and 


smiths a thousand, all that were 
strong and apt for war, even them 
the king of Bab’y-lon brought, cap- 
tive to Bab’y-lon. 

17 § And the king of Bab’y-lon 
made Mat-ta-ni/ah his father’s bro- 
ther king in his stead, and changed 
his name to Zéd-e-ki’ah. 

18 Zéd-e-ki’ah was twenty and one 
years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned eleven years in Jé- 
ru’sa-lém. And his mother’s name 
was. Ha-mi’tal, the daughter of 
Jér-e-mi’ah of Lib’nah. 

19 And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the LORD, according 
to all that Jé-hoi‘a-kim had done. 

20 For through the anger of the 
LORD it came to pass in Jé-ru’sa-lem 
and Ju’dah, until he had cast them 
out from his presence, that Zéd-e- 
ki/ah rebelled against the king of 
Bab’y-lon.

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night by the way of the gate be- 
tween two walls, which 7s by the 
king’s garden: (now the Chal’dee 
were against the city round about: 
and the king went the way toward 
the plain. 

5 And the army of the Chal’dees 
pursued after the king, and over- 
took him in the plains of Jér’l-cho: 
and all his army were scattered 


from him. 

6 So they took the king, and 
brought him up to the king of 
Bab’y-lon to Rib’lah; and they gave 
bie erie upon him. 

7 d they slew the sons of Zéd- 
e-ki/ah before his eyes, and put out 
the eyes of Zéd-e-ki/ah, and bound 
him with fetters of brass, and 
carried him to Bab’y-lon. 

8 ¥ And in the fifth month, on the 
seventh day of the month, which 7s 
the nineteenth year of king Néb- 
u-chad-néz’zar ae of eat bats 
came Néb/u-zar-a’dan, captain of 
the guard, a servant of the king of 
Bab’y-lon, unto Jé-ru’sa-lém : 

9 And he burnt the house of the 
LORD, and the king’s house, and 
all the houses of Jé-ru’sa-lém, and 
every great man’s house burnt he 
with fire. in 

10 And all the army of the Chal’- 
dees, that were with the captain of 
the guard, brake down the walls of 
Jé-ru’sa-lém round about. 

ll Now the. rest of the people 
that were left in the city, and the 
fugitives that fell away to the kin 
of Bab’y-lon, with the remnant o 
the multitude, did Neb’u-zir-a/dan 
the captain of the guard carry

12 But the captain of the guard 
Jeft of the poor of the land ¢o be 
vinedressers and husbandmen. 

13 And the pillars of brass that 
were in the house of the LORD, and 
the bases, and the brasen sea that

5 And the inhabitants of Jé’bus 
said to Da’vid, Thou shalt not come 
hither. Nevertheless Da’vid took 
the castle of Zi’on, whichis the city 
of Da’vid.

12 And the pattern of all that he 
had by the spirit, of the courts of the 
house of the LORD, and of all the 
chambers round about, of the trea- 
suries of the house of God, and 
of the treasuries of the dedicated 
things: : 

13 Also for the courses of the 
priests and the Le’vites, and for all 
the work of the service of the house 
of the LORD, and for all the vessels 
of service in the house of the LORD. 

14 He ie of gold by weight for 
things of gold, for all instruments of 
all manner of service; si/ver also for 
all instruments of silver by weight 
for all instruments of every kin ot 
service: 

15 Even the weight for the candle. 
sticks of gold, and for their lamps 
of gold, by weight forevery candle- 
stick, and for the lamps thereof: 
and for the candlesticks of silver 
by weight, both for the candlestick, 
and also for the lamps thereof, ac- 
eons to the use of every candle- 
stick. 

16 And by weight he gave gold for 
the tables of shewbread, for every 
table; and likewise silver for the ta- 
bles of silver: 

17 Also pure gold for the flesh- 
hooks, and the bowls, and the cups: 
and for the golden basons he gave 
gold by weight for every bason; 
and likewise silver by weight for 
every bason of silver: 

18 And for the altar of incense re- 
fined gold by weight; and gold for 
the pattern of the chariot of the 
cherubims, that spread out their 
wings, aud covered the ark of the 
covenant of the LORD. 

19 All this, said Da'vid, the LORD 
made me understand in writing by 
his hand upon me, even all the 
works of this pattern. 

20 And Da’vid said to SOl’o-mon 
his son, Be strong and of good cour- 
age, and doit: fear not, nor be dis- 
mayed: for the LORD God, even My 

| God, will be with thee; he will not 
fail thee, nor forsake thee, until 
thou hast finished all the work for 


forsake him, he will cast thee off| the service of the house of the 


for ever. 
10 Take heed now; for the LoRD 


LORD. 
21 And, behold, the courses of 


hath chosen thee to build an house! the priests and the Leé’vites, even

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they shall be with thee for all the ser- 
vice of the house of God: and there 
shall be with thee for all manner of 
workmanship every willing skilful 
man, for any manner of service: 
also the princes and all the people 
will oe wholly at thy command- 
ment. 


CHAPTER 29. 


1 The people’s offerings. 20 Solomon made 
king. 26 David’s reign and death. 
URTHERMORE Da’vid the king 

said unto all the congregation 

S0l’o-mon my son, whom alone Go 
hath chosen, is yet young and ten- 
der, and the work is great: for the 
palace is not for man, but for the 
LORD God. 

2 Now I have prepared with all 
iny might for the house of my God 
the gold for things to be made of 
gold, and the silver for things of 
silver, and the brass for things of 
brass, the iron for things of iron, 
and wood for things of wood; onyx 
stones, and stones to be sét, glis- 
tering stones, and of divers col- 
ours, and all manner of precious 
stones, and marble stones in abun- 
dance. 

3 Moreover, because I have setm 
affection tc the house of my God, 
have of mine own proper good, of 
gold and silver, which I have given 
to the house of my God, over and 
above all that I have prepared for 
the holy house, 

4 Even three thousand talents of 
gold, of the gold of O’phir, and 
seven thousand talents of refined 
silver, to overlay the walls of the 
houses withal : 

5 The gold for things of gold, and 
the silver for things of silver, and 
for all manner of work to be made 
by the hands of artificers. And who 
then is willing to consecrate his 
service this day unto the LORD? 

6 J Then the chief of the fathers 
and princes of the tribes of is’ra-el 
and the captains of thousands anc 
of hundreds, with the rulers of the 
nee work, offered willingly, 

7 And gave for the service of the 
house of God of gold five thousand 
talents and ten thousand drams, 
and of silver ten thousand talents, 
and of brass eighteen thousand tal- 
ents, and one hundred thousand 
talents of iron. 

8 And they with whom precious 
stones were found gave them to the 
treasure of the house of the LORD, 
oe the hand of Jé-hi’el the Gér’- 
shon-ite. 


9 Then the people rejoiced, for! 


and prayer. 


that they offered wee because 
with perfect heart they. offered 
willingly to the LORD: and Da'vid 
the king also rejoiced with great 


joy. : 

10 { Wherefore Da’vid blessed the 
LORD before all the congregation: 
and Da’'vid said, Blessed be thou, 
LORD God of is’ra-el our father, for 
ever and ever. 

ll Thine, O LORD, is the great 
ness, and the power, and the glory, 
and the victory, and the majesty: | 
for all that isin the heaven and in 
the earth is thine; thine is the 
kingdom, O LORD, and thou art 
exalted as head above all. 

12 Both riches and honour come of 
thee, and thou reignest over all; 
and in thine hand is power an 
might; and in thine hand 7¢ is to 
make prea, and to give strength 
unto all. 

13 Now therefore, our God, we 
thank thee, and praise thy glorious 
name. 

14 But who amI, and what is my 
people, that we should be able to 
offer so willingly after this sort? 
for all things come of thee, and of 
thine own have we given thee. 

15 For we are strangers before 
thee, and sojourners, as were all our 
fathers: our days on the earth are 
as a shadow, and there is none abid- 
ing. 

16 O LORD our God, all this store 
that we have prepared to build thee 
an house for thine holy name com- 
eth of thine hand, and is all thine 
own. 

17 1 know also, my God, that thou 
triest the heart, and_ hast pleasure 
in uprightness. As for me, in the 
uprightness of mine heart I have 
willingly offered all these things: 
and now have I seen with joy thy 
people, which are present here, to 
offer willingly unto thee. 

18 O LoRD God of A’bra-ham, 
Isaac, and of Is’ra-el, our fathers, 
keep this for ever in the imagina- 
tion of the thoughts of the heart of 
thy people, and prepare their heart 
unto thee: 

19 And give unto S0ol’o-mon my 
son a perfect heart, to keep thy 
commandments, thy testimonies, 
and thy statutes, and to do all these 
things, and to_ build the palace, 
for the which I have made provi- 


sion. 

20 4 And Da’vid said to all the 
congregation, Now bless the LORD 
your God. And all the congrega- 
tion blessed the LORD God of their 
fathers, and bowed down’ their 
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Solemn offering of 


heads, and worshipped the LORD, 
and the king. 

21 And they sacrificed sacrifices 
unto the LORD, and offered burnt 
offerings unto the LORD, on the 
morrow after that day, even a thou- 
sand bullocks, a thousand rams, and 
a thousand lambs, with their drink 
offerings, and sacrifices in abun- 
dance for all is'ra-el: 

22 And did eat and drink before 
the LORD on that day with great 
gladness. And they made Sol’o- 
mon the son of Da’vid king the sec- 
ond time, and anointed him unto 
the LORD fo be the chief governor, 
and Za/dok to be priest. 

28 Then Sol’o-mon sat on the 
tyrone of the LorD as king instead 
of Da’vid his father, and prospered ; 
and all is’ra-el obeyed him. 

24 And all the princes, and the 
mighty men, and all the sons like- 
wise of king Da’vid, submitted 
themselves unte Sol’o-mon the 
king. 
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Sotomon at Gibeon. 


25 And the LORD magnified S6l’o- 
mon exceedingly in the sight of all 
Is‘ra-el, and bestowed upon him 
such royal majesty as had not been 
on any king before him in is‘ra-el. 

26 § Thus Da‘vid the son of Jés/se 
reigned over all Is’ra-el. 

27 And the time that he reigned 
over is'ra-el was forty years; seven 
years reigned he in Hé’bron, and 
thirty and three years reigned he in 
Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

28 And he died in a good old age, 
full of days, riches, and honour: 
and Sol’o-mon his son reigned in his 
stead. 

29 Now the acts of Da’vid the king, 
first and last, behold, they are writ- 
ten in the book of Sam’u-el the 
seer, and in the book of Na’than 
the prophet, and in the book of Gad 
the seer, 

30 With all his reign and his might, 
and the times that went over him, 
and over is’ra-el, and over all the 
kingdoms of the countries. 


THE SECOND 


BOOK OF THE CHRONICLES. 


CHAPTER 1. 


1 The offering of Solomon. 7 His choice 
of wisdom. 18 His wealth and might. 


ND S0ol’/o-mon the son of Da/vid 
was strengthened in his king- 
dom, and the LoRD his God was 
with him, and magnified him ex- 
ceedingly. _ 

2 Then SOl’o-mon spake unto all 
Is/ra-el, to the captains uf thousands 
and of hundreds, and to the judges, 
and to every governor in all Is’ra-el, 
the chief of the fathers. 

3 So Sol’o-mon, and all the congre- 
gation with him, went to the high 
piace that was at Gib’e-on; for there 
was the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion of God, which Mo’ses the ser- 
want of the LORD had made in the 
wiiderness. 

4 But the ark of God had Da’vid 
brought up from Kir’jath-jée’a-rim 
to the place which Da'vid had pre- 
pared for it: for he had pitched a 
tent for it at Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

5 Moreover the brasen altar, that 
Bé-zal’é-el the son of U’ri, the son 
of Hair had made, he put before the 


6 And SOol’o-mon went up thither 
to the brasen altar before the LORD, 
which was at the tabernacle of the 
congregation, and offered a thou- 
sand burnt offerings upon it. 

7 7 In that night did God appear 
unto Sol’o-mon, and said unto him, 
Ask what I shall give thee. 

8 And SOl’o-mon said unto God, 
Thou hast shewed great mercy unto 
Da’vid my father, and hast made 
me to reign in his stead. 

9 Now, O LORD God, let thy pro- 
mise unto Da’/vid my father be es- 
tablished: for thou hast made me 
king over a people like the dust of 
the earth in multitude. 

10 Give me now wisdom and 
knowledge, that I may go out and 
come in before this eae e: for who 
can jnnige this thy people, that is so 
great ? 

11 And God said to S6l’o-mon, Be- 
cause this was in thine heart, and 
thou hast not asked riches, wealth, 
or honour, nor the life of thine ene- 

| mies, neither yet hast asked Jon 
life; but hast asked wisdom an 
knowledge for thyself, that thou

12 Wisdom and knowledge is 
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Solomon’s message 


Eye unto thee; and I will give 
hee riches, and wealth, and honour, 
such as none of the kings have had 
that have been before thee, neither 
ae there any after thee have the 
ike. 

13 JY Then SOl’o-mon came from his 
journey to the high place that was at 
Gib’e-on to Jé-ru’sa-lém, from before 
the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and reigned over is’ra-el. 

14 And S6l’/o-mon gathered chari- 
ots and horsemen: and he had a 
thousand and four hundred chari- 
ots, and twelve thousand horsemen, 
which he placed in the chariot cit- 
ies, and with the kingat Jé-ru’sa-lem. 

15 And the king made silver and 
gold at Jé-ru’sa-lém as plenteous as 
stones, and cedar trees made he as 
the sycomore trees that ae in the 
vale for abundance. 

16 And S0l’o-mon had _ horses 
brougbt out of E’gypt, and linen 
oy the king’s merchants received 

he linen yarn at a price. 

17 And they fetched up, and 
brought forth out of E’/gypta chariot 
for six hundred shekels of silver, and 
an horse for an hundred and fifty: 
and so brought they out horses for 
all the kings of the Hit’tites, and for 
the kings of Syr’i-a, by their means. 


CHAPTER 2, 


1 The temple workmen. 3 Solomon con- 
tracts with Huram. 

ND S6l’o-mon determined to 

build an house for the name of 
the LORD, and an house for his 
kingdom. 

2 And SOol’o-mon told out three- 
score and ten thousand men to bear 
burdens, and fourscore thousand to 
hew in the mountain, and three 
thousand and six hundred to over- 
see them. 

3 J And SOl’o-mon sent to Hu’ram 
the king of Tyre, saying, As thou 
didst deal with Da’vid my father 
and didst send him cedars to build 
him an house to dwell therein, even 
so deal with me. 

Behold, I build an house to the 
name of the LORD my God, to dedi- 
eate it to him, and to burn before 
him sweet incense, and for the 
continual shewbread, and for the 
burnt offerings morning and even- 
ing, on the sabbaths, and on the new 
moons, and on the solemn feasts of 
the LORD our God. This is an ordi- 
nance for ever to Is’ra-el. 

5 And the house which'I build is

& But who is able to build him an

house, seeing the heaven and hea- 
ven of heavens cannot contain hin ? 
who am I then, that I should build 
him an house, save only to burn 
sacrifice before him ? 

7 Send me now therefore a man 
cunning to work in soe and in sil- 
ver, and in brass, and in iron, and in 
purple, and crimson, and blue, and 
that can skill to grave with the cun- 
ning men that are with me in Ju’dah 
and in Jé-ru’sa-lem, whom Da’vid 
my father did provide. ; 

8 Send me also cedar trees, fir 
trees, and sigan trees, out of Léb’- 
a-non: for I know that thy servants 
can skill to cut timber in Léb’a-non; 
and, behold, my servants. shall be 
with thy servants, 

9 Even to prepare me timber in 
abundance: for the house which I 
am about to build shall be wonder- 
ful great. 

10 And, behold, I will give to thy 
servants, the hewers that cut tim- 
ber, twenty thousand measures of 
beaten wheat, and twenty thousand 
measures of barley, and twenty 
thousand baths of wine, and twenty 
thousand baths of oil. 

11 ¢ Then Hu’ram the king of Tyre 
answered in writing, which he sent 
to Sodl’o-mon, Because the LORD 
hath loved his people, he hath made 
thee king over them. 

12 Hu’ram said moreover, Blessed 
be the LORD God of Is’ra-el, that 
made heaven and earth, who hath 
given to Da’vid the king a wise son, 
endued with prudence and under- 
standing, that might build an house 
for the LORD, and an’house for his 
kingdom. 

13 And nowI have sent a cunning 
man, endued with understanding, 
ot Hu’ram my father’s, 

14 The son of a woman of the 
daughters of Dan, and his father 
was aman of Tyre, skilful to work 
in gold, and in silver, in brass, in 
iron, in stone, and in timber, in 
purple, in blue, and in fine linen, 
and in crimson; also to grave any 
manner of graving, and to find out 
every device which shall be put to 
him, with thy cunning men, and 
witb the cunning men of my lord 
Da’vid thy father. 

15 Now therefore the wheat, and 
the barley, the oil, and the wine 
which m lord hath spoken of, let 
him send unto his servants: 

16 And we will cut wood out of 
Léb’a-non, aS much as thou shalt 
need: and we will bring it to thee 
in floats by sea to JOp’pa; and thor 
shalt carry it up to Jé-ru’sa-lém.

17 § And S0l’o-mon numbered all 
the strangers that were in the land 
of Is/ra-el, after the numberin 

wherewith Da’vid his father ha 

numbered them; and they were 
found an hundred and fifty thou- 
sand and three thousand and six 
hundred. 

18 And he set threescore and ten 
thousand of them to be bearers of 
burdens, and fourscore thousand to 
be hewers in the mountain, and 
three thousand and six hundred 
overseers to set the people a work. 


CHAPTER 3. 


1 Solomon begins the temple. 3 Its dimen- 
sions, architecture and ornaments. 
HEN S0l/o-mon began to build 

the house of the LORD at Jé- 
ru’sa-lém in mount MO6-ri’/ah, where 
the LORD appeared unto Da’vid his 
father, in the place that Da’vid had 
prepared in the threshingfioor of 
ér’nan the Jéb’u-site. 

2 And he began to build in the 
second day of the second month, 
in the fourth year of his reign. 

39 Now these are the things 
wherein S0Ol’o-mon was instructed 
for the building of the house of 
God. The length by cubits after 
the first measure was threescore 
cubits, and the breadth twenty 
cubits. 

4 And the porch that was in the 
front of the house, the length of it 
was according to the breadth of 
the house, twenty cubits, and the 
height was an hundred and twenty: 
and he overlaid it within with pure 

old. 

ee And the greater house he cieled 

with fir tree, which he overlaid 

with fine gold, and set thereon 
palm trees and chains. 

6 And he garnished the house 
with precious stones for beauty: 
and the gold was gold of Par-va’im. 

7 He overlaid also the house, the 
beams, the posts, and the walls 
thereof, and the doors thereof, 
with gold; and graved cherubims 
on the walls. 

8 And he made the most holy 
house, the length whereof was ac- 
cording to the breadth of the house, 
twenty cubits, and the breadth 
thereof twenty cubits: and he over- 
laid it with fine gold, amounting to 
six hundred talents. 

9 And the weight of the nails was 
Hang shekels of gold. And he over- 
laid the upper chambers with gold. 

10 And the most holy house 
he made two cherubims of image 
work, and overlaid them with gold. 
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11 § And the wings of the cheru- 
bims were twenty cubits long: one 
wing of the one cherub was five cu- 
bits, reaching to the wall of the 
house: and the other wing was like- 
wise five cubits, reaching to the 
wae of the other cherub. 

12 And one wing of the other cher- 
ub was five cubits, reaching to the 
wall of the house: and the other 
wing was five cubits also, joining to 
the wing of the other cherub. 

13 The wings of these cherubims 
spread themselves forth twenty 
cubits: and they stood on their 
feet, and their faces were inward. 

144 And he made the veil of 
blue, and purple, and crimson, and 
fine linen, and wrought cherubims 
thereon. 

15 Also he made before the house 
two pillars of thirty and five cu- 
bits high, and the chapiter that 
was on the top of each of them was 
five cubits. 

16 And he made chains, as in the 
oracle, and put them on the heads 
of the pillars; and made an hun. 
dred pomegranates, and put them 
on the chains. 

17 And he reared up the pillars 
before the temple, one on the right 
hand, and the other on the left; and 
called the name of that on the rene 
hand Ja’chin, and the name of that 
on the left Bo’az. 


CHAPTER 4. 


1 The brasen altar. 2 Molten sea. 9 
Courts. 19 Golden instruments. 


;OREOVER he made an altar 

of brass, twenty cubits the 

length thereof, and twenty cubits 

the breadth thereof, and ten cubits 
the height thereof. 

2 4 Also he made a molten sea of 
ten cubits from brim to brim, round 
in compass, and five cubits the 
height thereof; and a line of thirty 
cubits did compass it round about. 

3 And under it was the similitude 
of oxen, whieh did compass it round 
about: ten in a cubit, compassin 
the sea round about. Tworowso 
oxen were cast, when it was cast. 

4 It stood upon twelve oxen, three 
looking toward the north, an d three 
looking toward the west, and three 
looking toward the south, and three 
looking toward the east: and the 
sea was set above upon them, and 
all their hinder parts were inward. 

5 And the thickness of it was an 
handbreadth, and the brim of it like 
the work of the brim of a cup. with 
flowers of lilies; and it receivedand 
held three thousand baths. 
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6 7 He made also ten lavers, and 
put five on the right hand, and five 
on the left, to wash in them: such 
things as they offered for the burnt 
offering they washed in them; but 
the sea was for the priests to wash 
in. 

7 And he made ten candlesticks of 
gold according to their form, and 
set them in the temple, five on the 
right hand, and five on the left. 

8 He made also ten tables, and 
placed them in the temple, five on 
the right side, and five on the left. 
oa he made an hundred basons of 

old. 

8 Furthermore he made the court 
of the priests, and the great court, 
and doors for the court, and over- 
laid the doors of them with brass. 

10 And he set the sea on the right 
side of the east end, over against 
the south. 

11 And Hwt’/ram made the pots, 
and the shovels, and the basons. 
And Hu’/ram finished the work that 
he was to make for king Sol’o-mon 
for the house of God; 

12 To wit, the two pillars, and the 
pommels, and the chapiters which 
were on the top of the two pillars, 
and the two wreaths to cover the 
two pommels of the chapiters which 
were on the top of the pillars; 

13 And four hundred pomegran- 
ates on the two wreaths; two rows 
of pomegranates on each wreath, 
to cover the two pommels of the 
chapiters which were upon the 
pillars. 

14 He made also bases, and lavers 
made he upon the bases; 

15 One sea, and twelve oxen under 


t. 
16 The pots also, and the shovels, 
and the fleshhooks, and all their 
instruments, did Hu’ram his father 
make to king Sol’o-mon for the 
house of the LORD of bright brass. 

17 In the plain of J6r’dan did the 
king cast them, in the clay ground 
between Suc’/coth afd Zé-réd’a- 
thah. 

238 Thus SOl’o-mon made all these 
vessels in great abundance: for the 
weight of the brass could not be 
found out. 

19 ¢ And SOl’o-mon made all the 
vessels that were for the house of 
God, the golden altar also, and the 
pies whereon the shewbrea was 
set; 

20 Moreover the candlesticks with 
their lamps, that they should burn 
after the manner before the oracle, 
of pure gold; 

21 And the flowers, and the lamps, 
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and the tongs, made he of gold, and 
that perfect gold; 

22 And the snuffers, and the ba- 
sons, and the spoons, and the cen- 
sers, of pure gold: and the entry of 
the house, the inner doors thereof 
for the most holy place, and the 
doors of the house of the temple, 
were of gold. 


CHAPTER 5B. 

1 Dedicated treasures. 2 Induction ofi.ne 
ark into the oracle. ll A sign of 
favour. 

HUS all the work that SOdl’o- 
mon made for the house of the 

LORD was finished: and SOl’o-mon 

brought in aii the things that Da/- 

vid his father had dedicated; and 
the silver, and the gold, and ail the 
instruments, put he among the 
treasures of the house of God. 

29 Then Sol’o-mon assembled 
the elders of is’ra-el, and ajl the 
heads of the tribes, the chief of the 
fathers of the children of is’ra-el, 
unto Jé-ru’sd-lém, to bring up the 
ark of the covenant of the LORD 
out of the city of Da’vid, which is 
Zi’On. 

38 Wherefore all the men of is’ra- 
el assembled themselves unto the 
king in the feast which was in the 
seventh month. 

4 And all the elders of Iis’ra-el 
Came and the Lé’vites took up the 
ark. 

5 And they brought up the ark, 
and the tabernacle of the congrega- 
tion, and all the holy vessels that 
were in the tabernacle, these did the 
priests and the Le’vites bring up. 

6 Also king Sol’o-mon, and all the 
congregation of Is'ra-el that were 
assembled unto him before the ark, 
sacrificed sheep and oxen, which 
could not be told nor numbered for 
multitude. 

7 And the priests brought in the 
ark of the covenant of the LORD 
unto his place, to the oracle of the 
house, into the most holy place, even 
under the wings of the cherubims: 

8 For the cherubims spread forth 
their wings over the place of the 
ark, and the cherubims covered the 
ark and the staves thereof above. 

§ And they drew out the staves of 
the ark, that the ends of the staves 
were seen from the ark before the 
oracle; but they were not seen 
pbeetiabet And there it is unto this 

ay.’ k 

10 There was nothing in the ark 
save the two tables which pele 
put therein at HO’reb, when e 
LORD made a covenant with the 
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ehildren of Is'rarel, when they came 
out of E yp : 

11 § And it came to pass, when the 
priests were come out of the holy 
place: (for all the priests that were 
present were sanctified, and.did not 
then wait by course: 

12 Also the Leé’vites which were 
the singers, all of them of A’saph, 
of He’man, of Jéd’u-thtn, with 
their sons and their brethren, being 
arrayed in white linen, having cym- 
bals and psalteries and harps, stood 
at the east end of the altar, and 
with them an hundred and twenty 
priests sounding with trumpets:) 

13 It came even to pass, as the 
trumpeters and Singers were as one, 
to make one sound to be heard in 
praising and thanking the LORD; 
and when they lifted up their voice 
with the trumpets and cymbals and 
instruments of musick, and praised 
the LORD, saying, For he is good; 
for his mercy endureth for ever: 
that then the house was filled with 
a cloud, even the house of the 


LORD; 

14 So that the priests could not 
stand to minister by reason of the 
cloud: for the glory of the LORD 
had filled the house of God. 


CHAPTER 6. 
1 Solomon blesses God. 12 His dedicatory 
prayer. 
HEN said S6l’o-mon, The LORD 
hath said that he would dwell 
in the thick darkness. 

2 But I have built an house of habi- 
tation for thee, and a place for thy 
dwelling for ever. 

3 And the king turned his face, 
and blessed the whole congregation 
of Is’ra-el: and all the congregation 
of Is'ra-el stood. 

4 And he said, Blessed be the LORD 
God of is/ra-el, who hath with his 
hands fulfilled that which he spake 
with his mouth to my father Da’vid, 
saying, 

5 Since the day that [brought forth 
my people out of the land of E’gypt 
I chose no city amongall the tribes 
of is’ra-el to build an house in, that 
my name might be there; neither 
chose I any man to be aruler over 
my people fs’ra-el : 

6 But I have chosen Jé-ru’sa-lém 
that my name might be there; and 
have chosen Da/vid to be over my 
ple Is’ra-el. 

7 Now it was in the heart of Da'vid 
my father to build an house for the 
name of the LORD God of Is’ra-el. 

8 But the LorD said to Da’vid my 
tather, Forasmuch as it was in thine 
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heart to build an house for my name, 
thou didst well in that it was in 
thine heart: 

9 Notwithstanding thou shalt not 
build the house; but thy son which 
shall come forth out of thy toins, 
he shall build the house for my 
name. 

10 The LORD therefore hath per- 
formed his word that he hath spo- 
ken: forIam risen up in the room of 
Da’‘vid my father, and am set on the 
throne of is’ra-el, as the LORD pro- 
mised, and have built the house for 
the name of the LORD God of is’- 


ra-el. 

11 And in it have I put the ark, 
wherein is the covenant of the 
LORD, that he made with the chil- 
dren of is’ra-el. 

12 ¢ And he stood before the altar 
of the LoRD in the presence of ali 
the congregation of Is’ra-el, and 
spread forth his hands: 

3 For Sol’o-mon had made a bra- 
sen scaffold, of five cubits long, and 
five cubits broad, and three cubits 
high, and had set it in the midst of 
the court: and upon it he stood, and 
kneeled down upon his knees before 
all the congregation of Is’ra-el, and 
spread forth his hands toward hea- 


ven, 

14 And said, O LORD God of Is’ra- 
el, there is no God like thee in the 
heaven, nor in the earth; which 
keepest covenant, and shewest mer- 
ey unto thy servants, that walk be- 
fore thee with all their hearts: 

15 Thou which hast kept with thy 
servant Da’/vid my tatherthat which 
thou hast promised him; and spak- 
est with thy mouth, and hast ful- 
filed it with thine hand, as it is this 

ay. 

16 Now therefore, O LORD God of 
Is’ra-el, keep with thy servant Da’- 
vid my father that which thou hast 
promised him, saying, There shall 
not fail thee aman in my sight to sit 
upon the throne of fs’ra-el; yet so 
that thy children take heed to their 
way to walk in my law, as thou hast 
walked before me. 

17 Now then, O LoRD God of Is’- 
ra-el,let thy word be verified, which 
thou hast spoken unto thy servant 
Da’vid. 

18 But will God in very deed dwell 
with men on the earth? behold, 
heaven and the heaven of heavens 
cannot contain thee; how much les~ 
this house which I have built! 

19 Have respect therefore to the 
prayer of thy servant, and to his 
supplication, O LORD my God, to 
hearken unto the cry and the prayer 
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Sotomon’s prayer 
arek. thy servant prayeth before 
ee: 


20 That thine eyes may be open 
upon this house day and night, upon 
the place whereof thou hast said 
that thou wouldest put thy name 
there; to hearken unto the prayer 
which thy servant prayeth toward 
this place. 

21 Hearken therefore unto the sup- 
plications of thy servant, and of thy 
people is’/ra-el, which they shall 
make toward this place: hear thou 
from thy dwelling place, even from 
heaven; and when thou hearest, 
forgive. : j ; 

22 § Ifa man sin against his neigh- 
bour, and an oath be laid upon him 
to make him swear, and the oath 
come before thine altar in this 
house; 

23 Then hear thou from heaven, 
and do, and judge thy servants, by 
aa J the wicked, by recom- 
pensing his way upon his own head; 
and by justifying the righteous, by 
giving him according to his right- 
eousness. 

24 9 And if thy people Is’ra-el be 
put to the worse before the enemy, 

ecause they have sinned against 
thee; and shall return and confess 
thy name, and pray and make 
supplication before thee in this 
house; 

25 Then hear thou from the hea- 
vens, and forgive the sin of thy peo- 
ple Is’ra-el, and pring them again 
unto the land which thou gavest to 
them and to their fathers. 

26 J When the heaven is shut up, 
and there is no rain, because they 
have sinned against thee; yet if 
they pray toward this place, and 
confess thy name, and turn from 
their sin, when thou dost afflict 
them; 

27 Then hear thou from heaven, 
and forgive the sin of thy servants, 
and of thy people is’ra-el, when thou 
hast taught them the good way 
wherein they should walk ; and sen 
rain upon thy land, which thou hast 
given unto thy people for an inherit- 
ace. 

28 J If there be dearth in the land, 
if there be pestilence, if there be 
blasting, or mildew, locusts, or cat- 
erpillers; if their enemies besiege 
them in the cities of their land; 
whatsoever sore or whatsoever 
sickness there be: 

Then what prayer or what sup- 
plication soever shall be made of 
any man, or of all thy people Hb 
ra-el, when every one shall know his 
Own sore and his own grief, and 
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shallspread forth his hands in this 
house: 

30 Then hear thou from heaven 
thy dwelling place, and forgive, and 
render unto every man accordin 
unto all his ways, whose heart tho 
knowest; (for thou only knowest 
the hearts of the children of men:) 

31 That they may fear thee, to 
walk in thy ways, so long as they 
live in the land which thou gavest 
unto our fathers. ; 

32 § Moreover concerning the 
stranger, which is not of thy people 
Is'ra-el, but is come from a far 
country for thy great name’s sake, 
and thy mighty hand, and thy 
stretched out arm; if they come 
and pray in this house; 

33 Then hear thou from the hea- 
vens, even from thy il 3 place, 
and do according to all that the 
stranger calleth to thee for; that al] - 
people of the earth may know thy 
name, and fear thee, as doth thy 
people is’ra-el, and may know that 
this house which I have built is 
called by thy name. 

34 If thy people go out to war 
against their enemies by the way 
that thou shalt send them, and they 
pray unto thee toward this city 
which thou hast chosen, and the 
house which I have built for thy 
name; 

35 Then hear thou from the hea 
vens their prayer and their suppli- 
cation, and maintain their cause. 

36 If they sin against thee, (for 
there is no man which sinneth not,) 
and thou be angry with them, and 
deliver them over before their ene- 
mies, and they carry them away 
captives untoa land far off or near; 

37 Yet if they bethink themselves 
in the land whither they are carried 
captive, and turn and pray unto 
thee in the land of their captivity, 
saying, We have sinued, we have 
done amiss, and have dealt wick- 


,edly ; 
38 If they return to thee with all 


their heart and with all their soul in_ 
the land of their captivity, whither 
they have carried them captives, 
and pray toward their land, which 
thou gavest unto their fathers, and 
toward the city which thou hast 
chosen, and toward the house which 
I have built for thy name: 

39 Then hear thou from the hea 
vens, even from thy dwelling place, 
their prayer and their supplications, 
and maintain their cause, and for- 
give thy people which have sinned 
against thee. a 

0 Now,:my God, let, I beseech 
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thee, thine eyes be open, and let 
thine ears Je attent unto the prayer 
that is made in this place. 

41 Now therefore arise, O LORD 
God, into thy resting place, thou, 
and theark of thy strength: let thy 
priests, O LORD God, be clothed 
with salvation, and let thy saints 
ee in goodness. 

42 O LORD God, turn not away the 
face of thine anointed: remember 
the mercies of Da’vid thy servant. 


CHAPTER 7. 

1 God’s glory in the temple. 3 The people 
worship. 4 Solomon’s sacrifice. 12 God 
appears to Solomon. 

OW when SOl’/o-mon had made 

an end of praying, the fire 
came down from heaven, and con- 
sumed the burnt offering and the 
sacrifices; and the glory of the 

LORD filled the house. 

2 And the priests could not enter 
into the house of the LORD, because 
the glory of the LORD had filled the 
LORD’s house. 

38 And when all the children of 
Is’ra-el saw how the fire came down, 
and the glory of the LORD upon the 
house, they bowed themselves with 
their faces to the ground upon the 
pavement, and worshipped, and 
praised the LORD, saying, For he is 
good; for his mercy endureth for 


ever. 

4 9 Then the king and all the 
people offered sacrifices before the 

ORD. 

5 And king Sol’o-mon offered a 
sacrifice of twenty and two thou- 
sand oxen, and an hundred and 
ewer. thousand sheep: so the king 
and all the people dedicated the 
house of God. 

6 And the priests waited on their 
offices: the Lé’vites also with in- 
struments of musick of the LORD, 
which Da’vid the king had made to 
praise the LORD, because his mercy 
endureth for ever, when Da’vid 
praised by their ministry; and the 
priests sounded trumpets before 
them, and all Is’ra-el stood. 

7 Moreover Sol’o-mon_ hallowed 
the middle of the court that was be- 
fore the house of the LORD: for 
there he offered burnt offerings, and 
the fat of the peace offerings, be- 
cause the brasen altar which Sol’o- 
mon had made was not able to re- 
ceive the burnt offerings, and the 
meat offerings, and the fat. 

8 9 Also at the same time SOl’o- 
mon kept the feast seven days, and 
all Is’ra-el with him, a very great 
congregation, from the entering in 
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of Ha’math unto the river of 


ASE 

9 And in the eighth day they 

made a solemn assembly: for they 

kept the dedication of the. altar 

ee cm days, and the feast seven 
ays. 

10 And onthe three and twentieth 
day of the seventh month he sent 
the people away into their tents, 
glad and merry in heart for the 
goodness that the LORD had shewed 
unto Da’/vid, and to SOdl’o-mon, and 
to Is’ra-el his people. 

11 Thus Sodl’o-mon finished the 
house of the LORD, and the king’s 
house: and all that came into SOl’o- 
mon’s heart to make in the house 
of the LORD, and in his own house, 
he prosperously effected. 

12 § And the LORD appeared to 
Sol’o-mon by night, and said unto 
him, I have heard thy prayer, and 
have chosen this place to myself for 
an house of sacrifice. 

13 If Ishut up heaven that there 
be no rain, or if I command the lo- 
custs to devour the land, or if I 
send pestilence among my people; 

14 If my people, which are called 
by my name, shall humble them- 
selves, and pray, and seek my face, 
and turn from their wicked ways; 
then will I hear from heaven, an 
will forgive their sin, and will heal 
their land. 

15 Now mine eyes shall be open, 
and mine ears attent unto the 
prayer that is made in this place. 

16 For now have I chosen and 
sanctified this house, that my name 
may be there for ever: and mize 
eyes and mine heart shall be there 
perpetually. 

17 And as for thee, if thou wilt 
walk before me, as Da’/vid thy fa- 
ther walked, and do according to 
all that I have commanded thee 
and shalt observe my statutes and 
my judgments; 

18 ‘Then will I stablish the throne 
of thy kingdom, according as I have 
covenanted with Da’vid thy father, 
saying, There shall not fail thee a 
man fo 6e ruler in Is’ra-el. 

19 But if ye turn away, and for- 
sake my statutes and my command- 
ments, which I have set before you, 
and shall go and serve other gods, 
and worship them; 

20 Then will I pluck them up b 
the roots out of my land which 
have given them; and this house, 
which I have sanctified for m 
name, will I cast out of my sight, 
and will make it to be a proverb an 
a byword among all nations. 
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21 And this house, which is high, 
shall be an astonishment to every 
one that passeth by it; so that he 
shall say, Why hath the LORD done 
thus unto this land, and unto this 
house? 

22 And it shall be answered, Be- 
cause they forsook the LORD God of 
their fathers, which brought them 
forth out of the land of E’/gypt, and 
laid hold on other gods, and. wor- 
shipped them, and served them: 
therefore hath he brought all this 
evil upon them. 


CHAPTER 8. 
1 Solomon’s buildings. 14 Courses of ‘priests 
and porters. 17 Solomon’s navy. 
ND it came to pass.at the end 
of twenty years, wherein SOol’- 
o-mon had built the house of the 
LORD, and his own house, 

2 That the cities which Hu’/ram 
had restored to SOol’o-mon, SOl’o- 
mon built them, and caused the 
children of Is’ra-el to dwell there. 

3 And SOl’o-mon went to Ha/math- 
zo'bah, and prevailed against it. 

4 And he built Tad’mor in the 
wilderness, and all the store cities, 
which be built in Ha’math. 

5 Also he built Béth-ho’ron the 
upper, and Béth-ho’ron the nether 
fenced cities, with walls, gates, and 

ars ; 

6 And Ba/al-ath, and all the store 
cities that SOl’o-mon had, and all 
the chariot cities, and the cities of 
the horsemen, and all that SOl’o- 
mon desired to build in Jé-ru’sa- 
lém, and in Léb’a-non, and through- 
out all the land of his dominion. 

7 4 As for all the people that were 
left of the Hit’tites, and the Am’6r- 
ites, and the Pér’iz-zites, and the 
Hi'vites, and the Jéb’u-sites, which 
were not of Is’ra-el, 

8 But of their children, who were 
left after them in the land, whom 
the children of Is’ra-el consumed 
not, them did Sol’o-mon make to 
pay tribute until this day. 

9 But of the children of is’ra-el 
did S0l’o-mon make no servants for 
his work; but they were men of 
war, and chief of his captains, and 
captains of his chariots and horse- 


men. \ 

10 And these were the chief of king 
Sol’o-mon’s officers, even two hup- 
dred and fifty, that bare rule over 


; 


the people. 
11 ¥ And S6l’o-mon brought up the 
daughter of Pha/raodh out of the 


city of Da’vid unto the house that 
he had built for her: for he said, 
My wife snall not dwell in the 
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house of Da’/vid king of is’ra-el, 
because the places are holy, where 
unto the ark of the LORD hath 
come. 

12 § Then SOl’o-mon offered burnt 
offerings unto the LORD on the 
altar of the LORD, which he had 
built before the porch, 

13 Even after a certain rate every 
day, offering according to the com- 
mandment of Mo’ses, on the sab- 
baths, and on the new moons, and 
on the solemn feasts, three times in 
the year, even in the feast of un- 
leavened bread, and in the feast of 
weeks, and in the feast of taber- 
nacles. 

14 9 And he appointed, according 
to the order of Da’vid his father, 
the courses of the priests to their 
service, and the Le’vites to their 
charges, to praise and minister be- 
fore the priests, as the duty of every 
day required: the porters also by 
their courses at every gate: for so 
had Da’/vid the man of God com- 
manded. 

15 And they departed not from the 
commandment of the king unto the 
priests and Lé’vites concerning any 
matter, or concerning the trea- 
sures. 

16 Now all the work of SOl’o-mon 
was prepared unto the day of the 
foundation of the house of the 
LORD, and until it was finished. So 
the house of the LORD was per- 
fected. 

17 { Then went Sol’o-mon to F’zi- 
on-ge’bér, and to E’loth, at the sea 
side in the land of E’dom. 

18 And Hu’ram sent him by the 
hands of his servants ships, and ser- 
vants that hadknowledge of the sea; 
and they went with the servants o 
Sol’o-mon to 0’phir, and took thence 
four hundred and fifty talents of 
gold, and brought them to king SOl’- 
o-mon. 


CHAPTER 9. 

1 The queen of Sheba’s visit. 18 Solomon’s 

wealth and state. 29 His death. 

ND when the queen of Shé’ba 

heard of the fame of SOl’/o-mon, 
she came to prove S0l’o-mon with 
hard questions at Jé-ru’s4-lém, with 
avery great company, and camels 
that bare spices, and gold in abun- 
dance, and precious stones: and 
when she was come to SOl’o-mon 
she communed with him of all that 
was in her heart. 
2 And SOl’o-mon told her all her 
questions: and there was nothin 
hid from .SOl’o-mon which he tol 
her not. , 
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3 And when the queen of She’ba 
had seen the wisdom of Soi’o-mon, 
and the house that he had built, 

4 And the meat of his table, and 
the sitting of his servants, and the 
attendance of his ministers, and 
their apparel; his cupbearers also, 
and their apparel; and his ascent 
by which he went up into the house 
of the LORD; there was no more 
spirit in her. ! 

5 And she said to the king, /t was 
a true report which I heard in mine 


own land of thine acts, and of thy 
wisdom: 
6 Howbeit I believed not their 


words, until I came, and mine eyes 
had seen if: and, behold, the one 
half of the greatness of thy wisdom 
was not told me: for thou exceed- 
est the fame that I heard. 

7 Happy are thy men, and happy 
are these thy servants, which stand 
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| six hundred shekels of beaten gold 
|; went to one target. 

16 And three hundred shields made 
he of beaten gold: three hundred 
shekels of gold went to one shield. 
And the king put them in the house 
of the forest of Léb’a-non. 

17 Moreover the king made a great 
throne of ivory, and overlaid it with 
pure gold. 

18 And there were six steps to the 
throne, with a footstool of gold, 
which were fastened to the throne, 
and stays on each side of the sit- 
ting place, and two lions standing 
by the stays: 

19 And twelve lions stood there on 
the one side and on the other upon 
the six steps. There was not the 
like made in any kingdom. 

20 | Aud ail the drinking vessels 
of king S0l’o-mon were of gold, and 
all the vessels of the house of the 





continually before thee, and hear 
thy wisdom. 

8 Blessed be the LorD thy God, 
which delighted in thee to set thee 
on his throne, ¢o be king for the 
LorpD thy God: because thy God | 
loved Iis’ra-el, to establish them for | 
ever, therefore made he thee king 
ver them, to do judgment and jus- } 

ice. | 

9 And she gave the king an hun- 
dred and twenty talents of gold 
and of spices great abundance, an 
precious stones: neither was there 
any such spice as the queen of 
She’ba gare king SOl’o-mon. 

10 And the servants also of Hu’. 
ram, and the servants of SOl’o-mon, 
which brought gold from 0O’phir, 
brought algum trees and precious 
stones. 

1] And the king made of the algum 
trees terraces to the house of the 
LORD, and to the king’s palace, and 
harps and psalteries for singers: 
and there were none such seen be- 
fore in the land of Ju’dah. 

12 And king Sol’o-mon gave to the 
queen of She’ba all her desire, what- 
soever she asked, beside that which 
she had brought unto the king. So 
she turned, and went away to her 
own land, she and her servants. 

13 { Now the weight of gold that 
came to SOl’o-mon in one year was 
six hundred and threescore aid six 
talents of gold; 

14 Beside that which chapmen and 
merchants brought. And all the 
kings of A-ra/bi-a and governors 
of the country brought gold and 
silver to SOl’o-mon. 

15 § And king Sodl’o-mon made 
two hundred targets of beaten gold: 
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forest of Léb’a-non were of pure 
gold: none were of silver; it was 
not any thing accounted of in the 
days of SOl’o-mon. 

21 For the king’s ships went to 
Tar’shish with the servants of Ht’- 
ram: every three years once came 
the ships of Tar’shish bringing gold 
and silver, ivory, and apes, an 
peacocks. 

22 And king SOl’o-mon passed all 
the kings of the earth in riches and 
wisdom. 

23 § And all the kings of the earth 
sought the presence of Sol’o-mon 
to hear his wisdom, that God ha 
put in his heart. 

24 And they brought every man 
his present, vessels of silver, and 
vessels of gold, and raiment, har- 
ness, and spices, horses, and mules, 
a rate year by year. 

25 ¢ And Sol’o-mon had _ four 
thousand stalls for horses and chari- 
ots, and twelve thousand horsemen; 
whom he bestowed in the chariot 
cities, and with the king at Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém. 

26 § And he reigned over all the 
kings from the river even unto 
the land of the Phi-lis’tines, and to 
the border of E/gypt. 

27 And the king made silver in 
Jé-ru’sa-lém as stones, and cedar 
trees made he as the sycomore 
trees that are in the low plains in 
abundance. 

28 And they brought unto Sol’o 
mon horses out of E’gypt, and out 
' of all lands. 

29 | Now the rest_ of the acts of 
Sol’o-mon, first and last, are they 
not written in the book of Na’than 
| the prophet, and in the prophecy of 
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A-hi/jah the Shi’lo-nite, and in the 
visions ofid’/do the seer against 
Jér-0-b0’am the son of Ne’bat? 

30 And S0l’/o-mon reigned in Jé- 
ru’sa-lem over all is’ra-el forty 


years. 

81 And S§S0l’o-mon slept with his 
fathers, and he was buried in the 
city of Da’vid his father: and Re- 
ho-boam his son reigned in his 
stead. 


CHAPTER 10. 

1 Rehoboam succeeds Solomon. 13 His 
Jvolish decision. 16 Revolt of the ten 
tribes. 18 Flight of Rehoboam. 

ND Re-ho-bo’am went to She’- 
chem: for to She’chem were 
all Is’ra-el come to make him king. 

2 And it came to pass, when Jér-o- 
bo‘am the son of Ne’bat, who was 
in E/gypt, whither he had fled from 
the presence of Sol’o-mon the king 
heard it, that Jér-o-b0’am returned 
out of ney Dt 

3 And they sent and called him. 
So Jér-0-b0’am and all Is’ra-el came 
and spake to Ré-ho-b0o’am, saying, 

4 Thy fatber made our yoke griev- 
ous: now therefore ease thou some- 
what the grievous servitude of thy 
father, and his heavy yoke that he 
put upon us, and we willserve thee. 

5 And he said unto them, Come 
again unto me after three days. 
And the people departed. 

6 9 And king Re-ho-bo’am took 
counsel with the old men that had 
stood before Sol’o-mon his father 
while he yet lived, saying, What 
counsel give ye me to return an- 
swer to this people? 

7 And they spake unto him, saying. 
If thou be kind to this people, and 
please them, and speak goo words 
to them, they will be thy servants 
for ever. 

8 But he forsook the _ counsel 
which the old men gave him, and 
took counsel with the young men 
that were brought up with him, 
that stood before him. . 

9 And he said unto them, What 
advice give ye that we may return 
answer to this people, which have 
spoken to me, saying, Ease some- 
what the yoke that thy father did 
put upon us? 

10 And the young men that were 
brought up with him spake unto 
him, saying, Thus shalt thou answer 
the peop that spake unto thee, 
saying, Thy father made our yoke 
heavy, but make thou 7t somewhat 
lighter for us; thus shalt thou say 
unto them, My little finger shall be 
thicker than my father’s loins. 
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11 For whereas my father put a 
heavy yoke upon you, I will put 
more to your yoke: my father chas- 
tised you with whips, but I will chas- 
tise you with scorpions. 

So Jér-o-b0’ami and all the peo- 
ple came to Ré-ho-b0’am on the 
third day, as the king bade, saying 
Come again to me on the third 


ay. 

13 And the king answered them 
Bees and king Ré-ho-bo’am for- 
sook the counsel of the old men, 

14 And answered them after the 
advice of the young men, saying, 
My father made your yoke heavy, 
but I will add thereto: my father 
chastised you with whips, but I will 
chastise you with scorpions. 

15 So the king hearkened not unto 
the people: for the cause was of 
God, that the LORD might perform 
his word, which he spake by the 
hand of A-hi’/jah the Shi’lo-nite to 
Jér-ho-b0/am the son of Ne’bat. 

16 ¢ And when all Iis’ra-el saw 
that the king would not hearken 
unto them, the people answered the 
king, saying, What portion have we 
in Da’/vid ? and we have none inher- 


as 
Is’ra-el that dwelt in the cities of 

u’dah, Ré-ho-b0’am reigned over 
them. 

18 Then king Re-ho-bo’am_ sent 
H4-d0’ram that was over the tribute ; 
and the children of is’ra-el stoned 
him with stones, that he died. But 
king Ré-ho-b0’am made speed to 
get him up to his chariot, to flee to 
Jé-ru’sa-lem. 

19 And isg’ra-el rebelled against 
the house of David unto this day. 


CHAPTER 11. ¢ 
1 Rehohoam dissuaded from battle. 13 
The priests and Levites strengthen Ju- 
dah. 18 Rehoboam’s famiiy. 
ND when Re-ho-b0’am was come 
to Jé-ru’sa-lém, he gathered of 
the house of Ju/dah and Beén’ja-min 
an hundred and fourscore thousand 
chosen men, which were warriors, 
to fight against Is’ra-el, that he 
= ; bring the kingdom again to 
Re-ho-bo/am. 

2 But the word of the LORD came 
to Shém-a-i’ah the man of God, 
saying, 

38 Speak unto Re-ho-bo’am the son 
of Sol’o-mon, king of Ju’dah, and 
to all Is’ra-el in Ju’dah and Bén’ja- 
min, saying, 


Judah strengthened. 


4 Thus saith the LORD, Ye shall not 

go up, nor fight against your bre- 
hren: return every man to his 
house: for this thing is done of me. 
And they obeyed the words of the 
LORD, and returned from going 
against Jér-0-bo’am. : 

5 § And Re-ho-bo’am dwelt in Jé- 
ru’/sa-lém, and built cities for de- 
fence in Ju’dab. = 

6 He built even Béth’-le-hém, and 
E/tam, and Te-k0o’a, og 

7 And Beéth’-zar, and Sho’co, and 
A-dul’lam, 

And Gath,and Ma-re’shah, and 


ph, 

9 And Ad-0-ra/Im, and La/chish, 
and A-ze’kah, : 

10 And Zo’rah, and Aij’a-lon, and 
He’bron, which are in Ju/dah and 
in Bén’ja-min fenced cities. 

li And he fortified the strong 
holds, and put captains in them, 
and store of victua , and of oil and 
wine. 

12- And in every several city he put 
shields and spears, and made them 
exceeding strong, having Jwu’dah 
and Bén’ja-min on his side. 

13 § And the priests and the Le’- 
vites that were in all Is’ra-el re- 
sorted to him out of all their coasts. 

14 For the Le’vites left their sub- 
urbs and their possession, and came 
to Ju’dah and Jé-ru’sa-lém: for Jér- 
o-b0’am and his sons had cast them 
off from executing the priest’s of- 
fice unto the LORD: 

15 And he ordained him priests 
for the high places, and for the 
devils, and for the calves which he 
had made. 

16 And after them ont of all the 
tribes of Is’ra-el such as set their 
hearts to seek the LORD God of Is/- 
ra-el came to Jé-ru’sa4-lém, to sac- 
rifice unto the LORD God of their 
fathers. 

17 So they strengthened the king- 
dom of Ju’dah, and made Re-ho- 
bo’am the son of SOl’o-mon strong, 
three years: for three years they 
walked in the way of Da’vid and 
Sol’o-mon. ; 

18 {| And Reé-ho-bo’am took him 
Ma’ha-lath the daughter of Jér’i- 
moth the son of Da’vid to wife, and 
Ab-i-ha’il the daughter of E-li/ab the 
son of Jés’se; : y 

19 Which bare him children; Je’- 
sh, and Sham-a-ri’ah, and Za’ ham. 

20 And after her he took Ma/a- 
chah the daughter of Ab’sa-lom; 
which hare him A-bi'jah, and At’tai, 
and Zi’/za, and Shél’o-mith. 

21 And Ré-ho-bo’am loved Ma/a- 
chah the daughter of Ab’sa-lOm 
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above all his wives and his concu- 
bines: (for he took eighteen wives 
and threescore conbubines; an 
begat twenty and eight sons, and 
threescore daughters.) 

22 And Ré-ho-bo’am made A-bi’- 
jah the son of Ma’a-chah the chief, 
to beruler among his brethren: for 
he thought to make him king. 

23 And he dealt wisely, and dis- 
persed of all his children through- 
out all the countries of Ja’dah and 


Ben’ja-min, unto every fenced 
city: and he gave them victual in 
abundance. And he desired many 
wives. 


CHAPTER 12. 


1 Shishak invades Judah. 9 He spoils the 
temple. 13 Reh2bcam’s death. 


AND it came to pass, when Re- 
ho-bo’am had established the 
kingdom, and had _ strengthened 
himself, he forsook the law of the 
LORD, and all is’ra-el with him. 

2 And it came to pass, that in 
the fifth year of king Re-ho-bo’am 
Shi’shak king of E’g¥pt came up 
against Jé-ru’sa-lem, because they 
had transgressed against the LORD, 

3 With twelve hundred chariots, 
and threescore thousand horsemen: 
and the people were without num- 
ber that came with him out of 
E/gypt; the Lu’bims, the Sitk’ki- 
ims, and the E-thi-0'pi-ans. 

4 And he took the fenced cities 
which pertained to JU‘dah, and caine 
to Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

5 J Then came Shém-a-i/ah the 
prophet to Re-ho-b0’am, and to the 
princes of Ju’dah, that were gath- 
ered together to Jé-ru’sa-lém be- 
cause of Shi’shak, and said unto 
them, Thus saith the LORD, Ye have 
forsaken me, and therefore have I 
also left you in the hand of Shr’- 
shak. 

6 Whereupon the princes of Is’ra- 
el and the king humbled them. 
selves; and they said, The LORD is 
righteous. 

7 And when the LORD saw that 
they humbled themselves. the word 
of the LORD came to Shém-a-i’ah, 
saying, They have humbled them- 
selves; therefore I will not destroy 
them, but I will grant them some 
deliverance; and my wrath shall 
not be poured out upon Jé-ru’sa-lém 
by the hand of Shi’shak. 

8 Nevertheless they shall be his 
servants; that they may know my 
service, and the service of the king- 
doms of the countries. 

9 So Shi/shak king of E/gypt came 
up against Jé-ru’sa-lém, and took 
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away the treasures of the house of 
the LORD, and the treasures of the 
king’s house; he took all: he car- 
ried away also the shields of gold 
which SOl’o-mon had made. 

10 Instead of which king Re-ho- 
bo/am made shields of brass, and 
committed them to the hands of 
the chief of the guard, that kept 
the entrance of the king’s house. 

11 And wheu the king entered into 
the house of the LORD, the guard 
came and _ fetched them, and 
brought them again into the guard 
chamber. 

12 And when he humbled himself, 
the wrath of the LORD turned from 
him, that he would not destroy him 
altogether: and also in Ju’dah 
things went well. 

13 § Soking Re-ho-bo’am strength- 
ened himself in Jé-ru’sa-lém, and 
reigned: for Re-ho-b0’am was one 
and forty years old when he began 
to reign, and he reigned seventeen 
years in Jé-ru’sa-lém, the city 
which the LORD had chosen out of 
all the tribes of is’ra-el, to put his 
name there. And his mother’s 
name was Na/a-mah an Am’mon-it- 
ess. 

14 And he did evil, because he 
pepared not his heart to seek the 

ORD. 

15 Now the acts of Reée-ho-bo’/am, 
first and last, ave they not written 
in the book of Shém-a-i’ah the pro- 
phet, and of id’do the seer con- 
cerning genealogies? And there 
were wars between Re-ho-bo’/am and 
Jér-9-b0/am consmually: 

16 And Ré-ho-bo’am slept with his 
fathers, and was buried in the city 
of Da’vid: and A-bi’jah his son 
reigned in his stead. 


CHAPTER 13. 

1 Abijah succeeds Rehoboam. 13 He de- 
feats Jeroboam. 21 His wives and chil- 
dren. ; 

OW in the eighteenth year of 

5 king Jér-o-b0’am began A-bi’- 

jah to reign over Ju’dah. 

2 He reigned three years in Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém. His mother’s name also 
was Mi-cha’/jah the daughter of U’ri- 
el of Gib’e-ah. And there was war 
between A-bi'jah and Jér-o-b0’am. 

3 And A-bi’jah set the battle in 
array with an army of valiant men 
of war, even four hundred thousand 
chosen men; Jér-o-b0’am also set 
the battle in array against him with 
eight hundred thousand chosen 
men, being mighty men of valour. 

4 7 And A-bi’jah stood up upon 
mount Zém-ara’/im, which is in 
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mount £’phra-im, and said, Hear 
mee thou Jér-o-bo/am, and all ig’- 
ra-el; 

5 Ought ye not to know that the 
LORD God of is’ra-el gave the king- 
dom over Iis’ra-el to Da’ vid for ever, 
even to him and to his sons by a 
covenant of salt ? 

6 Yet Jér-o-bo’am the son of Ne’- 
bat, the servant of Sol’o-mon_ the 
son of Da’‘vid, is risen up, and hath 
rebelled against his lord. 

7 And there are gathered unto 
him vain men, the children of Be’- 
li-al, and have strengthened them- 
selves against Re-ho-b0o’am the son 


|of S0l’/o-mon, when Re-ho-bo’am 


was young and tenderhearted, and 
could not withstand them. 

8 And now ye think to withstand 
the kingdom of the LORD in the 
hand of the sons of Da’vid; and ye 
be a great multitude, and there are 
with you golden calves, which Jér- 
o-bo’am made you for gods. 

9 Have ye not cast out the (priests 
of the LORD, the sons of A4r’on, 
and the Le’vites, and have made 
you priests after the manner of the 
nations of other lands? so that who- 
soever cometh to consecrate him- 
self with a young bullock and seven 
rams, the same may be a priest of 
them that are no gods. ; 

10 But as for us, the LORD is our 
God, and we have not forsaken him: 
and the priests, which minister unto 
the LORD, are the sons of Aar’on, 
and the Le’vites wait upon their 
business: 

11 And they burn unto the LORD 
every morning and every evening 
burnt sacrifices and sweet incense: 
the shewbread also set they in order 
upon the pure table; and the candle- 
stick of gold with the lamps thereof, 
to burn every evening: for we keep 
the charge of the LORD our God; 
but ye have forsaken him. 

12 And, behold, God himself is 
with us for our captain, and his 
priests with sounding trumpets to 
cry alarm against you. O children 
of is’ra-el, fight ye not against the 
LorpD God of your fathers; for ye 
shall not prosper. 

13 9 But Jér-o-b0’am caused an 
ambushment to come about behind 
them: so they were before Ju’dah 
and the ambushment was behind 
them. 

14 And when Ju’dah iooked back 
behold, the battle was before and 
behind:. and they cried unto the 
LORD, and the priests sounded 
with the trumpets. 

15 Then the men of Ju’dah gave a 
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shout: and as the men of Ju’dah 
shouted, it came to pass, that God 
smote Jér-o-)0’am and all Is’ra-el 
before A-bi’jah and Ju’dah. 

16 And the children of is’ra-el fled 
before Ju/dah: and God delivered 
them into their hand. 

17 And A-bi/jahand his people slew 
them with a great slaughter: so 
there fell down slain of Is’ra-el five 
hundred thousand chosen men. 

18 Thus the children of Ig’ra-el 
were brought under at that time, 
and the children of Ju’dah pre- 
vailed, because they relied upon 
the LORD God of their fathers. 

19 And A-bi/jah pursued after Jér- 
o-b0’am, and took cities from him, 
Béth’-el with the towns thereof, 
and Jésh’a-nah with the towns 
thereof, and FE’phra-in with the 
towns thereof. 

20 Neither did Jér-o-b0’am recover 
strength again in the days of A-bi’- 
jah: and the LORD struck him, and 

e died. 

21 § But A-bi’jah waxed mighty 
and married fourteen wives, and 
begat twenty and two sons, and 
sixteen daughters. 

22 And the rest of the acts of A-bi’- 
jah, and his ways, and his sayings, 
are written in the story of the pro- 
phet id’do. 


CHAPTER 14. 


1 Asa succeeds Abijah. 6 He strengthens 
his kingdom. 9 Defeats Zerah. 
O A-bi’'jah slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the city 
of Da’vid: and A’sa his son reigned 
in his stead. In his days the land 
was quiet ten years. 

2 And A’sa did that which was good 
and right in the eyes of the LORD 
his God: 

3 For he took away the altars of 
the orange gods, and the high 
places, and brake down the images, 
and cut down the groves: 

4 And commanded Ju’‘dah to seek 
the LorpD God of their fathers, and 
to do the law and the command- 
ment. 

5 Also he took away out of all the 
gities of Ji’/dah the high places and 
the images: and the kingdom was 
quiet before him. : f 

6 § And he built fenced cities in 
Judah: for the land had rest, and 
he had no war in those years; be- 
cause the LORD had given him rest. 

7 Therefore he said unto Ju’dah, 
Let us build these cities, and make 
about them walls, and towers, gates, 
and bars, while the land is yet be- 
fore us; because we have sought the 
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LORD our God, we have sought him, 
and he hath given us rest on every 
side. So they built and prospered. 

8 And A’sa had an army of men 
that bare targets and spears, out 
of Ju’dah three hundred thousand; 
and out of Bén’ja-min, that bare 
shields and drew bows, two hun- 
dred aud fourscore thousand: all 
these were mighty men of valour. 

9 ¢ And there came out against 
them Ze’/rah the E-thi-0’pi-an with 
an host of a thousand thousand, and 
three hundred chariots; and came 
unto Ma-re’shah. 

10 Then A’s&a went out against 
him, and they set the battle in array 
in the valley of Zéph’a-thah at Ma 
re’shah. 

11 And A’sa cried unto the LORD 
his God, and said, LORD, i is no- 
thing with thee to help, whether 
with many, or with them that have 
no peer: help us, O LORD our 
God; for we rest on thee, and ine 
thy name we go against this muiti- 
tude. O LORD, thou art our God; 
let not man prevail against thee. 

12 So the LoRD smote the E-thi- 
0’pi-ans before A’sa, and before Ju’- 
dah; and the E-thi-o’pi-ans fied. 

13 And A’sa and the people that 
were with him pursued them unto 
Ge’rar: aud the E-thi-0’pi-ans were 
overthrown, that they could not re- 
cover themselves: for they were 
destroyed before the LORD, and 
before his host; and they carried 
away very much spoil. 

14 And they smote all the cities 
round about Gé’rar; for the fear 
of the LORD came upon them: and 
they spoiled all the cities; for there 
was exceeding much spoil in them. 

15 They smote also the tents of 
cattle, and carried away sheep and 
camels in abundance, and returned 
to Jé-ru’sa-lém. 


CHAPTER 15. 


1 Asa abolishes idolatry. 12 A covenant 
to seek the Lord. 
ND the Spirit of God came upon 
Az-a-ri‘ah the son of 0’ded: 

2 And he went out to meet A’sa, 
and said unto him, Hear ye me, A’sa, 
and all Ju’dah and Bén’ja-min; 
The LORD is with you, while ye be 
with him; and if ye seek him, he 
will be found of you; but if ye for- 
sake him, he will forsake you. 

3 Now for a long season I 'ra-el 
hath been without the true God, and 
without ateaching priest, and with- 
out law. 

4 But when they in their troubie 
did turn unto the LORD Ged of Ig’ 
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ra-el, and sought him, he was found 
of them. 

5 And in those times there was no 
peace to him that went out, nor to 

im that came in, but great vexa- 
tions were upon all the inhabitants 
of the countries. 

6 And nation was destroyed of 
nation, and city of city: for God 
did vex them with a]l adversity. 

7 Be ye strong therefore, and let 
not your hands be weak: for your 
work shall be rewarded. 

8 And when A’sa_ heard these 
words, and the prophecy of 0’ded 
the prophet, he took courage, and 
put away the abominable idols out 
of all the laud of Ju’dah and Ben’- 
ja-min, and outof the cities which 
ie had taken from mount 
&/phra-im, and renewed the altar 
of the LORD, that was before the 
porch of the LORD. 

9 Andhe gathered all Ju’dah and 
eBén’ja-min, and the strangers with 
them out of E’phra-im and Ma-nas’- 
seh,and out of Sim/’e-on: for they 
fell to him out of Is’ra-el in abun- 
dance, when they saw that the 
LORD his God was with him. 

10 So they gathered themselves 
together at Jé-ru’sa-lém in the third 
month, in the fifteenth year of the 
reign of A’sa. 

ll And they offered unto the 
LORD the same time, of the spoil 
which they had brought, seven hun- 
dred oxen and seven thousand 
sheep. 

12 And they entered into a cove- 
nant to seek the LORD God of their 
fathers with all their heart and with 
all their soul; 

18 That whosoever would not 
seek the LoRD God of Is’ra-el 
should be put to death, whether 
small or great, whether man or wo- 


man. 

14 And they sware unto the LORD 
with a loud voice, and with shout- 
ing, and with trumpets, and with 
cornets. : 

15 And all Ju’dah rejoiced at the 
oath: for they had sworn with all 
their heart, and sought him with 
their whole desire; and he was 
found of them: and the Lorp gave 
them rest round about. 

16 J And also concerning Ma‘a-chah 
the mother of A’sa the king, he re- 
moved her from being queen, be- 
cause she had made an idol in a 
grove: and A’sa cut down her idol, 
and stamped it, and burnt it at the 
brook Kid’ron. 

17 But the high places were not 
takep away out of Is’ra-el: never- 
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theless the heart of A’sa was perfect 
all his faye. 

18 { And he brought into the house 
of God the things that his father 
had dedicated, and that he himself 
had dedicated, silver, and gold, and 
vessels. 

19 And there was no more war 
unto the five and thirtieth year of 
the reign of A’sa. 


CHAPTER 16. 
1 Asa’s league with Syria. 10 Hanani wnte- 
prisoned. 13 Asa’s death. 

N the six and thirtieth year of the 
reign of A’sa Ba/a-sha king of is’- 
ra-el came up against Ju’dah, and 
built Ra’mah, to the intent that he 
might let none go vut or come in to 

A’sa king of Ju’dah. 

2 Then A’sa brought out silver and 

old out o* the treasures of the 

ouse of tae LORD and of the king’s 
house, and sent to Ben-ha’/dad king 
of Syr’i-a, that dwelt at Da-mas’- 
cus, saying, 

3 Thereisa league between me and 
thee, as therewas between my father 
and thy father: behold, I have sent 
thee silver and gold; go, break th 
league with Ba’a-sha king of Ig'ra-el, 
that he may depart from me. 

4 And Bén-ha’dad hearkened unto 
king A’sa, and sent the captains of 
his armies against the cities of Is’- 
ra-el; and they smote I’jon, and 
Dan, and A’bél-ma’/im, and all the 
store cities of Naph’ta-li. 

5 And it came to pass, when Ba’a- 
sha heard it, that he left off build- 
ing of Ra’mah, and let his work 
cease. 

6 Then A’sa the xing took all Ju’- 
dah; and they carried away the 
stones of Ra’mah, and the timber 
thereof, wherewith Ba/a-sha was 
building; and he built therewith 
Ge’ba and Miz’pah. 

7 § And at that time Ha-na’ni the 
seer came to A’sa king of Ju’dah, 
and said unto him, Because thou 
hast relied on the king of Syr‘i-a, 
and not relied on the LORD thy 
God, therefore is the host of the 
eine of Syr’i-a escaped out of thine 

and. 

8 Were not the E-thi-0’pi-ans and 
the Lu’bims a hare host, with very 
many chariots and horsemen ? yet, 
because thou didst ro on the 
ey he delivered them into thins 

and. 

9 For the eyes of the LoRD run to 
and fro throughout the whole earth 
to shew himself strong in the behalf 
of them whose heart is perfect to- 
ward him. Herein thou hast done 
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foolishly: therefore from hence- 
forth thou shalt have wars. 

10 Then A’sa was wroth with the 
seer, and put him in a prison house; 
for he was in a rage with him be- 
cause of this thing. And A’/sa op- 
aed some of the people the same 

ime. 

11 ¢ And, behold, the acts of A’sa, 
first and last, lo, they are written in 
the book of the kings of Ju’dah and 
a us ; : 

2 And A’sa in the thirty and ninth 
year of his reign was diseased in his 
eet, until his disease was exceeding 

great : yet in his disease he sought 
not to the LORD, but to the physi- 
cians. 

13 9 And A’sa slept with his fa- 
thers, and died in the one and for- 
tieth year of his reign. 

14 And they buried him in his own 
sepulchres, which he had made for 
himself in the city of Da’vid, and 
laid him in the bed which was filled 
with sweet odours and divers kinds 
of spices prepared by the apothe- 
caries’ art: and they made a very 
great burning for him. 


CHAPTER 17. 


1 Jehoshaphat succeeds Asa. 7 He teaches 


Judah. 12 Strength of his armies. 
ND _ Jé-hosh’a-phat his son 
reigned in his stead, and 


erent ened himself against Is’- 
ra-el. 

2 And he placed forces in all the 
fenced cities of Ju’dah, and set gar- 
risous in the land of Ju’dah, and in 
the cities of E’phra-im, which A’sa 
his father had taken. 

3 And the LORD was with Jé- 
hosh’a-phat, because he walked in 
the first ways of his father Da’vid, 
and sought not unto Ba’al-im; 

4 But sought to the Zorp God of 
his father, and walked in his com- 
mandments, and not after the do- 
ings of is‘ra-el. 

5 Therefore the LorD stablished 
the kingdom in his hand: and all 
Judah brought to Jé-h6dsh’a-phat 

resents; and he had riches and 

onour in abundance. 

6 And his heart was lifted up in 
the ways of the LORD: moreover 
he took away the high places and 
groves out of Ju’dah. 

7 § Also in the third year of his 
reign he sent to his princes, even to 
Bén-ha/il, and to 6-ba-di’ah, and to! 
Zeéch-a-ri/ah, and to Né-than’e-el, 
and to Mi-cha/iah, to teach in the 
cities of Ju’dah. ; 

8 And with them he sent Le’vites, 
even Shém-a-i/ah, and Néth-a-ni’ah, 
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and Zeh-a-di/ah, and A‘sa-hél, and 

Shé-mir’a-mOth, and Jé-hon’a-than 
and Ad-o-ni/jah, and To-bi’jah, and 
TOb-ad-o-ni jah, Le’vites; and with 
them £&-lish’a-ma and Jé-h0’ram, 
priests. 

9 And they taught in Ji’dah, and 
had the book of the law of the 
LORD with them, and went about 
throughout all the cities of Ja’/dah, 
and taught the people. 

10 § And the fear of the LorD 
fell upon all the kingdoms of the 
lands that were round about Ju’dah, 
so that they made no war against 
Jé-hO0sh‘a-phat. 

11 Also some of the Phi-lis’tines 
brought Jé-hodsh’a-phat presents, 
and tribute silver; and the A-ra’bi- 
ang brought him flocks, seven thou- 
sand and seven hundred rams, and 
seven thousand and seven hundred 
he goats. 

12 § And Jé-hodsh’a-phat waxed 
great eee entys and he built 
in Ju’dah castles, and cities of 
store. 

13 And he had much business in 
the cities of Ji’/dah: and the men 
of war, mighty men of valour, were 
in Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

14 And these are the numbers of 
them according to the house of 
their fathers: Of Ju’dah, the cap- 
tains of thousands; Ad’nah the 
chief, and with him mighty men of 
valour three hundred thousand. 

15 And next to him was Jé-h0o-ha’- 
nan the captain, and with him two 
hundred and fourscore thousand. 

16 And next him was Am-a-si/ah 
the son of Zich’ri, who willingly 
offered himself unto the LORD; and 
with him two hundred thousand 
mighty men of valour. 

17 And of Bén‘ja-min; f-li/a-da a 
mighty man of valour, and with 
him armed wen with bow and shield 
two hundred thousand. 

18 And next him was Jé-h6z’a-bad, 
and with him an hundred and four- 
score thousand ready prepared for 
the war. 

19 These waited on the king, be- 
side those whom the king put in 
pet fenced cities throughout all Ji’- 

ah. 


CHAPTER 18. 

1 Jehoshaphat joins Ahab. 18 Micaiah’s 
vision. 83 Ahab is slain. 
Ne* Jé-ho0sh’a-phat had riches 

and honour in abundance, and 
joined affinity with A’hab. 
2 And after certain years he went 
down to A’‘hab to Sa-ma/ri-a.

3 And A’hab king of is’ra-el said 
unto Jé-hosh’a-phat king of Ju’dah, 
Wilt thou go with me to Ra’moth- 

il’e-ad ? And he answered him, I 
am as thou art,and my people as 
thy people; and we will be with thee 
in the war. 

49 And Jé-ho0sh’a-phat said unto 
the king of Is’ra-el, nan I pray 
ers at the word of the LORD to 

ay. 

5 Therefore the king of fs’ra-el 
epee together of prophets four 

undred men, and said unto them, 
Shall we go to Ra’moth-gil’e-ad to 
battle, or shall I forbear? And they 
said, Go up; for God will deliver it 
into the king’s hand. 

6 But Jé-hosh’a-phat said, Js there 
not here a prophet of the LORD 
besides, that we might enquire of 
him ? 

7 And the king of Is’ra-el said unto 
Jé-hosh’a-phat, Thereis yet one man, 
by whom we may enquire of the 
LORD: but I hate him; for he never 
prophesied good unto me, but al- 
ways evil: the same is Mi-ca’iah the 
son of Im’la. And J6é-hosh’a-phat 
said, Let not the King say so. 

8 And the king of fs’ra-el called for 
one of his officers, and said, Fetch 
quickly M1-ca’iah the son of im’la. 

9 And the king ct Ig’ra-el and Jé- 
hosh’a-phat king of Ju’dah sat either 
of them on his throne, clothed in 
their robes, an” they sat in a void 
place at the entering in of the gate 
of Sd-ma’ri-a; and all the prophets 
prophesied before them. 

10 And Zéd-e-ki’ah the son of Ché- 
na/a-nah had made him horns of 
iron, and said, Thus saith the LORD, 
With these thou shalt push Syr’i-a 
until they be consumed. 

11 And all the prophets prophe- 
sied so, saying, Go up to Ra’moth- 
gil/e-ad, and prosper: for.the LORD 
shall deliver z¢ into the hand of the 


king. 

12 And the messenger that went 
to call Mi-ca’/jah spake to him, say- 
ing, Behold, the words of the pro- 
phets declare good to the king with 
one assent; let thy word therefore, 
I pray thee, be like cne of theirs, 
and speak thou good. 

13 And Mi-ca’iah said, As the LORD 
liveth, even what my God saith, 
that will I speak. 

14 And when he was come to the 
king, the king said unto him, M1-ca’- 


iah, shall we go to Ra’/moth-gil’e-ad | 28 So 
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Micaiah’s vision. 
to battle, or shall I forbear? And 
he said, Go ye up, and prosper, and 
they shall be delivered into your 


and. 
15 And the ae said to him, How 
many times shall I adjure thee that 
thou say nothing but the truth to me 
in the name of the LORD ? 

16 Then he said, I did see all is’- 
ra-el scattered upon the mountains, 
as sheep that have no shepherd: 
and the LORD said, These have no 
master; let them return therefore 
every man to his house in peace. 

17 And the king of Iis’ra-el said to 
Jé-hosh’a-phat, Did I not tell thee 
that he would not prophesy good 
unto me, but evil ? 

18 Again he said, Therefore hear 
the word of the LorpD; I saw the 
LORD sitting upon his throne, and 
all the host of heaven standing on 
his right hand and on his left. 

19 And the LORD said, Who shall 
entice A’hab king of Iis’ra-el, that he 
may goup and fall at Ra’moth-gil’- 
e-ad ? And one spake saying after 
this manner, and another saying 
after that manner. 

20 Then there came out a spirit, 
and stood before the LORD, an 
said, I will entice him. And the 
LORD said unto him, Wherewith ? 

21 And he said, I will go out, and 
be alying spirit in the mouth of all 
his prophets. And the Lorp said, 
Thou shalt entice him, and thou 
shalt also prevail: go out, and do 
even SO. 

22 Now therefore, behold, the 
LORD hath put a lying spirit in the 
mouth of these thy prophets, and 
ae LORD hath spoken evil against 

ee. 
23 Then Zéd-e-ki/ah the son of 
Ché-na’/a-nah came near, and smote 
Mi-ca/iah upon the cheek, and said, 

Which way went the Spirit of the 
LORD from me te speak unto thee ? 

24 And Mi-ca/iah said, Behold, 
thou shalt see on that day when 
thou shalt go into an inner cham- 
ber to hide thyself. 

25 Then the king of Is’ra-el said, 
Take ye Mi-ca/iah, and carry him 
back tc A’mon the governor of the 
city, and to JoO’ash the king’s son; 

26 And say, Thus saith the king. 
Put this fellow in the prison, an 
feed him with bread of affliction 
and with water of affliction, until J 
return in peace. 

27 And Mi-ca’jah said, If thou cer- 
tainly return in peace, then hath 
not the LORD spoken by me. And 
he said, Hearken, all ye people. 
the king of Is’ra-el and Jé-

hosh’a-phat the king of Ju’/dah went 

re to Ra/moth-gil’e-ad. : 

And the king of is’ra-el said 
unto Jé-hosh’a-phat, I will disguise 
myself, and will Bo to the battle; 
but put thou on thy robes. So the 
king of Is’ra-el disguised himself; 
and they went to the battle. 

30 Now the king of Syr’i-a had 
commanded the captains of the 
chariots that were with him, saying, 
Fight ye not with small or great, 
save only with the king of Is’ra-el. 

31 And it came to pass, when the 
captains of the chariots saw Jé- 
hosh’a-phat, that they said, It is 
the king of Is’ra-el. Therefore they 
compassed about him to fight: but 
Jé-hosh’a-phat cried out, and the 
LORD helped him; and God moved 
them to depart from him. 

32 For it came to pass, that, when 
the captains of the chariots per- 
ceived that it was not the king of 
is’ra-el, they turned back again 
from pursuing him. 

33 And a certain man drew a bow 
at a venture, and smote the king of 
is’ra-el between the joints of the 
harness: therefore he said to his 
ehariot man, Turn thine hand, that 
thou mayest carry me out of the 
host; for Iam wounded. 

34 And the battle increased that 
day: howbeit the king of Is’ra-el 
stayed himself up in his chariot 
against the Syr’i-ans until the even: 
and about the time of the sun going 
down he died. 


CHAPTER 19. 

1 Jehoshaphat reproved by Jehu. 5 He 
instructs judges, priests and Levites. 
ND Jé-hosh’a-phat the king of 

Ju’dah returned to his house in 
peace to Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

2 And Je’hu the son of Ha-na/ni 

the seer went out to meet him, and 


said to king Jé-hosh’a-phat, Should- 
est thou help the ungodly, and love 
them that hate the LORD? there- 


fore is wrath upon thee from be- 
fore the LORD. 

3 Nevertheless there are good 
things found in thee, in that thou 
hast taken away the groves out of 
the land, and hast prepared thine 
heart to seek God. 

4 And Jé-hosh’a-phat dwelt at Jé- 
ru’sé-lém: and he went out again 
through the people from Bé’er-she’- 
ba to mount E/phra-im, and brought 
them back unto the LorRD God of 
their fathers. 


5 § And he set judges in the land | L 


throughout all the fenced cities of 
Ju’dah, city by city, 
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6 And said to the judges, Take 
heed what ye do: for ye judge not 
for man, but for the LORD, who is 
with Pa in the judgment. 

7 Wherefore now let the fear of 
the LORD be upon you; take heed 
and do it: for there is no iniquity 
with the LORD our God, nor respect 
of persons, nor taking of gifts. 

8 §_Moreover in Jé-ru’sa-lém did 
Jé-hosh’a-phat set of the Le’vites, 
and of the priests, and of the chief 
of the fathers of igs’ra-el, for the 
judgment of the LORD, and for con- 
troversies, when they returned to 
Jé-ru’sa-lem. 

9 And he charged them, saying, 
Thus shall ye do in the fear of the 
LORD, faithfully, and with a per- 
fect heart. 

10 And what cause soever shall 
come to you of your brethren that 
dwell in their cities, between blood 
and blood, between law and com- 
mandment, statutes and judgments, 
ye shall even warn them that they 
trespass not against the LORD, and 
so wrath come upon you, and upon 
your brethren: this do, and ye shall 
not trespass. 

11 And, behold, Am-a-ri/ah the 
chief age is Over you in all mat- 
ters of the LORD; and Zéb-a-di/ah 
the son of Iish’ma-el, the ruler of 
the house of Ju/dah, for all the 
king’s matters: also the Le’vites 
shall be officers before you. Deal 
courageously, and the LORD shall 
be with the good. 


CHAPTER 20. 


1 Jehoshaphat’s fast and prayer. 20 His 
triumphs. 81 His reign. 35 His ships 
perish. 

[’ came to pass after this also 

that the children of Mo’ab, an 
the children of Am’m0On, and with 
them other beside the Am/mor- 
ites, came against Jé-h0sh‘a-phat 
to battle. 

2 Then there came some that told 
J2-h0sh’a-phat, saying, There com- 
eth a great multitude against thee 
from beyond the sea on this side 
Syr’i-a; and, behold, they Ge in 

az'a-z0n-ta’/mar, which is En-ge’dl. 

3 And Jé-hodsh’a-phat feared, and 
set himself to seek the LORD, and 
proclaimed a fast throughout all 
Judah. 

4 And Ju’dah gathered them- 
selves together, to ask help of the 
LORD: even out of all the cities 
of Ju’/dah they came to seek the 


ORD. 
5 § And Jé-hosh’a-phat stood in the 
congregation of Ju’dah and Jé-ru‘ 
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8a-lém, in the house of the LORD, 
before the new court, 

6 And said, O LORD God of our fa- 
thers, art not thou God in heaven? 
and rulest not thou over all the 
kingdoms of the heathen? and in 
thine hand 7s there not power and 
might, so that none is able to with- 
stand thee? 

7 Art not thou our God, who didst 
drive out the inhabitants of this 
land before thy people Is’ra-el, and 

avest it to the seed of A’bra-ham 

hy friend for ever? 

8 Andthey dwelt therein,and have 
built thee a sanctuary therein for 
thy name, saying, 

9 If, when evil cometh upon us, as 
the sword, judgment, or pestilence, 
or famine, we stand before this 
house, and in thy presence, (for thy 
name is in this house,) and cry unto 
thee in our affliction, then thou wilt 
hear and help. c 

10 And now, behold, the children 
of Am‘modn and MO’/ab and mount 
Se’ir, whom thou wouldest not let 
Is’ra-el invade, when they came out 
of the land of E’gypt, but they turn- 
ed from them. and destroyed them 


not; 

11 Behold, / say, how they reward 
us, to come to cast us out of thy 
possession, which thou hast given 
us to inherit. ; 

12 O our God, wilt thou not judge 
them ? for we have no might against 
this great Comtpeny that cometh 
against us; neither know we what 
to do: but our eyes are upon thee. 

13 And all Ju’/dah stood before the 
LORD, with their littlo ones, their 
wives, and their children. 

14 § Then upon Ja-ha’zi-el the son 
of Zéch-a-ri/ah, the son of Bé-na’jah, 
the son of Jé-1’el, the son of Mat-ta- 
ni’ah, a Le’vite of the sons of A’saph, 
came the Spirit of the LORD in the 
midst of the vonuareaelong 

15 And he said, Hearken ye, all 
Ju’dah, and ye inhabitants of Jé- 
ru’sa-leém, and thou king Jé-hosh’- 
a-phat, Thus saith the LORD unto 
you, Be not afraid nor dismayed 

y reason of this great multitude; 
for the battle is not yours, but 
God’s. 

16 Tomorrow go ye down against 
them: behold, they come up by the 
cliff of Ziz; and ye shall find them 
at the end of the brook, before the 
wilderness of Jér’u-el. 

17 Ye shall not need to fight in this 
battle: set yourselves, stand ye stil/, 
and see the salvation of the LORD 
with you, O Ju’dah and Jé-ru’sa- 
lém: fear not, nor be dismayed; to 
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morrow go out against them: for™ 
the LORD will be with you. 

18 And Jé-hdsh’a-phat bowed his 
head with his face to the ground: 
and all Ju’dah and the inhabitants 
of Jé-ru’sa-lém fell before the LORD, 
worshipping the LORD. 

19 And the Le’vites, of the chil- 
dren of the KO’hath-ites, and of the 
children of the K6r’hites, stood u 
to praise the LORD God of Is’ra-e 
with a Joud voice on high. 

20 § And they rose early in the 
morning, and went forth into the 
wilderness of Te-k0’a: and as they 
went forth, Jé-ho0sh’/a-phat stood 
and said, Hear me, O Ju’dah, and 

re inhabitants of J é-ru/sé-lém ; Be- 
ieve in the LORD your God, so shall 
ye be established; believe his pro- 
phets, so shall ye prosper. 

21 And when he had consulted 
with the people, he ct eee pe 
ers unto the LORD, and that should 
praise the beauty of holiness, as 
they went out before the army, and 
to say, Praise the LoRD; for his 
mercy endureth for ever. 

22 9 And when they began to sing 
and t praise, the LORD set ambush. 
ments against the children of Am’. 
mon, MOo’ab, and mount Se’ir, which 
were come against Ju’dah ; and they 
were smitten. 

23 For the children of Am’m6n and 
Mo’ab stood up against the inhabit- 
ants of mount Se’ir, utterly to slay 
and destroy them: and when they 
had made an end of the inhabitants 
of Se’ir, every one helped to destroy 
another. 

24 And when Ju’dah came toward 
the watch tower in the wilderness, 
they looked unto the multitude, 
and, behold, they were dead bodies 
fallen to the earth, and none 
escaped. 

25 And when Jé-hosh’a-phat and 
his npn oe came to take away the 
spoil of them, they found amon 
them in abundance both riches wit 
the dead bodies, and precious jew- 
els, which they stripped off for 
themselves, more than they could 
carry away: and they were three 
days in gathering of the spoil, it 
was so much. 

26 § And on the fourth day they 
assembled themselves in the valley 
of Bér’a-chah, for there they 
blessed the LoRD: therefore the 
name of the same place was called, 
The valley of Bér’a-chah, unto this 


ay. : 
27 Then they returned, every man 
of Ju/dah and Jé-ry’sa-lém, and Jé- 
hosh’a-phat in the forefront of 
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them, to go again to Jé-ru’sa-lem 
with joy; for the LorD had made 
them to rejoice over their enemies. 
28 And they came to Jé-ru’sa-lém 
with psalteries and harps and trum- 
pets unto the house of the LORD. 
29 And the fear of God was on 
all the kingdoms of those countries, 
when they had heard that the LORD 
fought against the enemies of Is’- 


ra-el. 

30 So the realm of Jé-h0sh’a-phat 
was quiet: for his God gave him 
rest round about. 

31 9 And Jé-hodsh’a-phat reigned 
over Jiu’dah: he wes thirty and five 
years old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned twenty and five 
years in Jé-ru’sa-lém. And his mo- 
ther’s name was A-zu’bah the daugh- 
ter of Shil’hi. 

32 And he walked in the way of 
A’sa his father, and departed not 
from it, doing that which was right 
in the sight of the LORD. 

33 Howbeit the high places were 
not taken away: for as yet the peo- 
ple had not prepared their hearts 
unto the God of their fathers. 

34 Now the rest of the acts of Jé- 
hosh’a-phat, first and last, behold, 

they are written in the book of 
Je’hu the son of Ha-na’/ni, who is 
mentioned in the book of the kings 
of Is'ra-el. 

35 J And after this did Jé-hdsh’- 
a-phat king of Ju’dah join himself 
with A-ha-zi’ah ta of is’ra-el, 
who did very wickedly: 

36 And he joined himself with him 
to make coal to go to Tar’shish: 
a whey made the ships in E’zi-on- 

'bér. 

37 Then £-li’é-zér the son of Dod’- 
a-vah of Ma-re’shah prophesied 
against Jé-hosh’a-yhat, saying, Be- 
cause thou hast joined thyself with 
A-ha-zi‘ah, the LORD hath broken 
thy works. And the ships were 
broken, that they were not able to 
go to Tar’shish. 


CHAPTER 21. 
1 Jehoram succeeds Jehoshaphat. 12 Eli- 
(fa ght cea against him. 18 His 
eath. 


OW Jé-hosh’a-phat slept with 

his fathers, and was buried 
with his fathers in the city of Da’- 
vid. And Jé-h0’ram his son reigned 
in his stead. 
2 And he had brethren the sons of | 
Jé-hosh’a-phat, Az-a-ri/ah, and Jé- 
hi’el, and Zéch-a-ri/ah, and 4Az-a- 
ri’ah, and Mi’chaél, and Shéph-a- 
tiah: all these were the sons of 
Jé-hosh’a-phat king of is’ra-el. 
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3 And their father gave them great 
gifts of silver, and of gold, and of 

recious things, with fenced cities 

n Judah: but the kingdom gave he 
to Jé-h0’ram; because he was the 
firstborn. 

4 Now when Jé-h0’ram was risen 
up to the kingdom of his father, he 
strengthened himself, and slew al} 
his brethren with the sword, and 
divers also of the princes of Is’ra-el. 

5 9 Jé-h0’ram was thirty and two 
years old when he began to reine 
and he reigned eight years in Jé- 
ru’sa-lém. 

6 And he walked in the way of 
the kings of Is’ra-el, like as did 
the house of A’hab: for he had the 
daughter of A’hab to wife: and he 
wrought that which was evil in the 
eyes of the LORD. 

7 Howbeit the LORD would not 
destroy the house of Da’vid, be- 
cause of the covenant that he had 
made with Da’vid, and as he pro- 
mised to give a light to him and to 
his sons for ever. 

8 § In his days the E’dom-ites re- 
volted from under the dominion of 
Ju’dah, and made themselves a 


ing. 

9 Then Jé-h0’/ram went forth with 
his princes, and all his chariots with 
him: and herose up by night, and 
smote the E’dom-ites which com- 
passed him in, and the captains of 
the chariots. 

10 Sothe E’dom-ites revolted from 
under the hand of Jt’dah unto this 
day. The same time also did Lib’- 
nah revolt from under his hand; be- 
cause he had forsaken the LORD 
God of his fathers. 

11 Moreover he made high places 
in the mountains of Ju’dah, and 
caused the inhabitants of Jé-ru’sa- 
lem to commit fornication, and 
compelled Ja’dah thereto. 

12 § And there came a writing to 
him from E-li’jah the prophet, say- 
ing, Thus saith the LoRD God of 
Da’vid thy father, Because thou 
hast not walked in the ways of Jé- 
hosh/a-phat thy father, nor in the 
ways of A’sa klong of Ju‘dah, 

13 But hast walked in the way of 
the kings of Iis’ra-el, and hast made 
Ju’dah and the inhabitants of Jé- 
ru’s4-lém to go a whoring, like to the 
whoredoms of the house of A’hab 
and also hast slain thy brethren of 
thy father’s house, which were better 
than thyself: 

14 Behold, with a great plague 
will the LORD smite thy people, and 
thy children, and thy wives, and all} 
thy goods: 
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15 And thou shalt have great sick- 
ness by disease of thy bowels, until 
thy bowels fall out by reason of the 
sickness day by day. 

16 { Moreover the LORD stirred 
up against Jé-ho’ram the spirit of 
the Phi-lis’tines, and of the A-ra/- 
bi-ans, that were near the E-thi-o’- 
pi-ans: 

17 And they came up into Jii’dah, 
and brake into it, and carried away 
all the substance that was found in 
the king’s house, and _ his sons also, 
and his wives; so that there was 
never a son left him, save Jé-h0/a- 
haz, the youngest of his sons. 

18 { And after all this the LORD 
smote him in his bowels with an 
incurable disease. : 

19 And it came to pass, that in pro- 
cess of time, after the end of two 
years, his bowels fell out by reason 
of his sickness: so he died of sore 
diseases. And his people made no 
burning for him, like the burning of 
his fathers. 

20 Thirty and two years old was 
he when he began to reign, and he 
reigned in Jé-ru’sa-lem eight years, 
and departed without being de- 
sired. Howbeit they buried him in 
the city of Da’vid, but not in the 
sepulchres of the kings. 


CHAPTER 22. 


4 Ahaziah succeeds Jehoram. 5 He 1s 
slain by Jehu. 10 Athaliah’s reign. 
ND the inhabitants of Jé-ru’sa- 

1lém made A-ha-zi/ah his young- 
est son king in his stead: for the 
band of men that came with the 

A-ra/bi-ans to the camp had slain all 

the eldest. So A-ha-zi/ah the son 

of Jé-ho’ram king of Jt’dah reigned. 

2 Forty and two years old was 
A-ha-z1'ah when he began to reign, 
and he reigned one year in Jé-ru’- 
sa-lem. His mother’s name also was 
Ath-a-li’/ah the daughter of Om’Tri. 

3 He also walked in the ways of 
the house of A’hab: for his mother 
was his counsellor to do wickedly. 

4 Wherefore he did evil in the 
sight of the LORD like the house of 
A’hab: for they were his counsellors 
after the death of his father to his 
destruction. 

5 § He walked also after their 
counsel, and went with Jé-ho’/ram 
the son of A’hab ine of Ig’ra-el to 
war against Haz’a-el king of Syr'la 
at Ra’moth-gil’e-ad: and the Syr’i- 
ans smote JOo/ram. 

.6 And he returned to be healed 
in Jéz’re-el because of the wounds 
which were given him at Ra’mah, 
when he fought with H4z’a-el king 
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of Syr’i-a. And Az-a-ri‘ah the son 
of Jé-ho’ram king of Ju’dah went 
down to see Jé-ho’ram the son-of 
sia at Jéz’re-el, because he was 
sick. 

7 And the destruction of A-ha- 
zi‘ah was of God by coming to Jo’- 
ram: for when he was come, he 
went out with Jé-h0o’ram against 
Je’ha the son of Nim’shi, whom 
the LORD had anvinted to cut off 
the house of A’hab. 

8 And it came to pass, that, when 
Jehu was executing judgment 
upon the house of A’hab, and found 
the princes of Ju’dah, and the sons 
of the brethren of A-ha-zi‘ah, that 
ministered to A-ha-zi’ah, he slew 
them. 

9 And he sought A’ha-zi/ah: and 
they caught him, (for he was hid in 
Sa-ma/ri-a,) and brought him to Jé/- 
hu: and when they had slain him 
they buried him: Because, said 
they, he zs the son of Jé-hodsh’a-phat, 
who sought the LORD with all his 
heart. So the house of A-ha-zi’/ah 
had no power to keep still the king- 

om. 

10 § But when Ath-a-li/ah the mo- 
ther of A-ha-zi/ah saw that her son 
was dead, she arose and destroyed 
all the seed royal of the house of 
Ju’dah. 

11 But Jé-ho-shab’e-ath, the daugh- 
ter of the king, took JO’ash the son 
of A-ha-zi/ah, and stole him from 
among the king’s sons that were 
slain, and put him and his nurse in 
abedchamber. SoJé-h6-shab’e-ath, 
the daughter of king Jé-h0’ram, the 
wite of Jé-hoi’a-da the priest, (for 
she was the sister of A-ha-zi'ah,} 
hid him from Ath-a-li’ah, so that 
she slew him not. 

12 And he was with them hid in the 
house of God six years: and Ath-a- 
li’ah reigned over the land. 


CHAPTER 23. 
1 Jehoiada makes Joash king. 12 Atha- 
liah is slain. 16 Worship of God restored. 
ND in the seventh year Jé-hoi’- 
a-da strengthened himself, and 
took the captains of hundreds, Az-a- 
ri‘ah the son of Jér’o-ham, and 
ish’ma-el the son of Jé-h0-ha/nan 
and Az-a-ri’ah the son of O’bed, an 
Ma-a-seé’iah the son of Ad-a-i/ah, and 
£-lish’a-phat the son of Zich’ri, into 
covenant with him. 

2 And they went about in Ji/dah 
and gathered the Le’vites out of all 
the cities of Ju’dah, and the chief 
of the fathers of Is’ra-el, and they 
came to Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

3 And all the congregation made 4g 
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covenant with the king in the house 
of God. And he said unto them, 
Behold, the king’s son shall reign, 
as the LORD hath said of the sons 
of Da’vid. 

4 This is the thing that ye shall 
do; A third part of you AS gre | 
on the sabbath, of the priests anc 
of the Le’vites, shall be porters of 
the doors; 

5 And a third part shall be at the 
king’s house; and a third part at 
the gate of the foundation: and all 
the people shail be in the courts of 
the house of the LORD. 

6 Butletnone come into the house 
of the LORD, save the priests, and 
they that minister of the Le’vites; 
they shall go in, for they are holy: 
but all the people shall keep the 
watch of the LORD. 

7 And the Lé’vites shall compass 
the king round about, every man 
with his weapons in his hand; and 
whosoever else cometh into the 
house,he shall be put todeath: but 
be ye with the king when he com- 
eth in, and when he goeth out. 

8 So the Le’vites and all Ju’dah 
did according to all things that 
Jé-hoi/a-da the priest had com- 
manded, and took every man his 
men that were to come in on the 
sabbath, with them that were to 
go out on the sabbath: for Jé-hoi’- 
a-da the priest dismissed not the 
courses. 

9 Moreover Jé-hoi’a-da the priest 
delivered to the captains of hun- 
dreds spears, and )bucklers, and 
sbields, that had been king Da’ vid’s, 
which were in the house of God. 

10 And he set all the people, ever 
man having his weapon in his hand, 
from the right side of the temple 
to the left side of the temple, along 
by the altar and the temple, by the 
king round about. 

11 Then they brought out the 
king’s son, and put upon him the 
crown, and gave him the testimony, 
and made him king. And Jé-hoi'- 
a-da and his sons anointed him, and 
said, God save the king. 

12 | Now when Ath-a-li’ah heard 
the noise of the people running 
and praising the king, she came to 
the people into the house of the 
LORD: 

13 And she looked, and, behold, the 
king stood at his pillar at the enter- 
ing in, and the princes and the 
trumpets by the king: and all the 
people of the land rejoiced, and 
sounded with trumpets, also the 
singers with instruments of inusick, 
and such as taught to sing praise. 
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Then Ath-a-li/ah rent her clothes, 
and said, Treason, Treason. 

14 Then Jé-hoi‘a-da the priest 
brought out the captains of hun- 
dreds that were set over the host, 
and said unto them, Have her forth 
of the ranges: and whoso followeth 
her, let him be slain with the sword. 
For the priest said, Slay her not in 
the house of the LORD. 

15 So they laid hands on her; and 
when she was come to the entering 
of the horse gate by the king’s 
house, they slew her there. 

16 ¥ And Jé-hoi’a-da made a cove- 
nant between him, and between all 
the people, and between the king, 
that they should be the LORD’S 
people. 

17 Then all the people went to the 
house of Ba/‘al,and brake it down, 
and brake his altars and his images 
in pieces, and slew Mat’tan the 
priest of Ba’‘al before the altars. 

18 Also Jé-hoi’a-da appomted the 
offices of the house of the LORD by 
the hand cf the egy the Le’vites, 
whom Da’/vid had distributed in 
the house of the LORD, to offer the 
burnt offerings of the LORD, as tt is 
written in the law of Mo’ses, with 
rejoicing and with singing, as it 
was ordained by Da'vid. 

19 And he set the porters at the 
gates of the house of the LORD, that 
none whichwas unclean in any thing 
should enter in. 

20 And he took the captains of 
hundreds, and the nobles, and the 
governors of the people, and all the 
people of the land, and brought 
down the king from the house of 
the Lorp: and they came through 
the high gate into the king’s house 
and set the king upon the throne 0 
the kingdom. 

21 And all the people of the land 
rejoiced: amd the city was quiet, 
after that they had slain Ath-a-li’ab 
with the sword. 


CHAPTER 24. 

1 Joash repairs the temple. 17 Idolatry. 
23 He is defeated and slain by the Syrt- 
ans. 

0/ASH was seven years old when 
he begar to reign, and he 
reigned forty years in Jé-1u’/sa-lém. 

His mother’s name also was Zib'i-ah 
of Be’er-she’ba. 

2 And Jo/ash did that which was 
right in the sight of the LORD all 
the days of Jé-hoi’a-da the priest. 

3 And Jé-hoi’a-da took for him two 
wives; and he begat sons and daugh- 


ters. 
4 § And it came to pass after this, 
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that JO'ash was minded to repair 
the house of the LORD. 

5 And he gathered together the 
priests and the Le’vites, and said 
to them, Go out unto the cities of 
Ju/dah, and gather of all Iis’ra-el 
money to repair the house of your 
God from year to year, and see that 

e hasten the matter. Howbeit the 

e’vites hastened 7¢ not. 

6 And the king called for Jé-hoi’- 
a-da the chief, and said unto him, 
Why hast thou not required of the 
Le’vites to bring in out of Ju’dah 
and out of Jé-ru’sa-lém the collec- 
tion, according to the commandment 
of Mo’ses the servant of the LORD, 
and of the congregation of Ig Ta-el, 
for the tabernacle of witness ? 

? For the sons of Ath-a-li/ah, that 
wicked woman, had broken up the 
house of God; and also all the dedi- 
cated things of the house of the 
LoRD did they bestow upon Ba’- 
al-im. 

8 And at the king’s commandment 
they made a chest, and set it with- 
out at the gate of the house of the 
LORD. 

9 And they made a proclamation 
through Jii‘dah and Jé-ru’sa-lem, to 
bring in to the LORD the collection 
that Mo’seg the servant of God 
laid upon Is’ra-el in the wilder- 


ness. 

10 And all the princes and all the 
people rejoiced, and brought in,and 
cast into the chest, until they had 
made an end. 

1l Now it came to pass, that at 
what time the chest was brought 
unto the king’s office by the hand 
of the Le’vites, and when they saw 
that there was much money, the 
king’s scribe and the high priest’s 
officer came and emptied the chest, 
and took it, and carried it to his 
place again. Thus they did day by 
flay, and gathered money in abun- 
dance. 

12 And the king and Jé-hoi’a-da 

ave it to such as did the work of 

he service of the house of the 

LORD, and hired masons and car- 
poner to repair the house of the 

ORD, and also such as wrought 
iron and brass to mend the house of 
the LORD. 

13 So the workmen wrought, and 
the work was perfected by them, 
and they set the house of God in his 
state, and strengthened it. 

14 And when they had finished 7t¢, 
they brought the rest of the money 
before the king and Jé-hoi’a-da, 
whereof were made vessels for the 


house of the LORD, even vessels to! 
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minister, and to offer withal, and 
spoons, and vessels of gold and sil- 
ver. d they offered burnt offer- 
ings in the house of the LORD con- 
eae all the days of Jé-hoi’a-da. 

15 9 But Jé-hoi/a-da waxed old, 
and was full of days when he died; 
an hundred and thirty years old 
was he when he died. 

16 And they buried him in the city 
of Da’vid among the kings, because 
he had done good in Is ra-el, both 
toward God, and toward his house. 

li Now after the death of Jé-hoi’- 
a-da came the princes of Ju’dah, 
and made obeisance to the king. 
Buen the king hearkened unto 

em. 

18 And they left the house of the 
LorD God of their fathers, and 
served groves and idols: and 
wrath came upon Ju’dah and Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém for this their trespass. 

19 Yet he sent prophets to them, 
to bring them again unto the LORD; 
and they testified against them: but 
they would not give ear. 

20 And the Spirit of God came 
upon Zéch-a-ri‘ah the son of Jé-hoi’- 
a-da the priest, which stood above 
the people, and said untothem, Thus 
saith God, Why transgress ye the 
commandments of the LORD, that 
ye cannot prosper ? because ye have 
forsaken the LORD, he hath also 
forsaken you. 

21 And they conspired against him, 
and stoned him with stones at the 
commandment of the king in the 
court of the house of the LORD. 

22 Thus JO/ash the king remem- 
bered not the kindness which Jé- 
hoi’a-da his father had done to him, 
butslew hisson. And when he died 
he said, The LORD look upon zt, an 
require it. _ 

23 ¢ And it came to pass at the 
end of the year, that the host of 
Syr’i-a came up against him: and 
they came to Ju’dah and Jé-ru’sa- . 
lém, and destroyed all the princes 
of the ipeepte from among the peo- 
ple, and sent all the spoil of them 
unto the king of Da-mas’cus. 

24 For the army of the Syr’i-ang 
came with a small company of men, 
and the LORD delivered a very 
guedt host into their hand, because 

hey had forsaken the LORD God of 
their fathers. So they executed 
judgment against JO’/ash. 

25 And when they were departed 
from him, (for they left him in - 
great diseases,) his own servants 
conspired against him for the blood 
of the sons of Jé-hoi‘a-da the priest, 
and slew him on his bed, and he 
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died: and they buried him in the 
city of Da’vid, but they buried him 
not in the sepulchres of the kings. 

26 And these are they that con- 
spired against him; Za’bad the son 
of Shim/e-ath an Am’mon-it-ess, and 
J2-h0z’a-bad the son of Shim’rith a 
MO’ab-it-ess. i : 

27 § Now concerning his sons, and 
the greatness of the burdens /aid 
upon him, and the repairing of the 
house of God, behold, they aze writ- 
ten in the story of the book of the 
kings. And Am-azi’ah his son 
reigned in his stead. 


CHAPTER 25. 
1 Amaziah succeeds Joash. 11 He defeats 
uy Edom. 25 His reign and death. 

M-A-ZI'AH was twenty and five 

years old when he began to 

reign, and he reigned twenty and 

nine years in Jé-ru’sa-lem. And his 

mother’s name was Jé-h0-ad’dan of 
dé-ru’sa-lém. 

2 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the LORD, but not 
with a perfect heart. 

3 § Now it came to pass, when the 
xing. do Us was established to him, 
that he slew his servants that had 
killed the king his father. 

4 But he slew not their children, 
but did as it is written in the law 
in the book of Mo’/ses, where the 
LORD commanded, saying, The fa- 
thers shall not die for the children, 
neither shall the children die for 
the fathers, but every man shall die 
for his own sin. 

5 § Moreover Am-a-zi’ah gathered 
Ju’dah together, and made them 
captains over thousands, and cap- 
tains over hundreds, according to 
the houses of their fathers, through- 
out all Ju’dah and Bén’ja-min: and 
he numbered them from twenty 

ears old and above, and found 

hem three hundred thousand 
choice men. able to go forth to war, 
that could handle spear and shield. 

6 He hired also an hundred thou- 
sand mighty men of valour out of 
Is'ra-el for an hundred talents of 
Silver. 

7 But there came a man of God to 
him, 9 ee O_ king, let not the 
army of Is’ra-el go with thee; for 
the LORD 7s not with Is’ra-el, to wit, 
with all the children of E’phra-im. 

8 But if thou wilt go, do zt, be 
strong for the battle, God shall 
make thee fall before the enemy: ’ 
for God hath power to help, and to 
cast down. 

9 And Am-a-zi’ah said to the man 
of God, But what shall we do for the 
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hundred talents whichI have given 

to the army of fs/ra-el? And the 

man of God answered, The LORD is 

ane to give thee much more than 
is. 

10 Then Am-a-zi’ah separated them, 
to wit, the army. that was come to 
him out of E’/phra-im, to go home 
again: wherefore their anger was 
greatly kindled against Ju’dah, and 
they returned home in great anger. 

ll § And Am-a-zi’‘ah strengthened 
himself, and led forth his people 
and went to the valley of salt, and 
smote of the children of Sé/ir ten 
thousand. 

12 And other ten thousand left alive 
did the children of Ju’dah carry 
away captive, and brought them 
unto the top of the rock, and cast 
them down. from the top of the 
rock, that they all were broken in 
pieces. i 

13 { But the soldiers of the army 
which Am-a-zi‘ah sent back, that 
they should not go with him to bat- 
tle, fell upon the cities of Ju’dah, 
from Sa-ma’ri-a even unto Béth- 
hod’ron, and smote three thousand 
of them, and took much spoil. 

14 § Now it came to pass, after 
that Am-a-zi/ah was come from the 
slaughter of the E’dom-ites, that 
he Brought the gods of the chil- 
dren of Se’ir, and set them up fo be 
his gods, and bowed down himself 
before them, and burned incense 
unto them. 

15 Wherefore the anger of the 
LORD was kindled against Am-a- 
zi’‘ah, and he sent unto him a pro- 
phet, which said unto him, Why 
hast thou sought after the gods of 
the people, which could not de- 
liver their own people out of thine 
hand ? 

16 And it came to pass, as he talked 
with him, that the ang said unto 
him, Art thou made of the king’s 
counsel? forbear; why shouldest 
thou besmitten? Then the prophet 
forbare, and said, I krow that God 
hath determined to destroy thee 
because thou hast done this, and 
hast not hearkened unto my coun- 


sel. 

17 { Then Am-a-zi/ah king of Ju’- 
dah took advice, and sent to Jo/ash 
the son of Jé-h0’a-haz, the son o 
Je’hu, king of Is’ra-el, saying, Come, 
let-us see one another in the face. 

18 And JOo’ash king of Is’ra-el sent 
to Am-a-zi’ah king of Ju’dah, saying, 
The thistle that was in Léb’a-non 
sent to the cedar that was in Léb’a- 
non, saying, Give thy daughter to 
my son to wife: and there passed by 
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a wild beast that was in Léb’a-non, 
and trode down the thistic. 

19 Thou sayest, Lo, thou hast smit- 
ten the E’dom-ites; and thine heart 
lifteth thee up to boast: abide now 
at home; why shouldest thou med- 
dle to thine hurt, that thou should- 
est fall, even thou, and Ji’dah with 
thee ? 

20 But Am-a-zi/ah would not hear; 
for it came of God, that he migh 
deliver them into the hand of their 
enemies, because they sought after 
the gods of E’dom. 

21 So JO’ash the king of is’ra-el 
went up; and they saw one another 
in the face, both he and Am-a-zi/ah 
king of Ju’dah, at Beth-she’mésh, 
which belongeth to Ju’dah. 

22 And Ju’dah was put to the 
worse before Is’ra-el, and they fled 
every man to his tent. - 

23 And JO‘ash the «xing of Is’ra-el 
took Am-a-zi’ah king of Ju’dah, the 
son of Jo’ash, the son of Jé-h0/a- 
haz, at Béth-shé’mésh, and brought 
him to Jé-ru’sa-lém, and brake 
down the wall of Jé-ru’sa-lém from 
the gate of ®/phra-im to the corner 
gate, four hundred cubits. 

24 And he took all the gold and the 
Silver, and all the vessels that were 
found in the house of God with 
O’bed-e’dom, and the treasures of 
the king’s house, the hostayes also, 
and returned to Sa-ma’ri-a. 

25 9 And Am-a-zi‘ah the son of 
J0’ash king of Ju’dah lived after 
the death of JO’ash son of Jé-h0/a- 
haz king of Is’ra-el fifteen years. 

26 Now the rest of the acts of Am- 
a-zi/ah, first and last, behold, are 
they not’ written in the book ot the 
kings of Ju’dah and is’ra-el ? 

27 J Now after the time that Am-a- 
zlah did turn away from follow- 
ing the LORD they made a conspir- 
acy against him in Jé-ru’sa-lém; 
and he fied to La/chish: but they 
sent to La’/chish after him, and slew 
him there. 

28 And they brought hini upon 
horses, and buried him with his fa- 
thers in the city of Ju’dah. 


CHAPTER 26. 
i Uzziah succeeds Amaziah. 11 His great 
army. 21 He dies of leprosy. 
oars all the people of Ju’dah 
took Uz-zi/ah, who was sixteen 
years old, and made him Sed in the 
room of his father Am-a-zi'ah. : 
_2 He built Eloth, and restored it 
to Ju/dah, after that the king slept 
with his fathers. rs 
3 Sixteen years old was Uz-zi'ah 
when he began to reign,’ and he 
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- Uzziah’s reign 
reigned fifty and two years in Jé- 
ru’sa-lém. is mother’s name also 
was Jec-o-li’ah of Jé-ru’sa-lem. 
4 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the LORD, accord- 
ing to all that his father Am-a-zi/ah 
id. - 


5 And he sought God in the days 
of Zech-a-ri‘ah, who had under-, 
standing in the visions of God: and 
as ine as he sought the LORD, God 
made him to prosper. 

6 And he went forth and warred 
against the Phi-lis’tines, and brake 
down the wall of Gath, and the wall 
of Jab’/neh, and the wall of Ash’do0d 
and built cities about Ash’dod, an 
among the Phi-lis’tines. 

7 And God helped him against 
the Phi-lis’tines, and against the 
A-ra/bi-ans that dwelt in Gir-ba/al, 
and the Mé-hu’nims. 

8 And the Am’moOn-ites gave gifts 
to Uz-zi/ah: and his name spread 
abroad even to the entering in of 
E’gypt; for he strengthened himself 
exceedingly. : 
_9 Moreover Uz-zi’ah built towers 
in Jé-ru’sa-lém at the corner gate, 
and at the valley gate, and at the 
turning of the wall, and fortified 
them. 

10 Also he built towers in the des- 
ert, aud digged many wells: for he 
had much cattle, hoth in the low 
ees and in the plains: husband- 
men also, and vine dressers in the 
mountains, and in Car’mel: for he 
loved husbandry. 

11 Moreover tz-zi’ah had an host 
of fighting men, that went out to 
war by bands, according to the num- 
ber of their account by the hand of 
Jé-i’el the scribe and Ma-a-se’jah 
the ruler, under the hand of Han-a- 
ni/ah, one of the king’s captains. — 

2 The whole number of the chief 
of the fathers of the mighty men of 
valour were two thousand and six 
hundred. 

13 And under their hand was an 
army, three hundred thousand and 
seven thousand and five hundred, 
that made war with mighty power, 
to help the king against the enemy. 

14 And Uz-zi/ah prepared for them 
throughout all the host shields, and 
spears, and helmets, and haber- 
geons, and bows, and slings to cast 
stones. 

15 And he made in Jé-ru’sa-lem 
beet steet invented by cunning men, 
to be on the towers and upon the 
bulwarks, to shoot arrows and great 
stones withal. And his name 
spread far abroad; for he was mar: \, 
vellously helped, till he was strong. — 
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16 § But when he was strong, his 
heart was lifted up to his destruc- 
tion: for he transgressed against 
the LorpD his God, and went into 
the temple of the LorD to burn in- 
cense upon the altar of incense. 

17 And 4z-a-ri/ah the priest went 
in after him, and with him four- 
score priests of the LORD, that were 
valiant men: 

i8 And they withstood Uz-zi’ah the 
king, and said unto him, /t apper- 
taineth not unto thee, Uz-zi’ah, to 
burn incense unto the LoRD, but to 
the priests the sons of A4ar’on, that 
are consecrated to burn incense: 
f° out of the sanctuary; for thou 

ast trespassed; neither shall it be 
iP eet honour from the LORD 

od. 

19 Then Uz-zi‘ah was wroth, and 
had a censer in his hand to burn in- 
cense: and while he was wroth with 
the priests, the leprosy even rose 
up in his forehead before the priests 
in the house of the LorD, from be- 
side the incense altar. 

20 And Az-a-ri/ah the chief priest, 
and all the priests, looked upon him, 
and, behold, he was leprous in his 
forehead, and they thrust him out 
from thence; yea, himself hasted 
also to go out, because the LORD 
had smitten him. 

21 And Uz-zi/ah the king was a 
leper unto the day of his death, and 
dwelt in a several house, being a 
leper; for he was cut off from the 
house of the LorpD: and Jo’tham 
his son was over the king’s house, 
Judging the people of the land. 

22 9 Now the rest of the acts of 
tz-zi'ah, first and last, did i-sa/iah 
the prophet, the son of A’moz, write. 
23 So Uz-zi'ah slept with his fa- 
thers,and they buried him with his 
fathers in the field of the burial 
which belonged to the kings; for 
they said, He is a leper: and Jo’- 
tham his son reigned in his stead. 


CHAPTER 27. 


1 Jotham succeeds Uzziah. 5 He conquers 
mmon. 9 His death. 
O’/THAM was twenty and five 
years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned sixteen years 
in Jé-ru’sa-lém. His mother’s name 
also was Jé-ru’shah, the daughter 
of Za’dok. 

2 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the LorD, according 
to all that his father tz-zi’ah did: 
howbeit he entered not into the 
temple of the Lorp. And the peo- 
ple did yet corruptly. 

“8 He built the high gate of the 
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Ahaz’s reign. 
house of the LORD, and on the wall 
of O’phel he built much. 

4 Moreover he built cities in the 
mountains of Ju’dah, and in the for- 
ests he built castles and towers. 

5 § He fought also with the xu 
of the Am’mOn-ites, and prevaile 
against them. And the children of 
Am’mon gave him the same year an 
hundred talents of silver, and ten 
thousand measures of wheat, and 
ten thousand of barley. So much 
did the children of Am’/mo6n pay 
unto him, both the second year, and 
the third. 

6 So Jo’tham became mighty, be. 
cause he prepared his ways before 
the LORD his God. 

7 { Now the rest of the acts of JO’. 
tham, and all his wars, and his ways 
lo, they are written in the book o 
the kings of Is’ra-el and Ju’dah. 

8 He was five and twenty years old 
when he began to reign, and reigned 
sixteen years in Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

9 ¥ And JO’tham slept with his fa- 
thers, and they buried him in the 
city of Da’vid: and A’haz his son 
reigned in his stead. 


CHAPTER 28. 

1 Ahaz succeeds Jetham. 2 His idolatry. 
5 His defeats by Syria and Israel. 
Hezekiah succeeds him. 

HAZ was twenty years old 
when he began to reign, and he 
reigned sixteen years in Jé-ru’sa 
lém: but he did not that which was 
right in the sight of the LORD, like 

Da’vid his father: 

2¥For he walked in the ways of 
the kings of Is’ra-el, and made also 
molten images for Ba/al-im. 

3 Moreover he burnt incense in 
the valley of the son of Hin’nom, 
and burnt his children in the fire, 
after the abominations of the hea- 
then whom the LORD had cast out 
before the children of is’ra-el. 

4 He sacrificed also and burnt in- 
cense in the high places, and on the 
hills, and under every green tree. 

5 Wherefore the LorpD his God 
delivered him into the hand of the 
king of Syr'i-a; and they smote 
him, and carried away a great mul- 
titude of them captives, and 
brought them to Da-mas’cus. And 
he was also delivered into the hand 
of the king of Iis’ra-el, who smote 
him with a great slaughter. 

'6 § For Pe’kah the son of Rém-a- 

lah slew in Ja/dah an hundred and 
twenty thousand in one day, which 
were all valiant men; because they 
had forsaken the LORD God of their 
fathers. 
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7 And Zich’ri, a mighty man of 
E’phra-im, slew Ma-a-se’jah the 
king’s son, and Az/ri-kam the gov- 
ernor of the house, and El’/ka-nah 
that was next to the king. 

8 And the children of Is'ra-el car- 
ried away captive of their brethren 
two hundred thousand, women, 
sons, and daughters, and took also 
away much spoil from them, and 
brought the spoil to Sa-ma’ri-a. 

9 Buta prophet of the LORD was 
there, whose name was O’ded: and 
he went out before the host that 
tame to Sa-ma/ri-a, and said unto 
them, Behold, because the LoRD 
God of your fathers was wroth with 
Judah, he hath delivered them into 
your hand, and ye have slain them 
in a rage that reacheth up unto 
heaven. 

10 And now ye purpose to keep 
under the children of Ju’/dah and 
Jé-ru’sa-lém for bondmen and bond- 
women unto you: but are there not 
with you, even with you, sins 
againstthe LORD your God? 

1 Now hear me therefore, and 
deliver the captives again, which 
ye have taken captive of your bre- 
thren: for the fierce wrath of the 
LORD is upon you. 

12 Then certain of the heads of the 
children of E’phra-im, Az-a-r1’ah the 
son of J6-ha’nan, Beér-e-chi’ah the 
son of Mé-shil’/le-moth, and Jé-hiz- 
ki’ah the son of Shal'lum, and Am/’- 
a-sa the son of Had’la-i, stood up 
against them that came from the 
war, 

13 And said unto them, Ye shall 
not bring in the captives hither: for 
whereas we have offended against 
the LORD already, ye intend to add 
more to our sins and to our tres- 
pass: for our trespass is great, 
and there is fierce wrath against 
is’ra-el. 

4 So the armed men left the cap- 
tives and the spoil before the 
princes and all the congregation. 

15 And the men which were ex- 
pressed by name rose up, and took 
the capitye®. and with the spoil 
clothed all that were naked amon 
them, and arrayed them, and sho 
them, and gave them to eat and to 
drink, and anointed them, and car- 
ried all the feeble of them upon 
asses, and brought them to Jer’t- 
cho, the city of palm trees, to their 
brethren: then they returned to 
Sa-ma/ri-a, AS ae ea 

16 J At that time did king A’haz 
send unto the kings of As-syr’I-a to 
help him. 

17 For again the E’dom-ites had 
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come and smitten Ju/dah, and car- 
ried away captives. 

18 The Phi-lis‘tines also had in- 
vaded the cities of the low country. 
and of the south of Ju’dah, and ha 
taken Béth-she’mésh, and Aj/a-lon, 
and Gé-dé’roth, and Sho’cho with 
the villages thereof, and Tim/’nah 
with the villages thereof, Gim’zo 
also and the villages thereof: and 
they dwelt there. 

19. For the LORD brought Judah 
low because of A’haz king of Is/ra- 
el; for he made Ju’/dah naked, 
and transgressed sore against the 
LORD. 

20 And Til/gath-pil-neé’ser king of 
As-syr’i-A came unto hin, and dis- 
tressed him, but strengthened him 


not. 

21 For A’haz took away a portion 
out of the house of the LORD, and 
out of the house of the king, and of 
the princes, and gave i¢ unto the 
king of As-syr’i-a: but he helped 
him not. 

22 4 And in the time of his distress 
did he trespass yet more against 
the LORD: this is that king A’haz. 

23 For he sacrificed unto the gods 
of Da-mas’cus, which smote him: 
and he said, Because the gods of 
the kings of Syr’i-a_ help them, 
therefore will I sacrifice to them, 
that they may help me. But the 
ere the ruin of him, and of all Is’- 
ra-el. 

24 And A’haz gathered together the 
vessels of the house of God, and cut 
in pieces the vessels of the house of 
God, and shut up the doors of the 
house of the LORD, and he made 
him altars in every corner of Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém. 

25 And in every several city of Ju’ 
dah he made high places to burn in- 
cense unto other gods, and provoked 
to anger the LORD God of his fa- 
thers. 

26 J Now the rest of his acts and 
of all his ways, first and last, be- 
hold, they are written in the book 
of the kings of Ju’dah and Is’ra-el. 

27 And A’haz slept with his fathers, 
and they buried him in the city, even 
in Jé-ru’s4-lém: but they brought 
him not into the sepulchres of the 
kings of is/ra-el: and Héz-e-ki/ah 
his son reigned in his stead. 


CHAPTER 29. 
1 Hezekiah’s reign. 3 Religion restored. 
12 The temple cleansed. 
EZ-E-Ki/AH began to reign 
when he was five and twenty 
ears old, and he reigned nine an 
wenty years in Jé-ru’sa-lem. And 
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his mother’s name was A-bi'jah, the 
daughter of Zéch-a-ri’ah. 

2 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the LoRD, accordin 
oe all that Da’vid his father ha 

one. 


3 J He in the first year of his reign, 


in the first month, opened the 
doors of the house of the LORD, and 
repaired them. j 

4 And he brought in the priests 
and the Lée’vites, and gathered them 
together into the east street, 

4 And said unto them, Hear me, 
ye Le’vites, sanctify now your- 
selves, and sanctify the house of the 
LORD God of your fathers, and 
carry forth the filthiness out of the 
ay place. 

6 For our fathers have trespassed, 
and done that which was evil in the 
eyes of the LORD our God, and have 
forsaken him, and have turned away 
their faces from the habitation of 
the LORD, and turned their backs. 

7 Also they have shut up the doors 
of the porch, and put out the lamps, 
and have not burned incense nor 
offered burnt offerings in the holy 
place unto the God of Is’ra-el. 

38 Wherefore the wrath of the 
LORD was upon Ju’dah and Jé-ru’- 
$4-lém, and he hath delivered them 
to trouble, to astonishment, and to 
hissing, as ye see with your eyes. 

9 For, lo, our fathers have fallen 
by the sword, and our sons and our 
daughters and our wives are in cap- 
tivity for this. 

10 Now i is in mine heart to make 
a covenant with the LORD God of 
is’ra-el, that his fierce wrath may 
turn away from us. : 

11 My sons, be not now negligent: 
for the LORD hath chosen you to 
stand before him, to serve him, and 
that ye should minister unto him, 
and burn incense. 

12 ¥ Then the Le’vites arose, Ma/- 
hath the son of A-mas’a-i, and JO’el 
the son of Az-a-ri’ah, of the sons of 
the Ko’hath-ites: and of the sons of 
Mé-ra’/ri, Kish the son of Ab’di, and 
Az-a-ri‘ah the son of Jé-hal’e-lél: 
and of the Gér’shon-ites; JO’ah the 
son of Zim’mah, and E’dén the son 
of JO’ah: i 

13 And of the sons of El’za-phan; 
Shim’ri, and Jé-i’el: and of the sons 
of a’saph; Zéch-a-ri‘ah, and Mat- 
ta-ni’ah: : 

14 And of the sous of Hé’man; Jé- 
hi’el, and Shim’e-i: and of the sons 
of Jéd’u-thin; Shém-a-i/ah, and 
Uz-ziel. 

15 And they gathered their bre- 
thren, and sanctified themselves, 
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and came, according to the come 
mandment of the kin » by the 
words of the LORD, to cleanse the 
house of the LORD. 

16 And the priests went into the 
inner part of the house of the 
LORD, to cleanse it, and brought 
out all the uncleanness that they 
found in the temple of the LorRD 
into the court of the house of the 
LORD. And the Lé’vites took it, to 
carry it out abroad into the brook 
Kid’ron. 

17 Now they began on the first day 
of the first month to sanctity, and 
on the eighth day of the month came 
they tothe porch of the LORD: so 
they sanctified the house of the 
LORD in eight days; and in the six- 
teenth day of the first month they 
made an end. é 

18 Then they went in to Héz-e-ki/ah 
the king, and said, We have cleansed 
all the house of the LORD, and the 
altar of burnt offering, with all the 
vessels thereof, and the shewbread 
table, with all the vessels thereof. 

19 Moreover aJl the vessels, which 
king A’haz in his reign did cast 
away in his transgression, have we 
prepared and sanctified, and, be- 
hold, they are before the altar of 
the LORD. 

20 § Then Héz-e-ki’ah the king rose 
early, and gathered the rulers of the 
city, and went up tothe house of the 
LORD. 

21 And they brought seven bul- 
locks, and seven rams, and seven 
lambs, and seven he goats, for a 
sin offering for the kingdom, and 
for the sanctuary, and for Ju’dah. 
And he commanded the priests the 
sons of Aar’on to offer them on the 
altar of the LORD. 

22 So they killed the bullocks, and 
the priests received the blood, and 
sprinkied 7¢ on the altar: likewise, 
when they had killed the rams, they 
sprinkled the blood upon the altar: 
they killed also the lambs, and the 
sprinkled the blood upon the al- 


tar. 

23 And they brought forth the he 
Bonus Jor the sin offering before the 

ing and the congregation; and 
they laid their hands upon them: 
24 And the priests killed them, and 
they made reconciliation with their 
blood upon the altar, to make ap 
atonement for all Iis’ra-el: for the 
king commanded that the burnt of- 
fering and the sin offering should be 
made for all is’ra-el. 

25 And he set the Lé’vites in the 
house of the LORD with cymbals, 
with psalteries, and with harps, 
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according to the commandment of 
Da’vid, and of Gad the king’s seer, 
and Na’‘than the prophet: for so was 
the commandment of the LORD by 
his prophets. 

26 And the Lé’vites stood with 
the instruments of Da’vid, and the 
priests with the trumpets. 

27 And Héz-e-ki/ah commanded to 
effer the burnt offering upon the 
altar. And when the burnt offering 
began, the song of the LORD began 
also with the trumpets, and with 
the instruments ordained by Da'vid 
king of Is’ra-el. 

28 And all the congregation wor- 
shipped, and the singers sang, and 
the trumpeters sounded: and_all 
thiscontinued until the burnt offer- 
ing was finished. 

299 And when they had made an 
end of offering, the king and all 
that were present with him bowed 
themselves, and worshipped. 

30 Moreover Héz-e-ki/ah the king 
and the princes commanded the 
Le’vites to sing praise unto the 
LORD with the words of Da’vid, 
and of A’saph the seer. And they 
sang praises with gladness, and 
they bowed their heads and wor- 
shipped. 

31 Then Héz-e-ki/ah answered and 
said, Now ye have consecrated 
yourselves unto the LORD, come 
near and bring sacrifices and thank 
offerings into the house of the 
Lorp. And the _ congregation 
brought in sacrifices and thank of- 
ferings; and aS many as were of a 
free heart burnt offerings. 

32 And the number of the burnt 
offerings, which the congregation 
brought, was threescore and ten 
bullocks, an hundred rams, and two 
hundred lambs: all these were for 
a burnt offering to the LORD. 

33 And the consecrated things 
were six hundred oxen and three 
thousand sheep. 

34 But the priests were too few, 
so that they could not flay all the 
burnt offerings: wherefore their 
brethren the Le’vites did help them 
till the work was ended, and until 
the other priests had_ sanctified 
themselves: for the Le’vites were 
more upright in heart to sanctify 
themselves than the priests. 

35 And also the burnt offerings 
were in abundance, with the fat of 
the peace offerings, and the drink 
offerings for every ‘burnt offering. 
So the service of the house of the 
LORD was Set in order. | 

86 And Héz-e-ki/ah rejoiced, and 
all the people, that God had pre- 
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pared the people: for the thing 
was done suddenly 


CHAPTER 30. 


1 Hezekiah proclaims a passover. 23 It is 
kept fourteen days. 27 The people blessed. 
ND Héz-e-ki’ah sent to all Is'ra-el 
and Ju’dah, and wrote letters 
also to E’phra-im and Ma-nas’seh, 
that they should come to the house 
of the LORD at Jé-ru’sa-lem, to keep 
the eobga unto the LORD God of 
Ig’ra-el. 

5 For the king had taken counsel, 
and his princes, and al] the congre- 
gation in Jé-ru’sa-lém, to keep the 
passover inthe second month. 

3 For they could not keep it at 
that time, because the priests had 
not sanctified themselves suffi- 
ciently, neither had the people 

athered themselves together to 

é-ru’sa-lem. 

4 And the thing pleased the king 
and all the congregation. 

5 Sothey established a decree to 
make proclamation throughout all 
is'ra-el, from Bé’er-she’ba even to 

an, that they should come to keep 
the passover unto the LORD God of 
is‘ra-el at Jé-ru’sd-lem: for they 
had not done 7 of a long tine in 
such sort as it was written. 

6 Sothe posts went with the let- 
ters from the king and his princes 
throughout all Is’ra-el and Ju’dah, 
and according to the command- 
ment of the king, saying, Ye chil- 
dren of Is’ra-el, turn again unto the 
LoRD God of A’bra-ham, Isaac, and 
is’ra-el, and he will return to the 
remnant of you, that are :scaped 
out of the hand of the kings of As- 
syr’i-a. 

7 And be not ye like your fathers, 
and like your brethren, which 
trespassed against the LORD God 
of their fathers, who therefore gave 
them up to desolation, as ye see. - 

8 Now be ye not. stiffnecked, as 
your fathers were, but yield your- 
selves unto the LORD, and enter 
into his sanctuary, which he hath 
sanctified for ever: and serve the 
LORD your God, that the fierceness 
of his wrath may turn away from 
you. 

9 For if ye turn again unto the 
LORD, your brethren and your chil- 
dren shall jind_compassion before 
them that lead them captive, so 
that they shall come again into this 
land: for the LorRD your God is 
gracious and merciful, and will not 
turn away his face from you, if ye 
return unto him. 

10 So the posts passed from city to 
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city through the country of E’phra- 
im and Ma-nas’/seh even unto Zeéb’- 
u-lun: but they laughed them to 
scorn, and mocked them. 

1l Nevertheless divers of Ash’ér 
and Ma-nas’seh and of Zéb’‘u-lun 
humbled themselves, and came to 
Jé-ru/sd-lém. 

12 Also in Ju’dah the hand of God 
Was to give them one heart to do 
the commandment of the king and 
of the princes, by the word of the 
LORD. 

13 9 And there assembied at Jé- 
ru’sa-lém much people to keep the 
feast of unleavened bread in the 
second month, a very great congre- 
gation. 

14 And they arose and took away 
the altars that were in Jé-ru’sa-lem, 
and all the altars for incense took 
they away, and cast them into the 
brook Kid’ron. 

15 Then they killed the passover 
on the fourteenth day of the second 
month: and the priests and the Leé’- 
vites were ashamed, and sanctified 
themselves, and brought in the 
burnt offerings into the house of the 


ORD. 

16 And they stood in their place 
after their manner, according to 
the law of MO’ses the man of God: 
the priests sprinkled the blood 
which they received of the hand of 
the Le’ vites. : 

17 For therewere many in the con- 
gregation that were not sanctified: 
therefore the Le’vites had the 
charge of the killing of the passovers 
for every one that was not clean, 
to sanctify them unto the LORD. 

18 Fora multitude of the people, 
even Mahy of E’phra-im, and Ma- 
nas‘seh, Is/sa-char, and Zéb’/u-lun, 
had not cleansed themselves, yet 
did they eat the passover other wise 
than it was written. But Héz-e- 
ki/ah prayed for them, saying, The 
good LORD pardon every one 

19 That prepareth his heart to 
seek God, the LORD God of his fa- 
thers, though he benot cleansed ac- 
cording to the purification of the 
sanctuary. 

20 And the LoRD hearkened to 
Héz-e-ki/ah, and healed the people. 

21 And the children of is’ra-el that 
were present at Jé-ru’sa-lém, kept 
the feast of unleavened bread seven 
days with great gladness: and the 
Le’vites and the priests praised the 
LORD day by day, singing with loud 
instruments unto the LORD. 

22 And Hé6z-e-ki/ah spake com- 
fortably unto all the Le’vites that 
taught the good knowledge of the 
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LORD: and they did eat throughout 
the feast seven days, offering peace 
offerings, and making confession to 
the LORD God of their fathers. 

23 And the whole assembly took 
counsel to keep other seven days: 
and they kept other seven days with 
gladness. 

24 For Héz-e-ki/ah king of Ju’dah 
did give to the congregation a 
thousand bullocks and seven thou- 
sand sheep; and the princes gave to 
the congregation a thousand bul- 
locks and ten thousand sheep: and 
a great number of priests sanctified 
themselves. 

2@ And all the congregation of Ju’- 
dah, with the priests and the Le’- 
vites, and all the congregation that 
came out of Is’ra-el, and the stran- 
gers that came out of the land of 
Is'ra-el, and that dwelt in Ju’dah, 
rejoiced. 

26 So there was great joy in Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém: for since the time of Sol’- 
o-mon the son of Da’vid king of 
is’ra-el there was not the like in Jé- 
rn’sa-lém. 

27 | Then the priests the Lé’vites 
arose and blessed the people: and 
their voice was heard, and their 
prayer came up to his holy dwell- 
ing place, even unto heaven. 


CHAPTER 31. 

1 The priestly courses. 5 Offerings of the 
people. 20 Hezekiah’s sincerity. 
OW when all this was finished 

all Is’ra-e! that were present 
went out to the cities of Ju’dah 
and brake the images in pieces, and 
cut down the groves, and threw 
down the high places and the altars 
out of all Ju’dah and Bén’ja-min, 
in E’phra-im also and Méa-nas’seh 
until they had utterly destroye 
them all. Then all the children of 

Is’ra-el returned, every man to his 

possession, into their own cities. 

2 9 And H€z-e-ki’ah appointed the 
courses of the priests and the Le’- 
vites after their courses, every man 
according to his service, the priests 
and Le’vites for burnt offerings and 
for peace offerings, to minister, and 
to give thanks, and to praise in the 
gates of the tents of the LORD. 

3 He appointed also the king’s por- 
tion of his substance for the burnt 
offerings, /o wit, for the morning and 
evening burnt offerings, and the 
burnt offerings for the sabbaths, and 
for the new moons, and for the set 
feasts, as it is written in the law of 
the LORD. 

4 Moreover he commanded the 
people that dwelt in Jé-ru’s#-lém 
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to oe the portion of the priests 
and the Le’vites, that they esi 
be encouraged in the law of the 
LORD. 

5 ¢ And as soon as the command- 
ment came abroad, the children of 
Is’ra-el brought in abundance the 

rstfruits of corn, wine, and oil, and 
honey, and of all the increase of the 
field; and the tithe of all things 
brought they in abundantly. 

6 And concerning the children of 
igs'ra-el and Ju‘dah, that dwelt in the 
cities of Ju’dah, they also brought in 
the tithe of oxen and sheep, and the 
tithe of holy things which were con- 
secrated unto the LORD their God, 
and laid them by heaps. 

7 Inthe third month they began to 
lay the foundation of the heaps, and 
finished them in the seventh month. 

8 And when Héz-e-ki/ah and the 
princes came and saw the heaps, 
they blessed the LORD, and his peo- 
ple Iis’ra-el. 

9 en Héz-e-ki/ah questioned 
with the priests and the Le’vites 
concerning the heaps. 

10 And Az-a-ri’ah the chief priest of 
the house of Za/dok answered him, 
and said, Since the people began to 
bring the offerings into the house of 
the LORD, we have had enough to 
eat, and have left plenty: for the 
LoRD hath blessed his people; and 
that which is left 7s this great store. 

1l § Then Héz-e-ki/ah commanded 
to prepare chambers in the house 
ot the LORD; and they prepared 
them, 

12 And brought in the offerings and 
the tithes and the dedicated things 
faithfully: over which Con-0-ni’ah 
the Leé’vite was ruler, and Shim’e-i 
his brother was the next. 

13 And Jé-hi’el,and Az-a-zi’/ah, and 
Na/‘hath, and A/sa-hél, and Jér‘i- 
moth, and J6z’/a-bad, and f£-li’el 
and is-ma-chi’ah, and Ma’‘hath, and 
Bé-na/iah, were overseers under the 
hand of Con-0-ni/ah and Shim/e-i his 
brother, at the commandment of 
Héz-e-ki’/ah the king, and Az-a-ri’aly 
the ruler of the house of God. 

14 And Ko’ré the son of im’nah the 
Le’vite, the porter toward the east 
was over the freewill offerings of 
God, to distribute the oblations 
of the LORD, and the most holy 
things. 

15 And next him were E/dén, and 
Mi-ni/a-min, and Jésh’u-a, and 
Shém-a-l/ah, Am-a-ri/ah, and Shéc- 
a-ni/ah, in the cities of the priests, 
in their set office, to give to their 
brethren by courses, aS well to the 
great as to the small: 
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16 Beside their genealogy of males, 
from three years old and upward, 
even unto every one that entereth 
into the house of the LORD, his 
daily portion for their service in 
their charges according to their 
courses ; 

17 Both to the genealogy of the 
priests by the house of their fathers, 
and the Le’vites from twenty years 
old and upward, in their charges by 
their courses; 

18 And to the geneatoey of all 
their little ones, their wives, and 
their sons, and their daughters, 
through all the congress for 
in their set office they sanctified 
themselves in holiness: 

19 Also of the sons of A4r’on the 
priests, which were in the fields of 
the suburbs of their cities, in every 
several city, the men that were ex- 
pressed by name, to give portions to 
all the males among the priests, and 
to all that were reckoned by gene- 
alogies among the Le’vites. 

209 And thus did Hé6z-e-ki/ah 
throughout all Ju’dah, and wrought 
that which was good and right and 
truth before the LORD his God. 

21 And in every work that he be- 
gan in the service of the house of 
God, and in the law, and in the com- 
mandments, to seek his God, he 
did it with all his heart, and pro- 
spered. 


CHAPTER 32. 

1 Sennacherib invades Judah. 21 The 
Assyrians destroyed. 27 Hezekiah’s 
works and death. 

Ae ee these things, and the es- 

. tablishment thereof, Sen-nach’- 
e-rib king of As-syr’i-a_ came, and 
entered into Ju’/dah, and encamped 
against the fenced cities, and 
thought to win them for himself. 

2 And when Héz-e-ki/ah saw that 
Sén-nach’e-rib was come, and that 
he was purposed to fight against 
Jé-ru’sa-lém, 

3 He took counsel with his princes 
and his mighty men to stop the 
waters of the fountains which were 
without the city: and they did help 

im. 

4 So there was gathered much peo- 
fea together, who stopped all the 
ountains, and the brook that ran 
through the midst of the land, say- 
ing, Why should the kings of As- 
syr’I-a come, and find much water ? » 
5 Also he strengthened himself, 
and built up ali the wall that was 
broken, and raised 7¢ up to the tow- 
ers, and another wall without, and 
repaired Mil’lo in the city of Da’- 
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vid, and made darts and shields in 
abundance. 

6 And he set captains of war over 
the people, and gathered them to- 
gether to him in the street of the 

ate of the city, and spake com- 

ortably to then, saying, 

7 Be strong and courageous, be 
notafraid nor dismayed for the 
king of As-syr’i-a, nor for all the 
multitude that is with him: for 
ety be more with us than with 

im: 

8 With him is an arm of flesh; 
but with us zs the LORD our God 
to help us, and to fight our battles. 
And the people rested themselves 
ues the words of Héz-e-ki’ah king

9 9 After this did Sén-nach’e-rib 
king of As-syi’i-a send his servants 
to Jé-ru’sa-lem, (but he himself laid 
siege against La’chish, and all his

10 Thus saith Sén-nach’e-rib king 
of As-syr’i-a, Whereon do ye trust, 
that ye abide in the siege in Jé- 
ru’/sa-lém ? 

il Doth not Héz-e-ki/ah persuade 

ou to give over yourselves to die 

y famine and by thirst, saying, The 
LORD our God shall deliver us out 
of the hand of the king of As-syr’1-a ? 

12 Hath not the same Hé€z-e-ki/ah 
taken away his high places and his 
altars, and commanded Ju’dah and 
Jé-ru’sa-lém, saying, Ye shall wor- 
ship before one altar, and burn in- 
cense upon it? 

13 Know ye not what I and my fa- 
thers have done unto all the people 
of other lands? were the gods of 
the nations of those lands any ways 
able to deliver their lands out of 
mine hand? 

14 Who was there among all the 
gods of those nations that my fa- 
thers utterly destroyed, that could 
deliver his people out of mine hand, 
that your God should be able to de- 
liver you out of mine hand? 

15 Now therefore let not Hé€z-e- 
ki/ah deceive you, nor persuade you 
on this manner, neither yet believe 
him: for no god of any nation or 
kingdom was able to deliver his 
people out of mine hand, and out of 
the hand of my fathers: how much 
less shall your God deliver you out 
of mine hand ? 

16 And his servants ne yet more 
against the LorRD God, and against 
his servant Héz-e-ki’ah. ; 

17 He wrote also letters to rail on 
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the LoRD God of fs’ra-el, and to 
speak against him, saying, As the 
ods of the nations of other lands 
ave not delivered their people out 
of mine hand, so shall not the God 
of Héz-e-ki’/ah deliver his people out 
of mine hand. 

18 Then they cried with a loud 
voice in the Jews’ speech unto the 
people of Jé-ru’sa-lém that were on 
the wall, to affright them, and to 
trouble them; that they might take 
the city. 

19 And they spake against the 
God of Jé-ru’s4-lém, as against the 
gods of the people of the earth 
which were the work of the hands of 


man. 

20 And for this cause Héz-e-ki/ah 
the king, and the prophet i-sa/jah 
the son of A’moz, prayed and cried 
to heaven. 

21 9 And the LORD sent an angel 
which cut off all the mighty men o 
valour, and the leaders and captains 
in the camp of the king of As-sfr’i-a. 
So he returned with shame of face 
to his own land. And when he was 
come into the house of his god, they 
that came forth of his own bowels 
slew him there with the sword. 

22 Thus the LORD saved Héz-e-ki’- 
ah and the inhabitants of Jé-ru'sa- 
lem from the hand of Sén-nach’e- 
rib the king of As-syr’i-a, and from 
the hand of all other, and guided 
them on every side. 

23 And many brought gifts unto 
the LorpD to Jé-ru’sa-lem, and 
presents to Héz-e-ki/ah king of 
Ju’dah: so that he was magnified 
in the sight of all nations from 
thenceforth. 

24 9 In those days Héz-e-ki’ah was 
sick to the death, and prayed unto 
the LORD: and he spake unto him, 
and he gave him a sign. 

25 But Héz-e-ki/ah rendered not 
again cg to the benefit done 
unto him; for his heart was lifteuW 
up: therefore there was wrath upon 
ieee and upon Ju’dah and Jé-ru’sa- 

ém. 

26 Notwithstanding Hé€z-e-ki/an 
humbled himself for the pride of 
his heart, doth he and the inha)- 
itants of Jé-ru’sa-lém, so that the 
wrath of the LoRD came not upon 
them in the days of Héz-e-ki’ah. 

27 9 And Héz-e-ki’ah had exceed- 
ing much riches and honour: and 
ihe made himself treasuries for sil- 
ver, and for gold, and for precious 
stones, and for spices, and for 
shields, and for all manner of plea-. 
sant jewels; 

28 Storehouses also for the in-. 
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crease of corn, and wine, and oil; 
and stalls for all manner of beasts, 
and cotes for flocks. 

29 Moreover he provided him cit- 
jes, and possessions of flocks and 
herds in abundance: for God had 
given him substance very much. 

30 This same Hé6z-e-ki/ah also 
stopped the upper watercourse of 
Gihon, and brought it straight 
down to the west side of the city 
of Da/vid. And Héz-e-ki/ah pro- 
spered in all his works. | 

31 | Howbeit in the business of the 
ambassadors of the princes of Bab’- 
y-lon, whosert unto him to enquire 
of the wonder that was done in the 
land, God left him, to try him, that 
he might know all that was in his 
heart. 

32 § Now the rest of the acts of 
Héz-e-ki/ah, and his goodness, be- 
hold, they are written in the vision 
of i-sa/iah the prophet, the son of 
A’moz, and in the book of the kings 
of Ju’dah and is’ra-el. 

33 And Héz-e-ki’/ah slept with his 
tathers, and they buried him in the 
chiefest of the sepulchres of the 
sons of Da/vid: and all Ju’dah and 
the inhabitants of Jé-ru’sa-lém did 
him honour at his death. And Ma- 
nas’seh his son reigned in his stead. 


CHAPTER 33. 


1 Manasseh’s reign. 11 He is carried to 
Babylon. 12 His repentance. 24 Ser- 
vants slay Amon. 

A-NAS/SEH was twelve years 

old when he began to reign, 
and he reigned fifty and five years 
in Jé-ru’sa-lem : 

2 But did that which was evil in 
the sight of the LORD, like unto the 
abominations of the heathen, whom 
the LORD had cast out before the 
children of is‘ra-el. 

39 For he built again the high 

laces which Héz-e-ki’ah his father 

ad broken down, and he reared 
up altars for Ba/al-im, and made 
groves, and worshipped all the host 
of heaven, and served them. 

4 Also he built altars in the house 
of the LORD, whereof the LORD 
had said, In Jé-ru’sa-lém shall my 
name be for ever. 

5 And he built altars for all the 
host of heaven in the two courts 
of the house of the LORD. 

6 And he caused his children to 
pass through the fire in the valley 
of the son of Hin’nom: also he ob- 
served times, and used enchant- 
ments, and used witchcraft, and 
dealt witb a familiar spirit, and with 
wizards: ne wrought much evil in 
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the sight of the LORD, to provoke 
him to anger. 

7 And he set a carved image, the 
idol which he had made, in the 
house of God, of which God had 
said to Da/vid and to Sol’/o-mon 
his son, In this house, and in Jé- 
ru’sa-lém, which I have chosen be- 
fore all the tribes of is’ra-el, will I 
put my name for ever: 

8 Neither will I any more remove 
the foot of Iis’ra-el from out of the 
land which have appointed for 
your fathers; so that they will take 

eed to do all that I have com- 
manded them, according to the 
whole law and the statutes and the 
ordinances by the hand of Mo’ses. 

9 So Ma-nas’seh made Ji’dah and 
the inhabitants of Jé-ru’/sa-lem to 
err, and to do worse than the hea- 
then, whom the LORD had destroy- 
ed before the children of Ig’ra-el, 

10 And the LoRD spake to Ma- 
nas’seh, and to his people: but they 
would not hearken. 

ll J Wherefore the LORD brought 
upon them the captains of the host 
of the king of As-syr’i-a, which 
took M4-nas’seh among the thorns 
and bound him with fetters, an 
carried him to Bab’y-lon. 

12 And when he was in affliction, 
he besought the LorD his God, and 
humbled himself greatly before the 
God of his fathers, 

13 And prayed unto him: and he 
was intreated of him, and heard 
his supplication, and brought him 
again to Jé-ru’sa-lém into his king- 
dom. Then Ma-nas’/seh knew that 
the LORD he was God. 

14 Now after this he built a wall 
without the city of Da’vid, cn the 
west side of Gi/hon, in the valley, 
even to the entering in at the fish 
gate, and compassed about O’phel, 
and raised it up a very great height, 
and put captains of war in all the 
fenced cities of Ju’dah. 

15 And he took away the strange 
gods, and the idol out of the house 
of the LORD, and all the altars that 
he had built in the mount of the 
house of the LORD, and in Jé-ru’- 
Beem and cast them out of the 
city. 

16 And he repaired the altar of the 
LORD, and sacrificed thereon peace 
offerings and thank offerings, and 
commanded Ju’dah to serve the 
LORD God of is’ra-el. 

17 Nevertheless the a did 
sacrifice still in the high places, yet 
unto the LORD their God only. 

18 { Now the rest of the acts of 
Ma-nias’seh, and his prayer unto his 
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God, and the words of the seers 
that spake to him in the name of 
the LORD God of Is’ra-el, behold, 
they are written in the book of the 
kings of is'ra-el. 

19 His prayer also, and how God 
was intreated of him, and all his 
sins, and his trespass, and the places 
wherein he built high places, and 
set up alee and graven images, 
before he was humbled: behold, 
they are written among the sayings 
of the seers. 

20 | So Ma-nas’seh slept with his 
fathers, and they buried him in his 
own house: and A’mon his son 
reigned in-his stead. 

21 9 A’mon was two and twenty 
years old when he began to reign, 
and reigned two years in Jé-ru’sa- 


1lém. 

22 But he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the LORD, as did 
Ma-nas’seh his father: for A’mon 
saerificed untoall the carved images 
which Ma-nas’seh his father had 
made, and served them; 

23 And humbled not himself before 
the LORD, as M4-nas’seh his father 
had humbled himself; but A’/mon 
trespassed more and more. 

24 And his servants conspired 
against him, and slew him in his 
ewn house. 

25 Y But the people of the land slew 
all them that had conspired against 
king A’mon; and the people of the 
land made Jo-si’ah his son king in 
his stead. 


CHAPTER 34. 

1 Josiah succeeds Amon. 14 Book of the 
law found. 23 Huldah’s prophecy. 29 
Covenant renewed. 

0-S’AH was eight years old 

when he began to reign, and he 
reigned in Jé€-ru’sa-lém one and 
thirty years. 

2 And he did that which was right 
in the sight of the LORD, and walked 
in the ways of Da’vid his father, 
and declined neither to the right 
hand, nor to the left. 

3 9 For in the eighth year of his 
reign, while he was yet young, he 
began to seek after the God of Da’- 
vid his father: and in the twelfth 
year he began to purge Ju’dah and 
Jé-ru'sa-lém from the high places, 
and the groves, and the carved im- 
ages, and the molten images. 

f And they brake down the altars 
of Ba’al-im in his presence; and the 
images, that were on high above 
them, he cut down; andthe groves, 
and the carved images, and the 
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and made dust of them, and strowed 
it upon the graves of them that had 
sacrificed unto them. 

5 And he burnt the bones of 
the priests upon their altars, and 
cleansed Ju/dah and Jé-ru’sa-lem. 

6 And so did he in the cities of M4- 
nas’seh, and E’phra-im, and Sim’e- 
on, even unto Naph’ta-li, with their 
mattocks round about. 

7 And when he had broken down 
the altars and the groves, and had 
beaten the graven images into 
powder, and cut down all the idols 
throughout all the land of fs‘ra-el, 
he returned to Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

8 § Now in the eighteenth year of 
his reign, when he had purged the 
land, and the house, he sent Sha’. 
phan the son of Az-a-li/ah, and Ma- 
a-se’‘jah the governor of the city, 
and JO’ah the son of JO0’a-haz the 
recorder, to repair the house of the 
LORD his God. 

9 And when they came to Hil-ki’ah 
the high priest, they delivered the 
money that was brought into the 
house of God, which the Le’vites 
that kept the doors had gathered 
of the hand of Ma-nas’seh and 
E’phra-im, and of all the remnant 
of Iis’ra-el, and of all Ju’/dah and 
Bén’ja-min; and they returned to 
Jé-ru'sa-lém. 

10 And they put 7 in the hand of 
the workmen that had the oversight 
of the house of the LORD, and they 
gave it to the workmenthat wrought 
in the house of the LORD, to repair 
and amend the house: 

11 Even tothe artificers and build- 
ers gave they it, to buy hewn stone, 
and timber for couplings, and to 
floor the houses which the kings of 
Ju’dah had destroyed. 

12 And the men did the work 
faithfully: and the overseers of 
them were Ja‘hath and 60-ba-di’ah, 
the Le’vites, of the sons of Mé-ra’r1; 
and Zéch-ari‘ah and Mé-shul’lam, 
of the sons of the KO’hath-ites, to 
set it forward; and other of the Le’- 
vites, all that could skill of instru- 
ments of musick. 

13 Also they were over the bearers 
of burdens, and were overseers of all 
that wrought the work in any Mman- 
ner of service: and of the Le’vites 
there were scribes, and officers, and 
porters. 

14 ¢ And when they brought out 
the money that was brought inte 
the house of the LORD, Hil-ki’/ah 
the priest found a book of the law 
of the LORD given by MO’ses. 

15 And Hil-ki/ah answered and 


molten images, he brake in pieces, | said to Sha’phan the scribe, I have 
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found the book of the law in the 
house of the LORD. And Hil-ki/ah 
delivered the book to Sha’/phan. 

16 And Sha’phan carried the book 
to the king, and brought the king 
word back again, saying, Ail that 
was committed to thy servants, 
they do it. 

17 And they have gathered to- 
ether the money that was found in 
he house of the LORD, and have 
delivered it into the hand of the 
overseers, and to the hand of the 
workmen. i 

18 Then Sha/phan the scribe told 
the king, saying, Hil-ki’ah the priest 
hath given me a book. And Sha/- 
phan read it before the king. 

19 And it came to pass, when the 
king had heard the words of the 
law, that he rent his clothes. 

20 And the king commanded Hil- 
ki/ah, and A-hi/kam the son of Sha/- 
phan, and Ab’don the son of Mr’- 
cah, and Sha’phan the scribe, and 
A-sa-l’ah a servant of the king’s, 
saying, : 

21 Go, enquire of the LORD for me, 
and for them that are left in is’ra-el 
and inJu’dah, Reider ang the words 
of the book that is found: for great 
is the wrath of the LORD that is 

oured out upon us, because our 

athers have not kept the word of 
the LORD, to do after all that is 
written in this book. 

22 And Hil-ki/ah, and they that the 
king had appointed, went to Hul’- 
dah the prophetess, the wife of 
Shal'‘lum the son of Tik’vath, the 
son of Has’/rah, keeper of the ward- 
robe; (now she dwelt in Jé-ru’sa- 
lém in the college:) and they spake 
to her to that effect. 

23 ¢ And she answered them, Thus 
saith the LORD God of Tg'ra-el, Tell 
ye the man that sent you to me 

24 Thus saith the LORD, Behold, I 
will bring evil upon this place, and 
upon the inhabitants thereof, even 
all the curses that are written in 
the book which they have read be- 
fore the king of Ju’dah: 

25 Because they have forsaken me, 
and have burned incense unto other 
spe: that they might provoke me 

o anger with all the works of their 
hands; therefore my wrath shall be 
poured out upon this place, and 
shall not be quenched. ‘i 

25 And as for the king of Judah, 
who sent you to enquire of the 
LORD, so shall ye say unto him 
Thus saith the LORD God of Is’ra-e 
concerning the words which thou 
hast heard; 

27 Because thine heart was tender, 
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and thou didst humble thyself be- 
fore God, when thou heardest his 
words against this place, and 
against the inhabitants thereof, 
and humbledst thyself before me 
and didst rend thy clothes, an 
weep before me; I have even heard 
thee also, saith the LORD. 

28 Behold, I will gather thee to thy 
fathers, and thou shalt be gathered 
to thy grave in pence, neither shall 
thine eyes see all the evil that I will 
bring upon this place, and upon the 
inhabitants of the same. So they 
brought the king word again. 

29 9 Then the king sent and 
gathered together all the elders 
of Ju’dah and Jé-ru/sa-lem. 

30 And the king went up into the 
house of the LORD, and all the men 
of Ju’dah, and the inhabitants of 
Jé-ru/sa-lem, and the priests, and 
the Le’vites, and all the people, 
great and small: and he read in 
their ears all the words of the book 
of the covenant that was found in 
the house of the LORD. 

31 And the king stood in _ his 
place, and made a covenant before 
the LORD, to walk after the LORD, 
and to keep his commandments, 
and his testimonies, and his stat- 
utes, with all his heart, and with all 
his soul, to perform the words of 
the covenant which are written in 
this book. 

82 And he caused all that were 

resent in Jé-ru’sd-lem and Ben’- 
Ere to stand to it. And the in- 
habitants of Jé-ru’sa-lem did ac- 
cording to the covenant of God, the 
God of their fathers. 

33 And J6-si‘ah took away all the 
abominations out of all the coun- 
tries that pertained to the children 
of jis’ra-el, and made all that were 
present in is’ra-el to serve, even to 
serve the LORD their God. And ail 
his days they departed not from 
following the LORD, the God of 
their fathers. 


CHAPTER 35. 


1 Josiah keeps a passover. 20 He is slain 
at Megiddo.

ECHO J0-si/ah kept a pass-

6 So kill the passover, and sanc- 
‘ify yourselves, and prepare your 
yrethren, that ey may do accord- 
ing to the word of the LORD by the 


hand of MO’ses. 

7 And Jo-si’'a pave to the people, 
of the flock, lambs and kids, all for 
the passover offerings, for all that 
were present, to the number of 
thirty thousand, and three thou- 
sand bullocks: these were of the 
king’s substance. 

8 And his princes Bate willingly 
unto the people, to the priests, and 
to the Le’vites: Hil-ki/ah and Zéch- 
a-ri/ah and Jé-hi’el, rulers of the 
house of God, gave unto the priests 
for the passover offerings two thou- 
sand and six hundred small cattle, 
and three hundred oxen. 

9 Con-a-ni’ah also,and Shém-a-i’/ah 
and Né-than’e-el, bis brethren, and 
Hash-a-bi’/ah and Jéi’el and J0z'a- 
bad, chief of the Le’vites, gave unto 
the Le’vites for passover offerings 
five thousand small cattle, and five 
hundred oxen. 

10 So the service was prepared, 
and the priests stood in their place, 
and the Le’vites in their courses, 
according to the king’s commeand- 
ment. 

11 And they killed the passover 
and the priests sprinkled the bloo 
from their hands, and the Le’vites 
flayed them. 

12 And they removed the burnt 
offerings, that'they might give ac- 
cording to the divisions of the 
families of the people, to offer unto 
the LORD, as 7 is written in the 
book of Mo’ses. And so did they 
with the oxen. 

13 And they roasted the passover 
with fire according to the ordi- 
nance: but the other holy offerings 
sod they in pots, and in caldrons, 
and in pans, and divided them 
speedily among all the people. 
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solemn passover. 


14 And afterward they made ready 
for themselves, and for the priests: 
because the priests the sons of Aar’- 
on were busied in offering of burnt 
offerings and the fat until night; 
therefore the Le’vites prepared for 
themselves, and for the priests the 
sons of Aar’on. 

15 And the singers the sons of 
A’saph were in their place, accord- 
ing to the commandment of Da’vid, 
and A’saph,and He’man, and Jéd’u- 
thun the king’s seer; and the por- 
ters waited at every gate; they 
might not depart from their ser- 
vice; for their brethren the Le’ 
vites prepared for them. 

16 So all the service of the LORD 
was prepared the same day, to kee 
the passover, and to offer burnt of- 
ferings upon the altar of the LORD, 
according to the commandment of 
king Jo-si’ah. 

17 And the children of Is’ra-el that 
were present kept the passover at 
that time, and the feast of unlea~ 
vened bread seven days. 

18 And there was no passover like 
to that kept in Iis’ra-el from the days 
of Sam/u-el the prophet; neither did 
all the kings of Is’/ra-el keep such a 
passover as Jo-si’ah kept, and the 
priests, and the Le’vites, and all 
Ju’dah and Is’ra-el that were pre- 
sent, and the inhabitants of Jé-ru’- 
sa-]ém. 

19 In the eighteenth year of the 
reen of JO-si/ah was this passover 

ept. 

20 § After all this, when J6-si’ah 
had prepared the temple, Ne’cho 
king of E’gypt came up to fight 
against Char’ché-mish by Eu-phra/- 
hee and J6-si/ah went out against 

m. 

21 Buthe sentambassadors to him, 
saying, What have 1 to do with thee, 
thou ping. of Ju’dah? J come not 
against thee this day, but against 
the house wherewith I have war: 
for God commanded me to make 
haste: forbear thee from meddling 
with God, who is with me, that he 
destroy thee not. 

22 Nevertheless J6-si/ah would not 
turn his face from him, but dis- 
guised himself, that he might fight 
with him, and hearkened not unto 
the words of Ne’cho from the mouth 
of God, and came to fight in the val- 
ley of Mé-gid’do. 


| 23 And the archers shot at king 


J0-si‘ah; and the king said to his 
servants, Have me away; forI am 
sore wounded. 

24 His servants therefore took him 
out of that chariot, and put him in

12 And he did that which was evil 
in the sight of the LORD his God, 
and humbled not himself before 
Jér-e-mi’ah the DroEner speaking 
from the mouth of the LORD.

56 The children of Ja-a/lah, the 
children of Dar’kon, the children of 
Gid'del, 

57 The children of Shéph-a-t’ah, 
the children of Hat’til, the children 
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of POch’e-réth of Zé-ba’/im, the chil- 
dren of A‘mi. 

58 All the Néth’i-nims, and the 
ehildren of S6l’o-mon’s servants, 
were three hundred ninety andtwo. 

59 And these were they which went 
up from Tél-mé’lah, Tél-har’sa, 
Ché’rub, Ad/dan, and im’/mér: but 
they could not shew their father’s 
house, and their seed, whether they 
were of is'ra-el: 

60 The children of Del-a-1’ah, the 
ehildren of T6-bi/2h, the children of 
Né-k0’da, six hundred fifty and two. 

61 § And of the children of the 
priests: the children of Ha-ba’jah, 
the children of Koz, the children of 
Bar-zil/la-1; which took a wife of 
the daughters of Bar-zil’la-i the Gil’- 
e-ad-ite, and was called after their 
name: 

62 These sought their register 
among those that were reckoned by 
ome oee: but they were not found: 
herefore were they, as polluted, 
put from the priesthood. 

63 And the Tir’/sha-tha said unto 
them, that they should not.eat of 
the most holy things, till there 
stood up a priest with U’/rim and 
with Thum’/mim. 

64 § The whole congregation to- 
gether was forty and two thousand 
three hundred and threescore, 

65 Beside their servants and their 
maids, of whom there were seven 
thousand three hundred thirty and 
seven: and there were among them 
two hundred singing men and sing- 
ing women. 

66 Their horses were seven hun- 
dred thirty and six; their mules, 
two hundred forty and five; 

67 Their camels, four hundred 
thirty and five; their asses, six thou- 
sand seven hundred and twenty. 

68 J And some of the chief of the 
fathers, when they came to the 
house of the LORD which is at Jé- 
ru’sa-lém, offered freely for the 
house of God to set it up in his 
place: 

69 They gave after their ability 
unto the treasure of the work 
threescore and one thousand drams 
of gold, and five thousand pound 
of silver, and one hundred priests’ 
garments. 

70 So the priests, and the Leé’vites, 
and some of the people, and the 
singers, and the porters, and the 
Néth’/i-nims, dwelt in their cities, 
and all is‘ra-el in their cities. 


CHAPTER 3. 


i The altar set up. 7 Workmen prepared. 
8 Foundations of the temple laid. 
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Workmen prepared. 


ND when the seventh month 
was come, and the children of 
is/ra-el were in the cities, the people 
gathered themselves together as 

one man to Jé-ru’sa-lem. e 

2 Then stood up Jéesh’u-a the son 
of J6z'a-dak, and his brethren the 
priests, and Zé-rub’ba-bel the son 
of Shé-al’ti-el, and his brethren 
and builded the altar of the God of 
is’ra-el, to offer burnt offerings 
thereon, as 7¢ is written in the law 
of ery? the man of God. 

3 And they set the altar upon his 
bases; for fear was upon them he- 
cause of the people of those coun- 
tries: and they offered burnt offer- 
ings thereon unto the LORD, even 
burnt offerings morning and even- 


ing. 

4 They kept also the feast of tab- 
ernacles, as it is written, and of- 
fered the daily burnt offerings by 
number, according to the custom, 
as the duty of every day required; 

5 And afterward offered the con- 
tinual burnt offering, both of the 
new moons, and of all the set feasts 
of the LORD that were consecrated, 
and of every one that willingly of- 
fered a freewill offering unto the 
LORD. 

6 From the first day of the seventh 
month began they to offer burnt of- 
ferings unto the LORD. But the 
foundation of the temple of the 
LORD was not yet laid. 

7 They gave money also unto the 
masons, and to the carpenters; and 
meat, and drink, and oil, unto them 
of Zi’ddn, and to them of Tyre, to 
bring cedar trees from Léb/a-non to 
the sea of JOp’pa, according to the 
grant that they had of Cy’rus king 
of Pér’sia. 

8 § Now inthe second year of their 
coming unto the house of God at 
Jé-ru’sa-lém, in the second month, 
began Zé-riib’ba-bél the son of Shé- 
al'ti-el, and Jésh’u-a the son of J0z’- 
a-dak, and the remnant of their bre- 
thren the priests and the Le’vites, 
and all they that were come out 
of the captivity unto Jé-ru'sa4-lem ; 
and appointed the Le’vites, from 
twenty years old and upward, to set 
forward the work of the house of 
the LORD. 

9 Then stood Jésh’u-a with his sons 
and his brethren, Kad’mi-el and his 
sons, the sons of Judah, together, 
to set forward the workmen in the 
house of God: the sons of Hén’a- 
dad, with their sons and their bre- 
thren the Le’vites. 

10 And when the builders laid the 
foundation of the temple of the 
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The building hindered. 


LoRD, they set the priests in their 
apparel with trumpets, and the 
Le’/vites the sons of A’saph with 
cymbals, to praise the LORD, after 
the ordinance of Da’vid king of Is'- 


ra-el. 

ll And they sang together by 
course in praising and giving thanks 
unto the LORD; because he is good, 
for his mercy endureth for ever to- 
ward Is’ra-el. And all the people 
shouted with a great shout, when 
they praised the LORD, because the 
foundation of the house of the LORD 
was laid. 

12 But many of the priests and 
Le’vites and chief of the fathers, 
who were ancient men, that had seen 
the first house, when the foundation 
of this house was laid before their 
eyes, wept with a loud voice; and 
many shouted aloud for joy: 

18 So that the people could not 
discern the noise of the shout of joy 
from the noise of the weeping of 
the people: for the people shouted 
with a loud shout, and the noise 
was heard afar off. 


CHAPTER 4. 

2 Opponents hinder the building of the 
temple. 7 Letter to Artaxerxes. lf A 
decree. 

OW when the adversaries of 
Jt/dah and Bén’ja-min heard 

that the children of the captivity 
builded the temple unto the LORD 

God of Is‘ra-el: 

2 Then they came to Zé-rub’ba-bél 
and to the chief of the fathers, and 
said unto them, Let us build with 
you: for we seek your God, as ye 
do; and we do sacrifice unto him 
Since the days of E’sar-had’don 
king of As’sur, which brought us up 
hither. 

3 But Zé-rub’ba-bel, and Jeéesh’u-a, 
and the rest of the chief of the 
fathers of is’ra-el, said unto them, 
Ye have nothing to do with us to 
build an house unto our God; but 
we ourselves together will build 
onto the LORD God of Is’ra-el, as 
king Cy’rus the king of Pér’sia hath 
commanded us. 

4 Then the people of the land 
weakened the hands of the people 
of Ju/dah, and troubled them in 
building, 4 

5 And hired counsellors against 
them, to frustrate their purpose, all 
the days of Cy’rus king of Pér’sia, 
even until the reign of Da-ri’us king 
of Pér’sja. 

6 And in the reign of A-has-u-e’- 
viis, in the beginning of his reign, 
wrote they wnto him an accusation 
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against the inhabitants of Ju’dah 
and Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

7 9 And in the days of Ar-tax- 
érx’€s wrote Bish’/lam, Mith’re- 
dath, Ta’be-el, and the rest of their 
companions, unto Ar-tax-érx’és 
hing of Pér’sia; and the writing of 
the letter was written in the Syr’i-an 
tongue, and interpreted in the Syr’- 
I-an tongue. 

8 Re’/hum the chancellor and 
Shim/’shai the scribe wrote a letter 
against Jé-ru’sa-lem to Ar-tax-érx’- 
° the king in this sort: 

Then wrote Re’htim the chancel- 
lor, and Shim/shai the scribe, and 
the rest of their companions; the 
Di’/na-ites, the A-phiar’sath-chites, 
the Tiar’pel-ites, the A-phiar’sites, 
the Ar’che-vites, the Bab-y-10'ni- 
ans, the Su’san-chites, the J-é-ha/- 
vites, and the E/lam-ites, 

10 And the rest of the nations 
whom the great and noble As-nap/- 
pér brought over, and set in the 
cities of Sa-ma’/ri-a, and the rest 
that are on this side the river, and 
at such a time. 

11 § This 7s the copy of the letter 
that they sent unto him, even unto 
Ar-tax-érx’es the king; Thy ser- 
vants the men on this side the river, 
and at such a time. 

12 Be it known unto the king, that 
the Jews which came up from thee 
to us are come unto Jé-ru’sa-lém 
building the rebellious and the bad 
city, and have set up the walls 
thereof, and joined the founda- 
tions. 

13 Be it known now unto the king, 
that, if this city be builded, and the 
walls set up again, then will they not 
pay toll, tribute, and custom, and 
so thou shalt endamage the revenue 
of the kings. 

14 Now because we have mainte- 
nance from the king’s palace, and it 
was not meet for us to See the king’s 
dishonour, therefore have we sent 
and certified the king; 

15 That search may be made in the 
book of the records of thy fathers: 
so shalt thou find in the book of the 
records, and know that this city is 
a rebellious city, and hurtful unto 
Kings and provinces, and that they 
have moved sedition within the 
same of old time: for which cause 
was this city destroyed. 

16 We certify the king that, if this 
city be builded again, and the walls 
thereof set up, by this means thou 
shalt have no portion on this side 
the river. 

17 { Zhen sent the king an answer 
unto Re’hum the chancellor, and to 
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Shim/’shai the scribe, and fo the 
rest of their companions that dwell 
in Sa-ma/ri-a,and wnto the rest be- 
yond the river, Peace, and at such 
a time. 

15 The letter which ye sent unto 
us hath been plainly read before 


me. 

19 And I commanded, and search 
hath been made, and it is found that 
this city of old time hath made in- 
surrection against kings, and that 
rebellion and sedition have been 
made therein. : 

20 There have been mighty kings 
also over Jé-ru/sa-lém, which have 
ruled over all countries beyond 
the river; and toll, tribute, and cus- 
tom, was paid unto them. 

21 Give ye now commandment to 
cause these men to cease, and that 
this city be not builded, until another 
commandment shall be given from 


me. 

22 Take heed now that ye fail not 
to do this: why should damage 
grow to the hurt of the kings ? 

23 § Now when the copy of king 
Ar-tax-6rx’és’ letter was read before 
Re‘hum, and Shim/shai the scribe, 
and their companions, they went 
up in haste to Jé-ru’sa-lém unto the 
Jews, and made them to cease by 
force and power. 

24 Then ceased the work of the 
house of God which is at Jé-ru’sa- 
Jem. So it ceased unto the second 

year of the reign of Da-ri’us king of 

ér’sia. 
CHAPTER 5. 

1 Zerubbabel and Jeshua hegin the temple. 
6 Tatnai’s letter to Darius. 
IIXHEN the prophets, Hag’ga-i 

the prophet, and Zéch-a-ri’ah 
the son of Id’d0, prophesied unto 
the Jews that were in Ju’dah and 

Jé-ru’sa-lém in the name of the God 
of Is’ra-el, even unto them. 

2 en rose up Zé-rib’ba-bél the 
son of Shé-al’ti-el, and Jésh/u-a the 
son of J0z/a-dak, and began to build 
the house of God which 7s at Jé-ru’- 
si-lém: and with them were the 
prophets of God helping them. 

3 § Atthesame time came tothem 
Tat’na-i, governor on this side the 
river, and She’thar-b0z’na-1, and 
their companions, and said thus 
unto them, Who hath commanded 
you to build this house, and to make 
ne this wall? 

Then said we unto them after 
this manner, What are the names of 
the men that make this building ? 

5 But the eye of their God was 
upon the elders of the Jews, that 
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of the temple, 
they could not cause them to cease, 


| till the matter came to D4&-ri’us: 


and then they returned answer by 
letter concerning this matter. 

6 § The copy of the letter that 
Tat/na-i, governor on this side the 
river, and She’thar-boz’/na-i, and 
his companions the A-phar’sach-ites, 


| which were on this side the river, 


sent unto Da-ri‘us the king: 

7 They sent a letter unto him, 
wherein was written thus; Unto 
Da-ri'us the king, all peace. 

8 Be it known unto the king, that 
we went into the province of Ju- 
de’a, to the house of the great God, 
which is builded with great stones 
and timber is laid in the walls, and 
this work goeth fast on, and pro- 
spereth in their hands. 

9 Then asked we those elders, and 
said unto them thus, Who com. 
manded you to build this house, and 
to make up these walls ? 

10 We asked their names also, te 
certify thee, that we might write 
the names of the men that were the 
chief of them. 

11 And thus they returned us an- 
swer, saying, Weare the servants of 
the God of heaven and earth, and 
build the house that was builded 
these many years ago, which a great 
king of Is’ra-el builded and set up. 

12 But after that our fathers had 
provoked the God of heaven unto 
wrath, he gave them into the hand 
of Néb-u-chad-néz/zar_ the king of 
Bab’'y-lon, the Chal-deé’an, who de- 
stroyed this house, and carried the 
people away into Bab’y-lon. 

13 But in the first year of Cy’rus 
the king of Bab’y-lon the same king 
Cy’rus made a decree to build this 
house of God. 

4 And the vessels also of gold 
and silver of the house of God, 
which Néb-u-chad-néz’zar took out 
of the temple that was in Jé-ru’sa- 
lém, and brought them into the 
temple of Bab’y-lon, those did Cy’- 
rus the king take out of the tem- 
Pe of Bab’y-lon, and they were de- 

ivered unto one, whose name was 

Shesh-baz’zar, whom he had made 
governor; 

15 And said unto him, Take these 
vessels, go, carry them into the 
temple that is in Jé-ru’sa-lém, and 
let the house of God be builded in 
his place. ; 

16 Then came the same Shésh- 
baz'zar, and laid the foundation of 
the house of God which is in Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém: and since that time even 
until now hath it been in building, 
and yet it is not finished. 
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17 Now therefore, if it seem good 
to the king, let there be search 
made in the king’s treasure house, 
which is there at Bab’y-lon, whether 
it be so, that a decree was made of 
rats he king to build this house 
oi God at Jé-ru’sa-lem, and let the 
king send his pleasure to us con- 
cerning this matter. 


CHAPTER 6. 
1 Decree of Darius. 13 The temple finished. 
16 Feast of dedication. 
HEN Dé-ri’us the king made a 
decree, and search was made 
in the house of the rolls, where 
ny treasures were laid up in Bab’- 

-lon. 

% And there was found at Ach’- 
me-tha, in the palace that 7s in the 
province of the Méctes, a roll, and 
therein was a record thus written: 

8 In the first year of Cy’rus the 
king the same Cy’rus the king made 
a decree concerning the house of 
God at Jé-ru’sa-lém, Let the house 
be builded, the place where they 
offered sacrifices, and let the foun- 
dations thereof be strongly laid; 
the height thereof threescore cu- 
bits, and the breadth thereof three- 
score cubits ; 

4 With three rows of great stones, 
and a row of new timber: and let 
the expences be given out of the 
king’s house: 

5 And also let the golden and 
silver vessels of the house of God, 
which Néb-u-chad-néz’zar took 
forth out of the temple which is 
at Jé-ru’sa-lem, and brought unto 
Bab’y-lon, be restored, and brought 
again unto the temple which ‘is at 
Jé-ru’sa-lem, every une to ee 
and place them in the house of God. 

6 Now therefore, Tat/na-Il, gov- 
ernor beyond the river, She’thar 
boz’na-I, and your companions the 
A-phar’sach-ites, which are beyond 
the river, be ye far from thence: 

7 Let the work of this house of 
God alone; let the governor of the 


Jews and the elders of the Jews 
build this house of God in his 
place. 


8 Moreover I make a decree what 

e shall do to the elders of these 

ews for the building of this house 
of God: that of the king’s goods, 
even of the tribute beyond the river, 
forthwith expences be given unto 
these men, that they be not hin- 
dered. 

9 And that which they have need 
of, both yous bullocks, and rams, 
and lambs, for the burnt operas 
of the God of heaven, wheat, salt, 
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wine, and oil, according to the ap. 
pointment of the priests which are 
at Jé-ru’sa-lém, let it be given them 
day by day without fail: 

10 That they may offer sacrifices 
of sweet savours unto the God of 
heaven, and pray for the life of the 
king, and of his sons. 

11 Also I have made a decree, that 
whosoever shall alter this word, let 
timber be pulled down from hig 
house, and being set up, let him be 
hanged thereon; and iet his house 
be made a dunghil! for this. 

12 And the God that hath caused 
his name to dwell there destroy all 
kings and people, that shall put 
to their hand to alter and to de- 
stroy this house of God which is 
at Jé-ru’sa-lem. I Déa-ri/us have 
made a decree; let it be done with 
speed. 

13 9 Then Tat’na-1, governor on, 
this side the river, She’thar-boz’- 
nari, and their companions, accord- 
ing to that which Da-ri’us the king 
had sent, so they did speedily. 

14 And the elders of the 
builded, and they  prosperec 
through the prophesying of Hag’- 
ga-1 the prophet and Zech-a-ri/ah 
the son of id’/do. And they builded, 
and finished i¢, according to the 
commandment of the God of Is’ra- 
el, and according to the command- 
ment of Cy’rus, and Da-ri/us, and 
Ar-tax-érx’es king of Pér’sia. 

15 And this house was finished on 
the third day of the month A’dar, 
which was in the sixth year of the 
reign of Da-ri’us the king. 

16 ¢ And the children of is’ra-el, 
the priests, and the Le’ vites, and the 
rest of the children of the cap- 
tivity, kept the dedication of this 
house of God with joy, 

lj And offered at the dedication 
of this house of God an hundred 
bullocks, two hundred rams, four 
hundred lambs; and fora sin offer- 
ing for all Is’ra-el, twelve he pte 
according to the number of the 
tribes of ig’ra-el. 

18 And they set the priests in their 
divisions, and the Lé’vites in their 
courses, for the service of God, 
which 7s at Jé-ru/sa-lém; as it is 
written in the book of MO’ses. 

19 And the children of the captiv- 
ity kept the passover upon the four. 
teenth day of the first month. 

20 For the priests and the Le’vites _. 
were purified together, all of them 
were pure, and killed the passover 
for all the children of the captivity, 
and for their brethren the priests, 
and for themselves.

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21 And the children of Is’ra-el, 
which were come again out of cap- 
tivity, and all such as had separat- 
ed themselves unto them from the 
filthiness of the heathen of the 
land, to seek the LORD God of Is'ra- 
el, did eat, 

22 And kept the feast of unlea- 
vened bread seven days with joy: 
for the LoRD had made them joy- 
ful, and turned the heart of the king 
of As-syr’i-4 unto them, to strength- 
en their hands in the work of the 
house of God, the God of is’ra-el. 


CHAPTER 7. 
1 Ezra goesto Jerusalem. 11 His commis- 
sion from Artaxerxes. 27 His blessing. 
OW after these things, in the 
reign of Ar-tax-érx’es king of 
Pér’sia, Ezra the son of Sér-a-i’ah, 
the son of Az-a-ri’ah, the son of Hil- 
ki/ah, 

2 The son of Shal’lum, the son of 
Za‘dok, the son of A-hi’tub, 

3 The son of Am-a-ri’ah, the son of 
Az-a-ri’ah, the son of Mé-ra’ioth, 

4 The son of Zér-a-hi’‘ah, the son of 
Uz’'zi, the son of Buk’k1, 

5 The son of A-bish’u-a, the son of 
Phin’e-has, the son of E-le-a’zar, the 
son of A4r’on the chief priest: 

6 This Ez/ra went up from Bab’y- 
lon; and he was a ready scribe in 
the law of MOo’ses, which the LORD 
God of Is’ra-el had given: and the 
king granted him all his request, 
according to the hand of the LORD 
his God upon him. 

7 And there went up some of the 
children of Is’ra-el, and of the 
priests, and the Le’vites, and the 
Singers, and the porters, and the 
Neth’i-nims, unto Jé-rn’sa-iém, in 
the seventh year of Ar-tax-érx’és 
the king. 

8 And he came to Jé-ru’si-lém in 
the fifth month, which was in the 
seventh year of the king. 

9 For upon the first day of the first 
month began he to go up from 
Bab’/y-lon, and on the first day of 
the fifth month came he to Jé-ru’sa- 
lém, according to the good hand of 
his God upon him. ; 

10 For Ez'ra had prepared his heart 
to seek the law of the LORD, and 
to do i7, and to teach in is’ra-el 
statutes and judgments. 

ll § Now this 7s the copy of the 
letter that the king Ar-tax-érx’es 
gave unto Ez’ra the priest, the’ 
scribe, even a scribe of the words of 
the commandments of the LORD, 
and of his statutes to Is’ra-el. 

12 Ar-tax-Erx’es, king of kings, 
unto Ez’ra the priest, a scribe of the 
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law of the God of heaven, perfect 
peace, and at such a time. 

13 I make a decree, that all they 
of the people of Iis’ra-el, and of his 
priests and Le’vites, in my realm, 
which are minded of their own 
freewill to go up to Jé-ru’sa-lém, go 
with thee. 

14 Forasmuch as thou art sent of 
the king, and of his seven counsel- 
lors, to enquire concerning Ju’dah 
and Jé-ru’sa-lem, according to the 
law of thy God which is In thine 
hana ; 

15 And to carry the silver and gold, 
which the king and his counsellors 
have freely offered unto the God 
of is'ra-e!, whose habitation is in 
Jé-ru’sa-lém, 

16 And all the silver and gold that 
thou canst find in all the province 
of Bab’y-lon, with the freewill offer- 
ing of the people, and of the 
priests, offering willingly for the 

ouse of their God which isin Jé- 
ru/sa-lém : 

17 That thou mayest buy speedily 
with this money bullocks, rams, 
lambs, with their meat offerings 
and their drink offerings, and offer 
them upon the altar of the house 
oe your God which 7s in Jé-ru’sa- 
ém. 

18 And whatsoever shall seem 
good to thee, and to thy brethren 
to do with the rest of the silver an 
the gold, that do after the will of 
your God. 

19 The vessels also that are given 
thee for the service of the house of 
thy God, those deliver thou before 
the God of Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

20 And whatsoever more shall be 
needful for the house of thy God, 
which thou shalt have occasion to 
bestow, bestow ié out of the king’s 
treasure house. 

21 And I, even I Ar-tax-érx’@s the 
king, do make a decree to all the 
treasurers which are beyond the 
river, that whatsoever Ez’ra the 
priest, the scribe of the law of the 
God of heaven, shali require of you, 
it be done speedily, 

2 Unto an hundred talents of sil- 
ver, and toan hundred measures 
of wheat, and to an hundred baths 
of wine, and toan hundred baths of 
oil, and salt without prescribing 
how much. 

23 Whatsoever is commanded b 
the God of heaven, let it be dili- 
Bently done for the house of the 

x0d of heaven: for why should 
there be wrath against the realm of 
the king and his sons? 

24 Also we certify you, that touch- 
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ing any of the priests and Le’vites, 
singers, porters, Neth’i-nims, or 
ministers of this house of God, it 
shall not be lawful to impose toll, 
tribute, or custom, upon them. 

25 And thou, Ez’ra, after the wis- 
dom of thy God, that is in thine 
hand, set magistrates and judges, 
which may judge all the people 
that ave beyond the river, all such 
as know the laws of thy God; and 
teach ye them that know them not. 

25 And whosoever will not do the 
law of thy God, and the Jaw of the 
king, let judgment be executed 
speedily upon him, whether 7é be 
unto death, or to banishment, or to 
confiscation of goods, or to impris- 
onment. 

27 J Blessed be the LORD God of 
our fathers, which hath put such a 
thing as this in the king’s heart, to 
beautify the house of the LORD 
which is in Jé-ru’sa-lem: 

28 And hath extended mercy unto 
me before the king, and his counsel- 
lors, and before all the king’s mighty 
princes. AndI was strengthened as 
the hand of the LORD my God was 
upon me, and I gathered together 
out of is’ra-el chief men to go up 
with me. 


CHAPTER 8. 


lt Ezra’s return companions. 24 He de- 
livers the treasures. 33 They are weighed. 

26 Commission is delivered. 

HESE are now the chief of their 

fathers, and this is the genea- 
logy of them that went up with me 
from Bab’y-lon, in the reign of Ar- 
tax-érx’és the king. 

2 Of the sons of Phin’e-has; Gér’- 
shom: of the sons of ith’a-mar; 
Dan’iel: of the sons of Da’vid; 
Hat’tush. 

3 Of the sons of Shéch-a-ni’ah, of 
the sons of Pha/rosh; Zéch-a-ri’ah: 
and with him were reckoned by 
genealogy of the males an hundred 
and fifty. ; 

4 Of the sons of Pa’/hath-m0’ab; 
E]-i-ho-e/na-1 the son of Zér-a-hi’ah, 
and with him two hundred males. 

5 Of the sons of Shéch-a-ni’ah; the 
son of Ja-ha/zi-el, and with him 
three hundred maies. 

6 Of the sons also of A’din; E’bed 
the son of JOn’a-than, and with him 
fifty males. nt 

7 And of the sons of E’lam; Jé- 
sha’‘iah the son of Ath-a-li/ah, and 
with him seventy males. 

8 And of the sons of Shéph-a-ti’ah ; 
Zéb-a-di/ah the son of Mi’chael, and 
with him fourscore males. 

9 Of the sons of J0/ab; 0-ba-di’ah 
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the son of Jé-hi’el, and with him two 
hundred and eighteen males. 

10 And of the sons of Shél’o-mith: 
the son of Jos-i-phi’ah, and with him 
an hundred and threescore males. 

1 And of the sons of Béb/a-1; 
Zech-a-ri’ah the son of Beéb/a-1, an 
with him twenty and eight males. 

12 And of the sons of Az’gad; Jo- 
ha/nan the son of Hak’ka-tan, and 
with him an hundred and ten males. 

13 And of the last sons of A-don’i- 
kam, whose names are these, E-liph’- 
e-lét, Jé-1’el, and Shém-a-i/ah, and 
with them threescore males. 

14 Of the sons also of Big’va-i; 
U'tha-1, and Zab’bud, and with them 
seventy males. 

15 q And I gathered them together 
to the river that runneth to A-ha’- 
va; and there abode we in tents 
three days: and I viewed the peo- 
ple, and the priests, and found there 
none of the sons of Le’vi. 

16 Then sent I for E-li-6’zér, for 
A’ri-el, for Shém-a-i/ah, and for El’. 
na-than, and for Ja/rib, and for El’- 
na-than, and for Na/than, and for 
Zech-a-ri/ah, and for Mé-shvVlam 
chief men; also for Joi’a-rib, an 
for El’na-than, men of understand- 


ing. 
iy And Isent them with command- 
ment unto Id’do the chief at the 
place Ca-siph’i-a, and I told them 
what they should say unto1d’do, an@ 
to his brethren the Neth’i-nims, 
at the place Ca-siph’i-a, that they 
should bring unto us ministers for 
the house of our God. 

.18 And by the good hand of our 
God upon us they brought us a man. 
of understanding, of the sons of 
Mah’‘li, the son of Le’vi, the son of 
Is’ra-el; and Shér-e-bi’ah, with his 
sons and his brethren, eighteen ; 

19 And Hash-a-bi/ah, and with 
him Jé-sha/iah of the sons of Mé. 
ra/ri, his brethren and their sons, 


twenty ; 

20 Also of the Neéth’i-nims, whom 
Da’vid_ and the princes had ap- 
pointed for the service of the Le’- 
vites, two hundred and twenty 
Néth’i-nims: all of them were ex- 
pressed by name. 

21 4 Then I proclaimed a fast 
there, at the river of A-ha/va, that 
we might afflict ourselves before 
our God, to seek of him aright way 
for us, and for our little ones, and 
for all our substance. 

22 For I was ashamed to require 
of the king a band of soldiers and 
horsemen to help us against the en- 
emy in the way: because we had 
spoken unto the king, saying, The 
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hand of our God is upon all them 
for good that seek him; but his 
power and his wrath ¢zs against all 
them that forsake him. 

23 So we fasted and besought our 
God for this: and he was intreated 
of us. 

24 | Then Iseparated twelve of the 
chief of the priests, Sher-e-bi/ah, 
Hash-a-bi/ah, and ten of their bre- 
thren with them : 

25 And weighed unto them the sil- 
ver, and the gold, and the vessels, 
even the offering of the house of our 
God, which the king, and his coun- 
sellors, and his lords, and all Iis’ra-el 
there present, had offered: | 

26 I even weighed unto their hand 
six hundred and fifty talents of sil- 
ver, and silver vessels an hundred 
talents, and of gold an hundred 
talents ; 

27 Also twenty basons of gold, ofa 
thousand drams; and two vessels of 
fine copper, precious as gold. 

28 And I said unto them, Ye are 
holy unto the LORD; the vessels 
are holy ‘also; and the silver and 
the gold areafreewill offering unto 
the LoRD God of your fathers. 

29 Watch ye, and keep them, until 
ye weigh them before the chief ofthe 
priests and the Le’vites, and chief of 
the fathers of Iis’ra-el, at Jé-ru’sa- 
lém, in the chambers of the house 
of the LORD. 

30 So took the priests and the Lé’- 
vites the weight of the silver, and 
the gold, and the vessels, to bring 
them to J é-ru’sa-lém unto the house 
of our God. 

31 § Then we departed from the 
river of A-ha/va on the twelfth day 
of the first month, to go unto Jé-ru’- 
sa-lem: and the hand of our God 
was upon us, and he delivered us 
from the hand of the enemy, and of 
such as lay in wait by the way. _ 

32 And we came to Jé-ru’sa-lém, 
and abode there three days. 

33 § Now on the fourth day was the 
silver and the gold and the vessels 
weighed in the house of our God by 
the hand of Mér’e-moth the son of 
U-ri/ah the priest; and with him 
was E-le-a/zar the son of Phin’e-has; 
and with them was J0z'a-bad the 
son of Jésh’u-a, and No-a-di/ah the 
son of Bin’nu-i, Le’vites; 

34 By number and by weight of 
every one: and all the weight was 
written at that time. 

35 Also the children of those that 
had been carried away, which were 
come out of the captivity, offered 
burnt offerings unto the God of is’- 
ra-el, twelve bullocks for allig’ra-el, 
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ninety and six rams, seventy and 
seven lambs, twelve he goats for a 
sin offering: all this was a burnt 
offering unto the LORD. 

36 J And they delivered the king’s 
commissions unto the king’s lieu- 
tenants, and to the governors on 
this side the river: and they fur- 
thered the people, and the house 
of God. 


CHAPTER 9. 


1 Affinity with strangers mourned. 5 
Ezra’s prayer and confession. 
OW when these things were 
_done, the princes came to me 
saying, The people of is'ra-el, and 
the priests, and the Lé’vites, have 
not separated themselves from the 
people of the lands, doing accord- 
ing to their abominations, even of 
the Ca/naan-ites, the Hit’tites, the 
Per’iz-zites, the Jéb/u-sites, the 
Am/mon-ites, the Mo’ab-ites, the 
Bevp tang, and the Am’6r-ites. 

2 For they have taken of their 
daughters for themselves, and for 
their sons: so that the holy seed 
have mingled themselves with the 
people of those lands: yea, the hand 
of the princes and rulers hath been 
chief in this trespass. 

3 And when I heard this thing, J 
rent my garment and my mantle 
and plucked off the hair of my head 
and of my beard, and sat down as- 
tonied. 

4 Then were assembled unto me 
every one that trembled at the 
words of the God of is’ra-el, be- 
cause of the transgression of those 
that had been carried away; and I 
oa astonied until the evening sac- 
rifice. 

5 ¢ And at the evening sacrifice IE 
arose up from my heaviness; and 
having rent my garment and my 
mantle, I fell upon my knees, and 
spread out my hands unto the 
LORD my God, 

6 And said, O my God, I am 
ashamed and blush to lift up my 
face to thee, my God: for our in- 
iquities are increased over our head, 
and our trespass is grown up unto 
the heavens. 

7 Since the days of our fathers have 
we been in a great trespass unto this 
day; and for our iniquities have 
we, our kings, and our priests, been 
delivered into the hand of the kings 
of the lands, to the sword, to cap- - 
tivity, and to a spoil, and to confue 
sion of face, as it is this day. 

8 And now for a little space grace 
hath been shewed from the LorD 
our God, to leave us a remnant to 
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escape, and to give us a nail in bis 
holy place, that our God may 
lighten our eyes, and give us a 
little reviving in our bondage. 

9 For we were bondmen; yet our 
God hath not forsaken us in our 
bondage, but hath extended mercy 
unto us in the sight of the kings of 
Pér’sia, to give us a reviving, to set 
up the house of our God, and to re- 
pair the desolations thereof, and to 
give us a wall in Ju’dah and in Jé- 
ru’sa-lém. } 

10 And now, O our God, what shall 
we say after this ? for we have for- 
saken thy commandments, 

11 Which thou hast commanded 
by thy servants the prophets, say- 
ing, The land, unto which ye go to 
possess it, is an unclean iand with 
the filthiness of the people of the 
‘jJands, with their abominations 
which have filled it from one en 
to another with their uncleanness. 

12 Now therefore give not your 
daughters unto their sons, neither 
take their daughters unto your 
sons, nor seek their peace or their 
wealth for ever: that ye may be 
strong, and eat the good of the 
land, and leave 7¢ for an inheritance 
to your children for ever. 

13 And after all that is come upon 
us for our evil deeds, and for our 
great trespass, seeing that thou 
our God hast punished us less than 
our iniquities deserve, and_ hast 
given us such deliverance as this; 

14 Should we again break thy 
commandments, and join in affinity 
with the people of these abomina- 
tions? wouldest not thou be angry 
with us till thou hadst consumed us, 
so that there should be no remnant 
nor escaping ? 

15 O LORD God of Iis’ra-el, thou 
art righteous: for we remain yet 
escaped, as it is this day: behold, 
we are before thee in our tres- 

asses: for we cannot stand before 

hee because of this. 


CHAPTER 10. 


1 Marriage reforms. 9 Ezra’s exhorta- 
tion. 18 Those who had married strange 
wives. 

NO when £z’ra had prayed, and 

when he had confessed, weep- 
ing and casting himself down before 
the house of God, there assembled 

‘antvu him out of Iis’ra-el a very great 

congregation of men and women 

’ and children: for the people wept 

very sore. 

2 And Shéch-a-ni’ah the son of Jé- 
hi’el, one of the sons of E’lam, an- 
svered and said unto Ez’ra, We have 
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trespassed against our God, and 

have taken Strange wives of the 

people of the land: yet now there 

_ hope in Is’ra-el concerning this 
ning. ; 

3 Now therefore iet us make a 
covenant with our God to put away 
all the wives, and such as are born 
of them, according to the counsel of 
my lord, and of those that tremble 
at the commandment of our God; 
and let it be done according to the 

aw. 

4 Arise; for this matter belongeth 
unto thee: we also will be with thee: 
be of good courage, and do it. 

5 Then arose Ez’ra, and made the 
chief priests, the Le’vites, and all 
is‘ra-el, to swear that they should 
do according to this word. And 
they sware. 

6 ¥ Then Ez’rarose up from before 
the house of God, and went into 
the chamber of Jo-ha’nan the son 
of &-li‘a-shib: and when he came 
thither, he did eat no bread, nor 
drink water: for he mourned be 
cause of the transgression of them 
that had been carried away. 

7 And they made proclamation 
throughout Ju’dah and Jé-ru’sa-lém 
unto all the children of the captiv- 
ity, that they should gather them- 
selves together unto Jé-ru’sa-lem ; 

8 And that whosoever would not 
come within three days, accordin 
to the counsel of the princes an 
the elders, all his substance should 
be forfeited, and himself separated 
from the congregation of those that 
had been carried away. 

9 9 Then all the men of Ju’da 
and Bén’ja-min gathered them- 
selves together unto Jé-ry’sa-lem 
within three days. It was the ninth 
month, on the twentieth day of the 
month; and all the people sat in the 
street of the house of God, trem- 
bling because of this matter, and for 
the great rain. 

10 And &z’ra the priest stood up, 
and said unto them, Ye have trans- 
gressed, and have taken strange 
wives, to increase the trespass of 
I 'ya-el. 

1 Now therefore make confession 
unto the LORD God of your fathers, 
and do his pleasure: and separate 

ourselves from the people of the 
and, and from the strange wives. 

12 Then all the congregation an- 
swered and said with a loud voice, 
As thou hast said, so must we do. 

13 But the people are Many, and 
it is a time of much rain, and we 
are not able to stand without, nei- 
ther is this a work of one day or two: 
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for we are many that have trans- 
gressed in this thing. 

14 Let now our rulers of all the 
congregation stand, and letall them 
which have taken strange wives in 
our cities come at appointed times, 
aiid with them the elders of every 
city, and the judges thereof, until 
the fierce wrath of our God for 
this matter be turned from us. 

15 § Only JOn’a-than the son of 
A’sa-hél and Ja-ha-zi/ah the son of 
Tik’vah were employed about this 
matter ; and Mé-shtl/lam and Shab- 
béth‘a-i the Le’vite helped them. 

16 And the children of the captiv- 
ity did so. And Ez’ra the priest, 
with certain chief of the fathers 
after the house of their fathers, and 
all of them by their names, were 
separated, and sat down in the first 
day of the tenth month to examine 
the matter. 

17 And they made an end with all 
the menthat had taken strange wives 
ee the first day of the first month. 

8 § And among the sons of the 

riests there were found that had 

aken strange wives: namely, of the 

sons of Jesh’u-a the son of J0z'a- 
dak, and his brethren; Ma-a-sé’jah, 
and £-li-e’/zér, and Ja/rib, and Géd- 
a-li/ah. 

19 And they gave their hands that 
they would put away their wives; 
and being guilty they offered a ram 
of the flock for their trespass. 

20 And of the sons of im’/mér; Ha- 
na’ni, and Zéb-a-di’ah. 

21. And of the sons of Ha’/rim; Ma- 
a-se’jah, and £-li’/jah, and Shém-a- 
Tah, and Jé-hi’el, and Uz-zi/ah. 

22 And of the sons of Pash’/tr; El- 
i-0-e’/na-1, Ma-a-se’iah, Ish’ma-el, Né- 
than’e-el, JOz/a-bad, and El’a-sah. 

23 Also of the Lé’vites; J0z’a-bad, 
and Shim’e-i, and Ké-la’/iah, (the 
same is Kél'I-ta,) Péth-a-hi’‘ah, Ju’- 
dah, and F-li-e’zér. 

24 Of the singers also; E-li’a-shib: 
and of the porters; Shal’lum, and 
Te’lem, and U’ri. 

25 Moreover of Is’ra-el: of the sons

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and Mal-chi’ah, and Mi’a-min, and

BOOK OF NEHEMIAH. 


CHAPTER 1. 


1 Hanani informs Nehemiah. 5 He mourns, 
Jasts and prays. 


HE words of Neé-he-mi’ah the 
son of Hach-a-li’ah. And it 
came to pass in the month Chis’leu, 
in the twentieth year, as Il was in 
Shu/shan the palace, 

2 That Ha-na/ni, one of my bre- 
thren, came, he and certain men of 
Judah; and I asked them concern- 
ing the Jews that had escaped, 
which were left of the captivity, 
and concerning Jé-ru’sa-leém. 

3 And they said unto me, The rem- 
nant that are left of the captivity 
there in the province are in great 
affliction and reproach: the wall of 
Jé-ru’sa-lém also is broken down 
and the gates thereof are burned 
with fire. 

4 ¢ And it came to pass, when I 
heard these words, that I sat down 
and wept, and mourned certain 
days, anc fasted, and prayed before 
the God of heaven, 

5 And said, I beseech thee, O LORD 
God of heaven, the great and terri- 
ble God, that keepeth covenant and 
mercy for them that love him and 
observe his commandments: 

6 Let thine ear now be attentive, 
and thine eyes open, that thou may- 
est hear the prayer of thy servant, 
which I pray before thee now, day 
and night, for the children of i 
ra-el thy servants, and confess the 
sins of the children of is’ra-el, which 
we have sinned against thee: both I 
and my father’s house have sinned. 

T We have dealt very corruptly 
against thee, and have not kept the 
commanaments, nor the statutes, 
nor the judgments, which thou 
commandedst thy servant BO Bee 

8 Remember, I beseech thee, the 
word that thou commandedst thy 
servant Mie $28, saying, /f ye trans- 
gress, I will scatter you abroad 
among the nations: 

9 But if ye turn unto me, and keep 
my commandments, and do them; 
though there were of you cast out 
unto the uttermost part of the hea- 
ven, yet will I gather them from 
thence, and will bring them unto the 
place that I have chosen to set my 
name there. 

10 Now these are thy servants 


and thy people, whom thou hast re- 
deemed by thy great power, and by 
thy strong hand. 

11 O Lord, I beseech thee, let now 
thine ear be attentive to the prayer 
of thy servant, and to the prayer 
of thy servants, who desire to fear 
thy name: and prosper, I pray thee, 
thy servant this day, and grant him 
mercy in the sight of this man. 
For I was the king’s cupbearer. 


CHAPTER 2. 


1 Nehemiah, commissioned by Artaxerxes, 
comes to Jerusalem. 12 His night view. 
ND it came to pass in the month 
Ni‘san, in the twentieth year 
of Ar-tax-érx’és the ne. that wine 
was before him: and I took up the 
wine, and gave itt unto the king. 
Now [had not been beforetime sad 
in his presence. 

2 Wherefore the king said unto 
me, Why is thy countenance sad, 
seeing thou art notsick? this 7s no- 
thing else but sorrow of heart. 
Then I was very sore afraid, 

3 And said unto the king, Let the 
king live for ever: why should not 
my countenance be sad, when the 
city, the place of my fathers’ sepul- 
chres, lieth waste, and the gates 
thereof are consumed with fire ? 

4 Then the king said unto me, For 
what dost thou make request? So 
I prayed to the God of heaven. 

5 And I said unto the king, If it 
please the king, and if thy servant 
have found favour in thy sight, that 
thou wouldest send me unto Ju’- 
dah, unto the city of my fathers’ 
sepulchres, that I may build it. 

6 And the king said unto me, (the 
queen also sitting by him,) For 
how long shall thy journey be ? and 
when wilt thou return ? So it pleas- 
ed the king to send me; and I set 
him a time. 

7 Moreover I said unto the king, 
If it please the king, let letters be 
given me to the governers beyond 
the river, that they may convey me 
over till I come into Ju’dah; 

8 And a letter unto A’saph the 
keeper of the king’s forest, fhat he 
may give me timber to make beams 
for the gates of the palace which 
oe eae to the house, and for 
the wall of the city, and for the 
house that I shall enter into. And 
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the king peed me, according to 
the good hand of my God upon me. 

9 § Then I came to the governors 
beyond the river, and gave them 
the king’s letters. Now the king 
had sent captains of the army an 
horsemen with me. 

10 When San-bal’lat the Hor’o-nite, 
and To-bi/ah the servant, the Am’- 
mon-ite, heard ofit, it grieved them 
exceedingly that there was come a 
man to seek the welfare of the 
children of is’ra-el. 

11 So Icame to Jé-ru’sa-lém, and 
was there three days. 

12 ¢ And I arose in the night, I 
and some few men with me; neither 
told Lany man what my God had 
put in my heart to do at Jé-ru’sa- 

ém: neither was there any beast 
with me, save the beast that I rode 


upon. 

3 And I went out by night by 
the gate of the valley, even before 
the dragon well, and to the dung 
port, and viewed the walls. of 
Jé-ru’sa-lem, which were broken 
down, and the gates thereof were 
consumed with fire. 

14 Then I went on to the gate of 
the fountain, and to the king’s 
pool: but there was no place for 
the beast that was under me to pass. 

15 Then went I up in the night 
by the brook, and viewed the wall, 
and turned back, and entered by 
the gate of the valley, and so re- 
turned. 

16 And therulers knew not whither 
I went, or what I did; neither had 
I as yet told 7t to the Jews, nor to 
the priests, nor to the nobles, nor to 
the rulers, nor to the rest that did 
the work. 

17 { Then said I unto them, Yesee 
the distress that we are in, how Jé- 
ru’sa-léem lieth waste, and the gates 
thereof are burned with fire: come, 
and let us build up the wall of Jé- 
ru’sa-lém, that we be no more a 
reproach. 

18 Then I told them of the hand 
of my God which was good upon 
me; as also the king’s words that 
he had spoken unto me. And they 
said, Let us rise up and build. So 
they strengthened their hands for 
this'g00d work. 

19 But when San-bal’lat the Hor’- 
o-nite, and T0-bi’ah the servant, the 
Am/mon-ite, and Ge’shem the A-ra’ 
bi-an, heard it, they laughed us to 
scorn, and despised us, and said 
What is this thing that ye do? will 
ye rebel against the king? 

0 Then answered I them, and said 
unto them, The God of heaven, he 
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will prosper us; therefore we his 
servants will arise and build: but 
ye have no portion, nor right, nor 
memorial, in Jé-ru’sa-lém. 


CHAPTER 3. 
The names and order of the builders of the 
wali. 

A eee E-li/a-shib the high priest 

rose up with his brethren the 
priests, and they builded the sheep 
gate; they sanctified it, and set up 
the doors of it; even unto the 
tower of Me’ah they sanctified it, 
unto the tower of Ha-nan’e-el. 

2 And next unto him builded the 
men of Jér’i-cho. And next tothem 
builded Zac’cur the son of im’ri. 

3 But the fish gate did the sons of 
Has-se-na/ah build, who also laid 
the beams thereof, and set up the 
doors thereof, the locks thereof, 
and the bars thereof. 

4 And next unto them repaired 
Mér’e-moth the son of U-ri’jah, the 
son of Koz. And next unto them 
repaired Mé-shitil’/lam the son of 
Bér-e-chi’ah, the son of Mé-shéz’/a- 
be-el. And next unto them repaired 
Za/dok the son of Ba’‘a-na. 

5 And next unto them the Té-ko’- 
ites repaired; but their nobles put 
not their necks to the work of 
their Lord. 

6 Moreover the old gate repaired 
Jé-hoi’a-da the son of Pa-sé’ah, and 
Mé-shul’lam the son of Bés-0-de’iah; 
they laid the beams thereof, and set 
up the doors thereof, and the locks 
thereof, and the bars thereof. 

7 And next unto them repaired 
Mél-a-ti/ah the Gib’e-on-ite, and 
Ja/don the Mé-ron’o-thite, the men 
of Gib’e-on, and of Miz’pah, unto 
the throne of the governor on this 
side the river. 

8 Next unto him repaired tz’zi-el 
the son of Har-ha-i’ah, of the gold- 
smniths. Next unto him also re- 
paired Han-a-ni’ah the son of one of 
the apothecaries, and they fortified 
Jé-ru’sa-lém unto the broad wall. 

9 And next unto them repaired 
Réph-a-i‘ah the son of Har, the 
quer of the half part of Jé-ru’sa- 

ém. 

10 And next unto them repaired 
Jé-da‘iah the son of Ha-ru’maph 
even over against his house. An 
next unto him repaired Hat’/tish the 
son of Hash-ab-ni’ah. 

11 Mal-chi’/jah the son of Ha/rim, 
and Ha’shub the son of Pa/hath- 
m0‘/ab, repaired the other piece, 
and the tower of the furnaces. 

12 And next unto him repaired 
Shal’/lum the son of Ha-lo’hesh, the 
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ruler of the half part of Jé-ru’sa- 
jém, he and his daughters. 

13 The valley gate repaired Ha/- 
niin, and the inhabitants of Za~10’- 
ah; they built it, and set up the 
doors thereof, the locks thereof 
and the bars thereot, anda thousand 
cubits on the wall unto the dung 


gate. 

14 But the dung gate repaired 
Mal-chi’ah the son of Re’chab, the 
ruler of part of Béth-hac’¢e-rem ; 
he built it,and set up the doors 
thereof, the locks thereof, and the 
bars thereof. 

15 But the gate of the fountain 
repaired Shal/lun the son of Col- 
ho’zeh, the ruler of part of Miz’pah ; 
he built it, and covered it, and set 
up the doors thereof, the locks 
thereof, and the bars thereof, and 
the wall of the pool of Si-lo’ah by 
the king’s garden, and unto the 
stairs that go down from the city of 
Da’vid. 

16 After him repaired Ne-he-mi’ah 
the son of Az/buk,the ruler of the 
half part of Béth’-zar, unto the 
place over sent the sepulchres 
of Da’vid, and to the pool that was 
made, and unto the house of the 
mighty. 

17 After him repaired the Le’vites, 
Re’hum the son of Ba/ni. Next unto 
him repaired Hash-a-bi’ah, the ruler 
of the half part of Kei’lah, in his 


part. 

18 After him repaired their bre- 
thren, Bav’a-1 the son of Hen’a-dad, 
the ruler of the half part of Kei’lah. 

19 And next to him repaired E’zér 
the son of Jésh’u-a, the ruler of 
Miz'pah, another piece over against 
the going up to the armoury at the 
turning of the wall. 

90 After him Ba/ruch the son of 
Zab/bai earnestly repaired the 
other piece, from the turning of the 
wall unto the door of the house of 
f-li/a-shib the high priest. 

21 After him repaired Mér’e-moth 
the son of U-ri/jah the son of Koz 
another piece, from the door of the 
house of &-li/a-shib even to the end 
of the house of £-li’a-shib. 

22 And after him repaired the 
priests, the men of the plain. 

23 After him repaired Bén’ja-min 
and Ha/shub over against. their 
house. After him repaired Az-a- 
ri/ah the son of Ma-a-se’iah the son 
of An-a-ni’ah by his house. 

24 After him repaired Bin’nu-1the 
son of Hén’a-dad another piece, 
from the house of Az-a-ri/ah unto 
the turning of the wall, even unto 
the corner. 
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25 Pa’lal the son of U’za-I, over 
against the turning of the wall, and 
the tower which lieth out from the 
king’s high house, that was by the 
court of the prison. After him Pé- 
da’jah the son of Pa/rosh. 

26 Moreover the  WNéth’i-nims 
dwelt in O’phel, unto the place 
over against the water gate toward 
the east, and the tower that lieth 


out. 

2 After them the Té-k0’ites re- 
paired another piece, over against 
the great tower that lieth out, even 
unto the wall of O’phel. 

28 From above the horse gate re- 
paired the priests, every one over 
against his house. 

299 After them repaired Za/d0k the 
son of Im’/mérover against his house. 
After him repaired also Shém-a-1/ah 
the son of Shéch-a-ni’/ah, the keeper 
of the east gate. 

30 After him repaired Han-a-ni/ah 
the son of Shél-e-mi’ah, and Ha’ntn 
the sixth son of Za/laph, another 
piece. After him repaired Mé-shul’~ 
lam the son of Bér-e-chi/ah over 
against his chamber. 

31 After him repaired Mal-chi’ah 
the goldsmith’s son unto the place 
of the Néth’i-nims, and of the mer- 
chants, over against the gate Miph’- 
kad, and to the going up of the 
corner. 

32 And between the going up of 
the corner unto the sheep gate re- 
paired the goldsmiths and the mer- 
chants. 


CHAPTER 4. 

1 Nehemiah urges work on the wall. 18 
He arms the labourers. 19 Military pre- 
cepts. 

UT it came to pass, that when 

San-bal/lat heard that we build- 

ed the wall, he was wroth, and took 

ereap indignation, and mocked the 
ews. 

2 Andhe spake before his brethren 

and thearmy of Sa-ma’ri-a, and said 

What do these feeble Jews? will 

they fortify themselves? will they 

sacrifice ? will they make an end in 

a day? will they revive the stones 

out of the heaps of the rubbish 

which are burned? 

3 Now T6-bi‘ah the Am/mon-ite 
was by him, and he said, Even that 
which they build, if a fox go up, he. 
ta even break down their stone 
wall. 

4 Hear, O our God; for we are 
despised: and turn their reproach 
upon their own head, and give them 
for a prey in the land of captivity: 

5 And cover not their iniquity, and 
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letnot their sin be blotted out from 
before thee : for they have provoked 
thee to anger before the builders. 

6 So built we the wall; and all the 
wall was joined together unto the 
half thereof: for the people had a 
mind to work. 

7 { But it came to pass, that when 
San-bal/lat, and T0o-bi/ah, and the 
A-ra’bi-ans, and the Am’/mon-ites, 
and the Ash’dod-ites, heard that the 
walls of Jé-ru’sa-lém were made up, 
and that the breaches began to be 
stopped, then they were very 
wroth, 

8 And conspired all of them to- 
gether to come and to fight against 
Jé-ru’sa-lém, and to hinder it. 

9 Nevertheless we made our pray- 
er unto our God, and set a watch 
against them day and night, be- 
cause of them. 

10 And Ju’dah said, The strength 
of the bearers of burdens is de- 
cayed, and there is muchrubbish; so 
oe we are not able to build the 
wall. 

11 And our adversaries said, They 
shall not know, neither see, till we 
come in the midstamong them, and 
slay them, and cause the work to 
cease. 

12 And it came to pass, that when 
the Jews which dwelt by them 
came, they said unto us ten times, 
From all places whence ye shall re- 
turn unto us they will be upon you. 

13 § Therefore set I in the lower 

laces behind the wall, and on the 

igher places, I even set the people 
after their families with their 
swords, their spears, and their 
bows. 

14 And I looked, and rose up, and 
said unto the nobles, and to the rul- 
ers, and to the rest of the people, 
Be not ye afraid of them: remem- 
ber the Lord, which is great and 
terrible, and fight for your brethren, 
your sons,and your daughters, your 
Wives, and your houses. 

15 And it came to pass, when our 
enemies heard that it was known 
unto us, and God had brought their 
counsel to nought, that we returned 
all of us to the wail, every one unto 
his work. 

16 And it came to pass from that 
time forth, that the half of my ser- 
vants wrought in the work, and the 
other half of them held both the 
spears, the shields, and the bows, 
and the habergeons; and the rulers 
were behind all the house of Ju’- 


ah. 
17 They which builded on the wall, 
and they that bare burdens, with 
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those that laded, every one with one 
of his hands wrought in the work, 
and with the other hand held a 
weapon. , 

18 For the builders, every one had 
his sword girded by his side, and so 
builded. And he that sounded the 
trumpet was by me. 

19 ¥ And I said unto the nobles 
and to the rulers, and to the rest of 
the people, The work is great and 
large, and we are separated upon 
the wall, one far from ancther. 

20 In what place therefore ye hear 
the sound of the trumpet, resort ye 
thither unto us: our God shall fight 
for us. 

21 So we laboured in the work: 
and half of them held the spears 
from the rising of the morning till 
the stars appeared. 

22 Likewise at the same time said 
I unto the people, Let every one 
with his servant lodge within Jé- 
ru’sa-lém, that in the night they 
may be a guard to us, and labour on 
the day. 

23 So neither I, nor my brethren, 
nor my servants, nor the men of the 
guard which followed me, none of 
us put off our clothes, saving that 
every one put them off for washing. 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 The Jews complain of debts and service. 
6 Nehemiah rebukes usurers. 
ND there was a great cry of 
the people and of their wives 
against their brethren the J pits 

2 For there were that said, We, 
our sons, and our daughters, are 
many: therefore we take up corn 
Sor them, that we may eat, and live. 

8 Some also there were that said, 
We have mortgaged our lands, vine- 
yards, and houses, that we might 
buy corn, because of the dearth. 

4 There were also that said, We 
have borrowed money for the king’s 
tribute, and that upon our lands and 
vineyards. 

5 Yet now our flesh is as the flesh 
of our brethren, our children as 
their children: and, lo, we bring 
into bondage our sons and our 
daughters to be servants, and some 
of our daughters are brought unto 
bondage already : neither is 7¢ in our 
power to redeem them; for other 
men have our lands and vine- 
yards. 

6 | And I was very angry when f{ 
heard their cry and these words. 

7 Then I consulted with myself, 
and I rebuked the nobles, and the 
rulers, and said unto them, Ye ex- 
act usury, every one oi his brother. 
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ae I set a great assembly against 
1em. 

8 And I said unto them, We after 
our ability have redeemed our bre- 
thren the Jews, which were sold 
unto the heathen; and will ye even 
sell your brethren ? or shall they be 
sold unto us? Then held they their 
peace, and found nothing to an- 


swer. 

9 Also I said, It 7s not good that 

e do: ought ye not to walk in the 

ear of our God because of the re- 
proach of the heathen our ene- 
mies ? 

10 Llikewise, and my brethren, and 
my servants, might exact of them 
money and corn: I pray you, let us 
leave off this usury. 

1l Restore, I pray you, to them, 
even this day, their lands, their 
vineyards, their oliveyards, and 
their houses, also the hundredth 

art of the money, and of the corn, 

he wine, and the oil, that ye exact 
of them. 

12 Then said they, We will restore 
them, and will require nothing of 
them; so will we do as thou sayest. 
Then I called the priests, and took 
an oath of them, that they should 
do according to this promise. 

13 Also I shook my lap, and said, 
So God shake out every man from 
his house, and from his labour, that 
performeth not this promise, even 
thus be he shaken out, and emptied. 
And all the congregation said 
Amen, and praised the LoRD. And 
the people did according to this 
promise. 

14 J Moreover from the time that 
I was appointed to be their gov- 
ernor in the land of Ju’dah, from 
the twentieth year even unto the 
two and thirtieth year of Ar-tax- 
&rx’és the king, that is, twelve years, 
ITand my brethren have not eaten 
the bread of the governor. 

15 But the former governors that 
had been before me were chargeable 
unto the people, and had taken of 
them bread and wine, beside forty 
shekels of silver; yea, even their 
servants bare rule over the people: 
but so didnot I, because of the 
fear of God. 

16 Yea, also I continued in the 
work of. this wall, neither bought 
we any land: and all my servants 
were gathered thither unto the 
work. 

17 Moreover there were at my table 
an hundred and fifty of the Jews 
and rulers, beside those that came 
unto us from. among the heathen 
that are about us. 
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18 Now that which was prepared 
for me daily was one Ox and six 
choice sheep; also fowls were pre- 
pared for me, and once in ten days 
store of allsorts of wine: yet forall 
this required not I the bread of the 

overnor, because the bondage was 

eavy upon this people. 

19 Think upon me, nh God, for 

ood, according to all that I have 

one for this people. 


CHAPTER 6. 

1 Sanballat’s crafty opposition to Nehe- 

miah. 15 The wall ts finished. 

OW it came to pass, when San- 

bal‘lat, and To-bi/ah, and Ge’- 
shem the A-ra’bi-an, and the rest 
of our enemies, heard that I had 
builded the wall, and that there was 
no breach left therein; (though at 
that time I had not set up the doors 
upon the gates ;) 

2 That San-bal/lat and Ge’shem 
sent unto me, saying, Come, let us 
meet together in some.one of the 
villages in the plain of 0’n6. But 
they thought to do me mischief. 

3 And sent messengers unto 
them, saying, I am doing a great 
work, so that Icannot come down: 
why should the work cease, whilst 
I leave it, and come down to you? 
4 Yet they sent unto me four 
times after this sort; and I an- 
swered them after the same man- 
ner. 

5 Then sent San-bal'lat his servant 
unto me in Jike manner the fifth 
time with an open letter in his 
hand; 

6 Wherein was written, It is re- 
ported among the heathen, and 
Gash’mu saith it, that thou and 
the Jews think to rebel: for which 
cause thou buildest the wall, that 
thou mayest be their king, accord- 
ing td these words. 

7 And thou hast also appointed 
prophets to preach of thee at Jé- 
ru’sa-lém, saying, Zhere is a king in 
Ju’dah: and now shall it be re- 
ported to the king according to 
these words. Come now therefore, 
and let us take counsel together. 

8 Then I sent unto him, saying, 
There are no such things done as 
thou sayest, but thou feignest them 
out of thine own heart. 

9 For they all made us afraid, say- 
ing, Their hands shall be weakened 
from the work, that it be not done. 
Now therefore, O God, strengthen 
my hands. 

10 Afterward I came unto the 
house of Shém-a-i/ah the son of 
Del-a-i/ah the son of Mé-hét/a-beel, 
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who was shut up; and he said, Let 
us meet together in the house of 
God, within the temple, and let us 
shut the doors of the temple: for 
they will come to slay thee; yea, in 
me night will they come to slay 

ee. 
11 And Isaia, Should such a man 
as I flee? and who is there, that, 
being as I am, would go into the 
temple to save his life? I will not 


o in. 

a And, lo, I perceived that God 
had not sent him; but that he 
pronounced this prophecy against 
me: for To6-bi/ah and San-bal’lat 
had hired him. 

13 Therefore was he hired, that I 
should be afraid, and do so, and sin, 
and that they might have matter for 
an evil report, that they might re- 
proach me. i 

14 My God, think thou upon To- 
bi‘ah and San-bal'lat according to 
these their works, and on the pro- 
phetess No-a-di/ah, and the rest of 
the prophets, that would have put 
me in fear. 

15 { So the wall was finished in the 
twenty and fifth day of the month 
E'lul, in fifty and two days. 

16 And it came to pass, that when 
all our enemies heard thereof, and all 
the heathen that were about us 
saw these things, they were much 
cast down in their own eyes: for 
they perceived that this work was 
wrought of our God. 

17 § Moreover in those days the 
nobles of Ju’dah sent many letters 
unto To-bi’ah, and the letters of TOo- 
bi‘ah came unto them. 

18 For there were many in Ju’dah 
sworn unto him, because he was the 
son in law of Shéch-a-ni’ah the son 
of A’rah; and his son J6-ha’/nan had 
taken the daughter of Mé-shul’lam 
the son of Bér-e-chi’ah. 

19 Also they reported his good 
deeds before me, and uttered my 
words to him. And T6-bi’ah sent 
letters to put me in fear.

56 The children of Né-zi’/ah, the 
children of Hat’i-pha. 

57 J The children of S6l’o-mon’s 
servants: the children of S0o’ta-1, 
the children of Soph’e-réth, the 
children of Pé-ri’da, 

58 The children of Ja-a’/la, the chil- 
dren of Dar’kon, the children of 
Gid’del, 

59 The children of Shéph-a-ti’ah, 
the children of Hat’til, the children 
of Poch’e-réth of Zé-ba’im, the chil- 
dren of A’mon. 

60 All the Néth’i-uims, and the cbil- 
dren of Sol’o-mon’s servants, were 
three hundred ninety and two. 

61 And these were they which went 
up also from Tel-me’lah, Tél-ha- 
re’sha, Che’rub, Ad’don, and im’- 
mér: but they could not shew their 
father’s house, nor their seed, whe- 
ther they were of is’ra-el. 

62 The children of Del-a-1’ah, the 
children of T6-bi’ah, the children of 
paki dre, six hundred forty and 

wo. 

63 ¢ And of the priests: the chil- 
dren of Ha-ba’/iah, the children of 
Koz, the children of Bar-zil’la-i 
which took one of the daughters 0 
Biar-zil/la-1_ the Gil’e-ad-ite to wife, 
and was called after their name. 

64 These sought their register 
among those that were reckoned by 
genealogy, but it was not found: 
therefore were they, as polluted, 
put from the priesthood. , 

65 And the Tir’sha-tha said unto 
them, that they should not eat of 
the most holy things, till there 
stood wp a priest with U’/rim and 
Thium’mim. 

66 | The whole congregation to- 
gether was forty and two thousand 
three hundred and threescore, 

67 Beside their manservants and 
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their maidservants, of whom there 
were seven thousand three hundred 
te d and seven: and they had two 
hundred forty and five singing men 
and singing women. 

68 Their horses, seven hundred 
thirty and six: their mules, two 
hundred forty and five: 

69 Their camels, four hundred 
thirty and five: six thousand seven 
hundred and twenty asses. 5 
70 § And some of the chief of the 
fathers gave unto the work. The 
Tir’sha-tha gave to the treasure a 
thousand drams of gold, fifty ba- 
sons, five hundred and _ thirty 
priests’ garments. 
7i And some of the chief of the 
fathers gave tothe treasure of the 
work twenty thousand. drams of 

old, and two thousand and two 

undred pound of silver. 

72 And that which the rest of the 
people gave was twenty thousand 
drams of Fold, and two thousand 
pound of silver, and threescore and 
seven priests’ garments. 

73 So the priests, and the Le’vites, 
and the porters, and the singers, 
and some of the people, and tne 
Néth’i-nims, and all is/ra-el, dwelt 
in their cities; and when the sev- 
enth month came, the children of 
ig’ra-el weve in their cities. 


CHAPTER 8. 


_ 1 Reading and hearing the law. 9 Com- 


Sorting the people. 
of tabernacies. 
AND all the people gathered 
themselves together as one 
man into the street that was be- 
fore the water Fates and they 
spake unto Ez’ra the scribe to bring 
the book of the law of MO’ses, which 
the LORD had commanded to is’- 
ra-el. 

2 And Ez’ra the priest brought the 
law before the congregation both of 
men and women. and all that could 
hear with understanding, upon the 
first day of the seventh month. 

3 And he read therein before the 
street thatwas before the water gate 
from the morning until midday, be- 
fore the men and the women, and 
those that could understand; and 
the ears of all the people were atten- 
tive unto the book of the law. 

4 And Ez’ra the scribe stood upon 
a pulpit of wood, which they ha 
made for the purpose; and besid 
him stood Mat-ti-thi’ah, and She’- 
ma, and An-a-i’ah, and U-ri'jah, and 
Hil-kVah, and Ma-a-sé/iah, on his 
be hand; and on his left hand, 
Pe-da'jah, and Mish’a-el, and Mal-

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chi/ah, and Ha’/shum, and Hash. 
ie ic Zéch-a-ri’ah, and Mé-shul’- 
am. 

5 And Ez’ra opened the book in the 
sight of all the people; (for he was 
above all the people ;) and when he 
opened it, all the people stood up: 

6 And Ez’ra blessed the LORD, the 
great God. And all the people an- 
swered, Amen, Amen, with liftin 
up their hands: and they bowe 
their heads, and worshipped the 
LORD with their faces to the 
ground, 

7 Also Jésh’u-a, and Ba’ni, and 
Sher-e-bi/ah, Ja’min, Ak’kib, Shab- 
beéth’a-1, H0-di’/jah, Ma-a-se’iah, Kél’- 
i-ta, Az-a-ri/ah, J6z’a-bad, Ha’/nan 
Pel-a-i’ah, and the Le’vites, caused 
the people to understand the law: 
and the people stood in their place. 

8 So they read in the book in the 
law of God distinctly, and gave the 
sense, and caused them to under- 
stand the reading. 

9 § And Né-he-mi’/ah, which is the 
Tir’sha-tha, and Ez’ra che priest 
the scribe, and the Le’vites that 
taught the people, said unto all the 
poopie. This day is holy unto the 

ORD your God; mourn not, nor 
weep. For all the people wept, 
when they heard the words of the 


aw. 

10 Then he said unto them, Ga 
your way, eat the fat, and drink the 
sweet, and send portions unto them 
for whom nothing is prepared: for 
this day is holy unto our Lord: nei- 
ther be ye sorry; for the joy of the 
LORD is your strength. 

11 So the Le’vites stilled all the 
eens saying, Hold your peace, 

or the day is holy; neither be ye 
grieved. 

12 And all the people went their 
way to eat, and to drink, and to 
send portions, and to make great 
mirth, because they had understood 
the words that were declared unto 
them. ; 

13 § And on the second day were 
athered together the chief of the 
athers of all the people, the priests, 

and the Le’vites, unto Ez’ra the 

scribe, even to understand the 
words of the law. 

14 And they found written in the 
law which the LoRD had com- 
manded by MO’ses, that the children 
of Is'ra-el should dwell in booths in 
the feast of the seventh month: 

15 And that they should pub- 
lish and proclaim in all their cities, 
and in Jé-ru’sa-lém, saying, Go 
forth unto the mount, and fetch 
olive branches, and pine branches- 
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and myrtle branches, and palm 

branches, and branches of thick 

ech, to make booths, as it is writ- 
en. 

16 § So the people went forth, and 
brought them, and made themselves 
booths, every one upon the roof of 
his house, and in their courts, and 
in the courts of the house of God, 
and in the street of the water gate 
and in the street of the gate of 
©’ phra-im. 

17 And all the congregation of 
them that were come again out of 
the captivity made booths, and sat 
under the booths: for since the days 
of Jésh’u-a the son of Nun unto that 
day had not the children of Iis’ra-el 
done so. And there was very great 
gladness. 

18 Also day by day, from the first 
day unto the last day, he read in the 
book of the law of God. And they 
kept the feast seven days; and on 
the eighth day was a solemn assem- 
bly, according unto the manner. 


CHAPTER 9. 


1 A solemn fast and repentance. 4 Prayer 
' and confession of the Levites. 
Now in the twenty and fourth 
day of this month the children 
of Is’ra-el were assembled with fast- 
ing, and with sackclothes, and earth 
upon them. 

2 And the seed of fs’ra-el sepa- 
rated themselves from all strangers, 
and stood and confessed their sins, 
and the iniquities of their fathers. 

3 And they stood up in their place 
and read in the book of the law o 
the LORD their God one fourth part 
of the day; and another fourth part 
they confessed, and worshipped the 
LORD their God. 

4 4 Then stood up upon the stairs, 
of the Le’vites, Jésh’u-a, and Ba’- 
ni, Kad’mi-el, Shéb-a-ni/ah, Biin’ni1, 
Shér-e-bi’ah, Ba’ni, and Chén’a-ni, 
and cried with a loud voice unto 
the LORD their God. 

5 Then the Lé’vites, Jésh’u-a, and 
Kad’mi-el, Ba’ni, Hash-ab-ni’ah, 
Shéer-e-bi‘ah, H6-di'jah, Shéb-a-ni’- 
ah, and Peth-a-bi’ah, said, Stand up 
and bless the LORD your God for 
ever and ever: and blessed be thy 
glorious name, which is exalted 
above all blessing and praise. 

Thou, even thou, art LORD alone; 
thou hast made heaven, the hea- 
ven of heavens, with all their host, 
the earth, and all things that are 
therein, the seas, and all that is 
therein, and thou preservest them 
all; and the host of heaven wor- 
shippeth thee.

7 Thou art the LORD the God, who 
didst choose A’bram, and brought- 
est him forth out of Or of the Chal’.

12 Moreover thou leddest them 
in the day by a cloudy pillar; and 
in the night by a pillar of fire, to 
give them light in the way wherein 
they should go. 

13 Thou camest down also upon 
mount Si/nai, and spakest with 
them from heaven, and gavest them 
right judgments, and true laws, 
good statutes and commandments: 

14 And madest known unto them 
thy holy sabbath, and command- 
edst them precepts, statutes, and 
Lanes, by the hand of MO’ses thy ser- 
vant: 

15 And gavest them bread from 
heaven for their hunger, and 
broughtest forth water for them 
out of the rock for their thirst, and 
promisedst them that they should 

ro in to possess the land which

16 But they aud our fathers dealt 
proudly, and hardened their necks, 
and hearkened not to thy command- 
ments, 

17 And refused to obey, neither 
were mindful of thy wonders that 
thou didst among them; but hard- 
ened their necks, and in their re- 
bellion appointed a captain to re- 
turn to their bondage: but thou art 
a God ready to pardon, gracious 
and merciful, slow to anger, and of —

18 Yea, when they had made them 
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a molten calf, and said, This is thy 
God that brought thee up out of 
E’gypt, and had wrought great pro- 
vocations ; 

19 Yet thou in thy manifold mer- 
cies forsookest. them not in the wil- 
derness: the pillar of the cloud 
departed not from them by day, to 
lead them in the way; neither the 
id of fire by night, to shew them 

ight, and the way. wherein they 
should go. 

20 Thou gavest also thy good 
spirit to instruct them, and with- 
heldest not thy manna from their 
mouth, and gavest them water for 
their thirst. 

21. Yea age ears didst thou 
sustain them in the wilderness, so 
that they lacked nothing; their 
clothes waxed not old; and their 
feet swelled not. 

22 Moreover thou gavest them 
kingdoms and nations, and didst 
divide them into corners: so they 
possessed the land of Si/hodn, and 
the land of the king of Hésh’bon, 
and the land of 6g king of Ba’shan. 

23 Their children also multipli- 
edst thou as the stars of heaven, and 
broughtest them into the land, con- 
cerning which thou hadst promised 
to their fathers, that they should go 
in to possess it. 

24 So the children went in and 

ossessed the land, and thou sub- 

uedst before them the inhabitants 
of the land, the Ca’naan-ites, and 
dag them into their hands, with 

heir kings, and the people of the 
land, that they might do with them 
as they would. 

25 And they took strong cities, apd 
a fat land, and possessed houses 
full of all Lager wells digged, vine- 
yards, and oliveyards, and fruit 

ees in abundance: so they did eat, 
and were filled, and became fat, 
and delighted themselves in thy 
great goodness. 

Nevertheless they were dis- 
obedient, and rebélied against thee, 
and cast thy law behind their 
backs, and slew thy prophets which 
testified against them to turn them 
to thee, and they wrought great 
provocations. 

Therefore thou deliveredst 
them into the hand of their ene- 
mies, who vexed them: and in the 
time of -their trouble, when they 
cried unto thee, thou heardest them 
from heaven; and according to thy 
manifold mercies thou gavest them 
saviours, who saved them out. of 
the hand of their enemies. 

2% But after they had rest, they 
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did evil again before thee: there- 
fore leftest thou them in the hand 
of their enemies, so that they had 
the dominion over them: yet when 
they returned, and cried unto thee, 
thou heardest them from heaven; 
and many times didst thou delivei 
them according to thy mercies; 

29 And testifiedst against them, 
that thou mightest bring them 
again unto thy law: yet they dealt 


promdlyy and hearkened not unto | 


hy commandments, but sinned 
against thy judgments, (which ifa 
man do, he shall live in them;) and 
withdrew the shoulder, and hard- 


ened their neck, and would not . 


hear. 

30 Yet many years didst thou for- 
bear them, and testifiedst against 
them by thy spirit in thy pro- 
phets: yet would they not give 
ear: therefore gavest thou them 
into the hand of the people of the 
lands. 

31 Nevertheless for thy great mer- 
cies’ sake thou didst not utterl 
consume them, nor forsake them; 
for thou art a. gracious and merei- 
ful God. 

32 Now therefore, our God, the 
great, the mighty, and the terrible 
God, who keepest covenant and 
mercy, let not all the trouble seem 
little before thee, that hath come 
upon us, on our. kings, on our 
princes, and on our priests, and on 
our prophets, aud on our fathers, 
and on all thy people, since the 
time of the kings of As-syr’i-a unto 
this day. 

33 Howbeit thou art justin all that 
is brought upon us; for thou hast 
cone right, but we have done wick- 
edly: 

34 Neither have our kings, our 
princes, our priests, nor our fa- 
thers, kept thy law, nor hearkened 
unto thy conimandments. and thy 
testimonies, wherewith thou didst 
testify against them. 

35 For they have not served thee 
in their kingdom, and in thy great 
goodness that thou gavest them, 
and in the large and fat {and which 


thou gavest before them, neither 
turned they from their wicked 
works. 


36 Behold, we are servants this 
day, and for the land that thou gey- 
est unto our fathers to eat the fruit 


thereof and the good_ thereof, be- 


hold, we are. servants in it: 

87 And it. yieldeth much increase 
unto the kings whom thou hast set 
over us because of our sins: also 
they have dominion over our 
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bodies, and over our eattle, at their 
pleasure, and we are in great dis- 
tress. 

38 And because of all this we make 
a sure covenant, and write it ; and 
our princes, Le’vites, and priests, 
seal unto tt.

22 ¢ The Le’vites in the days of 
£-li’a-shib, Joi‘a-da, and ‘J6-ha'’nan 
and Jad-du’a, were recorded chief 0 
the fathers: also the priests, to the 
reign of Da-ri/us the Pér’sian. 

23 The sons of Le’vi, the chief of 
the fathers, were written in the book 
of the chronicles, even until the 
poy of J0-ha’nan the son of &-li’a- 
shib. : 


24 And the chief of the Le’vites: 
Hash-a-bi’ah, Shér-e-bi’ah, and 
Jésh’u-a the son of Kad’mi-el, with 
their brethrén over against them, 
to praise and to give thanks, ac- 
cording ‘to the commandment of 
Da’vid the man of God, ward over 
against ward. 

Mat-ta-ni’ah, and Bak-buk-i’ah, 
0-ba-di‘ah, Mé-shil'lam, Tal’mon, 
Ak’ktb, were porters keeping the 
ward at the thresholds of ‘the 
gates. ! 

26 These were in the days of Joi’a- 
kim the son of Jésh’u-a, the son of 
J0z'a-dak, and in the days of Ne-he- 
mi’ah the governor, and of Ez’ra 
the priest, the scribe. - 

27 § And at the dedication of the 
wall of Jé-ru’s4-lém they sought the 
Lé’vites out of all their places, to 
bring them to Jé-ru’sa-lem, to kee 
the dedication with gladness, bot 
with thanksgivings; and with sing- 
ing. with cymbals, psalteries, and 
with harps. 

28 And the sons*‘of the’ ‘singers 
gathered themselves together, both 
out of the plain country round about 
Jé-ru’sa-lém, aud from the villages 
of Neé-toph’a-thi;

36 And his brethren, Shém-a-i’ah, 
and A-zar’a-el, Mil-a-la/i, Gil’a-lai, 
M4-a/i, Néthan’e-el, and Ju’dah, 
Ha-na/ni, with the musical instru- 
ments of Da’vid the man of God, 
and Ez’ra the scribe before them. 

37 And at the fountain gate, which 
was over against them, they went 
cy by the stairs of the city of Da’- 
vid, at the going up of the wall, 
above the house of Da’/vid, even 
unto the water gate eastward. 

38 And the other company of them 
that gave thanks went over against 
them, and I after them, and the half 
of the people upon the wall, from 
beyond the tower of the furnaces 
even unto the broad wall; 

39 And from above the eate of 
E/phra-im, and above the old gate, 
and above the fish gate, and the 
tower of H4-nan’‘e-el, and the tower 
of Me’ah, even unto the sheep gate: 
and they stood still in the prison 


gate. 
40 So stood the two Hen bsp of 
them that gave thanks in the house 
of God, and I,and the half of the 
rulers with me: 

41 And the priests; &-li’a-kim, 
Ma-a-se’jah, Mi-ni/a-min, Mi-cha’- 
jah, El-i-0-e’na-1. Zéch-a-ri/ah, and 

an-a-ni’/ah, with trumpets; 

42 And Ma-a-sée’iah, and Shém-a- 
Yah, and &E-le-a’zar, and Uz’zi, and 
Jé-ho-ha/nan, and Mal-chi’jah, and 
Elam, and E’zér. And the singers 
sang ioud, with Jéz-ra-hi/ah their 
overseer. : 

43 Also that day they offered great 
sacrifices, and rejoiced: for God 
had made them rejoice with great 
joy: the wives also and the children 
rejoiced: so that the joy of Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém was heard even afar off. 

44 J And at that time were some 
appointed over the chambers for 
the treasures, for the offerings, for 
the firstfruits, and for the tithes, to 

ther into them out of the fields of 
e cities the portions of the law 
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for the priests and Lé’vites: for 
Ju’dah rejoiced for the priests and 
for the Le’vites that waited. 

45 And both the singers and the 
porters kept the ward of their God, 
and thé ward of the purification 
according to the commandmen 
of Da’vid, and of S0l’o-mon. his 
son. 

46 For in the days of Da’/vid and 
A’saph of old there were chief of the 
singers, and songs of praise and 
han keeens unto God. 

47 And all Is’ra-el in the days of 
Zé-rub'ba-bél, and in the days 
of Né-he-mi'ah, reate the portions 
of the singers and the porters, ever 
day his portion: and they sancti- 
fied holy things unto the Le’vites; 
and the Le’vites sanctified them 
unto the children of A4r’on. 


CHAPTER 13. 

1 Separation of the mixed multitude.

Cy that day they read in the 

book of Mo’ses in the audience 
of the people; and therein was 
found written, that the Am’moOn-ite 
and the MO’ab-ite should not come 
into the congregation of God for 
ever; 

2 Because they met not the chil- 
dren of is’ra-el with bread and with 
water, but hired Ba’laam against 
them, that he should curse them: 
howbeit our God turned the curse 
into a blessing. 

3 Now it came to pass, when they 
had heard the law, that they sepa- 
rated from Is'ra-el all the mixed 
multitude. ! 

4 4 And before this, &-li’a-shib the 
priest, having the oversight of the 
chamber of the house of our God, 
was allied unto To-bi/ah:' 

5 And be had prepared for him 
a great chamber, where aforetime 
they laid the meat offerings, the 
frankincense, aud the vessels, and 
the tithes of the corn, the new 
wine, and the oil; which was com- 
manded to be given to the Le’vites, 
and the singers, and the porters: 
and. the offerings of the priests. 

6 But in all this: time was not I 
at Jé-ru’sa-lém: for in the two and 
thirtieth year of Ar-tax-érx/eés king 
of Bab’/y-lon came I unto the king. 
and after certain days obtained 1 
leave of the king: tu 

7 And I came to Jé-ru’sa-lém, and 
understood of the evil that &-li‘a- 
shib did tor T6-bi’ah, in preparing 
him a chamber in the courte of the 
house of God. 


10 
23 Marriages with 
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8 And it grieved me sore: there- 
fore I cast forthaill the household 
stuff of T6-bi‘ah outof the chamber. 
«9 Then I commanded, and they 
cleansed the chambers: and thither 
brought I again the vessels of the 
house of God, with the meat offer- 
ing and the frankincense. 

10 J And I perceived that the por- 
tions of the Le’vites had not been 
géten them: for the Le’vites and 

he singers, that did the work, were 
fled every one to his field. 

11 Then contended I with: the rul- 
ers, and said, Why is'the house of 
God forsaken? And I gathered 
them together, and set them in 
their aye 

12 Then brought all Ju’dah the 
tithe of the corn and the new wine 
and the oil unto the treasuries. 

13 And I. made treasurers over 
the treasuries, Shél-e-mi/ah the 
priest, and Za’dok the scribe, and of 
the Le’vites, Pé-da/iah: and next 
to them was Ha’/nan the son of Zac’- 
cur, the son of Mat-ta-ni’ah: for 
they were counted faithful, and 
their office was to distribute unto 
their brethren. 

14 Remember me, O my God, con- 
cerning this, and wipe not out my 

ood deeds that I have done for the 

ouse of my God, and for:the of- 
fices thereof. 

15 § In those days saw I in Ju’dah 
some treading wine presses on the 
sabbath, and bringing in sheaves, 
and lading asses; as also wine, 
erepess and figs, and all manner of 

urdens, which they brought into 
Jé-ru’sa-l€ém on the sabbath day: 
and I testified against them in the 
day wherein they sold victuals. 

16 There dwelt men of Tyre also 
therein, which brought fish, and all 
manner of ware, and sold on the 
sabbath unto the children of Ju’'dah, 
and in Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

17 Then I contended with the no- 
bles of Judah, and said unto them, 
What evil thing is this that ye do, 
and profane the sabbath day ? 

18 Did not your fathers thus, and 
did not our God bring all this evil 
upon us, and upon this city ? yet ye 
bring more wrath npgo is’ra-el by 
profaning the sabbath. 

19 And itcame to pass, that when 
the gates of Jé-ru’sa-lém began to 
be dark before the sabbath, I com- 
manded that the gates should be 
shut, and charged that they should 
not be opened tillafter the sabbath: 
and some of my servants set I at 
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by Nehemiah. 
the gates, that there should no. bur- 


den be brought in on the sabbath 
day. 


- 20 So the merchants and sellers of 


all kind of ware lodged without Jé- 
ru‘sa-lém once or twice. 

21 Then I testified against, them, 
and said unto them, Why lodge ye 
about the wall? if ye do so again 
I will lay hands on you. From that 
time forth came they no more on 
the sabbath... : 

22 And I commanded the Lé’vites 
that..they should cleanse thein- 
selves, and that they should come 
and keep the gates, to sanctify the 
sabbath day. emember me, O my 
God, concerning this also, and spare 
me according to the greatness of 
thy mercy. } 

23 J In those days also saw I Jews 
that had married wives of Ash’dod, 
of Am’m0On, and of MO’ab: 

24 And their children spake half in 
the speech of Ash’d0od,. and could 
not speak in the Jews’ language, but 
according to the language of each 
people. 

25 And I contended with them, 
and cursed them, and smote cer- 
tain of them, and plucked off their 
hair, and made them swear by God, 
saying, Ye shall not give your 
daughters unto their sons, nor take 
their ne unto your sons, or 
for yourselves. 

26 Did not  Sol’o-mon king of 
is‘ra-el sin. by these feiuees yet 
among many nations was there no 
king like him, who was beloved of 
his God, and God made him king 
over all Is’ra-el: nevertheless even 
him did outlandish women cause to 
sin. 

27 Shall we then hearken unto you 
to do all this great evil, to trans- 
gress against our God in marrying 
Strange wives? i 

28 And one of the sons of Joi’a-da, 
the son of E-li’a-shib the high priest, 
was son in law to San-bal'lat the 
Hor’o-nite: therefore I chased him 
from me. 

29 Remember them, O my God, 
because they have defiled the 
priesthood, and the covenant of the 
priesthood, and of the Le’vites. 

30 Thus cleansed I them from all 
strangers, and appointed the wards 
of the priests and the Lée’vites, every 
one in his business ; 

31 And for the wood cnet at 
times appointed, and for the first- 
fruits. Remember me, O my God, 
for good.

ay it came to pass in the days 
iN of A-has-u-e’rts, (this is A-has- 
u-@’rus which reigned, from ind’ja 
even unto E-thi-0’pi-a, over an hun- 
dred and seven and twenty pro- 
vinces:) 

2 That in those days, when the kin 
A-has-u-e’rls sat on the throne o 
Ais kingdom, which was in Shu’shan 
the palace, / 

3 In the third year of his reign, he 
made a feast unto all his princes 
and his servants; the power of Pér’- 
sia and Me’di-a, the nobles and 

rinces of the provinces, being be- 

ore him: 

4 When he shewed the riches of 
his glorious kingdom and the hon- 
our of his excellent majesty many 
days, even an hundred and fourscore 


ays. 

5 And when these days were ex- 
pired, the king made a feast unto 
all the people that were present 
in Shu’shan the palace, both unto 
great and small, seven days, in the 
court of the garden of the king’s 
palace ; 

6 Where were white, green, and 
blue, hangings, fastened with cords 
of fine linen and purple to silver 
rings and pillars of marble: the 
beds were 0, oe and silver, upon a 
pavement of red, and blue, and 
‘white, and black, marble. 

7 And they gave them drink in ves- 
sels of gold, (the vessels being di- 
verse one from another,) and royal 
wine in abundance, according to 
the state of the king. 

And the drinking was accord- 
ing to the law; none did compel: 
for so the king had appointed to all 
the officers of his house, that they 
should do according to every man’s 
pleasure. 

9 Also Vash’ti the queen made a 
feast for the women in the royal 
house which belonged to king A-has- 
u-e/rus. © ; 

10 J On the seventh day, when the 
heart of the king was merry with 
wine, he commanded Mé-hu’man 
Biz'tha, Har-bo’na, Big’tha, and 
A-bag'tha, Ze'thar, and Car’cas, the 
seven chamberlains that served in 
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the presence of A-hags-U-e'riis the 


kin 

ll Fo bring Vash’'ti the queen be-- 
fore the king with the crown royal, 
to shew the people and the princes 
her beauty: for she was fair to look 


on. 

12 But the queen Vash’ti refused 
to come at the king’s command- 
ment by his chamberlains: there- 
fore was the king very wroth, and 
his anger burned in him. 

13 | Then the king said to the wise 
men, which knew the times, (for so 
twas the king’s manner toward all 
that knew law and judgment: 

14 And the next unto him was Car- 
she’na, She’thar, Ad’ma-tha, Tar’. 
shish, Me’res, Mar’se-na, and Mé- 
mu’can, the seven princes of Pér’- 
sia and Me’di-a, which saw the 
king’s face, and which sat the first 
in the kingdom ;) 

15 What shall we do unto the 
queen Vash’ti according to law, be- 
cause she hath not performed the 
commandment of the king A-hasg- 
u-e’rus by the chamberlains ? 

16 And Mé-mii’can answered be 
fore the king and the princes, Vash’. 
ti the queen hath not done wrong 
to the king only, but also to all thé’ 
princes, and to all the people that’ 
are in all the provinces of the king 
A-has-U-é’riis. 

17 For this deed of the queen shall 
come abroad unto all women, so 
that they shall despise their hus- 
bands in their eyes, when it shall 
be reported, The king A-has-0-e’riis 
commanded Vash’'ti the queen to 
be brought in before him, but she 
came not. 

18 Likewise shall the ladies of Pér’- 
fia and Me’di-a say this day unto all! 

e king’s princes, which have 
heard of the deed of the 
Thus shall there arise too muc 
tempt and wrath. 

19 If it please the king, let there 
go a royal commandment from him, 
and letit be written among the laws 
of the Pér’sians and the Médes 
that it be not altered, That Vash’ti 
come no more before king A-has-u- 
é’rts; and let the king give her 
royal estate unto another that is 
better than she. 

20 And when the king’s decree

3 ree let the king appers officers 
in all the provinces of his kingdom 
that they may gather together al 
the fair young virgins unto Shu’- 
shan the palace, to the house of the 
women, unto the custody of He’ge 
the king’s chamberlain, keeper of 
the women; and let their things for 
purification be given them: 

4 And let the maiden which pleas- 
eth the king be queen instead of 
Vash’ti. And thething pleased the 
King; and he did so. 

5 ; Now in Shu’/shan the palace 
there was a certain Jew, whose 
name was Mor’de-cai, the son of 
Ja/ir, the son of Shim/e-1, the son of 
Kish, a Bén’ja-mite ; ' 

6 Who had been carried away 
from Jé-ru’/sa-lém with the captivit 
which had been carried away wit 
Jéc-o-ni’ah king of Ju’dah, whom 
Néb-u-chad-néz’zar the king of Bab’- 
y-lon had carried away. 

7 And he passant up Ha-das’sah, 
that is, Es'/thér, his uncle’s daugh- 
ter: for she had neither father nor 
mother, and the maid was fair and 
beautiful; whom Mor’de-cai, when 
her father and mother were dead, 
took for his own daughter. 

8 § So it came to pass, when the 
king’s commandment and his de-

appointed. And Es’/thér obtained 
favour in the sightof all them that 
looked upon her. 

16 So Es'thér was taken unto kin 
A&-has--e/riis into his house royat 
in the tenth month, which is the 
month Te’beth, in the seventh year 
of his reign. "aa 

17 And the king loved ks’thér 
above all the women, and she ob- 
tained grace and favour in his 
sight more than all the virgins; so 
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that he set the royal crown upon 
her head, and made her queen in- 
stead of Vash’ti. » 

18 Then the king made a great 
feast unto all his princes and his 
servants, even Es'thér’s feast; and 
he made a release to the provinces, 
and gave gifts, according to the 
state of the king. fe) 

19 And when the virgins were 

athered together the second time, 

Stn MO6r’de-cai sat in the king’s 

ate. 
en Es'thér had not yet shewed her 
kindred nor her people; as Mér’de- 
cai had’ charged her: for Es’thér did 
the commandment of Mor’de-cai, 
like as when she was brought up 
with him.

A-has-u-e’rts, There is acertain peo- 
ple scattered abroad and dispersed 
among the people in all the pro- 
vinces of thy kingdom; and their 
laws are diverse from all people; 
neither keep they the king’s laws: 
therefore it its not for the king’s 
profit to suffer them. 

9 If it ne the king, let it be 
written that they may be destroyed y 
and I will pay ten thousand talents 
of silver to the hands of those that 
have the charge of the business, to 
bring 7¢ into the king’s treasuries. 

10 And the king took his ring 
from his hand, and gave it unto 
Ha’man the son of Ham-méd’a-tha 
the A’gag-ite, the Jews’ enemy.

8 And all the rulers of the pro- 
vinces, and the lieutenants, and the 
popusion, and officers of the king, 
helped the demas because the fear 
of M6r’de-cai feli upon them.. 

4 For Mor’de-cai was great in the 
king’s house, and his fame went out 
throughcut all the provinces: for 
this man Mor‘de-cai waxed greater 
and greater.

12 § And the king said unto &s’- 
thér the queen, The Jews have slain 
and destroyed five hundred men in 
Shu’shan the palace, and the ten 
sons of Ha’man; what have they 
done in the rest of the king’s pro- 
vinces? now what is ae petition ? 
and it shall be granted thee: or 
what is thy request further? and it 
shall be done. 

13 Then said Es'thér, If it please 
the King, let it. be granted to the 
Jews which are in Shu’shan to do 
to morrow also according unto this 
day’s decree, and let Ha’man’s ten 
sons be hanged upon the gallows. 

14 And the king commanded it so 
to be done: and the decree was 

iven at Shu’shan ; and they hanged 

a’man’s ten sons. 

15 For the Jews that were in Shu’. 
shan gathered themselves together 
on the fourteenth day also of the 
month A’dar, and slew three hun- 
dred men at Shu’shan; but on the 
prey they laid not their hand. 

16 But the other Jews that were 
in the king’s provinces gathered 
themselves together: and stood for 
their lives, and had rest from their 
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enemies, and slew of their foes sev- 
enty and five thousand, but they 
laid not their hands on the prey, 

17 On the thirteenth day of the 
month A’dar; and on the fourteenth 


day of the same rested they, and: 


made it a day of feasting and glad- 
ness. 

18 But the Jews that were at Shu’- 
shan assembled together on the 
thirteenth day thereof, and on the 
fourteenth thereof; and on the fif- 
teenth day of the same whey rested 
and made it a day of feasting and 
gladness. é 

19 Therefore the Jews of the vil- 
lages, that dwelt in the unwalled 
towns, made the fourteenth day of 
the month a’dar aday of gladness 
and feasting, and a good day, and 
of sendin Ue Dh one to another. 

20 4 An or’de-cai wrote these 
things, and sent letters unto all the 
ue that were in all the provinces 
of the king A-has-u-e’rus, doth nigh 
and far, 

21 To stablish this among them, 
that they should keep the four- 
teenth day of the month A’dir, and 
the fifteenth day of the same, 
vearly, 

22 As the days wherein the Jews 
rested from their enemies, and the 
month which was turned unto 
them from sorrow to Joy, and from 
mourning ‘into a good day: that 
they should make them days of 
feasting and joy, and of sending 
portions, one to another, and gifts 
to the poor. 

23 And the Jews undertook to do 
as they had begun, and as Mor’de- 
cai had written unto them; 

24 Because Ha’man the son of 
Ham-meéd’a-tha, the A’gag-ite, the 
enemy of all the Jews, had devised 
against the Jews to destroy them, 
and had cast Pur, that 7s, the lot, 
pe consume them, and to destroy 

em; a ; 

25 But when Ls'thér caine before 
the king, he commanded by letters 
that his wicked device, which he 
devised against the Jews, should 
return upon his own head, and that 
he and his sons should be hanged 
on the gallows. 

26 Wherefore they called these 
days Pu’rim after the name of Pir. 
Therefore for all the words of this 
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letter, and of that which they had 
seen concerning this matter, and 
which had come unto them, 

27 The Jews ordained, and took 
upon them, and upon their seed, 
and upon all such as joined them- 
selves unto them, so as it should 
not fail, that they would Keep these 
two days according to their writing 
and according to their appointe 
time every year; f 

28 And that these days-should be 
remembered and kept throughout 
every generation, every family. 
every province, and every city; and 
that these days of Pu’rim should not 
fail from among the Jews, nor the 
m ee Tg of them perish from their 
seed. 

29 Then #s/thér the. queen, the 
daughter of Ab-i-ha’/il, and Mor'de- 
cai the Jew, wrote with all author- 
ity, to confirm this second letter of 
Purim. 

30 And he sent the letters unto all 
the Jews, to the hundred twenty 
and seven provinces of the kingdom’ 
of A-hag-U-e’rlis, with words of peace 
and truth, if 

31 To confirm these days of Pu’- 
rim in their times @ pple ac- 
cording as Mor’de-cai the Jew and 
Es’thér the queen had enjoined 
them, and as they had decreed for 
themselves and for their seed, the 
matters of the fastings and their 


ery. 

82 And the decree of Es/thér con- 
firmed these matters of Pu’rim; 
and it was written in the book. 


CHAPTER 10.

43 How he had wrought his signs 
in Eeypt, and his wonders in the 
field of ZO’an: 

44 And had turned their rivers 
into blood; and their floods, that 
they could not drink. 

45 He sent divers sorts of flies 
among them, which devoured them; 
and frogs, which destroyed them. 
46 He gave also their increase unto 
the caterpiller, and their labour 
unto the locust. 

47 He destroyed their vines with 
hail, and their sycomore trees with 

rost. 

48 He gave up their cattle alse 
to the hail, and their flocks to hot 
thunderbolts. 

49 He cast upon them the fierce- 
ness of his anger, wrath, and indig- 
nation, and trouble, by sending evil 
angels among them. 

50 He made a way to his anger; 
he spared not their soul from death, 
but gave their life over to the pes- 
tilence ; 

51 And smote all the firstborn in 
Egypt; the chief of their strength 
in the tabernacles of Ham: 

52 But made his own people to go 
forth like sheep, and guided them 
in the wilderness like a flock. 
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Israelites rejected. 


58 And he led them on safely, so 
that they feared not: but the sea 
overwhelmed their enemies. 

54 And he brought them to the 
border of his sanctuary, even to 
this mountain, which his right hand 
had purchased. 

55 He cast out the heathen also 
before them, and divided them an 
inheritance by line, and made the 
tribes of is’ra-el to dwell in their 
tents. 

56 Yet they remnpeee and provoked 
the most high God, and kept not 
his testimonies: 

57 But turned back, and dealt un- 
faithfully like their fathers: they 
were turned aside like a deceitful 


ow. 

58 For they provoked him to anger 
with their high places, and moved 
him to jealousy with their graven 


images 
59 When God heard this, he was 
aro and greatly abhorred Is’- 


ra-el: 

60 So that he forsook the taber- 
nacle of Shi/loh, the tent which he 
placed among men; 
61 And delivered his strength into 
captivity, and his glory into the 
enemy’s hand. 

62 He gave his people over also 
unto the sword; and was wroth 
with his inheritance. 

63 The fire consumed their young 
men; and their maidens were not 
given to marriage. 

64 Their priests fell by the sword; 
and their widows made no lamen- 
tation, 

65 Then the Lord awaked as one 
out of sleep, and like a mighty 
man that shouteth by reason of 
wine. 

66 And he smote his enemies in 


the hinder parts: he put them toa/d 


Rerpetmal reproach. 

67 Moreover he refused the taber- 
nacle of JO’seph, and chose not the 
tribe of E’phra-Im: 

68 But chose the tribe of Ju’dah, 
the mount Zi’/0n which he loved. 

69 And he built his sanctuary like 
hign palaces, like the earth which 
he hath established for ever. 

70 He chose Da’vid also his ser- 
vant, and took him from the sheep- 


olds: 
71 From following the ewes great 
with young he brought him to feed 
Ja’'cob his people, and is’ra-el his 
inheritance. 

72 So he fed them according to 
the integrity of his heart; and 
uided themby the skilfulness of 
is hands.

16 By me princes rule, and nobles, 
even all the judges of the earth. 

17 I love them that love me; and 
those that seek me early shall find 
me. 

18 Riches and honour are with me; 
yea, durable riches and righteous- 
ness. 

19 My fruit zs better than gold, 
yea, than fine gold; and my reve- 
nue than choice silver.

11 For by me thy days shall be 
multiplied, and the years of thy 
life shall be increased. 
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12 If thou be wise, thou shalt be 
wise forthyself: but 7f thou scorn- 
est, thou alone shalt bear it. 

13 { A foolish woman is clamorous: 
she is simple, and knoweth nothing. 

14 For she sitteth at the door of 
her house, on a seat in the high 
places of the city, ; 

15 To call passengers who go right 
on their ways: 

16 Whoso 7s simple, let him turn 
in hither: and as for him that want- 
eth understanding, she saith to him, 

17 Stolen waters are sweet, and 
bread eaten in secret is pleasant. 

18 But he knoweth not that the 
dead are there; and that her gues*s 
are in the depths of hell.

11. The mouth of a righteous man 
is a Well of life: but violence coy- 
ereth the mouth of the wicked. 

12 Hatred stirreth up strifes: but 
love covereth all sins. 

13 In the lips of him that hath un- 
derstanding wisdom is found: but 
a rod is for the back of him that, 
is void of Eudesanding. 

14 Wise men lay up knowledge: 
but the mouth of the foolish is near 
destruction.

The picture represents the most traveled and well-known ford of the 
Jordan, where in this more level country the river widens out so that the 
swift waters become shallow, and people can easily wade through it with- 
out difficulty, except when the river is at flood. Here Jesus must have 
crossed many times; and the great crowds who accompanied him in his 
triumphal entry. Through this ford the Israelites were enabled to enter 
the Promised Land only because in some providential way the waters were 
dammed for a time some miles above. There is no mention of bridges in 
the Bible. All crossed by wading or by a boat.

yards: 
'5 Imade me Bardens and orchards 
and I planted trees in them of all 
kind of fruits: 
6 I made me pools of water, to 
water therewith the wood that 
bringeth forth trees: 
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71 got me servan.. and maidens 
and had servants born in my house ; 
also Ihad great possessions of great 
and small cattle above all that were 
in Jé-ru’/sa-lém before me: 

8 I gathered me also silver and 
eps and the peculiar treasure of 

ings and of the provinces: I gat 
me men singers and women singers, 
and the delights of the sons of men, 
as Yousical instruments, and that 
of all sorts. 

9 So I was great, and increased 
more than all that were before me 
in Jé-ru’sa-lém : also my wisdom re- 
mained with me. 

10 And whatsoever mine eyes de- 
sired I kept not from them, I with- 
held not my heart from any joy; 
for my heart rejoiced in all my la- 
bour: and this was my portion of 
all my labour. 

IL Then I looked on all the works 
that my hands had wrought, and on 
the labour that I had laboured to 
do: and, behold, all was vanity and 
vexation of spirit, and there was no 
profit under the sun. 

12 § AndI turned myself to behold 
wisdom, and madness, and folly: 
for what can the man do that com- 
eth after the king? even that which 
hath been already done. 

13 Then I saw that wisdom excel- 
leth folly, as far as light excelleth 
darkness. 

14 The wise man’s eyes are in his 
head; but the fool walketh in dark- 
ness: and I myself perceived also 
tbat one event happeneth to them 
all. 

15 Then said I in my heart, As it 
happeneth to the fool, so it hap- 

eneth even to me; and why was I 

hen more wise? Then I saidinmy 
heart, that this also is vanity. 

16 For there is no remembrance of 
the wise more than of the fool for 
ever; seeing that which now 7s in 
the days to come shall all be forgot- 
ten. And how dieth the wise man ? 
as the fool. 

17 Therefore I hated life; because 
the work that is wrought under the 
sun 7s grievous unto me: for all is 
vanity and vexation of spirit. 

18 § Yea, I hated all my labour 
which I had taken under the sun: 
because I should leave it unto the 
man that shall be after me. 

19 And who knoweth whether he 


shall be a wise man or a fool? yet| p 


shall he have rule over all my 
jabour wherein 1 have laboured 
and wherein I have shewed myself 
wise under the sun. This is also 
yanity.

20 Therefore I went about to cause 
my heart to despair of all the labour 
which I took under the sun. 

21 For there is a man whose la- 
bour is in wisdom, and in know- 
ledge, and in equity; yet to a man 
that hath not laboured therein shall 
he leave it for his portion. This 
also is vanity and a great evil. 

22 For what hath man of all his 
labour, and of the vexation of his 
heart, wherein he hath laboured 
under the sun? 

23 For all his days are sorrows, 
and his travail grief; yea, his heart 
taketh not rest in the night. This 
is also vanity. 

24 There is nothing better for a 
man, than that he should eat and 
drink, and that he should make his 
soul enjoy good in his labour. This 
also I saw, that it was from the hand 
of God. 

25 For who can eat, or who else 
can hasten hereunto, more than I? 

2% For God giveth to a man that 
is goodin his sight wisdom, and 
knowledge, and joy: but to the sin- 
ner he giveth travail, to gather and 
to heap up, that he may give to 
him that is good before God. This 
also is vanity and vexation of spirit.

4 A time to weep, and a time to 
laugh; a time to mourn, and a time > 
to dance ; 

5 A time to cast away stones, and 
a time to gather stones together; a 
time to embrace, and a time to re- 
frain from embracing; 

6 A time to get, and a time to 
lose; atime to keep, and a time to 
cast away ; 

7 A time to rend, and a time to 
sew; a time to keep silence, anda 
time to speak; 

8 A time to love, and a time to 
hate; a time of war, and a time of 


eace. } 
9 What profit hath he that work- 
eth in that wherein he laboureth ? 

10 I have seen the travail, which 
God hath given to the sons of men 
to be exercised in it. 
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11 He hath made every thing beau- | 
tiful in his time: also he hath set 
the world in their heart, so that no 
man Can find out the work that God 
maketh from the beginning to the 


end. 

12 I know that there is no good in 
them, but for a man to rejoice, and 
to do good in his life. 

13 And also that every man sbould 
eat and drink, and _ enjoy the good 
of all his labour, it is the gift of 
God 


od. 

14 I know that, whatsoever God 
doeth, it shall be for ever: nothing 
can be put to it, nor aid thing taken 
from it: and God doeth it, that men 
should fear before him. 

15 That which hath been is now; 
and that which is to be hath already 
been; and God requireth that 
which is past. 

16 § And moreover I saw under 
the sun the place of judgment, that 
wickedness was there; and the 
place of righteousness, that iniquity 
was there. 

17 I said in mine heart, God shall 
judge the righteous and the wicked: 

or there is a time there for every 
purpose and for every work 

18 I said in mine heart concerning 
the estate of the sons of men, that 
God might manifest them, and that 
they might see that they themselves 
are beasts. 

19 For that which befalleth the 
sons of men befalleth beasts; even 
one thing befalleth them: as the 
one dieth, so dieth the other; yea, 
they have all one breath; so that a 
man hath no preeminence above a 
beast: for all is vanity. 

20 All go unto one place; 
the dust, and all turn to dust again. 

21 Who knoweth the spirit of man 
that goeth upward, and the spirit 
of the beast that goeth downward 
to the earth ? 

22 Wherefore I perceive that there 
as nothing better, than that a man 
should rejoice in his own works; 
for that 7s his portion: for who 
shall bring him to see what shall be 
after him ? 


CHAPTER 4. 


1 Increase of vanity by oppression, 
and idleness. 
wilfulness. 


S° I returned, and considered all 
the oppressions that are done 
under the sun: and behold the tears 
of such as were oppressed, and they 
had no comforter; and on the side 
of their pperessors there was power ; 
but they had no comforter.

7 Also by covetousness and 
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Increase of vanity. 


2 Wherefore I praised the dead 
which are already dead more than 
the living which are yet alive. 

3 Yea, better is he than both they, 
which hath not yet been, who hath 
not seen the evil work that is done 
under the sun. 

4 § Again, I considered all travail, 
and every right work, that for this 
a@ man is envied of his neighbour, 
This 7s also vanity and vexation of 
spirit. 

9 The fool foldeth his hands to- 
gether, and eateth his own flesh. 

6 Better zs an handful with quiet- 
ness, than both the hands full with 
travail and vexation of spirit. 

7 4 Then I returned, and I saw 
vanity under the sun. 

8 There is one alone, and there is 
not a second; yea, he hath neither 
child nor brother: yet is thereno end 
of all his labour; neither is his eye 
satisfied with riches; neither saith 
he, For whom do I labour, and be- 
reave my soul of gocd ? Thisis also 
vanity, yea, it is a sore travail. 

9 7 Two are better than one; be- 
cause they have a good reward for 
their labour. 

10 For if they fall, the one will lift 
up his fellow: but woe to him that 
is alone when he falleth; for he hath 
not another to help him up. 

ll Again, if two lie together, then 
they have heat: but how can one be 
Warm alone 2? 

12 And if one prevail against him, 
two shall withstand him; and a 
threefold cord is not quickly 
broken. 

13 { Better is a poor and a wise 
child than an old and foolish king, 
who will no more be admonished. 

14 For out of prison he cometh to 
reign; whereas also he that is born 
in his kingdom becometh poor. 

15 I considered all the living 
which walk under the sun, with the 
second child that shall stand up in 
his stead. 

16 There is no end of all the peo- 
ple, even of all that have been be- 
fore them: they also that come 
after shall not rejoice in him. 
Surely this also is vanity and vexa- 
tion of spirit. 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 Vanities in divine service, in murmuring 
and in riches. 18 Joy in riches. 
K EEE thy foot when thou goest 
to the house of God, and be 
more ready to hear, than to give 
the sacrifice of fools: for they con- 
sider not that they do evil. 
2 Be notrash with thy mouth, and 
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let not thine heart be hasty to utter 
any thing before God: for God is in 
beaven, and thou upon earth: there- 
fore let thy words be few. 

3 For a dream cometh through the 
multitude of business; and a fool’s 
yoice is known by multitude of 
words. 

4 When thou vowest a vow unto 
God, defer not to pay it; for he hath 
no pleasure in fools: pay that which 
thou hast vowed. 

5 Better is i¢ that thou shouldest 
not vow, than that thou shouldest 
vow and not pay. 

6 Suffer not thy mouth to cause 
thy flesh to sin; neither say thou 
before the angel, ‘that it was an 
error: wherefore should God be 
angry at thy voice, and destroy the 
work of thine hands ? 

7 Forin the multitude of dreams 
and many words there arealso divers 
vanities: but fear thou God. 

8 9 If thou seest the oppression 
of the poor, and violent perverting 
of judgment and justice in a pro- 
vince, marvel not at the matter: 
for he that is higher than the high- 
est regardeth; and ¢here be higher 
than they. 

9 Moreover the profit of the 
earth is for all: the king himself is 
served by the field. 

10 He that loveth silver shall not 
be satisfied with silver; nor he that 
loveth abundance with increase: 
this is also vanity. 

11 When goods increase, they are 
increased that eat them: and what 
good is there to the owners thereof, 
saving the beholding of them with 
their eyes ? 

12 The sleep of a labouring man is 
sweet, whether he eat little or 
much: but the abundance of the 
rich will not suffer him to sleep. 

13 There is a sore evil which I 
have seen under the sun, namely 
riches kept for the owners thereof 
to their hurt. : 

14 But those riches perish by evil 
travail: and he begettetha son, anu 
there is nothing in his hand. 

15 As he came forth of his mo- 
ther’s womb, naked shall he return 
to go as he came, and shall take 
nothing of his labour, which he 
may carry away in his hand. 

16 And this also 7s a sore evil, that 
in all points as he came, so shall he 
Be: and what profit hath he that 

ath laboured for the wind ? 

17 All his days also he eateth in 
darkness, and he hath much sorrow 
and wrath with his sickness. 

i8 { Behold that which I have 
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of riches. 


seen: it is good and comely for one 
to eat and to drink, and to enjoy the 
good of all his labour that he tak- 
eth under the sun all the days of his 
life, which God giveth him: for it 
is his portion. x 

19 Every man also to whom God 
hath given riches and wealth, and 
hath given him power to eat there- 
of, and to take his portion, and to 
rejoice in his labour; this is the 
gift of God. 

20 For he shall not much remem- 
ber the days of his life; because 
God answereth him in the joy of 
his heart. 


CHAPTER 6. 
1 Vanity of riches. 11 The conclusion of 
vanity. 


HERE is an evil which I have 
seen under the sun, and it is 
common among men: 

2 A man to whom God hath given 
riches, wealth, and honour, so that 
he wanteth nothing for his soul of 
all that he desireth, yet God giv- 
eth him not power to eat thereof, 
buta stranger eateth it: this is van- 
ity, ane it 7s an evil disease. 

3 9 If a man beget an hundred 
children, and live many years, so 
that the days of his years be many, 
and his soul be not filled with good 
and also that he have no burial; i 
say, that an untimely birth is better 
than he. 

4 For he cometh in with vanity, 
and departeth in darkness, and his 
name shall be covered with dark- 
ness. 

5 Moreover he hath not seen the 
sun, nor known any thing: this hath 
more rest than the other. 

6 J Yea, though he live a thousand 
years twice told, yet hath he seenno 
good: do not all go to one place ? 

7 Allthe labour of man 7s for his 
mouth, and yet the appetite is not 

ed. 

8 For what hath the wise more 
than the fool ? what hath the poor, 
that knoweth to walk before the 
living ? 

9 § Better is the sight of the eyes 
than the wandering of the desire: 
opis is also vanity and vexation of 
spirit. 

0 That which hath been is named 
already, and it is- known that it 7s 
man: neither may he contend with 
him that is mightier than he. 

11 J Seeing there be many things 
that increase vanity, what is man 
the better ? 

2 For who knoweth what is good 
for man in this life, all the days of 
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. The remedies 


his vain life which he spendeth as 
a shadow ? for who can tell a man 
vee shall be after him under the 
sun 


CHAPTER 7. 
Remedies against vanity — good name, pa- 
tience and wisdom. 
GOOD name is better than 
precious ointment; and the 
day of death than the day of one’s 
birth. 

2 § Jt 7s better to go to the house 
of mourning, than to go to the 
house of feasting: for that is the 
end of all men: and the living will 
lay it to his heart. 

8 Sorrow és better than laughter; 
for by the sadness of the counte- 
nance the heart is made better. 

__4 The heart of the wise is in the 
house of mourning; but the heart 
of fools is in the house of mirth, 

5 Jt is better to hear the rebuke 
of the wise, than for a man to hear 
the song of fools. : 

6 For as the crackling of thorns 
under a pot, sois the laughter of the 
fool: this also 7s vanity. 

7 § Surely oppression maketh a 
wise man mad; and a gift destroy- 
eth the heart. : 

8 Better is the end of a thing than 
the beginning thereof: and the 
patient in spirit is better than the 
proud in spirit. re 

9 Be not hasty in thy spirit to be 
angry: for anger resteth in the 
bosom of fools. 

10 Say not thou, What is the cause 
that the former days were better 
than these ? for thou dost not en- 

uire wisely concerning this. 

1 § Wisdom is good with an in- 
heritance: and by it there is profit 
to them that see the sun. 

12 For wisdom is a defence, and 
money is a defence: but the excel- 
lency of knowledge is, that wisdom 
giveth life to them that have it. 

13 Consider the work of God: for 
who can make that straight, which 
he hath made crooked ? 

14 In the day of prosperity be 
joyful, but in the day of adversity 
consider: God also hath set the one 
over against the other, to the end 
that man should find nothing after 


m. 
15 All things have I seen in the days 
of my vanity: there is a just man 
that perisheth in his righteousness, 
and there is a wicked man that 


he oie his life in his wicked- 
ess. 
16 Be not righteous over much; 
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against vanity. 
bie shouldest thou destroy thy: 
self 7 

17 Be not over much wicked, nei- 
ther be thou foolish: why shouldest 
thou die before thy time? 

18 St is eee that thou shouldest 
take hold of this; yea, also trom 
this withdraw not thine hand. for 
he that feareth God shall come 
torth of them all. 

19 Wisdom strengtheneth the wise 
more than ten mighty men which 
are in the city. 

20 For there 7s not a just man upon 
Cartis that doeth good, and sinneth 
not. 

zl Also take no heed unto all 
words that are spoken; lest thou 
hear thy servant curse thee: 

22 For oftentimes also thine own 
heart knoweth that thou thyself 
likewise hast cursed others. 

23 § All this have I proved py wis- 
dom: I said, I will be wise; but it 
was far from me. 

24 That which is far off, and ex- 
ceeding deep, who can find it out ? 

25 Lapplied mine heart to know, 
and to search, and to seek out wis- 
dom, and the reason of things, and 
to know the wickedness o folly, 
even of foolishness and madness: 
26 And J find more bitter than 
death the woman, whose heart is 
snares and nets, and her hands as 
bands: whoso pleaseth God shall 
escape from her; but the sinner 
shall be taken by her. 

27 Behold, this have I found, saith 
the preacher, counting one by one, 
to find out the account: 

28 Which yet my soul seeketh, but 
I find not: one man among a thou- 
sand have I found; but a woman 
among all those have I not found. 

29 Lo, this only have I found, that 
God hath made man upright; but 
ipey have sought out many inven- 
ions. 


CHAPTER 8. 


1 Respect for rulers. 12 The godly and 
wicked contrasted. 16 Unsearchableness 
of God’s work. 

W Ho is as the wise man? and 

who knoweth the interpreta- 
tion of a thing ? a man’s wisdom 
maketh his face to shine, and the 
boldness of his face shall be 
changed. 

2 Lcounsel thee to keep the king’s 
commandment, and that in regard 
of the oath of God. 

3 Be not hasty to go out of his 
sight: stand not in an evil thin - 
for he doeth whatsoever please 


neither make thyself over wise:! him. 
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4 Where the word of a king is, 
there is power: and who may say 
unto him, What doest thou ? 

5 Whoso keepeth the command- 
ment shall feel no evil thing: and 
a wise man’s heart discerneth both 
time and judgment. 

6 § Because to every purpose 
there is time and judgment, there- 
fore the misery of man is great 
upon him. 

7 For he knoweth not that which 
shall be: for who can tell him when 
it shall be ? 

8 There is no man that hath power 
over the spirit to retain the spirit; 
neither hath he power in the day o 
death: and there is no discharge in 
that war; neither shall wickedness 
deliver those that are given to it. 

9 All this have I seen, and applied 
my. heart unto every work that is 
done under the sun: there is a time 
wherein one man ruleth over an- 
other to his own hurt. 

10.And so I saw the wicked buried, 
who had come and gone from the 
place of the holy, and they were 
forgobuen in the city where they 
had so done: this is also vanity. 

11 Because sentence against an 
evil work is not executed speedily 
therefore the heart of the sons of 
men is fully set in them to do evil. 

* 2 Though a sinner do evil an 
hundred times, and his days be 
rolonged, yet surely I know that 
t shall be well with them that fear 

God, which fear before him: 

13 But it shall not be well with the 
wicked, neither shall he prolong his 
days, which are aS a shadow; be- 
cause he feareth not before God. 

14 There is a vanity which is done 
upon the earth; that there be just 
men, unto whom it happeneth ac- 
cording to the work of the wicked; 
aoa there be wicked men, to 
whom it pap aaern according to 
the work of the righteous: I said 
that this also is vanity. 

15 Then I commended mirth, be- 
cause a man hath no better thing 
under the sun, than to eat, and to 
drink, and to be merry: for that 
shall abide with him of his labour 
the days of his life, which God giv- 
eth him under the sun. 

16 { When I applied mine heart to 
know wisdom, and to see the busi- 
ness that is done upon the earth: 
(for also there is that neither day 
nor night seeth sleep with his 


eyes:) 

{7 Then I beheld all the work of 
God, that a man cannot find out 
the work that is done under the 
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sun: because though a man labour 
to seek i¢ out, yet he shall not find 
it; yea farther; though a wise man 
think to know it, yet shall he not 
be able to find 7. 


CHAPTER 9. 

1 Like things happen to the godly and un- 
godly. 7 Enjoying the good of life. 13 
Wisdom better than strength. 

Sua all this I considered in my 

heart even to declare all this, 
that the righteous, and the wise 
and their works, are in the hand of 

God: no man knoweth either love 

or hatred by all that is before them. 

2 All things come alike to all: there 
is one event to the righteous, and 
to the wicked; to the good and to 
the clean, and to the unclean; to 
him that sacrificeth, and to him 
that sacrificeth not: as 7s the good, 
so is the sinner; and he that swear- 
eth, as he that feareth an oath. 

3 This is an evil among all things 
that are done under the sun, that 
there is one event untoall: yea, also 
the heart of the sons of men is full 
of evil, and madness is in their 
heart while they live, and after 
that they go to the dead. 

4 4 For to him that is joined to all 
the living there is hope: fora living 
dog is better than a dead lion. 

5 For the living know that they 
shall die: but the dead know not 
any thing, neither have they any 
more a reward; for the memory of 
them is forgotten. 2 

6 Also their love, and their hatred, 
and their envy, is now perished; 
neither have they any more a por- 
tion for ever in any thing that is 
done under the sun. 

79 Go thy way, eat thy bread 
with joy, and drink thy wine with 
a merry heart; for God now ac- 
cepteth thy works. 3 ; 

8 Let thy garments be always 
white; and let thy head lack no 
ointment. , 

9 Live joyfuliy with the wife 
whom thou lovest all the days of 
the life of thy vanity, which he 
hath given thee under the sun, all 
the days of thy vanity: for that is 
thy portion in ¢his life, and in thy 
laDour which thou takest under the 
sun. 

10 Whatsoever thy hand findeth to . 
do, do it with thy might; for there 
is nO work, nor device, nor know- 
ledge, nor wisdom, in the grave, 
whither thou goest. 

ll { Ireturned, and saw under the 
sun, that the race is not to the swift, 
nor the battle to the strong, neither 
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How to enjoy the 
yet bread to the wise, nor yet riches 


to men of understanding, nor yet| b 


favour to men of skill; but time and 
chance happeneth to them all. i 
12 For man also knoweth not his 
time: as the fishes that are taken 
in an evil net, and as the birds that 
are caught in the snare; so are the 
sons of men snared in an evil time, 
when it falleth suddenly upon 


them. 

13 9 This wisdom have I seen also 
under the sun, and it seemed great 
unto me: 

14 There was a little city, and few 
men within it; and there came a 
great king against it, and besieged 
i, and built great pulwarks against 


it: 

15 Now there was found in it a 
poor wise man, and he by his wis- 
dom delivered the city; yet no 
man remembered that same poor 
man. 

16 Then said I, Wisdom is better 
than strength: nevertheless the 
pow man’s wisdom 7s despised, and 

is words are not heard. 

17 The words of wise men are 
heard in quiet more than the cry of 
him that ruleth among fools. 

18 Wisdom is better than weapons 
of war: but one sinner destroyeth 
mueh good. 


CHAPTER 10. 


1 Observations on wisdom, folly, riot and 
money. 20 Reverent thoughts for kings. 
EAD flies cause the ointment of 
the apothecary to send forth a 
stinking savour: so doth a little 
folly him that is in reputation for 
wisdom and honour. 

2 A wise man’s heart is at his 
‘i pe hand; but a fool’s heart at his 
eft. 

3 Yea also, when he that is a fool 

walketh by the way, his wisdom 
faileth him, and he saith to every 
one that he is a fool. 

4 If the spirit of the ruler rise up 
against thee, leave not thy place; 
for yielding pacifieth great of- 
fences. 

5 There is an evil which I have seen 
under the sun, as an error which 
proceedeth from the ruler: 

6 Folly is set in great dignity, and 
the rich sit in low place. 

7 I have seen servants upon 
horses, and princes walking as ser- 
vants upon the earth. 

8 He that diggetha pit shall fall 
into it; and whoso breaketh an 
hedge, a serpent shall bite him. 

9 Whoso removeth stones shall be 
hurt therewith; and he that cleay- 
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good of this life. 
eth wood shall be endangered there- 


Vv. 
10 If the iron be blunt, and he do 
not whet the edge, then must he 
put to more strength: but wisdom 
as profitable to direct. 

11 Surely the serpent will bite 
without enchantment; and a bab- 
bler is no better. 

12 The words of a wise man’s 
mouth are gracious; but the lips of 
a fool will swallow up himself. 

13 The beginning of the words of 
his mouth is foolishness: and the 
end of his talk is mischievous mad- 
ness. 

14 A fool also is full of words: a 
man cannot tell what shall be; and 
what shall be after him, who can 
tell him ? 

15 The labour of the foolish weari- 
eth every one of them, because he 
knoweth not how to go to the city. 

16 § Woe to thee, land, when 
thy king is a child, and thy princes 
eat in the Te. 

17 Blessed art thou, O land, when 
thy king is the son of nobles, and 
thy princes eat in due season, for 
strength, and not for drunkenness ! 

18 § By much slothfulness the 
building decayeth; and through 
idleness of the hands the house 
droppeth through. 

19 ¥ A feast is made for laughter, 
and wine maketh merry: but 
money answereth all things. 

20 § Curse not the king, no not in 
thy thought; and curse not the 
rich in thy bedchamber: fora bird 
of the air shall carry the voice, and 
that which hath wings shail tell the 
matter. 


CHAPTER 11. 
1 Directions for charity. 9 Thought of 
God’s judgment.

12 And the harp, and the viol, the 
tabret, and pipe, and wine, are in 
their feasts: but they regard not 
the work of the LORD, neither con- 
sider the operation of his hands. 

13 | Therefore my people are gone 
into captivity, because they have 
no knowledge: and their honour- 
able men are famished, and their 
multitude dried up with thirst. 

4 Therefore hell hath enlarged 
herself, and opened her mouth 
without measure: and their glory, 
and their multitude, and _ their 
pomp, and he that rejoiceth, shall 
descend into it. 

15 And the mean man shall be 
brought down, and the mighty man 
shall be humbled, and the eyes of 
the lofty shall be humbled: 

16 But the LorRD of hosts shall 
be exalted in judgment, and God 
that is holy shall be sanctified in 
righteousness.

25 Therefore is the anger of the 
LorRD kindled against his people, 
and he hath stretched forth his 
hand against them, and hath smit- 
ten them: and the hills did tremble, 
and their carcases were torn in the 
midst of the streets. For all this 
his anger is not turned away, but 
his hand is stretched out still. _ 

26 { And he will lift up an ensign 
to the nations from far, and will 
hiss unto them from the end of the 
earth: and, behold, they shall come 
with speed swiftly: 

27 None shall be weary nor stum- 
ble among them ; none shall slumber 
nor sleep; neither shall the girdle of 
their loins be loosed, nor the latchet 
of their shoes be broken: . 

28 Whose arrows are sharp, and 
all their bows bent, their horses’ 
hoofs shall be counted like flint, and 
their wheels like a whirlwind: 

29 Their roaring shall be like a lion, 
they shall roar like oun lions: yea, 
they shall roar, and lay hold of the 
prey, and shall carry if away safe, 
and none shall deliver z¢. 

30 And in that day they shall roar 
against them like the roaring of the 
sea: and if one look unto the land 
behold darkness and sorrow, and | 
the light is darkened in the heavens 
thereof.

CHAPTER 7.

38 Then said the LORD unto f-sa/iah, 
Go forth now to meet A’haz, thou, 
and She’ar-ja’/shtb thy son, at the 
end of the conduit of the upper

eld; 

4 And say unto him, Take heed, 
and be quiet; fear not, neither be 
fainthearted for the two tails of 
these smoking firebrands, for the 
fierce anger of Re’zin with Syr’i-a, 
and of the son of Rém-a-li’/ah. 

5 Because Syr-i-a, E/phra-im, and 
the son of Rém-a-li’ah, have taken 
evil counsel against thee, saying, 

6 Let us go up against Ju/dah, and 
vex it, and iet us make a breach 
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therein for us, and set a king in 
_ Mestay of it, even the son of Ta/- 

De-al : 

7 Thus saith the Lord Gop, Itshall 
not stand, neither shall it come to 
pass. 

8 For the head of Syr’i-a is Da- 
mas’cus, and the head of Da-mas’/- 
cus is Re’zin ; and within threescore 
and five years shall E’/phra-im be 
broken, that it be not a people. 

9 And the head of E’phra-im is Sa- 
ma/ri-a, and the head of Sa-ma/ri-2 
is Rém-a-li/ah’s son. If ye will 
not believe, surely ye shail not be 
established. 

10 § Moreover the LORD spake 
again unto A’haz, saying, 

1 Ask thee a sign of the LorD thy 
God; ask it either in the depth, or 
in the height above. 

12 But A’haz said, I will not ask, 
neither will I tempt the LORD. 

13 And he said, Hear ye now, O 
house of Da/vid; J/s it a small thing 
for you to weary men, but will ye 
weary my God also ? 

14 Therefore the Lord himself shall 
give you a sign; Behold, a virgin 
shall conceive, and bear a son, and 
shall call his name Im-man‘t-el. 

15 Butter and honey shall he eat, 
that he may know to refuse the 
evil, and choose the good. 

16 For before the child shall know 
to refuse the evil, and choose the 
good, the land that thou abhorrest 
shall be forsaken of both her kings. 

17 § The LorD shall bring upon 
thee, and upon thy people, and upon 
thy father’s house, days that have 
not come; from the day that E’/phra- 
im departed from Ju’dah; even the 
king of As-syr’i-a. 

18 And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that the LORD shall hiss 
for the fly that 7s in the uttermost 
part of the rivers of E’/sypt, and for 
Meier that 7s in the land of As- 
syr’i-a. 

9 And they shall come, and shall 
rest all of them in the desolate val- 
leys, and in the holes of the rocks 
and upon all thorns, and upon all 
bushes. 

20 In the same day shall the Lord 
shave with a razor that is hired, 
namely, by them beyond the river, 
by the king of As-syr’i-a, the head 
and the hair of the feet: and it shall 
also consume the beard. 

21 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that a man Shall nourish a 
young cow, and two sheep; 

22 And it shall come to pass, for 
the abundance of milk that they 
shall give he shall eat butter: for 
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butter and honey shall every one 
eat that is left in the land. 

23 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that every place shall be, 
where there were a thousand vines 
at a thousand silverlings, it shall 
even be for briers and thorns. 

24 With arrows and with bows 
shall men come thither; because 
all the land shall become briers and 
thorns. 

25 And on all hills that shall be 
digged with the mattock, there 
shall not come thither the fear of 
briers and thorns: but it shall be 
for the sending forth of oxen, and 
for the treading of lesser cattle. 


CHAPTER 8.

5 J The LORD spake also unto me 
geese saying 

Forasmuch as this people refus- 
eth the waters of Shi-l0’ah that go 
softly, and rejoice in Reé’zin and 

Rem-a-li/ah’s son; 

7 Now therefore, behold, the Lord 
bringeth up upon them the waters 
of the river, strong and many, even 
the king of As-syr’i-a, and all his 
glory: and he shall come up over 
. all his channels, and go over all his 

banks: 

8 And he shall pass through Ju’- 
dah; he shall overflow and go over 
he shall reach even to the neck ; anc 
the stretching out of his wings shall 
fill the breadth of thy land, O in- 
man’t-el. 

9 ¥ Associate yourselves, O ye 
people, and ye shall be broken in 
pieces; and give ear, all ye of far 
countries: ie yourselves, and ye 
shall be broken in pieces; gud your- 
selves. and ye shall be 
pieces.

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10 Take counsel together, and it. 
shall come to nought; speak the 
word, and it shall not stand: for 
God is with us. 

1l J For the LORD spake thus to 
me with a strong hand, and in- 
structed me that I should not walk 
in the way of this people, saying, 

12 Say ye not, A confederacy, to 
all them to whom this people shall 
say, A confederacy ; neither fear ye 
their fear, nor be afraid. 

13 Sanctify the LORD of hosts him- 
self; and det him be your fear, and 
let him be your dread.

21 And they shall pass through it 
hardly bestead and hungry: and i 
shall come to pass, that when they 
shall be hungry, they shall fret 
themselves, and curse their king 
and their God, and look upward. 

22 And they shall look unto the 
earth; and behold trouble and dark- 
hess, dimness of anguish; and they 
shall be driven to darkness. 


CHAPTER 9. 

1 Joy in affliction through the Prince of 
Peace. 8 Judgments upon Israel. 
EVERTHELESS the dimness 

1 shall not be such as was in her 

vexation, when at the first he light- 

ly afflicted the land of Zéb’u-lun 
and the land of Naph’ta-li, and 
afterward did more_ grievously 
afflict her by the way of the sea, be- 
yond Jor’dan, in Gal’/i-lee of the 
nations.

4 For thou hast broken the yoke 
of his burden, and the staff of his 
shoulder, the rod of his oppressor, 
as in the day of Mid’1-an. ‘ 

5 For every battle of the warrior 
is with confused noise, and gar- 
ments rolled in blood; but this shall 
be with burning and fuel of fire. 

6 For unto us a child is born, unto 
usason is given: and the govern- 
ment shall be upon his shoulder: 
and his name shall be called Won- 
derful, Counsellor, The mighty 
God, The everlasting Father, The 
Prince of Peace. 

7 Of the increase of his government 
aud peace there shall be no end, upon 
the throne of Da’vid, and upon his 
kingdom, to order it, and to es- 
tablish it with judgment and with 
justice from henceforth even for 
ever. The zeal of the LORD of hosts 
will perform this. 

8 § The Lord sent a word into 
de’cab:; and it hath lighted upon Is’- 
ra-el. 

9 And all the people shall know, 
even E’phra-im and the inhabitant 
of Sa-ma/ri-a, that say in the pride 
and stoutness of heart,

we will build with hewn stones: the 
sycomores are cut down, but we will 
change them into cedars.

17 Therefore the Lord shall have

hypocrite and an evildoer, and 
every mouth speaketh folly. For 
all this his anger is not turned 
sath but his hand 7s stretched out 
still. 

18 § For wickedness burneth as 
the fire: it shall devour the briers 
and thorns, and shall kindle in the 
thickets of the forest, and they shall 
mount up lke the lifting up of 
smoke. 

19 Through the wrath of the LORD 
of hosts is the land darkened, and 
the people shall be as the fuel of 
ne fire :no man shall spare his bro- 

1er. 

29 And he shall snatch on the 

right hand, and be hungry; and he 
shall eat on the left hand, and they 
shall not be satisfied: they shali 
eat every man the fiesh of his own 
arm: 
21 Ma-nas’seh, E’phra-im; and 
E’phra/‘im, Ma-nas’seh: and_ they 
together shall be against Ju’dah, 
For all this his anger is not turned 
Gaeys but his hand is stretched out 
still.

11 Shall I not, as I have done unto 
Sa-ma/ri-a and her idols, so do to 
Jé-ru’sa-lém and her idols? 

12 Wherefore it shall come to pass 
that when the Lord hath performed 
his whole work upon mount Zi/on 
and on Jé-ru/sa-lem, I will punish 
the fruit of the stout heart of the 
king of As-syr’i-a, and the glory of 
his high looks.

19 Thou shalt not see a fierce peo- 
ple, a people of a deeper speech 
than thou canst perceive; of a 
stammering tongue, that thou canst 
not understand. 

20 Look upon Zi’0n, the city of our 
solemnities: thine eyes shall see 
Jé-ru’sa-lem a quiet habitation, a 
tabernacle that shall not be taken 
down; not one. of the stakes there- 
of shall ever be removed, neither 
shall any of the cords thereof be 
broken. 

21 But there the glorious LORD 
will be unto us a place of broad 
rivers and streams; wherein shall 
gono galley with oars, neither shall 
gallant ship tind thereby. 

22 For the LORD is our judge, the 
LORD is our lawgiver, the LORD is 
our king; he will save us. 

23 Thy borage are loosed; they 
could not well strengthen their 
mast, they could not spread the 
sail: then is the prey of a great

5 I say, sayest thou, (but ee are 
but vain words) J have counsel and 
strength for war: now on whom 
dost thou trust, that thou rebellest 
against me?

6 Lo, thou trustest in the staff of 
this broken reed, on E’ yor: where- 
on if a man lean, it will go into his 
hand, and pierce it: so is Pha’raoh 
king of E’gypt to all that trust in 
him. 

7 But if thou say to me, We trust 
in the LORD our God: its it not 
he, whose high places and whose 
altars Héz-e-ki’ah hath taken away, 
and said to Ju’dah and to Jé-ru’sa- 
lém, Ye shall worship before this 
altar ? ) 

8 Now therefore give pledpes; I 
pray thee, to my master the king of 
As-syr'i-a, and I will give thee two 
thousand horses, if thou be able on 
thy Pa Ae to set riders upon them. 

9 How then wilt thou turn away 
the face of one captain of the least 
of my master’s servants, and put 
thy trust on E’gypt for chariots and 
for horsemen ?

12 ¢ But Rab’sha-keh said, Hath 
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my master sent me to thy master 
and to thee to speak these words ? 
hath he not sent me to the men that 
sit upon the wall, that they may eat 
their own dung, and drink their 
own piss with you? 

138 Then Rab’sha-keh stood, and 
cried with aloud voice in the Jews’ 
language, and said, Hear ye the 
words of the great king, the king of 
ASs-syr’1-a. 

14 Thus saith the king, Let not 
H€z-e-ki/ah deceive you: for he 
shall not be able to deliver you. 

15 Neither let Héz-e-ki/‘ah make 
you trust in the LORD, saying, The 
LORD will surely deliver us: this 
city shall not be delivered into the 
hand of the king of As-syr’1-a.

19 The workman melteth a graven 
image, and the goldsmith spreadeth 
it over with gold, and casteth silver 
chains. 

20 He that is so impoverished that 
he hath no oblation chooseth a tree 
that will not rot; he seeketh unto 
him a cunning workman to prepare 
a graven image, that shall not be 
moved. 

21 Have ye not known? have ye 
not heard ? hath it not been told you 
from the beginning? have ye not 
understood from the foundations of 
the earth ? 

22 /t is he that sitteth upon the 
circle of the earth, and the inhabit- 
ants thereof are as prarehopberys 
that stretcheth out the heavens as 
a curtain, and spreadeth them out 
as a tent to dwell in:

2 They stoop, they bow down to- 
peers they could not deliver the 

urden, but themselves are gone 
into captivity. 

3 § Hearken unto me, O house of 
Ja’cob, and all the remnant of the 
house of Is’ra-el, which are borne 
by me from the belly, which are car- 
ried from the womb: 

4 And even to your old age I am 
he; and even to hoar hairs will I 
carry you: Ihave made, and I will 
bear; even I will carry, and will 
deliver you. 

5 | To whom will ye liken me, 
and make me equal, and compare 
me, that we may be like? 

6 They lavish gold out of the bag, 
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and weigh silver in the balance, and 
hire a goldsmith; and he maketh 
it a god: they fall down, yea, they 
worship. 

7 They bear him upon the shoul- 
der, they carry him, and set him in 
his place, and he standeth; from his 
place shall he not remove: yea, one 
shall cry unto him, yet can he not 
answer, nor save him out of his 
trouble. 

8 Remember this, and shew your- 
selves men: bring 7¢ again to mind, 
O ye transgressors. 

9 Remember the former things 
of old: for I am God, and there is 
none else; / am God, and there is 
none like me, 

10 Declaring the end from the be- 
ginning, and from ancient times the 
things that are not yet done, saying 
My counsel shall stand, and I wil 
do. all my pleasure: 

11 Calling a ravenous bird from 
the east, the man that executeth 
my counsel from afar country: yea, 
I have spoken it, I will also ae 
it to pass; I have purposed it, I wil 
also do it. 

12 J Hearken unto me, ye stout- 
hearted, that are far from right- 
eousness: 

13 I bring near my righteousness ; 
it shall not be far off, and my sal- 
vation shall not tarry: and I will 
place salvation in Zi’0n for Is’ra-el 
my glory. 


CHAPTER 47. 


God’s judgments on Babylon and Chaldea. 

OME down, and sit in the dust, 

O virgin daughter of Bab’y-lon, 

sit on the ground: thereis no throne, 

O daughter of the Chal-dé’ans: for 

thou shalt no more be called tender 
and delicate. 

2 Take the millstones, and grind 
meal; uncover thy locks, make 
bare the leg, uncover the thigh, 
pass over the rivers. , 

38 Thy nakedness shall be uncov- 
ered, yea, thy shame shall be seen: 
I will take vengeance, and I will 
not meet thee as a man. 

4 As for our redeemer, the LORD 
of hosts 2s his name, the Holy One 
of ts’ra-el. ' 

5 Sit thou silent, and get thee 
into darkness, O daughter of the 
Chal-de’ans: for thou shalt no more 
be called, The lady of kingdoms. 

6 | I was wroth with my people, 
I have polluted mine inheritance, 
and given them into thine hand: 
thou didst shew them no mercy; 
upon the ancient hast thou very 
heavily laid thy yoke. 
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794 And thou saidst,I shall be a 
lady for ever: so that thou didst 
not lay these things to thy heart, 
neither didst remember the latter 
end of it. 

8 Therefore hear now this, thou 
that art given to pleasures, that 
dwellest carelessly, that sayest in 
thine heart, I am, and none else 
beside me; [shall not sit as a wid- 
ow, neither shall I know the loss 
of children: 

9 But these two things shall come 
to thee in a moment-in one day, 
the loss of children, and widow- 
hood: they shall come upon thee in 
their perfection for the multitude 
of thy sorceries, and for the great 
abundance of thine enchantments, 

10 § For thou hast trusted in thy 
wickedness: thou hast said, None 
seeth me. Thy wisdom and thy 
knowledge, it hath perverted thee; 
and thou hast said in thine heart, 
I am, and none else beside me. 

11 ¥ Therefore shall evil come 
upon thee; thou shalt not know 
from whence it riseth: and mis- 
chief shall fall upon thee; thou 
shalt not be able to put it off: and 
desolation shall come upon thee 
suddenly, which thou shalt not 
know. 

12 Stand now with thine enchant- 
ments, and with the multitude of 
thy sorceries, wherein thou hast 
laboured from thy youth; if so be 
thou shalt be able to profit, if so be 
thou mayest prevail. 

13 Thou art wearied in the mul. 
titude of thy counsels. Let now 
the astrologers, the stargazers, the 
monthly prognosticators, stand up, - 
and save thee from these things that 
shall come upon thee. 

14 Behold, they shall be as stub- 
ble; the fire shall burn them; they 
shall not deliver themselves from 
tho power of the flame: there shall 
not 6ea coal to warm at, nor fire to 
sit before it. 

15 Thus shall they be unto thee 
with whom thou hast laboured, even 
thy merchants, from thy youth: 
they shall wander every one to his 
quarter; none shall save thee. 


CHAPTER 48.

H=48 ye this, O house of Ja/cob, 

which are called by the name 
of Is’ra-el, and are come forth out 
of the waters of Ji’dah, which 
swear by the name of the LORD, and 
make mention of the God of Ig’ra- 
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el, but not in truth, nor in righteous- 
ness. 

2 For they call themselves of the 
boly city, and stay themselves upon 
the God of is’ra-el; The LoRD of 
hosts is his name. 

3 [have declared the former things 
from the beginning ; and they went 
forth out of my mouth, and I 
shewed them; Idid them suddenly, 
and they came to pass. 

4 Because I knew that thou art 
obstinate, and thy neck is an iron 
sinew, and thy brow brass; 

5 Ihave even from the beginning 
declared it to thee; before it came 
to pass I shewed i¢ thee: lest thou 
shouldest say, Mine idol hath done 
them, and my graven image, and 
my molten image, hath commanded 
them. 

6 Thou hast heard, see all this; 
and will not ye declare it? I have 
shewed thee new things from this 
time, even hidden things, and thou 
didst not know them. 

7 mney are created now, and not 
from the beginning; even before 
the day when thou heardest them 
not; lest thou shouldest say, Be- 
hold, I knew them. 

Yea, thou heardest not; yea, thou 
knewest not; yea, from that time 
that thine ear was not opened: for 
I knew that thou wouldest deal very 
treacherously, and wast called a 
transgressor from the womb. 

9 9 For my name’s sake will I 
defer mine anger, and for my praise 
will I refrain for thee, that I cut 
thee not off. 

10 Behold, I have refined thee, 
but not with silver; I have chosen 
thee in the furnace of affliction. 

1 For mine own sake, even for 
mine own sake, will I do i¢ : for how 
should my name be polluted? and 
I will not give my glory unto an- 


other. 
12 § Hearken unto me, O Ja’/cob 
and Is’ra-el, my called; Lam he; I 


am the first, L also am the last. 

13: Mine hand also hath laid the 
foundation of.the earth, and my 
right hand hath spanned the hea- 
vens: when I call unto them, they 
stand up together. 

14 All ye, assemble yourselves, 
and hear; which among them hath 
declared these things? The LORD 
hath loved him: he will do his plea- 
sure on Bab’y-lon, and his arm shall 
be on the Chal-dé’ans. 

15 I, even I, have spoken; yea, I 
have called him: I have brought 
him, and he shall make his way 
prosperous.

rom the beginning ; from the time 
that it was, there am I: and now 
the Lord GOD, and his Spirit, hath 
sent me.

7 7 How beautiful upon the moun- 
tains are the feet of him that bring- 
eth good tidings, that publishet 
peace; that bringeth good tidings of 
good, that publisheth salvation ; that 
saith unto Zi’0n, Thy God reigneth! 

8 Thy watchmen shall lift up the 
voice; with the voice together shall 
they sing: for they shall see eye to 
eye, when the LORD shall bring 
again Zi/0n. 

9 | Break forth into joy, sing to. 
gether, ye waste places of Jé-ru’sa- 
lém: for the LORD hath comforted 
his people, he hath redeemed Jé- 
ru’sa-lem. 

10 The Lorp hath made bare his 
holy arm in the eyes of all the na- 
tions; and all the ends of the earth 
shall see the salvation of our God.

7 § But the LORD said unto me,

thou shalt speak. 

8 Be not afraid of their faces: for 
I am with thee to deliver thee, 
saith the LORD. 

9 Then the LorD put forth his 
hand, and touched mymouth. And 
the LORD said unto me, Behold, I 
have put my words in thy mouth. 

10 See, I have this day set thee 
over the nations and over the king- 
doms, to root out, and to pull down, 
and to destroy, and to throw down, 
to build, and to plant. 

1l § Moreover the word of the 
LORD came unto me, saying, Jér-e- 
mi‘ah, what seest thou? An 
I see a rod of an almond tree. 

12 Then said the LORD unto me.

ah. 

16 And I will utter my judgments 
against them touching all their 
wickedness, who haye forsaken 


me, and have burned incense unto | p 


other gods, and worshipped the 
works of their own hands. 

17 { Thou therefore gird up thy 
loins, and arise, and speak unto 
them all that I command thee: be 
not dismayed at their faces, lest I 
confound thee before them. 

18 For, behold, I have made thee 
this day a defenced city, and an 
iron pillar, and brasen walls against 
the whole Jand, against the kings of 
Ju’dah, against the princes thereof 
against the priests thereof, an 
againnt the people of the land. 

9 And they shall fight against 
thee; but they shall not prevail 
against thee; for I am with thee, 
saith the LORD, to deliver thee. 


CHAPTER 2. 


Expostulation with Israel. 14 They 
_ cause their own calamities. 20 Judah's 
sins. 
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N OREOVER the word of the 
LORD came to me, saying, 

2 Goand cry in the ears of Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém, saying, Thus saith the LORD; 
I remember thee, the kindness 0! 
thy youth, the love of thine espou- 
sals, when thou wentest after me 
in the wilderness, in a land that was 
not sown. 

3 Is’ra-el was holiness unto the 
LORD, and the firstfruits of his in- 
crease: all that devour him shall 
offend ; evil shall come upon them, 
saith the LORD. 

4 Hear ye the word of the LorpD, O 
house of Ja’cob, and all the families 
of the house of Is’ra-el: 

5 9 Thus saith the LORD, What 
iniquity have your fathers found in 
me, that they are gone far from me 
and have walked after vanity, an 
are become vain? 

6 Neither said they, Where is the 
LORD that brought us up out of the 
land of E’gypt, that led us through 
the wilderness, through a land of 
deserts and of pits, through a land 
of drought, and of the shadow of 
death, through a land that no man 
passed through, and where no man 
dwelt? 

7 And I brought you into a plen- 
tiful country, to eat the fruit there- 
of and the goodness thereof; but 
when ye entered, ye defiled my land, 
and made mine heritage an abomi- 
nation. 

8 The priests said not, Where is the 
LORD ? and they that handle the 
law knew me not: the pastors also 
transgressed against me, and the 
prophets prophesied by Ba’al, and 
walked after things that do not 


rofit. 
9 9 Wherefore I will yet plead 
with you, saith the LORD, and with 
your children’s children will I 
plead. 

10 For pass over the isles of Chit/- 
tim, and see; and send unto Ke’dar 
and consider diligently, and see if 
there be such a thing. 

11 Hath < nation changed their 
gods, which are yet no gods? but 
my people have changed their glory 
for that which doth not profit. 

12 Be astonished, O ye heavens, 
at this, and be horribly afraid, be ye 
very desolate, saith the LoRpD. 

13 For my people have committed 
two evils; they have forsaken me 
the fountain of living waters, and 
hewed them out cisterns, broken 
cisterns, that can hold no water. 

4 4 Js ig’ra-el a servant? 7s hea 
homeborn slave ? why is he spoiled ? 

15 The young lions roared upon 
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him, and yelled, and they made his 
land waste: his cities are burned 
without inhabitant. 

16 Also the children of Noph and 
Ta-hap’a-nes have broken the crown 
of thy head. 

17 Hast thou not procured this 
unto thyself, in that thou hast for- 
saken the LORD thy God, when he 
led thee by the way ? : 

18 And now what hast thou to d 
in the way of E’sypt, to drink the 
waters of Si’/h6ér ? or what hast thou 
to do in the way of As-syr’i-a, to 
drink the waters of the river ? 

19 Thine own wickedness _ shall 
correct thee, and thy backslidings 
shall reprove thee: know therefore 
and see that i¢ is an evil thing and 
bitter, that thou hast forsaken the 
LORD thy God, and that my fear is 
not in thee, saith the Lord Gop of 
hosts. 

20 § For of old time I have broken 
thy yoke, and burst thy bands; and 
thou saidst, I will not transgress; 
when upon every high hill and un- 
der every green tree thou wander- 
est, piven the harlot. 

21 Yet I had planted thee a noble 
vine, wholly a right seed: how then 
art thou turned into the degenerate 
plant of a strange vine unto me? 

22 For though thou wash thee with 
nitre, and take thee much sope, yet 
thine iniquity is marked before me, 
saith the Lord Gop, 

23 How canst thou say, I am not 
polluted, I have not gone after Ba’- 
al-Im? see thy way in the valley, 
know what thou hast done: thou 
art a swift dromedary traversing 
her ways; 

24 A wild ass used to the, wilder- 
ness, that snuffeth up the wind at 
her pleasure; in her occasion who 
can turn her away? all they that 
seek her will not weary themselves; 
in her month they shall find her. 

25 Withhold thy foot from being 
unshod, and thy throat from thirst: 
but thou saidst, There is ng hope: 
no; for I have loved strangers, and 
after them will I go. 

26 As the thief is ashamed when 
he is found, so is the house of is’- 
ra-el ashamed; they, their kings 
their princes, and their priests, an 
their prophets, 

27 Saying to a stock, Thou art my 
father; and to a stone, Thou hast 
brought me forth: for they have 
turned their back unto me, and not 
their face: but in the time of their 
trouble they ‘will say, Arise, and 
save us. 

28 But where are thy gods that 
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thou hast made thee? let them 
arise, if they can save thee in the 
time of thy trouble: for according 
to the number of thy cities are thy 
gods, O Ju’dah. 

29 Wherefore will ye plead with 
me? ye all have transgressed 
against me, saith the LORD. 

30 In vain have JI smitten your chil- 
dren; they received no Correction: 
your Own sword hath devoured 
your prophets, like a destroying 
ion. 

31 J O generation, see ye the word 
of the LORD. Havel been a wilder- 
ness unto Is/ra-el? a land of dark- 
ness? wherefore say my people, 
We are lords; we will come no 
more unto thee ? 
32 Can a maid forget her orna- 


‘ments, or a bride her attire ? yet 


my people have forgotten me days 
without number. 

33 Why trimmest thou thy way to 
seek love ? therefore hast thou also 
taught the wicked ones thy ways. 

34 Also in thy skirts is found the 
blood of the souls of the poor inno- 
cents: I have not found it by se- 
cret search, but upon all these. 
_35 Yet thou sayest, Because I am 
innocent, surely his anger shall turn 
from me. Behold, I will plead with 
thee, because thou sayest, I have 
not sinned. 

36 Why gaddest thou about so 
much to change thy way? thou 
also shalt be ashamed o E’éypt, 
as thou wast ashamed of As-syr’i-a. 

37 Yea, thou shalt go forth from 
him, and thine hands upon thine 
head: for the LORD hath rejected 
thy confidences, and thou shalt not 
prosper in them.

10 And yet for all this her treach- 
erous sister Ju’dah hath not turned 
unto me with her whole heart, but 
feignedly, saith the LORD. 

11 And the LorD said unto me, 
The backsliding Is’ra-el hath justi- 
fied herself more than treacherous 
Ju’dah, 

12 {| Go and proclaim these words 
toward the north, and say, Return, 
thou backsliding Is’ra-el, saith the 
LORD; and I will not cause mine 
anger to fall upon you: for I am 
merciful, saith the LORD, and I will 
not keep anger for ever. 

13 Only acknowledge thine in- 
iquity, that thou hast transgressed 
against the LORD thy God, and hast 
scattered thy ways to the strangers 
under every green tree, and ye have 
not obeyed my voice, saith the 
LORD. 

14 Turn, O backsliding children, 
saith the LORD; for I am married 
unto you: and I will take you one 
of a city, and two of a family, and I 
will pring youto Z1/0n: 

15 And I will give you pastors ac-! 
cording to mine heart, which shall 
feed you with knowledge and un- 
derstanding. 

16 And it shall come to pass, when 
xe be multiplied and increased in 

he land, in those days, saith the 

LORD, they shall say no more, The 
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ark of the covenant of the LoRD: 
neither shall it come to mind: 
neither shall they remember it; 
neither shall they visit 7¢; neither 
Shall that be done any more. 

17 At that time they shall call Jé- 
ru’sa-lém the throne of the LORD; 
and all the nations shall be gathere 
unto it, to the name of the LORD, 
to Jé-ru’sa-lém: neither shall they 
walk any more after the imagina- 
tion of their evil heart. 

18 In those days the house of Ju’- 
dah shall walk with the house of 
Is‘ra-el, and they shall come to- 
gether out of the land of the north 
to the land that I have given for an 
inheritance unto your fathers. 

19 ButI said, How shall I put thee 
among the children, and give thee 
a pleasant land, a goodly heritage 
of the hosts of nations ? and I said 
Thou shalt call me, My father; and 
shalt not turn away from me. 

20 { Surely as a wife treacherously 
departeth from her husband, so 
have ye dealt treacherously with 
me, O house of fs/ra-el, saith the 
LORD. 

21 A voice was heard upon the 
high places, weeping and supplica- 
tions of the children of Is’ra-el: for 
they have perverted their way, and 
as y have forgotten the LORD their 

od. 

22 Return, ye_backsliding chil- 
dren, and I will heal your back- 
slidings. Behold, we come unto, 
wees for thou art the LORD our 

od. 


23 Truly in vain is salvation hoped 
for from the hills, and from the mul- 
titude of mountains: truly in the 
LORD our God is the salvation of 
Is’ra-el. 

24 For shame hath devoured the 
labour of our fathers from our 
youth; their flocks and their herds, | 
their sons and their daughters. 

25 We lie down in our shame, and 
our confusion covereth us: for we 
have sinned against the LORD our 
God, we and our fathers, from our 
youth even unto this day, and have 
not ohever the voice of the Lorp 
our God. 


CHAPTER 4. 
1 God’s call to Israel. 5 Judah exhorted 
to repentance.

the LORD, return unto me: and 
if thou wilt put away thine abomi- 
nations out of my sight, then shalt 
thou not remove.

17 As keepers of a field, are they 
against her round about; because 
she hath been rebellious against 
me, saith the LORD. 

18 Thy way and thy doings have 
procured these things unto thee; 
this 7s thy wickedness, because it 
is bitter, because it reacheth unto 
thine heart. : 

19 § My bowels, my bowels! I 
am pained at my very heart; my 
heart maketh a noise in me; I can- 
not hold my peace, because thou 
hast heard, O my soul, the sound of 
the trumpet, the alarm of war. ? 

20 Destruction upon destruction 
is cried; for the whole land is 
spoiled: suddenly are my tents 
spoiled, and my curtains in a mo- 
ment. 

21 How long shall I see the stand- 
ard, and hear the sound of the 
trumpet ? 

22 For my people zs foolish, they 
have not known me; they are sot- 
tish children, and they have none 
understanding: they are wise to do 
evil, but to do good they have no 
knowledge.

LORD. 

12 They have belied the LORD 
and said, /¢ is not he; neither shall 
evil come upon us; neither shall 
we see sword nor famine:

4 Take ye heed every one of his 
neighbour, and trust ye not in any 
brother: for every brother will ut- 
terly supplant, and every neighbour 
will walk. with slanders. 

5 And they will deceive every one 
his neighbour, and will not speak 
the truth: they have taught their 
tongue to speak lies, and weary 
themselves to commit iniquity. 

6 Thine habitation is in the midst 
of deceit; through deceit they re- 
fuse toknow me, saith the Lorp. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lorp of 
‘hosts, Behold, I will melt them, and 
try them; for how shall I do for 
the daughter of my people ? 

8 Their Sonne is as an arrow shot 
out; it speaketh deceit: one speak- 
eth peaceably to his neighbour with 
his mouth, but in heart he layeth 
his wait.

11 Thus shall ye say unto them, 
The gods that have not made the 
heavens and the earth, even they 
shall perish from the earth, and 
from under these heavens. 

12 He hath made the earth by 
his power, he hath established the 
. world by his wisdom, and hath 
stretched out the heavens by his 
discretion. 

13 When he uttereth his voice, 
there is @ multitude of waters in 
the heavens, and he causeth the 
vapours to ascend from the ends of 
the earth; he maketh lightnings 
with rain, and bringeth forth the 
wind out of his treasures.

20 My tabernacle is spoiled, and 
all my cords are broken: my chil- 
dren are gone forth of me, and the 
are not: there is none to stretc 
forth my tent any more, and to set 
be 4 my curtains. 

1 For the pastors are become 
brutish, and have not sought the 
LORD: therefore they shall not 
procpes: and all their flocks shall 

e scattered. 
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22 Behold, the noise of the bruit is 
come, anda great commotion out of 
the north country, to make the cit. 
ies of Ju’dah desolate, and a den of 
dragons. 

23 J O LORD, I know that the way 
of man is not in himself: it is not 
in man that walketh to direct his 
steps. 

_24 O LORD, correct me, but with 
judgment; not in thine anger, lest 
thou bring me to nothing. 

25 Pour out thy fury upon the 
heathen that know thee not, and 
upon the families that call not on 
thy name: for they have eaten up 
Ja’cob, and devoured him, and 
consumed him, and have made his 
habitation desolate. 


CHAPTER 11. 

1 The prophet proclaims God's covenunt. 
8 Disobedient Jews rebuked. 11 A pro- . 
phecy of evils. 

HE word that came to Jér-e. 
mi’ah from the LORD, saying, 

2 Hear ye the words of this cove- 
nant, and speak unto the men of 
Ju’dah, and to the inhabitants of 
J é-ru’/sa-lem - 

3 And say thou unto them, Thus 
saith the LORD God of is’ra-el; 
Cursed be the man that obeyeth 
not the words of this covenant, 

4 Which I commanded your fa- 
thers in the day that I brought them 
forth out of the land of E’gypt, 
from the iron furnace, saying, Obey 
me voice, and do them, according to 
all which [I command Poh so shall 
me ue my people, and I will be your 

od: 


5 That I may perform the oath 
which I have sworn unto your fa- 
thers, to give them a land flowing 
with milk and honey, as 7 is this 
day. Then answered I, and said, 
So be it, O LORD. 

6 Then the LORD said unto me, 
Proclaim all these words in the cit- 
ies of Ju’dah, and in the streets of 
Jé-ru’sa-lem, saying, Hear ye the 
words of this covenant, and do 
them. 

7 For I earnestly protested unto 
your fathers in the day that I 

rought them up out of the land of 
E’gypt, even unto this day, rising 
early and protesting, saying, Obey 
my voice. 

8 Yet they obeyed not, nor in- 
clined their ear, but walked eve 
one in the imagination of their ev 
heart: therefore I will bring upon 
them all the words of this cove. 
nant, which I commanded them to 
do; but they did them not. 
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9 And the LorD said unto me, A 
conspiracy is found among the men 
of Ju’dah, and among the inhabit- 
ants of Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

10 They are turned back to the 
iniquities of their forefathers, 
which refused to hear my words; 
and per went after other gods to 
serve them: the house of is’ra-el 
and the house of Ju/dah have bro- 
ken my covenant which I made 
with their fathers. : 

11 § Therefore thus saith the 
LORD, Behold, I will bring evil 
upon them, which they shall not be 
able to escape; and though they 
shall cry unto me, I will not heark- 
en unto them. 

12 Then shall the cities of Ju’/dah 
and inhabitants of Jé-ru’sa-lem go, 
and cry unto the gods unto whom 
they offer incense: but they shall 
not save them at all in the time of 
their trouble. 

13 For according to the number of 
thy cities were thy gods, O Ju’dah; 
and according to the number of the 
streets of Jé-ru’s4-lém have ye set 
up altars to that shameful thing, 
even altars to burn incense unto 
Ba’al. 

14 Therefore pray not thou for 
this people, neither lift up a cry or 
prayer for them: for I will not hear 
them in the time that they cry unto 
me for their trouble. 

15 What hath my beloved to do 
in mine house, seeing she hath 
wrought lewdness with many, and 
the holy flesh is passed from thee? 
when thou doest evil, then thou 
rejoicest. 

16 The LORD called thy name, A 

reen olive tree, fair, and of goodly 

ruit: with the noise of a great tu- 
mult he hath kindled fire upon it, 
and the branches of it are broken. 

17 For the LoRD of hosts, that 
planted thee, hath pronounced evil 
against thee, for the evil of the 
house of Iis/ra-el and of-the house 
of Ju’dah, which they have done 
against themselves to provoke me 
to anger in offering incense unto 
Baal. 

18 J And the LORD hath given me 
knowledge of zt, and I know it: 
er thou shewedst me their do- 

ngs. 

19 But I was like a lamb or an ox 
that is brought to the slaughter; and 
I knew not that they had devised 
devices ySpeed me, saying, Let us 
destroy the tree with the fruit 
thereof, and let us cut him off from 
the land of the living, that his name 
may be no more remembered. 
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20 But, O LoRD of hosts, that judg- 
est righteously, that triest the reins 
and the heart, let me see thy ven- 

eance on them: for unto thee have 

revealed my cause. 

21 Therefore thus saith the LORD 
of the men of An’a-thoth, that seek 
thy life, saying, Prophesy not in 
the name of the LORD, that thou 
die not by our hand: 

22 Therefore thus saith the LORD 
of hosts, Behold, I will punish 
them: the young men shall die by 
the sword; their sons and their 
daughters shall die by famine: 

23 And there shall be no remnant 
of them: for I will bring evil upon 
the men of An’a-thoth, even the 
year of their visitation. 


CHAPTER 12. 

1 Jeremiah's complaint of the prosperity 
of the wicked. 7 God laments the desola- 
tion of his heritage. 14 Promises to the 
penitent. 

IGHTEOUS art thou, O LORD, 

when I plead with thee: yet 
let. me talk with thee of thy judg- 
ments: Wherefore doth the way 
of the wicked prosper? wherefore 
are all they happy that deal very 
treacherously ? 

2 Thou hast planted them, yea, 
they have taken root: they grow, 
yea, they bring forth fruit: thou 
art near in their mouth, and far 
from their reins. 

3 But thou, O LORD, knowest me: 
thou hast seen me, and tried mine 
heart toward thee: pull them out 
like sheep for the slaughter, and 
preperr them for the day of slaugh- 

er. 

4 How ee shall the land mourn, 
and the herbs of every field wither, 
for the wickedness of them that 
dwell therein ? the beasts are con- 
sumed, and the birds; because they 
said, He shall not see our last end. 

5 § If thou hast run with the foot- 
men, and they have wearied thee, 
then how canst thou contend with 
horses? and v in the land of peace 
wherein thou trustedst, they wearie 
thee, then how wilt thou do in the 
swelling of Jor’dan ? 

6 For even thy brethren, and the 
house of ay father, even they have 
dealt treacherously with thee; yea, 
they have called a multitude after 
thee: believe them not, though 
they speak fair words unto thee. 

7 4 I have forsaken mine house, 
I have left mine heritage; I have 
given the dearly beloved of my 
soul into the hand of her enemies. 

8 Mine heritage is unto me as & 
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lion in the forest; it crieth out 
sega me: therefore have I hated 
1 | 

9 Mine heritage is unto me as a 
speckled bird, the birds round about 
are against her; come ye, assemble 
all the beasts of the field, come to 
devour. 

10 Many pastors have destroyed 
my vineyard, they have trodden 
my portion under foot, they have 
made my pleasant portion a deso- 
late wilderness. 

ll They have made it desolate, 
and being desolate it mourneth unto 
me; the whole land is made deso- 
late, because no man layeth it to 
heart. 

12 The spoilers are come upon all 
high places through the wilder- 
ness: for the sword of the LORD 
shall devour from the one end of the 
land even to the other end of the 
land: no flesh shall have peace. 

13 They have sown wheat, but 
shall reap thorns: they have put 
themselves to pain, dut shall not 
profit: and they shall be ashamed 
of your revenues because of the 
fierce anger of the LORD. 

14 J Thus saith the LORD against 
all mine evil neighbours, that touch 
the inheritance which [have caused 
my ee is‘ra-el to inherit; Be- 
hold, I wil] pluck them out of their 
land, and pluck out the house of 
Ju’dah from among them. 

15 And it shall come to pass, after 
that I have plucked them out I 
will return, and have compassion 
on them, and will bring them again 
every man to his heritage, an 
every man to his land. 

16 And it shall come to pass, if 
they will diligently learn the ways 
of my people, toswear by my name, 
The LORD liveth; as they taught 
my people to swear by Ba’‘al; then 
shall they be built in the midst of 
my people. : 

17 But if they will not obey, I will 
utterly pluck up and destroy that 
nation, saith the LORD.

7 7 O LORD, though our iniquities 
testify against us, do thou i for 
thy name’s sake: for our backslid- 
ings are many; we have sinned 
against thee. 

8 O the hope of is’ra-el, the sav- 
iour thereof in time of trouble, 
why shouldest thou be asa stranger 
in the land, and as a wayfaring man 
that turneth aside to tarry for a 
night? 

9 Why shouldest thou be as a man 
astonied, as a mighty man that can- 
not save? yet thou, O LORD, art in 
the midst of us, and we are called 
ee thy name; leave us not. 

0 7 Thus saith the LORD unto this 
people, Thus have they loved to 
wander, they have not refrained 
their feet, therefore the LORD doth 
not accept them; he will now re- 
member their iniquity, and visit 
their sins. 

ll Then said the LORD unto me, 
Pray not for this people for their 


good. 

12 When they fast, I will not hear 
their cry; and when they offer 
burnt offering and an oblation, I will 
not accept them: but I will consume 
them by the sword, and by the fam- 
ine, and by the pestilence. 

13 § Then said I, Ah, Lord GoD!

11 The LORD said, Verily it shall 
be well with thy remnant; verily 
I will cause the enemy to entreat 
thee well in the time of evil and in 
the time of affliction. 

12 Shall iron break the northern 
iron and the steel ? 

13 Thy substance and thy trea- 
sures will I give to the spoil with- 
out price, and that for all thy sins, 
even in all thy borders.

1 Zedekiah inquires of Jeremiah. 8 Siege 
and captivity foretold. 11 The king’s 
house reproved. 

HE word which came unto Jér- 
e-mi/ah from the LORD, when: 
king Zéd-e-ki/ah sent unto him 

Pash’ur the son of Meél-chi’ah, and 

Zéph-a-ni’ah the son of Ma-a-se’jah 

the priest, saying, 

2 Enquire, I pray thee, of the LORD 
for us; for éb-u-chad-réz'zar kin 
of Bab’/y-lon maketh war agains 
us; if so be that the LORD will deal 
with us according to all his won- 
drous works, that he may go up 
from us. 

8 § Then said Jér-e-mi’ah unto 
them, Thus shall ye say to Zéd-e- 
ki/ah: 

4 Thus saith the LORD God of is’- 
ra-el; Behold, I will turn back the 
weapons of war that are in your 
hands, wherewith ye fight against 
the king of Bab’‘y-lon, and against 
the Chal-de’ans, which besiege you 
without the walls, and I will assem- 
me them into the midst of this 
city. 

5 And I myself will fighe against 
you with an outstretched hand and 
with a strong arm, even in anger, 
and in fury, and in great wrath. 

6 And I will smite the inhabitants 
of this city, both man and beast: 
they shall die of a great pestilence. 

7 And afterward, saith the LORD 
I will deliver Zéd-e-ki/ah king of 
Ju’dah, and his servants, and the 
people, and such as are left in this 
city from the pestilence, from the 
sword, and from the famine, into 
the hand of Né€b-u-chad-reéz’zar 
king of Bab’y-lon, and into the 
hand of their enemies, and into the 
hand of those that seek their life: 
and he shall smite them with the 
edge of the sword; he shall not 
spare them, neither have pity, nor 
have mercy. : 
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8 ¢ And unto this people thou shalt 
say, Thus saith the LoRD; Behold, 
I set before you the way of life, 
and the way of death. 

9 He that abideth in this city shall 
die by the sword, and by the fam- 
ine, and by the pestilence: but he 
that goeth out, and falleth to the 
Chal-de’ans that besiege you, he 
shall live, and his life shall be unto 
him for a prey. : 

10 For I have set my face against 
this city for evil, and not for good, 
saith the LORD: it shall be given 
into the hand of the king of Bab’- 
you; and he shall burn it with 

re 


11 ¢ And touching the house of the 
king of Ju’dah, say, Hear ye the 
word of the LORD; 

12 O house of Da’vid, thus saith 
the LORD; Execute judgment in 
the morning, and deliver him that is 
‘spoiled out of the hand of the op- 
pressor, lest my fury go out like fire, 
and burn that none can quench 7, 
because of the evil of your doings. 

13 Behold, I am against thee, O 
inhabitant of the valley, and rock of 
the plain, saith the LORD; which 
say, Who shall come down against 
us? or who shall enter into our 
habitations ? 

14 But I will punish you accord- 
ing to the fruit of your doings, 
saith the LORD: and I will kindle a 
fire in the forest thereof, and it 
si devour all things round about 
it. 


CHAPTER 22. 


1 Jeremiah exhorts to repentance. 10 His 
threats on Judah and her kings. 
HUS saith the LorD; Go down 
to the house of the king of Ju'- 
dah, and speak there this word, 

2 And say, Hear the word of th; 
LORD, O king of Ju’dah, that sittest 
upon the throne of Da’‘vid, thou, 
and thy servants, and thy people 
that enter in by these gates: 

8 Thus saith the LORD; Execute 
ye judgment and righteousness, 
and deliver the spoiled out of the 
hand of the oppressor: and do no 
wrong, do no violence to the stran- 
ger, the fatherless, nor the widow, 
neither shed innocent blood in this 


place. 
4 For if ye do this thing indeed, 
then shall there enter in by the 


gates of this house kings sitting 
upon the throne of Da’vid, ridin 
in chariots and on horses, he, an 
his servants, and his people. 

5 But if ye will not hear these 
words, I swear by myself, saith the 
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LORD, that this house shall become 
a desolation. 

6 For thus saith the LORD unto the 
king’s house of Ju’/dah; Thou .art 
Gil’e-Aad unto me, and the head of 
Leéb’a-non: yet surely I will make 
thee a wilderness, and cities which 
are not inhabited. 

7 And I will prepare destroyers 
against thee, every one with his 
weapons: and they shall cut down 
thy choice cedars, and cast them 
into the fire. x 

8 And many nations shall pass by 
this city, and they shall say every 
man to his neighbour, Wherefore 
hath the LORD done thus unto this 
great city? 

9 Then they shall answer, Because 
they have forsaken the covenant of 
the LORD their God, and wor- 
shipped other gods, and served 
them. 

10 § Weep ye not for the dead, 
neither bemoan him: but weep sore 
for him that goeth away: for he 
shall return no more, nor see his 
native country. 

11 For thus saith the LORD touch- 
ing Shal’lum the son of Jo-si/ah 
king of Ju’dah, which reigned in- 
stead of JO’si/ah his father, which 
went forth out of this place; He 
shall not return thither any more: 

12 But he shall die in the place 
whither they have led him captive, 
and shall see this land no more. 

13 § Woe unto him that buildeth 
his house by unrighteousness, and 
his chambers by wrong; that useth 
his neighbour’s. service without 
wages, and giveth him not for his 
work; 

14 That saith, I will build me a 
wide house and large chambers, 
and cutteth him out windows; and 
it is cieled with cedar, and painted 
with vermilion. 

15 Shalt thou reign, because thou 
closest thyself in cedar? did not 
thy father eat and drink, and do 
judgment and justice, and then iz 
was Well with him ? 

16 He judged the cause of the poor 
and needy; then it was well with 
hin: was not this to know me? 
saith the LORD. P 

17 But thine eyes and thine heart 
‘are not but for thy covetousnes 
and for to shed innocent blood, an 
for oppression, and for violence, 
to do it. i 

18 Therefore thus saith the LorD 
concerning Jé-hoi/a-kim the son of 
J0-si/ah king of Ju’/dah; They shall 
not lament for him saying, Ab m 
brother! or, Ah sister: they sh 
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not lament for him, saying, Ah 
lord! or, Ah his glory! 

19 He shall be buried with the 
burial of an ass, drawn and cast 
forte beyond the gates of Jé-ru’sa- 
ém. 

20 9 Go up to Léb’a-non, and cry; 
and lift up thy voice in Ba’/shan 
and cry from the passages: for all 
tt lovers are destroyed. 

21 I spake unto thee in thy pro- 
sperity; but thou saidst, I will not 
hear. This hath been thy manner 
from thy youth, that thou obeyedst 
not my voice. 

22 The wind shall eat up all thy 

astors, and thy Jovers shall go 
into captivity: surely then shalt 
thou be ashamed and confounded 
for all thy wickedness. 

23 O inhabitant of Léb’a-non, that 
makest thy nest in the cedars, how 
gracious shalt thou be when pangs 
come upon thee, the pain as of a 
woman in travail! 

As I live, saith the LORD, 
though Co6-ni’ah the son of Jé-hoi’- 
a-kim king of Ju’dah were the sig- 
net upon my right hand, yet would 
I pluck thee thence; 

25 And I will give thee into the 
hand of them that seek thy life, and 
into the hand of them whose face 
thou fearest, even into the hand of 
Néb-u-chad-réz’zar king of Bab’y- 
lon, and into the hand of the Chal- 


e’ans. 

26 And I will cast thee out, and 
thy mother that bare thee, into an- 
other country, where ye were not 
born; and there shall ye die. 

27 But to the land whereunto they 
desire to return, thither shall they 
not return. 

28 Js this man Co-ni’ah a despised 
broken idol? is he a vessel wherein 
is nO pleasure ? wherefore are they 
cast out, he and his seed, and are 
gadt into a land which ‘they know 
no ‘ 

29 O earth, earth, earth, hear the 
word of the LORD. 

30 Thus saith the LorpD, Write ye 
this man childless, a man tha¢ shall 
not prosper in his days: forno man 
of his seed shall prosper, sittin 
upon the throne of Da/vid, and rul- 
ing any more in Ju’dah. 


CHAPTER 23. 

1 Restoration of the scattered flock. 5 The 
righteous Branch and King. 9 False 
prophets and mockers. 

W ° be unto the pastors that 
destroy and scatter the sheep 

of my pasture ! saith the LorpD. 

2 Therefore thus saith the Lorp 
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God of is’ra-el against the pastors 
that feed my people’ Ye have scat- 
tered my flock, and driven them 


away, and have not visited them: 


behold, I will visit upon you the 
evil of your doings, saith the LORD. 

3 And I will gather the remnant 
of my flock out of all countries 
whither I have driven them, and 
will bring them again to their folds; 
and they shall be fruitful and in- 
crease. 

4 And I will set up shepherds over 
them which shall feed them: and 
they shall fear no more, nor be dis- 
mayed, neither shall they be lack- 
ing, saith the LORD. 

5 { Behold, the days come, saith 
the LORD, that I will raise unto 
Da’vid arighteous Branch, and a 
King shall reign and prosper, and 
shall execute judgment and justice 
in the earth. 

6 Inhis days Ju’dah shall be saved 
and Is’ra-el shall dwell safely: and 
this 7s his name whereby he shall be 
called, THE LORD OUR RIGHT- 
EOUSNESS. 

7 Therefore, behold, the days 
come, saith the LORD, that they 
shall no more say, The LORD liveth 
which brought be the children 0 
ig’ra-el out of the land of E’gypt; 

But, The LoRD liveth, which 
brought up and which led the seed 
of the house of Is‘ra-el out of the 
north country, and from all coun- 
tries whither I had driven them; 
lek they shall dwell in their own 
and. 

9 J Mine heart within me is broken 
because of the prophets; all my 
bones shake; I am like a drunken 
man, and like a man whom wine 
hath overcome, because of the 
LORD, and because of the words of 
his holiness. 

10 For the land is full of adulter- 
ers; for because of swearing the 
land mourneth; the pleasant places 
of the wilderness are dried up, and 
their course is evil, and their force 
is not right. 

ll For both prophet and priest are 

rofane; yea, in my house have I 

ound their wickedness, saith the 
LORD. 

12 Wherefore their way shall be 
unto them as slippery ways in the 
darkness: they shall be driven on, 
and fall therein: for I will brin 
evil upon them, even the year o 
their visitation, saith the LORD. 

13 And I have seen folly in the 
prophets of S4-ma/ri-a; they pro- 
phesied in Ba/al, and caused my 
people Ig’ra-el to err. 
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14 I have seen also in the prophets 
of Jé-ru’s4-lém_ an horrible t re. 
they commit adultery, and walk in 
lies: they strengthen also the hands 
of evildoers, that none doth return 
from his wickedness: they are all 
of them unto me as SOd’om, and 
the inhabitants thereof as GO-mor’- 


rah. 

15 Therefore thus saith the LORD 
of hosts concerning the prophets; 
Behold, I will feed them with 
wormwood, and make them drink 
the water of gall: for from the 
prophets of Jé-ru’sa-lém is profane- 
ness gone forth into all the land. 

16 us saith the LORD of hosts, 
Hearken not unto the words of the 
eeopue’s that prophesy unto you: 

hey make you vain: they speak a 
vision of their own heart, and not 
out of the mouth of the LORD. 

17 They say still unto them that de- 
spise me, The LorD hath said, Ye 
shall have peace; and they say unto 
every one that walketh after the 
imagination of his own heart, No 
evil shall come upon you. 

18 For who hath stood in the 
counsel of the LORD, and hath per- 
ceived and heard his word? who 
hath marked his word, and heard 


tt ? . 

19 Behold, a whirlwind of the 
LorRp is gone forth in fury, even 
a grievous whirlwind: it shall fall 
grisvously upon the head of the 
wicked. 

20 The anger of the LORD shall 
not return, until he have executed, 
and till he have performed the 
thoughts of his heart: in the lat- 
ee eae ye shall consider it per- 

ectly. 

21 I have notsent these prophets, 

et they ran: I have not spoken to 

hem, yet they prophesied. 

22 But if they had stood in my 
counse!, and had caused my people 
to hear my words, then they should 
have turned them from their evil 
way, and from the evil of their do- 


ings. 

23 Am I aGod at hand, saith the 
LORD, and nota God afar off ? 

24 Can any hide himself in secret 
places that I shall not see him? 
saith the LORD. Donot I fill hea- 
ven and earth? saith the LORD. 

25 I have heard what the prophets 
said, that prophesy lies in my name, 
saying, I have dreamed, have 
dreamed. 

26 How long shall this be in the 
heart of the prophets that prophesy 
lies ? yea, they are prophets of the 
deceit of their own heart; 


against false prophets. 


27 Which think to cause my people 
to forget my name by their dreams 
which they tell every man to his 
neighbour, as their fathers have 
forgotten my name for Ba/al. 

28 The prophet that hath a dream 
let him tell a dream; and he that 
hath my word, let him speak my 
word faithfully. What zs the cha 
to the wheat? saith the LORD. 

29 Js not my word like as a fire? 
saith the LORD; and like a ham- 
mer that breaketh the rock in 
pieces ? 

30 Therefore, behold, I am against 
the prophets, saith the LORD, that 
steal my words every one from his 
neighbour. 

31 Behold, I am against the pro- 
phets, saith the LORD, that use 
their tongues, and say, He saith. 

32 Behold, I am against them that 
prowhesy false dreams, saith the 

ORD, and do tell them, and cause 
my people to err by their lies, and 
by their lightness; yet I sent them 
not, nor commanded them: there- 
fore they shall not profit this peo- 
ple at all, saith the LORD. 

33 § And when this people, or the 
prophet, or a priest, shall ask thee, 
saying, What is the burden of the 
LORD” thou shalt then ai unto 
them, What burden? I will even 
forsake you, saith the LORD. 

34 And as for the prophet, and the 
priest, and the people, that shall 
say, The burden of the LorD, I will 
even punish that man and his 


-house. 


35 Thus shall ye say every one to 
his neighbour, and every one to his 
brother, What hath the LORD an: 
swered? and, What hath the LORD 
spoken ? 

36 And the burden of the LORD 
shall ye mention no more: for every 
man’s word shall be his burden; for 

,e have perverted the words of the 

iving God, of the LoRD of hosts 
our God. 

37 Thus shalt thou say to the pro- 
phet, What hath the LORD an- 
swered thee? and, What hath the 
LORD spoken ? 

38 But since ye say, The burden of 
the LORD; therefore thus saith the 
LORD; Because ye say this word, 
The burden of the LORD, and I have 
sent unto you, saying, Ye shall not 
say, The burden of the LORD; 

39 Therefore, behold, I, even I 
will utterly forget you, and I will 
forsake you, and the city that I 
gave you and your fathers, and cast 
you out of my presence: 

40 And I will bring an everlasting 
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reproach upon you, and a perpetual 
ana which shall not be forgot- 
en. 


CHAPTER 24. 


The good and bad figs type the restoration 

and captivity. 

4 hens LORD shewed me, and, be- 

hold, two baskets of figs were 
set before the temple of the LORD, 
after that Néb-u-chad-réz’zar king 
of Bab’y-lon had carried away cap- 
tive Jéc-o-ni’ah the son of Jé-hoi’a- 
kim king of Ju’dah, and the princes 
of Ju’dah, with the carpenters and 
smiths, from Jé-ru’sa-lem, and had 
brought them to Bab’y-lon. 

2 One basket had very good figs, 
even like the figs that are first ripe:

4 7 Again the word of the LORD 
came unto me, saying, 

5 Thus saith the LORD, the God of 
Is’ra-el; Like these good figs, so will 
I acknowledge them that are car- 
ried away captive of Ju’/dah, whom 
I have sent out of this place into the 
cate) of the Chal-dé’ans for their 
good. 

6 For I will set mine eyes upon 
them for good, and I will Ht: 
them again to this land: and I wil 
build them, and not pull them down; 
and I will plant them, and not pluck 
them up. 

7 And I will give them an heart to 
know me, that I am the LORD: 
and they shall be my people, and I 
will be their God: for they shall 
return unto me with their whole 
heart. 

8 ¢ And as the evil figs, which can- 
not be eaten, they are so evil; surely 
thus saith the LORD, So will I give 
Zéd-e-ki‘ah the king of Ju’dah, and 
his princes, and the residue of Jé- 
ru’sa-lém, that remain in this land 
pip ein that dwell in the land of 

ypt: 

9 And < will deliver them to be re- 
moved into all the kingdoms of the 
earth for their hurt, to be a reproach 
and a proverb, a taunt and a curse, 
in all places whither I shall drive 
them. 

10 And I will send the sword, the 
famine, and the pestilence, among 
them, till they be consumed from 
off the land that I gave unto them 
and to their fathers.

HE word that came to Jér-e-mi’- | 
ah concerning all the people of | 
Ju’dah in the fourth year of Jé-hoi’- 
a-kim the son of Jo-si/ah king of 
Ju’dah, that was the first year of 
Néb-u-chad-réz’zar king of Bab‘y- 


lon; 

2 The which Jér-e-mi’ah the pro- 
phet spake unto all the people of 
Ju’dah, and to all the inhabitants of 
Jé-ru’sa-lém, saying, 

3 From the thirteenth year of J6- 
si‘ah the son of A’mon king of Ju’- 
dah, even unto this day, that zs the 
three and twentieth year, the word 
of the LORD hath come unto me, 
and Ihave spoken unto you, rising 
pay and speaking; but ye have 
not hearkened. 

4 And the LORD hath sent unto 
you all his servants the prophets, 
rising early and sending them ; but 
ye have not hearkened, nor inclined 
your ear to hear. 

5 They said, Turn ye again now 
every one from his evil way, and 
from the evil of your doings, and 
dwell in the land that the LORD 
hath given unto you and to your fa- 
thers for ever and ever: 

6 And go not after other gods to 
serve them, and to worship them, 
and provoke me not to anger with 
the works of your hands; and I will 
do you no hurt. 

7 Yet ye have not hearkened unto 
me, saith the LORD; that ye might 
provoke me to anger with the 
Pear of your hands to your own 
1urt. 

8 | Therefore thus saith the LORD 
of hosts; Because ye have not 
heard my words, . 

9 Behold, I will send and take all 
the families of the north, saith the 
LORD, and Néb-u-chad-réz’zar the 
pitta of Bab’y-lon, my servant, and 
will bring them against this iand, 
and against the inhabitants thereof 
and against all these nations roun 
about, and will utterly destroy 
them, and make them an astonish- 
ment, and an hissing, and perpet- 
ual desolations. 

10 Moreover I will take from them 
the voice of mirth, and the voice- 
of gladness, the voice of the bride- 
groom, and the voice‘of the bride 
the sound of the millstones, and 
the light of the candle. 

11 And this whole land shall bea 
desolation, and an astonishment: 
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and these nations shall serve the 
king of Bab’y-lon seventy years. 

12 4 And it shall come to pass, 
when seventy years are accom- 
plished, that I will punish the king 
of Bab’y-lon, and that nation, saith 
the LORD, for their ini uity, and 
the land of the Chal-de’ans, and 
will make it perpetual desolations. 

13 And I will bring upon that land 
all my words which I have pro- 
nounced against it, even all that is 
written in this book, which Jer-e- 
mi/ah hath prophesied against all 
the nations. 

14 For many nations and great 
Kings shall ‘serve themselves of 
them also: and I will recompense 
them according to their deeds, and 
according to the works of their own 
hands. 

15 4 For thus saith the LORD God 
of is’ra-el unto me; Take the wine 
cup, of this fury at my hand, and 
cause all the nations, to whom I 
send thee, to drink it. 

16 And they shall drink, and be 
moved, and be mad, because of the 
sword that I will send among 
them. — 

7 Then took I the cup at the 

LORD’s hand, and made all the na- 
tions to drink, unto whom the LORD 
had sent me: 

18 To wit, Jé-ru’sa-lém, and the 
cities of Judah, and the kings 
thereof, and the princes thereof, to 
make thein a desolation, an aston- 
ishment, an hissing, and a curse; 
as it is this day; 

_19 Pha’/raoh king of E’gypt, and 
his servants, and his princes, and 
all his peonle ; 

20 And all the mingled people, and 
all the kings of the land of UZ, 
and all the kings of the land of the 
Phi-lis‘tines, and Ash’/kKe-lon, and 
Az’zah, and &Ek’ron, and the rem- 
nant of Ash’dod, : 

21 ©’dom, and M0’ab, and the chil- 
dren of Am/mon, 

22 And all the kings of Ty’rus, 
and all the kings of Zi'd0n, and the 
kings of the isles which a7e beyond 
the sea, 

23 De’dan, and Te’ma, and Buz, 
and all that are in the utmost cor- 


ners, 

24 And all the kings of A-ra’bi-a, 
and all the ae of the mingled 
people that dwell in the desert, 

25 And all the kings of Zim’ri, and 
all the kings of E/lam, and all the 
kings of the Medes, 

26 And all the kings of the north, 
far and near, one with another, and 
ali the kingdoms of the world, 
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which are upon the face of the 
earth: and the king of She’shach 
shall drink after them. 

27 Therefore thou shalt say unto 
them, Thus saith the LORD Of hosts 
the God of is’ra-el; Drink ye, and 
be drunken, and spue, and fall, and 
rise no more, because of the sword 
which I will send among you. 

28 And it shall be, if they refuse to 
take the cup at thine hand to drink, 
then shalt thou say unto them, 
Thus saith the LORD of hosts; Ye 
shall certainly drink. 

29 For, lo, I begin to bring evil on 
the city which is called by my 
name, and should ye be utterly un- 
punished? Ye shall not be unpun- 
ished: for I will call for a sword 
upon all the inhabitants of the 
earth, saith the LORD of hosts. | 

30 Therefore prophesy thou against 
them all these words, and say unto 
them, The LORD shall roar from on 
high, and utter his voice from his 
holy habitation; he shall mightil 
roar upon his habitation; he shall 
give a shout, as they that tread the 
grapes, against all the inhabitants 
of the earth. 

31 A noise shall come even to the 
ends of the earth; for the LORD 
hath a controversy with the na- 
tions, he will plead with all flesh; 
he will give them that are wicked 
to the sword, saith the LORD. 

32 Thus saith the LORD of hosts, 
Behold, evil shall go forth from na- 
tion to nation, and a great whirl- 
wind shall be raised up from the 
coasts of the earth. 

33 And the slain of the LORD shall 
be at that day from one end of the 
earth even unto the other end of the 
earth: they shall not be lamented, 
neither gathered, nor buried; they 
shall be dung upon the ground. 

34 J Howl, ye shepherds, andcry; 
and wallow yourselves in the ashes, 
ye principal of the fiock: for the 
days of your slaughter and of your 
dispersions are accomplished; and 
ye shall fall like a pleasant vessel. 

35 And the shepherds shall have 
no way to flee, nor the principal of 
the flock to escape. 

36 A voice of the cry of the shep- 
herds, and am howling of the prin- 
cipal of the fiock, shall be heard: 
for the LORD hath spoiled their 
pasture. 

37 And the peaceable habitations 
are cut down because of the fierce 
anger of the LORD. 

38 He hath forsaken his covert, as 
the lion: for their land is desolate 
because of the fierceness of the op- 
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pressor, and because of his fierce 
anger. 


. CHAPTER 26. 


1 Jeremiah exhorts to repentance. 8 His 
arrest. 10 His life threatened. 12 His 
vindication. 


N the beginning of the reign of 

Jé-hoi’a-kim the son of Jo-si/ah 
king of Ju’dah came this word from 
the LORD, saying, : 

2 Thus saith the LORD; Stand in 
the court of the LORD’S house, and 
speak unto all the cities of Ju’dah, 
which come to worship in the 
LORD’s house, all the words that 
I command thee to speak unto 
them; diminish not a word: 

3 If so be they will hearken, and 
turn every man from his evil way, 
that I may repent me of the evil, 
which I purpose to do unto them 
because of the evil of their doings. 

4 And thou shalt say unto them 
Thus saith the LoRD; If ye will 
not hearken to me, to walk in my 
law, which I have set before you, 

5 To hearken to the words of my 
servants the prophets, whom I 
sent unto you, both rising up early, 
and sending them, but ye have not 
hearkened ; = 

6 Then will I make this house like 
Shiloh, and will make this city a 
curse to all the nations of the 
earth. 

7 Sothe priests and the prophets 
and all the people heard Jér-e-mi’- 
ah speaking these words in the 
house of the LORD.

14 And I will satiate the soul of the 
priests with fatness, and my people 
shall be satisfied with my goodness, 
saith the LORD. 

15 § Thus saith the LORD; A 
voice was heard in Ra’/mah, lamen- 
tation, and bitter weeping; Ra’hel 
weeping for her children refused 
to be comforted for her children, 
because they were not. 

16 Thus saith the LORD; Refrain 
thy voice from weeping, and thine 
eyes from tears: for thy work shall 
be rewarded, saith the LORD; and 
they shall come again from the 
land of the enemy. : 

17 And there is hope in thine end, 
saith the LORD, that thy children 
shall come again to their own

18 { Lhave surely, heard E’phra-Im

19 Surely after that I was_turned, 
I repented; and after that I was in- 
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structed, I smote upon my thigh: I 
was ashamed, yea, even confound- 
ed, because I did bear the reproach 
of my youth. 

20 /s E’phra-im my dear son ? is he 
a pleasant child ? for since I spake 
against him, I do earnestly remem- 
ber him still: therefore ny bowels 
are troubled for him; I will surely 
have mercy upon him, saith the 
LORD. 

21 Set thee up waymarks, make 
thee high heaps: set thine heart 
toward the highway, even the wa 
which thou wentest: turn again, 
virgin of Is'ra-el, turn again to these 
thy cities. 

22 J How long wilt thou go about, 
© thou backsliding daughter? for 
the LoRD hath created a new thing 
in the earth, A woman shall compass 
aman. 

23 Thus saith the LORD of hosts, 
the God of Is’ra-el; As yet they 
shall use this speech in the land of 
Ju’dah and in the cities thereof, 
when I shall bring again their cap- 
tivity ; The Lorp bless thee, O hab- 
itation of justice, and mountain of 
holiness. 

24 And there shall dwell in Ju’dah 
itself, and in all the cities thereof 
together, husbandmen, and they 
that go forth with flocks. 

25 For I have satiated the weary 
soul, and I have replenished every 
sorrowful soul. 

26 Upon this lawaked, and beheld; 
end my sleep was sweet unto me. 

27 J Behold, the days come, saith 
the LorD, that I will sow the house 
of Is’ra-el and the house of Ju’dah 
with the seed of man, and with the 
seed of beast. 

98 And it shall come to pass, that 
like as f have watched over them, 
to pluck up, and to break down, 
and to throw down, and to destroy, 
and to afflict; so will I watch over 
them, to build, and to plant, saith 
the LORD.

TH word that came to Jér-e-mr’. 
ah from the LORD in the tenth 
year of Zéd-e-ki’ah king of J v’dah 
which was the eighteenth year of 
Néb-u-chad-réz’zar. 
2 For then the king of Bab’y-lon’s 
army besieged Jé-ru’sa-lem: and 
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Jeremiah’s complaint 
Jér-e-mi’ah the prophet was shut 
up in the court of the prison, which 
was in the king of Ju’dah’s house. 

3 For Zéd-e-ki’/ah king of Ju’dah 
bad shut him up, saying, Wherefore 
dost thou prophesy, and _ say, 'Thus 
saith the LORD, Bekold, I will give 
this city into the hand of the king 
of Bab’y-lon, and he shall take it; 

4 And Zéd-e-ki’ah king of Ju’dah 
shall not escape out of the hand of 
the Chal-de’ans, but shall surely be 
delivered into the hand of the kin 
of Bab’y-lon, and shall speak wit 
him mouth to mouth, and his eyes 
shall behold his eyes; 

5 And he shall lead Zéd-e-ki’ah to 
Bab’y-lon, and there shall he be 
until I visit him, saith the LORD: 
though ye fight with the Chal-de’- 
ans, ye shall not prosper. 

And Jér-e-mi’ah said, The 
word of the LORD came unto me, 
saying, 

7 Behold, Ha-nam’e-el the son of 
Shal’/lum thine uncle shall come 
unto thee, saying, Buy thee my field 
that is in An’a-thoth: for the right 
of redemption is thine to bow At: 

8 So Ha-nam/e-el mine uncle’s son 
came to me in the court of the pri- 
son according to the word of the 
LORD, and said unto me, Buy my 
field, I pray thee, that is in An/a- 
thoth, which is in the country of 
Bén’ja-min: for the right of inher- 
itance is thine, and the redemption 
is thine; buy it for thyself. Then I 
knew that this was the word of the 
LORD. 

9 And I bought the field of Ha- 
ham/e-el my uncle’s son, that was 
in An’a-thoth, and weighed him the 
money, even seventeen shekels of 
Silver. 

10 And I subscribed the evidence, 
and sealed it, and took witnesses, 
and weighed him the money in the 
balances. 

11 So I took the evidence of the 
purchase, both that which was 
sealed according to the law and 
custom, and that which was open: 

12 ‘And I gave the evidence of the 

urchase unto Ba/ruch the son of 

‘é-ri’ah, the son of Ma-a-sé’jah, in 
the sight of Ha-nam/e-el mine un- 
cle’s son, and in the presence of the 
witnesses that subscribed the book 
of the purchase, before all the Jews 
that sat in the court of the prison. 

_ 13 § AndI charged Ba’ruch before 
them, saying : 

14 Thus saith the Lorp of hosts, 
the God of Is’ra-el; Take these evi- 
dences, this evidence of the pur- 
chase, both which is sealed, and 
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this evidence which is open; and 

put them in an earthen vessel, 

thal they may continue many 
ays. 

15 For thus saith the LoRD of 
hosts, the God of Is’ra-el; Houses 
and fields and vineyards shall be 
possessed again in this land. 

16 { Now whenI had delivered the 
evidence of the purchase unto Ba/- 
ruch the son of Né-ri‘ah, I prayed 
unto the LORD, saying, 

17 Ah Lord Gop! behold, thou 
hast made the heaven and the earth 
by thy great power and stretched 
out arm, and there is nothing too 
hard for thee: 

18 Thou shewest lovingkindness 
unto thousands, and recompensest 
the iniquity of the fathers into the 
bosom of their children after them: 
the Great, the Mighty God, the 
LORD of hosts, is his name, | 

19 Great in counsel, and mighty in 
work: for thine eyes are open upon 
all the ways of the sons of men: 
to give every one pe och ca to his 
ways, and according to the fruit cf 
his doings: 

20 Which hast set signs and won- 
ders in the land of E’gypt, even unto 
this day, and in is’ra-el, and among 
other men; and hast made thee a 
name, as at this day; 

21 And hast brought forth thy 
people Is‘ra-el out of the land of 
E’gypt with signs, and with won- 
ders, and with a strong hand, and 
with a stretched out arm,and with 
great terror;

23 And they came in, and possessed 
it; but they obeyed not thy voice, 
neither walked in thy law; they 
have done nothing of all that thou 
commandedst them to do: there- - 
fore thou hast caused all this evil te 
come upon them: 

24 Behold the mounts, they are 
come unto the city to. take it; and 
the city is given into the hand of 
the Chal-dé’ans, that fight against it, 
because of the sword, and of the 
famine, and of the pestilence: and 
what thou hast spoken is come to 
pass; ancl, behold, thou seest it. 

25 d thou hast said unto me, O 
Lord GoD, Buy thee the field for 
money, and take witnesses; for 
the city is given into the hand of 
the Chal-de’ans. 

26 § Then came the word of the 
LORD unto Jér-e-mi'ah, saying, 

27 Behold, I am the LORD, the

God of all flesh: is there any thing 
too hard for me? :

13 Thus saith the Lorp, the God 
of is’ra-el; I made a covenant with 
your fathers in the day that I

of ©’gypt, out of the house of bond- 
men, saying, 

14 At the end of seven years let 
ye go every man his brother an He’- 
brew, which hath been sold unto 
thee; and when he hath served thee 
six years, thou shalt let him go tree 
from thee: but your fathers heark- 
ened not unto me, neither inclined 
their ear.

18 And I will give the men that 
have transgressed my covenant, 
which have not performed the 
words of the covenant which they 
had made before me, when they 
cut the calf in twain, and passed 
between the parts thereof, 

19 The princes of Ju‘dah, and the 
princes of Jé-ru‘sa-lém, the eu- 
nuchs, and the priests, and all the 
people of the land, which passed 
between the parts of the calf; 

20 I will even give them into the 
hand of their enemies, and into the 
hand of them that seek their life:

81/ah king of Ju’dah, saying, a 

2 Go unto the house of the Re’- 
chab-ites, and speak unto them, and 
bring them into the house of the 
LORD, into one of the chambers, 
and give them wine to drink. 

3 Then I took Ja-az-a-ni’ah the son 
of Jér-e-mi’ah, the son of Hab-a-zi- 
ni’ah, and his brethren, and all his 
sons, and the whole house of the 
Re’chab-ites ; 

4 And I brought them into the 
house of the LORD, into the chain- 
ber of the sons of Ha/nan, the son 
of Tgede AB, aman of God, which 
was by the chamber of the princes 
which was above the chamber of 
Ma-a-se’jah the son of Shal/lum, the 
keeper of the door: 

5 And I set before the sons of the 
house of the Re’chab-ites pots full 
of wine, and cups, and I said unto 
them, Drink ye wine. 

6 But they said, We will drink no 
wine: for Jon/a-dab the son of Re’- 
chab our father commanded us, 
saying, Ye shall drink no wine, 
neither ye, nor your sons for ever: 

7 Neither shail ye build house, nor 
sow seed, nor plant vineyard, nor 
have any: but all your days ye 
shall dwell in tents; that ye may 
live many days in the land where 
ye be strangers. 

8 Thus have we obeyed the voice 
of Jon’a-dab the son of Re’chab our 
father in all that he hath charged 
us, to drink no wine all our days, 
we, our wives, our sons, nor our 
daughters; 

9 Nor to build houses for us to 
dwellin: neither have we vineyard, 
nor field, nor seed: 

10 But we have dwelt in tents, 
and have obeyed, and done accord- 
ing to all that Jon’a-dab our father 
commanded us. 

11 But it came to pass, when Néb- 
u-chad-réz/zar king of Bab‘y-lon 
came up into the land, that we said, 
Come, and let us go to Jé-ru’/s4-lém 
for fear of the army of the Chal- 
de’angs, and for fear of the army of 
phe Syr'i-ans: so we dwell at Jé-ru’-

12 | Then came the word of the 
LORD unto Jér-e-mi’ah, saying, 

13 Thus saith fhe LorpD of hosts,

14 The words of JOn’a-dab the son 
of Re’chab, that he commanded his 
sons not to drink wine, are perform- 
ed; for unto this day they drink 
none, but obey their father’s com- 
mandment: notwithstanding I have 
spoken unto you, rising early and 
speaking; but ye hearkened not 
unto me.

17 Therefore thus saith the LORD 
God of hosts, the God of is’ra-el; 
Behold, I will bring upon Jut’dah

3 It may be that the house of Ju’- 
dah will hear all tiie evil which I 
purpose to do unto them ; that they 
may return every man from _ his 
evil way; that I may forgive their 
iniquity and their sin. 

4 Then Jér-e-mi’/ah called Ba/ruch 
the son of Né-ri/ah: and Ba/ruch 
wrote from the mouth of Jér-e-m1'- 
ah all the words of the LORD, which 
he had spoken unto him, upon aroll 
of a book. 

5 And Jér-e-mi/ah commanded Ba’- 
ruch, saying, Tamshut nD i I cannot 
go into the house of the LORD: 

6 Therefore go thou, and read in 
the roll, which thou hast written 
from my mouth, the words of the 
LORD in the ears of the people in 
the LORD’S house upon the fasting 
day: and also thou shalt read them 
in the ears of all Ju’dah that come 
out of their cities. 

7 It may be they will present their 
ate beac before the LorD, and 
will return every one from his evil 
way: for great is the anger and 
the fury th 
nounced against this people. 

8 And Ba’ruch the son of N6-ri’ah 
did according to all that Jér-e-mi/ah 
the prophet commanded him, read- 
ing in the book the words oft the 
LORD in the LORD'S house. 

9 And it came to pass in the fifth 
year of Jé-hoi/a-kim the son of J6- 
si‘ah king of Ju’dah, in the ninth 
month, that they proclaimed a fast 
before the LORD to all the people 
in Jé-ru’sa-lém, and to all the people 
that came from the cities of Ju/dah 
unto Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

10 Then read Ba‘ruch in the book 
the words of Jér-e-mi’ah in the 
house of the LORD, in the chamber 
of Gém-a-ri/ah the son of Sha’phan 
the scribe, in the higher court, at 
the entry of the new gate of the 
LORD’S house, in the ears of all the 
people. 

ll § When Mi-cha’/jah the son of

22 Now the king sat in the win- 
terhouse in the ninth month: and 
there was a fire on the hearth burn- 
ing before him. 

23 And it came to pass, that when 
Jé-hu’di had read three or four 
leaves, he cut it with the pen- 
knife, and cast 7t into the fire that 
was on the hearth, until all the roll 
was consumed in the fire that was 
on the hearth. 

24 Yet they were not afraid, nor 
reiit their garments, neither the 
king, nor any of his servants that 
heard all these words. 

25. Nevertheless El’na-than and 
Del-a-I’ah and Gém-a-ri/ah had 
made intercession to the king that 
he would not burn the roll: but he 
would not hear them. 

26 But the king commanded Jé- 
rah’me-el the son of Ham’me-léch, —

8 And Zeéd-e-ki/ah the king sent 
Je’hu-cal the son of Shél-e-mi‘ah 
and Zéph-a-ni’‘ah the son of Ma-a- 
sé’jah e priest to the prophet 
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Jér-e-mi’ah, saying, Pray now unto 
the Lorp our God for us. 

4 Now Jér-e-mi‘ah came in and 
went out among the people: for 
they had not put him into prison. 

5 Then Pha’/raoh’s army was come 
forth out of E’/gypt: and when the 
Chal-dé’ans that besieged Jé-ru’sa- 
1ém heard tidings of them, they de- 
parted from Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

6 4 Then came the word of the 
LORD unto the prophet Jér-e-mi’ab, 
saying, 

7 Thus saith the LORD, the God of 
Is‘ra-el; Thus shall ye say to the 
king of Ju’dah, that sent you unto 
me to enquire of me; Behold, Pha/- 
raoh’s cet which is come forth to 
help you, shall return to E’gypt inte 
their own land.

21 Then Zéd-e-ki/ah the king com- 
manded that they should commit 
Jér-e-mi’ah into the court of the 
ae and that they should give 

lim daily a piece of bread out of 
the bakers’ street, until all the 
bread in the city were spent. Thus 
Jér-e-mi/ah remained in the court 
of the prison. 


CHAPTER 38.

HEN Shéph-a-ti/ah the son of

13 So Néb’u-zar-4/dan the captain 
of the guard sent, and Neb-u-shas’- 
ban, Rab/-sa-ris, and Nér’gal-sha- 
re’zer, Rab/-nag, and all the king 
of Bab’y-lon’s princes; 

14 Even they sent, and took Jér-e- 
mi’ah out of the court of the prison, 
and committed him unto Géd-a- 
li’ah the son of A-hi’kam the son of 
Sha’phan, that he should carry him 
home: so he dwelt among the peo- 


ple. 

15 § Now the word of the LORD 
came unto Jér-e-mi’/ah, while he 
was shut up in the court of the 
prison, saying, 

16 Go and speak to E/béd-me’- 
léch the £-thi-0’pi-an, saying, Thus 
saith the LoRD of hosts, the God of 
Tg’ra-el; Behold, I will bring my 
words upon this city for evil, and 
not for good; and they shall be ac- 
gag in that day before thee. 

17 But I will deliver thee in that 
day, saith the LorpD: and thou 
shalt not be given into the hand of 
the men of whom thou art afraid. 

18 For I will surely deliver thee, 
and thou shalt not fall by the 
sword, but thy life shall be for a 
prey unto thee: because thou hast 
put thy trust in me, saith the LORD. 


CHAPTER 40. 


1 Jeremiah dwells with Gedaliah, the gov- 
ernor of Judah. 13 Ishmael’s conspiracy. 
HE word that came to Jér-e- 
mi/ah from the LORD, after 
that Néb/u-zar-a/dan the -captain of 
the guard had let him go from Ra’- 
mah, when he had taken him being 
bound in chains among all that were 
carried away captive of Jé-ru’sa- 
lém and Ju/dah, which were carried 
away captive unto Bab’y-lon. 

2 And the captain of the guard took 
Jér-e-mi/ah, and said unto him, The 
Lorp thy God hath pronounced 
this evil upon this place. 

8 Now the LorpD hath brought it, 
and done according as he hath‘said: 
because ye have sinned against the 
LorpD, and have not obeyed his 
voice, therefore this thing is come 
upon you. 

And now, behold, Iloose thee this 
day from the chains which were 
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repair to Gedaliah, 


upon thine hand. If it seem good 
unto thee to come with me into 
Bab’y-lon, come; and I will look 
well unto thee: but if it seem ill 
unto thee tocome with me _ into 
Bab’y-lon, forbear: behoid, all the 
land is before thee: whither it 
seemeth good and conyenient for 
thee to go, thither go. 

5 Now while he was not yet gone 
back, hesaid, Go back also to Ged-a- 
li’ah the son of A-hi‘kam the son of 
Sha/phan, whom the king of Bab’- 
y-lon hath made governor over the 
Cities of Jti/dah, and dwell with him 
among the people: or go whereso- 
ever it seemeth convenient unto 
thee to go. So the captain of the 
guard gave him victuals and a re- 
ward, and let him go. 

6 Then went Jer-e-mi/ah unto 
Géd-a-li’ah the son of A-hi/kam to 
Miz'pah; and dwelt with him 
among the people that were left in 
the land. 

7 4 Now when all the captains of 
the forces which were in the fields, 
even they and their men, heard that 
the king of Bab’y-lon had made 
Géd-a-li/ah the son.of A-hi’‘kam gov- 
ernor in the land, and had com- 
mitted unto him men, and women 
and children, and of the poor of 
the land, of them that_were not 
carried away captive to Bab’y-lon; 

8 Then they came to Géd-a-li’ah 
to Miz’pah, even ish’ma-el the son 
of Néth-a-ni’ah, and Jo-ha/nan and 
Jon’a-than the sons of Ka-ré’ah, and 
Sér-a-1’ah the son of Tan’hu-meth, 
and the sons of E’phai the Né-toph’- 
a-thite, and Jéz-a-ni’ah the son of a 
Ma-ach’a-thite, they and their men. 

9 And Géd-a-li’‘ah the son of A-hi’- 
kam the son of Sha’phan sware 
unto them and to their men, saying, 
Fear not to serve the Chal-de’ans: 
dwell in the land, and serve the 
king of Bab’y-lon, and it shall be 
well with you. 

10 As for me, behold, I will dwell 
at Miz’pah, to serve the Chal-de’ans, 
which will come unto us: but ye, 
gather ye wine, and summer fruits, 
and oil, and put them in your ves- 
sels,and dwell in your cities that 
ye have taken. 

1l Likewise when all the Jews 
that were in MO/ab, and among the 
Am’moOn-ites, and in E/dom, and 
that were in all the countries, heard 
that the king of Bab’y-lon had left 
a remnant of Ju’dah, and that he 
had set over them Géd-a-li/ah the 
son of A-hi‘kam the son of Sha/- 


phan; 
12 Even all the Jews returned out 
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of all places whither they were driv- 
en, and came to the land of Ju’dah 

to Géd-a-li‘ah, unto Miz’pah, and 

gathered wine and summer fruits 
very much. 

13 § Moreover J6-ha’nan the son of 
Ka-re’ah, and all the captains of the 
forces that were in the fields, came 
to Ged-a-li’/ah to Miz’pah, 

14 And said unto him, Dost thou 
certainly know that Ba/a-lis the 
king of the Am/mOn-ites hath sent 
ish’ma-el the son of Néth-a-ni’ah to 
slay thee ? But Géd-a-li’ah the son 
of A-hi‘kam believed them not. 

15 Then J6-ha’nan the son of Ka- 
re’ah spake to Géd-a-li‘ah in Miz’- 
pah secretly, saying, Let me go, I 
pray thee, and I will slay Iish’ma-el 
the son of Néth-a-ni’ah, and no man 
shall know i/ : wherefore should he 
slay thee, that all the Jews which 
are gathered unto thee should be 
scattered, and the remnant in Jt’- 
dah perish ? 

16 But Géd-a-li/ah the son of A-hi’- 
kam said unto J0-ha’/nan the son of 
Ka-re’ah, Thou shalt not do this 
thing: for thou speakest falsely of 
Ish’ma-el. 


CHAPTER 41. 

1 Ishmael kills Gedaliah and flees. 11 

Johanan recovers the captives. 

OW it came to pass in the sev- 

enth month, that Ish’ma-el the 
son of Néth-a-ni/ah the son of 
f-lish’a-ma, of the seed royal, and 
the princes of the king, even ten 
men with him, came unto Géd-a-li’- 
ah the son of A-hi‘kam to Miz’pah; 
and there they did eat bread to- 
gether in Miz'pah. 

2 Then arose Ish’ma-el the son of 
Néth-a-ni/ah, and the ten men that 
were with him, and smote Géd-a- 
ii/ah the son of A-hi/kam the son of 

ha’phan with the sword, and slew 

im, whom the king of Bab’jy-lon 
had made governor over the land. 

3 Ish’ma-el also slew all the Jews 
that were with him, even with Géd- 
a-li/ah, at Miz’pah, and the Chal-de’- 
ans that were found there, and the 
men of war. 

4 And it came to pass the second 
day after he had slain Géd-a-li‘ah, 
and no man knew if, 

5 That there came certain from 
She’chem, from Shi/loh, and from 
Sa-ma’ri-a, even fourscore men, hav- 
ing their beards shaven, and their 
clothes rent, and having cut them- 
selves, with offerings and incense 
in their hand, to bring them to the 
house of the Lorp.

ni/ah went forth from Miz’pah ta 
meet them, weeping all along as he 
went: and it came to pass, as he 
met them, he said unto them, Come 
to Géd-a-li’ah the son of A-hi/kam. 

7 And it was so, when they came 
into the midst of the city, that Ish’ 
ma-el the son of Néth-a-ni’ah slew 
them, and cast them into the midst 
of the pit, he, and the men that were 
with him. 

8 But ten men were found among 
them that said unto Ish’ma-el, Slay 
us not: for we have treasures in the 
field, of wheat, and of barley, and of 
oil, and of honey. So he forbare, and 
slew them not among their bre: 
thren. 

9 Now the pit wherein Ish’ma-el 
had cast all the dead bodies of the 
men, whom he had slain because of 
Géd-a-li/ah, was it which A’sa the 
king had made for fear of Ba/a-sha 
king of Is’ra-el: and Ish’ma-el the 
son of Néth-a-ni/ah filled it with 
them that were slain. 

10 Then tsh’ma-e]l carried away 
captive all the residue of the people 
that were in Miz’pah, even the king’s 
daughters, and all the people that 
remained in Miz'pah, whom Néb’u- 
zar-a'dan the captain of the guard 
had committed to @éd-a-li/ah the 
son of A-hi/kam: and Ish’ma-el the 
son of Néth-a-ni/ah carried them 
away captive, and departed to go 
over to the Am/mon-ites. 

ll But when Jo-ha/nan the son 
of Ka-ré’ah, and all the captains of 
the forces that were with him, heard 
of all the evil that Ish’ma-el the son 
of Néth-a-ni/ah had done, 

12 Then they took all the men, and 
went to fight with Ish’ma-el the 
son of Néth-a-ni/ah, and found him 
by the great waters that are in Gib’- 
e-on. 

13 Now it came to pass, that when 
all the people which were with Ish’- 
ma-el saw J60-ha/nan the son of Ka- 
ré’‘ah, and all the captains of the 
forces that were with him, then they 
were glad. 

14 So all the people that Ish’ma-e} 
had carried away captive from Miz’ 
pah cast about and returned, and 
went unto J6-ha’/nan the son of Ka- 


e’ah. 

15 But Ish’ma-el the son of Néth- 
a-ni/ah escaped from J6-ha/nan with 
eight men, and weut to the Am’- 
mon-ites. 

16 Then took JO-ha/nan the son of 
Ka-ré’ah, and all the captains of 
the forces that were with him, all 
the remnant of the people whom 
he had recovered from ish’ma-el the 
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son of Néth-a-ni’ah, from Miz’pah, 
after that he had slain Géd-a-li/ah 
the son of A-hi/kaim, even mighty 
men of war, and the women, and 
the children, and the eunuchs, 
whom he had brought again from 
Gib’e-on: 

17 And they departed, and dwelt 
in the habitation of Chim’/ham, 


which is by Béth’-lée-hém, to go to] y 


enter into E’gypt, 

18 Because of the Chal-de’ans: for 
they were afraid of them, because 
Ish’ma-el the son of Néth-a-ni’ah 
had slain Géd-a-li’ah the son of 
A-hi/kam, whom the king of Bab’- 
y-lon made governor in the land. 


CHAPTER 42. 

1 Johanan inquires of Jeremiah. 7 Safety 
promised in Judea. 19 Hypocrisy re- 
proved. 

HEN all the captains of the 

forces, and J0-ha’nan the son 
of Ka-rée’ah, and Jéz-a-ni’ah the son 
of Hosh-a-i’ah, and all the people 
from the least even unto the great- 
est, came near, 

2 And said unto Jér-e-mi’ah the 
prophet, Let, we beseech thee, our 
Supplication be accepted before 
thee, and pray for us unto the 
LORD thy God, even for all this 
remnant; (for we are left bui a few 
of aR as thine eyes do behold 
us: 

3 That the LoRD thy God may 
shew us the way wherein we may 
walk, and the thing that we may do. 

4 Then Jér-e-mi’ah the prophet 
said unto them, I have heard you; 
behold, I will pray unto the LORD 
your God according to your words; 
and it shall come to pass, that what- 
soever thing the LORD shall answer 
you, I will declare 7¢ unto you; I 
will keep nothing back from you. 

5 Then they said to Jér-e-mi’ah 
The LORD be a true and faithfu 
witness between us, if we do not 
even according to all things for the 
which the LORD thy God shall send 
thee to us. 

6 Whether it be good, or whether 
it be evil, we will obey the voice of 
the LoRD our God, to whom we 
send thee; that it may be well with 
us, when we obey the voice of the 
LORD our God. 

7 § And it came to pass after ten 
days, that the word of the LORD 
came unto Jér-e-mi'ah. 

8 Then called he J6-ha/nan the son 
of Ka-ré’ah, and all the captains of 
the forces which were with him, and 
all the people from the least even 
to the greatest, 
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9 And said unto them, Thus saith 
the LORD, the God of is’ra-el, unto 
whom ye sent me to present your . 
supplication before him; 

10 If ye willstill abide in this land 
then will I build you, and not pull 
you down, and I will plant you, and 
not pluck you up: for I repent me 
of the evil that I have done unto

ll Be not afraid of the king of 

Bab’y-lon, of whom ye are afraid; 

be not afraid of him, saith the 

LORD: for I am with you to save 
og, and to deliver you from his 
and. 

12 And I will shew mercies unto 
you, that he may have mercy upon 
you, and cause you to return to 
your own land. 

13 7 But if ye say, We will not 
dwell in this land, neither obey the 
voice of the LORD your God, 

14 Saying, No; but. we will go into 
the land of E/gypt, where we shall 
see no war, nor hear the sound of 
the trumpet, nor have hunger of 
bread; and there will we dwell: 

15 And now therefore hear the 
word of the LORD, ye remnant of 
Ju’dah; Thus saith the LORD of 
hosts, the God of is’/ra-el; If ye 
wholly set your faces to enter into 
E’gypt, and go to sojourn there; 

16 Then it shall conie to pass, that 
the sword, which ye feared, shall 
overtake you there in the land of 
E/gypt, and the famine, whereof ye 
were afraid, shall follow’ close 
after you there in E’gypt; and there 
ye shall die. 

17 So shall it be with all the men 
that set their faces to go into E’gypt 
to sojourn there; they shall die by 
the sword, by the famine, and by the 
pestilence: and none of them shall 
remain orescape from the evil that 
I will bring upon them. 

18 For thus saith the LorpD of 
hosts, the God of is’ra-el; AS mine 
anger and my fury hath been poured 
forth upon the inhabitants of Jé- 
ru’/sa-lém; so shall my fury be 
poured forth upon you, when ye 
shall enter into E’gypt: and ye shall 
be an execration, and an astonish- 
ment, and a curse, and a reproach; 
and ye shall see this place no more, 

19 § The LORD hath said concern- 
ing you,O ye remnant of Ju’dah; 
Go ye not into E’gypt: know cer- 
tainly that I have admonished you 
this day. 

20 For xe dissembled in your 
hearts, when ye sent me unto the 
LORD your God, saying, Pray for 
us unto the LORD our God; and 
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according unto all that the LORD 
our God shall say, so declare unto 
us, and we will do 7t. 

21 And now I have this day de- 
clared it to you; but ye have not 
obeyed the voice of the LORD your 
God, nor any thing for the which he 
hath sent me unto you. 

22 Now therefore know certainly 
that ye shall die by the sword, by 
the famine, and by the pestilence, 
in the place whither ye desire to 
go and to sojourn. 


CHAPTER 43. 
1 Jeremiah is carried to Egypt. 8 Con- 
quest of Egypt prophesied. 

AY it came to pass, that when 

Jér-e-mi/ah had made an end 
of speaking unto all the people all 
the words of the LORD their God 
for which the LORD their God ha 
sent him to them, even all these 
words, 

2 Then spake 4Az-a-ri/ah the son 
of Hosh-a-l’ah, and J6-ha/nan the 
son of Ka-re’ah, and all the proud 
men, saying unto Jér-e-mi’ah, Thou 
speakest falsely: the LORD our 

od hath not sent thee to say, Go 
not into E/gypt to sojourn there: 

3 But Ba’ruch the son of Né-ri’ah 
setteth thee on against us, for to 
deliver us into the hand of the 
Chal-deé’ans, that they might put us 
to death, and carry us away cap- 
tives into Bab’j-lon. 

4 So J0-ha’/nan the son of K4-re’ah, 
and all the captains of the forces, 
and all the people, obeyed not the 
voice of the LORD, to dwell in the 
land of Ju’dah. 

5 But Jo0-ha/nan the son of K4-re’- 
ah, and all the captains of the 
forces, took allthe remnant of Ju’- 
dah, that were returned from all 
nations, whither they had been 
Seren; to dwell in the land of Ji’- 

an ; 

6 Even men, and women, and chil- 
dren, and the king’s daughters, 
and every person that Néb‘u-zar- 
a/dan the captain of the guard had 
left with Géd-a-li/ah the son of A-hi’- 
kam the son of Sha’phan, and Jér- 
e-mi’ah the prophet, and Ba’ruch 
the son of Né-ri/ah. 

7 So they came into the land of 
E/gypt: for they obeyed not the 
voice of the LorRD: thus came they 
even to Tih’pan-hés. 

8 § Then came the word of the 
LORD unto Jér-e-mi’/ah in Tah’pan- 
hes, saying, 

9 Take great stones in thine hand, 
and hide them in the clay in the 
brickkiln, which is at the entry of

Pha’radh’s house in Tah’pan-hés, in 
the sight of the men of Jt’dah; 

10 And say unto them, Thus saith 
the LORD of hosts, the God of is’- 
ra-el; Behold, I will send and take 
Neb-u-chad-rez/zar the king of Bab’- 
y-lon, my servant, and will set his 
throne upon these stones that I 
have hid; and he shall spread his 
Re pavilion over them. 

11 And when he cometh, he shall 
smite the land of E’/gYpt, and deliver 
such as are for death to death; 
and such as are for captivity to 
captivity ; and such as are for the 
sword to the sword. 

12 And I will kindle a fire in the 
houses of the gods of E/g¥pt; and 
he shall burn them, and carry them 
away captives: and he shall array 
himself with the land of E’gypt, as 
a shepherd putteth on his garment; 
and he shall go forth from thence 
in peace. 

13 He shall break also the images 
of Béth-shé’mésh, that is in the 
land of E'gypt; and the houses of 
the gods of the E-gyp’tjans shall he 
burn with fire. 


CHAPTER 44. 


1 The desolation of Judah. 11 The idoia- 
trous shall be destroyed. 20 Jews threat- 
ened for obstinacy. 29 Destruction of 
Egypt foretold. 

HE word that came to Jér-e- 
mi/ah concerning all the Jews 
which dwell in the land of E’gypt, 
which dwell at Mig’dol, and at 

Tah’pan-hes, and at Noph, and in 
the country of Path’ros, saying, 

2 Thus saith the LORD of hosts, 
the God of is’ra-el; Ye have seen 
all the evil that I have brought 
upon Jé-ru’sa-lém, and upon all the 
cities of Ju’/dah; and, behold, this 
day they are a desolation, and no 
man dwelleth therein, 

3 Because of their wickedness 
which they have committed to pro- 
voke me to anger, in that they 
went to burn incense, and to serve 
other gods, whom they knew not, 
neither they, ye, nor your fathers. 

4 Howbeit I sent unto you all my 
servants the prophets, pa early 
and sending them, saying, Oh, do 
as this abominable thing that I 

ate. 

‘5 But they hearkened not, nor in- 
clined their ear to turn from their 
wickedness, to burn no incense unto 
other gods. 

6 Wherefore my fury and mine 
anger was poured forth, and was 
kindled in the cities of Jii’/dah and 
in the streets of Jé-ry’s4-lém; and 
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they are wasted and desolate, as at 
this day. 

7 Therefore now thus saith the 
LORD, the God of hosts, the God of 
Is’ra-el; Wherefore commit ye this 
great evil against your souls, to cut 
off from you man and woman, child 
and suckling, out of Ju’dah, to 
leave you none to remain; 

8 In that ye provoke me unto 
wrath with the works of your hands, 
burning incense unto other gods in 
the land of E/gypt, whither ye be 
gone to dwell, that ye might cut 

yourselves off, and that ye might 

e a curse and. a reproach among 
all the nations of the earth? — 

9 Have ye forgotten the wicked- 
ness of your fathers, and the wick- 
edness of the kings of Ju’dah, and 
the wickedness of their wives, and 
your own wickedness, and _ the 
wickedness of your wives, which 
they have committed in the land 
of Ju’dah, and in the streets of 
J6-ru’sa-lém ? 

10 They are not humbled even unto 
this day, neither have they feared, 
nor walked in my law, nor in my 
statutes, that I set before you and 
before your fathers. 

1 gy Therefore thus saitn the 
LORD of hosts, the God of Is’ra-el; 
Behold, I will set my face against 
non for evil, and to cut off ail Jt’- 
dah. 

i2 And I will take the remnant of 
Ju’dah, that have set their faces to 
go into the land of E/gypt to so- 
journ there, and they shall all be 
consumed, and fall in the land of 
E’gypt; they shalleven be consumed 
by the sword and by the famine: 
they shall die, from the least even 
unto the greatest, by the sword 
and by the famine: and they shall 
be an execration, and an astonish- 
ment, and a curse, and a reproach. 

13 For I will punish them that 
dwell in the land of E’sgypt, as 1 
have punhed Jé-ru’s4-lém, by the 
sword, by the famine, and by the 
pestilence: 

14 So that none of the remnant of 
Judah, which are gone into the 
land of E/gypt to sojourn there, 
shall escape or remain, that the 
should return into the land of Ju’- 
dah, to the which they have a de- 
sire to return to dwell there: for 
none shall return but such as shall 
escape. 

14 ¥ Then all the men which knew 
that their wives had burned incense 
unto other gods, and all the women 
that stood by, a bese multitude, 
even all the people that dwelt in 
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the land of E’gypt, in Path’ros, an- 
swered Jér-e-mi’ah, saying, 

16 As for the word that thou hast 
spoken unto us in the name of the 
EORDs we will not hearken unto 

ee. 

17 But we will certainly do what- 
soever thing goeth forth out of our 
own mouth, to burn incense unto 
the queen of heaven, and to pour 
out drink offerings unto her, as we 
have done, we, and our fathers, our 
kings, and our princes, in the cities 
of Ju’dah, and in the streets of Jé 
ru’sa-lem: for then had we plenty 
of victuals, and were well, and saw 
no evil. 

18 But since we left off to burn in- 
cense to the cule of heaven, and 
to pour out drink offerings unto 
her, we have wanted all things, and 
have been consumed by the sword 
and by the famine. 

19 And when we burned incense 
to the queen of heaven, and poured 
out drink offerings unto her, did we 
make her cakes to worship her, and 
pour out drink offerings unto her, 
without our men ? 

20 | Then Jér-e-mi’ah said unto 
all the people, to the men, and to 
the women, and to all the people 
which had given him that answer, . 
saying, : 

21 The incense that ye burned in 
the cities of Ju’dah, and in the 
streets of Jé-ru’sa-lem, ye, and your 
fathers, your kings, and your 
princes, and the people of the land, 
did not the LORD remember them, 
and came it not into his mind ? 

22 So that the LORD could no 
longer bear, because of the evil of 
your doings, and because of the 
abominations which ye have com- 
mitted; therefore is your land a 
desolation, and an astonishment, 
and a curse, without an inhabitant, 
as at this day. y 

23 Because ye have burned incense, 
and because ye have sinned against 
the LORD, and have not obeyed the 
voice of the LorD, nor walked in 
his law, nor in his statutes, nor in 
his testimonies; therefore this evil 
is happened unto you, as at this day. 

24 Moreover Jér-e-mi‘ah said unto 
all the people, and to all the wo- 
men, Hear the word of the LORD, | 
all Ji/dah that are in the land of 


Egypt: 

25 Thus saith the LORD of hosts, 

the God of Is’ra-el, saying; Ye and 

your wives have both spoken with 

yous mouths, aud fulfilled with your 
and, saying, We will surely per- 

form our vows that we have vowed, 
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to burn incense to the queen of hea-| give unto thee for a prey in all 


ven, and to pour out drink offerings 
unto her: ye will surely accomplish 
your vows, and surely perform your 
VOWS. 

26 Therefore hear ye the word of 
the LORD, all Ju’dah that dwell in 
the land of E/gypt; Behold, I have 
sworn by my great name, saith the 
LORD, that my name shall no more 
be named in the mouth of any man 
of Ju’dah in all the land of E’gypt, 
saying, The Lord Gop liveth. 

27 Behold, I will watch over them 
for evil, and not for good: and all 
the men of Ju’dah that are in the 
laud of Egypt shall be consumed 
by the sword and by the famine, 
until there be an end of them. 

28 Yet asmall number that escape 
the sword shall return out of the 
land of Egypt into the land of Ji’- 
dah,and allthe remnant of Ju’dah, 
that are gone into the land of 
E/gypt to sojourn there, shall know 
whose words shall stand, mine, or 
theirs. 

29 § And this shall be a sign unto 
you, saith the LORD, that I will pun- 

sh you in this place, that ye may 
know that my words shall surely 
stand against you for evil: 

30 Thus saith the LorD; Bebold, 
1 will give Pha/raodb-hoph’ra king 
of E’gypt into the hand of his ene- 
mies, and into the hand of them 
that seek his life; as I gave Zéd- 
e-ki/ah mead of Ju’dah into the hand 
of Neb-u-chad-réz’zar king of Bab’- 
re his enemy, and that sought 

s life. 


CHAPTER 45. 


Jeremiah instructs and comforts Baruch. 

HE word that Jér-e-mi/ah the

16 Cut off the sower from Bab’y- 
lon, and him that handleth the 
sickle in the time of harvest: for 
fear of the oppressing sword they 
sball turn every one to his people, 
and they shall flee every one to his 
own land. 

17 § Is’ra-el is a scattered sheep; 
the lions have driven him away 
first the king of As-syr’i-a hath de- 
voured him; and last this Néb-u- 
chad-réz’/zar king of Bab’y-lon hath 
broken his bones. 

18 Therefore thus saith the LORD 
of hosts, the God of Is’ra-el; Be- 
hold, I will punish the king of Bab’- 
y-lon and his Jand,as I have pun- 
ished the king of As-syr’i-a. 5 

19 Aud I will brin ie again 
to his habitation, and _he shall feea 
on Car’mel and Ba’‘shan, and his 
soul shall be satisfied upon mount 
E’phra-im and Gil’e-ad. 

20 In those days, and in that time, 
saith the LORD, the iniquity of Ig’

24 I have laid asnare for thee, and 
thou art also taken, O Bab’jy-lon, 
and thou wast not aware: thou art 
found, and also caught, because 
thou hast striven against the LORD. 
25 The LORD hath opened his ar- 
moury, and hath brought forth the 
weapons of his indignation: for 
this is the work of the Lord Gop 
of hosts in the land of the Chal- 
de’ans. 

26 Come against her from the ut- 
most border, open her storehouses: 
cast her up as heaps, and destroy 
ne utterly: let nothing of her be 
eft. 
27 Slay all her bullocks; let them 
go down to the slaughter: woe unto 

hem! for their day is come, the 
tine of their visitation. 

28 The voice of them that flee and 
escape out of the land of Bab’jy-lon, 
to declare in Zi’/0n the vengeance of 
the LORD our God, the vengeance 
of his temple. 

29 Call together the archers against 
Bab’y-lon: all ye that bend the 
bow, camp against it round about; 
let none thereof escape: recom- 
pense her according to her work; 
according to all that she hath done, 
do unto her: for she hath been 
proud against the LORD, against the 

oly One of Is’ra-el. 

30 Therefore shall her young men 
fall in the streets, and all her men 
of war shall he cut off in that day, 
saith the LORD. 

3i Behold, Il am against thee, O 
thou most proud, saith the Lord 
Gop of hosts: for thy day is come, 
the time that I will visit thee. 

32 And the most proud shall stum- 
ble and fali, and none shall raise 
him up: and I will kindle a fire in 
his cities, and it shall devour all 
round about him. 

33 § Thus saith the LORD of hosts; 


The children of Is’ra-el and the chil: | 
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dren of Ju’/dah were oppressed to- 
gether: and all that took them cap- 
tives held them fast; they refused 
to let them go. . 

34 Their Redeemer its strong; the 
LORD of hosts is his name: he shall 
throughly plead their cause, that 
he may give rest to the land, and 
disquiet the inhabitants of Bab’y- 


on. 

35 § Asword is upon the Chal-de’- 
ans, saith the LORD, and upon the 
inhabitants of Bab’y-lon, and upon 
her princes, and upon her wise men. 

36 A sword is upon the liars; 
and they shall dote: a sword is 
upon her mighty men; and they 
shall be dismayed. 

37 A sword is upon their horses, 
and upon their chariots, and upon 
all the mingled people that are in 
the midst of her; and they shall be- 
come aS women: a Sword is upon 
her treasures; and they shall be 
robbed. 

38 A drought 7s upon her waters; 
and they shall be dried up: for it is 
the land of graven images, and they 
are mad upon their idols. 

39 Therefore the wild beasts of the 
desert with the wild beasts of the 
islands shall dwell there, and the 
owls shall dwell therein: and it 
shall be no more inhabited for ever; 
neither shall it be dwelt in from 
generation to generation. 

40 As God overthrew So0d’om and 
G6-mOr’rah and the neighbour cities 
thereof, saith the LORD; so shall no 
man abide there, neither shall any 
son of man dwell therein. 

41 Behold, a people shall come 
from the north, and a great nation, 
and many kings shall be raised up 
from the coasts of the earth. 

42 They shall hold the bow and 
the lance: they are cruel, and will 
not shew mercy: their voice shall 
roar like the sea, and they shall ride 
upon horses, every one put in array 
like a man to the battle, against 
thee, O daughter of Bab’y-lon. 

43 The king of Bab’y-lon hath 
heard the report of them, and his 
hands waxed feeble: anguish took 
hold of him, and pangs as of a wo- 
man in travail. 

44 Behold, he shall come up like 
a lion from the swelling of Jor’dan 
unto the habitation of the strong: 
but I will make them suddenly run 
away from her: and who is a cho- 
sen man, that I may appoint over 
her? for who is like me? and who 
will appoint me the time ? and who 
is that shepherd that will stand be- 
fore me? 
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45 Therefore hear ye the counsel 
of the LORD, that he hath taken 
against Bab’y-lon; and his pur- 
poses, that he hath purposed against 
the land of the Chal-de’ans: Surely 
the least of the flock shall draw 
them out: surely he shall make 
their habitation desolate with them. 
46 At the noise of the taking of 
Bab’y-lon the earth is moved, and 
the cry is heard among the nations. 


CHAPTER 51. 

1 Judgments against Babylon in revenge of 
Israel. 59 Jeremiah gives this book of 
prophecy to Seraiah. 

HUS saith the LORD; Behold, I 

will raise up apaiat Bab’y-lon, 
and against them that dwell in the 
midst of them that rise up against 
me, a destroying wind; 

2 And will send unto Bab’jy-lon 
fanners, that shall fan her, and 
shall empty her land: for in the 
day of trouble they shall be against 
her round about, 

3 Against him that bendeth let the 
archer bend his bow, and against 
him that lifteth himself up in his 
brigandine: and spare ye not her 
young men; destroy ye utterly all 

er host. 

4 Thus the slain shall fall in the 
land of the Chal-de’ans, and they 
that are thrust throngh in her 
streets. 

5 For is/ra-el hath not been for- 
saken, nor Ju’dah of his God, of the 
LORD of hosts; though their land 
was filled with sin against the Holy 
One of Is’ra-el. 

6 Flee out of the midst of Bab’y- 
jon, and deliver every man his soul: 
be not cut off in her iniquity; for 
‘this is the time of the LORD’S ven- 
geance; he will render unto her a 
recompence. 

7 Bab'y-lon hath been a golden cu 
in the LORD’S hand, that. made a 
the earth drunken: the nations 
have drunken of her wine; there- 
fore the nations are mad. 

@ Bab’y-lon is suddenly fallen and 
destroyed: howl for her; take 
balm for her pain, if so be she may 
be healed. 

9 We would have healed Bab’y-lon, 
but she is not healed: forsake her, 
and letus go every one into his own 
country: for her judgment reacheth 
unto heaven, and is lifted up even 
to the skies. 

10 The LoRD hath brought forth 
our righteousness: come, and let us 
declare in Zi/On the work of the 
LORD our God. : 

11 Make bright the arrows; gather 
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the shields: the LorD hath raised 
up the spirit of the kings of the 
édes: for his device is against 
Bab’y-lon, to destroy it; because it 
is the vengeance of the LORD, thy 
vengeance of his temple. 

12 Set up the standard upon the 
walls of Bab’¥-lon, make the watch 
strong, set up the watchmen, pre- 

are the ambushes: for the LORD 
hath both devised and done that 
which he spake against the inhabit- 
ants of Bab’jy-lona. 

13 O thou that dwellest upon many 
waters, abundantin treasures, thine 
end is come, and the measure of thy 
covetousness. 

4 The LorpD of hosts hath sworn 
by himself, saying, Surely I will fili 
thée with men, as with caterpillers ; 
and they shall lift up a shou 
against thee. 

15 He hath made the earth by his 
power, he hath established the 
world by his wisdom, and hath 
stretched out the heaven by his 
understanding. 

16 When he uttereth his voice, 
there is @ multitude of waters in 
the heavens; and he causeth the 
vapours to ascend from the ends 
of the earth: he maketh lightnings 
with rain, and bringeth forth the 
wind out of his treasures. 

17 Every man is brutish by his . 
knowledge; every founder is con- 
founded by the graven image: for 
his molten image 7s falsehood, and 
there is no breath in them. 

18 They are vanity, the work of 
errors: in the time of their visita- 
tion they shall perish. 

19 The portion of Ja/cob is not 
like them; for he is the former of 
all things: and Js'ra-el is the rod of 
his inheritance: the LORD of hosts 
is his name. $ 
20 Thou art my battle ax and 
weapons of war: for with thee will 
I break in pieces the nations, and 
with thee will I destroy kingdoms; 

21 And with thee will I break in 
pieces the horse and his rider; and 
with thee will I break in pieces the 
chariot and his rider; 

22 With thee also will I break in 
pieces man and woman; and with 
thee will I break in pieces old and 
young; and with thee will I break 
in pieces the young man and the 
maid; 

23 I will also break in pieces with 
thee the shepherd and his flock; 
and with thee will I breakin pieces 
the husbandman and his yoke of 
oxen; and with thee will I break 
in pieces captains and rulers. 
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2 And Iwill render unto Bab’y- 

lon and to all the inhabitants of 
Chai-de’a all their evil that they 
have done in Zi/0n in your sight, 
saith the LORD. 

25 Behold, I am against thee, O 
ee mountain, saith the 
LORD, which destroyest all the 
earth: and I will stretch out mine 
hand upon thee, and roll thee down 
from tne rocks, and will make thee 
a burnt mountain. 

26 And they shall not take of thee 
a stone for a corner, nor a stone for 
foundations; but thou shalt be des- 
olate for ever, saith the LORD. 

27 Set ye up a standard in the land, 
blow the trumpet among the na- 
tions, prepare the nations against 
her, call together against her the 
kingdoms of Ar’a-rat, Min’ni, and 
Ash’ché-naz; appoint a captain 
against her; cause the horses- to 
come up as the rough caterpillers. 
28 Prepare against her the nations 
with the kings of the Medes, the 
captains thereof, and all the rulers 
thereof, and all the land of his do- 
minion. 

29 Ana the land shall tremble and 
sorrow: for every purpose of the 
LorRD shall be performed against 
Bab’y-lon, to make the land of Bab/- 
y-lon a desolation without an in- 

abitant. 

30 The mighty men of Bab’y-lon 
have forborn to fight, they have re- 
mained in their holds: their might 


hath failed; they became as wo-|f 


mens: they have burned her dwell- 
SSO ACOS her bars are broken. 

31 One post shall run to meet an- 
other, and one messenger to meet 
another, to shew the king of Bab’y- 
lon that his city is taken at oneend, 

32 And that the passages are 
stopped, and the reeds they have 
burned with fire, and the men of 
war are affrighted. 

33 For thus saith the LoRD of 
hosts, the God of Iis’ra-el; The 
daughter of Bab’y-lon 7s like a 
threshingfioor, 7¢ 7s time to thresh 
her: yet a little while, and the time 
of her harvest shall come. 

34 Néb-u-chad-réz’zar the king of 
Bab’y-ion hath devoured me, he 
hath crushed me, he hath made me 
al empty vessel, he hath swallowed 
me up like a dragon, he hath filled 
his belly with my delicates, he hath 
cast me out. 

35 The violence done to me and 
to my flesh de upon Bab’y-lon, shall 
the inhabitant of Zi’/On say; and 
my_blood upon the inhabitants of 
Chal-de’a, shall Jé-ry’s4-lém say, 
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36 Therefore thus saith the LORD; 
Behold, I will plead thy cause, an 
take vengeance for thee; and I will 
dry up her sea, and make’ her 
springs dry. 

387 And Bab’y-lon shall become 
heaps, a dwelling»lace for drag- 
ons, an astonishment, and an hiss- 
ing, without an inhabitant. 

38 They shall roar together like 
lions: they shaJl yell as_ lions’ 
whelps. 

39 In their heat I will make their 
feasts, and I will make them drunk- 
en, that they may rejoice, and sleep 
a perpetual sleep, and not wake, 
saith the LORD. 

40 I will bring them down like 
lambs to the slaughter, like rams 
with he goats. 

41 How is Shé’shach taken! and 
how is the praise of the whole earth 
surprised! how is Bab’/y-lon become 
an astonishment among the na- 
tions! : 

42 The seais come up upon Bab’- 
y-lon: she is covered with the mul- 
titude of the waves thereof. 

43 Her cities are a desolation, 4 
dry land, and a wilderness, a land 
wherein no man dwelleth, neither 
doth any-son of man pass thereby. 

44 And I will punish Bél in Bab’- 
y-lon, and I will bring forth out of 

is mouth that which he hath swal- 
lowed up: and the vations shall not 
flow together any more unto him: 
yea, the wall of Bab’j-lon shalk 

a 


45 My people, go ye out of the 
midst of her, and deliver ye every 
man his soul from the fierce anger 
of the LORD. 

46 And lest your beart faint, and 

ye fear for the rumour that shall 

ye heard in the land; arumour shall 

both come one year, and after that 
in another year shall come arumour, 
and violence in the land, ruler 
against ruler. 

7 Therefore, behold, the days 
come, that I will do pes tele upon 
the graven images of Bab’y-lon: and 
her whole land shall be confounded, 
and all her slain shall fall in the 
midst of her. 

48 Then the heaven and the earth, 
and all that zs therein, shail sing for 
Bab’y-lon: for the spoilers shall 
come unto her from the nerth, saith 
the LORD. 

49 As Bab’¥-lon hath caused the 
slain of Is’ra-el to fall, so at Bab’y- 
lon shall fall the slain of all the 
earth. 

50 Ye that have escaped the sword, 
go away, stand not still: remember 
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the LORD afar off, and let Jé-ru’sa- 
1ém come into your mind. 

51 We are confounded, because 
we have heard reproach: shame 
hath covered our faces: for stran- 
gers are come into the sanctuaries 
of the LORD’S house. 

52 Wherefore, behold, the days 
come, saith the LORD, that I will do 
judgment upon her graven images: 
and through all her land the wound- 
ed shall groan. 

538 Though Bab’y-lon should mount 
up to heaven, and though she should 
fortify the height of her strength, 
yet from me shall spoilers come unto 
her, saith the LORD. 

54 A sound of a cry cometh from 
Bab’'y-lon, and great destruction 
from the land of the Chal-de’ans: 

55 Because the LORD hath spoiled 
Bab’'y-lon, and destroyed out of her 
the great voice; when her waves 
do roar like great waters, a noise of 
their voice is uttered: 

56 Because the spoiler is come 
upon her, even upon Bab’f-lon, and 
her mighty men are taken, every 
one of their bows is broken: for 
the LORD God of recompences shall 
surely requite. 

57 And will make drunk her 

rinces, and her wise men, her cap- 

ins, and her rulers, and her 
mighty men: and they shall sleep a 
perpetual sleep, and not wake, saith 
the King, whose name is the LORD 
of hosts. 

58 Thus saith the LorpD of hosts; 
The broad walls of Bab’y-lon shal 
be utterly broken, and her high 
ames shall be burned with fire; and 

he people shall labour in vain, and 
the folk in the fire, and they shall 
be weary. 

59 § The word which Jér-e-mi’ah 
the prophet commanded Sér-a-i/ah 
the son of Né-ri/ah, the son of Ma- 
a-se’jah, when he went with Zéd-e- 
ki/ah the king of Ju’dah into Bab’- 
y-Jon in the fourth year of his reign. 
And this Ser-a-l'ah was a quiet 
prince. 

60 So Jér-e-mi’/ah wrote ina book 
all the evil that should come upon 
Bab’y-lon, even all these words that 
are written against Bab’y-lon. 

61 And Jér-e-mi’ah said to Sér-a-i’- 
ah, When thou comest to Bab’y-Ion 
and shalt see, and shalt read all 
these words; 

62 Then shalt thou say, O LORD, 
thou hast spoken against this place, 
to cut it off, that none shall re- 
main in it, neither man nor beast, 
but that it shall be desolate for 
ever. 
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63 And itshall be, when thou hast 
made an end of reading this book. 
that thou shalt bind a stone to it, 
and cast it into the midst of Eu- 
prgret 

64 And thou shalt say, Thus shall 
Bab’y-lon sink, and shall not rise 
from the evil that I will bring upon 
her: and they shall be weary. Thus 
far are the words of Jér-e-mi’ah. 


CHAPTER 52. 


1 Zedekiah rebels. 4 Jerusalem taken and 
spoiled. 24 Judah carried away captive. 
31 Jehoiachin advanced. 

ED-E-K?i/AH was one and twen- 

ty years old when he began to 
reign, and he reigned eleven years 
in Jé-ru’sa-lem. And his mother’s 
name was Ha-mu'tal the daughter 
of Jér-e-mi/ah of Lib’nah. 

2 And he did that which was evil 
in the eyes of the LORD, accord- 
ing to all that Jé-hoi/a-kim had 
done. 

3 For through the anger of the 
LORD it came to pass inJé-ru’sa-lém 
and Ju’dah, till he had cast them 
out from his presence, that Zéd-e- 
ki’ah rebelled against the king of 
Bab’y-lon. 

4 4 And it came to pass in the 
ninth year of his reign, in the tenth 
month, in the tenth day of the 
month, that Néb-u-chad-réz’zar king 
of Bab’y-lon came, he and all his 
army, against Jé-ru’sa-lém, and 
pitched against it, and built forts 
against it round about. 

5 So the city was besieged unto 
ine elovents year of king Zéd-e- 

lah. 

6 And in the fourth month, in the 
ninth day of the month, the famine 
was sore in the city, so that there 
ee no bread for the people of the 
and. 

7 Then the city was broken up 
and all the men of war fied, and 
went forth out of the city by night 
by the way of the gate between 
the two walls, which was by the 
king’s garden; (now the Chal-de’- 
ane were by the city round about:) 
ane they went by the way of the 
plain. 

8 J But the army of the Chal-dée’ang 
pursued after the king, and over- 
took Zéd-e-ki/ah in the plains of 
Jér’i-cho; and all his army was 
scattered from him. 

9 Then they took the king, and 
carried him uP unto the king of 
Bab’y-lon to Rib’lah in the land of 
Ha’/math; where he gave judgment 
upon him. 

0 And the king of Bab’¥-lon slew 
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the sons of Zéd-e-ki’/ah before his 
eyes: he slew also all the princes of 
Ja’dah in Rib’‘lah. 

ll Then he put out the eyes of 
Zéd-e-ki/ah; and the king of Bab’y- 
lon bound him in chains, and Car- 
ried him to Bab’y-lon, and put 
him in prison till the day of his 
death. 

12 { Now in the fifth month, in the 
tenth day of the month, which was 
the nineteenth year of Néb-u-chad- 
réz‘zar king of Bab’y-lon, came 
Néb'u-zar-a/dan, captain of the 

uard, which served the king of 

riehag, into Jé-ru’sa-lém, 

13 And burned the house of the 
LORD, and the king’s house; and all 
the houses of Jé-ru’sa-lem, and all 
the houses of the great men, burned 
he with fire: 

14 And all the army of the Chal- 
de’ans, that were with the cap- 
tain of the guard, brake down all 
the walls of Jé-ru’sa-lém round 
about. 

15 Then Néb/u-zar-a’dan the cap- 
tain of the guard carried away cap- 
tive certain of the poor of the peo- 
ple, and the residue of the people 
that remained in the city, and those 
that fell away, that fell to the king 
of Bab’y-lon, and the rest of the 
multitude. 

6 But Néb’u-zar-a'dan the captain 
of the guard left ceriain of the poor 
of the land for vinedressers and for 
husbandmen. 

17 Also the pillars of brass that 
were in the house of the LORD, 
and the bases, and the brasen sea 
that was in the house of the 
LORD, the Chai-de’ans brake, and 
earried all the brass of them to 
Bab’y-lon. 

18 The caldrons also, and the 
shovels, and the snuffers, and the 
- bowls, and the spoons, and all the 
vessels of brass wherewith they 
ministered, took they away. : 

19 And the basons, and the fire- 
pans, and the bowls, and the cal- 
drons, and the candlesticks, and 
the spoons, and the cups; that 
which was of gold in gold, and 
that which was of silver in sil- 
ver, took the captain of the guard 
away. 

20 The two pillars, one sea, and 
twelve brasen bulls that were under 
the bases, which king SOl’o-mon had 
made in the house of the LORD: 
the brass of all these vessels was 
without weight. 

21 And concerning the pillars, the 
height of one pillar was eighteen 
cubits; and a fillet of twelve cubits 
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did compass it; and the thickness 
thereof was four fingers: it was 
hollow. 

22 And a chapiter of brass was 
upon it; and the height of one 
chapiter was five cubits, with net- 
work and pomegranates upon the 
chapiters round about, all of brass. 
The second pillar also and the 
pomegranates were like unto these. 

23 And there were ninety and six 
pomegranates on a side; and all 
the pomegranates upon the network 
were ai. hundred round about. 

24 § And the captain of the guard 
took Sér-a-i’ah the chief priest, and 
Zéph-a-niah the second priest, and 
the three keepers of the door: 

25 He took also out of the city an 
eunuch, which had the charge of 
the men of war; and seven men of 
them that were near the king’s per- 
son, which were found in the city; 
and the principal scribe of the host, 
who mustered the people of the 
land; and threescore men of the 
people of the land, that were found 
in the midst of the city. 

26 So Néb’u-zar-a/dan the captain 
of the guard took them, and brought 
them to the king of Bab’y-lon to 
Rib‘lah. 

27 And the king of Bab’/y-lon smote 
them, and put them to death in 
Rib’lah in tke land of Ha’math. 
Thus Ju’dah was carried away cap- 
tive out of his own land. 

28 This is the people whom Néb-u- 
chad-réz'zar carried away captive: 
in the seventh year three thousand 
Jews and three and twenty: 

29 In the eighteenth year of Néb- 
u-chad-réz/zar he carried away Cap- 
tive from Jé-ru’sa-lém eight hun- 
dred thirty and two persons: 

30 In the three and twentieth year 
of Néb-u-chad-réz’zar Néb’u-zar-a’- 
dan the captain of the guard car- 
ried away captive of the Jews 
seven hundred forty and five per- 
sons: all the persons were four 
thousand and six hundred. | 

31 § And it came to pass in the 
seven and thirtieth year of the cap- 
tivity of Jé-hoi’a-chin king of Ju’- 
dah, in the twelfth month, in the 
five and twentieth day of the 
month, that E’vil-mé-ro’/dach king 
of Bab’y-lon in the first year of his 
reign lifted up the head of Jé-hoi’- 
a-chin king of Ju’dah, and brought 
him forth out of prison, 

32 And spake kindly unto him,

OW doth the city sit solitary, 

that was full of people! how 

is she become as a widow! she that 

was great among the nations, and 

rincess among the provinces, how 
is she become tributary! 

2°She weepeth sore in the night, 
and her tears are on her cheeks: 
among all her lovers she hath none 
to comfort her : all her friends have 
dealt treacherously with her, they 
are become her enemies. 

3 Ju’dah is gone into captivity 
because of affliction, and because 
of great servitude: she dwelleth 
among the heathen, she findeth no 
rest: all her persecutors overtook 
her between the straits. 

4 The ways of Zi/0n do mourn, 
because none come.to the solemn 
feasts: all her gates are desolate: 
her priests sigh, her virgins are 
afflicted, and she is in bitterness. 

5 Her adversaries are the chief, 
_ her enemies prosper; for the LORD 

hath afflicted her for the multitude 
ot her transgressions: her children 
are gone into captivity before the 
enemy. 

6 And from the daughter of Zi/0n 
all her beauty is departed: her 
princes are become like harts that 
find no pasture, and they are gone 
without strength before the pur- 
suer.

11 All her people sigh, they seek 
bread; they have given their plea- 
sant things for meat to relieve the 
soul: see, O LORD, and consider ; for 
Iam become vile. 

12 ¢ Js i¢ nothing to you all ye 
that pass by? behold, and see if 
there be any sorrow like unto my 
sorrow, which is done unto me 
wherewith the LORD hath afflicte 
me in the day of his fierce anger. 
13 From above hath he sent fire 
into my bones, and it prevaileth 
against them: he hath spread a net 
for my feet, he hath turned me 
back: he hath made me desolate 
and faint all the day. 

14 The yoke of my transgressions 
is bound by his hand: they are 
wreathed, and come up upon my 
neck: he hath made my strength to 
fall, the Lord hath delivered me 
into their hands, from whom I am 
not able to rise up. 

15 The Lord hath trodden under 
foot all my mighty men in the midst 
of me: he hath called an assembly 
against me to crush my young men:

4 He hath bent his bow like an 
enemy: he stood with his right 
hand as an adversary, and slew all 
that were pleasant to the eye in the 
tabernacle of the daughter of Z1/0n: 
he poured out his fury like fire. 

5 The Lord was as an enemy: he 
hath swallowed up fs’ra-el, he hath 
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Jerusalem’s misery.

6 For the punishment of the in- 
iquity of the daughter of my people 
is greater than the punishment of 
the sin of SOd’om, that was over- 
thrown as in a moment, and no 
hands stayed on her. 

7 Her Naz’a-rites were purer than 
snow, they were whiter than milk, 
they were more ruddy in body than 
wees their polishing was of sap- 
phire: 

8 Their visage is blacker than a 
coal; they are not known in the 
streets: their skin cleaveth to their 
bones; it is withered, it is become 
like a stick. 

9 They that be slain with the sword 
are better than they that be slain 
with hunger: for these pine away, 
stricken through for want of the 
fruits of the field. 

0 The hands of the pitiful wo-

men have sodden their own chil- 
dren: they were their meat In the 
destruction of the daughter of my 
people. 

11 The LoRD hath accomplished 
his fury; he hath poured out his 
fierce anger, and hath kindleda fire 
in Z1’0n, and it hath devoured the 
foundations thereof. 

12 The kings of the earth, and all 
the inhabitants of the world, would 
not have believed that the adver- 
sary and the enemy should have en- 
me into the gates of Jé-ru’sa- 
em.

CHAPTER 1. 


i Time of Ezekiel’s prophecy at Chebar. 
4 His vision. 


Oe it came to pass in the 
thirtieth year, in the fourth 
month, in the fifth day of the mouth, 
as Iwas among the captives by the 
river of Che’bar, that the heavens 
were opened, and I saw visions of 


God. 

2 In the fifth day of the month, 
which was the fifth year of king 
Jé-hoi’a-chin’s captivity, 

3 The word of the LORD came ex- 
pressly unto &-ze’ki-él the priest, 
the son of Bu/zi, in the land of the 
Chal-de’ans by the river Che’bar; 
and the hand of the LORD was 
there upon him. 

4 § And I looked, and, behold, a 
whirlwind came out of the north, a 
great cloud, and a fire antolding it- 
self, and a brightness was. about it, 
and out of the midst thereof as the 
colour of amber, out of the midst 
of the fire. 

5 Also out of the midst thereof 
came the likeness of four living 
creatures. And this was their ap- 
pearance; they had the likeness of 
aman. 

§ And every one had four faces, 
and every one had four wings. | 
7 And their feet were straight 
feet; and the sole of their feet was 
like the sole of a calf’s foot: and 
they sparkled like the colour of 
burnished brass. 

8 And they had the hands of aman 
under their wings on their four 
sides; and they four had their faces 
and their wings. : 

9 Their wings were joined one to 
another; they turned not when 
they went; they went every one 
straight forward. 

10 As for the likeness of their 
faces, they four had the face of a 
man, and the face of a lion, on the 
right side: and they four had. the 
face of an ox on the left side;, 
they four also had the face of an 
eagle. 

ll Thus were their faces: and their 
wings were stretched upward; two 
wings of every one were joined one 
to another, and two covered their 
bodies. | ; 

12 And they went every one 
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straight forward: whither the 
if tee was to go, they went; and 
they turned not when they went. 

13 As for the likeness of the living 
creatures, their avpearance was like 
burning coals of fire, and like the 
appearance of lamps: it went up 
and down among the living crea- 
tures; and the fire was bright, and 
out of the fire went forth lightning. 

14 And the living creatures ran 
and returned as the appearance of a 
flash of lightning. 

15 {| Now as I beheld the living 
creatures, behold one wheel upon 
the earth by the living creatures, 
with his four faces. 

16 The appearance of the wheels 
and their work was like unto the 
colour of aberyl: and they four had 
one likeness: and their appearance 
and their work was as it were a 
wheel in the middle of a wheel. 

17 When they went, they went 
upon their four sides: and they 
turned not when they went. 

18 As for their rings, they were so 
high that they were dreadful ; and 
their rings were full of eyes round 
about them four. 

19 And when the living creatures 
went, the wheels went by them: and 
when the living creatures were lift- 
ed up from the earth, the wheels 
were lifted up. 

20 Whithersoever the spirit was to 
go, they went, thither was their 
spirit togo; and the wheels were 
lifted up over against them: forthe 
spirit of the living creature was in 
the wheels. 

21 When those went, these went; 
and when those stood, these stood ; 
and when those were lifted up from 
the earth, the wheels were lifted 
up over againstthem: for the spirit 
of the living creature was in the 
wheels. 

22 And the likeness of the firma- 
ment upon the heads of the living 
creature was as the colour of the 
terrible crystal, stretched forth over 
their heads above. 

23 And under the firmament were 
their wings straight, the one toward 
the other: every one had two, which 
covered on this side, and every one 
had two, which covered on that 
side, their bodies. _ 

24 And when they went, I heard 
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the noise of their wings, like the 
noise of great waters, as the voice 
of the Almighty, the voice of 
speech, as the noise of an host: 
when they stood, they fet down 
their wings. 

25 And there was a voice from the 
firmament that was over their heads, 
when they stood, and had let down 
their wings. 

26 { And above the firmament that 
was over their heads was the like- 
ness of a throne, as the appearance 
of asapphire stone: and upon the 
likeness of the throne was the like- 
ness as the appearance of a man 
above upon it. 

27 And I saw as the colour of am- 
ber, as the appearance of fire round 
about within it, from the appear- 
ance of his loins even upward, and 
from the appearance of his loins 
even downward, I saw as it were 
the appearance of fire, and it had 
brightness round about. 

28 As the appearance of the bow 
that is in the cloud in the day of 
rain, SO was the appearance of the 
brightness round about. This was 
the appearance of the likeness of 
the glory of the LORD. And when 
Isaw it, 1 fell upon my face, and I 
heard a voice of one that spake. 


CHAPTER 2.

6 J And thou, son of man, be not 
afraid of them, neither be afraid 
of their words, though briers and 
thorns be with thee, and thou dost 
dwell among scorpions: be not 
afraid of their words, nor be dis- 
mayed at their looks, though they 
be a rebellious house.

7 And.tkou shalt speak my words 
unto them, whether they will hear, 
or whether they will forbear: for 
they ave most rebellious. 

8 But thou, son of man, hear what 
I say unto thee; Be not thou rebel- 
lious like that rebellious house:

9 | And when I looked, behold, an 
hand was sent unto me; and, lo, a 
roll of a book was therein;

6 Not to eres people of a strange 
speech and of an hard language, 
whose words thou canst not under- 
stand. Surely, had I sent thee to 
them, they would have hearkened 
unto thee. 

7 But the house of Is’ra-el will not 
hearken unto thee; for they will 
not hearken unto me: for all the 
house of Is’ra-el are impudent and 
hardhearted. 

8 Behold, I have made thy face 
strong against their faces, and thy 
forehead strong against their fore- 
heads. 

9 As an adamant harder than flint 
have Imade thy forehead: fear them 
not, neither be dismayed at their 
looks, though they de a rebellious 
house. 

10 Moreover he said unto me, Son 
of man, all my words that I shall 
speak unto thee receive in thine 
heart, and hear with thine ears. 

11 And go, get thee to them of the 
captivity, unto the children of th 
people, and speak unto them, an 
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tell them, Thus saith the Lord GoD; 
whether they will hear, or whether 
they will forbear. 

12 Then the spirit took me up, and 
I heard behind mea voice of agreat 
rushing, saying, Blessed be the glory 
of the LORD from his place. 

13 / heard also the noise of the 
wings of the living creatures that 
touched one another, and the noise 
of the wheels over agaiust them, 
and a noise of a great rushing. 

14 So the spirit lifted me up, and 
took me away, and I went in bitter- 
ness, in the heat of my spirit; but

9 Yet if thou warn the wicked, 
and he turn not from his wicked- 
ness, nor from his wicked way, he 
shall die in his iniquity; but thou 
hast delivered thy soul. 

20 Again, When a righteous man 
doth turn from his righteousness, 
and commit iniquity, and I lay a 
stumblingblock before him, he shall 
die: because thou hast not given 
him warning, he shall die in his 
sin, and his righteousness which he 
hath done shall not be remembered ; 
but his blood will I require at thine 


and. 

21 Nevertheless if thou warn the 
righteous man, that the righteous 
sin not, and he doth not sin, he 
shall surely live, because he is 
warned; also thou hast delivered 
thy soul. 

22 7 And the hand of the Lorp, 
was there upon me; and he said 
unto me, Arise, go forth into the

23 Then I arose, and went forth 
into the plain: and, behold, the 
glory of the LoRD stood there, as

24 Then the spirit entered into 
me,aud set me upon my feet, and 
spake with me, and said unto me, 
Go, shut thyself within thine 
house. 

25 But thou, O son of man, behold, 
they shall put bands upon thee 
and shall bind thee witk them, an 
thou shalt not fo out among them: 

26 And I will make thy tongue 
cleave to the roof of thy mouth, that 
thou shalt be dumb, and shalt not be 
to them a reprover: for they are 
a rebellious house. 

27 But when I speak with thee, I 
will open thy mouth, and thou shalt 
say unto them, Thus saith the Lord 
GOD; He that heareth, let him hear; 
and he that forbeareth, let him for- 
bear: for they are a rebellious 
house. 


CHAPTER 4. 
A typical siege foreshadows the famine in 
erusalem. 

HOU also, son of man, take thee 

a tile, and lay it before thee, 
and pourtray upon it the city, even 
Jé-ru’‘sa-lém : 

2 And lay siege against it, and 
build a fort against it, and casta 
mountagainstit; setthe camp also 
against it, and set battering rams 
against it round about. 

3 Moreover take thou unto thee 
an iron pan, and set it for a wall of 
iron between thee and the city: and 
set thy face againstit, and it shall 
be besieged, and thou shalt lay pan 
against it. This shal/ be a sign to 
the house of is’ra-el. 

4 Lie thou also upon thy left side 
and lay the iniquity of the house o 
Is'ra-el upon it: according to the 
number of the days that thou shalt 
lie upon it thou shalt bear their 
iniquity. 

5 For I have laid upon thee the 
years of their iniquity, according to 
the number of the days, three hun- 
dred and ninety days: soshalt thou 
bear the iniquity of the house of 
Is/ra-el. 

And when thou hast accom- 
plished them, lie again on thy right 
side, and thou shalt bear the in- 
iquity of the house of Ju’dah fort 
days: I have appointed thee eac 
day for a year. 

7 Therefore thou shalt set thy face 
toward the siege of Jé-ru’sa-lém, 
and thine arm shall be uncovered, 
and thou shalt prophesy against it. 

8 And, behold, I will lay bands 
upon thee, and thou slialt not turn 
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thee from one side to another, till 
“nen hast ended the days of thy 
siege. 

9 | Take thou also unto thee 
wheat, and barley, and beans, and 
lentiles, and millet, and fitches, and 
zat them in one vessel, and make 
hee bread thereof, according to the 
number of the days that thou shalt 
lie upon thy side, three hundred 
and ninety days shalt thou eat 
thereof. 

10 And thy meat which thou shalt 
eat shall be by weight, twenty she- 
kels a day: from time to time shalt 
thou eat it. 

11 Thou shalt drink also water by 
measure, the sixth part of an hin: 
from time to time shalt thou drink. 

12 Anct thou shalt eat it as barle 
cakes, and thou shalt bake it wit 
dung that cometh out of man, in 
their sight. 

13 And the LORD said, Even thus 
shail the children of Is’ra-el eat 
their defiled bread among the Gén’- 
tiles, whither I will drive them. 

14 Then said I, Ah Lord Gop! 
behold, ny soul hath not been pol- 
luted: for from my youth up even 
till now have I not eaten of that 
which dieth of itself, or is torn in 
pieces; neither came there abomi- 
nable fiesh into my mouth. 

15 Then he said unto me, Lo, Ihave 

iven thee cow’s dung for man’s 

ung, and thou shalt prepare thy 
bread therewith. 

16 Moreover he said unto me, Son 
of man, behold, I will break the 
staff of bread in Jé-ru’sa4-lém: and 
they shall eat bread by weight, 
and with care; and they shall drink 
water by measure, and with aston- 
ishment: 

17 That they may want bread and 
water, and be astonied one with an- 
other, and consume away for their 
iniquity. 


CHAPTER 5. 
Lhe prophet’s hair types the judgments on 
Jerusalem. 
AAND thou, son of man, take thee 
a sharp knife, take thee a bar- 
ber’s razor, and cause it to pass 
upon thine head and upon thy 
beard: then take thee balances to 
weigh, and divide the hair. 
2 Thou shalt burn with fire a third 
art in the midst of the city, when 
he days of the siege are fulfilled : 
and thou shalt take a third part, 
and smite about it with a knife: 
and a third part thou shalt scatter 
in the wind; and I will draw out a 
sword after them.

4 Then take of them again, and 
cast them into the midst of the fire, 
and burn them in the fire; for there- 
of shall a fire come forth into all 
the house of Ig’ra-el. 

59 Thus saith the Lord Gop; This 
is Jé-ru’/sd-lém: I have set it in the 
midst of the nations and countries 
that are round about her. 

6 And she hath changed my judg- 
ments into wickedness more than 
the nations, and my statutes more 
than the countries that are round 
about her: for they have refused 
my judgments and my statutes, 
they have not walked in them. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
GoD; Recause ye multiplied more 
than the nations that are round 
about you, and have not walked in 
my statutes, neither have kept my 
judgments, neither have done ac- 
cortling to the judgments of the na- 
tions that areround about you; 

8 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
GoD; Behold, I, even I, am against 
thee, and will execute judgments 
in the midst of thee in the sight of 
the nations. 

9 And I will do in thee that which 
I have not done, and whereunto I 
will not do any more the like, be- 
cause of ali thine abominations. 

10 Therefore the fathers shall eat 
the sons in the midst of thee, and 
the sons shall eat their fathers; 
and I will execute judgments in 
thee, and the whole remnant of 
thee willI scatter into all the winds. 

11 Wherefore, as_I live, saith the 
Lord Gop; Surely, because thou 
hast defiled my sanctuary with alt 
thy detestable things, and with 
all thine abominations, therefore 
will I also diminish thee, neither 
shall mine eye spare, neither will 
Lhave any pity. 

124 A third part of thee shall die 
with the pestilence, and with fam- 
ine shall they be consumed in the 
midst of thee: and a third part 
shall fall by the sword round about 
thee; and 1 will scatter a third part 
into all the winds, and I will draw 
out a sword after them. 

13 Thus shall mine anger be ac- 
complished, and I will cause my 
fury to rest upon them, and I will 
be comforted: and they shall know 
that I the LORD have spoken it in 
my zeal, when I have accomplished 
my fury in them. ;

works may be abolished. 

7 And the slain shall fall in the 
midst of you, and ye~shall know 
that I am the Lorp. 

8 § Yet will I leave a remnant 
that ye may have some that shall 
escape the sword among the na- 
tions, when ye shall be scattered 
through the countries. 

9 And they that escape of you shall 
remember me among the nations 
whither they shall be carried ca 
tives, because I am broken wi 
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their whorish heart, which hath de- 
parted from me, and with their 
PACES which go a whoring after 
their idols: and they shall loathe 
themselves for the evils which the 
have committed in all their abomi- 
nations. 

10 And they shall know that I am 
the LORD, and that I have not said 
in vain that 1 would do this evil 
unto them. 

ll { Thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Smite with thine hand, and stamp 
with thy foot, and say, Alas for all 
the evil abominations of the housa 
of is’ra-el! for they shall fall by 
the sword, by the famine, and by 
the pestilence. 

12 He that is far off shall die of the 
pestilence ; and he that is near shall 
fall by the sword; and he that re- 
maineth and is besieged shall dig 
by the famine: thus will I accom- 
plish my fury upon them. 

13 Then shall ye know that I am 
the LORD, when their slain men shal] 
be among their idols round about 
their altars, upon every high hill, 
in all the tops of the mountains 
and under every green tree, an 
under every thick oak, the place 
where they did offer sweet savour 
to all their idols. 

14 So will I stretch out my hand 
upon them, and make the land des- 
olate, yea, more desolate than the 
wilderness toward Dib’lath, in all 
their habitations: and they shall 
know that I am the LorbD. 


CHAPTER 7. 
1 Final desolation of Israel. 20 The sanctu- 
ary defiled. 23 Miseries of their captivity. 
Pf GBEOvVER: the word of the 
LORD came unto me, saying, 

2 Also, thou son of man, thus saith 
the Lord Gop unto the Jand of Is’- 
ra-el; An end, the end is come upon 
the four corners of the land. 

3 Now is the end come upon thee, 
and I will send mine anger upon 
thee, and will judge thee according 
to thy ways, and will recompense 
upon thee ali thine abominations. 

And mine eye shall not spare

10 Behold the day, behold, it is 
come: the morning is gone forth; 
the rod hath blossomed, pride hath 
budded.

20 9 As for the beauty of his orna- 
ment, he set it in majesty ; but they 
made the images of their abomina- 
tions and of their detestable things 
therein: therefore have I set it far 
from them. 

21 And I will give it into the hands 
of the strangers fora prey, and to 
the wicked of the earth for a spoil; 
and they shall pollute it. 

22 My face will I turn also from 
them, and they shall pollute my 
secret place: for the robbers shail 
enter into it, and defile it. 

23 9 Make a chain: for the land 
is full of bloody crimes, and the city 
is full of violence. ‘ 

24 Wherefore I will bring the worst 
of the heathen, and they shall pos- 
sess their houses: I will also make 
the pomp of the strong to cease; 
ang their holy places shall be de- 

ed. 

25 Destruction cometh; and they 
shall seek peace, and there shall be 
none. 

26 Mischief shall come upon mis- 
chief, and rumour shall be upon ru- 
mour; then shall they seek a vision 
of the prophet; but the law shall 
perish from the priest, and counsel 
from the ancients. 

27 The king shall mourn, and the 
prince shall be clothed with desola- 
tion, and the hands of the people of 
the land shall be troubled: I will do 
unto them after their way, and ac- 
cording to their deserts will I judge 
them; and they shall know that I 
am the LORD. 


CHAPTER 8. 


1 Lzekiel’s vision at Jerusalem. 5 Image 
of jealousy. 15 Sun-worshippers. 
AND it came to pass in the sixth 

year, in the sixth month, in the 
fifth day of the month, as I sat in 
mine house, and the elders of Ju’. 
dah sat before me, that the hand 
of the Lord Gop fell there upon 


me.

3 Now the cherubims stood on the 
right side of the house, when the 
man went in; and the cloud filled 
the inner court. 

4 Then the glory of the LORD went 
up from the cherub, and stood over 
the threshold of the house; and the 
house was filled with the cloud, and 
the court was full of the brightness 
of the LORD’S glory. 

5 And the sound of the cherubims’ 
wings was heard even to the outer 
court, as the voice of the Almighty 
God when he speaketh. 

6 And it came to pass, that when 
he had commanded the man clothed 
with linen, saying, Take fire from 
between the wheels, from between 
the cherubims; then he went in,and 
stood beside the wheels. 

7 And one cherub stretched forth 
his hand from between the cheru- 
bims unto the fire thatwas between 
the cherubims, and took thereof, and 


put i¢ into the hands of him that was. 


clothed with linen: who took it, 
and went out. 
8 7 And there appeared in the 


T4q 
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the cherubims. 


cherubims the form of a man’s 
hand under their wings. 

9 And when I looked, behold the 
four wheels by the cherubims, one 
wheel by one cherub, and another 
wheel by another cherub: and the 
appearance of the wheels was as the 
colour of a beryl stone. 

10 And as for their appearances, 
they four had one likeness, as if a 
wheel had been in the midst of a 
wheel. 

11 When they went, they went 
upon their four sides: they turned 
notas they went, but to the place 
whither the head looked they fol- 
lowed it; they turned not as they 
went. ; 

12 And their whole body, and 
their backs, and their hands, and 
their wings, and the wheels, were 
full of eyes round about, even the 
wheels that they four had. 

13° As for the wheels, it was cried 
unto them in my hearty: O wheel. 

14 And every one had four faces: 
the first face was the face of a cher- 
ub, and the second face was the 
face of a man, and the third the 
face of a lion, and the fourth the 
face of an eagle. 

15 And the cherubims were lifted 
up. This is the living creature 
that I saw by the river of Che’bar. 

16 And when the cherubims went 
the wheels went se them: and 
when the cherubims lifted up their 
wings to mount up from the earth 
the same wheels also turned no 
from beside them. : 

17 When they stood, these stood; 
and when they were lifted up, these 
lifted up themselves also: for the 
sf Palas of the living creature was in 
them. 

18 Then the glory of the LoRD 
departed from off the threshold of 
the house, and stood over the cher- 
ubims. 

19 And the cherubims lifted up 
their wings, and mounted up from 
the earth in my sight: when they 
went out, the wheels also were be- 
side them, and every one stood at 
the door of the east gate of the 
LORD’S house; and the glory of the 
God of Iis’ra-el was over them 
above. 

20 This is the living creature that. 
I saw under the God of pers by 
the river of Ché’bir; and I knew 
that they were the cherubims. 

21 Every one had four faces 
apiece, and every one four wings; 
and the likeness of the hands of a 
man was under their wings. 

22 And the likeness of their faces

was the same faces which I saw by 
the river of Ché’bar, their appear- 
ances and themselves: they went 
every one straight forward.

4 4 Therefore Pepe against 
them, prophesy, O son of man. 

5 And the Spirit of the LorD fell 
upon me, and said unto me, Speak; 
Thus saith the LORD; Thus have ye 
said, O house of is’ra-el: for I know 
the things that come into your 
mind, every one of them. 

Ye have multiplied your slain 
in this city, and ye have filled the 
streets thereof with the slain. 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
GoD; Your slain whom ye have 
laid in the midst of it, they ave the 
flesh, and this city is the caldron: 
but I will bring you forth out of the 
midst of it. 

8 Ye have feared the sword; and I 
will bring a sword upon you, saith 
the Lord Gop. 

9 And Iwill bring you out of the 
midst thereof, and deliver you into 
the hands of strangers, and will 
execute judgments among you. 

0 Ye shall 


is'ra-el; and ye shall know that I 
am the LORD: 

11 This city shall not be your cal- 
dron, neither shall ye be the flesh in 
the midst thereof; but I will judge 
you in the border of is’/ra-el : 

12 And ye shall know that I am 
the LORD: for ye have not walked 
in my statutes, neither executed 
my judgments, but have done after 
the manners of the heathen that 
are round about you. 

13 §_ And it came to pass, when I 
prophesied, that Pél-a-ti’ah the son 
of Bé-na’jah died. Then fellI down 
upon my face, and cried with a

loud voice, and said, Ah Lord Gop! 
wilt thou make a full end of the 
remnant of Is’ra-el? 

14 Again the word of the LoRD 
came unto me, saying, 

15 Son of man, thy brethren, even 
thy brethren, the men of thy kin- 
dred, and all the house of is’ra-el 
wholly, are they unto whom the in- 
habitants of Jé-ru’s4-lém have said, 
Get you far from the LorD: unto 
us is this land given in posses- 
sion. 

16 Therefore say, Thus saith the 
Lord GoD; Although I have cast 
them far off among the heathen, 
and although I have scattered them 
among the countries, yet willl be 
to them as a little sanctuary in the 
countries where they shall come. 

17 Therefore say, Thus saith the 
Lord Gop; I will even gather you 
from the people, and assemble you 
out of the countries where ye have 


“been scattered, and I will give you 


the land of is/ra-el. 

18 And they shall come thither, 
and they shail take away all the de- 
testable things thereof and all the 
abominations thereof from theuce. 

19 And I will give them one heart, 
and Iwill put anew spirit within 
you; and I will take the stony heart 
out of their flesh, and will give them 
an heart of flesh: 

20 That they may walk in my stat- 
utes, and keep mine ordinances, and 
do them: and they shall be my peo- 
ple, and I will be their God. 

21 But as for them whose heart 
walketh after the heart of their de- 
testable things and their abomina- 
tions, I will recompense their way 
upon their own heads, saith the 
Lord Gop. 

22 § Then did the cherubims lift 
up their wings, and the wheels be- 
side them; and the glory of the God 
of Is’ra-el was over them above. 

23 And the glory of the LORD went 
up from the midst of the city, and 
stood upon the mountain which is 
on the east side of the city.

6 In their sight shalt thou bear it 
upon thy shoulders, and carry it 
forth in the twilight: thou shalt 
cover thy face, that thousee not the 
ground: for I have set thee for a 
sign unto the house of Is’ra-el. 

7 And I did soas I was command- 
ed: I brought forth my stuff by day, 
as stuff for captivity, and in the even 
Idigged through the wall with mine 
hand; I brought 7¢ forth in the twi- 
light, and I bare it upon my shoul- 
der in their sight. 

8 § And in the morning came the 
poe of the LORD unto me, Say- 

ng, 

9 Son of man, hath not the house 
of is’ra-el, the rebellious house, said 
unto thee, What doest thou? 

10 Say thou unto them, Thus saith 
the Lord Gop; This burden con- 
cerneth the prince in Jé-ru’sa-lém, 
and all the house of is’ra-el that are 
among them. 

il Say, I am your sign: like as I 
have done, so shall it be done unto 
them: they shall remove and go 
into captivity. 

12 And the prince that 7s among 
them shall bear upon his-shoulder in 
the pelliene and shall go forth:

his face, that he see not the ground

13 My net also will I spread upon 
him, and he shal] be taken in my 
snare: and I will bring him to 
Bab’y-lon to the land of the Chal-dé’- 
ang; yet shall he not see it, though 
he shall die there. 

4 And I will scatter toward every 
wind all that are about him to 
help him, and all his bands; and 
etl draw out the sword after 

em. 
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15 And they shall know that I am 
the LORD, when [shall scatter them 
among the nations, and disperse 
them in the countries. 

16 But I will leave a few men of 
them from the sword, from the fam- 
ine, and from the pestilence; that 
they may declare all their abomi- 
nations among the heathen whither 
they come; and they shall know 
that I am the LORD. 

17 § Moreover the word of the 
LORD came to me, saying 

18 Son of man, eat thy bread 
with quaking, and drink thy water 
with trembling and with careful- 


Ness; 

19 And say unto the people of the 
land, Thus saith the Lord Gop of 
the inhabitants of Jé-ru/sa-lém, and 
of the land of Is’/ra-el; They shall 
eat their bread with carefulness, 
and drink their water with aston- 
ishment, that her land may be deso- 
late from all thatis therein, because 
of the violence of all them that 
dwell therein. 

20 And the cities that are inhabited 
shali be laid waste, and the land 
shall be desolate; and ye shall 
know that I am the LORD. 

21 § And the word of the LORD 
came unto me, saying, 

22 Son of man, what is that pro- 
verb that ye have in the land of is/- 
ra-el, saying, The days are pro- 
ionged, and every vision faileth ? 

23 Tell them therefore, Thus saith 
the Lord Gop; I will make this 
proverb to cease, and they shall no 
more use it as a proverb in Is’ra-el ; 
but say unto them, The days are 
at hand, and the effect of every 
vision. 

24 For there shall be no more any 
vain vision nor flattering divina- 
tion within the house of Is’ra-el. 

25 For I am the LORD: I will 
speak, and the word that I shall 
speak shall come to pass; it shall 
be no more prolon ed: for in your 
days, O rebellious house, will I sa 
the word, and will perform it, sait 
the Lord Gop. 

26 § Again the word of the LORD 
caine to me, saying, 

27 Son of man, behold, they of the 
house of Is’ra-e] say, The vision that 
he seeth is for many days to come, 
and he prophesieth of the times that 
are far off. 

28 Therefore say unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord Gop; There shall 
none of my words be prolonged any 
more, but the word which I have 
spoken shall be done, saith the 
Lord GOD.

ND the word of the LORD came

2 Son of man, prophesy against the 
prophets of is’ra-el that prophesy, 
and say thou unto them that pro- 
phesy out of their own hearts, Hear 
ye the word of the LORD: 

3 Thus saith the Lord GoD; Woe 
unto the foolish prophets, that fol- 
low their own spirit, and have seen 
nothing ! 

4 Ois’ra-el, thy prophets are like 
the foxes in the deserts. 

5 Ye have not gone up into the 

aps, neither made up the hedge 

or the house of fs’ra-el to stand in 
the battle in the day of the LorD. 

6 They have seen vanity and lying 
divination, saying, The LORD saith: 
and the LORD hath not sent them: 
and they have made others to hope 
that they would confirm the word. 

7 Have ye not seen a vain vision, 
and have ye not spoken a lying di- 
vination, whereas ye say, The LORD 
saith i¢; albeit I have not spoken ? 
-8 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
GOD; Because ye have spoken van- 
ity, and seen lies, therefore, behold 
het against you, saith the Lord 

OD. 

9 And mine hand shall be upon the 
Rr ophets that see vanity, and that 

ivine lies: they shall not be in 
the assembly of my people, neither 
shall they be written in the Writtig 
of the house of Is/ra-el, neither sha 
they enter into the land of Is’ra-el; 
and ye shall know that I am the 
Lord Gop. 

10 Because, even because they 
have seduced my people, saying, 
Peace; and there was no peace; and 
one built up a wall, and, lo, others 
daubed it with untempered mor- 


ter: 

ll Say unto them which daub it 
with untempered morter, that it 
shall fall: there shall be an over- 
flowing shower; and ye, O great 
hailstones, shall fall; and a stormy 
wind shall rend #t. 

12 Lo, when the wallis fallen, shall 
it not be said unto you, Where ts the 
daubing wherewith ye have daubed

13 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
Gop; I will even rend it with a 
see wind in my fury; and there 
shall be an overflowing shower in 
mine anger, and great hailstones in 
my fury to consume it. 

14 So will I break down the wall 
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that ye have daubed with untem- 
pered morter, and bring it down to 
the ground, so that the foundation 
thereof shall be discovered, and it 
shall fall, and ye shall be consumed 
in the midst thereof: and ye shall 
know that I am the LoRD. 

15 Thus will laccomplish my wrath 
upon the wall, and upon them that

16 Zo wit, the prophets of Is’ra-el 
which prophesy concerning Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém, and which see visions of 
peace for her, and there is no peace, 
saith the Lord Gop. 

17 § Likewise, thou son of man, 
set thy face against the daughters 
of thy people, which prophesy out 
of their own heart; and prophesy 
thou against them, 

18 And say, Thus saith the Lord 
GOD; Woe to the women that sew 
pillows to all armholes, and make 
kerchiefs upon the head of every 
stature to hunt souls! Willye hunt 
the souls of my poco. and will ye 
save the souls alive that come unto 
you ? 

19 And will ye'pollute me among 
my people for handfuls of barley 
and for pieces of bread, to slay the 
souls that should not die, and to 
save the souls alive that should not 
live, by your lying to my people 
that hear your lies ? 

20 Wherefore thus saith the Lord 
Gop; Behold, I am against your pil- 
lows, wherewith ye there hunt the 
souls to make them fly, and I will 
tear them from your arms, and will 
let the souls go, even the souls that 
ye hunt to make them fly. 

21 Your kerchiefs also will I tear, 
and deliver my people out of your 
hand, and _ they shall be no more in 
your hand to be hunted; and ye 
shall know that I am the Lorp. 

22 Because with lies ye have made 
the heart of the righteous sad 
whom I have not made sad; and 
strengthened the hands of the wick- 
ed, that he should not return from 
Bn wicked way, by promising him 
ife:

I be enquired of at all by them ? 

4 Therefore speak unto them, and

5 That I may take the house of 
cae in their own heart, because 
they are all estranged from me 
through their idols.

10 And they shall bear the punish- 
ment of their gute the punish- 
ment of the prophet shall be even 
as the punishment of him that seek- 
eth unto him ; 

11 That the house of Is’ra-el ma 
go no more astray from me, nei- 

her be polluted any more with all 
their transgressions; but that they 
may be my people, and I may be 
their God, saith the Lord Gop. 

a | The word of the LORD came 
again to me, saying, 

3 Son of man, when the land 
sinneth against me by trespassing 
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grievously, then will I stretch out 
mine hand upon it, and will break 
the staff of the bread thereof 
and will send famine upon it, and 
will cut off man and beast from 


it: 

14 Though these three men, NO’ah, 
ike and Job, were in it, they 
should deliver but their own souls 
by their righteousness, saith the 
Lord GoD. 

15 7 If 5 cause noisome beasts to 
pass through the land, and they 
spoil it, so that it be desolate, that 
no man may pass through because 
of the beasts: 

16 Though these three men were 
in it, as Ilive, saith the Lord Gop, 
they shall deliver neither sons. nor 
daughters; they only shall be deliv- 
ered, but the land shall be desolate. 

17 §¥ Or if I bring a sword upon 
that land, and say, Sword, go 
through the land; so that I cut off 
man and beast from it: 

18 Though these three men were 
in it, as I tive, saith the Lord Gop, 
they shall deliver neither sons nor 
daughters, but they only shall be 
delivered themselves. 

19 J OrifIsend a pestilence into 
that land, and pour out my fury 
upon it in blood, to cut off from it 
man and beast: 

20 Though NOo’ah, Dan’jel, and Job 
were in it, as I live, saith the Lor 
Gop, they shall deliver neither son 
nor daughter ; they shall but deliver 
their own souls by their righteous- 
ness. 

21 For thus saith the Lord Gop; 
How much more when I send my 
four sore Ebel pen upon Jé-ru’sa- 
1ém, the sword, and the famine, and 
the noisome beast, and the pesti- 
lence, to cut off from it man and 
beast ? 

-22 J Yet, behold, therein shall be 
left a remnant that shall be brought 
forth, doth sons and daughters: be- 
hold, they shail come forth unto 
you, and ye shall see their way and 
their doings: and ye shall be com- 
forted concerning the evil that I 
have brought upon Jé-ru’sa-lém, 
even concerning all that I have 
brought upon it. 

23 And they shall comfort you, 
when ye see their ways and their 
doings: and ye shall know that I 
have not done without cause all 
that I have done in it, saith the 
Lord Gop.

GAIN the word of the LORD

18 And tookest thy broidered gar- 
ments, and coveredst them: and 
thou hast set mine oil,and mine 
incense before them. 

19 My meat also which I gave 
thee, fine flour, and oil, and honey, 
wherewith I fed thee, thou hast even 
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set it before them for a sweet sa- 
vour: and thus it was, saith the 
Lord Gop. 

20 Moreover thou hast taken thy 
sons and thy daughters, whom thou 
fast borne unto me, and these hast 
thou sacrificed unto them to be 
devoured.

22 And in all thine abominations 
and thy whoredoms thou_ hast not 
remembered the days of thy youth, 
when thou wast naked and bare, 
and wast polluted in thy blood. 

23 And it came to pass after all thy 
wickedness, (woe, woe unto thee! 
saith the Lord GOD;) 

24 That thou hast also built unto 
thee an eminent place, and hast 
made thee an high place in every 
street. ; 

25 Thou hast built thy high place 
at every head of the way, and hast 
made thy beauty to be abhorred, 
and hast opened thy feet to every 
one that passed by, and multiplied 
thy whoredoms. 

of Thou hast also committed for- 
nication with the E-syp’tians thy 
neighbours, great of flesh; and hast 
increased thy whoredoms, to pro- 
voke me to anger. 

27 Behold, therefore I have stretch- 
ed out my hand over thee, and have 
diminished thine ordinary food, and 
delivered thee unto the will of them 
that hate thee, the daughters of the 
Phi-lis’tines, which are ashamed of 
thy lewd way. 

28 Thou hast played the whore 
-also with the As-syr’i-ans, because 
thou wast unsatiable ; yea, thou hast 
played the harlot with them, and yet 
couldest not be satisfied. 

29 Thou hast moreover multiplied 
thy fornication in the land of Ca/- 
naan unto Chal-de’a; and yet thou 
wast not satisfied herewith. 

30 How weak is thine heart, saith 
the Lord GoD, seeing thou doestall 
these things, the work of an im- 
perious whorish woman ; 

31 In that thou buildest thine 
eminent place in the head of every 
way, and makest thine high place in 
every street; and hast not been as 
an harlot, in that thou scornest hire ; 

32 But as a wife that committeth 
eid ale f which taketh strangers in- 
stead of her husband! 

33 They give gifts to all whores: 
but thou givest thy gifts to all thy 
lovers, and hirest them, that they 
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may come unto thee on every side 
for thy whoredom. 

34 And the contrary is in thee from 
other women in thy whoredoms, 
whereas none followeth thee to 
commit whoredoms: and in that 
thou givest a reward, and no re- 
ward is given unto thee, therefore 
thou art contrary. 

35 ¥ Wherefore, O harlot, hear the 
word of the LORD: 

386 Thus saith the Lord GOD; Be- 
cause thy filthiness was poured 
out, and thy nakedness discovered 
through thy whoredoms with thy 
lovers, and with all the idols of thy 
abominations, and by the blood of 
thy children, which thou didst give 
unto them; 

37 Behold, therefore I will gather 
all thy lovers, with whom thou hast 
taken pleasure, and all them that 
thou hast loved, with all them that 
thou hast hated; I will even gather 
them round about against thee, and 
will discover thy nakedness unto 
them, that they may see all thy 
nakedness. 

38 And I will judge thee, as wo- 
men that break wedlock and shed 
blood are judged; and I will give 
thee blood in fury and jealousy. 

39 And I will also give thee into 
their hand, and they shall throw 
down thine eminent place, and. 
shall break down thy high places: 
they shall strip thee also of thy 
clothes, and shall take thy fair 
jewels, and leave thee naked and 

are. 

40 They shall also bring up a com- 
pany against thee, and they shall 
stone thee with stones, and thrust 
thee through with their swords. 

41 And they shall burn thine 
houses with fire, and execute judg- 
ments upon thee in the sight of 
many women: and I will cause thee 
to cease from playing the harlot, 
and thou also shalt give no hire any 
more. 

42 So will I make my fury toward 
thee to rest, and my jealousy shall 
depart from thee, and I will be 
quiet, and will be no more angry. 

43 Because thou hast not remem- 
bered the days of thy youth, but 
hast fretted me in all these things; 
behold, therefore I also will re- 
compense thy way upon thine head 
saith the Lord GOD: and thou shalt 
not commit this lewdness above all 
thine abominations. 

44 J Behold, every one that useth 
proverbs shall use this proverb 
against thee, saying, As 7s the mo- 
ther, so is her daughter. 
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45 Thou art thy mother’s daughter, 
that loatheth her husband and her 
children; and thou art the sister of 
thy sisters, which loathed their hus- 
bands and their children: your mo- 
ther was an Hit’tite, and your father 
an Am/6r-ite. 

46 And thine elder sister 7s Sa-ma/- 
ri-a, she and her daughters that 
dwell at thy left hand: and thy 
younger sister, that dwelleth at thy 
right hand, 7s S0d’om and her 
daughters. 

47 Yet hast thou not walked after 
their ways, nor done after their 
abominations: but, as 7f that werea 
very little thing, thou wast cor- 
rupted more than they in all thy 
ways. 

48 As I live, saith the Lord Gop, 
Sod’om thy sister hath not done, 
she nor her daughters, as thou hast 
done, thou and thy daughters. 

49 Behold, this was the iniquity of 
thy sister SOd’om, pride, fulness of 
bread, and abundance of idleness 
was in her and in her daughters 
neither did she strengthen the han 
of the poor and needy. 

50 And they were haughty, and 
committed abomination before me: 
therefore I took them away as I 
saw good. 

51 Neither hath Sa-ma/ri-a com- 
mitted half of thy sins; but thou 
hast multiplied thine abominations 
more than they, and hast justified 
thy sisters in all thine abominations 
which thou hast done. 

52 Thou also, which hast judged 
thy sisters, bear thine own shame 
for thy sins that thou hast com- 
mitted more abominable than they: 
they are more righteous than thou: 
hes be thou confounded also, and 

ear thy shame, in that thou hast 
justified thy sisters. 

58 When I shall bring again their 
captivity, the captivity of Sod’om 
and her daughters, and the captiy- 
ity of Sa-ma’ri-aand her daughters, 
then will I bring again the captivity 
of thy captives in the midst of 
them: 

54 That thou mayest bear thine 
own shame, avd mayest be con- 
founded in all that thou hast done, 
in that thou art a comfort unto 
them. 

55 When thy sisters, S0d’om and 
her daughters, shall return to their 
former estate, and Sa-ma’ri-a and 
her daughters shall return to their 
former estate, then thou and thy 
daughters shail return to your for- 
mer estate. 

56 For thy sister SOd’om was not 
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mentioned by thy mouth in the 
day of thy pride, 

57 Before thy wickedness was dis- 
covered, as at the time of thy re- 
proach of the daughters of Syr’i-a, 
and all that are round about her, 
the daughters of the Phi-lis’tines, 
which despise thee round about. 

58 Thou hast borne thy lewdness 
and thine abominations, saith the 
LORD. 

59 For thus saith the Lord Gop; 
I will even deal with thee as thou 
hast done, which hast despised 
the oath in breaking the covenant. 
60 J Nevertheless I will remember 
my covenant with thee in the days 
of thy ,yvouth, and I will establish 
unto thee an everlasting cove- 
nant. 

61 Then thou shalt remember thy 
ways, and be ashamed, when thou 
shalt receive thy sisters, thine 
elder and thy younger: and I will 

ive them unto thee for daughters, 

ut not by thy covenant. 

62 And I will establish my cove: 





nant with thee; and thou shalt 
know that I am the LORD: 

63 That thou mayest remember, 
and be confounded, and never open 
thy mouth any more because of thy 
shame, when Lam pacified toward 
thee for all that thou hast done, 
saith the Lord GoD.

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eagle with great wings and many 
feathers: and, behold, this vine 
did bend her roots toward him 
and shot forth her branches toward 
him, that he might water it by the 
furrows of her plantation. 

8 It was planted in a good soil by 
great waters, that it might bring 
forth branches, and that it ee 
bear fruit, that it might be a goodly 
vine. 

9 Say thou, Thus saith the Lord 
GOD; Shall it prosper ? shall he not 
pull up the roots thereof, and cut 
off the fruit thereof, that it wither ? 
it shall wither in all the leaves of 
her spring, even without great 
power or many people to pluck it 
up by the roots thereof. 

10 Yea, behold, being planted, shall 
it probes ? shall it not utterly 
wither, when the east wind touch- 
eth it? it shall wither in the fur- 
rows where it grew. 

ll § Moreover the word of the 
LORD came unto me, saying, 

12 Say now to the rebellious house, 
Know ye not what these things 
mean? tell them, Behold, the king 
of Bab’y-lon is come to Jé-ru’sa-lem, 
and hath taken the king thereof 
and the princes thereof, and led 
them with him to Bab’y-lon; 

13 And hath taken of the king’s 
seed, and made a covenant with 
him, anc hath taken an oath of 
him: he hath also taken the mighty 
of the land: : 

14 That the kingdom might be 
base, that it might not lift itself up, 
but that by keeping of his covenant 
it might stand.

6 And hath not eaten upon the 
mountains, neither hath lifted up 
his eyes to the idols of the house 
of is’ra-el, neither hath defiled his 
neighbour’s wife, neither hath come 
near to a menstruous woman 

7 And hath not op ressed any, 
but hath restored to the debtor his 
pledge, hath spoiled none by vio: 
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The equity of 
lence, hath given his bread to the 
hungry, and hath covered the naked 
with a garment; 

S He that hath not cues forth 
upon usury, neither hath taken any 
increase, that hath withdrawn his 
hand from iniquity, hath executed 
true judgment between man and 
man, . 

9 Hath walked in my statutes, and 
hath kept my judgments, to deal 
truly; he 7s just, he shall surely 
live, saith the Lord Gop. 

10 § If he beget a son that is a 
robber, a shedder of blood, and 
that doeth the like to any one of 
these things, 

11 And that doeth not any of those 
duties, but even hath eaten upon the 
mountains, and defiled his neigh- 
bour’s wife, 

12 Hath oppressed the poor and 
needy, hath spoiled by violence, 
hath not restored the pledge, and 
hath lifted up his eyes to the idols, 
hath committed abomination, 

13 Hath given forth upon usury, 
and hath taken increase: shall he 
then live? he_shall not live: he 
hath done all these abominations; 
he shall surely die; his blood shall 
be upon him. 

147 Now, lo, if he beget a son, that 
seeth all his father’s sins which he 
hath done, and considereth, and 
doeth not such like, 

15 That hath not eaten upon the 
mountains, neither hath lifted up 
his eyes to the idols of the house of 
Iis’ra-el, hath not defiled his neigh- 
bour’s wife,

19 | Yet say ye, Why? doth not 
the son bear the iniguity of the fa- 
ther? When the son hath done that 
which is lawful and right, and hath 
kept all my statutes, and hath done 
them, he shall surely live. 

20.The soul that sinneth, it shall 
die. The son shall not bear the in- 
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iquity of the father, neither shall the 
father bear the iniquity of the son: 
the righteousness of the righteous 
shall be upon him, and the wicked- 
wee of the wicked shall be upon 

im. 

21 Butif the wicked will turn from 
all his sins that he hath committed, 
and keep all my statutes, and do 
that which is lawful and right, he 
shall surely live, he shail not die. 

22 All his transgressions that he 
hath committed, they shall not be 
mentioned unto him: in his right. 
Rees that he hath done he shall 

ive. 

23 Have I any pleasure at all that 
the wicked should die? saith the 
Lord GOD: @nd not that he should 
return from his ways, and live ? 

24 § But when the righteous turn- 
eth away from his righteousness, 
and committeth iniquity, and doeth 
according to all the abominations 
that the wicked man doeth, shall he 
live? All his righteousness that he 
hath done shall not be mentioned: 
in his trespass that he hath tres- 
passed, and in his sin that he hath 
sinned, in them shall he die. 

25 | Yet ye say, The way of the 
Lord is not equal. Hear now, O 
house of is’ra-el; Is not my way 
equal? are not your ways une- 
qual ? 

26 When a righteous man turneth 
away from his righteousness, and 
committeth iniquity, and dieth in 
them; for his iniquity that he hath 
done shall he die. 

27 Again, when the wicked man 
turneth away from his wickedness 
that he hath committed, and doeth 
that which is lawful and right, he 
shall save his soul alive. 

28 Because he considereth, and 
turneth away from all his trans- 

ressions that he hath committed, 

e shall surely live, he shall not 


die. 

29 Yet saith the house of Iis’ra-el, 
The way of the Lord is not equal. 
O house of Is’ra-el, are not my “ys 
pe ees ? are not aes ways unequal ? 

30 Therefore I will judge you, O 
house of Iis/ra-el, every one accord- 
ing to his ways, saith the Lord GOD. 
Repent, and turn yourselves from 
all your transgressions; so iniquity 
shall not be your ruin. 

31 § Cast away from you all your 
transgressions, whereby ye have 
transgressed; and make you a new 
heartand a new Bt pe for why will 
ye die, O house of Is’ra-el ? 

32 For I have no pleasure in the 
death of him that dieth, saith the 
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Lord. GoD: wherefore turn your- 
selves, and live ye. 


CHAPTER 19. 


1 Lamentation for Israel's princes. 10 Also 
or Jerusalem. 


M OREOVER take thou up a la- 
mentation for the princes of 
Ts’ra-el, 

And say, What is thy mother? 
A lioness: she lay down among 
lions, she nourished her whelps 
among young lions.

9 And rae put him in ward in 
chains, and brought him to the king 
of Bab’y-lon: they brought him into 
holes, that his voice should no more 
be heard upon the mountains of 
Is’ra-el. 

( § Thy mother is like a vine in 
thy blood, planted by the waters: 
she was fruitful and full of branches 
by reason of many waters. 

11 And she had strong rods for the 
sceptres of them that bare rule, and 
her stature was exalted among the 
thick branches, and she appeared in 
her height with the multitude of her 
branches. 

12 But she was plucked up in fury, 
she was cast down to the ground, 
and the east wind dried up her 
fruit: her strong rods were broken 
and withered; the fire consumed 
them.

6 In the day that I lifted up mine 
hand unto them, to bring them 
forth of the land of E’gypt into a 
land that I had espied for them, 
flowing with milk and honey, which 
is the glory of all lands: 

7 Then said I unto them, Cast ye 
away every man the abominations 
of his eyes, and defile not _your- 
selves with the idols of E/gypt: I 
am the LORD your God.

12 Moreover also I gave them my 
sabbaths, to be a sign between me 
and them, that they might know 
that I am the LoRD that sanctify 
them.

ments, which 7f aman do, he shall 
even livein them; and my sabbaths 
they greatly polluted: then I said, 
I would pour out my fury upon 
them in the wilderness, to consume 
them.

21 Notwithstanding the children 
rebelled against me: they walked 
not in my statutes, neither kept my 
judgments to do them, which 7f a 
man do, he shall even live in them; 
they polluted my sabbaths: then I 
said, I would pour out my fury 
upon them, to accomplish my anger 
against them in the wilderness. 

2 Nevertheless I withdrew mine 
hand, and wrought for my name’s 
sake, that it should not be polluted! 
in the sight of the heathen, in whose 
sight I brought them forth. 

23 I lifted up mine hand unto them 
aso in the wilderness, that I would 
Scatter them among the heathen, 
and disperse them through the 
countries ; 

24 Because they had not executed 
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my judgments, but had despised 
my statutes, and had polluted my 
sabbaths, and their eyes were after 
their fathers’ idols. 

25 Wherefore I gave them also 
statutes that were not good, and 
judgments whereby they Should not

26 ‘And I polluted them in their 
own gifts, in that they caused to 


| pass through the fire all that open- 


eth the womb, that I might make 
them desolate, to the end that they 
might know that I am the LORD. 

27 { Therefore, son of man, speak 
unto the house of Is’/ra-el, and say 
unto them, Thus saith the Lord 
GoD; Yet in this your fathers have 
blasphemed me, in that they have 
committed a trespass against me. 

28 For when I had brought them 
into the land, for the which I lifted 
up mine hand to give it to them 
then they saw every high hill, an 
all the thick trees, and they offered 
there their sacrifices, and there 
they presented the provocation of 
their offering: there also they 
made their sweet savour, and 
poured out there their drink offer- 
ings. 

29 Then I said unto them, What 
is the high place whereunto ye go? 
And the name thereof is called Ba’- 
mah unto this day. 

30 Wherefore say unto the house 
of is’ra-el, Thus saith the Lord 
Gop; Are ye polluted after the 
manner of your fathers? and com- 
mit ye whoredom after their abom- 
inations ? 

31 For when ye offer your gifts, 
when ye make your sons to pass 
through the fire, ye pollute your- 
selves with all your idols, even unto 
this day: and shallI be enquired of 
by you, O house of Is/ra-el?

32 And that which cometh into 
your mind shall not be at all, that 
ye say, We will beas the heathen, 
as the families of the countries, to 
serve wood and stone.

38 Then say thou, Thus saith the 
Lord Gop, The city sheddeth blood 
in the midst of it, that her time 
may come, and maketh idols 
against herself to defile herself. 

Thou art become ay in thy 
blood that thou hast shed; and 
hast defiled thyself in thine idols 
which thou hast made; and thou 
hast caused thy days to draw near, 
and art come even unto thy years: 
ttherefore have I made thee a re- 
proach unto the heathen, and a 
mocking to all countries. 

5 Those that be near, and those that 
be far from thee, shall mock thee, 
which art infamous and much 
vexed. 
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29 Whiles they see vanity unto

6 Behold, the princes of Is’ra-el, 
every one were in thee to their 
power to shed blood. ‘ 

7 In thee have they set light by 
father and mother: in the midst of 
thee have they dealt by oppres- 
sion with the stranger: in thee 
have they vexed the fatherless and 
the widow. 

8 Thou hast despised mine holy 
things, and hast profaned my sab- 
baths. 

9 In thee are men that carry tales 
to shed blood: and in thee they eat 
per the mountains: in the midst 
of thee they commit lewdness. 

10 In thee have they discovered 
their fathers’ nakedness: in thee 
have they humbled her that was 
set apart for pollution. 

11 And one hath committed abom- 
ination with his neighbour’s wife: 
and another hath lewdly defiled 
his daughter in law; and another in 
thee hath humbled his sister, his 
father’s daughter. 

12 In thee have they taken gifts to 
shed biood; thou hast taken usury 
aud increase, and thou hast greedily 
gained of thy neighbours by extor- 
tion, and hast forgotten me, saith 
the Lord GoD. 

13 § Behold, therefore I have 
smitten mine hand at thy dishonest 
yain which thou hast made, and at 
hy blood which hath been in the 
midst of thee. 

14 Can thine heart endure, or can 
thine hands be strong, in the days 
that I shall deal with thee? I the 
LORD have spoken 7z/, and will do 
tt. 
15 And I will scatter thee among 
the heathen, and disperse thee in 
the countries, and will consume thy 
filthiness out of thee. 

16 And thou shalt take thine in- 
heritance in thyself in the sight of 
the heathen, and thou shalt know 
that I am the LORD. ; 

17 And the word of the LORD came 
unto me, saying, 

18 Son of man, the house of is’ra-el 
is to me become dross: all they are 
brass, and tin, and iron, and lead, in 
the midst of the furnace; they are 
even the dross of silver. 

19 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
GoD; Because ye are all become 
dross, behold, therefore I will 
gather you into the midst of Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém. 

20 As they gather silver, and brass, 
and iron, and lead, and tin, into the 
midst of the furnace, to blow the 
fire upon it, to melt 7; so will I 
gather you in mine anger and in my 
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fury, ana I will leave you there, and 
melt you. 

21 Yea, I will gather you, and 
blow upon you in the fire of my 
wrath, and ye shall be melted in the 
midst thereof. 

22 As silver is melted in the midst 
of the furnace, so shall ye be melted 
in the midst thereof; and ye shall 
know that I the LORD have poured 
out my fury upon you. 

23 4¥ And the word of the LORD 
came unto me, saying, 

24 Son of man, say unto her, Thou 
art the land that is not cleansed, 
norrained upon in the day of indig- 
nation. 

25 There is a conspiracy of her pro- 
phets in the midst thereof, likea 
roaring lion ravenuing the prey ; they 
have devoured souls; they have 
taken the treasure and precious 
things; they have made her many 
widows in the midst thereof. 

26 Her priests have violated my 
law, and have profaned mine holy 
things: they have put no differ- 
ence between the holy and profane, 
neither have thew shewed difference 
between the unclean and the clean, 
and have hid their eyes from my 
sabbaths, and I am profaned among 
them. 

27 Her princes in the midst there- 
of are like wolves ravening the 
prey, to shed blood, and to destroy 
souls, to get dishonest gain. 

§ And her prophets have daubec 
them with untempered morter, see- 
ing vanity, and divining lies unto 
them, saying, Thus saith the Lord 
om when the LORD hath not spo- 

en. 

29 The people of the land have 
used oppression, and exercised rob- 
bery, and have vexed the poor and 
needy: yea, they have oppressed 
the rie Ran wrongfully. 

30 And I sought for a man among 
them, that should make up the 
hedge, and stand in the gap before 
me for the land, that I should not 
destroy it: but 1 found none. 

31 Therefore have I poured out 
mine indignation upon them; 
have consumed them with the fire 
of my wrath: their own way have 
I recompensed upon their heads, - 
saith the Lord GOD. 


CHAPTER 28. 
1 The whoredoms of Aholah and Aholibah. 
86 Reproof of their adulteries. 45 Judg- 
ments upon them. 
HE word of the LORD came 
again unto me, saying, 
2 Son of man, there were two 
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emer the daughters of one mo- 


ey: 

3 And they committed whoredoms 
in E/gypt; they committed whore- 
doms in their youth: there were 
their breasts pressed, and there they 
bruised the teats of their virginity. 

4 And the names of them were 
A-ho’lah the elder, and A-hol’i-bah 
her sister: and they were miue, and 
they bare sons and daughters. 
Thus were their names; Sama/- 
ri-a is A-ho’lah, and Jé-ru’sa-lém 
A-hOli-bah. 

5 And A-ho’lah played the harlot 
when she was mine; and she doted 
on her lovers, on the As-syr’i-ans 
her neighbours, 

Which were clothed witb blue, 
captains and rulers, all of them de- 
sirable young men, horsemen rid- 
ing upon horses. 

7 Thus she committed her whore- 
doms with them, with all them that 
were the chosen men of As-syr’i-a, 
and with all on whom she doted: 
a all their idols she defiled her- 
self. 

8 Neither left she her whoredoms 
brought from E’gypt: for in her 
pen they lay with her, and they 

ruised the breasts of her virginity, 
aad poured their whoredom upon 

er. 

9 Wherefore I have delivered her 
into the hand of her lovers, into the 
hand of the As-syr’i-ans, upon whom 
she doted. 

10 These discovered her naked- 
ness: they took her sons and her 
daughters, and slew her with the 
sword: and she became famous 
among women; for they had exe- 
euted judgment upon her. 

11 And when her sister A-hOl’i-bah 
saw this, She was more corrupt in 
her inordinate love than she, and in 
her whoredom-: more than her sis- 
ter in her whoreuums. 

12 She doted upon the As-syr’i-ans 
her peigh bons, captains and rulers 
clothed most gorgeously, horsemen 
piding upon horses, all of them de- 
sirable young men. 

13 Then I saw that she was defiled, 
that they took both one way, 

14 And that she increased her 
whoredoms: for when she saw men 
pourtrayed upon the wall, the im- 
ages of the Chal-de’ans pourtrayed 
with vermilion, : 

15 Girded with girdles upon their 
loins, exceeding in dyed attire upon 
their heads, all of them princes to 
look to, after the manner of the 
Bab-y-lo’ni-ans of Chal-dé’a, the 
land of their nativity: 
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16 And as soon as she saw them 
with her eyes, she doted upon them, 
and sent messengers unto them 
into Chal-dé’a. 

17 And the Bab-y-lo’ni-ans came 
to her into the bed of love, and they 
defiied her with their whoredom, 
and she was polluted with them, 
and her mind was alienated from 
them. 

18 So she discovered her whore- 
doms, and discovered her naked- 
ness: then my mind was alienated 
from her, like as my mind was 
alienated from her sister. 

19 Yet she multiplied her whore- 
doms, in calling to remembrance 
the days of her youth, wherein she 
had played the harlot in the land of 


Egypt. { 

20 For she doted upon their para- 
mours, whose flesh is as the flesh 
of asses, and whose issue ¢s like the 
issue of horses. 

21 Thus thou calledst to remem- 
brance the lewdness of thy youth, 
in bruising thy teats by the k£-gyp’- 
tians for the paps of thy youth. 

22 9 Therefore, O A-hOl’i-bah, thus 
saith the Lord Gop; Behold, I will 
raise up thy lovers against thee, 
from whom thy mind is alienated, 
and I will bring them against thee 
on every side; 

23 The Bab-y-lo’ni-ans, and all the 
Chal-de’ans, Pe’kod, and Sho’a, and 
Ko'’a, and all the As-syr’'i-ans with 
them: all of them desirable young 
men, captains and rulers, great 
lords and renowned, all of them 
riding upon horses. 

24 And they shall come against 
thee with chariots, wagons, and 
wheels, and with an assembly of 
people, which shall set against thee 
buckler and shield and helmet 
round about: and I will set judg- 
ment before them,and they shall 
judge thee according to their judg- 
ments. 

25 And I will set my jealousy 
against thee, and they shall deal 
furiously with thee: they shall take 
away thy nose and thine ears; and 
thy remnant shall fall by the sword: 
they shall take thy sons and thy 
daughters; and thy residue shall be 
devoured by the fire. 

26 They shall also strip thee out 
jof thy clothes, and take away thy 
fair iewels. 

27 Thus will I make thy lewdness 
to cease from thee, and thy whore- 
dom brought from the land of 
E/gypt: so that thou shalt not lift 
up thine eyes unto them, nor re- 
member E/gypt any more, 
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28 For thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Behold, I will deliver thee into the 
hand of then whom thou hatest, 
into the hand of them from whom 
thy mind is alienated: 

29 And they shall deal with thee 
hatefully, and shall take away all 
ane labour, and shall leave thee 
naked and bare: and the nakedness 
of thy whoredoms shall be discoy- 
ered,*both thy lewdness and thy 
whoredoms. 

20 I will do these things unto thee, 
because thou hast gone a whoring 
after the heathen, and because thou 
art polluted with their idols. 

31 Thou hast walked in the way of 
thy sister; therefore will I give her 
cup into thine hand. 

32 Thussaith the Lord Gop; Thou 
shalt drink of thy sister’s cup deep 
and large: thou shalt be laughed 
to scorn and had in derision ; it con- 
faineth much. 

33 Thou shalt be filled with drunk- 
enness and sorrow, with the cup of 
astonishment and desolation, with 
the cup of thy sister Sa-ma/ri-a. 

34 Thou shalt even drink it and 
suck it out, and thou shalt break the 
sherds thereof, and pluck off thine 
own breasts: for I have spoken 7, 
saith the Lord Gop. 

35 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
Gop; Because thou hast forgotten 
me, and cast me behind thy back, 
therefore bear thou also thy lewd- 
ness and thy whoredoms. 

36 J The LorD said moreover 
unto me; Son of man, wilt thou 
judge A-ho’/lah and A-hOl’i-bah ? 
yea, declare unto them their abomi- 
nations ; 

37 That they have committed 
adultery, and blood ids in their 
hands, and with their idols have 
they committed adultery, and have 
also caused their sons, whom they 
bare "nto me, to pass. for them 
througn the jire, to devour them. 

38 Moreover this they have done 
unto me: they have defiled my 
sanctuary in the same day, and have 
profaned my sabbaths. 

39 For when they had slain their 
children to their idols, then they 
came the same day into my sanctu- 
ary to peotane it; and, lo, thus have 
they done in the midst of mine 
house. 

4) And furthermore, that ye have 
sent for men to come from far, 
unto whom a messenger was sent; 
and, lo, they came: for whom thou 
didst wash thyself, paintedst th 
eyes, and deckedst thyself wit 
ornaments, 
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41 And satest upon a stately bed, 
and a teble prepared before it, 
whereupon thou hast set mine in- 
cense and mine oil. 

42 Anda voice of a multitude be- 
ing at ease was with her: and with 
the men of the common sort were 
brought Sa-bé’ans from the wilder- 
ness, which put bracelets upon their 
hands, and beautiful crowns upon 
their heads. 

43 Then said I unto her that was 
old in adulteries, Will they now 
commit whoredoms with her, and 
she with them? — 

44 Yet they went in unto her, as 
they go in unto a woman that play- 
eth the harlot: sowentthey in unto 
A-ho’lah and unto A-hol’i-bah, the 
lewd women. 

45 § And the righteous men, they 
shall judge them after the manner 
of adulteresses, and after the man- 
ner of women that shed blood; be- 
cause they are adulteresses, and 
blood is in their hands. 

46 For thus saith the Lord Gop; I 
will bring up acompany upon them 
and will give them to be remove 
and spoiled. 

47 And the company shall stone 
them with stones, and dispatch 
them with their swords; they shall 
slay their sons and their daughters, 
and burn up their houses with fire. 

48 Thus will I cause lewdness to 
cease out of the land, that all wo- 
men may be taught not to do after 
your lewdness. 

49 And they shall recompense your 
lewdness upon you, and ye shall 
bear the sins of your idols: and ye 
shall know that I am the Lord Gop. 


CHAPTER 24. 

1 Parable of the boiling pot. 18 Death of 
Ezekiel’s wife. 19 Jerusalem’s destruc- 
tion foreshadowed. 

AC in the ninth year, in the 

tenth month, in the tenth day 
of the month, the word of the LORD 
came unto me, saying 

2 Son of man, write thee the name 
of the day, even of this same day:

38 And utter a parable unto the re- 
bellious house, and say unto them, 
Thus saith the Lord Gop; Set ona 
pot, set 7¢ on, and also pour water 
into it: 

4 Gather the pieces thereof into it, 
even every good piece, the thigh, 
and the shoulder; fill 7¢ with the 
choice bones. 

5 Take the choice of the flock, and 
burn also the bones under it, and 
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make it boil well, and let them 
seethe the bones of it therein. 

6 J Wherefore thus saith the Lord 
GoD; Woe to the bloody city, to 
the pot whose scum is therein, and 
whose scum is not gone out of it! 
bring it out piece by piece; let no 
lot fall upon it. 

7 For her blood is in the midst of 
her; she set it upon the top of a 
rock; she poured it not upon the 
ground, to cover it with dust; 

8 That itmight cause fury to come 
up to take vengeance; I have set 
her blood upon the top of a rock, 
that it should not be covered. 

9 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
GoD; Woe to the bloody city! I will 
even make the pile for fire great. 

19 Heap on wood, kindle the fire, 
consume the flesh, and spice it well, 
and let the bones be burned. 

11 Then set itempty upon the coals 
thereof, that the brass of it may be 
hot, and may burn, and that the 
filthiness of it may be molten in 
it, that the scum of it may be con- 


sumed. 

12 She hath wearied herself with 
lies, and her great scum went not 
forth out of her: her scum shall be 
in the fire. - 

13 In thy filthiness 7s ilewdness: be- 
cause I have purged thee, and thou 
wast not purged, thou shalt not be 
purged from thy filthinessany more, 
till I have caused my fury to rest 
upon thee. j 

4 I the LorD have spoken 7: it 
shall come to pass, and I will do zz; 
I will not go back, neither will I 
spare, neither will Irepent; accord- 
ing to thy ways, and according to 
thy doings, shall they judge thee, 
saith the Lord Gop. 

15 J Also the word of the LORD 
came unto me, acta 

16 Son of man, behold, I take away 
from thee the desire of thine eyes 
witha stroke: yetneither shalt thou 
mourn nor weep, neither shall thy 
tears run down. 

17 Forbear to cry, make no mourn- 
ing for the dead, bind the tire of 
thine head upon thee, and put on 
thy shoes upon thy feet, and cover 
not thy lips, and eat not the bread 
of men. 

18 So I spake unto the people in 
the morning: and at even my wife 
died; and I did in the morning as I 
was commanded. 

19 § And the people said unto me, 
Wilt thou not tell us what these 
things are to us, that thou doest

20 Then I answered them, The 
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word of the LORD came unto me, 
saying, 

21 Speak unto the house of Is’ra-el, 
Thus saith the Lord Gop; Behold, 
I will profane my sanetuary, the ex- 
cellency of your strength, the desire 
of your eyes, and that which your 
soul pitieth; and your sons and 
your daughters whom ye have left 
shall fall by the sword.

3 § Behold, the As-syr’'i-an was & 
cedar in Léb’a-non with fair branch- 
es, and with a shadowing shroud, 
and of an Bieh stature; and his top 
was among the thick boughs. 

4 The waters made him great, 
the deep set him up on high with 
her rivers running round about his 
plants, and sent out her little riv- 
ers unto all the trees of the field. 

5 Therefore his height was exalted 
above all the trees of the field, and 
his boughs were multiplied, and his 
branches became long because of 
the multitude of waters, when he 
shot forth. 

6 All the fowls of heaven made 
their nests in his boughs, and under 
his branches did all the beasts of 
the field bring forth their OAS 
and under his shadow dwelt all 
great nations. 

7 ‘Thus was he fair in his greatness, 
in the length of his branches: for 
his root was by great waters. 

8 The cedars in the garden of God 
could not hide him: the fir trees 
were not like ‘his boughs, and the 
chesnut trees were not like his 
branches; nor any tree in the gar- 
den of God was like unto him in his 
beauty.

17 They also went down into hell 
with him unto them that be slain

22 Assh’ur zs there and all her 
company: his graves are about 
him: all of them slain, fallen by the 
sword: 

23 Whose graves are set in the 
sides of the pit, and her Company: is 
round about her grave: all of them 
slain, fallen by the sword, which 
caused terror in the land of the 
living. 

24 ere is E’lam and all her mul- 
titude round about her grave, all of 
them slain, fallen by the sword, 
which are gone down uncircum- 
cised into the nether parts of the 
earth, which caused their terror in 
the land of the living; yet have 
they borne their shame with them 
that go dewn to the pit. 

25 They have set her a bed in the 
midst of the slain with all her mul- 
titude: her graves are round about 
him: all of them uncircumcised, 
slain by the sword: though their 
terror was caused in the land of the 
living, yet have they borne their 
shame with them that go down to 
the pit: he is put in the midst of 
them that be slain. 

26 There is Me’shech, Tu’bal, and

round about him: all of them 
uncircumcised, slain by the sword, 


shall be upon him. But he that tak- 
eth warning shall deliver his soul, 
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6 But if the watchman see the 
sword come, and blow not the trum- 
pet, and the people be not warned; 
if the sword come, and take any 
nerson from among them, he is 
taken away in his iniquity; but his 
blood will I require at the watch- 
man’s hand. 

7 J So thou, O son of man, I have 
set thee a watchman unto the house 
of is’ra-el; therefore thou shalt 
hear the word at my mouth, and 
warn them from me. 

8 When I say unto the wicked, 
O wicked man, thou shalt surely 
die; if thou dost not speak to warn 
the wicked from his way, that 
wicked man shall die in his in- 
iquity ; but his blood will I require 
at thine hand. 

9 Nevertheless, if thou warn the 
wicked of his way to turn from it; 
if he do not turn from his way, he 
shall die in his iniquity; but thou 
hast delivered thy soul. 

10 Therefore, O thou son of man, 
speak unto the house of Is’ra-el; 

hus ye speak, saying, If our trans- 
gressions and our sins de upon us, 
and we pine away in them, how 
should we then live ? 

11 Say unto them, As I live, saith 
the Lord GoD, EF have no ‘pleasure 
in the death of the wicked; but 
that the wicked turn from his way 
and live: turn ye, turn ye from your 
evil ways; for why will ye die, O 
house of Is’ra-el ? 

12 Therefore, thou son of man, say 
unto the children of thy people, 
The righteousness of the righteous 
shall not deliver him in the day of 
his transgression: as for the wicked- 
ness of the wicked, he shall not fall

15 Jf the wicked restore the 
pledge, give again that he had 
robbed, walk in the statutes of life, 
without committing iniquity; he 
shall surely live, he shall not die. 

None of his sins that he hath 
committed shall be mentioned unto 
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him: he hath done that which is 
oe and right; he shall surely 
ive. 

17 § Yet the children of thy peo- 
ple say, The way of the Lord is not 
equal: but as for them, their way is 
not equal. 

18 When the righteous turneth 
from his righteousness, and com- 
mitteth iniquity, he shall even die 
thereby. 

19 But if the wicked turn from his 
wickedness, and do that which is 
lawful and right, he shall live there- 


by. 

20 J Yet ye say, The way of the 
Lord is not equal. O ye house of 
is’ra-el, I will Judge you every one 
after his ways. 

21 ¢ And it came to pass in the 
twelfth year of our captivity, in the 
tenth month, in the fifth day of the 
month, that one that had escaped 
out of Jé-ru’sd-lem came unto me, 
saying, The city is smitten. 

22 Now the hand of the LORD was 
upon me in the evening, afore he 
that was escaped came; and had 
opened my mouth, until he came 
to me in the morning; and my 
mouth was opened, and I was no 
more dumb. 

23 Then the word of the LORD 
came unto me, saying, 

24 Son of man, they that inhabit 
those wastes of the land of Is/ra-el . 
speak, saying, A’bra-ham was one, 
and he inherited the land: but we 
aremany; the land is given us for 
inheritance. 

25 Wherefore say unto them, Thus 
saith the Lord Gop; Ye eat with 
the blood, and lift up your eyes 
toward your idols, and shed blood:

ND the word of the LORD came 
unto me, saying, : 

2 Son of man, prophesy against the 
shepherds of Is'ra-el, prophesy, and 
say unto them, Thus saith the Lord 
GoD unto the shepherds ;. Woe be to 
the eveynerds of Is’ra-el that do feed 
themselves! should not the shep- 
herds feed the flocks ? 

3 Ye eat the fat, and ye clothe you 
with the wool, ye kill them that 
are fed: but ye feed not the flock.

5 And they were scattered, be- 
cause there is no shepherd: and they 
became meat to all the beasts of the 
field, when they were scattered. 

6 My sheep wandered through all 
the mountains, and upon every high 
hill: yea, my flock was scattered 
upon all the face of the earth, and 
none did search or seek after them. 

7 | Therefore, ye shepherds, hear 
the word of the LorpD; 

8 As I live, saith the Lord Gop, 
Surely because my flock became a 
prey,and my flock became meat to 
every beast of the field, because 
there was no shepherd, neither did 
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my shepherds search for my flock, 
but the shepherds fed themselves, 
and fed not my flock; 

9 Therefore, O ye shepherds, hear 
the word of the LORD; 

10 Thus saith the Lord GoD; Be- 
hold, I am against the shepherds; 
and I will require my flock at their 
hand, and cause them to cease from 
feeding the flock; neither shall the 
shepherds feed themselves an 
more; for I will deliver my floc 
from their mouth, that they may 
not be meat for them. 

ll §_For thus saith the Lord Gop; 
Behold, I, even I, will both search 
my sheep, and seek them out. 

12 As a shepherd seeketh out his 
flock in the day that he isamong his 
sheep that are scattered; so will I 
seek out my sheep, and will deliver 
them out of all places where they 
have been scattered in the cloudy 
and dark day. 

13 And I will bring them out from 
the people, and gather them from 
the countries, and will bring them 
to their own land, and feed them 
upon the mountains of Is’ra-el by 
the rivers, and in all the inhabited 
places of the country. 

14 I will feed them in a good pas- 
ture, and upon the high mountains 
of is’ra-el shall their fold be: there 
shall they lie in a good fold, and in 
a fat pasture shall they feed upon 
the mountains of Is'ra-el. 

15 I will feed my flock, and I will 
cause them to lie down, saith the 
Lord Gop. 

16 I will seek that which was 
lost, and bring again that which 
was driven away, and will bind u 
that which was broken, and wi 
strengthen that which was sick: 
but I will destroy the fat and the 
strong; I will feed them with judg- 
ment. 

17 And as for you, O my flock, thus 
saith the Lord Gop; Behold 
judge between cattle and cattle, be- 
tween the rams and the he goats. 

18 Seemeth it a small thing unto you 
to have eaten up the good pasture, 
but ye must tread down with your 
feet the residue of your pastures? 
and to have drunk of the deep wa- 
ters, but ye must foul the residue 
with your feet ? 

19 And as for my flock, they eat 
that which ye have trodden with 
your feet; and they drink that 
which ye have fouled with your feet. 

20 § Therefore thus saith the Lord 
GoD unto them; Behold, I, even I, 
will judge between the fat cattle 
and between the lean cattle. 
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21 Because ye have thrust with 
side and with shoulder, and pushed 
all the diseased with your horns, 
till ye have scattered them abroad ; 

22 Therefore wiil Isave my flock, 
and they shall no more be a prey; 
and I will judge between catile 
and cattle. 

23 And I will set up one shepherd 
over them, and he shall feed them, 
even my servant Da’vid; he shall 
feed them, and he shall be their 
shepherd. 

24 And I the LORD will be their 
God, and my servant Da’vid a

ave spoken 7. 

25 And I will make with thema cov- 
enant of peace, and will cause the 
evil beasts to cease out of the land: 
and they shall dwell safely in the 
wilderness, and sleep in the woods. 
26 And I will make them and the 
places round about my hill a bless- 
ing; and I will cause the shower to 
zome down in his season; there 
shall be showers of blessing. 

27 And the tree of the field shall 
yield her fruit, and the earth shall 
yield her increase, and they shall be 
safe in their land, and shall know 
that I am the LORD, when I have 
broken the bands of their yoke 
and delivered them out of the hand 
of those that served themselves of 
them. 

28 And they shall no more be a 
prey to the heathen, neither shall 
the beast of the land devour them ; 
but they shall dwell safely, and 
none shall make them afraid.

5 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
Gop; Surely in the fire of my jeal- 
ousy have I spoken against the resi- 
due of the heathen, and against all 
I-du-meé’a, which have appointed 
my land into their possession with 
the joy of all their heart, with de- 
spiteful minds, to cast it out for a 


prey. 

6 Prophesy therefore concerning 
the land of is’ra-el, and say unto 
the mountains, and to the hills, to 
the rivers, and to the valleys, Thus 
saith the Lord Gop; Behold, I 
have spoken in my jealousy and in 
my fury, because ye have borne the 
shame of the heathen: 

7 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
Gop; I have lifted up mine hand, 
Surely the heathen that are about 
you, they shall bear their shaine. 

8 § But ye, O mountains of Is’ra-el, 
ye shall shoot forth your branches, 
and yield your fruit to my people 
of Is’ra-el; for they are at hand to 
come. 

9 For, behold, I am for you, and I 
will turn unto you, and ye shall be 
tilled and sown: 

10 And I will multiply men upon 
you, all the house of Is’ra-el, even 
all of it: and the cities shall be in- 
habited, and the wastes shall be 
builded: 

11 And I will multiply upon you 
man and beast; and they shall in- 
erease and bring fruit: and I will 
settle you after your old estates, 
and will do better unto you than at 
your beginnings: and ye shall know 
that I am the LoRD. 

12 Yea, I will cause men to walk 
upon you, even my people Is’ra-el; 
and they shall possess thee, an 
thou shalt be their inheritance, and 
thou shalt no more henceforth be- 
reaye them of men. 
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and comforted. 


13 Thus saith the Lord Gop; Be. 
cause they say unto you, Thou land 
devourest up men, and hast be-. 
reaved thy nations; 

14 Therefore thou shalt devour 
men no more, neither bereave thy 
nations ahy more, saith the Lord 
GoD. 

15 Neither will I cause men to hear 
in thee the shame of the heathen 
| any more, neither shalt thou bear 

the reproach of the people any 
more, neither shalt thou cause thy 
nations to fall any more, saith the 
Lord GoD. 

16 § Moreover the word of the 
LORD came unto me, saying, 

17 Son of man, when the house of 
rae dwelt in their own land, 
they defiled it by their own way 
and by their doings: their way was 
before me as the uncleanness of a 
removed woman. . 

18 Wherefore I poured my fury 
upon them for the blood that they 
had shed upon the land, and for 
their idols wherewith they had pol- 
| luted it: 

19 And I scattered them among 
the heathen, and they were dis- 
persed through the countries: ac- 
cording to their way and according 
to their doings I judged them. 

20 And when they entered unto 
the heathen, whither they went, 
they profaned my holy name, when 
they said to them, These are the 

eople of the LORD, and are gone 

orth out of his land. 

21 § But I had pity for mine holy 
name, which the house of Is’ra-el 
had oe among the heathen, 
whither they went. 

22 Therefore say unto the house of 
is’ra-el, Thus saith the Lord Gop; I 

o not this for your sakes, O house 
of is’ra-el, but for mine holy hame’s 
|sake, which ye have profaned 
among the heathen, whither ye 
went. 

23 And I will sanctify my great 
name, which was profaned among 
the heathen, which ye have pro- 
faned in the midst of them; and 
the heathen shall know that I am 
the LORD, saith the Lord GoD, 
when I shall be sanctified in you 
before their eyes. 

24 For I will take you from amon 
tthe heathen, and oe you out o 
all countries, and will bring you 
into yourownland. ~* 

25 ¢ Then will I sprinkle clean 
water upon you, and ye shall be 
clean: from all your filthiness, and 
from all your Yvlols, will I cleanse 
you. 
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26 A new heart also will I give 
you, and a new Spirit will I put 
‘within you: and I will take away 
the stony heart out of your flesh, 
and I will give you an heart of flesh. 

27 And I will put my spirit within 
you, and cause you towalk in my 
Statutes, and ye shall keep my judg- 
ments, and do them. : 

28 And ye shall dwell in the land 
that I gave to your fathers; and ye 
shall be my people, and I will be 
your God. 

29 I will also save you_from all 
your uncleannesses: and I will call 
tor the corn, and will increase it, 
and lay no famine upon you. 

30 And I will multiply the fruit 
of the tree, and the increase of the 
field, that ye shall receive no more 
reproach of famine among the hea- 


en. 

31 Then shall ye remember your 
own evil ways, and your doings 
that were not good, and shall loathe 
yourselves in your own sight for 
your iniquities and for your abomi- 
nations. 

32 Not for your sakes do I this, 
saith the Lord GoD, be it known 
unto you: be ashamed and con- 
founded for your own ways, O 
house of Is’ra-el. 

33 Thus saith the Lord Gop; In 
the day that I shall have cleansed 
you from all your iniquities I will 
also cause you to dwell in the cities, 
and the wastes shall be builded. 

34 And the desolate land shall be 
tilled, whereas it lay desolate in the 
sight of all that passed by... 

35 And they shall BaYs This land 
that was desolate is become like 
the garden of E’dén; and the waste 
and desolate and ruined cities 
are become fenced, and are inhab- 


ed. 
36 Then the heathen that are left 
round about you shall know that I 
the LoRD build the ruined places 
and plant that that was desolate: I 
the LoRD have spoken 7, and I will 


do it. 

37 Thus saith the Lord Gop; I 
will youror this be enquired of by 
the house of Iis’ra-el, to doit for 
them; I will increase them with 
men like a flock. 

38 As the holy flock, as the flock 
of Jé-ru’sa-lém in her solemn feasts; 
so shall the waste cities be filled 
with flocks of men: and they shall 
Know that I am the LORD.

7 So I prophesied as I was com- 
manded: and as I prophesied, there 
was a noise, and behold a shaking, 
and the bones came together, bone 
to his bone.

8 9 After many days thou shalt 
be visited: in the latter years thou 
shalt come into the land that is 
brought back from the sword, and 
is gathered out of many people, 
against the mountains of is’ra-el 
which have been always waste: but 
it is brought forth out of the na- 
tions, and they shall dwell safely 
all of them.

prey; to turn thine hand upon the

14 ¥ Therefore, son of man, prophe- 
sy and say unto Gog, Thus saith the 
Lord Gop; In that day when my 
people of Is’ra-el dwelleth safely, 
shalt thou not know it ? 

15 And thou shalt come from thy 
place out of the north parts, thou 
and many people with thee, all of 
them riding upon horses, a great 
company, and a mighty army: 

16 And thou shalt come up against

to the beasts of the field to be de- 
voured. 

5 Thou shalt fall upon the open 
field: for I have spokeu 7¢, saith the 
Lord GOD. My 
6 And I will send a fire on Ma’gog, 
and among them that dwell care- 
lessly in the isles: and they shall 
know that I am the LORD. a 
7 So will I make my holy name 
known in the midst of my people 
Is'ra-el; and I will not let them pol- 
lute my holy name any More: and 
the heathen shall know that I am 
the LORD, the Holy One in is’ra-el. 
8 { Behold, it is come, and it is 
done. saith the Lord Gop; this ts 
the day whereof Ihave spoken. 

9 And they that dwell in the cities 
of igs'ra-el shall go forth, and shall 
set on fire and burn the weapons, 
both the shields and the bucklers, 
the bows and the arrows, and the 
handstaves, and the spears, and 
they shall burn them with fire - 
seven years: 

10 So that they shall take no wood 
out of the field, neither cut down 
any out of the forests; for they 
shall burn the weapons with fire: 
and they shall spoil those that 
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spoiled them, and rob those that 
robbed them, saith the Lord GoD. 
ll ¢ And it shall come to pass in 
that day, that I will give unto GOR e 
place there of graves in Iis’ra-el, the 
valley oi the passengers on the east 
of the sea: and it shall stop the 
noses Of the passengers: and there 
shall they bury Gog and all his mul- 
titude: and they shall call i¢ The 
valley of Ha’/mon-gog. 

12 And seven months shall the 
house of is/ra-el be’ burying of

13 Yea, all the people of the land 
shall bury them; and it shail be to 
them a renown the day that I 
shall be glorified, saith the Lord 
GoD. 

14 And they shall sever out men 
of continual ppp oynrent, passing 
through the land to bury with the 
passengers those that remain upon 
the face of the earth, to cleanse it: 
after the end of seven months shall 
they search. 

15 And the passengers that pass 
through the land, when any seeth 
aman’s bone, then shall he set up 
a sign by it, till the buriers have 
buried it in the valley of Ha’mon- 


gos. 

i6 And also the name of the city 
shall be Ha-mo’nah. Thus shall 
they cleanse the land. 

17 § And, thou son of man, thus 
saith the Lord GoD; Speak unto 
every feathered fowl, and to every 
beast of the field, Assemble your- 
selves, and come ; gather yourselves 
on every side to my sacrifice that 
I do sacrifice for you, even a great 
sacrifice upon the mountains or Is’- 
ra-el, that ye may eat flesh, and 
drink blood. 

18 Ye shall eat the flesh of the 
mighty, and drink the biood ox the 
mentee of the earth, of rams, of 
ambs, and of goats, of bullocks, 
all of them fatlings of Ba’shan. 

19 And ye shall eat fat till ye be 
full, and drink blood till ye be 
drunken, of my sacrifice which I 
have sacrificed for you. 

20 Thus ye shall be filled at my 
table with horses and chariots, 
With mighty men, and with all men 
of war, saith the Lord Gop. ‘ 

21 And ,I will set my glory among 
the heathen, and all the heathen 
shall see my judgment that I have 
executed, and my hand that I have 
laid upon them. 

22 So the house of Is’ra-el shall 
know that I am the LorD their God 
from that day and forward. 
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23 § And the heathen shall-know 
that the house of Is’ra-e] went inte 
captivity for their iniquity : because 
they trespassed against me, there- 
fore hid I my face from them, and 
gave them into the hand of their 
enemies: so fell they all by the 
sword. 

24 According to their uncleanness 
and according to their transgres- 
sions have I done unto them, and 
hid my face from them. 

25 Therefore thus saith the Lord 
Gop; Now will I bring again the 
captivity of Ja’cob, and have mer- 
cy upon the whole house of Is’ra-el, 
and will be jealous for my holy 
name; 

26 After that they have borne 
their shame, and all their tres- 
passes whereby they have tres- 
passed against me, when they dwelt 
safely in their land, and none made 
them afraid. 

27 When I have brought them 
again from the people, and gathered 
them out of their enemies’ lands, 
and am sanctified in them in the 
ae of many nations; 

28 Then shall they know that I am 
the LORD their God, which caused 
them to be led into captivity amon 
the heathen: but I have gathere 
them unto their own land, and have 
left none of them any more there. 
29 Neither will I hide my face an 
more from them: for I have poure 
out my spirit upon the house of Ig’- 
ra-el, saith the Lord GOD. 


CHAPTER 40. 

1 Time, manner and end of Ezekiel’s vision. 
6 Gates of the temple. 39 Tables. 48 
The porch. 

5 tie the five and twentieth year of 

our captivity, in the beginnin 

of the year, in the tenth day o 

the month, in the fourteenth year 

after that the city was smitten, in 
the selfsame day the hand of the 

LORD was upon me, and brought 

me thither. 

2 In the visions of God brought 
he me into the land of Iis’ra-el, and 
set me upon a very high mountain, 
by which was as the frame of a city 
on the south. 

3 And he brought me thither, and, 
behold, there was a man, whose ap- 
pearance was like the appearance 
of brass, with a line of flax in his 
hand, and a measuring reed; and 
he stood in the gate. 

4 And the man said unto me, Son 
of man, behold with thine eyes, and 
hear with thine ears, and set thine 
heart upon ali that [ shall shew 
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Description of 


thee; for to the intent that I might 
shew them unto thee art thou 
brought hither: declare all that 
thou seest to the house of Is’ra-el. 

5 And behold a wall on the out- 
Side of the house round about, and 
in the man’s hand a measuring reed 
of six cubits long by the cubit and 
an hand breadth: so he measured 
the breadth of the building, one 
reed; and the height, one reed. 

6 § Then came he unto the gate 
which looketh toward the east. 
and went up the stairs thereof, and 
measured the threshold of the pate, 
which was one reed broad; and the 
other threshold of the gate, which 
was one reed broad. 

7 And every little chamber was 
one reed long, and one reed broad; 
and between the little chambers 
were five cubits; and the threshold 
of the gate by the porch of the gate 
within was one reed. 

8 He measured also the porch of 
the gate within, one reed. 

9 Then measured he the porch of 
the gate, eight cubits; and the posts 
thereof, two cubits; and the porch 
of the gate was inward. 

10 And the little chambers of the 
gate eastward were three on this 
Side, and three on that side; they 
three were of one measure: and the 
posts had one measure on this side 
and on that side. 

11 And he measured the breadth of 
the entry of the gate, ten cubits; and 
pe length of the gate, thirteen cu- 

its. 

12 The space also before the little 
chambers was one cubit on this side, 
and the space was one cubit on that 
side: and the little chambers were 
six cubits on this side, and six cu- 
bits on that side. 

13 He measured then the gate from 
the roof of one little chamber to the 
roof of another: the breadth was 
pee and twenty cubits, dooragainst 
door. 

14 He made also posts of three- 
score cubits, even unto the post of 
the court round about the gate. 

15 And from the face of the gate of 
the entrance unto the face of the 
porch of the inner gate were fifty 
cubits. 

16 And there were narrow windows 
to the little chambers, and to their 
posts within the gate round about 
and likewise to the arches: an 
windows were round about in- 
ward: and upon each post were palm 
trees. : 

17 Then brought he me into the 
outward court, and, lo, there were 
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Ezekiel’s vision. 


chambers, and a pavement made 
for the court round about: thirty 
chambers were upon the pave- 
ment. 

18 And the pavement by the side 
of the gates over against the length 
of the gates was the lower pave- 
ment. 

19 Then he measured the breadth 
from the forefront of the lower gate 
unto the forefront of the inner court 
without, an hundred cubits east- 
ward and northward. 

20 § And the gate of the outward 
court that looked toward the north 
he measured th iength thereof, and 
the breadth thereof. 

21 And the littie chambers thereof 
were three on this sideand three on 
that side; and the posts thereof 
and the arches thereof were after 
the measure of the first gate: the 
length thereof was fifty cubits, 
and the breadth five and twenty 
cubits. 

22 And their windows, and their 
arches, and their palm trees, were 
after the measure of the gate that 
looketh toward the east; and they 
went up unto it by seven steps; 
and the arches thereof were before 
them. 

23 And the gate of the inner court 
was over against the gate toward 
the north, and toward the east; and 
he measured from gate to gate an 
hundred cubits. 

24 9 After that he brought me to- 
ward the south, and behold a gate 
toward the south: and he measured 
the posts thereof and the arches 
thereof according to these mea- 
sures. 

25 And there were windows in it 
and in the arches thereof round 
about, like those windows: the 
length was fifty cubits, and the 
breadth five and twenty cubits. 

26 And there were seven steps to go 
up to it, and the arches thereof 
were before them: and it had palm 
trees, one on this side, and another 
on that side, upon the posts there- 


of. 

27 And there was a gate in the inner 
court toward the south: and he 
measured from gate to gate toward 
the south an hundred cubits. 

28 And he brought me to the inner 
court by the south gate: and he 
measured the south gate according 
to these measures; 

29 And the little chambers there- 
of, and the posts thereof, and the 
arches thereof, according to these 
measures: and there were windows 
in it and in the arches thereof 
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round about: it was fifty cubits! they slew the burnt offering and the 


long, and five and twenty cubits 
broad. 

30 And the arches round about 
were five and twenty cubits long, 
and five cubits broad. 

31 And the arches thereof were 
toward the utter court; and palm 
trees were upon the posts thereof: 
aa the going up to it had eight 
steps. 

32 ¢ And he brought me into the 
inner court toward the east: and 
he measured the gate according to 
these measures. 

83 And the little chambers thereof, 
and the posts thereof, and the 
arches thereof, were according to 
these measures: and there were 
windows therein and in the arches 
thereof round about: it was fifty 
cubits long, and five and twenty 
cubits broad. 

34 And the arches thereof were 
toward the outward court; and 
palm trees were upon the posts 
thereof, on this side, and on that 
side: and the going up to it had 
eight steps. 

350 § And he brought me to the 
north gate, and measured i¢ ac- 
cording to these measures ; 

386 The little chambers thereof, 
the posts thereof, and the arches 
thereof, and the windows to it 
round about: the length was fifty 
cubits, and the breadth five and 
twenty cubits. 

37 And the posts thereof were 
toward the utter court; and palm 
trees were upon the posts thereof 
on this side,and on that side: and 
the going up to it had eight steps. 

38 And the chambers and the en- 
tries thereof were by the posts of the 
gates, where they washed the burnt 
offering. 

39 ¥ And in the porch of the gate 
were two tables on this side, and two 
tables on that side, to slay thereon 
the burnt offering and the sin offer- 
ing and the trespass offering. 

4) And at the side without, as one 
goeth up to the entry of the north 
gate, were two tables; and on the 
other side, which was at the porch 
of the gate, were two tables. 

41 Four tables were on this side, 
and four tables on that side, by the 
side of the gate; eight tables, where- 
upon they slew their sacrifices. 

2 And the four tables were of 
hewn stone for the burnt offering, 
of a cubit and an half long, and a 
eubit and an half broad, and one 
eubit high: whereupon also the 
laid the instruments wherewit

sacrifice. 

43 And within were hooks, an hand 
broad, fastened round about: and 
upon the tables was the flesh of the 
offering. 

44 ¢ And without the inner gate 
were the chambers of the singers in 
the inner court, which was at the 
side of the north gate; and their 
prospect was toward the south: one 
at the side of the east gate having 
the prospect toward the north. 

45 And he said unto me, This cham. 
ber, whose prospect zs toward the 
south, 7s for the priests, the keepers 
of the charge of the house. 

46 And the chamber whose pro- 
spect is toward the north is for the 
priests, the keepers of the charge of 
the altar: these are the sons of Za’- 
dok among the sons of Le’vi, whicb 
come near to the LORD to minister 
unto him. 

47 So he measured the court, an 
hundred cubits long, and an hun- 
dred cubits broad, foursquare; and 
the altar that was before the house. 

48 § And he brought me to the 
porch of the house, and measured 
each post of the porch, five cubits on 
this side, and five cubits on that 
side: and the breadth of the gate 
was three cubits on this side, and 
three cubits on that side. 

49 The length of the porch was 
twenty cubits, and the breadth 
eleven cubits; and he brought me 
by the steps whereby they went up 
to it: and there were pillars by thé 
posts, one on this side, and another 
on that side. 


CHAPTER 41.

1 egg hme he brought me to 
the temple, and measured the 
posts, six cubits broad on the one 
side, and six cubits broad on the 
other side, which was the breadth of 
the tabernacle. 
2-And the breadth of the door was 
ten cubits; and the sides of the 
door were five cubits on the one 
side, and five cubits on the other 
side: and he measured the length 
thereof, forty cubits: and the

‘| sured the post of the door, two cu- 


bits; and the door, six cubits; and 
ue breadth of the door, seven cu- 
its. 

4 So he measured the length 
thereof, twenty cubits; and the 
breadth, twenty cubits, before the 
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temple: and he said unto me, This 
is the most holy place. 

5 After he measured the wall of 
the house, six cubits; and the 
breadth of every side chamber, four 
cubits, round about the house on 
every side. 

6 And the side chambers were 
three, one over another, and thirty 
in order; and they entered into the 
wall which was of the house for the 
side chambers round about, that 
they mi have hold, but they had 
not hold in the wall of the house. 

7 And there was an enlarging, and 
a winding about still upward to the 
side chambers: for the winding 
about of the house went still up- 
ward round about the house: there- 
fore the breadth of the house was 
still upward, and so increased from 
the lowest chamber to the highest 
by the midst. 

8 I saw also the height of the 
house round about: the founda- 
tions of the side chambers were a 
full reed of six great cubits. 

9 The thickness of the wall, which 
was for the side chamber without, 
was five cubits: and that which was 
left was the place of the side cham- 
bers that were within. 

10 And between the chambers was 
the wideness of twenty cubits round 
about the house on every side. 

11 And the doors of the side cham- 
bers were toward the place that was 
left, one door toward the north, and 
another door toward the south: and 
the breadth of the place that was 
left was five cubits round about. 

12 Now the building that was be- 
fore the separate place at the end 
toward the west was seventy cubits 
broad; and the wall of the building 
was five cubits thick round about, 
and the length thereof ninety 
cubits. 

13 So he measured the house, an 
hundred cubits long; and the sepa- 
rate place, and the building, with 
the walls thereof, an hundred cubits 


long; 

14 Also the breadth of the face of 
the house, and of the separate place 
toward the east, an hundred cubits. 

15 And he measured the length of 
the building over against the sepa- 
rate place which was behind it, and 
the galleries thereof on the one side 
and on the other side, an hundred 
cubits, with the inner temple, and 
the porches of the court; 

Is The door po and the narrow 
windows, and the galleries round 
avout on their three stories, over 
against the door, cieled with wood 
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round about, and from the ground 
up to the windows, and the win-

17 To that above the door, even 
unto the inner house, and without, 


and by all the wall round about — 


within and without, by measure. 

8 And it was made with cheru- 
bims and palm trees, so that a palm 
tree was between a cherub and a 
cherub; and every cherub had two 
faces; 

19 So that the face of a man was 
toward the palm tree on the one 
side, and the face of a young lion 
toward the palm tree on the other 
side: it was made through all the 
house round about. 

20 From the ground unto above the 
door were cherubims and palm trees 
mae, and on the wall oi the tem- 
ple. 

21 The posts of the temple were 
squared, and the face of the sanctu- 
ary; the appearance of the one as 
the appearance of the other. 

22 The altar of wood was three 
cubits high, and the length thereof 
two cubits; and the corners there- 
of, and the length thereof, and the 
walls thereof, were of wood: and he 
said unto me, This zs the table that 
is before the LORD. 

23 And the temple and the sanctu- 
ary had two doors. 

24 And the doors had two leaves 
apiece, two turning leaves; two 
leaves for the one door, and two 
leaves for the other door. 

25 And there were made on them, on 
the doors of the temple, cherubims 
and paim trees, like as were made 
upon tbe walls; and there were thick 
planks upon the face of the porch 
without. 

26 And there were narrow windows 


and palm trees on the one side and | 


on the other side, on the sides of the 
porch, and upon the side chambers 
of the house, and thick planks.

5 Now the upper chambers were 
shorter: for the galleries were 
higher than these, than the lower, 
and than the middlemost of the 
building. 

6 For they were in three stories, but 
had not pillars as the pillars of the 
courts: therefore the building was 
straitened more than the lowestand 
the middlemost from the ground. 

7 And the wall that was without 
over against the chambers, toward 
the utter court on the forepart of 
the chambers, the length thereof 
was fifty cubits. 

8 For the length of the chambers 
that were in the utter court was fifty 
cubits: and, lo, before the temple 
were an hundred cubits. 

9 And from under these chambers 
was the entry on the east side, as 
one goeth into them from the utter 
court. 

10 The chambers were in the thick- 
ness of the wall of the court toward 
the east, over against the separate 
place, and over against the build- 


ing. 

It And the way before them was 
like the appearance of the chambers 
which were toward the north, as 
long as they, and as broad as they: 
and all their goings out were both 
according to their fashions, and 
according to their doors. 

12 And according to the doors of 
the chambers that were toward the 
south was a door in the head of the 
way, even the way directiy before 
the wall toward the east, as one 
entereth into them. 

13 § Then said he unto me, ‘The 
north chambers and the south 
chambers, which are before the 
separate place, they be holy cham- 
bers, where the priests that ap- 
proach unto the LORD shall eat the 
most holy things: there shall they 
lay the most holy things, and the 
meat offering, and the sin offering, 
and the trespass offering; for the 
place is holy. 

14 When the priests enter therein, 
then shall they not go out of the 
holy place into the utter court, but 
there they shall lay their garments 
wherein they minister; for they are 
holy; and shall put on other oe 
ments, and shall approach to those 
things which are for the people. 

15 Now when he had made an end

of measuring the inner house, he 
brought me forth toward the gate 
whose prospect 7s toward the east, 
and measured it round about.

2 And, behold, the glory of the 
God of Iis’ra-el came from the way 
of the east: and his voice was like 
a noise of many waters: and the 
earth shined with his glory. 

3 And it was according to the ap- 
pearance of the vision which I saw 
even according to the vision that i 
saw when I came to destroy the 
city: and the visions were like the 
vision that I saw by the river Che’- 
bar; and I fell upon my face. 

4 And the glory of the LORD came 
into the house by the way of the 
gate whose prospect is toward the 
east. 

5 So the spirit took me up, and 
brought me into the inner court; 
and, behold, the glory of the LORD 
filled the house. 

6 And I heard him speaking unto 
me out of the house; and the man 
stood by me.

9 Now let them put away their 
whoredom, and the carcases of 
their kings, far from me, andI will 
dwell in the midst of them for 
ever. 

10 ¢ Thou son of man, shew the 
house to the house of Is/ra-el, that 
they may be ashamed Of their in- 
iquities: and let them measure the 
pattern. 

11 And if they be ashamed of all 
that they have done, shew them the 
form of the house, and the fashion 
thereof, and the goings out thereof 
and the comings in thereof, and all 
the forms thereof, and all the ordi- 
nances thereof, and all the forms 
thereof, and all the laws thereof: 
and write i¢ in their sight, that they 
may keep the whole form thereof, 
and all the ordinances thereof, and 
do them.

even the bottom shall be a cubit, 
and the breadth a cubit, and the 
border thereof by the edge thereof 
round about shall be a span: and 
this shall be the higher place of the 
altar. 

14 And from the bottom wpon the 
ground even to the lower settle 
shall be two cubits, and the breadth 
one cubit; and from the lesser set- 
tle even to the greater settle shall be 
four cubits, and the breadth one 
eubit. 

15 So the altar shall be four cubits; 
and from the altar and upward shall 
be four horns. 

16 And the altar shall be twelve cu- 
bits long, twelve broad, square in 
the four squares thereof. 

17 And the settle shali be fourteen 
cubits long and fourteen broad in 
the four squares thereof; and the 
border about it shall be half a cubit; 
and the bottom thereof shall be a 
eubit about; and his stairs shall 
look toward the east. 

18 d he said unto me, Son of 
man, thus saith the Lord GoD; 
These are the ordinances of the al- 
tar in the day when they shall make 
it, to offer burnt offerings thereon, 
and tosprinkle blood thereon. 
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19 And thou shalt give to the 
priests the Le’vites that be of the 
seed of Za’d0k, which approach 
unto me, to minister unto me, saith 
the Lord GOD, a young bullock for 
a sin offering. 

20 And thou shalt take of the blood 
thereof, and put7t on the four horns 
of it, and on the four corners of the 
settle, and upon the border round 
about: thus shalt thou cleanse and 
purge it. 

21 Thou shalt take the bullock also 
of the sin offering, and he shall 
burn it in the appointed place of the 
house, without the sanctuary. 

22 And on the second day thou 
shalt offer a kid of the goats with- 
out blemish for a sin offering; and 
they shall cleanse the altar, as they 
did cleanse zt with the bullock. 

23 When thou hast made an end 
of cleansing it, thou shalt offer a 
young bullock without blemish, and 
a ram out of the flock without blem- 


ish. 

24 And theu shalt offer them before 
the LORD, and the priests shall cast 
salt upon them, and they shall offer 
them up for a burnt offering unto 
the LORD. 

25 Seven days shalt thou prepare 
every day a goat for a sin offering: 
they shall also prepare a young bul- 
lock, and a ram out of the flock, 
without blemish. 

26 Seven days shall they purge the 
altar and purify it; and they shall 
consecrate themselves. 

27 And when these days are ex- 
pired, it shall be, that upon the 
eighth day, and so forward, the 
priests shall make your burnt offer- 
ings upon the altar, and your peace 
offerings; and I will accept you, 
saith the Lord GoD. 


CHAPTER 44.

4 § Then brought he me the way 
of the north gate before the house: 
and I looked, and, behold, the glory 
of the LoRD filled the house of the 
Lor»: and I fellupon my face. 

5 And the LORD said unto me, 
Son of man, mark well, and behold 
with thine eyes, and hear with thine 
ears all that Isay unto thee concern- 
ing all the ordinances of the house 
of the LORD, and all the laws 
thereof; and mark well the enter- 
ing in of the house, with every go- 
ing forth of the sanctuary. 

6 And thou shalt say to the rebel- 
lious, even to the house of is‘ra-el, 
Thus saith the Lord Gop; O ye 
house of Is‘ra-el, let it suffice you of 
all your abominations, 

7 Inthat ye have brought into my 
sanctuary strangers, uncircumcised 
in heart, and uncircumcised in 
flesh, to be in my sanctuary, to pol- 
lute it, even my house, when ye offer 
my bread, the fat and the blood, and 
they have broken my covenant be- 
cause of all your abominations. 

8 And ye havenot kept the charge 
of mine holy things: but ye have set 
keepers of my charge in my sanc- 
tuary for yourselves. 

§ ¥ Thus saith the Lord Gop; No 
Stranger, uncircumcised in heart 
nor uncircumcised in flesh, shall 
enter into my sanctuary, of any 
stranger that is among the children 
of Is’ra-el. 

10 And the Lé’vites that, are gone 
away far from me, when Is’ra-el 
went astray, which went astray 
away from me after their idols; 
they shall even bear their iniquity. 

ll Yet they shall be ministers in 
my sanctuary, having charge at the 
gates of the house, and minister- 

ng to the house: they shall slay 
the burnt offering and the sacrifice 
for the people, and they shall stand 
before them to minister unto them. 

12 Because they ministered: unto 
them before their idols, and caused 
the house of israel to fall into in- 
iquity; therefore have I lifted up 
mine hand against them, saith the 
Lord Gop, and they shall bear their 


iniquity. 
13 And they shall not come near 
unto me, to do the office of a priest 


unto me, nor to come near to any 
of my holy things, in the most hol 

place: but they shall bear their 
shame, and their abominations

15 J But the priests the Lé’vites, 
the sons of Za’/dok, that kept the 
charge of my sanctuary when the 
children of is’ra-el went astray from 
me, they shall come near to me to 
minister unto me, and they shall 
stand before me to offer unto me 
the fat and the blood, saith the 
Lord GOD: 

16 They shall enter into my sanc- 
tuary, and they shall come near to 
my table, to minister unto me, and 
they shall keep my charge. 

17 § And-it shall come to pass, 
that when they enter in at the gates 
of the inner court, they shall be 
clothed with linen garments; and 
no wool shall come upon them 
whiles they minister in the gates of 
the inner court, and within. 

18 They shall have linen bonnets 
upon their heads, and shall have 
linen breeches upon their loins; 
they shall not gird themselves with 
any thing that causeth sweat. 

19 And wher they go forth into the 
utter court, even into the utter court 
to the people, they shall put off 
their garments wherein they min- 
istered, and lay them in the holy 
chambers, aud they shall put on 
other garments; and they shall not 
sanctify the people with their gar- 
ments. 

20 Neither shall they shave their 
heads, nor suffer their locks to crow 
long; they shall only poll their 
heads. ;

23 And they shali teach my people 
the difference between the holy and

24 And in controversy they shall 
stand in judgment; and they shall 
judgeit according tomy judgments: 
and they shall keep my laws and 
my statutes in all mine assemblies ; 
and they shall hallow my sabbaths. 

25 And they shall come at no dead 

erson to defile themselves: but for 

ather, or for mother, or for son, 01 
for daughter, for brother, or for sis- 
ter that hath had no husband, they 
may defile themselves. 

26 And after he is cleansed, they 
shall reckon unto him seven days. : 

27 And in the day that he goeth 
into the sanctuary, unto the inner 


| court, to minister in the sanctuary, 
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Land for sanctuary, 


he shall offer his sin offering, saith 
the Lord Gop. 

28 And it shall be unto them foran 
inheritance: I am their inheritance: 
and ye shall oe them no posses- 
sion in Ig'ra-eJ: 1 am their posses-

29 They shall eat the meat offering, 
Snd the sin offering, and the tres- 
pass offering; and every dedicated 
thing in is’ra-el shall be theirs. 

30 And the first of all the first- 
fruits of all things, and every obla- 
tion of all, of every sort of your 
Oblations, shall be the priest’s: ye 
shall also give unto the priest the 
first of your dough, that he may 
cause the blessing to rest in thine 
house. 

31 The priests shall not eat of any 
thing that is dead of itself, or torn, 
whether it be fowl or beast. 


CHAPTER 45. 
Partition of land for sanctuary, city and 
prince. 

OREOVER, when ,3 shall di- 

vide by lot the land for inherit- 
ance, ye Shall offer an oblation unto 
the LORD, an holy portion of the 
iand: the length shall be the length 
of five and twenty thousand reeds, 
and the breadth shall be ten thou- 
sand. This shall be holy in all the 
borders thereof round about. 

2 Of this there shall be for the 
sanctuary five hundred in Jength, 
with five hundred in breadth, square 
round about; and fifty cubits round 
about fur the suburbs thereof. 

8 And of this measure shalt thou 
measure the length of five and 
twenty thousand, and the breadth 
of ten thousand: and in it shall be 
the sanctuary and the most holy 
place. 

4 The holy portion of the land shall 
be for the priests the ministers of 
the sanctuary, which shall come 
near to minister unto the LORD: 
and it shall be a place for their 
houses, and an holy place for the 
sanctuary. 

5 And the five and twenty thou- 
sand of length, and the ten thousand 
of breadth, shall also the Le’vites, 
the ministers of the house, have for 
themselves, for a possession for 
twenty chambers. 

6 J And hb shall appoint the pos- 
session of the city five thousand 
broad, and five and twenty thou- 
sand long, over against the oblation 
of the holy portion: it shall be for 
the whole house of Is’ra-el. 

7 J And a portion shall be for the 
prince on the one side and on the 
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city and prince, 
other side of the oblation of the 
holy portion, and of the possession 
of the city, before the oblation of 
the holy portion, and before the 
possession of the city, from the 
west side westward, and from the 
east side eastward: and the length 
shall be over against one of the por- 
tions, from the west border unto 
the east border. 

8 In the land shall be his posses- 
sion in Is/ra-el: and my princes 
shall no more oppress my people; 
and the rest of the land shall they 
give to the house of Ig’ra-el accord- 
ing to their tribes. 

9 § Thus saith the Lord GoD; Let 
it suffice you, O princes of Is’ra-el: 
remove violence and spoil, and ex- 
ecute judgment and justice, take 
away your exactions from my peo- 
ple, saith the Lord Gon. 

10 Ye shall have just balances, and 
a just ephah, and a just bath. 

11 The ephah and tke bath shall be 
of one measure, that the bath may 
contain. the tenth part of an homer, 
and the ephah the tenth part of an 
homer: the measure thereof shall 
be after the homer. 

12 And the shekel shall be twenty 
gerahs: twenty shekels, five and 
twenty shekels, fifteen shekels, 
shall be your maneh. $ 

18 This is the oblation that ye shal. 
offer; the sixth part of an ephah of 
an homer of wheat, and ye shall 
give the sixth part of an ephah of 
an homer of barley: 

14 Concerning the ordinance of oil, 
the bath of Oil, ye shall offer the 
tenth part of a bath out of the cor, 
which is an homer of ten baths; for 
ten baths are an homer: 

15 And one Jamb out of the flock 
out of two hundred, out of the fat 
ihn of Is’ra-el; for a meat of- 

ering, and for a burnt offering, and 
for peace offerings, to make recon- 
treet se for them, saith the Lord 
xOD. 

16 All the people of the land shall 
give ee oblation for the prince in 
Is’ra-el. 

i nd it shail be the prince’s part 
to give burnt offerings, and meat of- 
ferings, and drink offerings, in the 
feasts, and in the new moons, and 
in the sabbaths, in all solemnities of 
the house of is’ra-el: he shall pre- 
pare the sin offering, and the meat 
offering, and the burnt offering, and 
the peace offerings, to make re- 
conciliation for the house of is’- 


ra-el., 
18 Thus saith the Lord Gop; In 
the first month, in the first day of the 
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month, thou shalt take a young bul- 
lock without blemish, and cleanse 
the sanctuary: 

19 And the priest shall take of 
the blood of the sin offering, and 
put it upon the posts of the house, 
and upon the four corners of the 
settle of the altar, and upon the 
posts of the gate of the inner court. 

20 And so thou shalt do the sey- 
enth day of the month for every 
one that erreth, and for him that zs 
simple: so shall ye reconcile the 
house. 

21 In the first month, in the four- 
teenth day of the month, ye shall 
have the passover, a feast of seven 
days; unleavened bread shall be 
eaten. 

22 And upon that day shall the 
prince prepare for himself and for 
all the people of the land a bullock 
Jor a sin offering. 

23 And seven days of the feast 
he shall prepare a burnt offering to 
the LORD, seven bullocks and seven 
rams without blemish daily the 
seven days; and a kid of the goats 
daily for a sin offering. 

24 And he shall prepare a meat 
offering of an ephah for a bullock, 
and an ephah fora ram, and an hin 
of oil for an ephah. 

25 In the seventh month, in the fif- 
teenth day of the month, shall he 
do the like in the feast of the seven 
days, according to the sin offering, 
according to the burnt offering, 
and according to the meat offer- 
ing, and according to the oil. 


CHAPTER 46. 


Ordinances for prince and people in wor- 
ship. 

HUS saith the Lord Gop; The 

gate of the inner court that 
looketh toward the east shall be 
shut the six working days; but on 
the sabbath it shall be opened, and 
in the day of the new moon it shall 
be opened. 

2 And the prince shail enter by 
the way of the porch of that gate 
without, and shall stand by the post 
of the gate, and the priests shall 
prepare his burnt offering and his 
peace offerings, and he shall wor- 
ship at the threshold of the gate: 
then he shall go forth; but the gate 
shall not be shut until the evening, 

3 Likewise the people of the land 
shall worship at_the door of this 
gate before the LORD in the sab- 
baths and in the new moons. 

4 And the burnt offering that the 

rince shall offer unto the LORD in 

he sabbath day shall be six lambs 
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without blemish, and a ram with- 
out blemish. 

5 And the meat offering shail be 
an ephah for a ram, and the meat 
offering for the lambs as he shal! 
be able to give, and an hin of oil to 
an ephah. 

6 And in the day of the new moon 
it shall be a young bullock without 
blemish, and six lambs, and a ram, 
they shall be without blemish. 

7 And he shall prepare a meat of 
fering, an ephah for a bullock, and 
an ephah for a ram, and for the 
lambs according as his hand shall 
attain unto, and an hin of oil to an 
ephah. 

8 And when the prince shall enter 
he shall go in by the way of the 
porch of that gate, and he shall go 
forth by the way thereof. 

9 § But when the people of the 
land shall come before the LorD in 
the solemn feasts, he that entereth 
in by the way of the north gate ta 
worship shall go out by the way of 
the south gate; and he that enter- 
eth by the way of the south gate 
shall go forth by the way of the 
north gate: he shall not return by 
the way of the pore whereby he 
came in, but shall go forth over 
against it. 

) And the prince in the midst of 
them, when they go in, shall go in; 
ee they go forth, shall go 

orth. 

11 And in the feasts and in the 
solemnities the meat offering shall 
be an ephah to a bullock, and an 
ephah to a ram, and to the lambs as 
he is able to give, and an hin of oii 
to an ephah. 

12 Now when the prince shall pre- 
pare a voluntary burnt offering or 
yeace offerings voluntarily unto the 

ORD, one Shall then open him the 
gate that looketh toward the east, 
and he shall prepare his burnt offer- 
ing and his peace offerings, as he 
did on the sabbath day: then he 
shall go forth; and after his going 
forth one shall shut the gate. 

13 Thou shalt daily prepare a 
burnt offering unto the LORD ofa 
lamb of the first year without blem- 
ish: thou shalt prepare it every 
Se: 

14 And thou shalt prepare a meat 
offering for it every morning, the 
sixth part of an ephah, and the 
third part of an hin of oil, to temper 
with the fine flour; a meat offerin 
continually by a perpetual ordi- 
nance unto the LORD. 

15 Thus _ shall ee 


prepare the 
lamb, and the mea 


offering, aud 
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the oil, every morning for a con- 
tinual burnt offering. 

16 § Thus saith the Lord Gop; If 
the prince give a gift unto any of his 
sons, the inheritance thereof shall 
be his sons’; it shall be their posses- 
sion by inheritance. 

17 Butif he give a gift of his inher- 
itance to one of his servants, then it 
shall be his to the year of liberty; 
after it shall return to the prince: 
but his inheritance shall be his sons’ 
for them. 4 

18 Moreover the prince shall not 
take of the people’s inheritance by 
oppression, to thrust them out of 
their possession; but he shall give 
his sons inheritance out of his own 
possession: that my people be not 
scattered every man from his pos- 
session. 

19 y After he brought me through 
the entry, which was at the side of 
the gate, into the holy chambers of 
the priests, which looked toward 
the north: and, behold, there was a 
place on the two sides westward. 

20 Then said he unto me, This és 
the place where the priests shall 
boil the trespass offering and the 
sin offering, wnere they shall bake 
the meat offering; that they bear 
them not out into the utter court, 
to sanctify the people. 

21 Then he brought me forth into 
the utter court, and caused me to 
pass by the four corners of the 
eourt; and, behold, in every corner 
of the court there was a court. 

22 In the four corners of the court 
there were courts joined of forty 
' cubits long and thirty broad: these 
four corners were of one measure. 

23 And there was arow of building 
round about in them, round about 
them four, and it was made with 
boiling places under the rows round 
about, 

24 Then said he unto me, These are 
the places of them that boil, where 
the ministers of the house shall boil 
the sacrifice of the people. 


CHAPTER 47. 

1 Vision of holy waters. 6 The virtue of 
them. 22 Division of the land by lot. 
Vs ggpsteont eh cmp he brought me 

again unto the door of the 
house; and, behold, waters issued 
cut from under the threshold of the 
house eastward: for the forefront 
of the house stood toward the east, 
and the waters came down from 
under from the right side of the 
house, at the south side of the altar. 
2 Then brought he me out of the 
way of the gate northward, and led 
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me about the way without unto the 
utter gate by the way that looketh 
eastward; and, behold, there ran 
out waters on the right side. 

3 And when the man that had the 
line in his hand went forth east- 
ward, he measured a thousand cu- 
bits, and he brought me through 
the waters; the waters were to the 
ancles. 

4 Again he measured a thousand, 
and brought me through the wa- 
ters; the waters were to the knees. 
Again he measured a thousand, and 
brought me through; the waters 
were to the loins. 

5 Afterward he measured a thou- 
sand; and it was ariver that I could 
not pass over: for the waters were 
risen, waters to swim in, a river 
that could not be passed over. 

6 7 And he said unto me, Son of 
man, hast thou seen this? Then he 
brought me, apd caused me to re- 
turn to the brink of the river. 

7 Now when I had returned, be- 
hold, at the bank of the river were 
very many trees on the one side 
and on the other. 

8 Then said he unto me, These wa- 
ters issue out toward the east coun- 
try, and go down into the desert, 
and go into the sea: which being 
brought forth into the sea, the wa- 
ters shall be healed. 

9 And it shall come to pass, that 
every thing that liveth, which moy- 
eth, whithersoever the rivers shall 
come, shall live: and there shall 
be a very great multitude of fish, 
because these waters shall come 
thither: for they shall be healed; 
and every thing shall live whither 
the river cometh. 

10 And it shall come to pass, that 
the fishers shall stand upon it from 
En-ge’di_ even unto En-€g’la-im; 
they shall be a place to spread forth 
nets; their fish shall be according 
to their kinds, as the fish of the 
great sea, exceeding many. 

11 But the miry places thereof and 
the marishes thereof shall not be 
healed; they shall be given to salt. 

12 And by the river upon the bank 
thereof, on this side and on that 
side, shall prow. all trees for meat, 
whose leaf shall not fade, neither 
shall the fruit thereof be consumed: 
it shall bring forth new fruit ac- 
cording to his months, because 
their waters they issued out of the 
sanctuary: and the fruit thereof 
shall be for meat, and the leaf there- 
of for medicine. 

12 ¢ Thus saith the Lord GoDs 
This shall be the border, whereby 
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ye shall inherit the land accordin 
to the twelve tribes of Is’ra-el: Jo’- 
ite shall have two portions. 

14 And ye shall inherit it, one as 
well as_ another: concerning the 
which I Jifted up mine hand to 

ive it unto your fathers: and this 
and shall fall unto you for in- 
heritance. 

15 And this shall be the border of 
the land toward the north side 
from the great sea, the way of 
Héth’lon, as men go to Ze’dad; 

16 Ha’math, Bé-ro’/thah, Sib’ra-im 
which is between the border o 
Da-mas’cus and the border of Ha’- 
math; Ha’zar-hat’ti-con, which is 
by the coast of Hau’ran. 

17 And the border from the sea 
shall be Ha/‘zar-e’nan, the border 
of Da-mas/cus, and the north, north- 
ward, and the border of Ha’/math. 
And this is the north side. 

18 d the east side ye shall mea- 
sure from Hau’ran, and from Da- 
mas’cus, wd from Gil’e-ad, and 
from the land of Is’ra-el by Jér’dan, 
from the border unto the east sea. 
And this is the east side. 

19 And the south side southward 
from Ta’mar even to the waters of 
strife in Ka’desh, the river to the 
great sea. And this is the south 
side southward. 

20 The west side also shall be the 
great sea from the border, till a 
man come over against Ha’math. 
This is the west side. 

21 So shall ye divide this land 
unto you according to the tribes of 


ee . : 

§ And it shall come to pass, 
that ye shall divide it by lot for an 
inheritance unto you, and to the 
strangers that sojourn among you, 
which shall beget children among 
you: and they shall be unto you 
as born in the country among the 
children of Is’ra-el; they shall have 
inheritance with you among the 
tribes of Is’ra-el. 

23 And it shall come to pass, that 
in what tribe the stranger sojourn- 
eth, there shall ye give him his in- 
heritance, saith the Lord Gop. 


CHAPTER 48. 

Portions of the tribes and of the sanctuary. 
Now these are the names of the 
IN tribes. From the north end 
to the coast of the way of Héth'lon, 
as one goeth to Ha/math, Ha/zar- 
e’‘nan, the border of Da-mas’cus 
northward, to the coast of Ha’math; 
for these are his sides east and west; 
a Steen for Van. a 

And by the border of Dan, from 
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the east side unto the west side, a 
portion for Ash’ér. 

3 And by the border of Ash’ér, 
from the east side even unto the 
west side, a portion for Naph'ta-li. 

4 And by the border of Naph’ta-li 
from the east side unto the wes 
side, a portion for Ma-nas’seh. 

5 And by the border of Ma-nas’seh, 
from the east side unto the west 
side, a portion for E'phra-im. 

6 And by the border of E’phra-im, 
from the east side even unto the 
west side, a portion for Reu’ben. 

7 And by the border of Reu’ben 
from the east side unto the west 
side, a portion for Ju‘dah. 

8 § And by the border of Ju’dah, 
from the east side unto the west 
side, shall be the offering which 
ye shall offer of five and twenty 
thousand reeds in breadth, and in 
length as one of the other parts, 
from the east side unto the west 
side: and the sanctuary shall be in 
the midst of it. 

9 The oblation that ye shall offer 
unto the LORD shall be of five and 
twenty thousand in length, and of 
ten thousand in breadth. 

10 And for them, even for the 
priests, shall be this holy oblation; 
toward the north five and twenty 
thousand in length, and toward the 
west ten'thousand in breadth, aud 
toward the east ten thousand in 
breadth, and toward the south five 
and twenty thousand in length: 
and the sanctuary of the LORD 
shall be in the midst thereof. 

ll Jt shall be for the priests that 
are sanctified of the sons of Za'dodk; 
which have kept my charge, which 
went not astray when the children 
of Is’ra-el went astray, as the Le’- 
vites went mga 

12 And this oblation of the land 
that is offered shall be unto them a 
thing most holy by the border of 
the Le’vites. 

13 And over against the border of 
the priests the Le’vites shal/ have 
five and twenty thousand in length 
and teu thousand in breadth: al 
the length shall be five and twenty 
soonsand, and the breadth ten thou- 
sand. 

14 And they shall not sell of it, 
neither exchange, nor alienate the 
firstfruits of the land: for itis holy 
unto the LORD.» 

15 §. And the five thousand, that 
are left in the breadth over against 
the five and twenty thousand, sball 
be aprofane pigse for the city, for 
dwelling, and for suburbs: and the 
city shall be in the midst thereof, 
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16 And these shall be the measures 
thereof; the north side four thou- 
sand and five hundred, and the 
south side four thousand and five 
hundred, and on the east side four 
thousand and five hundred, and the 
west side four thousand and five 
hundred. 

17 And the suburbs of the city shall 
be toward the north two hundred 
and fifty, and toward the south two 
hundred and fifty, and toward the 
east two hundred and fifty, and to- 
war the west two hundred and 


ty. 

18 And the residue in length over 
against the oblation of the holy 
portion shall be ten thousand east- 
ward, and ten thousand westward: 
and it shaJl be over against the ob- 
lation of the holy portion: and the 
increase thereof shall be for food 
unto them that serve the city. 

19 And they that serve the city 
shall serve it out of all the tribes of 
Iis'ra-el. 

All the oblation shall be five and 
twenty thousand by five and twenty 
thousand: ye shall offer the holy 
oblation foursquare, with the pos- 
session of the city. 

21 ¢ And the residue shall be for 
the prince, on the one side and on 
the other of the holy oblation, and 
of the possession of the city, over 
against the five and twenty thou- 
sand of the oblation toward the 
east border, and westward over 
against the five and twenty thou- 
sand toward the west border, over 
against the portions for the prince: 
and it shall be the holy oblation; 
and the sanctuary of the house shail 
be in the midst thereof. 

22 Moreover from the possession 
of the Le’vites, and from the pos- 
session of the city, being in the 
midst of that which is the prince’s 
between the border of Ju/dah anc 
the border of Bén’ja-min,- shall be 
for the prince. 
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23 As for the rest of the tribes, 
from the east side unto the west 
side, Bén’ja-min shall havea portion. 
24 And by the border of Ben’‘ja- 
min, from the east side unto the 
west side, Sim/e-on shall have a por- 
tion. 

25 And by the border of Sim’e-on 
from the east side unto the wes 
side, Is'sa-char a portion. 

26 And by the border of Is’sa-char, 
from the east side unto the west 
side, Zéb’u-lun a portion. 

27 And by the border of Zéb’u-lun, 
from the east side unto the west 
side, Gad a portion. 

28 And by the border of Gad, at 
the south side southward, the bor- 
der shall be even from Ta’mar unto 
the waters of strife in Ka’/desh, and 
to the river toward the great sea. 

29 This 7s the land which ye shall 
divide by lot unto the tribes of Is’- 
ra-el for inheritance, and these are 
their portions, saith the Lord Gop. 

30 ¢ And these are the goings out 
of the city on the north side, four 
thousand and five hundred mea- 
sures. 

381 And the gates of the city shall 
be after the names of the tribes of 
Is’ra-el: three gates northward ; one 
gate of Reu’ben, one gate of Ju’dah, 
one gate of Le’vi. 

32 And at the east side four thou- 
sand and five hundred: and three 
gates; and one gate of JO’seph, one 
gate of hn sear one gate of Dan. 

33 And at the south side four thou- 
sand and five hundred measures: 
and three gates; one gate of Sim’- 
e-on, one gate of Is’sa-char, one gate 
of Zeb/u-lun. 

34 At the west side four thousand 
and five hundred, with their three 
gates; one gate of Gad, one gate of 
Ash’ér, one gate of Naph’ta-li. 

35 Jé was round about eighteen 
thousand measures : and the name 
of the city from that day shall be, 
The LORD is there.

N the third year of the reign 
of Jé-hoi/a-kim king of Ju’dah 


DANIEL. 


came Néb-u-chad-néz/zar king of 
Bab’y-lon unto Jé-ru/s&lém, and 
besieged it. 

2 And the Lord gave Jé-hoi’a-kim 
king of Ju’dah into his hand, wita 
part of the vessels of the house of 
God: which he carried into the land 
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of Shi/nar to the house of his god; 
aud he brought the vessels into the 
treasure house of his god. 

3 4 And the king spake unto Ash’- 
pe-naz the master of his eunuchs, 
that he should bring certain of the 
children of is’ra-el, and of the 
king’s seed, and of the princes; 

4 Children in whom was no blem- 
ish, but well favoured, and skilful 
inall wisdom, and cunning in know- 
ledge, and understanding science, 
and such as had ability in them to 
stand in the king’s palace, and 
whom they might teach the learn- 
ing and the tongue of the Chal-de’- 
ans. 

5 And the king appointed them a 
daily provision of the king’s meat, 
and of the wine which he drank: 
so nourishing them three years, 
that at the end thereof they might 
stand before the king. 

6 Now among these were of the 
children of Ju’dah, Dan’‘iel, Han-a- 
ni/ah, Mish’‘a-el, and Az-a-ri/ah: 

7 Unto whom the prince of the 
eunuchs gave names: for he gave 
unto Dan‘iel the name of Bel-te- 
shaz/zar; and to Han-a-ni/ah, of 
Sha/drach; and to Myish’a-el, of 
Me’shach; and to Az-ari/ah, of 
A-béd’-né-g0. : 
8 § But Dan‘iel purposed in his 
heart that he would not defile him- 
self with the portion of the nines 
meat, nor with the wine which he 
drank: therefore he requested of 
the prince of the eunuchs that he 
might not defile himself. 

9 Now God had brought Dan’jel 
into favour and tender love with 
the prince of the eunuchs. 

10 And the prince of the eunuchs 
said unto Dan’jel, | fear my lord the 
king, who hath appointed your meat 
and your drink: for why should he 
see your faces worse liking than 
the children which are of your sort? 
then shall ye make me endanger my 
head to the king. 

11 Then said Dan’jel to Mél’zar, 
whom the prince of the eunuchs 
had set over Dan’iel, Han-a-ni’ah, 
Mish’‘a-el, and Az-a-ri’ah, 

12 Prove thy servants, I beseech 
thee, ten days; and let them give 
us pulse to eat, and water to drink. 

13 Then let our countenances be 
looked upon before thee, and the! 
countenance of the children that 
eat of the portion of the king’s 
meat: and as thou seest, deal with 
“ig servants. N 

14 So he consented to them in this 
matter, and proved them ten days. 

15 And at the end of ten days their 
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countenances appeared fairer and 
fatter in flesh than all the children 
which did eat the portion of the 
king’s meat. 

16 Thus Mél’zar took away the 
portion of their meat, and the wine 
that they should drink; and gave 
them pulse. 

17 § As for these four children 
God gave them knowledge and 
skill in all learning and wisdom: 
and Dan’‘iel had understanding in 
all visions and dreams. 

18 Now at the end of the days that 
the king had said he should bring 
them in, then the prince of the 
eunuchs brought them in before 
Néb-u-chad-néz’zar. 

19 And the king communed with 
them; and among them all was 
found none like Dan’jel, Han-a-ni’- 
ah, Mish’a-el, and Az-a-ri’ah: there- 
fore stood they before the king. 

20 And in all matters of wisdom 
and understanding, that the king 
enquired of them, he found them 
ten times better than all the magi- 
cians and astrologers that were in 
all his realm. 

21 And Dan’‘jel continued even 
unto the first year of king Cy’rus. 


CHAPTER 2.

2 Then the king commanded to 
call the megicians, and the astro- 
logers, and the sorcerers, and the 

Chal-de’ans, for to shew the kin 

his dreams. So they came an 

stood before the king. 

3 And the king said unto them, I 
have dreamed a dream, and my 
spirit was troubled to know the 
dream. 

4 Then spake the Chal-dé’ans to the 
king in Syr’'i-ack, O King. live for 
ever: tell thy servants the dream, 
ane we will shew the interpreta- 
ion. 

5 The king answered and said to 
the Chal-de’ans, The thing is gone 
from me: if ye will not make 
known unto me the dream, with 
the interpretation thereof, ye shall 
be cut in pieces, and ne houses 
shall be made a dunghill. 

6 But if ye shew the dream, and 
the interpretation thereof, ye shall 
receive of me gifts.and rewards 
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and great honour: therefore shew 
me the dream, and the interpreta- 
tion thereof. 

7 They answered again and said, 
Let the king tell his servants the 
dream, and we will shew the inter- 
pretation of it. 

The king answered and said, I 
know of certainty that ye would 
gain the time, because ye see the 
thing is gone from me. 

9 But if ye will not make known 
unto me the dream, there is but one 
decree for you: for ye have pre- 
pared lying and corrupt words to 
speaie before me, till the time be 
changed: therefore tell me the 
dream, and I shall know that ye 
can shew me the interpretation 
thereof. 

10] The Chal-de’ans answered be- 
fore the king, and said, There is 
not aman upon the earth that can 
shew the king’s matter: therefore 
there is no king, lord, nor ruler, 
that asked such things at_any magi- 
cian, or astrologer, or Chal-de’an. 

11 And it is a rare thing that the 
king requireth, and there is none 
other that can shew it before the 
king, except the gods, whose dwell- 
me isnot with flesh. | 

12 For this cause the king was an- 
gry and very furious, and com- 
manded to destroy all the wise 
men Of Bab’y-lon. 

13 And the decree went forth that 
the wise men should be slain; and 
they sought Dan’jeland his fellows 
to be slain. 

14 J Then pau sel answered with 
counsel and wisdom to A’ri-0ch the 
captain of the king’s guard, which 
was gone forth to slay the wise men 
of Bab’y-lon: 

15 He answered and said to A’ri- 
och the king’s captain, Why is the 
decree so hasty from the king? 
Then A’ri-och made the thing 
known to Dan/iel. : 

16 Then Dan’iel went in, and de- 
sired of the king that he would give 
him time, and that he would shew 
the king the interpretation, 

17 Then Dan’jel went to his house, 
and made the thing known to Han- 
a-ni/ah, Mish’a-el, and Az-a-ri/ah, his 
companions: 

18 That they would desire mercies 
of the God of heaven concerning 
this secret; that Dan’jel and his 
fellows should not perish with the 
rest of the wise men of Bab’y-lon. 

19 J Then was the secret revealed 
unto Dan’jel ina night vision. Then 
Dan’iel blessed the God of heaven. 

20 Dan’jel answered and said, 
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Blessed be the name of God for 
ever and ever: for wisdom and 
might are his: 

21 And he changeth the times and 
the seasons: he removeth kings, 
and setteth up kings: he giveth 
wisdom unto the wise, and know- 
ledge. to them that know under 
standing: 5 
22 He revealeth the deep and se- 
cret things: he knoweth what 7s in 
the darkness, and the light dwell- 
eth with him. 

23 I thank thee, and praise thee, O 


thou God of my fathers, who hast_ 


paniee me wisdom and might, and 
hast made known unto me now 
what we desired of thee: for thou 
hast now made known unto us the 
king’s matter. 5 

24 4 Therefore Ddan’‘iel went in 
unto A’ri-Och, whom the king had 
ordained to destroy the wise men 
of Bab’y-lon: he went and said thus 
unto him; Destroy not the wise men 
of Bab’y-lon: bring me in before 
the king, and I will shew unto the 
king the interpretation. 

25 Then A’ri-0ch brought in Dan’- 
jel before the king in haste, and said 
thus unto him, I have found a man 
of the captives of Ju’/dah, that will 
make known unto the king the in- 
terpretation. 

26 The king answered and said to 
Dan‘iel, whose name was Bél-te- 
shaz’zar, Art thou able to make 
known unto me the dream which I 


have seen, and the interpretation 


thereof ? 

27 Dan’‘iel] answered in the pre- 
sence of the king, and said, The se- 
cret which the king hath demanded 
cannot the wise men, the astrolo- 
gers, the magicians, the soothsay- 
ers, Shew unto the king; 


28 But there is a God in heaven — 


that revealeth secrets, and maketh 
known to the king Néb-u-chad-néz’- 
zar what shall be in. the latter days. 
Thy dream, and the visions of thy 
head upon thy bed, are these; 

29 As for thee, O king, thy thoughts 
came into thy mind upon thy bed, 
what should come to pass hereafter: 
and he that revealeth secrets mak- 
eth known to thee what shall come 
to pass. 

30 But as for me, this secret is 


not revealed to me for any wisdom _ 


that I have more than any living, 
but for their sakes that shall make 
known the interpretation to the 
king, and that thou mightest know 
the thoughts of thy heart. 

1 4 Thou, O king, sawest, and 
behold a great image. This great 
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image, whose brightness was excel- 
lent, stood before thee; and the 
form thereof was terrible. 

22 This image’s head was of fine 
gold, his breast and his arms of 
Silver, his belly and his thighs of 
brass 4 

33 His legs of iron, his feet part of 
iron and part of clay. 

34 Thou sawest till that a stone 
was cut out without hands, which 
smote the image upon his feet that 
were of iron and clay, and brake 
them to pieces. 

35 Then was the iron, the clay, the 
brass, the silver,and the gold, bro- 
ken to pieces together, and became 
like the chaff of the summer thresh- 
ingfloors; and the wind carried 
them away, that no place was found 
for them: and the stone that smote 
the image became a great mountain, 
and filled the whole earth. 

36 § This is the dream; and we 
will tell the interpretation thereof 
before the ecithi 

37 Thou, O king, art a ee of 
kings: for the God of heaven hath 
given thee a kingdom, power, and 
strength, and glory. 

38 And wheresoever the children 
of men dwell, the beasts of the field 
and the fowls of the heaven hath 
he given into thine hand, and hath 
made thee ruler over them all. 
Thou art this head of gold. 

39 And after thee shall arise an- 
other kingdom inferior to thee, and 
another third kingdom of brass, 
which shall bear rule over all the 
earth. 

40 And the fourth kingdom shall 
be aera as iron: forasmuch as 
iron breaketh in pieces and subdu- 
eth all things: and as iron that 
breaketh all these, shall it break in 
pieces and bruise. 

1 And whereas thou sawest the 
feet and toes, part of potters’ clay 
and part of iron, the kingdom shall | 
be divided; but there shall be in it | 
of the strength of the iron, foras- | 
much as thou sawest the iron mixed | 
with miry clay. 

42 And as the toes of the feet were 
ae of iron, and part of clay, so the | 
kingdom shall be partly strong, and 
partly broken. 

43 Aud whereas thou sawest iron | 
mixed with miry clay, they shall 
mingle themselves with the seed of | 
men: but they shall not cleave one | 
to another, even as iron is not mixed 
with clay. 

44 Ard in the days of these kings 
snall the God of heaven set up a 
‘Kingdom, which shall never be de- 
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stroyed: and the kingdom shail 
not be left to other people, but it 
shall break in pieces and consume 
all these kingdoms, and it shall 
stand for ever. 

45 Forasmuch as thou sawest that 
the stone was cut out of the moun- 
tain without hands, and that it 
brake in pieces the iron, the brass, 
the clay, the silver, and the gold; 
the great God hath made known to 
the king what shall come to pass 
hereafter: and the dream is certain, 
and the interpretation thereof sure. 

46 § Then the king Né€b-u-chad- 
néz’zar fell upon his face, and wor- 
shipped Dan‘iel, and commanded 
that they should offer an oblation 
and sweet odours unto him. 

47 The king answered unto Dan ‘jel, 
and said, Of a truth it is, that your 
God is a God of gods, and a Lord of 
kings, and arevealer of secrets, see- 
ing thou couldest reveal this secret. 

48 Then the king made Dan’‘jel a 
great man, and gave him many great 
gifts, and made him ruler over the 
whole province of Bab’y-lon, and 
chief of the governors over all the 
wise men of Bab’¥y-lon. 

49 Then Dan‘iel requested of the 
king, and he set Sha’drach, Meé’- 
shach, and A-béd/-né-g0, over the af- 
fairs of the province of Bab’y-lon: 
Lo Dan’jel sat in the gate of the

CHAPTER 3, 


1 The golden image set up. 26 Delivery 
of Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego. 
ee ee NEZ'ZAR the 

king made an image of gold, 
whose height was threescore cubits, 
and the breadth thereof six cubits: 
he set it up in the plain of Du’ra, 
in the province of Bab’y-lon. 
2 Then Neb-u-chad-néz/zar the 
king sent to gather together the 
priuces, the governors, and the cap- 
tains, the judges, the treasurers 
the counsellors, the sheriffs, and all 
the rulers of the provinces, tocome 
to the dedication of the image which 
Néb-u-chad-néz’zar the king had set 


up. 
3 Then the princes, the governors, 
and captains, the judges, the trea- | 


| surers, the counsellors, the sheriffs, 


and all the rulers of the provinces, 
were gathered together unto the 
dedication of the image that Néb-u- 
chad-néz'zar the king had set up; 
and they stood before the image 
that Néb-u-chad-néz’zar had set up. 
4 Then an herald cried aloud, To 
you it is commanded, O people, 
nations, and languages, 
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5 That at what time ye hear the 
sound of the cornet, flute, harp 
sackbut, psaltery, dulcimer, and al 
kinds of musick, ye fall down and 
worship the golden image _ that 
Néb-u-chad-néz’zar the king hath 
set up: 

6 And whoso falleth not down and 
worshippeth shall the same hour 
be cast into the midst of a burning 
fiery furnace. 

7 Therefore at that time, when all 
the people heard the sound of the 
cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, psal- 
tery, and all kinds of musick, all the 
people, the nations, and the lan- 

ruages, fell down and worshipped 

he golden image that Neéb-u-chad- 
néz'zar the king had set up. 

8 § Wherefore at that time certain 
Chal-de’ang came near, and ac- 
cused the Jews. i : 

9 They spake and said to the king 
Néb-u-chad-néz’zar, O king, live 
for ever. 

10 Thou, O king, hast mude a de- 
cree, that every man that shall hear 
the sound of the cornet, flute, harp, 
sackbut, psaltery, and dulcimer 
and all kinds of musick, shall fall 
down and worship the golden im- 


age: 

fl And whoso falleth not down 
and worshippeth, that he should be 
cast into the midst of a burning 
fiery furnace. 

12 There are certain Jews whom 
thou hast set over the affairs of the 

rovince of Bab’‘y-lon, Sha/drach, 

e’shach, and A-béd’-né-g0; these 
men, O king, have not regarded 
thee: they serve not thy gods, nor 
worship the golden image which 
thou hast set up. 

i3 ¢ Then Neéb-u-chad-néz/zar in 
his rage and fury commanded to 
bring Sha/drach, Me’shach, and 
A-béd’-ne-go. Then they brought 
these men before the king. 

14 Néb-u-chad-néz’zar ‘spake and 
said upto them, /s it true, O Sha’- 
drach, Me’shach, and A-béd’/-né-go0, 
do not ye serve my gods, nor wor- 
ship the golden image which I have 
set up? 

15 Now if ye be ready that at what 
time ye hear the sound of the cornet 
flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, anc 
dulcimer, and all kinds of musick, 
ye fall down and worship the image 
which I have made; wed/: but if ye 
worship not, ye shall be cast the 
same hour into the midst of a burn- 
ing fiery furnace; and who is that 
God that shall deliver you out of my 
hands ? 

16 Sha/drach, Me’shach, and A-béd’- 
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né-g0, answered and said to the 
king, O Néb-u-chad-néz/zar, we are 
not careful to answer thee in this 
matter. 

17 If it be so, our God whom we 
serve is able to deliver us from the 
burning fiery furnace, and he will 
deliver us out of thine hand, O 


ing. 

18 But if not, be it known unto 
thee, O king, that we will not serve 
thy gods, nor worship the golden 
image which thou hast set up. 

19 J Then was Néb-u-chad-néz’zar 
full cf fury, and the form of his vis- 
age was changed against Sha/drach, 

e’shach, and A-béd’-né-g0: there- 
fore he spake, and commanded that 
they should heat the furnace one 
seven times more than it was wont 
to be heated. 

20 And he commanded the most 
ree te men that were in his army 
to bind Sha/drach, Me’shach, and 
A-béd’-né-g0, and to cast them into 
the burning fiery furnace. 

21 Then these men were bound in 
their coats, their hosen, and their 
hats, and their other garments, and 
were cast into the midst of the 
burning fiery furnace. 

22 Therefore because the king’s 
commandment was urgent, and the 
furnace exceeding hot, the flame 
of the fire slew those men that 
took up Sha’/drach, Me’shach, and 
A-bed’-ne-go. 

23 And these three men, Sha’drach 
Me’shach, and A-béd’‘né-go, fell 
down bound into the midst of the 
burning fiery furnace. 

24 Then Né€b-u-chad-néz’zar the 
king was astonied, and rose up in 
haste, and spake, and said unto his 
counsellors, Did not we cast three 
men bound into the midst of the 
fire? They answered and said unto 
the king, True, O king. ; 

25 He answered and said, Lo, I see 
four men loose, walking in the 
midst of the fire, and they have no 
hurt; and the form of the fourth is 
like the Son of God. 

26 | Then Néb-u-chad-néz'zar came 
near to the mouth of the burnin 
fiery furnace, and spake, and said, 
Sha’drach, Me’shach, and A-béd’/- 
ne-go, ye servants of the most high 
God, come forth, and come hither. 
Then Sha’/drach, Meé’shach, and 
A-béd’-né-g0, came forth of the 
midst of the fire. 

27 And the princes, governors, and 
captains, and the king’s counsellors, 
being gathered together, saw these 
men, upon whose bodies the fire 
had no power, nor was an hair of 
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their head singed, neither were 
their coats chan ed, nor the smell 
of fire had passed on them. 

28 Then Néb-u-chad-néz'zar spake 
aud said, Blessed be the God of 
Sha/drach, Me’shach, and A-béd’- 
né-go, who hath sent his angel, and 
delivered his servants that trusted 
in him, and have changed the king’s 
word, and yielded their bodies, that 
they might not serve nor worship 
any god, except their own God. 

29 Therefore I make a decree, 
That every people, nation, and lan- 
guage, which speak any thing amiss 
against the God of Sha’drach, Me’- 
shach, and A-béd’-né-g0, shall be 
cut in pieces, and their houses 
shall be made a dunghill: because 
there is no other God that can de- 
liver after this sort. 

30 Then the king promoted Sha’- 
drach, Mé’shach, and A-béd’-né-g0, 
in the province of Bab’y-lon. 


CHAPTER 4. 


1 Nebuchadnezzar acknowledges God’s 
dominion. 4 Relatesadream. 19 Dan- 
tel’s interpretation. 28 The dream ful- 
Jilled. 

. EB-U-CHAD-NEZ’ZAR the king 
unto all people, nations, and 
languages, that dwell in ail the 
earth; Peace be multiplied unto 


you. 

21 thought it good to shew the 
signs and wonders that the high 
God hath wrought toward me. 

3 How great are his signs! and how 
mighty are his wonders! his king- 
dom is an everlasting kingdom, and 
his dominion is from generation to 
generation. 

4 9 I Néb-u-chad-néz'zar was at 
rest in mine house, and flourishing 
in my palace: 

5 I saw a dream which made me 
afraid, and the thoughts upon my 
bed and the visions of my head 
troubled me. 

6 Therefore made I a decree to 
bring in all the wise men of Bab’y- 
lon before me, that they might 
make known unto me the interpre- 
tation of the dream. 

7 Then came in the magicians, the 
astrologers, the Chal-dé’ans, and 
the soothsayers: and I told the 
dream before them; but they did 
not make known unto me the inter- 
pretation thereof. 

8 § But at the last Dan’jel came in 
before me, whose name was Bél-te- 
shaz’zar, according to the name of 
my god, and in whom is the spirit 

_of the holy gods: and before him I 
told the dream, saying, 
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9 O Bél-te-shaz’zar, master of the 

magicians, because I know that the 
spirit of the holy gods is in thee 
and no secret troubleth thee, tell 
me the visions of my dream that I 
have seen, and the interpretation 
thereof. 

10 Thus were the visions of mine 
head in my bed; I saw, and behold 
a tree in the midst of the earth,and 
the height thereof was great. 

ll The tree grew, and was strong, 
and the height thereof reached 
unto heaven, and the sight thereof 
to the end of all the earth: 

12 The leaves thereof were fair, and 
the fruit thereof much, and init was 
meat for all: the beasts of the field 
had shadow under it, and the fowls 
of the heaven dwelt in the boughs 
thereof, and all fiesh was fed of it. 

13 I saw in the visions of my head 
upon my bed, and, behold, a 
watcher and an holy one came 
down from heaven; 

14 He cried aloud, and said thus, 
Hew down the tree, and cut off his 
branches, shake off his leaves, and 
scatter his fruit: let the beasts get 
away from under it, and the fowls 
from his branches: 

15 Nevertheless leave the stump of 
his roots in the earth, even witha 
band of iron and brass, in the tender 
grass of the field; and let it be wet 
with the dew of heaven, and Ze? his 
portion be with the beasts in the 
grass of the earth: 

16 Let his heart be changed from 
man’s, and let a beast’s heart be 
given unto him; and let seven 
times pass over him. 

17 This matter zs by the decree of 
the wafchers, and the demand by 
the word of the holy ones: to the 
intent that the living may know 
that the most High ruleth in the 
kingdom of men, and giveth it to 
whomsoever he will, and setteth 
op over it the basest of men. 

8 This dream I king Néb-u-chad- 
néz’zar have seen. Now thou, O Bel- 
te-shaz’zar, declare the interpreta- 
tion thereof, forasmuch as all the 
wise men of my kingdom are not 
able to make known unto me the 
interpretation: but thou art able; 
ior the spirit of the holy gods is in 
thee. 

19 § Then Dan’‘iel, whose name was 
Bél-te-shaz’zar, was astonied for 
one hour, and his thoughts troubled 
him. The King spake, and said, 
Bél-te-shaz’zar, let not the dream, 
or the interpretation thereof, trou- 
ble thee. Beél-te-shaz’zar answered 
and said, My lord, the dream be to 
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them that hate thee, and the inter- 
pretation thereof to thine enemies, 

20 The tree that thou sawest, 
which grew, and was strong, whose 
heightreached unto the heaven, and 
the sight thereof to all the earth; 

21 Whose leaves were fair, and the 
fruit thereof much, and in it was 
meat for all; under which the 
beasts of the field dwelt, and upon 
whose branches the fowls of the 
heaven had their habitation: 

22 It is thou, O king, that art 
grown and become strong: for thy 
greatness is grown, and reachet 
unto heaven, and thy dominion to 
the end of the earth. 

23 And whereas the king saw a 


watcher and an holy one coming |- 


down from heaven, and saying, 
Hew the tree down, and destroy it; 
yet leave the stump of the roots 
thereof in the earth, even with a 
band of iron and brass, in the ten- 
der grass of the field; and let it be 
wet with the dew of heaven, and Jet 
his portion be with the beasts of 
me field, till seven times pass over 
m; 

24 This is the interpretation, O 
king, and this 7s the decree of the 
most High, which is come upon my 
lord the king: 

25 That they shall drive thee from 
men, and thy dwelling shall be with 
the beasts of the field, and they 
shall make thee to eat grass as oxen, 
and they shall wet thee with the 
dew of heaven, and seven times 
shall pass over thee, till thou know 
that the most High ruleth in the 
kingdom of men, and giveth it to 
whomsoever he will. 

26 And whereas they commanded 
to leave the stump of the tree roots; 
thy kingdom shall be sure unto thee, 
after that thou shalt have known 
that the heavens do rule. 

27 Wherefore, O king, let my coun- 
sel be acceptable unto. thee, and 
break off thy sins by righteousness, 
and thine iniquities by shewing 
Leeper to the poor; if it may be a 
lengt Guns of thy tranquillity. 

28 ¥ All this came upon the king 
Néb-u-chad-néz’zar. 

29 At the end ot twelve months he 
walked in the palace of the king- 
dom of Bab’y-lon. : 

30 The king spake, and said, Is 
not this great Bab’y-lon, that I have 
built for the house of the kingdom 
by the might of my power, and for 
the honour of my majesty ? 

31 While the word was_ in, the 
king’s mouth, there fella voice from 
heaven, saying, O king Néb-u-chad- 
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néz/zar, to thee it is spoken; The 
kingdom is departed from thee. 

32 And they shall drive thee from 
men, and thy dwelling shali be with 
the beasts of the field: they shall 
make thee to eat grass as oxen, and 
seven times shall pass over thee, 
until thou know that the most High 
ruleth in the kingdom of men, and 
giveth it to whomsoever he will. 

33 The same hour was the thing 
fulfilled upon Néb-u-chad-néz’/zar: 
and he was driven from men, and 
did eat grass as oxen, and his body 
was wet with the dew of heaven, 
till his hairs were grown like eagles’ 
feathers, and his nails like birds’ 
claws. 

34 And at the end of the days I 
Néb-u-chad-néz’zar lifted up mine 
eyes unto heaven, and mine under- 
pian ine returned unto me, and I 
blessed the most High, and I praised 
and honoured him that liveth for 
ever, whose dominion ts an ever- 
lasting dominion, and his kingdom 
is from generation to generation: 

35 And all the inhabitants of the 
earth are reputed as nothing: and 
he doeth according to his will in 
the army of heaven, and among the 
inhabitants of the earth: and none 
can stay his hand, or say unto him, 
What coest thou ? 

386 At the same time my reason re- 
turned unto me; and for the glor 
of my kingdom, mine honour an 
brightness returned unto me; and 
my counsellors and my lords sought 
unto me; and I was established in 
my kingdom, and excellent majesty 
was added unto me. 

37 Now I Néb-u-chad-néz’zar 
praise and extol and honour the 
King of heaven, all whose works 
are truth, and his ways judgment: 
and those that walk in pride he is 
able to abase. 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 Impious feast of Belshazzar. 5 A hand- 
writing on the wall. 25 Daniel's inter- 
pretation. 30 Belshazzar is slain and the 
Medes take possession of the monarchy. 


EL-SHAZ’ZAR the king made 

a great feast to a thousand of 
his lords, and drank wine before 
the thousand. 

2 Beél-shaz’zar, whiles he tasted the 
wine, commanded to bring the gold- 
enand silver vessels which his fa- 
ther Néb-u-chad-néz’/zar had taken 
out of the temple which was in Jé- 
ru’sa-lem; that the king, and his 
princes, his wives, and his concu- 
bines, might drink therein. 

8 Then they brought the golden 
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vessels that were taken out of the 
temple of the house of God which 
was at Jé-ru’sa-lém; and the king, 
and his princes, his wives, and his 
voncubines, drank in them. 

4 They drank wine, and praised 
the gods of gold, and of si ver, of 
brass, of iron, of wood, and of 
stone. 

591In the same hour came forth 
fingers of a man’s hand, and wrote 
over against the candlestick upon 
the plaister of the wall of the king’s 
palace: and the king saw the part 
of the hand that wrote. 

6 Then the king’s countenance 
was changed, and his thoughts 
troubled him, so that the joints of 
his loins were loosed, and his knees 
smote one against another. 

7 The king cried aloud to bring 
in the astrologers, the Chal-de’ans, 
and the soothsayers. And the kin 
spake, and said to the wise men o 
Bab’y-lon, Whosoever shall read 
this writing, and shew me the in- 
terpretation thereof, shall be 
clothed with scarlet, and have a 
chain of gold about his neck, and 
shall be the third ruler in the king- 


om.. 

8 Then came in all the king’s wise 
men: but they could not read the 
writing, nor make known to the 
king the interpretation thereof. 

9 Then was king Bél-shaz’zar great- 
ly troubled, and his countenance 
was chapged in him, and his lords 
were astonied. 

10 § Now the queen by reason of 
the words of the king and his lords 
came into the banquet house: and 
the queen spake and said, O king, 
live for ever: let not th thoughts 
trouble thee, nor let thy counte- 
nance be changed: 

11 There is a man in thy kingdom, 
in whom is the spirit of the holy 

ods; and in the days of thy father 
ight and understanding and wis- 
dom, like the wisdom of the gods, 
was found in him; whom the king 
Néb-u-chad-néz’zar thy father, the 
king, J say, thy father, made mas- 
ter of the magicians, astrologers, 
Chal-dé’ans, and soothsayers ; 

12 Forasmuch as an excellent 
spirit, and knowledge, and _under- 
standing, interpreting of dreams 
and shewing of hard sentences, an 
dissolving of doubts, were found 
in the same Dan’jel, whom the king 
pamed Bél-te-shaz’zar: now let 
Dan‘jel be called, and he will shew 
the interpretation. F 

13 Then was Dan’jel brought in be-. 
fore the king. And the king spake 
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and said unto Dan‘iel, Art thou that 
Daniel, which art of the children of 
the captivity of Ju’/dah, whom the 
king my father brought out of 
Jew'ry? 

14 Ihave even heard of thee, that; 
the spirit of the gods is in thee, and 
that light and understanding and 
excellent wisdom is found in thee. 

15 And now the wise men, the as.. 
trologers, have been brought in be-. 
fore me, that they should read this 
writing, and make known unto me 
the interpretation thereof: but they 
could not shew the interpretation of 
the thing: 

16 And I have heard of thee, that 
thou canst make interpretations, 
and dissolve doubts: now if thou 
canst read the writing, and make 
known to me the interpretation 
thereof, thou shalt be clothed with 
searlet, and have a chain of gold 
about thy neck, and shalt be the 
third ruler in the kingdom. 

17 § Then Dan’‘jel answered and 
said before the king, Let thy gifts be 
to thyself, and give i rewards to 
another; yet I will read the writing 
unto the king, and make known to 
him the interpretation. 

18 O thou king, the most high God 
gave Néb-u-chad-néz’zar thy father 
a kingdom, and majesty, and glory, 
and honour: 

19 And for the majesty that he 

ave him, all people, nations, and 

anguages, trembled and feared be: 
fore him: whom he would he slew; 
and whom he would he kept alive; 
and whom he would he set up; an 
whom he would he put down. 

20 But when his heart was liftea 
up, and his mind hardened in pride, 
he was deposed from his kingly 
throne, and they took his glory 
from him: 

21 And he was driven from the 
sons of men; and his heart was 
made like the beasts, and his dwell- 
ing was with the wild asses: they 
fed him with grass like oxen, and 
his body was wet with the dew of 
heaven; till he knew that the mosi 
high God ruled in the kingdom of 
men, and that he appointeth over i; 
whomsoever he will. 

22 And thou his son, O Bél-shaz’, 
zar, hast not humbled thine heart, 


; though thou knewest all this ; 


23 But hast lifted up thyself 
against the Lord of heaven; ancl 
they have brought the vessels of his 
house before thee, and thou, and 
thy lords, thy wives, and thy con. 
cubines, have drunk wine in them; 
and thou hast praised the gods of 
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silver, and gold, of brass, iron, 
wood, and stone, which see not, nor 
hear, nor know: and the God in 
whose hand thy breath is, and 
whose are all thy ways, hast thou 
not glorified: 

24 Then was the part of the hand 
sent from him; and this writing 
was written. 

25 § And this 7s the writing that 
was written, ME’NE, ME’NE, TE’- 
KEL, U-PHAR’SIN. 

26 This 7s the interpretation of the 
thing: ME’NE; God hath numbered 
thy peo) and finished it. 

27 TE’/KEL; Thou art weighed in 
the balances, and art found want- 
ng. 

28 PE’/RES; Thy kingdom is di- 
vided, and given to the Médes and 
Pér’sians. 

29 Then commanded Bél-shaz’zar, 
and they clothed Dan’‘jel with scar- 
let, and put a chain of gold about 
his neck, and made a proclamation 
concerning him, that he should be 
the third ruler in the kingdom. 

30 ¥ In that night was Bel-shaz’zar 
the king of the Chal-dé’ans slain. 

31 And Da-ri‘us the Me’di-an took 
the kingdom, being about three- 
score and two years old. 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 Daniel is made chief of the presidents. 
4 A conspiracy. 16 He is cast into the 
lions’ den. 18 His deliverance. 

4 pleased D4a-ri’‘us to set over 

the kingdom an hundred and 
twenty princes, which should be 
over the whole kingdom; 

2 And over these three presidents ; 
of whom Dan‘iel was first: that the 
princes might give accounts unto 
them, and the king should have no 
damage. 

3 Then this Dan’jel was preferred 
above the presideuts and princes, 
because an excellent spirit was in 
him; and the king thought to set 
him over the whole realm. 

49 Then the presidents and 
princes sought to find occasion 
against Dan’jel pence ning the king- 
dom; but they could find none 
occasion nor fault; forasmuchas he 
was faithful, neither was there any 
error or fault found in him. 

5 Then said these men, We shall 
not find any occasion against this 
Dan’jel, except we find it against 
him concerning the law of his God. 

6 Then these presidents and 
pieces assembled together to the 

ing, and said thus unto him, King 

Da-ri'us, live for ever. 

7 All the presidents of the king- 
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A conspiracy. | 


dom, the governors, and the 
princes, the counsellors, and the 
captains, have consulted together 
to establish a royal statute, and to 
make a firm decree, that whoso- 
ever Shall ask a petition of any God 
or man for thirty days, save of 
thee, O king, he shall be cast into 
the den of lions. 

8 Now, O king, establish the de- 
cree, and sign the writing, that it 
be not changed, according to the 
law of the Médeg and Pér’sjans, 
which altereth not. 

9 Wherefore king D4-ri’us signed 
the writing and the decree. 

10 § Now when Dan’jel knew that 
the writing was signed, he went 
into his house; and his windows 
being open in his chamber toward 
Jé-ru’sa-lém, he kneeled upon his 
knees three times a day, and prayed, 
and gave thanks before his God, as 
he did aforetime. 

11 Then these men assembled, and 
found Dan’‘iel praying and making 
supplication before his God. 

12 Then they came near, and spake 
before the king concerning the 
king’s decree; Hast thou notsigned 
a decree, that every man that shall 
ask a petition of any God or man 
within thirty days, save of thee, O 
king, shall be cast into the den of 
lions ? The king answered and said, 
The thing its true, according to the 
law of the meee and Pér’sians, 
which altereth not. 

13 Then answered they and said 
before the king, That Dan’‘jel, which 
és of the children of the captivity of 
Ju’dah, regardeth not thee, O king, 
nor the decree that thou hast sign- 
ed, but maketh his petition three 
times a day. 

14 Then the king, when he heard 
these words, was sore displeased 
with himself, and set his heart on 
Dan’‘jel to deliver him: and he la- 
boured till the going down of the 
sun to deliver him. 

15 Then these men assembled unto 
the king, and said unto the king, 
Know, O king, that the law of the 
Medes and Per’sjang is, That no de- 
cree nor statute which the king es- 
tablisheth may be changed. 

16 Then the king commanded, and 
they brought Dan’‘jel, and cast him 
into the den of lions. ow the king 
spake and said unto Dan’‘jel, Thy 
God whom thouservest continually, 
he will deliver thee. 

17 And a stone was brought, and 
laid upon the mouth of the den; 
and the king sealed it with his own 
signet, and with the signet of his 
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lords; that the purpose_might not 
be changed concerning Dan‘jel. 

18 ¢ Then the king went to his 

alace, and passed the night fast- 

ng: neither were instruments of 
musick brought before him: and 
his sleep went from him. 

19 Then the king arose very early 
in the morning, and went in haste 
unto the den of lions. 

20 And when he came to the den, 
he cried with a lamentable voice 
unto Dan’‘iel: and the king spake 
and said to Dan’‘jel, O Dan’‘iel, ser- 
vant of the living God, is thy God, 
whom thou servest continually, 
able to deliver thee from the lions? 

21 Then said Dan’jel unto the king, 
O eng) live for ever. 

22 y God hath sent his angel, 
and hath shut the lions’ mouths, 
that they have not hurt me: foras- 
much as before him innocency was 
found in me; and also before thee, 
O king, have I done no hurt. 

23 Then was the king exceeding 
glad for him, and commanded that 
they should take Dan‘iel up out of 
the den. So Dan’iel was taken up 
out of the den, and no manner of 
hurt was fonnd upon him, because 
he believed in his God. 

24 9 And the king commanded, 
and they brought those men which 
had accused Dan’iel, and they cast 
them into the den of lions, them, 
their children, and their wives; 
and the lions had the mastery o 
them, and brake all their bones In 
yieces or ever they came at the 

ottom of the den. 

25 J Then king Da-ri’us wrote unto 
all people, nations, and languages, 
that dwell in ali the earth; Peace 
be multiplied unto you. 

26 I make a decree, That in every 
dominion of my kingdom men trem- 
ble and fear before the God of Dan’- 
jel: for he is the living God, and 
stedfast for ever, and his kingdom 
that which shall not be destroyed, 
and his dominion shall be even unto 
the end. 

27. He delivereth and rescueth, 
and he worketh signs and wonders 
in heaven and in earth, who hati 
delivered Dan’jel from the power 
of the lions. 

28 So this Dan’‘iel prospered in the 
reign of Da-ri’us, and in the reign 
of Cy’rus the Pér’sjan. 


CHAPTER 7. 


1 Daniel's vision of four beasts and of 
God’skingdom. 15 The interpretation. 

N the first year of Bél-shaz’zar 

i king of Bab’y-lon Dan’‘jel had 
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a dream and visions of his head 
upon his bed: then he wrote the 
dream, and told the sum of the 
matters. 

2 Dan’jel spake and said, I saw in 
my vision by night, and, behold, 
the four winds of the heaven strove 
upon the great sea. 

3 And four great beasts came up 
from the sea, diverse one from an- 
other. 

4 The first was like a lion, and 
had eagle’s wings: I beheld till the 
wings thereof were plucked, and it 
was lifted up from the earth, and 
made stand upon the feet as a 
“yee and a man’s heart was given 

0 it. 

5 And behold another beast, a sec- 
ond, like to a bear, and it raised 
up itself on one side, and 2 had 
three ribs in the mouth of it be- 
tween the teeth of it: and they said 
thus unto it, Arise, devour much 


flesh. 

6 After this I beheld, and lo an- 
other, like a leopard, which had 
upon the back of it four wings of a 
fowl]; the beast had also four heads; 
aud dominion was given to it. 

7 After this I saw in the night vi- 
sions, and behold a fourth beast, 
dreadful and terrible, and strong 
exceedingly; and it had great iron 
teeth: it devoured and brake in 
pieces, and stamped tbe residue 
with the feet of it: and it was di- 
verse from all the beasts that were 
before it; and it had ten horns. 

8 I considered the horns, and, be- 
hold, there came up among thei 
another little horn, before whom 
there were three of the first horns 
plucked up by the roots: and, be- 
hold, in this horn were eyes like the 
eyes of man, and a mouth speaking 
great things. 

9 ¥¢ I beheld till the thrones were 
cast down, and the Ancient of days 
did sit, whose garment was white as 
snow, and the hair of his head like 
the pure wool: his throne was like 
the fiery flame, and his wheels as 
burning fire. 

10 A fiery stream issued and came 
forth from before him: thousand 
thousands ministered unto him,and 
ten thousand times ten thousand 
stood before him: the judgment 
was set, and the books were 
opened. 

1 I beheld then because of the 
voice of the great words which the 
horn spake: I beheld even till the 
beast was slain, and his body de- 
strayed; and given to the burning 

ame. 
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12 As concerning the rest of the 
beasts, they had their dominion 
taken away: yet their lives were 
prolonged for a season and time. 

13 I saw in the Sean visions, and, 
behold, one like the Son of man 
«ame with the clouds of heaven, 
and came to the Ancient of days, 
a they brought him near before 

im. 

14 And there was given him do- 
minion, and glory, and a kingdom, 
that all people, nations, and lan- 
guages, should serve him: his do- 
minion és an everlasting dominion, 
which shall not pass away, and his 
kingdom that which shall not be 
destroyed. ‘ 

15 § I Dan‘iel was paket in my 
spirit in the midst of my body, and 
_ the visions of my head troubled me. 

16 I came near unto one of them 
that stood by, and asked him the 
truth ofall this. So he told me, and 
made me know the interpretation 
of the things. : 

i7 These great beasts, which are 
four, are four kings, which shall 
arise out of the earth. 

18 But the saints of the most 
High shall take the kingdom, and 
yossess the kingdom for ever, even 
or ever and ever. 

19 Then I would know the truth 
of the fourth beast, which was di- 
verse from all the others, exceed- 
ing dreadful, whose teeth were of 
iron, and his nails of brass; which 
devoured, brake in pieces, and 
stamped the residue with his feet; 

20 And of the ten horns that were 
in his head, and of the other which 
came up,and before whom three 
fell; even of that horn that had 
eyes, and a mouth that spake very 
great things, whose look was more 
stout than his fellows. 

21 I beheld, and the same horn 
made war with the saints, and pre- 
wailed against them ; 

22 Until the Ancient of days came, 
and pene was given tu the 
saints of the most High; and the 
‘time came that the saints possessed 
{he kingdom. 

23 Thus he said, The fourth beast 
Shall be the fourth kingdom upon 
earth, which shall be diverse from 
all kingdoms, and shall devour the 
whole earth, and shail tread it 
clown, and break it in pieces. 

24 And the ten horns out of this 
kingdom are ten kings that shall 
arise: and another shall rise after 
them; and he shall be diverse from 
poe first, and he shall subdue three 
kings.

25 And he shall speak great words 

against the most High, and shall 
wear out the saints of the most 
High, and think to change times 
and laws: and they shall be given 
into his hand until a time and times 
and the dividing of time. 

26 But the judgment shall sit, and 
they shall take away his dominion, 
to consume and to destroy it unto 
the end. : 

_27 And the kingdom and domin- 
ion, and the greatness of the king- 
dom under the whole heaven, shall 
be given to the people of the saints 
of the most High, whose kingdom 
isan everlasting kingdom, and all 
eee shall serve and obey 

im. 

28 Hitherto 7s the end of the mat- 
ter. As for me Dan’jel, my cogita- 
tions much troubled me, avd m 
countenance changed in me: but 
kept the matter in my heart. 


CHAPTER 8. 

1 Daniel's vision of the ram and he goat. 
138 The days of sacrifice. 15 The vision 
interpreted. 

Oe the third year of the reign of 

king Bél-shaz’zar a vision ap- 
peared unto me, even unto me Dan’- 
jel, after that which appeared unto 
me af the first. | 

2 And I saw in a vision; and it 
came to pass, when I saw, that I was 
at Shu’shan zn the palace, which is 
in the province of E’/lam; and Isaw 
in a vision, and I was by the river 
of U'la-I. 

3 Then I lifted up mine eyes, and 
saw, and, behold, there stood before 
the riveraram which had two horns: 
and the ¢wo horns were high; but 
one was higher than the other, and 
the higher came up last. 

4 I saw the ram pushing westward, 
and northward, and southward; so 
that no beasts might stand before 
him, neither was there any that 
could deliver out of his hand; but 
he did according to his will, and 
became great. 

5 And as I was considering, be- 
hold, an he goat came from the west 
on the face of the whole earth, and 
touched not the ground: and the 

roat had a notable horn between 
his eyes. 

6 And he came to the ram that had 
two horns, which I had seen standing 
before the river, and ran unto him 
in the fury of his power. 

7 And I saw him come close unto 
the ram, and he was moved with 
choler against him, and smote the 
ram, and brake his two horns: and 
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there was no power in the ram to 
stand before him, but he cast him 
down to the these eg and stamped 
upon him: and there was none that 
could deliver the ram out of his 
hand. 

_ 8 Therefore the he goat waxed 
very great: and when he was 
cab eel the great horn was broken; 

and for it came up four notable 

ones toward the four winds of 
heaven. 

9 And out of one of them came 
forth a little horn, which waxed ex- 
ceeding great, toward the south, 
and toward the east, and toward 
the pleasant land. 

10 And it waxed great, even to 
the host of heaven; and it cast 
down some of the host and of the 
stars to the ground, and stamped 
upon them. 

11 Yea, he magnified himself even 
to the prince of the host, and by 
him the daily sacrifice was taken 
away, and the place of his sanctu- 
ary was cast down. 

12 And an host was given him 
apna the daily sacrifice by reason 
of transgression, and it cast down 
the truth to the ground; and it 
practised, and prospered. 

13 § Then [ heard one saint speak- 
ing, and another saint said unto 
that certain saint which spake, 
How ane shall be the vision con- 
cerning the daily sacrifice, and the 
peerension of desolation, to give 
_ both the sanctuary and the host to 
be trodden under foot ? 

14 And he said unto me, Unto 
two thousand and three hundred 
days; then shall the sanctuary be 
cleansed. 

15 § And it came to pass, when I, 
even I Dan’iel, had seen the vision, 
and sought for the meaning, then, 
behold, there stood before me as 
the appearance of a man. 

16 And I heard a man’s voice be- 
tween the banks of U'la-i, which 
ealled, aud said, Ga’bri-el, make 
this man to understand the vi- 
sion. 

17 So hecame near where I stood: 
and when he came, I was afraid 
and fell upon my face: but he said 
unto me, Understand, Oson of man: 
for at the time of the end shall be the 
vision. 

18 Now as he was speaking with 
me, I was ina deep sleep on my face 
toward the ground: but he touched 
me, and set me upright. 

19 And he said, Behold, I will 
make thee know what shall be in 
the last end of the indignation: for 
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20 The ram which thou sawest 
having fwo horns are the kings of 
Me’di-a and Pér’sja. 

21 And the rough goat 7s the king 
of Gre’¢ia: and the great horn that 
is between his eyes is the first 
king. 

22 Now that being broken, where- 
as four stood up for it, four king- 
doms shall stand up out of the na- 
tion, but not in his power. 

23 And in the latter time of their 
kingdom, when the transgressors 
are come tothe full, a king of fierce 
countenance, and understanding 
dark sentences, shall stand up. 

24 And his power shall be mighty, 
but not by his own power: and he 
shall destroy wonderfully, and shall 
prosper, and practise, and shall de- 
ae, the mighty and the holy peo- 
ple. . 

25 And through his policy also he 
shall cause craft to prosper in hig 
hand; and he shall magnify himsel 
in his heart, and by peace shali 
destroy many: he shall also stand 
up against the Prince of princes; 
but he shall be broken without 
hand. 

26 And the vision of the evening 
and the morning which was told 73 
true: wherefore shut thou up the 
vision ; for itshall be for many days. 
27 And I Dan’iel fainted, and was 
sick certain days; afterward I rose 
up, and did the king’s business; 
and I was astonished at the vision, 
but none understoud it. 


CHAPTER 9. 
1 Daniel’s confession. 16 His prayer for 

Jerusalem. 24 The seventy weeks foretold. 

N the first year of Déa-ri‘us the 

son of A-has-0-é’rus, of the seed 

of the Médes, which was made king 
over the realm of the Chal-dé’ans; 

2 In the first year of his reign I 
Dan’‘iel understood by books the 
number of the years, whereof the 
word of the LORD came to Jér-e- 
mi/ah the prophet, that he would 
accomplish seventy years in the 
desolations of Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

3 J And I set my face unto the 
Lord God, to seek by prayer and 
supplications, with fasting, and 
sackcloth, and ashes: 

4 And I prayed unto the LORD my 
God,and made my confession, and 
said, O Lord, the prone and dread- 
ful God, keeping the covenant and 
mercy to them that love him, and 
to them that keep his command- 
ments; 
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5 We have sinned, and have com- 
mitted iniquity, and have done 
wickedly, and have rebelled, even 
by departing from thy precepts and 
from thy judgments: 

6 Neither have we hearkened unto 
thy servants the prophets, which 
spake in thy name to our kings, our 
princes, and our fathers, and to all 
the people of the land. 

7 O Lord, righteousness belongeth 
unto thee, but unto us confusion of 
faces, as at this day; to the men of 
Judah, and to the inhabitants of 
Jé-ru/sa-lém, and unto all Is’ra-el, 
that are near, and that are far off, 
through all the countries whither 
thou hast driven them, because of 
their trespass that they have tres- 
passed against thee. 

8 O Lord, to us belongeth confu- 
sion of face, to our kings, to our 
princes, and to our fathers, because 
we have sinned against thee. 

9 To the Lord our God belong 
mercies and forgivenesses, though 
we have rebelled against him; 

10 Neither have we obeyed the 
voice of the LORD our God, to walk 
in his laws, which he set before us 
by his servants the prophets. 

11 Yea, all is’ra-el have transgress- 
ed thy law, even by departing, that 
they might not obey thy voice; 
therefore the curse is poured upon 
us, and the oath that 7s written in 
the law of Mo’seg the servant of 
God, because we have sinned 
against him. 

2 And he hath confirmed his 
words, which he spake against us, 
and against our judges that judged 
us, by bringing upon us a great evil: 
for under the whole heaven hath 
not been done as hath been done 
upon Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

13 As it is written in the law of 
MoO’ses, all this evil is come upon 
us: yet made we not our prayer 
before the LORD our God, that we 
might turn from our iniquities, and 
understand thy truth. 

14 Therefore hath the LORD 
watched upon the evil, and brought 
it upon us: for the LORD our God 
is righteous in all his works which 
he doeth: for we obeyed not his 
voice. 

15 And now, O Lord our God, that 
hast brought thy people forth out 
of the land of E/gypt with a mighty 
hand, and hast gotten thee renown, 
as at this day; we have sinned, we 
have done wickedly. 

16 { O Lord, according to all thy 
pga te oneness: I beseech thee, let 

e anger and thy fury be turned 
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away from thy city Jé-ru’sa-lém, 
thy holy mountain: because for 
our sins, and for the: iniquities of 
our fathers, Jé-ru’sa-lém and thy 
people are become a reproach to all 
that are about us. 

17 Now therefore, O our God, hear 
the prayer of thy servant, and his 
supplications, and cause thy face 
to shine upon thy sanctuary that 
is desolate, for the Lord’s sake. 

18 O my God, incline thine ear, 
and hear; open thine eyes, and be- 
hold our desolations, and the city 
which is called by thy name: for 
we do not present our supplica- 
tions before thee for our righteous. 
nesses, but for thy age mercies. 

19 O Lord, hear; O Lord, forgive; 
O Lord, hearken and do; defer not, 
for thine own sake, O my God: for 
thy city and thy people are called 
by thy name. 

20 § And whiles I was speaking. 
and praying, and confessing my sin 
and the sin of my people Is’ra-el, 
and presenting my supplication be- . 
fore the LORD my God for the holy 
mountain of my God; . 

21 Yea, whiles I was speaking in 
prayer, even the man Ga’bri-el 
whom I had seen in the vision a 
the beginning, being caused to fly 
swiftly, touched me about the time 
of the evening o>lation. 

22 And he informed me, and talked 
with me, and said, O Dan’jel, I am 
now come forth to give thee skill 
and understanding. 

23 At the beginning of thy suppli- 
cations the commandment came 
forth, and Iam come to shew thee; 
for thou art greatly beloved: there- 
fore understand the matter, and 
consider the vision. 

24 Seventy weeks are determined 
upon thy people and upon thy holy 
city, to finish the transgression, and 
to make an end of sins, and to make 
reconciliation for iniquity, and to 
bring in everlasting righteousness, 
and to seal up the vision and pro- 
phecy, and to anoint the most Holy. 

25 Know therefore and _ under- 
stand, that from the going forth of 
the commandment to restore and to 
build Jé-ru’sa4-lém unto the Més-si’- 
ah the Prince shall be seven weeks, 
and threescore and two weeks: the 
street shall be built again, and the 
wall, even in troublous times. 

26 And after threescore and two 
weeks shall Més-si’ah be cut off, but 
not for himself: and the people of 
the prince that shall come shall de. 
stroy the city and the sanctuary; 
and the end thereof shall be witha 
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flood, and unto the end of the war 
desolations are determined. 

27 And he shall confirm the cove- 
nant with many for one week: and 
in the midst of the week he shall 
cause the sacrifice and the oblation 
to cease, and for the overspread- 
ing of abominations he shall make 
it desolate, even until the consum- 
mation, and that determined shall 
be poured upon the desolate. 


CHAPTER 10. 


Daniel sees a glorious vision. 

[x the third year of Cy’rus kin 

of Pér’sia a thing was reveale 
unto Dan’jel, whose name was 
called Bel-te-shaz'zar ; and the thing 
was true, but the time appointe 
was long: and he understood the 
thing, and had understanding of 
the vision. 
‘2 In 
mourning three full weeks. | 

3 I ate no pleasant bread, neither 
came fiesh nor wine in my mouth, 
neither did I anoint myself at all,

5 Then I lifted up mine eyes, and 
looked, and _ behold a certain man 
clothed in linen, whose loins were 
girded with fine gold of U’phaz: 

6 His body also was like the beryl 
and his face as the appearance of 
lightning, and his eyes as lamps of 
fire, and his arms and his feet like 
in colour to polished brass, and the 
voice of his words like the voice of 
a muititude. 

7 And I Dan’jel alone saw the vi- 
sion: for the men that were with 
me saw not the vision; but a great 

uaking fell upon them, so that 
they fied to hide themselves. 

8 Therefore I was left alone, and 
saw this great vision, and there 
remained no strength in me: for 
my comeliness was turned in me 
into corruption, and I retained no 
strength. 

9 Yet heard I the voice of his 
words: and when I heard the voice 
of his words, then was I in a deep 
sleep on my face, and my face to- 
ward the ground. 

10 J And, behold, an hand touched 
me, which set me upon my knees 
and upon the palms of my hands. 

11 And he said unto me, O Dan’iel 
aman greatly beloved, understan 
the words that I speak unto thee, 
and stand upright: for unto thee 
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those days 1 Dan’jel was” 





glorious vision. 


am I now sent. And when he had 
spoken this word unto me, I stood 
trembling. 

12 Then said he unto me, Fear not. 
Dan’jel: for from the first day that 
thou didst set thine heart to under- 
stand, and to chasten thyself before 
thy God, thy words were heard, and 
Iam come for thy words. 

13 But the prince of the kingdom 
of Pér’sia withstood me one and 
twenty days: but, lo, Mi’chaél, one 
of the chief princes, came to help 
me; and J remained there with the 
kings of Pér’sja. 

14 Now I am come to make thee 
understand what shall befall thy 
people in the latter days: for yet 
the vision is for many days. 

15 And when he had spoken such 
words unto me,I set my face to- 
ward the ground, and became 
dumb. 

16 And, behold, one like the simili- 
tude of the sons of men touched 
my lips: then I opened my mouth, 
and spake, and said unto him that 
stood before me, O my lord, by the 
vision my sorrows are turned upon 
me, and I have retained no strength. 

17 For how can the servant of this 
my lord talk with this my lord ? for 
as for me, straightway there re- 
mained no strength in me, neither 
is there breath left in me. 

18 Then there came again and 
touched me one like the appearance 
of a man,and he strengthened me, 

19 And said, O man greatly be- 
loved, fear not: peace be unto thee 
be strong. yea, be strong. And 
when he had spoken unto me, I was 
strengthened, and said, Let my lord 
speak; for thou hast strengthened 


me. 

20 Then said he, Knowest thou 
wherefore I come unto!thee ? and 
now will I return to fight with the 
prince of Pér’sia: and when I am 
gone forth, lo, the prince of Gré’¢ja 
shall come. 

_21 But I will shew thee that which 
is noted in the scripture of truth: 
and there is none that holdeth with 
me in these things, but Mi’chaél 
your prince. 


CHAPTER 11.

3) Impious tyranny of Rome. 
Ae I in the first year of Da- 
. ri/us the Méde, even I, stood to 

confirm and to-strengthen him. 

2 And now will I shew thee the 
truth. Behold, there shall stand up 
yet three kings in Pér’sja; and the 
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The kings of 
fourth shall be far richer than they. 
all: and by his strength throug 
his riches he shall stir up all against 
the realm of Gre’¢ja. 

3 And a EaaNhy king shall stand 
up, that shall rule with great do- 
rg and do according to his 
will. 

4 And when he shall stand up, bis 
kingdom shall be broken, and shall 
be divided toward the four winds 
of heaven; and notto his posterity, 
nor according to his dominion 
which he ruled: for his kingdom 
shall be plucked up, even for others 
beside those. 

5 § And the king of the south shall 
be strong, and one of his princes; 
and he shall be strong above him, 
and have dominion; his dominion 
shall be a great dominion. 

6 And in the end of years they 
shall join themselves together; for 
the king’s daughter of the south 
shall come to the king of the north 
to make an agreement: but she 
shall not retain the power of the 
arm ; neither shall he stand, nor his 
arm: but she shall be given up,and 
they that brought her, and’ he that 
begat her, and he that strengthened 
her in these times. 

7 But out of a branch of her roots 
shall one stand up in his estate 
which shallcome with an army, an 
shall enter into the fortress of the 
king of the north, and shall deal 
against them, and shall prevail: 

§ And shall also carry captives 
into Egypt their gods, with their 
princes, and with their precious 
vessels of silver and of gold; and 
he shall continue more years than 
the king of the north. 

9 So the king of the south shall 
come into his kingdom, and shall 
return into his own land. 

10 But his sons shall be stirred up 
and shall assemble a multitude o 

eat forces: and one shall certain- 

PCIe and overflow, and pass 
through: then shall he return, and 
be stirred up, even to his fortress. 

11 And the king of the south shall 
be moved with choler, and shall 
come forth and fight with him, 
even with the king of the north: 
and he shallset forth a great multi- 
tude; but the multitude shall be 
giveu into his hand. 

12 And when he hath taken away 
the multitude, his heart shall be 
lifted up; and he shall cast down 
many ten thousands: but he shall 
not be sengtbened by it. 

13 For the king of the north shall 
return, and shall set forth a multi- 
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tude greater than the former, and 
shall certainly come after certain 
years with a great army and with 
much riches. 

14 And in those times there shall 
many stand up against the king of 
the south: also the robbers of thy 
people shall exalt themselves to 
establish the vision; but they shall 

all. 

15 So the king of the north shall 
come, and cast up a mount, and 
take the most fenced cities: and 
the arms of the south shall not 
withstand, neither his chosen peo- 
ple, neither shall there be any 
strength to withstand. 

16 But he that cometh against him 
shall do according to his own will, 
and none shall stand before him: 
and he shall stand in the glorious 
land, which by his hand shall be 
«consumed. 

17 He shall also set his face to en-

9 4 Publish in the palaces at Ash’- 
dod, and in the palaces in the land 
of E'gypt, and say, Assemble your- 
selves upon the mountains of Sa- 
ma'‘ri-a, and behold the great tu- 
mults in the midst thereof, and the 
oppressed in the midst thereof. 

0 For they know not to do right, 
saith the LORD, who store up vio- 
lence and robbery in their palaces.

17 Salvation of Jacob. 
HE vision of 0-ba-di/ah. Thus 
saith the Lord Gop concern- 
ing E/dom; We have heard a ru- 
mour from the LORD, and au am- 
bassador is sentamong the heathen, 
Arise ye, and let us rise up against 
her in battle. 

2 Behold, I have made thee small 
among the heathen: thou art greatly 
despised. 

3 § The pride of thine heart hath 
deceived thee, thou that dwellest 
in the clefts of the rock, whose 
habitation is ALES that saith in his 
heart, Who shall bring me down to 
the ground ? 

4 Though thou exalt thyself as the 
eagle, and though thou set thy nest 
among the stars, thence will I bring 
thee down, saith the LORD. 

5 If thieves came to thee, if robbers 
by night, (how art thou cut off!) 
would they not have stolen till they 
had enough ? if the grapegatherers 
came to thee, would they not leave 
some grapes ? 

ow are the things of §’sau 
searched out! how are his hidden 
things sought up! 

7 All the men of thy confederacy 





have brought thee even to the bor- 
der: the men that were at peace 
with thee have deceived thee, and 
prevailed against thee; they that 
eat thy bread have laid a wound 
under thee: there ts none under- 
eure; in him. 

8 Shall I not in that day, saith the 
LORD, even destroy the wise men 
out of E'dom, and understanding 
out of the mount of E’sau? 

9 And thy migbty men, O Te’man 
shall be dismayed, to the end that 
every one of the mount of E’sau 
may be cut off by slaughter. 

10 { For thy violence against thy 
brother Ja’/cob shame shall cover 
thee, and thou shalt be cut off for 
ever. 

11 In the day that thou stoodest on 
the other side, in the day that the 
strangers carried away captive his 
forces, and foreigners entered into 
his gates, and cast lots upon Jé- 
ru’sd-lém, even thou wast as one of 


them. 

12 But thou shouldest not have 
looked on the day of thy brother 
in the day that he became a stran- 
ger; neither shouldest thou have 
rejoiced over the children of Ju’dah 
in the day of their destruction; nei- 
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Jonah flees 


ther shouldest thou have spoken 
proudly in the day of distress. 

13 Thou shouldest not have en- 
tered into the gate of my people in 
the day of their calamity ; yea, thou 
shouldest not have looked on their 
affliction in the day of their calam- 
ity, nor have laid hands on their 
substance in the day of their calam- 


ty; 

14 Neither shouldest thou have 
stood in the crossway, to cut off 
those of his that did escape; neither 
slhouldest thou have delivered up 
those of his that did remain in the 
day of distress. 

15 For the day of the LORD is 
near upon ali the heathen: as thou 
hast done, it shall be done unto 
thee: thy reward shall return upon 
thine own head. 

16 For as ye have drunk upon my 
holy mountain, so shaJl all the hea- 
then drink continually, yea, they 
shall drink, and they shall swallow 
down, and they shall be as though 
they had not been. 

lj ¢ But upon mount Zi’0n shall 
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to Tarshish. 


be deliverance, and there shall be 
holiness; and the house of Ja’cob 
shall possess their possessions. 

18 And the house of Ja/cob shall 
be a fire, and the house of J0’/seph 
a flame, and the house of E’sau for 
stubble, and they shall kindle in 
them, and devour them; and there 
shall not be any remaining of the 
house of E’sau; for the LORD hath 
spoken it. 

9 And they of the south shall pos. 
sess the mount of E’sau; and they of 
the plain the Phi-lis’tines: and they 
shal possess the fields of E’phra-im, 
and the fields of Sa-ma/ri-a: and 
Bén’ja-min shall possess Gil’e-ad.

CHAPTER 1. 


1 Jonah is sent io Nineveh. 3 His flight to 
Tarshish. 4 The tempest. 


OW the word of the LORD came 
unto Jo/nah the son of A-mit’- 
ta-I, saying, 

2 Arise, goto Nin’e-veh, that great 
city, and ery against it; for their 
wickedness is come up before me. 
3 But JO/nah rose up to flee unto 
Tar’shish from the presence of the 
LORD, and went down to JOp’pa; 
and he found a ship going to Tar’- 
shish: so he paid the fare thereof, 
and went down into it, to go with 
them unto Tar’shish from the pre- 
sence of the LORD. 

4 4 But the LORD sent out a 
great wind into the sea, and there 
was a mighty tempest in the sea, 
so that the ship was like to be 
broken. 

5 Then the mariners were afraid, 
and cried every man unto his god, 
and cast forth the wares that were 
in the ship into the sea, to lighten 
it of them. But JOo’nah was gone 
down into the sides of the ship; 
and he Jay, and was fast asleep. 

6 So the shipmaster came to him, 


and said unto him, What meanest 
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thou, O sleeper? arise, call upon 
thy God, if so be that God will 
think upon us, that we perish 


not. 

7 And they said every one to his 
fellow, Come, and let us cast 
lots, that we may know for whose 
cause this evil is upon us. So 
they cast lots, and the lot fell upon 
JO’nah. 

8 Then said they unto him, Tell 
us, we pray thee, for whose cause 
this evil is upon us; What is thine 
occupation? and whence comest 
thou? what is thy country? and of 
what people art thou? 

9 And he said unto them, I am an 
He’brew; and I fear the LORD, the 
God of heaven, which hath made 
the sea and the dry land. j 

10 Then were the men exceedingly 
afraid, and said unto him, Why hast 
thou done this? For the men knew 
that he fled from the presence of 
the LORD, because he had told 
them. 

11 4 Then said they unto him 
What shall we do unto thee, tha 
the sea may be calm unto us ? for 
the sea wrought, and was tempes- 
tuous. 

12 And he said unto them, Take

- me up, and cast me forth into the 
sea; so shall the sea be calm unto 
you: for I know that for my sake 
this great tempest is upon you. 

13 Nevertheless the men rowed 
hard to bring it to the land; but 
they could not: for the sea wrought, 
and was tempestuous against them. 

14 Wherefore they cried unto the 
LORD, and said, We beseech thee, 
O LORD, we beseech thee, let us 
not perish for this man’s life, and 
lay not upon us innocent blood: for 
thou, O LORD, hast done as it 
pleased thee. 

15 So they took up Jo’nah, and 
cast him forth into the sea: and 
the sea ceased from her Wionge 

16 Then the men feared the LORD 
ere cerne Lys and offered a sacrifice 
nnto the LORD, and made vows. 

lj § Now the LorpD had prepared 
a great fish to swallow up JO’/nah. 
And Jo/nah was in the belly of the 
fish three days and three nights, 


CHAPTER 2. 


1 Jonah’sprayer. 10 He is delivered from 
the fish. 


tel JO’‘nah prayed unto the 
LORD his God out of the fish’s 
belly, 

2 And said, I cried by reason of 
mine affliction unto the LORD, and 
he heard me; out of the belly of 
hell cried I, and thou heardest my 
voice. 

3 For thou hadst cast me into the 
deep, in the midst of the seas; and 
the floods compassed me about: all 
thy billows and thy waves passed 
over me. 

4 Then I said, Iam cast out of thy 
sight; yet I will look again toward 
thy holy temple. 

5 The waters compassed me about, 
even to the soul: the depth closed 
me round about, the weeds were 
wrapped about my head. 

6 I went down to the bottoms of 
the mountains; the earth with her 
bars was about me for ever: yet 
hast thou brought up my life from 
corruption, O LORD my God. 

7 When my soul fainted within me 
E remembered the LorD: and my 
yrayer came in unto thee, into thine 

oly temple. 

8 They that observe lying vanities 
forsake their own mercy. 

But I will sacrifice unto thee 
with the voice of thanksgiving; I 
will pay that that I have vowed. 
Salvation is of the LORD. 

10 7 And the LORD spake unto the 
fish, and it vomited out JOo’nah 
upon the dry lard. 
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The Ninevites repent. 


CHAPTER 3. 


1 Jonah sent again to Nineveh. 5 Repent- 
ance of the Ninevites. 


ND the word of the LORD came 
_unto JOo’nah the second time, 
saying, . 

2 Arise, go unto Nin’e-veh, that 
great city, and preach unto it the 
preaching that I bid thee. 

3 So JO’nah arose, and went unto ~ 
Nin’e-veh, according to the word of 
the LORD. Now Nin’e-veh was an 
exceeding great city of three days’ 
journey. 

4 And JO’nah began to enter into 
the city a saris journey, and he 
cried, and said, Yet fort days, and 
Nin’e-veh shall be overthrown. 

5 J So the people of Nin’e-veh be- 
lieved God, and proclaimed a fast, 
and put on sackcloth, from the 
greatest of them even to the least 
of them. 

6 For word came unto the king of 
Nin’e-veh, and he arose from his 
throne, and he laid his robe from 
him, and covered him with sack- 
cloth, and sat in ashes. 

7 And he caused 7¢ to be proclaim- 
edand published through Nin’e-veh 
by the decree of the king and his 
nobles, saying, Let neither man 
nor beast, herd nor flock, taste any 
thing: let them not feed, nor drin 
water: 

8 But let man and beast be covered 
with sackcloth, and cry mightily 
unto God: yea, let them turn every 
one from his evil way, and from 
the violence that 7s in their hands. 

9 Who can tell ¢f God will turn 
and repent, and turn away from 
ne Herce anger, that we perish 
not? 

10 § And God saw their works 
that they turned from their evil 
way; and God repented of the 
evil, that he had said that, he would 
do unto them; and he did 7 not. 


CHAPTER 4. 
Jonah, repining at God’s mercy, is re- 
proved. 


UT it displeased Jo/nah exceed. 
ingly, and he was very angry. 

2 And he prayed unto the LORD, 
and said, I pray thee, O LORD, was 
not this my saying, when I was yet 
in my country ? Therefore I fled 
before unto Tar’shish: for I knew 
that thou arta gracious God, and 
merciful, slow to anger, and of 
great kindness, and repentest thee 
of the evil. 

3 Therefore now, O LORD, take, I 
beseech thee, my life from me; for 
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Micah shows the 
# is better for me to die than to 


ve. 

494 Then said the LORD, Doest 
thou well to be angry ? 

5 So Jo’nah went out of the city, 

and sat on the east side of the city 
and there made him a booth, and 
sat under it in the shadow, till he 
Might see what would become of 
the city. 
\6 And the LORD God prepared a 
gourd, and made it to come up 
over JO’nab, that it might be a shad- 
ow over his head, to deliver him 
from his grief. So Jo’nah was ex- 
ceeding glad of the gourd. 

7 But God prepared a worm when 
the morning rose the next day, 
and it smote the gourd that it with- 


ered. 
8 And it came to pass, when the

sun did arise, that God prepared a 
vehement east wind; and the sun 
beat upon the head of JO/nah, that 
he fainted, and wished in himself to 
die, and said, /fis better for me to 
die than to live.

And he said, I do well to be angry, 
even unto death. 

10 Then said the LoRD, Thou hast 
had pity on the gourd, for the which 
thou hast not laboured, neither 
madest it grow; which came up 
in a night, and perished in a night: 

11 And should not I spare Nin’e. 
veh, that great city, wherein are 
more than sixscore thousand per- 
sons that cannot discern between 
their right hand and their left 
hand; and also much cattle ? 


MICAH. 


CHAPTER i. 


1 Micah shows God’s wrath against Jacob. 
10 He exhorts to mourning. 


HE wore of the LorD that came 

to Mi’cah the Mo’ras-thite in 
the days of Jo’tham, A’haz, and 
Héz-e-ki‘ah, kings of Ju’/dah, which 
he saw concerning Sa-ma’/ri-a and 
Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

2 Hear, all xe peaple; hearken, 
O earth, and all that therein is: and 
let the Lord GOD be witness against 
ae the Lord from his holy tem- 


ple. 

3 For, behold, the LORD cometh 
forth out of his place, and will come 
down, and tread upon the high 
places of the earth. ; 

4 And the mountains shall be molt- 
en under him, and the valleys shall 
be cleft, as wax before the fire, and 
as the waters that are poured down 
a steep place. 

5 For the transgression of Ja’cob 
is all this, and for the sins of the 
house of Is’ra-el. What is the trans- 
gression of Ja’/cob ? is it not Sa-ma/- 
ri-a? and what are the high places 
uF Ju'dah? are they not Jé-ru’sa- 


em? 

6 Therefore I wili make Sa-ma’ri-a 
as an heap of the field, and as 
plantings of a vineyard: and I will 
pour down the stones thereof into 
the valley, and I will discover the 
foundations thereof. 

7 And all the graven images there- 
of shall be beaten to pieces, and all 


the hires thereof shall be burned 
with the fire, and all the idols there« 
of will Llay desolate: for she gath- 
ered it of the hire of an harlot, and 
they shall return to the hire of an 
harlot. 

8 Therefore I will wail and howl! 
I will go stripped and naked: I will 
make a wailing like the dragons, 
and mourning as the owls. 

9 For her wound is incurable; for 
itis come unto Ju’dah; he is come 
unto the gate of my people, even to 
Jé-ru’sa-lem. 

10 § Declare ye i¢ not at Gath 
weep ye not at all: in the house of 
Aph’rah roll thyself in the dust. 

11 Pass ye away, thou inhabitant 
of Saph’ir, eel thy shame naked: 
the inhabitant of Za’a-nan came not 
forth in the mourning of Béth- 
e’zel; he shall receive of you his 
standing. 

12 For the inhabitant of Ma’roth 
waited carefully for good: but evil 
came down from the LORD unto the 
gate of Jé-ru’sa-lem. ‘ 

13 O thou inhabitant of La‘chish, 
bind the chariot to the swift beast: 
she zs the beginning of the sin to 
the daughter of Zi/on: for the trans- 
gressions of Is’ra-el were found in 


thee. 

14 Therefore shalt thou give pre- 
sents to Mbodr’esh-eth-gath: the 
houses of Ach’zib shall be a lie to 
the kings of Is‘ra-el. 

15 Yet will I bring an heir unto 
thee, O inhabitant of M4-re’shah: 
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Injustice reproved. 


he shall come unto A-dul/lam the 
Eloy of is’ra-el. 

16 Make thee bald, and poll thee 
for thy delicate children; enlarge 
thy baldness as the eagle; for they 
are gone into captivity from thee. 


CHAPTER 2. 

1 God’s judgment agaist oppression. _7 
Reproof of injustice. 12 Promise of Ja- 
cob’s restoration. 

OK to them that devise in- 

iquity, and work evil upon 
their beds! when the morning is 
light, they practise it, because it is 
in the power of their hand. 

2 And they covet fields, and take 
them by violence; and houses, and 
take then away: so they oppress 
a man and his house, even a man 
and his heritage. 

3 Therefore thus saith the LORD; 
Behold, against this family do I de- 
vise an evil, from which ye shall 
not remove your necks; neither 
shall ye go haughtily: for this time 
ts evil. 

4 9 In that day shall one take up 
a parable against you, and lament 
with a doleful lamentation, and 
say, We be utterly spoiled: he hath 
changed the portion of my people: 
how hath he removed it from me! 
turning away he hath divided our 
fields. 

5 Therefore thou shalt have none 
that shall cast a cord by lot in the 
congregation of the LORD. 

6 Prophesy ye not, say they to 
them that prophesy: they shall not 
prophesy to them, that they shall 
not take shame. 

74 O thou that art named the house 
of Ja/cob, is the spirit of the LORD 
straitened? are these his- doings ? 
do not my words do good to him 
that walketh uprightly ? 

8 Even of late my people is risen 
up aS an enemy: ye pull off the 
robe with the garment from them 
that pass by securely as men averse 
from war. 

9 The women of my people have 

e cast out from their pleasant 

ouses; from their children have ye 
taken away my glory for ever. 

10 Arise ye, and depart; for this 
is not your rest: because it is pol- 
luted, it shall destroy you, even with 
2 sore destruction. 

ll If a man walking in the spirit 
and falsehood do lie, saying, I will 
prophesy unto thee of wine and of 
strong drink; he shall even be the 
prophet of this people. 

12 7 Lwill surely assemble, O Ja’- 
cob, all of thee; I will surely gather 
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Of false prophets, 


the remnant of Is’ra-el; I will put 
them together as the sheep of Boz’- 
rah, ‘as the flock in the midst of 
their fold: they shall make great 
noise by reason of the multitude of 
men. 

13 The breaker is come up before 
them: they have broken up, and 
have passed through the gare, and 
are pee out by it: and their king 
shall pass before them, and the 
LORD onthe head of them. 


CHAPTER 3. 

1 The princes’ cruelty. 5 Falsehood of the 
prophets. 8 Security of both. 
Dar I said, Hear, I pray you, O 

heads of Ja’cob, and ye princes 
of the house of is‘ra-el; /s 7¢not for 
you to know judgment ? 

2 Who hate the good, and love the 
evil; who pluck off their skin from 
off them, and their flesh from off 
their bones; 

3 Who also eat the flesh of m 
people, and flay their skin from o 
them; and they break their bones, 
and chop them in pieces, as for the 
pot, and as flesh within the Cal. 
dron. 

4 Then shall they cry unto the 
LORD, but he will not hear them: he 
will even hide his face from them 
at that time, as they have behaved 
themselves ill in their doings. 

5 § Thus saith the LORD concern- 
ing the prophets that make my 
people err, that bite with their 
teeth, and cry, Peace; and he that 
putteth not into their mouths, they 
even prepare war against him. : 

6 Therefore night shall be unto 
you, that ye shall not have a vi- 
sion; and it shall be dark unto you, 
that ye shall not divine; and the 
sun shall go down over the pro- 
phets, and the day shall be dark 
over them. 

7 Then shall the seers be ashamed, 
and the diviners confounded: yea, 
they shall all cover their lips; for 
thereis no answer of God. 

89 But truly I-am full of omer by 

of judg- 
ment, and of might, to declare unto 
Ja/cob his transgression, and to 
Is’ra-el his sin. 

9 Hear this, I pray you, ye heads 
of the house of Ja/cob, and princes 
of the house of is'ra-el, that abhor 
judgment, and pervert all equity. 

10 They build up Zi/0n with blood, 
and Jé-ru’sa-lém with iniquity. 

ll The heads_ thereof judge for 
reward, and the priests thereof 
teach for hire, and the prophets 
thereof divine for money: yet will 
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they lean upon the LORD, and say, 
Js not the LORD among us? none 
evil can come upon us. 

12 Therefore shall Zi/On for your 
sake be plowed as a field, and Jé- 
ru’sa-lém shall become heaps, and 
the mountain of the house as the 
high places of the forest. 


CHAPTER 4. 
The triumph and glory of Zion. 
UT in the last. days it shall 
come to pass, that the mountain 
of the house of the LORD shall be 
established in the top of the moun- 
tains, and it shall be exalted above 
the hills; and people shall flow 
unto it. 

2 And many nations shall come, 
and say, Come, and let us go up to 
the mountain of the LORD, and to 
the house of the God of Ja’cob;and 
he will teach us of his ways, and 
we will walk in his paths: for the 
law shall go forth of Zi’0n, and the 
nig of the LORD from Jé-ru'sa- 
ém. 

3 9 And he shall judge among 
many people, and rebuke strong na- 
tions afar off; and they shall beat 
their swords into plowshares, and 
their spears into pruninghooks: 
nation shall not lift up a sword 
against nation, neither shall they 
learn war any more. 

4 But they shall sit every man 
under his vine and under his fig 
tree; and none shall make_ them 
afraid: for the mouth of the LORD 
of hosts hath spoken it. 

5 For all people will walk every 
one in the name of his god, and we 
will walk in the name of the LORD 
our God for ever and ever. 

6 In that day, saith the LORD, will 
I assemble her that halteth, and I 
will gather her that is driven out, 
and her that I have afflicted ; 

7 AndI will make her that halted 
a remnant, and her that was cast 
far off a strong nation: and the 
LORD shall reign over them in 
mount Zi/0n from henceforth, even 
for ever. 

8 J And thou, O tower of the flock 
the strong hold of the daughter of 
Zi/0n, unto thee shall it come, even 
the first dominion; the kingdom 
shall come to the daughter of Jé- 
ru’sa-lém. 

9 Now why dost thou ery out 
aloud ? is there no ees in thee ? is 
thy counsellor perished? for pangs 
have taken thee as a woman in 
travail. 

10 Be in pain, and labour to bring 
forth, O aughter of Zi’0n, like a 
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woman in travail: for now shalt 
thou go forth out of the city, and 
thou shalt dwell in the field, and 
thou shalt go even to Bab’y-lon; 
there shalt thou be delivered; there 
the LORD shall redeem thee from 
the hand of thine enemies. 

ll ¥ Now also many nations are 

athered against thee, that say, Let 

er be defiled, and let our eye look 
upon Zi’0n. 

12 But they know not the thoughts 
of the LORD, neither understand 
they his counsel: for he shall gather 
them as the sheaves into the fioor. - 

13 Arise and thresh, O daughter of 
Zi/0n: for I will make thine horn 
iron, and I will make thy hoofs 
brass: and thou shalt beat in pieces 
many people: and I will consecrate 
their gain unto the LORD, and their 
substance unto the Lord of the 
whole earth. 


CHAPTER,.5- 
1 The promised ruler out of Bethlehem. 4 
His kingdom and conquests. 

OW gather thyself in troops, O 

daughter of troops: he hath 
laid siege against us: they shall 
smite the judge of Is’ra-el with a 
rod upon the cheek. 

2 But thou, Béth’-le-hém Eph’- 
ra-tah, though thou be little among 
the thousands of Ju’dah, yet out 
of thee shall he come forth unto 
me that is to be ruler in is’ra-el; 
whose goings forth have been from 
of old, from everlasting. 

3 Therefore will he give them up, 
until the time that she which tra- 
vaileth hath brought forth: then 
the remnant of his brethren shal] 
return unto the children of ope 

4 § And he shall staud and feed 
in the strength of the LORD, in the 
majesty of the name of the LORD 
his God; and they shall abide: for 
now shall he be great unto the ends 
of the earth. 

5 And this man shall be the peace, 
when the As-syr’i-an shall come inta 
our land: and when he shall tread 
in our palaces, then shall we raise 
against him seven shepherds, and 
eight principal men. 

6 And they shall waste the land of 
As-syr’i-a with the sword, and the 
land of Nim‘rod in the entrances 
thereof: thus shall he deliver us 
from the As-syr’i-an, when he com. 
eth into our land, and when he 
treadeth within our borders. 

7 And the remnant of Ja/cob shall 
be in the midst of many people as 
a dew from the LORD, as the show. 
ers upon the grass, that tarrieth not 
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for man, nor waiteth for the sons of 
men. 

8 § And the remnant of Ja/cob 
shall be among the Gén’tiles in the 
midst of many people as a lion 
among the beasts of the forest, as a 
young lion among the flocks of 
sheep: who, if he go through, both 
treadeth down, and teareth in 
pieces, and none can deliver. 

9 Thine hand shall be lifted 
upon thine adversaries, and a 
thine enemies shall be cut off. 

10 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, saith the LORD, that I will cut 
off thy horses out of the midst of 
thee, and I will destroy thy chariots: 

11 And I will cut off the cities of 
thy land, and throw down all thy 
strong holds: 

12 And I will cut off witchcrafts 
out of thine hand; and thou shalt 
have no more soothsayers: 

13 Thy graven images also will I 
cut off, and thy standing images 
out of the midst of thee; and thou 
shalt no more worship the work of 
thine hands.

7 Andit shall come to yass, that 
all they that look upon thee shall 
flee from thee, and say, Nin’e-veh is 
laid waste: who will bemoan her? 
whence shall I seek comforters for 
thee ? 

8 Art thou better than populous 
No, that was situate among the 
rivers, that had the waters round 
about it, whose rampart was the. 
sea, and her wall was from the sea? 

9 E-thi-0’pi-a and E’gypt were her 
strength, and 7/ was infinite; Put 
and Lu’bim were thy helpers. 

10 Yet was she carried away, she 
went inio captivity: her young 
children also were dashed in pieces 
at the top of all the streets: and 
they cast lots for her honourable 
men, and all her great men were 
bound in chains.

4 4 And his feet shall stand in that 
day upon the mount of Olives, 
which is before Jé-ru’sa-lém on the 
east, and the mount of 6Ol’ives shall 
cleave in the midst thereof toward 
the east and toward the west, and 
there shall be a very great valley; 
and half of the mountain shall re- 
move toward the north, and half 
of it toward the south. 

5 And ye shall flee to the valley 
of the mountains; for the valley 
of the mountaius shall reach unto 
A’zal: yea, ye shall flee, like as ye 
fied from before the earthquake in 
the days of Uz-zi’ah king of Ju’dah: 
and the LORD my God shall come, 
and all the saints with thee. 

6 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that the light shall not be 
clear, nor dark: 

7 But it shall be one day which 
shall be known to the LORD, not 
day, nor night: but it shall come to 
pass, that at evening time it shall 
be light. 

8 And it shall be in that day, that 
living waters shall go out from Jé- 
ru’sa-lém; half of them toward the 
former sea, and half of them toward 
the hinder sea: in summer and in 
winter shall it be. 

9 And the LORD shall be king over 
all the earth: in that day shall there 
be one LORD, and his name one. 

10 All the land shall be turned as 
a plain from Ge’ba to Rim’mon 
south of Jé-ru’sa-lém: and it shall 
be lifted up, and inhabited in her 
place, from Bén’ja-min’s gate unto 
the place of the first gate, unto the 
corner gate, and from the tower of 
Ha-nan’e-ei unto the king’s wine- 
presses. 

11 And men shall dwell in it, and 
there shall be no more utter de- 
struction; but Jé-ru’sa-lém shall 
be safely inhabited. 

12 ¢ And this shall be the plague 
wherewith the LORD will smite all 
the people that have fought against 
Jé-ru’sa-lém ; Their flesh shall con- 
sume away while they stand upon 
their feet, and their eyes shall con- 
sume away in their holes, and their 
tongue shall consume away in their 
mouth. : 

13 And it shall come to pass in that 
day, that a great tumult from the 
LoRD shall be among them; and 
they shall lay hold every one on 
the hand of his neighbour, and his 
hand shall rise up against the hand 
of his neighbour. 

14 And Ju’dah also shall fight at 
Jé-ru’sa-lém ; and the wealth of all 
the heathen round about shall be 
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gathered together, gold, and silver, 
and apparel, in great abundance. 

15 And so shall be the plague of 
the horse, of the mule, of the camel, 
and of the ass, and of all the beasts 
that shall be in these tents, as this 
plague. 

16 { And it shall come to pass, that 
every one that is left of all the na- 
tions which came against Jé-ru’‘sa- 
lém shall even go up from year to 
year to worship the King, the LORD 
of hosts, and to keep the feast of 
tabernacles. ‘ 

17 And it shall be, that whoso will 
not come up of ai/ the families of 
the earth unto Jé-ru’sa-lém to wor- 
ship the King, the LORD of hosts, 
even upon them shall be no rain. 

18 And if the family of E’gypt go 
not up, and come not, that have 
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no rain; there shall be the plague, 
wherewith the LORD will smite the 
heathen that.come not up to keep 
the feast of tabernacles. 

19 This shall be the punishment of 
E’gypt, and the punishment of all 
nations that come not up to keep 
the feast of tabernacles. 

20 § In that day shall there be upon 
the bells of the horses, HOLINESS 
UNTO THE LORD; and the pots in 
the LORD’s house shall be like the 
bowls before the altar. 

21 Yea, every pot in Jé-ry’/sa4-lém 
and in Ju’dah shall be holiness unto 
the LORD of hosts: and all they that 
sacrifice shall come and take of 
them, and seethe therein: and in 
that day there shall be no more the 
Ca/naan-ite in the house of the LORD 
of hosts.

the LORD of hosts, They shall build, 
but_I will throw down; and they 
shall call them, The border of wick- 
edness, and, The people against 
whom the LORD hath indignation 
for ever. 

5 And your eyes shall see, and 
ye shall say, The Lorp will be 
magnified. from the border of is’- 
ra-el. 

6 § A son honoureth his father 
anda servant his master: if then I 
bea father, where is mine honour ? 
and if I de a master, where is my 
fear? saith the LORD of hosts unto 
you, O priests, that despise my 
name. And ye say, Wherein have 
we despised thy name ? 

Ye offer polluted bread upon 
mine altar; and ye say, Wherein 
have we polluted thee? In that ye 





say, The table of the LORD Zs con- 
temptible. 

And if ye offer the blind for 
sacrifice, 7s 7¢ not evil? and if ye 
offer the lame and sick, is 7¢ not 
evil? offer itnow unto thy governor; 
will he be pleased with thee, or ac- 
cept thy person? saith the LORD of 
hosts. 

9 And now, I pray you, beseech 
God that he will be gracious unto 
us: this hath been by your means: 
will he regard your persons ? saith 
the LORD of hosts. 

10 Who is there even among you 
that would shut the doors /for 
nought ? neither do ye kindle fire on 
mine altar for nought. I have no 
pleasure in you, saith the LORD of 
hosts, neither wili I accept an offer- 
ing at your hand. 

ll For from the rising of the sun 
even unto the going down of the 
same my name shall be great among 
the Geni nles; and in every place 
incense shall ,be offered unto my 
name,‘and a pure offering: for my 
name shail be great among the 
heathen, saith the LORD of hosts. 

12 { But ye have profaned it, in 
that ye say, The table of the LoRD 
is polluted; and the fruit thereof, 
even his meat, 7s contemptible. 

13 Ye said also, Behold, what a 
weariness is 7¢ ! and ye nave snuff- 
ed at it, saith the LORD of hosts; 
and ye brought that which was torn, 
and the lame, and the sick; thus 
ye brought an offering: should I

4 And ye shall know that I have 
sent this commandment unto you, 
that my covenant might be with 
Le’vi, saith the LORD of hosts. 

5 My covenant was with him of 
life and peace; and I gave them to 
him for the fear wherewith he 
feared me, and was afraid before 
my name. 

6 The law of truth was in his 
mouth, and iniquity was not found 
in his lips: he walked with me in 
peace and equity, and did turn 
many away from iniquity. 

7 For the priest’s lips should keep 
knowledge, and they should seek 
the law at his mouth: for he 7s the 
messenger of the LORD of hosts. 

8 But ye are departed out of the 
way; ye have caused many to 
stumble at the law; ye have cor- 
rupted the covenant of Lé’vi, saith 
the LorD of hosts. 

9 Therefore have [also made you 
contemptible and base before all’ 
the people, according as ye have 
not kept my ways, but have been 
partial in the law. 

10 Have we not ail one father?

ll ¢ Ju’dah hath dealt treacher- 
ously, and an abomination is com- 
mitted in Is’ra-el and in Jé-ru’sa- 
lém; for Ju’dah hath profaned the 
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holiness of the LORD which he 
loved,and hath married the daugh- 
ter of a strange god. 

12 The LORD will cut off the man 
that doeth this, the master aud 
the scholar, out of the tabernacles 
of Ja’cob, and him that offereth 
an offering unto the LORD of hosts. 

13 And this have ye done again, 
covering the altar of the LORD with 
tears, with weeping, and with ery- 
ing out, insomuch that he regard- 
eth not the offering any more, or 
receiveth 7¢ with good will at your 
hand. 

Be- 
cause the LORD hath been witness 
between thee and the wife of thy 
youth, against whom thou hast 
dealt treacherously: yet is she thy 
companion, and the wife of thy 
covenant.

16 For the LORD, the God of Iis’- 
ra-el, saith that he hateth putting 
away: for one covereth violence 
with his garment, saith the LORD 
of hosts: therefore take heed to 
your spirit, that ye deal not treach- 
erously. :

e delighteth in them; or, Where is 
the God of judgment?

4 Ye have said, It 7s vain to serve 
God: and what profit ¢s i¢ that we 
have kept his ordinance, and that 
we have walked mournfully before 
the LoRD of hosts ?

6 And thou Béth’lé-hém, in the 
land of Ju’da, art not the least 
among the princes of Ju’da: for 
out of thee shall come a Governor, 
that shall rule my people Iis’ra-el. 

7 Then Hér’od, when he had 
privily called the wise men, en- 
quired of them diligently what 
time the star appeared. a 

8 And he sent thein to Beth’le- 
hém, and said, Go and search dili- 
gently for the young child; and 
when ye have found him, bring me 
word again, that I may come and 
worship him also. 

9 When they had heard the king, 
they departed: and, lo, the star, 
which they saw in the east, went 
before them, tili it came and stood 
over where the young child was.

into the house, they saw the youn 
child with Ma’ry his mother, an 
fell down, and worshipped him:

12 Whose fan 7s in his hand, and 
he will throughly purge his floor, 
and gather his wheat into the 
garner; but he will burn up the 
chaff with unquenchable fire. 

13 § Then cometh Je’sus_ from 
Gal'i-lee to JOr’dan unto John, to 
be baptized of him. : 

14 But John forbad him, saying, 
I have need to be baptized of thee, 
and comest thou to me?

4 But he answered and said, It is 
written, Man shall not live by bread 
alone, but by every word that pro- 
ceedeth out of the mouth of God. 

5 Then the devil taketh him up 
into the holy city, and setteth him 
on a pinnacle of the temple, 

6 And saith unto him, If thou be 
the Son of God, cast thyself down: 
for it is written, He shall give his 
angels charge concerning thee: and 
in their hands they shall bear thee 
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up, lest at any time thou dash thy 
foot against a stone. 

7 Je’sus said unto him, It is writ- 
ten again, Thou shalt not tempt the 
Lord thy God. 

8 Again, the devil taketh him up 
into an exceeding high mountain, 
and sheweth him all the kingdoms 
of the world, and the glory of them; 

9 And saith unto him, All these 
things will I give thee, if thou wilt 
fall down and worship me. 

10 Then saith Je’sus unto him, Get 
thee hence, Sa’tan: for it is writ- 
ten, Thou shalt worship the Lord 
thy God, and him only shalt thou 
serve. 

11 Then the devilleaveth him, and, 
behold, angels came and ministered 





unto him. 

12 | Now when Jé’sus had heara 
that John was cast into prison, he 
departed into Gal’i-lee; 

13 And leaving Naz’/a-réth, he 
came and dwelt in Ca-pér’na-tm, 
which is upon the sea coast, in the 
ponders of Zab’u-lon and Neph’tha- 

im: 

14 That it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by &-sa’jas the prophet, 
saying, 

15 Theland of Zab’u-lon, and the 
land of Néph’tha-lim, by the way of 
the sea, beyond Jor’dan, Gal’i-lee 
of the Gén’tiles ; 

16 The people which sat in dark~ 
ness saw great light; and to them 
which sat in the regionand shadow 
of death light is sprung up.

15 Neither do men light a candle, 
and put it under a bushel, but on a 
candlestick; and it pie light 
unto all that are in the house.

synagogues and in the corners of 
the streets, that they may be seen 
of men. Verily I say unto you, They 
have their reward, 

6 But thou, when thou prayest, 
enter into thy closet, and when 
thou hast shut thy door, pray to 
thy Father which is in secret; and 
thy Father which seeth in secret 
shall reward thee openly. 

7 But when ye pray, use not vain 
repetitions, as the heathen do: for 
they think that they shall be heard 
for their much speaking. 

8 Be not ye therefore like unto 
them: for your Father knoweth 
what things ye have need of, be. 
fore ye ask him. 

9 After this .manner therefore 

ray ye: Our Father which art in 

eaven, Hallowed be thy name. 

10 Thy kingdom come. Thy will 
be done in earth, as i¢ is in heaven. 

1l Give us this day our daily bread. 

12 And forgive us our debts, as we 
forgive our debtors. 

13 And lead us not into tempta- 
tion, but deliver us from evil: For 
thine is the kingdom, and the 
power, and the glory, for ever. 
Amen. 

14 For if ye forgive men their tres- 
passes, your heavenly Father will 
also forgive you: 

15 But if ye forgive not men their 


trespasses, neither will your Father Ps 


forgive your trespasses. 
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16 § Moreover when ye fast, be 
not, as the eee of a sad 
countenance: for they disfigure 
their faces, that they may appear 
unto men to fast. Verily I say 
unto you, They have their re- 
ward. 

17 But thou, when thou fastest, 
anoint thine head, and wash thy 


ace; 

18 That thou appear not unto men 
to fast, but unto thy Father which 
is in secret: and thy Father, which 
seeth in secret, shall reward thee 
openly. 

19 ¥ Lay not up for yourselves 
treasures upon earth, where moth 
and rust doth corrupt, and where 
thieves break through and steal: 

20 But lay up for yourselves trea- 
sures in heaven, where neither moth 
nor rust doth corrupt, and where 
thieves do not break through nor 
steal: 

21 For where your treasure is, 
there will your heart be also. 

22 The light of the body is the 
eye: if therefore thine: eye be 
single, thy whole body shall be full 
of light. 

23 But if thine eye be evil, thy 
whole body shall be full of dark- 
ness. If therefore the light that is 
in thee be darkness, how great is 
that darkness ! 

24 J No man can serve two mas- 
ters: for either he will hate the one 
and love the other; or else he wil 
hold to the one, and despise the 
other. Ye cannot serve God and 
mammon. r 

25 Therefore I say unto you, Take 
no thought for your life, what ye 
shall eat, or what ye shall drink; 
nor yet for your body, what ye shali 
put on. Is not the life more than 
meat, and the body than raiment ? 

26 Behold the fowls of the air: 
for they sow not, neither do they 
reap, nor gather into barns; yet 


your heavenly Father feedeth 
them. Are ye not much better 
than they ? 


27 Which of you by taking thought 
can add one cubit unto his stature ? 

28 And why take ye thought for 
raiment? onsider the lilies of 
the field, how they grow; they toil 
not, neither do they spin: 

29 And yet I say unto you, That 
even SOl’o-mon in all his glory was 
not arrayed like one of these. 

30 Wherefore, if God so clothe 
the grass of the field, which to day 
is, and to morrow is cast into the 
oven, shall he not much more clothe 
you, O ye of little faith? 
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31 Therefore take no thought, 
saying, What shall we eat? or, 
What shall we drink? or, Where- 
withal shall we be clothed ? 

32 (For after all these things do 
the Gén’‘tiles seek:) for your 
heavenly Father knoweth that ye 
have need of all these things. 

33 But seek ye first the kingdom of 
God, and his righteousness; and all. 
these things shall be added unto 
you. 

34 Take therefore no thought for 
the morrow: for the morrow shall 
take thought for the things of itself.

18 § While he spake these things 
unto them, behold, there came a 
certain ruler, and worshipped him, 
saying, My daughter is even now 
dead: but come and lay thy hand 
sear her, and she shall live. 

9 And Jé’sus arose, and followed 
him, and so did his disciples. 

§ And, behold, a woman, which 
was diseased with an issue of blood 
twelve years, came behind him, 
and touched the hem of his gar- 
ment: 

21 For she said within herself, If 
I may but touch his garment, I shall 
be whole. 

22 But Je’sus turned him about, 
and when he saw her, he said, 
Daughter, be of good comfort; thy 
faith hath made thee whole. And 
the woman was made whole from 
that hour. 

23 And when Je’sus came into the 
ruler’s house, and saw the minstrels 
and the people making a noise 

24 He said unto them. Give place: 
for the maid is not dead, but sleep- 
eth. And they laughed him toscorn. 
25 But when the people were put 
forth, he went in, and took her by 
the hand, and the maid arose. 

26 And the fame hereof went 
abroad into all that land. 

27 § And when Jé’sus departed 
thence, two blind men followed 
him, ete ane saying, Thou son 
of Da’vid, have mercy on us. 
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Diseases healed. 


28 And when he was come into 
the house, the blind men came to 
him: and Je’sus saith unto them, 
Believe ye that I am able to do 
this? They said unto him, Yea, 
Lord. 

29 Then touched he their eyes, 
saying, According to your faith be 
it unto “er 

30 And their eyes were opened; 
and Je’sus straitly charged them, 
aay es See that no man know it. 

31 But they, when they were de 
parted, spread abroad his fame ip 
all that country. 

32 9 As they went out, behold, 
they brought to him a dumb maii 
possessed with a devil. 

33 And when the devil was cast 
out, the dumb spake: and the mul 
titudes marvelled, saying, It was 
never so seen in Is’ra-el. 

34 But the Phar’i-sees said, He 
casteth out devils through the 
prince of the devils. 

35 And Je’sus went about all the 
cities and villages, teaching in their 
synagogues, and preaching the gos: 
pel of the kingdom, and hea ing 
every sickness and every disease 
rag a people. 

36 §) But when he saw the multi- 
tudes, he was moved with com- 
passion or them, because the 
fainted, ana were scattered abroad, 
as sheep having no shepherd. 

37 Then saith he unto his disciples, 
The harvest truly is plenteous, but 
the labourers are few; 

38 Pray ye therefore the Lord 
of the harvest, that he will send 
forth labourers into his harvest. 


CHAPTER 10. 


1 The twelve apostles sent out. 16 Christ 
comforts them. 40 A blessing promised. 
ND when he had called unto 
him his twelve disciples, ke 
gave them power against unclean 
spirits, to cast them out, and to 
heal all manner of sickness and all 
manner of disease. 
2 Now the names of the twelve 
apostles are these; The first, Si’- 
mon, who is cailed Pe’tér, and 
An’drew his brother; James the 
son of Zéb’e-dee, and John his 
brother; os 
3 Phil‘ip, and Bar-thol’0-mew; 
Thom’‘as, and Mat’thew the pub- 
lican; James the son of Al-phe’us, 
and Léb-be’us, whose surname was 
Thad-de’us; . 
4 Si’mon the Ca’/naan-ite, and Jil’- 
— Is-car'i-ot, who also betrayed 
im. 
5 These twelve Jé’sus sent forth, 
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Christ’s charge - 


and commanded them, saying, Go 
not into the way of the Gén’tiles, 
and into any city of the Samar’l- 
tan enter ye not: 

6 But go rather to the lost sheep 
of the house of is’ra-el. 

7 And as ye Bo, preach, saying, 
The kingdom of heaven is at hand. 
8 Heal the sick, cleanse the lepers, 
raise the dead, cast out devils: 
freely ye have received, freely 


give. 

9 Provide neither gold, nor silver, 
nor brass in your purses, 

16 Nor scrip for your journey, nei- 
ther two coats, neither shoes, nor 
yet staves: for the workman is 
worthy of his meat. 

11 And into whatsoever city or 
town ye shall enter, enquire who 
in it is worthy; and there abide 
till ye go thence. 

12 And when ye come into an 
house, salute it. 

13 And if the house be worthy, 
let your peace come upon it: but 
if it be not worthy, let your peace 
return to you. 

14 And whosoever shall not re- 
ceive you, nor hear bie words, 
when ye depart out of that house 
oe city, Shake off the dust of your 

eet. 

15 Verily I say unto you, It shall 
be more tolerable for the land of 
Sod’om and G6-mor’rha in the day 
of inte ment than for that city. 

16 ¥ ehold, I send you forth as 
sheep in the midst of wolves: ke 
x therefore wise as serpents, and 

armless as doves. 

17 But beware of men: for they 
will deliver yon up to the councils, 
and they will scourge you in their 
synagogues; : 

8 And ye shall be brought before 
surernos and kings for my sake 

or a testimony against them an 
the Gén’tiles. 

19 But when they deliver you up, 
take no One ae how or what ye 
shall speak: for it shall be given 
you - that same hour what ye shall 
speak. 

For it is not ye that speak, 
but the Spirit of your Father which 
speaketh in you. 

21 And the brother shall deliver 
up the brother to death, and the 
father the child: and the children 
shall rise up against their parents, 
and cause them to be put to death. 

22 And ye shall be hated of all 
men for my name’s sake: but he 
that endureth to the end shall be 
saved. 

23 But when they persecute you 
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to his aposties, 


in this city, flee ye into anothey: for 
verily I say unto you, Ye shall not 
have gone over the cities of Is’ra-el, 
till the Son of man be come. 

24 The disciple is not above his 
paens nor the servant above hig 

ord. 

25 It is enough for the disciple 
that he be as his master, and the ser- 
vant as his lord. If they have call- 
ed the master of the house Bé-él’-: 
ze-bub, how much more shall they 
call them of his household ? 

26 Fear them not therefore: for 
there is nothing covered, that shail 
not be revealed ; and hid, that shall 
not be known. 

27 What I tell you in darkness, 
that speak ye in light: and what ye 
hear in the ear, that preach ye upon 
the house tops. 

8 And fear not them which kill 
the body, butare not able to kill the 
soul: but rather fear him which is 
able to destroy both soul and body 
in hell. 

29 Are not two sparrows sold for a 
farthing ? and one of them shall not 
fall on the ground without your 
Father. 

30 But the very hairs of your head 
are all numbered. 

31 Fear ye not therefore, ye are of 
more value than many sparrows. 

32 Whosoever therefore shall con- 
fess me before men, him will I con- 
fess also before my Father which is 
in heaven. 

33 But whosoever shall deny me 
before men, him will I also deny 
before my Father which is in hea- 


ven. 

34 Think not that I am come to 
send peace on earth: I came not to 
send peace, but a sword. 

35 For I am come to set aman at 
variance against his father, and the 
daughter against her mother, and 
the daughter in law against her 
mother in law. 

386 And aman’s foes shail be they of 
his own household. 

37 He that loveth father or mo- 
ther more than me is not worthy of 
me: and he that loveth son or 
daughter more than me is not wor- 
thy of me. 

88 And he that taketh not his 
cross, and followeth after me, is not 
worthy of me. 

89 He that findeth his life shall 
lose it: and he that loseth his life 
for my sake shall find it. : 

40 | He that receiveth you receiv- 
eth me, and he that receiveth me 
receiveth him that sent me. 

41 He that receiveth a prophet 
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Christ’s testimony 


in the name of a prophet shall re- 
ceive a prophet’s reward; and he 
that receiveth a righteous man 
in the name of a righteous man 
shall receive a righteous man’s re- 
ward. 

42 And whosoever shall give to 
drink unto one of these little ones 
a cup of cold water only in the name 
of a disciple, verily I say unto you, 
he shall in no wise lose his reward. 


CHAPTER 11. 


2 John’s disciples sent to Christ. 7 Christ’s 
testimony concerning John. 25 God’s wis- 
domis praised by Christ. 28 Call to those 
burdened with sin. 

A it came to pass, when Jé’- 

us had made an end of com- 
manding his twelve disciples, he 
departed thence to teach and to 
preach in their cities. 

2 Now when John had heard in 
the prison the works of Christ, he 
sent two of his disciples, 

3 And said unto him, Art thou he 
that should come, or do we look 
for another? 

4 Jé’sus answered and said unto 
them, Go and shew John again 
those things which ye do hear and 


see: 

5 The blind receive their sight, 
and the lame walk, the lepers are 
cleansed, and the deaf hear, the 
dead are raised up, and the poor 
have the gospel preached to them. 

6 And blessed is he, whosoever 
shall not be offended inme. __ 

74 And as they departed, Je’sus 
began to say unto the multitudes 
concerning John, What went ye 
out into the wilderness tosee? A 
reed shaken with the wind? 

8 But what went ye out for to see? 
A man clothed in soft raiment ? 
behold, they that wear soft clothing 
are in kings’ houses. 

9 But what went ye out for to see? 
A 1 as Soe ? yea, I say unto you, 
and more than a prophet. 

10 For this is he, of whom it is 
written, Behold, I send my mes- 
senger before thy face, which shall 
prepare thy way before thee. 

ll Verily I say unto you, Among 
them that are born of women there 
hath not risen a greater than John 
the Bap’tist: notwithstanding he 
that is least in the kingdom of hea- 
reater than he. 
from the days of John the 


Bap’tist until now the kingdom of | 


heaven suffereth violence,and the 
violent take it by force. 

13 For all the prophets and the law 
prophesied until John. 
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concerning John. 


14 And if ye will receive it, this 
is E-li/as, which was for to come. 

15 He that hath ears to hear, let 
him hear. 

16 § But whereunto shall I liken 
this generation? It is like unto 
children sitting in the markets, and 
calling unto their fellows, 

17 And saying, We have piped unto 
_ and ye ‘have not danced; we 

ave mourned unto you, and ye 
have not lamented. 

18 For John came neither eatin 
nor drinking, and they say, He hat 
a devil. 

19 The Son of man came eatin 
and drinking, and they say, Behol 
a man gluttonous, and a winebib- 
ber, a friend of publicans and sin- 
ners. But wisdom is justified of 
her children. 

20 | Then began he to upbraid 
the cities wherein most of his 
mighty works were done, because 
they repented not: 

21 Woe unto thee, Ch6-ra’zin! 
woe unto thee, Béth-sa‘i-da! for 
if the mighty works, which were 
done in you, had been done in 
Tyre and Si’d0n, they would have 
repeuted long ago in sackcloth and 
ashes. 

22 ButI say unto you, It shall be 
more tolerable for Tyre and Si’dodn 
at the day of judgment, than for you. 

23 And thou, Ca-pér’na-im, which 
art exalted unto heaven, shalt be 
brought down to hell: for if the 
mighty works, which have been 
done in thee, had been donein S6d’- 
om, it would have remained until 
this day. 

24 But I say unto you, That it 
shall be more tolerable for the land 
of SOd’om in the day of judgment, 
than for thee. 

25 { At that tlme Jé’sus an- 
swered and said, I thank thee, O 
Father, Lord of heaven and earth, 
because thou hast hid these things 
from the wise and prudent, and 
hast revealed them unto babes. 

26 Even so, Father: for so it 
seemed good in thy sight. 

27 All things are delivered untae 
me of my Father: and no man 
knoweth the Son, but the Father; 
neither knoweth any man the Fa- 
ther, save the Son, and fe to whom. 
soever the Son will reveal him. 

28 §¢ Come unto me, all ye that 
labour and are heavy laden, and I 
will give you rest. 

29 Take my yoke upon you, and 
learn of me; for I am meek and 
lowly in heart: and ye shall find 
rest unto your souls. 
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Pharisees reproved. 


30 For my yoke is easy, and my 
burden is light. 


CHAPTER 12. 

1 Pharisees reproved. 22 Blind and dumb 
man healed. 31 Blasphemy rebuked. 36 
Account shall be made of idle words. 

ye that time Je’sus went on the 

sabbath day through the corn; 
and his disciples were an hungred, 
and began to pluck the ears of corn, 
and to eat. ti 

2 But when the Phar’i-sees saw 7, 
they said unto him, Behold, thy 
disciples do that which is not law- 

‘ful to do upon the sabbath day. 

3 But he said unto them, Have ye 
not read what Da/vid did, when he 
was an hungred, and they that were 
with him; 

4 How he entered into the house 
of God, and did eat the shewbread, 
which was not lawful for him to 
eat, neither for them which were 
with him, but only for the priests ? 

5 Or have ye not read in the law, 
how that on the sabbath days the 
priests in the temple profane the 
sabbath, and are blameless ? 

6 But I say unto you, That in 
this place is one greater than the 
temple. 

7 But if ye had known what this 
meaneth, I will have mercy, and 
not sacrifice, ye would not have 
condemned the guiltless. 

8 For the Son of man is Lord even 
of the sabbath day. 

9 And when he was departed 
thence, he went into their syna- 

ogue: 

10 § And, behold, there was a man 
which had Ais hand withered. And 
they askea him, saying, Is it lawful 
to heal on the sabbath days? that 
they might accuse him. 

11 And he. said unto them, What 
man shall there be among you, that 
shall have one sheep, and if it fall 
into a pit on the sabbath day, will 
he not lay hold on it, and lift it 
out? 

12 How much then is a man better 
than a sheep? Wherefore it is 
ep to do well on the sabbath 

ays. 

13 Then saith he to the man, 
Stretch forth thine hand. And he 
stretched 7i¢ forth; and it was re- 
stored whole, like as the other. 

14 § Then the Phar’i-sees went 
out, and held a council against 
him, how they might destroy him. 

15 But when Je’sus knew it, he 
withdrew himself from thence: 
and great multitudes followed 
him, and he healed them all; 
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16 And charged them that they 
should not make him known: 
17. That it might be fulfilled which 


was spoken by E-sa/ias the prophet, 


saying 

18 Behold my servant, whom [I 
have chosen; - my beloved, in 
whom my soul is well pleased: I 
will put my spirit upon him, and 
he shall 
Gén’tiles. 

19 He shall not strive, nor cry; 
neither shall any man hear his 
voice in the streets. 

20 A bruised reed shall he not 
break, and smoking: flax shall he 
not quench, till he send forth judg- 
ment unto victory. cat 

21 And in his name shall the Gén’- 
tiles trust. 

22 9 Then was brought unto him 
one possessed with a devil, blind, 
and dumb: and he healed him, in- 
somuch that the blind and dumb 
both spake and saw. 

23 And all the. people were 
amazed, and. said, Is not this the 
son of Da’vid ? 

24 But when the Phar’i-sees heard 
at, they said, .this fellow doth not 
cast out devils, but by Bé-él’ze-bub 
the prince of the devils. _ 

25 And Je’sus knew their thoughts, 
and said unto them, Every kingdom 
divided against itself is brought 
to desolation; and every city or 
house divided against itself shall 
not stand: 


26 And if Sa’tan cast out Sa’tan,. 


he is divided against himself; how 
shall then his kingdom stand ? - 

27 And if I by Bé-él’ze-bub cast out 
devils, by whom do your children 
cast them out? therefore they shall 
be your judges. 

28 But if I cast out devils by the 
Spirit of God, then the kingdom of 
God is come unto you, 

29 Or else how can one enter into 
a strong man’s house, and spoil his 
goods, except he first bind. the 
strong man? and then he will spoil 
his house. 

30 He that is not with me is against 


me; and he that gathereth not with | 
‘| me seattereth abroad. 


31 9 Wherefore I say unto you, 
All manner of sin and blasphemy 
shall be. forgiven unto men: but 
the blasphemy against the Ho'ly 
Ghost shall not be forgiven unto 
men. 

32 And whosoever speaketh a word 
against the Son of man, it shall be 
forgiven him: but whosoever speak- 
eth against the Ho’ly Ghost, it shall 
not be forgiven him, neither in 
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shew judgment to the 


A sign sought. 


this world, neither in the world to 
come. 

33 Either make the tree good, and 
his fruit good; or else make the 
tree corrupt, and his fruit cor- 
rupt: for the tree is known by his 
fruit. 

34 O generation of vipers, how can 
ye, being evil, speak good pa 
for out of the abundance of the 
heart the mouth speaketh. 

35 A good man out of the rei 
treasure Of the heart bringeth forth 
good things: and an evil man out 
of the evil treasure bringeth forth 
evil things. 

36 But I say unto you, That every 
idle word that men shall speak, 


they shall give account thereof in 
the day of judgment. 
37 For by thy words thou shalt 


be justified, and by thy words thou 
shalt be condemned. 

38 § Then certain of the scribes 
and of the Phar'i-sees answered, 
saying, Master, we would see a 
sign from thee. 

39 But he answered and said unto 
them, An evil and adulterous gen- 
eration seeketh after a sign; and 
there shall no sign be given to it, 
but the sign of the prophet JO/nas: 

40 For as JO/nas was three days 
and three nights in the whale’s 
belly; so shall the Son of man be 
three days and three nights in the 
heart of the earth. 

41 The men of Nin’e-veh shall rise 
in mir ape with this generation, 
and shall condemn it: because they 
repented at the preaching of JO’- 
has; and, behold, a greater than 
Jo’nas is here. 

42 The queen of the south shall 
rise up in the judgment with this 

eneration, and shall condemn it: 
or she came from the uttermost 
parts of the earth to hear the wis- 
dom of Sol’o-mon; and, behold, a 
greater than Sol’o-mon 7s here. 

43 When the unclean spirit is gone 
out of a man 
dry places, seeking rest, and findeth 
none. 

44 Then he saith, I will return 
into my house from whence I came 
out; and when he is come, he find- 
eth it empty, swept, and garnished. 

45 Then goeth he, and taketh with 
himself seven other spirits more 
wicked than himself, and they 
enterin and dwell there: and the 
last state of that man is worse than 
the first. Even so shall it be also 
unto this wicked generation. 

While he yet talked to the peo- 
ple, behold, Ais mother and his 
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he walketh through |h

brethren stood without, desiring to 
speak with him. 

47 Then one said unto him, Be- 
hold, thy mother and thy brethren 
stand without, desiring to speak 
with thee. 

48 But he answered and said unto 
him that told him, Who is my mo- 
ther ? and who are my brethren ? 

49 And he stretched forth his hand 
toward his disciples, and said, Be- 
hold my mother and my brethren! 
50 For whosoever shall do the will 
of my Father which is in heaven, 
the same is my brother, and sister, 
and mother. 


CHAPTER 13. 

1 Parable of the sower. 24 Thetares. 8) 
The mustard seed. 44 Hidden treasure. 
53 Christ contemned. 

A errs same day went Je’sus out 

of the house, and sat by the 
sea side. 

2 And great multitudes were 
gathered together unto him, so 
that he went intoa ship, and sat; 

nd the whole multitude stood on 
the shore. 

3 And he spake many things unto 
them in parables, saying, Behold, a 
sower went forth to sow; 

4 And when he sowed, some seeds 
fell by the way side, and the fowls 
came and devoured them up: 

5 Some fell upon stony places, 
where they had not much earth: 
and forthwith they sprung up, be- 
cause they had no deepnuess of 
earth: 

6 And when the sun was up, they 
were scorched; and because they 
had no root, they withered away. 

7 And some fell among thorns; 
and the thorns sprung up, an 
choked them: 

8 But other fell into good ground, 
and brought forth fruit, some an 
hundredfold,some sixtyfold, some 
thirtyfold. 

9 Who hath ears to hear, let him 


ear. 
10 And the disciples came, and 
said unto him, Why speakest thon 
unto them in parables ? 

1l He answered and said unto 
them, Because it is given unto you 
to know the mysteries of the king- 
dom of heaven, but to them it is 
not given. 

12 For whosoever hath, to him 
shall be given, and he shall have 
more abundance: but whosoever 
hath not, from him shall be taken 
away even that he hath. 

13 Therefore speak I to them in 
parables: because they seeing see 
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The parable of 


not; and hearing they hear not, 
neither do they understand. 

14 And in them is fulfilled the 

rophecy of &-sa’jas, which saith 

y hearing ye shall hear, and shall 
not understand ; and seeing ye shall 
see, and shall not perceive: 

15 For this people’s heart is waxed 
prone, and their ears are dull of 

earing, and their eyes they have 
closed; lestat any time they should 
see with their eyes, and hear with 
their ears, and should understand 
with their heart, and should be con- 
verted, and I should heal them. 

16 But blessed are your eyes, for 
they see: and your ears, for they 
hear. 

17 For verily I say unto you, That 
many prophets and righteous men 
have desired to see those things 
which ye see, and have not seen 
them; and to hear those things which 
ye hear, and have not heard them. 

18 | Hear ye therefore the parable 
of the sower. 

19 When any one heareth the word 
of the kingdom, and understandeth 
vt not, then cometh the wicked one, 
and catcheth away that which was 
sown in his heart. This is he which 
received seed by the way side. 

But he that received the seed 
into stony a the same is he 
that heareth the word, and anon 
with joy receiveth it; 

21 Yet hath he not root in himself, 
but dureth for a while: for when 


- tribulation or persecution ariseth 


because of the word, by and by he 
is offended. 

22 He also that received seed 
among the thorns is he that heareth 
the word; and the care of this 
world, and the deceitfulness of 
riches, choke the word, and he 
becometh unfruitful. 

23 But he that received seed into 
the good ground is he that heareth 
the word, and understandeth it; 
which also beareth fruit, and bring- 
eth forth, some an hundredfold, 
some sixty, some thirty. 

24 ¢ Another parable put he forth 
nnto them, saying, The kingdom of 
heaven is likened unto a man 
ae Ba sowed good seed in his 


field: 

25 But while men slept, his enemy 
came and sowed tares among the 
wheat, and went his way. 

26 But when the blade was sprung 
up, and brought forth fruit, then 
Spee the tares also. 

So the servants of the house- 
holder came and said unto him, 
Sir, didst not thou sow good seed 
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the tares. 


in thy field? from whence then 
hath it tares ? 

28 He said unto them, An enem 
hath done this. The servants sai 
unto him, Wilt thou then that we 
go and gatber them up? 

29 But he said, Nay; lest while ye 
gather up the tares, ye root up also 
the wheat with them. 

30 Let both grow together until 
the harvest: and in the time of. 
harvest I will say to the reapers, 
Gather ye together first the tares, 
and bind taem in bundles to burn 
them: but gather the wheat into 
ae barn. 

31 § Another parable put he forth 
unto them, saying, The kingdom of 
heaven is like to a grain of mustard 
seed, which a man took, and sowed 
in his field: 

32 Which indeed is the least of all 
seeds: but when it is grown, it is 
the greatest among herbs, and be- 
cometh a tree, so that the birds of 
the air come and lodge in the 
branches thereof. 

33 § Another parable spake he 
unto them; The kingdom of hea 
ven is like unto leaven, which a 
woman took, and hid in three mea- 
sures of meal, till the whole was 
leavened. 

34 All these things spake Jeé’sus 
unto the multitude in parables; 
and without a parable spake he not 
unto them: 

35 That it might be fulfilled which 
was spoken by the prophet, saying, 
I will open my mouth in parables; 
I will utter things which have been 
kept secret from the foundation of 
the world. 

36 Then Je’sus sent the multitude 
away, and went into the house: 
and his disciples came unto him, 
saying, Declare unto us the parable 
of the tares of the field. 

37 He answered and said unto 
them, He that soweth the good 
seed is the Son of man; 

38 The field is the world; the good 
seed are the children of the king- 
dom; but the tares are the children 
of the wicked one; 

39 The enemy that sowed them 
is the devil; the harvest is the end 
of the world; and the reapers are 
the angels. 

4) As therefore the tares are 
gathered and burned in the fire; so 
shall it be in the end of this world. 

41 The Son of man _ shall send 
forth his angels, and they shall 
gather out of his kingdom all things 
that offend, and them which do in- 
iquity; 
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Sundry parables. 


42 And shall cast them into a fur- 
nace of fire: there shall be wailing 
and eee of teeth. 

43 Then shall the righteous shine 
forth as the sun in the kingdom of 
their Father. Who hath ears to 
hear, let him hear. 

44 § Again, the kingdom of hea- 
ven is like unto treasure hid in a 
field; the which when a man hath 
found, he hideth, and for joy there- 
of goeth and selleth all that he hath, 
and buyeth that field. 

45 § Again, the kingdom of hea- 
ven is like unto a merchant man, 
seeking goodly pearls: 

46 Who, when he had found one 
pearl of great price, went and sold 
all that he had, and bought it. 

47 § Again, the kingdom of heaven 
is like unto a net, that was cast into 
the sea, and gathered of every 
kind: 

48 Which, when it was full, they 
drew to shore, and sat down, and 
gathered the good into vessels, but 
cast the bad away. 

49 So shall it be at the end of the 
world: the angels shall come forth, 
and sever the wicked from among 
the just 

50 And shall cast them into the 
furnace of fire: there shall be wail- 
ue and gnashing of teeth. 

51 Jé’sus saith unto them, Have 
ye understood all these things? 

hey say unto him, Yea, Lord. 

52 Then said he unto them, There- 
fore every scribe wzhich is instruct- 
ed unto the kingdom of heaven is 
like unto a man that is an house- 
holder, which bringeth forth out of 
his treasure things new and old. 

53 § And it came to pass, that 
when Je’sus had finished these 
parables, he departed thence. 

54 And when he was come into 
his own country, he taught them 
in their synagogue, insomuch that 
they were astonished, and said, 
Whence hath this man this wisdom, 
and these mighty works ? 

55 Is not this the carpenter’s son? 
is not his mother called Ma/ry ? 
and his brethren, James, and Jo’; 
Bee and Si’/mon, and Ju’das ? 

56 And his sisters, are they not 
all with us? Whence then hath 
this man all these things ? 

57 And they were offended in 
him. But Je’sus said unto them, 
A prophet is not without honour, 
save in his own country, and in his 
own house. 

58 And he did not many mighty 
Panne there because of their un- 

elief.

T that time Hér’od the tetrarch 
heard of the fame of Jé’sus, 

2 And said unto his servants, This 
is John the Bap’tist; he is risen 
from the dead; and_ therefore 
mighty works do shew forth them- 
selves in him. 

3 § For Hér’od had laid hold on 
John, and bound him, and put him 
in prison for Hé-r0’di-as’ sake, his 
brother Phil'ip’s wife. 

4 For John said unto him, It is 
not lawful for thee to have her. 

5 Aud when he would have put 
him to death, he feared the multi- 
tude, because they counted him as 
a prophet. 

6 But when Hér’od’s birthday was 
kept, the daughter of Hé-ro’di-as 
danced before them, and pleased 
Hér’od. 

7 Whereupon he promised with 
an oath to give her whatsoever she 
would ask. 

8 And she, being before instructed 
of her mother, said, Give me here 
John Bap’tist’s head ina charger. 

9 And the king was sorry: never- 
theless for the oath’s sake, and 
them which sat with him at meat, 
he commanded it to be given her. 

10 And he sent, and beheaded John 
in the prison. 

11 And his head was brought ina 
charger, and given to the damsel: 
and she brought 7¢ to her mother. 

12 And his disciples came, and 
took up the body, and buried it, and 
went and told Je’sus. 

13 § When Je’sus heard of it, he 
departed thence by ship into a 
desert place apart: and when the 
people had heard thereof, they fol- 
lowed him on foot out of the Cities. 

14 And Jé’sus went forth, and saw 
a great multitude, and was moved 
with compassion toward them, and 
he healed their sick. ? 

15 { And when it was evening, his 
disciples came to him, saying, This 
is a desert place, and the time is 
now past; send the multitude 
away, that they may go into the vil- 
lages, and buy themselves victuals. 

16 But Je’sus said unto them, They 
need not depart; give ye them to 


eat. 
17 And they say unto him, We 
eee here but five loaves, and two 
shes. 
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Jesus on the sea. 
18 He said, Bring them hither to 


me. 

19 And he commanded the mul- 
titude to sit down on the grass, and 
took the five loaves, and the two 
fishes, and looking up to heaven, he 
blessed, and brake, and gave the 
loaves to his disciples, and the dis- 
ciples to the multitude. 

20 And they did all eat, and were 
filled: and they took up of the frag- 
ments that remained twelve bas- 
kets full. 

21 And they that had eaten were 
about five thousand men, beside 
women and children. 

22 § And straightway Je’sus con- 
strained his disciples to get into a 
ship, and to go before him unto the 
other side, while he sent the multi- 
tudes away. 

23 And when he had sent the mul- 
titudes away, he went up into a 
mountain apart to pray: and when 
the evening was come, he was there 
alone. 

24 But the ship was now in.the 
midst of the sea, tossed with waves: 
for the wind was contrary. 

25 And in the fourth watch of the 
night Je’sus went unto them, walk- 
ing on the sea. 

% And when the disciples saw 
him walking on the sea, they were 
troubled, saying, 1t is a spirit; and 
they cried out for fear. 

27 But straightway Je’sus. spake 
unto them, saying, Be of good 
cheer; it is I; be not afraid. 

28 And Pe’tér answered him and 
said, Lord, if it be thou, bid me 
come unto thee on the water. 

29 And he said, Come. And when 
Pe’tér was come down out of the 
ship, he walked on the water, to go 
to Je’sus. 

30 But when he saw the wind

inning to sink, he cried, saying, 
ord, save me.

86 And besought him that they 
might only touch the hem of his 
garment: and as many as touched 
were made perfectly whole. 


CHAPTER 15.

§ hae came to Je’sus scribes and 

Phar’i-sees, which were of Jé- 
ru’sa-lém, saying, 

5 Why do thy disciples transgress 
the tradition of the elders’? for 
they wash not their hands when 
they eat bread. 

3 But he answered and said unto 
them, Why do ye also transgress 
the commandment of God by your 
tradition ? 

4 For God commanded Bon RR 
Honour thy father and mother: and, 
He that curseth father or mother, 
let him die the death. 

5 But ye say, Whosoever shall say 
to his father or his mother, /¢ is a 
gift, by whatsoever thou mightest 
be profited by me; 

6 And honour not his father or 
his mother, he shall be free. _Thus 
have ye made the commandment 
of God of none effect by your tra- 
dition. 

7 Ye hypocrites, well did E-sa/jas 
prophesy of you, saying, 

8 This people draweth nigh unto 
me with their mouth, and honour- 
eth me with their lips; but their 
heart is far from me. 

9 But in vain they do worship me, 
teaching for doctrines the com- 
mandments of men. 

10 J And he called the multitude 
and said unto them, Hear, an 
understand: 

ll Not that.which goeth into the 
mouth defileth a man; but that 
which cometh out of the mouth, 
this defileth a man. 

12 Then came his disciples, and 
said unto him, Knowest thou that 
the Phar’'i-sees were offended, after 
they heard this saying ? 

13 But he answered and said, 
Every plant, which my heavenly 
Father hath not planted, shall be 
rooted up. 

14 Let them alone: they be blind 
leaders of the blind. And if the 
blind lead the blind, both shall fall 
into the ditch. 

15 Then answered Pe’tér aud said 
unto him, Declare unto us thi¢c 
parable.

16 And Je’sus said, Are ye also 
yet without understanding ? 

17 Go not ye yet understand, that 
whatsoever entereth in at the 
mouth goeth into the belly, and is 
cast out into the draught ?— 

18 But those things which pro- 
ceed out of the mouth come forth 
from the heart; and they defile the 
man.

23 But he answered her nota word.

But he answered and said, I

26 But he answered and said, It is 
not meet to take the children’s 
bread, and to cast zt to dogs. 

27 And she said, Truth, Lord: yet 
the dogs eat of the crumbs which 
fall from their masters’ table. 

28 Then Je’sus answered and said 
unto her, O woman, great is thy 
faith: be it unto thee even as thou 
wilt. And her daughter was made 
whole from that very hour. 

29 And Je’sus departed from 
thence, and came nigh unto the 
sea of Gal'i-lee ; and went up intoa 
mountain, and sat down there. 

20 And great multitudes came 
unto him, having with them those 
that were lame, blind, dumb, 
maimed, and many others, and 
cast them down at Je’sus’ feet; 
and he healed them: : 

31 Insomuch that the multitude 
wondered, when they saw the 
dumb to speak, the maimed to be 
whole, the lame to walk, and the 
blind to see: and they glorified the 
God of Iis'ra-el.

33 And his disciples say unto him, 
Whence should we have so much 
bread in the wilderness, as to fill so 
great a multitude ? 

84 And Je’sus saith unto them 
How many loaves have ye? And 
they said, Seven, and a few little 
fishes. ' 

35 And he commanded the multi- 
tude to sit down on the ground. 

386 And he took the seven loaves 
and the fishes, and gave thanks, 
and brake them, and gave to his dis- 
ciples, and the disciples to the mul- 
titude. 

37 And they did all eat, and were 
filled: and they took up of the 
broken meat that was left seven 
baskets full. 

38 And they that did eat were four 
thousand men, beside women and 
children. ; 

39 And he sent away the multitude, 
and took ship, and came into the 
coasts of Mag’da-la.

14 And they said, Some say that 
thou art JObn the Bap’tist: some, 
E-li’‘as; and others, Jér-e-mi’as, or 
one of the prophets.

16 And Si/mon Pe’tér answered 
and said, Thou art the Christ, the 
Son of the living God.

T the same time came the dis. 

ciples unto Je’sus, saying, Who 

is the greatest in the kingdom of 
heaven? 

2 And Jeé’sus called a little child 
unto him, and set him in the midst 
of them, 

3 And said, Verily I say unto you, 
Except ye be converted, and be- 
come as little children, ye shall 
not enter into the kingdom of hea- 
ven. 

4 Whosoever therefore shall hum- 
ble himself as this little child, the 
same is greatest in the kingdom of 
heaven. 

5 And whoso shallreceive one such 
little child in‘. my name receiveth 
me. 

6 But whoso shall offend one of 
these little ones which believe in 
me, it were better for him that a 
millstone were hanged about his 
neck, and that he were drowned in 
the depth of the sea. 

7 § Woe unto the world because 
of offences! for it must needs be 
that offences come; but woe to 
that man by whom the offence 
cometh! 

8 Wherefore if thy hand or thy 
foot offend thee, cut them off, and 
cast them from thee: it is better 
for thee to enter into life halt or 
maimed, rather than having two 
hands or two feet to be cast into 
everlasting fire. 

9 And if thine eye offend thee, 
pluck it out, and cast it from thee: 
it is better for thee to enter into 
life with one eye, rather than hav- 
ing two eyes to be cast into hell 


re. 

10 Take heed that ye despise not 
one of these little ones; for I say 
unto you, That in heaven their 
angels do always behold the face 
of my Father which is in heaven. 
11 For the Son of man is come te 
save that which was lost. 

12 How think ye? if a man have 
an hundred sheep, and one of them 
be gone astray, doth he not leave 
the ninety and nine, and goeth into 
the mountains, and seeketh that 
which is gone astray ? 
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13 And.if-so be that he find it, 
verily I say unto you, he rejoiceth 
more of that sheep, than of the 
ninety and nine which went not 
astray. 

14 Evenso it is not the will of your 
Father which is in heaven, that one 
of these little ones should perish.

3 4 The Phar’i-sees also came unto 
him, tempting him, and saying unto 
him, Is it lawful for a man to put 
away his wife for every cause ?

ST. STEPHEN’S GATE 

This gate opens through the eastern wall of Jerusalem. The Via Dolorosa, 
which runs along the north side of the Citadel of Antonia, continues in a 
straight line eastward to St. Stephen’s Gate, and the road continues through 
the gate down the sides of the steep ravine across the brook Kedron to the 
road that leads to Gethsemane and the Mount of Olives. St. Stephen was led 
through this gate to his execution by stoning. Jesus must often have gone 
through this gate on his way to his favorite retreat in the Gethsemane 
Garden; and he led his disciples, after the last supper, along the Via Dolorosa 
and through this Gate to Gethsemane. 





THE VIA DOLOROSA 


“The Sorrowful Way” was a narrow street of Jerusalem which led from 
St. Stephen’s Gate along the northern wall of Castle Antonia, and on to the 
thoroughfare which goes through the Damascus Gate to Gordon’s Calvary, 
or crosses that thoroughfare to the street that leads to the Holy Sepulcher.

8 So when even was come, the 
lord of the vineyard saith unto his

8 Andif any man say ought unto 
you, ye shall say, The Lord hath 
need of .them ; and straightway he 
will send them. 

4 All this was done, that it might 
be fulfilled whicli was spoken by the 
prophet, saying, La 

5 Tell ye the daughter of Sion, 
Behold, thy King cometh unto 
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thee, meek, and sitting upon an 
ass, anda colt the foal of an ass. 4 

And the disciples went, and did 
as Je’sus commanded them, 

7 And brought the ass, and the 
colt, and put on them their clothes, 
and they set him thereon. : 

8 And a very great multitude 
spread their garments in the way; 
others cut down branches from the 
trees, and strawed them in the way. 

9 And the multitudes that went 
before, and _ that followed, cried, 
saying, H6-san’na to the son of Da’- 
vid: Blessed is he that cometh in 
the name of the Lord; H6-san’na 
in the highest. 

10 And when he was come into 
Jé-ru’sa-lém, all the city was moved, 
eaving, Who is this ? 

ll And the multitude said, This is 
rea the prophet of Naz’a-réth of 
Gal’‘-lee. 


12 7 And Jé’sus went into the tem- 
ple of God, and cast out all them 
that sold and bought in the temple, 
and overthrew the tables of the 
moneychangers, and the seats of 
them that sold doves, 

13 And said unto them, It is writ- 
ten, My house shall be called the 
house of prayer; but ye have made 
it a den of thieves.

16 And said unto him, Hearest 
thou what these say? And Je’sus 
saith unto them, Yea; have ye 
never read, Out of the mouth of 
babes and sucklings thou hast pér- 
fected praise ? 

17 ¢ And he left them, and went 
out of the city into Béth’a-ny; and 
he lodged there. 

18 Now in the morning as he 
See ag into the city, he hun- 

ered. 

"19 And when he saw a fig tree in 
the way, he came to it, and found 
nothing thereon, but leaves only, 
and said unto it, Let no fruit grow 
on thee henceforward for ever. 
And presently the fig tree withered 
away. 

20 And when the disciples saw it, 
the marvelled, saying, How soon 
is the fig tree withered away! 

21 Je’sus answered and said unto 
them, Verily I say unto you, If ye | 
have faith, and doubt not, ye shall | 
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not only do this which is done to the 
fig tree, but also if ye shall say unto 
this mountain, Be thou removed 
and be thou cast into the sea; it 
shall be done. : 

22 And all things, whatsoever ye 
shall ask in prayer, believing, ye 
shall receive. 

23 § And when he was come into 
the temple, the chief priests and 
the elders of the people came unto 
him as he was teaching, and said, 
By what authority doest thou these 
things? and who gave thee this 
authority ? 

24 And Je’sus answered and said 
unto them, I also will ask you one 
thing, which if ye tell me, Lin like 
wise will tell you by what authority 
I do these things. 

25 The baptism of John, whence 
was it? from heaven, or of men? 
And they reasoned with then- 
selves, saying, It we shall say, From 
heaven; he will say unto us, Why 
did ye not then believe him ? 

26 Butif we shall say, Of men; we 
fear the people; for all hold John 
as a prophet. 

27 And they answered Jé’sus. and 
said, We cannot tell. Andhe said 
unto them, Neither tell I you by 
what authority I do these things. 

28 { Butwhatthinkye? A certain 
man had two sons; and he came to 
the first, and said, Son, go work to 
day in my vineyard. 

29 He answered and said, I will 
not: but afterward he repented, 
and went. . 

30 And he came to the second, and 
said likewise. And he answered 
and said, I go, sir: and went not. 

31 Whether of them twain did the 
will of his father? They say unto 
him, The first. Jé’sus saith unto 
them, Verily [ say unto you, That 
the publicans and the harlots go 
into the kingdom of God.before you. 
32 For John came unto you in the 
way of righteousness, and ye be- 
lieved him not: but the publicans 
and the harlots believed him: and 
ye, when ye had seen it, repented 
not afterward, that ye might be- 
lieve him. 

33 Hear another parable: There 
was acertain householder, which 
planted a vineyard, and hedged it 
round about, and digged a wine- 
eae in it, and built a tower, and 
et it out to husbandmen, and went 
into a far country: 

34 And when the time of the fruit 
drew near, he sent his servants to 
the husbandmen, that they might 
receive the fruits of it. 
pe 
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35 And the husbandmen took his 
servants, and beat one, and killed 
another, and stoned another. 

36 Again, he sent other servants 
more than the first: and they did 
unto them likewise. 

37 But last of all he sent unto them 
his son, saying, They will reverence 
my son. 

388 But when the husbandmen saw 
the son, they said among them- 
selves, This is the heir; come, let us 
kill him, and let us seize on his in- 
heritance. : 

39 And they caught him, and cast 
him out of the vineyard, and slew 


him. 

40 When the lord therefore of the 
vineyard cometh, what will he do 
unto those husbandmen ? 

41 They say unto him, He will 
iniserably destroy those wicked 
men, and will let out his vineyard 
unto other husbandmen, which 
shall render him the fruits in their 
seasons. 

42 Je’sus saith unto them, Did ye 
never read in the scriptures, The 
stone which the builders rejected, 
the same is become the head of the 
corner: this is the Lord’s doing, 
and it is marvellous in our eyes ? 

43 Therefore say I unto you, The 
kingdom of God shall be taken 
from you, and given to a nation 
bringing forth the fruits thereof. 

44 And whosoever shall fall on 
this stone shall be broken: but on 
whomsoever it shall fall, it will 
grind him to powder. 

45 And when the chief priests and 
Phar’i-sees had heard his parables 
they perceived that he spake of 
them. 

46 But when they sought to lay 
hands on him, they feared the mul- 
titude, because they took him for a 
prophet. 


CHAPTER 22. 

1 Theking’s marriage feast. 15 Tribute to 
Czsar. 23 Concerning the resurrection. 
84 The first and great commandment. 

ND Je’sus answered and spake 
unto them again by parables, 
and said, 

2 The kingdom of heayen is like 
unto a certain king, which madea 
marriage for his son 

3 And sent forth his servants to 
call them that were bidden to the 
wedding: and they: would not 
come. | 

4 Again, he sent forth other ser- 
vants, saying, Tell them which are 
bidden, Behold, I have wprspates 
my dinner: my oxen and my fat- 
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lings are killed, and all things are 
ready: come unto the marriage. 

5 But they made light of 7, and 
went their ways, one to his farm, 
another to his merchandise: 

6 And the remnant took his ser- 
vants, and entreated them spite- 
fully, and slew them. 

7 But when the king heard thereof, 
he was wroth: and he sent forth 
his armies, and destroyed those 
PAeASEETS, and burned up their 
city. 

8 Then saith he to his servants, 
The wedding is ready, but they 
which were bidden were not wor- 


thy. 

9 Go ye therefore into the high- 
ways, and as many as ye Shall find, 
bid to the marriage. 

10 So those servants went out 
into the highways, and gathered 
together all as many as they found, 
both bad and good: and the wed- 
ding was furnished with guests. 

11 4 And when the king came in 


to see the guests, he saw there a 
man which had not on a wedding 
garment: 


12 And he saith unto him, Friend, 
how camest thou in hither not hay- 
ing a wedding garment? And he 
was speechless. 

13 Then said the king to the 
servants, Bind him hand and foot, 
andtake him away, and cast him 
into outer darkness; there shall be 
weeping and gnashing of teeth. 

14 For many are called, but few 
are chosen. 

15 § Then went the Phar’i-sees 
and took counsel how they might 
entangle him in his talk. 

16 And they sent out unto him 
their disciples with the Hé-ro’di. 
ans, saying, Master, we know that 
thou art true, and teachest the way 
of God in truth, neither carest thou 
for any man: for thou regardest 
not the person of men. 

17 Tell us therefore, What think- 
est thou? Is it lawful to give trib- 
ute unto Ce’sar, or not? 

18 But Jeé’sus_ perceived their 
wickedness, and said, Why tempt 
ye me, ye hypocrites ?. 

19 Shew me the tribute money. 
And they brought unto him a 
penny. 

20 And he saith unto them, Whose 
is this image and superscription ? 

21 They say unto him, Ce’sar’s. 
Then saith he unto them, Render 
therefore unto Ce’sar the things 
which are Ce’sar’s; and unto God 
the things that are God’s, 

22 When they had heard these 
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words, they marvelled, and left 
him, and went their way. 

23 J The same day came to him 
the Sad’du-cees, which say that 
de is no resurrection, and asked 

im, ‘ 

24 Saying, Master, Mo’ses said, If 
aman die, having no children, his 
brother shall marry his wife, and 
raise up seed unto his brother. 

25 Now there were with us seven 
brethren: and the first, when he 
had married a wife, deceased, 
and, having no issue, left his wife 
unto his brother: 

26 Likewise the second also, and 
the third, unto the seventh. 

27 And last of all the woman died 


also. 

28 Therefore in the resurrection 
whose wife shall she be of the 
seven ? for they all had her. 

29 Je’sus answered and said unto 
them, Ye do err, not knowing the 
scriptures, nor the power of God. 

30 For in the resurrection they 
neither marry, nor are given in 
marriage, but are as the angels of 
God in heaven. 

31 But as touching the resurrec- 
tion of the dead, have ye not read 
that which was spoken unto you by 
God, saying, 

32 Lam the God of A’bra-ham, and 
the God of I’/saac, and the God of 
Ja/cob? God is not the God of the 
dead, but of the living. 

33 And when the multitude heard 
this, they were astonished at his 
doctrine. 

34 9 But when the Phar’i-sees had 
heard that he had put the Sad’du- 

ees to silence, they were gathered 
ogether. 

35 Then one of them, which was a 
lawyer, asked him a question, tempt- 
ing him, and saying, 

36 Master, which is the great com- 
mandment in the law ? 

37 Je’sus said unto him, Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with 
all thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thy mind. 

38 This is the first and great com- 
mandment. 

39 And the second is like unto it, 
Thou shalt love thy neighbour as 
thyself. 

40 On these two commandments 
hang all the law and the prophets. 

41 { While the Phar’i-sees were 
patted at together, Jé’sus asked 

em, 

42 Saying, What think ye _ of 
Christ? whose son is he? They 
i unto him, The son of Da’vid. 

43 He saith unto them, How then 
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doth Da’vid in spirit call him Lord, 
saying, 

44 Tne LORD said unto my Lord 
Sit thou on my right hand, till 
make thine enemies thy footstool ? 

45 If Da’vid then call him Lord, 
how is he his son ? 

46 And no man was able to answer 
him a word, neither durst any man 
from that day forth ask him any 
more questions. 


CHAPTER 23. 


1 Admonition to follow good doctrine, now 
evil examples of the scribes and Phari- 
sees. 13 Denunciation of eight woes. 384 
Christ foretells the destruction of Jerusa- 
em. 

biota: spake Je’sus to the multi. 

tude, and to his disciples, 

2 Saying, The scribes and the 
Phar’l-sees sit in MO’ses’ seat: 

3 All therefore whatsoever they 
bid you observe, that observe and 
do; but do not ye after their 
works: for they say,and do not. 

4 For they bind heavy burdens 
and grievous to be borne, and lay 
them on men’s shoulders ; but the 
themselves Will not move them wit 
one of their fingers. 

5 But all their works they do for 
to be seen of men: they make broad 
their phylacteries, and enlarge the 
borders of their garments, 

6 And love the uppermost rooms 
at feasts, and the chief seats in the 
synagogues, 

7 And greetings in the markets, 
and to be called of men, Rab’bi, 
Rab’bi. 

8 But be not ye called Rab’bi: for 
one is your Master, even Christ; 
and all ye are brethren. 

9 And call no man your father 
upon the earth: for one is your 
Father, which is in heaven. 

10 Neither be ye called masters: for 
one is your Master, even Christ. 

11 But_he that is greatest among 
you shall be your servant. 

12 And whosoever shall exalt him- 
self shall be abased; and he that 
shall humble himself shall be ex- 
alted. 

13 §| But woe unto you, scribes and 
Phar'i-sees, hypocrites ! for ye shut 
up the kingdom of heaven against 
men: for ye neither go in yourselves, 
neither suffer ye them that are en- 
tering to go in. 

14 Woe unto you, scribes and 
Phar’i-sees, hypocrites ! for ye de- 
vour widows’ houses, and for a 

retence make long prayer: there- 

ore ye shall receive the greater 
damnation.

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15 Woe unto you, scribes and 
Phar’i-sees, hypocrites! for ye 
compass sea and land to make one 
proselyte, and when he is made, ye 
make him twofold more the child 
of hell than yourselves.

21 And whoso shall swear by the 
temple, sweareth by it, and by him 
that dwelleth therein. 

' 22 And he that shall swear by hea- 
ven, sweareth by the throne of God, 
and by him that sitteth thereon. 

23 Woe unto you, scribes and Phar’. 
I-sees, hypocrites! for ye pay tithe 
of mint and anise and cummin, and 
have omitted the weightier matters 
of the law, judgment, mercy, and 
faith: these ought ye to have done, 
and not to leave the other undone. 

24 Ye blind guides, which strain 
at a gnat, and swallow a camel. 

25 oe unto you, scribes and 
Phar'i-sees, hypocrites! for ye 
make clean the outside of the cup 
and of the platter, but within they 
are full of extortion and excess. 

26 Thou blind Phar'i-see, cleanse 
first that which is within the cup 
and platter,that the outside of them 
may be clean also. 

27 Woe unto you, scribes and Phar’- 
I-sees, hypocrites! for ye are like 
unto whited sepulchres, which in- 
deed appear beautiful outward, but 
are within full of dead men’s bones, 
and of all uncleanness. 

_ 28 Even so ye also outwardly ap- 
pear righteous unto men, but with- 
H ae are full of hypocrisy and in- 

uity. 

| Woe unto you, scribes and 

Phar'i-sees, hypocrites! because 

ye build the tombs of the prophets, 

and garnish the sepulchres of the 
righteous, 

30 And say, If we had beenin the 
days of our fathers, we would not 
have been partakers with them in 
the blood of the prophets. 
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31 Wherefore ye be witnesses unto 
yourselves, that ye are the children 
of them which killed the prophets.

34 J Wherefore, behold, I send 
unto you prophets, and wise men,

35 That upon you may come all the 
righteous blood shed upon the 
earth, from the blood of righteous 
A’bel unto the blood of Zach-a-ri’as 
son of Bar-a-chi/as, whom ye slew 
between the temple and the altar.

2 And Jé’sus said unto them, See 
ye not all these things? verily i say 
unto you, There shall not be left 
here one stone upon another, that 
shall not be thrown down. 

8 § And as he sat upon the mount 
of Olives, the disciples came unto 
him privately saying. Tell us, when 
shall these things be? and what 
shall be the sign of thy coming, and 
of the end of the world ? 

4 And Je’sus answered and said 
unto them, Take heed that no man 
deceive you. 

5 For many shall come in ay 
name, saying, I am Christ; an 
shall deceive many... 

6 And ye shall hear of wars and 
rumours of wars: see that ye be 


Signs of Christ’s 
not troubled: for all these things 
must come to pass, but the end is 
not vet. 

7 For nation shall rise against 
nation, and kingdom against king- 
dom: and there shall be famines, 
and pestilences, and earthquakes, 
in divers places. Le 

8 All these are the beginning of 
sorrows. 

9 Then shall they deliver you up 
to be afflicted, and shall kill you: 
and ye shall be hated of all nations 
for my name’s sake. 

10 And then shall many be of- 
fended, and shall betray one 
another, and shall hate one an- 
other. 

11 And many false prophets shall 
rise, and shall deceive many. 

12 And because iniquity shall 
abound, the love of many shall 
wax cold. 

13 But he that shall endure unto 
the end, the same shall be saved. 

14 And this gospel of the kingdom 
shall be preached in all the world 
for a witness unto all nations; and 
then shall the end come. 

15 When ve therefore shalisee the 
abomination of desolation, spoken 
of b vewel the prophet, stand in 
the holy place, (whoso readeth, let 
him understand :) 

16 Then let them which be in Jt- 
de’a flee into the mountains: 

17 Let him which is on the house 
top not come down to take any thing 
out of his house: 

18 Neither let him which is in the 
field return back to take his clothes. 

19 And woe unto them that are 
with child, and to them that give 
suck in those days! 

20 But pray ye that your flight be 
not in the winter, neither on the 
sabbath day: 

21 For then shall be great tribula- 
tion, such as was not since the be- 
ginning of the world to this time, 
no, nor ever shall be. 

22 And except those days should 
be shortened, there should no flesh 
be saved: but for the elect’s sake 
those days shall be shortened. 

23 Then if any man shall say unto 

ou, Lo, here is Christ, or there ; be- 

ieve it not. 

24 For there shall arise false 
Christs, and false prophets, and 
shall shew great signs and wonders ; 
insomuch that, if it were possible, 
they shall deceive the very elect. 
- Behold, I have told you be- 

ore. 

26 Wherefore if they shall say 
‘unto you, Behold, he is in the 
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desert; go not forth: behold, he 7s 
in the secret chambers; believe it 


not. 

27 For as the lightning cometh out 
of the east, aud shineth even unto 
the west; so shall also the coming 
of the Son of man be. 

28 For wheresoever the carcase is 
there will the eagles be gathered 
together. 

29 ¥ Immediately after the tribu- 
lation of those days shall the sun be 
darkened, and the moon shall not 
give her light, and the stars shall 
fallfrom heaven, and the powers of 
the heavens shall be shaken: 

30 And then shall appear the sign 
of the Son of man in heaven: and 
then shall all the tribes of the earth 
mourn, and they shall see the Son 
of man coming in the clouds of 
heaven with power and great glory. 

31 And ‘he shall send his angels 
with a great sound of a trumpet, 
and they shall gather together his 
electfrom the four winds, from one 
end of heaven to the other. 

32 Now learn a parable of the fig 
tree; When his branch is yet ten- 
der, and putteth forth leaves, ye 
know that summer 7s nigh: 

33 So likewise ye, when ye shall 
see all these things, know that it is 
near, even at the doors. 

34 Verily I say unto you, This 
generation shall not pass, till all 
these things be fulfilled. : 

30 Heaven and earth shall pass 
away, but my words shall not pass 
away. 

36 § But of that day and hour 
knoweth no man, no, not the an- 
oe of heaven, but my Father 
only. 

37 But as the days of NO’e were, 
so shall also the coming of the Son 
of man be. 

38 For as in the days that were 
before the flood they were eating 
and drinking, marrying and giving 
in marriage, until the day that No‘e 
entered into the ark, 

39 And knew not until the flood 
came, and took them all away; so 


Shall, also the coming of the Son of 


man be. 

40 Then shall two be in the field; 
the one shall be taken, and the 
other left. Bitte, 

41 Two women shail be grinding at 
the mill; the one shall be taken, 
and the other left. 

42 § Watch therefore: for ye 
know not what hour your Lord 
doth come. 

43 But know this, that if the good- 
man of the house had known in 
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what watch the thief would come 
he would have watched, and would 
not have suffered his house to be 
broken up. 

44 Therefore be ye also ready: for 
in such an hour as ye think not the 
Son of man cometh. 

45 Who then is a faithful and wise 
servant, whom his lord hath made 
ruler over his household, to give 
them meat in due season ? 

46 Blessed is that servant, whom 
his lord when he cometh shall find 
so doing. 

47 Verily I say unto you, That he 
shall make him ruler over all his 
goods. 

48 But and if that evil servant 
shall say in his heart, My lord de- 
layeth his coming; 

49 And shall begin to smite his 
fellowservants, and to eat and drink 
with the drunken ; , 

50 The lord of that servant shall 
come ina day when he looketh not 
for him, and in an hour that he is 
not aware of 

51 And shall cut him asunder, and 
appoint him his portion with the 
hypocrites: there shall be weeping 
and gnashing of teeth. 


CHAPTER 25.

I should have received mine own 
with usury. 

28 Take therefore the talent from 
him, aud give it unto him which 
hath ten talents. 

29 For unto every one that hath 
shall be given, and he shall have 
abundance: but from him that hath 
not shall be taken away even that 
which he hath. 

30 And cast ye the unprofitable 
servant into outer darkness: there 
shall be weeping and gnashing of 
teeth. 

31 § When the Son of man shall 
come in his glory, and all the holy 
angels with him, then shall he sit 
upon the throne of his glory: 

32 And before him shall be gath- 
ered all nations; and he shall sepa- 
rate them one from another, as a 
shepherd divideth his sheep from 
the goats: 

33 And he shall set the sheep on 
Pie right hand, but the goats on the

34 Then shall the King say unto 
them on his right hand, Come, ye 
blessed of my Father, inherit the 
kingdom prepared for you from 
the foundation of the world: 

35 For I was an hungred, and ye 
gave me meat: I was thirsty, and 

ye pave me drink: I was a stranger, 
and ye took me in: 

36 Naked, and ye clothed me: I 
was sick, and ye visited me: I was 
in prison, and ye came unto me. 

37 Then shall the righteous answer 
him, saying, Lord, when saw we 
thee an hungred, and fed thee ? or 
thirsty, and gave thee drink ? 

38 When saw we thee a stranger 
and took thee in? or naked, an 
clothed thee ? 

_39 Or when saw we thee sick, or 
in prison, and came unto thee ? 

40 And the King shall answer and 
say unto them, Verily I say unto 
you, Inasmuch as ye have done it 
unto one of the least of these my 
brethren, ye have done it unto me. 

41 Then shall he say also unto 
them ou the left hand, Depart from 
me, ye cursed, into everlasting 
fire, prepared for the devil and his 
angels: 

42 For I was an hungred, and ye 
gave me no meat: I was thirsty, 
and ye gave me no drink: 

43 I was a stranger, and ye took 
me not in: naked, and ye clothed 
me not: sick, and in prison, and ye 
visited me not. 

- 44 Then shall they also answer 
him, saying, Lord, when saw we 
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thee an hungred, or athirst, or a 
stranger, or naked, or sick, or in 
prison, and did not minister unte 
thee ? 

45 Then shall he answer them, 
saying, Verily Isay unto you, Inas- 
much as ye did it not to one of the 
least of these, ye did 7¢ not to me. 

46 And these shall go away into 
everlasting punishment: but the 
righteous into life eternal.

Ange, he said unto his disciples, 

2 Ye know that after two days is 
the feast of the passover, and the 
ou of man is betrayed to be cruci- 

ed. 

3 Then assembled together the 
chief priests, and the scribes, and 
the eljders of the people, unto the 
palace of the high priest, who was 
called Ca/ia-phas, 

4 And consulted that they might 
take Jeé’sus by subtilty, and kill 
vim. 

5 But they said, Not on the feast 
day, lest there be an uproar among 
the people. 

6 § Now when Jé’sus was in Béth’- 
a-ny, in the house of Si’mon the 
leper, 

7 There came unto him a woman 
having an alabaster box of very 
precious ointment, and poured it 
on his head, as he sat at meat. 

8 But when his disciples saw 1t, 
they had indignation, saying, To 
what purpose 7s this waste ? ‘ 

9 For this ointment might have 
been sold for much, and given to 
the poor. 

10 When Jé’sus understood it, he 
said unto them, Why trouble ye the 
woman? for she hath wrought a 
good work upon me. 

ll For ye have the poor always 
with you; but me ye have not 
jalways. f 

12 For in that she hath poured this 
ointment on my body, she did iz 
for my burial. 

13 Verily I say unto you, Whereso- 
ever this gospel shall be preached 
in the whole world, there shall also 
this, that this woman hath done, be 
told for a memorial of her. 

14 ¢ Then one of the twelve, called 
Ju’das is-car’i-ot, went unto the 
chief priests 

15 And said wnto them, What will 
ye give me, and I will deliver him 
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unto you? And they covenanted 
with him for thirty pieces of 
silver. 

16 And from that time he sought 
opportunity to betray him. 

7 J Now the first day of the feasé 
of unleavened bread the disciples 
came to Je’sus, saying unto him, 
Where wilt thou that we prepare 
for thee to eat the passover ? 

18 And he said, Go into the city to 
such a man, and say unto him, The 
Master saith, My time is at hand; 
I will keep the passover at thy 
house with my disciples. 

19 And the disciples did as Je’sus 
had appointed them; and they 
made ready the passover. 

20 Now when the even was come, 
he sat down with the twelve. 

21 And as they did eat, he said 
i ictige'd I say unto you, that one ot 
you shall betray me. 

22 And they were exceeding sor- 
rowful, and began every one of 
va Oo say unto him, Lord, is 


23 And he answered and said, He 
that dippeth his hand with me in 
the dish, the same shall betray me. 

24 The Son of man goeth as it is 
written of him: but woe unto that 
man by whom the Son of man is 
betrayed ! it had been good for that 
man if he had not been born. 

209 Then Ju’das, which betrayed 
him, answered and said, Master, 
is it I? He said unto him, Thou 
hast said. 

26 § And as they were eating, 
Jé’sus took bread, and blessed 7, 
and brake 7¢,and gave it to the dis- 
ciples, and said, Take, eat; this is 
my body. ; 

27 And he took the cup, and gave 
thanks, and gave 7¢ to them, saying, 
Drink ye all of it; 

28 For this is my blood of the new 
testament, which is shed for many 
for the remission of sins. 

29 But I say unto you, I will not 
drink henceforth of this fruit of 
the vine, until that day when I 
drink it new with you in my Fa- 
ther’s kingdom. 

30 And when they had sung an 
oe they went out into the mount 
of Olives. 

31 Then saith Je’sus unto them 
All ye shall be offended because o 
me this night: for it is written, I 
will smite the shepherd, and the 
sheep of the flock shall be scattered 
abroad. 

32 But after I am risen again, 
I will go before you into Gal’t-lee. 

33 Pe’tér answered and said unto 
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Christ’s agony. 
him, Though all men shall be offend- 
ed because of thee, yet will I never 
be offended. 

34 Jé’sus said unto him, yeenn I 
say unto thee, That this night, be- 
fore the cock crow, thou shalt deny 
me thrice. 

35 Pe’tér said unto him, Though [ 
should die with thee, yet will I not 
deny thee. 
the disciples. 

j Then cometh Je’sus with 
them unto a place called Geth-sem’- 
a-né, and saith unto the disciples, 

Sit ye here, while I go and pray 
yonder. 

87 And he took with him Pe’tér 
and the two sons of Zéb’e-dee, and 
began to be sorrowful and very 
heavy. 

38 Then saith he unto them, My 
soul is exceeding surrowful, even 
unto death: tarry ye here, and 
watch with me. 

39 And he went'a little farther, 
and fell on his face, and prayed, 
saying, O my Father, if it be pos- 
sible, let this cup pass from me: 
nevertheless not as I will, but as 
thou wilt. 

40 And he cometh unto the dis- 
ciples, and findeth them iene 
and saith unto Pe’tér, What, cou d 
ye not watch with me one hour ? 

41 Watch and pray, that ye enter 
not into temptation: the spirit in- 
deed is willing, but the flesh 7s 
weak. 

42 He went away again the second 
time, and prayed, saying, O my 
Father, if this cup may not pass 
away from me, except I drink it, 
thy will be done. 

43 And he came and found them 
asleep again: for their eyes were 
heavy. 

44 And he left them, and went 
away again, and prayed the third 
time, saying the same words. 3 

45 Then cometh he to his dis- 
ciples, and saith unto them, Sleep 
on now, and take your rest: be- 
hold, the hour is at hand, and the 


Son of man is betrayed into the 


hands of sinners. 

46 Rise, let us be going: behold, 
he is at hand that doth betray me. 
47 | And while he yet spake, lo, 
Ju’das, one of the twelve, came, 
and with him a great multitude 
with swords and staves, from the 
chief priests and elders of the peo- 


ple. 

48 Now he that betrayed him gave 
them a sign, saying, Whomsoever I 
shall kiss, that same is he: hold 
him fast.

49 And forthwith he came to Je’- 
pus, and said, Hail, master; and

50 And Jé’sus said unto him, 
Friend, wherefore art thou come?

57 § And they that had laid hold 
on_Je’sus led him away to Mgr os 
phas the high priest, where the 
scribes and the elders were as- 
sembled. 

58 But Pe’tér followed him afar 
off unto the high priest’s palace, 
and went in, and sat with the ser- 
vants, to see the end. 

59 Now the chief priests, and eld- 
ers, and all the council, sought 
false witness against J e’sus, to put 
him to death; 

60 But found none: yea, though 
many false witnesses came, yet 
found theynone. At the last came 
two false witnesses, 

61 And said, This fe//ow said, I am 
able to destroy the temple of God, 
and to build it in three days. 

62 And the high priest arose, and 
said unto him, Answerest thou no- 
thing? what 7s it which these wit- 
ness against thee ?

65 Then the high priest rent his 
clothes, saying, He hath spoken 
blasphemy ; what further need have 
we of witnesses? behold, now ye 
have heard his biasphemy. 

66 What think ye? ‘They an- 
swered and said, He is guilty of 
death. 

67 Then did they spit in his face, 
and buffeted him; and others smote 
him with the palms of their hands, 

68 Saying, Prophesy unto us, thou 
Christ, Who is he that smote thee ? 

69 Now Pe’tér sat without in 
the palace: and a damsel came 
unto him, saying, Thou also wast 
with Jeé’sus of Gal’i-lee. 

70 But he denied before them all, 
saying, I know not what thou say- 
est. 


71 And when he was gone out 
into the porch, another maid saw 
him, and said unto them that were. 
there, This fellow was also with Je’- 
sus of Naz/a-réth. 

72 And again he denied with an 
oath, I do not know the man. 

73 And after a while came unto 
him they that stood by, and said 
to Pe’tér, Surely thou also art one 
of them; for thy speech bewray- 
eth thee. “ 

74 Then began he to curse and 
to swear, saying, I know not the 
man. And immediately the cock 
crew. 

7 And Pe’tér remembered the 
word of Jé’sus, which said unto 
him, Before the cock crow, thou 
shalt deny me thrice. And he went 
out, and wept bitterly.

8 Wherefore that field was called, 
The field of blood, unto this day. 

9 Then was fulfilied that which 
was spoken by Jé’e-my the pro- 
ee saying, And they took the 

hirty pieces of silver, the price of 
him that was valued, whom they 
of the children of Is’ra-el did value; 

10 And gaye them for the potter’s 
field, as the Lord appointed me. 

ll And Jé’sus stood before the 

overnor: and the governor asked 

im, saying, Art thou the King of 
the Jews? And Je’sus said unto 

him, Thou sayest. 

12 "And when he was accused of 
the chief priests and elders, he an- 
swered nothing. 

13 Then said Pilate unto him, 
Hearest thou not how many things 
they witness against thee ? 

14 ‘And he answered him to never 
a word; insomuch that the gover- 
nor marvelled greatly. 
J5 Now at that feast 
was wont to release unto the peonle 
a prisoner, whom they would. 

16 And they had then a notable 
prisoner, called Ba-rab’bas. 

17 Therefore when they were 

athered together, Pilate said unto 

hem, Whom will ye that I release 
unto you? Ba-rab’bas, or Je’sus 
which is called Christ ? 

18 For he knew that for envy they 
had delivered him. 
19 | When he was set down on the 
judemcet seat, his wife sent unto 

im, saying, Have thou nothing to 
do with that just man: for I have 
suffered many things this day in a 
dream because of him. 

20 But the chief priests and elders 
persuaded the multitude that they 
should ask Ba-rab’bas, and destroy 
Je’sus. 

21. The governor answered and 
said unto them, Whether of the 
twain will ye that I release unto 
you? They said, Ba-rab’bas. 

22 Pilate saith unto them, What 
sball I do then with Je’sus which is 
called Christ? They all say unto 
him, Let him be crucified. 

23 And the governor said, Why, 
what evil hath he done? But they 
cried out the more, saying, Let him 
be crucified. 
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The crucifixion 


24 § When Pi'late saw_ that he 
could prevail nothing, but ‘that 
rather a tumult was made, he took 
water, and washed his hands before 
the multitude, saying, I am inno- 
cent of the blood of this just per- 
son: see ye fo it. 

25 Then answered all the people, 
and said, His blood be on us, and on 
our children. 

26 ¢ Then released he Ba-rab’bas 
unto them: and when he_ had 
scourged Je’sus, he delivered him 
to be crucified. ; 

27 Then the soldiers of the gov- 
ernor took Jeé’sus into the common 
hall, and gathered unto him the 
whole band of soldiers. 

98 And they stripped him, and put 
on him a scarlet robe. 

299 ¢ And when they had platted a 
crown of thorns, they put 7¢ upon 
his head, and a reed in his right 
hand: and they bowed the knee be- 
fore him, and mocked him, saying, 
Hail, King of the Jews! 

30 And they spit upon him, and 
took the reed, and smote him on 
the head. 

31 And after that they had mocked 
him, they took the robe off from 
him, and put his own raiment on 
eal and led him away to crucify 
vm. 

32 And as they came out, they 
found a man of Cy-re’né, Si’mon 
by name: him they comvelled to 
bear his cross. 

33 And when they were come 
unto a place called GOl’go-tha, that 
is to say, a place of a skull, 

34 J They gave him vinegar to 
drink mingled with gall: and when 
he had tasted thereof, he would not 
drink. 

35 And they crucified him, and 
parted his garments, casting lots: 
that it might be fulfilled which was 
spoken by the prophet, They parted 
my garments among them, and 
upon my vesture did they cast lots. 
36 And sitting down they watched 
him there ; 5 
37 And set up over his head his 
accusation written, THIS IS JE’- 
SUS THE KING OF THE JEWS. 
38 Then were there two thieves 
crucified with him, one on _ the 
right hand, and another on the left. 
3s And they that passed by re- 
viled him, wagging their heads, 

40 And saying, Thou that destroy- 
est the temple, and buildest t# in 
three days, save thyself. If thou 
be the Son of God, come down 
from the cross. 

41 Likewise also the chief priests

mocking him, with the scribes and 
elders, said, 

42 He saved others; himself he 
cannot save. If he be the King of 
is'ra-el, let him now come down 
from the cross, aud we will believe 

im. 

43 He trusted in God; let him de- 
liver him now, if he will have him: 
for he said, Iam the Son of God. 
44 The thieves also, which were 
crucified with him, cast the same 
in his teeth. 

45 Now from the sixth hour there 
was darkness over all the land unto 
the ninth hour. i 
46 And about the ninth hour Je’sus 
cried with a loud voice, saying, 
E'li, &/li, la’ma sa-bach-tha’ni? that 
is to‘say, My God, my God, why 
hast thou forsaken me ? 

47 Some of them that stood there, 
when they heard that, said, This 
man Calleth for F-li/as. 

48 And straightway one of them 
ran, and took a spunge, and filled it 
with vine ar, and put7é on a reed, 
and gave him to drink. 

49 The rest said, Let be, let us see 
whether E-li/as will come to save 

im. 

50 J Je’sus, when he had cried 
again with a loud voice, yielded up 
the ghost. 

51 And, behold, the veil of the 
temple was rent in twain from the 
top to the bottom; and the earth 
did quake, and the rocks rent; 

52 d the graves were opened; 
and many bodies of the saints 
whieh slept arose, 
53 And came out of the graves 
after his resurrection, and went 
into the holy city, and appeared 
unto many. 

54 Now when the centurion, and 
they that were with him, watchin 
Je’sus, saw the earthquake, an 
those things that were done, they 
feared greatly, saying, Truly this 
was the Son of God. 

55 And many women were there 
beholding afar off, which followed 
Jesus from Gal’i-lee, ministering 
unto him: 

56 Among which was Ma’/ry Mag- 
da-le’né, and Ma’ry the mother of 
James and Jo’/ses, and the mother 
of Zéb’e-dee’s children. 

57 When the even was come, there 
came a rich man of Ar-i-ma-the’a, 
hamed JOo’seph, who also himself 
was Je’gus’ disciple: 

58 He went to Pi’late, and bopgen 
the body of Jé’sus. Then Pilate 
commanded the body to be de- 
livered. 
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59 And when JOo’seph had taken 
the body, he wrapped it in a clean 
linen cloth, 

60 And laid it in his own new 
tomb, which he had hewn out in 
the rock: and he rolled a great 
stone to the door of the sepulchre, 
and departed. 

61 And there was Ma’/ry Mag-da- 
le’né, and the other Ma’ry, sitting 
over against the sepulchre. 

62 § Now the next day, that fol- 
lowed the day of the preparation, 
the chief priests and Phar’i-seeg 
came together untu Pi‘late, 

63 Saying, Sir, we remember that 
that deceiver said, while he was 
yet alive, After three days I will 
rise again. 

64 Command therefore that the 
sopulchre be made sure until the 
third day, lest his disciples come 
by night, and steal him away, and 
say unto the people, He is risen 
from the dead: so the last error 
shall be worse than the first. 

65 Pi/late said unto them, Ye have 
a watch: go your way, make 7 as 
sure as ye Can. 

66 So they went, and made the 
sepulchre sure, sealing the stone, 
and setting a watch. 


CHAPTER 28.

N the end of the sabbath, as it 

began to dawn toward the first 
day of the week, came Ma’ry Mag- 
da-le’né and the other Ma’/ry to see 
the sepulchre.

8 And Je’sus came and spake 
unto them, saying, All power is 
given unto me in heaven and in 
earth. 

19 J Go ye therefore, and teach all 
nations, baptizing them in the name 
of the Father, and of the Son, and 
of the Ho’ly Ghost: . 

20 Teaching them to observe ail 
things whatsoever I have com- 
manded you: and, lo, I am with 
you Bayt even unto the end of the 
world. Afnen.

6 And Jobn was clothed with 
camel’s hair,and with a girdle of a 
skin about his loins; and he did eat 
locusts and wild honey ; 

7 And preached, saying, There com- 
eth one mightier than I after me, 
the latchet of whose shoes I am not 
worthy to stoop down and unloose. 

8 I indeed have baptized you with 
water: but he shall baptize you with 
the Ho’ly Ghost. 


9 And it came to pass in those 
days, that Je’sus came from Naz/a- 
réth of Gal’i-lee, and was baptized 
of JOhn in J6r’dan. 

10 And straightway eWirmea up out 
of the water, he saw the heavens 
opened, and the Spirit like a dove 
descending upon him: 

1 And there came a voice from 
heaven, saying, Thou art my be- 
loved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased. vet 

12 And immediately the spirit 
driveth him into the wilderness. 

13 And he was vhere in the wilder- 
ness forty days, tempted of Sa/tan; 
and was with the wild beasts; and 
the angels ministered unto him. 

14 Now after that John was put 
in prison, Je’sus came into Gal’i-lee, 
pesca the gospel of the kingdom 
of Go 


15 And saying, The time is ful- 


filled, and the kingdom of God is at 
hand: repent ye, and believe the 
gospel. 

16 Now as he walkea by the sea of 


Gal’llee, he saw Si/mon and An/- | 


drew his brother casting a net into 
the sea: for they were fishers. 

17 And Jé’sus said unto them, 
Come ye after me, and I will make 
you to become fishers of men. 
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18 And straightway they forsook 

their nets, and followed him. | 

And when he had gone a little 
farther thence, he saw James the 
son of Zéb’e-dee, and John his bro- 
ther, who also were in the ship 
mending their nets. 

20 And straightway he called 
them: and they left their father 
Zéb’e-dee in the ship with the hired 
servants, and went after him. 

21 And they went into Ca-pér’na- 
tim; and straightway on the sab- 
bath day he entered into the syna- 
gogue, and taught. , 

22 And they were astonished at 
his doctrine: for he taught them as 
one that had authority, and not as 
the scribes. 

23 And there was in their syna- 
gogue aman with an unclean spirit; 
and he cried out, 

24 Saying, Let ws alone; what have 
we to do with thee, thou Jé’sus of 
Naz’/a-réth? art thou come to de- 
stroy us? I know thee who thou 
art, the Holy One of God. | 
25 And Je’sus rebuked him, say- 
ing, Hold thy peace, and come out 
of him. 

26 And when the unclean spirit 
had torn him, and cried with aloud 
voice, he came out of him. 4 

27 And they were all amazed, in- 
somuch that they questioned among 
themselves, pening) What thing is 
this? what new doctrine 7s this ? 
for with authority commandeth he 
even the unclean spirits, and they 
do obey him. 

28 And immediately his fame 
spread abroad throughout ail the 
region round about Gal’i-lee. 

9 And forthwith, when they were 
come out of the synagogue, they 
entered into the house of Si/mon 
and An‘drew, with James and John. 

30 But Si’/mon’s wife’s mother 
lay sick of a fever, and anon they 
tell him of her. 

31 And he came and took her by 
the hand, and lifted her up; and 
immediately the fever left her, and 
she ministered unto them. 

32 And at even, when the sun did 
set, they brought unto him all that 
were diseased, and them that were 
possessed with devils. 

33 And all the city was gathered 
together at the door. 

384 And he healed many that were 
sick of divers diseases, and cast 
Out many devils; and suffered not 
the devils to speak, because they 
knew hin. 
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out, and departed into a solitary 
place, and there prayed. 

386 And Si’mon and they that were 
with him followed after him. 

37 And when they had found him, 
they said unto him, All men seek 
for thee. 

38 And he said unto them, Let us 
go into the next towns, that I may 
preach there also: for therefore 
came I forth. 

39 And he preached in their syna- 
gogues throughout all Gal’i-lee, and 
cast out devils. 

4) And there came a leper to hin, 
beseeching him, and kneeling down 
to him,and saying unto him, If thou 
wilt, thou canst make me clean. 

41 And Je’sus, moved with com- 
passion, put forth fis hand, and 
touched him, and saith unto him, I 
will; be thou clean. 

42 And as soon as he had spoken 
immediately the leprosy departed 
from him, and he was cleansed. | 

43 And he straitly charged him, 
and forthwith sent him away ; 

44 And saith unto him, See thou 
say nothing toany man: but go th 
way, shew thyself to the priest, 
and offer for thy cleansing those 
things which Mo’ses commanded, 
for a testimony unto them. 

45 But he went out, and began to 
publish 7# much, and to blaze abroad 
the matter, insomuch that Jé’sus 
could no more openly enter into 
the city, but was without in desert 
places: and they came to him from 
every quarter.

11 L say unto thee, Arise, and take 
up thy bed, and go thy way into 
thine house. 

12 And immediately he arose, took 
up the bed, and went forth before 
them all; insomuch that they were 
all amazed, and glorified God, say- 
ing, We never saw it on this fashion. 

13 And he went forth again by the 
sea side; and all the multitude re- 
sorted unto him, and he taught 
them. 

14 And as he passed by, he saw 
Le’vithe son of Al-phe’us sitting at 
the receipt of custom, and said 
unto him, Follow me. And he arose 
and followed him. 

15 And it came to pass, that, as 
Je’sus sat at meat in his house, 
many publicans and sinners sat 
also together with Jé’sus and his 
disciples: for there were many, 
and they followed him.

21 No man also seweth a piece of 
new cloth on an old engine else 
the new piece that filled it up tak- 
eth away from the old, and the rent 
is made worse. 

22 And no man putteth new wine 
into old bottles: else the new wine 
doth burst the bottles, and the wine: 
is spilled, and the bottles will be 
marred: but new wine must be put 
into new bottles. . 

23 And it came to pass, that he 
went through the corn fields on the 
sabbath day; and his disciples be- 
gan, as they went, to pluck the ears 
of corn. 

24 And the Phar’i-sees said unto 
him, Behold, why do they on the

2 And when he was come out of 
the ship, immediately there met 
him out of the tombs a man with an 
unclean spirit, 

3 Who had his dwelling among the 
tombs; and no man could bind 
him, no, not with chains: 

4 Because that he had been often 
bound with fetters and chains, and 
the chains had been plucked asun- 
der by him, and the fetters broken 
in pieces: neither could any man 
tame him. 

5 And always, night and day, he 
was in the mountains, and in the 
tombs, crying, and cutting himself 
with stone 

6 But when he saw Jé’sus afar off, 
he ran and worshipped him, 

7 And cried with a loud voice, 
and said, What have I to do with 
thee, Je’sus, thou Son of the most 
high God ? I adjure thee by God, 
that thou torment me not. 

8 For he said unto him, Come out 
of the man, thow unclean spirit. 

9 And he asked him, What ts thy 
hame? And he answered, saying, 
My name is Legion: for we are 
many. } 

10 And he besought him much that 
he would not send them away out 
of the country. 

ll Now there was there nigh unto 
the mountains a great herd of 
swine feeding. 

12 And all the devils besought 
him, saying, Send us intothe swine, 
that we may enter into them. 

13 And forthwith Jé’sus gave them 
leave. And the unclean spirits went 
out, and entered into the swine: 
and the herd ran violently down a 
steep place into the sea, (they were 
about two thousand;) and were 
choked in the sea. 

14 And they that fed the swine 
fled, and told 7¢ in the city, and in 
the country. And they went out to 
see what it was that was done. 

15 And they come to Jé’sus, and 
see him that was possessed with 
the devil, and had the legion, sit- 
ting,and clothed, and in his right 
mind: and they were afraid.

16 And they that saw 7t told them 
how it befell to him that was pos- 
sessed with the devil, and also con- 
cerning the swine. 

17 And they began to pray him to 
depart out of their coasts. 

18 And when he was come into the 
ship, he that had been possessed 
with the devil prayed hiin that he 
might be with him. 

19 Howbeit Je’sus suffered him 
not, but saith unto him, Go home 
to thy friends, and tell them how 
great things the Lord hath cone for 
Ho and hath had compassion on 
thee. 

20 And he departed, and began to 
publish in Dé-cap’0-lis how great 
things Je’sus had done for him: 
aud all men did marvel. 

21 And when Je’sus was passed 
over again by ship unto the other 
side, much people gathered unto 
him: and he was nigh unto the 
sea. 

22 And, behold, there cometh one 
of the rulers of the synagogue, Ja- 
Yrus by name; and when he saw 
him. he fellat his feet, 

23 And besought him greatly, say- 
ing, My little daughter lieth at the 
point of death: / pray thee, come 
and lay thy hands on her, that she 
may be healed; and she shali live. 

24 And Jé’sus went with him; and 
much people followed him, and 
thronged him. 

25 And a certain woman, which 
had an issue of blood twelve years, 

26 And had suffered many things 
of many physicians, and had spent 
all that she had, and was nothing 
bettered, but rather grew worse, 

27 When she had heard of Jé’sus, 
came in the press behind, aid touch- 
ed his garment. 

28 For she said, If I may touch 
but his clothes, I shall be whole. 

29 And straightway the fountain 
of her blood was dried up; and she 
felt in her body that she was healed 
of that plague. 

30 And Je’sus, immediately know- 
ing in himself that virtue had gone 
out of him, turned him about in the 
press, and said, Who touched my 
clothes ? ; 

31 And his disciples said unto 
him, Thou seest the multitude 
| thronging thee, and sayest thon, 
Who touched me ? 

32 And he looked round about to 
see her that had done this thing. 

33 But the woman fearing and 
trembling, knowing what was done 
in her, came and fell down before 
him, and told him all the truth. 
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34 And he said unto her, Daugh- 
ter, thy faith hath made thee whole; 
gO in peace, and be whole of thy 
lague. 

PS While he yet spake, there came 
from the ruler of the synagogue’s 
house certain which said, Thy 
daughter is dead: why troublest 
thou the Master any further’? 

36 As soon as Je’sus heard the 
word that was spoken, he saith unto 
the ruler of the synagogue, Be not 
afraid, only believe. 

37 And he suffered no man to fol- 
low him, save Pe’tér, and James, 
and John the brother of James. 

38 And he cometh to the house of 
the ruler of the synagogue, and 
seeth the tumult, and them that 
wept and wailed greatly. : 

39 And when he was come in, he 
saith unto them, Why make ye this 
ado, and weep? the damsel is not 
dead, but sleepeth. 

40 And they laughed him to scorn. 
But when he had put them all out, 
he taketh the father and the mo- 
ther of the damsel, and them that 
were with him, and entereth in 
where the damsel was lying. 

41 And he took the damsel by the 
hand, and said unto her, Tal’i-tha 
cu’'mi; which is, being interpreted, 
Damsel, I say unto thee, arise. 

42 And straightway the damsel 
arose, and walked; for she was 
of the age of twelve years. And 
they were astonished With a great 
astonishment. 

43 And he charged them straitly 
that no man should know it; and 
commanded that something should 
be given her to eat. 


CHAPTER 6. 


1 Christ’s home reception. 7 The apostles 
instructed. 27 John the Baptist beheaded. 
34 Miracle of five loaves and two fishes. 
48 Christ walks on the sea. 53 Many are 
healed. 

a he went out from thence, 

and came into his own ceun- 
try ; and his disciples follow him. 

2 And when the sabbath day was 
come, he began to teach in the 
synagogue: and many hearing him 
were astonished, saying, From 
whence hath this man these things ? 
and what wisdom 7s this which is 
given unto him, that even such 
mighty works are wrought by his 
hands ? 

3 Is not this the carpenter, the son 
of Ma’ry, the brother of James, and 
J0’sés, and of Ju’da, and Si/mon ? 
and are not his sisters here with 
us? And they were offended at him. 
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4 But Je’sus said unto them, A 
prophet is not without honour, but 
in his own country, and among his 
own kin, and in his own house. 

5 And he could there do no 
mighty work, save that he laid. his 
hands upon a few sick folk, and 
healed them. 

6 And he marvelled because of 
their unbelief. And he went round 
about the villages, teaching. 

7 Ae he called unto him the. 
twelve, and began to send them 
forth by two and two; and gave 
them power over unclean Sea 

8 And commanded them that they 
should take nothing for their jour- 
ney, save a staff only; no scrip, ne 
bread, no money in their purse: 

9 But be shod with sandals; and 
not put on two coats. 

10 And he said unto them, In what 
place soever ye enter into an house, 
ee abide till ye depart from that 
place. 

11 And whosoever shall not re- 
ceive you, nor hear you, when ye 
depart thence, shake off the dust 
under your feet for a testimony 
against them. Verily I — unto 
you, It shall be more tolerable for 
Sod’om and G6-moOr’rha in the day 
of judgment, than for that city. 

12 And they went out, and 
preached that men should repent. 

13 And they cast out many devils 
and anointed with oil many that 
were Sick, and healed ‘hem. 

14 And king Hér’od heard of him; 
(for his name was spread abroad :) 
and he said, That John the Bap’tist 
was risen from the dead, and there- 
fore mighty works do shew forth, 
themselves in him. 

15 Others said, That it is E-li’as. 
And others said, That it is a pro- 
phet, or as one of the prophets. 

16 But when Hér’od heard thereof, 
he said, It is John, whom I be- 
headed: he is risen frora the dead. 

17 For Hér’od himseif had sent 
forth and laid hold vpen John, and 
bound him in prison for Hé-ro’- 
di-as’ sake, his »rother Phil’ip’s 
wife: fer he had married her. 

18 For John had said unto Hér’od, 
It is not lawful for thee to have thy 
brother’s wife. 

19 Therefore Hé6-ro'di-as had a 
quarrel against him, and would 
have killed him; butshe could not; 

20 For Hér’od feared J ohn, know- 
ing that he was a just man and an 
him; and when 
he heard him, he did many things, 
and heard him gladly. } 

21 And when a convenient day 
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was come, that Hér’od on his birth- 
day made a supper to his lords 
high captains, and chief estates of 

Gal'i-lee ; 

22 And when the daughter of the 
said Hé-ro’di-as came in, and 
danced, and pleased Hér’od and 
them that sat with him, the king 
said unto the damsel, Ask of me 
whatsoever thou wilt, and I will 
give it thee. 

23 And he sware unto her, What- 
soever thou shalt ask of me, I will 
gine it thee, unto the half of my 

ingdom. 

24 And she went forth, and said 
unto her mother, What shall I ask ? 
And she said, The head of John 
the Bap’tist. 

25 And she came in straightway 
with haste unto the king, and 
asked, saying, I will that thou give 
me by and by in a charger the head 
of John the Bap'tist. 

26 And the king was exceedin 
sorry; yet for his oath’s sake, anc 
for their sakes which sat with him, 
he would not reject her. 
27 And immediately the king sent 
an executioner, and commanded 
his head to be brought: and he went 
and beheaded him in the prison, 

28 And brought his head in a 
charger, and gave it to the damsel: 
and the damsel gave it to her mo- 

er. 

29 And when his disciples heard 
of it, they came and took up his 
corpse, and laid it in a tomb. 

30 And the apostles gathered 
themselves together unto Je’sus, 
and told him all things, both what 
they had done, and what they had 
taught. 

31 And he said unto them, Come 
ye yourselves apart into a desert 
place, and rest a while: for there 
were Many coming and going, and 
they had no leisure so much as to 


eat. 

32 And they departed into a desert 
place by ship privately. 

33 And the people saw them de- 
parting, and many knew him, and 
ran afoot thither out of all cities, 
and outwent them, and came to- 
gether unto him. 

384 And J3’sus, when he came out, 
saw much people, and was moved 
with compassion toward them, be- 
cause they were as sheep not hav- 
ing a shepherd: and he began to 
teach them many things. 

35 And when the day was now far 
spent, his disciples came unto him, 
and said, This is a desert nine, 
and now the time is far passed: 
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36 Send them away, that they nay 
go into the country round about, 
and into the villages, and buy 
themselves bread: for they have 
nothing to eat. 

37 He answered and said unto 
them, Give ye them to eat. And 
they say unto him, Shall we go 
and buy two hundred pennyworth 
of bread, and give them to eat ? 

38 He saith unto them, How many 
loaves have ye? go and see. And 
when they knew, they say, Five, 
and two fishes. 

39 And he commanded them to 
make all sit down by companies 
upon the green grass. ‘ 
40 And they sat down in ranks, by 
hundreds, and by fifties. 

41 And when he had taken the 
five loaves and the two fishes, he 
looked up to heaven, and blessed, 
and brake the loaves, and gave them 
to his disciples to set before them; 
and thetwofishes divided he among 
them all. 

42 And they did all eat, and were 
filled. 

43 And they took up twelve bas- 
kets full of the fragments, and of 
the fishes. 

44 And they that did eat of the 
loaves were about five thousand 
men. 

45 And _ straightway he _ con- 
strained his disciples to get into 
the ship, and to go to the other side 
before unto Béth-sa/i-da, while he 
sent away the people. 

46 And when he had sent them 
away, he departed into a mountain 
to pray. 

47 And when even was come, the 
ship was in the midst of the sea, 
and he alone on the land. 

48 And he saw them toiling in 
rowing; for the wind was contrar 
unto them: and about the fourth 
watch of the night he cometh unto 
them, walking upon the sea, and 
would have passed by them. 

49 But when they saw him walk- 
ing upon the sea, they supposed it 
had been a spirit, and cried out: 

50 For they all saw him, and were 
\troubled. And immediately he 
‘talked with them, and saith unte 
them, Be of good cheer: itis 1; be 
not afraid. 

51 And he went up unto them into 
the ship; and the wind ceased: and 
they were sore amazed in them- 
selves beyond measure, and won- 
dered. 

52 For they considered not the 
miracle of the loaves: for their 
heart was hardened. 
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53 And when they had _ passed 
over, they came into the land of 
Gén-nés’/a-rét, and drew to the 
shore. 

54 And when they were come out 
“A the ship, straightway they knew 
him, 

55 And ran through that whole 
region round about, and began to 
carry about in beds those that were 
sick, where they heard he was. 

56 And whithersoever he entered, 
into villages, or cities, or country 
they laid the sick in the streets, and 
besought him that they might 
touch if it were but the border of 
his garment: and as many as 
touched him were made whole. 


CHAPTER 7. 

1 Denunciation of Pharisees. 14 What 
defiles the man. 24 The Syrophenician 
woman. 81 Christ heals others. 

A ee came together unto him 

the Phar’i-sees, and certain of 
the scribes, which came from Jé- 
ru’sa-lem. 

2 And when they saw some of his 
disciples eat bread with defiled, 
that is to,say, with unwasben, 
hands, they found fault. 

3 For the Phar’i-sees, and all the 
Jews, except card | wash their hands 
oft, eat not, holding the tradition 
of the elders. 

4 And when they come from the 
market, except they wash, they eat 
not. And many other things there 
be, which they have received to 
hold, as the washing of cups, and 
pets, brasen vessels, and of ta- 

es. 


5 Then the Phar’i-sees and scribes 
asked him, Why walk not thy dis- 
ciples according to the tradition of 
the elders, but eat bread with un- 
washen hands? 

6 He answered and said unto 
them, Well hath £-sa’jas prophesied 
of you hypocrites, as it is written, 
This people honoureth me with 
their lips, but their heart is far 
from me. 

7 Howbeit in vain do they wor- 
ship me, teaching for doctrines the 
commandments of men. 

8 For laying aside the command- 
ment of God, ye hold the tradition 
of men, as the washing of pots and 
cups: and many other such like 
things ye do. 

9 And he said unto them, Full 
well ye reject the commandment 
of God, that ye may keep your own 
tradition. 

10 For Mo’ses said, Honour thy 
father and thy mother; and, Whoso 
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curseth father or mother, let him 
die the death: 

11 But ye say, If a man shall say to 
his father or mother, /¢ is Corban, 
that is to say, a gift, by whatsoever 
thou mightest be profited by me; 
he shall be free. 

12 And ye suffer him no more to 
do ought for his father or his 
mother ; 

138 Making the word of God of 
none effect through your. tradition, 
which ye have delivered: and many 
such like things do ye. 

14 ¢ And when he had called all 
the people unto him, he said unto 
them, Hearken unto me every one 
of you, and understand: 

15 There is nothing from without 
a man, that entering into him can 
defile him: but the things which 
come out of him, those are they 
that defile the man. 

16 If any man have ears to hear, 
let him hear. 

17 And when he was entered into 
the house from the people, his dis- 
ciples asked him concerning the 
parable. 

18 And he saith unto them, Are ye 
so without understanding also? Do 
ye not perceive, that whatsoever 
thing from without entereth into 
the man, i¢ cannot defile him; 

19 Because it entereth not into his 
heart, but into the belly, and goeth 
out into the draught, purging all 
meats? 

20 And he said, That which com- 
eth out of the man, that defileth 
the man. 

21 For from within, out of the 
heart of men, proceed evil thoughts, 
adulteries, fornications, murders, 

22 Thefts, covetousness, wicked- 
ness, deceit, lasciviousness, an evil 
eye, blasphemy, pride, foolishness: 

23 All these evil things come from 
within, and defile the man. 

24 § And from thence he arose, 
and went into the borders of Tyre 
and Si/ddn, and entered into an 
house, and would have no man 
know it: but he could not be hid. 

25 For a certain woman, ‘whose 
young daughter had an unclean 
spirit, heard of him, and came and 
fell at his feet: 

26 The woman was a Greek, a Sy- 
r0-phé-ni’¢ian by nation; and she 
besought him that he would cast 
forth the devil out of her daughter. 

27 But Jé’sus said unto her, Let 
the children first be filled: for it is 
not meet to take the children’s 
bread, and to cast it unto the dogs. 
28 And she answered and said 
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Shrist feeds the 


unto him, Yes, Lord: yet the dogs 
under the table eat of the children’s 
‘erumbs. 

29 And he said unto her, For this 
Saying go thy way; the devil is 
gone out of thy daughter. 

30. And when she was come to her 
house, she found the devil gone 
out, and her daughter laid upon 
the bed. 

31 § And again, departing from 
the coasts of Tyre and Si’don, he 
came unto the sea of Gal’i-lee 
through the midst of the coasts of 
Dé-cap’d-lis. . 

32 And they bring unto him one 
that was deaf, and had an impedi- 
ment in his speech; and they be- 
seech him to put his hand upon 


im. 

33 And he took him aside from 
the multitude, and put his fingers 
into his ears, and he spit, and 
touched his tongue; 

34 And looking up to heaven, he 
sighed, and saith unto him, Eph’- 
pha-tha, that is, Be opened. 

35 And straightway his ears were 
opened, and the string of his tongue 
was loosed, and he spake plain. 

36 And he charged them that they 
should tell no man: but the more 
he charged them, so much the more 
a Shing deal they puplsted [an 
37 And were beyond measure 
astonished, sa ing. He hath done 
all things well: he maketh both 
the deaf to hear, and the dumb to 
speak,

3 And if I send them away fasting 
to their own houses, they will faint 
by the way: for divers of them 
came from far. 

4 And his disciples answered him, 
From whence can a man satisfy 
these men with bread here in the 
wilderness ? 

5 And he asked them, How man 
loaves have ye? And they said, 
Seven. 

6 And he commanded the people 
to sit down on the ground: and he 
took the seven loaves, and gave 
thanks, and brake, and gave to his 
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disciples to set before them; and 
they did set them before the people. 

7 And they had a few small fishes: 
and he blessed, and commanded to 
set them also before them. 

8 So they did eat, and were 
filled: and they took up of the 
broken meat that was left seven 
baskets. 

9 And they that had eaten were 
about four thousand: and he sent 
them away. 

10 { And straightway he entered 
into a ship with his disciples, and 
ae into the parts of Dal-ma-nv’- 


11 And the Phar'i-sees came forth, 
and began to question with him, 
seeking of him a sign from heaven, 
tempting him. 

12 And he sighed deeply in his 
spirit, and saith, Why doth this 

eneration seek after a sign ? verily

13 And he left them, and entering 
into the ship again departed to the 
other side.

21 And he said unto them, How is 
it that ye do not understand ? 

22 § And he cometh tc Béth-sa’l. 
da; and they bring a blind man 
unto him, and besought him to 
touch him. 

23 And he took the blind man by 
the hand, and led him out of the 
town; and when he had spit on his 
eyes, and put his hands upon him, 
he asked him if he saw ought. 
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24 And he looked up, and said, I 
see men as trees, walking. 

25 After that he put his hands 
again upon his eyes, and made him 
look up: and he was restored, and 
saw every man clearly. 

26 And he sent him away to his 
house, saying, Neither go into the 
town, nor tell 7f to any in the town. 

27 ¥ And Jé’sus went out, and his 
disciples, into the towns of C&s-a- 
re’a Phi-lip’pi: and by the way he 
asked his disciples, saying unto 
them, Whom do men say that Iam ?

30 And he charged them that they 
should tell no man of him. 

31 And he began to teach them, 
that the Son of man must suffer 
many things, and be rejected of the 
elders, and of the chiet priests, and 
scribes, and be killed, and after 
three days rise again. 

32 And he spake that saying 
ly.

19 He answereth him, and saith, 
O faithless generation, how ee 
shall I be with you? how long shal 
I suffer you? bring him unto me. 

20 And they brought him unto 
him: and when he saw him, 
straightway the spirit tare him; 
and he fell on the ground, and wal- 
lowed aap 

21 And he asked his father, How 
long is it ago since this came unto 
him? And he said, Of a child. 

22 And ofttimes it hath cast him 
into the fire, and into the waters, 
to destroy him: but if thou canst 
do any thing, have compassion on 
us, and help us. 

23 Jé’sus said unto him, If thou 
canst believe, all things are possible 
to him that believeth. 

24 And straightway the father of 
the child cried out, and said with 
tears, Lord, I believe; help thou 
mine unbelief.

29 And he said unto them, This 
kind can come forth by nothing, 
but by prayer and fasting. 

30 § And they departed thence 
and passed through Gal’i-lee; an 
he would not that any man should 
know it. 

31 For he taught his disciples, and 
said unto them, The Son of man is 
delivered into the hands of men, 
and they shall kill him; and after 
that he is killed, he shall rise the 
third day. 

32 But they understood not that 
saying, and were afraid to ask him. 

33 J And he came to Ca-pér’na- 
Um: and being in the house he 
asked them, What was it that ye 
aeputed among yourselves by the 
way : 
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34 But they held their peace: for 
by the way they had disputed 
among themselves, who should be 
the greatest. 

30 And he sat down, and called 
the twelve, and saith unto them, 
If any man desire to be first, the 
same Shall be last of all, and ser- 
vant of ali. 

36 And he took a child, and set 
him in the midst of them: and 
when he had taken him in his 
arms, he said unto them, 

37 Whosoever shall receive one of 
such children in my name, receiv- 
eth me: and whosoever shall re- 
ceive me, receiveth not me, but 
him that sent me. 

38 § And John answered him, 
saying, Master, we saw one casting 
out devils in thy name, and he fol- 
loweth not us: and we forbad him, 
because he followeth not us, : 

39 But Je’sus said, Forbid him 
not: for there is no man which 
shall doa miracle in my name, that 
can lightly speak evil of me. 

4). For he that is not against us is 
on our part. ; 

41 For whosoever shall give you a 
cup of water to drink in my name, 
because ye belong to Christ, verily 
I say unto you, he shall not lose his 
reward. 

42 And whosoever shall offend 
one of these little ones that believe 
in me, it is better for him that a 
millstone were hanged about his 
neck, and he were cast into the sea. 

43 And if thy hand offend thee, 
cut it off: it is better for thee to 
enter into life maimed, than hav- 
ing two hands to go into hell, 
into the fire that never shall be 
quenched: 

44 Where their worm dieth not, 
and the fire is not quenched. 

45 And if thy foot offend thee, 
cut it off: it is better for thee to 
enter halt into life, than having 
two feetto be cast into hell, into 
the fire that never shall be 
quenched: p 

46 Where their worm dieth not, 
and the fire is not quenched. 

47 And if thine eye offend thee, 
pluck it out; it is better for thee to 
enter into the kingdom of God with 
one eye, than having two eyes to 
be cast into hell fire: 

48 Where their worm dieth not, 
and the fire is not quenched. 

49 For every one shall be salted 
with fire, and every sacrifice shall 
be salted with salt. 

50 Salt is good: butif the salt have 
lost his saltness, wherewith will ye 
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season it? Have salt in yourselves, 
and have peace one with another.

9 What therefore God hath joined 
per letnot man put asunder. 

10.And in the house his disciples 
asked him again of the same 
matter. 

11 And he saith unto them, Who- 
soever shall put away his wife, 
and marry another, committeth 
adultery against her. 

12 And if a woman shall put away 
her husband, and be married to 
another, she committeth adultery. 

13 ¢ And they brought young chil- 
dren to him, that he should touch 
them: and his disciples rebuked 
those that brought them. 

14 But when Je’sus saw 7¢, he was 
much displeased, and said unto 
them, Suffer the little children to 
come unto me, and forbid them 
not: for of such is the kingdom of 


od. 

15 Verily I say unto you, Whoso- 
ever shall not receive the kingdom 
of God as a little child, he shall not 
enter therein. 

16 And he took them up in his 
arins, gee his hands upon them, and 
blessed them. 

17:9 And when he was gone forth 
into the way, there came one run- 
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ning, and kneeled to him, and 
asked him, Good Master, what 
fee I dothat I may inherit eternal 
ife 

18 And Jé’sus said unto him, Why 
callest thou me good ? there is none 
good but one, that is, God. | 

19 Thou knowest the command- 
ments, Do not commit adultery, De 
not kill, Do not steal, Do not bear 
false witness, Defraud not, Honour 
thy father and mother. 

20 And he answered and said unto 
him, Master, all these have I ob- 
served from my youth. 

21 Then Jé’sus beholding him 
loved him, and said unto him, One 
thing thou lackest: go thy way, sell 
whatsoever thou hast, and give to 
the poor, and thou shalt have trea- 
sure in heaven: and come, take up 
the cross, and follow me. 

22 And he was sad at that saying, 
and went away grieved: for he 
had great possessions. 

23 And Jé’sus looked round 
about, and saith unto his disciples, 
How hardly shall they that have 
noone enter into the kingdom of 

xod! 

24 And the disciples were aston- 
ished athis words. But Je’sus an- 
swereth again, and saith unto them, 
Children, how hard is it for them 
that trust in riches to enter into 
the kingdom of God! 

25 It is easier for a camel to go 
through the eye of a needle, than 
for arich man to enter into the king- 
dom of God. 

26 And they were astonished out 
of measure, saying among them- 
selves, Who then can be saved ? 

27 And Jé’sus looking upon them 
saith, With men 7¢ is impossible 
but not with God: for with God all 
things are possible. 

28 ¥ Then Pe’tér Dpeet to say 
unto him, Lo, we have left all, and 
have followed thee. 

29 And Jé’sus answered and said, 
Verily Isay unto zon: There is no 
man that hath left house, or bre- 
thren, or sisters, or father, or mo- 
ther, or wife, or children, or lands, 
for my sake, and the gospel’s, 

30 But_he shall receive an hun- 
dredfold now in this time, houses, 
and brethren, and sisters, and mo- 
thers, and children, and lands, with 
persecutions; and in the world to 
come eternal life. 

31 But many that are first shall be 
last; and the last first. 

32 { And they were in the wa 
going up to Jé-ru’sa-lém; and Je’- 
sus went before them: and they

39 And they said unto him, We 
tan. And Je’sus said unto them, 
Ye shall indeed drink of the cup 
that I drink of; and with the bap- 
tism that I am baptized withal shall 
ye be baptized: 

40 But to sit on my right hand and 
on my left hand is not mine to give; 
but 7¢ shall be given to them for whom 
it is prepared.

the son o Ti-me’us, sat by the 
highway side begging. f 

47 And when he heard that it was 
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Je’sus of Naz’a-réth, he began to 
cry out, and say, Je’sus, thou sou. 
of Da’/vid, have mercy on me. 

48 And many charged him that 
he should hold his peace: but he 
cried the more a great deal, Zhou 
sou of Da’vid, have mercy on me. 
49 And Je’sus stood/still, and com- 
manded him to be called. And 
they call the blind man, saying unto 
him, Be of good comfort, rise; he 
calleth thee. 

50 And he, casting away his gar- 
ment, rose, and came to Je’sus. 

51 And Je’sus answered and said 
unto him, What wilt thou that I 
should do unto thee? The blind 
man said unto him, Lord, that I 
might receive my sight. 

52 And Jé’sus said unto him, Go 
thy way; thy faith hath made thee 
whole. And immediately he re. 
ceived his sight, and followed: Jé’- 
gus in the way. 


CHAPTER 11. 


1 Christ enters Jerusalem. 15 Cleansing 
the temple. 20 An exhortation to faith. 
Pe when they came nigh to 

Jé-ru’sa-lém, unto Béth’pha-gé 
and Béth’a-ny, at the mount of 
Olives, he sendeth forth two of his 
disciples, 

2 And saith unto them, Go your 
way into the village over against 
you: and as soon as ye be entered 
into it, ve shall find a colt tied, 
whereon never man sat; loose him, 
and bring him. . 

3 And if any man say unto you, 
Why do ye this? say ye that the 
Lord hath need of him; and 
straightway he will send him 
hither. 

4 And they went their way, and 
found the colt tied by the door 
without in a place where two ways 
met; and they loose him. 

5 And certain of them that stood 
there said unto them, What do ye, 
loosing the colt? 

6 And they said unto them even 
as Je’sus had commanded: and they 
let them go. 

7 And they brought the colt to 
Je’sus, and cast their garments on 
him; and he sat upon him. 

8 And many spread their garments 
in the way: and others cut down 
branches off the trees, and strawed 
them in the way. 

9 And they that went before, ana 
they that followed, cried, saying, 
HO0-san’na; Blessed is he that com- 
eth in the name of the Lord: 

10 Blessed be the kingdom of our 
father Da’vid, that cometh in the 
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name of the Lord: H0O-san’na in the 
nighest. ; 

11 And Je’sus entered into Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém, and into the temple: and 
when he had looked round about 
upon all things, and now the even- 
tide was come, he went out unto 
Béth’a-ny with the twelve. 

12 § And on the morrow, when 
they were come from Beth’a-ny, he 
was hungry: 

13 And seeing a fig tree afar off 
having leaves, he came, if haply he 
might find any thing thereon: and 
when he came to it, he found no- 
thing but leaves; for the time of 
figs was not yet. ‘ 

14 And Jé’sus answered and said 
unto it, No man eat fruit of thee 
bereafter for ever. And his dis- 
ciples heard 7. 

15 § And they come to Jé-ru’sa- 
lém: and Je’sus went into the tem- 
ple,and began to cast out them that 
sold and bought in the temple, and 
overthrew the tables of the money- 
changers, and the seats of them 
that sold doves; 

16 And would not suffer that any 
man should carry any vessel 
through the temple. 

17 And he taught, saying unto them, 
Is it not written, My house shall be 
ealled of all nations the house ot 
prayer? but ye have made it a den 
of thieves. 

18 And the scribes and chief priests 
heard it, and sought how they might 
destroy him: for they feared him, 
because all the people was astonish- 
ed at his doctrine. 

19 And when even was come, he 
went out of the city. 

2) § And in the morning, as they 
passed by, they saw the fig tree 
dried up from the roots. 

21 And Pe’tér calling to remem- 
brance saith unto him, Master, be- 
hold, the fig tree which thou curs- 
edst is withered away. 

22 And Je’sus answering saith unto 
them, Have faith in God. 

23 For verily I say unto you, That 
whosoever Shall say unto this 
mountain, Be thou removed, and 
be thou cast into the sea; and shall 
not doubt in his heart, but shall be- 
lieve that those things which he 
saith shall come to pass; he shall 
have whatsoever he saith. 

24 Therefore I say unto you, What 
things soever ye desire, when ye 
pray, believe that ye receive them, 
and ye shall have them. 

25 And when ye stand praying, 
forgive, if ye have ought against 
any: that your Father also which

is in heaven may forgive you your 
trespasses. 

26 But if ye do not forgive, nei- 
ther will your Father which is in 
heaven forgive your trespasses. 

27 J And they come again to Jé- 
ru’sa-lém: and as he was walking 
in the temple, there come to him 
the chief priests, and the scribes, 
and the elders, 

28 And say unto him, By what 
authority doest thou these things ? 
and who gave thee this authority 
to do these things ? 

29 And Jé/sus answered and. said 
unto them, I will also ask of you 
one question, and answer me, and I 
will tell you by what authority I do 
these things. 

30 The baptism of John, was 7 
from heaven, or of men? answer 
me. 

31 And they reasonel with tLem- 
selves, saying, If we shallsay, From 
heaven; he will say, Why then did 
ye not believe him ? 

32 But if we shall say, Of men; 
they feared the people: for all men 
counted John, that he was a pro- 
phet indeed. 

33 And they answered and said 
unto Je’sus, We cannot tell. And 
Jé/sus answering saith unto them 
Neither do I tell you by what 
authority I do these things. 


CHAPTER 12. 

1 Parable of the vineyard. 13 The tribute 
money. 28 First of all commandments. 
41 The widow’s mites. 

ANS he began to speak unto 

them by parables. A certain 
man planted a vineyard, and set an 
hedge about zt, and digged a@ place 
for the winefat, and built a tower 
and let it out to husbandmen, and 
went into a far country. 

2 And at the season he sent to the 
husbandmen a_ servant, that he 
might receive from the husband- 
men of the fruit of the vineyard. 

3 And they caught him, and beat 
him, and sent him away empty. 

4 And again he sent unto them 
another servant; and at him they 
cast stones, and wounded him in 
the head, and sent him away shame- 
fully handled. 

5 And again he sent another; and 
him they killed, and many others; 
beating some, and killing some. 

6 Having yet therefore one son, 
his wellbeloved, he sent him also 
last unto them, saying, They will 
reverence my son. 

7 But those husbandmen said 
among. themselves, This is the 
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heir; come, let us kill him, and the 
inheritance shall be ours. 

8 And they took him, and killed him, 
and cast him out of the vineyard. 

9 What shall therefore the lord of 
the vineyard do? he will come and 
destroy the husbandmen, and will 
give the vineyard unto others. 

10 And have ye not read this 
seripture; The stone which the 
builders rejected is become the 
head of the corner: 

11 This was the Lord’s doing, and 
it is marvellous in our eyes ? 

12 And they sought to lay hold on 
him, but feared the people: for 
they knew that he had spoken the 
Eon against them: and they left 

im, and went their way. 

13 § And they send unto him 
certain of the Phar’i-sees and of 
the Hé-ro’di-ans, to catch him in 
his words. 

14 And when they were come, 
they say unto him, Master, we 
know that thou art true, and carest 
for no man: for thou regardest not 
the person of men, but teachest the 
way of God in truth: Is it lawful to 
give tribute to Ce’sar, or not? 

15 Shall we give, or shall we not 
give? But he, knowing their hypo- 
crisy, said unto them, Why tempt 
ye me? bring me a penny, that I 
may seeit. 

16 And they brought it. And he 
saith unto them, Whose is this 
image and superscription? And 
they said unto him, Cz’sar’s. 

17 And Jé’sus answering said unto 
them, Render to Ce’sar the things 
that are Ce’sar’s, and to God the 
things that are God’s. And they 
marvelled at him. 

18 § Then come unto him the Sad’- 
du-cees, which say there is no 
resurrection; and they asked him, 
saying, 

19 Master, Mo’ses wrote unto us, 
If a man’s brother die, and leave 
his wife behind him, and leave no 
children, that his brother should 
take his wife, and raise up seed 
unto his brother. 

Now there were seven bre- 
thren: and the first took a wife, 
and dying left no seed. 

21 And the second took her, and 
died, neither left he any seed: and 
the third likewise. 

22» And the seven had her, and 
left no seed: last of all the woman 
died also. 

23 In the resurrection therefore, 
when they shall rise, whose wife 
shall she be of them? for the seven 
had her to wife. 
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24 And Jé’sus answering said unto 
them, Do ye not therefore err, be- 
cause ye know not the scriptures, 
neither the power of God ? 

25 For when they shall rise from 
the dead, they neither marry, nor 
are given in marriage; but are as 
the angels which are in heaven. 

26 And as touching the dead, that 
they rise: have ye not read in the 
book of MO’/ses, how in the bush 
God spake unto him, saying, I wm 
the God of A’bra-hain, and the God 
of I’saac, and the God of Ja’/cob ? 

27 He isnot the God of the dead, 
but the God of the living: ye there- 
fore do greatly err. 

28 § And one of the scribes came, 
and having heard them reasoning 
together, and perceiving that he 
had answered them well, asked 
him, Which is the first command- 
ment of all ? 

29 And Jé’sus answered him, The 
first of all the commandments 7s, 
Hear, O is/ra-el; The Lord our God 
is one Lord: 

30 And thou shalt love the Lord 
thy God with all thy. heart, and 
with all thy soul, and with all thy 
mind, and with all thy strength: 
this is the first commandment. 

31 And the second is like, namely 
this, Thou shalt love thy neighbour 
as thyself. There is none other 
commandment greater than these. 
32 And the scribe said unto him, 
Well, Master, thou hast said the 
truth: for there is one God; and 
there is none other but he: 

33 And to love him with all the 
heart, and with all the understand- 
ing, and with all the soul, and with 
all the strength, and to love his 
neighbour as himself, is more than 
all whole burnt offerings and sac- 
rifices. 

34 And when Je’sus saw that he 
answered discreetly, he said unto 
him, Thou art not far from the‘ 
kingdom of God. And no man 
after that durst ask him any ques- 
tion. 

35 ¢ And Jé’sus answered and 
said, while he taught in the temple, 
How say the scribes that Christ is 
the son of Da’vid.? 

36 For Da’/vid himself said by the 
Ho'ly Ghost, The LoRD said to 
my Lord, Sit thou on my right 
hand, till I make thine enemies thy 
footstool. 

37 Da’vid therefore himself calleth 
him Lord; and whence is he then 
his son? And the common people 
heard him gladly. 

38 § And he said unto them in his 
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Signs of 
doctrine, Beware of the scribes, 
which love to go in long clothing, 
and love salutations in the market- 
places, 

39 And the chief seats in the syna- 
gogues, and the uppermost rooms 
at feasts: 

40 Which devour widows’ houses, 
and for a pretence make long 
prayers: these shall receive greater 
damnation. 

41 ¥ And Jé’sus sat over against 
the treasury, and beheld how the 
people cast money into the treasury: 
and many that were rich cast in 


much. 

42 And there came a certain poor 
widow, and she threw in two mites, 
which make a farthing. 

43 And he called unto him his dis- 
ciples, and saith unto them, Verily 
I say unto you, That this poor 
widow hath cast more in, than all 
they which have cast into the trea- 
sury: 

44 Forall they did cast in of their 
abundance; but she of her want 
did cast in all that she had, even all 
her living. . 


CHAPTER 153.

5 And netous answering them be- 
een to say, Take heed lest any man 

eceive you: 

6 For many shall come in my 
name, saying, I am Christ; and 
shall deceive many. 

7 And when ye shall hear of wars 
and rumours of wars, be ye not 
troubled: for such things must 
needs be; but the end shail not be

34 For the Son of man is aS a Man 
taking a far journey, who lett his 
house, and gave authority to his 
servants, and to every man his 
work, and commanded the porter 
to watch. 

35 Watch ye therefore: for ye 
know not when the master of the

16 And his disciples went forth 
and came into the city, and foun 
as he had said unto them: and they 
made ready the passover. 

17 And in the evening he cometh 
with the twelve. i 

18 And as they sat and did eat, Jée’- 
gus said, Verily I say unto you, One 
of you which eateth with me shall 
betray me. 

19 And they began to be sorrow- 
ful, and to say unto him one by one, 
fs it 1 ? and another said, /sit 1? 
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20 And he answered and said unto 
them, /t is one of the twelve, that 
dippeth with me in the dish. 

21 The Son of man indeed go- 
eth, as it is written of him: but 
woe to that man by whom the Son 
of man is betrayed ! good were it 
{08 that man if he had never been 

orn. 

22 7 And as they did eat, Je’sus 
took bread, and blessed, and brake 
it, and gave to them, and said, Take, 
eat: this is my body. 

23 And he took the cup, and when 
he had given thanks, he gave i¢ to 
them: and they all drank of it. 

24 And he saic unto them, This is 
my blood of the new testament, 
which is shed for many. 

25 Verily I say unto you, I will 
drink no more of the fruit of the 
vine, until that day that I drink it 
new in the kingdom of God. 

26 § And when they had sung an 
hymn, they went out into the mount 
of Ol’ ves.

37 And he cometh, and findeth 
them sleeping, and saith unto

couldest not thou watch one hour ? 

_388 Watch ye and pray, lest ye enter 
into temptation. The spirit truly 
is ready, but the flesh 7s weak. 

39, And again he went away, and 
prayed, and spake the same words. 

40 And when he returned, he 
found them asleep again, (for their 
eyes were heavy,) neither wist thev 
what to answer him. 

41 And he cometh the third time, 
and saith unto them, Sleep on now, 
and take your rest: it is enough, 
the hour is come ; behold, the Son 
of man is betrayed into the hands 
of sinners. 

42 Rise up, let us go; lo, he that 
betrayeth me is at hand. s 
43 ¢ And immediately, while he 
yet spake, cometh Ju’das, one of 
the twelve, and with him a great 
multitude with swords and staves, 
from the chief priests and the 
scribes and the elders. 

44 And he that betrayed him had 
given them a token, saying, Whom. 
soever I shall kiss, that same is he; 
take him, and lead him away safely. 
45 And as soon as he was come, he 

oeth straightway to him, and saith, 

aster, master; and kissed him. 

46 7 And they laid their hands on 
him, and took him. 

47 And one of them that stood by 
drew a sword, and smote a servant 
of the high priest, and cut off his 
ear. 

48 And Jé’sus answered and said 
unto them, Are ye come out, as 
against a thief, with swords and 
with staves to take me ? K 
49 I was daily with you in the 
temple teaching, and ye took me 
not: but the scriptures must be 
fulfilled. 

Bie niet they all forsook him, and

fled. 

51 And there tollowed him a cer- 
tain young man, having a linen cloth 
cast about his naked body ; and the 
young men laid hold on him: 

52 And he left the linen cloth, and 
fied from them naked. 

53 § And they led Je’sus away to 
the high priest: and with him were 
assembled all the chief priests and 
the elders and the scribes.

69 And a maid saw him again, and 
began to say to them that stood by, 
This is one of them. 

7@ And he denied it again. And 
a little after, they that stood by 
Said-.again to Pe'tér, Surely thou art 
one OF them: for thou arta Gal-i-le’- 
an, and thy speech agreeth thereto. 

1 But he began to curse and to 
swear, saying, | know not this man 
of whom ye speak. 

72 And the second time the cock 
crew. And Pe’tér called to mind 
the word that Jé’sus said unto him, 
Before the cock crow twice, thou 
shalt deny me thrice. And when 
he thought thereon, he wept.

12 And Pilate answered and said 
again unto them, What will ye then 
that I shall do unto him whom ye 
call the King of the Jews ? 

13 And they cried out again, Cru. 
cify him. 

14 Then Pi’late said unto them, 
Why, what evil hath he done? And 
they cried out the more exceed. 
ingly, Crucify him. 

15 { And so Pi'late, willing to con- 
tent the people, released Ba-rab’bas 
unto them, and delivered Jé’sus, 
when he had scourged him, to be 
crucified. 

16 And the soldiers led him away 
into the hall, called Pre-to’ri-um;

24 And when they had crucified 
him, they parted his garments, 
casting lots upon them, what every 
man should take. 

25 And it was the third hour, and 
they crucified him. 

26 And the superscription of his 
accusation was written over, THE 
KING OF THE JEWS. 

27 And with him they:crucify two 
thieves; the one on his right hand, 
and the other on his left. 

28 And the scripture was fulfilled 
which saith, And he was numbered 
with the transgressors. 

29 And they that passed by railed 
on him, wagging their heads, and 
saying, Ah, thou that destroyest 
see temple, and buildest 7¢ in three 

ays 

30 Save thyself, and come down 
from the cross. 

31 Likewise also the chief priests 
mocking said among themselves 
with the scribes, He saved others; 
himself he cannot save. L 

32 Let Christ the King of Is/ra-el 
descend now from the cross, that 
we may see and believe. And they 
that were crucified with him re- 
viled him. 

33 And when the sixth hour was 
come, there was darkness over the 
whole land until the ninth hour. 

34 And at the ninth hour Jé’sus 
cried with a loud voice, saying, 
&-10/1, E-10/1, 1a’/ma sa-bach-tha/ni ? 
which is, being interpreted, My 
God, my God, why hast thou for- 
saken me ? 

35 And some of them that stood 
by, when they heard i¢, said, Be- 
hold, he calleth E-li’as. 

36 And one ran and filled a spunge 
full of vinegar, and put 7¢ on areed, 
and gave him to drink, saying, Let 
alone; let us see whether E-li’as 
will come to take him down. 

37 And Je’sus cried with a loud 
voice, and gave up the ghost.

5 Every vailey shall be filled, and 
every mountain and hill shal] be 
brought low; and the crooked shall 
be made straight, and the rough 
ways shall be made smooth; 

6 And all fiesh shall see the salva- 
tion of God. 

7 Then said he to the multitude 
that came forth to be baptized of 
him, O generation of vipers, who 
hath warned you to flee from the 
wrath to come ? 

8 Bring forth therefore fruits 

worthy of repentance, and begin 
|not to say within yourselves, We 
have A’bra-ham to our father: for I 
| Say unto you, That God is able of 
| these stones to raise up children 
| unto A/bra-ham. 

9 And now also the ax is laid unto 
the root of the trees: every tree 
therefore which bringeth not forth 

ood fruit is hewn down, and cast 
into the fire. 

10 And the people asked him, say- 
ing, What shall we do then ?

them. He that bath two coats, let 
him impart to him that hath none; 
and he that hath meat, let him do 
likewise. 

12 Then came also publicans to be 
baptized, and said unto him, Mas- 
ter, what shall we do?

4 And Je’sus answered him, say- 
ing, It is written, That man shall 
not live by bread alone, but by 
every word of God. : 

Aud the devil, taking him u 
into an high mountain, shewed. 
unto him all the kingdoms of the 
world ina moment of time. ©» ; 

6 And the devil said unto him 
All this power will I give thee, and

the glory of them: for that is de- 
livered unto me; and to whomso- 
ever I will I give it. 

7 If thou therefore wilt worship 
me, all shall be thine. 

8 And Jé’sus answered and said 
unto him, Get thee behind me, 
Sa‘tan: for itis written, Thou shalt 
worship the Lord thy God, and him 
only shalt thou serve. 

9 And he brought him to Jé-ru’sa- 
lém, and set him on a pinnacle of 
the temple, and said unto him, If 
thou be the Son of God, cast thy- 
self down from hence: 

10 For it is written, He shall give 
his angels charge over thee, to 
Keep thee: 

- 11 And in their hands they shall 
bear thee up, lest at any time thou 
dash thy foot against a stone. 

12 And Jé’sus answering said unto 
him, It is said, Thou shalt not 
tempt the Lord thy God. 

13 And when the devil had ended 
all the temptation, he departed 
from him for a season. 

14 9 And Je’sus returned in the 
power of the Spirit into Gal’i-lee: 
and there went out a fame of him 
through all the region round about. 

15 And he taught in their syna- 
gogues, being glorified of all. 

16 ¥ And he came to Naz’a-réth, 
where he had been brought up: 
and, as his custom was, he went 
into the synagogue on the sabbath 
day, and stood up for to read. 

17 And there was delivered unto 
him the book of the prophet E-sa/- 
jas. And when he had opened the 

ook, he found the place where it 
was written, 

18 The Spirit of the Lord is upon 
me, because he hath anointed me 
to peach the gospel to the poor; 
he hath sent me to heal the broken- 
hearted, to preach deliverance to 
the captives, and recovering of 
sight to the blind, to set at liberty 
them that are bruised, 

19 Vo preach the acceptable year 
of the Lord. 

20 And he closed the book, and he 
gave it again to the minister, and 
sat down. And the eyes of all 
them that were in the synagogue 
were fastened on him, 

21 And he began to say unto them 
This day is this scripture fulfilled 
in your ears. 

22 And all bare him witness, and 
wondered at the gracious words 
which proceeded out of his mouth. 
And they said, Is not this JO’seph’s 
son ? 

23 And he said unto them, Ye will 
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surely say unto me this proverb, 
Physician, heal thyself: whatso- 
ever we have heard done in Ca 
pér’/na-Om, do also here in thy 
country.

26 But unto none of them was 
F-li/as sent, save unto Sa-rép’ta. a 
city of Si‘/don, unto a woman that 
was & widow. 

27 And many lepers were in Is’- 
ra-el in the time of, El-I-sé’us the 
prophet; and none of them was 
cleansed, saving Na’a-man the Syr’- 
i-an. 

28 And all they in the synagogue, 
when they heard these things, were 
filled with wrath, 

29 And rose up, and thrust him 
out of the city, and led him unto 
the brow of the hill whereon their 
city was built, that they might cast 
him down headlong. 

30 But he passing through the 
midst of them went his way, 

31 And came down to Ca-pér/na- 
im, a city of Gal/i-lee, and taught 
them on the sabbath days. 

32 And they were astonished at 
his doctrine: for his word was 
with power. 

33. § Andin the synagogue there 
was a man, which had a spirit of an 
unclean devil, and cried out with a 
loud voice, 

84 Saying, Let ws alone; what 
have we to do with thee, thou Je’sus 
of Naz’a-reth? art thou come to de- 
stroy us? I know thee who thou 
art; the Holy One of God. 

30 And Je’sus rebuked him, say- 
ing, Hold thy peace, and come out 
of him, And when the devil had 
thrown him in the midst, he came 
out of him, and hurt him not. 

36 And they were all amazed, and 
spake among themselves, saying, 
What a word is this! for with au- 
thority and power he commandeth 
ee unclean spirits, and they come 
out. 

37 And the fame of him went out 
into every place of the country 
round about. 

38 § And he arose out of the syna- 

ogue, and-entered into Si’mon’s 

ouse. And Si’mon’s wife’s mo- 
ther was taken with a great fever; 
and they besought him for her. 
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89 And hestood over her, and re- 
buked the fever; and it left her: 
and immediately she arose and 
ministered unto them. 

4) J Now when the sun was set- 
ting, all they that had any sick with 
divers diseases brought them unto 
him; and he laid his hands on every 
one of them, and healed them. 

41 And devils also came out of 
many, crying out, and saying, Thou 
art Christ the Son of God. And he 
rebuking them suffered them not to 
speak: for they knew that he was 
Christ. 

42 And when it was day, he de- 
parted and went intoa desert place: 
and the people sought him, and 
came unto him, and stayed him, 
that he should not depart trom 
them. 

43 And he said unto them, I must 
preach the kingdom of God to other 
cities also: for therefore am I sent.

3 And he entered into one of the 
ships, which was Si’mon’s, and 
prayed him that he would thrust 
out alittle from the land. And he 
sat down, and taught the people 
out of the ship. ; : 

4 Now when he had left speaking, 
he said unto Si’mon, Launch out 
into the deep, and let down your 
nets for a draught. 

5 And Si/mon answering said unto 
him, Master, we have toiled all the 
night, and have taken nothing: 
nevertheless at thy word I will let 
down the net. 

6 And when they had this done 
they inclosed a great multitude o 
fishes: and their net brake. 

7 And they beckoned unto their 
partners, which were in the other 
ship, that they should come and 
help them. And they came, and 
filled both the ships, so that they 
began to sink. 

8 When Si’/mon Pe’tér saw it, he 
fell down at Je’sus’ knees, saying 
Depart from me; for I ama sinfu 
man, O Lord. 
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9 For he was astonished, and all 
that were with him, at the draught 
of the fishes which they had taken: 

10 And so was also James, and 
John, the sons of Zéb’e-dee, which 
were partners with Si‘mon. And 
Je’sus said unto Si/mon, Fear not; 
from henceforth thou shalt catch 


men. 

11 And when they had brought 
their ships to land, they forsook all, 
and followed him. 

12 § And it came to pass, when he 
was inacertain city, behold a man 
full of leprosy: who seeing Je’sus 
fell on his face, and besought him, 
saying, Lord, if thou wilt,thou canst 
make me clean. 

13 And he put forth his hand, and 
touched him, saying, I will: be 
thou clean. And immediately the 
leprosy departed from him. 

14 And he charged him to tell no 
man: but go, and shew thyself to 
the priest, and offer for thy cleans- 
ing, according as MOo’ses command- 
ed, for a testimony unto them. 

15 But so much the more went 
there a fame abroad of him: and 

reat multitudes came together to 

ear, and to be healed by him of 
their infirmities. 

16 7 And he withdrew himself into 
the wilderness, and prayed. 

17 And it came to pass on a certain 
day, as he was teaching, that there 
were Phar’i-sees and doctors of the 
law sitting by, which were come 
out of every town of Gal’i-lee, and 
Ju-de’a, and Jé-ru’sa-lém : and the 
power of the Lord was present to 
heal them. 

18 § And, behold, men brought in 
a bed aman which was taken with 
a palsy: and they sought means to 
peas him in, and to lay him before 

im. 

19 And when they could not find 
by what way they might bring him 
in because of the multitude, they 
went upon the house top, and let 
him down through the tiling with 
his couch into the midst before 
Jesus. 

20 And when he saw their faith, 
he said unto him, Man, thy sins are 
forgiven thee. 

21 And the scribes and the Phar’i- 
sees began to reason, saying, Who 
is this which speaketh blasphe- 
mies? Who can forgive sins, but 
God alone? 

22 But when Je’sus_ perceived 
their thoughts, he answering said 
unto them, What reason ye in your 
hearts ? : 

23 Whether is easier, to say, Thy 
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sins be forgiven thee; 
Rise up and walk ? 

24 But that ye may know that the 
Son of man hath power upon earth 
to forgive Sins, (be said unto the 
sick of the palsy,) I Say unto thee, 
Arise, and take up thy couch, and go 
into thine house. 

25 And immediately he rose up be- 
fore them, and took up that whereon 
he lay, and departed to his own 
house, glorifying God. 

26 And they were all amazed, and 
they glorified God, and were filled 
wit fear, saying, We have seen 
Strange things to day. 

27 § And after these things he went 
forth, and saw a publican, named 
Le’vi, sitting at the receipt of cus- 
tom: and he said unto him, Follow 
me. 

28 And he left all, rose up, and 
followed him. 

And Le’yi made him a great 
feast in his own house: and there 
was a great company of publicans 
and of others that sat down with 

em. 


30. But their scribes and Phar’i- 
sees murmured against his disci- 
ples, saying, Why do ye eat and 
drink with publicans and sinners ? 

31 And Jé’sus answering said unto 
them, They that are whole need not 
a physician; but they that are Sick. 

32 I came not to call the righteous, 
but sinners to repentance. 

33 J And they said unto him, Why 
do the disciples of John fast often, 
and make prayers, and likewise 
the disciples of the Phar’i-sees; but 
thine eat and drink ? 

4 And he said unto them, au ye 
make the children of the bri e- 
chamber fast, while the bridegroom 
is with them ? 

35 But the days will come, when 
the bridegroom shall be taken away 
froin them, and then Shall they fast 
in those days. 

36 § And he spake also a parable 
unto them; No man putteth apiece 
ofa new garment upon an old; if 
otherwise, then both the new mak- 
eth a rent, and the piece that was 
taken out of the new agreeth not 
with the old. 

37 And no man putteth new wine 
into old bottles; else the new wine 
Will burst the bottles, and be spill- 
ed, and the bottles shall perish. 

38 But new wine must be put into 
hew bottles; and both are pre- 
served. - 

39 No man also having drunk old 
wine Straightway desireth new: for 
he saith, The old is better.

5 And he said unto them, That the

6 Ard it came to pass also on an- 
other sabbath, that he entered into 
the synagogue and taught: and. 
there was a man whose right hand 
was withered. 

7 And the scribes and Phar'i-see 
watched him, whether he woul 
beal on the sabbath day; that they 
paige find an accusation against 

im. 

8 But he knew their thoughts, and 

aid to the man which ‘had the 
withered hand, Rise up, and stand 
forth in the midst. And he arose 
and stood forth. 

9 Then said Je’sus unto them, I 
will ask you one thing; Is it law- 
ful on the sabbath days to do good, 
or to do evil” to save life, or to de- 
stroy it 2 

10 And looking round about upon 

them all, he said unto the man, 
Stretch forth thy hand. And he 
did so: and his hand was restored 
whole as the other. 
‘ll And they were filled with 
madness; and communed one with 
another what they might do to 
Je’sus. : 

12 And it came to pass in those 
days, that he went out into a 
mountain to pray, and continued 
all night in prayer to God. 

13 | And when it was day, he 
called unto him his disciples: and 
of them he chose twelve, whom 
also he named apostles ; 

14 Si‘mon, (whom he also hamed 
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Pe’tér,) and An’drew his brother, 
James and John, Phil/ip and Bar- 
thol’/o-mew, 

15 Mat’/thew and Thom’as, James 
the son of Al-phe’/us, and Si/mon 
called Zé-]0’tes, 

16 And Ji’das the brother of James, 
and Ju’das Is-car’I-ot, which also 
was the traitor. 

17 ; And he came down with 
them, and stood in the plain, and 
the company of his disciples, and a 
great multitude of people out of 
all Ju-de’/a and Jé-ru’sa-lém, ‘and 
from the sea coast of Tyre and Sji’- 
don, which came to hear him, and 
to be healed of their diseases ; 

18 And they that were vexed with 
unclean spirits: and they were 
healed. 

19 And the whole multitude'sought 
to touch him: for there went vir- 
tue out of him, and healed them all. 
20 § And he lifted up his eyes on 
his disciples, and said, Blessed be 
ye poor: for yours is the kingdom 
of God. 

21 Blessed are ye that hunger 
now: for ye shall be filled. Blessed 
are ye that weep now: for ye shall 
laugh. 

22 Blessed are ye, when men shall 
hate you, and when they shall sepa- 
rate you from their company, and 
shall repruach you, and cast out 
your name as evil,for the Son of 
man’s sake. 

23 Rejoice ye in that day, and 
leap for joy: for, behold, your re- 
ward is great in heaven: for in the 
like manner did their fathers unto 
the prophets. 

24 But woe unto you that are 
rich! for ye have received your 
consolation. ; 

25 Woe unto you that are full! for 
ye shall hunger. Woe unto you 
that laugh now! for ye shall mourn 
and weep. 

26 Woe unto you, when all men 
shall speak well of you! for so did 
their tathers to the false prophets. 

27 § But I say unto you which 
hear, Love your enemies, do good 
to them which hate you, 

28 Bless them that curse you, and 
pray for them which despitefully 
use you. 

29 And unto him that smiteth thee 
on the one cheek offer also the 
other; and him that taketh away 
thy cloke forbid not to take thy coat 


also. 
30 Give to every man that asketh 
of thee; and of him that taketh 
away thy goods ask them notagain. 
81 And as ye would that men 
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should do to you, do ye also to them 
likewise. 

32 For if ye love them which love 
you, what thank have ye? for sin- 
ners also love those that love them. 

33 And if ye do good to them 
which do good to you, what thank 
have ye? for sinners also do even 
the same. 

34 And if ye lend to them of whom 
ye hope to receive, what thank. 
have ye? for sinners also lend to 
sinners, to receive as much again. 

35 But love ye your enemies, and 
do good, and lend, hoping for no- 
thing again; and your reward shall 
be great, and ye shall be the chil- 
dren of the Highest: for he is kind 
unto.the unthankful and fo the evil. 

36 Be ye therefore merciful, as 
your Father alsois merciful. 

37 Judge not, and ye shall not be 
judged: condemn not, and ye shall 
not be condemned: forgive, and ye 
shall be forgiven: 

388 Give, and it shall be given 
unto you; good measure, pressed 
down, and shaken together, and 
running over, shall men give into 
your bosom. For with the same 
measure that ye mete withal it 
shall be measured to you again. 

39 And he spake a parable unto 
them, Can the blind lead the blind ? 
shall they not both fall into the 
ditch ? 

40 The disciple is not above his 
master: but every one that is per- 
fect shall be as his master. ~ 
41 And why beholdest thou the 
mote that is in thy brother’s eye, 
but perceivest not the beam that is 
in thine own eye? 

42 Hither how canst thou say to 
thy brother, Brother, let me pull 
out the mote that is in thine eye 
when thou thyself beholdest no 
the beam that is in thine own eye ? 
Thou hypocrite, cast out first the 
beam out of thine own eye, and 
then shalt thou see clearly to pull 
out the mote that is in thy bro- 
ther’s eye. 

43 For a good tree bringeth not 
forth corrupt fruit; neither dotha 
corrupt tree bring forth good fruit. 

44 For every tree is known by his 
own fruit. For of thorns men do 
not gather figs,nor of a bramble 
bush gather they grapes. 

45 A good man out of the good 
treasure of his heart bringeth forth 
that which is good; and an evil 
man out of the evil treasure of his 
heart bringeth forth that which is 
evil: for of the abundance of the 
heart his mouth speaketh. 
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46 § And why call ye me, Lord, 
Heed, gid do not the things which 

say ? 

47 Whosoever cometh to me, and 
heareth my sayings, and doeth 
them, I will shew you to whom he 
is like: 

48 He is like a man which built an 
house, and digged deep, and laid 
the foundation on a rock: and 
when the fiood arose, the stream 
beat vehemently upon that house, 
and could not shake it: for it was 
founded upon a rock. 

49 But he that heareth, and doeth 
not, is like a man that without a 
foundation built an house upon the 
earth; against which the stream 
did beat vehemently, and immedi- 
ately it fell; and the ruin of that 
house was great. 


CHAPTER 7. 

1 The centurion’s servant healed. 11 Wid- 
ow’s son at Nain raised from the dead. 
19 John’s messengers. 36 The sinning 
woman's faith. 

OW when he had ended all his 
Sayings in the audience of the 
people, he entered into Ca-pér’- 


a certain centurion’s ser- 
svant, who was dear unto him, was 
sick, and ready to die. 

3 And when he heard of Jé’sus, 
he sent unto him the elders of the 
Jews, beseeching him that he 
would come and heal his servant. 

4 And when they came to -Je’sus, 
they besought him instantly, say- 
ing, That he was worthy for whom 
he should do this: 

5. For he loveth our nation, and he 
hath built us a synagogue. 

6 Then Je’sus went with them. 
And when he was now not far 
from the house, the centurion sent 
friends to him, saying unto him, 
Lord, trouble not thyself: for lam 
not worthy that thou shouldest 
enter under my roof: 

7 Wherefore neither thought I my- 
self worthy to come unto thee: but 
say in a word, and my servant shall 
be healed. 

8 For I also am a man set under 
authority, having under me sol- 
diers, and I say unto one, Go, and 
he goeth; and to another, Come, 
and he cometh; and to my servant, 
Do this, and he doeth it. 

9 When Jé’sus heard these things, 
he marvelled at him, and turned 
him about, and said unto the people 
that followed him, I say unto you, 
Ihave not found so great faith, no, 
~ Lot in is’ra-el. 
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10 And they that were sent, re- 
turning to the house, found the 
servant whole that had been sick. 

11 § And it came to pass the day 
after, that he went into a city 
called Na/in; and many of his dis- 
ciples went with him, and much 
people. 

12 Now when he came nigh to the 
gate of the city, behold, there was 
a dead man carried out, the only 
son of his mother, and she was a 
widow: and much people of the 
city was with her. 

13 And when the Lord saw her, he 
had compassion on her, and said 
unto her, Weep not. 

14 And he came and touched the 
bier: and they that bare him stood 
still. And he said, Young man, I 
say unto thee, Arise. 

15 And he that was dead sat up, 
and began to speak. And he de- 
livered him to his mother. 

16 And there came a fear on all: 
and they glorified God, saying, 
That a great prophet is risen up 
among us; and, That God hat 
visited his people. 

17 And this rumour of him went 
forth throughout all Ju-de’a, and 
throughout all the region round 
about. 

18 And the disciples of J6hn 
shewed him of all these things. 

19 ¢ And JOhn calling unto him 
two of his disciples sent them to 
Je’sus, saying, Art thou he that 
should come’ or look we for an- 
other ? 

20 When the men were come unto 
him, they said, John Bap’tist hath 
sent us unto thee, saying, Art thou 
he that should come? or look we 
for another ? 

21 And in that same hour he cured 
many otf their infirmities and 
plagues, and of evil spirits; and 
unto many that were blind he gave 


sight. 

2 Then Jé’sus answering said unto 
them, Go your way, and tell John 
what things ye have seen and 
heard; how that the blind see, the 


|| lame walk, the lepers are cleansed, 


the deaf hear, the dead are raised, 
to the poor the gospel is preached. 

2 blessed is he, whosoever 
shall not be offended in me. 

24 | And when the messengers of 
John were departed, he began to 
speak unto the people concerning 

Ohn, What went ye out into the 
wilderness for to see? A reed 
shaken with the wind ? 

25 But what went ye out for to 
see? A man clothed in soft rai-

ment? Behold, they which are 
gore euely apparelled, and live 
elicately, are in kings’ courts. 

26 But what went ye out for to 
see? A prophet? Yea,I say unto 
Mab ae much more than a pro- 


phet. 

27 Thisis he, of whom it is written, 
Behold, I send my messenger be- 
fore thy face, which shall prepare 
thy way before thee. 

28 For I say unto you, Among 
those that are born of women there 
is not a greater prophet than John 
the Bap’tist: but he that is least in 
the kingdom of God is greater than 


he. 

29 And all the people that heard 
him, and the publicans, justified 
God, being baptized with the bap- 
tism of John. 

30 But the Phar’i-sees and lawyers 
rejected the counsel of God against 
rhemsely ey being not baptized of 

im. ; 

31 ¢ And the Lord said, Where- 
unto then shall I liken the men of 
this generation ? and to what are 
they like ? 

32 They are like unto children sit- 
ting in the marketplace, and calling 
one to another, and saying, We have 
paéped unto you, and ye have not 
danced; we have mourned to you, 
and ye have not wept. 

33 For John the Bap’tist came 
neither eating bread nor drinking 
wine; and ye say, He hath a devil. 
34 The Son of man is come eating 
and drinking; and ye say, Behold a 
gluttonous man, and a winebibber, 
afriend of publicans and sinners! 
35 But wisdom is justified of all 
her children. 

36 § And one of the Phar’i-sees de- 
sired him that he would eat with 
him. And he went into the Phar’i- 
see’s house, and sat down to meat. 
37 And, behold, a woman in the 
city, which was a sinner, when she 
knew that Jé’sus sat at meat in the 
Phar’i-see’s house, brought an ala- 
baster box of ointment, 

38 And stood at his feet behind 
him weeping, and began to wash his 
feet with tears, and did wipe them 
with the hairs of her head, and 
kissed his feet, and anointed them 
with the ointment. 

39 Now when the Phar’i-see which 
had bidden him saw it, he spake 
within himself, saying, This man, 
if he were a prophet, would have 
known who and what manner of 
woman this is that toucheth him: 
for she is a sinner. ‘ ) 

40 And Jé’sus answering said unto 
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of Christ's feet. 
him, Si’mon, I have somewhat to 
say unto thee. And he saith, Mas- 
ter, say on. 

41 There was a certain creditor 
which had two debtors: the one 
owed five hundred pence, and the 
other fifty. 

42 And when they had nothing to 
pay, he frankly forgave them both. 
Tell me therefore, which of them 
will love him most? 

43 Simon answered and said, I 
suppose that he, to whom he forgave 
most. And he said unto him, Thou 
hast rightly judged. 

44 And he turned to the woman, 
and said unto Si/‘mon, Seest thou 
this woman? Ientered into thine 
house, thougavest me no water for 
my feet: but she hath washed my 
feet with tears, and wiped them 
with the hairs of her head. 

45 Thou gavest me no kiss: but 
this woman since the time I came 
in hath not ceased to kiss my feet. 

46 My head with oil thou didst 
not anoint: but this woman hath 
anointed my feet with ointment. 

47 Wherefore I say unto thee, Her 
sins, which are many, are forgiven; 
for she loved much: but to whom 
ee is forgiven, the same loveth 
ittle. 

48 And he said unto her, Thy sins 
are forgiven. : 
49 And they that sat at meat with 
him began to say within themselves 
Whois this that forgiveth sins also ? 
50 And he said to the woman, Thy 
faith hath saved thee; go in peace. 


CHAPTER 8. 

4 Parable of the sower. 16 The candle. 
22 The winds rebuked. 26 Legion of 
devils cast out. 37 The Gadarenes reject 
Christ. 49 Jairus’ daughter raised. 

Ault it came to pass afterward, 

that he went throughout every 
city and village, preaching and 
shewing the glad tidings of the 
kingdom of God: and the twelve 
were with him, 

2 And certain women, which had 
been healed of evil spirits and in- 
firmities, Ma’ry called Mag-da-le’né, 
out of whom went seven devils, 

3 And J06-an'na the wife of Chu’za 
Her’od’s steward, and Su-san’na 
and many others, which ministered 
unto him of their substance. 

4 § And when much people were 

athered together,and were come 

o him out of every city, he spake 
by a parable: 

5 A sower went out to sow his 
seed: and as hesowed, some fell by 
the way side; and it was trodden

downfand the fowls of the air 
devoured it. 

6 And some fell upon a rock; and 
as soon as it was.sprung up, it 
withered away, because it lacked 
moisture. 

7 And some feJl among thorns; 
and the thorns sprang up with it, 
and choked it. 

8 And other fell on good 
and sprang up,and bare fruit an 
hundredfold. And when he had 
said these things, he cried, He that 
hath ears to hear, let him hear. 

9 And his disciples asked him, 
saying, What might this parable 

e7 


round, 


10 And he said, Unto you it is 

iven to know the mysteries of the 

ingdom of God: but to others in 
parables; that ecole they might 
not see, and hearing they might not 
understand. 

11 Now the parable is this: The 
seed is the word of God. 

12 Those by the way side are they 
that hear; then cometh the devil, 
and taketh away the word out of 
their hearts, lest they should be- 
lieve and be saved. 

13 They on the rock are they, 
which, when they hear, receive the 
word with joy; and these have no 
root, which fora while believe, and 
in time of temptation fall away. 

14 And that which fell among 
thorns are they, which, when they 
have heard, go forth, and are 
choked with cares and riches and 

leasures of this life, and bring no 
ruit to perfection. 

‘15 Butthat on the good ground are 
they, which in an honest and good 
heart, having heard the word, keep 
it,and bring forth fruit with pa- 
tience. 

16 § No man, when he hath lighted 
a candle, covereth it with a vessel, 
or putteth 7¢ under a bed; but set- 
teth i¢ on a candlestick, that they 
which enter in may see the light. 

17 For nothing is secret, that shall 
not be made manifest; neither any 
thing hid, that shall not be known 
and come abroad. 

18: Take heed therefore how ye 
hear: for whosoever hath, to him 
shall be given; and whosoever hath 
not, from him shall be taken even 
that which he seemeth to have. 

19 § Then came tohim his mother 
and his brethren, and could not 
come at him for the press. 

20 And it was told him by certain 
which said, Thy mother and thy 
brethren stand without, desiring to 
see thee. 
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21 And he answered and said unto 
them, My mother and my brethren 
are these which hear the word of 
God, and do it. 

22 "| Now it came to pass on a cer- 
tain day, that he went into a ship 
with his disciples: and he said unto 
them, Let us go over unto the other 
side of the lake. And they launched 
forth. 

23 But as they sailed he fell 
asleep: and there came down a 
storm of wind on the lake; and 
they were filled with water, and 
were in jeopardy. 

24 And they came to him, and 
awoke him, saying, Master, mas- 
ter, we perish. Then he arose, and 
rebuked the wind and the ragin 
of the water: and they ceased, an 
there was a calm. 

25 And he said unto them, Where 
is your faith? And they being 
afraid wondered, saying one to 
another, What manner of man is 
this! for he commandeth even the 
winds and water, and they obey 


im. 

26 § And they arrived at the coun- 
try of the Gad’a-renes, which is over 
against Gal’i-lee. 

27 And when he went forth to 
land, there met him out of the city 
a certain man, which had devils 
long time, and ware no clothes, 
neither abode in any house, but in 
the tombs. 

28 When he saw Je’sus, he cried 
out, and fell down before him, and 
with a loud voice said, What have 
I to do with thee, Je’sus, thou Son 
of God most high? I beseech thee, 
torment me not. 

29 (For he had commanded the 
unclean spirit to come out of the 
man. For oftentimes it had caught 
him: and he was kept bound with 
chains and in fetters; and he brake 
the bands, and was driven of the 
devil into the wilderness.) 

30 And Je’sus asked him, saying, 
What is thy name? And he said, 
Legion: because many devils were 
entered into him. 

31 And they besought him that he 
would not command them _to go out 
into the deep. : 

32 And there was there an herd 
of many swine feeding on the 
mountain: and they besought him 
that he would suffer them to enter 
into them. And he suffered them. 

33 Then went the devils out of 
the man, and entered into the 
swine: and the herd ran violently 
down asteep place into the lake, 
and were choked. 
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34 When they that fed them saw 
what was done, they fled, and went 
and told 7 in the city and in the 
country. 

35 Then they went out to see what 
was done; and came to Je’sus, and 
found the man, out of whom the 
devils were departed, sitting at 
the feet of Jé’sus, clothed, and in 
his right mind: and they were 
afraid. 

86 They also which saw it told 
them by what meaus he that was 
possessed of the devils was healed. 

37 § Then the whole multitude of 
the country of the Gad/a-renes 
round about besought him to de- 
part from them; for they were 
taken with great fear: and he went 
up into the ship, and returned back 
again. 

388 Now the man out of whom the 
devils were departed besought him 
that he might be with him: but Jé’- 
gus sent him away, saying, 

39 Return to thine own house, and 
shew how great things God hath 
done unto thee. And he went his 
way, and published throughout the 
whole city how great things Je’sus 
had done unto him. 

40 And it came to pass, that, when 
Jesus was returned, the people 
gladly received him: for they were 
all waiting for him. 

41 ¢ And, behold, there came a 
man named Ja-i’rus, and he was a 
ruler of the synagogue: and he fell 
down at Je’sus’ feet, and besought 
him that he would come into his 
house: 

42 For he had one only daughter, 
about twelve years of age, and she 
lay a dying. But as he went the 
people thronged him. 

43 § And a woman having an issue 
of blood twelve years, which had 
spentall her living upon physicians, 
neither could be healed of any, 

44 Came behind him, and touched 
the border of his garment: and 
immediately her issue of blood 
stanched. 

45 And Je’sus said, Who touched 
me? When all denied, Pe’tér and 
they that were with him said, Mas- 
ter, the multitude throng thee and 
press thee, and sayest thou, Who 

Somebody hath 


touched me? 

46 And Je’sus said 
touched me: for I perceive that 
virtue is gone out of me. 

47 And when the woman saw that 
she was not hid, she came trem- 
bling, and falling down before him, 
she declared unto him before ali 
the people for what cause she had 
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touched him, and how she, was 
healed immediately. 
48 And he said unto her, Daughter, 
be of good comfort: thy faith hath 
made thee whole; go in peace. 

49 | While he yet spake, there 
cometh one from the ruler of the 
synagogue’s house, saying to him, 
Thy daughter is dead; trouble not 
the Master. 

50 But when Je’sus heard it, he 
answered him, saying, Fear not: 
believe only, and she shall be made 
whole. 

51 And when he came into the - 
house, he suffered no man to go in, 
save Pe’tér, and James, and John 
and the father and the mother of 
the maiden. 

52 And all wept, and bewailed 
her: but he said, Weep not; she is 
not dead, but sleepeth. 

538 And they laughed him to scorn, 
knowing that she was dead. 

54 And he put them all out, and 
took her by the hand, and called, 
saying, Maid, arise. 

55 And her spirit came again, and 
she arose straightway: and he com- 
manded to give her meat. 5 
56 And her parents were astonish- 
ed: but he charged them that they 
should tell no man what was done. 


CHAPTER 9. 


1 The apostles sent out. 17 Five thousand 
Jed. 28 Thetransfiguration. 43 Christ 
foretells his passion. 46 A lesson on 
humility, 51 James and John reproved. 

HEN he called his twelve disci- 

ples together; and gave them 
power and authority over all devils, 
and to cure diseases. 

2 And he sent them to preach the 
migedam of God, and to heal the 
sick. 

8 And he said unto them, Take 
nothing for your journey, neither 
staves, nor scrip, neither. bread, 
neither money; neither have two 
coats apiece. 

4 And whatsoever house ye enter 
inte, there abide, and thence de- 
part. 

5 And whosoever will not receive 
you, when ye go out of that city, 
shake off the very dust from your 
feet for a testimony against them. 

6 And they departed, and went 
through the towns, preaching the — 
gospel, and healing every where. 

7 7 Now Hér’od the tetrarch heard 
of all that was done by him: and he 
was perplexed, because that it was 
said of some, that JOhn was risen 
from the dead; ! 

8 And of some, that E-li/as had 
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appeared ; and of others, that one of 
the old prophets was risen again. 

9 And Hér’od said, John have I 
beheaded: but who is this, of whom 
I hear such things? And he desired 
to see him. 

10 § And the apostles, when they 
were returned, told him all that 
they had done. And he took them, 
and wentaside privately into a des- 
ert place belonging to the city call- 
ed Béth-sa’i-da. 

ll And the people, when they 
knew it, followed. him: and he 
received them, and spake unto 
them of the kingdom of God, and 
healed them that had need of heal- 


ing. 

re And when the day began to 
Wear away, then came the twelve, 
and said unto him, Send the multi- 
tude away, that they may go into 
the towns and country round about, 
and lodge, an. get victuals: for we 
are here in a desert place. 

13 But he said unto them, Give ye 
them to eat. And they said, We 
have no more but five loaves and 
two fishes; except we should go 
and buy meat for all this people. 

14 For they were about five thou- 
sandmen. And he said to his dis- 
eipioe, Make them sit down by 
fifties in a company. 

15 And they did so, and made 
them all sit down. 

16 Then he took the five loaves 
and the two fishes, and looking up 
to heaven, he blessed them, and 
brake, and gave to the disciples to 
set before the multitude. 

17 And they did eat, and were all 

filled: and there was taken up of 
fragments that remained to them 
twelve baskets. 
18 § And it came to pass, as he 
was alone praying, his disciples 
were with him: and he asked 
them, saying, Whom say the people 
that lam? 

19 They answering said, John the 
Bap’'tist; but some say, E-li/as; and 
others say, that one of the old pro- 
phets is risen again. 

20 He said unto them, But whom 
Say ye that I am? Pe’tér answer- 
ing said, The Christ of God. 

-21 And he straitly charged them, 
and commanded them to tell no 
mau that thing; 

22 Saying, The Son of man must 
suffer many things, and be rejected 
of the elders and chief priests and 
scribes, and be slain, and be raised 
the third day. 

23 Jj And he said to them all, If 
any man will come after me, let 
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him deny himself, and take up his 
cross daily, and follow me. 

24 For whosoever will save his life 
shall lose it: but whosoever will 
lose his life for my sake, the same 
shall save it. 

25 For what isa man advantaged 
if he gain the whole world, an 
lose himself, or be cast away ? 

26 For whosoever shall be ashamed 
of me and of my words, of him 
shall the Son of man be ashamed, 
when he shall come in his own 
glory, and in his Father’s, and of 

he holy angels. 

27 But I tel) you of a truth, there 
be some standing here, which shall 
not taste of death, till they see the 
kingdom of God. 

28 § And it came to pass about an 
eight days after these sayings, he 
took Pe’tér and John and James, 
and weat up into a mountain to 
pray. 

29 And as he prayed, the fashion 
of his countenance was aitered, 
and his raiment was white and glis- 
tering. 

30 And, behold, there talked with 
him two men, which were MO’ses 
and E-li’as: 

31 Who appeared in glory, and 
spake of his decease which he 
should accomplish at Jé-ru’sa-lém, 

32 But Pe’tér and they that were 
with him were heavy with sleep: 
and when they were awake, they 
saw his glory, and the two men that 
stood with him. 

33 And it came to pass, as they 
departed from him, Pé’tér said 
unto Je’sus, Master, it is good for 
us to be here: and let us make three 
tabernacles; one for thee, and oue 
for Mo’ses, and one for E-li’as: not 
knowing what he said. 

34 While he thus spake, there 
came a cloud, and overshadowed 
them: and they feared as they en- 
tered into the cloud. 

35 And there came a voice out of 
the cloud, saying, This is my be- 
loved Son: hear him, : 

36 And when the voice was past, 
Je’sus was found alone. And they 
kept it close, and told no man in 
those days any of those things 
which they had seen. 
i387 § And it came to pass, that on 
the next day, when they were come 
down from the hill, much people ~ 
met him. 

38 And, behold, aman of the com- 

any cried out, saying, Master, I 

eseech thee, look npn my sou: for 
he is mine only child. , 

| 39 And, lo, a Spirit taketh bim, 
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and he suddenly crieth out; and 
it teareth him that he foameth 
again, and bruising him hardly 
departeth from him. 

40 And I besought thy disciples 
to cast him out; and they could 


not. 

41 And Jé’sus answering said, O 
faithless and perverse generation 
how long shall I be with you, an 
suffer you? Bring thy son hither. 

42 And ashe was yet a coming 
the devil threw him down, and 
tare him. And Je’sus rebuked the 
unclean spirit, and healed the child, 
and delivered him again to his fa- 


ther. 

43 4 And they were all amazed at 
the mighty power of God. But 
while they wondered every one at 
all things which Je’sus did, he said 
unto his disciples, 

44 Let these sayings sink down 
into your ears: for the Son of man 
shall be delivered into the hands of 
men. 

45 But they understood not this 
saying, and it was hid from them 
that they perceived it not: an 
they feared toask him of that say- 


ing. 

46 J Then there arose a reasonin 
among them, which of them shoul 
be greatest. 

47 And _ Je’sus, perceiving the 
thought of their heart, took a child, 
and set him by him, 

48 And said unto them, Whosoever 
shall receive this child in my name 
receiveth me: and whosoever shall 
receive me receiveth him that sent 
me: for he that is least among you 
all, the same shall be great. 

49 ¢ And JOhn answered and said, 
Master, we saw one casting out 
devils in thy name; and we forbad 
him, because he tolloweth not with 


us. 

50 And Je’sus said unto him, For- 
bid him not: for he that is not 
against us is for us. 

51 § And it came to pass, when 
the time was come that he should 
be received up, he stedfastly set 
his face to goto Jé-ru’sa-lém, 

52 And sent messengers before his 
face: and they went, and entered 
into a village of the Sa-mar’i-tang, 
to make ready for him. 

53 And they did not receive him, 
because his face was as though he 
would go to Jé-ru’sa-lem. 

54 And when his disciples James 
and John saw this, they said, Lord, 
wilt thou that we command fire to 
come down from heaven, and con- 
sume them, even as E-li’as did ? 
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55 But he turned, and rebuked 
them, and said, Ye know not what 
manner of spirit ye are of. : 

56 For the Son of man is not come 
to destroy men’s lives, but to save 
them. And they went to another 
village. 

57 § And it came to pass, that, as 
they went in the way, a certain 
man said unto him, Lord, I will 
follow thee whithersoever thou 
goest. 

58 And Jé’sus said unto him, Foxes 
have holes, and birds of the air 
have nests; but the Son of man 
hath not where to lay his head. 

59 And he said unto another, Fol- 
low me. But he said, Lord, suffer 
me first to go and bury my father. 

60 Je’sus said unto him, Let the 
dead bury their dead: but go thou 
and preach the kingdom of God. 

61 And another also said, Lord 
I will follow thee; but let me first 
Fo bid them farewell, which are at 

ome at my house. 

62 And Je’sus said unto him, No 
man, having put his hand to the 
plow, and looking back, is fit for 
the kingdom of God. 


CHAPTER 10. 


1 The seventy sent out. 17 The seventy re- 
turn. 25 The lawyer taught how to attain 
eternal life. 30 The good Samaritan. 
38 Mary and Martha. 

Ane these things the Lord 

appointed other seventy also, 
and sent them two and two before 
his face into every city and place, 
whither he himself would come. 

2 Therefore said he unto them, 
The harvest truly is great, but the 
labourers are few: pray ye there- 
fore the Lord of the harvest, that 
he would send forth labourers into 
his harvest. 

38 Go your ways: behold, I send 
you forth as lambs among wolves. 

4 Carry neither purse, nor scrip, 
nor shoes: and salute no man by 
the way. 

5 And into whatsoever house ye 
enter, first say, Peace be to this 
house. 

6 And if the son of peace be there 
your peace shall rest upon it: if 
not, it shall turn to you again. 

7 And in the samé house remain, 
eating and drinking such things as 
they give: for the labourer is 
worthy of his hire. Go not from 
house to house. 

8 And into whatsoever city ye 
enter, and they receive you, eat 
such things as are set before you: 

9 And heal the sick that are 
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therein, and say unto them, The 
kingdom of God is come nigh unto 


you. 

1) But into whatsoever city ye 
enter, and they receive you not, 
go your ways out into the streets of 
the same, and say, : 

11 Even the very dust of your city, 
which cleaveth on us, we do wipe 
off against you: notwithstanding 
be ‘ sure of this, that the kingdom 
of God is come nigh unto you. 

12 But I say unto you, that it shall 
be more tolerable in that day for 
Sod’om, than for that city. 

13 Woe unto thee, Cho-ra/zin ! 
woe unto thee, Béth-sa’/i-da! for if 
the mighty works had been done 
in Tyre and Si’ddn, which have 
been done in you, they had a great 
while ago repented, sitting in sack- 
cloth and ashes. 

14 But it shall be more tolerable 
for Tyre and Si’d6dn at the judg- 
ment, than for you. 

15 And thou, Ca-pér’na-tm, which 
art exalted to heaven, shalt be 
thrust down to hell. 

16 He that heareth you heareth 
me; and he that despiseth you de- 
spiseth me; and he that despiseth 
me despiseth him that sent me. 

17 ¥ And the seventy returned 
again with joy, saying, Lord, even 
the devils are subject unto us 
through thy name. 

18 And he said unto them, I be- 
held Sa’tan as lightning fall from 
heaven. 

19 Behold, I give unto you power 
to tread on serpents and scorpions, 
and over all the power of the ene- 
my: and nothing shall by any means 
hurt you. 

20 Notwithstanding in this rejoice 

not, that the spirits are subject unto 
you; but rather rejoice, because 
your names are written in heaven. 
21 9 In that hour Jeé’sus rejoiced 
in spirit, and said, I thank thee, O 
Father, Lord of heaven and earth, 
that thou hast hid these things 
from the wise and prudent, and 
hast revealed them unto babes: 
even so, Father; for so it seemed 
good in thy sight. 

22 All things are delivered to me 
of my Father: and no man knoweth 
who the Son is, but the Father; and 
who the Father is, but the Son, and 
he to whom the Son willreveal him. 

23 § And he turned him unto his 
disciples, and said privately, Bless- 
ed are the eyes which see the 
pe te that ye see: 

24 For I tell you, that many pro- 
phets and kings have desired to see 
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those things which ye see, and have 
not seen them; and to hear those 
things which ye hear, and have not 
heard them. 

25 9 And, behold, a certain lawyer 
stood up, and pert him, saying, 
Master, what shall I do to inherit 
eternal life ? 

26 He said unto him, What is writ- 
ten in the law ? how readest thou ? 

27 And he answering said, Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with 
all thy heart, and with all thy soul, 
and with all thy strength, and with 
all thy mind; and thy neighbour as 
thyself. 

28 And he said unto him, Thou 
hast answered right: this do, and 
thou shalt live. 

29 But he, willing to justify him- 
self, said unto Je’sus, And who is 
my neighbour ? 

30 And Jée’sus answering said, A 
certain man went down from Jé- 
ru’sa-lem to Jér’i-cho, and fell 
among thieves, which stripped him 
of his raiment, and wounded him 
and departed, leaving him half 
dead. 

31 And by chance there came down 
a certain priest that way: and when 
he saw him, he passed by on the 
other side. 

32 And likewise a Le’vite, when 
he was at the place, came and 
looked on him, and passed by on the 
other side. 

33 But a certain Sa-mar’i-tan, as 
he journeyed, came where he was:

N D it came to pass, that, as he

4 And forgive us our sins; for we 
also forgive every one that is in- 
debted tous. And lead us not into 
semptalion.; but deliver us from 
evil. 

5 And he said unto them, Which 
of you shall have a friend, and shall 
go unto him at rene Dts and say 
unto him, Friend, lend me three 
loaves; 

6 Fora friend of mine in his jour- 
ney is come to me,and I have no- 
thing to set before him ? 

7 And he from within shall answer 
and say, Trouble me not: the door 
is now Shut, and my children are 
with me in bed; I cannot rise and 
give thee. 

8 I say unto you, Though he will 
not rise and give him, because he is 
his friend, yet because of his impor- 
tunity he will rise and give him as 
many as he needeth. 

9 And I say unto you, Ask, and it 
shall be given you; seek, and ye 
shall find; knock, and it shall be 
opened unto you. 

10 For every one that asketh re- 
ceiveth; and he that seeketh find- 
eth; and to him that knocketh it 
shall be opened. 

11 If a son shall ask bread of any of 
you that is a father, will he give 
hima stone? or if heask a fish, will 
he for a fish give him a serpent ? 
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12 Or if he shall ask an egg, will 
he offer him a scorpion ? 

13 If ye then, a evil, know 
how to give good gifts unto your 
children: how much more shall 
your heavenly Father give the 

0/ly Spirit to them that ask him ? 
14q And he was casting out a devil, 
and it was dumb. And it came to 
pass, when the devil was gone out, 
the dumb spake; and the people 
wondered. 

15 But some of them said, He cast- 
eth out devils through Bé-él’/ze-bub | 
the chief of the devils. 

16 And others, tempting him, sought 
of him a sign from heaven. ‘ 

17 But he, knowing their thoughts, 
said unto them, Every kingdom di- | 
vided against itself 1s brought to 
desolation; and a house divided | 
against a house falleth. 

18 If Sa’/tan also be divided against | 
himself, how shall his kingdom 
stand? because ye say that I cast. 
out devils through Bé-él’ze-bub. 

19 And if I by Bé-él'ze-bub cast out | 
devils, by whom do your sons cast 
them out? therefore shall they be 
your judges. . 

20 But if I with the finger of God 
cast out devils, no doubt the king- 
dom of God is come upon you. 

21 When a strong man armed 
keepeth his palace, his goods are 
in peace: 

22 But when a stronger than he 
shall come upon him, and over- 
come him, he taketh from him all 
his armour wherein he trusted, and 
divideth his spoils. 

23 He that is not with me is 
against me: and he that gathereth 
not with me scattereth. 

24 Whenthe unclean spirit is gone 
out of a man, he walketh through 
dry places, seeking rest; and find- 
ing none, he saith, I will return 
unto my house whence I came out. 

25 And when he cometh, he find- 
eth it swept and garnished. 

26 Then goeth he, and taketh to 
him seven other spirits more wicked 
than himself; and they enter in, 
and dwell there: and the last state 
of that man is worse than the first. 

27 | And it came to pass, as he 
spake these things, a certain wo- 
man of the company lifted up her 
voice, and said unto him, Blessed 
is the womb that bare thee, and 
the paps which thou hast sucked. 

28 But he said, Yea rather, blessed 
are they that hear the word of God, 
and keep it. ee | 

29 7 And when the people were 
gathered thick together, he began >

84 The light of the body is the 
aye: therefore when thine eye is 
single, thy whole body also is full 
of light; but when thine eye is evil, 
thy body also 7s full of darkness. 

35 Take heed therefore that the 
ight which is in thee be not dark- 
1eSs. 

86 If thy whole body therefore be 
full of light, having no part dark, 
the whole shall be full of light, as 
when the bright shining of a candle 
loth give thee light. 

37/4 And as he spake, a certain 
Phar’i-see besought him to dine 
with him: and he went in, and sat 
down to meat. 

88 And when the Phar’i-see saw 7, 
he marvelled that he had not first 
washed before dinner. 

89 And the Lord said unto him, 
Now do ye Phar’i-sees make clean 
the outside of the cup and the 
platter; but your inward part is 
ull of ravening and wickedness.

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44 Woe unto you, scribes and 
Phar’i-sees, hypocrites! for ye are 
as graves which appear not, and 
the men that walk over them are 
not aware of them. : 

45 § Then answered one of the 
lawyers, and said unto him, Mas- 
ter. thus saying thou reproachest 
us also. 

46 And he said, Woe unto you 
also, ye lawyers! for ye lade men 
with burdens grievous to be borue, 
and ye yourselves touch not the 
burdens with one of your fingers. 
47 Woe unto you! for ye build the 
sepulchres of the prophets, and your 
fathers killed them. 

48 Truly ye bear witness that ye 
allow the deeds of your fathers: 
for they indeed killed them, and 
ye build their sepulchres. 

49 Therefore also said the wis- 
dom of God, I will send them 
prophets and apostles, and some 
of them they shall slay and perse-

50 That the blood of all the pro- 

hets, which was shed from the

52 Woe unto you, lawyers! for ye 
have taken away the key of know- 
ledge: ye entered notin yourselves, 
and them that were entering in ye 
hindered. 

53 And as he said these things unto 
them, the scribes and the Phar’i- 
ee, began to urge himvehemently 
and to provoke him to speak o 
many things: 

54 Laying wait for him, and seek- 
ing to catch something out of his 
mouth, that they might accuse him. 


CHAPTER 12. 


1 A discourse to disciples on hypocrisy. 
13 Warning against covetousness. 22 
Against carefulness of earthly things. 33 
General instruction to disciples. 

N the mean time, when there 

were gathered together an innu- 
merable multitude of people, inso- 
much that they trode one upon 
another, he began to say unto his 
disciples first of all, Beware ye of 
the leaven of the Phar’i-sees, which 
is hypocrisy. 

2 For there is nothing covered, 
that shall not be revealed; neither 
hid, that shall not be known. 

38 Therefore whatsoever ye have 
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The unpardonable sin. 


spoken in darkness shall be heard 
in the light; and that which ye 
have spoken in the ear in closets 
shall be proclaimed upon the house 
tops. 

4 And I say unto you my friends, 
Be not afraid of them that kill the 
body, and after that have no more 
that they can do. 

5 But I willforewarn you whom 
ye shall fear: Fear him, which 
after he hath killed hath power to 
cast into hell; yea, I say unto you, 
Fear him. 

6 Are not five sparrows sold for 
two farthings, and not one of them 
is forgotten before God? 

7 But even the very hairs of your 
head are all numbered. Fear not 
therefore: ye are of more value 
than many sparrows. 

8 Also I say unto you, Whosoever 
shall confess me before men, him 
shall the Son of man also confess 
before the angels of God: 

9 But he that denieth me before 
men shall be denied before the 
angels of God. 

10 And whosoever shall speak a 
word against the Son of man, it 
shall be forgiven him: but unto 
hin that blasphemeth against the 
Holy Ghostit shall not be forgiven. 

il And when they bring you unto 
the synagogues, and unto magis- 
trates, and powers, take ye no 
thought how or what thing ye shall 
answer, or what ye shall say: 

12 For the HO'ly Ghost shall teach 
you in the same hour what ye ought 
to say. 

13 ¢ And one of the company said 
unto him, Master, speak to my bro- 
cher, that he divide the inherit- 
ance with me. 

14 And ke said unto him, Man, who 
ae me a judge or a divider over 
you 

15 And he said unto them, Take 
heed, and beware of covetousness: 
for a man’s life consisteth not in 
the abundance of the things which 
he possesseth. 

16 And he spake a parable unto 
them, saying, The ground of a cer- 
fal rich man brought forth plenti- 

ully : 

17 And he thought within him- 
self, saying, What shall I do, be- 
cause have no room where to 
bestow my fruits ? 

18 And he said, This will I do: I 
will pull down my bart.3, and build 
greater; and there will I bestow 
all my fruits and my goods. 

19 And I will say to my soul, Soul, 
thou hast much goods laid up for 
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Of laying up treasure 
many years; take thine ease, eat, 
drink, and be merry. 

20 But God said unto him, Thou 
fool, this night thy soul shall be re- 
guized of thee: then whose shall 
those things be, which thou -hast 
provided ? 

21 So zs he that layeth up treasure 
rca and is not rich toward 

od. 

224 And he said unto his disciples, 
Therefore I say unto you, Take no 
thought for your life, what ye shall 
eat; neither for the body, what ye 
shall put on. 

23 The life is more than meat, and 
the body 7s more than raiment. 

24 Consider the ravens: for they 
neither sow nor reap; which nei- 
ther have storehouse nor barn; and 
God feedeth them: how much more 
are ye better than the fowls ? 

25 And which of you with taking 
thought can add to his stature one 
cubit ? , 

26 If ye then be not able to do that 
thing which is least, why take ye 
thought for the rest ? 

27 Consider the lilies how they 
grow: they toil not, they spin not; 
and yet I say unto you, that Sol’- 
o-mon in all his glory was not ar- 
rayed like one of these. 

28 If then God so clothe the grass, 
which is to day in the field, and to 
morrow is cast into the oven; how 
much more will he clothe you, O ye 
of little faith ? 

29 And seek not ye what ye shall 
eat, or what ye shall drink, neither 
be ye of doubtful mind. 

30 For all these things. do the na- 
tions of the world seek after: and 
your Father knowetb that ye have 
need of these things. 

31 § Butrather seek ye the king- 
dom of God; and all these things 
shall be added unto you. 

32 Fear not, little floek; for it is 
your Father’s good pleasure to give 
you the kingdom. 

33 Sell that ye have, and give 
alms; provide yourselves bags 
which wax not old, a treasure in 
the heavens that faileth not, where 
no thief approacheth, neither moth 
corrupteth. 

34 For where your treasure is, 
there will your heart be also. 

385 Let your loins be girded about, 
and youn lights burning ; 

36 And ye yourselves like unto 
men that wait for their lord, when 
he will return from the wedding; 
that when he cometh and knock- 
eth, they may open unto him im- 
mediatelv. 
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37 Blessed are those servants, 
whom the lord when he cometh 
shall find watching: verily I say 
unto you, that he shall gird him- 
self, and make them to sit down 
to meat, and will come forth and 
serve them. 

38 And if he shall come in the 
second watch, or come in the third 
watch, and find them so, blessed are | 
those servants. 

39 And this know, 'that if the good- 
man of the house had known what 
hour the thief would come, he 
would have watched, and not have 
suffered his house to be broken 
through. 

40 Be ye therefore ready also: for 
the Sou of man cometh at an hour 
when ye think not. 

41 ¢ Then Peé’tér said unto him, 
Lord, speakest thou this parable 
unto us, or even to all ? 

42 And the Lord said, Who then 
is that faithfui and wise steward, 
whom his lord shall make ruler 
over his household. to give them 
their portion of meat in due sea- 
son? 

43 Blessed is that servant, whom 
his lord when he cometh shall find 
so doing. 

44 Of atruth I say unto you, that 
he will make him ruler over all 
that he hath. 

45 But and if that servant say in 
his heart, My lord delayeth his 
coming; and shall begin to beat 
the menservants and maidens, and 
to eat and drink, and to be 
drunken ; 

46 The lord of that servant will 
come in a day when he looketh not 
for him, and at an hour when he is 
not aware, and will cut him in sun- 
der, and will appoint him his por- 
tion with the unbelievers. 

47 And that servant, which knew 
his lord’s will, and prepared not 
ied neither did according to 
his will, shall be beaten with many 
stripes. 

48 But he that knew not, and did 
commit things worthy of stripes, 
shall be beaten with few stripes. 
For unto whomsoever much is 
given, of him shall be much re- 
quired: and to whom men have 
committed much, of him they will 
ask the more. 

49 § Iam come to send fire on the 
earth; and what will I, if it be al- 
ready kindled ?

9 And he spake this parable unto 
certain which trusted in themselves 
that they were righteous, and de- 
Sid others: 

0 Two men went up into the tem- 
ple to pray; the one a Phar’i-see, 
and the other @ publican. 

11 The Phar’'i-see stood and prayed 
thus with himself, God, I thank 
thee, that I am not as other men 
are, extortioners, unjust, adulter- 
ers, or even as this publican. 

12 I fast twice in the week, I give 
tithes of all that I possess. 

13 And the publican, standing afar 
off, would not liftup so much as Ais 
eyes unto heaven, but smote upon 
his breast, saying, God be merciful 
to me a sinner. 

14 I tell you, this man went down 
to his house justified rather than 
the other: for every one that ex- 
alteth himself shall be abased; and 
he that humbleth himself shall be 
exalted. 

15 Aud they brought unto him 
also infants, that he would touch 
them: but when his disciples saw 
it, they rebuked them. 

But Je’sus called them wnto 
him, and said, Suffer little children 
to come unto me, and forbid them 
a for of such is the kingdom of 
xzOd. 

17 Verily I say unto you, Whoso- 
ever shall not receive the kingdom 
of God as a little child shal]l in no 
wise enter therein. 

18 And acertain ruler asked him, 
saying, Good Master, what shall I 
do to inherit eternal life ? 

19 And Jé’sus said unto him, Wh 
eallest thou me good ? none is good, 
save one, that is, God. 

20 Thou knowest the command- 
ments, Do not commit adultery 
Do not kill, Do not steal, Do no 
bear false witness, Honour thy 
father and thy mother. 

21 And he said, All these have I 
kept from my youth up. 

22 Now when Jé’sus heard these 
things, he said unto him, Yet lack- 
est thou one thing: sell all that 
thou hast, and distribute tuto the 
poor, and thoti shalt have treasure 
in heaven: and come, follow me. 

23 And when he heard this, he 
was very sorrowful: for he was 
very rich. : 

24 And when Jeé’sus saw that he 
was very sorrowful, he said, How 
hardly shall they that have riches 
enter into the kingdom of God! 
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25 For it is easier for a camel to 
go through a needle’s eye, than for 
arich man to enter into the king- 
dom of God. 

26 And they that. heard 7z¢ said, 
Who then can be saved ? 

27 And he said, The things which 
are impossible with men are possi- 
ble with God. 

28 Then Pe’tér said, Lo, we have 
left all, and followed thee. 

29 And he said unto them, Verily 
I say unto you, There is no man 
that hath left house, or parents, or 
brethren, or wife, or children, for 
the kingdom of God’s sake, 

30 Who shall not receive manifold 
more in this present time, and in 
the world to come life everlasting. 

31 ¢ Then he took unto him the 
twelve, and said unto them, Be- 
hold, we go up to Jé-ru’sa-lém, and 
all things that are written by the 
prophets concerning the Son of 
man shall be accomplished. 

32 For he shall be delivered unto 
the aera and shall be mocked, 
and spitefully entreated, and spit- 
ted on: 

33 And they shall scourge him, and 
put him to death: and the third 
day he shall rise again. 

34 And they understood none of 
these things: and this saying was 
hid from them, neither knew they 
the things which were spoken. 

35 § And it came to pass, that as 
he was come nigh unto Jér’i-cho, a 
certain blind man sat by the way 
side begging: 

36 And hearing the multitude pass 
by, he asked what it meant. 

37 And they told him, that Je’sus

40 And Je’sus stood, and com- 
manded him to be brought unto 
him: and when he was come near, 
he asked him, 

41 Saying, What wilt thou that I 
shall do unto thee? And he said, 
Lord, that I may recetve my sight. 

42 And Je’sus said unto him, Re- 
ceive thy sight: thy faith hath 
saved thee. 

43 And immediately he received 
his sight, and followed him, glori- 
fying God: and all the people, 
ae they saw it,gave praise unto

CHAPTER 19.

ND Je’sus entered and passed 

“A through Jeér’i-cho. 

2 And, behold, there was a man 
named Zac-che’us, which was the 
chief among the publicans, and he 
was rich. 

3 And he sought to see Je’sus who 
he was; and could not for the press, 
because he was little of stature. 

4 And he ran before, and climbed 
up into a sycomore tree to see him: 
for he was to pass that way. 

5 And when Je’sus came to the 
place, he looked up, and saw him, 
and said unto him, Zac-che’us, 
make haste, and come down; for 
to day I must abide at thy house. 

6 And he made haste, and came 
down, and received him joyfully. 

7 And when they saw 7, they all 
murmured, saying, That he was 

one to be guest with a man that 
is a sinner. 

8 And Zac-che’us stood, and said 
unto the Lord; Behold, Lord, the 
half of my goods I give to the poor; 
and if I have taken any thing trom 
any man by false accusation, I re- 
store him fourfold. 

9 And Je’sus said unto him, This 
day is salvation come to this house, 
forsomuch as he also is a son of 
A’bra-ham.

19 And he said likewise to him, 
Be thou also over five cities. 

2) And another came, saying, 
Lord, behold, here is thy pound, 
which I have kept laid up in a 
napkin: 

21 For I feared thee, because thou 
art an austere man: thou takest up 
that thou layedst not down, and 
reapest that thou didst not sow. 

22 And he saith unto him, Out of 
thine own mouth will I judge thee, 
thou wicked servant. 
est that I was an austere man, tak- 
ing up that I laid not down, and 
reaping that I did not sow: 

23 Wherefore then gavest not thou 
my money into the bank, that at 
my coming I might have required 
mine own with usury ? 

4 And he said unto them that 
stood by, Take from him the pound, 
and give it to him that hath ten 
pounds. 

25 (And they said unto him, Lord, 
he hath ten pounds.) 

26 For I say unto you, That unto 
every one which hath shall be giv- 
en; and from him that hath not, 
even that he hath shall be taken 
away from him. 

27 But those mine enemies, which 
would not that I should reign over 
them, bring hither, and slay them 
before me. 

28 § And when he had thus spoken, 
he went before, ascending up to 
Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

29 And it came to pass, when he 
was come nigh to Béth’pha-gé and 
Béth’a-ny, at the mount called the 
mount of Olives, he sent two of his 
disciples, 

30 Saying, Go ye into the village 
over against you; in the which at 
your entering ye shall find a colt 
tied, whereon yet hever man Sat: 
loose him, and bring him hither. 

31 Andif any man ask you, Why 
do ye loose him ? thus shall ye say 
unto him, Because the Lord hath 
need of him. 

32 And they that were sent went 
their way, and found even as he 
had said unto them. 

33 And as they were loosing the 
colt, the owners thereof said unto 
them, Why loose ye the colt ? 
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34 And they said, The Lord hath 
need of him. 

35 And they brought him to Je’sus: 
and they cast their garments upon 
the colt, and they set Je’sus there- 


on. 

36 And as he went, they spread 
their clothes in the way. 

37 And when he was come nigh, 
even now at the descent of the 
mount of Olives, the whole multi- 
tude of the disciples began to re- 
joice and praise God with a loud 
voice for all the mighty works that 
they had seen; 

38 Saying, Blessed be the King that 
cometh in the name of the Lord: 
peace in heaven, and glory in the 
highest. 

39 And some of the Phar‘i-sees 
the multitude said 
unto him, Master, rebuke thy dis- 
ciples. 

40 And he answered and said unto 
them, I tell you that, if these should 
hold their peace, thestones would 
immediately cry out. 

41 § And when he was come near, 
he beheld the city, and wept over

42 Saying, If thou hadst known, 
even thou, at least in this thy day, 
the things which belong unto thy 
peace! butnow they are hid from 
thine eyes. 

43 For the days shall come upon 
thee, that thine enemies shall cast 
a trench about thee, and compass 
thee round, and keep thee in on 
every side, 

44 And shall lay thee even with 
the ground, and thy children with- 
in thee; and they shall] not leave in 
thee one stone upon another; be- 
cause thou knewest not the time 
of thy visitation. 

45 And he went into the temple, 
and began to cast out them that 
sold therein, and them that bought; 

46 Saying unto them, It is written, 
My house is the house of prayer: 
but ye have made it a den of 
thieves. 

47 And he taught daily in the tem- 
ple. But the chief priests and the 
seribes and the chief of the people 
sought to destroy him, 

48 And could not find what they 
‘might do: for all the people were 
very attentive to hear him.

38 And he answered and said unto 
them, I will also ask you one thing;

5 And they reasoned with them- 
selves, saying, If we_ shall say, 
From heaven; he will say, Why 
then believed ye him not? 

6 But and if we say, Of men; all 
the people will stone us: for tbey 
es potenaroa that JOhn was a pro- 
phet. 

7 And they answered, that they 
could not tell whence it was. 

8 And Je’sus said unto them, 
Neither tell Lyou by what authority 
I do these things. ; 

9 Then began he to speak to the 
people this parable; A certain man 
planted a vineyard, and let it forth 
to husbandmen, and went into a far 
country for a long time.

16 He shall come and_ destroy 
these husbandmen, and shall give 
the vineyard to others. And when 
they heard it, they said, God forbid. 

17 And he beheld them, and said, 
What is this then that is written, 
The stone which the builders re-

whomsoever it shall fall, it will 
grind him to powder. 

19 § And the chief priests and the 
scribes the same hour sought to lay 
hands on him; and they feared the 
people: for they perceived that he 
had spoken this parable against 
them. 

20 And they watched him, and 
sent forth spies, which should 
feign themselves just men, that 
they might take hold of his words, 
that so they might deliver him 
unto the power and authority of

21 And they asked him, saying, 
Master, we know that thou sayest 
and teachest rightly, neither ac- 
ceptest thou the person of any, but 
teachest the way of God truly:

23 But he perceived their crafti- 
ness, and said unto them, Why 
tempt ye me?

26 And they could not take hold 
of his words before the people: and 
| they marvelled at his answer, and 
held their peace. ; 

27 § Then came to him certain of 
the Sad’du-¢ees, which deny that 
there isany resurrection: and they 
asked him, 

28 Ragng Master, miaieest wrote 
unto us, t any man’s brother die, 
having a wife, and he die without 
children, that his brother shouid 
take his wife, and raise up seed 
unto his brother. 

29 There were: therefore seven 
brethren: and the first took a wife, 
and died without children, ;

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THE MOUNT OF OLIVES 

This mountain stands directly opposite the eastern gate of Jerusalem, 
and is separated from that city by the valley of the Kedron, from which it 
rises 371 feet to its summit which is 2643 feet above the level of the ocean. 
It is the scene of many interesting events both of the Old Testament and 
the New; but its chief associations are with the life of Jesus. Here were 
his closest friends at Bethany. From it the disciples had their last glimpse 
of Jesus as he ascended to heaven. Down its slopes He rode on his triumphal 
entry into Jerusalem. Here, at Bethany, he raised Lazarus from the dead. 
It is n° of the most sacred places in Palestine. 
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THE GARDEN OF GETHSEMANE 

The traditional Garden of Gethsemane, shown in the picture, lies near 
the base of the Mount of Olives, a little east of the bridge by which the 
road from St. Stephen’s Gate of Jerusalem crosses the Kedron. The garden 
is nearly square, 150 feet by 160, though it may have been larger in the time 
of Christ. It is now enclosed by a wall, and contains eight venerable olive 
trees. This garden was a favorite with our Lord. who often resorted to it 
for retirement and rest. To it he Jed his disciples late at night after his 
last supper with them. Here he prayed in mortal agony, and was streng'th- 
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The widow’s mites. 


counted worthy to obtain that 
world, and the resurrection from 
the dead, neither marry, nor are 
given in marriage:

Aa he looked up, and saw the

4 For all these have of their abun- 
dance cast in unto the offerings of 
God: but she of her penury hath 
east in all the living that she had. 

5 J And as some spake of the tem- 
plo, how it was adorned with goodly 
stones and gifts, he said,

7 And they asked him, saying, 
Master, but when shall these things 
be ? and what sign will there be when 
these things shall come to pass ? 

8 And he said, Take heed that ye 
be not deceived: for many shall 
come in my name, saying, I am 
Christ ; and the time draweth near: 
go ye not therefore after them. 

9 But when ye shall hear of wars 
and commotions, be not terrified:

20 And when ye shall see Jé-ru’. 
sa-lem compassed with armies, 
then know that the desolation 
thereof is nigh. 

21 Then let them which are in Ji 
de’a flee to the mountains; and let 
them which are in the midst of it 
depart out; and let not them that 
lare in the countries enter there- 


into. 

22 For these be the days of ven- 
geance, that_all things which are 
written may be fulfilled. 

23 But woe unto them that are 
with child, and to them that give 
suck, in those days! for there shall 
be great distress in the land, and 
wrath upon this people. 
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24 And theyshall fall by the edge 
of the sword, and shall be led away 
captive into all nations: and Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém shall be trodden down of the 
Gén'tiles, until the times of the 
Gén’tiles be fulfilled.

shed for you. 

21 J But, behold, the hand of him 
that betrayeth me is with me on 
the table. 

22 And truly the Son of man goeth, 
as it was determined: but woe 
unto that man by whom he is be- 
trayed! § 

23 And they began to enquire 
among themselves, which of them 
it was that should do this thing. 

24 § And there was also a Strife 
among them, which of them should 
be accounted the greatest. 

25 And he said unto them, The 
kings of the Gén’tiles exercise lord- 
ship over them; and they that 
exercise authority upon them are 
ealled benefactors. 

26 But ye shall not be so: but he 
that is ~ mae among you, let him 
be as the younger; and he that is 
chief, as he that doth serve.

33 And he said unto him, Lord, 
I am ready to go with thee, both 
into prison, and to death.

38 And they said, Lord, behold 
here are two swords. And he said 


unto them, It is enough. 

39 § And he came out, and went. 
as he was wont, to the mount of 
olives; and his disciples also fol. 
lowed him. 

40 And when he was at the place, 
he said unto them, Pray that ye en- 
ter not into temptation. 

41 And he was withdrawn from 
them about a stone’s cast, and 
kneeled down, and prayed, 

42 Saying, Father, if thou be will- 
ing, remove this cup from me: nev- 
ertheless not my will, but thine, be 
done. 

43 And there appeared an angel 
unto him from heaven, strengthen- 
ing him. 

44 And being in an agony he 
prayed more earnestly: and. his 
sweat was as it were great drops 
of blood falling down to the 
ground. 

45 And when he rose up from 
praver, and was come to his dis- 
ciples, he found them sleeping for 
sorrow, 

46 And said unto them, Why 
sleep ye? rise and pray, lest ye en- 
ter into temptation. 

47 ¥ And while he yet spake, be- 
hold a multitude, and he that was 
called Ju’das, one of the twelve, 
went before them, and drew near 
unto Je’sus to kiss him. 

48 But Je’sus said unto him, Ju’- 
das, betrayest thou the Son of man 
with a kiss? 

49 When they which were about 
him saw what would follow, they 
said unto him, Lord, shal] we smite 
with the sword ? 

50 ¥ And one of them smote the 
servant of the high priest, and cut 
off his right ear. 

51 And Jé’sus answered and said 
Suffer ye thus far. And he touche 
his ear, and healed him. 

52 Then Je’sus said unto the chief 
priests, and captains of the temple, 
and the elders, which were come 
to him, Be ye come out, as against 
a thief, with swords and staves ? _ 
53 When I was daily with youin 
the temple, ye stretched forth no 
hands against me: but this is your 
hour, and the power of darkness. 
54 § Then took they him, and led 
him, and brought him into the digh 
priest’s house. And Pe’tér followed 
afar off. 
5d And when they had kindled a 
fire in the midst of the hall, and 
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were set down together, Pé’tér sat 
down among them. 

56 Buta certain maid beheld him 
as he sat by the fire, and earnestly 
looked upon him, and said, This 
man was also with him.

7 And as soon as he knew that he 
belonged unto Hér’od’s jurisdic- 
tion, he sent him to Hér’od, who 
himself also was at Jé-ru’sa-lém at} 
that time. 

8 J And when Hér’od saw Jé’sus, 
he was exceeding glad: for he was 
desirous to see him of a long season, 
because he had heard many things 
of him; and he hoped to have seen 
some miracle done by him. 

9 Then he questioned with him 
in many words; but he answered | 
him nothing. 

10 And the chief priests and 
scribes stood and vehemently ac- 
cused him. 

11 And Hér’od with his men of | 
war set him at nought, and mocked 
him, and arrayed him in a gorgeous 
robe, and sent him again to Pi‘late.

1 And. we indeed justl ,; for we 
receive the due reward of our 
deeds: but this man hath done no- 
thing amiss.

9 Nic-o-dé’mus answered and said 
unto him, How can these things be ?

receive not our witness.

20 For every one that doeth evil 
hateth the light, neither cometh to 
the light, lest his deeds should be 
reproved.

32 And what he hath seen and 
heard, that he testifieth; and no 
man receiveth his testimony. 

33 He that hath received his tes- 
timony hath set to his seal that God 
is true. 

34 For he whom God hath sent 
speaketh the words of God: for 
God giveth not the Spirit by mea- 
sure unto him. 

35 The Father loveth the Son, and 
hath given all things into his hand. 

36 He that believeth on the Son 
hath everlasting life: and he that 
believeth not the Son shall not see 
life ; but the wrath of God abideth 
on him.

8 (For his disciples were gone 
away unto the city to buy meat.) 

9 Then saith the woman of S4-ma’- 
ri-a unto him, How is it that thou, 
being a Jew, askest drink of me, 
which am a woman of Sa-ma’ri-a ? 
for the Jews have no dealings with 
the Sa-mar’i-tans. 

10 Jé’sus answered and said unto 
her, If thou knewest the gift of 
God, and who it is that saith to 
thee, Give me to drink; thou 
wouldest have asked of him, and he 
would have given thee living wa- 


ter. 

ll The woman saith unto him, 
Sir, thou hast nothing to draw 
with, and the well is deep: from 
whence then hast thou that living 
water ? 

12 Art thou greater than our 
father Ja/cob, which gave us the 
well, and drank thereof himself, 
and his children, and his cattle? 

13 Jé’sus answered and said unto 
her, hosoever drinketh of this 
water shall thirst again: 

14 But whosoever drinketh of the 
water that I shall give him shall 
never thirst; but the water that 1 
shall give him shall be in him a 
well of. water springing up into 
everlasting life. 

5 The woman saith unto him, Sir, 
give me this water, that I thirst not, 
neither come hither to draw. 

16 Jé’gsus saith unto her, Go, call 
thy husband, and come hither, 

The woman answered and said 

I have no_ husband. 
unto her, Thou 
have no husband: 

18 For thou hast had five hus- 
bands; and he whom thou now 
hast is not thy husband: in that 
saidst chou truly. 

The woman saith unto hin, 

sir, I perceive that thou art a 
prophet...

21 Je’sus saith unto ner, Woman, 
believe me, the hour cometh, when 
ye shall neither in this mountain, 
hor yet at Jé-ru’sa-lém, worship 
the Father. 

22 Ye worship ye know not what;

26 Je’sus saith unto her, I that 
speak unto thee am he. 

27 § And upon this came his dis- 
ciples,and marvelled that he talked 
with the woman: yet no man said, 
What seekest thou ? or, Why talk- 
est thou with her? 

28 The woman then left her water- 
pot, and went her way into the 
city, and saith to the men 
29 Come, see a man, which told 
me all things that ever I did: is not 
this the Christ ? 

30 Then they went 
aud came unto him. 
31 J In the mean while his disci-

32 But he said unto them, I have 
meat to eat that ye know not of. 

33 Therefore said the disciples 
one to another, Hath any man 
brought him ought to eat ? 

a4 Je’sus saith unto them, My 
meat is to do the will of him that 
sent me, and to finish his work. 

35 Say not ye, There are yet four 
months, and then cometh harvest? 
behold, I say unto you, Lift up 
your eyes, and look on the fields;

36 And he that reapeth receivetn 
wages, and gathereth fruit unto 
life eternal: that both he that sow- 
ethand he that reapeth may rejoice 
together.

39 | And many of the Sa-mar’i- | 
tans of that city believed on him 
for the saying of the woman, which 
tented, He told me ali that ever I

41 And many more believed be- 
cause of his own word; 

42 And said unto the woman, Now 
we believe, not because of thy say- 
ing: for we have heard him our- 
selves, and know that this is in- 
deed the Christ, the Saviour of the 
world. 

43 9 Now after two days he de- 
betes thence, and went into Gal’- 

-lee. 

44 For Jeé’sus himself testified, 
that a prophet hath no honour in 
his own country. ‘ 

45 Then when he was come into 
Gal'i-lee, the Gal-i-le’ans received 
him, having seen all the things 
that he did at Jé-ru’sa-lém at the 
feast: for they also went unto the 
reast. 

46 So Jeé’sus came again into Ca’na 
of Gal’'i-lee, where he made the 
water wine. And there was a cer- 
tain nobleman, wuose sou was sick 
at Ca-pér’na-tm. 

47 When he heard that Je’sus was 
come out of Ju-de’a into Gal’t-lee, 
he went unto him, and besought 
him that he would come uown, and 
heal his son: for he was at the 
point of death. 

48 Then said Je’sus unto him, Ex- 
cept ye see signs and wonders, ye 
will not believe. 

49 The nobleman saith unto him,

4 For an angel went down at a 
certain season into the pool, and 
troubled the water: whosoever 
then first after the troubling of the 
water stepped in was made whole} 
of whatsoever disease he had. 

5 And a certain man was there,} 
which had an infirmity thirty and} 
eight years. 

6 When Je’sus saw him lie, and 
knew that he had been now a long 
time in that case, he saith unto him, 
Wilt thou be made whole ? 

7 The impotent man answered 
him, Sir, I have no man, when the} 
water is troubled, to put me into 
the pool: but while I am coming, | 
another steppeth down before me. 
8 Jé’sus saith unto him, Rise, take 
up thy bed, and walk. 

9 And immediately the man was 
made whole, and took up his bed, 
and walked: and on the same day 
was the sabbath. 

10 { The Jews therefore said unto 
him that was cured, It is the sab- 
bath day: it is not lawful for thee 
to carry thy bed. 

11 He answered them, He that 
made me whole, the same said unto 
me, Take up thy bed, and walk. 

12 Then asked they him, What} 
man is that which said unto thee 
Take up thy bed, and walk? 

13 And he that was healed wist 
not who it was: for Je’sus had con- 
veyed himself away, a multitude 
being in that place. 

14 Afterward Je’sus findeth him 
in the temple, and said unto him, 
Behold, thou art made whole: sin } 
no more, lest a worse thing come 
unto thee. tt 

15 The man departed, and told 
the Jews that it was Je’sus, which 
had made him whole.

li § But Je’sus answered them, 
My Father worketh hitherto, and I 
work. 

18 Therefore the Jews sought the 
more to kill him, because he not 
only had broken the sabbath, but 
said also that God was his Father, 
making himself equal with God. 

19 Then answered Je’sus and said 
unto them, Verily, verily, [say unto 

ou, The Son can do nothing of 

imself, but what he seeth the Fa- 
ther do: for what things soever he 
doeth, these also doeth the Son 
like wise. 

20 For the Father loveth the Son, 
ana sheweth him all things that 
himself doeth: and he will shew 
him greater works than these, that 
ye may marvel. 

21 For as the Father raiseth up the 
dead, and quickeneth them; even so 
the Son quickeneth whom he will. 
22 #or the Father judgeth no man, 
but hath committed all judgment 
unto the Son: 

28 That all men should honour the 
Son, even as they honour the Fa- 
ther. He that honoureth not the 
Son honoureth not the Father 
which hath sent him. 

24 Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
He that heareth my word, and be- 
lieveth on him that sent me, hath 
everlasting life, and shall not come 
into condemnation; but is passed 
from death unto life. 

25 Verily, verily. I say unto you, 
The hour is ComMne and now is, 
when the dead shall hear the voice 
of the Son of God: and they that 
hear shall live. 

26 For as the Father hath life in 
himself; so hath he given to the 
Son to have life in himself; 

27 And hath given him authority 
to execute judgment also, because 
he is the Son of man. 

28 Marvel not at this: for the hour 
is coming, in the which all that are 
in the graves shall hear his voice, 

29 And shall come forth; they 
that have done good, unto the re- 
surrection of life; and they that 
have done evil, unto the resurrec- 
tion of damnation. 

30 I can of mine own self do no- 
thing: as I hear,I judge: and my 
judgment is just; because I seek 
not mine own will, but the will of 
the Father which hath sent me. 

31 If I bear witness of myself, my 
witness is not true. 

32 | There is another that beareth 
witness of me; and I know. that the

33 Ye sent unto John, and he bare 
witness unto the truth. 

34 But I receive not testimony 
from man: but these things I say, 
that ye might be saved.

36 § But I have greater witness 
than that of John: for the works 
which the Father hath given me to 
finish, the same works that I do, 
bear witness of me, that the Father 
hath sent me. 

37 And the Father himself, which 
hath sent me, hath borne witness of 
me. Ye have neither heard his voice 
at any time, nor seen his shape. 

388 And ye have not his word abid. 
ing in you: for whom he hath sent, 
him ye believe not. 

39 § Search the scriptures; for in 
them ye think ye have eternal life: 
and they are they which testify of 
me. 

4) And ye will not come to me, 
that ye might have life. 

41 IT receive not honour from men. 

42 But I know you, that ye have 
not the love of God in you.

9 There is a lad here, which hath 
five barley loaves, and two small 
fishes: but what are they among so 
many? 

10 And J — said, Make the men 
sit down. ow there was much 

rass in the place. So the men sat 

own, in number about five thou- 
sand. 

ll And Jé’sus took the loaves; 
and when he had given thanks, he 
distributed to the disciples, and the 
disciples to them that were set 
down; and likewise of the fishes 
as much as they would. y 

12 When they were filled, he said 
anto his disciples, Gather up the 
fragments that remain, that no- 
thing be lost. 

13 Therefore they gathered them 
together, and filled twelve baskets 
with the fragments of the five bar- 
ley loaves, which remained over 
and above unto them that had 
eaten. 

14 Then those men, when they had 
seen the miracle that Je’sus did, 
said, This is of a truth that prophet 
that should come into the world.

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54 Whoso eateth my flesh, ana 
drinketh my blood, hath eternal 
life; and I will raise him up at the 
last day. ; 

55 For my flesh is meat indeed, 
and my blood is drink indeed. 

56 He that eateth my fiesh, and 
drinketh my blood, dwelleth in me, 
and J in him. 

57 As the living Father hath sent 
me, and I live by the Father: so he 
that eateth me, even he shall live 
by me. 

58 This is that oread which came 
down from heaven: not as your 
fathers did eat manna, and ars 
dead: he that eateth of this bread 
shall live for ever. 

59 These things said he in the 
synagogue, as he taught in Ca-pér’s 
na-um. 

60 Many therefore of his disciples, 
when they had heard this, said, This 
is an hard saying; who can hear it ? 
61 When Je’sus knew in himself 
that his disciples murmured at it. 
he said unto them, Doth this offend 
you? 

62 What and if ye shall see the Son 
of man ascend up where he was 
before ? 

63 It is the spirit that quickeneth; 
the flesh profiteth nothing: the 
words that I speak unto you, they 
are spirit, and they are life. 

64 But there are some of you that 
believe not. For Jé’sus knew from 
the beginning who they were that 
Lelleyed not, and who should betray 

im. 

65 And he said, Therefore said I 
unto you, that no man can come 
unto me, exceptit were given unto 
him of my Father. 

66 {| From that time many of his 
disciples went back, and walked no 
more with him. 

67 Then said Jé’sus unto the 
twelve, Will ye also go away ? 

68 Then Si’mon Pe’tér answered 
him, Lord, to whom shall we go? 
thou hast the words of eternal life. 

69 And we believe and are sure 
that thou art that Christ, the Son 
of the living God. 

70 Jé’sus answered them, Have 
not I chosen you twelve, and one 
of you is a devil ? 4 

71 He spake of Ju’das Is-car’i-ot 
the son of Si‘mon: for he it was that 
should betray him, being one of the 


twelve. 

CHAPTER 7. 

1 Christ reproves his brethren. 10 The 
Jeast of tabernacles. 14 Teaches in the 
temple. 40 Divers opinions concerning 
Christ. 45 Enmity of the Pharisees. 
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Christ teaches St. JOHN, 7. in the temple. 
FTER these things Je’sus| 21 Jé’sus answered and said unto 
walked in Gal’i-lee: for he|them,I have done one work, and 


would not walk in Jew’ry, because 
the Jews sought to kill him. 

2 Now the Jews’ feast of taberna- 
cles was at hand. 

3 His brethren therefore said unto 
him, Depart hence, and go into Ju- 
de’a, that thy disciples also may 
see the works that thou doest. 

4 For there is no man that doeth 
any thing in secret, and he himself 
seeketh to be known openly. If 
thou do these things, shew thyself 
to the world. 

5 For neither did his brethren be- 
lieve in him. 

6 Then Je’sus said unto them, My 
time is not yet come: butyour time 
is alway ready. 

7 The world cannot hate you; but 
me it hateth, because I testify of it, 
that the works thereof are evil. 

8 Go ye up unto this feast: I go 
not up yet unto this feast; for my 
time is not yet full come. 

9 When he had said these words 
ante them, he abode s¢idl in Gal’1- 

ee. 

10 ¥ But when his brethren were 

one up, then went he also up unto 

he feast, not openly, but as it were 
in secret. 

11 Then the Jews sought him at 
the feast, and said, Where is he ? 

12 And there was much murmur- 
ing among the ye tipee concernin 
him: for some said, He is a gooc 
man: others said, Nay; but he de- 
ceiveth the people. 

13 Howbeit no man spake openly 
of him for fear of the Jews. 

14 | Now about the midst of the 
feast Je’sus went up into the tem- 
ple, and taught. 

15 And the Jews marvelled, say- 
ing, How knoweth this man letters, 
having never learned? 

16 Je’sus answered them, and said, 
My doctrine is not mine, but his 
that sent me. ! 

17 If any man will do his will, he 
shall know of the doctrine, whether 
it be of God, or whether I speak of 
myself. 

18 He that speaketh of himself 
seeketh his own glory: but he that 
seeketh his glory that sent him, the 
Same is true, and no unrighteous- 
ness is in him. 

19 Did not Mo’segs give you the 
law, and yet none of you keepeth 
the Jaw? Why go ye about to kill 
me ? 

20 The people answered and said, 
Thou hast a devil: who goeth about 
to kill thee ? 





ye all marvel. 

22 Mo’ses therefore gave unto you 
circumcision; (not because it is of 
Mo’ses, but of the fathers;) and ye 
on the sabbath day circumcise a 
man. 

23 If a man on the sabbath day 
receive circumcision, that the law 
of Mo’ses should not be broken; 
are ye angry at me, because I have 
made a man every whit whole on 
the sabbath day ? 

24 Judge not according to the 
appearance, but judge righteous 
judgment. | 

25 Then said some of them of Jé- 
ru’'sa-lém, Is not this he, whom 
they seek to kill? 

26 But, lo, he speaketh boldly, and 
they say nothing unto him. o the 
rulers know indeed that this is the 
very Christ ? 

27 Howbeit we know this man 
whence he is: but when Christ 
vee no man knoweth whence 

e is. 

28 Then cried Jé’sus in the temple 
as he taught, saying, Ye both know 
me, and ye know whence Iam: and 
I am not come of myself, but he 
er sent me is true, whom ye know 
not. 

29 But I know him: forIam from 
him, and he hath sent me. 

30 Then they sought to take him: 
but no man laid hands on him, be- 
cause his hour was not yet come. 

31 And many of the people be- 
lieved on him, and said, When 
Christ cometh, will he do more 
miracles than these which this man 
hath done ? 

32 9 The Phar’i-sees heard that 
the people murmured such things 
concerning him; and the Phar’i- 
sees and the chief priests sent offi- 
cers to take him. 

33 Then said Je’sus unto them, 
Yet a little while am I with you, 
and then I go unto him that sent 
me. 

34 Ye shall seek me, and shall not 
find me: and where id am, thither ye 
cannot come. 

35 Then said the Jews among 
themselves, Whither will he 80, 
that we shall not find him? will he 
go unto the dispersed anu the 
Gén’tiles, and teach the Gen’tileg ? 

36 What manner of saying is this 
that he said, Ye shall seek me, and 
shall not find me: and where I am, 
thither ye cannot come ? 

37 In the last day, that great da 
of the feast, Je’sus stood and crie 
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Lhe people divided. 
Saying, If any man thirst, let him 
come unto me, and drink. 

38 He that believeth on me, as 
the scripture hath said, out of his 


belly shali flow rivers of living 


water. 

39 (But this spake he of the Spirit, 
which they that believe on him 
should receive: for the Holy 
Ghost was not yet given; because 
that Jé’sus was not yet glorified.) 
40 { Many of the people therefore, 
when they heard this saying, said, 
Of a truth this is the Prophet. 

41 Others said, This is the Christ. 
But some said, Shall Christ come 
out of Gal’i-lee ? 

42 Hath not the scripture said, 
That Christ cometh of the seed of 
Da’vid, and out of the town of 
Béth’lé-hém, where Da‘vid was? 

43 So there was a division among 
the people because of him. 

44 And some of them would have 
taken him; but no man laid hands 
on him.-: 

45 7 Then came the officers to the 
chief priests and Phar’i-sees; and 
they said unto them, Why have ye 
not hrought him ? 

46 The officers answered, Never 
man spake like this man. 

47 Then answered them the Phar’. 
vigit Are ye also deceived ? 

48 Have any of the rulers or of the 
Phar’i-sees believed on him ? 

49 But this people who knoweth 
not the law are cursed. 
50 Nic-o-dé’mus saith unto them, 
(he that came to Jé’sus by night, 
being one of them,) 

51 Doth our law judge any man, 
before it hear him, and kuow what 
he doeth ? 

52 They answered and said unto 
him, Art thou also of Gal’i-lee ? 
Search, and look: for out of Gal’i- 
lee ariseth no prophet. 

53 And every man went unto his 
own house. 


CHAPTER 8. 


- The adulterous woman. 
the world. 83 Jews answered. 
E’SUS went unto the mount of 
*? Olives. 

2 And early in the morning he 
came again into the temple, and all 
the people came unto him; and he 
sat down, and taught them. 

3 And the scribes and Phar’l-sees 
brought unto him a woman taken 
in adultery; and when they had set 
her in the midst, 

4 They say unto him, Master, this 
woman was taken in adultery, in 
the very act.

5 Now Mo’ses in the law com- 
manded us, that such should be 
stoned: but what sayest thou ? 

6 This they said, tempting him, 
that they might have to accuse 
him. But Jé’sus stooped down, 
and with fis finger wrote on the 
ground, as though he heard them not. 

7 So when they continued askin 
him, he lifted up himself, and sai 
unto them, He that is without sin 
among you, let him first cast a 
stone at her. 

8 And again he stooped down, and 
wrote on the ground. 

9 And they which heard it, being 
convicted by their own conscience, 
went out one by one, beginning at 
the eldest, even unto the last: and 
Je’sus was left alone, and the wo- 
man standing in the midst. 

10 When Je’sus had lifted up him- 
self, and saw none but the woman, 
he said unto her, Woman, where 
are those thine accusers? hath no 
man condemned thee ? 

ll She said, No man, Lord. And 
Je’sus said unto her, Neither do I 
condemn thee: go, and sin no more. 

12 ¢ Then spake Jé’sus again unto 
them, saying, lam the light of the 
world: he that followeth .ne shal} 
not walk in darkness, but shail 
have the light of life. 

13 The Phar’i-sees therefore said 
unto him, Thou bearest record of 
thyself; thy record is not true. 

14 Jé’sus answered and said unto 
them, Though I bear record of my- 
self, yet my record is true: for I 
know whence I came, and whither 
I go; but ye cannot tell whence I 
come, and whither I go. 

15 Ye judge after the flesh; I 
judge no man. : 

16 And yet if I judge, my judg- 
ment is true: for I am not alone. 
but I and the Father that sent me. 

17 It is also written in your law, 
Pca the testimony of two men is 

rue. 

18 I am one that bear witness of 
myself, and the Father that sent 
me beareth witness of me. 

19 Then said they unto him, Where 
is thy Father? Jé’sus answered, 
Ye neither know me, nor my Fa- 
ther: if ye had known me, ye 
should have known my Father also. 


20 These words spake Jé’sus in 
‘the treasury, as he taught in the 


temple: and no man laid hands on 
him; for his hour was not yet come. 
21 Then said Jé’sus again unto 
them, I go my way, and ye shalt 
seek me, and shall die in your sins; 
whither I go, ye cannot come. 
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Christ answers 


22 Then said the Jews, Will he kill 
himself? because he saith, Whither 
I go, ye cannot come. 

23 And he said unto them, Ye are 
from beneath; 1am from above: ye 
are of this world; I am not of this 
world. 

24 I said therefore unto you, that 
es shall die in your sins: for if ye 
believe not that I am he, ye shall die 
in your sins. 2 

25 Then said they unto him, Who 
art thou? And Je’sus saith unto 
them, Even the same that I said unto 
you from the beginning. 

26 I have many things to say and 
to judge of you: but he that sent 
me is true; and I speak to the world 
ee things which I have heard of 

im. 

27 They understood not that he 
spake to them of the Father. 

28 Then said Je’sus unto them 
When ye have lifted up the Son o 
man, then shall ye know that Iam 
he, and that I do nothing of myself; 
but as my Father hath taught me, I 
speak these things. 

29 And he that sent me is with 
me: the Father hath not left me 
alone; for I do always those things 
that please him. 

30 As he spake these words, many 
believed on him. 

31 Then said Je’sus to those Jews 
which believed on him, If ye con- 
tinue in my word, then are ye my 
disciples indeed ; 

32. And ye shall know the truth, 
and the truth shall make you free. 

63 9 They answered him, We be 
A’bra-ham’s seed, and were never 
in bondage to any man: how sayest 
thou, Ye shall be made free ? 

34 Je’gus answered them, Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, Whosoever 
committeth sin is the servant of 
sin. 

35 And the servant abideth not in 
the house for ever: but the Son 
abideth ever. , 

36 If the Son therefore shall make 
you free, ye shall be free indeed. 

37 I know that ye are A’bra-ham’s 
seed; but ye seek to kill me, be- 
cause my word hath no place in 


you. 
38 I speak that which I have seen 
with my Father: and ye do that 
which ye have seen with your 
father. 

39 They answered and said unto 
him, A’bra-ham is our father. Je’- 
sus saith unto them, If ye were 
A’bra-ham’s children, ye would do 
the works of A’bra-ham. 


40 But now ye seek to kill me,a’ 
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the Jews. 


man that hath told you the truth, 
which I have heard of God: this 
did not A’bra-ham. 

41 Yedo the deeds of your father. 
Then said they to him, We be not 
born of fornication; we have one 
Father, even God. 

42 Je’sus said unto them, If God 
were your Father fc would love 
me: forlI proceeded orth and came 
from God; neither came I of my- 
self, but he sent me. 

43 Why do ye not understand my 
speech? even because ye cannot 
hear my word. 

44 Ye are of your father the devil 
and the lusts of your father ye will 
do. He was a murderer from the; 
beginning, and abode not in the 
truth, because there is no truth in 
him. When he speaketh a lie, he 
speaketh of his own: for he is a 
liar, and the father of it. 

45 And because I tell you the 
truth, ve believe me not. 

46 Which of you convinceth me of 
sin? And if I say the truth, why do 
ye not believe me? 

47 He thatis of God heareth God’s 
words: ye therefore hear them not, 
because ye are not of God. 

48 Then answered the Jews, ana 
said unto him, Say we not well 
that thou art a Samar’i-tan, and 
hast a devil? 

49 Je’sus answered, I have not a 
devil; but I honour my Father, and 
ye do dishonour me. . { 

50 And I seek not mine own glory: 
ae is one that seeketh and judg: 
eth. 

51 Verily. verily, I say unto yo 
If a man keep my saying, he sha 
never see death. 

52 Then said the Jews unto him, 
Now we know that thou hast a 
devil. A’bra-ham is dead, and the 
prophets; and thou sayest, If a 
man keep my saying, he shall never 
taste of death. 

538 Art thou greater than our fa- 
ther A’bra-ham, which is dead? and 
the prophets are dead: whom mak- 
est thou thyself? 

54 Jé’sus answered, If I honour 
myself, my honour is nothing: it is 
my Father that honoureth me; of 
whom ye say, that he is your God: 

55 Yet ye have not known him; 
but I know him: and if I should 
say, I know him not, ] shall be a 
liar like unto you: but I know him, 
and keep his saying. 

56, Your father A’bra-ham rejoiced 
to see my day: and he saw zt, and 
was glad. 

57 Then said the Jews unto him, 
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Thou art not yet fifty years old, and 
hast thou seen A’bra-ham ? i 

58 Je’sus said unto them, Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, Before A’bra- 
ham was, lam. 

59 Then took they ak stones to 
cast at him: but Je’sus hid himself, 
and went out of the temple, going 
through the midst of them, and so 
passed by. 


CHAPTER 9.

ND as Jé’sus passed by, be saw 
a man which was blind from his 
birth.

3 Je’/sus answered, Neither hath 
this man sinned, nor his parents: 
but that the works of God should 
be made manifest in him. 

4 I must work the works of him 
that sent me, while it is day: the 
night cometh, when no man can 
work. 

5 As long as I am in the world, I 
am the light of the world. 

6 When he had thus spoken, he 
spat on the ground, and made clay 
of the spittle, and he anointed the 
eyes of the blind man with the 


clay, 

7 And said unto him, Go, wash 
in the pool of Si-lo’am, (which is 
by interpretation, Sent.) He went 
his way therefore, and washed, 
and came seeing. 

8 § The neighbours therefore, 
and they which before had seen 
him that he was blind, said, Is not 
this he that sat and begged ? 

9 Some said, This is he: others 
said, He is like him: but he said, I 
am he. 

1) Therefore said they unto him, 
How were thine eyes opened ? 

11 He answered and said, A man 
that is called Jeé’sus made clay, and 
anointed mine eyes, and said unto 
me, Go to the pool of Si-10’am, and 
wash: and I weinc and washed, and 
I receivec sight. 

12 Then said they unto him, 


Where is he? He said, I know) 


not. 

13 § They brought to the Phar’i- 
sees him that aforetime was blind. 
14 And it was the sabbath day 
when Jé’sus made the clay, and 


oe his eyes. 
5 Then again the Phar’i-sees 
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to a blind man. 


also asked him how he had re- 
ceived his sight. He said unto 
them, He put clay upon mine eyes, 
and I washed, and do see. 

16 Therefore said some of the 
Phar’i-sees, This man is not of God, 
because he keepeth not the sabbath 
day. Others said, How can a man 
that is a sinner do such miracles ? 
And there was a division among 
them. 

17 They say unto the blind man 
again, What sayest thou of him 
that he hath opened thine eyes? 
He said, He is a prophet. 

18 But the sow id not believe 
concerning him, that he had been 
blind, and received his sight, until 
they called the parents of him that 
had received his sight. 

19 And they asked them, saying, 
Is this your son, who ye say was 
born blind? how then doth he now 
see ? 

20 His parents answered them and 
said, We know that this is our son, 
and that he was born blind: 

21 But by what means he now 
seeth, we know not; or who hath 
opened his eyes, we know not: he 
is of age; ask him: he shall speak 
for himself. 

22 These words spake his parents, 
because they feared the Jews: for 
the Jews had agreed already, that 
if any man did confess that he was 
Christ, he should be put out of the 
synagogue. 

23 Therefore said his parents, He 
is of age; ask him. 

24 Then again called they the man 
that was blind, and said unto him, 
Give God the praise: we know that 
this man is a Sinner. 

25 He answered and said, Whethe1 
he be a sinner or no, 1 know not: 
one thing I know, that, whereas | 
was blind, now I see. 

26 Then said they to him again 
What did he to thee? how opened 
he thine eyes ? 

27 He answered them, I have told 
you already, and ye did not hear: 
wherefore would ye hear 7¢ again? 
will ye also be his disciples ? 

28 Then they reviled him, and 
said, Thou art his disciple; but we 
are MO’seg’ disciples. 

29 We know that God spake unto 
Mo’ses: as for this fellow, we know 
not from whence he is. ‘ 

30 The man answered and said 
unto them, Why herein is a mar- 
vellous thing, that ye know net 
from whence he is, and yet he hath 
opened mine eyes. 

31 Now we know that God heareth 
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Christ is the door, 


not sinners: but if any man be a 
worshipper of God, and doeth his 
will, him he heareth. 

32 Since the world began was it 
not heard that any man opened the 
eyes of one that was born blind. 

33 If this man were not of God, he 
could do nothing. 

34 They answered and said unto

35 Je’sus heard that they had cast 
him out; and when he had found 
him, he said unto him, Dost thou 
believe on the Son of God ? 

386 He answered and said, Who is 
he, Lord, that I might helieve on 
him ? 

37 And Jé’sus said unto him, Thou 
hast bothseen him, and it is he that 
talketh with thee. 

38 And he said, Lord, I believe. 
And he worshipped him. 

39 J And Jé’sus said, For judgment 
Iam come into this world, that they 
which see not might see; and that 
they which see might be made blind. 

4) And some of the Phar’i-sees 
which were with him heard these 
words, and said unto him, Are we 
Elind also ¢ 

41 stl said unto them, If ye 
were blind, ye should have no sin: 
but now ye say, We see; therefore 
your sin remaineth. 


CHAPTER 10. 

1 Christ is the door. 11 The good shepherd. 
30 Unity with the Father. 31 Jews seek 
to stone Christ. 

ERILY, verily, I say unto you, 
He that entereth not by the 
door into the  sheepfold, but 
climbeth up some other way, the 
same is a thief and a robber. 

2 But he that entereth in by the 
door is the shepherd of the sheep. 

38 To him the porter openeth; and 
the sheep hear his voice: and he 
calleth his own sheep by name, and 
leadeth them out. 

4 And when he putteth forth his 
own sheep, he goeth before them, 
an‘ the sheep follow him: for they 
know his voice. 

5 And a stranger will they not fol- 
low, but will flee from him: for they 
know not the voice of strangers. 

6 This deat? spake Je’sus_ unto 
them; but they understood not 
what things they were which he 
spake unto them. ; 

7 Then said Je’gsus unto them 
again, Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, lam the door of the sheep. 

8 All that ever came before me are 
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and the good shepherd. 


thieves and robbers: but the sheep 
did not hear them. 

9 Tam the door: by me if any man 
enter in, he shall be saved, and shall 
go in and out, and find pasture. 

10 The thief cometh not, but for to 
steal, and to kill, and to destroy: I 
am come that they might have life, 
and that they might have 7¢ more 
abundantly. * 

11 I am the good shepherd: the 
good shepherd giveth his life for 
the sheep. 

12 But he that is an hireling, and 
not the shepherd, whose own the 
sheep are not, seeth the wolf com- 
ing, and leaveth the sheep, and 
fleeth: and the wolf catcheth 
them, and scattereth the sheep. 

13 The hireling fleeth, because he 
ae an hireling, and careth not for the 
sheep. 

14 I am the good shepherd, and 
know my sheep, and am known oi 
mine. 

15 As the Father knoweth me, even 
so know I the Father: and I lay 
down my life for the sheep. 

16 And other sheep I have, which 
are not of this fold: them also I) 
must bee and they shall hear m 
voice; and there shall be one fold, 
and one shepherd. 

17 Therefore doth my Father love 
me, because I lay down my life, 
that I might take it again. 

18 No man taketh it from me, but 
I lay it down of myself. I have 
power to lay it down, and I have 
power to take it again. This com- 
mandment have I received of my 
Father. 

19 7 There was a division there- 
fore again among the Jews for these 
sayings. 

20 And many of them said, He 
hath a devil, and is mad; why hear 
ye him ? 

21 Others said, These are not the 
words of him that hath a devil. 
Can a devil open the eyes of the 
blind ? 

22 § And it was at Jé-ru’si-lém 
the feast of the dedication, and it 
was winter. 

23 And Jeé’sus walked in the tem- 
ple in SOl’o-mon’s porch. 

24 Then came the Jews round 
about him, and said unto him, 
How long dost thou make us to 
doubt? If thou be the Christ, tell 
us plainly. 

25 Je’sus answered them, I told 
yon, and ye believed not: the works 
that I do in my Father’s name, they 
bear witness of me. j | 

26 But ye believe not, because ye 
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are not of my sheep, as I said unt 
ou. ' 

Pr My sheep hear my voice, and 

I know them, and they follow me: 

28 And I give unto them eternal 
life; and they shall never perish, 
neither shall any man pluck them 
out of my hand. 

29 My Father, which gave them 
me, is greater than all; and no man 
is able to pluck them out of my Fa- 
ther’s hand. 

30 Iand my Father are one. 

31 Then the Jews took up stones 
again to stone him. 

32 Je’sus answered them, Many 

ood works have I shewed you 

rom my Father; for which of 
those works do ye stone me ? 

33 The Jews answered him, say- 
ing, For a good work we stone thee 
not; but for blasphemy; and be- 
cause that thou, being a man, mak- 
est thyself God. 

34 Je’sus answered them, Is it not 
written in your law, I said, Ye are 
gods? 

35 If he called them gods, unto 
whom the word of God came, and 
the scripture cannot be broken; 

36 Say ye of him, whom the Fa- 
ther hath sanctified, and sent into 
the world, Thou blasphemest; be- 
cause I said, lam the Son of God ? 

37 If I donot the works of my Fa- 
ther, believe me not. 

38 But if I do, though ye believe 
not me, believe the works: that ye 
may know, and believe, that the 
Father is in me, and I in him. 

39 Therefore they sought again to 
take him: but he escaped out of 
their hand, 

40 And went away again beyond 
JO6r’dan into the place where John 
at first baptized; and there he 
abode. 

41 And many resorted unto him, 
and said, John did no miracle: but 
all things that John spake of this 
man were true. 

42 And many believed on him there.

2 (It was that Ma’ry which anoint- 
ed the Lord with ointment, and 
wiped his feet with her hair, whose 
brother Laz’a-rus was sick.) 
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3 Therefore his sisters sent unto 
him, saying, Lord, behold, he whom 
thou lovest is sick. 

4 When Je’sus heard that, he said, 
This sickness is not unto death, 
but for the glory of God, that the Son 
of God might be glorified thereby. 

5 Now Je’sus loved Mar’tha, and 
her sister, and Laz’a-rus. 

6 When he had heard therefore 
that he was sick, he abode two days 
still in the same place where he 
was. 

7 Then after that saith he to his 
disciples, Let us go into Ju-de’a 
again. 

8 His disciples say unto him, Mas- 
ter, the Jews of late sought tostone 
thee ; and goest thou thither again ? 

9 Je’sus answered, Are there not 
twelve hours in the day? If an 
man walk in the day, he stumblet 
not, because he seeth the light of 
this world. 

10 Butif a man walk in the night, 
he stumbleth, because there is no 
light in him. 

1l These things said he: and after 
that he saith unto them, Our friend 
Laz’a-rus sleepeth; but I go, that I 
may awake him out of sleep. 

12 Then said his disciples, Lord, 
if he sleep, he shall do well. 

13 Howbeit Jé’sus spake of his 
death: but they thought that he 
had spoken of taking of rest in sleep. 

14 Then said Jé’sus unto them 
plainly, Laz’a-rus is dead. : 

15 And I am glad for your sakes 
that I was not there, to the intent 
ye may believe; nevertheless let 
us go unto him. 

16 Then said Thodm/as, which is 
ealled Did’y-mus, unto his fellow- 
disciples, Let us also go, that we 
may die with him. 

17 Then when Jeé’sus came, he 
found that he had Jain in the grave 
four days already. 

18 Now Bétb’a-ny was nigh unto 
J in eal about fifteen furlongs 
off: 

19 And many of the Jews came to 
Mar’tha and Ma/ry, to comfort them 
concerning their brother. 

20 Then: Mar’tha, as soon as she 
heard that Je’sus was coming, went 
and met him: but Ma’ry sat s¢ti//7 in 
the house. i 

21 Then said Mar’tha unto Je’sus, 
Lord, if thou hadst been here, my 
brother had not died. 

22 But I know, that even now, 
whatsoever thou wilt ask of God, 
God will give it thee. 

23 Jé’sus saith unto her, Thy bro- 
ther shall rise again. 
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24 Mar’tha saith unto him, I know 
that he shall rise again in the resur- 
rection at the last day. 

25 Je’gus said unto her, lam the 
resurrection, and the life: he that 
believeth in me, though he were 
dead, yet shall he live: 

26 And whosoever liveth and be- 
lieveth in me shall never die. Be- 
lievest thou this ? 

27 She saith unto him, Yea, Lord: 
I believe that thou art the Christ, 
the Son of God, which should come 
inte the world. 

28 And when she had so said, she 
went her way, and called Ma’ry her 
sister secretly, saying, The Master 
is come, and calleth for thee. 

29 As soon as she heard that, she 
arose quickly, and came uuto him. 

30 Now Jeé’sus was not yet come 
into the town, but was in that place 
where Mar’tha met him. 

31 The Jews then which were 
with her in the house, and com- 
forted her, when they saw Ma’ry, 
that she rose up hastily and went 
out, followed her, saying, She go- 
eth unto the grave to weep there. 

32 Then when Ma’/ry was come 
where Jé’sus was, and saw him, she 
fell down at his feet, saying unto 
him, Lord, if thou hadst been here, 
my brother had not died. 

32 When Je’sus therefore saw her 
weeping, and the Jews also weep- 
ing which came with her, he 
prganed in the spirit, and was trou- 

ed; 

34 And said, Where have ye laid 
him? They said unte him, Lord, 
come and see. 

35 Je’/sus wept. 

36 Then said the Jews, Behold 
how he loved him ! 

87 And some of them said, Could 
not this man, which opened the 
eyes of the blind, have caused that 
even this man should not have 
died ? 

38 Je’sus therefore again enteue 
in himself cometh to the grave. I 
was a Cave, and a stone lay upon it. 

39 Je’gus said, Take ye away the 
stone. Mar’tha, the sister of him 
that was dead, saith unto him, 
Lerd, by this time he stinketh: for 
he hath been dead four days. 

40 Je’sus saith unto her, Said I 
not unto thee, that, if thon would- 
est believe, thou shouldest see the 
glory of God? 

41 Then they took away the stone 
{ron the place where the dead was 

id. And Jé’sus lifted up his eyes, 
and said, Father, I thank thee that 
thou hast heard me.

42 And I knew that thou hearest 
me always: but because of the peo- 
ple which stand by I said i¢, that 
they may believe that thou hast 
sent me. 

43 And when he thus had spoken, 
he cried with a loud voice, laz’‘a- 
rus, come forth. 

44 And he that was dead came 
forth, bound hand aud foot with 
graveclothes: and his face was 
bound about with a napkin. Je’sus 
saith unto them, Loose him, and 
let him go. 

45 Then many of the Jews which 
came to Ma’ry,and had seen the 
things which Je’sus did, believed 
on him. 

46 But some of them went their 
ways to the Phar’i-sees, and told 
them what things Jé’sus had done. 
47 J Then gathered the chief priests 
and the Phar'-seeg a council, and 
said, What do we? for this man 
doeth many miracles. 

48 If we let him thus alone, all 
men will believe on him: and the 
RO’mans shall come and take away 
both our place and nation. 

49 And one of them, named Ca’ja- 
phas, being the high priest that 
same year, said unto them, Ye 
know nothing at all, 

50 Nor consider that it is expedi- 
ent for us, that one man should die 
for the people, and that the whole 
nation perish not. 

51 And this spake he not of him- 
self: but. being high priest that 
year, he prophesied that Je’sus 
should die for that nation ; 

52 And not for that nation only, 
but that also he should gather to- 
gether in one the children of God 
that were scattered abroad. 

53 Then from that day forth they 
took counsel together for to*put 
him to death. 

54 Je’sus therefore walked no 
more openly among the Jews; but 
went thence unto a country near to 
the wilderness, into a city called 
F’phra-im, and there continued with 
his disciples. 

55 J And the Jews’ passover was 
nigh at hand: and many went out 
of the country up to Jé-ry’s4-lém 
before the passover, to wurify 
themselves. 

56 Then sought they for Jeé’sus, © 
and spake among themselves, as 
they stood in the temple, What 
think ye, that he will not come to 
the feast ? 

57 Now both the chief priests and 
the Phar’i-sees had given a com. 
mandment, that,/* any man knew. 
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where he were, he should shew #f, 
that they might take him. 


CHAPTER 12. 


i Mary anoints the feet of Jesus‘at_a sup- 
erin Bethany. 12 Christ enters Jerusa- 
dein 23 His passion foretold. 28 A 
voice from heaven. 317 Unbelief of the 
Jews. 44 On confession of faith. 
pees Jé’sus six days before the 
passover came to Beth’a-ny 
where Laz’a-rus was which ha 
been dead, whom he raised from 
the dead. 

2 There they made him a supper; 
and Mar’tha served: but Laz’a-rus 
was one of them that sat at the 
table with him. 

38 Then took Ma’/ry a pound of 
ointment of spikenard, very costly 
and anointed the feet of Je’sus, and 
wiped his feet with her hair: and 
the house was filled with the odour 
of the ointment. 

4 Then saith one of his disciples, 
dJu’das_ iIs-car’i-ot, Si’mon’s son, 
which should betray him, 

5 Why was not this ointment sold 
for three hundred pence, and given 
to the poor ? 

§ This he said, not that he cared 
for the poor; but because he wasa 
thief, and had the bag, and bare 
what was put therein. 

7 Then said Jé’sus, Let her alone: 
against the day of my burying hath 


she kept this. 

8 For the poor always ye have 
with you: ut me ye have not 
always. 


9 Much people of the Jews there- 
fore knew that he was there: and 
they came not for Jé’sus’ sake only, 
but that they might see Laz’a-rus 
also, whom he had raised from the 
dead. 

10 § But the chief priests con- 
sulted that they might put Laz’a- 
rus also to death; 

11 Because that by reason of him 
many of the Jews went away, and 
believed on Jé’sus. 

12 § On the next day much people 
that were come to the feast, when 
they heard that Je’sus was coming 
to Jé-ru’s4-lém, 

13 Took branches of palm trees, 
and went forth to meet him, and 
tried, Hoé-san’na: Blessed is the 
King of is’/ra-el that cometh in the 
name of the Lord. 

14 And Jé’sus, when he had found 
@ young ass, sat thereon; as it is 
written, 

15 Fear not, daughter of Si/dn: 
behold, thy King cometh, sitting 
9n an ass’s colt. 
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16 These things understood not 

his disciples at the first: but when 
Je’sus was glorified, then remem- 
bered they that these things were 
written of him, and thai they had 
done these things unto him. 

17 The people therefore that was 
with him when he called Laz’/a-rus 
out of his grave, and raised him 
from the dead, bare record. 

18 For this cause the people also 
met him, for that they heard that 
he had done this miracle. 

19 The Phar’i-sees therefore said 
among themselves, Perceive ye 
how ye prevail nothing? behold, 
the world is gone after him. 

20 § And there were certain 
Greeks among them, that came up 
to worship at the feast: 

21 The same came therefore to 
Philip, which was of Béth-sa/i-da 
of Gal’i-lee, anc desired him, say- 
ing, Sir, we would see Je’sus. 

22 Phil'‘ip cometh and telleth An’. 
drew: and again An’drew and 
Phil‘ip tell Je’sus. 

23 9 And Je’sus answered them, 
saying, The hour is come, that the 
Son of man should be glorified. 

24 Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
Except a corn of wheat fall into 
the ground and die, it abideth 
alone: but if it die, it bringeth 
forth much fruit. 

25 He that loveth his life shall 
lose it; and he that hateth his life 
in this world shall keep it unto life 
eternal. : 

26 If any man serve me, let him 
follow me; and where I am, there 
shall also my servant be: if any 
man serve me, him will my Father 
honour. 

27 Now is my soul troubled; and 
what shall I say? Father, save me 
from this hour: but for this cause 
came I unto this hour. 

28 Father, glorify thyname. Then 
came there a voice from heaven 
saying, 1 have both glorified it, and 
will glorify i¢ again. 

29 The people therefore, that 
stood by, and heard i#, said that it 
thundered: others said, An angel 
spake to him. ; : 

30 Jé’sus answered and said, This 
voice came not because of me, but 
for your sakes. . i 

31 Now is the juaemes of this 
world: now shall the prince of this 
world be cast out. 

32 And I, if I be lifted up from 
the earth, will draw all men unte 


me. 
33 This he said, signifying what 
death he should die. e yng 
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Jesus washes 


34 The people answered him, We 
have heard out of the law that 
Christ abideth for ever: and how 
sayest thou, The Son of man must 
be lifted up? who is this Son of 
man ? [ 

35 Then Je’sus said untothem, Yet 
a little while is the light with you. 
Walk while ye have the light, lest 
darkness come upon you: for he 
that walketh in darkness knoweth 
not whither he goeth. 

36 While ye have light, believe in 
the light, that ye may be the chil- 
dren of light. These things spake 
Je’sus, and departed, and did hide 
himself from them. 

37 J But though he had done so 
many miracles before them, yet 
they believed not on him: 

388 That the saying of F-sa/jas the 
prophes might be fulfilled, which 

e spake, Lord, who hath believed 
our report? and to whom hath the 
arm of the Lord been revealed ? 

39 Therefore they could not be- 
lieve, because that k-sa/jas said 


again, ‘ 

0 He hath blinded their eyes, and 
hardened their heart; that they 
should not see with their eyes, nor 
understand with their heart, and be 
converted, and I should heal them. 

41 These things said £-sa’/jas, when 
he saw his glory, and spake of him. 

42 | Nevertheless among the chief 
rulers also many believed on him; 
but because of the Phar’i-sees they 
did not confess him, lest they 
should be put out of the synagogue: 

43 For they loved the praise of 
men more than the praise of God. 

44 7 Je’sus cried and said, He that 
believeth on me, believeth not on 
me, but on him that sent me. 

45 And he that seeth me seeth him 
that sent me. 

46 Tam come a light into the world, 
that whosoever believeth on me 
should not abide in darkness. 

47 And if any man hear my words, 
and believe not, I judge him not: 
for I came not to judge the world, 
but to save the world. 

48 He that rejecteth me, and re- 
ceiveth not my words, hath one 
that judgeth him: the word that I 
have spoken, the same shall judge 
him in the last day. 

49 For [have not spoken of myself ; 
but the Father which sent me, he 
gave me a commandment, what I 
ppauia say, and what I should 
speak. 

50 And I know that his command- 
ment is life everlasting: whatso- 
ever I speak therefore, even as 
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the Father said unto me, so I 
speak. : 


CHAPTER 13. 
1 Washing the disciples’ feet. 18 Judas 
the betrayer. 81 Commandment to lore 
one another. 386 Peter’s denial foretold. 

Hl yee! before the feast of the pass- 

over, when Jé’sus knew that 
his hour was come that he should 
depart out of this world unto the 

Father, having loved his own which 
were in the world, he loved them

2 And supper being ended, the 
devil having now put into the heart 
of Ju’das is-car’i-ot, Si/mon’s son, 
to betray him; 

3 Je’sus knowing that the Father 
had given all things into his hands, 
and that he was come from God, 
and went to God; j 
4 Heriseth from supper, and laid 
aside his garments; and took a 
towel, and girded himself. 

5 After that he poureth water into 
a bason, and began to wash the 
disciples’ feet, and to wipe them 
with the towel wherewith he was 
girded. 

6 Then cometh he to Si’mon Pe’- 
tér: and Pe’tér saith unto him, 
Lord, dost thou wash my feet ? 

7 Je’sus answered and said unto 
him, What I do thou knowest not 
HON but thou shalt know here- 
after. 

8 Pe’tér saith unto him, Thou shalt 
never wash my feet. Je’sus answer- 
ed him, If I wash thee not, thou 
hast no part with me. 

9 Si’mon Pe’tér saith unto him, 
Lord, not my feet only, but also 
my hands and my head. 

10 Je’sus saith to him, He that is 
washed needeth not save to wash 
his feet, but is clean every whit: 
and ye are clean, but not all. 

11 For he knew who should be- 
tray him; therefore said he, Ye are 
not all clean. | 

12 So after he had washed their 
feet, and had taken his garments 
and was set down again, he sai 
unto them, Know ye what I have 
done to you ? 

13 Ye call me Master and Lord: 
and ye say well; for so lam. 

l4 If I then, your Lord and Mas- 
ter, have washed your feet; ye 
ae ought to wash one another’s 

eet. 

15 For I have given 
ample, that ye should 
done to you. 

16 Verily, verily, I say unto you,

19 Now I tell you before it come, 
that, when it is come to pass, ye 
may believe that I am he. 

20 Verily, verily, I say unto you,

21 When Je’sus had thus said, he 
was troubled in spirit, and testified, 
and said, Verily, verily, I say unto

32 1f God be glorified in him, God, 
shall also glorify him in himself, 
and shall straightway glorify him. 

33 Little children, yet a little 
while [am withyou. Ye shallseek 
me: and as I said unto the Jews, 
Whither I go, ye cannot come; so 
now i say to you.

5 Thom’as saith unto him, Lord, 
we know not whither thou goest;

6 Je’sus saith unto him, I am the 
way, the truth, and the life: no 
man cometh unto the Father, but 
by me. 

7 If ye had known me, ye should 
have known my Father also: and 
from henceforth ye know him, 
and have seen him. 

8 Phil'‘ip saith unto him, Lord, 
shew us the Father, and it sufficeth 


us. 

9 Jée’sus saith unto him, Have I 
been so long time with you, and 

yet hast thou not known. me, 

hil/ip? he that hath seen me hata 
seen the Father; and how sayest 
thou then, Shew us the Father ? 

10 Believest thou not that Iam in 
the Father, and the Father in me? 
the words that I speak unto you 
I speak not of myself: but the Fa- 
ther that dwelleth in me, he doeth 
the works. 

ll Believe me that I am in the 
Father, and the Father in me: or 
ad believe me for the very works’ 
sake. 
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12 Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
He that believeth on me, the 
works that I do shall he do also; 
and greater works than these shall 
sa do; because I go unto my Fa- 

er. 

13 And whatsoever ye shall ask 
in my name, that will I do, that 
pe Father may be glorified in the 

on. 

14 If ye shall ask any thing in my 
name, I will do 7. 

15 J If ye love me, keep my com- 
mandments. 

16 And I will pray the Father, and 
he shall give you another Com- 
forter, that he may abide with you 
for ever; 

17 Even the Spirit of truth; whom 
the worid cannot receive, because 
it seeth him not, neither knoweth 
him: but ye know him; for he 
dwelieth with you, and shall be in 
you. 

18 I will not leave you comfort- 
less: I will come to you. 

19 Yet a little while, ane the 
world seeth me no more; vut ye 
see me: because I live, ye shall 
live also. 

20 At that day ye shall know that 
Tt am in my Father, and ye in me, 
and Tin you. 

21 He that hath my command- 
ments, and keepeth them, he it is 
that loveth me: and he that loveth 
me shall be loved of iny Father, 
and I will love him, and will mani- 
fest myself to him. 

22 Ju’das saith unto him, not Is- 
ear’i-ot, Lord, how is it that thou 
wilt manifest thyself unto us, and 
not unto the world ? 

23 Je’sus answered and said unto 
him, If a man love me, he will 
keep my words: and my Father 
will love him, and we will come 
unto him, and make our abode with 


him. 

24 He that loveth me not keepeth 
not my sayings: and the word 
which ye hear is not mine, but the 
Father’s which sent me. 

25 These things have I spoken 
unto you, being yet present with 


you. 

26 But the Comforter, whichis the 
HOo’/ly Ghost, whom the Father will 
send in my ‘name, he shall teach 

ou all things, and bring all things 

oO your remembrance, whatsoever 
I have said unto you. 

27 Peace I leave with you, my 
peace I give unto you: not as the 
world giveth, give lunto you. Let 
not your heart be troubled, neither 
let it be afraid. 
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28 Ye have heard how I said unto 
you, I go away, and come again 
unto you. If yeloved me, ye would 
rejoice, because I said, ie go unto 
the Father: for my Father is 
greater than I. 

29 And now I have told you be- 
fore it come to pass, that, when it 
is come to pass, ye might believe. 

30 Hereafter I will not talk much} 
with you: for the prince of this 
world cometh, and hath nothing in 


me. 
31 But that the world may know

Father gave me commandment, 
evensoldo.

CHAPTER 15. 


1 The true vine. 12 Love one another.

hf AM the true vine, and my Father 

is the husbandman. 

2 Every branch in me that beareth } 
not fruit he taketh away: and every 
branch that beareth fruit, he purg- 
eth it, that it may bring forth more 
fruit. | 

3 Now ye are clean through the 
word which I have spoken unto 
you. 

4 Abide in me, and Tin you. As 
the branch cannot bear fruit of it- 
self, except it abide in the vine; no 
more can ye, except ye abide in 
me. 

5 I am the vine, ye are the 
branches: He that abideth in me, 
and I in him, the same bringeth 
forth much fruit: for without me 
ye can do nothing. 

6 If a man abide not in me, he is 
cast forth as a branch, and is with- 
ered; and men gather them, and 
cast them into the fire, and they are 
burned, 

7 If ye abide in me, and my words 
abide in you, ye shall ask what ye 
will, and it shall be done unto 
you. 


8 Herein is my Father glorified 
that ye bear much fruit; so shall 
ye bemy disciples. 

9 As the Father hath loved me, 
so have I loved you: continue ye in 
my love. 

10 If ye keep my commandments, 
ye shall abide in my love; even as 
Ihave kept my Father’s command. 
ments, and abide in his love. 

11 These things have I spoken 
unto you, that my joy might remain 
oe ah and that your joy might be 


ull. 

12 This is my commandment, That 
ye love one another, as I have 
loved you. 
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Christ comforts 


12 Greater love hath no man than 
fhis, that a man lay down his life 
for his friends. 

14 Ye are my friends, if ye do 
whatsoever I command you. 

15 Henceforth I call you not ser- 
vants; for the servant knoweth 
not what his lord doeth: but I 
have called you friends; for all 
things that have heard of my 
Father I have made known unto 

ou. 

16 Ye have not chosen me, but I 
have chosen you, and ordained you, 
that ye should go and bring forth 
fruit, and that your fruit should re- 
main: that whatsoever ye shall ask 
of the Father in my name, he may 
give it you. 

17 These things I command you, 
that ye love one another. 

18 If the world hate you, ye know 
that it hated me before it hated 
you. 

19 If ye were of the world, the 
world would love his own: but be- 
cause ye are not of the world, but I 
have chosen you out of the world, 
therefore the world hateth you. 

20 Remember the word that I 
said unto you, The servant is not 
greater than his lord. If they have 
persecuted me, they will also per- 
secute you; if they have kept my 
ress they will keep yours also. 

21 But al! these things will they 
do unto you for my name’s sake, 
because they know not him that 
sent me. 

22 If I had not come and spoken 
unto them, they had not had sin: 
but now they have no cloke for 
their sin. 

23 He that hateth me hateth m 
Father also. ; 

24 If I had not done among them 
the works which none other man 
did, they had not had sin: but now 
have they both seen and hated both 
me and my Father. 

25 But this cometh to pass, that the 
word might be fulfilled that is 
written in their law, They hated 
me without a cause. 

26 But when the Comforter is 
come, whom I will send unto you 
from the Father, even the Spirit of 
truth, which proceedeth from the 
Father, he shall testify of me: 

27 And ye also shall bear witness, 
because ye have been with me from 
the beginning.

1 Christ further comforts his disciples. 20 
Sorrow shall be turned to gladness. 23 
Acceptable prayer. 33 Peace. 
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HESE things have Ispoken unto 
you, that ye should not be of- 
fended. 

2 They shall put you out of the 
synagogues: yea, the time cometh 
that whosoever killeth you will 
think that he doeth God service. 

3 And these things will they do 
unto you, because they have not 
known the Father, nor me. 

4 But these things have I told you, 
that when the time shall come, ye 
may remember that I told you of 
them. And these things I said 
not unto you at the beginning, be- 
cause I was with you. 

5 But now Igo my way to him 
that sent me; and none of you ask- 
eth me, Whither goest thou? 

6 But because I have said these 
things unto you, sorrow hath filled 
your heart. 

7 Nevertheless I tell you the 
truth; It is expedient for you that 
I go away: for if I go not away, 
the Comforter will not come unto 
you; but if I depart, I will send 
him unto you. 

8 And when he is come, he will 
reprove the world of sin, and of 
righteousness, and of judgment: 

9 Of sin, because they believe not 
on me; 

10 Of righteousness, because I go 
tomy Father, and ye see me no 
more; 

ll Of judgment, because the 
prince of this world is judged. 

12 I have yet many things to say 
unto you, but ye cannot bear them 
now. 

13 Howheit when he, the Spirit of 
truth, is come, he will guide you 
into all truth: for he shall not speak 
of himself; but whatsoever he shall 
hear, that shall he speak: and he 
will shew you things to come. 

14 He shall glorify me: for he 
shall receive of mine, and shall 
shew 7¢ unto you. 

15 All things that the Father hath 
are mine: therefore said I, that he 
shall take of mine, and shall shew 
it unto you. 

16 A little while, and ye shall not 
see me: and again, a little while, 
and ye shall see me, because I go to 
the Father. 

17 Then said some of his disciples 
among themselves, What is this 
that he saith unto us, A little while, 
and ye shall not see me: and again, 
a little while, and ye shall see me: 
and, Because I go to the Father? 

18 They said therefore, What is 
this that he saith, A little while? 
we cannot teli what he saith.

19 Now Je’sus knew that they 
were desirous to ask him, and said 
unto them, Do ye enquire among 
yourselves of that I said, A little 
while, and ye shall not see me: and 
again, a little while, and ye shall 
see me?

24 Hitherto have ye asked nothing

' 25 These things have I spoken 
unto you in proverbs: but the time 
cometh, when I shall no more speak 
unto yOu in proverbs, but I shall 
shew you plainly of the Father. 

26 At that day ye shalJ ask in. my 
name: and I say not unto you, that 
I will pray the Father for you: 

27 For the Father himself loveth 

ou, because ye have loved me, and 
ake believed that I came out from 

od. 

28 Icame forth from the Father, 
and am come into the world: again, 
I leave the world,and go to the 
Father. 

29 His disciples said unto him, Lo 
now speakest thou plainly, and 
speakest no proverb. 

30 Now are we sure that thou 
knowest all things, and needest not 
that any man should ask thee: by 
this we believe that thou camest 
forth from God. 

31 Jé’sus answered them, Do ye 
now believe ? 

32 Behold, the hour cometh, yea, 
is now come, that ye shall be scat- 
tered, every man to his own, and 
shall leave me alone: and yet lam 
not alone, because the Father is 
with me. 

33 These things I have spoken 
unto you, that in me ye might have 

eace. In the world ye shall have 

Tribulation: but be of good cheer; 
I have overcome the world. 
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CHAPTER 17. 


1 Christ's prayer to be glorified. 6 Frayei 
for the apostles. 20 He prays for al 
believers. 


HESE words spake Jé’sus, ané 

lifted up his eyes to heaven} 
and said, Father, the hour is come; 
glorify thy Son, that thy Son alse 
may glorify thee: 

2 As thou hast given him powe1} 
over all flesh, that he should give 
eternal life to as many as thou hast 
given him. : 

3 And this is life eternal, that they 
might know thee the only true God. 
an  elane Christ whom thou has 
sent. 

41 have glorified thee on the 
earth: I have finished the work 
which thou gavest me to do. 

5 And now, O Father, ped thou 
me with thine own self with the 
glory which I had with thee before: 
the world was.

8 For I have given unto them the 
words which thou gavest me; ana | 
they have received them, and have 
known surely that } came out from 
thee, and they have believed that 
thou didst send me. 

9 I pray for them: I pray not for 
the world, Dut for them which thou 
hast given me; for they are thine. 

10 And all mine are thine, and 
thine are mine; and I am glorified 
in them. 

11 And now I am no more in the 
world, but these are in the world, 
and I come tothee. Holy Father, 
keep through thine own name those 
whom thou hast given me, that they 
may be one, as we are. 

12 While I was with them in the 
world, I kept them in thy name: 
those that thou gavest me I have 
kept, and none of them is lost, but 
the son of perdition; that the scrip. 
ture might be fulfilled. 

13 And now come I to thee; and 
these things [ speak in the world, 
that ent might have my joy ful. 
filled in themselves. t 

14 I have Rie: them thy word: 
and the world hath hated them, be- 
cause they are not of the world, 
even as Iam not of the world. 

15 I pray not that thou shouldest 
take them out of the world, but 
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that thou shouldest keep them 
from the evil. , 

16. They are not of the world, even 
as Iam not of the world. 

17 Sanctify them through thy 
truth: thy word is truth. 

18 As thou hast sent me into the 
world, even so have I also sent 
them into the world. 2 

19 And for their sakes i sanctify 
myself, that they also might be 
sanctifien tnrough the truth. 

20 Neither pray I for these alone, 
but for them also which shall be- 
lieve on me through their word; 

21 That they all may be one; as 
thou, Father, art in me, and.I in 
thee, that they also may be one in 
us: that the world may believe 
that thon hast sent me. 

22 And the glory which thou 
gavest me I have given them: that 
they may be one, even as we are 
one: 

23 1 in them, and thouin me, that 
they may be made perfect in one; 
and that the world may know that 
thou hast sent me, and hast loved 
them, as thou hast loved me. 

24 Father, I will that they also, 
whom thou hast given me, be with 
me where I am; that they may be- 
hold my glory, which thou hast 

iven me: for thou lovedst me be- 

ore the foundation of the world. 

25 O righteous Father, the world 
hath not known thee: but I have 
known thee, and these have known 
that thou hast sent me. 

26 And I have declared unto them 
thy name, and will declare it; that 
the love wherewith thou hast loved 
me may be in them, and I in them. 


CHAPTER 18. 

1 Thebetraval. 12 Thearrest. 15 Peter’s 
denial. 28 Christhefore Pilate. 36 His 
kingdom. 40 Plea.for Barabias. 

Wo Je’sus had spoken these 

words, he went forth with his 
disciples over the brook Ce’dron, 
where was a garden, into the which 
he entered, and his disciples. 

2 And Judas also, which betrayed 
him, knew the place: for Je’sus 
ofttimes resorted thither with his 
disciples. 

3 Jia’das then, having received a 
band of men and officers from the 
chief priests and Phar’i-sees, com- 


eth thither with lanterns and 
torches aud weapcns. 
4 Jé’sus therefore, knowing all 


things that should come upon him, 
went forth, and said unto them, 
Whom seek ye? . 2 

5 They answered him, Jé’sus of 
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Naz’a-reth. Jé’sus saith unto them, 
Iam he. And Ju’das also, which 
betrayed him, stood with them. 

6 As soon then as he had said unto 
them, I am he, they went backward, 
and fell to the ground. 

7 Then asked he them again, 
Whom seek ye? And they said, 
Je’sus of Naz’a-réeth. 

8 Je’sus answered, I have told 
you that I am he: if therefore ye 
seek me, let these go their way: 

9 That the saying might be ful- 
filled, which he spake, Of them 
which thou gavest me have I lost 
none. 

10 Then Si’‘mon Pe’tér having a 
sword drew it, and smote the high 
priest’s servant, and cut off his 
right ear. The servant’s uname was 
Mal’chus. 

1l Tuen said Jé’sus unto Pe’tér, 
Put up thy sword into the sheath: 
the cup which my Father hath 
given me, shall I not drink it ? 

12 Then the band and the captain 
and officers of the Jews took Je’sus, 
and bound him 

13 And led him away to An’nas 
first; for he was father in law te 
Ca/ia-phas, which was the high 
priest that same year. 

14 Now Ca‘ia-phas was he, which 
gave counsel to the Jews, that it 
was expedient that one man should 
die for the people. 

15 § And Si/mon Pe’tér followed 
Je’sus, and so did another disciple: 
that disciple was known unto the 
high priest, and went in with Jé’- 
gus into the palace of the high 
priest. - 

16 But Pe’tér stood at the door 
without. Then went out that other 
disciple, which was known unto 
the high priest, and spake unto her 
that kept the door, and brought in 
Pe’tér. 

17 Then saith the damsel that kept 
the door unto Pe’tér, Art not thou 
also one of this man’s disciples? He 
saith, Iam not. 

18 And the servants and _ officers 
stood there, who had made a fire 
of coals; for it was cold: and they 
warmed themselves: and Pe’tér 
Sue with them, and warmed him- 
self. 

19 § The high priest then asked 
We’sus of his disciples, and of his 
doctrine. : 

20 Je’sus answered him, I spake 
openly to the world; I ever taught 
in the synagogue, and in the tem- 
ple, whither the Jews always re- 
sort; and in secret have I said no- 
thirg.

21 Why askest thou me ? ask them 
which heard me, what I have said 
ma eats : behold, they know what 

said. 

22 And when he had thus spoken, 
one of the officers which stood by 
struck Je’sus with the palm of his 
hand, saying, Answerest thou the 
high priest so? . 

23 Je’sus answered him, If I have 
spoken evil, bear witness of the 
evil: but if well, why smitest thou 
me ? 

24 Now An’nas had sent him bound 
unto Ca’/ja-phas the high priest. 

25 And Si’‘mon Pe’tér stood and 
warmed himself. They said there- 
fore unto him, Art not thou also 
one Of his disciples? He denied it, 
and said, Iam not. 

26 One of the servants of the high 
priest, being Ais kinsman whose 
ear Pe’tér cut off, saith, Did not I 
see thee in the garden with him? 

27 Pe’tér then denied again: and 
immediately the cock crew. 

28 § Then led they Jeé’sus from 
Ca’/ja-phas unto the hall of judg- 
ment: and it was early; and they 
themselves went not into the judg- 
ment hall, lest they should be de- 
filed; but that they might eat the 
passover. 

29 Pi/late then went out unto 
them, and said, What accusation 
bring ye against this man? 

30 They answered and said unto 
him, If he were not a malefactor, 
we would not have delivered him 
up unto thee. 

31 Then said Pilate unto them, 
Take ye him, and judge him ac- 
eording to your law. The Jews 
therefore said unto him, It is not 
lawful for us to put any man to 
death: ; 

32 That the saying of Je’sus might 
be fulfilled, which he spake, signi- 
fying what death he should die. 

hen Pi’late entered into the 
{udgment hall again, and called 

@’sus, and said unto him, Art thou 
the King of the Jews? 

34 Je’/sus answered him, Sayest 
thou this thing of thyself, or did 
others tell it thee of me? 

35 PiJate answered, Am I a Jew? 
Thine own nation and the chief 
priests have delivered thee unto 
me: what hast thou done ? 

36 Je’sus answered, My kingdom 
is not of this world: if my kingdom 
were of this world, then would 
my servants fight, that I should 
not be delivered to the Jews: but 
now is my kingdom not from 
hence. 
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37 Pi'late therefore said unto him, 
| Art thou a king then? Je’sus an- 
| swered, Thou sayest that I am a 
king. To this end was [ born, and 
for this cause came I into the 
world, that I should bear witness 
unto the truth. Fvery one that is 
of the truth heareth my voice. 

38 Pilate saith unto him, What is 
truth? And when he had said this, 
he went out again unto the Jews, 
and saith unto them, ¢ find in him 
no fault at all. 

39 But ye have a custom, that I 
should release unto you one at the 
passover: will ye therefore that I 
release unto you the Kiug of the 
ae ? 

40 Then cried they all again, say- 
ing, Not this man, but Ba-rab’bas. 
Now B4a-rab'bas was arobber. 


CHAPTER 19. 

1 Jesus is scourged, crowned and beaten, 
4 Pilate’s doubt and weakness. 16 The 
crucifixion. 380 Death of Christ. 38 
Joseph places his body in the tomb. 

HEN Pi'late therefore took Je’- 
sus, and scourged him. I 

2 And the soldiers platted a crown 
of thorns, and put 7¢ on his head, 
and they put on him a purple robe, 

8 And said, Hail, King of the 
Jews! and they smote him with 
their hands. 

4 Pi'late therefore went forth 
again, and saith unto them, Behold, 
I bring him forth to you, that ye 
nay know that I find no fault in 

im. 

5 Then came Jé’sus forth, wearing 
the crown of thorns, and the purple 
robe. And Pi‘late saithunto them, 
Behold the man ! 

6 When the chief priests there- 
fore and officers saw him, they 
eried out, saying, Crucify him, cru- 
cify him. Pi'late saith unto them, 
Take ye him, and crucify him: for 
I find no fault in him. 

7 The Jews answered him, We 
have a law, and by our law he ought 
to die, because he made himself the: 
Son of God. 

8 J When Pilate therefore heard 
that saying, he was the more 
afraid ; 

9 And went again into the judg- 
ment hall, and saith unto Je’sus, 
Whence art thou? But Je’sus gave 
him no answer. 

10 Then saith Pi'late unto him, 
Speakest thou not unto me? know- 
est thou not that I have power to 
crucify thee, and have power to re- 
Jease thee ? 

11 Jé’sus answered, Thou couldest 
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have no power at all against me, ex- 
cept it were given thee from above: 
therefore he that delivered me 
unto thee hath the greater sin. 

12 And from thenceforth Pi'late 
sought to release him: but the 
Jews cried out, saying, If thou let 
this man BO, thou art not piers 
friend: whosoever maketh himself 
a king speaketh against Ce’sar. 

13 | When Pi’late therefore heard 
that saying, he brought Jeé’sus 
forth, and sat down in the judg- 
ment seat in a place that is called 
the Pavement, but in the He’brew, 
Gab’ba-tha. 

14 And it was the preparation of 
the passover, and about the sixth 
hour: and he saith unto the Jews, 
Behold your King! 

15 But they cried out, Away with 
him, away with him, eeu him. 
Pilate saith unto them, Shall I cru- 
cify your King? The chief priests 
answered, We have vo king but 


Colgan 

16 Then delivered he him there- 
fore unto them to be crucified. 
And they took Jé’sus and led him 
away. 

17 And he bearing his cross went 
forth intoa place called the place of 
a skull, which is called in the He’- 
brew Gol’go-tha: 

18 Where they crucified him, and 
two other with him, on either side 
one, and Je’sus in the midst. 

19 | And Pi'late wrote a title,and 
de a7t on the cross. And the writ- 

ng was, JE’/SUS OF NAZ’A-RETH 
THE KING OF THE JEWS. 

20 This title then read many of 
the Jews: for the place where Je’- 
sus was crucified was nigh to the 
city: and it was writtenin Hé’brew, 
and Greek, and Lat’in. 

21 Then said the chief priests of 
the Jews to Pilate, Write not, The 
King of the Jews; but that he said, 
Iam King of the Jews. 

22 Pi’‘late answered, What I have 
written I have written. 

23 4 Then the soldiers, when they 
had crucified Je’sus, took his gar- 
ments, and made four parts, to 
every soldier a part; and also his 
coat: now the coat was without 
Beam, woven from the top through- 
out. . 

24 They said therefore among 
themselves, Let us not rend it, but 
cast lots for it, whose it shall be: 
that the scripture might be ful- 
filled, which saith, They parted my 
raiment among them, and for my 
vesture they did cast lots. These 
things therefore the soldiers did. 
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25 J Now there stood by the cross 
of Je’sus his mother, and his mo- 
ther’s sister, Ma/ry the wife of Cle’- 
o-phas, and Ma’/ry Mag-da-lé’né. 

26 When Je’sus therefore saw his 
mother, and the disciple standing 
by, whom he loved, he saith unto 
his mother, Woman, behold thy 
son! 

27. Then saith he to the disciple, 
Behold thy mother! And from that 
hour that disciple took her unto his 
own home. 

28 9 After this, Je’sus knowing 
that ajl things were now accom- 
plished, that the scripture might be 
fulfilled, saith, I thirst. 

29 Now there was set a vessel full 
of vinegar: and they filled a spunge 
with vinegar, and put 7¢ upon hys- 
sop, and put 2¢ to his mouth. 

30 When Je’sus therefore had re- 
ceived the vinegar, he said, It is 
finished: and he bowed his head, 
and gave up the ghost. 

31 The Jews therefore, because it 
was the preparation, that the bodies 
should not remain upon the cross 
on the sabbath day, (for that sab- 
bath day was an high day,) be- 
sought Pi’late that their legs might 
be broken, and that they might be 
taken away. 

32 Then came the soldiers, and 
brake the legs of the first, and of the 
other which was crucified with him. 
33 But when they came to Je’sus, 
and saw that he was dead alrearly, 
they brake not his legs: 

34 But one of the soldiers with a 
spear pierced bis side, and forth- 
with came there out blood and 
water. 

35 And he that saw 7¢ bare record, 
and his record is true: and he 
knoweth that he saith true, that ye 
might i Slieve. 

36 For these things were done, 
that the scripture should be ful- 
filled, A bone of him shall not be 
broken. 

37 And again another scripture 
saith, They shal] look on him 
whom they pierced. 

38 § And after this JO’seph of 
Ar-i-ma-the’a, being a disciple of 
Je’sus, but secretly for fear of the 
Jews, besought Pi'late that he 
might take away the body of Je’- 
cop and Pi‘late gave him leave. 

e came therefore, and took the 
body of Jé’sus. 

39 And there came also Nic-o-de’. 
mus, which at the first came to 
Je’sus by night, and brought a 
mixture of myrrh and aloes, about 


!an hundred pound weight. 
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40 Then took they the body of 
Je’sus, and wound it in linen 
clothes with the spices, as the 
manner of the Jews is to a 
41 Now in the place where he was 
crucified there was a garden; and 
in the garden a new sepulchre, 
wherein was never man yet laid. 

42 There laid they Je’sus there- 
fore because of the Jews’ prepara- 
tion day; fur the sepulchre was 
aigh at hand. 


CHAPTER 20. 

1 Christ’s resurrection. 11 He appears to 
Mary Magdalene. 19 Jesus in the midst 
of the disciples. 24 Thomus’ doubt. 

Al pe first day of the week cometh 

Ma’/ry Mag-da-le’né early, when 
it was yet dark, unto thesepulchre, 
and seetn the stone taken away 
from the senulchre. 

2 Then she runneth, and cometh 
to Simon Pé’/tér, and to the other 
disciple, whom Je’sus loved, and 
saith unto them, They have taken 
away the Lord out of the sepulchre 
and we know not where they have 
laid kim. 

3 Pe’tér therefore went forth, 
and that other disciple, and came 
to the sepulchre. 

4 So they ran both together: and 
the other disciple did outrun Pe’- 
tér, and came first to the sepul- 
ehre. 

56 And he stooping down; and look- 
ing in, saw the linen clothes lying; 
yet went he not in. 

6 Then cometh Stmon Pe’tér fol- 
lowing him, and went into the sep- 
ulchre, and seeth the linen clotbes 


ie, 

7 And the napkin, that was about 
his head, not: lying with the linen 
clothes, but wrappe‘ together in a 
place by itself. 

8 Then went in also that other 
disciple, which came first to the 
sepulchre, and he saw, and be- 
lieved. 

9 For as yet they knew not the 
scripture, that he must rise again 
from the dead. 

10 Then the disciples went away 
again unto their own home. 

J But Ma’ry stood without at 
the sepulchre weeping. and as she 
wept, she stooped down, and looked 
into the sepulchre, 

12 And seeth two angels in white 
sitting, the one at the head, and the 
other at the feet, where the body 
of Je’sus had lain. 

13 And they say unto her, Woman, 
why weepest thou? She saith unto 
them, Because they have taken 
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away my Lord, and I know not 
where they have laid him. 

14 And when she had thus said, 
she turned herself back, znd saw 
Je’sus standing, and knew not that 
it was Je’sus. 

15 Jeé’sus saith unto her, Woman, 
why weepest thou? whom seekest 
thou’? She, supposing’ him to be 
the gardener, saith unto him, Sir, if 
thou have borne him hence, tell me 
where thou hast laid him, and I 
will take him away. 

16 Jé’sus saith unto her, Ma/ry. 
She turned herself, and saith unto 
him, Rab-bo’n1; which is to say, 
Master. 

17 Jé’sus saith unto her, Touch 
me not; for lam not yet ascended 
to my Father: but go to my bre- 
thren, and say unto them, I ascend 
unto my Father, and your Father; 
and to my God, and your God. 

18 Ma/ry Mag-da-le’/né came and 
told the sy es that she had seen 
the Lord, and that he had spoken 
these things unto her. 

19 § Then the same day at even- 
ing, being the first day of the week, 
when the doors were shut where 
the disciples were assembled for 
fear of the Jews, came Jé’sus and 
stood in the midst, and saith unto 
them, Peace ve unto you. 

20 And when he had so said, he 
shewed unto them his hands and 
his side. Then were the diseiples 
glaa, when they saw the Lord. — 

21 Then said Je’sus to them again, 
Peace be unto you: as my Father 
hath sent me, even so send I you. 

22 And when he had said this, he 
breathed on them, and saith unto 
thein, Receive ye the HO’ly Ghost: 

23 Whose soever sins ye remi 
they are remitted unto them; an 
whose soever sins ye retain, they 
are retained. 

24 ¢ But Thodm’as, one of the 
twelve, called Did’y-mus, was not 
with them when Je’sus came. 

25 The other disciples therefore 
said unto him, We have seen the 
Lord. But he said unto them, Ex- 
cept I shall see in his hands the 
print of the nails, and put my finger 
into the print of the nails, and 
thrust my hand into his side, T will 
not believe. . 

26 § And after eight days again 
his disciples were within, and 
Thom’as with them: then came 
Je’sus, the doors being shut, and 
stood in the midst, and said, Peace 
be unto you. 

27 Then saith he to Thom/as, 
Reach hither thy finger, and be 
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A SYRIAN CARPENTER AT WORK.

Some were propelled by oars, while 
others had sails, which were usually little used unless the boat was running 
before the wind. A large oar was used for rudder, as on nearly all ships of 
the time. It was in sucha boat as this that Jesus often crossed the lake, 
Roe es which he was sleeping during the storm. (Matt. 4:21; 8:23; John

is spake he, signifyin 
what death he should glorify God.

CHAPTER 1. 


1 Christ prepares the apostles for the ascen- 
sion. 9 He is taken up intoacloud. 12 
The apostles meet. 26 Matthias chosen. 


HE former treatise have I made, 
O Thé-dph'i-lis, of all that Je’- 
sus began both to do and teach, 

2 Until the day in which he was 
taken up, after that he through the 
HOo'ly Ghost had given command- 
ments unto the apostles whom he 
had chosen: 

3 To whom also he shewed him- 
self alive after his passion by many 
infallible proofs, being seen of them 
forty days, and ee of the 
things pertaining to the kingdom 
of God: | 

4 And, being assembled together 
with them, commanded them that 
they should not depart from Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém, but wait for the promise of 
the Father, which, saith he, ye have 
heard of me. 

5 For John truly baptized with 
water, but ye shall be baptized 
with the Ho’ly Ghost not many 
days hence. 

6 When they therefore were come 
together, they asked of him, saying, 
Lord, wilt thou at this time restore 
again the kingdom to Is’ra-el ? 

And he said unto them, It is not 
for you to know the times or the 
seasons, which the Father hath put 
in his own power. 

8 But ye shall receive power, after 
that the H0’ly Ghost is come upon 
you: and ye shall be witnesses unto 
me both in J é-ru’sa-lém, and in 
all Ju-dee’a, and in Sa-ma’ri-a, and 
unto the uttermost part of the 
earth. 

9 And when he had spoken these 
things, while they beheld, he was 
taken up; and a cloud received 
him out of their sight. 

10 And while they looked sted- 
fastly toward heaven as he went 
up, behold, two men stood by them 
in white apparel;

7 And it shall come to pass in the 
last days, saith God, I willpour out 
of my Spirit upon all flesh: and 
your sons and your daughters shall 
prophesy, and your young men shall 
see visions, and your old men shall 
dream dreams: 

18 And on my servants and on my 
handmaidens I will pour out in 
those days of my Spirit; and they 
shall prophesy:

20 The sun shall be turned into 
darkness, and the moon into blood, 
before that great and notable day 
of the Lord come: : 

21 And it shall come to pass, that 
whosoever shall call on the name

22 Ye men of Is‘ra-el, hear these 
words; Je’sus of Naz’a-réth, a man 
approved of God among you by 
miracles and wonders and signs, 
which God did by him in the midst 
of you, as ye yourselves also know: 

3 Him, being delivered by the 
determinate counsel and_ fore- 
knowlecGge of God, ye have taken 
and by wicked hands have crucified 
and slain: j 

24 Whom God hath raised up, hav- 
ing loosed the pains of death: be- 
cause it was not possible that he 
should be holden of it. 

25 For Da’vid speaketh concern- 
ing him, I foresaw the Lord always 
before my face, for he is on my 
right hand, that I should not be 
moved; 9 Ley 

26 Therefore did my heart rejoice, 
and my tongue was glad; moreover 
also my flesh shall rest in hope: 

27 Because thou wilt not leave my 
soul in hell, neither wilt thou suffer 
thine Holy One to see corruption. 
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Many converted. 


28 Thou hast made known to me 
the pays of life; thou shalt make 
me full of joy with thy counte- 
nance. 

29 Men and brethren, let me freel 
speak unto you of the patriarc 
Da'vid, that he is both dead and 
buried, and his sepulchre is with us 
unto this day... 

30 Therefore being a prophet, and 
knowing that God had sworn with 
an oath to him, that of the fruit of 
his loins, according to the flesh, he 
would raise up Christ to sit on his 
throne; 

31 He seeing this before spake of 
the resurrection of Christ, that his 
soul was not left in hell, neither his 
flesh did see corruption. 

32 This Je’sus hath God raised up, 
whereof we all are witnesses. 

33 Therefore being by the right 
hand of God exalted, and having 
received of the Father the promise 
of the HO’ly Ghost, he hath shed 
forth this, which ye now see and 
hear. 

34 For Da’vid is not ascended into 
the heavens: but he saith himself, 
The LORD said unto my Lord, Sit 
thou on my right hand, 

oe Vatil make thy foes thy foct- 
stool. 

86 Therefore let all the house of 
Is'ra-el know assuredly, that God 
hath made that same Je’sus, whom 
ye have crucified, both Lord and 
Christ. 

37 J Now when they heard this, 
they were pricked in their heart, 
and said unto Pe’tér and to the rest 
of the apostles, Men and brethren, 
what shall we do? => 

38 Then Pe’tér said unto them, 
Repent, and be baptized every one 
of you in the name of Je’sus Christ 
for the remission of sins, and ye 
shall receive the giftof the Ho'ly 
Ghost. 

39 For the promise is unto you 
and to your children, and to all 
that are afar off, even aS many as 
the Lord our God shall call. 

40 And with many other words 
did he teptity and exhort, saying, 
Save yourselves from this. un- 
toward generation. 

41 7 en they that gladly re- 
ceived his word were baptized: 
and the same day there were add- 
ed ae them about three thousand 
souls. 

42 And they continued stedfastl 
in the apostles’ doctrine and fel- 
lowship, and in breaking of bread, 
and in prayers. 

43 And fear came upon every

soul: and many wonders and signs 
were done by the apostles. 

44 And all that believed were to- 
gether, and had all things com- 


mon; 

45 And sold their possessions and 
goods, and parted them to all men, 
as every man had need. 

46 And they, continuing daily with 
one accord in the temple, and 
breaking bread from house to 
house, did eat their meat with 
gladness and singleness of heart, _ 

47 Praising God, and having fa- 
vour with all the people. And the 
Lord added _ to the church daily 
such as should be saved. :

11 And as the lame man which waa 
healed held Pe’tér and John, all the 
people ran together unto them in 
the porch that is called S6l’/o-mon’s, 
greatly wondering. _ : 

12 ¢ And when Pe’tér saw it, he 
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answered unto the people, Ye men 
of is’ra-el, why marvel ye at this? 
or why look ye so earnestly on us, 
as though by our own power or 
holiness we had made this man to 
walk ? min 

13 The God of A’bra-ham, and of 
Isaac, and of Ja/cob, the God_ of 
our fathers, hath glorified his Son 
Je’sus; whom ye delivered up, and 
denied him in the presence of Pi’- 
late, when he was determined to 
let him go. f 

14 But ye denied the Hoiy One 
and the Just, and desired a mur- 
derer to be franbed unto you; 

15 And killed the Prince of life, 
whom God hath raised from the 
dead ; whereof we are witnesses. 

16 And his name through faith in 
his name hath made this man 
strong, whom ye see and know: 
yea, the faith which is by him hath 
“Ae him this perfect soundness in 
che presence of you all. 

17 And now, brethren, I wot that 
through ignorance ye did zt, as did 
also your rulers. 

18 But those things, which God be- 
fore had shewed by the mouth of 
all his prophets, that Christ should 
suffer, he hath so fulfilled. 

19 § Repent ye therefore, and be 
converted, that your sins may be 
blotted out, when the times of re- 
freshing shall come from the pre- 
sence of the Lord; 

he shall send Je’sus 
Christ, which before was preached 
anto you: 

21 Whom the heaven must receive 
until the times of restitution of all 
things, which God hath spoken by 
the mouth of all his holy prophets 
since the world began. 

22 For Mo’ses truly said unto the 
fathers, A prophet shall the Lord 
pour God raise up unto you of your 

rethren, like unto me; him shall 
ye hear in all things whatsoever he 

Shall say unto you. 

23 And it shall come to pasty that 
ene soul, which will not hear that 
prophet, shall be destroyed from 
among the people. 

24 Yea, and all the prophets from 
Sam/u-el and those that follow 
after, as many as have spoken, have 
likewise foretold of these days. 

25 Ye are the children of the pro- 
phets, and of the covenant which 
God made with our fathers, sayin 
unto A’bra-ham, And in thy see 
shall all the kindreds of the earth 
be blessed. 

26 Unto ees first God, having 
raised up his Son Jé’gus, sent him 
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to bless you, in turning away every 
one of you from his iniquities. 


CHAPTER 4. 


1 Jewish rulers imprison Peter and John 
5 Session of the council. 21 The apostles 
are warned and dismissed. 23 The 
church prays to God. 


AND as they spake unto the peo- 
ple, the priests, and the captain 
of the temple, and the Sad'du-¢ees, 
came upon them, 

2 Being grieved that they taught 
the people, and preached bheoven 
Je’sus the resurrection from the 
dead. 

3 And they laid hands on them, 
and put them in hold unto the next 
day: forit was now eventide.

7 And when they had set them in 
the midst, they asked, By what 
power, or by what name, have ye 
done this ? . 

8 Then Pe’tér, filled with the 
Ho’iy Ghost, said unto them, Ye 
rulers of the people, and elders of 
err ae 

If we this day be examined of 
the good deed done to the impo- 
tent man, by what means he is 
made whole; 

10 Be it known unto you all, and 
to all the people of is’ra-el, that by 
the name of Jé’sus Christ of Naz’a- 
réth, whom ye crucified, whom God 
raised from the dead, even by him 
doth this man stand here before 
you whole. 

11 This is the stone which was 
set at nought of you builders, 
which is become the head of the 
corner. : 

12 Neither is there salvation in 
any other: for there is none other

men, whereby we must be saved. 

13 § Now when they saw the bold- 
ness of Pé’tér and John, and per- 
ceived that they were unlearned 
and ignorant men, they marvelled; 
and they took knowledge of them, 
that they had been with Je’sus. 

14 And beholding the man which 
was healed standing with them, 
they could say nothing against it. 
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15 But when they had command- 

ed them to go aside out of the 
council, they conferred among 
themselves, 

16 Saying, What shall we do to 
these men? for that indeed a not- 
able miracle hath been done by 
them is manifest to all them that 
dwell in Jé-ru’sa-lém; and we can- 
not deny it. 

17 But that it spread no {further 
among the people, let us straitly 
threaten them, that they speak 
henceforth to no man in this name. 

18 And they called them, and 
commanded them not to speak 
at all nor teach in the name of 
Je’sus. 

19 But Pe’tér and John answered 
and said unto them, Whether it 
be right in the sight of God to 
hearken unto you more than unto 
God, judge ye. 

20 For we cannot but speak the 
things which we have seen and 
heard. 

21-So when they had _ further 
threatened them, they let them go, 
finding nothing how they might 
punish them, because of the peo- 
pie: for all men glorified God for 

hat which was done. 

22 For the man was above forty 
years old, on whom this miracle of 

ealing was shewed. 

23 J And being let go, they went 
to their own company, and re- 
ported all that the chief priests and 
elders had said unto them. 

24 And when they heard that, they 
lifted up their voice to God wit 
one accord, and said, Lord, thou 
art God, which hast made heaven, 
and earth, and the sea, and all that 
in them is: ‘ 

“25 Who by the mouth of thy ser- 
vant Da’/vid hast said, Why did the 

heathen rage, and the people im- 
agine vain things ? 

6 The kings of the earth stood 
up, and the rulers were gathered 
together against the Lord, and 
against his Christ. 

27 For of a truth against thy holy 
child Je’sus, whom thou hast an- 
ointed, both Heér’od, and Pon’ti-us 
Pi/late, with the Gén’tiles, and the 
people of Is’ra-el, were gathered 
together, 

28 For to do whatsoever thy hand 
and thy counsel determined before 
to be done. 

29 And now, Lord, behold their 
threatenings: and grant unto thy 
servants, that with all boldness 
they may speak thy word, 

30 By stretching forth thine hand 
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to heal; and that signs and wonders 
may be done by the name of thy 
holy child Jé’sus. 

31 ¢ And when they had prayed, 
the place was shaken where they 
were assembled together ; and they 
were all filled with the HOo’ly 
Ghost, and they spake the word of 
God with boldness. 

32 And the multitude of them that 


believed were of one heart and of: 


one soul: neither said any of them 
that ought of the things which he 
possessed was his own; but they 
had all things common.

10 Then fell she down straightway 
at his feet, and yielded up the 
ghost: and the young men came 
In, and found her dead, and, car- 
rying her forth, buried her by ber 
husband. 

li And great fear came upon all 
the church, and upon as many as 
heard these things. 

12 § And by the hands of the 
apostles were many signs and won- 
ders wrought among the people; 
(and they were all with one accord 
in SOl’o-mon’s porch. 

13 And of the rest durst no man 
join himself to them: but the peo- 
ple magnified them. 

14 And believers were the more 
added to the Lord, multitudes both 
of men and women.) 

15 Insomuch that they brought 
forth the sick into the streets, and 
laid them on beds and couches, that 
at the least the shadow of Pe’tér 
passing by might overshadow some 
of them. 

16 There came also a multitude 
out of the cities round about unto 
Jé-ru’sa-lém, bringing sick folks, 
and them which were vexed with 
unclean spirits: and they were 
healed every one. Z 
17 § Then the high priest rose up, 
and all they that were with him, 
(which is the sect of the Sad’du- 
ees,) and were filled with indigna- 


ion, 

18 And laid their hands on ‘the 
apostles, and put them in the com- 
mon prison. 

19 But the angel of the Lord by 
night opened the prison doors, and 
brought them forth, and said, 

20 Go, stand and speak in the 
temple to the people all the words 
of this life. 

21 And when they heard that, they 
entered into the temple early in the 
morning,and taught. But the high 
priest came, and they that were 
with him, and called the council 
pik ty toned and all the senate of the 
children of is/ra-el, and sent to the 
Prison to have them brought. 





they returned, and told, 

23 Saying, The prison truly found 
we shut with all safety, and the 
keepers standing without before 
the doors: but when we had 
opened, we found no man within. 

4 Now when the high priest and 


ord ? | the captain of the temple and the 


chief priests heard these things, 
they doubted of them whereunto 
this would grow. 

25 Then came one and told them, 
saying, Behold, the men whom ie 
put in prison are standing in the 
temple, and teaching the people. 

26 Then went the captain with the 
officers, and brought them without 
violence: for they feared the peo- 
ple, lest they should have been 
Stoned 72. 

27 And when they had brought 
them, they set them before the 
council: and the high priest asked 
them, 

28 Saying, Did not we straitly 
command you that ye should not 
teach in this name? and, behold, 
ye have filled Jé-ru’sa-lem with 
your doctrine, and intend to bring 
this man’s blood upon us. : 
29 9 Then Pe’tér and the other 
apostles answered and said, We 
ought to obey God rather than men. 

30 The God of our fathers raised 
up Je’sus, whom ye slew and hang- 
ed on a tree. 

31 Him hath God exalted with his 
right hand to be a Prince and a 
Saviour, for to give repentance to 
ig rarel, and forgiveness of sins. 

2 And we are his witnesses of 
these things; and so is also the 
Ho'ly Ghost, whom God hath given 
to them that obey him. 

38 J When they heard that, they 
were cut to the heart,and took coun- 
sel to slay them. 

34 Then stood there up one in the 
council, a Phar’i-see, named Ga- 
ma’li-el, a doctor of the law, had in 
reputation among all the people, 
and commanded to put the apos- 
tles forth a little space; 

35 And said unto them, Ye men of 
Is'ra-el, take heed to yourselves 
what ye intend to do as touching 
these men. 

36 For before these days rose up 
Then’das, boasting himself to be 
somebody; to whom a number of 
men, about four hundred, joined 
themselves: who was slain; and all, 
as many as obeyed him, were scat- 
tered, and brought to nought, 

37 After this man rose up Ji’das 
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of Gal’i-lee in the days of the tax- 
ing, and drew away much people 
after him: he also perished; and 
all, even aS many as obeyed him, 
were dispersed. i 

38 And now I say unto you, Refrain 
from these men, and let them alone: 
for if this counsel or this work be of 
men, it will come to nought; 

39 But if it be of God, ye cannot 
overthrow it; les haply ye be 
found even to fight against God. 

40 And to him they agreed: and 
when they had called the apostles 
and beaten them, they commande 
that they should not speak in the 
name of Je’sus, and let them go. 

41 7 And they departed from the 
presence of the council, rejoicing 
that they were counted worthy to 
suffer shame for his name. i 

42 And daily in the temple, and in 
every house, they ceased not to 
teach and preach Jé’sus Christ. 


CHAPTER 6. 

1 The apostles choose helpers. 5 Stephen's 
zeal and courage. 12 He is accused of 
blasphemy. 

Pees in those days, when the 

number of the disciples was 
multiplied, there arose a murmur- 
ing of the Gre! giats against the 

He’brews, because their widows 

were neglected in the daily minis- 

tration. 

2 Then the twelve called the mul- 
titude of the disciples unto them, 
and said, It is not reason that we 
should leave the word of God, and 
serve tables. 

3 Wherefore, brethren, look ye 
out among you seven men of honest 
report, full of the Ho’ly Ghost and 
wisdom, whom we may appoint 
over this business. 

4 But we will give ourselves con- 
tinually to prayer, and to the min- 
istry of the word. " 

5 § And the saying pleased the 
whole multitude: and they chose 
Ste’phen, a man full of faith and of 
the Ho’ly Ghost, and Philip, and 
Proch’o-rus, and Ni-ca’nor, and TY’- 
mon, and Par’me-nas, and Nic’o-las 
a proselyte of An’ti-och: 

6 Whom they set before the apos- 
tles: and when they had prayed, 
they laid their hands on them. 

7 And the word of God increased ; 
and the number of the disciples 
multiplied in Jé-ru’s4-lém greatly ; 
and a great company of the priests 
were obedient to the faith. — 

8 And Stephen, full of faith and 
power, did great wonders and mir- 
acles among the people. 
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9 J Then there arose certain of 
the synagogue, which is called the 
synagogue of the Lib’ér-tines, and 
Cy-re’ni-ans, and_ Al.éx-an’dri-ang, 
and of them of Ci-li’¢ia and of A’sia, 
disputing with Ste’phen. 

10 And they were notable to resist 
the wisdom and the spirit by which 
he spake.

phere! said the high priest, Are 

these things so ? 

2 And he said, Men, brethren, 
and fathers, hearken; The God of 
glory appeared unto our father 
A’bra-ham, when he was in Més-o- 

o-ta’/mi-a, before he dwelt in 

har’ran, 

3 And said unto him, Get thee 
out of thy country, and from th 
kindred, and come into the lan 
which I shall shew thee. 

4 Then came he out of the land of 
the Chal-d’angs, and dwelt in Char’- 
ran: and from thence, when his 
father was dead, he removed him 
into this land, wherein ye now 
dwell. 

5 And he gave him none inherit- 
ance in it, no, not so much as to set 
his foot on: yet he promised that 
he would give it to him for a pos- 
session, and to his seed after him, 
when as Het he had no child. 

6 And God spake on this wise, 
That his seed should sojourn in 
astrange land; and that they should 
bring them into bondage, and en- 
treat them evil, four hundred years. 

7 And the naticn to whom they 
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shall be in bondage will I judge, 
said God: and after that shall they 
eae forth, and serve me in this 
place. 

8 And he gave him the covenant 
of circumcision: and so A’bra-ham 
begat I’saac, and circumcised him 
the eighth day; and Tisaa¢ begat 
Ja’cob; and Ja’cob begat the twelve 
patriarchs. : 

9 And the patriarchs, moved with 
envy, sold Ae as into E/gypt: but 
God was with him 

10 And delivered him out of all 
his afflictions, and gave him favour 
and wisdom in the sight of Pha’- 
raoh king of E/gypt; and he made 
him governor over E’gypt and all 
his house. 

11 Now there came a dearth over 
all the land of £’/gypt and Cha’naan, 
and great affliction: and our fathers 
found no sustenance. 

12 But when Ja’/cob heard that 
there was corn in E’gypt, he sent 
out our fathers first. 

13 And at the second time JO’seph 
was made known to his brethren; 
and Jo’seph’s kindred was made 
known unto Pha’/raoh. 

14 Then sent JO’seph, and called his 
father Ja’/cob to him, and all his kin- 
dred, threescore and fifteen souls. 

15 So Ja/cob went down into 
F/gypt, and died, he, and our 
fathers, 

16 And were carried over into 
Sy’chem, and laid in the sepulchre 
that A’bra-ham bought for a sum of 
money of the sons of Em’moOr the 
Sather of Sy’chem. 

17 But when the time of the pro- 
mise drew_ nigh, which God had 
sworn to A’bra-ham, the people 
grew and multiplied in E’gypt, 

18 Till another king arose, which 
knew not JO’seph. 

19 The same dealt subtilly with 
our kindred, and evil entreated 
our fathers, so that they cast out 
their young children, to the end 
they might not live. 

20 In which time Mo’ses was born, 
and was exceeding fair, and nour- 
ished up in his father’s house three 
months: 

21 And when he was cast out, 
Pha’raoh’s daughter took him up, 
and nourished him for her own son. 

22 And Mo’ses was learned in all 
the wisdom of the E-gyp’tjans, and 
was petty in words and in deeds. 

23 And when he was full forty 

ears old, it came into his heart 

0 visit his brethren the children of 
Is'ra-el. 

And seeing one of them suffer 
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wrong, he defended him, and 
avenged him that was oppressed, 
and smote the E-gyp’tjan: 

25 For he supposed his brethren 
would have understood how that 
God by his hand would deliver 
them: but they understood not. 

26 And the next day he shewed 
himself unto them as they strove, 
and would have set them at one 
again, saying, Sirs, ye are brethren; 
why do ye wrong one to another ? 

27 But he that did his neighbour 
wrong thrust him away, Saying, 
Who made thee a ruler and a judge 
over us? 

28 Wilt thou kill me, as thou 
diddest the E-gyp’tian yesterday ? 

29 Then fled Mo’ses at this saying 
and was a stranger in the land o 
Ma/di-an, where he begat two sons. 

30 And when forty years were 
expired, there appeared to him in 
the wilderness of mount Si/na an 
angel of the Lord in a flame of fire 
in a bush. © 

31 When Mo0’ses saw it, he won- 
dered at the sight: and as he drew 
near to behold it, the voice of the 
Lord came unto him, 

32. Saying, 1 am the God of thy 
fathers, the God of A’bra-ham, and 
the God of Isaac, and the God of 
Ja’cob. Then MO’ses trembled, and 
durst not behold. 

33 Then said the Lord to him, Put 
off thy shoes from thy feet: for the 
place where thou standest is holy 
ground. 

34 I have seen,,I have seen the 
affliction of my people which is in 
E/gypt, and I have heard their 
piped and am come down to 

eliverthem. And now come, I will 
send thee into E’gypt. 

35 This MO’ses whom they refused 
saying, Who made thee aruler an 
a judge? the same did God send to 
be a ruler and a deliverer by the 
hand of the angel which appeared 
to him in the bush. 

386 He brought them out, after that 
he had shewed wonders and signs 
in the land of E’gypt, and in the 
Red sea, and in the wilderness forty

37 § This is that see) which 
said unto the children of Is’ra-el, A 
prophet shall the Lord your God 
raise up unto you of your brethren, 
like unto me; him shall ye hear. 

88 This is he, that was in the 
church in the wilderness with the 
angel which spake to him in the 
mount Si/na, and with our fathers: 
who received the lively oracles to - 
give unto us; 
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39 To whom our fathers would not 
obey, but thrust him from them, 
and in their hearts turned back 
again into E’gypt, 

0 Saying unto A4r’on, Make us 
ods to go before us: for as for this 
10’ses, which brought us out of the 

land of E/gypt, we wot not what is 
become of him. 

41 And they made acalf in those 
days, and offered sacrifice unto the 
idol, and rejoiced in the works of 
their own hands. 

42 Then God turned, and gave 
them up to worship the host of 
heaven; as it is written in the book 
of the prophets, O ye house of Is’- 
ra-el, have ye offered to me slain 
beasts and sacrifices by the space of 
forty years in the wilderness ? 

43 Yea, ye took up the tabernacle 
of MO‘'loch, and the star of your god 
Réni’phan, figures which ye made 
to worship them: and I will carry 
you away beyond Bab’y-lon. 

44 Our fathers-had the tabernacle 
of witness in the wilderness, as 
he had appointed, speaking unto 
Mo’ses, that he should make it 
according to the fashion that he had 
seen. 

45 Which also our fathers that 
came after brought in with Je’sus 
into the possession of the Gén’tiles, 
whom God drave out before the 
face of our fathers, unto the days 
of Da’vid; 

46 Who found favour before God, 
and desired to find a tabernacle for 
the God of Ja’cob. 

47 But Sodl’o-mon built him an 
house. 

48 Howbeit the most High dwell- 
eth not in temples made with 
hands; as saith the prophet, 

49 Heaven is my throne, and earth 
is my footstool: what house will ye 
build me? saith the Lord: or what 
ts the place of my rest? 

Hath not my hand made all 
these things ? 

51 4 Ye stiffnecked and uncircum- 
cised in heart and ears, ye do al- 
ways resist the Ho’/ly.

54 § When they heard these things,

aA D Saul was consenting unto his 

death. And at that time there 
was a great persecution against 
the church which was at Jé-ru’sa- 
lém; and they were all scattered 
abroad throughout the regions of 

Ju-de’a and Sa-ma/ri-a, except the 

apostles. 

2 And devout men carried Ste’- 
phen ¢o his burial, and made great 
lamentation over him. 

38 As for Saul, he made havock 
of the church, entering into every 
house, and haling men and women 
committed them to prison. 

4 Therefore they that were scat- 
tered abroad went every where 
preaching the word. 

5 Then Phil/‘ip went down to the 
city of S&ma/ri-a, and preached 
Christ unto them. 

6 And the people with one accord 
gave heed unto those things which 

hil/ip spake, hearing and seeing 

the miracles which he did. 

7 For unclean spirits, erying with 
loud voice, came out of many that 
were possessed with them: and 
many taken with palsies, and that 
were lame, were healed. 
mt And there was great joy in that 
city. 

9 But there was a certain man, 
called Si/mon, which beforetime 
in the same city used sorcery, and 
bewitched the people of Sa-ma/ri-a, 
giving out that himself was some 
great one: hoot

Simon the sorcerer. 


10 To. whom they all gave heed, 
from the least to the greatest, say- 
By This man is the great power of 

od. 


11 And to him they had regard 
because that of long time he ha 
bewitched them with sorceries. 

2 But when they believed Phil’ip 
preaching the things concerning 
the kingdom of God, and the name 
of Je’sus Christ, they were bap- 
tized, both men and women. 

13 Then Simon himself believed 
also: and when he was baptized 
he‘ continued with Phil/ip, anc 
wondered, beholding the miracles 
and signs which were done. 

14 Now when the apostles which 
were at Jé-ru’sa-leém heard that 
S4-ma/ri-a had received the word 
of God, they sent unto them Pe’tér 
and John: 

15 Who, when they were come 
down, prayed for them, that they 
might receive the Ho’ly Ghost: 

16 (For as yet he was fallen upon 
none of them: only they were 
baptized in the name of the Lord 
Je’sus.) 

17 Then laid they their hands on 
them, and they received the HOo’ly 
Ghost. 

18 And when Si’mon saw that 
through laying on of the apostles’ 
hands the Ho/ly Ghost was given, 
he offered them money, 

19 Saying, Give mealso this ponver, 
that on whomsoever I lay hands, 
he may receive the HO’ly Ghost. 

20 But Pe’tér said unto him, Thy 
money perish with thee, because 
thou bast thought that the gift of 
God may be purchased with money. 

21 Thou hast neither part nor lot 
in this matter: for thy heart is not 
tas in the sight of God. 

22 Pepent therefore of this thy 
wickedness, and pray God, if per- 
haps_ the thought of thine heart 
may be forgiven thee. 

23 For I perceive that thou art in 
the gall of bitterness, and in the 
bond of iniquity. 

24 Then answered Si’mon, and 
said, Pray ye to the Lord for me, 
that none of these things which ye 
have spoken come upon me. 

25 And they, when they had testi- 
fied and preached the word of the 
Lord, returned to Jé-ru’sa-lém, and 

reached the gospel in many vil- 
ages of the Sa-mar’i-tans. 

26 And the angel of the Lord 
spake unto Phil’ip, saying, Arise, 
and gotoward the south unto the 
way that goeth down from Jé-ru’- 
s4-leém unto Ga’za, which is desert. 
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27 And he arose and went: and, 
behold, a man of E-thi-0’pi-a, an 
eunuch of great authority under 
Can’da-¢é queen of the E-thi-0’pi- 
‘ans, who had the charge of all her 
treasure, and had come to Jé-ru’s 
sa4-lém for to worship, 

28 Was returning, and sitting in 
his chariot read k-sa/ias the pro- 


phet. 

29 Then the Spirit said unto Phil’- 
ip, Go near, and join thyself to thig 
chariot. 

30 And Phil’/ip ran thither to him 
and heard him read the prophe 
E-ga'jas, and said, Understandest 
thou what thou readest ? 

31 And he said, How can I, except 
some man should guide me? And 
he desired Phil’/ip that he would 
come up and sit with him. 

32 The place of the scriptura 
which he read was this, He was led 
as a sheep to the slaughter; and 
like a lamb dumb before his shear- 
er, So opened he not his mouth: 

33 In his humiliation his judgment 
was taken away: and who shall 
declare his generation ? for his life 
is taken from the earth. 

34 And the eunuch answered 
Phil/‘ip, and said, I pray thee, of 
whom speaketh the prophet this 7 
of himself, or of some other man ? 

35 Then Phil'ip opened his mouth, 
and began at the same scripture, 
and preached unto him Je’sus. 

36 And as they went on their way, 
they came unto a certain water: 
and the eunuch said, See, here is 
water; what doth hinder me to be 
baptized ? 

87 And Phil’ip said, If thou be- 
lievest with all thine heart, thou 
mayest. And he answered and 
said, I believe that Je’sus Christ 
is the Son of God. 

38 And he commanded the chariot 
to stand still: and they went down 
both into the water, both Phil’l 
aug. the eunuch; and he baptize 

im. 

39 And when they were come up 
out of the water, the Spirit of the 
Lord caught away Philip, that the 
eunuch saw him no more: and he 
went on his way rejoicing. i 

40 But Philip was found at A-zo’- 
tus: and passing through he 
preached in all the cities, till he 
came to C#s-a-re’a. 


CHAPTER 9.

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ND Saul, yet breathing out 
threatenings and _ slaughter 

against the disciples of the 
went unto the high priest 
2 And desired of him letters to 
Da-mas’cus. to the synagogues, 
that if he found any of this way, 
whether they were men or women, 
he might bring them bound unto 
Jé-ru’sa-lem. 
3 And as he journeyed, he came 
near Daé-mas’cus: and suddenly 
there shined round about him a 
light from heaven: 
4 And he fell to the earth, and 
heard a voice saying unto him, 
Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou 
me 


5. And he said, Who art thou, 
Lord? And the Lord said, I am 
Je’sus whom thou persecutest: it is 
hard for thee to kick against the 
pricks. 

6 And he trembling and astonished 
said, Lord, what wilt thou have me 
to do? And the Lord said unto 
him, Arise, and g0 into the city, 
and it shall be told thee what thou 
must do. 

7 And the men which journeyed 
with him stood speechless, hearing 
a voice, but seeing no man. 

8 And Saul arose from the earth; 
and when his eyes were opened, he 
saw no man: but they led him by 
the hand, and brought him into 
Da-mas’cus. 

9 And he was three days without 
sight, and neither did eat nor drink. 

10 7 And there was a certain dis- 
ciple at Da-mas’cus, named - An-a- 
ni/as; and to him said the Lord in 
a vision, An-a-ni’as. And he said, 
Behold, f am here, Lord. 

11 And the Lord said unto him, 
Arise, and go into the street which 
is called Straight, and enquire in 
the house of Ju’das for one called 
Saul, of Tar’sus: for, behold, he 
prayeth 

12° And hath seen in a vision a 
man named An-a-ni/as coming in 
and putting Ais hand on him, tha 
he might receive his sight. 

13 Then An-a-ni/as answered, Lord, 
I have heard by many of this man, 
how much evil he hath done to thy 
saints at Jé-ru’sa-lém : 

14 And here he hath authorit 
from the chief priests to bind all 
that call on thy name. 

15 But the Lord said unto him, Go 
thy way: for he is a chosen vessel 
unto me, to bear my name before 
the Gén tiles, and kings, and the 
children of is'ra-el: 

16 For I will shew him how great 
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ieee he must suffer for my name’s 
sake. 

17 And An-a-ni/as went his way, 
and entered into the house; and 
putting his hands on him _ said, 
Brother Saul, the Lord, even Je’sus, 
that appeared unto thee in the way 
as thou camest, hath sent me, that 
thou mightest receive thy sight, 
and be filled with the Ho’ly Ghost. 

18*And immediately there fell 
from his eyes as it had been scales: | 
and he received sight forthwith, 
and arose, and was baptized. 

19 And when he had received 
meat, he was strengthened. Then 
was Saul certain days with the 
disciples which were at Da-mas’- 
cus. 

20 And straightway he preached 
Christ in the synagogues, that he is 
the Son of God. 

21 But all that heard him were 
amazed, and said; Is not this he 
that destroyed them which called 
on this name in Jé-ru’sa-lém, and 
came hither for that intent, that he 
might bring them bound unto the 
chief priests ? 

22 But Saul increased the more in 
strength, and confounded the Jews 
which dwelt at Dai-mas’cus, proving 
that this is very Christ. 

23 9 And after that many days 
were fulfilled, the Jews took coun- 
sel to kill him: j 
24 But their laying await was 
known of Saul. And they watched 
the gates day and night to kill 


him. 

25 Then the disciples took him b 
night, and let him down by the wall 
in a basket. 

26 And when Saul was come to 
Jé-ru’sa-lém, he assayed to join 
himself to the disciples: but they 
were all afraid of him, and believ- 
ed not that he was a disciple. 

27 But Bar’na-bas took him, and 
brought him to the apostles, and de- 
clared unto them how he had seen 
the Lord in the way, and that he 
had spoken to him, and how he had 
preached boldly at Da-mas’cus in 
the name of Je’sus. 

28 And he was with them coming 
in and going out at Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

29 And he spake boldly in the 
name of the Lord Je’sus, and dis- 
puted against the Gre’¢jans: but 
they went about to slay him. 

30 Which when the brethren knew, 
they brought him .down-to Qxs-a- 
re’a, and sent him forth to Tar’sus. 

31 Then had the churches rest 
throughout all Ju-de’a and Gal’i- 
lee and Sa-ma/ri-a, and were edi- 
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ned; and walking in the fear of the 
Lord, and in the comfort of the 
Ho'ly Ghost, were multiplied. 

32 § And it came to pass, as Pe’- 
tér passed throughout all quarters, 
he came down also to the saints 
which dwelt at Lyd’da. 

33 And there he found a certain 
man named ’ne-as, which had 
kept his bed eight years, and was 
sick of the palsy. 

34 And Pe’tér said unto him, 
/E/ne-as, Jé’sus Christ maketh thee 
whole: arise, and make thy bed. 
And he arose immediately. 

35 And all that dwelt at Lyd’da 
and Sa/ron saw him, and turned to 
the Lord. é 

36 § Now there was at JOop’pa a 
certain disciple named Tab’/i-tha 
which by interpretation is calle 
Dor’cas: this woman was full of 
good works and almsdeeds which 
she did. 

37 And it came to pass in those 
days, that she was sick, and died: 
whom when they had washed, they 
laid her in an upper chamber. 

388 And forasmuch as Lyd’da was 
nigh to JOp’pa, and the disciples 
had heard that Pe’tér was there, 
they sent unto him two men, desir- 
ing him that he would not delay to 
come to them. 

39 Then Pe’tér arose and went 
with them. When he was come, 
they brought him into the upper 
chamber: and all the widows stood 
by him weeping, and shewing the 
coats and garments which Dor’cas 
made, while she was with them. 

40 But Pe’tér put them all forth, 
and kneeled down, and prayed; and 
turning him to the body said, Tab’- 
i-tha, arise. And sbe opened her 
eyes: and when she saw Peé’tér, she 
sat up. 

41 And he gave her his hand, and 
lifted her up, and when he had 
called the saints and widows, pre- 
sented her alive. 

42 And it was known throughout 
all ed and many believed in 
the Lord. 

43 And it came to pass, that he 
tarried many days in JOp’pa with 
one Si’mon a tanner. 


CHAPTER 10. 


1 Cornelius sends for Peter. 11 Peter's 
vision. He goes to Cornelius. 34 His 
sermon at Cxesarea. 44 The Holy Ghost 
descends. 


XHERE was a certain man in 

Ces-a-re’a called Coér-ne’ljus, a 

centurion of the band calle the 
_Y-tal/jan band, 
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2 A devout. man, and one that 
feared God with all his house, 
which gave much alms to the peo- 
ple, and prayed to God alway. 

e saw in a vision evidently 
about the ninth hour of the day an 
angel of God coming in to him, and 
saying unto him, Cor-ne’ljus. 

4 And when he looked on him, he 
was afraid, and said, What is it, 
Lord? And he said unto him, Thy 
prayers and thine alms are come up 
for a memorial before God. 


. 5 And now send men to JOp’pa, 


and call for one Si/mon, whose sur- 
name is Pe’tér: 

6 He lodgeth with one Si/mon a 
tanner, whose house is by the sea 
side: he shall tell thee what thou 
oughtest to do. 

7 And when the angel which spake 
unto Cor-ne’lius was departed, he 
called two of his household ser. 
vants, and a devout soldier of 
them that waited on him contin. 
ually ; 

8 And when he had declared all 
these things unto them, he sent 
them to JOp’pa. 

9 | On the morrow, as they went 
on their journey, and drew nigh 
unto the city, Pe’tér went up upon 
the house top to pray about the 
sixth hour: 

10 And he became very hungry, 
and would have eaten: but while 
they made ready, he fell into a 
trance, 

11 And saw heaven opened, and a 
certain vessel descending unto him 
as it had been a great sheet knit at 
the four corners, and let down to 
the earth: 

12 Wherein were all manner of 
fourfooted beasts of the earth, and 
wild beasts, and creeping things, 
and fowls of the air. 

13 And there camea voice to him, 
Rise, Pe’tér; kill, and eat. 

14 But Pe’tér said, Not so, Lord; 
for I have never eaten any thing 
that is common or unclean. ; 
15 And the voice spake unto him 
again the second time, What God 
hath cleansed, that call not thou 
common. 

16 This was done thrice: and the 
vessel was received up again into 
heaven. 

17 Now while Pe’tér doubted in 
himself what this vision which he 
had seen should mean, behold, the 
men which were sent from Cor- 
ne/ljus had made enquiry for Si’ 
ous house, and stood before the 
gate, 

18 And called, and asked whether

Simon, which was surnamed Pe’- 

tér, were lodged there. 

19 ¢ While Pe’tér thought on the 
vision, the Spirit said unto hin, 
Behold, three men seek thee. 

20 Arise therefore, and get thee 
down, and go with them, doubt- 
8 nothing: for I have sent them. 

21 Then Pe‘tér went down to the 
men which were sent unto him 
from Cor-ne/lius; and said, Be- 
hold, Iam he whom ye seek: what 
is the cause wherefore ye are 
come ? 

- 22 And they said, Cér-ne’ljus the 
centurion, a just man, and one that 
feareth God, and of good report 
among all the nation of the Jews, 
was warned from God by an holy 
angel to send for thee into his 
house, and to hear words of thee. 
__23 Then called he them in, and 

lodged them. And on the morrow 
Pe'tér went away wish them, and 
certain brethren from JOp’pa ac- 
companied him. 

4 And the morrow after they en- 
tered into C&s-a-re’a. And Cor-ne’- 
lius waited for them, and had called 
together his kinsmen and near 
friends. 

25 And as Pe’tér was coming in, 
Coér-ne’ljus met him, and fell down 
at his feet, and worshipped him. 

26 But Pe’tér took him up, Say- 
ing, Stand up; I myself also am a 
man. 

27 And as he talked with him, he 
went in, and found many that were 
come together. 

28 And he said unto them, Ye 
know how that it is an unlawful 
thing for a man that is a Jew to 
keep company, or come. unto one 
of another nation; but God hath 
shewed me that I should not call 
any man common or unclean. 

29 Therefore came I unto you with- 
out gainsaying, as soon as I was sent 
for: Lask therefore for what intent 
ye have sent for me ? 

30 And Cor-né/lius said, Four days 
ago Iwas fasting until this hour; 
and at the ninth hour I prayed in 
my house, and, behold, a man stood 
before me in bright clothing, 

31 And said, C6r-né/lius,. thy 
prayer is heard, and thine alms are 
had in remembrance in the sight of 


God. 

32 Send therefore to JOp’pa, and 
call hither Si/mon, whose surname 
is Pe’tér; he is lodged in the house 
of one Si‘mon a tanner by. the sea 
side: who, when he cometh, shall 
speak unto thee. 

83 Immediately therefore I sent 
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to thee; and thou hast well done 
that thou artcome. Now therefore 
are we all here present before God, 
to hear all things that are com- 
manded thee of God. 

34 J Then Pe’tér opened his mouth, 
and said, Of a truth I perceive that 
God is no respecter of persons: 

35 But in every nation he that 
feareth him,and worketh righteous-. . 
ness, is accepted with him. ‘ 

36 The word which God sent unto 
the children of Is’ra-el, preachin 
peace by Jé’sus Christ: (he is Lor 
of all:) 

37 That. word, J say, ye know, 
which was published throughout 
all Ju-de’a, and began from Gal’i- 
lee, after the baptism which John 
preached ; 

38 How God anointed Jeé’sus of 
Naz'a-réth with the Ho’ly Ghost 
and with power: who went about 
doing good, and healing all that 
were oppressed of the devil; for 
God was with him. 

39 Aud we are witnesses of all 
things which he did both in the 
land of the Jews, and in Jé-ru’sa- 
lém; whom they slew and hanged 
on a tree: 

40 Him God raised up the third 
day, and shewed him openly; 

41 Not to all the people, but unto ~ 
witnesses chosen before of God, 
evento us, who did eat and drink 
with him after he rose from the 
dead. 

42 And he commanded us _ to 
preach unto the people, and to tes- 
tify that it is he which was or- 
dained of God to be the Judge of 
quick and dead. 

43 To him give all the prophets 
witness, that through his name 
whosoever believeth in him shall 
receive remission of sins. 

44 While Pe’tér yet spake these 
words, the Ho’ly Ghost fell on all 
them which heard the word. 

45 And they of the circumcision 
which believed were astonished, 
as many as came with Pe’tér, be- 
cause that on the Gén’tiles also 
was poured out the gift of the 
HOo’ly Ghost. 

46 For they heard them speak with 
tongues, and magnify God. Then 
answered Pe’tér, 

47 Can any man forbid water, that 
these should not be baptized, which 
have received the Ho'ly Ghost as 
well as we ? 

48 And he commanded them to be 
baptized in the name of the Lord. 
Then prayed they him to tarry cer-

CHAPTER 11.

ANY the apostles and brethren 
that were in Ju-de’a heard that 
the Gén’tiles had also received the 
word of God. 

2 And when Pe’tér was come up 
to Jé-ru’sa-lém, they that. were of 
mae circumcision coutended with 

im, 

3 Saying, Thou wentest in to men 
uncircumcised, and didst eat with 
them. 

4 But Pe’tér rehearsed the matter 
from the beginning, and expounded 
it by order unto them, saying, 

5 1 was in the city of JOp’pa pray- 
ing: and in a trance I saw a vision 
A certain vessel descend, as it had 
been a great sheet, let down from 
heaven by four corners; and it 
came even to me: 

6 Upon the which when I had 
fastened mine eyes, I considered, 
and saw fourfooted beasts of the 
earth, and wild beasts, and creep- 
ing eer and fow]s of the air. 

7 And I heard a voice saying unto 
me, Arise, Pe’tér; slay and eat. 

8 But I said, Not so, Lord: for no- 
thing common or unclean hath at 
any time entered into my mouth. 

9 But the voice answered me again 
from heaven, What God hath 
cleansed, that call not thou com- 
mon. 

10 And this was done three times: 
aud all were drawn up again into 
heaven. 

11 And, behold, immediately there 
were three men already come unto 
the house where I was, sent from 
ae ak unto me. 

2 And the spirit bade me go with 
them, nothing doubting. Moreover 
these six brethren accompanied 
ae and we entered into the man’s 

ouse: 


13 And he shewed us how he had 


seen au angel in his house, which 
stood and said unto him, Send men 
to JoOp’pa, and call for Si’/mon, 
whose surname is Pe’tér; 

14 Who shall tell thee words, 
whereby thou and all thy house 
Shall be saved. 

5 And as I began to speak, the 
H’ly Ghost fell on them, as on us 
at the beginning. 

16 Then remembered I the word 
of the Lord, how that he said, John 
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indeed baptized with water; but 
ye shall be baptized with the Ho’ly 
Ghost. 

17 Forasmuch then as God gave 
them the like gift as he did unto us, 
who believed on the Lord Je’sus 
Christ; what was I, that I could 
withstand God? 

18 When they heard these things, 
they held their peace, and glorified 


God, saying, Then hath God also to 
the Gen’tilegs granted repentance 
unto life. 


19 § Now they which were scat- 
tered abroa? upon the persecution 
that arose about Ste’phen travelled 
as far as Phé-ni/¢é, and Cy’prus 
and An’ti-Och, preaching the wor 
to none but unto the Jews only. 

20 And some of theni were men 
of Cy’prus and (Qy-re’né, which, 
when they were come to An’ti-0ch, 
spake unto the Gre’¢jans, preach- 
ing the Lord Je’sus. 

21 And the hand of the Lord was 
with them: and a great number 
believed, and turned unto the 
Lord. 

22 ¥ Then tidings of these things 
came unto the ears of the church 
which was in Jé-ru’sa-leém: and 
they sent forth Bar’na-bas, that he 
should go as far as An’ti-0ch. 

23 Who, when he came, and had 
seen the grace of God, was glad, 
and exhorted them all, that with 
purpose of heart they would cleave 
unto the Lord. 

24 For he was a good man, and 
full of the Ho’ly Ghost and of faith: 
and much people was added unto 
the Lord. 

25 Then departed Bar’na-bas to 
Tar’sus, for to seek Saul: 

26 And when he had found him, 
he brought him unto An’ti-0ch. 
And it came to pass, that a whole 
year they assembled themselves 
with the church, and taught much 
people. And the disciples were 
called Chris’tiang first in An’ti-och. 

27 § And in these days came pro- 
pete from Jé-ru’sa-lém unto An’ti- 
och. 

28 And there stood up one of them 
named Ag’a-bis, and signified by 
the spirit that there should be great 
dearth throughout all the world: 
which came to pass in the days of 
Clau/di-us Ce’gsar. 

29 Then the disciples, every man 
according to his ability, determined 
to send relief unto the brethren 
which dwelt in Ju-de’a: 

30 Which also they did, and sent 
it to the elders by the hands of 
Bar’na-bas and Saul. 
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CHAPTER 12. 


1 Herod kills James. 4 Peter imprisoned. 
7 His escape. 28 Herod’s death. 24 
Growth of God’s word. 


New about that time Hér’od 
the king stretched forth his 
hands to vex Certain of the church. 

2 And he killed James the brother 
of John with the sword. | 

3 And because he saw it pleased 
the Jews, he proceeded further to 
take Pe’tér also. (Then were the 
days of unleavened bread.) 

4 And when he had apprehended 
him, he put him in prison, and de- 
livered him to four quaternions of 
soldiers to keep him; intending 
after Easter to bring him forth to 
the people. * ‘ 

5 be’tér therefore was kept in 
prison: but prayer was made with- 
out ceasing of tne church unto God 
for him. 

6 And when Hér’od would have 
brought him forth, the same night 
Pe'tér was sleeping between two 
soldiers, bound with two chains: 
and the keepers before the door 
kept the prison. 

7 And, behold, the angel of the 
Lord came upon him, and a light 
shined in the prison: and he smote 
Pe’'tér on the side, and raised 
him up, saying, Arise up quickly. 
And his chains fell off from his 
hands. 

8 And the angel said unto him, 
Gird thyself,and bind on thy san- 
dals. And so he did. And he saith 
unto him, Cast thy garment about 
thee, and follow me. 

9 And he went out, and followed 
him; and wist not that it was true 
which was done by the angel; but 
thought he saw a vision. 

10 When they were past the first 
and the second ward, phew came 
unto the iron gate that leadeth 
unto the city; which opened to 
them of his own accord: and the 
went out, and passed on throug 
one street; and forthwith the angel 
departed from him. 

11 And when Pe’tér was come to 
himself, he said, Now I know of a 
surety, that the Lord hath sent his 
aueels and hath delivered me out 
of the hand of Hér’od, and from all 
the expectation of the people of 
the Jews. 

12 And when he had considered 
the thing, he came to the house of 
Ma’/ry the mother of John, whose 
surname was Mark; where many 
were gathered together praying. 

13 And as Pe’tér knocked at the 
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door of the gate, a damsel came to 
hearken, named Rho'da. 

14 And when she knew Pe’tér’s 
voice, she opened not the. gate 
for gladness, but ran in, and told 
how Pe’tér stood before the gate. 

15 And they said unto her, Thou 
art mad. But she coustarey af- 
firmed that it was even so. Then 
said they, It is his angel. 

16 But Pe’tér continued knock- 
ing: and when they had opened 
the door, and saw him, they were 
astonished. ; 

17 But he, beckoning unto them 
with the hand to hold their peace 
declared unto them how the Lor 
had brought him out of the prison. 
And he said, Go shew these things 
unto James, and to the brethren. 
And he departed, and went into 
another place. 

18 Now as soon as it was day, there 
was no small stir among the sol- 
diers, what was become of Pe’tér. 

19 And when Hér’od had sought 
for him, and found him not, he 
examined the keepers, and com- 
manded that they should be put to 
death. And he went down from 
Ju-de’a to Qxs-a-re’a, and there 
abode. 

20 § And Hér’od was highly dis- 
pleased with them of Tyre and 
Si/don: but they came with one 
accord to him, and, having made 
Blas’tus the king’s chamberlain 
their friend, desired peace; be- 
cause their country was nourished 
by the king’s country. 

21 And upon a set day HéEr’od, ar- 
rayed in royal apparel, sat upon his 
throne, and made an oration unto 


them. 

22 And the people gave a shout 
saying, It is the voice of a god, an 
not oi a man, 

23 And immediately the angel of 
the Lord smote him, because he 
gave not God the glory: and he was 
eaten of worms, and gave up the 
ghost. 

24 J But the word of God grew 
and multiplied. 

2 And Bar’na-bas and Saul re- 
turned from Jé-ru’sa4-lém, when 
they had fulfilled their ministry, 
and took with them John, whose 
surname was Mark. 


CHAPTER 13. 


1 Tour of Paul and Barnabas. 8 Elymas 
the sorcerer. 14 Paul’s sermon at Anti- 
och. 42 Gentiles believe. 45 Envy of 
the Jews. 

Nee there were in the church 

IN that was at An’tl-och certain 
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rophets and teachers; as Bar’na- 

as, and Sim’e-on that was called 
Ni‘ger, and Lu’¢jus of Qy-re’né, and 

Man/‘a-én, which had been brought 
a hee Heér’od the tetrarch, and 

aul. 

2 As they ministered to the Lord, 
and fasted, the H0’ly Ghost said 
Separate me Bar’na-bas and Saul 
for the work whereunto I have 
called them. 

3 And when they had fasted and 
prayed, and laid their hands on 
them, they sent them away. 

4 7 So they, being sent forth by 
the Holy Ghost, departed unto 
Sé-leu’¢j-a; and from thence they 
sailed to Cy’prus. 0) 

And when they were at Sal’a- 
mis, they preached the word of 
God in the synagogues of the Jews: 
and they had also John to their 
minister. 

6 And when they had gone through 
the isle unto Pa’phos, they found a 
certain sorcerer, a false prophet, a 
Jew, whose name was Bar-je’sus: 

7 Which was with the deputy of 
the country, Sér’gi-us Pau’lus, a 
prudent man; who called for Bar’- 
na-bas and Saul, and desired to 
hear the word of God. 

8 But El’y-mas the sorcerer (for 
so is his name by interpretation) 
withstood them, seeking to turn 
away the deputy from the faith. 

9 Then Saul, (who also is called 
Paul,) filled with the HO’ly Ghost, 
set his eyes on him 

10 And said, O full of all subtilty 
and all mischief, ¢how child of the 
devil, thou enemy of all righteous- 
ness, wilt thou not cease to pervert 
the right ways of the Lord? 

11 And now, behold, the hand of 
the Lord is upon thee, and thou 
shalt be blind, not seeing the sun 
for a season. And immediately 
‘there fell on him a mist and a dark- 
ness; and he went about seeking 
some to lead him by the hand. 

12 Then the deputy, when he saw 
what was done, believed, being as- 
tonished at the doctrine of the 


ord. 
13 Now when Paul and his com- 
pany loosed from Pa’phos, they 
came to Pér’ga in Pam-phyl’La: 
and John departing from them re- 
turned to Jé-ru’sa-lem. 

14 | But when they departed from 
ys they came to An’ti-dch in 
Pt-s a'i-a, and went into the syna- 
gogue on the sabbath day, and sat 
own. 

15 And after the reading of the 
law and the prophets the rulers of 
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the synagogue sent unto them, say- 
ing, Ye men and brethren, if ye 
have any word of exhortation for 
the people, say on. 

16 Then Paul stood up, and beck- 
oning witb his hand said, Men of 
is'ra-el, and ye that fear God, give 
audience. 

17 The God of this people of Is’- 
ra-el chose our fathers, and exalted 
the people when they dwelt as 
strangers in the land of E’gypt, and 
with an high arm brought he them 
out of it. 

18 And about the time of forty 
years suffered he their manners in 
the wilderness. 

19 And when he had destroyed 
seven nations in the land of Cha’- 
naan, he divided their land to them 
by lot.. 

20 And after that he gav2 unto 
them judges about the space of four 
hundred and fifty years, until Sam’. 
u-el the prophet. 

21 And afterward they desired a 
king: and God gave unto them 
Saul the son of Cis, a man of the 
tribe of Bén’ja-min, by the space of 
forty years. 

22 And when he had removed him, 
he raised up unto them Da’vid to 
be their king; to whom also he 
gave testimony, and said, I have 
found Da’vid the son of Jés’se, a 
man after mine own heart, which 
shall fulfil all my will. 

23 Of this man’s seed hath God 
according to his promise raised 
unto ip tare a Saviour, Jé’sus: 

24 When John had first preached 
before his coming the baptism of 
repentance to all the people of 
Is’ra-el. 

5 And as John fulfilled his course, 
he said, Whom think ye that Iam ? 
Iam not he. But, behold, there 
cometh one after me, whose shoes 
of his feet I am not worthy to 
loose. 

26 Men and brethren, children of 
the stock of A’/bra-ham, and whoso- 
ever among you feareth God, to you 
is the word of this salvation sent. 

27 For they that dwell at Jé-ru’sa- 
lém, and their rulers, because they 
knew him not, nor yet the voices 
of the prophets which are read 
every sabbath day, they have ful- 
filled them in condemning him. 

28 And though they found no 
cause of death in him, yet desired 
they Pi’late that he should be slain. 

29 And when they had fulfilled all 
that was written of him, they took 
him down from the tree, and laid 
him in a sepulchre. 
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ey Eee God raised him from the 
ead: 

31 And he was seen many days 
of them which came up with him 
from Gal‘i-lee to Jé-ru’sa-lem, who 
are his witnesses unto the people. 

32 And we declare unto you glad 
tidings, how that the promise 
which was made unto the fathers, 

33 God hath fulfilled the same 
unto us their children, in that he 
hath raised up Je’sus again; as it 
is also written in the second 
psalm, Thou art my Son, this day 
have I begotten thee. 

34 And as concerning that he 
raised him up from the dead, now 
no more to return to corruption, 
he said on this wise, I will give you 
the sure mercies of Da’vid. 

.89 Wherefore he saith also in an- 
other pee Thou shalt not suffer 
thine Holy One to see corruption. 

36 For Da’vid, after he had served 
his own generation by the will of 
God, fell on sleep, and was laid 
HALO his fathers, and saw corrup- 

ion: 

37 But he, whom God raised again, 
$aw no corruption. 

38 J Be it known unto you there- 
ifore, men and_ brethren, that 
through this man is preached unto 
‘you the forgiveness of sins: 

39 And by him all that believe are 
justified from all things, from which 
ye could not be justified by the law 
of Mo’ses. 

40 Beware therefore, lest that 
come upon you, which is spoken of 
in the prophets; 

41 Behold, ye despisers, and won- 
der, and perish: for I work a work 
in your days, a work which ye shall 
in no wise believe, though a man 
declare it unto yeu. 

42 And when the Ladi were gone 
out of the synagogue, the Gen’tiles 
besought that these words might 
an pupeeenett to them the next sab- 

ath. 

43 Now when the congregation 
was broken up, many of the Jew 
and religious proselytes followec 
Paul and Bar’na-bas: who, speak- 
ing to them, persuaded them to con- 
tinue in the grace of God. 

44 | And the next sabbath day 
came almost the whole city togeth- 
er to hear the word of God. 

45 But when the Jews saw the 
multitudes, they were filled with 
envy, ‘and spake against those 
things which were spoken by 
Paul, contradicting and blasphem- 


ing. 
46 Then Paul and Bar’na-bas waxed 
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bold, and said, It was necessary 
that the word of God should first 
have been spoken to you: butsee- 
ing ye put it from you, and judge 

ourselves unworthy of everlast- 
ug life, lo, we turn to the Gén’- 

iles. 

47 For so hath the Lord com- 
manded us, saying, I have set 
thee to be alight of the Gén’tiles, 
that thou shouldest be for salvation 
unto the ends of the earth. 

48 And when the Gén’tiles heard 
this, they were Blads and glorified 
the word of the Lord: andas many 
as were ordained to eternal life 
believed. 

49 And the word of the Lord was 
published throughout all the region. 
50 But the Jews stirred up the de- 
vout and honourable women, and 
the chief men of the city, and 
raised persecution against Paul and 
Bar’na-bas, and expelled them out 
of their coasts. : 
51 But they shook off the dust of 
their feet against them, and came 
unto f-co’ni-um. : 

52 And the disciples were filled 
with joy, and with the Ho’ly Ghost.

ate it came to pass in f-co’ni- 

um, that they went both to- 
ether into the synagogue of the 
ews, and so spake, that a great 
multitude both of the Jews and 
also of the Greeks believed. 

2 But the unbelieving Jews stirred 
up the Gén’tiles, and made their 
minds evil affected against the bre- 
thren. E 

38 Long time therefore abode ey, 
speaking boldly in the Lord, whic 
Bae testimony unto the word of 

is grace, and granted signs and” 
wonders to be done by their hands. 

4 But the multitude of the ci 
was divided: and part held wit 
the Jews, and part with the 
apostles. 

5 And when there was an assault 
made both of the Gén’tiles, and 
also of the Jews with their rulers, 
to use them despitefully, and to 
stone them, 

6 They were ware of it, and fled 
unto Lys’tra and Dér’bé, cities of 
Lyc-a-o’ni-a, and unto the region 
tbat lieth round about: 

7 And there they preached the 
gospel. 

8 ¥ And there sata certain man at 
Lys’tra, impotent in his feet, being 
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a cripple from his mother’s womb, 
who never had walked: 

9 The same heard Paul speak : who 
stedfastly beholding him, and per- 
ceiving that he had faith to be 
healed, 

10 Said with a loud voice, Stand 
upright on thy feet. And he leaped 
and walked. 

11 And when the people saw what 
Paul had done, they lifted up their 
voices, saying in the speech of Lyc- 
a-o/ni-a, The gods are come down 
to us in the likeness of men. 

12 And they called. Bar’na-bas, 
Ju’pi-tér; and Paul, Mér-cu’ri-us, 
because he was the chief speaker. 

13 Then the priest of Ju’pi-tér, 
which was before their city, 
brought oxen and garlands unto 
the gates, and would have done 
sacrifice with the people. 

14 Which when the apostles, Bar’- 
na-bas and Paul, heard of, they rent 
their clothes, and ran in among the 
people, crying out, — 

15 And saying, Sirs, why do ye 
these things? Wealsoare men of 
like passions with you, and preach 
unto you that ye should turn from 
these vanities unto the living God 
which made heaven, and earth, and 
the sea, and all things that are 
therein: 

16 Who in times past suffered all 
nations to walk in their own ways. 
17 Nevertheless he left not him- 
self without witness, in that he did 
good, and gave us rain from hea- 
ven, and fruitful seasons, filling 
our hearts with food and glad- 
ness. ; 

1s And with these sayings scarce 


restrained they the people, that) 


they had not done sacrifice unto 
them. 

19 ¢¥ And there came thither cer- 
tain Jews from An’ti-och and i-co’- 
ni-um, who persuaded the people, 
and, having stoned Paul, drew him 
out of the city, supposing he had 
been dead. 

20 Howbeit, as the disciples stood 
round about him, he rose up, and 
eame into the city: and the next 
day he departed with Bar’na-bas to 

r 


21 And when they had preached 


the gospel to that city, and had 
taught many, they returned again 
to Lys’tra, and to t-co’ni-um, and 


An’ti-och, 

22 Confirming the souls of the 

disciples, and exhorting them to 

continue in the faith, and that we 

must through much tribulation 

enter into the kingdom of God. 
9* 
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23 And when they had ordained 
them elders in every church, and 
had prayed with fasting, they com- 
mended them to the Lord, on whom 
they believed. 

24 And after they had passed 
throughout Pi-sid’i-a, they came to 
Pam-phyl'1-a. 

25 And when they had preached 
the word in Pér’ga, they went 
down into At-ta’li-a: 

26 And thence sailed to An’ti-och, 
from whence they had been recom- 
mended to the grace of God for the 
work which they fulfilled. 

27 And when they were come, and 
had gathered the church together, 
they rehearsed all that God had 
done with them, and how he had 
opened the door of faith unto the 
Gén’tiles. 

28 And there they abode long time 
with the disciples. 


CHAPTER 15. 


1 A dispute about circumcision. 6 The 
council at Jerusalem. 23 Letters to the 
Gentiles. 36 Paul and Barnabas sepa- 
rate. 

ND certain men which came 
down from Ju-de’a taught the 
brethren, and said, Except ye be cir- © 
cumcised after the manner of Mo’- 
ses, ye cannot be saved. 

2 When therefore Paul and Bar’. 
na-bas had no smal] dissension and 
disputation with them, they deter- 
mined that Paul and Bar’na-bas, and 
certain other of them, should go up 
to Jé-ru’sa-lém unto the apostles 
and elders about this question. 

3 And being brought on their way 
by the church, they passed through 
Phé-ni’¢é and Sa-ma’ri-a, declaring 
the conversion of the Gén’tiles: 
and they caused great joy unto all 
the brethren. 

4 And when they were come to 
Jé-ru’sa-lém, they were received of 
the church, and <s the apostles and 
elders, and they declared all things 
that God had done with them. 

5 But there rose up certain of the 
sect of the Phar’i-sees which be- 

ieved- saying, That it was needful 

0 circumcise them,and to com- 
mand them to keep the law of Mo’- 

es. 

ary And the apostles and elders 

came together for to consider of 

this matter. 

7 And when there had been much 
disputing, Fe’tér rose up, and said 
unto them, Men and brethren, ye 
| know how that a good while ago 
| God made choice among _us, that 
' the Gén’tiles by my mouth should 
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neat the word of the gospel, and be- 
ieve. 

8 And God, which knoweth the 
hearts, bare them witness, tiving 
them the HOo’ly Ghost, even as he 
did unto us; 

9 And put no difference between 
us and them, purifying their hearts 
by. faith. 

0 Now therefore why tempt ye 
God, to put a yoke upon the neck of 
the disciples, which neither our fa- 
thers nor we were able to bear ? 

11 But we believe that through 
the grace of the Lord Je’sus Christ 
we shall be saved, even as they. 

12 § Then all the multitude kept 
Silence, and gave audience to 
Bar'na-bas an Paul, declaring 
what miracles and wonders God 
had wrought among the Geén’tiles 
by them. 

13 ¢ And after they had held 
their peace, James answered, say- 
ing, Men and brethren, hearken 
unto me: 

14 Sim’e-on hath declared how 
God at the first did visit the Gén’- 
tiles, to take out of them a people 
for his name. 

15 And to this agree the words of 
the prophets; as it is written, 

16 After this I will return, and 
will build again the tabernacle of 
Da/vid, which is fallen down; and 
J will build again the ruins thereof, 
and I will set it up: 

17 That the residue of men might 
seek after the Lord, and all the 
Gen’tiles, upon whom my name is 
called, saith the Lord, who doeth 
all these things. f 

18 Known unto God are all his 
works from the beginning of the 
world. 

19 Wherefore my sentence is, that 
we trouble not them, which from 
gal the Gén’tiles are turned to 

xO vi 


20 But that we write unto them, 

that they abstain from pollutions 

of idols, and from fornication, and 

AL ceri ly strangled, and from 
ood. 

_21 For Mo’ses of old time hath 
in every city them that preach him, 

_ being read in the synagogues every 
sabbath day. 

22 Then pleased it the apostles 
and elders, with the whole church, 
to send chosen men of their own 
company to An’ti-och with Paul 
and Bar’na-bas; namely, Ju’das 
surnamed Bar’sa-bas, and Si'las, 
chief men among the brethren: 

23 And they wrote letters by them 
after this manner; The apostles 
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and elders and brethren send greet. 
ing unto the brethren which are of 
the Gén’tiles in An’ti-och and Syr’- 
i-a and Ci-li’¢ja: 

24 Forasmuch as we have heard, 
that certain which went out from 
us have troubled you with words 
subverting your souls, saying, Ye 
must be circumcised, and keep the 
law: to whom we gave no such com- 
mandment: 

25 It seemed good unto us, bein 
assembled with one accord, to sen 
chosen men unto you with our be- 
loved Bar’na-bas and Paul 

26 Men that have hazarded their 
lives for the name of our Lord 
Je’sus Christ. : 

27 We have sent therefore Ju’das 
and Si’/las, who shall also tell you 
the same things by mouth, 

28 For it seemed good to the Holy 
Ghost, and to us, to lay upon you 
no greater burden than these neces- 
sary things; 

29 That ye abstain from meats 
offered to idols, and from blood 
and from things strangled, and 
from fornication: from which if 
ye keep yourselves, ye shall do well. 

are ye well. 

30 So when they were dismissed, 
they came to An’ti-och: and when 
they had gathered the multitude 
hog ethers they delivered the 
epistle: 

31 Which when they had read, they 
rejoiced for the consolation. " 

32 And Ju’das and Sji’las, bein 
prophets also themselves, exhorte 
the brethren with many words, and 
confirmed them. 

33 And after they had tarried there 
a space, they were let goin peace 
from the brethren unto the apostles, 
34 Notwithstanding it pleased Si’- 
las to abide there still. 

35 Paul also and Bar’na-bas con- 
tinued in An’ti-dch yeaa and 
preaching the word of the ord, 
with many others also. 

36 ¢ And some days after Paul 
said unto Bar’na-bas, Let us go 
again and visit our brethren in 
every city where we have preached 
the word of the Lord, and see how | 
they do. " 

37 Aud Bar’na-bas determined to 
take with them John, whose sure 
name was Mark. 

38 But Paul thought not good to 
take him with them, who departed 
from them from Pam-phjl'l-a, and 
went not with them to the work. 

39 And the contention was sa 
sharp between them, that they de, 
parted asunder one from the other: 
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and so Biar’na-bas took Mark, and 
sailed unto Cy’prus; 

40 And Paul chose Si'las, and de- 
arted, being recommended by the 
rethren unto the grace of God. 

41 And he went through Syr’i-a 
and = Ci-li’¢ja, confirming the 
churches. 


CHAPTER 16. 

Timothy is circumcised. 14 Lydia con- 
verted. 19 Paul and Silas imprisoned. 
86 Their release. 

HEN came he to Dér’bé and 

Lys’tra: and, behold, a certain 
disciple was there, named Ti-m0’- 
the-us, the son of a certain woman, 
which was a Jew’ess, and believed ; 
but his father was a Greek: 

2 Which was well reported of by 
the brethren that were at Lys’tra 
and f-cO’ni-um. 

3 Him would Paul have to go 
forth with him; and took and cir- 
cumcised him because of the Jews 
which were in those quarters: for 
they knew all that his father was a 
Greek. 

4 And as they went through the 
sities, they delivered them the de- 
srees for to keep, that were ordain- 
ed of the apostles and elders which 
were at Jé-ru’sa-lem. 

5 And so were the churches es- 
tablished in the faith, and increas- 
ed in number daily. 

6 Now when they had_ gone 
throughout Phryg’i-a and the re- 

ion of Ga-la’/tja, and were forbid- 

en of the Ho’ly Ghost to preach 
the word in A’sja, a 
7 After they were come to Mys’- 
ja, they assayed to go into Bi-thyn’- 
nat but the Spirit suffered them 
not. 
8 And they passing by Mys’ja came 
down to Tro’as. 

9 And a vision appeared to Paul 
in the night; There stood a man 
of Mac¢-e-do'ni-a, and prayed hin, 
saying, Come over into Ma¢-e-do’- 
ni-a, and help us. 

10 And after he had seen the vi- 
sion, immediately we endeavoured 
to go into Mag¢-e-do’ni-a, assuredly 
gathering that the Lord had called 
us for to preach the gospel unto 


them. 

11 Therefore loosing from Tro’as, 
we came with a straight course to 
Sam-o-thra’¢ja, and the next day to 
Né-ap’o-lis ; 

12 And from thence to Phi-lip’pi, 
of Mac-e-do’ni-a, and a colony: and 


we were in that city abiding certain 
days.

13 And on the sabbath we went 
out of the city by a river side, 
where prayer was wout to be 
made; and we sat down, and spake 
unto the women which resorted 
thither. 

14 § And a certain woman named 
Lyd’'i-a, a seller of purple, cf the 
city of Thy-a-ti’ra, which wor- 
shipped God, heard us: whose 
heart the Lord opened, that she 
attended unto the things which 
were spoken of Paul. 

15 And when she was baptized 
and her household, she besought 
us, saying, If ye have judged me to 
be faithful to the Lord, come into 
my house, and abide there. And 
she constrained us. 

16 4 And it came to pass, aS we 
went to prayer, a certain damsel 
possessed with a spirit of divina- 
tion met us, which brought her 
masters much gain by soothsay- 


ing: 

iv The same followed Paul and 
us, and cried, saying, Thesé men 
are the servants of the most high 
God, which shew unto us the way 
of salvation. 

18 And this did she many days. 
But Paul, being grieved, turned 
and said to the spirit, I command 
thee in the name of Je’sus Christ 
to come out of her. And he came 
out the same hour. 

19 § And when her masters saw 
that the hope of their gains was 
gone, they caught Paul and Silas, 
and drew them into the market- 
place unto the rulers, 

20 And brought them to the magis- 
trates, saying, These men, being 
Jews, do exceedingly trouble our 


city, 

21 And teach customs, which are 
not lawful for us to receive, neither 
to observe, being RO’mans. 

22 And the multitude rose up 
together against them: and the 
map IRULALee rent off their clothes, 
and commanded to beat them. 

23 And when they had laid many 
stripes upon them, they cast them 
into prison, charging the jailor to 
keep them safely: 

24 Who, having received such a 
charge, thrust them into the inner 
prison, and made their feet fast in 
the stocks. 

2 9 And at midnight Paul and 
Silas prayed, and sang praises 
unto God: and the prisoners heard 


hem. 

26 And suddenly there was a great 
earthquake, so that the founda 
tions of the prison were shaken: 
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and immediately all the doors were 
opened, and every one’s bands 
were loosed. 

27 And the keeper of the prison 
awaking out of his sleep, and _see- 
ing the prison doors open, he drew 
out his sword, and would have 
killed himself, supposing that the 
prisoners had been fled. 

28 But Paul cried with a loud 
voice, saying, Do thyself no harm: 
for we are all here. 

29 Then he called for alight, and 
sprang in, and came trembling, and 
fell down before Paul and Si’las, 

30 And brought them out, and 
said, Sirs, what must I do to be 
saved ? 

31 And they said, Believe on the 
Lord Je’sus Christ, and thou shalt 
be saved, and thy house. 

32 And they spake unto him the 
word of the Lord, and to all that 
were in his house. 

338 And he took them the same 
hour of the night, and washed their 
stripes; and was baptized, he and 
all his, straightway. 

34 And when he had brought them 
into his house, he sci meat before 
them, and rejoiced, believing in 
God with all his house. 

35 And when it was day, the mag- 
istrates sent the serjeants, saying, 
Let those men go. 

386 And the keeper of the prison 
told this saying to Paul, The magis- 
trates have sent to let you go: now 
therefore depart, and go in peace. 
37 But Paul said unto them, They 
have beaten us openly uncondemn- 
ed, being RO’mans, and have cast 
us into prison; and now do they 
thrust us out privily ? nay verily; 
but let them come themselves and 
fetch us out. 

38 And the serjeants told these 
words unto the magistrates: and 
they feared, when they heard that 
they were RO’/mans. 

39 And they came and besought 
them, and brought them out, and 
desized them to depart out of the 
city. 

40 And they went out of the pri- 
son, and entered into the house of 
Lyd’1-a: and when they had seen 
the brethren, they comforted them, 
and departed. 


CHAPTER 17. 


1 Paul’s preaching at Thessalonica. 5 
The Jews persecute him. 10 He is sent to 
Berea. 15 At Athens he preaches un- 
known. 84 Many are converted. 


No when they had _ passed 
through Am-phip’o-lis and 


Paul sent to Berea, 


Ap-01-10/ni-a, they came to Thés-sa- 
10-ni/ca, where was a Synagogue of 
the Jews: 

2 And Paul, as his manner was, 
went in unto them, and three sab- 
bath days reasoned with them out 
of the scriptures, 

3 Opening and alleging, that Christ 
must needs have suffered, and 
risen again from the dead; and that 
this Je’sus, whom I preach unto 
you, is Christ. 

4 And some of them believed, and 
consorted with Paul and Sji’las; 
and of the devout Greeks a great 
multitude, and of the chief women 
not a few. 

5 4 But the Jews which believed 


not, moved with ony took unto 
Oo | 


them certain lewd fellows of the 
baser sort, and gathered a com- 
pany, and setall the city on an up- 
roar, and assaulted the house of 
Ja’son, and sought to bring them 
out to the people. 

6 And when they found them not, 
they drew Ja’son and certain bre- 
thren unto the rulers of the city, 
crying, These that have turned the 
worl upside down are come hither 
also; 

7 Whom Ja/son hath received: 
and these all do contrary to the de- 
crees of Ce’sar, saying that there 
is another king, one Jeé’sus. 

8 And they troubled the people 
and the rulers of the city, when 
they heard these things. 

9 And when they had taken secur- 
ity of Ja’son, and of the other, they 
let them £0. 

10 § And the brethren immedi- 
ately sent away Paul and Sji’las by 
night unto Bé-re’a: who comin 
thither went into the synagogue o 
the Jews. 


11 These were more noble than — 


those in Thés-sa-l6-ni’ca, in that © 


they received the word with all 
readiness of mind, and searched 
the scriptures daily, whether those 
things were so. 

12 Therefore many of them be- 
lieved; also of honourable women 
which were Greeks, and of men, 
not a few. 


13 But when the Jews of Thés-sa- . 


16-ni/ca had knowledge that the 
word of God was preached of Paul 
at Bé-re’a, they came thither also, 
and stirred up the people. 

14 And then immediately the bre- 
thren sent away Paul to go as it 
were to the sea: but Silas and 
Ti-mo’the-us abode there still. 


15 And they that conducted Paul 


brought him unto Ath’éns: and re- 
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ceiving a commandment unto Si’- 
las and Ti-mo’the-uts for to come to 
him with all speed, they departed. 

16 Y Now while Paul waited for 
them at Ath’éns, his spirit was 
stirred in him, when he saw the 
city wholly given to idolatry. 

17 Therefore disputed he in the 
synagogue with the Jews, and with 
the devout persons, and in the 
market daily with them that met 
With him. 

18 Then certain philosophers of 
the Ep-i-ct-ré’ans, and of the Sto’- 
icks, encountered him. And some 
said, What will this babbler say? 

other some, He seemeth to be a 
setter forth of strange gods: be- 
cause he preached unto them Jé’- 
sus, and the resurrection. 

19 And they took him, and brought 
him unto Ar-€-0p’a-gus, saying, May 
we know what this new doctrine, 
whereof thou speakest, ?s ? 

20 For thou _ obringest certain 
grange things to our ears: we 
would know therefore what these 
things mean. 

21 (For all the Ath-e’ni-ans and 
strangers which were there spent 
their time in nothing else, but 
either to tell, or to hear some new 
thing.) 

22 § Then Paul stood in the midst 
of Mars’ hill,and said, Ye men of 
Ath’éns, I perceive that in all things 
ye are too superstitious. 

23 For as I passed by, and beheld 
your devotions, I found an altar 
with this inscription, TO THE UN- 
KNOWN GOD. Whom therefore 

e ignorantly worship, him declare 

unto you. 

24 God that made the world and 
all things therein, seeing that he is 
Lord of heaven and earth, dwelleth 
not in temples made with hands; 

25 Neither is worshipped with 
men’s hands, as though he needed 
any thing, seeing he giveth to all 
life, and breath, and all things; 

26 And hath made of one blood all 
nations of men for to dwell on all 
the face of the earth, and hath de- 
termined the times before appoint- 
“he and the bounds of their habita- 

ion ; 

27 That they should seek the Lord, 
if haply they might feel after him, 
} and find him, though he be not far 
from every one of us: 

28 For in him we live, and move, 
and have our being; as certain also 
of your own poets have said, For 
we are aiso his offspring. 

29 Forasmuch then as we are the 
offspring of God, we ought not to 
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think that the Godhead is like unto 
gold, or silver, or stone, graven by 
art and man’s device. 

30 And the times of this ignorance 
God winked at; butnow command- 
eth all men every where to re- 
pent: 

31 Because he hath appointed a 
day, in the which he will judge the 
world in righteousness by that man 
whom he hath ordained; whereof he 
hath given assurance unto all men, 
in that he hath raised him from the 
dead. 

32 ¢ And when they heard of the 
resurrection of the dead, some 
mocked: and others said, We will 
hear thee again of this matter. 

33 So Paul departed from among 
them. 

34 Howbeit certain men clave unto 
him, and believed: among the 
which was Di-0-nys’ius the Ar-é-0p’- 
a-gite, and a woman named Dam/a- 
ris, and others with them. 


CHAPTER 18. 

1 Paul goesto Corinth. 3 His occupation. 
4 He preaches to the Gentiles. 9 His 
vision. 12 The judgment of Gallio. 24 
Preaching of Apollos. 

ABTES these things Paul de- 

parted from Ath’éns, and came 
to Cor’inth; 

2 And found a certain Jew named 
Aq’ui-la, born in Pon/tus, lately 
come from it’a-ly, with his wife 
Pris-cil/la; (because that Clau’di- 
us had commanded all Jews to de- 
part from RoOme:) and came unto 
them. 

3 And because he was of the same 
craft, he abode with them, and 
wrought: for by their occupation 
they were tentmakers. : 
4 And he reasoned in the syna- 
gogue every sabbath, and persuad- 
ed the Jews and the Greeks. 

5 And when Si’/las and Ti-m0’the- 
us were come from Mac-e-do’ni-a 
Paul was pressed in the spirit, and 
testified to the Jews that Je’sus 
was Christ. 

6 And when they opposed them- 
selves, and blasphemed, he shook 
his raiment, and said unto them, 
Your blood be upon your own 
heads; I am clean: from hence- 
forth I will go unto the Gén’tiles. 

7 § And he departed thence, and 
entered into a certain man’s house, 
named Jis’tus, one that worshipped 
God, whose house joined hard to 
the Bynagogye- I 

8 And Cris’pus, the chief ruler of 
the synagogue, believed on the 
Lord with all his house; and many 
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of the C6-rin’thi-ans hearing believ- 
ed, and were baptized. h 

9 Then spake the Lord to Paul in 
the night by a vision, Be not afraid, 
but speak, and hold not thy peace: 

10 For Iam with thee, and no man 
shali set on thee to hurt thee: forl 
bave much people in this city. 

And he continued there a year 
and six months, teaching the word 
of God among them. 

12 § And when Gal'li-O was the 
deputy of A-cha’ja, the Jews made 
insurrection with one _ accord 
against Paul, and brought him to 
the judgment seat, 

13 Saying, This fellow persuadeth 
men to worship God contrary to the 

aw. 

14 And when Paul was now about 
to open his mouth, Gal’li-0 said unto 
the Jews, If it were a matter of 
wrong or wicked lewdness, O ¢é 
Jews, reason would that I should 
bear with you: ‘ 

15 But if it be a question of words 
and names, and of your law, look ye 
to it ; for I will be no judge of such 
matters. 

16 And he drave them frem the 
judgment seat. 4 

17 Then all the Greeks took Sos’- 
the-nés, the chief ruler of the syna- 
gogue, and beat him before the judg- 
ment seat. And Gal’li-o cared for 
none of those things. } 

18 § And Paul after this tarried 
there yet a good while, and then 
took his leave of the brethren, and 
sailed thence into Syr’i-a, and with 
him Pris-¢il'la and Aq’ui-la; having 
shorn his head in Gén’chré-a: for he 
had a vow. 

19 And he came to Eph’é-sus, and 
left them there: but he himself en- 
tered into the synagogue, and rea- 
soned with the Jews. 

20 When they desired him to tarry 
longer time with them, he con- 
sented not; } 

21 But bade them farewell, saying, 
I must by all means keep this feast 
that cometh in Jé-ru’sa-lém: but I 
will return again unto you, if God 
will, And he sailed from Eph’e- 
sus. 

22 And when he had landed at 

#S-a-re’a, and gone up, and saluted 
the church, he went down to An’- 
ti-och. 

23 And after he had spent some 
time there, he departed, and went 
over all the country of Ga-la’tia and 
eee in order, strengthening 


all the disciples. 
24 uf And a certain Jew named 
A-pol’/los, born at Al-8x-an’dri-4, an 
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Paul at Ephesus. 


eloquent man, and mighty in the 
scriptures, came to Eph’é-sus. 

25 This man was instructed in the 
way of the Lord’ and being fervent 
in the spirit, he spake and taught 
diligently the things of the Lord, 
knowing only the baptism of John. 

26 And he began to speak boldly 
in the synagogue: whom when 
Aq/ui-la and Pris-¢il/la had heard, 
they took him unto them, and ex- 
pounded unto him the way of God 
more perfectly. 

27 And when he was disposed to 
pass into A-cha’/ja, the brethren 
wrote, exhorting the disciples to 
receive him: who, when he was 
come, helped them much which 
had believed through grace: 

28 For he mightily convinced the 
Jews, and that publickly, shewing by 
thescriptures that Je’sus was Christ. 


CHAPTER 19.

a Nair it came to pass, that, while 

A-pol’l0s was at Cor’inth, Paul 
having passed through the upper 
coasts came to Eph’é-sts: and find- 
ing certain disciples, 

2 He said unto them, Have ye 
received the H0’ly Ghost since ye 
believed? And they said unto him 
We have not so much as hear 
whether there be any H0o/ly Ghost. 

3 And he said unto them, Unto 
what then were ye baptized? And 
they said, Unto John’s baptism. 

4 Then said Paul, John verily bap- 
tized with the baptism of repent- 
ance, saying unto the people, that 
they should believe on him which 
should come after him, that is, on 
Christ Je’sus. 

5 When they heard this, they were 
papi in the name of the Lord 

e’sus. 

6 wee when Paul had laid his 
hands upon them, the Ho’ly Ghost 
came on them; and the y spake with 


fonenee. and prophesied. 
7 And all the men were about 
twelve. 


8 And he went into the synagogue 
and spake boldly for the space o 
three months, disputing and per- 
suading the things concerning the 
kingdom of God. 

9 But when divers were hardened 
and believed not, but spake evil of 
that way before the multitude, he 
departed from them, and separated 
the disciples, disputing daily in the 
school of one Ty-ran’nus. 
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Special miracles. 


10 And this continued by the space 
of two years; sothat all they which 
dwelt in A’sja heard the word of the 
Lord Jeé’sus, both Jews and Greeks. 

11 And God wrought special mira- 
cles by the hands of Paul: 

12 So that from his body were 
broughtunto the sick handkerchiefs 
or aprons, and the diseases de- 
parted from them, and the evil 
spirits went out of them. 

13 § Then certain of the vagabond 
Jews, exorcists, took upon them to 
eall over them which had _ evil 
spirits the name of the Lord Je’sus, 
saying, We adjure you by Je’sus 
whom Paul preacheth. 

14 And there were seven sons of 
one S¢e’va, a Jew, and chief of the 
priests, which did so. 

15 And the evil spirit answered 
and said, Je’sus I know, and Paul I 
know; but who are ye? 

16 And the man in whom the evil 
Spirit was leaped on them, and 
overcame them, and _ prevailed 
aeamnst them, so that they fied out 
of that house naked and wounded. 

17 And this was known to all the 
Jews and Greeks also dwelling at 
aes and fear fell on them 
all, and the name of the Lord Je’- 
sus was magnified. 

18 And many that believed came, 
and confessed, and shewed their 
deeds. 

19 Many of them also which used 
curious arts brought their books 
popether, and burned them before 
all men; and they counted the price 
of them, and found 7¢ fifty thousand 

pieces of silver. 

20 So mightily 
God and prevaile 

21 { After these things were ended, 
Paul purposed in the spirit, when 
he had passed through Mac-e-do’- 
ni-a and A-cha’ja, to go to Jé-ru’sa- 
lém, saying, After I have been 
there, 1 must also see Rome. 

22 So he sent into Mac-e-do’ni-a 
two of them that ministered unto 
him, Ti-mo’the-ts and E-ras’tis; 
but he himself stayed in A’sja fora 
season. 

23 And the same time there arose 
no small stir about that way. 

For a certain man named 
Dé-me’tri-us, a silversmith, which 
made silver shrines for Di-an’a, 
brought no small gain unto the 
craftsmen; 

25 Whom he called together with 
the workmen of like Pee ae 
and said, Sirs, ye know that by this 
craft we have our wealth. 

26 Moreover ye see and hear, that 


pa the word of

not alone at Eph’é-sts, but almost 
throughout all A’sia, this Paul hath 
persuaded and turned away much 
people, saying that they be no gods, 
which are made with hands: 

27 So that not only this our craft 
is in danger to be set at nought; 
but also that the temple of the 
great goddess Di-an’a should be 
despised, and her magnificence 
should be destroyed, whom all 
A’sia and the world Wate clan 
28 And when they heard these say- 
ings, they were full of wrath, and 
cried out, saying, Great is Di-an’a 
of the E-phe’sians. 

29 And the whole city was filled 
with confusion: and having caught 
Ga‘jus and Ar-is-tar’chus, men of 
Mac¢-e-do'ni-a, Paul’s companions in 
travel, they rushed with one accord 
into the theatre. 

30 And when Paul would have en- 
tered in unto the people, the disci- 
ples suffered him not. 

31 And certain of the chief of 
A’sia, which were his friends, sent 
unto him, desiring him that he 
would not adventure himself into 
the theatre. 


. 32 Some therefore cried one thing, 


and some another: for the assem- 
bly was confused; and the more 
part knew not wherefore they were 
come together. 

33 And they drew Al-éx-an'dér out 
of the multitude, the Jews putting 
him forward. And Al-ex-an'dér 
beckoned with the hand, and 
would have made his defence unto 
the people. 

34 But when they knew that he 
was a Jew, all with one voice about 
the space of two hours cried out, 
Great is Di-an'’a of the E-phe’- 


sians. 

35 Anti when the townclerk had 
appeased the people, he said, Ye 
men of Eph’é-sts, what man is 
there that knoweth not how that 
the city of the Senha aians is a wor- 
shipper of the great goddess Dt- 
an/a, and of the image which fell 
down from Ju’pi-tér ? if 

36 Seeing then that these fnings 
cannot be spoken against, ye ought 
ie be quiet, and to do nothing rash- 


y. 

37 For ye have brought hither 
these men, which are neither rob- 
bers of churches, nor yet blasphem- 
ers of your goddess. _ 

38 Wherefore if Dé-me’tri-us, and 
the craftsmen which are with him, 
have a matter against any man, the 
law is open, and there are depu- 
ties: let them implead one another. 
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Paul goes 


39 But if ye enquire any pee 
concerning other matters, it shal 
Be determined in a lawful assem- 
y. 

4) For we are in danger to be 
called in question for this day’s up- 
roar, there being no cause whereby 
we may give an account of this 
concourse. 

41 And when he had thus spoken, 
he dismissed the assembly. 


CHAPTER 20. 

1 Paul’s further journeys. 7 Celebration 
of the Lord’s supper. 10 EHutychus 
brought to life. 17 Charge to elders at 
Miletus. 29 They are warned of false 
teachers. 

ADP after the uproar was ceased, 

Paul called unto him the disci- 
ples, and embraced them, and de- 
parted for to go into Mac-e-do’ni-a. 

2 And when he had gone over 

those parts, and had given them 

much exhortation, he came into 

Greeg¢e, 

38 And there abode three months. 

And when the Jews laid wait for 

him, as he was about to sail into 

Syr’i-a, he purposed to return 

through Mac-e-do’ni-a. 

4 And there accompanied him into 

A-sia Sop’a-tér of Bé-re’a; and of 

the Thés-sa-lo’ni-ans, Ar-is-tar’chus 

and -Sé-cun’dus; and Ga/ius of 

Dér’bé, and Ti-m0’the-ts; and of 

A’sia, Tych’i-cus and Troph’t-mis. 

5 These going before tarried for 

us at Tro/as. 

6 And we sailed away from Phi- 

lip’pi after the days of unleavened 

bread, and came unto them to 

Tro’as in five days; where we 

abode seven days. 

7 And upon the first day of the 
week, when the disciples came 
together to break bread, Paul 
preached unto them, ready to de- 
part on the morrow; and contin- 
ued his Speech until buydnient. 
8 And there were many lights in 
the upper chamber, where they 
were gathered together. 

9 And there sat in a window a 

certain young man named Eu’ty- 

chus, being fallen into a deep 
sleep: and as Paul was long preach- 
ing, he sunk down with sleep, and 
fell down from the third loft, and 
was taken up dead. 

10 And Paul went down, and fell 
on him, and embracing him said, 

Trouble not yourselves; for his 

life is in him. 

11 When he therefore was come 
up again, and had broken bread, 
and eaten, and talked along while, 
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to Macedonia. 


even till break of day, so he de- 
parted. — 

12 And they brought the young 
man alive, and were not a little 
comforted. 

13 ¢ And we went before to ship, 
and sailed unto As’sos, there in- 
tending to take in Paul: for so had 
he appointed, minding himself to 
go afoot. 

14 And when he met with us at 
As's0s, we took him in, and came 
to Mit-y-le’né. 

15 And we sailed thence, and 
came the next day over against 
Chi’os ; and the next day we arrived 
at Sa’mos, and tarried at Tro-gyl’- 
li-um; and the next day we came 
to Mi-le’tus. 

16 For Paul had determined to 
sail by Eph’é-stis, because he would 
not spend the time in CP for he 
hasted, if it were possible for him 
to be at Jé-ru’sa-lém the day of 
Pén’te-cost. 

17 ¢ And from Mji-le’tus he sent 
to Eph’é-stis, and called the elders 
of the church. 

18 And when they were come to 
him, he said unto them, Ye knowy 
from the first day that 1 came into 
A’sia, after what manner I have 
been with you at all seasons, 

19 Serving the Lord with all hu- 
mility of mind,and with many tears, 
and temptations, which befell me 
by the lying in wait of the Jee: 

20 And how I kept back nothin 
that was profitable wnto you, bu 
have shewed you, and have taught 
rou publickly, and from house to 

ouse

21 Testifying both to the Jews, 
and also to the Greeks, repentance 
toward God, and faith toward our 
Lord Jeé’sus Christ. 

22 And now, behold, I go bound 
in the spirit unto Jé-ru’sa-lém, not 
aia the things that shall be- 
fall me there: 

23 Save that the Ho’ly Ghost wit- 
nesseth in every city, saying that 
bonds and afflictions abide me. 

24 But none of these things move 
me, neither count I my life dear 
unto myself, so that I might finish 
my course with joy, and the min- 
istry, which I have received of the 
Lord Jé’sus, to testify the gospel of 
the grace of God. 

25 And now, behold, I know that 
ye all, among whom I have gone 
preaching the kingdom of God, 
shall see my face no more. 

26 Wherefore I take you to record. 
this day, that I am pure from the

27 For I have not shunned to de- 
clare unto you all the counsel of 


od. 

28 § Take heed therefore unto 
yourselves, and to aljl the flock, 
over the which the HOo’ly Ghost 
hath made you overseers, to feed 
the church of God, which he hath 
purchased with his own blood. 

29 For I know this, that after my 
departing shall grievous wolves 
enter in among you, not sparing 
the flock. 

30 Also of your own selves shall 
men arise, speaking perverse 
things, to draw away disciples 
after them. 

31 Therefore watch, and remem- 
ber, that by the space of three 
years I ceased not to warn every 
one night and Gay with tears. 

32 And now, brethren, I commend 
you to God, and to the word of his 
grace, which is able to build you 
up, and to give you an inheritance 
eae all them which are sancti- 

ed. 

33 I have coveted no man’s silver, 
or gold, or apparel. 

34 Yea, ye yourselves know, that 
these hands have ministered unto 
my necessities, and to them that 
were with me.

CHAPTER 21.

JAND it came to pass, that after 

we were gotten from them, and 

had launched, we came with a 

straight course unto Co’6s, and the 

day following unto Rhodes, and 
from tuence unto Pat’a-ra: 

2 And finding a ship sailing over 
unto Phé-ni’¢ja, we went aboard, 
and set forth. ‘ 

3 Now when we had discovered 
Cy’prus, we left it on the left hand,

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to Jerusalem 


and sailed into Syr’i-a, and landed 
at Tyre: for there the ship was to 
unlade her burden. 

4 And finding disciples, we tarried 
there seven days: who said to Paul 
through the Spirit, that he should 
not go up to Jé-ru’sa-lém. 

5 And when we had accomplished 
those days, we departed and went 
our way; and they all brought us on 
our way, with wives and children, 
till we were out of the city: and we 
kneeled down on the shore, and 
prayed. 

6 And when we had taken our 
leave one of another, we took ship; 
and they returned home again. 

7 And when we had finished our 
course from Tyre, we canie to Ptol- 
e-ma’is, and saluted the brethren, 
and abode with them one day. 

8 And the next day we that were 
of Paul’s company departed, and 
came unto Cé&s-a-ré’a: and we 
entered into the house of Phil’ip 
the evangelist, which was one of the 
seven; and abode with him. 

9 And the same man had four 
daughters, virgins, which did 
prophesy. 

10 And as we tarried there many 
days, there came down from Ju- 
tee a certain prophet, named Ag’a- 


us. 

11 And when he was come unto us, 
he took Paul’s girdle, and bound his 
own hands and feet, and said, Thus 
saith the H0o’l¥ Ghost, So shall the 
Jews at Jé-ru’s4-lem bind the man 
that owneth this girdle, and shall 
deliver him into the hands of the 
Gén’tiles. 

12 And when we heard these 
things, both we, and they of that 

lace, besought him not to go up to 

é-ru’s4-lém. 

13 Then Paul answered, What 
mean ye to weep and to break mine 
heart? for I am ready not to be 
bound only, but alsoto die at Jé-ru’- 
sa-lem for the name of the Lord 
Je’sus. 

14 And when he would not be per- 
suaded, we ceased, saying, The will 
of the Lord be done. 

15 And after those days we took 
up our carriages, and went up to 
Jé-ru’sa-lem. 

16 There went with us also certain 
of the disciples of C#s-a-re’a, and 
brought with them one Mna’son of 
Cy’prus, an old disciple, with whom 
we should lodge. 

17 And when we were come to Jé- 
ru’sa-lém, the brethren received us 
gladly. 

18 And the day following Paul 
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went in with us unto James; and 
all the elders were present. 

19 And when he had saluted them, 
he declared particularly what 
things God had wrought among 
the Gén’tiles by his ministry. 

20 And when they heard it, they 

lorified the Lord, and said unto 

im, Thou seest, brother, how 
many thousands of Jews there are 
which believe; and they are all 
zealous of the law: 

21 And they are informed of thee, 
that thou teachest all the Jews 
which are among the Gen pet 
forsake MO’ses, saying that the 
ought not to circumcise their chil- 
dren, neither to walk after the cus- 


toms. 

22 What is it therefore? the mul- 
titude must needs come together: 
for they will hear that thou art 
come. 

23 Do therefore this that we say to 
thee: We have four men which 
have a vow on them; 

24 Them take, and purify thyself 
with them, and be at charges 
with them, that they may shave 
their heads: and all may know that 
those things, whereof they were 
informed concerning thee, are no- 
thing; but that thou thyself also 
walkest orderly, and keepest the 


aw. 

25 As touching the Gén’tiles which 
believe, we have written and con- 
cluded that they observe no such 
thing, save only that they keep 
themselves from things offered to 
idols, and from blood, and from 
strangled, and from fornication. 

26 Then Paul took the men, and 
the next day purifying himself with 
them entered into the temple, to 
signify the accomplishment of the 
days of purification, until that an 
offering should be offered for every 
one of them. 

27 And when the seven days were 
almost ended, the Jews which were 
of A’sia, when they saw him in the 
temple, stirred up all the people, 
and laid hands on him, 

28 Crying out, Men of is’ra-el, 
help: This is the man, that teach- 
eth all men every where against 
the people, and the law, and this 
place: and further brought Greeks 
also into the temple, and hath pol- 
luted this holy place. N 

29 (For they had seen before with 
him in the city Troph’i-mts an 
E-phe’sijan, whom they supposed 
that Paul had brought into the 
temple 


-) 
30 Andall the city was moved, and 
1 
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the people ran together; and they 
took Paul, and drew him out of the 
temple: and forthwith the doors 
were shut. 

31 And as they went about to kill 
him, tidings came unto the chief 
captain of the band, that all Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém was in an uproar. 

32. Who immediately took soldiers 
and centurions, and ran down unto 
them: and when they saw the chief 
captain and the soldiers, they left 
beating of Paul. 

33 Then the chief captain came 
near, and took him, and command- 
ed him to be bound with two 
chains; and demanded who he 
was, and what he had done. 

34 And some cried one thing, some 
another, among the multitude: and 
when he could not know the cer- 
tainty for the tumult, he command- 
es him to be carried into the cas- 

e. 

35 And when he came upon the 
stairs, so it was, that he was borne 
of the soldiers for the violence of 
the people. 

36 For the multitude of the people 
iollowsd after, crying, Away with 

m. 

37 And as Paul was to be led into 
the castle, he said unto the chief 
captain, May I speak unto thee? 
Who said, Canst thou speak Greek ? 

38 Art not thou that E-gyp’tjan, 
which before these days madest an 
uproar, and leddest out into the 
wilderness four thousand men that 
were murderers ? 

39 But Paul said, Iam a man which 
am a Jew of Tar’sus, a city in Ci-li’- 
qa, a citizen of no mean city: and, 

beseech thee, suffer me to speak 
unto the people. 

40 And when he had given him 
licence, Paul stood on the stairs, 
and beckoned with the hand unto 
the people. And when there was 
made a great silence, he spake 
unto them in the He’brew tongue, 
saying,

into prisons both men and women. 

5 As also the high priest doth 
bear me witness, and all the estate 
of the elders: from whom also I re- 
ceived letters unto the brethren, 
and went to Da-mas/cus, to bring 
them which were there bound unto 
Jé-ru’sa-lem, for to be punished. 

6 And it came to pass, that, as I 
made my journey, and was come 
nigh unto Da-mas’cus about noon, 
suddenly there shone from heaven 
a great light round about me. 

7 And I fell unto the ground, and 
heard a voice saying unto me, Saul, 
Saul, why persecutest thou me ? 

8 And I answered, Who art thou, 
Lord? And he said unto me,I am 
Je’sus of Naz/a-reth, whom thou 
persecutest. . 

9 And they that were with me 
saw indeed the light, and were 
afraid; but they heard not the 
voice of him that spake to me. 

10 And I said, What shall I do, 
Lord ? And the Lord said unto me 
Arise, and go into Da-mas’cus; and 
there it shall be told thee of all 
pees which aré appointed for thee 
o do, 

11 And when I could not see for 
the glory of that light, beircg led by 
the hand of them that were with 
me, I came into Da-mas’/cus. 

12 And one An-a-ni’as, a devout 
man according to the law, havinga 
good report of all the Jews which 

welt there, 

13 Came unto me, and stood, and 
said unto me, Brother Saul, receive 
thy sight. And the same hour I 
looked up upon him. 

14 And he said, The God of our 
fathers hath chosen thee, that thou 
shouldest know his will, and see that 
Just One, and shouldest hear the 
voice of his mouth. 

15 For thou shalt be his witness 
unto all men of what thou hast seen 
and heard. 

16 And now why tarriest thou? 
arise, and be baptized, and wash 
away thy sins, calling on the name 
of the Lord. 

17 And it came to pass, that, when 
I was come again to Jé-ru’sa-lém, 
even while I prayed in the temple, 
I was in a trance; 

i8 And saw him saying unto me, 
Make haste, and get thee quickly 
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out of Jé-ru’/s4-lém: for they will 
not receive thy testimony concern- 
ing me.

for I will send thee far hence unto 
the Gen’tiles. 

22 And they gave him audience 
unto this word, and then lifted up 
their voices; and said, Away with 
such a fellow from the earth: for 
it is not fit that he should live. 

23 And as they cried out, and cast 
off their clothes, and threw dust 
into the air, 

24 The chief captain commanded 
him to be brought into the castle, 
and bade that he should be ex- 
amined by scourging; that he 
might know wherefore they cried 
so against him. 

25 And as they bound him with 
thongs, Paul said unto the centu- 
rion that stood by, Is it lawful for 
you to scourge a man that is a ROo’- 
man, and uncondemned ? 

26 When the centurion heard that, 
he went and told the chief captain, 
saying, Take heed what thou doest: 
for this man is a RO/man. 

27 Then the chief captain came, 
and said unto him, Tell me, art 
thou a Ro’/man? He said, Yea. 

28 And the chief captain an- 
swered, With a great sum obtained 
I this freedom. And Paul said, . 
But I was free born. 

29 Then straightway they departed 
from him which should have ex- 
amined him: and the chief captain 
also was afraid, after he knew that 
he was a RO’man, and because he 
had bound him. 

30 On the morrow, because he 
would have .known the certainty 
wherefore he was accused of the 
Jews, he loosed him from his bands, 
and commanded the chief priests 
and all their council to appear, and 
brought Paul down, and set him 
before them.

brethren, I have lived in all good 
conscience before God until this 


ay. 

2 And the high priest An-a-ni’as 
commanded them that stood by 
him to smite him on the mouth. 

3 Then said Paul unto him, God 
shall smite thee, thou whited wall: 
for sittest thou to judge me after 
the law,and commandest me to be 
sinitten contrary to the law ? 

4 And they that stood by said, 
Revilest thou God’s high priest? 

5 Then said Paul, I wist not, bre- 
thren, that he was the high priest: 
for it is written, Thou shalt not 
ppeak evil of the ruler of thy peo- 


ple. 

6 But when Paul perceived that 
the one part were Sad/‘du-cees, and 
the other Phar’i-sees, he cried out 
in the council, Men and brethren, I 
am a Phar’i-see, the son of a Phar’- 
i-see: of the hope and resurrection 
8 the dead I am called in ques- 

ion. 

7 And when he had so said, there 
arose a dissension between the 
Phar’i-sees and the ge eel 
and the muititude was divided. 

8 For the Sad’du-¢ees say that 
toere is no resurrection, neither 
angel, nor spirit: but the Phar’i- 
See Confess both. 

9 And there arose a great cry: 
and the scribes that were of the 
Phar’i-sees’ part arose, and strove, 
saying, We find no evil in this man: 
but if'a spirit or an angel hath 
spoken to him, let us not fight 
against God. 

( And when there arose a great dis- 
sension, the chief captain, fearin 
lest Paul should have been pulle 
in pieces of them, commanded the 
soldiers to go down, and to take 
him by force from among them, 
and to bring him into the castle. 

ll And the night following the 
Lord stood by him, and said, Be of 
good cheer, Paul: for as thou hast 
testified of me in Jé-ru’sad-lém, so 
must thou bear witness also at 
Roie.

18 So he took him, and brought 
him to the chief captain, and said, 
Paul the prisoner called me unto 
ham, and prayed me to bring this 
young man unto thee, who hath 
something to say unto thee. 

19 Then the chief captain took 
him by the hand, and went with 
him aside privately, and asked him, 
What is that thou hast to tell me? 
20 And he said, The Jews have 
agreed to desire thee that thou 
wouldest bring down Paul to mor- 
row into the council, as though 
they would enquire somewhat of 
him more perfectly. 

21 But do not thou yield unto 
them: for there lie in wait for him 
of them more than forty men, 
which have bound themselves with 
an oath, that they will neither eat 
nor drink till they have killed him: 
and now are they ready, looking 
for a promise from thee. 

22 So the chief captain then let 
the young man depart, and charged 
him, See thou tell no man that thou 
hast shewed these things to me. 

23 And he called unto him two 
centurions, saying, Make ready 
two hundred soldiers to go to 
C&s-a-ré’a, and horsemen three- 
score and ten, and spearmen two 
hundred, at the third hour of the 


at y 

24 And provide them beasts, that 
they may set Paul on, and bring 
him safe unto Fe’lix the governor. 

25 And he wrote a letter after 
this manier: ‘ 

26 Clau‘di-us Lys'jas unto the most 
excellent governor Feé’lix sendeth 
greeting. 

27 This man was taken of the 
Jews, and should have been killed 
of them: then came I with an army, 
and rescued him, having under- 
stood that he was a Ro’man. 

28 And when I would have known 
the cause wherefore they accused 
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him, I brought him forth into their 
council: 

°9 Whom I perceived to be ac- 
cused of questions of their law, 
but to have nothing laid to his 
charge worthy of death or of 
bonds. 

30 And when it was told me how 
that the Jews laid wait for the 
man, I sent straightway to thee, 
and gave commandment to his 
accusers also to say before thee 
whek they had against him. Fare- 


well. 

31 Then the soldiers, as it was 
commanded them, took Paul, and 
roe him by night to An-tip’a- 

ris. 

32 On the morrow they left the 
horsemen to go with him, and re- 
turned to the castle: hs 

33 Who, when they came to C&s- 
a-reé’a, and delivered the epistle to 
the governor, presented Paul also 
before him. 

34 And when the governor had 
read the letter, he asked of what 
province he was. And when he un- 
derstood that hewas of CQi-li’¢ia; 

35 Iwill hear thee, said he, when 
thine accusers are alsocome. And 
he commanded him to be kept in 
Hér’od’s judgment hall. 


CHAPTER 24. 

1 The charge of Tertullus. 10 Paul’s de- 
Jence. 24 Felix and his wife hear of 
Christ. 27 Judgment deferred. 

AND after five days An-a-ni’as 

the high priest descended 
with the elders, and with a certain 
orator named Tér-tul’/lus, who in- 
formed the governor against Paul. 

2 And when he was called forth, 
Tér-tul/lus began to accuse him, 
saying, Seeing that by thee we en- 
joy great quietness, and that very 
worthy deeds are done unto this 
nation by thy providence, 

3 We accept it always,and in all 
places, most noble Fe’lix, with all 
thankfulness. 

4 Notwithstanding, that I be not 
further tedious unto thee, I pray 
thee that thou wouldest hear us of 
thy clemency a few words. 

5 For we have found this man a 
Pestient fellow, and a mover of se- 

ition among all the Jews through- 
out the world, and a ringleader of 
the sect of the Naz’a-rénes: ; 

6 Who also hath gone about to 
profane the temple: whom we 
took, and would have judged ac- 
cording to our law. 

7 But the chief captain Lys’jias 
came upon us, and with great 
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violence took him away out of our 
hands, 

8 Commanding his accusers to 
come unto thee: by examining of 
whom thyself mayest take know- 
ledge of all these things, whereof 
we accuse him. 

9 And the Jews also assented, say- 
ing that these things were so. 

10 Then Paul, after that the gover- 
nor had beckoned unto him to 
speak, answered, Forasmuch as I 
know that thou hast been of many 
years a judge unto this nation, I do 
ese cheerfully answer for my- 
self: 

ll Because that thou mayest un- 
derstand, that there are yet but 
twelve days sinceI went upto Jé- . 
ru’sa-lém for to worship. 

12 And they neither found me in 
the temple disputing withany man, 
neither raising up the people, nei- 
be in the synagogues, nor in the 
city: 

13 Neither can they prove the 
things whereof they now accuse 


me. 

14 But this I confess unto thee 
that after the way which they cali 
heresy, so worship I the God of m 
fathers, believing all things whic 
are written in the law and in the 
prophets: 

15 And have hope toward God, 
which they themselves also allow, 
that there shall be a resurrection 
of the dead, both of the just and 
unjust. 

16 And herein do I exercise my- 
self, to have always a conscience 
void of offence toward God, and 
toward men. 

17 Now after many years I came 
to bring alms to my nation, and 
offerings. 

18 Whereupon certain Jews from 
A’sja found me purified in the ,tem- 
ple, neither with multitude, nor 
with tumult. 

19 Who ought to have been here 
before thee, and object, if they had 
ought against me. 

20 Or else let these same here say, 
if they have found any evil doing 
in me, while I stood before the 
council, : i 
21 Except it be for this one voice, 
that I cried standing among them, 
Touching the resurrection of the 
dead I am called in question by 
you this day. 

22 And when Fe’lix heard these 
things, having more perfect know- 
ledge of that way, he deferred 
them, and said, When Lys’ias the 
chief captain shall come down, I 
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will know the uttermost of your 
matter. 

23 And hecommanded a centurion 
to keep Paul, and to let him have 
liberty, and that he should forbid 
none of his acquaintance to min- 
ister or come unto him. 

24 And after certain days, when 
Fe’/lix came with his wife Dru-sil’- 
la, which was a Jew’ess, he sent for 
Paul, and heard him concerning the 
faith in Christ. 

25 And ‘as he reasoned of right- 
eousness, temperance, and judg- 
ment to come, Fe’lix trembled, 
and answered, Go thy way for this 
time; when I have a convenient 
season, I will call for thee. 

26 He hoped also that money 
should have been given him of 
Paul, that he might loose him: 
wherefore he sent for him the of- 
tener, and communed with him. 

27 But after two years Por’¢i-us 
Fés’/tus came into Fe’lix’ room: 
and Fe’lix, willing to shew the 
Jews a pleasure, left Paul bound. 


CHAPTER 25. 
2 Paul before Festus. 8 His defence. 11 

He appeals to Cesar. 23 Sent to Agrippa. 

OW when Fés’/tus was come 

into the province, after three 
days he ascended from Cxs-a-re’a 
to Jé-ru’sa-lem. 

2 Then the high priest and the 
chief of the Jews informed him 
against Paul, and besought him, 
.3 And desired favour against 
him, that he would send for him 
to Jé-ru’sa-lém, laying wait in the 
way to kill him. 

4 But Fés’tus answered, that Paul 
should be kept at C&s-a-re’a, and 
that he himself would depart 
shortly thither. ; 

5 Let them therefore, said he, 
which among you are able, go 
down with me, and accuse this 
aa, if there be any wickedness in 

im. 

6 And when he had tarried among 
them more than ten days, he went 
down unto Cxs-a-re’a; and the next 
day sitting on the judgment seat 
commanded Paul to be brought. 

7 And when he was come, the 
Jews which came down from Jé- 
Tu’/sa-lém stood round about, and 
laid many and grievous complaints 
against Paul, which they could not 
prove. 

8 While he answered for himself, 
Neither against the law of the 
Jews, neither against the temple, 
nor yet against Ce’sar, have I of- 
fended any thing at all. 
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9 But Fés’tus, willing to do the 
Jews a pleasure, answered Paul, 
and said, Wilt thou go up to Jé-ru’- 
sa-lém, and there be Judged of these 
things before me ? 

10 Then said Paul, I stand at Cx’. 
gar’s judgment seat, where I ought 
to be judged: to the Jews have I 


done no wrong, as thou very well 


knowest. 

li For if I be an offender, or have 
committed any thing worthy of 
death, I refuse not to die: but if 
there be none of these things 
whereof these accuse me, no man 
may deliver me unto them. I ap- 
peal unto Ce’sar. 

2 Then Fés’tus, when he had 
conferred with the council, an- 
swered, Hast thou appealed unto 
Cee’sar ? unto Ce’sar shalt thou 


go. 

13 And after certain days king 
A-grip’pa and Bér-ni‘¢é came unto 
Cxs-a-re’a to salute Fes’tus. 

14 And when they had been there 
many days, Fés’tus declared Paul’s 
cause unto the king, saying, There 
is a certain man left in bonds by 
Fe’lix: : 

15 About whom, when I was at 
Jé-ru’sa-lém, the chief priests and 
the elders of the Jews informed 
me, desiring to have judgment 
against him. 

16 To whom I answered, It is not 
the manner of the RO’mans to de- 
liver any man to die, before that 
he which is accused have the ac- 
cusers face to face, and have li- 
cence to answer for himself con- 
cerning the crime laid against him. 

17 Therefore, when they were 
come hither, without any delay 
on the morrow Ii sat on the dag; 
ment seat, and commanded the 
man to be brought forth. a 

18 Against whom when the ac; 
cusers stood up, ey brought none 
accusation of such things as I sup- 
posed: 

19 But had _ certain questions 
against him of their own supersti- 
tion, and of one Je’sus, which was 
dead, whom Paul affirméd to be 
alive. 

20 And because I doubted of such 
manner of questions, I asked him 
whether he would go to Jé-ru’sa- 
lém, and there be judged of these 
matters. 

21 But when Paul had appealed

22 ‘Then A-grip’pa said unto Fés’s 
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BETHLEHEM OF JUDEA

ef Saal A-grip’pa said unto Paul,

touching all the things whereof I 
am accused of the J Aves 

3 Especially because [know thee to 
be expert in all customs and ques- 
tions which are among the Jews: 
wherefore I beseech thee to hear 
me patiently. 

y manner of life from my 
youth, which was at the first among 
Mine own nation at Jé-ru’sa-lém, 
know all the Jews; 

5 Which knew me from the begin- 
ning, if they would testify, that 
after the most straitest sect of our 
religion I lived a Phar’i-see. 

nd now I stand and am judged 
for the hope of the promise made 
of God unto our fathers: 

7 Unto which promise our twelve 
tribes, instantly serving God day 
and night, hope to come. For whic 
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before Agrippa. 
hope’s sake, king A-grip’pa, I am 
accused of the Jews. 

8 Why should it be thought a thin 
incredible with you, that Go 
should raise the dead ? 

9 I verily thought with myself, 
that I ought to do many things con- 
trary to the name of Je’sus of Naz’- 
a-reth. 

10 Which thing I also did in Jé- 
ru’sa-lem: and many of the saints 
did I shut up in prison, having re- 
ceived authority from the chief 
priests; and when they were put 
to death, I gave my voice against 


them. 

11 And I punished them oft in 
every synagogue, and compelled 
them to blaspheme; and being ex- 
ceedingly mad against them, I per- 
secuted them even unto strange 
cities. 

12 Whereupon as I went to Da- 
mas/cus with authority and com- 
mission from the chief priests, 

13 At midday, O king, I saw in the 
way a light from heaven, above the 
brightness of the sun, shinin 
round about me and them whic 
journeyed with me. 

4 And when we were all fallen to 
the earth, I heard a voice speaking 
unto me, and saying in the He’brew 
tongue, Saul, Saul, why persecutest 
thou me? é¢ 7s hard for thee to kick 
against the pricks. 

15 And I said, Whoart thou, Lord ? 
And he said, Iam Jé’/sus whom thou 
persecutest. 

16 But rise, and stand upon thy 
feet: for I have appeared unto thee 
for this purpose, to make thee a 
minister and a witness both of these 
things which thou hast seen, and of 
those things in the which I will ap- 
pear unto thee; 

17 Delivering thee from the peo- 
ple, and from the Gén’tiles, unto 
whom now I send thee, 

18 To open their eyes, and to turn 
them from darkness to light, and 
Srom the. power of Sa’/tan unto God, 
that they may receive forgiveness 
of sins, and inheritance amon 
them which are sanctified by fait 
that is in me. 

19 Whereupon, O king A-grip’pa, I 
was not disobedient unto the hea- 
venly vision: 

20 But shewed first unto them of 
Da-mas’cus, and at Jé-ru’sa-lém 
and throughout all the coa ~ 
Ju-de’a, and then to the Gé 
that they should repent and 
God, and do works mee 
pentance. 

21 For these causes

2 And entering into a ship of Ad- 
ra-myt’ti-um, we launched, mean- 
ing to sail by the coasts of phase 
one XAr-is-tar’chus, a Mac-e-do/'ni-an 
of Thés-sa-l6-ni’ca, being with us. 
tu. 3 And the next day we touched at 

“don. And Jv/ljus courteously 
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to Rome. 


entreated Paul, and gave him lib- 
erty to go unto his friends to re- 
fresh himself. 

4 And when we had launched 
from thence, we sailed under Cy’- 
prus, because the winds were con- 
trary. 

5 And when we had sailed over 
the sea of QI-li’¢ja and Pam-phyl’- 
l-a, we came to My’ra, a city of 
Ly'¢ia. 

6 And there the centurion found 
a ship of Al-éx-an/dri-a sailing into 
It’a-ly; and he put us therein. 

7 And when we had sailed slowly 
many days, and scarce were come 
over against Cni’dus, the wind not 
suffering us, we sailed under Créte, 
over against Sal-m0’ne ; 

8 And, hardly passing it, came 
unto a place which is called The 
fair havens; nigh whereunto was 
the city of La-se’a. 

9 Now when much time was spent, 
and when sailing was now danger- 
ous, because the fast was now al- 
ready past, Paul admonished them 

10 And said unto them, Sirs, 1 
perceive that this voyage will be 
with hurt and much damage, not 
only of the lading and ship, but 
also of our lives. 

1l Nevertheless the centurion be- 
lieved the master and the owner 
of the ship, more than those things 
which were spoken by Paul. 

12 And because the haven was not 
commmodious to winter in, the more 
part advised to depart thence also, 
if by any means they might attain 
to Phé-ni’cé, and there to winter; 
which is an haven of Créte, and lieth 
toward the south west and north 
west. 

13 And when the south wind blew 
softly, supposing that they had ob- 
tained their purpose, loosing thence, 
they sailed close by crete. 

14 But not long after there arose 
against it a tempestuous wind, 
called Eu-roc’ly-don. 

15 And when the ship was caught, 
and could not bear up into the wind, 
we let her drive. , 

16 And running under a certain 
island which is called Clau’da, we 
nag much work to come by the 

oat: 

17 Which when they had taken ~ 
up, they used helps, unaergirding 
the ship; and, fearing lest they 
should fall into the quicksands, 
strake sail, and so were driven. 

18 And we being exceedingly toss- 
ed with a tempest, the next day 
they lightened the ship; : 
19 And the third day we cast out

with our own hands the tackling of 
the ship. 

20 And when neither sun nor stars 
in Many days appeared, and no 
small tempest lay on ws, all hope 
that we should be saved was then 
taken ryt 

21 But after long abstinence Paul 
stood forth in the midst of them, 
and said, Sirs, ye should have 
hearkened unto me, and not have 
loosed from Crete, and to have 
gained this harm and loss. 

' 22 And nowlI exhort you to be of 
shod. cheer: for there shall be no 
oss of any man’s life among you, 
but of the ship. 

23 For there stood by me this night 
the angel of God, whose I am, and 
whom I serve, ~ 

24 Saying, Fear not, Paul; thou 
must be brought before Ce’sar: 
and, lo, God hath given thee all 
them that sail with thee. 

25 Wherefore, sirs, be of gocd 
cheer: for I believe God, that 
shall be even as it was told me. 

26 Howbeit we must be cast upon 
a certain island. : 

27 But when the fourteenth night 
Was come, aS we were driven u 
and down in A’dri-a, about mid- 
night the shipmen deemed that 
they drew near to some country; 

28 And sounded, and found it 
twenty fathoms: and when they 
had gone a little further, they 
sounded again, and found 7¢ fifteen 
fathoms. 

29 Then fearing lest we should 
have fallen upon rocks, they cast 
four anchors out of the stern, and 
wished for the day. 

30 And as the shipmen were about 
to flee out of the ship, when they 

- had Jet down the boat into the sea 
under colour as though they would 
have cast anchors out of the fore- 


ship 
31 Paul said to the centurion and 
to the soldiers, Except these abide 
in the ship, ye cannot be saved. 

32 Then the soldiers cut off the

33 And while the day was coming 
on, Paul besought them all to take 
meat, saying, This day is the four- 
teenth day that ye have tarried and 
continued fasting, having taken 
nothing. 

34 Wherefore I pray you to take 
some meat: for this is for your 
health: for there shall not an hair 
fall from the head of any of you. 

35 And when he had thus spoken, 


he took bread, and gave thanks to 1 
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God in presence of them all: and 
Worn he had broken 7¢, he began to 
eat. 

36 Then were they all of good 
cheer, and they also took some 
meat.

388 And when they had eaten 
enough, they lightened the ship, 
and cast out the wheat into the sea.

38 And when Paul had gathered a 
bundle of sticks, and laid them on 
the fire, there came a viper out of 
the heat, and fastened on his hand. 

4 And when the barbarians saw 

the venomous beast hang on his 

hand, they said among themselves, 

No doubt this man is a murderer, 

whom, though he hath escaped the 

sea, yet vengeance suffereth not to 
ive. 
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Many diseases healed. 


5 And he shook off the beast into 
the fire, and felt no harm. 

6 Howbeit ony looked when he 
should have swollen, or fallen down 
dead suddenly: but after they had 
looked a great while, and saw no 
harm come to him, they changed 
Leora minds, and said that he was a 
god. 

7 In the same quarters were pos- 
sessions of the chief man of the is- 
land, whose name was Pub’li-us; 
who received us, and lodged us 
three days courteously. 

8 And it came to pass, that the fa- 
ther of Pib’li-us lay sick of a fever 
and of a bloody flux: to whom Paul 
entered in, and prayed, and laid his 
hands on him, and healed him. 

9 So when this was done, others 
also, which had diseases in the is- 
land, came, and were healed: 

10 Who also honoured us with 
many honours; and when we de- 
parted, they laded ws with such 
things as were necessary. 

ll And after three months we de- 
parted in a ship of Al-éx-an/drli-a, 
which had wintered in the isle, 
whose sign was Cas’tor and Pol’lux. 

12 And landing at Syr’a-cuse, we 
tarried there three days. 

13 And from thence we fetched a 
compass, and came to Rhe’si-um: 
and aiter one day the south wind 
blew, and we came the next day to 
Pu-te’o-li: 

14 Where we found brethren, and 
were desired to tarry with them 
seven days: and so we went toward 
Rome. 

15 And from thence, when the 
brethren heard of us, they came to 
meet us as faras Ap’pi-i fo’rum, and 
The three taverns: whom when 
Paul saw, he thanked God, and took 
courage. 

16 And when we came to Rome, 
the centurion delivered the prison- 
ers to the captain of the guard: but 
Paul was suffered to dwell by him- 
self with a soldier that kept him. 

17 And it came to pass, that after 
three days Paul called the chief of 
the Jews together: and when they 
were come together, he said unto 
them, Men and brethren, though I 
have committed nothing against 
the people, or customs of our fa- 
thers, yet wasI delivered prisoner 
from Jé-ru’sa-lém into the hands of 
the ae 

18 Who, when they had examined 
me, would have let me go, because 
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Paul in Rome. 


there was no cause of death in 
me. 

19 But when the Jews _ spake 
against it, I was constrained to ap- 
peal unto Ce’sar; not that I had 
ought to accuse my nation of. 

20 For this cause therefore have I 
called for you, to see you, and to 
speak with you: because that for 
the hope of is’ra-el I am bound 
with this chain. 

21 And they said unto him, We 
neither received letters out of Ju- 
de’a concerning thee, neither any 
of the brethren that came shewed 
or spake any harm of thee. 

22 But we desire to hear of thee 
what thou thinkest: for as concern- 
ing this sect, we know that ever 
where it is spoken against. : 

23 And when they had appointed 
him a day, there came many to him 
into his foagme 4 to whom he ex- 
pounded and testified the kingdom 
of God, persuading them concern- 
ing Je’sus, both out of the law of 
Mo’ses, and out of the prophets, 
from morning till evening. 

24 And some believed the things 
which were spoken, and some be- 
lieved not. 

25 And when: they agreed not 
among themselves, they departed, 
after that Paul had spoken one 
word, Well spake the Ho’ly Ghost 
by kE-sa/ias the prophet unto our 
fathers, 

26 Saying, Go unto this people 
and say, Hearing ye shall hear, an 
shall not understand; and seeing 
ye shall see, and not perceive: 

27 For the heart of this people is 
waxed gross, and their ears are 
dull of riba and their eyes have 
they closed; lest they should see 
with their eyes, and hear with their 
ears, and understand with their 
heart, and should be converted, 
and I should heal them. 

28 Be it known therefore unto 
you, that the salvation of God is 
sent unto the Gén’tiles, and that 
they will hear it. 

29 And when he had said these 
words, the Jews departed, and had 
great reasoning among themselves. 

30 And Paul dwelt two whole 
years in his own hired house, and 
received all that came in unto him, 

31. Preaching the kingdom of God, 
and teaching those things which 
concern the Lord Jé’sus Christ, 
with all confidence, no man forbid- 
ding him. :

CHAPTER 1. 


1 Paul's interest in the Romans. 10 His 
desire to visit them. 18 God angry with 
sin. 21 Sins of the Gentiles. 


pacr a servant of Jé’sus Christ, 
called to be an apostle, sepa- 
rated unto the gospel of God, 

2 (Which he had promised afore 
by his prophets in the holy scrip- 
tures,) 

3 Concerning his Son Jé’sus Christ 
our Lord, which was made of the 
seed of Da'vid according tothe flesh; 
4 And deciared to be the Son of 
God with power, according to the 
Spirit of holiness, by the resurrec- 
tion from the dead: 

56 By whom we have _ received 
grace and apostleship, for obedi- 
ence to the faith among all nations, 
for his name: 

6 men whom are ye also the 
called of Jé’sus Christ: 

7 To all that be in Rome, beloved 
of God, called to be saints: Grace 
to you and peace from God our 
Father, and the Lord Jé’sus Christ. 

8 First, I thank my God through 
Je’sus Christ for you all, that your 
faith is spoken of throughout the 
whole world. 

For God is my witness, whom I 
serve with my spirit in the gospel 
of his Son, that without ceasing I 
make mention of you always in my 
prayers; 

1) Making request, if by any means 
now at length I might have a pros- 
perous journey by the wiil of God 
to come unto you. 

ll For I long to see you, that I 
mInay impart unto you some spiritual 

ift, to the end ye may be estab- 

ished; 

12 That is, that I may be com- 
forted together with you by the 
mutual faith both of you and me. 

Now I would not have you 
ignorant, brethren, that oftentimes 

I purposed to come unto you, (but 
was let hitherto,) that I might have 
some fruit among you also, even as 
among other Gén’tiles. 

14 IT am debtor both to the Greeks, 
and to the Bar-ba’ri-ans; both to 
the wise, and to the unwise. 

15 So, as much as in me is, I am 
ready to preach the gospel to you 
that are at Rome also. 


16 For I am not ashamed of the 
gospel of Christ: for it isthe power 
of God unto salvation to every one 
that believeth; to the Jew first, and 
also to the Greek. 

17 For therein is the righteousness 
of God revealed from faith to faith: 
as itis written, The just shall live 
by faith. 

18 For the wrath of Godis revealed 
from heaven against all ungodliness 
and unrighteousness of men, who 
hold the truth in unrighteousness; 

19 Because that which may be 
known of God is manifest in them; 
for God hath shewed it unto them. 

20 For the invisible things of him 
from the creation of the world are 
clearly seen, being understood by 
the things that are made, even his 
eternal power and Godhead; so 
that they are without excuse: 

21 Because that, when they knew 
God, they glorified him not as God, 
neither were thankful; but became 
vain in their imaginations, and 
their foolish heart was darkened. 

22 Professing themselves to be 
wise, they became fools 

23 And changed the glory of the 
uncorruptible God into an image 
made like to corruptible man, and 
to birds, and fourfooted beasts, and 
creeping things. 

24 Wherefore God also gave them 
up to uncleauness through the lusts 
of their own hearts, to dishonour 
their own-.bodies between them- 
selves: 

25 Who changed the truth of God 
into a lie, and worshipped and 
served the creature more than the 
Creator, who is blessed for ever. 
Amen. 

26 For this cause God gave them 
up unto vile affections: for even 
their women did change the natural 
use into that which is against na- 
ture: 

27 And likewise also the men, 
leaving the natura! use of the wo- 
man, burned in their lust one to- 
‘ward another ; men with men work- 
ing that which is unseemly, and 
receiving in themselves that re- 
compence of their error which was 
meet. 

28 And even as they did not like 
to retain God in their knowledge, 
God gave them over to a reprobate 
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The law is for 


mind, to do those things which are 
not convenient; 

29 Being filled with all unright- 
eousness, fornication, wickedness 
covetousness, ‘maliciousness; full 
of envy, murder, debate, deceit, 
malignity; whisperers, 

39 Backbiters, haters of God, de- 
spiteful, proud, boasters, inventors 
of evil things, disobedient to par- 


nts, 

31 Without understanding, cove- 
nantbreakers, without natural af- 
fection, implacable, unmerciful: 

32 Who pow ing the judgment of 
God, that they which commit such 
things are worthy of death, not 
only do the same, but have pleasure 
in them that do them. 


CHAPTER 2. 
1 God’sjudgment isimpartial. 9 Thelaw 
is for Jew and Gentile. 
HEREFORE thou art inexcus- 
able, O man, whosoever thou 
art that judgest: for wherein thou 
judgest another, thou condemnest 
thyself; for thou that judgest doest 
the same things. 

2 But we are sure that the judg- 
ment of God is according to trut 
against them which commit such 
things. 

3 And thinkest thou this, O man, 
that judgest them which do such 
things, and doest thesame, that thou 
shalt escape the judgment of God? 

4 Or despisest thou the riches of 
his goodness and forbearance and 
longsuffering ; not knowing that the 
goodness of God leadeth thee to 
repentance ? 

5 But after thy hardness and im- 
penitent heart treasurest up unto 
thyself wrath against the day of 
wrath and revelation of the right- 
eous judgment of God; 

6 Who will render to every man 
according to his deeds: 

7 To them who by patient contin- 
uance in well doing seek for glory 
and honour and immortality, eter- 
nal life: 

8 But unto them that are conten- 
tious, and do not obey the truth, 
but obe Be Se arias indigna- 
tion and wrath, 

9 Tribulation and anguish, upon 
every soul of man that doeth evil, 
of the Jew first, and also of the 
Gén tile ; 

10 But glory, honour, and peace, to 
every man that worketh good, to the 
Jew first, and also to the Gén’tile: 

11 For there is no respect of per- 
sons with God. 

12 For as many as have siuned 
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Jew and Gentile. 


without law shall also perish with- 
out law: and as many as have 
sinned in the law shall be judged 
a the law; 

3 (For not the hearers of the law 
are just before God, but the doers 
of the law shall be justified. 

14 For when the Gén’tiles, which 
have not the law, do by nature the 
things contained in the law, these, 
having not the law, are a law unto 
themselves: 

15 Which shew the work of the 
law written in their hearts, their 
conscience also bearing witness, 
and their thoughts the mean while 
accusing or else excusing one an- 
other ;) 

16 In the day when God _ shall 
judge the secrets of men by Jé’sus 
Christ according to my gospel. 

17 Behold, thou art called a Jew, 
and restest in the law, and makest 
sd boast of God, 

18 And knowest his will, and ap- 
provest the things that are more 
excellent, being instructed out of 
the law; 

19 And art confident that thou thy- 
self art a guide of the blind, a light 
of them which are in darkness, 

20 Ap instructor of the foolish, a 
teacher of babes, which hast the 
form of knowledge and of the 
truth in the law. 

21 Thou therefore which teachest 
another, teachest thou not thyself ? 
thou that preachest a man should 
not steal, dost thou steal ? 

22 Thou that sayest a man should 
not commit adultery, dost thou 
commit adultery ? thou that ab- 
horrest idols, dost thou commit 
sacrilege ? 

23 Thou that makest thy boast of 
the law, through breaking the law 
dishonourest thou God ? 

For the name of God is blas- 
phemed among the_ Gén’tileg 
through you, as it is written. 

25 For circumcision verily profit- 
eth, if thou keep the law: but if 
thou bea breaker of the law, thy cir- 
cumcision is made uncircumcision. 

26 Therefore if the uncircumci- 
sion keep the righteousness of the 
law, shall not his uncircumcision 
be counted for circumcision ? 

27 And shall not uncireumcision 
which is by nature, if it fulfil the 
law, judge thee, who by the letter 
and circumcision dost transgress 
the law ? 

28 For he is not a Jew, which is 
one outwardly; neither 7s that cir- 
aumepsion, which is outward in the 

esh: 
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No flesh justified 

29 But he is a Jew, which is one 
inwardly; and circumcision is that 
of the heart, in the spirit, and not 
in the letter; whose praise is not 
of men, but of God. 


CHAPTER 3. 


1 The Jews’ prerogative. 20 Flesh not 
Justified by law. 28 All justified by faith. 
y J HAT advantage then hath the 

Jew ? or what profit is there of 
circumcision ? 

2 Much every way: chiefiy, be- 
cause that unto them were commit- 
ted the oracles of God. 

3 For what if some did not be- 
lieve’? shall their unbelief make 
the faith of God withcut effect ? 

4 God forbid: yea, let God be true, 
but every man a liar; as it is writ 
ten, That thou mightest be justified 
in thy sayings, and mightest over- 
come when thou art judged. 

5 But if our unrighteousness com- 
mend the righteousness of God, 
what shall we say? /s God un- 
righteous who taketh vengeance? 
(1 speak as a man) 

6 God forbid: for then how shall 
God judge the world ? 

7 For if the truth of God hath more 
abounded through my lie unto his 
glory; why yet am I also judged as 
a sinner ? 

8 And not rather, (as we be slan- 
derously reported, and as some 
affirm that we say,) Let us do evil, 
that good may come? whose dam- 
nation is just. 

What then ? are we better than 
they? No, in no wise: for we have 
before proved both Jews and Gén’- 
tiles, that they are all under sin; 

10 As it is written, Thereis none 
Eons, no, not one: 

11 There is none that understand- 
Fel. bere is none that seeketh after 


od, 

12 They are all gone out of the 
way, they are together become un- 
profitable: there is none that doeth 
good, 0, not one. 

13 Their throat is an open sepul- 
chre ; with their tongues they have 
used deceit; the poison of asps is 
under their lips: 

14 Whose mouth is full of cursing 
and bitterness: 
15 Their feet are swift to shed 


ood: 

16 Destruction and misery are in 
heir ways: 

lj And the way of peace have they 
ot known: 

18 There is no fear of God before 
heir eyes. 


19 Now we know that what things 
15 
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by the law. 


soever the law saith, it saith to 
them who are under the law: that 
every mouth may be stopped, and 
all the world may become guilty be- 
fore God. 

20 Therefore by the deeds of the 
law there shall no flesh be justified 
in his sight: for by the law is the 
knowledge of sin. 

21 But now the righteousness of 
God without the law is manifested, 
witnessed by the law and the 
prophets; 

22 Even the righteousness of God 
which is by faith of Je’sus Christ 
unto all and upon all them that be- 
lieve: for there is no difference: 

23 For all have sinned, and come 
short of the glory of God; 

24 Being justified freely by his 
grace gbronel the redemption that 
is in Christ Je’sus: 

25 Whom God hath set forth to be 
@ propitiation through faith in his 
blood, to declare his righteousness 
for the remission of sins that are 
past, through the forbearance of 

od: 

26 To declare, J say, at this time 
his righteousness: that he might 
be just, and the justifier of him 
which believeth in Jé’sus. 

27 Where is boasting then? It is 
excluded. By what law? of works? 
Nay: but by the law of faith. 

28 Therefore we conclude that a 
man is justified by faith without 
the deeds of the law. 

23 ls he the God of the Jews only ? 
is he not also of the Gén’tiles? Yes, 
of the Gén’tiles also: 

30 Seeing it is one God, which 
shall justify the circumcisicn b 
faith, and uncircumcision throug 
taith. 

31 Do we then make yoid the law 
through faith? God forbid: yea, 
we establish the law. 


CHAPTER 4. 

1 Ahrahamjustified by faith. 13 Thepro-~ 
mise made through faith. 24 Our faith 
shall be imputed to us for righteousness. 

HAT shall we say then that 
A’bra-ham our father, as per- 
taining to the fiesh, hath found ? 

2 For if A’bra-ham were justified 
by works, he hath whereof to glory: 
but not before God. 

3 For what saith the scripture? 
A’bra-ham believed God, and it 
was counted unto him for right- 
eousuess. f 

4 Now to him that worketh is the 


| reward not reckoned of grace, but 


of debt. 
5 But to him that worketh not, 


Of justification 
but believeth on him that justifieth 
the ungodly, his faith is counted 
for righteousness. 

6 Even as Da’vid also describeth 
the blessedness of the man, unto 
whom God imputeth righteousness 
without works, 

7 Saying, Blessed are they whose 
iniquities are forgiven, and whose 
Sins are covered. 

8 Blessed is the man to whom the 
Lord will not impute sin. 

9 Cometh this blessedness then 
upon the circumcision only, or upon 
the uncircumcision also’? for we 
say that faith was reckoned to 
A’bra-ham for righteousness. 

10 How was it then reckoned? 
when he was in circumcision, or in 
uncircumcision? Not in circum- 
cision, but in uncircumcision. 

ll And he received the sign of 
circumcision, a seal of the right- 
eousness of the faith which he had 
yet being uncircumcised: that he 
might be the father of all them that 
believe, though they be not circum- 
cised; that righteousness might be 
imputed unto them also: 

12 And the father of circumcision 
to them who are not of the circum- 
cision only, but who also walk in 
the steps of that faith of our father 
A’bra-ham, which he had being yet 
uncircumcised. 

13 For the promise, that he should 
be the heir of the world, was not to 
A’bra-ham, or to his seed, through 
the law, but throtgh the righteous- 
ness of faith. 

14 For if they which are of the 
law be heirs, faith is made void, and 
the promise made of none effect: 

15 Because the law worketh wrath: 
for where no law is, there is no 
transgression. 

16 Therefore 7¢ is of faith, that 7¢ 
might be by grace; to the end the 
promise might be sure to all the 
seed; not to that only which is of 
the law, but to that also which is of 
the faith of A’bra-ham; who is the 
father of us all, 

17 (As it is written, I have made 
thee a father of many nations,) be- 
fore him whom he believed, even 
God, who quickeneth the dead, 
and calleth those things which be 
not as though they were. 

18 Who against hope believed in 
hope, that he might become the fa- 
ther of many nations, according to 
that which was spoken, So shall thy 
seed be. ¢ : 

19 And being not weak in faith, he 
considered not his own body now 
dead, when he was about an hun- 
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by faith. 


dred years old, neither 
deadness of Sa/rah’s womb: 
20 He staggered not at the pro- 
mise of God through unbelief; but 


yet the 


was strong in faith, giving glory to © 


God; 

21 And being fully persuaded that, 
what he had promised, he was able 
also to perform. 

22 And therefore it was imputed 
to him for righteousness. 

23 Now it was not written for his 
eae alone, that it was imputed to 
nim ; 

24 But for us also, to whom it shall 
be imputed, if we believe on him 


that raised up Je’sus our Lord from - 


the dead; 

25 Who was delivered for our of- 
fences, and was raised again for our 
justification. 


CHAPTER 5. 
1 Justification by faith. 
Adam. 17 Life through Christ. 
ee being justified b 
faith, we have peace with Go 
through our Lord Je’sus Christ: 

2 By whom alsowe have access by 
faith into this grace wherein we 
stand, and rejoice in hope of the 
glory of God. 

3 And not only so, but we glory 
in tribulations also: knowing that 
tribulation worketh patience; 

4 And patience, experience; and 
experience, hope: 

5 And hope maketh not ashamed; 
because the love of God is shed 
abroad in our hearts by the Ho’ly 
Gh@st which is given unto us. 

6 For when we were yet without 


strength, in due time Christ died 


for the ungodly. 


7 For scarcely for a righteous man 


will one die: yet peradventure for 
a good man some would even dare 
to die. 

8 But God commendeth his love 


toward us, in that, while we were | 


yet sinners, Christ died for us. 

9 Much more then, being now 
justified by his blood, we shall be 
saved from wrath through him. 


10 For if, when we were enemies, } 


we were reconciled to God by the 


death of his Son, much more, being | 


FecongHep. we Shall be saved by nied 
ife. 

11 And not only so, but we also 
joy in God through our Lord Je’sus _ 
Christ, by whom we have now re- 


ceived the atonement. i 


12 Wherefore, as by one man sin | 


entered into the world, and deat 
by sin; and so death passed upon 
all men, for that all have sinned: 
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12 Sin through 





Life through Christ. 


13 (For until the law sin was in 
the world: but sin is not imputed 
when there is no law. 

14 Nevertheless death reigned 
from Ad’am to Mo’ses, even over 
them that had not sinned after the 
similitude of Ad’/am’s transgression, 
who is the figure of him that was to 
come. 

15 But not as the offence, so also is 
the free gift. For if through the 
offence of one many be dead, much 
more the grace of God, and the gift 
by grace, which is by one man, 
Je’sus Christ, hath abounded unto 
many. 

16 And not as it. was by one that 
sinned, so ts the gift: for the judg- 
ment was by one to condemnation, 
but the free gift is of many offences 
unto justification. 

17 For if by one man’s offence 
death reigned by one; much more 
they which receive abundance of 
grace and of the gift of righteous- 
ness shall reign in life by one, Jé’sus 
Christ.) 

18 Thereforeas by the offence of 
one judgment came upon ali men to 
condenination ; éven so by the right- 
eousness of one the free gift. came 
ag all men unto justification of 
ife. 

19 For as by one man’s disobedi- 
ence Many were made sinners, so 
by the obedience of one shall many 
be made righteous. 

20 Moreover the law entered, that 
the offence might abound. But 
where sin abounded, grace did 
much more abound: 

21 That as sin hath reigned unto 
death, even so might grace reign 
through righteousness unto eternal 
life by Jé’sus Christ our Lord. 


CHAPTER 6. 

1 We may not live in sin. 12 Let not sin 
reign. 23 Death the wages of sin. 
Wy B4r shall we say then? Shall 

we continue in sin, that grace 
may abound ? 

2 God forbid. How shall we, that 
are dead to sin, live any longer 
therein ? 

3 Know ye not, that so many of 
us as were baptized into Je’sus 
Christ were baptized into his 
death ? 

4 Therefore we are buried with 
him by baptism into death: that 
like as Christ was raised up from 
the dead by the glory of the Father, 
even so we also should walk in 
newness of life. 

5 For if we have been planted to- 
gether in the likeness of his death, 
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we shall be also in the likeness of his 
resurrection: 

6 Knowing this, that our old man 
is crucified with him, that the body 
of sin might be destroyed, that 
henceforth we should not serve 


sin. 
7 For he that is dead is freed from 


sin. 

8 Now if we be dead with Christ, 
we believe that we shall also live 
with him: 

9 Knowing that Christ being 
raised from the dead dieth no 
more; death hath no more domin- 
ion over him. 

10 For in that he died, he died 
unto sin once: but in that he liveth, 
he liveth unto God. 

li Likewise reckon ye also your- 
selves to be dead indeed unto sin, 
but alive unto God through Je’sus 
Christ our Lord. 

12 Let not sin therefore reign in 
your mortal body, that ye should 
obey it in the lusts thereof. 

13 Neither yield ye your mem- 
bers as instruments of unrighteous- 
ness unto sin: but yield yourselves 
unto God, as those that are alive 
from the dead, and your members 
as instruments of righteousness 
unto God. 

14 For sin shall not have dominion 
over you: for ye are not under the 
law, but under grace. 

15 What then’ shall we sin, be- 
cause we are not under the iaw, 
but under grace? God forbid. 

16 Know ye not, that to whem ye 

field yourselves servants to obey, 

is servants ye are to whom ye 
obey; whether of sin unto death, 
or of obedience untorighteousness? 

17 But God be thanked, that ye 
were the servants of sin, but ye 
have obeyed from the heart that 
form of doctrine which was de- 
livered you. 

18 Being then made free from 
sin, ye became the servants of 
righteousness. 

19 I speak after the manner of 
men because of the infirmity of 
your flesh: for as ye have yielded 
your members servants to unclean- 
ness and to iniquity unto iniquity ; 
even so now yield your members 
servants to righteousness unto 
holiness. 

,20 For when ye were the servants 
of sin, ye were free from righteous- 


ness. 
21 What fruit had ye then in 
those things whereof ye are now 
ashamed? for the end of those 
things is death. 
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22 But now being made free from 
gin, and become servants to God, 
ye have your fruit unto holiness, 
and the end everlasting life. 

23 For the wages of sin is death; 
but the gift of God is eternal life 
through Je’sus Christ our Lord. 


CHAPTER 7. 

Limit of the law. 12 Itis holy and just. 

FORBES, ye not, brethren, (for I 

speak to them that know the 
law,) how that the law hath domin- 
ion over a man as long as he 
liveth ? 

2 For the woman which hath an 
husband is bound by the law to her 
husband so long as he liveth; but 
if the husband be dead, she is 
loosed from the law of her hus- 


and. 

38 So then if, while her husband 
liveth, she be married to another 
man, she shall be called an adul- 
teress: but if her husband be dead, 
she is free from that law; so that 
she is no adulteress, though she be 
married to another man. 

4 Wherefore, my brethren, ye also 
are become dead to the law by the 
body of Christ; that ye should be 
married to another, even to him 
who is raised from the dead, that 
bela bring forth fruit unto 

od. 

5 For when we were in the flesh, 
the motions of sins, which were by 
the law, did work in our members 
to bring forth fruit unto death. 

6 Butnow we are delivered from 
the law, that being dead wherein 
we were held; that we should serve 
in newness of spirit, and not in the 
oldness of the letter. 

- 7 What shall we say then? Js the 

law sin? God forbid. Nay,I had 
not known sin, but by the law: for 
I had not known lust, except the 
_ law had said, Thou shalt.not covet. 

8 But sin, taking occasion by the 
commandment, wrought in me all 
manner of concupiscence. For 
without the law sin was dead. 

9 For I was alive without the law 
once: but when the commandment 
came, sin revived, and I died. 

10 And the commandment, which 
was ordained to life, I found to be 
unto death. 

1l For sin, taking occasion by the 
commandment, deceived me, and 
Me it slew me. 

2 Wherefore the law is holy, and 
the commandment holy, and just, 
and good. 

13 Was then that which .is good 
made death unto me? God forbid. 
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But sin, that it might appear sin, 

working death in me by that which 

is good; that sin by the command- 

ene might become exceeding sin- 
ul. 

14 For we know that the law is 
spiritual: but 1 am carnal, sold 
under sin. 

15 For that which I do I allow 
not: for what I would, that do I 
not; but what I hate, that do I. 

16 If then I do that which I would 
not, I consent unto the law that it is 


good. 

17 Now then it is no more I that 
do it, but sin that dwelleth in me. 

18 For I know that in me (that is 
in my flesh,) dwelleth no good 
thing: for to will is present with 
me; but how to perform that which 
is good I find not. 

19 For the good that I would Ido 
not: but the evil which I would 
not, that I do. 

20 Now if I do that I would not, it 
is no more I that do it, but sin that 
dwelleth in me. 

21 I find then a law, that, when I 
would do good, evil is present with 


me. 

22 For I delight in the law of God 
after the inward man: 

23 But Lsee another law in my 
members, warring against the law 
of my mind, and bringing me into 
captivity to the law of sin which is 
in my members. 

24 O wretched man that I am! 
who shall deliver me from the body 
of this death ? 

25 I thank God through ene 
Christ our Lord. So then with the 
mind I myself serve the law of 
God; but with the flesh the law of 
sin. 


CHAPTER 8. 

1 The law of the Spirit. 2 Christ frees 
Jrom the law of sin. 17 God’s children. 
26 The Spirit helps infirmity. 28 The 
Christian’s hope. 

IHE RE is therefore now no con- 

demnation to them which are 

in Christ Jé’sus, who walk not after 
the flesh, but after the Spirit. 

2 For thelaw of the Spirit of life 
in Christ Je’sus hath made me free 
from the law of sin and death. 

3 For what the law could not do, 
in that it was weak through the 
flesh, God sending his own Son in 
the likeness of sinful flesh, and for 


sin, condemned sin in the flesh: 


4 That the righteousness of the 
law might be fulfilled in us, who 
walk not after the flesh, but after 
the Spirit. 
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5 For they that are after the flesh 
do mind the things of the flesh; 
but they that are after the Spirit the 
things of the Spirit. 

6 For to be carnally minded is 
death ; but to be spiritually minded 
is life and peace. 

7 Because the carnal mind is en- 
mity against God: for it is not 
subject to the law of God, neither 
indeed can be. 

8 Sothen they that are in the flesh 
cannot please God. 

9 But ye are not in the flesh, but 
in the Spirit, if so be that the Spirit 
of God dwell in you. Now if any 
man have not the Spirit of Christ, 
he is none of his. 

10 And if Christ de in you, the 
body is dead because of sin; but 
the Spirit zs life because of right- 
eousness. ; 

ll But if the Spirit of him that 
raised up Je’sus from the dead 
dwell in you, he that raised up 
Christ from the dead shall also 
= eenelgt your mortal bodies by his 

pirit that dwelleth in you. 

12 Therefore, brethren, we are 
debtors, not to the flesh, to live 
after the flesh. 

13 For if ye live after the flesh, ye 
shall die: but if ye through the 
Spirit do mortify the deeds of the 
body, ye shall live. 

14 For as many as are led by the 
oa of God, they are the sons of 

od. 

15 For ye have not received the 
spirit of bondage again to fear; but 
ye have received the Spirit of 
adoption, whereby we cry, Ab’ba, 
Father. 

16 The Spirit itself beareth wit- 
ness with our spirit, that we are 
the children of God: 

17 And if children, then heirs; 
heirs of God, and joint-heirs with 
Christ; if so be that we suffer with 
him, that we may be also glorified 
together. 

18 For f reckon that the sufferings 
of this present time are not worthy 
to be compared with the glory which 
shall be revealed in us. 

19 Kor the earnest expectation of 
the creature waiteth for the mani- 
festation of the sons of God. 

20 For the creature was made sub- 
ject to vanity, not willingly, but by 
reason of him who hath subjected 
the same in hope, 

21 Because the creature itself also 
shall be delivered from the bondage 
of corruption into the _ glorious 
liberty of the children of God. 

22 For we know that the whole 


il 
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creation groaneth and travaileth in 
pain together until now. 

23 And not only they, but ourselves 
also, which have the firstfruits of 
the Spirit, even we ourselves groan 
within ourselves, waiting for the 
adoption, to wit, the redemption of 
our body. 

24 For we are saved by hope: but 
hope that is seen is not hope: for 
what a man seeth, why doth he yet 
hope for ? 

25 But if we hope for that we 
see not, then do we with patience 
wait for it. 

26 Likewise the Spirit also helpeth 
our infirmities: for we know not 
what we should pray for as we 
ought: but the Spirit itself maketh 
intercession for us with groanings 
which cannot be uttered. 

27 And he that searcheth the 
hearts knoweth what 7s the mind 
of the Spirit, because he maketh 
intercession for the saints accord- 
ae to the will of God. ; 

28 And we know that all things 
work together for good to them 
that love God, to them who are 
the called according to his pur- 
pose. : 

29 For whom he did foreknow, he 
also did predestinate fo be con- 
formed to the image of his Son, 
that he might be the firstborn 
among many brethren. 

30 Moreover whom he did pre- 
destinate, them he also called: and 
whom he called, them he also justi- 
fied: and whom he justified, them 
he also glorified. 

31 What shall we then say to these 
things? If God de for us, who can 
be against us ? 

82 He that spared not his own 
Son, but delivered him up for us 
all, how shall he not with him also 
freely give us all things ? 

33 Who shall lay any thing to the 
charge of God’s elect? Jt is God 
that justifieth. 

34 Who is he that condemneth? 
it is Christ that died, yea rather, 
that is risen again, who is even at 
the right hand of God, who also 
maketh intercession for us. 

35 Who shall separate us from the 
love of Christ? shail tribulation, or 
distress, or persecution, or famine, 
!or nakedness, or peril, or sword ? 

36 As it is written, For thy sake 
we are killed all the day long; we 
are accounted as sheep for the 
slaughter. 3 

37 aa in al] these things we are 
more than conquerors through him 
that loved us. : 
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38 For Iam persuaded, that nei- 
ther death, nor life, nor angels, nor 
principalities, nor powers, nor 
ote present, nor things to come, 

39 Nor height, nor depth, nor any 
other creature, shall be able to sepa- 
rate us from the love of God, which 
is in Christ Je’sus our Lord. 


CHAPTER 9. 

1 Paul’s sorrow for the Jews. 14 The 
sovereignty of God. 18 Mercy upon whom 
he will. 24 On the calling of Jew and 
Gentile. 

SAY the truth in Christ, I lie not, 
my conscience also bearing me 
witness in the H0O’/ly Ghost, 

2 That I have great heaviness and 
continual sorrow in my heart. 

3 For I could wish that myself 
were accursed from Christ for my 
brethren, my kinsmen according to 
the flesh: 

4 Who are is’ra-el-ites; to whom 
pertaineth the adoption, and the 
glory, and the covenants, and the 
giving of the law, and the service 
of God, and the promises; 

5 Whose are the fathers, and of 
whom as concerning the flesh Christ 
came, who is over all, God blessed 
forever. Amen. 

6 Not as though the word of God 
hath taken none effect. For they 
are not all Is/ra-el, which are of 
Is/ra-el: 

7 Neither, because they are the 
seed of A’bra-ham, are Ha all 
children: but, In I’saac shall thy 
seed be called. 

8 That is, They which are the 
children of the flesh, these are not 
the children of God: but the chil- 
dren of the promise are counted for 
the seed. 

9 For this 7s the word of promise, 
At this time will I come, and Sa’/rah 
shall havea son. 

10 And not only this; but when 
Ré-béc’ca also had conceived by 
one, even by our father I’saac ; 

ll (For the children being not yet 
born, neither having done any good 
or evil, that the purpose of God 
according to election might stand, 
te aa works, but of him that call- 
etn; 

12 It was said unto her, The elder 
shall serve the younger. 

13 As it is written, Ja’cob have I 
loved, but E’sau have I hated. 

14 What shall we say then? Js 
there unrighteousness with God? 
God forbid. 

15 For he saith to Mo’ses, I will 
have mercy on whom I will have 
mercy, and I will have compas- 
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sion on whom I will have compas- 
sion. 

16 So then it is not of him that 
willeth, nor of him that runneth, 
but of God that sheweth mercy. 

17 For the scripture saith unto 
Pha’‘raoh, Even for this same pur- 
pose have I raised thee Up» that I 
might shew my power in thee, and 
that my name might be declared 
throughout all the earth. 

is Therefore hath he mercy on 
whom he will have mercy, and 
whom he will he hardeneth. 

19 Thou wilt say then unto me, 
Why doth he yet find fault? For 
who hath resisted his will ? 

®# Nay but, O man, who art thou 
that repliest against God? Shall 
the thing formed say to him tkat 
he ie it, Why hast thou made me 

us? 

21 Hath not the potter power over 
the clay, of the same lump to make 
one vessel unto honour, and an- 
other unto dishonour ? 

22 What if God, willing to shew 
his wrath, and to make his power 
known, endured with much long- 
suffering the vessels of wrath fitted 
to destruction: 

23 And that he might make known 
the riches of his glory on the ves- 
sels of mercy, which he had afore 
prepared unto glory 

24 Even us, whom he hath called, 
not of the Jews only, but also of the 
Gentiles? . 

25 As he saith also in O’see, I will 
cail them my people, which were 
not my people; and her beloved, 
which was not beloved. 

_26 And it shall come to pass, that 
in the place where it was said unto 
them, Ye ave not my people; there 
shall they be called the children of 
the living God. 

27 i also crieth concerning 
iaaare , Though the number of the 
children of Is’ra-el be as the sand 
of the sea, a remnant shall be 
saved: 

28 For he will finish the work, and 
cut i¢ short in righteousness: be- 
cause a short work will the Lord 
make upon the earth. 

29 And as E-sa/jas said before, Ex- 
cept the Lord of Sab/a-0th had left 
us a seed, we had been as S0d’om-a, 
ane been made like unto GO-mor’- 
rha. 


30 What shall we say then? ‘That 


the Gén’tiles, which followed not 
after righteousness, have attained 
to righteousness, even the right- 
eousness which is of faith. 

31 But Is’ra-el, which followed 
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Salvation open 


after the law of righteousness, hath 
not attained to the law of right- 
eousness. 

32 Wherefore? Because they 
sought it not by faith, but as it were 
by the works of the law. For they 
stumbled at that stumblingstone ; 

33 As it is written, Behold, I lay 
in Si‘0n a stumblingstone and rock 
of offence: and whosoever believ- 
eth on him shall not be ashamed. 


CHAPTER 10. 

5 Of the law and faith. 11 Salvation is 
open to all believers. 
oe my heart’s desire 

aud prayer to God for is’ra-el 
is, that they might be saved. 

2 For I bear them record that they 
have a zeal of God, but not accord- 
ing to knowledge. 

3 For they being ignorant of God’s 
righteousness, and going about to 
establish their own righteousness, 
have not submitted themselves 
unto the righteousness of God. 

4 For Christ is the end of the law 
for righteousness to every one that 
believeth. 

5 For Mo’ses describeth the right- 
eousness which is of the law, That 
the man which doeth those things 
shall live by them. 

6 But the righteousness which is 
of faith speaketh on this wise, Say 
not in thine heart, Who shall as- 
cend into heaven? (that is, to 
bring Christ down from above :) 

7 Or, Who shall descend into the 
deep? (that is, to bring up Christ 
again from the dead.) 

8 But what saith it? The word is 
nigh thee, even in thy mouth, and 
in thy heart: that is, the word of 
faith, which we preach; 

9 That if thou shalt confess with 
_ thy mouth the Lord Jé’sus, and 

shalt believe in thine heart that 
God hath raised him from the 
dead, thou shalt be saved. 

10 For with the heart man beliey- 
eth unto righteousness; and with 
the mouth confession is made unto 
salvation. 

11 For the scripture saith, Who- 
soever believeth on him shall not 
be ashamed. 

12 For there is no difference be- 
tween the Jew and the Greek: for 
the same Lord over all is rich unto 
all that call upon him. 

13 For whosoever shall cali upon 
the name of the Lord shall be saved. 

14 How then shall they call on him 
in whom pnEy, have not believed ? 
and how shall they believe in him 
of whom they have not heard ? and 
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how shall they hear without 2 
preacher ? 

15 And how shall they preach, 
exceptthey be sent? as it is writ- 
ten, How beautiful are the feet of 
them that at atl the gospel of 
peace, and bring glad tidings of 
good things! 

16 But they have not all obeyed 
the gospel. For E-sa’jas saith, Lord, 
who hath believed our report ? 

17_So then faith cometh by hearing, 
and hearing by the word of God. 

18 ButI say, Have they not heard ? 
Yes verily, their sound went into 
all the earth, and their words unto 
the ends of the world. 

19 But I say, Did not {fs’ra-el 
know ? First MO0’ses saith, will 
provoke you to jealousy by them 
that are no people, and by a foolish 
nation I will anger you. 

20 But E-sa/jas is very bold, and 
saith, I was found of them that 
sought me not; I was made mani- 
fest unto them that asked not after 
me. 

21 But to Is’ra-el he saith, All day 
long I have stretched forth my 
hands unto a disobedient and gain- 
saying people. 


CHAPTER 11. 


1 Israel not cast off. 18 Gentiles may not 
ast. 26 Hope of Israel’s conversion. 
83 God’s judgments. 
SAY then, Hath God cast away 
his people? God forbid. For I 
also am an is’ra-el-ite, of the seed 
of a’bra-ham, of the tribe of Bén’- 
ja-min. 
2 God hath not cast away his peo- 
ple which he foreknew. Wot ye 
not what the scripture saith of 
E-li’as? how he maketh interces- 
sion to God against Is’ra-el, saying, 
3 Lord, they have killed thy pro- 
phets, and digged down thine al- 
tars; and Lam left alone, and they 
seek my life. 
4 But what saith the answer of 
God unto him? Ihave reserved to 
niyself seven thousand men, who 
have not bowed the knee to the 
image of Ba’al. b 
5 Even so then at this present 
time also there is a remnant ac- 
cording to the election of grace. 
6 And if by grace, then is 7 no 
more of works: otherwise grace 
is no more grace. But if it be of 
works, then is it no more grace: 
otherwise work is no more work. 
7 What then ? Is’ra-el hath not ob- 
tained that which he seeketh for; 
but the election hath obtained it, 
and the rest were blinded ; 
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8 (According as itis written, God 
hath given them the spirit of slum- 
ber, eyes that they should not see, 
and ears that they should not 
hear ;) anto this day. 

9 And Da’vid saith, Let their table 
be made a snare, anda trap, anda 
stumblingblock, and a recompence 
unto them: 

10 Let their eyes be darkened, that 
they may not see, and bow down 
their back alway. 

ll Lsay then, Have they stumbled 
that they should fali? God forbid: 
but rather through their fall salva- 
tion is come unto the Gén’tiles, for 
to provoke them to jealousy. 

12 Now if the fail of them be the 
riches of the world, and the dimin- 
ishing of them the riches of the 
Gén/tiles; how much more their 
fulness 

13 For [speak to you Gén’tiles, in- 
asmuch as I am the apostle of the 
Gén’tiles, I magnify mine office: 

14 If by any means I may provoke 
to emulation them which are my 
fiesh, and might save some of 
them. 

15 For if the casting away of them 
be the reconciling of the world, 
what shall the receiving of them be, 
but life from the dead ? 

16 For if the firstfruit 6e holy, the 
lump is also holy: and if the root 
be holy, so are the branches. 

17 And if some of the branches be 
broken off, and thou, being a wild 
Olive tree, wert crafted in amon 
them, aud with them partakest o 
the root and fatness of the olive 


tree; 

18 Boast not against the branches. 
But if thou boast, thou bearest not 
the root, but the root thee. - 

19 Thou wilt say then, The 
branches were broken off, that I 
might be graffed in. 

20 Well; because of unbelief they 
were broken off, and thou standest 
by faith. Be not highminded, but 

ear: 

21 For if God spared not the natu- 
ral branches, take heed jest he also 
spare not thee. 

22 Behold therefore the goodness 
and severity of God: on them which 
fell, severity; but toward thee, 
goodness, if thou continue in his 

oodness: otherwise thou also shalt 

e cut off. 

23 And they also, if they abide not 
still in unbelief, shall be graffed in: 
for God is able to graff them in 


again. 
54 For if thou wert cut out of the 
Olive tree which is wild by nature, 
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and wert grafted contrary to nature 
intoa good olive tree: how much 
more shall these, which be the nat- 
ural branches, be grafted into their 
own Olive tree? 

25 For I would not, brethren, that 
ye should be ignorant of this mys- 
tery, lest ye should be wise in your 
own conceits; that blindness in 
part is happened to Is’ra-el, until 
the fulness of the Gén’tiles be come 
in. 

26 And so all is’ra-el shall be 
saved: as itis written, There, shall 
come out of Si’/on the Deliverer, 
and shall turn away ungodliness 
from Ja’cob: i 

27 For this 7s my covenant unto 
ee when I shall take away their 
sins. 

28 As concerning the gospel, they 
are enemies for your sakes: but as 
touching the election, they are be- 
loved for the fathers’ sakes. 

29 For the gifts and calling of God 
are without repentance. 

For as yein times past have 
not believed God, yet have now 
obtained mercy through their un- 
belief: 

31 Even so have these also now 
not believed, that through your 
mercy they also may obtain mercy. 

32 For God hath concluded them 
allin unbelief, that he might have 
mercy upon all. 

33 O the depth of the riches both 
of the wisdom and knowledge of 
God! how unsearchable are his 
judgments, and his ways past find- 
ing out | 

34 For who hath known the mind 
of the Lord ? or who hath been his 
counsellor ? 

35 Or who hath first given to him, 
and it shall be recompensed unto 
him again ? 

36 For of him, and through him, © 
and to him, are all things: to whom 
be glory forever. Amen. 


CHAPTER 12. 

1 Of God's mercies. 6 Attention to one’s 
calling. 9 On love and other duties. 19 
Revenge forbidden. 

| BESEECH you therefore, bre- 

thren, by the mercies of God, 
that ye present your bodies a liy- 
ing sacrifice, holy, acceptable unto

vice. 

2 And be not conformed to this- 
world: but be ye transformed by, 
the renewing of your mind, that 
ye may prove what is that good, 
weg, peep ptablp, and perfect, will 
of God. 
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8 For I say, through the grace 
given unto me, to every man that 

among you, not to think of him- 
self more hi hly than he ought to 
think; but to think soberly, ac- 
ecrding as God hath dealt to every 
man the measure of faith. 

4 For as we have many members 
in one body, and ail members have 
not the same office: 

5 So we, being many, are one body 
in Christ, and every one members 
one of another. 

6 Having then gifts differing ac- 
cording to the grace that is given 
to us, whether prophecy, let us 

ney according to the propor- 

ion of faith; 

7 Or ministry, let us wait on our 
ministering: or he that teacheth, 
on teaching; 

8 Or he that exhorteth, on exhor- 
tation: he that giveth, let him do 
at with simplicity; he that ruleth, 
with diligence; he that sheweth 
mercy, with cheerfulness. 

9 Let love be without dissimula- 
tion. Abhor that which is evil; 
cleave to that which is good. 

10 Be kindly affectioned one to 
another with brotherly love; in 
honour preferring one another; 

11 Not slothfu! in business; fer- 
vent in spirit; serving the Lord; 

12 Rejoicing in hope; patient in 
tribulation; continuing instant in 
prayer; 

13 Distributing to the necessity of 
saints; given to hospitality. 

14 Bless them which persecute 
you: bless, and curse not. 

15 Rejoice with them that do re- 
joice, and weep with them that 


aoe ke: 

16 Be of the same mind one to- 
ward another. Mind not high 
things, but condescend to men of 
low estate. Be not wise in your 
own conceits. 

17 Recompense to no man evil for 
evil. Provide things honest in the 
sight of all men. 

18 If it be possible, as much as 
lieth in you, live peaceably with all 


men. 

19 Dearly beloved, avenge not 
yourselves, but rather give place 
unto wrath: for it is written, Ven- 
posure is mine; I will repay, saith 
he Lord. : 

20 Therefore if thine enemy hun- 
er, feed him; if he thirst, give 
im drink: for in so doing thou 
shalt heap coals of fire on his 
head. 

21 Be not overcome of evil, but | 
overcome evil with good. 
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CHAPTER 13. 


1 Gf duties to rulers. 8 Love the fulfil- 
ment of the law. 11 Works of darkness 
are out of season in the time of the gospel. 


ET every soul be subject unto 

the higher-powers. For there 

is no power but of God: the powers 
that be are ordained of God. 

2 Whosoever thereiore resisteth 
the power, resisteth the ordinance 
of God: and they that resist shall 
receive to themselves damnation. 

38 For rulers are not a terror to 
x00d works, but to the evil. Wilt 
hou then not be afraid of the 
power ? do that which is good, and 
thou shalt have praise of the same: 
4 For he is the minister of God 
to thee for good. But if thou do 
that which is evil, be afraid; for he 
beareth not the sword in vain: for 
he is the minister of God, a reven- 
ger to erecute wrath upon him that 
doeth evil. 

5 Wherefore ye must needs be sub- 
ject, not only for wrath, but also for 
conscience sake. 

6 For for this cause pay ye tribute 
also: for they are God’s ministers, 
attending continually upon this 
pha thing. 

7 Render therefore to all their 
dues: tribute to whom tribute is 
due; custom to whom custom ; fear 
to whom fear; honour to whom 
honour. 

8 Owe no man any thing, but to 
love one another: for he that loy- 
eth another hath fulfilled the law. 

9 For this, Thou shalt not commit 
adultery, Thou shalt not kill, Thou 
shalt not steal, Thou shalt not bear 
false witness, ‘Thou shalt not covet; 
and if there be any other command- 
ment, it is briefly comprehended in 
this mp ion eh namely, Thou shalt love 
thy neighbour as thyself. 

10 Love worketh no ill to his 
neighbour: therefore love 7s the 
fulfilling of the law. 

1l And that, knowing the time, 
that now it is high time to awake 
out of sleep: for now is our sal- 
vation nearer than when we be- 
lieved. 

12 The night is far spent, the da 
is at hand: let us therefore cast o 
the works of darkness, and let us 
put on the armour of TEBE: 4 

13 Let us walk honestly, as in the 
iday; not in rioting and drunken- 
ness, not in chambering and wan- 
tonness, not in strife and envying. 

14 But put ye on the Lord Je’sus 
Christ, and make not provision for 
the fiesh, to fulfil the lusts thereof. 
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CHAPTER 14. 


3 On judging one another. 13 Take heed 
against giving offence. 


IM that is weak in the faith re- 
ceive ye, dbué not to doubtful 
disputations. 

2 For one believeth that he may 
eat all things: another, who is 
weak, eateth herbs. 

8 Let not him that eateth despise 
him that eateth not; and let not 
him which eateth not judge him 
mae eateth: for God hath received 

im. 

4 Who art thou that judgest an- 
other man’s servant? to his own 
master he standeth or falleth.. Yea, 
the shail be holden up: for God is 
able to make him stand. 

5 One man esteemeth one da 
above another: another esteemet 
every day alike. Let every man 
be fully persuaded in his own 
mind. 

6 He that regardeth the day, re- 
gardeth 7¢ unto the Lord; and he 
that regardeth not the day, to the 
Lord he doth not regard it. He 
that eateth, eateth to the Lord, 
for he giveth God thanks; and he 
that eateth not, to the Lord he eat- 
eth not, and giveth God thanks. 

7 For none of us liveth to himself, 
and no man dieth to himself. 

8 For whether we live, we live 
unto the Lord; and whether we 
die, we die unto the Lord: whether 
we live therefore, or die, we are the 
Lord’s. 

§ For to this end Christ both died, 
and rose, and revived, that he 
Hie ta be Lord both of thé dead and 

iving. 

10 But why dost thou judge thy 
brother? or why dost thou set at 
nought thy brother? for we shall 
all stand before the judgment seat 
of Christ. 

‘11 For it is written, As I live, saith 
the Lord, every knee shall bow to 
me pad every tongue shall confess 

o God. 

12 So then every one of us shall 
give account of himself to God. 

13 Let us not therefore judge one 
another any more: but judge this 
rather, that no man put a stum- 
blingblock or an occasion to fall in 
his brother’s Wan 

14 I know, and am persuaded by 
the Lord Je’sus, that there is no- 
thing unclean of itself: but to him 
that esteemeth any thing to be un- 
clean, to him 7¢ is unclean. 

15 But if thy brother be grieved 
with thy meat, now walkest thou 
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not charitably. Destroy not him 
mele thy meat, for whom Christ 
ied. 

16 Let not then your good be evil 
spoken of: 

17 For the kingdom of God is not 
meat and drink ; but righteousness, 
and peace, and joy in the Ho’ly 
Ghost. 

18 For he that in these things 
serveth Christ 7s acceptable to God, 
and approved of men. 

19 Let us therefore follow after 
the things which make for peace, 
and things wherewith one may 
edify another. 

20 For meat destroy not the work » 
of God. All things indeed are 
pure; but ié is evil for that man 
who eateth with offence. ; 

21 Jt is good neither to eat flesh, 
nor to drink wine, nor any. thing 
whereby thy brother stumbleth, or 
is offended, or is made weak. 

22 Hast thou faith ? have it to thy- 
self before God. Happy is he that 
condemneth not himself in that 
thing which he alloweth. : 
23 And he that doubteth is damned 
if he eat, because he eateth not of 
faith: for whatsoever ts not of faith 
is sin. 


CHAPTER 15.

We then that are strong ought

2 Let every one of us please his

8 For even Christ pleased not 
himself; but, as it is written, The 
reproaches of them that reproached 
thee fell on me. 

4 For whatsoever things were 
written aforetime were written 
for our learning, that we through 
patience and comfort of the scrip- 
tures might have hope. 

5 Now the God of patience and 
consolation grant you to be like- 
minded one toward another ac- 
cording to Christ Je’sus: 

6 That ye may with one mind and 
one mouth glorify God, even the 
Father of our Lord Je’sus Christ. 

7 Wherefore receive ye one an- 
other, as Christ also received us to 
the glory of God. 

8 Now I say that Je’sus Christ was 
a minister of the circumcision for 
the truth of God, to confirm the 
promises made unto the fathers: 2

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written, For this cause I will con- 
fess to thee among the Gén’tiles, 
and sing untothyname.

14 And Imyself also am persuaded 
of you, my brethren, that ye also 
are full of goodness, filled with all 
knowledge, able also to admonish 
one another. 

15 Nevertheless, brethren, I have 
written the more bvidly unto you 
in some sort, as per you in 
mind, because of the grace that is 
given to me of God, 

16 That Ishould be the minister 
of Je’sus Christ to the Gén’tiles, 
ministering the gospel of God, that 
the offering up of the Gén’tiles 
ate be acceptable, being sancti- 
fied by the HO’ly Ghost. 

17 I have therefore whereof I 
may glory through Jé’sus Christ in 
those things which pertain to God.

2 For I determined not to know 
any thing among you, save Je’sus

10 But God hath revealed tiem 
unto us by his Spirit: for the 
Spirit searcheth all things, yea, the 
deep things of God.

7 For who maketh thee to differ 
from another ? and what hast thou 
that thou didst not receive? now 
if thou didst receive it, why dost 
thou glory, as if thou hadst not re- 
ceived it ? é 
8 Now ye are full, now ye are rich, 
ye have reigned as kings without 
us: and I would to God ye did 
reign, that we also might reign 
with you. 

_ For I think that God hath set 
forth us the apostles last, as it were 
appointed to death: for we are 
made a spectacle unto the world, 
and to angels, and to men. 

._10 We are fools for Christ’s sake, 
but ye are wise in Christ; we are 
weak, but ye are strong; ye are 
honourable, but we are despised. 

11 Even unto this present hour we 
both hunger, and thirst, and are 
naked, and are buffeted, and have 
no certain dwellingplace; 

12 And labour, working with our 

own bands: bein reviled, we bless; 
being persecuted, we suffer it: 
13 Being defamed, we intreat: we 
are made as the filth of the world, 
and are the offscouring of all things 
unto this day. 

14 I write not these things to 
shame you, but as my beloved sons 
I warn you. 

15 For though ye have ten thou- 
sand instructers in Christ, yet have 
ye not many fathers: for in Christ 
Je’sus I have begotten you through 
the gospel.

18 Now some are puffed up, as 
though I would not come to you.

CHAPTER 5. 
1 The shame of fornication. 7 The old 
leaven to be purged out. 
Ft is reported commonly that there 
is fornication among you, and 
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such fornication as is not somuch 
as named a the Gén’'tiles, 
care one should have his father’s 
wife. 

2 And ye are puffed up, and have 
not rather mourned, that he that 
hath done this deed might be taken 
away from among you. 

3 For I verily, as absent in body, 
but present in spirit, have judged 
already, as though I were present, 
concerning him that hath so dune 
this deed, 

4 In the name of our Lord Jé’sus 
Christ, when ye are gathered to-

5 To deliver such an one unto Sa’- 
tan for the destruction of the flesh, 
that the spirit may be saved in the 
day of the Lord Je’sus. 

6 Your glorying is not good. 
Know ye not that a little leaven 
leaveneth the whole lump ? 

7 Purge out therefore the old 
leaven, that ye may be a new lump, 
as ye are unleavened. For even 
Christ our passover is sacrificed 
for us: 

8 Therefore let us keep the feast, 
not with old leaven, neither with 
the leaven of malice and wicked- 
ness; but with the unleavened 
bread of sincerity and truth. 

9 I wrote unto you in an epistle 
not te company with fornicators: 

10 Yet not altogether with the for- 
nicators of this world, or with the 
covetous, or extortioners, or with 
idolaters; for then must ye needs 
go out of the world. ‘ 

1l But now I have written unto 
you not to keep company, if any 
man that is called a brother be a 
fornicator, or covetous, or an idol- 
ater, or arailer, or a drunkard, or 
an extortioner; with such an one 
no not to eat. 

12 For what have I to do to judge 
them also that are without ? do not 
ye judge them that are within ? 

13 But them that are without God 
judgeth. Therefore put away from 
among yourselves that wicked per- 
son. 


CHAPTER 6. 

1 Against going tolaw. 9 Against sensu- 
ality. 19 Our bodies are temples of the 
Holy Ghost. 

ARE any of you, having a mat- 
D ter eet another, go to law 
before the unjust, and not before 
the saints ? § 

2 Do ye not know that the saints 
shall judge the world? and if the

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ye unworthy to judge the smallest 
matters? 

3 Know ye not that we shall judge 
angels? how much more things 
that pertain to this life ? 

4 If then ye have judgments of 
things pertaining to this life, set 
them to judge who are least es- 
teemed in the church. 

5 I speak to your shame. Is itso, 
that there is not a wise man among 
you ? no, not one that shall be able 
to judge between his brethren ? 

6 But brother goeth to law with 
brother, and that before the unbe- 
lievers. 

7 Now therefore there is utterly a 
fault among you, because ye go to 
law one with another. Why do ye 
not rather take wrong ? why do ye 
not rather suffer yourselves to be de- 
frauded ? 

8 Nay, ye do wrong, and defraud, 
and that your brethren. 

: ow ye not that the uuright- 
eous shall not inherit the kingdom 
of God? -Be not deceived: neither 
fornicators, nor idolaters, nor adul- 
terers, nor effeminate, nor abusers 
of themselves with mankind, 

10 Nor thieves, nor covetous, nor 
drunkards, nor revilers, nor extor- 
ee shall inherit the kingdom of

11 And such were some of you: 
but ye are washed, but ye are sanc- 
tified, but ye are justified in the 
name of the Lord Je’sus, and by 
the Spirit of our God. 

12 All things are lawful unto me, 
but aJl things are not expedient: 
all things are lawful for me, but I 
will not be brought under the pow- 
er of any. 

138. Meats for the belly, and the 
belly for meats: but God shall de- 
stroy both it and them. Now the 
body 7s not for fornication, but for 
the Lord; and the Lord for the 
body. 

14 And God hath both raised up 
the Lord, and will also raise up us 
a his own power. 

5 Know ye not that your bodies 
are the members of Christ? shall I 
then take the members of Christ, 
and make them the members of an 
harlot? God forbid. 

16 What? know ye not that he 
which is joined to an harlot is one 
body? for two, saith he, shall be 
one fiesh. 

17 But he that is joined unto the 
Lord is one spirit. , 

18 Flee fornication. Every sin 
that a man doeth is without the 
body: but he that committeth for- 
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nication sinneth against his own 


ody. 

19 What? know ye not that your 
body is the temple of the Ho‘ly 
Ghost which is in you, which ye 
have of God, and ye are not your 
own ? 

20 For ye are bought with a price: 
therefore glorify God in your body, 
and in your spirit, which are God’s. 


CHAPTER 7.

8 Let the husband render unto 
the wife due benevolence: and 
likewise also the wife unto the 
husband. 

4 The wife hath not power of her 
own body, but the husband: and 
likewise also the husband hath not 
ihe of his own body, but the 
wife. 

5 Defraud ye not one the other, 
except it be with consent for a 
time, that ye may give yourselves 
to fasting and prayer 3 and come 
together again, that Sa/tan tempt 
you not for your incontinency. | :

22 For he that is called in the 
Lord, being a servant, is the Lord’s 
freeman: likewise also he that is 
called, being free, is Christ’s ser- 
vant. 

23 Ye are bought with a price; be 
not ye the servants of men. 

24 Brethren, let every man, where- 
a he is called, therein abide with 

od. 

25 Now concerning virgins I have 
no commandment of the Lord: yet 
aye my judgment, as one that 
hath obtained mercy of the Lord 
to be faithful. 

26 I suppose therefore that this is

hat it is good for a man so to be. 

27 Art thou bound unto a wife? 
seek not to be loosed. Art thou 
loosed from a wife? seek not a 


wife. 
28 But and if thou marry, thou 
hast not sinned; and if a virgin 
marry, She hath not sinnea. Never- 
theless such shall have trouble in 
the flesh: but I spare you. 
29 But this I say, brethren, the 
time ts short: it remaineth, that 
both they that have wives be as 
though they had none; 

39 And they that weep, as though 
they wept not; and they that re- 
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joice, as though they rejoiced not; 
and they that buy, as though they 
possessed not; 

31 And they that use this world, 
as not abusing 7¢: for the fashion 
of this world passeth away. 

32 But 1 would have you without 
earefulness. He that is unmarried 
careth for the things that belong to 
the Lord, how he may please the 
Lord: 

33 But he that is married careth 
for the things that are of the world, 
how he may please his wife. 

34 There is difference a/so between 
a wife and a virgin. The unmar- 
ried woman careth for the things 
of the Lord, that she may be holy 
both in body and in spirit: but she 
that is married careth for the things 
of the world, how she may please 
her husband. 

35 And this I speak for your own 
profit; not that I may cast a snare 
upon you, but for that which is 
comely, and that ye may attend 
upon the Lord without distraction. 

36 But if any man think that he 
behaveth himself uncomely toward 
his virgin, if she pass the flower of 
her age, and need so require, let 
him do what he will, he sinneth 
not: let them marry. 

37 Nevertheless he that standeth 
stedfast in his heart, having no ne. 
cessity, but hath power over his 
own will, and hath so decreed in 
his heart that he will keep his vir- 
gin, doeth well. : 

388 So then he that giveto her in 
marriage doeth well; but he that 
giveth her not in marriage doeth 
better. 

39 The wife is bound by the law 
as long as her husband liveth; but 
if her husband be dead, she is at 
liberty to be married to whom she 
will; only in the Lord.

CHAPTER 8. 
1 Of tdolatrous meats. .8 On Christian 
liberty. 
New as touching things offered 
unto idols, we know that we 

ll_have knowledge. Knowledge 
duffeth up, but charity edifieth. 

2 And if any man think that he 
knoweth any thing, he knoweth 
nothing yet as he ought to know. 

3 But if any man love God, the 
same is known of him. 

4 As concerning therefore the eat. 
ing of those things that are offered 
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in sacrifice unto idols, we know 
that an idol 7s nothing in the world, 
and that there is none other God 
but one. 

5 For though there be that are 
called gods, whether in heaven or 
in earth, (as there be gods many, 
and lords many,) 

6 But to us there is but one God, 
the Father, of whom are all things, 
and we in him; and one Lord Jeé’sus 
Christ, by whom are all things, and 
we by him. j 
7 Howbeit there is not in every 
man that knowledge: for some with 
conscience of the idol unto this hour 
eat it as_a thing offered unto an 
idol; and their conscience being 
weak is defiled. 

8 But meat commendeth us not to 
God: for neither, if we eat, are we 
the better; neither, if we eat not, 
are we the worse. 

9 But take heed lest by any means 
this liberty of yours become a stuin- 
blingblock to them that are weak. 

10 For if any man see thee which 
hast knowledge sit at meat in the 
idol’s temple, shall not the con- 
bcience of him which is weak be 
emboldened to eat those things 
which are offered to idols; 

11 And through thy knowledge 
shall the weak brother perish, for 
whom Christ died ? 

12 But when ye sin so against 
the brethren, and wound their 
weak conscience, ye sin against 
Christ. 

13 Wherefore, if meat make my 
brother to offend, I will eat no flesh 
while the world standeth, lest I 
make my brother to offend. 


CHAPTER 9. 


t Paul’s individual liberty. 17 Hisrecom- 
pence for ministry. 
M I not an apostle? am I not 
free? have I not seen Jé’sus 
Christ our Lord? are not ye my 
work in the Lord?

8 Say I these things as aman? or 
saith not the .aw the same also? 

9 For it is written in the law of 
Mo’ses, Thou shalt not muzzle the 
mouth of the ox that treadeth out 
the corn. Doth God take care for 
oxen ? 

10 Or saith he zt altogether for our 
sakes? For our sakes, no doubt, 
this is written: that he that ploweth 
should plow in hope; and that he 
that thresheth in hope should be 
partaker of his hope. ; 

11 If we have sown unto you spir- 
itual things, is it a great thing if we 
shall reap your carnal things ? 

12 If others be partakers of this 
power over you, are not we rather? 
Nevertheless we have not used 
this power; but sufter all things. 
lest we should hinder the gospel o 
Christ. 

13 Do ye not know that they which 
minister about holy things live of 
the things oi the temple ? and they 
which wait at the altar are par- 
takers with the aitar ? ; 

14 Evenso hath the Lord ordained 
that they which preach the gospel 
should live of the gospel. 

15 But I have used none of these 
things: neither have I written these 
things, that it should be so done 
unto me: for it were better for me 
to die, than that any man should. 
make my glorying void. 

16 For though I preach the gosnel, 
IT have nothing to glory of: for ne- 
cessity is laid upon me; yea, woe is 
unto me, if I preach not the gos. 


el! 

a For if I do this thing willingly, 
I have areward: but if against my 
will, a dispensation of the gospel is 
committed unto me. 

18 What is my reward then? 
Konuly that, when I preach the gos- 
pel, may make the gospel of 
Christ without charge, that 
not my power in the gospel. 

19 For though I be free from all 
men, yet have I made myself ser 
vant unto all, that I might gain the 
more. 

20 And unto the Jews I became 
as a Jew, that I might gain the

N OREOVER, brethren, I would 

not that ye should be ignorant, 
how that all our fathers were under 
the cloud, and all passed through 
the sea;

3 And did all eat the same spirit- 
ual meat; 

4 And did all drink the same 
spiritual drink: for they drank 
of that spiritual Rock that fol- 
lowed them: and that Rock was 
Christ.

7 Neither be ye idolaters, as were 
some of them; as it is written, The 
people sat down to eat and drink, 
and rose up to play. 

8 Neither let us commit fornica- 
tion, as some of them committed, 
and fell in one day three and twenty 
thousand. 

9 Neither let us tempt Christ, as 
some of them also tempted, and 
were destroyed of serpents. 

10 Neither murmur ye, as some of 
them also murmured, and were de- 
stroyed of the destroyer. 

11 Now all these things pa 
unto them for ensamples: and they 








upon whom the ends of the world 
are come. 
12 Wherefore let him that thinketh

13 There hath no temptation taken 
fou but such as is common to man: 

ut God is faithful, who will not 
suffer you to be tempted above that 
ye are able; but will with the temp- 
tation also make a way to escape, 
that ye may be able to bear it.

15 I speak as to wise men; judge 
ye what I say.

partakers of that one bread. 

18 Behold is‘ra-el after the fiesb: 
are not they which eat of the sacri- 
fices partakers of the altar ? 

19 What say I then? that the ido 
is any thing, or that which is offer, 
ed in sacrifice toidols is any thing % 

20 But / say, that the things which 
the Gén’tiles sacrifice, they sacri: 
fice to devils, and not to God: and 
T would not that ye should have fel. 
lowship with devils. 

21 Ye cannot drink the cup of the 
Lord, and the cup of devils: ye can- 
not be partakers of the Lord’s 
table, and of the table of devils. 

22 Do we provoke the Lord to jeal. 
ousy ? are we Stronger than he? 

23 All things are lawful for me, but 
all things are not expedient: all 
things are lawful for me, but all 
things edify not. 

24 Let no man seek his own but 
every man another’s wealth. 

25 Whatsoever is sold in the sham- 
bles, that eat, asking no question 
for conscience sake: 

26 For the earth is the Lord’s, and 
the fulness thereof. 

27 If any of them that believe rot 
bid you to a feast, and ye be dispos- 
ed to go; whatsoever is set before 
you, eat, asking no question for 
conscience sake. 

28 But if any man say unto you, 
This is offered in sacrifice unto 
idols, eat not for his sake that shew- 
ed it, and for conscience sake: for 
the earth is the Lora’s, and the ful- 
ness thereof: 

29 Conscience, I say, not thine 
own, but of the other: for why is 
my liberty judged of another man’s 
conscience ? 
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30 For if I by grace be a partaker, 
why am I evil spoken of for that 
for which I give thanks ? 

31 Whether therefore ye eat, or 
drink, or whatsoever ye do, do all 
to the glory of God. 

32 Give none offence, neither to 
the Jews, nor to the Gén’tiles, nor 
to the church of God: 

33 Even as I please all men in all 
things, not seeking mine own profit, 
but the profit of many, that they 
may be saved. 


CHAPTER 11. 

1 Reproof of methods of worship. 23 Of

BE ye foliowers of me, even as I 

also am of Christ. 

2 Now I praise you, brethren, that

8 For the man is not of the wo- 
man; but the woman of the man. 

9 Neither was the man created for 
the woman; but the woman for the 
man. 

10 For this cause ought the wo- 
man to have power on her head 
because of the angels. 

ll Nevertheless neither is the 
man without the woman, neither 
the woman without the man, in the 
Lord. 

12 For as the woman is of the man, 
even so is the man also by the wo- 
man; but all things of God. 

13 Judge in yourselves: is it 
comely that a woman pray unto 
God uncovered ? 

14 Doth not even nature itself 
teach you, that, if aman have long 
hair, it is a shame unto him ? 

15 Butifa woman have lon 
itis a glory to her: for her 
given her for a covering.

22 Wherefore tongues are for a 
sign, not to them that believe, but 
to them that believe not: but pro- 
presving serveth not for them that 
ne not, but for them which be- 
lieve. 

23 If therefore the whoie church 
be come together into one place, 
and all speak with tongues, and 
there come in those that are un- 
learned, or unbelievers, will they 
not say that ye are mad ? 

24 But if all prophesy, and there 
come in one that believeth not, or 
one unlearned, he is convinced of 
all, he is judged of all: 

25 And thus are the secrets of his 
heart made manifest; and so fall- 
ing down on his face he will wor- 
ship God, and report that God is in 
you of a truth. 

26 How is it then, brethren ? when 
ge together, every one of you 

th a psalm, hath a doctrine, hath 
a tongue, hath a revelation, hath 
an interpretation. Let all things 
be done unto edifying. 

27 If et) man speak in au unknown 
tongue, /e 
most by three, and that by course; 
and let one interpret. 

28 Butif there be no interpreter, 
let him keep silence in the church;

33 For God is not the author of 
confusion, but of peace, as in all 
ehurches of the saints. 

34 Let your women keep silence 
in the churches: for it is not per- 
mitted unto them to speak; but 
they are commanded to be under 
obedience, as also saith the law.

let them ask their husbands a

NV OREOVER, brethren, I de- 

clare unto you the gospel 
which I preached unto you, which 
also ye have received, and wherein 
ye stand; 

2 By which also ye are saved, if 
ye keep in memory what I preached 
unto you, unless ye have believed 
in vain. 

38 For I delivered unto you first 
of all that which I also received, 
how that Christ died for our sins 
according to the scriptures; 

4 And that he was buried, and 
that he rose again the third day 
according to the scriptures: 

5 And that he was seen of Cé’phas, 
then of the twelve: 

6 After that, he was seen of above 
five hundred brethren at once; of 
whom the greater part remain unto 
this present, but some are fallen 
asleep. 

7 After that, he was seen of 
James; then of all the apostles. 

8 And last of all he was seen of 
me also, as of one born out of due 
time. 

9 For I am the least of the apos- 
tles, thatam not meet to be called 
an apostle, because I persecuted 
the church of God. 

10 But by the grace of God I am 
what I am: and his grace which 
was bestowed upon me was not in 
vain; but I laboured more abun- 
dantly than they all: yet not I, but 
the grace of God which was with 


me. 

11 Therefore whether it were I 
or they, so we preach, and so ye 
believed. 

12 Now if Christ be preached that 


he rose from the dead, how say 


some among you that there is no 
resurrection of the dead ? 

13 But if there be no resurrec- 
tion of the dead, then is Christ not 


risen: 
14 And if Christ be noi risen, then 
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ds Our preaching vain, and your 
faith 7s also vain. 

15 Yea, and we are found false 
witnesses of God; because we 
have testified of God that he 
raised up Christ: whom he raised 
not up, if so be that the dead rise 
not. 

16 For if the dead rise not, then is 
not Christ raised: . 

17 And if Christ be not raised, 
your faith 7s vain; ye are yet in 
your sins. 

18 Then they also which are fallen 
asleep in Christ are perished. 

19 If in this life only we have 
hope in Christ, we are of all men 
most miserable. 

20 But now is Christ risen from 
the dead, and become the firstfruits 
of them that slept. 

21 For since by man came death, 
by man came also the resurrection 
of the dead. 

22 For as in Ad’am all die, even so 
in Christ shall all be made alive. 

23 But every man in his own 
order: Christ the firstfruits; after- 
ward they that are Christ’s at his 
coming.

35 Butsome man will say, How are 
the dead raised up ? and with what

36 Thou fool, that which thou sow- 
est is not quickened, except it die: 

37 And that which thou sowest, 
thou sowest not that body that shall 
be, but bare grain, it may chance of 
wheat, or of some other grain : { 

388 But God giveth it a body as it 
hath pleased him, and to ever 
seed his own body. 

39 All flesh is not the same flesh: 
but there is one kind of flesh of men, 
another flesh of beasts, another of 
fishes, and another of birds. ; 

40 There are also celestial bodies, 
and bodies terrestrial: but the 
glory of the celestial 7s one, and the 
glory of the terrestrial is another. — 

41 There is one glory of the sun, 
and another glory of the moon, an

42 So also zs the resurrection of 
the dead. Itis sown in corruption ;

44 It is sown a natural body; it is 
raised a spiritual body. There is 
a natural body, and there is a spir- 
itual body. : 

45 And so it is written, The first — 
man Ad’/am was made a living soul; | 
the last Ad’am was made a quicken- 
ing spirit. "4 

46 owbeit that was not first 
which is spiritual, but that which 
is natural; and afterward that 
which is spiritual. ’ 

47 The first man 7s of the earth 
earthy: the second man is the Lord 
from heaven. 

48 Asis the earthy, such are they 
also that are earthy: and as is the 
heavenly, such are they also that 
are heavenly.

8 For we would not, brethren, 
have you ignorant of our trouble 
which came to us in A’sia, that we 
were pressed out of measure, above 
strength, insomuch that we de- 
spaired even of life:

The governor under Aretas 
used the garrison of the city to aid them in preventing Paul from escaping, 
while the Jews watched the gates day and night tokill him. ‘On the walls 
were houses with windows looking out upon the country beyond. In one 
of these houses lived a Christian, and Paul was let down out of the window, 
* and so escaped the guards.”

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THE CASTLE OF ANTONIA 
This castle stood on the site of the modern Turkish barracks on a cliff near 
the northwest corner of the Temple area, and was connected with the temple 
by a portico, with steps down into the sacred court. It was garrisoned by a 
strong force of Roman soldiers. The foundation rock on which it is built 
rises 20 feet higher than *‘ the Holy Rock ” within the Temple area, so that 
Castle Antonia overlooked the whole interior court. It had four corner 
towers and a large inner space with courts, baths and places for camps. 
In this light we best understand the scenes when Paul was mobbed by the 
Jews in the Temple courts, and was reseued by the chief captain with 
soldiers from the castle.

3 Forasmuch as ye are manifestly 
declared to be the epistle of Christ 
ministered by us, written not with 
ink, but with the Spirit of the 
living God; not in tables of stone, 
but in fleshy tables of the heart. 

4 And such trust have we through 
Christ to God-ward: 

5 Not that we are sufficient of 
ourselves to think any thing as of 
CuER eS’ but our sufficiency is of 

to ; 

‘6 Who also hath made us able 
ministers of the new testament; 
not of the letter, but of the spirit: 
for the letter killeth; but the spirit 
giveth life. i 
7 But if the ministration of death, 
written and engraven in stones, 
was glorious, so that the children 
of is'ra-el could not stedfastly be- 
hold the face of Mo’ses for the 
glory of his countenance; which 
ojory was to be done away: 

8 How shall not the ministration 
of the spirit be rather glorious ? 

9 For if the ministration of con- 
demnation be glory, much more 
doth the ministration of righteous- 
ness exceed in glory. 

10 For even that which was made 
glorious nad no glory in this re- 
spect, -by reason of the glory that 
excelleth. 

ll For if that which is done oney 
was glorious, much more that whic 
remaineth 7s glorious. 

12 Seeing then that we have such 
hope, we use great plainness of 
speech: 

3 And not as MO’ses, which puta 
veil over his face, that the children 
of Is’ra-el could not stedfastly 
look to the end of that which is 
abolished: 

14 But their minds were blinded: 
for until this day remaineth the 
Same veil untaken away in the 
reading of the old testament;

12 For we commend not ourselves 
again unto you, but give you oc 
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casion to glory on our behalf, that 
ye Iay have somewhat to answer 
hem which glory in appearance, 
and not in heart. 

13 For whether we be beside our- 
selves, itis to God: or whether we 
be sober, it is for your cause. 

14 For the love of Christ con- 
straineth us; because we_ thus 
judge, that if one died for all, then 
were all dead: 

15 And that he died for all, that 
they which live should not hence- 
forth live unto themselves, but 
unto him which died for them, 
and rose again. 

16 Wherefore henceforth know 
we no man after the flesh: yea, 
though we have known Christ af- 
ter the flesh, yet now henceforth 
know we him no more. 

17 Therefore if any man Ge in 
Christ, he is a new creature: old 
things are passed away; behold, all 
things are become new. 

18 And all things are of God, who 
hath reconciled us to himself by 
Je’sus Christ, and hath given to us 
the ministry of reconciliation; 

19 To wit, that God was in Christ, 
reconciling the world unto himself, 
not imputing their trespasses unto 
them; and hath committed unto 
us the word of reconciliation. 

20 Now then we are ambassadors 
for Christ, as though God did be- 
seech you by us: we pray you in 
ote stead, be ye reconciled to 


od. 
21 For he hath made him fo be sin 
for us, who knew no sin; that we 
might be made the righteousness 
of God in him. 


CHAPTER 6. 
1 Proofs of Paul’s faithfulness. 14 Idola- 
ters to be shunned. 
WE then, as workers together 

; with him, beseech you also 
that ye receive not the grace of 
God in vain. | 

2 (For he saith, I have heard thee 
ina time accepted, and in the day 
of salvation have Isuccoured thee: 
behold, now is the accepted time; 
behold, now is the day of salva- 
tion.) 

3 Giving no offence in any thing, 
that the ministry be not blamed: 

4 But in all things approving our- 
selves as the ministers of God, in 
much patience, in afflictions, in 
necessities, in distresses, 

5 Instripes, in imprisonments, in 
tumults, in labours, in watchings, 
‘in fastings ; 

6 By pureness, by knowledge, by 
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longsuffering, by kindness, by the 
Ho‘'ly Ghost, by love unfeigned, 

7 By the word of truth, by the 
power of God, by the armour of 
righteousness on the right hand 
and on the left, 

By honour and dishonour, by 
evil report and good report: as de- 
ceivers, and yet true; 

As unknown, and yet well 
known; as dying, and, behold, we 
live; as chastened, and not killed; 

10 As sorrowful, yet alway rejoi- 
cing ;as poor, os making manyrich; 
as having nothing, and yet possess- 
in 8 all things. 

ll O ye Co-rinth’'i-ans, our mouth 
is open unto you, our heart is en- 
larged. 

12 Ye are not straitened in us, but 

e are straitened in your own 

owels. 

13 Now for a recompence in the 
same, (I speak as unto my chil- 
dren,) be yealso enlarged. 

14 Be ye not unequally yoked to- 
ete with unbelievers: for what 

ellowship hath righteousness with 
unrighteousness ? and what com- 
munion hath light with darkness ? 

15 And what concord hath Christ 
with Be’li-al? or what part hath he 
that believeth with an infidel ? 

16 And what agreement hath the 
temple of God with idols ? for ye 
are the temple of the living God; 
as God hath said, I will dwell in 
them, and walk in them; and I will 
be their God, and they shall be my 
people. 

17 Wherefore come out from 
among them, and be ye separate, 
saith the Lord, and touch not the 
unclean thing; and I will receive 


you 

18 And will bea Father unto you, 
and ye shall be my sons and daugh- 
ters, saith the Lord Almighty. 


CHAPTER 7.

AVING therefore these pro- 

mises, dearly beloved, let us 
cleanse ourselves from all filthiness 
of the flesh and spirit, perfecting 
holiness in the fear of God.

5 For, when we were come into 
Ma¢-e-d0’ni-a, our flesh had no rest, 
but we were troubled on every 
side; without were fightings, within 
were fears. 

6 Nevertheless God, that comfort- 
eth those that are cast down, com- 
forted us by the coming of Ti’tus; 

7 And not by his coming only, but 
by the consolation wherewith he 
was comforted in you, when he 
told us your earnest desire, your 
mourning, your fervent mind to- 
ward me; so that I rejoiced the 
more. 

8 For though I made you sorry 
with a letter, I do not repent, 
though I did repent: for I perceive 
that the same epistle hath made 
you sorry, though 7? were but for a 
season. 

9 Now I rejoice, not that ye were 
made sorry, but that ye sorrowed 
to repentance: for ye were made 
sorry after a godly manner, that ye 
might receive damage by us in 
nothing. 

10 For godly sorrow worketh re- 
pentance to salvation not to be 
repented of: but the sorrow of the 
world worketh death. ; 

1l For behold this selfsame thing, 
that ye sorrowed after a godly sort, 
what carefulness it wrought in you, 
yea, what clearing of yourselves, 

ea, what indignation, yea, what 

ear, yea, what vehement desire 
yea, what zeal, yea, what revenge t 

n all things ye have approved your- 
selves to be clear in this matter. 

12 Wherefore, though I wrote unto 
ae Idid it not for his cause that 

ad done the wrong, nor for his 
cause that suffered wrong, but that 
our care for you in the sight of God 
might appear unto you. 

13 Therefore we were comforted 
in your comfort: yea, and exceed- 
ingly the more joyed we for the 
joy of Ti’tus, because his spirit was 
refreshed by you all. 

For if I have boasted any thing 
to him of you, Iam not ashamed; 
but as we spake all things to you 
in truth, even so _ our boasting, 
which / made before Ti’tus, is 
found a truth. : 

15 And his inward affection is 
more abundant toward you, whilst 
he remembereth the obedience of 
Be all, how with fear and trem- 

ling ye received him. 

16 I rejoice therefore that I have 
confidence in you in all things.

ne on brethren, we do 
you to wit of the grace of God 
bestowed on the churches of Mac-e- 
do’ni-a ; 

2 How that in a great trial of af- 
fliction the abundance of their joy 
and their deep poverty abounded 
unto the riches of their liberality. 

3 For to their power, I bear re- 
cord, yea, and beyond their power 
J alga willing of themselves; 

4 Praying us with much intreaty 
that we would receive the gift, an 
take upon us the fellowship of the. 
ministering to the saints. 

5 And this they did, not as we 
hoped, but first gave their own 
selves to the Lord, and unto us by 
the will of God. 

6 Insomuch that we desired Ti’. 
tus, that as he had begun, so he 
would also finish in you the same 
grace also. 

7 Therefore, as ye abound in 
every thing, in faith, and utter- 
ance, and knowledge, and in all 
diligence, and zm your love to us, 
see that ye abound in this grace also. 
8 I speak not by commandment, 
but by occasion of the forwardness 
of others, and to prove the sincer- 
ity of your love. 

9 For ye know the grace of our 
Lord Je’sus Christ, that, though he 
was rich, yet for your sakes he be- 
came poor, that ye through his 
poverty might be rich. 

10 And herein I give my advice: 
for this is expedient for you, who 
have begun before, not only to do, 
but also to be forward a year ago. 

11 Now therefore perform the do- 
ing of it; that as there was a readi- 
ness to will, so there may be @ per- 
formance also out of that which ye 


have. 

12 For if there be first a willing 
mind, i¢ is accepted raha eo to 
that a man hath, and not according 
to that he hath not. 

13 For J mean not that other men 
be eased, and ye burdened: 

14 But by an equality, that now at 
this time your abundance may be a 
supply for their want, that their 
abundance also may be a supply 
for your want: that there may be 
equality: 

15 As it is written, He that had 
gathered much had spe 3 over; 
ape ne that had gathered little had 
no lack. é 
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16 But thanks be to God, which 
ut the same earnest care into the 
eart of Ti’tus for you. 

17 For indeed he accepted the ex- 

hortation; but being more forward, 

cf his own accord he went unto 


OU. Vk 

8 And we have sent with him the 
brother, whose praise 7s in the gos- 
pel throughout all the churches; 

19 And not that only, but who was 
also chosen of the churches to 
travel with us with this grace, 
which is administered by us to the 
glory of the same Lord, and decla- 
ration of your ready mind: 

2) Avoiding this, that no man 
should blame us in this abundance 
which is administered by us: 

21 Providing for honest things, 
not only in the sight of the Lord, 
but also in the sight of men. 

22 And we have sent with them 
our brother, whom we have often- 
times proved diligent in man 
things, but now much more dili- 
gent, upon the great confidence 
which / have in you. : 

23 Whether any do enquire of Ti’- 
tus, he is my partner and fellow- 
helper concerning you: or our bre- 
thren be enquired of, they are the 
messengers of the churches, and 
the “mth of Christ. 

24 Wherefore shew ye to them 
and before the churches, the proof 
of your love, and of our boasting on 
your behalf. 


CHAPTER 9. 


1 Why the brethren were sent. 6 Bounti- 
Jul alms urged. 
oe as touching the ministering 
to the saints, it is superfluous 
for me to write to you: 

2 For I know the forwardness of 
your mind, for which I boast of 
you to them of Magc-e-do’ni-a, that 
A-cha’/ja was ready a year ago; and 
your zeal hath pee very many. 

3 Yet have sent the brethren, 
lest our boasting of you should be 
in vain in this behalf; that, as I 
said, ye may be ready: 

4 Lest haply if they of Ma¢-e-do’- 
ni-a come with me, and find you 
unprepared, we (that we say not, 
ye) should be ashamed in thissame 
confident ifsc 
5 Therefore I thought it neces- 
ary to exhort the brethren, that 
hey, would go before unto you, 
nd make up _ beforehand your 
bounty, whereof ye had notice be- 
ore, that the same might be ready, 

a matter of bounty, and not as of 
ovetousness. 
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6 But this /say, He which soweth 
sparingly shall reapalso sparingly; 
and he which soweth bountifully 
shall reap also bountifully. 

7 Every man according as he pur- 
poseth in his heart, so let him give; 
not grudgingly, or of necessity: 
for God loveth a cheerful giver. 

8 And God is able to make all 
grace abound toward you; that ye 
always having all sufficiency in all 
things, may abound to every good 
work: 

9 (As it is written, He hath dis- 
persed abroad; he hath given to 
the poor: his righteousness re- 
maineth for ever. 

10 Now he that ministereth seed 
to the sower both minister bread 
for your food, and multiply your 
seed sown, and increase the fruits 
of your righteousness 3) 

11 Being enriched in every thin 
to all bountifulness, which causeth 
through us thanksgiving to God. 

12 For the administration of this 
service not only supplieth the want 
of the saints, but is abundant also 
by many thanksgivings unto God; 

3 Whiles by the experiment of 
this ministration they glorify God 
for your professed subjection unto 
the gospel of Christ, and for your 
liberal distribution unto them, and 
unto all men; 

14 Aud by their prayer for you, 
which long after you for the exe 
ceeding grace of God in you. 

15 Thanks de unto God for his un. 
speakable gift. 


CHAPTER 10. 


1 Paul’s spiritual might. 8 His presence 
and letters. 12 He taxes them for reach-~ 
ing out themselves beyond their compass. 

NOM: I Paul myself beseech you 

by the meekness and gentle- 
ness of Christ, who in presence am 
base among you, but being absent 
am bold toward you: 

2 But I beseech you, that I ma 
not be bold when I am present wit 
that confidence, wherewith I think 
to be bold against some, which think 
of us as if we walked according to 
the flesh. - 

3 For though we walk in the flesh, 
we do not war after the fiesh: 


4 (For the weapons of our warfare. 


are not carnal, but mighty through 
co to the pulling down of strong 


olds; ‘ 
5 Casting down imaginations, and 
every high thing that exalteth it. 
self against the knowledge of God, 
and bringing into captivity every 
thought to the o%edience of Christ; 
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6 And having in a readiness to re- 
venge all discbedier.ce, when your 
obedience is fulfilled. 

7 Do ye look on things after the 
outward appearance ? If any man 
trust to himself that he is Christ’s, 
iet him of himself think this again, 
that, as he is Christ’s, even so are 
we Christ’s. 

8 For though I should boast some- 
what more of our authority, which 
the Lord hath given us for edifica- 
tion, and not for oe destruction, 
I should not be ashamed: ) 

9 That I may not seem as if I 
would terrify you by letters. 

10 For his letters, say they, are 
weighty and powerful; but his 
bodily presence ts weak, and his 
speech contemptible. 

11 Let such an one think this, that, 
such as we are in word by letters 
when we are absent, such will we 
be also in deed when we are pre- 
sent. f 

12 For we dare not make ourselves 
of the number, or compare our- 
selves with some that commend 
themselves; but they measurin 
themselves by themselves, an 
comparing themselves among them- 
selves, are not wise. 

13 But we will not boast of things 
without owr measure, but accord- 
ing to the measure of the rule which 
God hath distributed to us, a mea- 
sure to reach even unto you. 

14 For we stretch not ourselves 
beyond our measure, as though we 
reached;j not unto you: for we are 
come as faras to you alsojin preach- 
ing the gospel of Christ: 

15 Not boasting of things without 
our measure, that is, of other men’s 
labours; but having hope, when 
your faith is increased, that we 
shall be enlarged by on according 
to our ruJe abundantly, 

16 To preach the gospel in the re- 

_gions beyond you, and not to boast 
in another man’s line of things 
made ready to our hand. 

17 But he that glorieth, let him 
glory in the Lord. 

18 For not he that commendeth 
himself is approved, but whom the 
Lord commendeth. 


CHAPTER 11. 
1 As against false apostles Paul glories in 
himself. 23 His sufferings for the gospel. 
OULD to God ye could bear 
with mealittle in my folly: 

aud indeed bear with me. 
2 For I am jealous over you with 
godly Mat for I have espoused 

you to one hu 
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staat you as a chaste virgin to 
Yhrist. 

3 But I fear, lest by any means, as 
the serpent beguiled Eve through 
his subtilty, so your minds should be 
corrupted from the simplicity that 
is in Christ. 

4 For if he that cometh preacheth 
another Jé’sus, whom we have not 
preached, or if ye receive another 
spirit, which ye have not received, 
or another gospel, which ye have 
not accepted, ye might well bear 
with him. 

5 For I ‘suppose I was not a whit 
behind the very chiefest apostles. 

6 But though / be rude in speech, 
yer not in knowledge; but we have 

een throughly made manifest 
among you in all things. 

7 Have I committed an offence in 
abasing myself that ye might be 
exalted, because I have preached 
to you the gospel of God freely ? 

8 I robbed other churches, taking 
wages of them, to do you service. 

9 And when I was present with 
you, and wanted, I was chargeable 
to no man: for that which was lack- 
ing tv me the brethren which came 
from Mac¢-e-do’ni-a supplied: and 
in all things I have kept myself from 
being burdensome unto you, and so 
will I keep myself. 

10 As the truth of Christ is in me, 
no man shall stop me of this boast- 
ing in the regions of A-cha’ja. 

ll Wherefore ? because I love you 
not? God knoweth. 

12 But what I do, that I will do, 
that I may cut off occasion from 
them which desire occasion; that 
wherein they glory, they may be. 
found even as we. 

13 For such are false apostles, de- 
ceitful workers, transforming them- 
selves into the apostles of Christ. 

14 And no marvel; for Sa/tan him- 
yan ee transformed into an angel of 
ight. 

15 Therefore it is no great thing if 
his ministers also be transformed 
as the ministers of righteousness; 
whose end shall be according to 
their works. 

16 I say again, Let no man think 
me a fool; if otherwise, yet as a 
fool receive me, that I may boast 
myself a little. 

17 That which I speak, I speak it 
not after the Lord, but as it were 
foolishly, in this confidence of 
boasting. 

18 Seeing that many glory after 
the flesh, I will glory also. 

19 For ye suffer fools gladly, see- 


sband, that I may | ing ye yourselves are wise. 
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20 For ye suffer, if a man bring 
you into bondage, if a man devour 
you, if aman take of you, if aman 
exalt himself, if a man smite you 
on the face. ‘ 

21 I speak as concerning reproach, 
as though we had been weak. How- 
beit whereinsoever any is bold, (I 
speak foolishly,) Iam bold also. 

22 Are they Hebrews ? so_am I. 
Are they Is’ra-el-ites? so am I. Are 
they the seed of A’bra-ham ? soam I. 

23 Are they ministers of Christ? 
(1 speak as a fool) I am more; in 
labours more abundant, in stripes 
above measure, in prisons more 
frequent, in deaths oit. . 

Of the Jews five times received 
I forty stripes save one. ; 

Thrice was I beaten with rods 
once was I stoned, thrice I suffered 
shipwreck, anight and a day I have 
been in the deep; 

26 /m journeyings often, in perils 
of waters,in perils of robbers, in 
perils by mine own countrymen, in 
perils by the heathen,in perils in 
the city, in perils in the wilderness, 
in perils in the sea, in perils among 
false brethren; 

27 In weariness and painfulness, 
in watchings often, in hunger and 
thirst, in fastings often, in cold and 
nakedness. 

28 Beside those things that are 
without, that which cometh upon 
me daily, the care of all the 
churches. 

29 Whois weak, and lam not weak? 
who is offended, and I burn not? 

30 If I must needs glory, I will 
glory of the things which concern 
mine infirmities. 

31 The God and Father of our Lord 
Je’sus Christ, which is blessed for 
evermore, knoweth that I lie not. 
In Da-mas’cus the governor 
under Ar’e-tas the king kept the 
city of the Dam/as-cénes with a gar- 
rison, desirous to apprehend me: 

33 And through a window in a bas- 
ket was I let down by the wall, and 
escaped his hands. 


CHAPTER 12.

3 And I knew such a man, (whether 
in the body, or out of the body, i 
cannot tell: God knoweth;) 

4 How that he was caught up into 
paradise, and heard unspeakable 
words, which itis not lawful fora 
man to utter. ; 

5 Of such an one will I glory: yet 
of myself I will not glory, but ip 
mine infirmities. 

6 For though I would desire to 
glory, I shall not be a fool; for I 
will say the truth: but now I for- 
bear, lest any man should think of 
me above that which he seeth me 
to be, or that he heareth of me. 

7 And lest I should be exalted 
above measure through the abun- 
dance of the revelations, there was 
given to mea thorn in the flesh, the 
messenger of Sa’/tan to buffet me, 
lest I should be exalted above mea- 
sure. 

8 For this thing I besought the 
Lord thrice, that it might depart 
from me. 

9 And he said unto me, My grace 
is sufficient for thee: for my 
strength is made perfect in weak. 
ness. Most gladly therefore will I 
rather glory in my infirmities, that 
the power of Christ may rest upon 


me. 

10 Therefore I take pleasure in 
infirmities, in reproaches, in neces- 
sities, in persecutions, in distresses 
for Christ’s sake: for when I am 
weak, then am I strong: 

11 Lam become a fool in glorying 5 
ye have compelled me: for I oug ¢ 
to have been commended of you: 
for in nothing am I behind the 
very chiefest apostles, though I be 
nothing. 

12 Truly the signs of an apostle 
were wrought among you in all pa- 
tience, in signs, and wonders, and 
mighty deeds. 

13 For what is it wherein ye were 
inferior to other churches, except 
it be that I myself was not burden- 
some to you’ forgive me this 
wrong. 

14 Behold, the third time I am 
ready to come to you; and I will 
not be burdensome to you: for I 
seek not yours, but you: for the 
children ought not to lay up for the 
parents, but the parepts for the 
children. 

15 And I will very gladly spend 
and be spent for you; though the 
more abundantly I love you, the 
less I be loved. - 

16 But be it so,I did not Durden 
you: nevertheless, being crafty,1 - 
caught you with guile.

17 Did I make a gain of you by any 
of them whom I sent unto you? 

18 I desired Ti’tus, and with him 
Isenta brother. Did Ti’tus make 
a gain of you? walked we not in 
the same spirit? walked we not in 
the same steps ? 

19 Again, think ye that we excuse 
ourselves unto you? we speak be- 
fore God in Christ: but we do all 
things, dearly beloved, for your 
edifying. 

20 Fer I fear, lest, when I come, I 
shall not find you such as I would, 
and that I shall be found unto you 
such as ye would not: lest there be 
debates, envyings, wraths, strifes, 
backbitings, whisperings, swell- 
ings, tumults: 

21 And lest, when I come again, 
my God will humble me among 
you, and that Ishall bewail many 
which have sinned already, and 
have not repented of the unclean- 
ness and fornication and lascivi- 
he which they have commit- 
ed.

10 Therefore I write these things

12 For I neither received it of 
man, neither was I taught it, but 
re the revelation of Je’gus Christ. 

3 For ye have heard of my con- 
versation in time past in the Jews’ 
religion, how that beyond measure 
[ persecuted the churcb of God, 
and wasted it: e' 

i4 And profited in the jJews’ re- 
jigion above many my equals in 
mine own nation, being more ex- 
ceedingly zealous of the traditions 
of ny fathers. 

15 But when it pleased God, who 
separated me from my, mother’s 
womb, and called me by his grace, 

16 To reveal his Son in me, that I 
might preach him among the hea- 
then; immediately I conferred not 
with fiesh and blood: 

17 Neither went I up to Jé-ru’sa- 
iém to them which were apostles 
before me; but I went into A-ra’- 
bi-a, and returned again unto Da- 
mas‘cus. 

18 Then after three years I went 
up to Jé-ru’sd-lém to see Pé’tér, 
2nd abode with him fifteen days. 

19 But other of the apostles saw 
[ one, save James the Lord’s bro- 
ther. 

20 Now the things which I write 
ante you, bezold, before God, I lie 
not. 

21 Afterwards I came into the re- 
yions of Syr’i-a and Ci-li’¢ia; 

22 And was unknown by face unto 
the churches of Ju-de’a which were 
in Christ: 

23 But they had heard only, That 
he which peisecuted us in times 
past now preacheth the faith which 
pnce he destroyed. 

24 And they glorified God in me. 


CHAPTER 2. 
| Why Paul went to Jerusalem. 16 O 
Sistification by faith. if 
pan fourteen years after I 
went up again to Jé-ru’sa-lém 
with Bar’na-bas, and took Ti’tus 
with me also. 
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to Jerusalem. 


2 And I went up by revelation, and 
communicated unto them that gos- 
pel which I preach among the Gen’- 
tiles, but privately to them which 
were of reputation, lest by any 
means I should run, or had run, in 
vain. 

3 But neither Ti’tus 
with me, being a Greek, 
pelied to be circumcised: 

4 And that because of false bre- 
thren unawares brought in, who 
came in privily to spy out our lib- 
erty,which we have in Christ Je’sus, 
that they might bring us into bond- 
age: 

5 To whom we gave place by sub- 
jection, no, not for an hour; that 
the truth of the gospel might con- 
tinue with you. 

6 But of these who seemed to be 
somewhat, (whatsoever they were 
it maketh no matter to me: Go 
accepteth no man’s person:) for 
they who seemed ¢o be somewhatin 
conference added nothing to me: 

7 But contrariwise, when they 
sew that the gospel of the uncir- 
cumcision was committed unto me, 
as the gospel of the circumcision 
was unto Pe'tér; 

8 (For he that wrought effectually 
in Pe’tér to the apostleship of the 
circumcision, the same was mighty 
in me toward the Gén’tiles:) 

9 And when James, Ce’phas, and 
John, who seemed to be pillars, 
perceived the grace that was given 
unto me, they gave to meand Biar’- 
na-bas the right hands of fellow- 
ship; that we should go unto the 
heathen, and they unto the circum- 
cision. 

10 Only they would that we should 
remember the poor; the same 
which I also was forward to do. 

ll But when Pé’tér was come to 
An’ti-och, I withstood him to the 
face, because he was to be blamed. 

12 For before that certain came 
from James, he did eat with the 
Gén’tiles: but when they were 
come, he withdrew and separated 
himself, fearing them which were 
of the circumcision. 

13 And the other Jews dissembled 
likewise with him; insomuch that 
Bar’na-bas also was carried away 
with their dissimulation. 

14 But when I saw that they 
walked not mprigntl yi according t@ 
the truth of the gospel, I said unto 
Pe’tér before them all, If thou, be- 
ing a Jew, livest after the manner 
of Gén‘tiles, and not as do the 
Jews, why compellest thou the 
Gén’'tileg to live as do the Jews?

15 We who are Jews by nature, 
and not sinners of the Gén’tiles, 

16 Knowing that a man is not 
ype by the works of 'the law, 

ut by the faith of Jésus Christ, 
even we have believed in hie 

Christ, that we might be justified 
by the faith of Christ, and not by 
the works of the law: for by the 
works of the law shall no flesh be 
justified. 

17 But if, while we seek to be 
justified by Christ, we ourselves 
also are found sinners, is there- 
fore Christ the minister of sin? 
God forbid. 

18 For if I build afar the things 
which I destroyed, I make myself 
a transgressor. 

19 For I through the law am dead 
4 ue law, that I might live unto 

od. 

20 I am crucified with Christ: 
nevertheless I live; yet not I, but 
Christ liveth in me: and the life 
which I now live in the flesh I live 
by the faith of the Son of God, 
who loved me, and gave himself 
for me. 

21 I do not frustrate the grace of 
God: for if righteousness come by 
the law, then Christ is dead in

Know ye therefore that they 
which are of faith, the same are 
the children of A’bra-ham.

14 That the blessing of A’bra-ham 
might come on the Gén’'tiles 
through Jé/sus Christ; that we 
might receive the promise of the 
Spirit through faith. 

15 Brethren, I speak after the 
manner of men; Though i be but 
a man’s covenant, yet if it be con- 
firmed, no man disannulleth, or 
addeth thereto. 

16 Now to A’bra-ham and his seed 


were the promises made. He saith _ 


not, And to seeds, as of many; but 
as of one, And to thy seed, which 
is Christ. 

17 And this I say, that the cove- 
nant, that was confirmed before of 
God in Christ, the law, which was 
four hundred and thirty years after,

18 For if the inheritance be of the 
law, it is no more of promise: but 
God gave it to A’bra-ham by pros 
mise.

10 I have confidence in you 
through the Lord, that ye will be 
none otherwise minded: but he 
that troubleth you suwall bear his 
judgment, whosoever he be. 

11 And I, brethren, if-I yet preach 
circumcision, why do I yet suifer 
persecution ? then is the offence of 
the cross ceased. 

12 I would they were even cut off 
which trouble you. 

13 For, brethren, ye have been 
called unto liberty; only wse not 
liberty for an occasion to the flesh, 
but by love serve one another. 

14 Forallthe law is fulfilled in one 
word, even in this; Thou shalt love 
thy neighbour as thyself.

5 One Lord, one faith, one baptism,

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6 One God and Father of all, who 
is above all, and through all, and in 
you all. 

7 But unto every one of us is given 
grace according to the measure of 
the gift of Christ. 

8 Wherefore he saith, When he 
ascended up on high, he led captiv- 
ity captive, and gave gifts unto 
men. 

9 (Now that he ascended, what is 
it but that he also descended first 
into the lower parts of the earth ? 

10 He that descended is the same 
also that ascended up far above 
all heavens, that he might fill all 
things.) 

11 And he gave some, apostles; 
and some, prophets ; and some, evan- 
gelists ; and some, pastors and teach- 


ers; 

12 For the perfecting of the saints, 
for the work of the ministry, for 
the edifying of the body of Christ: 

13 Till we all come in the unity of 
the faith, and of the knowledge of 
the Son of God, unto a perfect man 
unto the measure of the stature of 
the fulness of Christ: 

14 That we henceforth be no more 
children, tossed to and fro, and 
carried about with every wind of 
doctrine, by the sleight of men, and 
cunning craftiness, whereby they 
lie in wait to deceive; 

15 But speaking the truth in love, 
may oy up into him in all things, 
which is the head, even Christ: 

16 From whom the whole body 
fitly joined together and compact- 
ed by that which every joint sup- 
plieth, according to the effectual 
working in the measure of every 
part, maketh increase of the body 
unto the edifying of itself in love. 

lj This I say therefore, and tes- 
tify in the Lord, that ye henceforth 
walk not as other Gén’tiles walk, in 
the vanity of their mind, 

18 Having the understanding dark- 
ened, being alienated from the life 
of God through the ignorance that 
is in them, because of the blindness 
of their heart: ‘ 

19 Who being past feeling have 
given themselves over unto lascivi- 
ousness, to work all uncleanness 
with greediness. 

20 But ye have not so learned 
Christ ; 

21 If so be that ye have heard him, 
and have been taught by him, as 
the truth is in Jé’sus: ; 
22 That ye put off concerning the 
former conversation the old man, 
which is corrupt according to the 

deceitful lusts ; 
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23 And be renewed in the spirit 
of your mind; 

24 And that ye put on the new 
man, which after God is created in 
righteousness and true holiness. 

25 Wherefore putting away lying, 
speak every man truth with his 
neighbour: for we are members 
one of another. 

26 Be ye angry, and sin not: let 
not the sun go down upon your 
wrath: 

27 Neither give place to the devil. 

28 Let him that stole steal no 
more: but rather let him labour, 
working with his hands the thing 
which is good, that he may have to 
give to him that needeth. 

29 Let no corrupt communication 
proceed out of your mouth, but 
that which is good to the use of 
edifying, that it may minister grace 
unto the hearers. 

30 And grieve not the holy Spirit 
of God, whereby ye are sealed unto 
the day of redemption. 

31 Let all bitterness, and wrath, 
and anger, and clamour, and evil 
- Speaking, be put away from you, 
with ali malice: 

382 And be ye kind one to another, 
tenderhearted, forgiving one an- 
other, even as God for Christ’s sake 
hath forgiven you. 


CHAPTER 5. 


1 A general exhortation. 22 On the rela- 
tion of husband and wife. 
DE ye therefore followers of God, 
as dear children; 

2 And walk in love, as Christ also 
hath loved us, and hath given him- 
self for us an offering and a sacri- 
fice to God for a sweetsmelling 
savour. 

3 But fornication, and all unclean- 
ness, or covetousness, let it not be 
once named among you, as becom- 
eth saints; 

4 Neither filthiness, nor foolish 
talking, nor jesting, which are not 
convenient: but rather giving of 
thanks. 

5 For this ye know, that no whore- 
monger, nor unclean person, nor 
covetous man, who is an idolater, 
hath any inheritance in the king- 
dom of Christ and of God. 

6 Let no man deceive you with 
vain words: for because of these 
things cometh the wrath of God 
upon the children of disobedience. 
. 7 Be not ye therefore partakers 

with them. 

8 For ye were sometimes dark- 
ee but now are ye light in the 

ord: walk as children of light: 
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9 (For the fruit of the Spirit is in 
all goudness and righteousness and 
truth ;) 

10 Proving what is acceptable 
unto the Lord. 

11 And have no fellowship with 
the unfruitful works of darkness, 
but rather reprove them. 

12 For it is ashame even to speak 
of those things which are done of 
them in secret. 

13 But all things thatare reproved 
are made manifest by the light: for 
Seiad doth make manifest is 
ight. 

14 Wherefore he saith, Awake 
thou that sleepest, and arise from 
the dead, and Christ shall give © 
thee light. 

15 See then that ye walk cir- 
cumspectly, not as fools, but as. 
wise, 

16 Redeeming the time, because 
the days are evil. 

17 Wherefore be ye not unwise 
but understanding what the wi 
of the Lord is. 

18 And be not drunk with wine 
wherein is excess; but be filled 
with the Spirit; { 

19 oar to yourselves in 
psalms and hymns and spiritual 
songs, singing and making melody 
in your heart to the Lord; 

20 Giving thanks always for all 
things unto God and the Father 
in the name of our Lord Je’sus 
Christ; 

21 Submitting yourselves one to 
another in the fear of God. 

22 Wives, submit yourselves unto 
your own husbands, as unto the 
Lord. 

23 For the husband is the head of 
the wife, even as Christ is the head 
of the church: and he is the say- 
iour of the body. 

24 Therefore as the church is sub- 
ject unto Christ, so let the wives be 
to their own husbands in every 
foe 

25 Husbands, love your wives, 
even as Christ also loved the 
church, and gave himself for it; 

6 That he might sanctify and 
cleanse it with the washing of wa- 
ter by the word, 

27 That he might present it to 
himself a glorious church, not 
having spot, or wrinkle, or any 
such thing; but that it should be 
holy and without blemish. 3 

28 So ought men to love their 
wives as their own bodies. He that 
loveth his wife loveth himself. 

29 For no man ever yet hated his 
own flesh; but nourisheth and 
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cherisheth it, even as the Lord the 
church: : 

30 For we are members of his 
body, of his fiesh, and of his bones. 

31 For this cause shall a man leave 
his father and mother, aid shall be 
joined unto his wife, and they two 
shall be one flesh. 

82 This is a great mystery: but I 
Speak concerning Christ and the 
ehurch. 

33 Nevertheiess let every one of 
you in particular so Jove his wife 
even as himself; and the wife see 
that she reverence her husband. 


CHAPTER 6.

Se LUDEEN, obey your parents in 

the Lord: for this is right. 

2 Honour thy father and mother; 
which is the first commandment 
with promise; 

' 3 That it may be well with thee, 

and thou mayest live long on the 

earth. : 

4 And, ye fathers, provoke not 

our children to wrath: but bring 


hem up in the nurture and admo- | 


nition of the Lord. 

5 Servants, be obedient to them 
that are your masters according to 
the fiesh, with fear and trembling, 
in singleness of your heart, as unto 
Christ; 

6 Not with eyeservice, as men- 
martha but as the servants of 

Shrist, doing the will of God from 
the heart; 

7 With good will doing service, as 
to the Lord, and not to men: 

8 Knowing that whatsoever good 
thing any man doeth, the same 
shall he receive of the Lord, whe- 
ther he be bond or free. 

9 And, ye masters, do the same 
things unto them, forbearing 
_ threatening: knowing that your 
Master also is in heaven; neither 
is there respect of persons with him. 

10 Finally, my brethren, be strong 
in the Lord, and in the power of 
bis might. 
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11 Put on the whole armour of 
God, that ye may be able to stand 
against the wiles of the devil. 

2 For we wrestle not agains’ fiesh 
and blood, but against principali- 
ties. against powers, against the 
rulers of the darkness of this world, 
against spiritual wickedness in high 
places. 

13 Wherefore take unto you the 
whole armour of God, that ye 
may be able to withstand in the 
evil day, and having done all, to 
stand. 

14 Stand therefore, having your 
loins girt about with truth, and 
haying on the breastplate of right- 
eousness; 

15 And your feet shod with the 
preparation of the gospel of peace; 
16 Above all, taking the shield o 
faith, wherewith ye shall be able to 
quench all the fiery darts of the 

wicked. 

17 And take the helmet of salva- 
tion, and the sword of the Spirit, 
which is the word of God: 

18 Praying always with all prayer 
and supplication in the Spirit, and 
watching thereunto with all perse- 
verance and supplication for ail 
saints ; 

tg And for me, that utterance may 
be given unto me, that I may open 
my mouth boldly, to make known 
the mystery of the gospel, 

20 For which lam an ambassador 
in bonds: that therein I may speak 
ooldly, as I ought to speak. 

21 But that ye also may know my 
afiairs, and how I do, Tych’i-cts, a 
beloved brother and faithful minis. 
ter in the Lord, shali make known 
to you all things: 

22 Whom I have sent unto you for 
the same purpose, that ye might 
know our affairs, and that he might 
comfort your hearts. 

23 Peace Je to the brethren, and 
love with faith, from God the 
Father and the Lord Jé’gus Christ. 
24 Grace be with all them that 
love our Lord Jé’sus Christ in sin- 
cerity. Amen. =

AUL and Ti-m0’the-ts, the ser- 

vants of Je’sus Christ, to all 

the saints in Christ Je’gsus which 

are at Phi-lip’pi, with the bishops 
and deacons: 

2 Grace be unto you, and peace, 
from God our Father, and from the 
Lord Je’sus Christ. 

3 I thank my God upon every 
remembrance of you, 

4 Always in every prayer of mine 
for you all making request with 
JOY; 

5 For your fellowship in the gos- 
pel from the first day until now ; 

6 Being confident of this. very 
thing, that he which hath begun 
@ good work in you will perform 7 
until the day of Je’gsus Christ: 

7 Even as it is meet for me to 
think this of you all, because I 
have you in my heart; inasmuch 
as both in my bonds, and in the 
defence and confirmation of the 
gospel, ye all are partakers of my 
grace. 

8 For God is my record, how 
preatiy. I long after you all in the 

owels of Je’sus Christ. 

9 And this I pray, that your love 
may abound yet more and more 
in knowledge and in all judgment; 

10 That ye may approve things 
that are excellent; that ye may be 
sincere and without offence till the 
day of Christ; 

ll Being filled with the fruits of 
righteousness, which are by Je’sus 
Christ, unto the glory and praise of 


God. 

12 But I would ye should under- 
stand, brethren, that the things 
which happened unto me have fallen 
out rather unto the furtherance of 
the gospel; 

13 So that my bonds in Christ are 
manifest in all the palace, and inall 
other places ; 

14 And many of the brethren in 
the Lord, Waxing couident by my 
bonds, are much more bold to 
speak the word without fear. 

5 Some indeed preach Christ even 
of envy and strife ; and some also of 
good will: 

16 The one preach Christ of con- 


tention, not sincerely, supposing to 
add affliction to my bonds: 

17 But the other of love, knowing 
that Lam set for the defence of the 


gospel. 

18 What then? notwithstanding, 
every way, whether in pretence, 
or in truth, Christ is preached: 
and I therein do rejoice, yea, an 
will rejoice. 


19 For I know that this shall turn 


to my salvation through your 
prayer, and the supply of the Spirit 
of Jée’sus Christ, ; 

20 According to my earnest ex- 
pectation and my hope, that in no- 
thing I shall be ashamed, but thaé 
with all boldness, as always, so now

21 For to me to live is Christ, and 
to die is gain. ¢ 

22 Butif Ilive in the flesh, this is 
the fruit of my labour: yet what I 
shall choose I wot not. 

23 For lam ina strait betwixt two, 
having a desire to depart, and to be 
with Christ; which is far better ; 

24 Nevertheless to abide in the 
flesh is more needful for you. 

25 And having this confidence, I 
know that I shall abide and con- 
tinue with you all for your further- 
ance and joy of faith; 

26 That your rejoicing may be 
more abundant in Je’sus Christ for 
me by my coming to you again. 

27 Only let your conversation be 
as it becometh the gospel of Christ: 
that whether I come and see you, or 
else be absent, I may hear of your 
affairs, that ye stand fast in one 
spirit, with one mind striving to- 
gether for the faith of the Bospers 

28 And in nothing terrified by your 
adversaries: which is to them an 
evident token of perdition, but to 
you of salvation, and that of God. 

29 For unto you itis given in the 
behalf of Christ, not only to believe 
oe ta) but also to suffer for his 
sake; 

30 Having the same conflict which 
ye saw in me, and now hear #o be in 
me. 


CHAPTER 2. 


Exhortation to possbicas through Christ's 


examp: 
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ie there be therefore any consola- 
tion in Christ, if any comfort of 
Jove, if any fellowship of the Spirit, 
if any bowels and mercies, 

2 Fulfil ye my joy, that ye be like- 
minded, having the same _ love, 
being of one accord, of one mind.

14 Do all things without’murmur- 
ings and disputings: 

15 That ye may be blameless and 
harmless, the sons of God, with- 
out rebuke, in the midst of a crook- 
ed and perverse nation, among 
whom ye shine as lights in the 
world; 

16 Holding forth the word of life; 
that I may rejoice in the day of 
Christ, that I have not run in vain, 
neither laboured in vain. 

17 Yea, and if I be offered upon 
the sacrifice and service of your 
faith, I Joy, and rejoice with you all. 

For the same cause also do ye 
joy, and rejoice with me. 

19 But I trust in the Lord Jé’sus 
to send Ti-mo’the-ts shortly unto 
you, that I also may be of good 
comfort, when I know your state. 
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20 For I have no man likeminded, 
who will naturally care for your 
state. 

21 For all seek their own, not the 
things which are Je’sus Christ’s. 

But ye know the proof of him, 
that, as a son with the father, he 
hath served with me in the gos- 


pel. 

23 Him therefore I hope to send 
presently, so soon as I shall see 
how it will go with me. 

24 But I trust in the Lord that £ 
also myself shall come shortly. 

25 Yet I supposed it necessary to 
send to you &-paph-ro-di‘tus, my 
brother, and companion in labour, 
and fellowsoldier, but your messen- 
ger, and he that ministered to my 
wants.

14 And if any man obey not our 
word by this epistle, note that man, 
and have no company with him, 
that he may be ashamed. | 

15 Yet count him not as an enemy, 
but admonish him as a brother.

TIMOTHY. 


CHAPTER 1. 


i Paul’s charge to Timothy. 5 Use and 
end ofthe law. 11 Paul's call. 


AUL, an apostle of Jé’sus Christ 

by the commandment of God 
our Saviour, and Lord Je’sus Christ, 
which is our hope; : 

2 Unto Tim’o-thy, my own son in 
the faith: Grace, mercy, and peace, 
from God our Father and Je’sus 
Christ our Lord. 

38 As I besought thee to abide still 
at Eph’é-sus, when I went into 
Mac-e-do’ni-a, that thou mightest 
charge some that they teach no 
other doctrine, 

4 Neither give heed to fables and 
endless genealogies, which minis- 
ter questions, rather than godly 
edifying which is in faith: so do. 

5 Now the end of the command- 
ment is charity out of a pure heart, 
and of a good conscience, and of 
faith unfeigned: 

From which some having 
swerved have turned aside unto 
vain jangling ; 

7 Desiring to be teachers of the 
law; understanding neither what 

Boer say, nor whereof they affirm. 

8 But we know that the law is 
good, if a man use it lawfully ; 

9 Knowing this, that the law is 
not made for a righteous man, but 
for the lawless and disobedient, 
for the ungodly and for sinners, 
for unholy and profane, for mur- 
derers of fathers and murderers of 
mothers, for manslayers, 

10 For whoremongers, for them 
that defile themselves with man- 

_ kind, for menstealers, for liars, for 
_ perjured persons, and if there be 
_ any other thing that is contrary to 
- sound doctrine; 

11 According to pe fe gos- 
_ pel of the blessed God, which was 
committed to my trust. 

| 12 And I thank Christ Jé’sus our 
Lord, who hath enabled me, for 
that he counted me faithful, put- 
ting me into the ministry; 

_ 13 Who was before a blasphemer, 
and a persecutor, and injurious: 
- but I obtained mercy, because I 
did it ignorantiy in unbelief. 

_ 14 And the grace of our Lord was 
 exceedin ; with 
_ love which is in Christ Je’gus. 












15 This ts a faithful saying, and 
worthy of all acceptation, that 
Christ Je’sus came into the world 
to save sinners; of whom I am 
chief. 

16 Howbeit for this cause I ob- 
tained mercy, that in me first Jé’sus 
Christ might shew forth all long- 
suffering, for a pattern to them 
which should hereafter believe on 
him to life everlasting. 

17 Now unto the King eternal, im- 
mortal, invisible, the only wise 
God, be honour and glory for ever 
and ever. Amen. 

18 This charge I commit unto thee, 
son Tim/‘o-thy, according to the 
prophecies which went before on 
thee, that thou by them mightest 
war a good warfare; 
19 Holding faith, and a good con- 
science; which some having put 
away concerning faith have made 
shipwreck: 

20 O£ whom is Hy-mé-ne’us and 
Al-éx-an’dér; whom I have deliv- 
ered unto Sa/tan, that they may 
learn not to blaspheme. 


CHAPTER 2.

7 Who in the days of his flesh, 
when he had offered up prayers 
and supplications with strong cry- 
ing and tears unto him that was 
able to save him from death, and 
was heard in that he feared; 

8 Though he were a Son, yet 
learned he obedience by the things 
‘which he suffered; 

9 And being made perfect, he 
became the author of eternal sal- 
vation unto all them that obey 


him ; ; i 

10 Called of God an high priest 
after the order of Meél-chis’e-déc. 

11 Of whom we have many things 
to say, and hard to be uttered, see- 
ng ye are dull of hearing. 

12 For when for the time ye ought 
to be teachers, ye have need that 
one teach you again which be the 
first principles of the oracles of 
God; and are become such as have 
need of milk, and notof strong meat.

19 Which hope, we have as an an- 
chor of the soul, both sure and 
stedfast, and which entereth into 
that within the veil; ¢ 

20 Whither the forerunner is for 
us entered, even Je’sus, made an 
high priest for ever after the order 
of Mel-chis’e-déc. 


CHAPTER 7. 

1 Christ is a priest after the order of Mel- 
chisedec. 11 More excellent than Aaron’s 
priesthood. 

OR this sss pp We a Bing of 
Sa’lem, priest of the most high 

God, who met A’bra-ham returning 

from the slaughter of the kings, 

and blessed him; } 

2 To whom also A’bra-ham gave a 
tenth part of all; first being by in- 
terpretation King of righteousness, 
and after that also King of Sa’lem, 
which is, King of peace; 

& Without father, without mother, 
without descent, having neither 
beginning of days, nor end of life; 
but mace _.ke unto the Son of God; 
abideth a priest continually. 

4 Now consider how great this 
man was, unto whom even the pa- 
triarch A’bra-ham gave the tenth 
of the spoils. 

5 And verily they that are of the 
sons of Le’vi, who receive the office 
-of the priesthood, have a command- 
ment to take tithes of the people 
according to the law, that is, of 
their brethren, though they come 
out of the loins of A’/bra-ham: 

6 But he whose descent is not 
counted from them received tithes 
of A’bra-ham, and blessed him that 
had the promises. 

7 And without all contradiction 
the less is blessed of the better. 

8 And here men that die receive 
tithes; but there he receiveth them 
of whom it is witnessed that he 
liveth. 

9 And as I may so say, Lée’vi also, 
who receiveth tithes, payed tithes 
in A’bra-ham. 
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10 For he was yet in the loins of 
ps father, when Mél-chis’e-déc met 

im. 

1l If therefore perfection were 
by the Lé-vit’Ii-cal priesthood, (for 
under it the people received the 
law,) what further need was there 
that another priest should rise after 
the order of Mél-chis’e-déc, and not 
be called after the order of Aar’on? 

12 For the _ priesthood being 
changed, there is made of neces- 
sity a change also of the law. 

13 For he of whom these things 
are spoken pertaineth to another 
tribe, of which no man gave attend- 
ance at the altar. 

14 For it is evident that our Lord 
sprang out of Ju’da; of which tribe 
Moaes spake nothing concerning 
priesthood. 

15 And it is yet far more evident: 
for that after the similitude of Mél- 
chis’e-déc there ariseth another 
priest. 

16 Who is made, not after the law 
of a carnal commandment, but 
after the power of an endiess life. 

17 For he testifieth, Thou art a 

riest for ever after the order of 

él-chis’e-deéc. 

18 For there is verily a disannul- 
ling of the commandment going 
before for the weakness and un- 
profitableness thereof. 

19 For the law made nothing per- 
fect, but the bringing in of a better 
hope did; by the which we draw 
nigh unto God. 

20 And inasmuch as not without 
an oath he was made priest : 

21 (For those priests were made 
without an oath; but this with an 
oath by him that said unto him, 
The Lord sware and will not re- 
pent, Thou art a priest for ever 
after the order of Mel-chis’e-déc :) 

22 By so much was Je’sus made a 
surety of a better testament. 

23 And they truly were man 

riests, because they were not suf- 

ered to continue by reason of 
death: : 

24 But this man, because he con- 
tinueth ever, hath an unchangeable 
priesthood. 

25 Wherefore he is able also to 
save them to the uttermost that 
come unto God by him, seeing he 
r/ibadel liveth to make intercession for 

em. 

26 For such an high priest became 
us, who is holy, harmless, undefiled, 
separate from sinners, and made 
eee than the heavens ; 

27 Who needeth not daily, as those 
high priests, to offer up sacrifice, 
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first for his own sins, and then for 
the people’s: for this he did once, 
when he offered up himself. 
28 For the law maketh men high 
riests which have infirmity; but 
he word of the oath, which was 
since the law, maketh the Son, who 
is consecrated for evermore. 


CHAPTER 8. 


The new and better ea vente supersedes the 
old. 


Now of the things which we 
have spoken fthis is the sum: 
We have such an high priest, who 
is set on the right hand of the 
throne of the Majesty in the hea- 
vens; 

2 A minister of the sanctuary, and 
of the true tabernacle, which the 
3ord pitched, and not man. 

3 For every high priest is ordain- 
ed to offer gifts and sacrifices: 
wherefore ¢ is of necessity that 
this man have somewhat also to 
offer. 

4 For if he were on earth, he 
should not be a priest, seeing that 
there are priests that offer gifts ac- 
cording to the law: 

5 Who serve unto the example and 
shadow of heavenly things, as Mo’- 

es was admonished of God when 

e was about to make the taber- 
nacle: for, See, saith he, that thou 
make all things according to the 
pattern shewed to thee in the 
mount. f 

6 But now hath he obtained a more 
excellent ministry, by how much 
also he isthe mediator of a better 
covenant, which was established 
upon better promises. 

7 For if that first covenant had 
been faultless, then should no place 
have been sought for the second. 

8 For finding fault with them, he 
saith, Behold, the days come, saith 
the Lord, when I will make a new 
covenant with the house of Is’ra-el 
and with the house of Ju’dah: 

9 Not according to the. covenant 
that I made with their fathers in 
the day when I took them by the 
hand to lead them out of the land 
of E’gypt; because they continued 
not in my covenant, and I regarded 
them not, saith the Lord. 

10 For this is the covenant that I 
will make with the house of is’/ra-el 
after those days, saith the Lord; 
I will put my laws into their mind, 
and write them in their hearts: and 
1 will be to them a God, and they 
shall be to me a people: 

11 And they shall not teach every 
man his neighbour, and every man 
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his brother, saying, Know the Lord: 
for all shall know me, from the 
least to the greatest. 

12 For I will be merciful to their 
unrighteousness, and their sins and 
their iniquities will I remember no 


more. 

13 In that he saith, A new cove- 
nant, he hath made the first old. 
Now that which decayeth and wax- 
eth old is ready to vanish away. 


CHAPTER 9. 

1 Description of the rites and bloody sacrt- 
Jices of the law. 11 Their inferiority to 
the sacrifice of Christ. 

bier verily the first covenant 

had also ordinances of divine 
service, and a worldly sanctuary. 

2 For there was a tabernacle made; 
the first, wherein was the candle- 
stick, and the table, and the shew- 
bread; which is called the sanc- 
tuary. 

3 And after the second veil, the 
tabernacle which is called the 
Holiest of all; 

4 Which had the golden censer, 
and the ark of the covenant over- 
laid round about with gold, wherein 
was the golden pot that had deepen 
and A4r’on’s rod that budded, an 
the tables of the covenant; 

5 And over it the cherubims of 
glory shadowing the mercyseat; 
of which we cannot now speak 
particularly. 

6 Now when these things were 
thus ordained, the yriests went 
always into the first tabernacle, 
accomplishing the service of God. 

7 But into the second went the 
high priest alone once every year. 
not without blood, which he offere 
for himself, and for the errors of 
the ee Se 
8 The HOo’ly Ghost this signs 
that the way into the holiest of all 
was not yet made manifest, while 
as the first tabernacle was yet 
standing: 

9 Which was a figure for the time 
then present, in which were offered 
both gifts and sacrifices, that could 
not make him that did the service 
perfect, as pertaining to the con- 
science; 

10 Which stood only in meats and 
drinks, and divers washings, and 
carnal ordinances, imposed on t¢ 
until the time of reformation. 

11 But Christ being come an high 
priest of good things to come, by 
a greater and more perfect taber- 
nacle, not made with hands, that is 
to say, not of this building; 

12 Neither by the blood of goats 
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and calves, but by his own blood he 
entered in once into the holy place, 
having obtained eternal redemp- 
tion for us. 

13 For if the blood of bulls and of 


goats, and the ashes of an heifer, 


sprinkling the unclean, sanctifieth 
to the purifying of the flesh: 

14 How much more shall the blood 
of Christ, who through the eternal 
Spirit offered himself without spot 
to God, purge your conscience from 
dead works to serve the living God ? 

15 And for this cause he is the 
mediator of the new testament, 
that by means of death, for the re- 
demption of the transgressions that 
were under the first testament, they 
which are called might receive the 
promise of eternal inheritance. 

16 For where a testament is, there 
must also of necessity be the death 
of the testator. 

17 For a testament zs of force 
after men are dead: otherwise it is 
of po strength at all while the tes- 
tator liveth. 

18 Whereupon neither the first 
testament was dedicated without 
blood. 

19 For when Mo’ses had spoken 
every precept to all the people ac- 
cording to the law, he took the 
blood of calves and of goats, with 
water, and scarlet wool, and hyssop, 
and sprinkled both the book, and 
all the people, ' 

20 Saying, This 7s the blood of the 
testament which God hath enjoined 
unto you. 

21 Moreover he sprinkled with 
blood both the tabernacle, and all 
the vessels of the ministry. 

22 And almost all things are by 
the law purged with blood; and 
without shedding of biood is no 
remission. 

25 Jt was therefore necessary that 

the patterns of things in the hea- 
vens should be purified with these ; 
but the heavenly things themselves 
with better sacrifices than these. 

24 For Christ is not entered into 
the holy places made with hands, 
which are the figures of the true; 
but into heaven itself, now to ap- 
pear in the presence of God for us: 

25 Nor yet that he should offer 
himself often, as the high priest 
entereth into the holy place every 
year with blood of others; 

For then must he often have, 
suffered since the foundation of 
the world: but now once in the end 
of the world hath he appeared to 

ut aay sin by the sacrifice of 
mself. 


bs 
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27 And as it is appointed unto 
men once to die, but after this the 
judgment: 

28 So Christ, was once offered to 
bear the sins of many; and unto 
them that look for him shall he 
appear the second time without sin 
unto salvation. 


CHAPTER 10. 

1 Sacrifices of the law ineffective. 10 
Christ’s sacrifice all-effective. 19 Bx- 
hortation to hold fast the faith. 

ee the law having a shadow of 

good things to come, and not 
the very image of the things, can 
never with those sacrifices which 
they offered year by year continu- 
ally make the comers thereunto 
perfect. 
2 Fer then would they not have 
ceased to be offered? because that 
the worshippers once purged 
should have had no more con- 
science of sins. 
3 But in those sacrifices there isa 
remembrance again made of sins 


every year. 

4 For it is not possible that the 
blood of bulls and of goats should 
take away sins. 

5 Wherefore when he cometh into 
the world, he saith, Sacrifice and 
offering thou wouldest not, but a 
body hast thou prepared me: 

6 In burnt pier nes and sacrifices 
for sin thou hast had no pleasure. 

7 Then said I, Lo, I come (in the 
volume of the book it is written of 
me,) to do thy will, O God. 

8 Above when he said, Sacrifice 
and offering and burnt offerings and 
offering for sin thou wouldest not, 
neither hadst pleasure therein; 
which are offered by the law; 

9 Then said he, Lo, I come to do 
thy will,O God. He taketh away 
the first, that. he may establish the 
second. 

10 By the which will we are sanc- 
tified through the offering of-the 
body of Je’sus Christ once for ail. 

1l And every priest standeth daily 
ministering and offering oftentimes 
the same sacrifices, which can never 
take away sins: 

12 But this man, after he had of- 
fered one sacrifice for sins for ever, 
sat down on the right hand of God; 

13 From henceforth expecting till 
his enemies be made his footstool. 

14 For by one offering he hath per- 
ow for ever them that are sanc- 

ified. 

15 Whereof the Ho’ly Ghost aiso is 
a witness to us: for after that h 
had said before, 
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16 This 7s the covenant that I will 
make with them after those days, 
saith the Lord,I will put my Jaws 
into their hearts, and in their minds 
will I write them ; 

17 And their sins and iniquities 
will Iremember no more. 

18 Now where remission of these 
is, there is no more offering for 
sin. 

19 Having therefore, brethren, 
boldness to enter into the holiest 
by the blood of Je’gus, 

20 By a new and living way, which 
he hath consecrated for us, through 
the veil, that is to say, his flesh; 

21 And having an high priest over 
the house of God; 

22 Let us draw near with a true 
heart in full assurance of faith, 
having our hearts sprinkled from 
an evil conscience, and our bodies 
washed with pure water. 

23 Let us hold fast the profession 
of our faith without wavering; 
(for he 7s faithful that promised ;) 

24 And let us consider one another 
to provoke unto love and to good 
works: 

25 Not forsaking the assembling 
of ourselves together, as the man- 
ner of some is; but exhorting one 
another : and so much the more, as 
ye see the day approaching. 

26 For if we sin wilfully after that 
we have received the knowledge of 
the truth, there remaineth no more 
sacrifice for sins, 

27 But a certain fearful looking 
for of judgment and fiery indigna- 
tion, which shall devour the adver- 
saries. 

28 He that despised Mo0’ses’ law 
died without mercy under two or 
three witnesses: 

29 Of how much sorer punishment, 
suppose ye, shall he be thought 
worthy, who hath trodden under 
foot the Son of God, and hath 
counted the blood of the covenant, 
wherewith he was sanctified, an 
unholy thing, and hath done de- 
spite unto the Spirit of grace? 

30 For we know him that hath 
said, Vengeance belongeth unto me, 
I will recompense, saith the Lord. 
And again, The Lord shall judge 
his people. 

81 /é is a fearful thing to fall into 
the hands of the living God. 

32 But call to remembrance the 
former days, in which, after ye 
were illuminated, ye endured a 
great fight of afflictions; 

33 Partly, whilst ye were made a 
gazingstock both by reproaches 
and afflictions; and partly, whilst 
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ye became companions of them 
that were so used. 

_34 For ye had compassion of me 
in my bonds, and took joyfully the 
spoiling of your goods, knowing in 


| yourselves that ye have in heaven 


a better and an enduring substance. 

35 Cast not away therefore your 
confidence, which hath great re- 
compence of reward. 

36 For ye have need of patience 
that, after ye have done the will 
of God, ye might receive the pro- 
mise. 

37 For yet a little while, and he 
that shall come will come, and will 
not tarry. 

38 Now the just shall live by 
faith: but. if any man draw back, 
my soul shall have no pleasure in 
nim. 

39 But we are not of them who 
draw back unto perdition; but of 
them that believe to the saving of 
the soul. 


CHAPTER 11. 


1 Of faith. 6 Without faith, God is not 
pleased. 7 Fruits thereof. 
OW faith is the substance of 
things hoped for, the evidence 
of things not seen. 
2 For by it the elders obtained a 
good report. 
3 Through faith we understand 
that the worlds were framed by 
the word of God, so that things 
which are seen were not made of 
things which do appear. 
4 By faith a’bel offered unto God 
a more excellent sacrifice than 
Cain, by which he obtained witness 
that he was righteous, God testi- 
fying of his gifts: and by it he be- 
ing dead yet speaketh. 
6 By faith E’noch was translated 
that he should not see death; and 
was not found, because God had 
translated him: for before his 
translation he had this testimony, 
that he pleased God. 
6 But without faith i¢ is impos- 
sible to please him: for he that 
cometh to God must believe that 
he is, and that he is a rewarder of 
them that diligently seek hii. 
7 By faith NOo’ah, being warned 
of God of things not seen as yet, 
moved with fear, prepared an ark 
to the saving of his house; by the 
which he condemned the world, 
and became heir of the righteous- 
ness which is by faith. 
8 By faith A’/bra-ham, when he 
was called to go out into a place 
which he should after receive for 
an inheritance, obeyed; and he 
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went out, not knowing whither he 
went. ¢ A 

9 By faith he sojourned in the 
land of promise, as in a strange 
country, peeing in tabernacles 
with I’/saac and Ja/cob, the heirs 
with him of the same promise: | 

10 For he looked for a city which 
hath foundations, whose builder 
and maker is God. : 

11 Through faith also Sa’ra her- 
self received strength to conceive 
seed, and was delivered of a child 
when she was past age, because she 
judged him faithful who had pro- 
mised. 

12 Therefore sprang there even 
of one, and him as good as dead, so 
many as the stars of the sky in mul- 
titude, and as the sand which is by 
the sea shore innumerable. 

13 These all died in faith, not hav- 
ing received the promises, but hav- 
ing seen them afar off, and were 
persuaded of them, and embraced 
them, and confessed that they were 
strangers and pilgrims on the earth. 

14 For they that say such things 
declare plainly that they seek a 
country. ° 

15 And truly, if they had been 
mindful of that country from 
whence they came out, they might 
‘have had opportunity to have re- 
turned. 

16 But now they desire a better 
EU, that is, an heavenly: 
wherefore God is not ashamed to 
be called their God: for he hath 
prepared for them a city. 

lj By faith A’bra-ham, when he 
was tried, offered up I’saac: and 
he that had received the promises 
offered up his only begotten son, 

18 Of whom it was said, That in 
aay shall thy seed be called: 

Accounting that God was able 
to raise him up, even from the 
' dead; from whence also he re- 
ceived him in a figure. ; 

20 By faith I’saac blessed Ja’cob 
and £E’sau concerning things to 


come. 

21 By faith Ja/cob, when he was 
a dying, blessed both the sons of 
JOo’seph; and worshipped, leaning 
upon the top of his staff. 

22 By faith Jo’seph, when he died, 
made mention of the departing of 
the children of is’ra-el; and gave 
commandment concerning his 
bones. 

23 By faith MOo’ses, when he was 
born, was hid three months of his 
parents, because ip saw he was a 
proper child; and they were not 
afraid of the king’s commandment. 
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24 By faith MOo’ses, when he was 
come to years, refused to be called 
the son of Pha/raoh’s daughter; 

25 Choosing rather to suffer afflic- 
tion with the people of God, than 
to enjoy the pleasures of sii for a 
season; . 

26 Esteeming the reproach of 
Christ greater riches than the trea- 
sures in E’gypt: for he had respect 
unto the recompence of the reward. 

27 By faith he forsook E’gypt, not 
fearing the wrath of the king: for 
he endured, as seeing him who is 
invisible. 

283 Through faith he kept the pass- 
over, and the sprinkling of blood, 
lest he that destroyed the firstborn 
should touch them. 

29 By faith they passed through 
the Red sea as by dry land: which 
the E-gyp’tians assaying to do were 
drowned. 

30 By faith the walls of Jér’i-cho 
fell down, after they were compass- 
ed about seven days. 

31 Byfaith the harlot Ra’hab per- 
ished not with them:that believed 
not, when she had received the 
spies with peace. 

32 And what shall I more say ? for 
the time would fail me to tell of 
Géd’e-on, and of Ba’rak, and of 
Samson, and of Jéph’tha-¢; of Da’- 
vid also, and S$am’u-el, and of the 
prophets: j 

33 Who through faith subdued 
kingdoms, wrought righteousness, 
obtained promises, stopped the 
mouths of lions, 

34 Quenched the violence of fire, 
escaped the edge of the sword, out 
of weakness were made strong, 
waxed valiant in fight, turned to 
fiight the armies of the aliens. 

35 Women received their dead 
raised to life again: and others 
were tortured, not accepting deliv- 
erance; that they might obtain a 
better resurrection: 

386 And others had trial of cruel 
mockings and scourgings, yea, 
moreover of bonds and imprison- 
ment: 

37 They were stoned, they were 
sawn asunder, were tempted, were 
slain with the sword: they wander- 
ed about in sheepskins and goat- 
skins; being destitute, afflicted, 
tormented ; 

38 (Of whom the world was not 
worthy:) they wandered in deserts, 
and iz mountains, and in deus and 
caves of the earth. ; 

39 And these all, having obtained 
a good report through faith, re- 
ceived not the promise: 
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The chastening 


40 God having provided some bet- 
ter ver for us, that they without 
us should not be made perfect. 


CHAPTER 12.

7 If ye endure chastening, God 
dealeth with you as with sons; for 
what son is he whom the father 
chasteneth not? 

8 But if ye be without chastise- 
ment, whereof ail are b tedalpmali 
then are ye bastards, and not sons. 
9 Furthermore we have had fa- 
thers of our flesh which corrected 
us, and we gave them reverence: 
shall we not much rather be in sub- 
jection unto the Father of spirits, 
and live ?

23 To the general assembly and 
church of the firstborn, which are 
written in heaven, and to God the 
Judge of all,and to the spirits of

25 See that ye refuse not him that 
speaketh.

28 Wherefore we receiving a king-

thren, though a man say he hath 
faith, and have not works? can 
faith save him? 

15 If a brother or sister be naked, 
and destitute of daily food, 

16 And one of you say unto them, 
Depart in peace, be ye warmed and 
filled; notwithstanding re give 
them not those things which are 
needful to the body; what doth it 
profit ? Lb 

17 Even so faith, if it hath not 
works, is dead, being alone. 

18 Yea, aman may say, Thou hast 
faith, and I have works: shew me 
thy faith without thy works, and I 
will shew thee my faith by my 
works. . 

19 Thou believest that there is one 
God; thou doest well: the devils 
also believe, and tremble.

15 But sanctify the Lord God in 
your hearts: and be ready always 
to give an answer to every man

16 Having a good conscience; 
that, whereas they speak evil of 
you, as of evildoers, they may be 
ashamed that falsely accuse your 
good conversation in Christ. 

17 For it is better, if the will of 
God be so, that ye suffer for well 
doing, than for evil doing. 

18 For Christ also hath once suf- 
fered for sins, the just for the un- 

ust, that he might bring us to God 

var put to death in the flesh, put

9 7 which also he went and 
preached unto the spirits in pri-

20 Which sometime were disobe, 
dient, when once the longsuffering 
of God waited in the days of No’ah, 
while the ark was a preparing, 
wherein few, that is, eight souls 
were saved by water. 

21 The like figure whereunto even 
baptism doth also now save us 
(not the putting away of the filth of 
the flesh, but the answer of a good 
conscience toward God,) by the re.

22 Who is spue into heaven, and 
is on the right hand of God; angels 
and authorities and powers being 
made subject unto him. 


CHAPTER 4. 
1 Exhortation to godliness. 12 Comfort 
against persecution. 
ORASMUCH then as Christ 
hath suffered for us in the 
flesh, arm yourselves likewise with 
the same mind: for he that hath 
suffered in the flesh hath ceased 
from sin;

7 But the end of all things is at 
hand: be ye therefore sober, and 
watch unto prayer. 

8 And above all things have fer- 
vent charity among yourselves: for 
charity shall cover the multitude 
of sins. 

9 Use hospitality one to another 
without grudging. i 

10 As every man hath received the 
gift, even so minister the same one 
to another, as good stewards of the 
manifold grace of God. 

11 If any man speak, let him speak 
as the oracles of God; if any man 
minister, Jet him do it as of the abil- 
eh which God giveth: that God in 
all things may be glorified through 

é’sus Christ, to whom be: praise 
and dominion for ever and ever. 
Amen. 

12 Beloved, think it not strange 
concerning the fiery trial which is 
to try you, as though some strange 
thing happened unto you: 

- 18 But rejoice, inasmuch as ye are 
partakers of Christ’s sufferings; 
that, when his glory shall be re- 
vealed, ye may be glad also with 
exceeding joy. 

14 If ye be reproached for the 
name of Christ, ePEy are ye; for 
the spirit of glory and of God rest- 
eth upon you: on their part he is 
evil spoken of, but on your part he 
is glorified. 

15 But let none of you sufferas a 
murderer, or as a thief, or as an 
evildoer, or as a busybody in other 
men’s matters.

8 For if these ane be in you,

9 But he that lacketh these things 
is blind, and cannot see afar off, 
and hath forgotten that he was 
purged from his old sins. 

10 Wherefore the rather, brethren, 
give diligence to make | fas calling 
and election sure: for if ye do these 
things, ye shall never fall: 

1l For so an entrance shall be 
ministered unto you abundantly 
into the everlasting kingdom of 
our Lord and Saviour Jé’sus Christ. 

12 Wherefore I will not be negli- 
feo to put you always in remem- 

rance of these things, though ye 
know them, and be established in 
the present truth. 

13 Yea, I think it meet, as long as 
Iam in this tabernacle, to stir you 
uy by putting you inremembrance ; 

4 Knowing that shortly I must 
put off this my tabernacle, even as

me. 

15 Moreover I will endeavour that 
a may be able after my decease to 

ave these things always in remem- 
brance. 

16 For we have not followed cun- 
ningly devised fables, when we 
made known unto you the power 
and coming of our Lord Je’sus 
Christ, but were eyewitnesses of 
his majesty. | 

17 For he received from God the 
Father honour and glory, when 
there came such a voice to him 
from the excellent glory, This is 
my beloved Son, in whom I am 
well pleased. 

18 And this voice which came 
from heaven we heard, when we 
were with him in the holy mount. 

19 We have also a more sure word 
of prophecy ; whereunto ye do well 
that ye take heed, as unto a light 
that shineth in a dark place, until 
the day dawn, and the day star 
arise in your hearts: 

20 Knowing this first, that no pro- 
phecy of the scripture is of any pri- 
vate interpretation. 

21 For the prophecy came not in 
old time by the will of man: but 
holy men of God spake as they were 
moved by the HO’ly Ghost. 


CHAPTER 2.

8 (For that righteous man dwell- 
ing among them, in seeing and 
hearing, vexed his righteous soul 
from day to day with their unlaw- 
ful deeds;) 

9 The Lord,.knoweth how to de- 
liver the godly out of temptations, 
and to reserve the unjust unto the 
day of judgment to be punished: 

10 But chiefly them that walk after 
the flesh in the lust of uncleanness, 
and despise government. Pre- 
sumptuous are they; selfwilled 
they are not afraid to speak evil ot 
dignities. 

11 Whereas angels, which are 
greater in power and eveny bring 
not railing accusation against them 
before the Lord. 

12. But. these, as natural brute 
beasts, made to be taken and de- 
stroyed, speak evil of the things 


that they understand not; and 
shall utterly perish in their own 
corruption; 


13 And shall receive the reward 
of unrighteousness, as they that 
count it pleasure to riot in the day 
time. Spots they are ana blemishes, 


, sporting themselves with their own 


eceivings, while they feast with 


you; 
14 Having eyes full of adultery, 
and that cannot cease from sin;

they have exercised with covetous 
practices; cursed children: 

15 Which have forsaken the right 
way, and are pune astray, follow-

16 But was rebuked for his in- 
iquity: the dumb ass speaking with 
man’s voice forbad the madness of 
the prophet. 

17 These are wells without water, 
clouds that are carried with a tem- 

est; towhom the mist of darkness 

8 reserved for ever. 

18 For when they speak great 
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profane seducers 


swelling words of vanity, ye! al 
lure through the lusts of the fiesh 

through much wantonness, those 
that were clean escaped from them 
who live.in error. 

19 While they promise them lib- 
erty, they themselves are the ser- 
vants of corruption: for of whom 
@ man is overcome, of the same is. 
he brought in bondage. 

20 For if after they have escaped 
the pollutions of the world through 
the knowledge of the Lord and Sav- 
iour Je’sus Christ, they are again 
entangled therein, and overcome, 
the latter end is worse with them 
than the beginning. 

21 For it had been better for them 
not to have known the way of 
righteousness, than, after they have 
known i, to turn from the holy 
commandment delivered unto 
them.

18 I counsel thee to buy of me 
gold tried in the fire, that thou 
mayest be rich; and white raimen 
that thou mayest be clothed, an 
that the shame of thy nakedness 
do not appear; and anoint thine 
eyes with eyesalve, that thou may- 
est see. 

19 As many as I love, I rebuke and 
chasten: be zealous therefore, and 
repent.

liveth for ever and ever, 

10 The four and twenty elders fall

9 And they sung anew song, say- 
ing, Thou art worthy to take the 
book, and to open the seals thereof : 
for thou wast slain, and hast re- 
deemed us to God by thy blood out 
of every kindred, and tongue, and 
people, and nation; 

10 And hast made us unto our God 
kings and priests: and we shall 
reign on the earth. 

11 And I beheld, and I heard the 
voice of many angels round about 
the throne and the beasts and the 
elders: and the number of them 
was ten thousand times ten thou- 
sand, and thousands of thousands; 

12 Saying with a loud voice, 
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The opening of 
Worthy is the Lamb that was slain 
to receive power, and riches, and 
wisdom, and strength, and honour, 
and glory, and blessing. Ae 

18 And every creature which is in 
heaven, and on the earth, and under 
the earth, and such as are in the 
sea, and all that are in them, beard 
[ saying, Blessing, and honour, and 
zlory, and power, de unto him that 
sittéth upon the throne, and unto 
the Lamb for ever and ever. 

14 And the four beasts said, Amen. 
And the four and twenty elders fell 
lown and worshipped him that liv- 
sth for ever and ever.

it were the noise of thunder, one of 
the four beasts saying, Come and 
see.

Ae after these things I saw 

four angels standing on the 
four corners of the earth, holding 
the four winds of the earth, that 
the wind should not blow on the 
rari nor on the sea, nor on any 
ree. 

2 And I saw another angel ascend- 
ing from the east, having the seal of 
the living God: and he cried with 
a loud voice to the four angels, to

3 Saying, Hurt not the earth, nei- 

er the sea, nor the trees, till we 
ave sealed the servants of our

4 And I heard the number of them 
which were sealed: and there were

9 After this I beheld, and, lo, a 
great multitude, which no man 
could number, of all nations, and 
kindreds, and people, and tongues, 
stood before the throne, and be- 
fore the Lamb, clothed with white 
robes, and palms in their hands; 

0 And cried with a loud voice, 
saying, Salvation to our God which 
sitteth upon the throne, and unto 
the Lamb.

15 Therefore are they before the 
throne of God, and serve him day 
and night in his temple: and he 
that sitteth on the throne shall 
dwell pie them. 

16 They shall hunger no more, 
neither thirst any more; neither 
shall the sun light on them, nor 
any heat. f 

17 For the Lamb which is in the 
midst of the throne shall feed 
them, and shall lead them unto 
diving fountains of waters: and

CHAPTER 8. 

1 Opening the seventh seal. 2 The angels 
and their trumpets. 6 What foluowed 
the soundings. ‘ 

Ase when he had opened the 

seventh seal, there was silence 
in heaven about the space of half 
an hour. 

2 And I saw the seven angels 
which stood before God; and to 
them were given seven trumpets. 

8 And another angel came and 
stood at the altar, having a golden 
censer; and there was given unto: 
him much incense, that he should 
offer 7¢ with the prayers of all saints 
upon the golden altar which was 
before the throne. 

4 And the smoke of the incense, 
which came with the prayers of the 
saints, ascended up before Ged 
out of the angel’s hand. 

5 And the angel took the censer, 
and filled it with fire of the altar 
and cast it into the earth: and 
there were voices, and thunder- 
ings, and lightnings, and an earth- 
quake. 

6 And the seven angels which had 
the seven trumpets prepared them- 
selves to sound. 

7 The first angel sounded, and 
there followed hail and fire min- 
gled with blood, and they were 
cast upon the earth: and the third 
part of trees was burnt up, ana 
all rea grass was burnt up. 

8 And the second angel sounded, 
and as it were a great mountain 
burning with fire was cast into the 
sea: and the third part of the sea 
became blood; 

9 And the third part of the crea- 
tures which were in the sea, and 
had life, died; and the third part 
of the ships were destroyed. 

10 And the third angel sounded, 
and there fell a great star from 
heaven, burning as it were a lamp 
and it fell upon the third part. of 
the rivers, and upon the fountains, 
of waters ; 

11 And the name of the star is 
called Wormwood: and the third 
part of the waters became worm- 
wood; and many men died of the 
waters, because they were made 
bitter. 

12 And the fourth angel sounded, — 
and the third part of the sun was 
smitten, and the third part of the 
moon, and the third part of the 
stars; so as the third part of them

1 After the fifth angel sounds, a star falls 
Jrom heaven.

ND the fifth angel sounded, 
and I saw a Star fall from hea- 
ven unto the earth: and to him 
was given the key of the bottomless

QS And he opened the bottomless 
pit; and there arose a smoke out 
of the pit, as the smoke of a great 
furnace; and the sun and the air 
were darkened by reason of the 
smoke of the pit. 

3 And there came out of the smoke 
locusts upon: the earth: and unto 
them was given power, as the scor- 
pions of the earth have power. 

4 And it was commanded them 
that they should not hurt the grass 
of the earth, neither any green 
thing, neither any tree; but only 
those men which have not the seal 
of God in their foreheads. 

5 And to them it was given that 
they should not kill them, but that 
they should be tormented five 
months: and their torment was. as 
the torment of a scorpion, when he 
striketh a man. 

6 And in those days shall men seek 
death, and shall not find it; and 
shall desire to die, and death shall 
fiee from them. 

7 And the shapes of the locusts 
were like unto horses prepared unto 
battle; and on their heads were as 
it were crowns like gold, and their 
faces were as the faces of men. 

8 And they had hair as the hair of 
women, and their teeth were as the 
teeth of lions. 

9 And they had breastplates, as it 
were breastplates of iron; and the 
sound of their wings was as the 
sound of chariots of many horses 
pinning to battle. 

10 And they had tails like unto 
‘scorpions, and there were stings in! 
their tails: and their power was to 
hurt men five months. 

ll And they had a king over them, 
which is the angel of the bottomless 
pit, whose name in the He’brew 
tongue is A-bad’don, but in the 


yon. 

12 One woe is past; and, behold, 
there come two woes more here- 
after. 

13 And the sixth angel sounded, 
and I heard a voice from the four 
horns of the golden altar which is 
before God, 

14 Saying to the sixth angel which 
had the trumpet, Loose the four 
angels which are bound in the 
great river Eu-phra’tés. 

15 And the four angels were 
loosed, which were prepared for 
an hour, and a day, and a month, 
and a year, for to slay the third 
part of men. 

16 And the number of the army of 
the horsemen were two hundred 
thousand thousand: and I heard 
the number of them. 

17 And thus I saw the horses in 
the vision, and them that sat on 
them, having breastplates of fire 
and of jacinth, and brimstone: an 
the heads of the horses were as the 
heads of lions; and out of their 
mouths issued fire and smoke and 
brimstone. 

18 By these three was the third 
part of men killed, by the fire, and 
by the smoke, and by the brim- 
stone, which issued out of their 
mouths. 
19 For their power is in their 
mouth, and in their tails: for their 
tails were like unto serpents, and 
i oetlva ate and with them they do 

urt. 

20 And the rest of the men which 
were not killed by these plagues 
yet repented not of the works of 
their hands, that they should not 
worship devils, and idols of gold, 
and silver, and brass, and stone, 
and of wood: which neither can 
see, nor hear, nor walk: 

21 Neither repented they of their 
murders, nor of their sorceries, nor 
of their fornication, nor of their 
thefts. 


CHAPTER 10. 
1 The strong angel and the book. 9 John 
eats the book. 

fea I saw another mighty angel 

come down from heaven, 
clothed with a cloud: and a rain- 
bow was upon his head, and_ his 
face was as it were the sun, and his 
feet as pillars of fire: 

2 And he had in his hand a little 
book open: and he set his right 
foot upon the sea, and his left foot 
on the earth, : 

3 And cried with a loud voice, as 
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when a lion roareth: and when he 
had cried, seven thunders uttered 
their voices. 

4 And when the seven thunders 
had uttered their voices, I was 
about to write: and I heard a voice 
from heaven saying unto me, Seal 
up those things which the seven 
paaere uttered, and write them 
not. 

5 And the angel which I saw stand 
upon the sea and upon the earth 
lifted up his hand to heaven, 

6 And sware by him that liveth 
for ever and ever, who created hea- 
ven, and the things that therein 
are, and the earth, and the things 
that therein are, and the sea, and 
the things which are therein, that 
there should be time no longer: 

7 But in the days of the voice of 
the seventh angel, when he shall 
begin to sound, the mystery of God 
should be finished, as he hath de- 
clared to his servants the prophets. 

8 And the voice which I heard 
from heaven spake unto me again, 
and said, Go and take the little 
book which is open in the hand of 
the angel which standeth upon the 
sea and upon the earth. 

9 And I went unto the angel, and 
said unto him, Give me the little 
book. And he said unto me, Take 
st, and eat it up; and it shall make 
thy belly bitter, but it shall be in 
thy mouth sweet as honey. 

7) And I took the little book out 
of the angel’s hand, and ate it up;

11 And he said unto me, Thou 
must prophesy again before many 
peoples, and nations, and tongues, 
and kings. 


CHAPTER 11.

ND there was given me @ reed 
like nnto a rod: and the angel 
stood, saying, Rise, and measure 
the temple of God, and the altar, 

and them that worship therein. 

2 But the court which is without 
the temple leave out, and measure 
ait not; for it is given unto the 
Gén’tiles: and the holy city shall 
they tread under foot forty and two 
months. a 

3 And I will give power unto my 
two witnesses, and they shall pro- 
phesy a thousand two hundred and 
be ele days, clothed in sack- 
cloth. 

4 These are the two olive trees, 
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The two witnesses 


and the two candlesticks standing 
before the God of the earth. . 

5 And if any man will hurt them, 
fire proceedeth out of their mouth 
and devoureth their enemies: an 
if any man will hurt them, he must 
in this manner be killed. 

6 These have power to shut hea- 
ven, that it rain not in the days of 
their prophecy: and have power 
over waters to turn them to blood 
and to smite the earth with all 
ieeuer, as often as they will. 

7 And when they shall have fine 
ished their testimony, the beast 


‘that ascendeth out of the bottom- 


less pit shall make war against - 
them, and shall overcome them, 
and kill them. 

8 And their dead bodies shall, Ke 
in the street of the eat city, 
which spiritually is called Sod’om 
and E’/gypt, where also our Lord 
was crucified. 

9 And they of the people and kin- 
dreds and tongues and nations 
shall see their dead bodies three 
days and an half, and shall not 
suffer their dead bodies to be put 
in graves. 

10 And they that dwell upon the 
earth shall rejoice over them, and 
make merry, and shall send gifts 
one to another; because these twa 
prophets tormented them _ that 
dwelt on the earth. 

11 And after three days and an 
half the Spirit of life from God 
entered into them, and they stood 
upon their feet; and great fear fell 
i aap them which saw them. f 

2 And they heard a great voice 
from heaven saying unto them, 

Come up hither. nd they as- 
cended up to heaven in a cloud; 
and their enemies beheld them. 

13 And the same hour was there 
a great earthquake, and the tenth 
part of the city fell, and in the 
earthquake were slain of men seven 
thousand: and the remnant were 
affrighted, and gave glory to the 
God of heaven. 

14 The second woe is past; and, 
behold, the third woe cometh

And the _ seventh angel 
sounded; and there were great 
voices in heaven, saying, The king- 


doms of this world are become 
the kingdoms of our Lord, and of 
his Christ; and he shall reign for 
ever and ever. 

16 And the four and twenty elders, 
which sat before God on their 
seats, fell upon their faces, and 
worshipped God, 
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17 Saying, We give thee thanks, 
O Lord God Almighty, which art, 
and wast, and art to come; be- 
cause thou hast taken to thee thy 
great power, and hast reigned. 

18 And the nations were angry, 
and thy wrath is come, and the 
time of the dead, that they should 
be judged, and that thou shouldest 
give reward unto thy servants the 
prophets, and to the saints, and 
them that fear thy name, small 
and great; and shouldest destroy 
them which destroy the earth. 

19 And the temple of God was 
opened in heaven, and there was 
seen in his temple the ark of his 
testament; and there were light- 
nings, and voices, and thunderings, 
and an earthquake, and great hail.

sabes there appeared a great won- 
der in heaven; a woman 
clothed with the sun, and the moon 
under her feet, and upon her head 
a crown of twelve stars:

6 And the woman flied into the 
Wilderness, where she hath a 
place prepared of God, that they 
vhould feed her there a thousand 
two hundred and threescore days. 

7 And there was war in heaven: 
Mi’chaél and his ane fought 
against the dragon; and the dragon 
fought and his angels, 

8 And prevailed not; neither was 
their place found any more in hea- 
ven. 

9 And the great dragon was cast! 
out, that old serpent, called the 
Dév’il, and Sa’tan which deceiv- 
eth the whole world: he was cast 
out into the earth, and his angeis 
were cast out with him. 


with the sun. 


10 And I heard a loud voice say- 
ing in heaven, Now is come salva- 
tion, aud strength, and the king- 
dom of our God, and the power of 
his Christ: for the accuser of our 
brethren is cast down, which ac« 
cused them before our God day 
and night. 

ll And they overcame him by 
the blood of the Lamb, and by the 
word of their testimony; and they 
loved not their lives unto the 
death. 

12 Therefore rejoice, ye heavens, 
and ye that dwellin them. Woe to 
the inhabiters of the earth and of 
the sea! forthe devilis come down 
unto you, having great wrath, be- 
cause he knoweth that he hath but 
a short time. 

13 And when the dragon saw that 
he was cast unto the earth, he per- 
secuted the woman which brought 
forth the man child. 

14 And to the woman were given 
two wings of a great eagle, that she 
might fly into the wilderness, into 
her place, where she is nourished 
for a time, and times, and half 
a time, from the face of the ser. 
pent. 

15 And the serpent cast out of 
his mouth water as a flood after 
the woman, that he might cause 
her to be carried away of the flood. 

16 And the earth helped the wo- 
man, and the earth opened her 
mouth, and swallowed up the flood 
which the dragon cast out of his 
mouth. 

17 And the dragon was wroth with 
the woman, and went to make war 
with the remnant of her seed 
which keep the commandments of 
God, and have the testimony of 
Jé’sus Christ. 


CHAPTER 13. 

1 The beast to which the dragon gives his 
power. 18 The number of the beast. 
AND I stood upon the sand of 

the sea, and saw a beast rise 
up out of the sea, having seven 
heads and ten horns, and upon his 
horns ten crowns, and upon his 
heads the name of blasphemy. 

2 And the beast which I saw was 
like unto a leopard, and his feet 
were as the feet of a bear, and his 
mouth as the mouth of a lion: and 
the dragon gave him his power, 
and his seat, and great authority. 

3 And I saw one of his heads as 
it were wounded to death; and 
his deadly wound .was healed: and 
a re world wondered after the 

east. 
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4 And they worshipped the dragon 
which gave power unto the beast: 
and they worshipped the beast, 
saying, Who ¢s like unto the beast? 
who is able to make war with 
him? 

5 And there was given unto hima 
mouth speaking great things and 
blasphemies; and power was given 
unto him to continue forty and two 
months. 

6 And he opened his mouth in 
blasphemy against God, to blas- 
pheme his name, and his taber- 
nacle, and them that dwell in hea- 
ven. 

7 And it was given unto him to 
make war with the saints, and to 
overcome them: and power was 
given him over all kindreds, and 
tongues, and nations. 

8 And all that dwell upon the 
earth shall worship him, whose 
names are not written in the book 
of life of the Lamb slain from the 
foundation of the world. 

9 If any man have an ear, Jet him 


hear. 

10 He that leadeth into captivity 
shall go into captivity: he that 
killeth with the sword must be 
killed with the sword. Here is the 
patience and the faith of the saints. 

11 And I beheld another beast 
coming up out of the earth; and 
he had two horns like a lamb, and 
he spake as a dragon. 

12 And he exerciseth all the power 
of the first beast before him, and 
causeth the earth and them which 
dwell therein to worship the first 
beast, whose deadly wound was 
healed. 

13 And he doeth great wonders, 
so that he maketh fire come down 
from heaven on the earth in the 
sight of men, 

14 And deceiveth them that dwell 
on the earth, by the means of those 
miracles which he had power to do 
in the sight of the beast; saying to 
them that dwell on the earth, that 
they should make an image to the 
beast, which had the wound by a 
sword, and did live. 

15 And he had power to give life 
unto the image of the beast, that 
the image of the beast should both 
speak, and cause that as many as 
would not worship the image of 
the beast should be killed. 

16 And he causeth all, both small 
and great, rich and poor, free and 
bond, to receive a mark in their 
right hand, or in their foreheads: 

17 And that no man might buy 
or sell, save he that had the mark, 
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The Lamb. 


or the name of the beast, or the 
number of his name. 

18 Here is wisdom. Let him that 
hath understanding count the num- 
ber of the beast: for it is the num- 
ber of a man; and his number is 
Six hundred threescore and six.

3 And they sung as it. were a/new 
song before the throne, and before 
the four beasts, and the elders: and 
no man could learn that song but 
the hundred and forty and four 
thousand, which were redeemed 
from the earth. 

4 These are they which were not 
defiled with women; for they are 
virgins. These are they which fol- 
low the Lamb whithersoever he 
goeth. These were redeemed from 
repel men, being the firstfruits 
unto God and to the Lamb. 

5 And in their mouth was found 
no guile: for they are without fault 
before the throne of God. 

6 AndI saw another angel fly in 
the midst of heaven, having the 
everlasting gospel to preach unto 
them that dwell on the earth, and 
to every nation, and kindred, and 
tongue, and people, 

7 Saying with a loud voice, Fear 
God, and give glory to him; for the 
hour of his judgment is come: and 
worship him that made heaven, 
and earth, and the sea, and the 
fountains of waters. 

8 And there followed another 
angel, saying, Bab’y-lon is fallen, is 
fallen, that great city, because she 
made all nations drink of the wine 
of the wrath of her fornication. 

9 And the third angel followed 
them, saying with a loud voice, If 
any man worship the beast and his 
image, and receive his mark in his 
forehead, or in his hand, 

10 The same shall drink of the 
wine of the wrath of God, which is 
poured out without mixture into 
the cup of his indignation; and he 
shall be tormented with fire and 
brimstone in the presence of the 
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holy angels, and in the presence of 
the Lamb: 

ll And the smoke of their tor- 
ment ascendeth up for ever and 
ever: and they have no rest day 
nor night, who worship the beast 
and his image, and whosoever re- 
ceiveth the mark of his name. 

12 Here is the patience of the 
saints: here are they that keep the 
commandments of God, and the 
faith of Jé’sus. 

13 And I heard a voice from hea- 
ven saying unto me, Write, Blessed 
are the dead which die in the Lord 
from henceforth: Yea, saith the 
Spirit, that they may rest from 
their iabours ; and their works do 
follow them. 

14 And I looked, and behold a 
white cloud, and upon the cloud 
one sat like unto the Son of man, 
having on his head a golden crown, 
and in his hand a sharp sickle. 

15 And another angel came out of 
the temple, crying with aloud voice 
to him that sat on the cloud, Thrust 
in thy sickle; and reap: for the time 
is come for thee to reap; for the 
harvest of the earth is ripe. 

16 And he that sat on the cloud 
thrust in his sickle on the earth; and 
the earth was reaped. 

17 And another angel came out of 
the temple which is in heaven, he 
also having a sharp sickle. 

18 And another angel came out 
from the altar, which had power 
over fire; and cried with a loud 
cry to him that had the sharp sickle, 
saying, Thrust in thy sharp sickle, 
and gather the clusters of the vine 
of the earth; for her grapes are 
fully ripe. 

19 And the angel thrust in his sic- 
kle into the earth, and gathered the 
vine of the earth, and cast it into 
-the great winepress of the wrath 
of God. 

20 And the winepress was trodden 
without the city, and blood came 
out of the winepress, even unto the 
horse bridles, by the space of a 
thousand and six hundred fur- 
longs. 


CHAPTER 15.

7 The 
seven vials of wrath. 

ND I saw another sign in hea 
ven, gree and marvellous, 
seven angels having the seven last 
plagues; for in them is filled up

glass mingled with fire: and them

that had gotten the victory over 
the beast, and over his image, and 
over his mark, and over the num- 
ber of his name, stand on the sea 
of glass, having the harps of God.

4 Who shall not fear thee, O Lord, 
and glorify ree name? for thou 
only art holy: for all nations shall 
come and worship before thee; 
pabeot! judgments are made mani- 

est. 


5 And after that I looked, and, be- 
hold, the temple of the tabernacle 
of the testimony in heaven was 
opened: 

6 And the seven angels came out 
of the temple, having the seven 
plagues, clothed in pure and white 
linen, and having their breasts 
girded with golden girdles. 

7 And one of the four beasts gave 
unto the seven angels seven golden 
vials full of the wrath of God, who 
liveth for ever and ever. 

8 And the temple was filled with 
smoke from the glory of God, and 
from his power; and no man was 
able to enter into the temple, till 
the seven plagues of the seven 
angels were fulfilled. 


CHAPTER 16.

7 And I heard another out of the 
altar say, Even so, Lord God Al- 
mighty, true and righteous are thy 
ey aL 

8 And the fourth angel poured 
out his vial upon the sun; and 
power was given unto him to 
scorch men with fire. 

9 And men were scorched with 
great heat, and blasphemed the 
name of God, which hath power 
over these plagues: and they re- 
pented not to give him glory. 

10 And the fifth angel poured out 
his vial upon the seat of the beast; 
and his kingdom was full of dark- 
ness; and they gnawed their 
tongues for pain, 

ll And blasphemed the God of 
heaven because of their pains and 
their sores, and repented not of 
their deeds. 

12 And the sixth angel poured out 
his vial upon the great river Eu- 
phra’tes; and the water thereof 
was dried up, that the way of the 
kings of the east might be pre- 
pared. 

13 And I saw three unclean spirits 
like frogs come out of the mouth of 
the dragon, and out of the mouth 
of the beast, and out of the mouth 
of the false prophet. 

For they are the spirits of devy- 
iis, working miracles, which go forth 
unto the kings of the earth and of 
the whole world, to gather them to 
the battle of that great day of God 
Almighty. 

15 Behold, I come as a_ thief. 
Blessed is he that watcheth, and 
keepeth his garments, lest he walk 
naked, and they see his shame. 

16 And he gathered them _ to- 
gether into a place called in the 
He’brew tongue Ar-ma-géd’/don. 

17 And the seventh angel poured 
out his vial into the air; and there 
came a great voice out of the tem- 

le of heaven, from the throne, say- 
ing, It is done. 

18 And there were voices, and 
thunders, and ee ; and there 
was a great earthquake, such as was 
not since men were upon the earth, 
so mighty an earthquake, and so 


reat. 
59 And the great city was divided 
into three parts, and the cities of 
the nations fell: and great Bab’y- 
lon came in remembrance before 
God, to give unto her the cup of the 
wine of the fierceness of his wrath. 

20 And every island fled away, 
anc the mountains were not found.

6 And I saw the woman drunken 
with the blocd of the saints, and 
with the blood of the martyrs of 
Je’sus: and when I saw her, I won- 
dered with great admiration. 

7 And the angel said unto ood 
Wherefore didst thou marvel? 
will tell thee the mystery of the 
woman, and of the beast that car- 
rieth her, which hath the seven 
heads and ten horns. 

8 The beast that thou sawest wa 
and is not; and shall ascend out o 
the bottomless pit, and go into per. 
dition: and they that dwell on the 
earth shall wonder, whose names 
were not written in the book of life 
from the foundation of the worl 
when they behold the beast tha 
was, and is not, and yet is. 

9 And here is the mind which hath 
wisdom.

13 These have one mind, and shall 
give their power and strength unto 
the beast. 

14 These shall make war with the 
Lamb, and the Lamb shall over- 
come them: for he is Lord of 
lords, and King of kings: and they 
that are with him are called, and 
chosen, and faithful. 

15 And he saith unto me, The 
waters which thou sawest, where 
the whore sitteth, are peoples, 
and multitudes, and nations, and 
tongues.

10 Standing afar off for the fear 
of her torment, saying, Alas, alas 
that great city Bab’y-lon, that 
mighty city ! for in one hour is thy 
judgment come. 

11 And the merchants of the earth 
shall weep and mourn over her; 
for no man buyeth their merchap- 
dise any more: 

12 The merchandise of gold, and 
silver, and precious stones, and of

7 Hethat overcometh shall inherit 
all things; and I will be his God, 
and he shall be my son. 

8 But the fearful, and unbelieving, 
and the abominable, and murder- 
ers, and whoremongers, and sor- 
cerers, and idolaters, and all liars, 
shal] have their part in the lake 
which burneth with fire and brim- 
stone: which is the second death. 

9 And there came unto me one of 
the seven angels which had -the 
seven vials full of the seven last 

lagues, and talked with me, say- 
ing, Come hither, I will shew thee 
the bride, the Lamb’s wife. 

10 And he carried me away in the 
spirit to a greatand high mountain, 
and shewed me that great city, the 
holy Jé-ru/s4-lém, descending out 
of heaven from God, 

ll Having the glory of God: and 
her light was like unto a stone most 
precious, even like a jasper stone, 
clear as crystal; ; 

12 And had a wal) great and high, 
and had twelve gates, and at the 
gates twelve angels, and names 
written thereon, which are the 
names of the twelve tribes of the 
children of Is’ra-el: 

13 On the east three gates; on the 
north three gates; on the south

18 And the building of the wall of 
it was of jasper: and the city was 
pure gold, like unto clear glass.

the eighth, beryl; the ninth, a to- 
paz; the tenth, a chrysoprasus; the 
eleventh, a jacinth; the twelfth, an 
amethyst. 

21 And the twelve gates were 
twelve pearls; every several gate 
was of one pearl: and the street of 
the city was pure gold, as it were 
transparent glass. 

22 And I saw no temple therein: 
for the Lord God Almighty and the 
Lamb are the temple of it. 4 

23 And the city had no need of 
the sun, neither of the moon, to 
shine in it: for the glory of God 
did lighten it, and the Lamb 7s the 
light thereof. 

24 And the nations of them which 
are saved shall walk in the light of 
it: and the kings of the earth do 
pring their glory and honour into 


it. 
25 And the gates of it shall not be 
shut at all by day: for there shall 
be no night there. 

26 And they shall bring the glory 
and honour of the nations into it. 
27 And there shall in no wise en- 
ter into itany thing that defileth, 
neither whatsoever worketh abomi- 
nation, or maketh a lie: but they 
which are written in the Lamb’s 
book of life.
